An Account of this Edition of the following BOO K. 


H E Great Hiſtorical Dictionary of Monſievr Merery, was an unexpetted 
Work to come from a Perſon, who underſtood not any Greek or Hebrew ; 
and had but an indifferent knowledge of Latin, For it will be al- 

; lowed, amidſt ſuch a multiplicity of Subje&3, to contain many very in- 

| genious things. Yet I defire not to commend him for the Invention 

he aſcribes to the Chineſe of the Province of Xamſi: who boyl their Vituals ( he ays 7 

over Pits of Subterraneous Fires, proceeding from the Bowels of the Earth: Which, to make 

the Fire burn the quicker and ſtronger, they contraf} at the Mouths in —_ @ manner, as only 

70 leave room for the Caldron to ſtand. For though the Chineſe are famous over the World 

for their Inventions; yet the Wit of :h# hath fo little in it of the Wiſdom of their Other, 

or Common Senſe, that it ſuperſedes the Civility of the leaſt pretence to approve of it. 

Neither yet is it poffible:for me to be reconciled to his Account of a Tribe of the Trogle- 

dytes ; dwelling continually in the Caverns of a Mountain, 1n the H{land of Malta; near 

ta a Houſe of Pleaſure, belonging to the Great Maſter of the Order of the Knights there. 

A tall, robuſt, long-liv'd, inhoſpitable people, as he deſcribes them : 7/ho vo altogether 

the pure Arabick Language, in which they are inſtruted, as to matters of Religion, by the Ma- 

ronites that come to Malta. - For there appears no more Probability of an ds tha Race 
of Chriſtign Trogladjtes at Malta, than of a Nation of Pygmzes in the Neighbourhood of 
the Nile, Therefore in a word, Monfierr Morery, as he hath his Excellencies, fo he hath 
his great Faults too; And it ſeems to be none of the leaſt remarkable of the Latter, 

That ler a thing be never ſo Fabulous in Pliny and Herodotas, ar the Hiſtories of the 

old Greeks ; never ſo extravagantly reported by the Modern Books of Voyages and 

Diſcoveries, or the Common Memeires of the Times 3 yet he mixes ic with his purer 

Geography. Which hath given me continual reaſon to admue the Patience and La- 

bour of his Pez : but I difagree with his Fancy, if he thaught ſuch Colle&ions plealing 

to Men of Sen(e; and with his Judgment, if he thought them true. 

In his Geography of the Kingdom and Counties of England, there is no body bur 
muſt be offended with him upon other Accounts. The principal of our Rivers ( next 
the Thames ) the Severn, the Trent, the Humber, the Medway, the Derwent, &c. None 
of them have their Names with Deſcriptions in his Work. Peterborough, Wells,Cambridge, 
Sbrewsbury, Richmond, and Rippon, are wholly omitted out of our Chief Towns and C1 
ries. Cambridgeſhire, Hertfordſhire, Cheſhire, Shropſhire and Wiltſhire, out of our Counties- 
And all che Deſcription that he gives co Eleven of our Counties more, with the Capital 


Towns thereunto belonging, will be juſtly rehearſed in about Eleven Lines. To South- 
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hampton, he ſays, 4 Ton and County in the South of England , with a Port to the Sea. 
To Stafford, a Town and County of England, towards the middle of the Kingdom. "To Sift- 
rey, a County in the South part of England. To Sutlex, -@ Ceunty in -the-South of England, 
whereof Chicheſter « the Capital. To Warwick, a Town and County of England. To 
Weſtmorland, @ County in the North of England, which was a part of the Cuuntry of the an- 
cient Brigantes. To Huntingdon ard Leiceſterſhires,- he adds the Names of the Rivers 
Ouſe and Stower, with two or three Towns. To Middleſex, « ſmall County in the Eaſt of 
England, included in the ancient Kingdom of the Eaſt Saxons, and only conſiderable for Lon- 
don its Capita!. To Rutland , @ County. im the middle. of England ', but little conſiderable, 
havikg no more than one Town called Oakcham in it. To Suffolk, a Town and County in the 
Eaſt of England. This is Monſieur Morery's way of deſcribing a next Neighbor Kingdom, 
and one of the moſt Powerful in the World. Which 1s the leaſt that a Geegrapher ſays, 
of the moſt diſtant and obſcure Provinces of China and Fapan , or the unknown Regi- 
ons of the Afiatick Tartary. And though he may be ſomething larger upon London, Ro- 
cheſter , Briſtol , and now and then a County ; | yet he does it with fo little Care and 
Art, ſo wngeograpbically in compariſon to his Illuſtretion of other Countries ; that 
take his Accounts -of England all together ( with which thoſe of Scotland , Ireland, 
and Wales, are done after the like manner ) and they will be found the crudeſt and 
meaneſt and the moſt Contemptible part of his Volumes. 

I need take no Notice of his Ad;akes about Rutland and Suffolk ; which occur. even in 
thoſe diminitive Sketches that he gives them, and are already ſenſible to cvery running 
Eye. He is no leſs miſtaken about the Biſhoprick of Coventry and Lichfield. A Biſhoprick 
( ſays he ) about the year 656. was __ at Lichfield. And there being another Biſhop- 
rick afterwards eſtabliſh'd at Coventry , theſe two Biſhopricks in time became united in one. 
Whereas it never from the beginning was otherwiſe than one and the ſame Biſhoprick ; 
primarily eſtabliſhed at'Lichfeld in 656 : Next removed to Cheſter in 1067; or as others, 
in 1075- From Cheſter, removed to Coventry in 1088 : and from Coventry returned to 
Lichfield again in 1186. Whereupon followed an Agreement under Biſhop Alexander de 
Savensby { who ſucceeded to the See in 1220 ) , that the Epiſcopal Style ſhould be dert- 
ved from both Coventry and Lichfield, yet with the Precedence to Coventry. Moenſ. Mo- 
rery is no leſs miſtaken in the ancient Seat of the Biſhops of Lincoln, which was Dorcheſter 
in Oxfordſhire , ſituated at the Confluence of the Thame and the 1/75. For he hath the 
fortune, not only to attribute it to Dorcheſter in Dorſetſhire, upon the River Frome*;-but to 
quote William of Malmsbury for the ſame, to aggravate the matter, in miſtaking both 
his Author and the place together. Ir is very pleaſant to obſerve in his Account of Nor- 
thumberland, what an extent he gives to it. Al Northumberland ( ſays he ) compre- 
bends fix Counties ; York, Durham, Lancaſter, Weſtmorland, Cumberland «»4 Northum- 
berland. To which he ought to have added the South parts of Scotland too, as far as 
Edenborough; 1f he knew no other, than that the Limits of Northumberland now remain 
in the ſame State , as they were eleven hundred years ago, in the time of Saxon 
Heptarchy. Perhaps a Stranger will continually admire at the meaning of ſuch Words 
as Lerbie, Barthe, Lanclaſtre, Torriger, &c. He may be pleaſed to know therefore, that 
Monſieur Morery is not much to be truſted for the Right Proper Names of Places or Per- 
ſons ( Antient or Modern )), out of his own Country. Yet neither can our Nation 
blame him for it, more than another. His Miſnomers are moſt Univerſal: and' the 
meaning of thoſe mentioned, 1s Trebye 1n Cumberland, the Bath, Lancaſhire, and the anti- 
ent Britain Vortiger. It 1s more ſtrange to ſee him Miſplace the Houſes of Lords and 
Commons 1n the Abbey of Weſtminſter; and to ſee Dr. Barrow of Cambridge attributed 
throughout his Character to the Chairs and Preferments of Oxford ; and Dr. Stilling- 


fleet quoted with the Title of the preſent Biſhop of I/imcheſter, Yet there is a ſtranger 


and a more admirable Paſlage ſtill, expeRting to be alſo remembred here; which ſays, 
in illuſtrating the occaſion and manner of the Deſcent of the Troops from Helland in 


| 1688. that they were landed at Torbay in Wales. 


Ie 15 true, theſe particular Defects and Errours import no more , than the unskilfulneſs 
of the Author, in the Geography and Hiſtory of Ergland; whereof the diſparagemenc 
redounds to himſelf only, with Mon/ieur LeClerc his late Editor at Utrecht, who certainly is 
the Father of a ſhare. But if 4. Morery hath happened to be as unfortunate as Maimbourg 
and Yarilas, in miſtaking in Particulars relating to England ; Heis allo as injurious as Sca- 
liger and Sorbiere in ſome of his General Characters of it. It is fat, T ſhould repeat his Words. 
Firſt, he beſtows a line or two of commendation upon the Gentry and Nobility, who 
perte& their Natural Parts and Educations by Travel and Converſation with Stran- 


gers , Woe, Angleterre) But on the Comrary (he adds) the People of England, are cruel, inſo- 


lent, 
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lent, brutal, ſeditious, Enemies to Strangers. The abundance of all the Neceſſaries 'of life 
produced by their Country with little pain , renders them proud and negligent. They 
have not the ſame Induſtry, nor the ſame Addreſs to Works and Manufatures, as their Neigh. 
bours and other People; who are made to love labour, and be induſtrious, by neceſſity and the 
feerility of their Country. It hath been long ſince ſaid, 


Anglica Gens eſt Optima flens, ſed peflima ridens. 


To be perſuaded of the Truth whereof, one need only conſider the Evils that England bath 
ſwjfered theſe thirty or forty years, by the Tranſport and the Malice of its ſour, queralous, 
opiniative, and diſſembling Spirits. —— The Men of Letters often compoſe their Works with a 
Pipe of Tobacco in their hands. The Citizens and Peaſants delight in the fighting of Bears 
and Bulls, Cock-fighting, and Wreſtling ; which agree with their Inclinations, which are @ 
Little cruel. — The Women go without Ceremony to the Taverns, The Gallants carry their 
Miſtreſſes to them ; to pleaſure whom the Treat muſt be concluded with the fighting of Bears 
and Bulls, Cock-figbting and Wreſtling, and many times with all thoſe three together. By 
ſaying all three together,” he imagines we fight the Bears and Bulls with one another. 
Now as my Grandfather Heylyz anſwers to the like Calumnies of Scaliger, by the ſhoot- 
ing of the Bow, we may eaſily gueſs the quality of the Archer. 

It the People of France lived with all the Innocency and the Freedom of the Golden 
Age, their Cenſures might have been allowed to paſs with the Authority of Oracles. Bar 
as it 15 thejr unhappineſs to be Slaves tothe Rack, and the Wheel, and the Galleys ; who 
have filled the Univerſe with the Outcries of their Perſecutions at Home, and their 
Devaſtations abroad; and can never be forgotten for the blood of Henry II. and IV. 
the Barracades of Paris, and the Nuprials of -S. Bartholomew's Eve; before they begin 
the Cry of Cruelty and Sediriouſneſs vpon another Nation ; let them remember that 
Divine Character of a Man, who quarrels with a Mote in his Brothers Eye, whilff he 
hath a Beam in hs own, It I know any thing of the Native Engliſh Temper, Cruelty 
15 the very Antipodes to it. There is nothing more odious in Hiſtory amongſt us, than 
the Memory of a Prince, who ſtains his Reign with Blood. As our Government 
is a Monarchy without Tyranny, it requires our Obedience without Serwvility. Torture 
is excluded our Laws with an abhorrence; not. only as a Servility unfit for Chriſtians, 
but a Barbariry unft for Men. And that famous ancient compariſon of Angli tan- 
quam Angeli, ſhines moſt eſpecially in the beauty of their minds; compoſed 7 Simpli- 
city, Integrity, Modeſty, Mercy, Open and Free-heartedneſs, Peace, Gratitude, Generoſity, Gal- 
lantry and Love ; which are all comprehended in one Word, they call Good Nature, ſo 
appropriated by God to them and their Language, that it ſcarce admits of a dire& 
Tranſlation into any other. The true Reading of the Verſe, that is quoted by Monſieur 
Morery, 15 by an Abuſe corrupted and turned into Anglica gens, Otherwile it 15 


Raſtica gens eſt Optima flens, ſed Peſſima ridens. 


And underſtands the Peaſantry, not of Ours, or any Particular Nation, but all in Com- 
mon. Though the Senſe and Equity of it neither ſo is any better than the Poetry: And 
I dare be confident the Rhiming Monk that wrote it, never knew in himſelf what La- 
bour and Oppreſſion means. Whilſt the Peaſant by the condition of his Being carres a 
Croſs, to add tothe weight whereof is barbarous in Oppreſſing the Oppreſſed. It is no ſmall 
ſign of a Diſpoſition contrary to Brutal, Inſolent, Querulous and Cruel, that England 1s to 
a Proverb'the Paradiſe of the Tender Sex. For whom Monſieur Morery hath prepared ſuch a 
Treat of Sports,as hath I believe at leaſt one excellence in it, Not to be Common. He ought to 
have excuſed thoſe Sports from Cruelty in their favours too; and to have known, that the 
particular: pleaſure of the Peaſantry therein, is only to ſee the courage of their Beaſts, 
or laugh at Cowardiſe even in Beaſts. But for the Evils which England (he ſays) bath 
ſuffered theſe thirty or forty years, or more, it is very unjuſt to-forget the Praiſes of all che 
Perſons that were innocent of them, and to draw the Character of the whole Nation 
from the Crimes.of the guilty only. Who ſo far as they forſook Peace, and Love, and 
the reſt of the Virtues abovementioned, degenerated fromthe Native Spirits ef Engl:ſt- 
men. Whilſt fearing beyond reaſon, and immoderately perſecuting a Phantoſme of Cru- 
eliy in others, they begat the Monſter amongſt themſelves So odious is the apprehen- 
fon of Cruelty, Slavery, and Brutality here ; that the Evils of England have been occa- 
fioned by nothing more, than a falſe fear taken at their Names. 

His other. Character of the People of England, is,that they are Enemies to Strangers: For 
which, I never could learn a better Argumenc,than that of Monſ. Sorbieres ; (lee Dr.Sprats 


Obſervations upon the Voyages of Mor. Sorbiere ; ) becauſe he was rudely called on, 
, | an 
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nd not reſveRed in the quality of H:forioprapher Royal to the K. of France, by the 
Children Ce Sbedbas of ——_ (oo = before the reception of the French Proteſtants, 
the numbers of Strangers at Norwich, Canterbury, and London, were computed to be 
more than eonſtantly refided at any twenty Cities, either of France,or Spain, or Ttaty. 
Virtue, Merit and Civility in Perſons of a Foreign Country, like the Commodicies 
imported thence, charm the hearts of the Enghſh ; and have a greater value fet upon 
them, than the equal produdts of our own. So far are we from being inclined to be 
Enemies to Strangers, that we are ambitious to be Friends to Strangers, even till we are 
Enemies to aur ſelves. Ic is for their benefit, that in the Court of Admiralty we con- 
Rantly retain the uſe of the Civil Law and have enlarged it with the addition of thoſe 
admirable Laws of Oleros, publiſhed by our King Richard I. which have equalized the 
Fame and Juſtice, as to Marine cauſes, of the ancient Laws of the Rhodians, And haw 
very careful both our Common and Statute Laws are, in doing the exacteſt juſtice in all 
Pleas betrwixt Strangers and Denizens, or the King and Strangers; I need only appeal to 
the Inqueſt of Medietas Linguz, given by the Statutes of the 29. and 28. of Edw. 111. 

Another Part of his Diſgraces of the People of England, is, their Pride and Negligence, 
want of Induſtry, and of a Genius to Works and Manufattures,occaſioned by their relyauce upon 
the fertility of their Country, 1 muſt obferve he joyns their Pride and want of 4 
very ull together : For if ever they pretend to be proud of any thing, it is of the Effects 
of their Induſtry, and the Works of their Hands. Their Plantations in the Weſt. Indies, 
and Commerce thicher ; Their African, Levant, Eaſt-Indian, Ruſſia, Groenland, Hud- 
ſons Bay, Spaniſh, French, Hamborough, and Merchant Adventurers Companies, for other 
Foreign Commerce: At Home, their Incloſures and Tillage ; the New Rivers of the 
Fenns, the Coal Mines of the North, the Lead Mines of Derby, and the Tin Mines of 
Cornwall ; the Orchards of Hereford , and the Plough-lands of other Counties : 
Their Manufactures in Clothes, Stuffs, Linnen, Iron, Copper, &c. The Quantities 
of their Commodities tranſported yearly beyond Sea; Their Diſcoveries in the Mecha- 
zick Arts, and their Perfe&ion in the Learned; Their Books in all the Faculties and 
Sciences, upon ali ſorts of Subjets ; Their Reſtauration of London in three years, 
which was ſuppoſed to be the Work of an Age; Their Ships of Trade and War; their 
Riches, their Knowledge, their Power by Land and Sea : All theſe, as they are the 
undeniable Demonſtrations of a moſt zeniaus and Induſtrions People from the meaneſt 
to the higheſt quality ; fo they are juſtly verified of the Erg/iſhin the view of the World. 
Who notwithſtanding inſult over no Foreign State z neither detract from the Praiſes of 
any greater Trade ; But if they value and careſs themſelves upon the happy Effeas of 
their Induſtry, it ts a Yirruoxs Pride that is ſo well grounded. TORE: 

When Monſieur Sorbiere travelled into England, he could not but take notice of the 
Convenient form of the Bridge at Rocheſter, for being jo contrived, that the Mens Hats can- 


not be blown over it. We havealtogether as worthy an Obſervation here of Mon}. Morery ; 


that the Mew of Letters in England often compoſe their Works with a Pipe of Tobacco in their 
bands. Whereby I cruly, with regard both to the Exgliſh and French Men of Letters, am as 
fully ſatisfhed, that the Fancies of particular Perſons, and ſometimes of Nations arc un- 
accountable; as when I remember that the ſage and noble Egyprians of old (and from 
them the 1/reelites) ſet ſuch a high value upon Garlick and Onions, as to honour them 
with a place in the number of their Tiular Deities, For if any Engliſh Man of Letters 
is ſo addicted to the Weed, to write and ſmoak together; yet the Fancy of Monſieur 
Morery ſeems no lefs unaccountable ; firſt to employ his Obſervation upon ſuch erivial 
and infignificant particulars ; and next to prine them in a Voluminous Work, amidſt the 
general Character of one of the moſt illaſtrious Kingdoms in the Work. 

If all the reſt of his Geography had been conformable tothis of England, there had been 
no occaſion to uſe him 1n an unpleaſing Labour that hath happened to be obtained 
trom me. Particularly as to: his own Country, he ſpares no Pains nor Eloquence to 
adorn it. And to be ſure, he ſuppreſſes the ancient Glory of the Atchievments of the 
Victorious Ergliſh in France,as much as poſſibly he'can. Indeed the Intereſts of the French 
Crown, and the Uſe that Monſ. Pompone made (ſometime Secretary of State to Lewis XIV.) 
of the Obligations he laid upon the Author, are viſible; not in that only, but in the 
great care that 1s taken in rehearſing the. Txles, Pretences and Dependences of che 
Crown of France, as if they did defire to entitle it to all the Ancient Gal/lia, according 
as 1t was bounded in the times. of Fulize Ceſer. I have followed him throughout his 
tour Tomes from Place to Place ; leaving his Adulterme Merces, the infinite Traſh that 
15 in him, as undiſturbed as 4ſhes of the Dead; to take what is purely Geographical and 


Chronological, proper, and caſte, and ſhort, according to. the Quality and Genius of 
the 
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the following Di&ionary. Which is therefore in this Edition not only enlarged 
with the Antient Geography, and all ſuch other Deſcriptions of Places, as occur in 
the French Work, above what it was poflible to contain in the Editions of this 
Difionary in lefſer Volumes 3 and alſo with ſome Improvements made in the 
Geography of England 1n the like manner : But I have further taken care to ſupply the 
Defects of the Deſcriptions themſelves, in thoſe Editions, with whatever accrued 
that was really neceſſary to ſuggeſt a more perfe&t knowledge of each ReſpeRtive 
Place. "The Duodecimo aſcribed ro Monſieur Du Vall, (Geographer to the French King) 
and printed the fourth time in Engliſh 1681. with the Title of a Geographical Diaio- 
nary, was rather a Geographical Nomenclature, than a Difionary. It was Begun to be 
made properly into a D:i#iomary by Mr. Edmund Bohwn, at the Perſwalion and Charge 
of the Proprietor of the Copy. And undoubtedly, whatever the Faulcs of Mr. Bohun's 
Octavo are; yet it will always remain an uſeful Book, and a light Companion (as he 
propoleth), for Travellers: when, ſuch is the Neceflicy and Pleaſure of a piece of this 
Nacure in the hands of all ; that the very Nomenclature of Du Vall is entertaining ſtill; 
Bur the advancing of this Work to an Abſolute Perfefion is a matter of a higher Con- 
{:deration : which requires the diligence of many Years, and the ſucceflion perhaps of 
many Hands, and muſt be content to proceed by Degrees. And tho the labour in en- 
countring oftentimes a dry and difficult Soyl is unpleating and deterring ; which cauſed 
Mr. Bohun to declare, he never deſired to do it a ſecond time; yet as it 15 like to redound 
as well to the Honour of the Exgliſh Language, as the Univerſal benefit of Learning 
amongſt us; it will abide an encouragement to conſider, that every Mite beſtowed upon 
this Corban 1s Meritorious ; and every Endeavor towards the Completing ſo great a Good 
may be placed in the number of Publick Services; for which reaſon, I am not only ſatisfied 
with my own contributing a Share thereto ; but am obliged alſo to tell che World, that 
the Table of Meaſures was adjuſted to my Hand by the, Ingenious Mr. Halley.

Of Divers 


MEASURES. 


HE Meaſures of differing Nations, and eſpecially thoſe of the Diſtan- 

ces of Places, being very various, it was neceſſary to premiſe ſomething 

about them, that the Engliſh Reader might not be at a loſs when he 
. meets with them in the following Work, 

The Englith Mile by Statute Law conſiſts of 5280 London Feet, or 1760 Tards, 
and eight Furlongs. Of theſe Miles the Experiments of Mr. Norwood and 
Mr. Picart, do demonſtrate 69, and ſomewhat more, to be a Degree of the Farths 
Surface; tho till lately a Degree has been reckoned but 60 Engliſh Miles. 

A Marine League is the twentieth part of a Degree, and moſt Nations agree 
to reckon ſo for Diſtances at Sea. 

A French League is the twenty fifth part of a Degree, being nearly two Engliſh 
Miles and three quarters. 

A German Mile is reckoned to be the fifteenth part of a Degree, or better 
than four Engliſh Mzles. 

A Dutch Mile, ſuch as are now uſed in Holland, is by the Experiment of

30, #t follows that neareſt 76 Italian Miles are a Degree. And the Turkiſh 
Miles are reputed equal to the Italian. 

The Danes, Swedes, and Hungarians make long Miles, being about a German 
Mile and half, or at leaſt five or fix Engliſh Miles. The Poliſh Miles are nearly 
equal to the Dutch Miles, and reckoned about 20 to a Degree. 

The Scotch and Iriſh Miles are longer than the Engliſh, by about half, and 
are not defined by any certain meaſure, that T can learn. 

The Spaniſh League is eſtimated at four Italian Miles, and are reckoned 17 


and a half to a Degree. . 
The Ruſſians «ſe a ſhort Meaſure they call Vorſt, which is little more than three 


quarters of an Engliſh Mile, | 
The Arabian Mile, both Ancient and Modern, i about an Engliſh Mile and a 


quarter. 
As to the Meaſures of the Ancients, 


The old Roman Mile was nearly equal to the preſent Italian Mzle, deſcribed al- 
ready, and was divided into eight Stadia, or Purlongs, of 625 Roman Feet each. 

The Greeks meaſured by Stadia only, confiſting of 600 Greek Fee?, or 100 
Orgyiz ; eight of theſe made the Roman Mile, the Greek Foot being to the Ro. 
man, as 25 t0.24, nearly. 

The Perſian League or Paraſanga, was much about a Spaniſh League, being 
30 Stadia, or three Italian Miles and three quarters, 

The Schanus or Egyptian League was of two ſorts, the greater of 60 Stadia, 
and the leſſer of 40, the one of five, the other ſeven and a half Italian Miles.

Aba, a Town in Arab:a Felix, . according to mo- 
dern Geographers. $ Alfoa Mountain in the Confines 
of the Greater Armenia, at the foot whereof ariſes 
the River Euphrates. S A Townin Phocis in Greece, 


which gave the Surname Abeus to Apollo, who had 


a Temple there. Being burnt by Xerxes, the Tnha- 
bitants retired into the Iſle of Negroponte, formerly 
Eubza; from them at-that time called Abantis. 


Abacares, a People in the South of America up- 
on the River Madera. 

Jbahins, Abahuis and 4Abanhs#, different Names 
of the River Nzle. | 

Ibaimbe, Abaibe, Abibe ; Abaibe, a Ridge of 
Mountains in Peru, in the Province of Carthagene 
near the Gulf of Uraba.

Ibano, in Latin Aponus, a Village in the Territo- 
ries of Padua, ſuppoſed by ſome to be the Birth-Place 
of Titus Livius, antiently famous for its Baths. 

Ibantes, the Inhabitants of 4ba. See Aba. * 

Fbanwiwar, a County of the Upper Hungary up- 
on the Tib:ſcus, the Capital of which is Caſchar ; it is 
called by the Germans Abaviwar. | 

Ibara or Abaraner, a City upon the River Alin- 
geac in Armenia Major. The Arch-Biſhop of Naſ* 
[ioan frequently makes it þis place of Reſidence. 

Jbarans and Aboraas, a Town in Guinea, upon 


the River Vo/ca, about twenty five Leagues from the 


Sea. 

Abarim, a Ridge of Mountains in the Rocky Ara- 
bia, of which Mount Nebo and Mount Piſgah, men- 
tion'd in Scripture, are parts. h 

Jbarimon, ,a Country in Scythia, at the foot of 
the Mountain Imaus. : 

Fbafles or Abcaſſes, a People of Mount Caucaſus, 
bordering on Mengre/sa, well-ſhap'd and vigorous. 
They cheriſh Cuſtoms much differing from the People 
of other Countries. | 4 

Jbbefozf, a Town in Norwey with a good Port, 
in the Government of Azgerhuys, about 20 Leagues 
from 4nſlo, and 25 or 3o from Stafanger. 

FIbbeville, a City of the County of Porthien in 
Picardy,' upon the River Somme ; it is well fortified, 
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large ard beautiful], and lies 34 Leagues from Paris 
to the North. It belonged heretofore to the Abby of 
S. Riquer, and from thence had its Name. 

Ibdera, an antient City of Thrace, famous, among 
other things, for the Madnefs of the Inhabitants. Of 
latter days it was call'd C/azomene, then Po/yſiz/e or 
Aftrizze, and at this time Aſperoſa. 

Ibenſperg, alittle Town of Bavaria three German 
Mites from Ratisbon, and one irom the Danube. It 
gave Birth and Surname to Foaunes Aventinus a 
Learned Hiſtorian, who wrote Annals of his Country 
from the Flood to 1460. in Ten Books, , 

Iterconwey, in Latin Corovaum, a Town in the 
County of Carnarvon in Wales ſeated on the River 
Conwey and the Iriſh Sea» : 

Foerdeen, in Latin 4berdenia and Devana, a Cr 
ty of Scotlaz:d, built upon the River Don, fifty Miles 
diſtant from S. Andrews to the North-Eaſt ; Here 1s 
an Epiſcopal Chair brought thither in 1100. and an 
Univerſity founded in 1480. The Site thereof is of late 
times removed nearer the River Dee. It was yielded to 
the Erg/ſh without conſtraint, in 1651, Long. 18. 12. 
Lat. 57. 15. 

Iberfraw, Gadiva, a Town in the Iſle of Angleſey, 
the Royal Seat of eleven Kings of North-Wales, where- 
of Amaramd the firft began his Reign there, A. C. 
877. and L/ewellin the laſt of all the Brettſb Kings 
was ſlain in Battel, A. Chr. 1282. Long. t 5. 20. 
Lat. 53. 10. : 

Abergavenny, in Latin Gobamnium, a Town in 
the County of Monmouth in Wales : It belonged to 
the Silures when the Romans conquered them ; it 1s 
fortified with a Wall and Caſtle, and ſeated where the 
Ushe and Gerenny meet. It wasereCted into a Baro- 
ny, which in 1685. was poſſeſſed by George Neve, 
Lord Abergavenny, firlt Baron of England. 

Aberncthp, a Town on the River Tay in Strathern 
in Scotland, anciently the Seat of the Kings of the Pz&s, 
and fince a Biſhops Sea, is now removed to S. Aniremws, 
where we ſhall ſpeak further of it. 

Abta and Abiamu, a great River in Rapathay, 
coming into the Caſp3an-Sea on the Eaſt fide; the 
Ox4s of the Antients. The former Name denoting 
the upper part, and the latter the lower part thereof. 

Ibtlene, a Territory of Zudea, ſo named from 
Abila the chief Town thereof, the Tetrarchate of { y- 
ſanias, mentioned Luke 11. 1. 

Abington, a Corporation in Barkſpire, on the 
Thames, between Oxford and Wallingford, gariſon'd 
for the Parliament againſt Charles the Firſt, 1n 1644. 
which proved a great Inconventence to that Prince. 
It ſtands about 5 Miles South of Oxford. The Right 
Honorable Fames Bertie was created Earl of this place 
November 30. 1682. by Charles IL. 

Abiflinia, ſee /Eth:opia. 

Abiz, Jatrus, Iſchar, a ſmall River of Bulgaria 
which falls into the Darrbe a little below Nzcopolrs. 

Ablon, alittle Town with a Caſtle, about 3 Leagues 
from Paris, where the Proteſtants were for ſome time 
allow'd the Exerciſe of their Religion, till they had a 
Church at Charenton. 

Abo, the Capital City of Finland, under the Arch- 
Biſhop of Vpſal, upon the River Aviaroks in South 
Finland, near the Shoars of the Baltzck Sea, 25 Ger- 
man Miles from Reve! to the North-Weſt, and 31 from 
Srockholme to the North-Eaſt. Longit. 45. Latit.63. 
This City was well nigh burnt to the ground in 1678. 

Fbocharana, a Town in Arabia the Happy, fituate 
on a high Mountain, the Paſſage to which 1s for feven 
Miles fo ſtrait, that not above two Men can go abreſt. 
Here the Grand Seignior keeps his Treaſure. 

Atozas, or Chaborras, a River in Meſopotamzra, 
ſometimes call'd up 

 bozigtnes, were the moſt antient People of La- 


tium, the Seat of the firſt Original Romans ; they are 
mentioned by Tacitus Annal. 11. as one of the firit 
Nations in Italy which received Letters from Erander 
the Arcadian. They are ſuppoſed to have been the 
firſt People which entred T:aty aiter the Flood. The 
Word is generally uſed to fignifie the firſt Inhabitants 
of any Country, of whoſe Original no account can be 
SIven. 

Ibop, a Market Town in Eaſt Meath, in the King- 
dom of Ireland. 

Abzencr, a City of Armenta the Greater. See 
Abara. 

Abzeojos, otherwiſe Baxos de Babueca ; certain 
Rocks near the Ifland of H:ſpanzola, fo called by the 
Spaniards becauſe of the great danger of them : their 
Name ſignifying Open your Eyes. 

Fb2olhos, a litte Iſle with a Ridge of Rocks near 
the Shore of Braſil, for the ſame reaſon thiis call'd by 
the Portugueſe asthoſe aforenam'd by the Spaniards. 

Abzuckbanya, Aurariarum, a Town in Tranſ)l- 
vania. 

Jbzn1330, called by the Romans Aprutium, is a 
Province of the Kingdom of Naples ; it is bounded 
on the Eaſt with Apulia, now Puglia, on the Weſt 
with Marca Anconitana, on the North with the Adria- 
tick Sea, and on the South with the Apennine; it 
was anciently the Seat of the Picens, and the Sam- 
ntes, which latter People by their Valor put the con- 
quering Romans to the lait refuge of chufing a D:&4- 
tor four times, and afforded them the Honor of XXX. 
Triumphs. Their laſt was in 481. year of Rome, 270 
years before our Saviours Birth : This is one of the 
greateſt, richeſt, and beſt peopled parts of the King- 
dom of Naples. 

 Sbſozus, an Iſland and City on the Coaſt of 1//y- 
r7:an, mentioned by Hyginus. 

Jbugana, a Province in the Realm of Angora, part 
of the Dominions of the Grand Negus. 

4bapo, one of the Philsppine Tlands in the Eaſe. 
Indies, between Luzonia and Mindanao ; in this and 
the reſt the Spanzards have Forts, and drive a great 
Trade with their American Territories. 

Zbutich, heretofore Abydus, a very eminent City 
of Egypr, 22 Miles from Prolemass to the North ; it 
ſtands upon the Ni/e. Here was the Palace of Mem. 
20n, and the Temple of Ofirzs, . ſo much celebrated 
in the ancient Poetry, and Mythick Hiſtory. Long. 
G1, 20. Lat. 26. 50. 

Fbydos, a Fortreſs in Aſia oppoſite to Seſtos in 
Europe on the Helleſpont, both which are now called 
the Dardanelli ; made famous by the Love of Hero 
and Leander, and by the vaſt Bridge here laid croſs 
the Sea by Xerxes. 

Ibyla, a Mountain in Afric, anſwering to Calpe 
another Mountain in Spazz on the European fide of 
the Streight of Gibraltar ; they are uſually call'd Here 
cules Pillars, becauſe they were the bounds of his Tra- 
vels Weſtward. This is now call'd by the Mariners 
Apes-Hill, either corruptly from Abyla; or, as they 
ſay, from the multitude of Apes there to be ſeen. 

Abyſo, anciently Oranus, 18 a River of Sic:/y, which 
falls into the Sea between Syracuſa and Pachynus, or 
— 4" Nadi the moſt Southern Promontory of that 
Iſland. 

Aca, Acre, Acri, or Acon, a Sea-Port in Phens- 
cia, which was called by the Grecians and Romans 
Ptrolemais, the latter fixed here a Colony : After the 
loſs of Feruſalem, in the times of the Holy War it 
was the Capital of that Kingdom for ſome time, till 
being taken by the Moors it was intirely ruined, it 
lies 24 Miles South of Tyrus. Long. 65. 30. Lat. 
33. 0o. From this place the Knights of S. Zohn of 
Feruſalem removed to Rhodes.

Achzida, Achris, Achridivs, Adirzda, by the Turks 
called Girſtandil, Fuſtinian the Emperor being born 
here, rebuilt it, and called it Juſtinzana, and made it 
the Metropolis of Macedonia, in which it ſtands, and 
of Bulgaria; it is ſtill a ſtrong and populous City go- 
verned by a Sangiach, it is ſituated near the Lake of 
Lychnidum. It has been in the Turks hands 200 years. 

Ichterwaldt, $:/va Arduenna, a famous Wood, 
that heretofore extended very near the whole breadth

Achy:, of City of Poland in the Palatinate of 
Kiovia, upon the River Vorsk/o towards the borders 
of Moſcovia: It has a Caſtle and is well fortified ; 
ſome few years ſince it has been in the hands of the 
Moſcovites. I ſtands 25 Polonzan Miles beyond the 
Boryſthenes. ES 
' Actaponda, a Town of the Zaſi-Indzes, in the 
confines of the Bay of Bengala, and of the Kingdom 
of Pegu : it has a Harbor belonging to 1t. 

Acterno, a ſmall Epiſcopal City in the Citerior 
Prencipate, under the Archbiſhop of Salerno, from 
whence it is diſtant 25 Miles to the South-Eaſt. 
 Acojonlu, Armenia Minor. 

XIcqgs, commonly Dax, Aque Auguſte, called 
heretofore Taſta alſo, is an Epiſcopal City of Gaſ- 
corgne, under the Archbiſhop of Euſe, in Aquitain 
in France; upon the River Dour, or Adour, which 
falls into the Aquitain Sea at Bajonne. This City has 
Baths in it, and is diſtant about five Miles from the 
Ocean, and about ten from Bajonne to the South- 


Acquapendente, a City in S. Peter's Patrimony, 
no a rifing ground by the River Pelza ; aboun- 
ding in Waters, fronx whence it has its name. It was 
mad. Biſhops See by Pope Innocent XN, in 1650. in- 
ſtead of Caſtro a ruined City ; 40 Miles diſtant from 
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FIcqui, Home Statielle, a City of Liguria, inthe 
Dukedom of Montferrat, under the Dominion of the 
Duke of Mantua; and a Biſhops See under the Arch- 
biſhop of Mslas : it lies upon the River Bormia to- 
wards the Apennine, about 16 Miles from 4/ta, to 
the North Eaft. Here are ſeveral hot Baths, to which 
there is great reſort of People. This City ſuffered 
much damage in the laſt Ital/zan Wars. 

Icla, a Lake in Bichynia, and a River of the ſame 
name. - 
Iclar, Acſeras, Ain-zarba, Anazarbu, A City of 
Clicia, heretofore an Archbiſhops See under the Pa- 
triarch of Anzzoch; now ruined by the Turks : it is 
18 Miles diſtant from Flaviada towards the Eaſt, up- 
on the River Pyramw. Long. 64. 20. Lat. 38. 50. 
Dioſcorides was born here, a famous Phyſician in 
Nero's times ; who wrote ſeveral things which are ill 
extant. | 

Vttigtn, a moſt celebrated Promontory with a City 
of the ſame name in Epirus. It was here that Augu- 
fits overthrew Marc Anthony and Cleopatra in the 
year of Rome 722 or 23, about 3o years before the 
coming of our ' Saviour. Apollo had a magnificent 
Tcmple dedicated to him, and Games every hve years 
were celebrated in_his honour in this City. after the 
manner of the Olympicks. Strabo gives us a particu- 
lar deſcription of all that Auguſtus did to it, to eter- 
nalize the memory of his Victory. He reedified the 
Temple of Apollo, revived the Games, and called the 
Ci:y Nicopolx to carry the remembrance of his Vi 
Ctory in 1ts [very name. The Promontory is now 
call'd, Tr:zgalo. See Trigalo, 

AIczud, Aczudia, a ſmall Town in Moldavia up- 
on the River M:/ſovo above Breſlaw. | 

Idamah or Admah, mention'd Gem. 10. 19. One 
of the Cities of the Plain that God deſtroy'd by fire 
trom Heaven with Sodom and Gomorrha. 

FIdavoi, a People of Guinea in Africa. nn 

Adda,. Addua, a River that parts the Dukedom of 
Milan from the State of Venice, it ariſeth in the 
Alpes, and falls into the Po, 6 Miles above Cremona 


towards Placenta, alſo the name of a Country in the. 


Milaneſe betwixt this River and Serio ; memorable 
for the Victory obtained by Lewsx XII. of France 
over the Venetians May. 14- 1509. 

Adea, a Kingdom of /Erhiopia in Africa, exten- 
ded upon the Eaſtern Ocean at the entrance of the 
Red Sea : It was once under the Kings of /Erhiopia, 
but has now a King who doth not depend upon them. 
Magadoxo, the Capital of this Kingdom and a Sea- 
Port, is become a ſeparate Kingdom allo ; it lies in 
three degrees of Northern Latitude. 

Idegele, Chryforrhoas, a River of Damaſcus, in 
Scripture called Pharpar : it flows through Damaſcus 
and its fields, where 1t is loſt and never reacheth the 
Sea : its Fountains are in Libanus. This is one of 
the Rivers mentioned by Naaman the Syrian, 2 King. 
5. as better than all the Waters of [{rael. 

Idel, a ſmall Kingdom in Africa at: the mouth of 
the Red Sea, heretofore called Azana ; with a City 
and a River of the ſame name. 

Adellperg, Poſtonia, Piſtonia, a Town in Cro- 
atia. | 

Aden, a very ſtrong Town in Arabia Felix, at 
the Foot of the Mountains not far from the Mouth 
of the Red Sea. It has a very large Sea-Port, and is 
alſo the head of a Kingdom of the ſame name. The 
Turks in 1538. took this Town and hang'd up their 
King, but not long after the Inhabitants revolted and 
put themſelves under the Protection of the King of 
Mocha, and expelled the Turks again. This Country 
was known to the Romans by the name of Adana, who 
had here a great Trade. $ Alſo a Mountain in the King- 
dom of Fez, remarkable for Mines of Silyer. $ There 
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is a City of the ſame name in C:/:ci/a, which is an 
Archbiſhoprick under the Patriarch of Antioch, upon 
the River Malmiſtra or Piramus, and often mention'd 
by the 2ntient Geographers. 

 FIder, or Eder, a Tower within a Mile of Bethle- 
hem, ſaid to be built by the Patriarch Facob and that 
here the Shepherds were advertiſed by Angels of the 
Birth of our Saviour. 

Iderbozn, a ſmall Town in Pomerania upon the 
Oder, a little above Steen, belonging to the Swedes. 

Iderburg, a ſmall Town in the Electorate of 
Brandenbourg upon the Oder. : 

Jdtabene, a Province of the antient Afſr:4 which 
for ſome time was itſelf a Kingdom ; now called Bo- 
lan, or according to others Meſere and Sarca, Tts 
two Rivers, Adiabas and Diabas, are mention'd by 
#. Marcellinus. | 

Jvmiratt, a River of Sicily, Whether this or Ba- 
jaria be the Eleutherus of the Antients 18 a diſpute 
amongſt Geographers. 

Fdon, a ſmall River of Bretagne in France, which 
falls into the Y:larne. 

JIdonts, a River of Phenicia in Syria, ariſing 
near to Mount Libanw and dividing the Kingdom and 
Patriarchate of Fernſalem from Trzpols and the Patri- 
=—O_ of Antioch, falls into the Mediterranean near 
Grbet. 

Adonr, a River of Aquitain, vide Dour. 

Adza, a ſmall Sea-Coaft Town in the Kingdom of 
Granada in Spain, with a Port and a ftrong Caſtle : 
it ftands upon the Mediterranean Sea, 9 Leagues to 


' the Welt of Almeria, which has robb'd it ot the 


Biſhops Sea, heretofore belonging to it. 

Idzan, Adranon, a Town inSic:{y, of old famous 
for an Idol Temple of the name. | 

AIdzaon, Adraton, a City and ſometime a Biſhops 
See in Arabia, mention'd corcuptly by the name of 
Sadegduy for Aſegey in the 16th. Seffion of the 
Council of Chalcedon. : 

Adzaſte, a Territory, and an ancient City in Myſia, 
famous heretofore for a Temple dedicated to Nemeſis. 


Adzia, Atrs, Hadria, a City, and an Epiſcopal 


See under the Archbiſhop of Ravenna, in the Po/e- 
fine, in the States of Venice ; little inhabited. Some 
believe the Adriatique Ocean, which we now call the 
Gulph of YVemice, derived its Name from hence. 

Adztanople, V/cudama, Oreſta, 18 a City in the 
midſt of Thrace, taken by Bajaxet in 1362. after 
which it became the Seat of their Empire till the take- 
Ing of CIR An. 1403. This City was re- 
built by Hadrian the Roman Emperor, , from whom 
it has its Name, but is now called by the Turks End- 
rem, by the French Adrianople. It isan Archbiſhops 
See, under the Patriarch of Conſtantinople, and is di- 
ftant. from it 450 Miles Wet, being ſeated upon the 
River Mariza, (Hebrus.) The late depoſed Emperor 
of the Turks for the moſt part reſided in it ; he 
hating Conſtantinople, and loving Hunting. 

Adzinza, the preſent Name ot Aſſria, once the 
Miſtris of the World. 

AIdzobe, a Rivec of that part of the Aſian Tartary, 
which is ſubject to the Meoſcovites : it falls into the 
Wo/ga beneath Cazan. 

Ad:umete, the fame with Mabometa. 

Adula, the Name of a part of the Alpes from 
S. Gothard. 

Aduliten, Adulis, an antient City in Africa upon 
the red Sea, now called Erceco. 

Adpzmachides, an antient People of Libya towards 
Egypt. Their Daughters, newly marricd, were pre- 
ſented to their King, who had a right to uſe or refuſe 
them. ; 

Aethiopta, is about one half of Africa :. it is di- 
vided into two: parts, the Upper and the Lower. The 
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Upper is bounded on the North by Egypt and Libya, 
on the Weſt by the Lower £th:opia, as allo on the 
South ; on the Eaft it is bounded by the Red Sea, 
and the Arabian and Barbarian Bays : it contains N»/- 
bia, Abiſſinia, the Kingdoms of Muaci, Macocr, and 
Zanguebar, &c. | | 

The Lower thiopia is boiinded on the North by 
Libya, on the Eaſt by the Upper /Zrhiopia, on the 
Welt and South by the /Eth:opian Ocean : It contains 
the Kingdoms of Monomotapa and Monemugs, the 
Weltern Mthiopians, which are divided into the King- 
domsof Cangs, Loangs, and Angola, &c. This more 
Southern-Part of Africa, which was little known to 
the Ancients, was found out by the Portugals. 

Aferat, The preſent Name of Euphrates, one of 
the molt celebrated Rivers in the World : called by 
the Arab:ans Frat ; it ſpringeth from the Mouritains 
of 4rmema Major, and running to the Weſt receives 
the Harpage and Arſametes ; then it bends to the 
South, and divides the greater Armenza from the leſſer. 
Then it waſheth Meſopotamia on the Welt and South, 
and divides it from Syria, and Arabia Deſerta ; and 
at Crefiphon, it runs into the Ti2ris, with which it 
falls into the Perſian Gulph beneath Teredon and

'fra, a ſtrong Calile upon the Frontiers of Zaa- 
ra in Africa, and ſtands divided into Egypre, Barbary, 
Biledulgerid or Numidia, Jaara or Libya, Nigritia 
and /£:hiopia. | 
A FRJ CTA, one of the four principal Parts of the 
Earth, ſo called by the Grecians,. becauſe it ſeldom 
feels any Cold : it is bounded on the North by the 
Mediterranean Sea, on the Weſt and South by the 
Ocean, on the Eaſt by the Arabian Gulph and the Red 
Sea, being only joyned to Afia by a Neck of Land. It 
was anciently known no farther South than to the 
Mountains of the Moon, till the Poreugueſes of late 
diſcovered the Southern Parts. The inland parts of it 
are generally barren, and almoſt Deſert by reaſon of 
the Sands, and venomous Creatures, and want of Wa. 
ter: it is almoſt twice as big as Europe. 

Afrique, Africa, the Aphrod:ſium of the Antients, 
a Town and Port in Barbary in the Kingdom of Tunss, 
20 Leagues from Mahometa. Cnarles V. took it from 
the King of Morocco, and demoliſh'd it. 

3g or Agag, a Kingdom with a City of the ſame 
Name in the Upper Ethiopia. 

IX gades, a Kingdom with a City of the Name in 
Nagritia in Africa ; tributary to the King of Tomber. 

Agan or Pagan, an Iſlet in the Eaſtern Ocean, be- 
twixt Chomocoan and Guagan; where the famous Pore 
tegueze, Magellan, was aſlaflinated as he was going 
in ſearch of the Moluccaes. - | 

Aganara or Aganagare, a City on this fide the 
Ganges in the Eaſt-Indies, remembred by Prolomy. 

X ippe, a Fountain in Broria in Greece, cele- . 
brated by the antient Poets. 

Agaoli, a People in the Kingdom of Bagamedri in 
the Upper £ehiopia. 

The Igarens or Hagarens, a People of Arabia + 
Felix, deſcended tram Agar and Iſmael, who went 
to war with the Tribes of Ruben, Gad, and Menaſſe, 
in the time of Saul. Their capital City is called after 
their own Name Agarena of Agranum. When they 
revolted from the Roman Empire under Trajan, that 
Emperor attempted the Reduction of them without 
ſucceſs : and fince Mahomet was born amongſt them, 
they have been of his Religion. | 

Agarus, Sagaris, a River of the European Sar-

It runs into the Egean Sea, like a Peninſu- 
la ; it 18 joyned to.the Continent by a Neck of Land, 
of an Italian Mile and half, which Herodotus faith, 
was cut through by Xerxes. It is 9o Miles tn com- 
paſs, called by the Turks. Scididag and Monaſtir, by 
reaſon. of the vaſt numbers of Monaſteries in it, being 
about 24 Cloiſters. of Caloirs, or Greek Monks, the 
chief of which are Garopedes, and Agias Laura, in 
which two are 6co Monks, in all 5000. Moſt of theſe 
Monaſteries are fortified to ſecure them from Pirats. 
From hence the Patriarch of Conſtantinople fetches 
moſt of the Biſhops he needs for his Patriarchate, it be- 
ing now the School or Univerſity of all Greece, the 
Monks are all of the Order of S. Baſil. This Moun- 
tain lies between the Bay of S:rymon- on the North, 
and that of Singo to the South. 

Agira, Agurium, Argirium, and Agnina Urbs, 
is a City in Sicily near Mount /Et9a. The Birth- 
place of Dioderus Siculus, now called Sar Phzlippo 
d Argirone. 

Aglie, a celebrated Caſtle in the Province of Cana- 
wv035 1n Savoy, which gives a Name to one of the moſt 
1Uluſtrious Houſes in that Country.

TJ igties-LYortes, a City in the lower L a1>2;0-c 
vpon an Arm of the Rhoſrie and near the Sea, The 
__ of the Exciſes upon Salt. 

iguilies, or Capo de Aonuihas, a Promontory of 
Africa to the Cape * Guod Hope. _ 

Aignitlon or Erguillon, a City with the Title of a 
Dutchy in the County of Agennors in France, upon 
the Confluence of the Le and the Garomne, between 
Agen and Nerac. It once ſuſteined a Siege of fourteen 
Months againit 7ohn Duke of Normandy. 

Zilesbury, a fair Market-Town, well people, 
and built upon the riſing of a Hill, by the Bank of 
Tame, in the middle of the County of Backing ham. 
Taken by Cuthwulf the Saxon, from the Britains, 
Anno 572. Famous heretofore for S. Edith here 
born. The Honourable Robert Bruce, was created 
Earl of this place, on March 8. 1684. It is a Cor- 
poration, and ſends Burgeſſes to the Parliament. 

Jillp, a Seigniory in Picardy, whence one of the 
nobleſt and antienteſt Families of thar Province, the 
D'A4illyes, receive their Name. 

AItlzall, an Iflet, or rather a Shelf upon the Coaſt 
of Scotland towards Galloway. 

Ainaon, Ahinaon, an Ifland to the Southern Coaſt 
of China. Its capital City bears the ſame Name. 

Aindze, once an Iſland 3 Leagues b:low Nantes 
in Brittany, at the falling of the Loyre into the Sea. 
It had a Monaſtery in it built by S. Hermeland ; but 
both that and the Iſland have fince been ſwallowed up 
by the Waters. 

Jing, Ens, Indus, Indis, Danus, and Idanus, a 
River of France which riſes in the Valley of Me:ge 
in Burgundy, and paſſes to the Rhoſne by Chateau- 
Vilain, Conſtances, &c. 

Ainza, a ſmall City in Arragon upon the River 
Cinga, and the Capital of the Tract of Sebarbe, which 
has fometime born the Title of a Kingdom. 

Atnzta, a Tract in the County of Buchan in Scot- 


land. 


Aire, Aturum, the chief Town of Gaſeoine, and 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Aux ; it ſtands 
upon the River Adour, in the Borders of the County 
of Armagnac, four Aquitane Leagues above. Sever, 
and ſixteen from Bajonne. 

Fire, Aria, called by the Flandrians, Arien ; by 
the Spanaards, Ere : it 1s a ſtrong City in Artcrs, ſeat- 


'ed in a Marſh upon the. River Leye, which falls into 


the Scheld at Gaunt ; * taken by the French in 1641. 
and preſently recovered by the Spaniards ; but it was 
retaken L; the French in 1676. and is now in their 
poſſeflion by the Treaty of N:meguenr. It is 12 Leagues 
from Bologn to the Eaſt. 

Fire, Er1a, by the Scotch Ayr, is a ſmall City and 
Sherifidom in Scotland, upon Dunbritain-Frith, on 
the Weſt of that Kingdom : it ſtands 22 Scotch Miles 
from Donbritoun, South-Weſt. 

Airti, a River of Scor/and, which ſprings from the 
Mountains of Mar, and unites with the Spez in Bu- 
chan, The City Aire ſtands upon it. 

Airy, Airiacum, a Village in Burgundy in Au- 
xerroris near Clamecy. Here was a National Council 
held in 1020. under Pope Benedi& VIIL. 

| Tiſance, a ſmall River in Normandy which joyns 
the Colſnon below qd Autrarn. 

Jiſfne, 4x04, a River of France, riſeth in the 
Dukedom of Berozs ; and flowing through the Pro- 
vinces of Champagne, and the Territory of Argonne, 
and that of Sz:jjons, cuts the City of Sorſſons 1n two 
parts; and at laſt ends in the River Oz/e, a little Eaſt 
of. Compeigne in thelfle of France. . | 

Aix, Aque Sextie, a City of Provence 1n res 
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It was a Roman Colony, and is now an Archbiſhops 
See, and the Seat of the Parliament of that Province : 
a fair growing Town, ſeated in a large Plain, upon 
a ſmall Rivolet, about 15 Leagues from Arles, and 
13 from Avignon to the Eaſt. | 

Air, in Savoy, an antient City at the foot of the 
Mountains, between Chambery, Annecy, and Rumzlly, 
giving the Title of a Marqueſs. It is famous for Mine- 
ral- Waters, | 

Aix la Chapelle, Aquiſeranum, called by the 
Germans Aach, by the Dutch Aken, by the French 
Aix, by the Italtans Aquiſgrana ; it 1s an Imperial 
free City of Germany, 1n the Circle of We/iphal:a, 
within the Borders of the Dukedom of Fulters, ur- 
der which Prince it now is. Charles the Great of 
France died here Fan. 24. 814. and here he was bu- 
ried ; having been the Reftorer of this City after Az- 
ti/a the King of the Huns had ruin'd it. It was al- 
molt intirely ruin'd by Fire again in 1656. but is 
now rebuilding. In 1658. there was a famous Peace 
made here between the preſent Kings of France and 
Spain. Divers Councils have been held here. This 
City ſtands 8 German Miles from Cologn, '7 from 
Liege, in a low place, almoſt incircled with Hills. 

At3U, a Province of Fapan, with a Town of the 
ſame Name, which is one of the beſt in the Country. 

Akerhups, a Sea-port Town in the County of Ag- 
gerhuys, not above 15 Miles from Chriſtianſtade 1n 
Norway. 

Akerman, Alba, a City of Moldavia. 

Ikerſondt, an Iſland belonging to Norway, in the 
German Ocean, over againſt the Cape of Shagen. 

Fkertewe, a City in the Iſle of Maragnan on the 
Coalt of Braſil. 

Akill, Ach1ill, Achill:a, a ſmall Iſland on the Coaſt 
of Connaught in Ireland, over againſt the County of 
Mayo. 

Fkrocztm, a City in the Palatinate of Mazov:ia in 
Poland, tortifyed with a Caſtle. - : 

Fkſteede. Acſteda, a ſmall City upon the River 
Lun in the Dutchy of Bremen in Saxony, under the 
Swedes. 

Akza, a River of Georgia, in Aſia. 

A1, a River of Pruſſia, believed by ſome to be the 
Guttalus of Pliny.

Flacranes, Iſlands infeſted with Scorpions, in the 
New America, 20 Leagues from Fucutan.

Flagon, a River of Spain, in the Province of 
Eſtremadura, and Kingdom of Leon: it falls into 
the Tazo, alittle above Alcantara, as Rodericus Syl-

Alats, Aleſia, a City of Languedoc, upon the Ri-

Alba, or A!be, Alba Pompeia, a City of Monfer- 
rat, upon the River Tangro; it 1s an Epiſcopal See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Milan ; heretofore ſubject 
to the Duke of Mantua, but taken from him in 1631. 
by a Treaty of Peace, and ever fince under the Duke 
of Savoy. This City of latter times having ſuffered 
great changes, 1s reduced into a conſumptive State 
for want of Inhabitants. It is diſtant from Afte 12 
Miles to the South. : 

Ilbana, a City of Albania in A/ia, with a Port to 
the Caſpian Sea. 

_ Fibania, an antient Province upon the Caſpian Sea 
in Aſia, Weſtward ; now call'd Xuirie, under the 
Turks. $ Allo a Province of Turkey in Europe, 
which was antiently the Weſtern part of Macedonza, 
and part of 1/lyrium, upon the Adriatique Ocean; 
reduced under the Dominion of the Turks by Maho- 
met 2» Its chief Cities are Croiza, Durazzo, &c. 
The Inhabitants for the moſt part are Chriſtians of the 
Greek Church. 

- Jlbany, Albania, call'd in Scotland Braid-Albrn, 
1s a Dukedom in the higheſt part of Sco:12zd, as the 
Name imports; the Seat of the Old Scores, upon 
the declining Weſtern part of Mount Gramnus, next 
Lorn and Argile. Charles 1. in his Intancy at two 
years of age, was created Duke of Albany. This 
Title was alſo conferred on the Lord Darnly, his 
Grandfather ; and given by Charles I. to his Second 
Son, afterwards Fames II. 

Albano, Alba Longa, the Mother of Rome, from 
which it lies about 12 Miles, It has been ruin'd ma- 
ny Ages. It ſtood betwixt a Lake and a Mountain 
of the ſame Name. There has been another A/bano 
built near its Ruines, which 1s a Biſhops See, a Prin- 
cipality, and the Title of a Cardinal. $ Alſo a City 
_ the Title of a Principality in the Kingdom of Na- 

es. 

Albanopolis, an antient City of Macedonza in 
Greece. 

Alba Julta. See Meiſſenburg. | 

Flba Begalis, called by the Inhabitants Ekekes 
Fejarwar ; by the Germans Stoel-Weiſſemburg : Is a 
City of the Lower Hungary, once the Capital of that 
Kingdom, famous for the Coronation and Burial of 
the Kings of Hungary. It ſtands in a Marſh upon the 
River Sarwitz. Taken by the Turks Anno 1543: 
retaken by the Chriſtians in 1601. taken again by the 
Turks in 1602. ſurrendred again to the Imperialiſts 
upon Articles, May 9. in the beginning of the Cam- 
pagne of the Year 1688. The Imperialiſts found 
84 Pieces of Cannon in it, with almoſt an incredible 
quantity of Ammunition and ſmall Arms. It is 45 
Miles from Buda Weſt, and 60 from Comorra South. 
Long. 41. 10. Lat. 47. 8. 

S. Flbans, [ Yerulamium ] is the faireſt and the 
beſt Town in the County of Hertford. It aroſe out 
of the Ruins of Verulam, a Town more ſtrong and 
antient, ſeated on the oppoſite fide of the River Yer. 
This new Town took its Name from one Alban a 
Citizen of Yerulam, who in the Dzocleſian Perſecu- 
tion, ſuffered Death for the Chriſtian Religion, and 
is etteemed the firft of the Brzz:ſþ Martyrs. To 
whoſe memory the Britains built a fair Church, 
which being ruin'd in the Wars between them and 
the Saxons, Offa King of the Mercians built here a 
Monaſtery to his honor, An. Chr. 795. the Abbot 
of which obtained from Pope Adrian, the Preceden- 


cy of all Engliſh Abbots, to which an end was put, 
Des. 5. 


Sy. 
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Dec. 5 1539. by the ſurtender of the ſaid Abby to 
Hen. VIIT. Near this place Richard Duke of Tork 
overthrew Henry VI. and took him Priſoner Arno 
Dom. 1455. who four Years after was reſtored to lis 
liberty again, by a Victory obtained here too. This 
Town had the Honor of an Earldom beſtowed upon 1t 
by Charles HU. April27. 1660. 1m the perſon of Henry 
Fermin, then Baron- of S. Edmondsbury in Suffo!ks 
Since raifed to a Dukedom by the ſame King. This

It is memora- 
ble for giving the Title of an Earl to the Noble Family 
De fortibus : And of Duke to Edward Earl of Rut- 
land, after Duke of Tork. Given with the ſame Title 
to the Loyal, Wife, and Valiant George Monk, by 
Charles Il. ( Fuly 7. 1660, who died Fan. 3. 1659. ) 
It ſtands 14 Leagues from Roven Eaſt. 

JIlben, 4:bins, a Mountain of Carniola, remark- 
able for Mines of Quickfilver. $ Alſo a River 
( Alpis ) in Corimmthia, which runs into the Save. 

Fibenga, a City and Port in the Republick of Ge- 
7014, antient, large, handſom, but not very health» 
ful: In 1175. 1t was burnt by thoſe of Pſa. 
Pope Alexander 3. made it a Biſhops See in 1179+ 
Titus Alius Proculus the Emperor was a Native of it- 
$ Over againſt it itands an Iſlet of the ſame Name. 

Fiberg, a City and Biſhops See in Futland: It lies 
not far trom the Baltick Sea, in 58. deg. of Lat.

One of which Franciſcus 
Ximenzns Ciſnerus Archbiſhop of Toledo, and a Car- 
dinal, in the year 1517. in the time of A!phonſus Sa- 
pens, opened here an Univerſity : it is 6 Leagues 
trom Madrid, and 5 from Toledo, Long. 17. 30. 
Lat. 41. oo. 

Alcantara, Norba Ceſarea, Pots Trajani, Turo- 
brica, a City of the Kingdom of Leon, upon the Ri- 
ver Tajo. It is a ſmall City, and of late years has been 
fortified to preſerve it from the Incurtions of the 
Portugueze, being but 3 Leagues diſtant from the 


Borders of that Kingdom. It 1sennobled by a Bridge

Mefſio, Lyſus, a City of Albania, near the fall- 
ing of the River Dr:n into the Adriatique ; alſo a 
Biſhops Sce under the Archbiſhop of Dure7z0: famous 
for the Sepulchre of the great Scaxderberg, who died 
here in 1467. 

Jleſfio, Alex, a River of Calabria in Italy, which 
falls into the Bay of Tarento.

Alexandzia, a City of Egype, call'd by the Turks 
Scanderikh, a celebrated Mart, and the Seat of the ſe- 
cond Patriarch ; built by Alexander the Great, Anno 
Mundi 3618. that is, 330 years before Chriſt, It 
was conſidered much more than now, before the 
building of Grand Cairo. Heretofore the great Trade 
for Spices was driven here,which were brought by Ca- 
mels from the Red Sea; but are now brought to us 
by Sea from the Eaſt-Indies. Yet this Town is ftill 
much frequented by the European Ships tor the ſake 
of the Harbour. It is inhabited by about 2000 Souls, 
which being too few for fo valt a City, accordingly 
much of it 1s nothing but Ruins. The Pharoal!, once 
an Iſle, is now joyned to the City, and a Fort built 
upon it by the Turks, with a Gariſon for the ſecurity 
of the Port, This City was taken from the Chri- 
itians by Awmarus the Moor, after a Siege of 13 Months ; 
retaken from them in the times of the Holy War, Anxo 
Chriſt 1167. but it fell ſoon after into their hands 
again.

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from whom it had its Name. It is 52 Miles from M;- 
lax to the North-Weſt, and 12 from Caſal to the 
South.

Flgarve, a ſmall part of Spain, which under A/- 
phonſus III. was added to Portugal, with the Title of a 
Kingdom 5; Tavira is the chief place in it: it hath 
P—_— on the North, on the Weſt and South it is 
waſhed by the Ocean, and on the Eaſt lies Andaluzia. 

Flgezire, a Town and Port upon the Streights of 
Gibraltar in Spain; ſuppoſed by ſome to be the Car- 
theia of the Antients. Taken from the Moors by 
Alphonſus KI. King of Caſts/e in 1344. now ruin'd. 

Flgiers, or Argiers, Fulia Ceſarea, aliis Ruſcu- 
rum, Ruſucurum, a City and Republick in Africa, up- 
on the Confines of Berbary, on the Mediterranean Sea ; 
famous for Piracies, and for the loſs of a vaſt Fleet 
of Ships by a Tempeſt, belonging to Charles V. in 
1541. when that Victorious Prince attempted the 
Conqueſt of this place. The Engls/Þ have had bettes 
ſucceſs againſt them ; twice entred their ſtrong Har- 
bours, and burnt their Ships. Firſt under Admiral 
Blake, April 4. 1655+ And afterwards (having been 
forced to a Peace in 1668. by Sir Thomas Allen, which 
they broke the year following), in 1670. Capt. Beach 
meeting 7 of their Men of War, forced them on ſhoar ; 
two of which they burnt themſelves, and the Engliſh 
the other five, releafing 250 Chriſtian Captives. In 
1670. Sir Edward Sprague deſtroy'd 9 more of their 
Ships near the Caſtle of Bugsa, which plaid upon him 
with their Cannon. This laſt Victory reduced thoſe 
Pirats to beg a Peace, which, with the Exgliſb they 
have kept the better ſince. The French Fleet com- 
manded by Mareſcal D'Eſtree, diſcharged 10420 
Bombs into the Town, in «ly 1688. whereby above 
two thirds of it were deſtroy'd ; alfo 5 Ships in Porr, 
belonging to the Government there, were ſunk or burnt. 
The Aferines enraged thereat, ſhot off the French 
Conſul at the Mouth of a Cannon, with ſeveral poor 
Captives ; which was revenged by the French upon 
three Alperine Officers they had brought in cuttody 
with them, whom they ſhot to death, and put their 
Bodies upon a Hurdle of Planks to be driven aſhoar, to 
warn their Countrymen of the effects of their Cruelty. 
This Town is ſeated 100 Miles from Sally, right over 
againlt Minorca, Long. 20. 15. Lat. 32. 45» 

Jigher, A/garia, Corax, a City of Sardinsa,call'd by 
the Spaniards Alguer ; it ſtands on the Weſtern Shoar 
of that Ifle, in the Northern part of it. This City is 
a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Saſſars, from 
whence it is diſt. 16 Miles to the South. The Biſhoprick 
was tranſlated from Orana hither,by Fulzus Il.in 1504. 

Algow, Agovia, a County of Schwaben, a Pro- 
vince of Germany. It is bounded on the North by the 
Danube, and by the Lech, on the Eaſt by the Lake 
of Conſtance, by the Territory of Hegow to the Welt, 
and by the Earldom of T:ro/! to the South. In this 
County lie the Marquiſate of Burgow, Ausburg, and 
ſeyeral other conſiderable Cities and Towns.

Jllere, Allera, a River in the Lower Saxony, 
which riſes in the Dutchy of M g4ebourg, and paſles 
through that .of Lunebourg by Rell and Ferdzn to 
joyn the Weſecr. 

Allersberg, a ſmall Market-Town on the Welt 
of the Diftrict of Newmarcke, in the upper Palatz- 
nate : it belongs to the Houſe of Newburg. 

Fllia, a River of the Province of Sabzxa in Italy. 
See Alia. 

Altier, Elaver, a River of France, which riſeth in 
Languedoc, in the Territory of Guivandan, 1n the 
Village of Condreſs, at the foot of Loſere, the highelt 
of the Mountains of Cevennes ; then running to the 
North, it watereth and divides the County of Auvergne, 
as likewiſe that of Bourbon; where it ſlides by Mou- 
{ins, and a little beneath Nevers, falls into the Lozre. 

Fllobzoges, an antient People of the Province of 
Narbona in Gallia. Tranſalpina, ſo called from the 
River Labroya, upon the Banks of which they had 
their Habitations at firſt, according to Viterbius. 
They affiſted the Carthaginians againlt the Romans. 
In the Year of Rome 632. the Romans overthrew them 
under Cneus Domitins Anobarbus, and Fabius Mae 
ximus, whence the latter obtained the Title of A/lo- 
bropicns.

This Town was taken by the French in 1667; but 
reftored to the Spaniards again, who now have 
it. Tt lies in the middle between Bruſſels and Gaune, 
one mile from Dendermonde. There was an Earl- 
dom belonging to this place ; which had Earls of its 
own till 1165. when it fell to Phzlip E. of Flanders, by 
Inheritance,and wzs by him united for ever to Flanders. 

Jlpes, called by the Germans Alben, is a 
long Ridg of. Mountains, which divide Iraly from 
France and Germany. It begins at Port Monaco, a 
Town, belonging to the States of Geneoua, upen the 
Mediterranean, but in the Hands of the French ever 
ſince the Year 1647, Aud exds at the Gulph of 
Carnaro, a part of the Adriatich Sea, South of 1/tria, 
a Province belonging to the Republick of Yenzce. 
It is divided irito divers paris, and each of them 
has its proper Name, beſides the General. From the 
Port of Monaco to the Fountains of the River Var, 
they are called the Marzzzm Alpes. From thence 
to Suſa the Cottian Alpes, from Syuſa to S, Bernard 
the leſs, they are called the Greek Aipes : from thence 
to S. Gcthard the Pennine Alpes : next to thele fol- 
low the Griſoz Alpes, to the Fountain of the River 
Piave ; that part of them which lie near the City of 
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Trene, are called by its Name. Thoſe that follow as 
far 23 Dolek, are called the Norician Alpes; from 
the Fountains of Tejemento to thoſe of the, Drave, 
they are called the Carinthian Alpes ; the laſt are 
the Julian or Punnonitm Alpes. Yet ſoine extend 
them as far as Dalmatiz, and others carry them to 
Thrate, and the Euxiwe Sea 5 but it 1s the moſt 
received opinion, that they end at the Fountains of 
the River di Kwulpe in Lebarnia.

It is 18 Leagues from Cambays, 
near the River Indus, adorn'd with a Moſque of ex- 
traordinary m3gnificence, where lie the Sepulchres of 
many of their antient Kings, being heretofore an Idol 
Temple of the Heathens, till the Turks got the Pof- 
(cffion of it. 

' Jmadan, one of the fineſt and moſt conſiderable 
Cities in Perfta, about 9 days Journcy from F&5/paban, 
at the Foot of a Mountain. 

Imager, or Amac, Amagria, a Fruitful Iſland in 
the Baltick Ocean over againit Copenhagen, under the 
Crown of Denmark. 

Amagtana, one of the Luccaye Iſlands in Ame- 
77a, near St. Domingo. . 

Amalfi, Amalphis, an Archiepiſcopal City, and 
Dukedom of the Kingdom of Naples ; but notwith- 
ſanding theſe great Honours, at 1s little, and ill buile. 
It ſtands upon the Bay of Se/erno, the Welt part of 
which is called La Coſta d' Amalfi. It is ſaid the Body 
of S. Audrew is kept here. And in this place Flavss 
Grora found out the uſe of the Compaſs in the Year 
1300. It is 14 miles diſtant from Salerno, and 24 
from Naples, to the North-Eaſt.

Fmanthea, Amantss, a City and Biſhops-Sce, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Rego in Calabria m the King- 
dom of Naples, upon the Mediterranean.

Amara, an high Mountain with a City of the ſame 
Natne built upon it, which gives Name to a Kingdom, 
in the very midit of Eehiopia; we are told the Chil- 
dren and Reltationsof the Royal Family are here kept 
in Cuſtody, and that upon the death of their Prince, 
they fetch another from hence. But others pretend they 
are kept in Ovohni in the Province of Oinadag, It 
lies under the Line, in 65 degrees of Longitude. 

Amarantes, an antient People of Colchis in Aſia 
Minor, dwelling upor:a Mountain of the fame Name, 
whence ariſes the River Phaſis, 

Imaſia, a City of Cappadocia, in Aſia the Leſs, 
upon the River Caſa/mach' (Irit,) which falls into the 
Euxine Sea. This City is called by the Turks Am- 
naſan; it was an Archbiſhoprick, with four Suffragans. 
The Turks have been poſſeſſed of it three Ages: it 1s 
large, the Capital of thoſe Countries, and the Seat of 
the Beglerbeg of Cappadocia, now called by the Turks 
Tccat. Strabo, the antient Geographer, who was born 
here, gives a very particular Account of this place. It 
now gives the Title of Archbiſhop to Signior D'Adda, 
the late Nuncio in England from P. Inxocent RF, who 
promoted him to a Cardinalate amongſt Ten others, 
Feb. 13. 1689. It lies in Long. 65. 52+ Latit. 44. 25, 

Imath, Ep:phania, a Town in Paleſtine. Built by 
Amath, the Son of Chanaan ; and mentioned by 7c- 
ſephus as extant in his time. Pl/:ny ſpeaks of another 
in the Eaſt-Indies. 

Amathonte, Amarhula, an antient City of Cyprus, 
in which Venus had formerly a Temple Confecrated to 
her of great Fame : Since a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Nicoſia. 

Amatique, or S. Thomas, a Town of North Ame- 
Tica in New-Spain, in the Province de Honduras, 18 
Leagues dittant from the North Sex ; which was Built 
Anno 1597. There is a River in the ſame Province 
called Amatitu. |

Amarie, an antient City of Troas in Afia Minor, 
where Apollo had a Templein his Honour, $ Another 
of Cilcia, given by Mare Anthony to Cleopatra. 

A maxobient, an antient People of Sarmatia. 

The River of Jmazons is one of the biggeſt Ri- 
vers in the World: it belongs to the South America, 
and riſeth near 2uitum, a City of Peru, out of two 
Marſhes which lie within two Leagues of each other at 
the foot of the Mountains of Cord:/lera; then run- 
ning tothe Eaſt, and being augmented by the Streams 
of Ccca, Napo, and others, it paſſeth the Provinces of 
Canela-and Pacamor, where it receives the River 
Xauxa or Maranio; ſo paſſing many other Provinces 
after a Courſe of 1200 Leagues, it falls into the North 
Ocean between Braſile and Guiana. The mouth of it 
1s very large, and full of Iſlands : it was firſt found in 
1541. by Foarnes Orellano a Spaniard, and there- 
fore ſorae have called it the River of Orellan. Peter 
Texcira, a Spaniard, has made a very exact Deſcri- 
ption of it, having ſpent 1o Months in ſurveying it, 
in 1639. 

Ambadar, a Town upon the Nzle, in the Kingdom 
of Bazamedri in Abyſſina. 

Amba-Geſhen, a Mountain almoſt impregnable in 
the Confines of 4mbara, prodigiouſly high ( m the 
form of a Caſtle, built of Free-ftone . It is half a 
Portugal League broad at the top, and at the bottom 
half a days Journey about.

Northgow, ipon the River 7s : it belongs mow te 
the Duke of Bavarsa'; but both it, and the Countsy 
about 1t, did belong to the EleCtor Palatine. It is 3 
German Miles from Razisbone, and 8 from Noremberg. 

Ambiam, a Kin of the Higher Echoprs, 
between the Kingdoms of Bagmid and 21ara. It takes 
its Name from the head City of it. 

Imbtancativa, a City and Kingdom of Eebiopia 
the Higher, which has the Ns/e on the Eaft, and the 
Lake of Amaſen on the Wet. 

Inbidarve, at antient People amongſt the Gaw!:, 
mentioned by Ceſar, and ſuppoſed to be thoſe of the 
Dioceſe (now) of Avranches in Normandy. 

Imbie, or Hambie, a Town in Normandy, thought 
to retain its Name from the Ambibarr:. 

 Tmboina, is an Hand of the Eaſt-Indies: the 
whole Circuit: whereof is 16 Leagues; but yet it is 
of great Conſideration, by reafon of the plenty of 
Spice winch it affords. It was diſcovered by the Por- 
rugueſe 1515. In 1605. the Dutch drove ont the 
Portugal Forces, and poſlefied themſelves of Amborna, 
the principal Town, by one Srephen van Hagan ; 
but that which makes this Iſland moſt infamous, was, 
the Crueltics of the Durch executed upon the Eng!:fÞb 
12. 2618, It lies not far from the Moluccres, and is 
reckon'd among the Se/ebes, This Hand lies Welt of 
Banda 24 Leagues, and very near the Line: , 

Amboile, Ambacis, is a Fown and Caſtle in Tow- 
raine 1 France, near the Lozr, over which it has a 
Bridge. The Kings of France have often retir'd hither 
for their Privacy and Pleaſure. Charles VIE was 
born here 1470. and died here 4pri/7. 1493. But 
molt memorable is this place for the Surprize intended 
againſt Francis IE by the Hagonots in 3560, "which 
gave Birth to a laſting War in France. This Town 
hes 6 Leagues from Toxrs, and 10 from Blozs. 

Ymboute, a fruitful Valley im the Southern part of 
the Ifle of Madagaſcar. Fun | 

Imbaacta, a conſiderable Epiſcopal City of Epirus, 
upon a Bay of the ſame Name, m which the Battel of 
Attium was fought by the Fleets of Anguftus and Mark, 
Antony. This was the Regal City of the famous Pyr- 
rhus, King of Epirus ; dittant from Preveſa, (Nrco- 
polss) 25 Miles. 

Ambzeg-bury, Ambresburia, a Town in Flc- 
ſhire, about 5 Miles Welt of Salisbury, and 2. Mikes 
North of Stone-benge, ſeated upon the River Avon ; 
which takes its Name from Ambroſixs, the firit King of 
the Britains after the Romans forſook them, ' who is 
here ſuppoſed to have been ſlain and buried. Cambderx. 

A mbziſi, Ambriſius, a River in the remoteſt E- 
thiopia, in the Kingdom of Congo: it arifeth in the 
Mountains near the City of Tinda, and falls into the 
Ethiopick, Ocean between Le/unda and the Loſs, 
about 5 deg. from the Line South. | 

Ymbzoiſe, a ſmall Town at the entrance into P3- 
edmont, upon the River Doria. Near to it ſtands 
the celebrated Abby of L*Eclaſe, that they ſay was 
built by the hands of Angels ; belonging to the Be- 
nedi&ines, and one of the tour chief Houſes in Europe 
of that Order. | | 

Ambzont, an antient People of Swirzer/ande, or 
according to ſome, of Dauphine in France on the fide 
of Ambrune, Marius gave them a bloody Orer- 
throw near the httle River Arc m Provence, between 
Aix and S. Maximan, i the year of Rome 652. The 
Marks of this Victory being yet extant upon the Reits 
of a Pyramid there. | 

Imbzune, a City m the Deauphinate of France, 
call'd in Latin Ebrodunum : It is an Archbiſhops Sce, 
ſmall but ſtrong ; ſeated upon the River Durance, 
which falls into the Rhboſne, one League bencath 
Avignon : it lies 23 Leagues North-Eaſt of Grenoble, 
and 37 from Lions. 
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FImet, a Kingdom of Africa upon the Atlantick 
Occan, between the Outlets of the River Nzger, - and 
on the Weſtern fide of it. ; 

Imelant, an Iſland belonging to the Dutch in the 
German Ocean, on the Shoars of Fr:ſeland. : 

Amelia, a City of S. Peter's Patrimony in 1taly, faid 
to be built 9£4 years before Perſeus : It is an indepen- 
dent Biſhops See, about 6 Miles from Narnz. The 
Ameria of the Antients, and the birth-place of that 
Roſcius whoſe Cauſe is defended by Cicero. 


' WB MWMERJCAI, the Fourth Part of the World, 
and greater than the other Three. Wholly unknown 


to us till x 499. when Chriſtopher Columbo, or Colono, 
a Genoueſe, firſt diſcovered it ; at the Charges of Fer- 
dinando and Iſabella, King and Queen of Spazn. 
Americus Veſpuccio, a Florentine, ſeven years after 
being ſent by Emanuel, King of gary nt went fur- 
ther, and diſcovered the Continent,and from him it has 
its Name; but it is no leſs frequently call'd the We/t- 
Indies. It lies in length, from North to South, under 
the ſhape of two vaſt Peninſula's, knit together by the 
Streights of Panama, where the Land is not above 17 
Leagues from Sea to Sea. On the Weſtern fide it has 
the Pacifick Ocean ; on the Eaſt the Azlantick; on 


+ the South the Streights of Magellan or Le-Maire ; 
pe as to the North, the Bounds of it are not diſco- 


ered, by reaſon of the great Cold, and nearneſs to 
the Northern Pole. Great part of it is under the Sp.- 
niards, viz. Peru, New Spain, Terra firma, Paragua, 
Chils, and many of the Northern and' Southern 
Iſlands; yet divers of the Maritine parts are under the 
Portugals, Enzliſh, French, and Hollanders. Parti- 
cularly the Engliſh, either by being firſt Occupants, or 
elſe by Conquett have made themſelves Maſters of the 
large Northern Continents adjoining to Hudſ0r's Bay, 
New England, Virginia, Mary-Land, Carolina, and 
of many adjacent Iſlands : and in the more Southern 
Parts they are poſſefled of the wealthy Iſlands of 7a- 
maica, Barbadoes, Mevis, Ec. Thoſe Natives that 
live in theſe parts with the Europeans are mach civilt- 
zed ; bur thoſe that inhabit the Inland Countries re- 
tain their antient barbarous Cuſtoms. This vaſt Con- 
tinent is divided into the Southern and Northern Ame- 
zca, by the Bay of Mexico and the Streights of Panama. 
The Iſlands which lie about it in both the Oceans, are 
too numerous to be here recounted. 

JFmersfo2d, a ſmall Town in the State of Utrecht 
in Holland, upon the River Em, under the Dominion 
cf the United States, tho once an Imperial City. Tn 
1624. it was taken by the Spaniards, but ſoon after 
retaken by the Dutch 5 and in 1672. it fell into the 
hands of the French, who deſerted it two years after. 
It lies about 3 Leagues Eaſt of Urreche. 

Amerſham,. a Market-Town in Buckinghamſhire. 
See Agmundeſham. 

Amhara. See Amara. 

Amida. See Caramzt. 

Amiens, Samarobrina, Samarobriga, the chief 
City of Picardy, and a Biſhops See under the Arch- 
biſhop of Rherms ; it ſtands ujy;on the River Somme, 
mid-way in the Road between Calazs and Parzs, about 
25 French Miles from each. It was a long time the 
Frontier Town of France, ſurprized by the Spaniards 
in 1597. but ſoon after retaken by that Victorious 
Prince Henry IV. Built by Antonius Pius the Em- 
perour, and was call'd at firſt Samarobriga, that is, the 
Bridge upon Samara. In the Cathedral Church of 
Noſtre Dame they preſerve the Head of S.Zohn Baptiſt, 
which they ſay was found by a Gentleman of P:cardy 
at the taking of Conſtantinople in 1204. as a moſt 
extraordinary Relique. There 1s an Hiſtorical Trea- 
tiſe of this Head, written by the Sieur du Cange. 
The Country  Amiennozs takes it Name from 4- 
WMICNS, 


Aimito, Aniulus, a River in Mauritania mentidn'd 
by Pliny. 

Imiterno, an antient City in the Frovince of 
Abruzzo in Italy, and ſometime an Epiſcopal See, 
which has been tranſlated to Aquila. It was the 
Birth-place of the Hiſtorian Saluſt. The Ruins of a 
og a Church, and a great Tower are yet to be 

cen.

The Jmmonites, an antient People of Paleſtine, 
deſcended from Ammon the Son of "an 2; in - Hi- 
ſtory of the Old Teſtament, famous for their Wars 
with Iſrael, who gave them ſeveral great Defeats un- 
der Fephtha, Saul, Foab, Foatham, and Fudas Mac- 
chabeus, $ Alſo another antient People of Libya in 
Africa, who lived toward the Temple of Fupiter 
Ammon. 

Amond, Almon, a River in the County of Lothain 
in Scotland. It falls into Edenburg Fyrth. 

Amone, or Lamone, a River ariſing at the foot of 
the Apennines in Italy, and paſling by Faenza to fall 
into tne Po near Ravenna. 

— Jmozbach, Amorbachium, a Town of Franconia 
in Germany, upon the River Mu/dt, under the Ele- 
Ctor of Menez. 

Imozium, an antient City of Phrygia in _4/4 
Minor, and ſometime an Archiepiſcopal See under the 
Patriarch of Conſtantinople. Taken and burnt by the 
Saracens in $40. 

The Imozites, an antient People of Paleſtine, de- 
ſcended from Canaan : who, with their two Kings 
Schon and Og, were vanquiſh'd by the I/rae/ztes, and 
their Country diſtributed amonglit the Tribes of Ruber, 
Gad, and Manaſfeh. 

Impatres, an Idan People in the Iſland of Ma 
dagaſcar. | 

Ampeluſia, Ampelos, a Cape upon the Streights of 
Gibraltar in Mauritania Tingitana, now call'd Cape 
Eſparto. $S Alſo a Town and Cape in Macedonia, 
calld now Capo Caniſtro, $ And a Cape in Crete, 
now call'd Capo Sagro. 

Amphaxe, a ſmall Town upon the Gulph of Cor- 
teſſa in Macedonsa. It did antiently give Name to 
the Country Amphaxites. 

Imphipolis. See Embols. 

Imphzyſe, a River in Theſſalia. $ Another in 
Phrygia in Aſia Minor, and a Town in Phocis. 

Ampthill, a Market-Town in Bedfordſhire. The 
Ear! of Alesbury has a noble Seat here. 

4 mpurdan, a Country of Catalowa; its capital 
City was the antient Emporia ( Ampurias) upon 
the Mediterranean, 6 Leagues from Girona; ſome- 
time divided betwixt 3 Nations, Spaniards, Greeks, 
and Romans, Cato obtain'd a ſignal Victory over the 
Spaniards here, in the year of Rome 558. It was af- 
terwards the Seat of a Biſhop ; but being ruin'd in the 
Wars with the Moors, the See was tranſlated to Gs- 
rona. 

Imrom, or Amrod, an Iſland towards the Dutchy 
of Sleſwick,in Denmark. 

Amſterdam, Amſtelodamwum, is the chief Town 
of the Province of Holland, ſeated upon the River 
Tam. Tt is a new City, firſt Fortified in 1492. but 
within this laſt hundred Years it - has received its 
greateſt growth, and is now one of the greateſt Marts 
in Europe. It takes its Name from the River Amſtel, 
which glides by it : and has a large, convenient, and 
a well-traded-haven. The Riches, number of Ships, 
and Merchants belonging to it, are equal to thoſe of 


molt Citics in Chriſtendom, It was taken by the #o/. 
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ANA 
tanders under Prince W:lliam of Naſſau,from the Spa- 
ard, in 1578. having been heretofore one of the Im- 
perial Cities: it ſtands about two Leagues from the 
Zuider Sea, and four from Utrecht, Ss The Hollanders 
have given the Name of Amſterdam to an Iſland in 
the Froſen Sea, toward Greenland, To a Town and 
Port of theirs in their Colonies in the Northern Ame- 
rica. Toan Iflandin the Indian Ocean, betwixt Ma- 
dagaſcar and new Holland. And laſtly, to another 
Iſland by them diſcover'd towards Zapan. 

BImu, or Amus, a Lake inthe Country of Usbech 
in Tartary. — | 
p Amadez, a Town in the Kingdom of Tunis in A- 
TECA. © of 

Imurgos, or' Mwurgos, an Iland in the Archipe- 
lago, with a City that has ſometime been the Seat of a 
Biſhop. S:zmonides the antient Poet was born here. 

Ampclea, an antient City in the Terra di Lavoro 
in I:aly ; whoſe ſurprifal and deſtruction by the Ene- 
my, occaſioned that known Proverb, Amyclas perds- 
dit filentium. 

Impcieg. See Scala Marmores. $ The Name 
alſo of an antient City in the Morea, where Apollo 
had his Temple. 

Ampdon, an antient City of Macedonia, upon the 
River Ax#us.

Inactoire, an antient City of Epsraus upon the Bay 
of Ambracia: the Anatorium of the Antients. And 
another in Jonza. 

Anacuies, Indians of Braſil. 

Anaf, or Anfa, a Town, ſometime the Capital of 
the Province of Temeſen, in the Kingdom of Fez up- 
on the Aclantick Ocean. Burnt by Alphonſus King 
of Portugal in 1463. 

Anachelome, a ſmall Town in the County of Down 
in #/ſter in Ireland upon the River Ban. - 

Anagnt, or Agnars, a City and Biſhops See in the 
States of the Church in Italy. Rich and powerful in 
the time of the old Romans ; now almoſt ruin'd and 
little inhabited. 

Anagyzus, a Tract in Achaia; fo call'd from the 
growth of Bean-Cod Trees there. 

Anandale, is a County in the Welt of Scotland, 
upon the River So/way, which parts Scorlaxd from 
England : It takes its Name from the River Anan, as 
doth alſo the principal Town in it, which (faith Cams 
den) loſt all the Glory and Beauty it had bf the Enge- 
liſh War #x the Reign of Edward VI. 

Anapanomene, a Fountiin of Epirus mention'd 
by Pliny. 

Anaph, an Iſland in the Archipe/ago, now call'd 
Nanfio. 

Anaplyſte, an antient Maritim Town in Greece 
near Athens. 

Anapo, Anapus, a River of Sicily, $ Alfo an- 
ether of Epirus. 

Anapizia, a Province of Fenezuela in the South 
America. 

Inaquito, a Country in the Province of Qnzto in 
Peru; where the two Parties of Al/magra and P:3arro 
(joynt-diſcovers of Perz) engag'd each other in Battel 
in 1546. See Almagra. 

Inatolta, 4ſia Mz1or, call'd by the Turks, Natolse, 
is a conſiderable part of Aſia, extending it ſelf Weſt» 
ward to the Shears of Greece. It is bounded on the 
North with the Euxine or Black Sea ; on the Eaſt it 
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13 ſeparated from Syria and Armenia Major by the 
Euphrates ; on the South it has the Mediterranean ; 
and on the North it is ſevered from Greece and Thrace 
by the Boſphorus and many other Seas. It is all of it 
in miſerable Slavery under the Turks, who have ſtrangly 
depopulated, impoveriſh'd, and ruin'd this once moſt 
rich and powerful Country. 

Inatoltico, A Village of the Province of Deſporats 
( or the antient AZzolza ) in Greece : built in a Marſh 
like Venice. 

Anazarbe, Sce Aczar. : 

Anazzo, Gnazzs, or Torre d'Anaſſo; a City in the 
Province of Bars, in the Kingdom of Naples; ſup- 
poſed to be the ruinated Egnatia, whoſe Epiſcopal 
See is transferr'd to Monopols. 

Ancam, Ancamia; an Iſland on the Coaſt of China 
to the Province of Canton. 

Incamares or Anoamares, Indians in the South 
America, along the River Madera. 

Incafter, the antient Crocolana or Crorolana ; a 
Town upon Lincoln Heath,within 12 Miles of Lincoln. 

Incenis, Anceneſium, a City in Britany in France 
upon the Loyre. The Caſtle that it had is ruin'd. 

Inchiale, the ſame with Xenkzs. SAlfo a City of 
C:/ic:a m Aſia, remarkable for the Tomb and Statue 
of the Effeminate Sardanapalus. 

Inchifa, a part of the Mountain Alas. 

IAnchoza, Aſine, anantient ſmall City inthe Mored 
near Modon, | 


Anclam,, Anclamanm, a very ſtrong Town in Po- 
merania, under the Government of the King of Swe- 
den, upon the River Pene. It was taken from the 
Swedes by the Duke of Brandenburg in 1676. and 
reſtored to them in 1679. It lies 8 German Miles 
South-Eaſt from Sret#n. 

Ancona, the principal City of Marca Anconitana; 
which Territory takes its name from this City : it 
ſtands upon the Adriatich Sea, near the Promontory 
of S. C:iriaco. Built by the Syracuſans, who fled 
hither to avoid the fury of their Tyrant- The Ha- 
ven was built by Trajan the Emperor, and is ons of 
the faireſt in the World, but not ſo ſafe as capacious 
In 1532. Pope Clement the VII. built here a a very 
ſtrong Caſtle, upon pretence of ſeeniring the City a- 
gainft the Turks, but in reality to bring it into a 
greater ſubjection to the Popedom, in whoſe Do- 
minions it 15; tho formerly a kind of a Republick : 
it has a Biſhop whio is not under any Archbiſhop. It 
1s diſtant from Rome 110 Milesto the North-Eaſt, 
and from Urbino 53 Miles to the South-Eaſt.

Inczakzich, Anc7acricus, a River of Ukrane ir 
Poland, which falls into the Black Sea. within one 
-Poliſh Mile of Oc;zakow, which is now in the Poſle(-

Indaguatlas, Indians of Peru in America, be- 
tween the Rivers Abanca and Xauxa. | 
Indaluzia, Yandalitia, a Kingdom in the South 
of Spain: bounded on the North with the Province 
of Eſtremadura and New Eaſtzle ; on the Eaft with 
the Kingdom of Granada; on the South with the 
Ocean and the Mediterranean, and on the Welt 
with the Atlantick Ocean and Algarve in Portugal: 
This is the moſt rich and fertile Conntry in all Spasn 
The Mvors erected in it two Kingdoms, that of Cor- 
duba, and that of Sevil ( Hiſpals, ) which were both 
re-conquered and added to Caſtile by Ferdinand II. 
in 1248. It is divided into two parts by the River

Indeli, Andelium, Andeliacum, a Town in Nor- 
mandy upon the Seine. Anthony of Bourbon King 
of Navarre aud Father to Henry IV. dyed here of 
the Wounds he received at the Siege of Rouen. 

Indcile, a River of France, ariting hard by /a 
Ferte, which ia!ls into the Seane at PArche. 

Indcioi, a Town in Champagne in France, upon 
the River Ror270#, of extraordinary Privileges. 

Irdcmacn, the name of halt a dozen Iflands in 
the Gulph ot Ganges, near the Kingdom of Pegs, 
in the Eaft-Indtes. 

Indcra, a City of Phrygia in Aſia Minor. 

Andernac, Antenacum, a Town upon the Rhzne, 
in the Archbiſhoprick of Co!ogre. 

I nderskaw or Anderſiouw, a great Monaſtery 
heretofore, now a ſtrong Caſtle in the Iſland of See- 
land in Denmark; delicately built. Here Frederick 
H. dyed, in 1548. 

Indes, called by ſome the Cordzllera's, 1s one of 
the vaſteit and higheſt Ridges 0: Mountains 1n 
the World : they begin in the North part of the King- 
dom of Peru, and are continued from thence, with- 
out any Interruption, to the Streights of Magellan 
by the ſpace of 1000 Spaniſh Leagues: much of the 
ſame height, and ſeldom above 20, 3o or 40 Leagues 
from the Pacifick Ocean: many of them burn per- 
petualiy towards Chzlz. : 

Andiatozoque, a Lake of New France in America

Andover, is a Corporation in the North-weſt part 
af the County of Hampſhire, which ſends Burgetles 
to Fzrliament, and gives the Title of a Viſcount to 
the Honorable Earls of Berkſb:re, now in the Poſ- 
ſeflion of Tho. Goward: it is ſeated about 18 Miles 
from Southampton to the North-welt. 

Indra or Ardra, a River upon the Coaſt of 
Guinea in Africa. 

Andragirt or Gudavzr:, a City and Kingdom inthe 
Iſland of Sumatra 1n Ajja, almoſt under the Equino- 
Ctial. | 

Andres, Androſia, a City of Galatia near Engu- 
7y, mention'd by Ptolomy. - 

S. Indzews, { Andreapols, ] a City of Fife in 
the South of Sco:/and, North of the Frith of Eden- 
burgh, upon the German Ocean, into which 1t hath 
a fair Proſpect, and upon which it hath a large Ha- 
ven. The ancient name of this place was Regimund: 
it hath an Univerſity, erected by Fames I. An. Dom. 
1426. It is alſo an Archbiſhops See, erected by 
Pope Sixtus IV. An. 1471. inftead of Aberneath. 
The Archbiſhops of all Sco:z/and were heretofore un- 
der the Archbiſhop of 7ork, till Fames III. of Scotland 
repreſenting to the Pope that there were frequent 
Wars between Ex2land and Scotland, obtain'd from 
the ſaid Pope, That the Archbiſhop of S. Andrew 
ſhould be independent Primate of Scotland, in the 
twelith year of his Reign: yet Innocentrus VIII. 
who immediatly ſucceeded him, obliged zh#s Pri- 
mate and 1s Succeſſors to obſerve the laudable Cu- 
ſtoms of the famous Metropolitan Church of Canter- 
bury. This City 1 -1651; not ſurrendring upon 
the firſt Summons, to our En21:/þ victorious Rebels 
was {in'd Five hundred Pounds; but had it remitted 
upon ſhewing they were poor Scholars. It 1s 38 Miles 


from Edenburgh,to the Northeeaſt, and 23 from 4ber- 
neath to the Eaſt : it lies in Lon. 17.28. Lat.57. 46. 

Indzo, Andros, Andria, an Ifland in the Arch;- 
pelago, with a City of the ſame name, which is an 
E;1ſcopal See under Athens, inhabited by Greeks, 
Latins and Turks. The Antients call this Iſland, 
Cauros, Lyſia, Nonagria, and by ſeveral other names. 

And2ogpnes, an antient People of Africa, com- 
poſed they ſay of both Sexes; their right Breaſt a 
Mans, the left a Womans. Pliny and Ar:/tctle, 

Ind2zofen or Ardroſen, Androſa, a ſmall Town 
in the County of Cunningham in Scotland, upon the 
Weſtern Shoar. 

Anduze, Anduſa ad Gardonem, a Town in Lan- 
guedoc in France, upon the River Gardon ; hereto- 
tore fortified ; demoliſhed by Lewy XII. 

Inenas or Andenas, an Iiland upon the Coaſt of 
Norway, Southward. :

AIngamala, a City m the Promontory of Mala- 
bar, in the Eaſt-Indies, upon the River Aicor, as 
likewiſe ' a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Goa, 
till Pope Paul V. in 1609. changed it into the Archi- 
epiſcopal See of Cranganor, and conſtituted that as 
Metrapolitan of the Chriſtians of S. Thomas, 

Ingediva, a ſmall Iſland under the Portugueſe, 
in the Kingdom of Decan in the Eaſt-Tndres. 

Angeles, Angelepols, or Puebla de los Angeles, 
a City in a Province of the ſame name, ( otherwiſe 
called Tlaſcala by the Indians) in New Spain in 4- 
merica ; built in 1531. by the Spaniards, who have 
eſtabliſhed an Epiſcopal See in it under the Archbj- 
ſhop of Mexico. 

Angermund, wid. Tangermund. 

Angers, Fuliomagus, in Ceſar Andes, is the 
Head of the Dukedom of Anjou, a large well built 
City, and a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Tours. It is Seated on the River Sartre, in a very 
good Air 3 andis alſo an Univerfity, founded by Lews 
II. Duke of Anjou, the Son of King Fohn of France, 
Anno 1388. This City is 26 Leagues from Tours 
towards the Weſt, and within 1 League of the Lozre. 
In 1685. Lews XIV. eſtabliſhed by his Letters Patents 
an Academy here of Thirty ingenious Perſons, who 
are all to be born in the Province of Anjou, under 
the Title of the Royal Academy of Angers, The fa- 
mous Berengarius was Arch-deacon here. 

Ingttia, the antient name of Selva d* Albi, a 
Foreſt between the City of A/bi in Languedoc, and 
the Lake Fucinus. | 

Angleſep, Mona, called by the Welch, Mon or 
Tir-mon, and Angleſey from the Engliſh after they 
conquered it: it 1s compaſſed on all fides with the 
Triſh Sea, which ſeparates it from the County of 
Carnaroan in Wales, by ſo narrow a Channel, that 


-in ſome places it may be forded at low Water : it 


is in compaſs ſixty Miles, making one of the Counties 
of Wales, and the moſt fruitful, This Iſland was 
the Seat of the Briztiſh Druides, Aubdued for the 
Romans by Suetonius Paulinus, in the Reign of 
Nero ; but he not being able to perfect the Con- 
queſt, Fulins Agricola his Succeſſor, did it efſectu- 
ally. Edward 1. brought it in Subjection to the 
Crown of England in 1282, till which time it was 
under the Kings of Nor:h-IPales, The Right Ho- 
norable Arthur Anneſly, a great lover of Learning 
and Books, was lately Earl of this County. 

Angola, a Kingdom in Africa, upon the South 
of the Kingdom of Congo.

Angouleſme, 
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 Antzouleſme, Engoliſma, is an Epiſcopal City in

Ingra, the chief City of the Iſland of Tercerz, 
and a Biſhops See undet the Archbiſhop of Lisbon. 

Ingen, Engnien; Angia, a (mall City in Hainault, 
between Mons and Bruſſels. Tt has the Honor to give the 
Title of a Baron to the Princes of the Houſe of Bourbon. 
 Inguilla, is one of the Carsbby Iſlands planted by 
the Engliſh: it lies in 18 deg. 21 min. Nor. Lat: and 
330 of Longit. in length about 10 Leagues, in-breadth 
3. formerly call'd Snake Iſland, from its ſhape. The 
Tobacco of this Iſland is well efteemed. 

Inguillara, a Town and Lake in the Padouan in 
the States of Venice.» $ Alſo a Town in the States 
of the Church, upon the Lake of Braccians. 

Inhalt, a City almoſt ruin'd, and a Principality, 
but little conſiderable, in the Upper Saxony in 'Ger-

and Marne. This Country is for the moſt part very fruit-

Inteſſa. An://2, an antient City in the Iſland of 
Lesbos, which was heretofore a Biſhops See under the 
Archbiſhop of Mzty/ene. Ovid ſpeaks of it, as alſo 
the antient Geographers, undec the notion of its being 
it ſelf. an Iſland in their times: whence ſome believe, 
that the Canal betwixt Lesbos and it, has, by degrees, 
filled up and united with the Iſland of Lesbos. 

Intibes, a Town and Port in Provence in France, 
which was heretofore a Biſhops See under the Arch- 
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biſhop of Ambrun; but the See is fince transferred 


to la Grace. Thereis a Caſtle to it. 


Anticyra, an Iſland of Theſſalia, famous for its 
Hellebore. ; ; 

Intifello, Antiphellus, an antient City of Lyſia in 
Aſia upon the Mediterranean, and ſometinie the Sce 
of a Biſhop. 

Ainticonia, the capital City of the Province of 
Chaoniain Epirus : Heretofore conſiderable. $ An- 
other of Macedonia. $ Allo an Ifland diſcovered by 
the Portugueſe near the Iſland of S. Thomas. 

Intilaban, an inhabited Mountain ina Syria over 
20ainſt Mount Libazus. | 

Antilles, the fame with the Carsbby Iſlands. 

Antinoe, Antios, Antinopols, a City of Pt: 
6 Leagues from the Nile, and heretofore a Biſheps 
See under the Archbiſhop of Thebes. It had Twelve 
Religious Houſes in it for Women in the time of 
Palladrur. Now utterly ruin'd. 

Antioch, Antiochia, calld by the Turks Antachia; 
by the Arabians, Antbakia. It was built by Se- 
leucus, the Son of Antiechus King of Syrss, one of 
the Suceeflors of Alexander the Great, and call'd af- 
ter his Fathers Name. This City was, during the 
times the Greeks and Romans were polſleſſed af it, 
the Capital of Syrza, or rather of the Zeſt ; here the 
Diſciples and Followers of our Saviour Feſus Chriſt 
were firſt called Chri/tsans; and accordingly, the 
Biſhop of this City was accounted the Third Patri- 
arch of the World, Rowe being the Firſt, and Alex- 
andria the Second : others count it the Second Pa- 
triarchate. As it had theſe great Honors, ſo it was 
excellently built, ſtrongly fortified both by Art and 
Nature, and very Populous, till it fell into the hands 
of the Arabsans, Mamalucks and Turks, who have 
made it deſolatey and ſuffer'd allits ſtately, and mott 
of its common Buildings, to fall into decay» Faxe 
3. 1098. it was recovered by the Chriſtzans, but in 
1188. it was again betrayed into the hands of the Ma- 
hometans, wto have been the Maſters of it ever ſince: 
it is incompaſſed with a double Wall, one of Stone 
and the other of Brick, with 460 Towers within the 
Walls: the greateſt part of theſe Walls remain with 
a moſt impregnable Caſtle at the Eaſt-end of the 
City, but almott all the Houſes are falling down ; 
ſo that the Patriarch has remov'd his Dwelling to 
Damaſcus. This City is built on both {ides of the 
River Orontes over which there was a Bridge, It 
{tands about 12 Miles from the Mediterranean, the 
River - Pharpar pafling on the South fide of it, 
This place is called in the P rophets, Rzb/ah, and was 
memorable in thoſe times for the Tragedies of Fe- 
conias and Zedechias, Kings of Fudah. It Sands a- 
bout 2o Miles from Scanderone, South, and 22 from 
Aleppo: in 68. d. 10. m. Long. and 36. 20. Lat. 

Intiochia C:{;cie, was a City of Aſia the Leſs 
in Cilices, a Biſhops See, ſeated upon the River Pyra- 
mu ; but what it is now is not known- 

Intiochia Meandri, See: Tachtal:. : 

Intiochia Comagene, was a City and a Biſhops 
See at the foot of Mount Taurus in Syria, between 
Anazarbe and Anteoch upon the Euphrates, Some 
ſay it ft retains its name. 

Intioch pon che Euphrates. This City is men- 
tioned by Pliny, and upon the reverſe of a Medal of 
the Emperor Severus. Perhaps the ſame with that 
which the Syrzans call Arados in Stephanwsz who re- 
counts 10 others of this name, of leſs importance: 
the places of Situation are now unknown.

Intwerp, Anverſa, called by the French, Anvers ; 
by the Germans, Antorf, is a City of the Low Coun- 
tries in the Dukedom of Brabant, upon the River 
Scheld, It is a large and beautiful City, and was a- 
bout 106 years {nce, the moſt populous and beſt 
traded City in all thoſe Provinces ; and in 1559. was 
made a Biſhops See, by Paw! IV. In 1569. the 


' Duke de Alva built here a firong Caſtle. In 1576. 


the Hollanders plundred it. In 1585. the Duke of 
Parma reduc'd it under the Dominion of the Spens- 
ard again, in whoſe hands it now is : but all theſe 
Mutations, and the building of Forts upon the River 
by the Hollanders, has reduced much of its antient 
Glory, and it is now decaying. Abraham Ortelius, 
a learned Geographer, who was born here, has de- 
ſcribed this City at large, as allo Lews Gruicciarden, 
In his Deſcription of the Low Countries, It ftands 
10 Miles from Ghant, and as many fram Bruſſels. 

A nzerms, or S. Anna 4 Anzerma, a ſmall City in 
the Kingdom of Pepayan in America.

Aſſaſiniens, a People ' formerly inhabiting abaut 
12 Towns in Phenicia near Tyre, under a King of 
their own Eledting. Whilſt they paid a Tribute to 
the Templers, they offered to turn Chriſt:enz, to be 
diſcharged of the ſame; but the Templers refuſed it; 
which, ſays William of Tyre, has been the cauſe of 
the ruine of Religion in the Eaſt. In 1238 Lews 
of Bavaria was aflaſlinated by theſe People. In 1257 
the Tartars came upon them and killed their Anes- 
ent ( or King ) and took their Towns : and we have 
had no further account of them ever fince.

Aflinſhire, A/imus, a County in the North-weſtern 
part of Scotland : it has Sterathnavern on. the 
North, the Mountains of Marble and Alabaſter on the 
Eaſt, Ro/ſe on the South, and the Iriſh Sea on the 
Weſt.

Jſlifi, £/ifum, Aſſiſium, a City of Umbria in the 
Patrimony of St. Peter : it is a Biſhops See, built on 
a Hill, 5 Miles from the River A/io. 

L'Ifſamption, A/imptio, a ſmall new City in 
the Southern America, near the River of Plate in 
Paragua: it is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
de la Plata. 

AFflp2ia, the firſt of all the Empires and Kingdoms 
in the World. It ſubſiſted for 1300 years under 37 
Kings, or according to the computation of others, 
for 1484 years under 41 Kings, that is from Nim- 
rod and Ninus ( the firſt of which reigned at Babylon 
in the year of the World 1879, the other at Ninive ) 
down to Sardanapalus; who burnt himfelf in 3178, 
876 years before the coming of our Savzour. 
Now it is a Province of 4/ia, called otherwiſe Moſul 
and Arzerum, between Dzarbeck and Perſia, under 
the Grand Sergnior, See Moſul. | 

Iſta, a City and Roman Colony, lying between 
Piedmont and Moneferrat : it is a Biſhops See under 
the Archbiſhop of Ms/an, well fortified, with a ſtrong 
new Caftle belonging to it : once a Commonwealth, 
then it became a part of the Dukedom of Ms/an, and 
was under the V:ſcounts ; being disjoyned from that 
Dukedom, in the year 1531. after various changes 
itfell into the hands of the Duke of Savoy, who is 
ſtill Maſter of it. It is 15 Miles diſtant from Caſal, 
to the South. $ There is another City of the ſame 
name in Andaluſia, and another in the Eaft-Indies 
in the Kingdom of Decan. 

Aftabat, a City of Armenia upon the Frontiers of 
Perſia, within a League of the River Aras : not 
great, but very beautiful, and enriched with excel- 
lent Wine. 

Iftaces, the antient name of a River in the King- 
dom. of Pontus in Aſia Minor. 

Afﬀtachar, Aſtacara, a City of Perſia upen the 
River Bendemir, near the Ruins of Perfepols; which 
was once the Capital of the Kingdom of Perſia, but 
is now decaying. 

Iſtarac, or Eſftarac, Aftaracenfis traftus, a little

JIthamanta, a Country of Epirus, between Acar- 
nania, /Etolia and Theſſalia : tree, and under Prin- 
ces of its own, till it ſubmitted to Phs/;p King of 
Macedon, 

Athamas, a River of /Efrolia in Greece, with a 
Mountain of the ſame name, from whence it ſprings. 

Feth, Athum, a ſmall, but ſtrong Town in the 
Province of Hena/t, upon the River Dender, (Toners ) 
which falls into the Schelde: 2 Leagues diſtant from 
the Confines of Flanders, 5 Ealt from Tournay. Ta- 
ken in 1667. by the French; and by the Treaty of 
Aquiſgrane, this and the Territory belonging to it 
was yielded to them ; but by the Treaty of Nimeguen, 
in 1679. it returned under the Spansſb Dominion. 
In this place in 1357. there was a League concluded 
between Yence/laus Duke of Brabant, and Lewis Earl 
of Flanders, 

Athens, Athene, one of the moſt antient and 
moſt noble Cities of Greece, the Capital of Arr:ca. 
Built by Cecrops an Egyptian, A. M. 2350. accor- 
ding to Helvicus in 2390. the laſt of which Accounts 
precedes the going up of the Children of 1/rae/ out of 
Egype, G4 years. It was governed by Kings to the 
Death of Codrus, 4. M. 2882. under Archons for 
Life, till 3:90. after which it had Archons for ten 
years, till the year of the World 3268. when it be. 
came-a perfect Republick,and had never mare any reſt 
or peace till it fell into the hands of the Kings of Ma- 
cedonia firſt, and afterwards of the Rewans. About 
3430. Nerxes invading Greece, the Arbenians burnt 
their own City, and ſent their Wives and Children 
into the Iſlands of the Medscerranean: prevailing

City much more gloriouſly than before; ;: The Re- 
putation they gain'd in this War made-them. great at 
home amonglit their Neighbors; .till-growing proud

manded by General Moroſins : the Greeks immediate- 
ly ſent their Deputies with the Tenders of their Sub- 
miſſion to hime The Turk:ſÞ Garriſon, being about 
600 Men, retired to the Caitle, to make ſome reſi- 
Kance ; but were forced to ſurrender in two or three 
days after the Beſiegers began to play their Batteries, 
tho the Caſtle was ftrong, ſeated upon the old Acro-

{tian Government. The famous Temple of Minerva 
being made a Magazine for Amunition, was ſet on 
fire by a Bomb, that fell among the Stores in the 
Attack- Some Remains of Lycurgus's Tower, of 
Phidias and Praxiteles's curious Works are yet to be 
ſeen.

Auvagdonne, or Achad, Achadia, a City m the 
County of Gallway in Connaught in Ireland, which is 
a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Tuam. 

Juverane, Alvernia, is a large Province almoſt 
in the midſt of France ; it has the Dukedom of Bour- 
bonne on the North, the Earldom of Forex on the 
Eaft, the Marche and Limoſin on the Welt, and on 
the South Rouergue. The Southern part 1s moun- 
tainous, the Northern is very well watered and fruit- 
ful, The chief Town is Clermont. It had Earls 
which govern'd it till 1024. when Philip the Auguſt 
put an end to this. Earldom upon the Rebellion of 
Guido, the laſt Earl, and annexed it to the Crown of 
France. In this Province there are thirteen Towns, 
which ſend their Deputies to the Afſembly of the States 
in France. 

Aur, Avuſcis, an Archbiſhoprick and a City in the 
County of Armagnac in France. This City ftands 
upon the River Sers, which runs not far before it falls 
into the Garonne.

Fuxone, Arſſon4, a ſmall but very ſtrong City of 
the Dukedom of Burgundy, upon the River Sone,from 
whence it has its name.

Jnzone, Auzonum, a ſmall City of Auvergne in 
France, in a mountainous Country, near the River

of Naſſau, Captain General of the United Provinces, 
aſter his entrance upon that Employment in 1587.

It was afterwards rained in 
the Wars by the King of Babylon. Ferems. 34. 7. 

F3em, a Kingdom in the Terra firma of the I:- 
dies, beyond Ganges, in one of the moſt plentiful 
Countries of all Afia, for all things neceſſary to hu- 
man life. The Capital of it, is Kemmerosf, 21 days 
journey diſtant from the Town Axzem. The People 
live altogether at their eaſe. They eſteem the fleſh of 
dogs particularly above other meats, ſelling great quan- 
tities thereof in their Markets. 

A302es, commonly call'd by 9s err the Ca- 
ary I{lands, are 7 Iſlands in the Atlantich Ocean, not 
unknown to the Antients 3 and by Pliny, Solinws, and 
others, mentioned under the name of the Fortunarte 
I/lands ; and tho they differ as to the number, yet all 
agree, Canaria was one of them ; but which is moſt 
wonderful, the knowledge of them was perfectly loft 
till 1330. when a Ship being diſtreſſed by Weather, 
diſcovered them ; and it.is not agreed whether it was 
an Engliſh, French, or Dutch Ship. In 1334. the 
Portugueſe attempted to conquer theſe Iſlands, and 
were beaten off. In 1417. Henry King of Caſtile 

ranted theſe Iſles to one Fohn Betancourt, upon.con- 

ition he ſhould hold them under the Crown of Ca- 
ſtile ; and he accordingly ſubdued four of them. Fer- 
dinando conquered the reit in 1483. ard under Spain 
they are at this day. They had this name given them 
from the great number of Hawks the firlt Adventu- 
rers found in them.

Jzotus, an antient City of Paleſt*ne. Taken here- 
tofore by Joſhua about the year of the World 2586.

Fzin-court, or Agzncourt, a ſmall Town in Ar- 
e204 in the Earldom of S. Paul, from which it is di- 
ſtant ſomewhat above _3 Leagues to the Welt, as it 
is alſo from Heſdin to the North.

9, Thus City was 
Eivatly incompaſſed with Walls of Brick, which 
made a Circuit of 385 Stadia's, or 48 Engliſh Miles. 
They were fo broad at the top, that two Chariots 
might meet, and paſs, without any. hindrance; 
they are ſaid tobe 100 Cubits high; ſo. that this was 
one of the ſeven Wonders that amazed the old World. 
This City was the Capital of the A{yrian Empire ; 
and tho Nabonaſſar ruin'd that Empire, yet he for- 
ſook it not ; but his Son Nebuchadnezzar very mu 
increaſed and inlarged it, as appears D#n. 4.30. After 
this, it was taken by Cyrus the Perſian. Anno Mund. 
3516. before the Birth of our Saviour 537 years ; 
and tho it changed its Maſter, yet it kept much of its 
antient Greatneſs under the Perſian; Empire : Seleus 
cus Nicanor, one of the Succeſſors of Alexander the 
Great, (who dyed here,) building Seleucia upon the 
Dar, at about 4o Miles dittance from it, as Srrabo 
obſerves, it became thereby deprived; of its Wealth, 
its Honour, and Inhabitants ; whence Parſanigs could 
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ſay, that it had nothing it his time but its Walt : i;

It is called by the Germans, Margraver Baden, to 
diſtinguiſh it from other places called by the name of 
Baden. The Original of the Noble Family now pof- 
ſefſed of this Honor, was from the Duke of Zering ;

firſt Founder of this Family, which is now divided 
into two Branches, the one profefling the Proteſtant, 
and the other the Roman Catholick, Religion ; of the 
later Branch comes the preſent Prince Lews, who, 
ſince the Death of the Duke of Lorrain,has been hono- 
red by the Emperor with the general Command of all 
his Forces in Hungary; and obtained great Victories.

Fhere is another fmall Town of this Name in the 
Kingdom of Bohemia. Bamberg lics in 32. 49. Long.

"Paindycatit, an antient People near the River 
Tigris in Aſia ; faid to bury their Gold, Silver, and 
all Mettal that can be coyn'd into Money, in the de- 
ſarts, to prevent the growth, thence iſſuing, of vice 
and corruption amongtt them, _ 

WBampton, a Market Town in Devonſhire, and 
another mn Oxfordfbire, both Capitals of their Hun- 
dreds. The latter is fituated near the River Js, and 
affords a liberal Maintenance to 3 Vicars beſides the 
Parfon. F 

Banea, a City and Iſland to the Eaſtern point of 
the great Ifland of Sumatra in the Eaft-Indies; ſepa- 
rated from Sumatra by the Streights of Banca, over 
againſt Palimban. ; 

Bancok, a regular and important Fortreſs in the 
Kingdom of Sram in the Eaſt-Indies. 

Banda, an Ifland in the HÞrdiaz Ocean to the 
South of the Itland of Seran 20 Leagues, comprehen- 
ding under the general name of Baxda the 6 lelfer 
Iilands of Nera, Gunaps, Lantor, Puloway, Pulorin, 
and Baſſingen : Theſe being conſidered as parts of 
the Iſland of Banda. They drive a very great Spice 
trade, enjoy a perpetual Spring, and it is ordinary 
with the Inhabitants to hve to 320 years, There is 
a good road to Banda, with two Farts to defend it, 
built by the He/landers. The Natives are Mahome- 
tans ; but believe the dead will never come to life 
again, unleſs they living pray for them. 

Wanddurp, or Baxbury, a Corporation in the Nor- 
thern part of the County of Oxon, upon the Weſt 
fide of the River Cherwel, which here divides the 
County of Northampton fram that of Qxo7. Near 
this place, Kimrzck, King of the Weſt Saxons, over- 
threw the Brarazns in a ſet Battel, mantully fighting 
tor their Lives and Fortunes: and after this, Richard 
New:!, Earl of Warwick, in the ſame place overthrew 
Edward IV. and took him Priſoner, and reſtored 
Henry VI. to the Crown. In the late Rebellion, this 
Place was taken, and garriſon'd for Charles I. in I641. 
after Edge: Fight; in 1644, under the Command 
of Sir #4's/{:zam Compton, it endured a ſharp Siege, 

and ſeveral Storms, till 1t was relieved by the Earl 
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of Northamptori : after which it continued tinattem- 
pted till the Year 1646, when it endured another 
ſharp Siege for ten Weeks together, under the ſame 
Governor ; who at lait (after the King had put him- 
ſelf into the hands of the Scors) when it was not poſ- 
ſzble the Place could be relieved, ſurrendered it up2n 
honorable Terms to the Rebels the x 1th of May. The 
Family of the Kno//ys have been Eatls-of this Pl:ce 
ever fince the Year 1626. | 

WBander- Ybaffi, a City upon the Coaſt of the 
Province of Far/iftan in Perſia, oppoſite to the Ile 
of Ormns ; Sirnamed Abaſſi from Cha-Abas King of 
Perſia the firſt Founder of its Commerce, which has 
rendred it the general place of reſort for Veſſels from 
the Indzes, asof an Engliſh and Dutch Factory, being 
elteem'd the beſt Region of all the Perſian Gulph. Yer 
ſo mtolerably hot i the Summer Months, that the 
Ai, the 4Arabians fay, is poyſonous, and cauſes fud- 
den fuffocations. It is fortified with two oppoſite 
Forts, 

Bander-Congo, A City of Perſia two days fail 
from the precedent, where both the Air ard Water 
are commendable. But the dangerouſneſs of the paſ- 
fage from Ormns to it, amidit a number of Iflets, de- 
prives it of the benefit of Commerce, 

TBando, A City and Kingdom in the States of the 
great Mogul in the Eaſt- nates, betwixt the Kingdom 
of De# and the Province of Agra. 

Banghoz, Bangor, Bonium, or Bovium (in the 
old Brs:2aſh Language call'd Bamornadyrig) an old 
Roman Town in Flowflire 3 but belonging to Che- 

re 3 mentioned by Antoninys : and much more fa- 
mous after the Plantation of Chriſtianity in Britain, 
for a vaſt Monaftery here, confitting of about 2000 
Monks, quz omnes de labore manuum ſuarum vivere 
ſolebant, lays Bede, who ail wrought hard for their 
Eivings: 200 of 'thefe, Edilfred, a Pagin Saxon 
King of Northumberland flew, becauſe they implo- 
red Chrift's Afiſtance in their Prayers for their Coun- 
try-men againtt the Saxons. When Auguſtin the 
Monk came to canvert the Sqxons, here was a nu- 
merons Monaftery ; but before the Norman Conqueſt 
it was intirely ruin'd, as Camden acquaints us out of 
William of Malmsbury ; to which Auguſtin the Monk 
1s ſaid or ſuſpected to have lent his helping hand, Since 
that, thoſe very Ruines are by time defaced : yet the 
Names of two of its Gates remain, Pore Hogan and 
Port Clexs, which ftand a Mile afunder 5; between 
which are found very often pieces of the Rowan Mo- 
ney. This place ftands upon the River Dee, Eaft of 
Wrexham. $S. Bangor the Biſhoprick, is a different 
Place from the precedent, and ftands in the County 
of Carnarvan in Wales upon the River Menay; 
call'd by the Latin Authors, Bangorium and Bangoria, 
This Biſhoprick is of fo antient a foundation, that we 
do not find its Original. The Cathedral is dedicated 
by the name of S. Danze!, who was Biſtiop here about 
the Year 516. From which time to the 1 1th. Cen- 
tury that Hernews filled the See, we have na Accqunt 
of the ſucceilion. In 1496. Henry Deane, Biſhop, 
reparr'd the Cathedral after it had been defaced by t 
Rebel Omen Glendower. In 1541. Arthur Bulkeley 
Biſhop, reduced the Biſhoprick to' a low Condition 
by unworthy ſales and alienations. The Diocefe con- 
tains the County of Carnarvan, with parts of Dex- 
bigh, Merioneth and Montgomery, and the whole Iſle 
of Angleſey. | 

Banjaluth, Blandona, a large and well fortified 
Town in Boſnia near the Mountains, under the Do- 
minion of the Turks, npon the River Ceri#4. 

 Wanjans, a People univerſally feattered over the 

Provinces of the dies, but moſt numerous 1n the 

Kingdom of Guzurate, and notorious for worſhiping 

the Devi} FROTTY with a God) as the author of = | 
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the Evils of this Life, under a frightful Figure te- 
preſented to them, to pacific him and engage him in 
their Favor. In ſome things they are Mahbometan- 
like; in others, divided amongſt themſelves into Sects, 
greater or leſs, almoſt innumerable, according as they 
affect their particular Superſtitions. The Europeans 
uſe them for Managers and Interpreters in their Deal- 
ings with the Indians. 

Wanara, a City of the Eaſt-Indies in the King- 
dom of Bergala, upon the River Ganges ; under the 


Dominion of the Great Mogul, about 4o Miles from. 


Gouroto the North, and 100 from Halavaſſa towards 
the South. Probably the ſame with Benares, See 
Benares. 

Wannyp, or Ban, Argita, one of the largeſt Ri- 
vers of the Kingdom of Ireland. It ariſeth in the 
County of Downe in the Province of V/ſter; and 
having entertained ſothe- other Rivers, it falls into 'the 
vaſt Lake of Neavgh ; afterwards dividing the County 
of Colrane, on the Welt of it, from that of Antrim on 
the Eaſt, it falls into the Caledonian Ocean, a little 
below Colraxne Caſtle. This River divides the Pro- 
vince of Ulſter into two parts: but Mr. Camden is 
rather of Opinion, that the Lats: Name belongs to 
the Swilly, another great River in the ſame Province, 
but a little more to the Weſt than this. 

Wantam, a very great City, and a famous Mart 
and Sea Port in the Iſland of Fava in the Eaſt-Indzes, 
and the Capital of a Kingdom of the ſame Name. 
Fhis City 1s ſeated at the foot of an Hill, 18 Leagues 
from the City of Batavia towards the Weſt, upon 
a narrow Paſlage call'd the Streights of Bantam, 
right over againſt the Iſland of Sumatra. It has a 
very good Harbor belonging to it called the Sound, 
and was much frequented by the European Merchants, 
eſpecially the Engliſh and Dutch. The Kingdom 
of Jacatre is ſubject to this Prince, and he has of- 
ten made War with the Dutch, with reaſonable good 
Succeſs, till about the Year 1684. A Son of the King 
of Bantam rebelling againſt his Father, called the 
Dutch to his Afﬀſiſtance, by which means the Durch 
poſſeſſed themſelves of Bantam, ſeized the Engliſh 
Factory and their Effects, and made themſelves 
ſole Maſters of that Trade. The Controverlie be- 
tween them and the Erg/:/b not being determined to 
this day. The old King in the mean time was kept 
a Priſoner, firſt at Bantam, afterwards in the Caſtle 
of Batavia; whither he was conducted in November 
T1687, with a formal Solemnity, and there lodged 
with his Wife, and ſome Slaves to attend him. 

Wantry, a Bay in the, Province of Munſter in 
Feland, where Admiral Herbert, now Earl of Tor- 
rington, engaged the French Fleet, May 1. 1689. 
upon their arrival with Succors for Ireland : which 
however were landed the day after. 

Wanypa, RKivuls Puellarum, a Town of Tranſl- 
v4nia, 6 Leagues from Beſtercze to the Weſt, not 
far from the Confines of the Upper Hungary. 

WBanza. See $. Salvador in Africa. 

Wapalme, Balma, a ftrong Town in Artozs, ſeat- 
ed upon a rifing Ground in the Borders of Pscardy. 
This Town has been in the hands of the French ever 
fince the Year 1641. It was yielded to them by the 
Pyrenzan Treaty in 1659. It ſtands at an equal di- 
ſtance from Peron, ( a Town of Pzcardy) towards 
the South, and Arras towards the North, 

War, a ſtrong Town in Podolza, having a Caſtle 
built upon an Hill, and ſurrounded with Marſhes, 
which contribute very much to its defence: It ſtands 
upon the River Kow,. 18 Polonian Miles from Camini- 
eck to the Eaſt, and as many from Bark/ow towards 
the Weſt. This Town is under the Turks. 

War, or Barros, a Dukedom of France, betwixt 
Champagne and Loraine, incorporated after divers 


Revolutions, by the Conceſſion of the Pjrere 
Treaty ('as the French interpret it) in 1659, with 
the Crown of that Kingdom. Its Capital City is Bar 
le. Duc. Tt lies on each fide the Merſe ; which divided 
it heretofore into the Royal and Ducal Barrois ; buth 
then belonging to the Houſe of Loraine, they doing 
Homage to the King of France for the ſame. 

War ſur Anbe, a fine Town in Champagne in 
France, but ill pav'd; it has its name from the River 
[ Albula] Anbe, on which it ttands ; upon the foot 
of an Hill in a very pleaſant Country ; about 8 Leagues 
from Arcis towards the South, and as many from 
Troys towards the South-Weſt, and 7 from Chaſtilon 
towards the North-Eaſt. Thisplace is in tmuch eſteem 
for the delicions Wine the Country yields. 

War, ſur Seyne, a ſmall City in the Dukedom of 
Burgundy, in the Confines of Champagne ; ſeated in 
a Mountainous Country ; about 5 Miles Weſt of Bar 
ſur Aube. 

Wara. a Town in the Province of Gorga, in the 
Upper Achiopia, near the Lake of Zaflan. 

Warampour, a City of the Eaſt-Inazes, under the 
Dominion of the Mogul, in the Kingdom of Cand's. 
It lies 100 Miles from Surat towards the Eaſt, upon 
the River Taps: this Place is called by others Barar« 
pore, and heretofore Baramatis, as Herbert faith. 

Waranateta, the Name of a City and Kingdom 
in the Afian Tartary. 

Warathzum, a deep Pit in Attica in Greece, con- 
trived with Iron Spikes and Tenters, for a place of 
Execution, throwing the MalcfaCtors Headlong into 
it, in antient times. - 

Warbadoes, one of-the moſt conſiderable Planta- 
tions which the Engliſh! have upon the Carsbby Iſlands: 
it lies in 13. d. 20. m. Northern Lat. and 321. of 
Long, about 8 Leagues in length, and 5 in breadth, 
and inhabited by 50000. Engliſh, beſides Negros, 
who are three times their number. This Iſland . was 
firſt diſcovered to the Engliſh by Sir William Cure 
teen, in the Reign of Fames I. but was then. wholly 
deſolate. The Eng/sſh ſoon after Planted it, and 
were driven at firit to great Extremities; becauſe 
Ships came very rarely and ſlowly thither trom Erg- 
land; till having about the Year 1627. raiſed ſome 
Tobacco, Indico, Cotton-Wool and Fuſtick-Wood, and 
after that falling into the Sugar Trade, its Repntation 
and Wealth increaſed. And this Colony which for a 
long time ſubfiited by the courtefie or negligence 
of the Spaniards, grew ſo ſtrong and numerous, 
that all their after Attempts ſignified nothing. Their 
Sugars, which at firſt were coarſe, and would quick- 
ly melt if not ſpent, are now improved to a great 
Perfection. This Iſland is not well Watered with 
Rivers, or freſh Springs; yet lying now, they want 
not that Element, being ſupplied by Pools, Ponds, 
and Ciſterns. It is very fruitful, and enjoys a perpe- 
tual Summer : Hot, but cooled by the Briezes which 
riſe with the Sun, and blow freſher as the Sun gets 
higher. The chief Town of this Iſland is S. Mzchaels, 
fituate at the bottom of Carl:/le Bay, in the South- 
ern part of the Iſland, where Ships have a very ſecure 
Harbor. 

Barbara, a ſmall Village in the Iſland of Sicih ; 
but once a City of great Fame, and much taken no- 
tice of by Greek and Latsn Writers, under the ſe- 
veral names of /Egeſta, Egeſta, Aceſta and Segeſta, 
8c. It lies 22 Miles from the-Promontory and City 
of Drepanum, now called Trapano, to the North- 
Weſt, and 4o from Palermo, upon the Weſtern 
Shoar of the Iſland ; near it runs a ſmall River which 
now beareth the name of S. Bartholomew. 

Warbarp, Barbaria, a large Country in the Weſt- 
ern part of- Africa ; lying a conſiderable length from 
Eaſt to Weft, but net of <qual breadth : it is mm" 
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ed on the North by the Med:zerranean Sea,on theEaſt 
by Egypt, on the Weſt by the Atlantick Ocean, and 
on the South by the Arlantick Mountains, which: ſe- 
parate it from Biledulgeridia. In the times of the 
Roman Empire this vaſt Tract of Land was divided 
into divers Provinces, viz. Mauritania Tingitana, 
Caſarienſis, E5 Sitifenſis; Numidia, Africa propria, 
Byzacena, Tripolitana, Marmorica and Cyrentaca : 


it is now divided into the Kingdoms of Fez, Morocco, . 


Algiers, Conſtantine ( antiently Cirta), Tunis and 
Tripoly, with the Territory of Barcana. This Coun» 


| try was in antient times ſubject to the Commonwealth 
O 


Carthage, and the great Kings of Mauritania and 
Numidia; after it fell into the Romans Poſleflion , 
I have ſhew'd how they divided it. Here was a moſt 
flouriſking Church tif| the 5 Century ; in the begin- 
ing of which, the Vandals then Arians, entered it, 
ad brought in , their Hereſfie with them : but that 
which more effectually contributed to the ruin of 
Chriſtianity here, was the Conqueſt of it by the 
Moors in 647, when one Hucha a famous General 
( whom Oſmen, the Third Caliph of the Saracens, 
imployed to that purpoſe ) finally expelPd the Ko- 
mans; and ever fince the Moors have poſleſſed it ; 
who being the moſt enraged Enemies of Chriſtianity 
that ever profeſſed the Mahomeran Law, have fo far 
extirpated Chriſtianity, that there is very few, { if 
any ) of the Inhabitants of this vaſt Tract of Land, 
which profeſs it. 

WBarbela, a River in the Kingdom of Congo in 
Africa, which falls into the River: Zaire, which 
waſheth the Walls of S. Saviour,. or Banza, the Ca- 
pital of this Kingdom. | 


Warbenzon, Barbentio, a Principality in Haznaut . 


 Warberino, Barberinum, a ſmall Town in Tuf- 
cany in Italy, from whence the Noble Family of the 
Barberines receive their name; . of which Family 
Pope Urban VIIL. was, who ſucceeded Gregory XV. 
and fate 21. Years, viz. from 1623- to 1644. This 
ſmall Town is built upon an Hill, in the Road be- 
tween Florence and Sena, 16 Miles from the former 
toward the South. 

Warbowpna, Berb:s, a Village of the lower Hun- 
gary, where the Ruins of an antient Reman Town 
are yet ſeen upon the Drave : 3 German Miles from 
Quinque Eccleſie towards the South. 

Warbuda or Barbada, one of the Caribby Iſlands 
in America, under the Engliſh; but of no very great 
Account. It is in length 15 Miles, Lat. Norrh 17. d. 7 

Warca, Marmorica, a ſmall Kingdom in Africa, 
on the Weſt of Egypt, and the Medzterranean Sea ; 
under the Empire of the Turks. But there 1s no 
Town of any note in it ; there is adjoining to it a 
Deſart called by the ſame name. X 

Warcet, Barcetum, a Caſtle in the Dukedom of 
Parma, between the Rivers of Parma and Taro, and 
the Apennine: 22 Miles from Parma, toward the 
South, and 16 from Pentremols. There was anti- 
ently a very famous Monaſtery built here by the Kings 
of the Lombards. 

Barcelona, Barcino, a City of Catalonia in Spain 
which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Tar- 
ragona ; and an Univerſity : * it has an excellent Port 
upon the Mediterranean Sea, well Traded, and alſo 
a Caſtle. This City is the Capital of that Province, 
and eſteemed. one of the beſt Cities of Spain. Built 
by Hamilcar a Carthaginian, and called by his Pu- 
nick Sirname of Barca. In the Year of our Lord 
$05- it was recovered out of the hands of the Moors, 
by S. Lewzs, King of France: it is ſeated between 
the outlet of the River Badelona | Berado ] which 
runs on the Eaſtern ſides, and that of Lobregat [_Ru» 
bicatus ] which at the diſtance of 2 Miles on the Eaſt- 
ern ſide, falls into the Mediterranean Sea, It ſtands 
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' 12 Leagues) from Tarragona Eaſt, and 15 from 5: 
rona towards the South, and 13 from Ofſuna T+ 
ken by the French in' 1640. but returned under the 
Spaniard in 1652. after a very ſharp Siege. This 
City was Honored with the Title of an Earldom by 
Lewis the Good, after he had taken it from the $a. 


--racens. Charles the Groſs, gave this Earldom to 


Godfrey d' Arria, for his Service againſt the Normans, 
and his Heirs : after the Death of Raimond the laſt 
Earl, it was united to the Kingdom of Arragon in 
1162. There were 3 ſmall Councils celebrated in 
this City; one in 540. one in 603. and the laſt in 
1064. Fames Il. King of Arragon died here in 1327 
Alfonſus IV. in 1336. and Fohn Il. in 1479, 

Warcelonette, a Town and Valley in Provence 
here:ofore, now in the Dominions of the Duke of 
Savoy, Built or rebuilt by Raimond V. Earl of 
Provence, 1n 123I, who called it by this name, in 
memory that his Anceſtors came into Provence from 
Barcelona in Spain. ; 

Warceloz, a City of the Eaſt-Indies, under the 
Dominion of the King of Biſnagar, upon the Sea 
Shoar, between Goa and Cangra, It lies in almoſt 
15. d. of Northern Lat. and Long. 105. This City 
was ſome time under the Portugueſe, but is now re- 
covered bythe King of Biſnagnar, a potent Indian 
Prince. It was allo heretofore the Capital of a di: 
ſtint Kingdom. 

Warcelos, Celiobriga, a ſmall Town in Portugal, 
Honored with the Title of a Dukedom. It lies in 
the County of tEntre Douro & minho, upon the Ri- 
ver Cavado, which not far from thence falls into the 
Atlantick Ocean; 6 Leagues North of Porto, and 4 
Welt of Braga. ; 

Warcena, Coloe, a Marſh in Zthziopia, out of 
which ariſeth the River of Aſlapus, as Prolomy faith. 

Wardewtc, a molt antient City in Saxony within 
a Mile of Lunenburg, ſaid to be built 9go Years be. 
fore the coming of our Saviour. x 

Bardj, a People amongſt the antient Gauls, in 
very great Eſteem with them for Poetry and Muſick : 
ſuppoſed to dwell about Montbard, or Mont-Barrs, 
in Latin Mons Bardorum, a Mountain in the Terri= 
tory of Auxois in Burgundy, which ll retains their 
Name. : 

Wardt, a ſmall Town in Pomerania in Germany 
upon the Baltick, Sea, which has yet a large Haven, 
and a very fine Caſtle, and a Lordſhip belonging to 
it, near the River Bart. This place was yielded to 
the- Swedes by the Treaty of Munſter, in 1647. ta- 
ken by the Elector of Brandenburgh, but reſtored 
to them again in 1679. it lies 3 German Miles from 
the Borders of the Dukedom of Meck/ebourg, and at 
the ſame diſtance from Damgarden towards the North- 
Eaſt, and about 8 from Berghen in the Iſle of Rugia 
to the Welt. | 

Warept, a well built Town, very handſom, in 
Franconia in Germany. The ordinary Reſidence of 
the Marqueſs of Brandenburg, who has a noble Ca- 
{tle here. 

Wargemon, Bargemonum, a Town in Provence 
in France, 5 Leagues from the Sea, in the Dioceſe of 
Freius, upon a fertile little Hill: heretofore one of the 
Apannages belonging to the Cadets of the Houſe of 
the Earls of Provence. It is now obſervable for a 
miraculous Image of the B, Virgin, whoſe Hiſtory 
is written by Lewis Sylvacane. 

Warwick. Sec Berwick, : - 

Bart, Barium, a City in the Kingdom of Naples 
in a Province of the ſame name, called Terra ds Bars; 
which has been long Honored with the Title of a 
Dutchy ; it is an Archbiſhops See, well fortified; and 
has an indifferent good Haven upon the Adriatich, 
about 20 Miles diſtant from Polzano to the Sou 
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Eaſt, and Trans to the North-Weſt. It has its-name, 
as Feſtus writes, from Bara, a ſmall Iland'near 
Brindiſi, [ Brundufium } the Inhabitants thereof 
building this City. 
of Myra in Lets, one of the Fathers who oppoſed 
Arius in the firft Councit of Nice, is preſerved 'in 
this City. P. Urban HW. celebrated a Counctl! here 
in 1098. in which Anſelme Archbiſhop of Canterb1y 
diſputed the cauſe of the proceſfion of the Holy Ghoſ?, 
and of the Union of the Eaſtern Church with the We- 
ſtern, againſt the Greeks. The Terra ds Bar: 1s a part 
of the antient lia Peucetia, upon the guiph of 
Venice, betwixt the Bafilicate and Terra di Otranto.. 
Warilitana, an Iſland at the mouth of the Da- 


mube. DOT 
Warjols, Barjolum, a Town and Bailywick in 


Provence in France, in a very fruitful foil, adorn'd 
with a Collegiat Church ſince the Year 1060. During 
the Civil Wars of France, the Proteſtants took it in 
1562. Thoſe of the League retook it in 1 590. 

Sarktng, a Market Town in the County of Eſſex 
in the hundred of Becontree. HER 

' Barkſhire. Sce Berkshire. 

Barkwap, a Market Town in Hartfordſhite in 
the hundred of Edmwinſtree. 

Warie-Duc, a neat and beautiful City, the Ca- 
pital of the Dukedom of Barros, built by Frederick I. 
Duke of Lorarne in 951, upon the River Ornarn, 
about 15 Miles from Nancy to the Weſt, and thirteen 
from Chaalons : heretofore under the Dukes of Lo- 
raine : but now incorporated into the Province of 
Champagne in France. 

Barictta, Barolum, or Barulum, a City ſituate 
in or near the place of the old Canufium in Apulia 
Peucetia in Ttaly ; an Haven or Sea-Port, reckoned 
for one of the four ftrong Holds of Italy in the mid- 
dle Apes. It lies upon the Adriarich Sea, about 24 
Miles Weſt of Bars, 4 South of the Outlets of the 
River of Ofanto. A large and beautiful City, and 
the Seat of the titular Archbiſhop of Nazareth. 

Warlinguas, Erythie, a knot of fmall Iſlands 
upon the Coaſt of Portugal, call'd by various names. 
They lie between the C. de Recca to the South, and 
the C. de Mondego to the North ; and not above 2 
Leagues from the Shores of Eſtremadura.

Walii, Baſilea, written in two of the Lives of 
Charles the Great, Baſla; in after times Baſiila and 
Baſala ; by Cluverius, Artalbinum. It was a Bi- 
ſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Befanzon, after 
the ruin of Auguſta Rauracorum, which happened 
about the Year $00. Now the Principal City of 
Switzerland. It has its name from Baſiliana the 
Mother of Fulzan the Apoſtate : but Valeſins thinks 
the name rather taken trom the River on which it 
fttands, which he ſuppoſeth was then fo call'd. It has 
a pleaſant Situation, and is adorned with many mag. 
nifticent Structures, and Churches ; watered by many 
ſweet Fountains, blefſed' with an healthful Air, a va- 
hant People, and plenty of all things. Very antient ; 
as being faid to be' ruin'd by the Almains in the 
Year 260. and ſuffered much 10 after-times from the 
Huns, Tt was beloved by Henry I. and II. In the 
Year 1368. much enlarged by Frederick Blacken- 
heim, Biſhop of Strasburg, and Adminiſtrator of the 
Dioceſe of Baſil, who firit obtain'd a Charter of Free. 
dom for it : in the Year 1392- it was made an Hanſe 
Town. Oneof the greateſt things of antient Times 
which has made it famous, was the General Council 
held here under S:2s/mond the Emperor, and by ſeve- 
ral ſeflions continued from the Year 1431. to 1443. 
where it was decreed, that a General Council was a= 
bove the Pope. Therefore Eugenius IV. diſſolved it 
and convocated another at Ferrara. They refuſed to 
diſſolve , depoſed Eugentus, and elected Felix V. 
Pope. - The fame Council eſtabliſhed the pragmatick 
Sanction, that the Galican Church received in 1438» 
m the preſcnce of Charles VII. This City taught the 
reſt of the Cantons the way of Leaguing and Unit- 
ing-: for the Pope having excommunicated Lew:s the 
Bavarian, Emperor of Germany, the City of Baſil 
perſevercd in the Service of that Prince, and was for it 
excommunicated too: whereupon they threw the 
Popes Legat'into the Rhine, and to ſecure them- 
ſelves, entered into a League with Zurich, and Bear, 
and other of the Principal Cities, in 1327. This 
City embraced the Reformation in 1529. It 1s one 
of the moſt 'celebrated Univerſities in Chriſtendom, 
which was opened here by Pius Il, Ann.\Dom. 1459. 
The, Art of making Paper was firſt found in this 
City, in 1470. by Anthony and Michael Gallicion. 
This gave great encouragement to Printers : the firſt 
of which was Bernard Richel, who began to Print 


here in 1478. This City ſtands upon the Rh1ne, 
whictk 
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hich runs through it : 6 Miles from Ray 18 
from Conſtance tothe Welt, 12 from Zurich, 38 
from Ausbourg, 14 from Strasbourg. Long. 29. 15. 
meV is a ſmall County on the Eaſt of 
Campania, in the Kingdom of Naples, Taken out 
of Campania by Alphonſus, King of Naples ; 33 
Milesin length, and 10 in breadth; and was antient- 
ly the Scat of the Picencinr, a Colony of the Picens, 
dwelling on the Adriatick Sea.

It is 
ſeated in a ſmall low Plain, environ'd round about 
with Hills of almoſt an heigth, out of which 
many Springs continually fall into the Valley, to the 
great Benefit of the Inhabitants, Within: this- City 
are three Springs of Hot Water, of a blewiſh Colour, 
ing up from them ſome thin Vapors, and a 
ſtrong Odour. . Theſe Springs are very Medicinal, 
and cure many Diſeaſes. They ſay, Mszerva, the 
Goddeſs of Baths and Fountains, had a Temple Con- 
ſecrated to her in the Roman times, where the Abby 
ſtands now. Many Roman Inſcriptions and Figures 
in Ingtavery , appear upon the Wells bout the 
Town. It was taken from the Britains by Cemtelen, 
King of the #e/t-Saxonz, in'377.

It 
lies between the Loyre on the South, and the Seyn to 
the North; the principal Towns in it are, Charrres, 
Chaſfteaudun, Montoir, Pluviers, Eſtampes, and Ven- 
do/me. This Province lying ſo near'to Pars, a con- 
fiderable part of it has been taken into the Iſle of 
France. The Soil is dry, but very fruitful, and: a- 
bounding in all things, eſpecially Corn ; ſo that it is 
called totius Gallie Horreum, the Store-houſe or Gra- 
nary of all France. : 

Weauchamp, a place near Calais in Picardy. The 
Duke of Somerſet is Baron of Beauchamp. 

Weanfozt, a Caſtle in the Dukedom of A7jox 'in 
France; which belonged heretofore to the' Houſe of 
Lancaſter, and was much beloved by Zobn'of Gaune; 
who cauſed all his Children-that he had by” Catharine 
Swinford to be called Beauforts, whio wete after- 
wards Dukes of Somerſet and Exeter, and Earls of 
Dorſet. The moſt noble Henry Somerſet late" Mar- 
quels 'of Worceſter being deſcended from the antient 
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Ditkes of Somerſet, was December 2. 1682. by Chavle; 
II. of moſt bleſſed Memory; created Duke of Bearfort: 
This Caſtle lies about 3 Lezgues Eaſt of Anziers, and 
2 from the Loyre. And is now potlefied by the Houſe 
of Beaumanozr-l.avardin, with the inferiour- Title 
of aty Eat! from the King of France. © $ There is/an- 
other Beaufort in Champagne : this is a ſmall Towd, 
but horiored: above the other with the Title of 2 
Dutchy by Henry le Grand, in the year 1597. which 
Title has beet granted by Lews XII. to the Houfe os 
Vendoſme. 
— Beawatois, a ſmall Country contained in the L y- 
01n0k a Province in France with the Title of a Ba- 
fony.” -It fakes its name from the Town Beaujei, 
in Latin Bdujovium or Beltiecum;, upon the River 
Ardie#e 3 the fame does the Houſe of Beaujere. 

Beattmarſs, a Town in| the Iſland of Ang/e/y, 
wift'a Port to the River Menay. It is called in L.4- 
tin Bellomari/cus; and Elects one Burgeſs for the 
Parkament. 

Beanniont in Argorne, a Town in the little 
Country of A:gomme near the Menſe in Fravice. It 
fuffered much ur the' Civil Wars of that Kingdom. 

Beaumont ſur Oyſe, .a Town upon the Oyſe, at 
the foot '6f an Hill in the Iſle of France, about $ 
Leagues from Pars towards the North. 

Beaumont /e Roger, a Town in the Dukedom of 
Normandy in France, upon the River Rugle ; Four 
Leagues from Enrenx towards the Wett; and about 
6 fron\ Roaxi towards the South ; fo called from &K:ger 
one of its Counts, who built or at. leatt enlarged it; 
it having the Honor to give that Title. $ There is 
another Town called Beaumont alſo near the Sea 
Shoar, in the- Diſtrict belonging to Contance ; three 
Leagues Welt of Cherbourg. 

eatimont, a Town of Hainanut in the Nether- 
lands, adorned with the Title. of a Dukedom, to 
which* belongs a Caſtle ; it ftands 7 Leagues from 

Mo1is to the South-Eaſt, and 4 from Chimiay to the 
North, and about 2 from the Sambre. | 

Beaumont le YVicomee, a ſmall City in the Duke- 
dom of Maine, which has the Honor to be a Duke- 
dom; it lies' in the middle between Mayenze and 
Alenzon, upon the River Sarte: And having for- 
merly been a Viſcounty, for that reaſon retains this 
name. 

WBeaune, a Town in Burgundy famous for the ex- 
cellent Wines it yields. In Latin, Reina ; it ttands 
upon the River Burgeoiſe, 4 Leagues from the Sone, 
betwixt Dzjon Autun and Chalon. Lewas XII. built 
if a Caſtle: there is a great number of Churches and 
Monaſlteries in it, and particularly the Hoſpital is one 
of the fineſt Structures in the Kingdom. 

Beaute, was heretofore a Royal Caſtle upon the 
Maine near the Wood of Vincennes, belonging to 
the Kings of France; and Honored with this name, 
becauſe it deſerved it. Charles V. King of France, 
_— in 1380, Some Ruins of it are yet to be 
cen: ? 

Beauvais, Ceſaromagus, a City of the Iſle of 
France, which' 1s a'Biſhops See; under the Archbiſhop 
of RKheims; the Biſhop is one of the 12 Peers of 
France: it is well fortified, and | the Capital of a Di- 
oceſe of the'ſanie name; and ftands upon the River 
Terrain, 16 Leagues from Paris towards the North, 
13 from: Abbeville, and: 16 from Roan towards, the 
Eait. In 1114. Conor Biſhop of Paleſtine the Popes 
Legate held a Council here, which Excommunicated 
the Emperor Henry V. This Country of Beauvorfis 
was the Seat of the antient Bellovacs, ſo honourably 
mentioned by Fulius Ceſar. SER

Beckles, a Market-Town in Suffolk, in the Hun- 
dred of #Wanzford,: upon the Banks of the River Wa- 
veney. The Grammar Schodl here 1s endowed-with 
10 Schollarſhips for Emanuel College in Cambridge. 
——_ Bithynia, a Province of- the Lefſer 
Alia. 
Bed, the Mountains of the Moon: in /Ethiopra.. 
- Wedal, a Market-Town in the North Riding of 
Torkfprre, in the Hundred of Harg Eaft, upon the 
River Swale and a ſmall Stream there falling..into it. 
Wevalac, Lethes, a River of Andaluſia, common- 
ly called Guadalete ; it falls into the Ocean at Cad:s. 
Bedfozd, Laftodurum, or Latodorum, one of the 
molt antient Towns in England, being mentioned by 
Antoninus. It ſtands on both fides of the River Que, 
which is here covered with a Stone Bridge. - This 
Town is more to be commended for its pleaſant Si- 
tuation and Antiquity, than for the Beauty or Great- 
neſs of it, thongh it has 5 Churches. It is the Prin- 
cipal or County Town; fo it ſends. 2 Burgeſles to 
Parliament. In the Year 572. the Sexons under 
Cuthwolf defeated the Britamns near this place.  Af- 
terwards it gave the Title of Duke to John of.Lan- 
caſter, Son to Henry IV. and Bruther to Henry V. 
who was the Regent of France under Henry VI. The 
fame Title was continued to Faſpar of Hatfield Uncle 
to Henry VII. - The Honorable William Ruſſel and 
his Anceſtors, have born the Title of Earls of Bed- 
ford, ever lince the third Year of Edward VI. - 
Wedfozdſhire, is bounded on the Eaſt and South 


by Cambridgeſhire and Hertfordſhire ; on the Welt- 


by Buckinghamſhire, and on the North by Northam- 
_—_ and Huntingeonſhire. The River Ouſe di- 
vides it into 2 parts;. the North parts of it are. moſt 
fruitful, and- better Wooded ; the Southera parts tho 
leaner, yet are not altogether barren, but yield good 
Crops of Barley. Sir Fohn Ruſſe! Comptroller of the 
Houſhold to Henry VIII. was created a Baron in 1538. 
and Earlof Bedford byEdw.VL.in 1548 whoſe deſcend- 
ent William the fitth Earl of this Family,now enjoys it. 

Wedifozd, a Market-Town in Devonſhzre, in the 
Hundred of Shebbear : the Earl of Bath has a Noble 
Seat here. It ſtands upon the River Towrzdze. 

WBedovins, a wild People dwelling in the ſeveral 
quarters of the Deſarts of Arabia in Tents, (whence 
heretofore they got the name of Scenzte ) and not to 
be perſwaded by any Invitations to ſettle in Towns. 
They divide themſelves into Tribes and Families, and 
take their quarters accordingly under their reſpective 
'Chiefs: but their principal buſineſs is to rob the Cara- 
vans that go to Mecca, for which attempts they are 
provided with Horſe and Arms. 

Befozt, a ſtrong Town in Alſatia, in the Terri- 
tory of Suntgow, 4 Leagues from Pfirt to the Weſt, 
and about 7 from Bafi/to the Weſt alſo. This was 
yielded to the French by the Treaty of Munſter : 
heretofore the head of an Earldom. , 

'Behemerland, the Kingdom of Bohemaa. 

Wehemezwald, a part of the Hercynzan Foreſt 
lying in Bohemia. 

Behenhauſeu, a Town of Schwaben, in the Duke- 
dom of Wirtemberg. 
 Becja, a City of Portugal, antiently called Pax 
Fulia; it lies in the Province of Entre-tejoe Guadia- 
2:4, near the River Odiarca which falls into the Gua- 
diana; well built, fortified, and has the Title of a 
Dukedom ; it ſtands 2 Leagues from the Guadiana, 
towards the Weſt ; called Pacca by the Moors. 

Wejar, a Village of the Kingdom of New Caſtile 
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in Spam, upon the River Madera, in the Borders of 
the Kingdom of Myrcia ; ſcarce 2 Leagues from Al- 
carax_ to. the Eaſt, This is molt propably thougtit 
to be the Roman Bigerra. | Spd 

Bejar de Melena, a ruined, City of Andaluzia iti 
Spain. Some take it to be the Mellaria of the An- 
tients, which was the Birth-place of the excellent Geo- 
grapher Pomponins Mela. .. 
_ Weila, or Beza, a Town inthe Kingdom of Tins 
in 4jrica, thought to be the Bulla reg1a of the Anti- 
ents. It has the happineſs to ftan&in a Soil that is ſo 
excceding fruitful, -that the People ſay there, if they 
had two Beza's, there would be 'as many Grains of 

Corn in Africa, as Grains of Saind in the Sea. 

_ Betiltein, Bil;ſtsnum, a ſmall Town in the Pro« 
vince of Weteraw in Germany, 'bearing the Title of 
an Earldom, Its Situation is betwixt Marpurg, Naſ- 
Jau, and Coblentz. WOES, 288; on 

Wein Elnabarim, the Perſian Gulph. : 
Weira, a very large Province upon the Sea-Coaſt 
of Portugal, accounted 130 Milezlong and 95 broad, 
and divided 'into 6 Counties, | the chief City whereof 

Is Coimbra. The ſame was the Seat of thoſe antient 

People of Spain, called Tranſcedani, fays Vaſconcelos.

Belay, Bulica, a City that heretofore belonged to 
the Duke of Savoy, but in 1601. was taken trom him 
by Henry IV.

Paleſtine, Though this City is intirely ruined, and 
another called Damiata or Damietta is ſprung out 
of it, which I ſhall mention in its preper place; yet 
the State of the antient Town ought here to be de- 
ſcribed. This place in Scripture is called Sin; which 
( as the Greek name which it afterwards bore TIyatar- 
oy) ſignifies Clay or Mzre, becauſe it was feated-in a 
deep Miry Marſh upon the Nzle. And it was for ma- 
ny a__ the Key of Egype ; that Country being of a 
very diffivult Acceſs on the fide of Syria; accordingly 

when Cambyſes invaded Egypt, Polyenus in his 7th. 

Book de Stratag, tells us, that Cambyſes vigorouſly 

attacked Pelufium, and the Egyptians as couragious- 

ly defended it, amxaciorrss F *Arurls wwtonds, 

Shutting up the Entrance of Egypt againſt him. 

Diodorus Siculus tells us, the Kings of Egypt fortified 

this place on the ſame account, with the utmoſt care 

and diligence ; fee M. Bochart in his Geographia Sa- 
cra. lib. 4. cap. 27. The Grecian Race of Kings 
were no leſs careful of the keeping this Place; and 
after the Romans had it they did not neglect it neith- 
er: /Elius Hadrianus,one of their Emperors, encom- 
paſſed it with 3 Walls, and called it by his own name 

AElopols. In the times of Chriſtianity it was the Seat 
ofan Archbiſhop under the Patriarch of Alexandria. 
But when the Arabians and Saracens prevailed, they, 
as their Cuſtom 1s,intirely ruined this antient and moſt 
Noble City ; and built another on the oppoſite Shoar

League from [the 
Tage or Tajo, 4 from Scalabs, and 9 from Lisbon, 
ſuppoſed to be the antient Aratium. $ There is an- 
other Town of the ſame name in the Kingdom of 
Leon, upon the River E/ta, which waſheth the Walls 
of Leon; It lies in a Plain, and has a Caſtle, and is 
the Capital of the County of Pimentel, 7 Leagues 
from Sentzca to the North, about 12 from Leon to 
the South, and 15 from Palantia to the Weſt: per- 
haps this is- the old Vallarta. Ferdinand II. King of 
Leon, died in this Town in the Year 1118. 
 'BBenda, a City of Albania in Macedonia, which 
1s a Biſhops See, under 'the Archbiſhop of Durazzo, 
[ Durrachium } It now lies in Ruins, under the fla- 
very of the Turks, and the Biſhop refides at Mamols ; 
yet from this place the adjacent Country is call'd Beyx- 
da, under which Title is included alſo Sermenica, a 
ſmall Diſtrict towards Croza, as I have heard ( faith 
M. Baudrand ) from the Archbiſhop of Durazzo. 

Bendarmaſin, a City and Kingdom in the South- 
ern part of the Iſland of Borneo in the Eaſt-Indes, 
about 3 from the Line on the Welt. 
| Bene, a ſmall Town in Pzedmone, ſometime bear- 
ing the Title of an Earldom:. The Spaniards belieg'd 
it in 1553. unſuccesfully : its Fortifications have been 
ruined fince. 

Wenevento, Beneventum, a City of the Princs- 
patus Ulterior in the Kingdom of Naples, which is 
an Archbiſhops See, belonging to the. Pope, upon 
the River Sabato, where it takes in the River Tamo- 
74: built by Diomedes, together with Arps, a City 
of Apulza, . and.called the Colony of Concordia by 
Frontinus. It lies 28 Miles from Capua to the Eaff, 
and 32 from Naples to the North-Eaſt. This was 
the Country of thoſe two antient Grammarians, / the 
Orbilss. Viftor JI. and Gregorius VIII. Popes were 
born here. Not far from it Manfred King of Sicely 
was ſlain in the Year 1266. by Charles Duke of An 
jou. This City, was granted to Leo IX. by fenry 
IV. in exchange for Bamberg in the Year 1053. 
when be came into Italy to be Crowned. It was one 
of the 18 Colonies which continued faithful to the 
Romans againſt Hannibal : ruined afterwards by To- 
tila, and rebuilt by the Lombards who made it a 
Dukedom. The Saracens became after this Maſters 
of it ; from whom Lews II. Emperor, took it in 
the Year 865, and granted it to Aldegiſus in the 
871, "Now annexed to the Papacy. A dreadful 
Earthquake which happened in Fune 1688. did al- 
moſt totally ruin it 5 ſcarce 600. of the Inhabitants 
out of as many-*thouſand ' and upward being left 
alive; amongſt whom Cardinal Vrfiz their Archbj- 
ſhop was taken out of the Ruins of his own Palace, 
The Dukedom of Beneventa was once a conſide- 
rable part of the South of 1zaly, in the times of the 
Lombards, and Charles the Great : inſtituted by Au- 
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tharins King of the Lombards, and ended in the Year 
851. when the' Saracens conquered it. In 866. it 
was reconquered by-the Germans : in 1053. it was 
granted to the Pope, but much reſtrained as to its 
Bounds: yet then it took. in the greateſt. part of the 
Principatus Ulterior. Since which the Spaniards 
have reſtrained it ; fo that it extends not above 3 org 
Miles from the Walls of the City; X 

Wenfeild, once a Wall'd Town, or City of A!ſa- 

19h but diſmantled by the Treaty of Munſter ; un- 

er the Dominion of the Biſhop of Serasburg ; from 
which it lies about 3 German Miles towards the South 
upon the River I/,”about 2 Miles from Rhinaw to- 
wards the North-Weſt. 

Bengale, a Kingdom in the Eaſt Indzes, on the 
River Ganges, under the Dominion of the great Mo- 
241 for many paſt Ages,but which had before Kings of 
its own, It isa very fruitful Country, and extends 
220 Leagues from Eatt to Weſt, and 120 from North 
to South. Bounded on the Eaſt by India extra Gan- 

em, on the South by the Bay of Bengale, on the 
Weſt and North by the Territories of the Mogul. The 
City of Bengale lies in the bottom ot the Bay, in the 
moſt North-Eaftern Angle of it,upon the River Co(mi- 
te. It tsgreat, and drives a vaſt Trade with the Euro- 
pean Nations, as generally Authors ſay that have 
written of Bengala ; yet ſome modern Accounts will 
ecll us, there is no Town or City of this Name there. 

Wenges, a River which riſeth in the Lower Au- 
ſtria, and entring the Lower Hungary, falls into the

WBenguola, a Country of the Lower AZthiopis, 
and a Town there with a good Port to the Sca of 
Congo, which the Holanders have been Maſters of 
for ſome time.

Weni-Gebara, a Mountain in the Province of 
Cuxt in the Kingdom of Fex in Africa : ſo. well in- 
habited that it is able to produce 7000 fighting 
Men ; and ſo fruitful, that they may endure a Siege 
of 10 Years without the fear of a Famine. The A- 
venues of it are very difficult. Thence the Inhabi- 
cans preſerve their Liberty inviolate, paying a Tribute 
to the King of Fez. =; 

Bent-Guazeval, a Mountain containing above 
120 Villages, together with a goof large Town, in 
the Kingdom of Fez in Africa, in the Province of 
Errif: yet at the very top, = and caſts forth 
Flames of Sulphur. PF 

Wenin, a Kingdom of Guiney in Africa with a 
Town of the name upon the River Behsn. It is the 
beſt Town belonging to the Negroes. . The aid Ri- 
ver diſcharges it felt ſoon after into the Gulph of $.

The Principal City of this 
Province is Bourges ; divided into 2 parts by the Ri- 
ver Chur : a rich, fruitful and populous Province.

Berwald, a Town beyond the River Oder in the 
New March, in the Marquiſate of Brandenburgh; re- 
markable for the Treaty celebrated here in 1631» bc- 
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twixt the Crowns of France and Sweden, and the Prin” 
ces of Germany. 

Berwick, Burcovicum, Bervicium, Teufis, a 
Town in Northumberland, ſituated upon the North 
fide of the River Tivede; the moſt Northern Town 
in the Kingdom of England, and ( faith Camden ) 
the ſtrongeſt hold in all Britain. It ſtands upon a 
Promontory, fo that it is almoſt totally incompaſs'd 
with the Sea and River. Delivered up to Henry IL. 
by William King of Scotland, as a Pledge for his 
Ranſom, being then a Priſoner in England : reſtor'd 
again by King Fohn upon repayment of the Mony. 
Edward. in 1297. retook it. Afﬀter this it was won 
and loft divers times ; till in the Reign of Edward 1V. 
Sir Thomas Stanley made a final reducement of it to 
the Crown of England. The Engliſh Princes have 
fortified it, but eſpecially Queen Eh:zabeth, who Wal- 
led it anew within the old Wall, and added Out-works 
after the later Modes, by which it was made incredi- 
bly ſtrong. Henry II. built the Caſtle, and other of 
our Princes the outward Wall ; fo that all its Works 
are owing to the Engliſh. After a long Peace, in 
1639. this Town ſaw the Enz{:ſb and Scorch Encamp- 
ed under her Walls again in oppoſition, till a Peace 
was concluded there Zune 17. However find before 
the end of the War they were poſſeſſed of it, and 
quitted it, Feb. 17. 1646. March 12. 1686. King 
Fames II, created Mr, Fames Fitz-Fames his Natural 
Son, Duke of Berwick, Ehis Town lies it Long. 21.

Berytis, or Barut, an antient City of Phenicia 
in Afia upon the Mediterranean Sea, and ſometime 
an Archbiſhoprick under the Patriarch of Anticch, 
For 1n the 16th. Seffion of the great Council of Chal- 
cedon 'we find the Biſhop of Beryes: taking the Title 
of a Metropolitan, In the year 1110. Baldwsn I. 
Zing of Feruſalem, redeemed this City out of the 
hands of the Saracens, and ſettled particular Goyern- 
ors over it,till it became united with the Crown of Fe- 
ruſalem, in whoſe ruin it received its own ; and all 
the ſubſiſtance it now enjoys depends upon an in- 
conſiderable little Commerce. Thas Biſhop of Ede, 
was accuſed in a Council here in 448. of Arrianifme, 
and of treating S. Cyril as an Heretick ; but acquitted. 

Beſagno, Ferztor, a ſmall River which riſeth out 
of the Apennine Hills, and falls by the Walls of Ge- 
noua into the Mediterranean Sea: 

Beſanzon, Biſontio, Yeſintio, a City of Burgun- 
ay in France, which is an Archbiſhops See, upon the 
River Doux, [ Dub#;] an Univerſity, and has a Ca- 
ſtle built of later times. Taken by the Spaniard in 
1654. retaken by the French in 1668. and in 1674. 
and finally left to them by the Treaty of Nimeguen 
in 1£78, Once an Imperial free City, made G by 
Henry I. in 1651. exempted from the Empire, and 
granted to the Spaniards. The Court of Parliament 
tor the Dutchy of Burgundy fits here : it ſtands 15 
Leagues from Montbe{lsard to the North-Weſt, 20 
from Dzjon to the North-Eaſt. 'Foannes Chifletius 
wrote a particular Deſcription and Hiſtory of .this 
City. The old Roman names of Campus Martius, 
Vicus Veners, Vicus Caſtor, Mons Fovis ard' the 
like, to ſeveral quarters within and withont it conti- 
nue to this day in French, as le Champ Mars, Rue 
de' Venie, Rue de Chaſteur, Mont Jouot Ec. A- 
bundance of Urns, Medals, Inſcriptions, Veſſels and 
Inſtruments of Sacrifice, are daily found here. The + 
Ruins of the Triumphal Arch erected for the Em- 
peror Aurelian ia 274. are' yet to' be ſeen ; whitch are 
nfdeniable marks of its being Antient, as now not- 
withſtanding all former Misfortunes , it is alſo a 
flouriſhing PI ACCs 
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Begbze, Besbria, a ſmall River in the Dukedom 
of Bourbone, which waſheth the principal City, and 
then falls into the Lozre. 

Beſecath, one of the Names of Africe. 

Weles, Beſos, Betulo, a ſmall River of Catalonia 
in Spain, which falls into the Mediterranean Sea, 
between Badelona and Barcelona. There ſtands a 
ſmall Town call'd Beſon by it, once Berulo from it. 

Beſiers, Blitere, Butere, a City of Languedoc 
in France upon the River Orbe, which is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Narbone ; a fine and 
well built place, not above 2 Leagues from the Mec- 
diterranean Sea to the North, 11 from Mompellier 
to the Weſt, and 3 from Pezenas. : 

Beſſarabia, is a ſmall Territory between Podolia 
to the North, Moldavia to the Weſt, the Danube 
to the South, and the Black Sea to the Eaſt. For- 
merly a part of Moldavia, but in 1485. Bajazer II. 
Conquered it, and annexed it to his Empire, under 
which it has been ever fince ; the chief Town of it 
is Moncaſtrum, a very ſtrong Town, taken by the 
Turks then alſo. It is called Budziack by the neigh- 
bouring Tartars, and by that Name is beſt known 
to the preſent times. ; 

Beſtercz3e, or Beſtricze, Biſtricia, a City of Tran- 
flvania. It ſtands in a very large Plain, upon a Rt- 
ver of the ſame Name, which 2 Miles further takes 
in the Sazo: 5 German Miles North-Eaſt trom Bur- 
gles, and 15 from Werſſenburg to the North-Welt. 
It is little and ill built. | 

Beta, a River of South America, in the Coun- 
try of Paria, which falls into the River Orenock. | 

Betanzos, Flavium Brigantium, a ſmall City in 
Gallicia in Spain, ſeated upon the North fide of the 
Ber Mandeu, 11 Miles from Mondennedo to the 


Betawe, cr Betay, a ſmall Territory contain'd 
in the Dutchy of Guelderland, in the States of the 
United Provinces, It ſeems to retain the Name of 
the aritient Batavi, who had their Habitations here. 
Nimeguen ſtands in it. 

Wetente, an Iſland near Naples, call'd by the an- 
tients Parthenope. 

Bethany, Bechania, an antient Town and Caſtle 
of Paleſtine near Feruſalem; of everlaſting Fame 
for the Reſurrection of Lazarrs from his Grave at 
the Command of our Saviour here. Fohn 11. There 
was another Bethany beyond Fordan. 

Bethel, that is, in the Hebrew, The Houſe of God, 
( according to the Interpretation of Zacob's Dream, 
Gen. 28. 17.19.) was a City of Samaria, call'd Luz 
till the Patriarch chang'd its name. Here Feroboam 
erected his Idols: In derifion whereof it was after- 
wards call'd Bethaven, that is, The Houſe of Iniqui- 
#7, ſays S. Ferom in Oſeam. Ch. 4 and 5. Foſias de- 

roy'd thoſe Idols. 

Bethichem, that is in the Hebrew, The Houſe of 
Bread, the Place of the Nativity of our Saviour, 
and the capital of the Family of David; as like- 
wiſe the Birth-place of David: call'd Bethlehem of 
Fudea in diſtinction from another Bethlehem in the 
Tribe of Fabx/on, was never but a ſmall place ; two 
Leagues from Feruſalem to the South, and 32 from 
Turks, Moors, Arabians, a poor Chriſtians, 
that make a Trade of ſelling Chapelets and Cruci- 
fixes to Pilgrims. Yet St. 's Church, built by 
Helena, is entire ſtill; and in the particular part 
of it where our' Saviour firſt entred into this World, 
within a Circle illuſtrated with a Glory like the Rays 
of the Sun, there are theſe words Engraved, H:c ex 
Virgine Maria Feſus Cbriſtus natus eſt, The Greeks, 
Armenians, and Latin Cordeliers, have their ſeveral 
Quarters in this Church, It is a very noble Pile, 
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Nazareth. Now Inhabited by about 150 Houſes of 
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envied by the. Turks , who therefore have rob- 
b'd it of ſome Ornaments to carry to their Moſques, 
S. Ferom ſays, the Pagans heretofore erected the I+ 
dols of - Adonis and. Venus in it to prophane it. In 
1110. after the Chriſtians had gained the Holy Land, 
they conſtituted Bethlehem a Biſhops See under the 
Patriarch of Feruſalem. It ſtands upon a ſmall Hill, 
and nothing can be pleaſanter than the Valleys about 
it. $ When the Chriſtzans were expelled the Holy 
Land again, in 1223. Raynaud Biſhop of. Bechlebem 
attended Guy Earl of Nevers into France, who con- 
erred upon him the Adminiſtration of an Hoſpital at 
Clamecs, a ſmall] Town in the Dioceſe of Auxerre 
in the Province of Nivernozs ; which was afterwards 
augmented in Honor with the Title of Biſhop of 
Bethlehem, to continue to the Succeffors of the ſaid 
Rainoud for ever, in the nomination of the Earls and 
Dukes of Nevers : hence there is at this day a Biſhop 
of Ho_—_ in France without any Lands or Di- 
oceſe. 

Wethlhan, an antient Town in Paleſtine in the 
Tribe of Menaſſeh , called Scy:hopolis by Foſephus 
and Srephanus. The Philiſtines fixed the Body of 
King Saul to the Walls of this place. 1. Sam. 31. 10. 

Wethlhemeth, Berhſama, at firſt called Abel, ( x 
Sam. 6. 18.) was a Town in Paleſtine belonging to 
the Levites Joſh. 21. 16. Whither the Ark came, 
when diſmifſed by the Philiſtines, 1. Sam. 6. 14. 
and 50000 Berbſhemites were immediatly ſtruck with 
death for preſuming to look into it, according to the 
common Tranſlations: whereas Foſephus, S. Ferom, 
Tfidore, Lyra, Toſtatus, and Bochartus maintain the 
number of the ſlaia was. no more than 70. $ There 
was another Bethlehem in the Tribe of Naphehals, 
remark'd becauſe the old Inhabitants (the Canaanites) 
were not driven thence as God had commanded. Fud. 
I. 33- Anda third in the Tribe of 1ſachar at the 
_ 6 Manat Carmel. ou 

ethuita, an antient, ſtrong great City in 
the Tribe of Xbulon in Galilee; famous hor the Siege 
laid to it by Holofernes, and the Victory of Fudsth 
over his Army and him at one fatal blow. Together 
with a Fortreſs formerly built by the Chriſtians near 
Bethlehem. 

Bethune, a ftrong well built Town in Areoss, 
upon the River Bierte, 8 Leagues from Arras [ 4- 
trebatum ] toward the North, and 5 from Are. It 
has been under the French ever fince 1645. when it 
was taken by them ; being ceded to them by the Py- 
renean Treaty in 1659. This Town is raiſed to the 
_ & a Marquiſate. | 

tlep, a Market-Town in Staffordſhire in the 
Hundred of Pirebill. chal 

Betlis, a City of Armenia, 10 days Journey from 
Diarbeker, belonging to a Sovereign Bey or Prince, 
who neither acknowledges the Grand Seignior nor 
the King of Perſia; but courted by both as being 
Maſter of a Country : fo fituated betwixt Mountains 
and Rivers, that he is able with 10 Men to defend the 
Paſles againſt 1000, and intercept the Correſpondence 
of Aleppo and Tunzss at pleaſure : he can ſend into the 
Field above 20000 Horſe and very good Infantry. 
ida, an antient Town of Paleſtine in: Ga-

like in the Tribe of Zabulon, near the the Lake of 


Genezareth. $. Andrew and S. Philip the Apoſtles 
were born here. 

Beveland, an Iſland of Zeland in the United 
Netherlands ; *rent aſunder by a Tempeſt in 1532. 
from Eaſt to Weſt, and fince divided into North and 
South Beveland. Goes ſtands in this Iſland. 

Weverlp, a Town in the Eaft Riding of Zorkſprore, 
ſeated the Welt fide of the River Hul, about 
a Mile it: about 5 Miles North of Hul. Cam- 
den ſuppoſcth it to be the old Perveria FTI, 
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though there be no figns of a great Antiquity now to 
be found. One John Sirnamed de Beverly, Arch- 
biſhop of 707k, a Pious and Learned Man in the e- 
ſteem of Bede, in his old Age reſigned his Biſhoprick, 
and retired hither, and in holy Meditations here died 
in 7:1. For the ſake of this Holy Perſon, the Sax- 
on Kings gave preat Privileges to this place, particu- 
larly Athe/ſtan by a Grant in theſe Words, als 
Free make J thee, as Yeart may think oz Eye 
map ſee. They had alſo a SanCtuary endowed with 
the largeſt Priviledges ; ſo that the Town grew great, 
rich, and populous; governed at firſt by Wardens ; 
but Queen Elizabeth made it a Major Town. It 
ſends-2 Burgeſles to the Parliament. 

JBcurap, or Beureet, a Town in the Territory of 
Autun in Burgundy in France ; ſuppoſed to be the 
Bibrafte of Ceſar, where he once aſſembled the De- 
puties of all Gaia under him, and oftentimes Win- 
tered his Troops : imparting his own name Fulia 
fo it. 

Wewdlep, a Market-Town in ro in 
the Hundred of Doddington, which ſends one Bur- 
geſs to the Parliament. It ſtands upon the Severn 
near the Foreſt of Wire ; of particular Eſteem in the 
Reign of Henry VIT, he building a Houſe here for 
Prince Arthur, called Ticken Hall. 

Weur, a Village near to Sergne/ay in the Province 
of Burgundy in France ; made lately remarkable by 
one Conallzer,lurnamed the Phiſician of Beux ; a Man 
born and educated amongſt the meanelt Employs of 
the Country ; yet he attained to ſo fingular a Know- 
kdpe of all the Species of Diſeaſes and Remedies, 
without ſtudying the Faculty in Books or Schools, 
that not only Monſieur Colbert laid his obligations up- 
on him to recide at Sezgne/ay, but from all parts 
they came to conſult him, ſo that he left to his Son 
at his Death an Eſtate of above 100000 Crowns. 

Beziers, Biterra, Beterenſis Civitas, a great 
and antient City in the Province of Languedoc in 
France , with the Dignity of a Viſcounty and of 
an Epiſcopal See under the Archbiſhop of Narbonne. 
It was a Roman Colony in the times of Julius Ceſar 
and Trberius ; having afterwards 2 Temples built in 
it to the Honor of Fulius and Augnſtus. In the year 
356. the Arians held a Council here againſt S. Hilary, 
which occaſioned his Baniſhment by the Emperor 
Conſtantius. The Goths and Saracens ſucceſſively ru- 
incd it. In 1209, the Cros/ade cut off 10000 of its 
Tnbabitants. In 1233. a Council was aſſembled againſt 
the Albigenſes at this place, About the year 1247. 
it became united to the Crown of France, whereas 
beforc it had been governed by its own Viſcounts. 
It ſtands upon the River Orb, 2 Leagues from the 
Sea, and 3 trom Agde : and had a Cittadel which was 
demoliſhed in 1633. 

Wiafara, a Town and Kingdom in Gurney in Afri- 
ca: the former ſtands upon the River dos Camaornes ; 
the other ( that receives its name from it ) extends 
itſelf betwixt the Kingdom of Bexnzi, the Neger, and 
the States of Congo. | 

Bialacerkiow, Bzalaceria, a Town in the Pala- 
tinate of Kjovia in the Kingdom of Poland, upon the 
River Ros, ill built. 

Bialogrod, Arvis, Hermonaſſa, the principal 
Town of Beſſarabia, ſeated upon the Shoars of the 
Euxine, or Black Sea; 30 Miles from the North out- 
let of the River Danube, called Moncaſtrum, by the 
later Latin Writers ; Bialogrod, by the Moldavians, 
and Beligrad by the Turks ; under whom it 1s, being 
taken by Bajazet II. in 1485. It lies 60 German 
Miles from Arhianople, and 63 from Conſtantinople 
to the North. 

Biaur, Biaurus, a River in Rovergne In 
France. 
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 Bibiena, a Town in the Principality of Piedmont 
in 1taly ; by ſome Authors eſteemed to the be Forum 
V:ibii of the Antients. 

Wibzach, B:bacum, Bibracum, a City in Schmwa- 
ben, in Germany, ſeated upon a ſmall River which a 
very little farther falls into the Rs5, which laſt falls 
into the Danube, 2 German Miles above Vim; this 
City ſtands about 5 German Miles from Ulm to the 
North-Weſt. This is an Imperial City, and takes its 
name from a Caſtor or Beaver. Under Pepin King 
of France, about 751. it was a Village, but Frede- 
rick II. walled it. For ſome” ſignal Services perform- 
ed under Maximilian I. the publick Arms of it were 
changed from a Crowned Caſtor or Beaver , to a 
Crowned Lyon : it obtained alſo from Maximil:an Il. 
the right of Sealing with Red Wax. Long. 31. 5:1. 
Lat. 48. oo. Written ſometimes Biberach; and fa- 
mous for the Mineral Waters, they call the 1Waters 
of Fordan, within its Territory. 

Wicaner, a Town in the County of Bacar in the 
Eaſt-Indies, in the States of the Great Mogul, un- 
deritood by ſome to be the Bardeatis of the An- 
tients. 

Biceltre, an antient Caſtle below the Village 
of Gentilly near Paris. The name Biceſtre is con- 
feiſed to be but a Corruption of Wincheſter : for 
from the time that Fobn Biſhop of F/incheſter miade 
it his refidence , when the Engl;ſþ had Conquered 
France, it took the name of Wincheſter Caſtle from 
him, and kept it through the whole courſe of its 
Fortunes. Of Jate, ſince its total Conſumption and 
Ruin, Lewis XIII. built an Hoſpital in the place of 
it for maimed Soldiers. 

Biceſter, a Market-Town in Oxfordſhire in the 
Hundred of Plovghley. 

Wicoqua, a \mall Town in the Mzlaneſe in Italy, 
3 Miles trom Milan. The French were here defeats 
ed by the Swiſſe in 1522. 

Widache, a Town upon the River B:idonſe in the 
Territory of Bearne in France; 5 or 6 Leagues 
from Bayonne, It ſuſtains the Title of a Frincipa« 
lity, and has a Caſtle which Charles V. never could 
Conquer. 

Widaſſoa, Bridaſſo, and Vidaſſo, a ſmall River 
which riſeth out of the Pyrenean Hills, in the Con- 
fines of Navarr, 7 Miles from S. Fohns 3 and pre- 
ſently crofling the Pyrenean Mountains, it runs be- 
tween the Territories of Labour in France, and Gui- 
puſcoa in Spain ; and falls into the Cantabrian Ocean 
at Fontarabia, where it divides France from Spain. 
Famous for the Pyrenean Treaty here madein anIfland 
of this River,between the Kings of France and Spain, 
Nov. 7, 1659, and alſo for an interview between thoſe 
two Princes in 1660. in the fame Iſland , called the 
Iſland of Pheaſants. 

Widipn, the preſent name of Indus, -one of the 
moſt famous Rivers of the Eaſt-Indies. 

Widumt, Id umea, a part of Paleſtine. 

Wiela, Bugella, Gaumellum, and L aumellum, a 
Town in the Diſtrict of Vercellois in Piedmont under 
the Duke of Savoy, and the Capital of a ſmall Ter- 
ritory called Le Bralleſe. It is rich, handſom, and 
rig Francis 11. Duke of Modena died here in 
I 658» 

Biela Oſero, that is, in the Muſcovian Language, 
the White Lake, is a Province of Muſcovy, which 1s 
honored with the Title of a Dukedom ; between the 
Province of Wolopda to the Eaſt and North, and that 
of Nowigrod ( ichipation Dukedom ) to the South 
and Welt. The chief City of it is Biela, ſeated upon 
a River of the ſame name ; almoſt in the middle be- 
tween Novigrod to the Eaſt, and Wologdato the Welt, 
and about 62 German Miles North-Weſt of Moſkow, 
the Capital of this Kingdom : _— ſometinges _ 
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The Grand Duke of Mvſcovy ſhuts up a part of his 
Treaſures in this City ; becauſe its Situation in the 
midit of many Marſhes, renders it almoſt impreg- 
nable. 

Bielba, a City of Muſcovy, towards the Confines 
of Lithuania, about 30 German Miles North of Smo- 
lasko, and 59 North -Weſt from Moſcow ; there is 


" a Province annexed to this City called Bie/ks. This 


City is written Bielha, and Bielska, and the Province 
Birelske. It is one of the Titles in the Stile of the 
Grand Duke of Muſcovy. 

Wielskt. See Brelba. : 

Bielgko, Bze/co, a City in the Province of Smo- 
laske in Poland, between Grodno to the South, and 
Breſſici to the North. This place was by Treaty ſur- 
rendred to the Muſcovites in 1634, together with 
Smolensko, Novograd, and other ſtrong places, and 
the Territories belonging to them. It ſtands upon 
the River Biala, with a ſtrong Fortreſs, betwixt Bre/- 
cict and Warſag. = 

Wienne, Brenna, called by the Germans, Bzel, 
is a ſmall City in Switzerland, ſeated npon a Lake of 


| the ſame name, between Newufchaſtel to the South, 


and Solothurn or Soleurre to the Ealt under the Biſhop 
of Baſil; but from 1 547-it bas been in the League with 
the Cantons and ſo in a manner almoſt free, It was 
once alſo an Imperial City, though now no part of 
the Empire. 

Bientina, a Town in the Province of Tuſcany in 
Tray, under the Great Duke of Florence, taking 1s 
name from the Lake ds Bientina. :

Bietala, or Biurala, a ſtrong Fortreſs upon the

in Tartary, It is the ordinary place of Reſidence for 
the Grand Lama, that is, the High Prieſt of their Law. 

WBievze, a ſmall River in the ſſle of France, which 
after a ſhort courſe, falls into the Seyne a little above 
Paris. The Water of this River is accounted excel- 
lent for dying of Scarlet. In the years 1526. and 1579. 
it overflowed up to the ſecond Story of the Houſes in 
the Suburbs of S. Marcell at Pars. : 

Bigenis, Abacena, Abacenum, a Town in the 
Iſland of Sicily near Meſſina, upon the River called 
Fieume di Caſtro Reale, in the Valley of Demona. 

Bigleſwade, a Market-Town in Bedfordſhire. 
The Capital of its Hundred: pleaſantly ſeated on the | 
River vel. 

Bigozze, Bigerrones, Bigerrenſis Comutatus, aPro- 
vince or County of France, ſo called from the prin- 
gipal Town : in length 10 Leagues, and in breadth 3 : 
bounded on the welt with Bearn, on the Eaſt with 
Tholouſe, on the North with Armagnac and Eſtrac, 
and on the South with the Pyrenean Hills. This was 
once, an Earldom of a larger extent as Peter de Mar-. 
ca faith in his Hiſtory of Bern.Tarbes isits Capital City. 

Wiguba, a Kingdom of Nzgritia in Africa. 

Bllbao the chief City of Bi/cay in Spain, call'd by 
the Romans Flaviobriga ; ſeated upon the River Ner- 
vio, 2, Leagues from the Cantabrian Ocean ; a large, 
beautiful, well traded City; from S. Andreo 13 Miles 
to the North-Eaft, and 24 from Bayonne to the 
South. Foannes Mariana is of opinion, that Bilbao 
is of a later Origine, and faith it was built by Dzda- 
cus Lupus de Haro, Lord of Biſcay, in 1298. which 
Is trae ; but then it ſtands in the ſame place ; the old 
Name of Flaviobriga was given it in Honor of Veſs 
paſian. This City itands in a Plam, in a wet

Wiibilis, the Birthplace of the Poet Marra, 
was an antient City in Hiſpania Tarraconenfſts, belong- 
ing to the Ce/t:beri, upon the River Xalon, famous 
for excellent Iron and Steel :- fome believe the modern 


Calatazud, others Xiloca to be the ſame with it. 6. 


Bilbilts is alſo the antient name of a River in that 
Country, faid to have a particular Virtue for temper. 
ing of Iron and Steel: they now call it X;loca. See 
Xiloca. 

Biledulgerid, a City and Province in Africa, 
which lies a great length from Eaſt to Weſt, but 
1s not of equal breadth, It is bounded on the North 
by Barbary, on the Eaſt by Ezype, on the South by 
Aahara or the Deſart ; and on the Weſt by the A4e- 
lantich, Ocean: a vaſt, but barren Country, nor has 
it any. Cities of great Note in it: Tarudante and Ca- 
Pheſa are the molt conſiderable. 'This Province was 
a part of the Country of the antient Geeuls : about 
980 Miles long from Eaſt to Welt, and 220 broad. 
The name figntties a Country fruitful of Dares. 

Blilefeld, a Hanſe Town in the Province of »+/?- 
roms in Germany towards Munſter, with a good 

aſtle. 

Bildeſton, a Market-Town in Suffo!h in the Hun- 
dred of Cosford. _ y 
— Bile, Bullena, a River of Germany. It rifeth 
in the Province of Wageren, ſeparates Holſtein from 
the lower Circle of Saxony, and falls into the E!b at 
Hamburgh. 

Billericay, a Market-Town in Eſſex in the Hun- 
dred of Barn/taple. 

Biilesdon, a Market-Town in Leiceſterſhire in 
the Hundred of Garrey, 

— Billingham, a Market-Town in Northumberland 
in T:ndale Ward. 

Winbzoke, a Market-Town in Lincohnſhire in the 
Hundred of Waiſhcroft. 

Wiliom, a Town in the Province of Auvergne in 
France, 5 or 6 Leagues from Clermone. It is a very 
trading Place, in a Fouitful Soil. 

Bimini, a ſmall Iſland Eaſt of Florida in Ame- 
rsca. It is one of the Luccaye's, to the South of the 
Iſland of Bahama. 

Winche, Bink or Bins, Binchium, a Town in 
Hainault, near the River Haiſne ; 3 Leagues from 
Mons to the Eaftward, and 4 from Maubeuge to the 
North ; is now decaying: it was taken by the French 
In 1667. and reſtored back to the Spaniards in 16738. 
by the Treaty of Nimeguen. Mary Queen of Hurn-

elt a Noble Palace here, to enjoy the good Air of 


the Place, which is ſtill called Marimone. 

Bingen, a fine Town belonging to the Elector 
of Mayence, upon the River Rhine, where it enter= 
tains the River Nar, which here is covered with a 
{tone Bridge ; once a Free Imperial City, but now ex- 
empted from the Empire. The antient Geographers 
and Hiſtorians make mention of it. It has a Caſtle 
ſeated on a Hill, and ſtands 4 German Miles from 
Mayence towards the Welt, and 2 from Greitznack, 
to the North: near it in an Iſland in the Rhine, isa 
Caſtle called Mauſ7:hurn : wherein the Report goes, 
that Hatto the ſecond Archbiſhop of Mayence was 
eaten alive by Rats; it is now almoſt wholly ruin'd. 

— Bingham, a Market-Town in the County of Nor- 
rhgon, the Capital of its Hundred. 

_ Bendtmir, Bagrada, a River of Perſia, which 
riſeth in the Deſarts of Carmania, about :0 Germare 
Miles South of Hiſpahan ; and watering the Province 
of Fars, it waſheth Aftachar; after which having 
received another ſmall River from the Weſt, it falls 


Gronnd into the Per/ian Gulph 25 German Miles Weſt of 


Ormus. 

Wioltzero, a Fortreſs built in a Lake, where the 
Duke of Muſcovy keeps his Treaſures. See Bel 
Oſero. | 
— Bliozneburg, a ſmall City belonging to the Swedes 
in North Fin/and, where the River ( Cumys ) Raw 
fory, 
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tor, falls into the Bay of Botner in almoR 62 deg. of 
Lat. It is a poor place, and conſiſts of a few Houles. 

Biobto, a River of South America, in the King- 
dom of Chil: ; which ſpringeth from the Andes, and 
running Weſtward, falls into the Pacrfick Ocean, 
near S. Conception a City of Chils and the Ifland of 
Awviquirina- 

Wir, Birtha, a ſmall but Antient City of Ara- 
bia Deſerta, upon the Euphrates, 139 Miles Eaſt 
of Aleppo, in the Confines of Meſopotamsa, 10 Ger- 
man Miles Weſt of Urpha. The uſual place of Em- 
barking upon the Euphrates for Bagdert. This City is 
under the Turks ; and formerly was a Biſhops See un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Edefſa. Some write 1t Bzro. 
Ptolemy mentions it. 

Wirka, or Birkopin Birca, the Capital Town of 
the Province of Oſtregothia in Sweden : heretofore 
conſiderable, but almoſt ruined now. 

Birkenfield, a Town in the Palatinate of the 
Rhzane in Germany. Honoured with the Title of a 
Principality. It ſtands near the River Nab, 5 or 6 
Leagues from Treves. 

W:rmingham, a Market-Town in Farwick ſhire 
in the Hundred of Hemlingford. : 

Wiron, a Town in the Province of Perzgord in 
France, and one of the moſt antient Baronies of the 
ſame. Erected into a Dukedom by King Henry IV. 
It at preſent bears the Title of a Marquiſate. 

Wirs, and Bzer/ick, are 2 final! Rivers in the Can- 
ton of Baſil. Ft ; 

Wiſaccia, a ſmall City in the Principate, in the 
Kingdom of Naples, near the Apennne, 2 Leagues 
trom Cedogna, and 7 from Monte-Verde. It confi- 
ſteth of a very ſmall number of Inhabitants; yet a 
Biſhops Sce, under the Archbiſhop of Conya ;- and 11- 
luftrated with the Title of a Dukedom. 

Wilagno. See Beſagno. ; 

Wiſcap, Cantabria, called by the Spaniards Y:Z- 
caja, by the French Biſcay ; hath on the North-Weſt 
the Cantabrian Ocean, or the Bay of Biſcay ; on the 
Eaſt the Kingdom of Navarre, on the South the King- 
dom of Caſtile, and on the Welt Aſturia. It enjoys 
the Title of a Principality, becauſe heretofore it had 
Princes of its own, of the' Family de Haro, the laſt 
of which dying in the Siege of A/gez:ra, this Princt- 
pality fell to King John of Caſtile, and from thence- 
forward became a part of that Kingdom. It is about 
26 $ pages Leagues from Eaſt to Weſt, but not. ſo 
broad. Bulbao is its principal City ; it is a fruitful 
and a populous Country, and full ot Sea Ports. Re- 


duced heretofore under the Roman Yoak with great 


difficulty, $ The ſame name is alſo given to a part 
of New Spain in Americas They call it New Bijcay. 
It is bounded on the North with the Kingdom of 
Mexico, the Province of Panuco to the Ealt, Zaca- 
tecas to the South, and Culiacan to the Welt ; there 
are 2 Mines of Silver in it. $ The French Biſcay, 
ſee Baſques. ; = 

Biiegit, Vigilie, a City in the Province of Bars in 
the Kingdom of Naples, with an Epiſcopal Sec under 
the Archbiſhop of Tran, upon the Adriatich Ocean; 
betweeen Trans, Molfetta, and Bars. 

Wiſerta Utica, a City of Africa. Immortally 
honored by giving a Sirmane to Caro Vercenſis. It 
ſtands in the Kingdom of Tun:zs upon the Medter- 
ranean Sea, between Carthage and Tabarqua: and 
is now become a Retreat of. | yrates, 

1iſhops Caſtle, a Market- Town in the County 
of Salop in the Hundred of Purſlow, not far from 
the. River Chun. It Elects 2 Members of Parlia- 
ment. 

Wiſlignano, Beſid:a, a little City in the hither Ca- 
labria, 1n the Kingdong of Naples, which is a Biſhops 
See under the Archbiſhop of Koſſano, but exempted 
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from his Juriſdictfor) : alſo honored with the Tit!e 
of a Principality which belongeth to the Family of 
San Severini; ſeated on a Hill, and has a ſtrong Ca- 
file, upon the River ( Corslum ) Cechilo, which 2 
little farther falls into the River Crate. It is a fine 
City of about 2 Miles compaſs, ſurrounded with hig!; 
Hills : called Urbs Brutiorum by Livy. 

— Biſnagar, the Kingdom that bears this Name, 
1s a Conſiderable Country inthe Eaſt-Indies ; bounded 
on the North with the Kingdoms of Decan aid Cun- 
cam ; on the Eaſt, with the Gulph of Bengale ; on 
the Weſt with the Indian Sea, and on the South with 
the Kingdom of Malabar, and Singa; it is ſometimes 
alſo call'd the Kingdom of Nar/mga. This Kingdom 
1s ſubject to a Prirce of its own ; but then it is 
alſo divided into ſeveral petty Kingdoms, which have 
Princes that are Tributary Homagers to the King of 
Narſinga. The City that:-gives Name to it lies almolt 
exactly in 15 d. of Northern Lat. and 107 of Loag. 
on the Eaſtern fide of a long chain of Mowttairs that 
divide this vait Promontory from North -to South, 
It lies 45 Leagues Welt from the Shoars of the Bay 
of Berga/e, and 35 from Narſinga to the Welt. 

Bilncghe, Heſperium Cornu, commonly call 
Capo-verde, 1s a Promontory in Nzgrztia in Africa, 
upon the Weltern Shoar, in 14 deg, of Northern Lat. 

WBilnow, the Name of a Sect amongi the B.n- 
Jans, in the Eaſt Indies. In this, different from tl: 
Sect of Famarath, That the Women live Widows 
after their Husbands death, and do not burn them- 
ſelves in the ſame funeral Pile with them. 

WBitche, a County in Lorrain, upon the Frouticrs 
of Germany. 

Witetto, a City in the Province of Bars, in the 
Kingdom of Naples ; with an Epiſcopal See under 
the Archbiſhop of Bars. It is but {mall, and in- 
differently Peopled. Betwixt Bars and Bitonto. 

Withpnia, a celebrated Province of 4/ia M:nor, 
where ttood the famous Cities of Nice and Chalce. 
don, Heraclea , and Apamea, &c, Heretofore a 
Kingdom ; which ended in the Perſon of Nicomedes IV. 
when dying without Ifſue he nominated the Romans 
his Heirs, in the Year 679. that is, 75 years before 
the Birth of our Saviour. It lies towards the Eux:ne 
Sea, and the Archipelago : And now call'd Chintale. 
| Bito, one of the Kingdoms of Nigritia in Africa: 
ſeparated from the Kingdom of Benzn by the Moun- 
tains; with a capital City of the ſame name. 

Bitonto, Buruntum, a- City of the Territory ds 
Bars in Apulia in Italy,. which is a Biſhops See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Bars : 5 miles from the Shoars 
of the Adriatick Sea towards the South, and 8 from 
Bari to the Welt; it lies in a very fruitful Plain, in 
pretty .good eſteem, ard indifferently well Peopled. 
Alſo adotn'd with the Title of a Marquiſate, | 

Bitlin, B:tz/inum, a Town in Szlefia, where $:- 
giſmund, King of Poland, beſieged and took Maxi» 
milian Arch-Duke of Anſtria, his Competitor in the 
Kingdom of Poland, Priſoner, in the Year 1578. . 
and after, upon the Interceition of Rodolphus II. and 
his renouncing ef his pretence to Poland. releaſed 
him. $8 

Bivar, a Town of Hungary, upon the Save. 

Wivozas, Salſum, a River of Andaluſia. - 

Wizano, a Kingdom of Erh:opia, divided from 
the Kingdom of Gojame, in the ſame Region, by 
the River Nye. 

Blackburn, a Market-Town'in Lancaſhire near 
the River Derwent ; the capital of its Hundred.

15landiac, a Town in the Dioceſe of T/ex in 
the Province of Languedoc in France. : 

2lanfozd, a Markt Town in Dorſetſhire, in the 
Hundred of Pimpern, upon. the River Scower. | 
H 2 Blankebergher, 
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Blankeberghe, a Town and Port, with a Caltle, 
in Flanders; 2 Leagues from Bruges, and therca- 
bouts from Oſtend. : 
 Blanmont, or Blamone, Blamontium, a Town 
in the Dukedom of Lorain upon the River YVor71- 
ere ; giving the Title of an Earl. Formerly Forti- 
fiid. At preſent in a low condition. ; 

1Blanſac, a Town in the Province of Angoumos 
in France upon the River Nar, ſituated in a fruit- 
ful Soil ; betwixt Yalette, Bonteville, and Angouleme. 

Blavet, a River of Bretagne in France, giving 
Name to the Town Blaver, (fee Porto Louss); a 
paſſing Pontivi and Hennebont, falling into the O- 
cean at Porto Louts. : 

1Blaye, Blavium, Blavutum, a well fortified 
Town of great importance in the Province of Guy- 
enne in France, upon the River Gironde, 6 Leagues 
from Bourdeaux. (The Gironde is a name they 
give the Garonne after its reception of the Dordogne). 
Since the year 1475. by the order of Lewis XI, the 
Foreign Veſſels going up to Bourdeaux, uſe to leave 
their Artillery here. In the Civil Wars of France, 
This Town was firſt taken by the Huguenors ; then 
by the Leaguers, who held it out againſt a Siege in 
1593. tho the Spaniſh Fleet coming to their afli- 
ſtance, was defeated by the Marſhal de Matignon. 

Bleking, a Province in Sweden, yielded to them 
by the Danes in 1658. at the Treaty of Rosks/. 
It lies upon the Balt:ck, Sea, and was heretofore re- 
mark'd with the Title of a Dukedom, 

WBlempes, Blemie, an antient People of /Ethropra, 
reduced under the Roman Empire in the time of 
the Emperour Marcian. Fabulouſly reported to have 
their Eyes in their Breaſts from nothing but an ill 
cuſtom of holding down their Heads too low. 

Wlene, a fruitful Country in the antient Kingdom of 
Pontus, in Afia Minor , watered by the River Ammas. 
Mithridates, King of Pontus, defeated Nicomedes 


King of Bethynia here; who thereupon retiredinto Jealy, 

Bletterans, a Town in Franche Comte, upon the 
Borders of the Dutchy of Burgundy, and the River 
Seile, about 9 Leagues from Dole and Chalon. Here- 


tofore Fortif'd, now without Walls 

Bliburg, or Bl:izhborough, 'a ſmall Town in the 
County of Suffolk, upon the South ſide of the River 
Blithe, which a little farther falls into Southwold Bay. 
In this Town, Anna, a Chriſtian King of the Eaſt- 
Angles lies buried, who was ſlain by Penda, King 
of Mercia, in a ſet Battle, together with Ferminus, 
his eldeft Son, in the year 654. Henry I. King of 
England founded afterwards a Priory of Black Canons. 
But that being demoliſhed, the Town fell to ruin, 
and is now a very ſmall Place, : 

Witth, a Market-Town in the. County of Noz- 
tingham in the Hundred of Baſſetlaw. 

WBiots, Bleſz, a Town in France, and Capital 
of a County call'd Le Blozs ; it 1s well bnilt and pos 
pulous, upon the Loire, which is here paſſable by a 
Bridge of Stone ; it has alfo a Caſtle, lately repair'd 
by Gaſton, Duke of Orleans. The Kings of France 
Have frequently retired hither to enjoy themſelves , 
by reaſon of the pleaſantneſs of the fituation of it, 
and the Magnificence and Elegance of the Buildings. 
Lewis XII. was born here, in the Year 1461. Ann 
his Queen died here in 1514: alſo C/aude the Queen 
of Francis I. in 1524. and Catharine de Medices, 
the Relict of Henry II. in 1589. Here was alfo 
that famous Aſſembly of the States of France, in 
which, by the order of Henry {IT. Henry Duke of 
Guiſe was Aſſaſſined, together with the Cardinal his 
Brother ; which cauſed the Murdering of that Prince 
ſoon after, by 7Zames Clement a Domunican Fryar, 
in revenge of it. This place lies between Tours and 
Orleans : The County de le Blois is bounded” on the 
Eaſt by the Dukedom of Orleans,on theWelt by Tours, 
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on the South by Berry, atd on the North by Beazſſe. 

lonicz, Blowcum, a City or very great Town 
of the - Kingdom of Poland, in the Conties of the 
Province of Mazowski, 7 Poliſh Miles from i/arjaw 
towards the Weſt ; built all of Timber. 

Wobio, Bobs, Bobium, a City in the Dutchy of 
Milan in T:aly, with an Epiſcopal See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Genoua. It takes its fituation upon 
the River Trabia, and its Original from an Abby 
founded here in former times by S. Col/umbanus. 

Bocchara, a River of Batra, 

Wachir, Canopus, a City of Egypt, upon the 
Wettern Branch of the Ns/e, where Cl/aud:an the 
Poet was born; 25 Miles Eaſt of Alexandria. 
 Wochar, or Buchar, Bochora and Buchara, an an- 
tient and a ſtately Ciry of A4fia, in the Province of 
Mawaralnahra, call'd by the Romans Trans Oxiana 
Regio, a days Journey beyond the River O-xus ; this 
City was the Birth-place of Avicenna, the famous 
Arabian Phyſician and Philoſopher, who flouriſh'd in 
Spain, inthe N.Century, He 1s ſaid ts have been 
the firſt that ſettled the true method of Phyſick by 
the many Books publiſhed by him 3 he was born in 
992. and died in 1050. 

Bodegrave, a Town in He/and upon the Rhine, 
3 Leagues from Utrecht: Made remarkable by a 
Battle here fought betwixt the French and Dutch, 
in the Year 1672. 

Wodmin, Vol:ba or Yoliuwa, a Market-Town in 
Cornzwal, in the Hundred of Trigg, which returns 
Two Burgeſles to the Parliament. It is ſituated near 
the River Alan, and was heretofore the Seat of a 
Biſhop. | 

B odzogh, a City of the Upper Hungary on the 
River Danube, which was heretofore the Capital of 
an Earldom. This place lies 7 German Miles South 
of Segedin, 16 Eatt of Buda, and about 4 Miles 
North of Efſeck,; it is now in the hands of the Em- 
peror , by the Conquett of Buda and Sexedin in 
1686, 

Wodzog, a River of ithe Upper Hungary, which 
riſeth in the Carpathian Hills, and falls into the Ti. 
biſcus at Tokay. 

Wocotja, an antient Province of Greece, now cal- 
led Srramulipa: Plutarch, and Pauſanias, and Epa- 
minondas were Natives thereof: the famous Helrcon 
and Aganippe ſtand in it : the Rivers Aſopus ard Cepht- 
ſus watered it : andin all the former Wars of Greece, 
this Province bore a conſiderable Share. See Stramulipa. 

Wogaztn, the Streight between Conſtanrinopleand 
Aſia, antiently called Boſphorus Thracicus. 

WBondiana, the ſame with Mo/davia. 

Wohemta, a great Kingdom in Germany belong- 
ing to the Houſe of Auſiria ; which though it is al- 
moſt encompaſſed by the German Tercitories, yet is 
properly no part of Germany. It has a diſtinct and 
difterent Language, and been a ſeparate Kingdom c- 
ver fince the year 1086. Bounded on the North and 
Weſt by the Dukedom of Saxony, on the Eaft by 
Hungary, and on the South by Bavaria and Auftria - 
containing almoſt 4o Towns and Cites in it that 
they call Royal , whereof Prague tsghe Capital. This 
Kingdom maintained great Wars with the Care/ine 
Race of Kings, till about the year 894. Borzivorr:'s 
Duke of Moravia, becoming Prince alſo of Bohem:n, 
procured their imbracing the Chri/?;an Faith untver- 
ſally. When in the year 1196. Perrus Capuanus, one 
of the Cardinals of Rome, would have brought in Ccli- 
bacy amongſt theirClergy, he met with great oppoſt- 
tion, and ran the hazard of bemg ſlam by the Bohe- 
ian Prieſts. They received the Waldenſes, who 
fled hither about the year 1230. Ffehn Hufs, and 
Ferom of Prague about the year 1414. had preat 
ſucceſs in their Preaching, and George Podiebach King 


of Bohemia became his Convert. -Ip 145 4. there was 
ano:ber 
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another Acceſſion of the Waldenſes ; imſomuch that 
in 1467. there was 200 Churches of this Perſuaſion 
in Bohemia and Moravia. In the year 1536, they 
imbraced Luther's Reformation : 1564, they obtained 
from Maximilian that Liberty which Ferdinand 1. 
had deny'd them ; which laſted but one Year. In 1575. 
they obtained their Liberty again, which was confirm'd 
in the Year 1611. by Rodolphnus II. Matthias the 
next Emperor not maintaining theſe Grants, they choſe 
Frederick Elector Palatine King of Bohemia, and 
Crown'd him at Prague in 1619, This cauſed a War 
with the Houſe of Auſtria : The Eledor being eject- 
ed by force of Arms in the Year 1620, for 3o Years 
following , Germany became an Achel/dama, a Field 
of Blood; and the Reformation was ruined by an Edict 
made in 1630. And the Houle of Auſtria in Germa- 
7) was in almoſt equal danger. Albertvs Duke of 
Aiuſtria obtained this Crown by Election in the Year 
1437. And in the Year 1525, Ferdinand Arch-Duke 
al Auſtria was freely elected after the former Branch 
bad been diſcontinu'd; ſince which time there has been 
no Interruption but that anfortunate one made by 
Frederick EleCtor Palatine ; fo that it is become, by 
the Strength of the Houſe of Auſtria and the Weak- 
neſs of the Bohemians, an Hereditary Kingdom to 
the Houſe of Auſtria. The King of Bohemia is the 
firſt ſecular Elector of the Emperor of Germany, 
though it be no part of the Empire, 

Woitana, a River that divides Da/matia from Mc= 
cedonia ; this Riveris commonly call'ed z/ Drano; and 
in its proper place I ſhall ſpeak more of it. 

Wotano, a Colony and City of the Sammres in 
the County of Moliſe upon the River Biferno, which 
falls into the Adriatich Sea: It ſtands at the foot of 
the Apennine in the borders of Campania, 18 Miles 
from Trivento towardsthe North, and 22 from Capua 
towards the Eaft ; and though it is a Biſhop's See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Benevento, yet it is little, and ill 
built, and ill inhabited. 

Woit, an ancient People, 1, of Gallia Celtiqua, 
poſletling the Provinces now called Auvergne and 
Bourbonnots in France. 2. of Bavaria in Germany ; 
otherwiſe mentioned by the Names of Bojares and Ba- 
vari. See Bavars. 3 Of GaltaCiſpadana in Ttaiy, 
where are now the Dutchies' of Modena and Parma. 
See Gallza, 

WBoilbcile or Enrichemont, Boſcabellum, a Town 
in the Dukedom of Berry in France, with a Caſtle, 
and the Title of a Principality ; betwixt Bourges and 
Sancerre. 

Wots=de-Trahiſon, or Bo:is-de-Gamelon, a For- 
reſt upon the Banks of the Seine betwixt Paris and 
Pontoi/e in France. One Gamelon in the time of 
Chartes the Great, uſing to ambuſcade Men here, has 
left his Name to the Place. 6 15-4 

Woilp, a Seigniory in the Country of Chablass in 
Savoy, near the Lake of Geneva. 

Wolena, Bs/ina, Bolene, an ancient City of the 
Morea, mention'd by Paufanzas and Stephanu, near 
to Patras and the River G/aveus ;; and ſometime an E- 
piſcopal See under the Archbiſhop of Patras. 

Wolene, a Town in the County- of Venas/m in Pro- 
vence in France ; upon the Aſcent of a little Hill with 
the River Letez gliding at its ſoot. It ſhews the ruines 
of a Caſtle. 

Wolellaw, Bole/lavia, a ſmall City in Bobemia, 
upon the River Gzzera, which falls into the River 4l- 
bus : This City ſtands eight Miles from Prazue towards 
the North-Eaſt. There is another call'd Jrung- 
Wunczel, which ſtands within two Miles of Prague, 
where the GzZera falls into Albus; which laſt was built 
in 935. They are diſtinguiſhed - from each other by 
the Names of the O/dand the 7ounger Boleſlazw. 

Wollerbzun, a Lake near the Village of Altembech 
1m the Province of 1#eſtphal:a in Germany ; having a 
remarkable ftrong Flux and Reflux daily. 
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3Soili, Paphiagonza, a Province of tlic leffer 4/1 

Wologna, in l:4/y. See Bononta. 2 

Wologne 4 /a mer . the Icins Portus of Ceſar, 
Geſſortacus Portus, and Gejfſortacum, a City of Picar- 
dy, a Province of France ; 1t is a Biſhop's See jinder the 
Archbiſhop of Rkemes, and ftands upon the River! 77- 
ans] Lenart,which there tailing into the Briti/h'Sea on 
the South of this City,tnakes a convenient H ven. This 
City 1s diſtant from Cal:s zbout feven Leagues to the 
South, and five from Eftaplcs te the North. It gives 
name to a {mall County which trom it is calicd te Boz - 
{enois. The Town is divided into two parts, the Up- 
per and the Lower, both which are well fortified. 
This place ſeems to have been the uſual place of paſ- 
ting into Br:tamn during the Roman Empire ; atid both 
Claudius and Caligula came to it on 'that zecount : 
And Pliny faith, it was the ſhorteſt and moſt conve- 
nient Paſſage. It began to be called By#9%7a about 
the time of Conſt antize the Great, who took it in his 
Paſſage to his Father then dying at Jork. Henry the .. 
VII. of England ina 1487. reduc'd this Ciy to a very 
low condition, when he entred France for the Prote- 
Ction of the Dutchy of Britain; but then Charies the 
VIE. of France bought bis Peace, and preferv'd it. 
His Son Henry the VILL took it afterwards in 1544. 
and kept it all his Life: Edward the VI. in the Ditor- 
ders of Is Minority fold or furrendred it to the French 
apain, for a much leſs furn of Money than it coſt the 
Crown of England to gain it. The Biſhop's See was 
tranſlated hither from Teurnay when the Er 8%f75 took 
that City. It lies in Longitude 22. 4*. Latitude 50. 
30. $S. Alſo a mill Town in the Province of Goſ- 
coigne, near the River Gers, upon the borders of B:- 

orre. ix 
Le 1Bzuleno(s, or the County belonging to By- 
lene, hes in the North part of the Provirice of Prcar- 
ay ; bounded on the Welt by the Br#*r// Sea, 'on the 
North by the County of Guifxes, on the Eaſt by Artor, 
and on the South by the ' County of Ponrhren ; from 
which- laſt it is ſeparated by the River Canche. This 
County was once an Earldotn of it ſelf; Guring which 
time it gave one King to England, and another to 
Feruſalem, Godfrey WII, was the litter,” and Rirg

Bolton, a Market:Towniin Lancaſhire in the Hun”

Bolzano, a ſmall Town ih the FTcentine in Iraly, 
under the Republick'of Yerrce, upon'the River A- 
dige. Others place it tn the Trenezrne, and fiy it is a 
very Trading Place, ff : 
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Bombon, a Province of Per# in the W*ſ?-Indies, 
towards the River Xauxa. : 

Bommel, Bommel/ia, an Iſland beautified with a 
fair Town in the Dutchy of Guelder/and. The Town 
ſtands upon the River Maes, two German Miles from 
Boiſloduc towards Utrecht, and belongs properly as a 
Fee to the Dutchy of Brabant, in the Confines of 
which it is; but it is under the United Provinces. 
In 1672. it was taken by the French, and deſerted the 
next year, after they had diſmantled it » The Iſland 
in which it ſtands is about thirteen Miles in length, and 
lies between the ae! to the North, and the Maes to 
the South : call'd, by the Dutch, Bommelweert. Some 
take it for the Inſula Batavorum of Ceſar. 

Won, Bowna, Ara Ubiorum, and Verona, Bonne, 
is one of the principal Cities of the Biſho, rick of Co- 
logne,and the uſual Seat of that Elector,upon the Rhine, 
four German Miles from Cologne. It was firſt a Ro- 
man Colony , called Colonia Fulia Bonna, and fre- 
quently mention'd in the ancient Hiſtorians on that 
Account :-In the middle Ages it became a Free Im- 
perial City ; Frederick, of Auſtria was here elected 
and Crowned in 1314. againſt Lewis of Bavaria. In 
$42. here was a Synod held. In 1588. the Duke of 
Parma took it by Famine. In 1673. the Prince,of O- 
range took it from the French, (who had ſurpriſed it 
the year before) and reſtored it to the Empire ; it has 
for a long time been exempted from the Empire, and 
poſſeſſed by the EleCtors of Cologne. Accordingly the 
Cardinal of Furſtemburg, in purſuance of his Election 
to the Archbiſhoprick of Cologne, Ful. 19. 1688. took 
poſſefſion of it ; whoſe Pretences,on the one fide being 
juſtified by the King of France, and on the other being 
oppoſed both by the Emperor and the Pope, produc'd 
the general War that now flames among the Euro- 
pean Princes. And though Bonne in this Conjunctare 


was ſtrongly inforced for its Security with a French 


Garriſon; yet, after about a Months Siege by the Ele- 
Ctor of Brandenburg, with the Forces of the Allies un- 
der his Command, 1t was obliged to ſurrender to them, 
OAob. 12. 1689. This Town lies in Long. 28. 40. 
Lat. 50. 42. $ Borne, Hippo, a City of the Pro- 
vince of Conſtantine in the Kingdom of Tunx inAfrica, 
upon the Mediterranean ; famous for it's being an Epiſ- 
copal Sec heretofore,inthe Perſon of the Great S. Auſtin. 
a+ {8 was quite deſtroy'd by the Calrphr in 651. This 
of Bonne was built near its Ruines, and call'd by the 
Arablans Beled-el-Ugneb; by the Chriſtians Bonne, as 
being the beſt and fruitfulet Country in Barbary. 
The K. of Tunis built it a Caſtle in the year 1500. 
Charles V. Emperor deſtroy'd all its Fortifications 
in 1535+ The Turks have ſince repaired it, and it is 
provided with a little Port. $. Alſo- a Town in the 
Province of Foſſjgns in the Dukedom ot Savey, upon 
the Rivulet of Menoy or Monole, 3 or 4 Leagues from 
Geneva; ſuppoſed to be the ancient Banea. 

Wonaire, one of the Leeward I/lands of America, 
which has its name from the Goodneſs of the Air. Ta- 
ken from the Dutch by the Buccaniers in 1686. in 
12 d. of Lat. | 

Bonconvento, a ſmall Town in the Province of 
Tuſcano in Italy upon the River Ombrone, near Siena. 
It was here,that the Emperor Henry VII. was poyſoned 
iN 313». 

Woncourt, a Village upon the River Eure, in the 
Dioceſe of Eureux, in the Province of Normandy in 
France: Strangely conſumed by an unaccountable 
Wild-fire in the 4 years preceding 1670. 

Bont, a Town upon the Lore between Nevers. 
and Orleans; the ancient reſidence of the Knights of 
S. Lazarus, .an Order now. aboliſhed in France and 
incorporated with that of S. Maurice in Savoy. 

Wonikacto, a City in the Iſland of Corſica, which 
has a Port belonging toit, Thought to be the Pala 
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of Ptolemy. It is well built and traded ; and ſecured 


| by one of the beſt Fortreſſes in Europe. The Streights 


betwixt the Iſlands of Cor/ſicz and Sardinia receive the 
Name of /e Boeche di Bonifacio from hence ; which 
Geographers conclude to be the ſame with the Fre- 
tum Taphros of Plimy, the Fretum Erruſcum of 
Ptolemy, and the Sinus Sardonius of Euſtatius. They 
are ſometimes alſo called /z bocche di Beixonncre. 

Bonneval, a Town in the Province of Beauce, 
up>n the Loyre in France, 6 Leagues from Chartres, 
and 3 from Chaſieaudun. Bo.h its Name and 
_ is come from a great Abbey of the Benediines 

ere. 

Bonneville, Bonopolss, the Capital Town of the 
Province of Foſſiznz in Savoy; about 5 Leagues from 
Annecy and Geneva, upon the River Arve, at the Foot 
of the Mountains ; and at preſent but little conſiderable. 

WBononta, in Italian Bologna, is a City of Roman- 
diola in Italy, an Archbiſhop's See erected by Pope 
Gregory XIII. a Bologneſe of the Family of Bon Com- 
pagno, who in 1582: brought alſo the Univerſity here 
into great Fame- It has been under the Popes ever 
fince Zu/iur IT. who extorted it from the Bentrivolzo's ; 
it is beautiful and a populous City.and thought one of 
the principal Cities of /taly ; the ſecond at leaſt in the 
States of the Church: 25 Miles from Ferrara towards 
the South, at the Foot of the Apennine Mountains, - 
near the little River _ extraordinarily full of 
Gentry. It was heretofore a Roman Colony , till it 
ſubmitted to{the Lombards in the 8th. Century. And 
being afterwards a Republick, it maintained a War 
3 years with the Republick of Yenice; and another 
with the Emperor Frederick II. whoſe Natural Son Eu. 
zelin became its Prifoner. Honoriuu I. Lucius IT. 
Gregory XII. Innocent IK and Gregory. XV. were 
all born here, and Alexander V. died here. Lewis 
the Son of Lotharius, deprived this City of its Walls 
in 844+ They choſe the Bentivol:o's for their Princes 
in 1308. who were conquer'd by Fohn Galeacio in 
1308. Here was a Council held in 1310. In 1529. 
The Emperor Charles V. was Crown'd in the moſt Noe __ 
ble \Church of S. Perronio here by Pope Clement VII. 
And the Congcil of Trent was removed hither in 1547. 
holding their gtb. and 1oth. Seſſions under Pope 
Paul IT. It lies in Long. 33- 35. Lat. 44. 15. 
About 6 Miles in Compaſs, and indifterently well 
fortified. Governed under the Pope by a Legate a 
Latere, with the privilege of keeping an Embaſladour 
for its Service at Rome, where it is treated more like 
a Siſter than a Subject. The Univerſity carries the 
greateſt Name of any now in Europe for the Canon 
and Civil Laws ; wherce, Bononia docet, they fay to * 
a Proverb. The Streets are furniſhed with arched 
Galleries, for Preſervation againſt Heat, in the Nature 
ſomewhat of $he Rows at Cheſter. The Body of S. Do- 
minique Founder of the Dominican Order lies interr'd 
in a ſtately Convent of that Order here. The Metro- 
politan Church of S. Peters is built according to the 
ſame Plat with that of S. Peters at Rome. An Aca- 
demy of the Orofj is erected in this City : And for 
the learned Authors produc'd by the Univerſity, fee 
the Bibliotheca of Foh. Antonius Bumalds. The ad- 
jacent Country has the Name of the B/ogneſe from 
hence. See Bologneſe. : 

1Soot, anIſland of Scotland in the Streights betwixt 
the Ifle of Arran and the Province of Argyle. 

Wopart, Bopartinm, Bodobriga, a Town in the 
Archbithoprick of Treves upon the Rhine in Germa- 
ny, betwixt Coblentz and S. Goar. 

Woquerano, a litte Iſland of 4/ia in the Izd5ar 
Ocean about 8 Leagues from Borneo. 

;Bozcholm, a Fortreſs in the Iſland of Oe/and near 
Gothia in the Baltich Sea; not' above two Miles from 


Ca/mar Eaſt, in Lat. 56. 50. and Long. 34. 17. 
Worcholt.” 
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; Bozcholt, a ſmall Town upon the River Aa in the 
Province of Weſtphalia in Germany, under the Biſhop 
of Munſter. 

Wozdelong, Bordelona, a Town beyond the Gan- 
ges belonging to the Kingdom of S;zam. It has a Port 
upon the Gulph of S:zam, betwixt Livgor and Sin- 

ords 
a WBozao, a Town in the Province of Finland in the 

Kingdom of Sweden, upon the Gulph of Finland, be- 
twixt YVibourg and Revel. 

Wozgo $S. Donnino, aCity in the Dutchy of Parma 
in Italy, with a Biſhops Sce ere&ed by Pope Clement 
VIIE. and placed under the Archbiſhop of Bologna by 
. Pope Paul V. Heretofore call'd Fidentia and Fulia. 
Its ancient Abbey was deſtroyed by the Emperor Fre- 
derich II. 

25o2zgoſan Sepulchro, Biturgia, a City in the 
States of the Great Duke of Tuſcany in Italy, with an 
Epiſcopal See under the Archbiſhop of Florence. Some 
Synodical Conſtitutions were made here in 1641. 

Wozgo dt Seſſia, a Town properly in the Mslane/e 
in Italy, but belonging to the States of the Duke of 
Savoy, upon the River Seſſia from whence it receives 
this Name. 

Wozgo-Ual-Di-Taro, a Town and Fortreſs in 
the States of the Duke of Parma in Itaiy, upon the 
Borders of the States of Genoua. 

Wozja, Bel/inum, a City of the Kingdom of Ar- 
ragon in Spain, 11 Miles from Jaragoſa to the Eaſt. 

Woztquen, one of the greateſt Leeward Iſlands 
upon the Weltern Coalt of America; betwixt S. Crozx 
and Porto rico, under the Spaniards. The Natives 
of this Iſland in the beginning believed the Spanzards 
were Immortal, till one Sa{ſedo they ſaw happened 
to be drowned' in the River of ro 

4Bozyſthenes. See Neieper. 

Wozmes, Bormanzico, a Town and Barony in 
Provence in France, betwixt Thoulon and S. Tropes, 
near the Sea. 

Wozmia, a River within the States of the Repub- 
lick of Gencua in Iraly ; formed by 2 Rivulets of this 
Name, that riſe in P:zedmont and unite at Seſſana. 
Thence Bormza paſſes by Acqus, receives ſome other 
ſmall Rivers, and is received itſelf by the Tanaro near 
Alexandria della Paglia. 

1Bozmto, the 1ta/#an Name for Worms in Germa- 
ny. - See Worms. S Alſo a ſmall Town and County 
in the Country of the Grs/ons upon the River Adda 
near the Yalteline, 

Bozneo, one of the greateſt Iſlands in the Eaſt- 
Tnaies ; between Sumatra to the Welt, Fava to the 
South, Celebes to the Eaſt, and the Philippine Iſlands 
to the North. It is of a round ſhape, and the L:ne 
cuts the Southern part of it. Reported to be 1800 
Miles in Compaſs, and to contain ſeveral Kingdoms ; 
but the truth is the Eaſtern parts of this Iſland were 
never well diſcovered by the Europeans yet. Borneo 
the principal City, lies on the North-Weſtern Shoar 
in a Bay. Itis a rich, populous place, well Traded, 
built in a low ground, not much unlike Yenice, and 
has belenging to it a capacious Haven. 

Wvznheim, a Territory and its Capital Town 
with a Caſtle in the Earldom of Flanders; being a 
part of the demeans properly belonging to. the ſaid 
Earldom. 

— Boznholm, . Boring:a, an Iſland in the Balesck, 
Sea, taken by the Swedes in 1644. from the Danes, 
and afterwards ceded to them in 1658. by the Treaty 
of Reſchill; but reſtored again in conſideration of 
an Equivalent of Royal Demeans in Schonen. This 
Iſland affords excellent Paſtnrage and Cattle. It lies 
towards the furtheſt parts of Bleking, and has a good- 
ly Town -called Nex , and a Caſtle named Sand- 

amer. 
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 Boano, a Kingdom, a Town, a Defart, and a Lake 
in the Diviſion of Nzgritia in Africa, being the 
Country of the antient Garamantes. The Kingdom 
ftands bounded with Nubia to the Eaft, Berdoa and 
Gaoga to the North, Gangara to the Weſt, and the 
Niger to the South. 

Wola, Boſi, Beſſa, an antient City in the Iſland of 
Sardinia, with a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop 
of Saffars, betwixt Or:/?agni to the South and Sſ- 
ſari to the North. | 

Woſcatle, a Market-Town in Cornwalin the Hun- 
dred of Leſneewth, which Ele&ts 2 Members of Par- 
lament. 

Wolcobell, a Name deſervedly given to the Royal 
Oak which ſerved as an Aſylum to King Charles IT, 
for ſome days after the Battle of worceſter in Sep. 
I65!, about 4 Miles trom Y/olverhampeon in Staf- 
fordſhire. | 

Wolleduc , Boſeum Ducis, now called by the 
French Bolduc, and by the Flandrians S. Shertogen- 
boſch, a City in the Dukedom of Brabant, which is 
a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Mechlen, ſeat- 
ed upon the River Diſa, Dos, which a little farther 
to the North falls into the Maze. It is a large 
new City, environed with Rivers and Marſhes, very 
well fortified, and only one League from the Maze : 
taken by the Duzch in 1629. who are ſtill poſlefled 
of it. Geofry Duke of Brabant made a Town of it 
out of a Wood, in the year expreſſed in this Chro- 


nogram, 

GodefrIdUs dUX e ſILVa feClt oppIdUM. 
The See was founded by Pope Paul IV. in 1559. And 
the Country called the Mayorality of Boſleduc, con- 
taining above 100 Villages, has this City for its Capital. 

Woſnta, called by the French Boſſen, by the Ger- 
mans Woſſen, is a Province of Europe, bounded on 
the North by Sc/avonia, on the Weſt by Croatza, 
on the Eaſt by Servia, and on the South by Dat- 
matia; it takes its name from the River Boſna, 
which riſeth in Servia, thence entering Boſnia, wa- 
ters Boſna-Sarai and falls into the Save. It had 
Kings of its own from 1357. till 1465. having been 
before a part of the Kingdom of Hungary. The 
Turks under Mahomet II. Conquered it in 1465. 
and are {till poſleſſed of a great part of it. The ſame 
Mahomet' cauſed Stephen the laſt King of Boſnia 
to be flea'd alive. 

Wolphozus Cimmerius, that famous Streight or 
paſſage at which the Euxsne Sea communicates with 
the Paulus Mzeotis or the Sea of Tana. They now 
call it the Srre:zghts of Caffa and Kercs from two 
Towns in the Peninſula of Taurica Cherſoneſus which 
are ſituated upon the Banks of it. Heretofore there 
was a Town called Boſphorus in thoſe parts, which 
gave Name both to the Streights and to the antient 
People the Boſphors mentioned by Pliny, Strabo, 
Gc. It afterwards changed its name to Panticape- 
um, which ſore believe to be the ſame with the 
modern Voſpero, a late Biſhops See under the Pa- 
triarch of Conſtantinople. $ Boſphorus Thracius, 
otherwiſe known by the Name of the Canal of the 
Black Sea and the Strezghes of Conſtantinople, is fo 
narrow a paſlage betwixt Thrace and Afia Minor, that 
in ſome Streets at Conſtantinople they can hear the 
Cocks crowing upon the Shoars of 4/is. Upon this 
Boſphorus ſtands Gallipols, the Dardanells, and the 
Seven Towers where Prifoners of State are fecured. 
It is now called Bogazin. 

Wolra, or Boſtra. See Buſſerech, $ Strabo 
ſpeaks of another Boſra in Phenictia. ; 

WBollu, a Town in Hainaule near Valencienne, 
dignitied with the Title of an Earldom. 42 
Boſton, a Corporation in Lincolnſhire, ſeated off 
both fides of the River Fitcham, which 1s + a 
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Timber Bridpe; the Town ſtands within 3 Miles 
of the Sea, and has a very convenient Haven, which 
in Mr. Camden's time was well Traded; it ſends 2 
Burgeſles to the Parliament. $ Allo a place in New- 
England of the ſame name; well built and peopled. 
It is indeed the Capital Town of that Plantation. 

Wo9\ſxworth, an antient Market-Town in Lezceſter= 

;re, upon the River Sence, which a little farther 
falls into the Anker at Atherſton. Near this place 
Henry Earl of Richmond, Aug. 22. 1485. over- 
threw in Battle R:chard III. and put an end to thoſe 
long and bloody Wars between the Houſes of Lan- 
caſter and York, And March 12. 1686. King 
Fames II. did this Town the honor to conſtitute 
Mr. Fames Fitz-Fam?:s his Natural Son, among(t 
many other great Honors, Baron of Boſworth. 

Wothnita, a Province of Sweden upon the Baltich 
Sea, which gives Name to the Borner Sea or that 
Branch of the Baltick which lies moſt Weſt ; between 
which and Lapland this Province lies. Torn 1s its Ca- 
pital City. . | 

ova, a City in the further Calabria in the King- 
dom of Naples, with an Epiſcopal See under the 

Archbiſhop of Reggio, near the Ocean ; betwixt the 
Cape de Spartivento and Regg10. 

Wouchain, Bochonium, Buceininm, a ſmall but 
ftrong Town, well fortified, in the Province of Has- 
naule in the Low-Countries upon the River Eſcaut 
betwixt Valenciennes and Cambray. It is the Capital 
of the County of Oſtervand, which _ belong'd 
mmediately to the eldeſt Sons of the Earls of Hasnault. 
Taken by the French in 1676. and ever fince by them 
retained. 

1oufflers, a Territory contained in the Dioceſe of 
. Amiens in Picardy in France, upon the River Authie : 
Remarkable for giving Name to an Ancient and E- 
minent Family in that Province. 

WBouhin, an Iſland of France between the Coaſts 
of the Provinces ok Po:fou and Bretaigne, below the 
Mouth of the Loyre. $. Alſo a Town in the County 
of Foretz in the ſame Kingdom near the River Zignon, 
which is one of the beſt Places in Foreez. 

4Bo vines, Boviniacum, a ſmall Town upon the 

River Maze, inthe County of Namur ; made famous 
by a bloody Battle given here by- Phi/zp the Auguſt, 
King of France, to Ferdinand Farl of Flanders, who 
was here taken Priſoner in the Year 1214 : Where- 
upon Philip founded the Abbey of our Lady de /a Vi- 
Horre near Senlis in Commemoration of his Victory. 
This Town lies 4 Leagues from Namur to the 
South. | ; 
- Bovino, Bovinum, is a ſmall City in the King- 
domof Naples in the Capitanata, which 1s a Biſhops 
Sce under the Archbifhop of Benevento ; it ſtands at 
the foot of the Apennine near the River Cervaro, fix 
Leagues from Troja to the South, and twelve from 4- 
74ano to the South-Ealt. 

WBoution, Bullonium, a ſmall Town and Caſtle 
in the Biſhoprick of Liege, four Leagues from Maſiers 
to the North, and ten from Namur. The Capital of 
an ancient Dukedom, which lies between the Duke- 
dom of Luxemburg to the Weſt, and Champagne to 
the South. This Dukedom was mortgaged to Orber: 
Biſhop of Liege, in 1096, by Godfery then Duke of 
it, after the famous King of Feruſalem; and ever 
fince the Biſhops of this Dioceſe have claim'd a Right 
toit. But by the Treaty of. Nimeguen in 1679, it 
was agreed, that the Dukes of Bovs/lon, who arc in 
poſſeſſion of it, ſhould peaceably enjoy the ſame; all 
Differences being referred to honorary Arbitrators ; 
and that the Biſhops ſhould in the mean time uſe no 
Force againſt the ſaid Dukes; and fo it remains to 
this day in their Poſſeſſion. 


Woulogne. Sce Bol/ogne, Bologneſe, and Bonona. 
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WBourbone, Borbonium, a ſmall City of France, 
the Capital of the Dukedom of Bourbone ; bounded 
on the North with the Province of Niverne, on the 
Eaft by the Dukedom of Burgundy, on the Weſt 
with the Province of Berry and Marche , and on 
the South with Auvergne. The River Allier ( El- 
{aver cuts this Dukedom into two Parts; and it lies 
in length from the North-Eaſt to the South-Weſt 
twenty eight Leagues between the Rivers of Loire 
and Cher. Robert, the fourth Son of Lewis the Ninth 
King of France, had this Dutchy in Marriage with 
Agnes of Bourbone, whoſe deſcendent after 300 years 
In the Perſon of Henry IV. came to the Crown of 
France 1n1 59o,and his Grandchild Lewis XV.now en- 
joys that Throne. The principal City call'd Boyy- 
bonne U Archambault lies 4 Leagues from Moulins, 55 
from Parss to the South. near the River Alley. This 
City was erected from a Barony into a Dukedom, by 
Charles le bel in 1327. And its Caftle is reputed 
a place of great Strength. $. The Iſland of Bour- 
bon, otherwiſe call'd Maſcarenhi, 1s an Iſland under 
the French ever ſince the Portugueze loſt it to them ; 
in the /Erbiopick Ocean to the Eaſt of Madagaſcar, 
about 25 Leagues in Length and 14 in Breadth. They 
ſay there is a Volcano in ſome part of it; the reſt is 
very fruitful. 

- Bourbon / Ancy, a Town and Caſtle in the Pro- 
vince of Burgogne in France, 7 Leagues from Mou- 
lins, and one quarter of a League trom the Loyre. It 
is much in Eſteem for Mineral Waters, which are here 
covered with a Noble Structure of the Ancient Roman 
Work. This Town was never taken in the Civil Wars. 
It gives Name to a Territory in the Dioceſe of Autun, 
that is parted from the Province of Bourbonnoss by 
the River Loyre. ; 

Wopne, Bouinda, a River in the Province of 
Leinſter in Ireland, which runs hard by Drogheda. 
where K. Fame: II, and his Army, being about 25000 
men encamped on the South fide of this River, re- 
ceived the Defeat of ul. 1. 1690. by K. Will;am in 
Perſon : The Duke of Schomberg was killed in the 
Action. 

WBurbourg, Burbuzgus, a Town in the Eaſt of 
Flanders, not above one Mile from Graveling, which 
was taken by the French in 1657. and has remained 
ever (ince in their Hands. 

— Bourdeaux, [Burdegala,] the Capital of the Pro- 
vince of Gusenne, and an Archbiſhops See; the Seat 
of one of the Parliaments of France; rich, well built, 
and populous. It has a noble Haven at the Mouth of 
the River Garonne, much frequented by the Durch 
and Eng/rſh, and all other Northern Nations for Wine, 
Salt, &c. So that this City is deſervedly accounted one 
of the beſt in France. It is alſo built in avery fruit- 
ful Soil, and rarely improved by Art and Induſtry. Tt 
gave Birth to Auſonins the Poet, and to Richard Il.

It lies on the 
moſtWeſtern Coaſt of Breragne,about|so Leagues from 
Nanees to theNorth-Weſft. This is the of 
theAdmiralty of France ; ſituated wat the Aſcent of a 
Hill, and ſecured with New and Noble Fottifieations 
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of Breſt by 4 Ways, and the Veſſels thete are always a- 
float. S.Alſo a Town in the Province of Cujavia n the 
King/om of Poland with a Caſtle well built in a 
Marſhy Place near Vlaldi/law and the Viſtula. Here, 
in the Years 1595. and 1620. two Councils were aſ- 
ſembled for the Union of the Greek Church of L:thu- 
ania with the Latin. $. The ſame Name is given to 
a French Colony in New-France in America. 
Bzeſcici, Breſſicia, call'd by the French Brieſcio, 
is a ſmall City in Lithuansa, the Capital of a Palats- 
nate of the ſame Name: It lies between Lithuania, 
Ruſſia, and Polachia, upon the Bug ; and has a tole- 
rable good Caſtle. . 
Bzreſuire, a ſmall City in France, in Poiftou ; 
3 Leagues from Parthenay, and as many from Thu- 
ray. | ; 
B:etagne, Armorica, Britannia Minor, 1s a Pro- 
vince of France, 70 Leagues long, and betwixt 35 
and 4o broad ; containing 9 Biſhopricks who are all 
Suffragans to the Archbiſhop of Tours. In three of theſe, 
that is, Cornouaille,S. Paul de Leon, and Figuier, the 
Inhabitants entirely ſpeak Brston,a Language the ſame 
in abundance of words with the FFelſb : in the other 
three (to wit) Nantes,Vennes,and S.Brieux,they ſpeak 
Briton and French mix'd; yet the moſt ordinary Sort, 
only Briton : in the reſt, they ſpeak all French. It 
is bounded on the Eaſt with Normandy, and the 
County of Maine ; on all other ſides with the Eng- 
Gif Seas ; upon the South fide it has the Lozre, which 
wides it from Anjou; but yet the County of Razz, 
which belongs to Bretagne; lies on the- South (ide of 
that River, between it and Poiou. The Britazns 
were firſt brought hither from England by Maximus, 
in 389. To which a greatAcceſſion was made by the dri- 
ving out the Britains by the Saxons. They erected 
a Kingdom herein 485. (I ſuppoſe after the coming 
of the ſecond Saxon Colonies) which laſted till 874. 
when a leſſer Title was taken up with the fame Power ; 
which continued till 1498. under 28 Dukes; when 
Lewis XII. married Anne the Daughter of Francis 
II. the laſt Duke of Bretagne, who, in 1484. had 
been married to Charles VIII, K. of France before. 
Francis I. of France, ſucceeded in the Right of C/aude 
his Wife; whoſe Ifſue failing, the Right fell to the 
Duke of Savoy, but the French kept the Poſleſſion.

B:ewood, a Market-Town in Staffordſhire, in 
the Hundred of Cudleſton. The Biſhops of this Dioceſe 
had their Palace here before the Conqueſt. 

Bretevil, a Town in High Normandy in France 
upon the River 101. 

Wzianzon, a City in the Da/phinate, ſuppoſed to 
be one of the higheſt in the World. It is the Capital 
of the Bailywick of Brainzonnoss ; in Prolomy call'd 

tey, in Antoninus Brigantium, 1n Am. Marcel- 
linus Virgantia. The Dure and the Ance ( the 
two Sources of the Durance) unite below it. The 
Caſtle ſtands upon the top of a Rock,and is very ſtrong. 
Yet taken from the Leaguers by the Duke de Leſds- 
guieres in 1590. $. Likewiſe a Village in Provence, 
in the Dioceſe of Glandeves, where they find Num- 
bers of Medals with Inſcriptions. $. And a Caſtle in 
the Territory of Tarantaiſe in Savoy, upon the Ri- 
ver Iſere ; about 1 League below Mouriers ; with 
a Village of the ſame Name. Theſe two laſt men- 
tioned Brianzon's are alſo call'd in Diminution Brian- 


onnet. | 
, Wztare, a Town in the Dutchy of Orleans, upon 
the River Lozre, where the Channel is cut for the Com- 
munication of the Losre and the River Sezxe. In.1652. 
a Battle was fought here betwixt the Army of the King 
of France, and that of the Princes. The New Channel 
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takes the ſame Name : in Latin, Brivodurim, and 
Bremodurus. | 

Bzicquia, a Province in the leſſer 4fza, formerly 

co Licta. | 
2tdgend, a Market-Town in Glamorganſhire in 
Wales, in the Hundred of New-Caſtle. gee | 

WB2tdge-Nozth, a Market-Town in Shropſhire in 
the Hundred of S:ozteſdon upon the Severn. Hereto- 
fore fortified ; fince demoliſhed. 

Bzidlingtou, or Bur/:»gron, a ſmall Town inthe 
County of Tork , where Mary Queen of England Lan- 
ding from Holland, February, 22. 1642. was moſt 
barbarouſly treated by 4 Parliament Ships, which a 
great while plaid with their Cannon on the Town, and 
eſpecially on that Houſe in which the Queen was en- 
tertained. 

WBzidge-Water, a Corporation in Somerjetſhire, 
upon the South fide of the River Parret, which about 
five Miles further falls into the Ir:ſb Sea; 13 Miles 
from Wels to the Weſt, and 23 from Bri/to/ to the 
South-Weſt. It was a.great and a populous Town, as 
Mr, Camden faith; but ſuffered very much in the old 
Rebellion by the Scors, Fuly, 23. 1645. And on 
Sunday, Fuly 5- 1685. the late Duke of Monmouth, 
Natural Son to Charles If. of ever blefied Memory, 
was entirely defeated (being then in Rebcllion againit 
K.Fames II.) upon a Moor near this place,by the Pro- 
vidence of God, and the Courage of the Earl of Fe- 
verſham; who the ſame day marched to Bridge-warer, 
the Rebels having before his coming deſerted it, and 
diſpers'd themſelves. The greateft Honor this Town 
has, is to give the Title of an Earl to the Right Ho+ 
nourable Fohn Egerton, whoſe Father was created 
Earl of Bridge-VYater, May 17. 1617. in the 5th. 
Year of Fames I. being the Son and Heir of Thomas 
Egerton, Lord Chancellor of Eng/and,who was created 
__ = Elleſmere in 1603. and Viſcount Brackley 
in 1616, 

WBzidpozt, a Market-Town in Dorſerſhire» The 
Capital of its Hundred; 2 Miles from the Sea, to 
which it had formerly a very good Haven, This 
Town was famous in the time of K. Edward the 
Confeſſour. It ſends 2 Burgeſſes to the Parliament. 

Brie, a Country, part within the Government of 
the I/le of France, and part in the Province of Cham- 
Pagne, betwixt the Rivers Seine and Marne. Meaux 
Marne is the Capital Town of it. It is: very 
fruitful. In Latin call'd Bria, Brigeium, and Br:- 
gienſis ſaltus. 

B2te-Compte-Robert, a Town in the Country 
pn, upon the River Iere ; four or five Leagues 

arts. | 
— Waieg, Brega, a Town upon the Oder in Sileſia 
in Germany, betwixt _— and Breſlaw. The 
ſame is the Capital of the Dutchy of Brieg. 

Brtenne, a ſmall Town in Champagne in France, 
upon the River Aube; with the Title of an Earl- 
dom ; near Troyes, between Bar=ſur-Aube and Plancs. 
This Place gives Name to the antientHouſe of Brienne. 

B; n, a Market-Town in Suſſex in 
Lewss-Rape by the Sea Side. 

Bzignoville, Brinnonia, Brinnola, a Town and 
Bailywick in Provence in France, near the River. Ca- 
ramie : Underſtood by ſome, to be the Forum Yo- 
conis ; by others, the Matavonium of the Antients, 
Charles V. the Emperor, took it in 1536. The Lea- 
guers ſurprized it in 1589. | 

Bzxille, or Brie/, a Town and Port of Holland, 
in a good Soil, but a groſs Air, at the Confluence 
of the Rhine and the Meuſe, in a ſmall Ifland:of 
this Name. It was ſurprized by the Dutch, in 1572. 
by the help of the Succors obtained from Queen E- 
lizZabeth: And this Action. was as the firſt Founda- 
tion of the Commonwealth of Holland. af? 

ail, 
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Brin, Eburum, Arſicua, Brinum, Brinia, a City 
of Moravia, ſeated upon the River Awitta, where 
it falls into that of Swarta, 7 German Miles South 
of OlmitZ. This was the only place which in 1645. 
and 1646. held out for the Emperour againſt the 
Swedes 1n all Moravia, when being'beſieg'd it broke 
the Swediſh Army, and forc'd them: to riſe : call'd 
by ſome Bruna; written Brenne alſo. 

Wzindili, Brunduſium, is an Archiepiſcopal City 
in the Kingdom of Naples, which has a ftrong Caftle, 
and a ſafe Harbour at the mouth of the Gulph of Fe- 
nice: 36 Miles trom Tarento to the Eaft. Pompey 
retired hither after his overthrow, in the Year of Rome 
705. and was obliged to leave the place again, becauſe 
Ceſar purſued him. In the Year 735. the incompara- 
ble Virgil died hete; that is, about 1 9 years before the 
coming of our. Saviour, It has been ſeveral times 
ruin'd and repair'd. ; 

Wrioude, Brivas, Vicus Briatenſis, a great and 
antient Town in the Province of Auvergne in France, 
upon the Allzer. The Emperour Avitus was bu- 
ried in the Church of S. Fulzanus here : The Chapter 
takes the Title of Earls of Brioude, being in the firit 
inſtitution Knights Confederated to make War a- 
gainſt the Normans in the Year 898. $ 2 Leagues 
from this place, ſtands Brioude la Vieille, upon the 
ſame River ; where there is a Bridge to cover it, com- 
pos'd of one: Arch, ſo extraordinary long and high, 
as ſcarce. to have its parallel in Europe. 

Bztqueras or Br:queraſco, Briqueraſcum, a con= 
fiderable Town in the Principality of Pzedmont, 4 or 
5 Leagues from Pignerol, with a Caſtle. Taken by 
the Sieur de Leſdiguieres in 1592. and retaken by 
Charles Emanuel Duke of Savoy, in 1594. Alfo fa- 
mous in the Wars of Piedmont in the years 1629. 
30. and 31. : 

Bzilach, Briſacrs Mons, a City with a very ſtrong 
Caſtle, in the Territory of Bri/gow in Alſaria, with 
a Stone Bridge upon the Rhine; 6 German Miles 


from Baſi! to the North, and 7 from Serazburg, and 
3 from Colmar. It was a Free Imperial City till 1330. 


when it was exempted, and piven to the Houſe of 
Auſtria z call'd therefore the Key of Germany, the 
Cittadel of Al/atia, and the Pillow on which the Houſe 
of Auſtria {lept with ſecurity. In 1633. Guſtavus 
Horne, a Swotds, befieg'd it vain : but in 1638. it was 
taken by the French, under the command of the 
Duke of Weimar ; who are ſtill in Poſſeflion of it ; 
their Title being confirm'd by the Treaty of Weſtpha- 
tia, or er, in 1648. and afterwards by the 
Treaty of the Pirenees, in 1659. 

1B:ifag, or —_— a Town under the Griſons, 
upon the Lake jour in Italy ; between Lo- 
carna, Canobia, and Domo. 

Wziſgow, Br:/70via, is a Province of Germany, 
lying on the Eaft of the Rhine, and the Weſt of 
FFirtenbure, and on the South clos'd with the Can- 
ton of Ba/i/. The principal place is- Friburg. This 
Province is in part under the Houſe of 4u#r:ia, and 
in part under the French 3 Briſach (which was once 
its Capital) being under the latter ; but the greateſt 
part under the former. The Prince of Conde obtain'd 
- an, here in 1644. when General Mercs was 

Wiſſach, a Town in the Province of Arjou in 
France, upon the River Aubance, below Saumur. 
It gives the Title of a Duke. 

Bziſtoll, Briſtolinm, Venta Belgarum, Venta Si- 
lurum, is a noble City in: the County of Somerſet, 
upon the River Avon, which runs through the midſt 
of-it; and ſo part of it ſtands' in Gloceſterſhire ; 
but then it is a County of itſelf, and belongs to nei- 
ther of them, - It is a neat, ftrong,' clean, lous, 
rich, well traded City ; and after London-and York, 
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ſhire.in the Hundred of PirebiM. 
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the Third principal Place of England: the Inhabitarits 
of this City Trading into all parts of . America, and 
moſt other parts of the World : tho-no where nam'd 
before the Year 1063. Robert Biſhop of Conſtante, 
& Scditious Man, firlt Wall'd it, inthe Reign of #/71- 
liam Rufus againſt that King. It hasa Stone Bridge, 
with Houſes built on both fades of it over the River. 
And alfo a Caſtle, in which King Stephen was kept 
a Priſoner ſome time, after he had in vain beſieg'd 
it. The Biſhops See was Founded by Henry VIIL. 
and made Suffragan to the Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury. In the beginning of the Rebellions - againſt 
Charles I. it fided with the Parliament, and was on 
that account beſieg'd by Prince Rupert, Fuly 24: 
1643. who took it in two days; under whom it 
continued till Seprember 10. 1645. when it was ſur- 
rendred to Fairfax the Parliaments General. - It was 
preſerved from falling into the hands of the late Duke 
of Monmouth , by the Vigilance of the Duke 'of 
Beaufort , who was Lord Lieutenant of this City 
and its County. :

New Bztitain, a Country in the Northern Ame- 
rica, between Hudſon's Bay and New France ; diſ- 
cover'd, nam'd, and pofleſs'd, by the Engliſh. For- 
merly call'd Eftoiteland.

Writiſh Dea, Mare Britannicum, by the French 
call'd /a Manche, is the known Sea betwixt England 
and France: Extending, according to' Pomponius 
Mela, to the Iflands of Sain and Ofrſmiens ; that is, 
to the Dioceſe of Trepuier in Bretagne. 

B1ive-la-Gaillarde, Briva Curretia, a Town in 
the Province of Limoſin in France, upon the River 
Coureze: 2, or 3 Leagues from Tulles. Gombaud Ballss 
mer, natural Son to Clotaire I. King of France, was 
here Crown'd, after the death of Chi/perick, I. Not 
a large Place, but tituated to its commendation. 

WBzixen, Brix:inio, an Epiſcopal City in the Coun- 
ty of Tirol in Germany, under the Archbiſhop of 
Salrzburg. Heretofore a Free Imperial . City ; but - 
now exernipted. It lies ' at the Foot of the Mountain 
Bruneck, upon the River Eyſach, where it receives 
another River call'd the Rzencz, not far from S:ben, 
a ruin'd City, out of which it ſprang. It lies not 
above 2 Miles from the Confines of the Dominions 
of the State of Venice, and 13 from Trent. In the year 
1080. the Emperour Henry LV. preſided over a Coun- 
cil here of 3o Biſhops of his Party 3 who all ſubſcri. 
bing to his reſentments, of the Excommunication and 
Degradation pronounced againtt him. by Pope Gre- 
gory VIT. depoſed the faid Pope, elefted Guiberr 
Archbiſhop of Ravenna ( who took the Name of 
Clement III.) to ſucceed him in the Chair of Rome, 
and Voted that the Emperour ſhould carry his Arms 
into Italy to put their Decrees in execution.

Bzucomat, Brucomagus, a Town in Alſatia 

Buuges, Bruga, a City in Flanders , call'd by 
the Dutch Brugg, which was made a Biſhops See 
by Paul IV. under the Archbiſhop of Mechlin; a 
large, beautiful, well traded Town, and has its name 
from the multitude of Bridges in it ; being ſeated 
on a knot of Dikes, 8 Miles from Gant to the Weſt, 
and 3 from Oftend to the Eaſt. This is under the 
Spaniards, and is one. of the beſt they have left: be- 
ing 4 Miles in Circuit, wonderfully well Peopled, 
and once exceeding rich, They reckon 60 handfom 
Churches in it. 

Wzugneto, Brunetum, a City in the State of Genoua, 
which 18 . a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Genoua, at the Foot of the Apennine, 50 Mules from 
Geneua to the Eaſt ; of little compaſs, thinly inhabit- 
ed, and ill built. 

WB2uno, Prs/is, a Lake and fmall River in the 
Territories belonging to Szena, once a Commonwealth 
in Italy, now a part of the Dukedom of Florence; 8 
Miles trom the City of Groſſeto to the South-Weſt. 

B2unsberg, Brunsberga, is a Royal City belong- 
ing to. the Kingdom of Poland in Pruſia, but ſome 
years ſince mortgag'd to the Duke of Brandenburg : 
ſeated upon the great Bay call'd Frzſp Haff, on t 
Welt fide of the River Paſe's 8 Niles from Mar- 
genberg to the Eaſt, and the ſame diſtance from K9- 
ningſperg to the Welt. 
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Reformation in 1522. and Profeſſeth the Auzuftan 
Confelflion, as alt the rett of that Dukedom doth. 
It ties 2e Miles from: Hamburg to the North , upon 


the River Oker. | 


W2nſflel, Braxelle, the chief City and Seat of the 
antient Dukes of Brabant, and after that of the Dnkes 
of Burgumdy, as it is at this day the Reſidence of 
the Spaniſh Governour of Flanders : ſeated upon the 
Smne, and other Springs and Rivers, which make 
it one of the ſweeteſt Situations in Europe; $ Leagues 
from Antwerp to the South, and 4 from Lovaine; 
being partly in a Plain, and partly on a Hitf. In the 
Cathedral Church of S. Gedulle they pretend to have 
an Hoft, ſtabb'd fometime by a Few in indignation 
at the ſuppoſed preſence of the Body of Chriſt , 
which ſhed Blood out of the Wound; and the Few 
(they ſay) immediately was {truck with death : Where- 
as the Life and Converſion of the Man had been a 
greater Proof of the miracle. In Long.25. 6. and Lat. 
50. 50. &S There is another ſmall City of the fame 
name in Germany, in the Biſhoprick of Spire. 

_ Bzuttij, an antient People of Faly, deſcended o- 
riginally from the Lacademonsans. They were dis 
ſtinguiſh'd into C:/montani and Tramoneans, poſlef- 
ſing that part of 1zaly which we now call the further 
Calabria. In the ſecond Punich War they ran over 
to Hanmbal ; whereby they loft their Reputation to 
that degree amongtt the Romans, that they could 
never afterwards get to be employ'd but in fervilt. 
ties, and even their name became a Proverb for a 
deſpicable Generation of People, living continually 
in tneanneſs and ſhame. 

Beaton, a Market Town in Somer/erſÞire, the 
capital of its Hundred, upon the River Brae. The 
Lord Fitzharding has a noble Seat here. 

Wua, otherwiſe call'd Ch:ovo, is an Iſland of Dal. 
matia neay Spalatro, under the Yenetians. 'It is ve- 
ry near to the Iſland of Troghzr. 

Wucephata, Alexandria Bucephalos, a Town in 
the Indies, built by Alexander M. in honor of his 
Horfe. It is mentioned by 2. Curtzas. . The Moderns 
ſuppoſe that it is the ſame with Lahor now. See Lahor. 

Buchs, a ſmall Principality within the Ferritory 
of Burgundy in France, near Medec; belonging to 
the Houſe of Fozx and Candale. | 

Buckenham the New, a Market-Town in Nor- 
folk, in the Hundred of Shropham. 

Buckenburgh, a ſmall Town in Weſtphalia in 
Germany, where the Counts of Leppe-Buckenburgh 
(taking their Style from hence) have a Palace. 

Wuckinghamlhire, Buckinghamia, is divided on 
the South from Berkſhire by the Thames, on the 
North it hath Northamptonſhire and Bedfordſhire ; 
on the Weſt Oxfordſhire ; and on the Eaſt Here-

Holſtein in Germany, towards the Mouth of the E!b, 
under the King of Denmark ; 2 or 3 Leagues from 
Gluk ſtat. 

Brunfwick, Brunopolis, Brunonis Vicus, is a 
City and Dukedom in Germany : the Dukedom. is a 
part of the Dukedom of Saxony, bounded on the 
Eaſt with the Earldom of Mansfield, on the Weſt 
with FFe/phalia, on the-North with Lunenburgh, 
and on the South with Haſſia. This Dukedom 
its name from Brunſwick,the principal City in it, which 
lies upon the River Onacre and was a Free In- 
perial City or Hanſe Town, the Metropolis of the 
antient Saxon : a rich, ſtrong, populous City, or 
rather five Cities under one Law, within one 
Wall, which is 8 Eng/ifÞo Miles in compaſs: built by 
Bruno Duke of Saxony, in 861. .and from hm it 
had its name. It fell into the hands of the Duke in 
1671. and is now under their Dominion ; it has a 
Caſtle lately built, and well fortified, fince which 
time it is much decay'd. This City embrac'd the 


and chiefly employed in Grazing The firit Earl of 
this County was Walter Giffard, a gon Man amongſt 
the Normans, whoſe Son Falter died in 1164. In 
1377. Richard IF. conferred this Title upon. lms Uncle 
Thomas of Woodſtock, Humfry Earl of Stafford 
was the firſt created Duke of Buckingham in 2444. 
Edward, the laſt of this Race, was ded in the 
Reign of Henry VIIL in 2521. After which this 
Title lay vacant till 1623. when Fames I. created 
George Viſcount Fillers, Duke of Buckingham ; 
his Son George ſucceeded him, who died Aprzl 16.

' Buda, Buda Heraclia, Aquinum, is the Capital 
of the Kingdom of Hungary : call'd by. the Tirks 
Budun, by the Germans Offen, by the French Bude, 
and by the Italians Buda. Heretofore a very great 
and rich City, till it fell into the hands of the Twrks, 
who ruin'd moft of its ftately Houſes and Palaces: 
it lies on the Welt fide of the Danwbe, over againſt 
Peſt, which is joyn'd to it by a. Bridge of Boats : 
and is divided into two. parts, the Upper and Lower ; 
between which there is the diſtance of a Mile: the 
Lower Town'is weak ; but the upper Town is by Na- 
ture one of the ftrongeſt Forts inthe World, and 
has a very ſtrong Caſtle on the Weſt fide : (aid to 
be built by one "Buda, the Brother of 4t3:/a King 
of the Hurs, and from him to have its Name. In 
1279. there wasa Council held here under Pope N:- 
colas-IIT. atid 'Ladiſlaus IL King, of mip, 25a It 
was much improved by Sigifamg King, of Hangary 
about the Year 1387 and adorned with many ſtately 
Buildings ; Sought the reſt with a Caſtle, where at 
firſt the Kings and afterwards the Turkiſh Viſiers res 
fided ; which was fo ftrong, that it was thought Im- 
pregnable. The Succeſſors of this Prince augment- 
ed this City, and ſtrengthened it. with, new Fortificr 
rions. Solyman NI. Emperor of the Turks took it 
firſt in 1526. Ferdinand the Arch-Duke. of Auſtraa, 
retook it the, next Year after. In 1529. Solyman. re» 
took it again, after the Garriſon had ſtood eleven 
Aftults; and reſtored it to the Feywood of Tran- 
ſitvania, who had loſt it before. ,_ Ferdinando. in 
1540. or 154T. attacked it again, when Solyman 
coming the third. time to relieve it, raiſed the Siege, 
and made himſelf Maſter of the place by a Stratagem 
and Surpriſe. In 1398. Matthias the Arch-Duke a; 
Fain behieged it, and after in 1601. againg but with 
No Succeſs ' In 1684, the Duke of Lorrain fat be- 
fore it from Fuly 14. to November 1. but was for- 
ced to rife and leave it: this brave General in 1686. 
reinveſted it Frine 15. and after a bloody defence 
made by the Governor, took it by ſtorm September 
2. following; though the Grand Y:/ier ſtood and 
looked on with an Army of 50000 Men, and was 
no way able to help him. In the lower Town 
there is a Hot and a Cold Bath, both adorned very 
much by the Turks, who are great lovers of Baths : 
it lies 49 German Miles from Belgrade to the North, 
54 from Vienna to the South. ; £24 42.

Bury Saint Edmonds, 1a Regia, Villa Fau- 
tins, 18 a delicate ſweet Town in the County of Suf- 
folk, upon the River Lark, (as may ſeem by the 
Town of Larkford, a little more North) which falls 
into the great Onuſe, between Ely and” Lzttle- Port. 
Edmund furna Ironſide, otie of the Saxon Kings, 
founded here a Church in the beginning of Chriltt- 
anity, and called it the Royal Tawn;. but after that 
Prince was brought hither from' Hoxon in the ſame 
County, it was "called St. Edmonds Bury. King 
Kanutus the Dane, to expiate the fin of his Fathec 
Swaine or Sueno, who murdered this Prince, built 
here a new Church and an Abby ; and brought in the 
Black Friers,about 1020-to whom he gave the Town of 
Bury, and many noble Mannors thereabout ; ſo that 
at the ſuppreflion it was valued at 2336. the year ; 
a vaſt Revenue then. They governed the Town. by a 
Seneſchal or Steward ; and when it was allowed to be 
a Corporation, the Alderman was not permitted to 
exerciſe any Authority till he had taken his Oath of 
Obedience to the Abbot. Afterwards Herveze the 
Sacrift, compaſſed the Town with a Wall, whereof 
there remain till ſome few Relicks ; and Abbot New- 
pore Walled the Abby, and the Pope granted it great 
Immunities. Edward VI. founded here a Grammar 
School. Charles I. of Pious memory, Created Hen- 
7y Jermin Baron of S. Edmonds Bury, Sept. 8. 1643. 
The delightfulneſs of its Situation, and the goodneſs 
of its Air, have ever procured it the feſidence of a 
great many of the Gentry, who living here inrich the 
Inhabitants, and ſupport the Town, which would o- 
therwiſe fall to decay. Henry IT. overthrew Robere 
Earl of Lezceſter and his Flemings, (taking the Earl 
and his Wife priſoners ), in a Battle not tar from 
hence. 

Buſiris, an antient City in Ezype in the middle 
of the Delra, where was formerly a vaſt Temple 
conſecrated to Iſis, whoſe Feſtivals they obſerved 
with the greateſt Solemnity.

This 
Place was firſt diſcovered by the Portugals in 1452. 

Cadiz, Gades, is an Ifland and City on the Coaſt 
of Spain, in the Atlantick, Ocean; 'call'd Cadis and 
Cales: by the Engliſh, and Cadice by the Italians: 
But ſmall,as being only 4, Leagues in length ; whereas 
it was once much greater, as Pliny and Srrabo both 
affirm.” It lies on the Coaſt of the Kingdom of An- 
dalufia, to. which it isnow joyn'd by a Bridge between 
the Outlet of the-River' Guadalqurvir or Betis, and 
the Streights of Gzbraltar.- ' Oh the Weſtern Shoar.

tinued till it was recovered from them by the Spa- 
niards, who rebuilt and fortified it, and made it the 
Magazine for their Navies : Yet 1t was taken by the 
Engliſh in one Day, under Robert Earl of Eſſex, and 
Sir Walter Rawleigh, in which they burnt the Indrar 
Fleet, conſiſting of forty Sail of Ships, whoſe Lading 
was worth eight Millions of Crowns; overcame the 
Spaniſh Navy, which confiſted of fifty ſeven Men of 
War; took the S. Michael and S. Andrew, two great 
Gallions, with their Lading, and carried away more 
Martial Furniture than could be again ſupplied in ma- 
ny Years; forced the Town, in which they flew and 
took Priſoners 4000 Foot, and 600 Horſe, and 
brought thence a conſiderable Booty in 1596. Thus 
City 1s a Biſhops Sec under the Archbiſhop of Sez/. 
Long. 14. 10. Lat. 35. 28. Funo had a Temple for- 
merly in her Honor in this Iſland, thence call'd Func- 
26s Inſula ; and alſo Hercules another, in which Ceſar 
wept to reflect upon the Actions of Alexander the 
Great at the Age of thirty three. After the Reduction 
of Spain by Ceſar, he left a Roman Colony at Cadrs 
with the Name of Fulia Gaditana. The Antients 
believed it to be the utmoſt boundary of Navigation ; 
calling the two Mountains near it, at the Mouth of the 
Streights, the Pillars of Hercules. Here the Spaniſh 
Gallions rendezvouſe. It is one of the Keys of Span, 
and of ſo very great Importance, that Charles V. re- 
commended it particularly, together with Fluſhing in 
the Low-Countries, and Goulet in Africa, to the Care 
of his Son King Philip II. as abſolutely neceſſaty for 
the Conſervation of his Empire. Columella was 
a Native hereof, with Canzus a Poet mentioned by 
artial. 

Jl Cadozine, the moſt Northern Country of all 
Italy towards the County of Tyro! and the Alpes; 
contained within the Marcha Trevi/ana, in the States 
of the Republick of Yenzce. | Its Capital Town is 
Pieve di Cadore. 

Cadouin, a famous Abbey of the Order of the 
Ciſtercians in the Province. of Persgord in France; 
w here they pretend to preſerve a Handkerchief of our 
Saviour's, brought out of Feruſalem in 1105. and 
ſince viſited by S. Lewis K. of France, in 1269. by 
Charles VI. and Lewis XI. as a moſt extraordinary 
Relick. 

Caen, Cadomus, famous for a Biſhop's See and an 
Univerſity, on the River Orne, about 4 Leagues 
from the Br:itzſh Sea, 28 from Roan to the South.. In 
the year 1063. the Archbiſhop of Roan held a Council 
here in the Preſence of #:/zam the Conqueror King 
of England; who died in 1087. in the 74th year of his 
Ape at Roan : and being deſerted after his Death by 
all his Friends and Servants, was after a long time in- 
terr'd by the Monks here with ſmall Pomp, in the 
Abbey of St. Stephen which he him ſelf had Founded, 
as his Queen had done that of the Holy Tranity. The U- 
niverſity was Founded by Hewry V.K. of England, who 
took this City from the French, after a ſharp reſiſtance, 
by Storm in 14417. Its Long. 1s 22. 20. Lat. 49. 40. 
The learned Bochartus was none of the leaſt Orna- 
ments of this Place. They bear three Fleur de Lyſjes 
in their Arms, as a Token of their Fidelity to the 
Crown. 

Caer-Cadon,the We!/ Name of the City of Bath. 

Caerdif, See Landaff. _ 

Caerick-Fergus. See Knock-Ferpus, 

Caer-Leon, Cheſter. 

 Caer-Leow1/caLegionss, Legvo Secunda,an antient 
RomanTown upen theU5 in the Countyof Monmonth, 
which was. once one of the Metropolitan Seats of 
Britarn, and an Univerſity, till the See was removed 
toS. Davids, The City was ruined in the Reign of 
Henry W. but there are ſtill many very honourable 


Marks of its RO and Splendor digged up here, 
for which the Reader may conſult Mr. Cam1ez. The 
Romans quartered the Second Legion, cilled 42ſt, 
in it, to bridie the Silures. King Arthur kept his 
Court here. It ſtands 9 Miles Eaſt from Landaf, 
21 from Brecknock South-Eaſt, and 26 from Here- 


Ford South-Welt. Newport has ſprung out of its 


Ruins, and ſtands a little beneath it on the Severn. 

Caer-Lud, London. 

Caermarthentſhire, is one of the Twelve Counties 
in Y/ales; bounded on the Eaſt by G/amorganſprre 
and Brecknock,, on the Welt by Pembroke, on the 
North by Cardigan, from which it is ſeparated by the 
River Tzvy ; and on the South by the 1rz/þ Sea. This 
County 1s ſaid by Mr. Camden to be very fruitful, 
and in ſome places to have plenty of Coal Mines, and 
to abound in Cattle. It takes its Name from the prin- 
cipal City, which ſtands upon the River T:z»y, about 
5 Miles from the Sea : called by Prolomy, Maridu- 
mm ; by Antonius, Muridunum. It was Walled with 
Brick in the times of Giraldus Cambrenſis, but was 
then decaying * Pleaſantly ſeated between Woods and 
Meadows, and very venerable for its great Antiquity : 
taken from the VYelch in the Reign of YV:i/liiam the 
Conqueror, after this by them retaken and burnt 
twice; till being firſt ſtrengthened with a Caſtle by 
Henry Turbervil, an Engliſh Man, and after that 
walled about by Gzlbert de Clare, it recovered ſome- 
thing of its former Glory. The Princes of V/Vales 
ſettling here the Chancery and Exchequer for South 
WVVales. 

Caernarvanſhire, has on the North and Weſt the 
Iriſh Sea, on the South Mer:oneth, and on the Eaſt 
Denbighſhire ; parted from the Iſle of Angleſey by the 
River Menazy. All the middle parts of it are covered 
and filled with Mountains ; ſo that Mr. Camden calls 
theſe Hills Apes Britannicas, the Britiſh Alpes ; 
and faith they afforded the greateſt Security to the 
Welſh in times of WVar: and fo abounded with 
Graſs, that they ſeemed ſufficient alone to have fed 
all the Cattle of VYales. The Weſtern parts - are 
more level, and yield plenty of Barley. The chicf 
Town or City, is ſeated in this part of the County, 
upon the River Menay; and was built by Edward 1. 
King of __; about 1283.- Small and almoſt 
round, but ſtrong, and defended by a beautiful Ca- 
tle. Edward II. was born here, and Surnamed from 
this Town, who was the firſt of the Engl:/þ Princes 
that bore the Title of Prince of V/#/ales. In after 
times theſe Princes (etled here the Chancery for North- 
VVales. Robert Dormer Baron of YVing was crea- 
ted Viſcount and Earl of Carnarvan in the fourth 
Year of the Reign of King Charles I. who after- 
wards loſt his Life valiantly for that Prince at 
Newberry, in 1643. to whom ſucceeded Charles his 
Son- 

Caerphillp, a Market-Town in the County of Gla- 
morgan in VYales, where the Earl of Pembroke has 
a Noble Caſtle. It is the Capital of its Hundred. 

Caerwts, a Market-Town in Flmntſhire, in the 
Hundred of Coleſks/. 

Caeron, a Country in Aſia, where Foſephus 
ſays the Relicks of Noah's Ark were to be ſeen in 
his tme. It produces your odoriferous Wood. 

Caeſarea, Paleſti#na, was anciently call'd the 
Tower of Straton: But Harod the Great, rebuilding 
it, called it Ceſarea, in honor of Auguſtus: It is now 
call'd Casſar. It hes on the ſhoars of the Mediterra- 
nean Sea, in the Holy Land; 3o Miles to the South 
from Prolemazs, and 45 from Feruſalem. Aﬀeer the 
Ruin of Jeruſalem, it became the Metropolis of Pa- 
leftine, and the Seat of the Prefect or Governor ; 
the Biſhop of Czeſarea gained thereby the Authority of 
a Primate over the Biſhop of Feruſalem, and for ſome 

Ages 
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Ages maintained it ; but in after Councils the Biſhop of 
Feruſalem wasexempted and made a Patriarch ; ſeveral 
great Councils have been held here. Eyſebius Pamphi- 
tus the Church Hittorian was in his time Biſhop of 1t. 
Cornelius,the firſt converted Gentile,was baptized here 
by S. Peter. S. Paul was a Priſoner here. And Origen 
taught here. But in 653. after a Siege of 7 years, Mu- 
havia a Saracen took it from the Chriſtians. In the 
Holy War it was ſeveral times taken and retaken ; till 
at laſt intirely ruined by Barſus a Saracen. Long 66. 
15. Lat. 32.20. S. Ceſarea Magna in Cappadocia, 
the Epiſcopal Seat heretofore of S. Baſil. See Caiſar. 
S. Ceſarea Philipps. See Balbec. $S. Ceſarea in A- 
Frica, an antient City mention'd with Honor in the 
Roman Hiitory, upon the Coaſt of the Mediterranean ; 
believed to be the ſame with the To/ of Prolemy, Pliny, 
and Me/a. It became a Biſhop's See ſince Chriſtianity, 
and likewiſe an Univerſity that produced divers Poets 
and Philoſophers of Note, in the time that the Ara- 
bians were Vi&orious in Africa. In the Year 959. 
the Caliphs ruined it. The Remains of its Walls make 
it appear to have been above 3 Leagues in Circuit: 
call'd by the Africans Tiguident. 
Caffa,aconſiderable City and Sea-Port in Crim Tar- 
tary, upon the Eaftern fide of the Peninſula Eaſt of 
the City of Crim ; ſuppoſed to be the Cavum of the 
Antients. It is a flouriſhing Mart, and furniſhed with 
a large and capacious Haven : Heretofore poſſeſſed by 
the Genoeſe, who (faith Dr. Heylin) by the Help of 
this Port and the Plantation they had in Pera, on the 
North Side of Conſtantinople, engrolied all the Trade 
of the Euxine Sea into their own hands. In 1475. 
it was taken by Mahomet the Great ; ever (ince it has 
been in the hands of the Turks, and though by them 
much ruin'd, is {till the principal Place in that]Demy- 
INland. The Turks govern it by a Baſhaw they ſend 
thither ; and although the Tartars can poſleſs them- 
ſelves of it when they pleaſe, yet they chuſe-rather to 
leave it in his hands than to take it into their own. 
The Yenetians have often ſollicited a free Commerce 
with it for the Benefit of its Commodities : but the 
Port has conſtantly refuſed to ſuffer their Veſſels to 
paſs into the Black Sea for Reaſons of State. They 
reckon about 4000 Houſes of Mahometans, Tartars, 
and Chriſtians ; whereof ſome Latins, Greeks, and 
ſome Armenians, to the Number of about 800, who 
are obliged to wear a Diſtinction from the reſt in their 
Bonnets. | 
Caffreria, a Country of Africa of large extent. 
It lies from the Kingdom of Ango/a on the North to 
the Cape of Good Hope, and is bounded Eaſt,Weſt,and 
South with the Ocean ; the South-Eaſtern part is very 
fruitful, and well peopled ; the reft barren, Moun- 
fainous, and little peopled. The Inhabitants are ſo 
barbarous, that they are called by this Name from 
their rude way of living, which ſignifies the Lawleſs 
People ; they were all heretofore Man-eaters, and ma- 
ny of them continue ſuch to this day, They call them- 
ſelves Hottentots. Mr. Herbert an Engliſh Man, 
who was in theſe Parts, will ſcarce allow them to be 
perfect Men ; and faith they ſell Man's Fleſh in the 
Shambles. They acknowledg a Soveraign Being under 
the Name of Humma, which they adore when he ſends 
good Weather : But in cold and rainy, or very hot 
Seaſons, they charge their Praiſes of him, into Com- 
plaints agairfft him. 
Cagliari, Caralis, Calaris, a City of Sardinia, 
an Iſland in the Mediterranean Sea, which 1s the Ca» 
pital, and the Seat of the Governor, on the South 
ſide of the Iſland upon an Hill: Alſoan Archbiſhop's 
See, and an Univerſity. When. the Moors were Ma- 
ſters of this Iſland they ruined this City ; but Fames 
IH. King of Aragon recoveringit Anno Chriſts 1330. 
the P:{ans rebuilt the Town, which 1s now become 


great and rich under the Spaniards. It has three large 
Suburbs, a Caſtle and a very capacious Haven. The 
famous Lucifer was Archbiſhop of this See in the 
Reign of Conſtantine M. Pope Hillary was botn here, 
and Martin King of Sicily died here in 1409. Long. 
32. T2. Lat, 37. 30. The Cape Caglart derives its 
Name from hence. 

 Caglt or cs » Callium, Cale, Calle, a (all 
City in the Dukedom of Urbino, which is a Bi- 
ſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Urbino; ſeated 
upon the River Metro, at the foot of the Apennine, 
14 Leagues from Urbino to the South-Weſt, and 
the ſame Diſtance from Emugubio to the Norths 
_ It was under the Dominion of the Pope in 
Sa” | 

Catozs or Cahors, Doveona, Divona, Cadurcum, 
the principal City of Quercy in Guienne in France 
upon the River Loth, over which it has three Bridges. 
It 18 a large, fine, and ſtrong City, and a Biſhops See 
under the Archbiſhop of Alby ever fince 1678. before 
which time it was under the Archbiſhop of Berry: 
ten Leagues from Alby to the North,and 45 from Boyr- 
deaux to the Eaſt. Pope Fohn XXII, being born 
here, founded an Univerſity in it in 1331- The Bi- 
ſhops take the Title of Earls of Cahors. Henry IV. 
King of Navarre, beſieged it in 1580. and reduced 
it in three Days; fince which time its Caſtle and For- 
tifications have been demoliſhed. 

Cajanta, a Province of Sweden which is often 
alſo called Eaſt-Bothinia; between the Botner Sea, 
Lavland, and Finland. 

Cajansburg, the principal Town within the for- 
mer Territory, which gives Name to it - it lies to- 
wards Lapland upon the Lake Va; with a Caſtle for 
its Deferce and Honor. \ 

Tajazzo, Calatia, a City in the Province of Lavo- 
70 in the Kingdom of Naples, about 7 Miles Eaſt of 
Capua; near the River Yoltorno, and a Biſhop's See 
under the Arch-Biſhop of Capotia. Tt was conſiderable 
in the times of the Ce/ars; a Colony having been 
ſetled there by Zulius Ceſar, as Apianus Alexandri- 
nus faith, which on that account joyn'd with Au- 
guffu. But now very ſmall and in a declining Con- 

1t10N. ; 

Cajenne, an Iſland to the South of the Mouth of 
the River Cajenne (which gives Name to it) in the 
Province of Guyana in America, under the French ; 
138 Leagues in Circuit. The River Cajenne ſprings 
from the Mountains, near the Lake of Parima, and 
continues its Courſe about 100 Leagues through 
the Country of the Galzibes, before it falls hs 
Ocean with this Iſland in its Embraces. - The Hol- 
landers ſettled themſelves here in 1656- and again in 
1676, but were both times expelled by the French, 
who were the prior Occupants. 

Cajatta. See Gajerta. 

Caifum, or Caifumg, one of the principal Cities 
in China, ſeated on the South of the River Croceus, 
in the Province of Honan, in Long. 142.35. It was 


- heretofore the ordinary Reſidence of the Emperors of 


China, till the Year 1642. that the Uſurper Lyncungh 
befieged it: To drown whoſe Army, the People 
piercing the Banks of the River Croceus (which lies 
higher than the Town) brought the Water upon them- 
ſelves more than on the Enemy, with ſo great an Impe- 
tuoſity, that the Houſeswere all overturned, three hun- 
dred thouſand Inhabitants drown'd, and the whole 
Town changed into a Lake from that Day. 
Caiman, a' greater, and Leſſer Iſland, North of 
Cuba, in theGulph of Mexico; known by the Tor- 
toiſe-Fiſhing-Trade there. 
\ a City of Phenicia, at the foot of Mount 
Carmel, and heretofore an Epiſcopal See under.;the 
Archbiſhop of Tyre: Underſtood by ſome to be the 
K 2 Porphyrenm 
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Porphyreum of [Polybins and Stephanus. The Lords 
hereof were 'of high renown in the time that the 
Chriſtians were Maſters of the Holy land. 
Cairo, Babylon, Memphis, Catrus, the Capital of 
Egypt, and indeed the greatelt City in all Africa : 
by the Arabiens call'd Alchair ; ſeated on'the Eaſt 
fide of the River Nz/e, about 1 Mile from it ; there 
is a Paſſage from the River into it, which divides 
the Town in the middle. This City ſprang out of 
theruins .of Memphis and Babylon, which {ood not 
far from it on the Weltern Shoar of the Nile, and 
was built by the Saracens, or Moors, after they be- 
came Maſters of Egypt ; the Califfs of which Nation 
for a Jong time reſided here, as did afterwards the 
Sultans. In 1517. it was Conquered by Sel;m the 
Twrk, and it has ever fince been in their hands ; but 
is now ſenſibly declined from what it was. The Pa- 
triarch of Alexandria relides here, who has fix an- 
tient Greek Chnrches m the place ; there are many 
more bclonging tothe Cophrares ; for whoſe Convi- 
cioen in the buſineſs of Neſtorzanzſme, a Council 
was held here in 1582. by the order of Pope Gre- 
g679 RI. but without effec, tho the Patriarch of the 
Cophtites had been firſt gain'd over to the Perſwaſion 
ofthe Latens. They have an Aqueduct of 350 Arches, 
which brings the water from the River tothe Town,lIts 
chicteft Manufa:ture is Tapeſtry. Three Leagues lower, 
the Nile is divided into two Branches, which make the 
Delta, Tt is 8 Miles in compaſs, and has at the 
South end of it a ſtately Caſtle, the Palace of the 
Mamaluck Sultans, built upon a Mountain which 
overlooks the City and a great part of the Country : 
When the Turks took it, it was very ſtrong, but Se- 
lim roin'd a great part of it ; and that which re- 
mains, ſerves for the reſidence of the Turk:ſÞb Baſſa, 
who hath the Government of this Kingdom. About 
Io Miles from this City ftand thoſe famous Pyra- 
»ids which have in all Ages been ſo much admired, 
and are certainly the moſt antient Buildings in the 
whole World, and may in all probability not periſh 
5 amore general Conflagration. Long. 38. 48. Lat. 
fo 
Eaworn, Cyrene, an antient and once very noble 
City in Africa, mentioned in the As of the Apoe 
files ; and now almoſt ruin'd and depopulated by 
the Turks, in whoſe hands it is : ſeated right over- 
againſt Matapex, the moi Southern Cape of the 
Morea:; an Archbifhops See under the Patriarch of 
Alexandria, and once famous not only for its Anti- 
quity, (being built in the year of the World 3560. 
143 years after Rome; ) but alſo for Learning, it 
having produced many noble Greek Writers ; and 
particularly Ariſtippas, the founder of the Sect of 
the Cyrenaick Philoſophers, with the ingenious Arera 
his Daughter , who ſucceeded him in his School, 
The Country antiently call'd Lzbya Cyrenazca, com- 
prehending the Five Cities of Berenice, Teuchire, 
Prolomais, Apollonia,and Cyrene, derived 1ts name from 
hence: It had fometime the honour to bear the Title of 
a Kingdom, For in the Year of Rome 658. we read of a 
Prolomy ſurnamed Apron, King of Cyrene, nomi- 
nating the Romans to be his Heirs. The Libys Cy- 
renaica was afterwards call'd Pentapolss from theſe 
its Cities, and now Meſtrata. Long. 50, 00. Lat. 31. 
20, +$ Allo a Town upon the River Capwics in the 
Kingdom of Tunis, about 14 Leagues from the 
Sea. Built in 652. by the Caliphs of Syria, and 
adorn'd with a ſumptuous Moſque, whore you ſee the 
Sepultchres of the Kings of Tunis. For want of Foun- 
tains in ſo dry and barren a Soil as this Town ſtands 
in, they drink altogether of the Water of the Ch 
ſtern.” There has been formerly an Uziyerlity here, 
frequeuted from all the parts of Africa. It is the 
Thyſdrus of the Antients. The Arabiaus gall it Car 
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Tauan : And a chief Pontiff of the Mabometan Law 
reſides in it, 

Caiſar, Ceſarea Magna, a City of Cappadocia 
upon the River Haly, which was made a Colony by 
Tiberius Claudius ; call'd before this Archelass, 60 
Miles from Iconsum to the North, Till the time 
of YValens the Roman Emperour, it was the Metropo- 
lis of Cappadocia. The Great S. Bajil was a Biſhop 
here. Leng. 64. 40. Lat. 41. 40. 

Caket, a Kingdom and City of Georg:za in Aſia 
towards the Mountain Caucaſus : Conquered by the 
King of Perſia, and Govern'd under him by a Viceroy. - 
The ruins that are to be ſeen in the City are ſuffi- 
ent evidencesof its former magnificence. This Coun- 
try 1s properly the antient Iberia. 

Calabzia, Magna Grecia, Brutii Populs, This ' 
is the Name of an antient Province in the Kingdom 
of Nap'es in Italy; but now applyed to another, which 
1s no part of that which had heretofore the name of 
Calabria, The antient Calabria was bounded on 
the North and Eaſt by the Adriatick Sea ; on the 
South by the Salentins; and on the Weſt by Apulia 
Pucetia, taking up that part of the Kingdom of 
Naples, which makes now the North of the Pro- 
vince of Otranto. The preſent Calabria, is a very 

large, any the-moſt Southern Province of that King- 
dom 3 itſelf a Dukedom, the Title of which was 
given to the Eldefſt Son of the King of Naples, 
whilit it remained a ſeparate Kingdom. This 1s 
bounded on the North by the Baſilscata, on the Eaſt 
by the Jonian Seca, on the Weſt by the Tyrrhenian, 
and on the South by the Sicilian Streights. Its great 
eſt length is from North to South ; and it is one of 
the four principal Provinces of the Kingdom of 
__ Divided commonly into the H:ither or Upper 
(which 1s the more Northern), and the Further or 
Lower Calabria. The Saracens became Maſters of 
it about the year 827. and were expell'd in the 11th. 
Century'by the valour of the Celebrated Robere Gui- 
chard, a Norman ; who from a Souldier of For- 
tune, made himſelf Duke of Puglia and Calabria 
about the year 1059. being the head of a Line, which 
ſoon after in the Perſon of Roger II. attained the 
Crowns of Naples and Sicily. Calabria is very ſab- 
ject to Earthquakes. There is an Hiſtorical relation 
of one particularly which continued more or lefs from 
1638. to 1641. 

Calahozra, Calaguris, Clunia, a City of the 
Old Caſtile in the Taphan of Spain, upon the 
River Ebro, where it entertains the River Cidacos ds 
Caſtela; built upon an H:l in the limits of the Kingdom 
of Navarr, and was firſt made a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Tarragon, wv Sy Alexander VI. 
in 1498. but afterwards Subjected to the Archbiſhop 
of Burgos, The Biſhoprick ofCa/zada was united to 
this Sce in 1236. It lies 23 Leagues from Bajone 
to the South, in Long. 18. 50. Lat. 43. 26. Ste 
tilian and Prudentins were both of this City. The 
anttent Inhabitants of it, cal!'d Caliguritans, ſuſtain'd 
a Siege againſt Pompey with ſo much obſtinacy, as 
at lait to kill their very Wifes and Children, and falt 
them. like Pork , and Eat them for Proviſions, 
Pliny mentions twa Towns of this Name ; Cals- 
gurris Naſcica, and Caligurris Fibularia: the firſt 
was amongſt the People of Huſcs : the other in the 
Country of the Gaſcons, as ſome interpret him. 

Calais, Colerwm, Portus Iccius, a ftrong Town 
of Pacerdy in France, at the entrance of the Eng- 
hſp Channel, right over-againſt Dover. Taken by 
Edwerd Il. in 1347. after a fiege of a 11 Months, 
and loſt again by (Q.. Mary in lels than a Fartnight, 
in 1557. till whea tor,210 years together, we 
the Keys of France at our Girdles ; and that Princeſs 
accordingly reſenged: the. loſs, dying ſoon w_ - 
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Grief, as- if was thowght,. for it ; ſaying not long 
before her teath, chat zf ſhe were opened they. ſhould 
find Calais at her Heare. Cardinal A{bert took this 
Town from the Frenchin-1 596. but it was ſoon after by 
them recover'd, according to the Peace of Yervin in 
1598. The Country adjacent had heretofore - the 
Name of Caleres. Fhe Long, is 23. oo. Lat.: 51.

Calama;, Thyamns, a River of Epirus : it falls 
into the lon3an Sea, over againſt the Tfland: of Erg- 
cuſa, now Alicur ; between Corfu to: the North, and 
Cefaloma to the South.

Calamata, Thurs, a Fort, and an unwalled, but 
well Pcopted Town on the South of the Morea in the 
Province of Be{verore; oppoſite to Coron,from-whence, 
it is diſtant 4o Ermg/sſp Miles by Sea. This Caſtle 
or Fort was taken by ſurprize in 1659. and deſert= 
ed, but retaken in 1685. and is now Garrifonedþ 
the Venetians.

ers in Africa, near the River Major. 

Calamtanes, an Iſland of the Eaſt-Indies, which 
lics between Borneo and the Phzlippine Iſlands ; 
and is ſabject to a Prince of its own. 

Calarauega, or Calaroga, a ſmall Town in Old 
Caſtile in Spain, where $. Dominique de Guzman, 
the founder of the Order of the Preachers, was 


born. : 

Calatagirone, an inconſiderable ſmall Fown: im 
the Iſland of S:c:i/y, amongſt the Mountains : built 
upon the ruins of the antieat Calata : ſome ſpeak 
of another of this Name in the ſame Ifland. 

Calatajud, a Town of Aragon in Spain Built, 
2$ is ſuppoſed, by an Arab, left his own:Name 
to it. In Latin-called Bribilis Nowes, fronvits fitux- 
tion near the ruins of the antient Bs/bi/is, between 
Saragoſſs and Medina Cel. It ſtands in a Plain, 
Gut at the foot of a high Mountain, upon the River 
Aaton, which there recrives the River Baubula A 
 Iarge and handſom Town, ina fruitful-Country, with 
a Caſtle to: command and defend. it. 

Calatrava, Orerum, a City: of New Caſt#/e in 
Spain,. upon the River Guadzana,. 15 Leagues South 
of Toledo.. Taken fron the Moors by Sans Ih, 
i» 1158, who granting it'to the Templars, they dis 
ſtraſting the. ſtrength of the place, refagned it: up 
again to- him. Whereupon two: Ciſtercran' Monks 
undertook to: fortifie it, as they did: in: a ſhort time ; 
and upon a: new Grant of it to theiv Order, they 
Inſtituted: the. Order of the: Knights: of Calatravaz 
for the defence ef.it, which: was: confirm'd by Pope 
Alexander VII.. This: Order of Knights was begun 
in 1185. under: Alphonſus. the' Noble : at firſt: they 
had Maſters of their Order, but in 1489. that: Dige 
nity was annexed: to the' Crown; "Paul HE. granted 
them) leave: to: Marry: once.. The Order* hatli: 24: 
Mannors ogy ao to.it:.. Their Habit was 
at firſt the ſame with that of the. Ciſteravans, tit 
Pope: Benedit XHE diſpenſed withit.

Taleent, or Calicut, Calecutinm, a Kingdom in 
the Promontory of Malabar in' the Eaſt-bidies , 
taking, its Name from a City: ſeated! on the Weſtern 
Shivars: Longs 105. deg. Kong: and: Lat. 148. 22. 
It is under a Prince of its own, who has ſome o- 
ther Kings Tributary tohim: And inhabited /by Pagans, 
Mahometans, Arabians, the Chriſtians of $. Thomas, 
with the' Converts of the Mifſon; as to the: ſeveral 
Religions of the People. Not the King's: Sons, but 
the King's Siſters Sons ſucceed to- the Crown, - The 
City 1s very; great, and has no Walls; the European 
Merchants drive here a plentiful Trade. This: was 
the firit place in the Eaſt-Indies the Portugueſe 
diſcovered in 1498. Where at firlt they were kind- 
ly received by the King ; but afterwards he would 
have deſtroyed them at the' inſtigation of ſome 4- 
rabian Merchants, which neceflitated them to joyn 
with the King of Cochin againſt him. The Enghſb 
alſo have a good ſettlement here. 

Calemberg, a Country in the' Dutchy of Brun- 
ſwick in the lower circle of Saxony, lying along: the 
Weſer : it is a' part of the Sryle of the Duke of Brune 


ſwick, $ a Mountain in Auſtria, extended from the 


Danube to; the Save, and. divided into divers parts 
under as many different names: in Latin, Ceſins 
Mons, underitands the whole Mountain: 

Calepio, Calepium, a Town near Bergamo in 1- 
taly upon: the River Og/so, with a Vally to which 
1t 1imparts'its name.

King of Den- 
mark , with the laughter of all the Inhabitants, fa- 
ving thoſe who fled into the Caſtle, in 1611, : but 
was recovered by a Treaty in 1613. by Guſtavus A- 
dolphus, King of Sweden. It has a good Port, where 
the Swedes ordinarily Embark for Germany: And 
the Cittadel carries the greateſt Name of any in the 


North. 


Caine, a Market-Town in VV:l:ſhire, which is the 
capital of its Hundred, upon a River of the ſame 
name, running from Eaſt 'to Weſt into the Briſto/ 
Avon. There was a Synod held here in 977. where 
they ſay the Clergy preſented complaints againſt 
St. Dunſtan for his partiality to the Monks: but whilſt

Caloteron Or0;, Ohmpius, Meſinus, a Mountain 
now called the Monks Mount by the Greeks,and Geſchr- 
dag by the Turks, as Leunclavius ſaith ; it ſtands in 
the Confines of Bithynia, directly South of the fa- 


mous City of N:ce, and not far it. 


Calojero, Atalantia, a ſmall Iſland lying near 


Negroport. 


Calopitnica, Taurocinium, a River of Calabria, 
which falls into the Straits of Sicily, between the 


Promontory of Arms , and the City of Rego. 


 Caloze, Calor, a River of the Principate in the 
Kingdom of Naples, which riſeth from the Apennine, 


waſheth Benevento, and then falls into the Sabbato. 


Calpe, one of the Pillars of Hercules ; being a 
high Mountain in the Kingdom of Andaluſia in Spain, 
oppoſite to the antient Ab:la upon the Coaſt of A- 


frack, 


Calpurt, Colchis, a City of Armenia. 


Calſerp, a ſmall Town in the Kingdom of Lamba 
in the-Eaſt-Indies, under the Great Mogul; about 
25 Leagues from the Ganges: underſtood by ſome 


to be the Batan Ceſara of Prolomy. 


Calvary, Go/gotha, the holy Mount near the Walls 
of Zeruſalem to the South , on which our Saviour 
dyed. It is believed by divers of the Greek and La- 
tin Fathers, that Adam was buryed, and that Abra- 
ham offered to Sacrifice his Son Iſaac here. Adrian 
the Emperor, in derifion of Chriltianity, cauſed the 


Idols of Fupiter and YVenw to be Erected upon it ; 


which Conſtantine the Great and Helena his Mother 


demoliſhed, in the ſame place building a Church 
{ called Martyrion at firſt , now. S. Sepulchre ) not 
inferiour to the moſt beautiful one in the World. 
The Chriſtian Princes have many times beſtowed great 
Benefactions upon this Church. The Emperor He- 
raclius reedified it in 628. after it had been ruined 
by Choſroes King of Perſia in 615;-at his taking of 
| Feruſalem. The renowned Godfrey of Bowillon made 

large Additions to it in 1099. There are diſtinct 
Apartments init for the Latin, the Greek, the Ar- 
mentian, the Syrian, the Cophrite, and the Abyſſine 
Chriſtians: who ſhow you a Chappel, where the Croſs 
ſtood that bore the Sacrifice of our Saviours Body, 
called the Chappel of the Crucifixion: the place where 
| he was Embalmed, according-to the cuſtom of the 
Fetws; the place where he is ſaid firſt to appear tothe 
Bleſſed Virgin after his Reſurrection, called the Chap-' 
pel of the Apparition ; the Rock out of which his 
Sepulchre was hewn, and the Tomb itſelf illumina-: 
ted with 62 Lamps that burn continually. Here-are 
the Tombs of Godfrey of Bouzllon the firſt King of 
Feruſalem, and Baldwin I. his Brother, who ſucceed-: 
ed him in that Crown. ms 2 

Caivi, Cales, a ſmall City in the Terra ds Lavoro, 
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in the Kingdom of Naples, '6 Miles North of Capoua ; 

which tho it has not much above 20 Houſes, is a 

Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Capoua. It with- 

flood a Siege againſt the French and Turks in 1555. 

the Antients called it Cales. $S a Town in the Iland 

of Corſica with a Port and a conſiderable Fortreſs 
to the Gulph-of the ſame name, under the Genoueſe. 
Calpdon, an antient City of AZeolia in Greece ; 
ſometime adorned with an Epiſcopal See, and the 
Title of the Capital of the Country ; giving Name to 
a Foreſt therein. $ Alſo the antient_Appellation of 
a part of Scotland towards the County of Perth, in 
which Dunke/d ſtands: ſee Dunkeld. The ſame con- 
tinuing to the Northern Sea to this Day. 
Calydoni, a little Caſtle in the Vicentine in Italy, 
whence a Noble Family of Vicenza derives their 
Name, 
Calzada, Calciata, a ſmall City in old Caſtzle in 
Spain; once a Biſhops See, which is now removed to 
Calahorra, from whence it lies 12 Spaniſh Leagues 
to the Weſt. It is ſometimes called S. Domingo de 
la Calzada, from the- great Devotion of People to S. 
Dominich there. Henry II. King of Caſtile, dyed 
here in the year 1379. 
Calzan, Calzun, the Arabian Gulph. 
Camala, Emiſa. See Hama. 
Camarina, an antient Town of the Iſland of $:- 
cily, built in the year of Rome 150. according to Eu- 
ſebius, and long ſince ruined; leaving only its name 
to a River in the ſame Iſland. Its fituation near the 
purulent Lake of Camerina obliging the Inhabitants 
to drain that Lake up, whereby the Enemy obtained 
a Paſſage to take the Town, occaſioned the Known 
Proverb Camarinam movere. | 
Camb or Kamp, Cambus, a River of the Upper 
Auſtria in Germany, ſpringing towards the Frontiers 
of Bohemia, and ending in the Danube. 
Cambata, the Capital of the Kingdom of Guzu- 
rat; and a noble Port, lying in a very great Bay of 
the ſame Name; now ſubject to the great Mogul ; 
the City lies in Long 105, Lat. 22. 30. and is one 
of the greateſt, the richelt, the beſt traded Cities in 
the Eaſt-Indies ; ſeated in a fruitful Soil, and full of 
People : commonly called the Cairo of the Indzes ; 
whence the Kingdom of Guzerare is often named the 
Kingdom of Cambaia. It is walled with a fair 
Wall of Free-ſtone, hath very large Houſes, ſtraight 
and broad Streets ; greater than Surat, b:ing ren 
Leagues in compaſs; and hath 3 Baſars or Markee 
places, and 4 noble Tanks or Ciſterns, able to find 
the Inhabitants Water all the year: tho there is 7 
fathom Water in the Haven at high water, yet at 
low water the Ships lie dry in the Sand and Mud, 
which cover the bottom of it. The Inhabitants are 
partly Heathens, partly Mahometans. And in 1638. 
the Engliſh had here a Fattory, as Mandelſlo ac- 

uaints us; from whom the latter part of this De- 
cription 1s taken. 

Cambala, a City in Ching. See Peking : ſome 
repreſent it to be 24 Italzan Miles in compais, Cam- 
balu is the Maſcovian and Saracen Name for it; 
Peking the Indian. | 

Cambaya, Camboya or Camboge, a Kingdom in 
the Eaſt-Indies , over againſt the. Iſle of Borneo ; 
bounded on the Weſt with the Kingdom of Sram, 
and on the Eaft-with that of Cochin. - It is Tributary 
to. the King of Siam. This Kingdom is almoſt e- 
qually divided by a vaſt River, which in Fuly and 
Auguſt overflows. all the Country ,-. as the Nile doth 


Egypre. The King of it is a great Friend to the Por- 


tugueſe, as he of Szam' is to the Dutch, Upon the 
moſt Eaſtern Branch ( for there are. 3) of the River 
mentioned before, ſtands Cambodia the principal City, 
built upon a rifing Ground to prevent the yearly Des; 

luges. 
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luges. This Kingdom is extream fruitial, but not 
potent, the King not being able to bring above 25 
or 30000 Men into the Field : firſt diſcoverd by A/- 
phonſos d' Albuquerque in 1511. as Mandeiſlo faith. 
Cambodia lies in Long. 135. oo. Lat. 10, 35. 

Cambzayp, Cameracum, called by the Flandrians 
Camerich, a City of Hainault upon the Scheld; 
Guicciardin faith it is a great, fair, ſtrong City, and 
has a ſtrong Caſtle built by Charles V. That 1t a- 
bounds in excellent publick Buildings, eſpecially the 
Cathedral is very great and beautiful: that 1t 1s po- 
pulous and rich, and was a very antient Biſhoprick, 
under the Archbiſhop of Rhemes; but in 1559. ex- 
empted by Pope Paul 1V. and erected into an Arch- 
biſhoprick, The firſt place the French poſlefſed 
themſelves of, after they came out of Germany, in 
1445. Aﬀter this it became an Imperial City and 
continued fo till Charles V. in 1543- built a Citta- 
del in it, and annexed it to his own Dominions. The 
French, who all along pretended a Right to 1t, at 
laſt in 1677. took it by force after a ſharp detence. 
The Archbiſhops are honored with the ſtyle of Dukes 
of Cambray, Earls of Cambreſis, and Princes of the 
Empire. Cambreſis is-a conliderable Territory be- 
twixt Picardy, Flanders, Artois, and Hamault : ex- 
treamly fruitful, and adorned with a Caſtle of its 
own Name, in which Henry II. of France and the 
King of Spain Celebrated that Treaty of Peace 1n 
1559. which the French ſay was molt difacdvantage- 
ous to them. It lies 4 Leagues from Doway South, 
in Long. 26. 05. Lat. 49 45- | 

Cambzta, the antient Name of the Principality of 
Wales : more eſpecially of the Weſtern part thereof to- 
wards Ireland. 

Cambyedgeſhire, hath on the Eaft Suffo!/k and 
Norfolk, on the Weſt Huntington and Bedford, on 
the South Harford, and on the North Lincolnſhire ; 


the River Ouſe divides it almoſt in the midft. To- _ 


wards the South end of the County lies the Town 
which gives it its Name. Mr. Camden faith it is 
called Camboritum, being ſeated upon the Eaſt Bank 
of the River Cam, which is here paſſed by a Bridge. 
This is one of the antientelt and nobleſt Univerſittes 
in Chriſtendom ; having 16 Colleges and Halls en- 
- dowed, or Nurſeries in it of Piety and Learning; 
the moſt antient of which is Peter Houſe, founded 
in 1257. by Hugh Baſham, a Sub-Prior ; before 
which time there was only Hoſtels, wherein the Scho- 
fars maintained themſelves. This place ſends 4 Bur- 
geſles to the Parliament, 2 ſor the Town, and 2 for 
the Univertity- Tt has been dignified with the Title 
of an Farldow in ſeveral eminent Perſons ; and lately 
of a Dukedom in 4 Sons of Ring Fames I. when 
Duke of Nork, who all dyed very young, Long. 21. 
49. Lat. 52.30. $ The Engliſh have given the Name 
of Cambridge to x Town in New England allo fituated 
upon the River Merrimrch, and beautified with fere- 
ral fair Streets, beſides 2 Colleges, in which they 
aim at the Figure of an Univerfity. 

Cameiford, a Market-Town in the County of 
Cornwal in the Hundred of Leſnewth. EE * 

Camerino, Camerinum, an Epiſcopal City in the 
Marca Ancomitana, in the Dominions of the Church. 
Seated at the'foot of the Apermnine, upon the River 
Chiento, which entereth the Adriatich Sea, 25 Miles 
South of Ancona, This was a' conſiderable place in 
the time of the. aitient Remars ; and has ſometime 
ſigce born the Title of a Dukedom. Leander gives 
it a ſtrong Situation and plenty of People, which aft 
s rarely found in theſe Iralar” inland Cities. He 


fays alſo, there was another Town of this Name in 
Campaynia di Roma, which they call now Camerots. 
It lies 24 Miles Eaſt of Spoleeo, Long. 36, 43. Lat. 
ag ape” 290% 
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Calntn, ' Canmiuz, a mall City in the further 
Pomerania, which 13 a Biſhops Sze under the Arch- 
biſhop of Gniſen, whereas heretofore it belonged ta 
Magdeburg. It ſtands on the Eaſtern Shoar of the 
River D:wenow [ Qdera} over againſt the Iſland of 
Wolimſche, not above a Mile from the Baltich Sea, 
and about 7 from Stein to the North. This belongs 
to the Dake of Brandenburgh, by the Treaty of 
Weſtphalia, and has imbraced the Auguſtan Confeſſt- 
on. Long. 39. 3a. Lat. 54 12. 

Caminiec. See Kaminzeck. | 

Campagnano, Campaniano, Acheron, a River of 
the Province of Calabria, flawing from the Apennine 
and falling into the Tyrrhenien Sea, about 8 Miles 
South of Amantea, over againſt Stromboli; a fla- 
ming Mountain in an Iſland of that Name. 

Tampagna, a City of the Kingdom of Naples, in 
the Prencipato, which is a Biſhops See under the 
Archliſhop of Conza ; with the Title of a Marquiſate, 
It ſtands between the Rivers of Arro and Tuza, 16 
Miles from Salerno to the Eaſt, and 11 from the 
Shoars of the Mediterranean Sea to the Eaſt alſo. 

Campagnia di Boma, a Province of Italy, un- 
der the Dominion of the Pope ; on the Welt it has 
S, Peters Patrimony, on the North Sabina, on the 
South the Mediterranean Sea, and on the Eaſt the 
Kingdom of Naples ; Rome itſelf ſtands in this Pro- 
vince, and it contains the far greateſt part of the an- 
tient Larzum; the inland parts are fruitful and popu- 
lous ; thoſe towards the Sea are little inhabited, by 
reaſon of the unwholſomneſs of the Air, tho other- 
wile the Country is plain and fruitfal enough. 

Campantr, 4/tacapra, a City of the hither Eaſt- 
Indies. 

Campden, a Market-Town in Glouceſterſhire in 
the Hundred of Kz/tg ate : the Earl of Gainesborough, 
Viſcount Campaen has a Seat here. 

Campen, Campania, a Town in Stiria. $ There 
is another of the ſame Name in Over-17el in the 
Low Countries, upon the Weſtern Banks of the 77/el, 
near the Zuider Zee, 5 Miles from Daventer to the 
North-Eaſt. It was heretofore an Imperial free City, 
but long fince exempted, and under the Seates Gene- 
ral, In 1672+ taken by the French, and the year 
following deſerted. - It is a great, jovely, and impor- 
tant-place; and was the Birthplace of Alberrus Pig- 
hius , a very learned Man. Long. 27. 14. Lat.$2. 42+ 

Campiano, a ſmall Town in the State of the Val- 
ley of Taro in Italy, near the River Toro. It is an 
unportant Paſs, and therefore carefully fortified by 
the Duke of Parma. | 

Campeach, a City belonging to the Spaniards, in 
the Weſt-Indies, taken Captain Mynes an Ex- 
£sſh Man in 1662, being deſerted by the Inhabitants. 
The Ergliſh took here 5o peices of Canon, 14 Ships, 
and the Governor Priſoner. 45 ani 

Campas Pliozuen, a celcbrated place in the Iſland 
of Sicily, near Catania: {a called from the 2 Bro- 
thers Amphinomws and Anapus, that carried their Fa- 
ther ar-d Mother upon their Shoulders kaither out of 
the flames of Erna, Vol, Max, i 

Cana, a Town in the Tribe of Ja#ulon in Galr- 
lee in the Holy Land : heretofore famous for the firſt 
Miracle of our Saviours :operation: on Earth, at the 
Mauriage of Simon Ze/ores acconding to N: s 
Calixtus, or of S. Fohn the Evangelsſt, according 
others. Now a poor Villa inhbes nance but 
Turks. For the Ohurch whach Helexa the Mother of 
Conſtantine, built in the place of that Houſe where - 
our Saviour cclobrated the Marriage, has beea Jong 
lince converted mto x Maſque. Natbange! was an 
inhabitant of this Town. 

Canada, New France, a large Country in the 
North 4merica, diſopvered firit by the French, ar 
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by them inhabited. It lies North of New-England. 
Quebec is the chief Colony of it The Savages ſpeak 
different Languages : and here, as 1n other parts of 
America, they have a cuſtom to eat their Enemies 
taken in War ; a fate that particularly befel Fohn Ver- 
razan a Florentine, who firſt took poſſeſſion of this 
Country in the name of Francis I. King of France 
in 1525. Thete is a very great River of the ſame 
Country, already known to run 500 Leagues, full 
of large Iſlands, and about 3o Leagnes broad at the 
mouth, called Canada by the Natives, by the French 
S. Larvrence, from their entrance into it upon that 
day. The Saguenay and the Three Rivers fall into 
its Channel from the North. 

Cananoz, a Kingdom in the Promontory of Ma- 
labar, on this ſide the Ganges in the Eaſt=Indies ; 
abutting upon the River Gangerocora ; 25 Leagues 
in length along the Coaft , with a City of the fame 
Name ſometime fince taken by the Hollanders. The 
Iſlands of Divandurou and Malicut amongſt the Mal- 
aives are ſubject to this King. 

Canara, a Kingdom on this ſide the Gulph of 
Bengala in the Eaſt-Indies in the Promontory of 
Malabar, ſeparated from the Kingdom of Malabar 
to the South by the River Gangerocora, and from 
that of Cuncan to the North by the River Aga, It 
is Tributary to the Great Mogul: by ſome called 
Tulamar, and at perpetual Enmity with the Kingdom 
of Malabar. 

Canary I/tes, Canarre, are 7 Iſlands over againſt 

the Coaſt of Lybia Inter:or, fo called from Canaria, 
the principal of the number, in which the Spaniſh 
Governor reſides ; being about 20 Leagues 1n circuit, 
and ennobled with a large, handſom, populous City 
of the ſame Name, which is an Epiſcopal See. Theſe 
were called by the Antients the Fortunate I/lands, in 
general : but their particular Names are Canaria, Te- 
neriff, the Ifle of Palmes, the Iſle of Iron, Fuerte- 
Ventura, Gomera, and Lancelote; and becauſe a 
great number of Dogs was found in them in antient 
times, therefore ſays P/sny, they had all the Name of 
the Canaries. In one of theſe the firſt Meridian is 
- uſually fixed, viz. Teneriff. They are are much fre- 
quented for their excellent Wines, and Merchandiſes, 
by the Engliſh and other Nations. After the know- 
ledg of them had been loſt for many Ages, they 
were firſt diſcovered again in 13309. Vid. Azores. 
About the year 1344. Lewis de la Cerda, Grandſon 
to Aſphenſus XN. King of Caſtile and Earl of Cler- 
mont, undertaking. the Conqueſt of them, thereby 
to introduce the Chriſtian Faith, was Crowned King 
of the Canaries by Pope Clement VI. He in his de- 
fign failing, they were afterwards granted to Fohn 
Betancourt, according as it is already remarked un. 
der the Word Azores. 

Canathus, a Fountain in the Morea, in the Pro- 
vince of Napols ds Romania, celebrated by the anti- 
ent Poets for a Fiction of Funo's waſhing herſelf eve- 


ry year therein to reſtore her + coy" S Allo a 
City in Czeloſyria in Aſia, which has ſometime been 


a Biſhops Sce under the Archbiſhop of Baſtro, men- 
tioned by Prolomy. | 

Canaveſe, a Country in the principality of P:ed- 
mont, betwixt the Eity Furea and the River Po: 
yielded to the Duke of Savoy by the Treaty of Que- 
raſque in 1631. | 

Tanche, Cantius, Quentia, a River of Picard), 
ſpringing near Blavincour in Artors, paſſing by Lig- 
ny ſur Canche, receiving the Ternoss at Heſdin, and 
falling into the Ocean at Monire::l and Eſtaples. 

Cancheu, a great City in the Province of Kzang /i 
in China, with a Territory of the fame Name that is 
honored with the Government of a Viceroy, ( diſtinct 
trom the Viceroy of Kjang/i) who reſides in this 
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City, and commands aiſo ſome Towns itif the Pro: 
vinces adjacent of Fokren, Quantung and Huquarg. 
It 18 a place of extraordinary Tr:ide and concourſe. 

 Candahar, Candahara, the Capital of the Pro- 
vince of that Name, belonging to the Kingdom of 
Perſia, and one of the greateſt inland Cities of 4/ia; 
ſeated on the Eaftern Shoar of the River Balcar, 
which running Northward, falls into the Oboenger, 
which [aſt by Oxus or Gehun is conveyed in the 
Caſpian Sea. On the Eaſt it is defended by a ſtrong 
Wall, on the Weſt by an high Mountain; in the 
middle of it is a Rock, on which is built a Caftle. 
The Suburbs are greater than the City, and much 
frequented by the Perſian and Indian Merchants, who 
paſs to and fro through it, It lies in Long. 110. 
Lat. 34. 40. This City has been often taken ard 
retaken between the Mogul and the King of Perſia, 
till at liſt the latter poſſeſſed himſelf of it and Kill 
keeps 1t. 

Cande, or Candes, Candenſss Vicus, a Town in 
the Province of Touraine in France, upon the Loyre z 
where S. Martin the Biſhop, ſo much extolled by 
Sulpitius Severus who writes his Life, dyed Nov. 11. 
An. Dom. 400. $ Likewiſe a River in Languedoc 
falling into the Aveirou. 

Candea or Cand:, the moſt conſiderable King. 
dom in the Iſland of Ceylan in the Eaſt-Indies ; and 
a great and populous City, the capital thereof, upon 
the River Trinquilemale. 

Candelt, an antient People of the Gu'ph of Ara- 
bia, call'd heretofore Ophicmages, from their eating of 
Serpents. 

Candelazo, a River of the Kingdom of Naples, 
ſpringing out of the Apernine Mountains in the Caps- 
tanata,and ending in the Adriatich near Manfredonia; 

Candelona, or Candelora, a Town and principality 
in the Province of Caramania in the lefitr 4/ia. The 
Town ftands upon the Bay of Laiazzo, between the 
lefler 4/ia and Syria, eight Miles from Antioch to the 
North, and 5 from Scanderoon to the South. | 

Candia, Crets, Fovis Inſula in Virgil (being here- 
tofore conſecrated to him) is one of the nobleſt Iſlands 
in the Mediterranean Sea , lying oppoſite to the 
Mouth of the Archipelago. In Length from Eaſt to 
Weſt two hundred and fifty Miles, in Breadth fixty, 
in Circuit five hundred and forty. Heretofore it was 
full of a hundred potent Cities, and thence call'd He- 
catompolis, moſt of which are now ruined. To omit 
the more antient Story of this Iſland; it was granted by 
Baldwin Earl of Flanders to the Earl of Montisferar, 
who in 1194. fold it to the Yenetians, ' Others ſay, 
that when the Latins in 1204 took Conſtantinople,this 
and the other Iſlands in the /Zgean Sea fell to the Ve- 
netians for their ſhare. In 1645. the Turks invaded 

it, and in 1669. by taking of Cand:a poſleſs'd them- 
ſelves of all but two or three Forts upon the Sea. The 
inland Parts are very mountainous, yet fruitful, eſpe- 
cially of Wines and other ſuch Fruits; , but it wants 
Corn. Whilſt it was under the Yenetians, it was fo 
populous, that they might raiſe in it C6000 Men. 
The Language there then ufed was the vulgar Greek, 
and they were accordingly of the Greek, Church, though 
with a mixture of the. Larin Service in ſome places. 
Now divided into four Territories or juriſdictions, 
call'd Candia, Canea, Rettina, and Sittza, from the 
four Principal Cities in it of thoſe Names. Long. 5r. 
Lat. 34. S. Candia, the chief City of the Iſle of 
Crete, called by the Greeks Caſtro, and Candax,. as 
an Archbiſhop's See, great, rich and populous, as long 
as it continued in the Hands of the Fenerians. And 
ſtood the longeſt Siege againſt the Turks of any place 
in the World, but was at laſt forced to ſubmit, Sep- 
tember 277. 1669. upon Conditions very honourable, 
after a Blockade of 22 Years, from 1645. to gp 
atl 
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and a Siege of two more; from 1657.'to' 1669. In 
which ſpace the Turks are thought to have loſt about 
600000 Men before it. It lies on the Northern ſhoar 
of that Iſland, fomething nearer to the Weſtern End.

A City that was never fortunate, 
and is now declining into ruins... It was built by the 
Lombard: upon the River Voltorno, and advanced 
toa Biſhoprick by P. Fohn KIV,in 968. Two Leagues 
from the Ruines of the famous antient Capoua, i that 
delicious City, as they call'd.it, which compared 1t- 
ſelf witly Rome and Carthage, and ſo debauched.the 
Army of Hannibal with its pleaſures, in one Winter 
that they quartered there after the Battle of Carne, 
that they were not capable of beating the Romans a- 
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ny more; . I1 114, Pope. Gelaſius I; held a Councit 
here, in which the Emperour Henry V. was Excom- 
municated, together, with Gregory, VIII. an Antipope. 

Tappadocta, a Province of Aſia Miner, bounded 
to the Eaſt by the;,Lefſſer Armenia, to the South 
Cilicia, to the Weſt Pamphyiia and Galatia; and 
to the North. by the Euxine Sea.,, It has been twice 
a Kingdom. The. firſt time for 470 years ſucceſſive. 
ly, till the Romans overcame and changed it into a 
Province. . The {econd, fromthe 12th; Century to 
the year 1461. by the Title of the Kingdom of Ty e- 
biſonde from the City Trebiſonda, till Mahomer- 1. 
Emperour of; the: Turks took; and carri'd the King 
priſoner into Greece. It is now known by. the name of 
Tocat.

Capzaia, Capraria, gilium, is a ſmall Iflarlth in 

the Tyr7hentan Sga, on the: Confines of the States of 
Genoua, between the Coaſt of Ttaly to the Eaſt 
and the I{land of iCorſica to the Weſt : to which laſt 
it belongs, and is therefore ſubject to. the State of 
Genoua : it is 18; Miles in compaſs, and has a Caſtle 
for its ſecurity againſt Pyrats: full of Mountains, but 
yet not barren.nor unpeopled ; and chiefly abounds 
in Goats, (from whence it. hath its Name,) and ex- 
cellent Wines ; -36 Miles South-from, the States of 
Genoua, and 24 from Corſica. There'js another Iſlard 
of the ſame Name -in the Adrzatick Sea upon the 
Coaſt of Apulia; and La Palma, one. of the Canary 
Iſlands, was antiently call'd Caprarzia. 

Capzarola, a ſtately and magnificent Palace in 
S. Peters Patrimony in Italy, 25 miles from Rome 
near Viterbo,belonging to the D.of Parma andbuilt in 
the laſt Age by Cardinal Alexander Farneſe. It is par- 
ticularly remark'd for a whiſpering Room in it, where 
four Perſons at feyeral Corners ſhall underſtand the 
loweſt whiſpers of one to another, whilſt thoſe in 
the middle of the Room cannot here a word that is 
ſaid. It is one of the nobleſt ſtructures in all Teaty. 

Capzt, Caprea, an Iſland belonging to the King- 
dom of Naples, famous for the Seceſſion of Tiberius 
Ceſar, who lived here in great privacy in the latter 
part of his Reign, ſpending his time in Debauchery 
and Villany. It lies in the Tyrrhenian Sea, at the 
Mouth of the. Bay. of Naples, about 3 mil-s from 
the Cape of Campanella, and is about 12 in compaſs. 
The chief Towr of it is called by the: ſame Name, 
and 1s a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Amaif; 
ſeated at the South End of the Ifland. The Biſhops 
beſt revenue comes from Quazls, which twice in the 
year reſort in vaſt numbers to this Iſland ; whence 
ſome have called him the Biſhop of Quar/s. This 
Iſland is much mentioned in the Writers of the Life 
of Tiberius, and other Roman Hiltorians. 

Capſa, an antient Town in Libya Intersor, defend. 
ed by the Sands and Serpents of the Deſarts that envi- 
ron 1t on all ſides better than any Walls and Ramparts 
could do, ſay Saluſ# and Florus. | 

Carabesg, Peluſavn, the moſt Eaſtern Month of 
the N:le. 

Carabogaana, one of the Names of 'Mo/dav:a. 

Caragoza, Ceſar Auguſta. See Saragoza. . 

Caraman, Caramania, a Province »; the Leſſer 
Aſia, extended from Eaft to Weſt upon the Med:- 
terranean Sea, oppolite to the Ifle of Cyprus ; this 
Country had heretofore Princes of its own, but has 
now for many Apes been ſubject to the Turks ; it 
includes the antient Provinces of Cs/icia, Pamphylia, 
and a part of Cariza, One of the potenteſt Viceroys 
or Beplerbegs of the Turkiſh Empire, takes his Title 
from this Province, tho his Juriſdiction 1s ſomewhat 
larger. The principle Cities in -1t are Cognz, Antio- 
chia, and Satulia, There is another Caramanta or 
Carnania, a large Country in Perſia, bounded on 
the Eaſt with Gedro/ia or C:rcan, on the Weſt with 
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Fa fi, Suvleſtan to the North, and the Gulph of Or- 
mus With the Indzan Ocean to the South: Contain- 
ing the Provinces of Guadel, Dulcinda, and Ormus. 
It 18 now called Kherman, after its capital City, 
which ſtands upon the River Beſſiry. The Nor- 
thern part 1s rather barren ; but the middle is bleſſed 
with fruitful Vales. 

Caramit, Amida, Ammea, the capital City of 
Meſopotamia, which is an Archbiſhops See upon the 
River Tigr:zs. Heretofore called Conſtantia, from 
Conſt antius the Emperour. The Romans in this place 
received a great defeat by the Parthians. Long. 75. 
oo. Lat. 39. Zo. according to the lateſt Maps. It 
is ſecured with good Walls, and 360 Towers.

1n Africa, and the Rival of Rome ; generally ſuppo- 
ſed to be built by Queen Dido, a Thrian Princeſs, 4n. 
Munds, 3725. 72 years after Rome, 874 years before 
the Birth of our Saviour. But then Fuſtin makes it 
to be built before Rome, and Appian before the Ru- 
in of Troy , and this is now thought the more pro- 
bable Opinion. The Learned Yoſſius in his Book de 
Magnitudine Urbium , is confident that it was not 
only built before the Trojan War, but in its greateſt 
Dignity, Extent and Power before that time ; and 
that Dido wagonly the Repairer of it, and that it was 
much older than Tyre itfelf.. But however certain 
it is, that it was a Phenician Colony. It ſubjected 
by degrees, not only all Lybia, but a great part of 
the adjacent Iſlands, and the greateſt part of Spain 
and Sicily, It ſuſtained 3 fharp Wars with Rome, the 
firſt laſted 24 years, the ſecond 18, and had ended in 
the Ruin of Rome, if the Carshagrinians had but ſup- 
plied their General effeCtually , and in- time. The 
third laſted 3. years, and ended in the tota/ ſubverſion. 
of this City, An. Mundi 3803. Yet it was made a

years after the Ruin of it ; and was, as Yet. Pater- 
culus affirms, - the firſt Colony the Romans ſent out 
of Italy. Afﬀter 'this it flouriſhed greatly, and the 
Primate of it had 125 Suffragan Biſhops uhder him. 
A Council held here in the year 348. condemned the 
Rebaptization of ſuch as were baptized by Hereticks. 
And divers others were here atſembled in the Primi- 
tive Apes, ſometimes by the Catholick. Prelates, ſome- 
times by the Schiſinaticks and Hereticks , as they are 
called in the Languages of their reſpective Commu.- 
nities, An, Chriſti 432, it was taken by Genſericus 
King of the FYandals. In the year 533, under the 
Reign of Fuſtinzan, it was recovered back to the Ro- 
man Empire. About the year 632, it fell into the 
hands of the Saracens, who made it Tributary only ; 
before the year 684, they took it again, and treated 
the Inhabitants with. great cruelty. - About 690, Fu- 
ſtinian 11. recovered it again from them. _ About the 
year 703, the Saracens returned the third time, and 
made a third Conqueſt of it , ever ſince which time 
they bave enjoyed 'it to the total ruin of Chriſtianity, 
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and when in 126g. it was again retaken by Leris IX. 
the Saracens ſoon recovered it, and totally ruined it-

Caſchaw, Caſſov:a, a City of the Upper Hungary, 
and Capital of the Province Abanvivar, ſeated upon 
the rapid River of Hewath, or Kyunnert, which ſoon 
aſter falls into that of Tarc;a, which enters the Ti- 
biſeus by Dob. This City 1s under the Emperor as 
King of Hurgary ; but was lately in a manner free, 
till ſetting up Count Tecke/y as their King, 1t was re- 
taken by the Imperzal:ſts in 1685. who have fince 
bridled them with a very ſtrong Garriſon. It isvery 
well fortified , and hasj the beſt Arſenal in all Hun- 
gary: about 4 German Miles from Eſperzes to the 
South, and 11 trom Agria to the North-Eaſt, Long. 
43 32. Lat. 48. 32+ 

Caſcar, or Kaſghar, by others called Chazalg, a 
City and Kingdom in Turqueſtan, in Tarrary. The 
Kingdem of Thzber itands South of it, 

« aferta, [ Caſerta] a ſmall City in the Terra d: 
L avoro, in the Kingdom of Naples, near the River 
Velturno ; which is a Principality, and a Biſhops See 
under the Archbiſhop of Cane: from whence it 
ſtands 4 Miles to the Eaſt: Not much inhabited: 

.Caſilimar, Halys, a River of Paphlagonia in Aſia 
the Leſs, This falls into the Enx:ne Sea, 20 Miles 
Welt of Amiſum, now Simiſo. 

Cathel, Caſſi/za, Caſſelia, a City of the Province 
of Munſter, and County of Tipperary, not far from 
the River Sewer ; built upon'a Hill, and made an 
Archbiſhops See by Pope Eugenins III. but now 
meanly Peopled, having ſuffered much from the En- 
gl:ſh. Tt ſtands 23 Miles North of Waterford. In 
1650. it was almoſt wholly burnt down. There was 
a Council held in this City in the year 1171. 

Caſimambous, a People of the Iſle of Madagaſcar 
of the race of thoſe Arabians which the Calif of 
Mecca 4iſpatched thither about 200 years ago to in- 
ſtruct the Natives in the Arab:ick Language. ' 

Caſius, ſee Liſon, a Mountain of Egype ; at the 
foot whereof ſtood heretofore a Town called Cafium, 
famous for the Sepulchre of Pompey and a Temple 
of Fupiter. | 

Callora, Caſtulo, a City in the Kingdom of An- 
daluzi4 in Span, upon the River Guadalsmar, which 
has ſometime been a Biſhops See under the Archbi- 
ſhop of To/edo. Famous for the Defeat of the Moors 
in the year 1202, in the Reign of Aiphonſus King 
of Caſtile; the Chriſtians killing 200000 of them 
upon the ſpot near this place. 

- The Caſptan Sea, was named at firſt the Sea of 
Choſar, from a great Granchild of Noah : Nubius in 
his Geography ſtiles it the Sea of Thaviſthan. 'The 
Moors call it and the Gulph of Arabia, Bohar Cor- 
fun ; the Perſians call both Kylſum ; the Greek and 
Latin Writers, the Caſpian and Hyrcanian Sea; the 
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Muſcovites, Guaienskoy-more. The Antients general- 
ly thought' it a Bay of tne Great Indian Ocean, or 
that it had ſome Communication with th e Eux- 
#ne Sea. Though a vait number of Rivers fall into 
this Sea, yet- 1t 1s not perceived any way to increaſe. 
It is in length from | North to South 120 Miles, in 
breadth go. Some repreſent it 800 Miles long and 
650 broad. In the Winter for the moſt part frozen. - 
It is in effedt no other than a great Lake. The Wa- 
ters of it are as ſalt as any other ; yet it neither Ebs 
nor flows, nor has any Iſlands. This Sea has the 
Kingdom of Aſtracan on the North, Per/ia on the 
—*, Circaſſia on the Welt, and Caratanſea on the 
aſt. 


Caſzxiae Pore, are certain difficult Paiſes through 
the Rocks and Mountains near the Caſpian Sea, in 
the Province of Schirvan in Perſia; only large e- 
nough for a fingle Chariot 8000 paces together, 
leading to the Citics of Tefiis and Derbent ; whence 
they are ſometimes called the Gates of Teflis; and 
Derbent amongſt the Turks Temir Caps, that 
is, the Iron Gate : fee Derbent. $ The Caſpian 
Mountains are a Chain of Mountains extended 
from North to; South in Aſia, betwixt Arme- 
nia and the Caſpian Sea. $S The Caſprit were an an- 
tient People amongſt the Scyrhians upon the Borders 
of the ſame Sea. | 

Caſſandt, a ſmall Iſland upon the Coaſt of Flan. 
ders over againſt / Ecluſe, with a Village in it and a 
Fortreſs under the Hollander. 

Caſlano, a City in the Hither Calabria in the King- 
dom of Naples, and a Biſhops See under the Arch- 
biſhop of Coſenza, with the Title of a Principality : 
ſituate near a ſmall River call:d Lione. $S Alſo a 
great Town in the Mzs/aneſe upon the River Adda, 
between Crema and Bergamo. 

Caſſsl, a City in the Marquiſate of Heſſex, upon 
the River Fuld, which is well fortified. It ſtands 13 
German Miles from Marpurg, in the Confines of the 
Dukedom of Brunſwick ; the uſual Reſidence of the 
Landgraves of ' Heſſen : antiently called Caſtelum 
Cattorum. It is a large City, well built and fortified 
and the Capital of 'the ſaid Landgravate. $ Caſſel 


, or Mont-Caſſel, Caſtellum Morinorum, a {mall Town 


in Flanders, 4 Leagues from Bergue $. Vinoch, and 
at an equal diſtance from Aire; in a good Soil, and 
well fortified, with a conſiderable Juriſdiction belong- 
ing to it. It has been taken and retaken upon divers 
Occalions ; but moſt memorable for the Battle here 
fought Apr. 11. 1677. betwixt the French com- 
manded by the Duke of Orleans, and the Dutch and 
Spaniſh Armies commanded by the Prince of Orange, 
who propoſing to relieve S. Omers ( then befieged by 
the Duke) was repulſed in this Battel-: fo that the 
Town yielded to the French within a few days after. 
- Caſſemir, or Chiſmeer, a Province of the Em- 
pire of the Great Mogul , in thei hither Eaſt-Indies 
towards Tartary. | | 
_ Caſlenenil, a ſmall Town in theCounty of Agenczs 
in Guyenne 1n France, upon the River Lot, 5 Leagues 
from Agen. Formerly adorn'd with a Palace Royal, 
in which the Emperor Charles the Great took particu- 
lar Delight, and Lewis the Debonnarre his Son was 
bornin 778: .:- - Chiral) 5. 

Caſſenti, a Town upon the Garonne in the Dioceſe 
of Bazas, in Guyenne in France. Heretofore adorn'd 
with a Palace-Royal, which diſputes the. Honor of 
being the Birth-Place of Lewss the Debonnaire with 
the precedent Caſſeneuil, | 

Cafſian;. or Caſchan, a large, handſome, pepulous 
and trading City in the Province of Hyerach in Perſia, 
in a Plainz13 Days journey from Hipahan in the Way 
to the. Caſpian Sea; only it wants good Water, and 
the people are infeſted with Scorpions. 
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about 3 Miles from the Sea, and not fir from Ces 


Caſſin, or Mont-Caſſin, a celebrated Abbey in the 
Terra di Lavoro.in the Kingdom of Naples ; built by 
S. Benedi& the Patriarch of the Occidental Monks, 
and inhabited by him.; .There was heretofore a City 
of the ſame Name at the Foot of the Hill upon which 
this Abbey ſtands. It was an Epiſcopal. See under the 
Pope; but falling into Ruines, the See beeame. united 
with that of S. Germain, a City that has ſprung out 
of thoſe Ruines of Caſſn. F Tne304.21 

Caſſiopeta, -an antient City and- Territory 'in the 
Kingdom of Epirus in Greece, upon the Frontiers of 
Macedonia. It - has had the Honor of an Epiſcopal 
See, and is a different Place from the Caſſiope of Pliny 
and Ptolemy, which ſtands to the Sea in4he ſame King- 
dom, and isnow, called Foannina, . 

Caſliterides, the antient Name of two Iſlands upon 
the Northern Coaſt of Galecia in Spain, given them 
by the Greeks from the White Lead they found in 
them. Now call'd Xigarga, andS. Cyprian. They lie 
oppoſite tothe Cap d' Orteguere.. 

Caſſopo, a Town in the North of the Iſland of Cor- 
fou, heretofore called Caſſiopera, and famous for a 
Temple dedicated to Fupiter. | It is now nothing 
more than a ruin'd Fortreſs, beſides a Church under 
the Care of ſome religious Greeks; where they 
have a Figure of the B. Virgin that is famed for do- 
ing of Miracles. 

Caſſovia. Yide ſupra Caſchaw. This City was 
granted to Bethlehem Gabor, by Ferdinand II. in 
1620, | 
_ Caſſabfa, or Caſſuben, a Duatchy in the Province 
of Pomerania in Germany, under the Elector of 
Brandenburg, between the Baltich Sea, Pruſſia, and 
Stetin. Colberg is one of its Principal Towns. 

 Caſtabala, Peraſia, an antient City of Cz/icza in 
Aſia Minor, upon the Confines of Syria and the 
Gulph of Lajazzo, between Anazarbe and Adana. 
Diana had formerly a famous Temple in her Honor 
here. 

Caſtalius, a Fountain of Phoczs in Greece, dedi- 
cated by the antient Poets to Apollo and the Muſes. 

Caſtanovitza, a-Caſtle on the River Vn, which 
divides Croatia from Boſnia; ſurrendred to Prince 
Louis of Baden, Aug. 14. 1688. 

C aftel-Aragoneſe, a itrong Town in the Iſle of 
Sardignia. 

Caſtel-Bologneſe, a Town in the Province, of 
Romagna in Italy under the Pope, betwixt Imo/a and 
Fazen{a. 

C aſte!-Durante, a Town in the Dutchy of Ur- 
bino in the States of the Church, in [taly: famous for 
curious Earthen-ware. 

Caſtei-Gandolphe, a Town in the Campagna di 
Roma in Italy, 12 Miles from Rome, where the Pope 
has a Manſion of pleaſure. A Lake of the ſame 
Name, formerly call'd A/bano, ſtands on one fide of 


It. 

 Caſftel-Geloux, a Town and Bailywick in tae Pro- 
vince of Guienne in France upon the River Avance : 
Honoured with a Collegiate Church, in which the 
Dukes of A/bret lie interred. 

Caſtel 4 Mare, or Caſel! a Mere di ſtabia, Sta- 
bie, a City in the Terra di Lavoro in the Kingdom 
of Naples, with an Epiſcopal See under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Sorrento. It has a commodious Port upon 
the Gulph of Naples. The French took it in 1654. 

Caſtel 4 Mare della Brucca, an antient City in 
the Hither Principate in the Kingdom of Naples, 
betwixt St. Severino and the Gulph of Sa/erno. It 
has been an Epiſcopal See, but not now fo confide- 
rable as formerly. The Antients call it. He/za, Elea, 
and Heelea. | IF 

Caſtel-Tozneſe, a ſmall Town built upon a. high 
Ground in the Province of Belvedore in the Morea, 


Torneſe. Aﬀter the taking of Patras, and ;Lepanre, 
this Town ſurrendred upon the firſt Summons to the 
Venetians in 1687. It bad 29, Peices of Cannon in it, 
and commands 200 Villages or Forts in the Country

_ Caſtellana, or C:vzta Caſtellana, a City. of St.

Caſtellane, a Town and Barony in. Provence upoty 
the River Yerdon amongſt the Mountains. Since the 
year 1260. the Inhabitants have rebuilt it nearer. to 
the River, becauſe before it ſtood upon a Rock. 
Caſtellanetta, a City in the Terra di Orranto in 
the Kingdom of Naples: advanced to the Dignity of 
a Principality, beſides an Epiſcopal See under the 
Archbiſhop of Taranto.  Situate npon the little Ri- 
ver Talvo about 7 Miles from the Gulph of Taranto 
between the Cities Mat2ra- and Motula. ; 
 Caſtelnag, a ſmall Town in the Tratt of Medoc 
in the Province of Guyenne in France, upon 1 little 
River which falls into the Garonne, over againſt Blaye. 
S Caſtelnau de Bretenous, a Town and Barony in 
the County of Quercy in France, near the Dordogne. 
S Caſtelnau de Cernes,a Town near Podenſac in Guy. 
enne. $ Caſtelnau de Manes, a Town near Bazas 
in the ſame. $ Caſtelnau de Montrartier, a Town in 
Mercy near Cahors upon a little River falling into 
the Tarn. | | 
Caſteinau-Darry, a Town in Languedo:, near to 
which was defeated and taken, the Due of Montmo- 
rency, 1n 1632 not long after beheaded at Tholouſe. 
It is the Capital of the County of Lauragais, betwixt 
Tholouſe and Carcaſſone. In Latin Caſtelum Ariang- 
rum, or Caſtellavium Auracium. 


Caſtei-Darazin, a low but ſtrong Town upon the : 


Frontiers of Languedoc and Quercy in France, alittle 
below the Confluence of the Tarn and the Garonne. 
Of great Fame in the Wars of Charles Martell with 
the Sarazens, and thence comes its adjun&t Name of 
Sarazin, | 

Caſtiglione, a Town in the the Province of Car- 
fagnana 1n Italy, in the States of the . Republick of 
Lucca. S A ſecond in the Hither Calabria, digni- 
fed with a Principality. $S Caſtiglione Mantuano, x 
Town in the Mantuan towards Verona. $ Caſtis- 
lione delle Stivere, the Principal Town of a little Ter- 
ritory, upon the Frontiers of the Mantuan, advanced 
to the Dignity of a Principality. It is a ſtrong place 
betwixt Mantoua and Breſcia, belonging to the Duke 
of Mantoua . 

Caſtile, Cafte/a, a Kingdom in Spain, which when 
largely taken 1s the greatett of all the Kingdoms in 
that Country ; as containing under it the Kingdoms of 
Leon, Gallicia, Andaluſia, Navarre, Murcia, Biſcay, 
Granada, and Extremadura: It being the moſt pre- 
vailing Kingdom in that Continent; to which the reſt 
are united by Marriages, or Conqueſts : Yet was it at 
firſt but an Earldom belonging to the Kingdom of 
Leon, and was made a Kingdom 1n 1016, under Fer- 
dinando. Bounded on the Eaſt with Navarre ; on 
the Weſt with Poreugal; on the North with Biſcay, 
Guiph coa, and the Aſturias ; and,on the South with 
Andaluſia, Extremadura, and Granada. It is divided 
into the Old and the New Caſtzle ; whereof the Old 
Caſtile lies more North, the New more South, ariſing 
out of the New Conquelt of the Kingdom af Toledo, 
and other Accefſions gain'd from the Moors ; which 
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is alſo more fruitful than the O!d Caſtile. Burgos is 
the Capital of the O/d; Madrid and Toledo the chief 
of the New. Long. 12. Lat. 39. - 

Caftile D* Or, or New Caſtzle, a large and fruitful 
Country in the Southern America, containing the No- 
ble Provinces of Panama, Carthageva, Uraba,. Ve- 
nezuela, Comana, New Andaluzia, and New Grana- 
da. Bounded on the Eaſt with Guyana and the Fars- 
bes Country, on the Weſt with the Pacifick Ocean, 
on the South Peru and the Kingdom of the 4147ons, 
and on the North with the Northern Ocean. It was 
firſt diſcovered in Columbus's third Voyage to Amers- 
ca by ſome of Caſtile, who therefore call'd it Caſtile 
Nuevo ; and finding Mines of Gold in it, particularly 
in the Province of Uraba, they added the Name © 
Caſtile 4 Or. The great Rivers Orenoque and Darien 
water it, beſides others. The Spaniards have not 
been able to reduce the Natives entirely to this Day. 
Pearl alſo is found upon the Coaſts. 

Caftillon, a Town in Perigord in the South of 
France near the Dordogne, where the Engliſh were 
defeated and their General ſlain, in 1451. by which 
Victory Charles VII. recovered the County of Guz- 
enne. 

Caſtle-Carep, a Market-Town in Somerferſhire 
in the Hundred of Catteſaſh. : 

Caſttenovo, or Caſte/- Novo, a Maritime Town in 
Albania, upon the Gulph of Cattaro, ſurrendred to 
the Venetians after a Months Siege, Oftober 1. 1687. 
in whoſe poſſeffion it had been repoſed in antient 
times. The Spanzards enjoy'd it in the Reign of 
Charles V. till it was taken from a Garriſon of 4000 
of them Anno 1539, by Ppropogfe, that great Ad- 
miral, who from being a Pirate,and the Son of a poor 
Renegade Greek of Lesbos, became the moſt eſteem'd 
Sea-Commander that the Orroman Empire ever em- 
ployed. The Turks having been Maſters of this Place 
for 148 Years laſt paſt, had long infeſted the Adria. 
tick Sea with Piracies from it. $ There are divers 
Towns of finall Note in T1raly that carry this Name.

Caſtie Rifing, a Market-Town in the County of 
Norfolk in the Hundred of Frebridge, which Elects 
two Burgeſſes for the Parliament. The Haven here 
being many years fince choak'd up with Sands, has 
brought this Town into decay. | 

Cafton, a Market-Town in Norfo/k, in the Hun- 
dred of S. Erpingham., - 

Caſto:, a Market-Town in the Diviſion of Lindſey 
in Lincolnſhire, and in the Hundred of Bradley. 

Caftres, or Chartreux,Caſtrum Albrenfium, a City 
and a Biſhop's See upon the North fide of the River 
Gout, in the County of - 7 yi in Languedoc in 
France. This Biſhoprick was firſt inſtituted by ÞP. Foh1 
NXIL. in 1317. under the Archbiſhop of Berry; but 
in 1678. it was put under the Archbiſhop of Alby, from 
which place itſtands 75 Leagues to the South, and 10 
from Tholouſe to the Eaſt. The Huguenots took and 
Pillaged it im 1567. It alfo honoured with the Title 
of an Earldom- | i 

Caſtro, a Dutchy and Town belonging to the 
Houſe of Farneze, the Dukes of Parma; but like- 
wiſe challenged by the Eccleſiaſtical State : For in the 
Wars betwixt Edward Duke of Parma and Pope Ur- 
ban VIII. this Town, anoogh others, was ſeiſed for 
the Pope in conſideration of the Arrears of a certain 
Rent reſerved to the Apoſtolick Chamber from the 
Dutchy, as held to be a Fief of the Church. Hwocenr 
XN. razed it entirely to the ground ; andin the place 
thereof ere&ted a Pillar with this Infcription, [Here 
was Caſtro ;] and annexed the Dutchy to his See. But 
the ſaid Annexation was conditionally revoked by the 
Treaty of P:ſa,in 1664. The admirable Palace of Cas 


prarola ſtands in this Dutchy. The Dutchy is bound- 
ed on the Eaft by S. Perer's Patrimony, the Sienne/e 
to the Weſt, the Mediterranean to the South, and 
the Territory of Orvziero to the North. The City 
had the Honor to be 2 Biſhop's See immediately under 
the Pope, till the Year 1646, that Imocent X. 
transferr'd the See to Acqua perdente, and quite de- 
ftroy'd Caſtro (as we ſaid), in revenge becauſe the in- 
habitants happened to kill the" Biſhop that he ſent 
thither to reſide and govern. It food about 11 Miles

Catadupti, a Feople of /£thiopis about the Cata- 
ras of the Nile, deafned (fays Tully, in Somnio Scip.} 
by the Noife-of them. 

Catalognia, a Province and Principality in 
Spain; bounded on the Welt by the Kingdoms of Ar- 
ragon and Valentia, on the Eaſt and South by the Me- 
diterranean Sea, and on the North it has the Pyre- 
neax Hills, which ſeparate it from France. Hereto- 
fore it had Earls of its own, who were under the Pro- 
tection of the Crown of France ; but in 1137. it was 
annexed to the Kingdom of Arragon ; a mountainous 
but fertile Country, and well watered with Rivers. 
The Inhabitants are great Lovers of their Civil Liber- 
ties ; and being ill us'd by ſome Iriſh Soldiers which 
were quartered upon them in 1640. they revolted 
from Spain, and call'd in the French ; but during 
the Civil Wars of France,about 1652. they returned to 
their old Maſter the King of Span again. By the Trea- 
ty of Peace in 1659, the Pyrenees are made to di- 
vide the two Kingdoms of France and Spain. Bar- 
celona 1s the Capital City of this Country. 

Catania, one of the principal Cities of S:c/y, on 
the Eaſtern ſhoar of that Iſland, about forty Miles 
North of Syracuſe. It has a Port made of late Years 
and is a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Mone- 
reale. On the South of it runs a ſmall River called 
Fudicells, This City was built by the Chalcidian 
Greeks, as Euſebins faith. Charles V. wall'd and for- 
tified it againſt the Turks and Moors, by which Securi- 
ties it grew Great and Rich ; but in 1669. it ſuffered 
very much by a dreadful Irruption of Mount Ana, 
which ſtands about 2o Miles North from it : four Ri- 
vers with Fire, or melted Rocks and Earth makin 
their Way through the Territories of this City, a 
bearing down all before them, paſſed a Mile into the 
Sea before thoſe Waters were able to conquer this out- 
rageous Fire ; ſo that it was then thonght the whole 
Ifland of Sic:ly would have periſh'd-&rna is obſerv'd to 
orerflow with Torrents of Fire every 15 Years. K. Hie- 
70 died in this City. The Remains of an Amphitheatre 
with divers Infcriptions and Marks of its Antiquity are 
yet to be ſeen. Long. 39. 40. Lat. 37. oo. Our 
Engliſh Sandys ſaith, That the Bay upon which it 
ſtands #s but ſhallow, and not capable of Ships. The 
Country fruitful ; and the City being an Univerſity

Tatanzaro, Catacium, a City in the further Cala- 
bria in the Kingdom of Naples, with a Biſhop's See 
under the Archbiſhop of Regie ; 2 or 3 Miles from

Cataonta, an antient City arid Country in Afia M:- 
nor between Czlicia and Cappadocia, in Strabo's time 
ſybject to the King of Cappadocia. Bellona' had a 
ſumptuous Temple in her honour in this City, to 
whoſe ſervice above 6000 Men and Women were 
Conſecrated under the direction of a Soveraign Prieſt 
who here reſided. 


Cateau, or Catteau-Cambreſis, Caſtrum Camera- 


cenſe, a ſmall Town in the diſtrict of Cambre- ,

Ce Catelet, a Town in Pzcardy upon the River 
Eſcaut, and the Frontiers of Hainault and Cambre- 
fis.

a City in the Province of Leinſter 1n Ireland on the

of Dublin ; which Lionel Duke of Clarence began 
to Wall ; and Bellingham, Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land, fortified with a Caſtle. This is alſo the head 
of a County of the fame Name. 

Cathneſs, Catneſia, Cathaneſia, is the moſt Nor- 
thern County in the Kingdom of Scotland : on the 
North and Eaſt, waſhed by the Caledonian Ocean ; 
on the Welt it hath the ſame Ocean, and the County 
of Strathnavern in part ; and on the South it hath 
Sutherland : Generally barren, little inhabited, yet it 
is a Biſhoprick, and an Earldom. 

Catolica, a Town in the Province of Romagna 
in Italy, between Peſaro and Rimins; fo call'd in 
the third Century from the Catholicks of the Coun- 
cil of Riminz, who ſeparating themſelves frem the 
Arians (who in the number of 400 Biſhops convo- 
cated by Pope Lziberius to this Council carried the 
Majority by a great many came hither to ſay their 
Maſſes. 

Cattap, or Catio, a Region of A4/ia, ſuppoſed by 
learned Men to be China, or ſome part of it towards 
the North, comprehending the Provinces of Peking, 
Xantung, Honan, Suchuen, Xenſi, and Xanſi ; where- 
of Peking is the Capital City, Being under the K. of 

- Tartary, it is likewiſe called Tartary de Kan. 

Cattars, Cattara, a City in Dalmatia, which has 
been under the Venetians ever fince 1420; It is a 
Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Bars ; and is a 
ſtrong Place, well ſeated on a Hill, having a Caſtle 

- belonging to it, and 17 Villages. It lies 4o Miles 
South of Raguſa, and 35 North-Weſt of Scurars, up- 
on a Bay of the Adrzatich Sea, call'd Cattaro, which 
takes its name from this Place. The Turks have of- 
ten attempted to take it in Vain. 

Cattt, an antient People of Haſſia and Thuringia, 
in Germany , who ſometime patling into Holland, 
have left the Names of Catwick Opzee to a Town up- 
on the Sea Coaſt, and Carwick op den Rhein to ano- 
ther upon the Khine. In the Reign of Tiberius, the 
Hermanduri gave them a terrible Defeat, wherein they 
deſtroy'd both Man and Beaſt, upon a pretence of ha- 
ving Conſecrated the Spoils to Mars and Mercury. 

Catzenelbogen, Catts Melsbocs, a Country in the 
Province of Weteraw in Germany under the Land- 
grave of Heſſe Caſſel. The antient Cates its Inhabi- 
tants have left it this Name, In the Year 1548. the 
Emperor Charles V. adjudged this Country to Wlls- 
am Farl of Naſſau who made pretenfions to it : But 
the Arreſt was afterwards callited 
Paſlaw. 

Cava, a great and populous City and a Biſhop's See 
in the hither Calabria in the Kingdom of Naples ; 
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by the Treaty. of - 


CAR 
ſeated partly upon a Hill, and partly in a Valley,” withi: 
four Miles of Salerno, and about 20 from Naples to 
the South. This Biſhop . was heretofore a Suffragan 
to the Archbiſhop of Salerno ; but now exempted ; 
and is immediately under the Pope ; which Honor was 
obtained from Bonrface IX, in 1394. yet is the Biſhop's 
Juriſdiction limited with the Walls of the City; There 
1salſo a Abbey in it, | {ou 
 Cavado, Cavadus, a River of Portugal, which a- 
riſeth in Galicia, and watering the City of Brava, falls 
into the Ocean. | 

Cavaillon, Cabellio, Urbs Cavallicorum, a ſmall 
and ill built City in the County of Venaiſſin in Pro- 
vence 1n Francein an Iſle made by the River Durance, 
within 4 Leagues of Avignon to the. South-Eaſt. This 
13 a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Avignon ; 
and under the Dominion of the Pope. | 

Cavan, a Town and County in the Province of 
Uſſter in Ireland. The Duke of Berwick in an A- 
Ction before this Town, againſt K. Flliam's Forces, 
Feb. 11+ 1689. had his Horſe ſhot under him. It is 
not without a ſtrong Fort. 

Caucaſus, a Part of the great Mountain of Taurus 
inAf/ia,towards Georgia,beginning about the Mouth of 
the River Phaſis : It is very fruittul, and well inhabi- 
ted by Chriſtians, for the moſt part, of the Georgian 
Church. Full of Rocks and Precipices, and ſhewing 
the Ruins of ſeveral Caſtles and Churches : Yet cove- 
red at the Top with Snow perpetually. 

CTauda, a River of Cumberland, which running 
through Feſt-Ward Forreſt, by Dauſton, on the Welt 
of Carl:/le, falls into the River Eden. 

Caudebec, Calidobeccum, a confiderable Town in 
Normandy, upon the Northern ſhoar of the River Sene, 
in the Pais de Caux ; about 5 Miles Weſt of Rou- 
en, 7 from le Haure Eaſt; much Celebrated for 
Weaving. This is one of the Principal Towns of the 
Pars de Caux, which is bounded by the Briesſh Sea to 
the North and Weſt ; by P:cardy to the Eaft, and by 
the Sezne to the South ; and lies from Eaſt to Weſt 25 
Leagues. The Caudebec Hats come from hence. 

The Caves in YFl:ſbire between Luckington and 
great Badminton upon the Edge of the County, nine 
in Number, of a Row, of ſeveral Dimenſions ; the 
leaſt 4 Foot broad, and 9 or 10 Foot long, are credi- 
bly ſuppoſed to be the Tombs of ſome Heroick Men 
among the antient Romans, Saxons, or Danes ; be- 
cauſe Spurs and Pieces of Armour have been digged 
out of them. 

Cavita de Mani/ha, Manzlhanus Sinus, a Gulph 
of the Philippine Iſlands. 

Cavonrs, a Town 5 Leagues from Pzgnerol in 
Piedmont under the French, near the River Peles, 
fortified with two Caſtles. It was taken by Leſdiguie- 
res In 1594. and retaken by the Duke of Savoy the 
Year after. Now made a Dependant of Psgnerel. 

Caureſtan, a great Village in the Province of Far- 

ſiſtan in Perſia, betwixt Lar and the Iſle of Ormus- 

Caux, or Pass de Caux, a Diſtrict contain'd with- 
in the Province of Normandy in France betwixt the 
Seine and the Sea ; in which Dieſe, Haure de Grace, 
Caudebec, Aumale, S. Vallery, Ec. are comprehend= 
ed. Thereis alſo of the ſame Name with it a Town 
and a Promontory” 

Cawood, a Market-Yown in the Weſt-Riding of 
Torkſbire, and the Hundred of Barkston, 

Caxamaica, a Country within the Province of Li- 
ma in Peru; adorn'd heretofore with Divers Royal Pa- 
laces of the Inca's of that Kingdom. Thirty Leagues 
from the Pacifick, Sea, but near the River Vagna. It 
was here that the Noble Arabalipa King of Peru was 
defeated and taken Priſoner Ms Francis Pizarro, 
who baſely and barbarouſly afterwards murt him

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Carton, a Market-Town in Cambridgeſhire in 
the Hundred of Stow. : 

Caxume, the Capital City of the Kingdom of Ti- 
gremahon in Abyſſinia, thought to be the ſame with 
the Teneſis of Strabo, where the Queen of Sheba 
dwelt that viſited So/omon. ; 

Cayenne, an Iſland under the French in the North 
Sea, upon the Coaſt of Guyana ; about 20 Leagues in 
Circuit ; 4 Degrees from the EquinoCtial Northward, 
and South of the Diſembogure of the River Cayenne 
which glides betwixt the Countries of the Caribes and 
the Galzbes, Its principal Commodity is Tobacco. 
The French have built themſelves a Fort at Bourg, 
(their cheifeſt Settlement of about 200 Houſes) and 
beſides they guard the Harbor with Canon. 

Cayernittes, ſome ſmall Iſlands frequented by the 
Fiſhers for Tortoiſes, which here are to be found of 
the largeſt Size, near the Weſtern ſhoar of Hiſpaniola 
in America. 

Capphas, an antient Town, ſo call'd from Caiphas 
High Prieſt of the Fews, who formerly re edified it, 
at the Foot of Mount Carmel in the Holy Land upon 
the ſhoars of the Med:terranean ; 2 Leagues by Water 
from S. Fean d' Acre. Since Saladsne demoliſh'd it 
in 1191. it has never been fortified again; and there- 
fore now become a Village inhabited by ſome Moors, 
Fews, and Greeks. 

Cazan. See Caſan. 

Cazares, zn antient People who took part with 
the Hunns and the Avares in their Itcurſions to ravage 
the Empire. ; 

Cea, Ceos, or Zee, Xe, and antiently among the 
Greeks call'd Hydruſca, is one of the Cyclades Iſlands 
in the Agean Sea; whereof Fulide (Fulis) is the Ca- 
pital City, in which Simonides 8nd Bacehylides, the 
two famous Lyrique Poets, with the Philoſopher Ar:- 
ſon, are ſaid to be born. 

Cebarſuffi, a Town near pos in Africa, 
where the Donat:/t Biſhops in 394- held a Council, 
and depoſed Primianus Biſhop of Carthage. 

Cedar, or Kedar, the Hebrew name of Arabia 
Deſerta, taken from Kedar the Son of Iſmael, Gen. 
25. 13. 

7 edes, a great and ſtrong Town heretofore of 
Fudea in the Tribe of Napthals in Galilee , 4 Miles 
from Cephert and Capernaum: given by Foſhua, af= 
ter he had killed the King thereof, to the Prieſts and 
Levites. It had an Alum in it for ſuch as com- 
mitted accidental Murder, (that is, in the Phraſe of 
the Engliſh Law , chance Medley) purſuint to the 
Laws of Moſes provided in that behalf. _ 

Cedogna, Laquedonie, an Epiſcopal City of the 
Further Princspate in the Kingdom of Naples , ſuf- 
fragan to the Archbiſhop of Conza : believed by ſome 
to be the Aquilenia of Livy. : 

Cedzon, or Kedron, a ſmall Brook in the midſt 
of the Valley of Fehoſaphat in the Holy land near 
Feruſalem , paſſed by our Saviour a little before his 
Death, John. 18. 1. and frequently in Scripture men- 
tioned upon other Occaſions. Z ; 

Cefalu, or C:falz, Cephaledis, a fair City with 
a good Port and a Caſtie in the Iſland of Sicsly, be- 
ing a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Meſſina, 
upon a Cape ; whence ſome conjecture that its name 
is derived from the Greek Word x4paan. It ſtands 
near Term. 

Celena, the Capital City formerly of all Phrypza, 
which being once repeopled by Anrzochus Soter, he 
cauſed it to be called Apamea. See Haman. 

Celtz, the antient Greek Authors give this name 
indifferently to the Gauls and the Germans, as fome 
do to the Spaniards, upon the account of the Alli- 
ances of the Ce/:e with - the Ibers. See Celtibers. 
But it more particularly underſtands the Original 
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Gauls, whoſe Empire in a part of Gala, (from 
them called Celzica, the Boundaries whereof you ſee 
deſcribed under the Word Ga/lia ) flouriſhed in the 
time of Tarquinius Priſcus, when Segoveſus and Bel- 
loveſus Sons or Nephiews to Ambigatus King of the 
Celte, conducted thoſe 2 Colonies into Italy and Ger- 
many,we mentioned ſpeaking of the Province of. Ber- 
77, whereof theſe People were'the antient Inhabitants. 

Celitibert, a mixt People, -as the name itſelf im- 
ports, of the Cel: atoreſaid and the Iberi, or the an- 
tient Spaniards of Arrazon and Caſtile : Recorded in 
Hiſtory with' great Honor , for their Courage and 
Fidelity. Florus calls them the Force of Spain. The 
Cele paſſing out of Galia into Spain, and there 
alliancing themſelves with the Natives, was the Occa- 
fion of this Denomination. 

Cemele, an antient City near Nzce, in Provence, 
amongſt the Marstzme Alpes ; of great Eiteem here- 
tofore with ths Romans, and yet ſhowing the Ruins 
of an Amphitheatre, a Temple of Apollo, Inſcriptions, 
Tombs, and Canals, which were the Works of their 
curious Hands. Since Chriltianity, it became a Biſhop's 
See, and bore the Honor thereof till either the Goths 
and Vandals in the fixth, or the Saracens in the fe- 
venth and eighth Centuries ruined it ſo, that the See 
was tranſlated to Nice. 

Cenchzea, the Port over againſt Corinth, in the 
Peloponeſus or Morea. 

Teneda, Cereta, a ſmall but well peopled City, 
and a Biſhop's See in the Marca Trivigliana, ſeated 
at the Foot of the Mountains; about 13 Miles South 
from Belluno, and 15 from Trevigs North-Eaſt. The 
Biſhop is Sovereign of the City, but a- Sutfragan of 
the Patriarch of Aquileia. 

Cenis, or Monte-Cents, Alpes Cottiz, the Name 
of that famous Paſſage over the A/pzs, which parts 
Savoy from Piedmont. 

Centobrica, an antient City of the Celtibers in 
Spazn; which when beſieged by the Romans under 
Metellus, placed the little Intants of Rethogenes, wha 
had run over to Metellus, in the Breach where the 
Beliegers played their Battery. And though the 
Breach was of that Largeneſs as to render the Con- 
queſt of the Town indubitable, and Rethogenes him- 
ſelf offered his Family to be a Sacrifice to Merelius's 
Glory ; Yet rather than ſo Generous a Father ſhoulg 
ſee the Maſſacre of his own Children, Merellus raiſed 
the Siege : And the Town raviſhed with lus Humanity 
and Clemency therein, voluntarily afterwards opened 

the Gates to him. Yal. Max. 

Centum Celles!an antient Town of the Province of 
Toſcana in Italy, in which Pope Cornelius during the 
Perſecution of Gallus was confined and put to divers 
Torments. It is mentioned by Pliny and Procoprus. 
Leander Alberti calls it Ferolle or Forcelle. Others 
believe it is the ſame with that which we now call 
Civita Pecchia. 

Teperano, or C:perano, a Town in the Campag- 
na di Roma in Italy, upon the River Garighiance P. 
Paſchal II. held a Council here in 1114. in which 
William Guichard, Grandſon to Robere Guichard the 
Valiant Norman: that drove the Saracens out ot 1:aly, 
was created Duke of Apulia and Calabria. 

Cephalonia, Cephalenia, calld by the Tralians 
Cefalonia, is an Ifland of the Ionian Sea, juſt oppo- 
fite to the Mouth of the Gulph of wo: wr The 
Inhabitants are. of the Greek Church ; but with the 
Iſland, which is not above 9o Miles in Compaſs, ſub- 

ject to the Venerisans. It is fruitful in Wines, excel- 
lent Oil, and in thoſe Grapes, whereof Currans are 
made. The Town wherein the Proveditor or Gover- 
nor reſides is Argoſtols ; a {mall Place, with a tolerable 
good Porton the Faſt fide of the Iſland. There is no

Cheltenham, a Market Town in Gloceſterſhire , 
and the Capital City of its Hundred. 

Chemnis, an Iſland of Egype mentioned by He- 
rodotus. Apollo had heretofore a Temple in it. The 
people uſed to believe that it floated. S We find 
mention made in Herodotus of a great City aifo of 
this Name, near to Nea, in the Country of Thebes. 

Chepſtow, a fine Market Town on the River We, 
on the Eaſtern Border of the County of Monmouth 
in Wales. It is fortified with a Wall, and has a ſpa- 
cious Caſtle on the other fide of the River ; ſuppoſed 
to have riſen firſt out of the Ruines of Yenta Silu- 
Tum {( the Capital City of the ancient Sz/ures ) four 
Miles diſtant from it. 

Cher, Car:s, a River which riſeth in Auvergne, 
near C/ermont ; and running North-Weſt through 
Berry, and on the South fide of Tours, a little below 
this laſt, it falls into the Loyre. 

Cherazoul, a Town inthe Province of Curdiſtan 
in Afia, in the Road from N:nive to Hiſpahan, of 
'very difficult acceſs from the manner of its conſtru- 
Ction within a ſteep and cleted Rock. 

Cherbourg, Caroburgus, a Sea-Port in Normandy 
in France, which has a tolerable good Harbor: ten 
Leagues Weſt of Conſtance. This Town was loſt by 
the Engliſh in 1453- Honfleur and Beaumont ſtand 
near 1t. 

Cherſonefas Aurea. See Malaca. Some believe 
this to be the Land of Ophir of King Solomon's 
time. 

Cherry=-Jſfland, an Iſland on the Coaſt of Green- 
land, in the moſt Northern part of theWorld; diſcove- 
red to us, and denominated accordingly, by Sir Francis

Chertfep, A Market Town in Surrey ; the Capital 
of its Hundred, -not far from the River Thames, over 
which it enjoysa Bridge. The unfortunate King Hen- 
ry VI. was firſt interred without Pomp here, and af= 
terwards removed to Windſor. 

Cheruſcti, an Antient and Valiant People of Ger- 
many, that dwelled between the E/be and the Weſer ; 
having the Carts and the Hermondurs their Neigh-

Thelter, Civitas Legionum , Ceſtria, is a City 
and Biſhoprick, on the River Dee, inthe Wetternpart 
of Cheſhire; whence often calfd Weſt-Cheſter ; with - 
a fair Stone Bridge over that River. In this City it 
was. that 7 Kings of the Scors and Brittains by way 
of Homage, rowed King Edzar in his Barge from 
S. Fohn's Church to his Palace , himſelf as Sovereign 
holding the Helm. The Eaſt-gate is accounted one 
of the ſtatelieſt in England ; and the Rows or Galle- 
ries made along the chief Streets, for preſervation a- 
gainfſt the Rain, are very particular. It was an anci- 
ent Roman Town, call'd by Ptolemy Devana : made 
a Biſhops See by Henry VIII. who put it undes the 
Archbiſhop of Tork. The.ancient Earls of Cheſter 
fortified it both with Walls and a Ciftle. It is now 
at this day a fine Place with 10 Pariſhes in it, a Coun- 
ty Palatine, and the uſual paſſage from England to 
Ireland. Its Long. 20. 23. Lat. 53-11. Chethtre, 
Ceſtria , hath on the South Shropſhire , on the Eaft 
Stafford and Darby , on the North Lancaſhire , and 
on the Weſt Denbigh and Flintſhire ; towards the 
North-Weſt it has a Promontory that runs a great 
way into the Sea, It abounds more in good Paſturage 
than Corn, well ſtored with Parks, and watered b 
the Rivers Dee, Weever, and Merſey; and the Chef: 
of this County, is thought the belt of Eng/and. The 
Earldom of it belongs to the Prince of Walks. 
Cheſterfield, a Market Town in Derbyſh:re inthe 
Hundred of Scarſdale, pleaſantly ſeated between two 
ſmall Rivers in a very good Soil.

The Honorable Charles Fitz-Roy Duke of Sourham- 
pton was created Earl of Chicheſter , September to, 
1675 by Charles II. his Father. It is a fair City, 
with five or fix Pariſh Churches, and a Cathedral, firlt 
erected by Radulph the third Biſhop , afterwards re- 
built and beautified by Biſhop Seffr:d the ſecond of 
the Name, when it had been almoſt conſumed twice 
by Fire. The Corporation elects two Burgeſles for 
Parliament , and would enjoy a better Trade , were 
age She Haven choaked up that is next adjoining 
totit.

Chiemzee, or Chiempſee, Chiemuum, a City and 
Biſtoprick under the Archbiſhop of Salezburgh in the 
Dukedom of Bavaria, about ten Leagues from Mu- 
nich and Saltzburgh each. It is no very conſiderable 
place. An Archdeacon of Salrtzburgh founded the 
Biſhoprick in the year 1214. 

Thiert, a Town in Piedmont , where the French 
obtained a ſignal Victory againſt the Spaniards in 
16 39- It lies three Miles to the Eaſtward of Tiurino, 
and was heretofore a Potent City, and a Common- 
wealth ; but is now in SubjeCtion to the Duke of 
Savoy. 

Chifale, an Iſland in the Gulph of Arab:a. 

Chilafa, or Ch:elefa, is a Fortreſs on the South of 
the Morea, thirty eight Engliſh Miles North-Weſt of 
Cape Mat apan, a Place of great Importance, both as 
to its natural and artificial Fortifications ; and ſurren- 
dred to the Venetians in 1686. 


Chilca, a fruitful Valley in the Kingdom of Peru, 


ten Leagues from Lima and fix from Pachacama, The 
Salvages manure it with Sardines. 

Chili, one of the moſt Potent Kingdoms of the 
South America, When the Spaniards entred the 
New World, it was firſt diſcovered by them in 1535. 
It lies four hundred Leagues in length from North to 
South, but its breadth is not great : bounded on the 
North by Peru, on the Weſt by the: Pacifick Ocean, 
or the Mar del Zur ; on the South by Magellanica, 
and on the Eaſt by the Andes. A part of the Inha- 
bitants of this Country retiring into theſe Andes, have 


defended their Lives and Liberties againſt the Spare 


* ards ever ſince; and have ſometimes given them great 
Overthrows. S. Fago is the Capital City of it. Ma- 
ny Mines of Gold and Quarries of Marble grow within 
its bowels. Yet a very cold Country , governed by a 
Vice-Roy in ſubordination to the Vice: Roy of Per. 

Chiloe or Chislue, an Iſland and Town belonging 
to the Kingdom of Chil: ; South of the extreme parts 
of that Country, in the Weſt-Indies : giving Name to 
a neighbouring Gulph, called the Archipelago of Chi- 
loe, becauſe of the number of the Iſlands therein. 

Chimarioti, Ceraumis, are a Ridge of very high 
Mountains in Albania or Epirus ; which run from the 
North-Eaſt to the South-Weſt, and lic not above fifty 
Miles North of Corfu. See Ceraunzs. 

Chimap, Chimacum, a Town and Caſtle in Hai- 
2ault, in the Confines of Champagne, upon the River

Alby, which falls into the Maſe, three German Miles 


from Marzebourg to the South-Weſt. This Town 
was made a Principality by the Emperor Max#/1ar 
I. in 1486. 

Chimera, a City in the Confines of Macedonia, be- 
tw e Mountains of Chimariots, upon the ſhoars 
of the Gulph of Yenice, which has a ſtrong Sea-Port. 
It lies about 3o Miles North of Corfu, upon a Rock 
which has Precipices on all Sides; whither all the 
Country People retire when need requires ; by which 
they have preſerved themſelves trom the Turks, and 
will pay him no Tribute. They are ſtout Men and 
good Soldiers ; but infamous for Theft and Robbery, 
preying equally upon the Turks and Chriſtians. Yer 
they are Chriſtians by Profeſſion, and ſubject to the 
Biſhop of Fanina in Theſſaly. Vide Fheeler's Tra- 
vels. $ There isa flaming Mountain, mention'd by 
Pliny, Strabo, Ovid, &c. in Lycia of this Name; 
from whence the Poets, and after thoſe the Philoſo- 
phers derive the Fiction of a Chzmera, whereby they 
underſtand a meer Creature of the Imagination com- 
pos'd of ſuch Contradictions and abſurdities in Relation 
to one another, as cannot potlibly be any where united 
into a being, only in Thought : But what Occafion 
our Mountain gives for ſuch a Whimſey, the Mytholo- 
gilts are put to others to invent, 

Chimtq, one of the Principal Citics in China, the 

Capital of the Province of Syuchyen, on the Borders of 
Welt Tartary, between the Mountains and the River 
Ktam, in Long. 131. 40+ Lat. 30. 40. 
— Thin, A famousLake in the Province of Funnar 
in China, occafion'd by the total ſwallowing up of 
a great City which formerly ſtood in the place by an 
Earthquake. 

China, is a vaſt Kingdom in the Eaſt of 4/ia, 
bounded on the North by the Kingdoms of Tangue 
and Niathan, (or Cambalu,) from which it is ſepa- 
rated in part by Moumains, and in part by a Wall 
500. Leagues long : on the Weit it has 1nd:a extra 
Gangem, from which it is parted by the Lake of 
Cincujay, and a long Ridge of Mountains; on the 
South and Eaſt, it is ſurrounded by the Chineſe and 
Indian Ocean. Since the year 1630, the Tartars have 
conquer'd this once moſt Potent Kingdom. This is 
a vait, populous, civil, fruittul Countrey ; . and for 
Learning and Mechanick Arts to-be preferred before 
all the Pagan People in the World. They are very 
ingenious at Geometry, Arithmertick, Aſtronomy, and 
Phyſich ; and fince Confuſius ( the Socrates of China) 
brought that Faculty into repute with them, in Moral 
Philoſophy alſo. Some maintain, the Arts of Prin- 
ting, Gunnery, and the Magnet, were firlt znvented 
here. Their Language for the moſt part confitts of 
Monoſyllables, written downwards in Characters ex- 
prefling entire words and things , like the Egypriar 
Hieroglyphicks, without Lettersz the Rules by which 
they are underſtood may be ſeen in the China 3/lu- 
ſtrata of Kircher, Ptolomy calls this Kingdom Sina 
rum regio. It is watered by the great Rivers Kang 
and Hoan. And ſtands divided into fifteen Provinces; 
fix under the Diviſion of Catay , and nine under the 
Divifion of Mangin ; which are incredibly populous 
and rich, with Mines of Gold, Silver, and precious 
Stones. In every great Town there is a College for 
to teach the Philoſophy of Confuſius. And you have 
a perfect Catalogue of their Emperors from the year 
2952. before Chriſt, to the preſent Lord of the VUns- 
verſe and Son of Heaven, as they call him. 

Chinca, a large and beautiful Valley in the Dioceſe 
of Lima in Peru, diſcovered by Pizarro, whoſe Go- 
verntment by Order from the King of Spain, was limi- 
ted by the River S; Fago to the North, and cbs Valley 
to the South, It yields plenty of Corn and Wingee-

Chinon, a Town upon the Yienne in Touraine in 
France, above four Leagues from the fall of that Ri- 
ver into the Loyre, and ten from Tours to the Southe 
Welt. It was here that the famous Maid of Orleans 
firſt came and offered her ſervice to Charles VII. of 
France in 1429, And for tbe Situation of it, it is 
thought to be of that importance , as to deſerve a 
Garriſon 1n the Caſtle. 

Chintin, a City in the Province of Pckin, in the 
North of China ; having a Command over one and 
thirty Cities. | 

Chinty, a great City and Territory, comprehending 
nine and twenty other Cities in the Province of 
Suchuen in China. See Chimtu. 

Chinpven, a Town in the Province of Zunnan in 
China , ſituated in a Country that is rich in Silver 
Mines. The Fort called [ oko belongs to the Govern- 
tnent of this Town. $ A ſecond in the Province of 
2urechen in the ſame Kingdom, with a Territory cal- 
led alſo Chinyver, having Juriſdiction over tive Ci- 
ties. 

Chtfo, an Iſland pf the Archipelago, over againſt 
Smyrna , not above twelve Leagues from the nea- 
reit Coalt of {ſia ; call'd by the Turks Saks/adaſi, that 
is, the Iſle of Maſt:ick. It belonged to the Family of 
the Fuſt:niani of Genoua' heretofore ; but . in 1566. 
conquered by the Turks, under whom it now is. It 
is about eighty Miles in Circuit, very fruitful and po- 
pulous, and inhabited for the molt part by Chr:/t:- 
ans, who live here with greater liberty, and kinder 
uſage , than in any other part of Turkey. The Men 
are proud, ignorant, lazy and ugly , but the Women 
are beautiful ; Thevenort. In the Eaſtern part of the 
Iſle ſtands the City Chio, which has had the honour 
in former times to be firſt an Epiſcopal See under 
Rbodes, and afterwards an Archiepiſcopal one. Now 
inhabited by Turks, Jews, Latin and Greek Chriſtians, 
with the free exerciſe of their reſpective Religions. 
It enjoys the advantage of a good Port and Cattle to 
enrich and defend it : and they reckon about fifteen 
Villages in the Iſland beſides. 

Chioza, Clodia Foſſa, Chioggia, a ſmall City 
which is a Biſhops See in a. ſmall Iſland of the Adria- 
rick, about fifteen Miles from Fenice South ; made 
famous by the Valour of the Genoeſe, who in 1380. 
took it ; but it returned under the Dominion ot the 
Venetians again. The Biſhop is a Suftragan to the 
Patriwch of Venzce. 

Chiozlick, a Town in Romand:ola, near to which 
Bajazet defeated his Son Selim, who was then in Re- 
bellion againſt him. | 

Chippenham, a Market Town in Wil:ſhire. The 
Capital of the Hundred ; upon the River Avon. It 
returns two Burgeſles to the Parliament. 

Chipping-Nozton , a Market Town in Oxford- 

vire in the Hundred of Chadlington. OY 

Chipping-Dngar, a Market Town in the County 
of Eſſex in the Hundred of Ongar. 

Chiſarp, the only Town of Turcomania, the an- 
cient Seat of the Turks in 4fſia ; (ſeated upon the Ri- 
ver Euphrates, near its Head or Spring; forty five 
German Miles Weſt of Teflss. 

Chiton, a Province of the Empire of the Great 
Mogul in the Terra firma of the Indies, betwixt the 


Provinces of Malva and Guzurate ; having a City of 


its own Name for the Capital, in which you ſee the 
Remains of divers Magnificent Pagods or Pagan 
Tewples ; together with a Caſtle which ſcrves for a 
Priſon of State.

Thonad, Canadum, Genadum, a City in the V 
per Hungary, upon the River Meriſþ ; which falls 
into the Tibiſcus at Segedin , about three German 
Miles Eaſt of Segedin, This is a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Colccza, and the Capital of the 
County of Chonad ; which lies between the Rivers of 
Meriſh and Temez.

Chziſt-Church, A Market Town in Hampſhire, 
ſituated betwixt the Rivers Avon and Stower at their 
fall into- the Sea.

Chziltianſtad, Chriſtianopols, a Town of Den- 
mark in the Confines of Sweden , adorned by Chri- 
ſtian IV.

Ciolfa or Z#ulpha, a Town of Armenia upon the 
River Aras ; defolated by Scha- Abas King of Perſia, 
and all the Inhabitants carried away into Perſia and 
(ctled in Gilan and Hiſpahan there, for to promote 
the Trade of Silks. 

Cioutat, a fair Town and a ſecure Port in Provence 
in France, betwixt Marſezlles and Thoulon ; adorned 
with divers Churches and Religious Houſes. Parti- 
cularly,at a Monaſtery of the Servizes hard by it, there 


'1s a remarkable Fountain ebbing and flowing with 


the Sea. The Name 1s but a Corruption of C:iv:tas. 

Ciradio, a River of <> 

Circaffia, is a vaſt ſpace of ground extended 
from the Cimmerian Boſpborus and the Fens of 
Meots on the Eaſtern Shoars of the Euxine Sea , 
for the ſpace of five hundred Miles ; reaching two 
hundred towards the North. A Country fitly ſeated 
for Trade , but poſſeſſed by moit Barbarous Tartars 
who delight only in War and roving : they pretend to 
ſomething of Chriftianity , having been converted in 
the eighth Century ; but then they never enter the 
Church till they are old, ferving the Devil in their 
Youth and God in their Age, when they can neither 
Rob nor Murder any longer. OVearius placeth them 
upon the Weſtert»Shoar of the Caſpzan Sea, They 
are ſubject for the moſt part to the Grand Czar. 

Cireneeſtes, Cor:mum, Durocornovium, Cornovs- 
um, an old Roman City in Gloceſterſhire , upon the 
River Churne, about twelve Miles South-Eaſt of Gla- 
ceſter. Here the four Proconſular ways made by the 
Romans, croſſed each other ; and vaſt numbers of 
Roman Coins, Inſcriptions, Ec. have been digged up. 
But this City was ſo ruined by the Saxons and Danes, 
that what is walled in, isnot a fourth part of it inha- 
bited ; the reſt being Fields and Orchards : the Inha- 
bitants fubfiſt moſtly by Clothing. * It was taken by 
Prince Rupert by torm, Feb. 2. 1643. 

Cirenza. See Acerenza. 

Cirrha, an antient Town in Phacis npon the 
Gulph of Corinth near the City De/phos, to which it 
ferv'd as a Port; giving the Name of C:rrheus Sinus 
to a Part of the fame Gulph. 

Cirte, or C:rtha, an antient City of Numidia in 
Africa ; called afterwards Conſtantine, being the Ca- 
pital of the Province of Conſtantine in the Kin 
of Algier.' In this City, we read in Saluſ# that Fu- 
gurtha kill'd Adhberbal the Son of Micipſa King of 
Numidia. It became an Epiſcopal See in the Primi. 
tive Ages of Chriſtianity. A Council was aſſembled 
at it in 303. by Seeundus Primate of Numidia, where. 
in almotit all the Biſhops,of that Province were convi- 
Red: of the Crime of Tradstores, that is, delivering 
up their Bibles to the Infidels in Perſecution A Se- 
condin 412. whereat S. Auſtin aflifted. ;

Civenchey, a great City in the Province of Fokzen 
in China, with a Territory of the ſaine Name annexed 
to it, commanding fix old Citics: This City is extra- 
ordinarily traded; and in its Temples, Palaces, 
triumphant Arches and Houſes, appears an admi- 
rable and magnificent Place.

Se- 
ven Kings of Portugal were born and three died 
here. It has the Honor alſo to bear the Title of a 
Dukedom. | : 

. Coire, Chur, Choira, the capital City of the 
Country of the Grsſons, upon the River Pleſſur, a little 
below the Rhine ; between Chiavenne, Glaris, and 
Appenzel.

Though the inhabitants profeſs the Opinions of 
Auinglus ;, yet they allow a Toleration to a few Ro-

Colchefter,, Colonia, Colceſtria, a conſiderable 
Town or.City in Eſſex, mentioned by Antoninus by 
the Name of Colonia : Seated on the Aſcent of a ſteep 
Hill, upon the Southern Bank of the River Colne, 
from whence it takes its. Name. It has had fifteen 
Churches within the Wall, and one without, which 
Eudo Sewer to Henry I. built-in 1105. There is alſo 
a Caftle built by Edward Son of Alfred. The Inha- 
bitatts pretend that Helen the Mother of Conſtenemne 
the Great was born and brought up here; and that. the. 
was the Daughter of an imaginary King Coel, who lent 
his Name to their Town. Being fallen into great Po-/ 
verty and Decay in the Reign of Queen Elzzabeth, 


She ſettled the Bays-Trade here, which has infinitely

enriched and peopled it. It was firſt ſeized by the 
Royal Party, Fune 13.

Congo, Congum, a Kingdom on the Weltern Shoar 
of Africa in the Lower Achropia ; which by the Por= 
rugueſe, is comprehended in the Lower Guznea, and 
was once very great ; containing Congo, Angoia, Me- 
tamba, Cunada, Lulla, Anunda, and the Kingdom of 
Loangh in tralt 5; which Countries are yet in ſome 
Maps aſcribed to Congo , thongh it is above one 
hundred and fifty years fince they revolted from it. 
Congo properly fo called, is a ſmall, but fruitful, well 
cultivated ſpot of Ground : on the Weit it has the 
Atlantick, Ocean, on the South the Kingdom of 
Angola and Bengala ; on the North the Kingdom of 
Loangh, and-on the Eaſt the Kingdoms of Cangela 
and Metamba :. watered with the Rivers Zaire, Co- 
anza, and Lelunde.

Coningsberg, Regiomons , called by the Poles 
Krolomwice, is a great City, the Capital of Pruſia Dus 
calis, and a Hanſe Town, at the Mouth of the River 
Pregel, twenty Miles Eaſt of E/bing. It has a Caſtle 
and a fine Haven , and came into the hands of the 
Duke of Brandenburg in 1525. having before that 
time belonged to the '{euronick Order, who built it 
in 1260.

Conſerans, Conſorans, a Territory m the Upper 
Gaſcogny, on the Borders of Languedoc, which bounds 
it to the Raſt, asComrnges and de Fox doth to the 
Weſt; having Catalonsa on the South , which is divi- 
ded from it by the Pyrenean Hills ; and-on the North, 
the Pifhoprick of Pawwcers. Its greateſt extent is 
from North to South along the River Salatum. $ Cone 
ſerans, or S. Lizier de Conſerans, Civitas Conſoran- 
norum, and fanum Santi Licerrs, the principal City 
lies upon the fail River , about twelve Miles from 
Tholonſe to the South. ThisCity{ though ſmall ) is 
a Biſhops Se, under the Archbifhop of Aux, called by 
late Writers S. Lizter ; but the Peaple maintain the old 
Name of Conſerans. 

Conftance, Conſtantia, Conſtant, Conſtanza , is a 
famous City of -Germany, upon the Boden Sea , or 
Lake of Conſtance, where the Rhine falls out of that 
Lake, ſeventeen Miles from Vim to the South-Weft. 
A'free Imperial City, though under the Protection of 
the Houſe of Auſtria. It has its Name from -Con- 
ſtantins Clorns, the Father of Conſtantine the Great, 
and is a ſtrong and populous City. There wasa Conn- 
cil held here 11094. But that which has made it fo 
very well known, and often peken of, -is the great 
Council in 1414. prochred 'by 'Sigiſmund the Empe- 
ror, which depoſed three Popes at onee, and-elected 
a fourth, 'Pope Hartin V. who owned the Papacy to 
. be ſubject-to a Council. In the fifteenth Seffion of 
this Council, the Errors of Vickbf were feverilly re- 
cited and condemned. Alſo Sentence of Fire paſſed 
upon Fohn Huſs , non obſtante his Grant of Safe- 
Conduct from the'Emperour, which ſaid Sentence was 
executed 7uly'6. 1415. In the 21 Seffion they paſſed 
the like upon his Dilciple, Ferom of Prague ; and 
that alſo was accordingly executed May 3o. 1416. 
The Houſe of Auſtria got aifooting -in -this City in 
1558. and when the Swedes in 1634. attempted to 
drive them out by-force of Arms, they miſcarried. It

onſtantine, the Capital City of the Province'of 
Conſtantine in the Kingdom of Algier, rich . and, well 
built, ſtanding in a Soll that is exceeding fruitful, of 
Corn. Some remains of the Works of the old Romans 
are yet'extant here. - _ W, 
. Conflantinople, Conſtantinopolis, Byzantium, a 
City of Thrace, now called by the Turks 
by the Georgians Jſthambouls, is the Capital of Ro- 
maxia (or Thrace ), and of the Tirk;ſb Empire. Of 
old called Byzantium ; built by Pauſantas King of 
Sparta 3469. Tho in truth, he was rather the Re- 
parrer of 1t,. than the Founder, Beſfieged by Philip 
the Macedonian ; but relieved by the Perfians and A- 
.thenians in ' 3610, Severus the Em having 
ruined it in 197 , Conftantine the Great rebuilt it 
about 33T. and called it by its own Name; making 
t' the Eaſtern Seat of the Empire, the Key or Bridge 
of Europe and Aſia; and giving it the ſame Honors 
with Rome it ſelf 5 upon which it grew quickly to an 
equality for Extent, Wealth, and People, -with Rome. 
It continued the Seat of the Greek Empire to 1453- 
when being ſubdued by Mahomet II. in the Reign of 
the laſt Grecsan Emperour , Conſtantine KV. the Son 
of another Helena (he bravely dying in the defence 
thereof ), the Turks left Hadrianople, to ſettle here, 
and built the Dardanels for its Defence, on the Helle- 
Jpont. Vid. Dardenelles. This City is of a Triangu- 
lar form, walled with Brick and Stone, intermixed or- 
derly ; about nineteen Miles in Circunference ; full of 
lofty Cypreſs Trees, ſo intermixed with the Buildings, 
that they contribute much to its Beauty, if ſeen from 
the Sea, or adjoining Mountains. Hevetoforeit aboun- 
ded with the nobſeſt Buildings in the World ; but. 
fince it came into the hands of the Twrks , all the 
private ones are ſunk beneath their ancient Splendor ; 
-whillt the Pablick retain ſomethingof it , after the 
violence this Pile has ſuffered from Fire, Time, War and 
Tyrants. The Haven is (faith Mr.'Sandys ) the fas- 
reſt, jafeft, and moſt profit able throughout the World ; 
ſo conventent ly deep, that the ma Ships may lay 
their fides to the Vie thereof, for the more eafie re- 
cerpt or diſcharge of their Burthen ; ſo ſeated that 
no wind can blow, which brings not um ſome Ships 
or other to the furniſhing of the City. The Biſhop 
is a Patriarch, and by two General Councils, ( the 
ſecond of Conſtantinople, and that of Chalceden Y, de- 
creed tobe Second in-Order, but equal in Power and 
Honour to the Biſhop of Rome ; and acknowledged 
for fach by the three other Patriarchs, Alexandre, 
Antioch and Feruſalem. Many and great Conteſts, 
not to be repeated here, have been agitated, and ftill 
continue 'betwixt the See of Rome and this: and a 
great nnmber of Councils held by it, aswell of general 
as I congern.

Copenhagen , Codania, Hafnia, Haphnia, called 
by .the:Inhabitants Klovenhaven , by the Germans 
Coppenhagen , by the Hol/anders Kopenhaven, 1s 
the principal City of Denmark, the: Capital of the 
Wand of Zeeland, great and well fortified. It {tands

againſt the County of Schonen, This City was of old 
called Sragelbourg, and afterwards Axelhus ; and by 
the People had.its preſent Name given it, which fignt-

verhity erected, to which, by Pope Sixeus IV. the 
ſame Privileges were granted with thoſe of the Uni- 
verſity of Bologna in Italy. In4535- it received the 
Reformed Religion : in 1659. the Swedes befieged. it 
in vain : in 1660. it was made an Archbiſhops See. It 
lies four Daniſh Leagues from Rotſhilt to the Eaſt, 
and four from Elſenore to the South, in Long.

Cophtites, Copte, a ſeperate Church of Chriſtzans 
in the Kingdom of Egypt under a Patriarch of their 
own ; following the Opinions of Eutzches and Di- 
oſcorus to this day , notwithſtanding the repeated en- 
deavours of the Roman See to dilwade them from 
that belief. The Parriarch takes the Title of Pa- 
triarch of Alexandria, and keeps his Reſidence. at a 
Monaſtery of S.Macarius about twenty Leagues from 
Cairo.

 Co2duba, anancient Roman Town in Andaluſia in 
Span, upon the River Quadalquivir ( Betis ), twenty 
Leagues from Sevs/ to the Eaſt, This City being

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then the Capital of one of the Kingdonis of the 
Moors, was recovered by the Spanzards from them in 
1236, It 1s now a great walled City , ſeated in a 
fruitful Plain, with a delicate Stone Bridge over the 
River. This was the Country of the two Seneca's, 
Lucan, and dverroes, ſome of the greateſt Men for 
Learning the World has known; yet more famous 
for Ho/:us the Preſident of the firtt Nzcene Council , 
( as afterwards of the Council of Sardica) and Biſhop 
of Corduba.” The.Cathedral was a Moſch, built by the 
Moors ; it has 365 Columns or Pillars of Black 
Marble, and twenty four Doors. This City ſuftered 
very much by an Earthquake in the year 1589.

CTozfu, Corcyra, Pheacia, Drepano, an Iſland in the 
Joman Sea, or Gulph of Venice, upon the Coaſt of 
Epirus ; about one lundred and twenty Miles in Cir- 
cuit,, and reckoned to contain ten thouſand Souls , 
who are a rich and polite people ; ſeventy 1talzan Miles 
from Cape S. Mary, the molt South-Eaſtern Point of 
Tay, to the South-Eaſt. It is under the Dominion of 
the States of Venice , and has one City ſeated on the 
Eaſtern Shoar called by the ſame Name : which about 
one hundred years ſince. (faith Mr. #heeler ) was no- 
thing but an old Caſtle, and the preſent Suburbs of 
* the Caſtati. But now it is a good large City, and 
an Archbiſhops See ; well fortified with Walls on the 
South , and two Caſtles at the Eaſt and Weſt Ends ; 
the ſide towards the Harbour is not ſo well fortitied, 
nor needs it, This Town would be almoſt imp: eg- 
nable. were it not for a Rock that ftands towards the 
the Welt, and commands the adjoining Fort, with a 
great part of the Town. Here reſides the'chief Go- 
vour of the Venct:ian Iſlands both in Civil and Mili- 
tary concerns, The Inhabitarts are of the Greek 
Church, but much Latinized. The Soil not fo fruit- 
ful of Corn, as to ſupply the Inhabitants ; but then it 
produceth Wine , Oil, and all forts of good Fruit. 
In the year 1537. So/yman IL. Emperour of the Turks 
ſent his famous General Barberoaſſe with an Army of 
five and twenty thouſand Men to make a Deſcent upon 
this Jiland, is they accordingly did ; but were forced 
by the Venetians to an Inglorious Retreat therce 
again. : 

Cozp, one of the chicf Towns in Georgia , called 
Hermaſtis and Armatlica, by the Latins. There is 
another of the ſame Name in Dalmatia, mentioned 
by Pliny and Prolomy under the Name of Corznzum ;

Cozta, Caurium, Caurita, a City upon the River 
Alagron in Old Caſtile, five or fix Leagues from the 
Frontiers of Porer-gals The Biſhop of 1t 1s a Suttra- 
gan to the Archbiſhop of Compoſtela. 

Cozinth, Corinthus, Heltopoly , a City of the Mo- 
rea, Which is an Archbiſhoprick under the Patriarch 
of Conſtantinople, built in the year of the World 3066. 
near the I/thmus , between the Ionzan and Azean 
Seas. At firlt ſubject to Kings:, but growing power- 
ful and rich by Commerce, it became a Common- 
wealth. Its fituation aftording it two Noble Ha- 
vens to the- Eaſt and Welt, it was the firſt City of 


Greece that ſet out Tr;remes, or great Gallies to Sea; 
by which 1t became the ricicit, and one of the molt 
powerful Cities in all Greece: it treated the Romar: 
Embatladcors with that Inſolence, that they decreed 
the total ruine of it ; which' was effected by L.Mum- 
minus Achaius, 146. years before the Birth of our Savi- 
our. Fulius Ceſar re-built it: S. Pavl converted it 
to Clrilttanity, and: honoured it with two Epiſtles : 
and Clemens Romanus with a third , of the next im- 
mediate antiquity and value. Thus it became the 
Metropolis of Achara : in after-times it had Deſpors, ot 
Princes of its own, from whom it paſſed to the Vene- 
tians by their Grant. But'in 1458. Mahomet 11. dif- 
poſſed that Republick of this Noble City-;'! and they 
have ſince treated it with ſo much TurksſÞ cruelty, 
that there are not many Houſes in it's inhabited by 
poor Men, rather out of necetlity, than choice. ' It 18 
hoped the Venerzans may give it another reſurre- 
Ction out. of its defolation and ruines , they having 
recovered it in Arg. 1687.” without oppoſition. The

- Coznwall, Cornubia, Cornavii, Damnonii, is the 
moſt Weſtern County of England. It: has Devon- 
ſkire on the Eaſt, from which the River Tamer parts 
it; and on all the other ſides is ſurrounded with 
the Sea : For a long time the Store-houſe of Tin to 
the whole World, till in 1240. there were other Mines 
of this found in Miſnia and Bohemia by. a Corniſh- 
man. The Soil of this County is tolerably fruittul, 
but Mountainous. In ſome Rocks they find a ſort 
of a Precious Stone , call'd the Corniſh Diamond, 
ſhaped and poliſhed by Nature , and many times as 
big asa Walnut : only not ſo hard as a Diamond of 
the right kind. The Inhabitants are the Reliques of 
the old Britains, and ſtill retain their Language. It 
was by Edward II.. in 1336. made a Dukedom, and

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of Latitude, is in this Kingdom ; in which the Porez- 
Zueſe found Chriſtians of the Greek Church , when 


they came firſt hither , who put rhe City into their 


Bands, and they enjoy it ſtill! : it hath many goud 
Harbours, much frequented by the Europeans, eclpe- 
cially in Winter. The Natives are yet for the mott 
part ſtupid Pagan Idolaters, as Mr. Herbert faith, and 
and of a Dusky Complexion. This Country was <1- 
vided amongtt many Princes ; but at preſent is ſub- 
ject to one, (ſaith Mende//lo ) who reſides fome 
times at Biſnagar and ſome times at Narſmga. 
Ce30n, Corona, a Maritime City in the Morea, on 
the Southern Shoar, oppoſite to the Coaſt of Barba- 
7) : it is fituate on the richeſt and mott fruitful Pro- 
vince of thisCountry, called Bel/vedora, ten Miles by 
Land and twenty by Sea from Modern. The Venetians 
built here in 1463. a great Tower for a Magazine ; 
but they enjoyed it- not long : for Bajazer I. took 
it after a Siege in 1498. It was attempted in 
2533. by the famous Fohbn Dorza Admiral of Sparn, 
and taken ; but could not be long kept, it was ta- 
ken again by the YVenetians after a ſharpStege in 1685. 
and may they long enjoy it. Ir is a very ttrong City, 
with a ſafe and large Haven ; and in former times 
was a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Patras. 
Cozonea, an ancient City. of Buot:a in Greece, near 
Lenufra to the Eaſt and the River Cephiſus North. 


It was here, that Age/ſi/aus the Athenian General de- . 


feated the Brotians in the year of Rome 359. Inthe 
third Century it became a Biſhops See under the Arch- 
biſhop of Athens. Now a Miſerable Village, inhabited 
by none but Turks. | 

Co20pa, a Province in Guzane mn South America , 
between the River of Amazons and the Lake of Pa- 
7ymea, near the River of Coropartuba ; but not inha- 
bited by any of our European Colonies, 

Cozonna, YVaronnum, Adrobicum, and vulgarly the 
Groyne, a famous Sea-Port-Town 'on the North-Weſt 
Shoar of Spain, in Gallicia ; ftrong, rich, and full of 
people , ten. Miles from Compoſte//a to the North, 
and fix from the Iſle of Siſarga; in Long. 8. 40. Lat. 
44: 20. The Town ſtands upon a Peninſula, and is 
almoſt furrounded by the Sea, The Country atiords 
excellent Iron, Steel, and ſeveral other Metals , which 
cauſe the Port to be the more frequented. 

Cozozaim, or Chorazim, mention'd Matth. 11.21. 
an ancient Town of Gal#lee in Paleſiene , which was 
one of the ten that compoſed the Country of De- 
capolis. It ftood over againſt Capernaum upon the 
Banks of the River Jordan and near the Sea of T:- 

CVIAS. 

Cozregio, Corregium, a great and populous Town 
in the Dukedom of Modena , which had heretofore 
Princes of its own ; but in 1635. it came into the 
hands of the Duke of Modena: it itands thirteen Miles 
from Regzo to the North-Eaſt , and twelve from Mo- 
dena to the North , between the Rivers of Navi/a 
Weſt, and Foſſa Roſſa Eaſt : and has the honour of 
a good Caſtle. | 

C ozfica, called /a Croſe by the French, and Cor- 
ſega by the Spaniards ; is a conſiderable Ifland in the 
Mediterranean Sea : in length from North to South 
I1o Miles, in breadth 50, and its Circuit 2803 100 
Miles South from Genoua, and 8 from Sardimia. 
This Iſland has ever been ill inhabited by reaſon of the 
Aſperity of a great part of it, and the great difficulty 
of a it. The Tvſcs, or old Italians, were 
the firſt Inhabiters of this Iſland ; who were conque- 
red by the'Carthaginians : the Cartbaginians yielded 
to the Romans : the Saracens followed thefe, who fi- 
nally in 1144. were ſubdued by the Genowveſe. The 
Piſans, -and the Kings of Arragon, have fince conte- 
ſted with the Genozeſe ; but however that Republick 
has defended the ' place againſt aH pretenilers to this 
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day. There are five Epiſcopal Sees in it ; to wit, 4- 
Ja330, Atleria, Sagona, Mariana and Nebio © the three 
firlt, under the Archbiſhop of P:/a ; the other, vf Ge- 
noua., It is watered by the Rivers Liamon and Tu- 
vignan, which both ſpring out of the Lake of Crena. 
Boufacio 1s its belt Port,and Baſta the Capital Town. 
There 1s a Cape call'd Cerſo, which is the ſame with 
the Sacrum Promontorium of the Ancients. 
 Cozſchi,the Name of a Numerous people in Perſez, 
hving in Tents, and deſcended from the Turks, out ot 
which the Sophy always compoſes his firlt Troops. . 

Coztheftan, Taurus. , 

Coztona, Cortontum, Corto, a ſmall but very anci- 
ent City in the Dukedom of Florence in Italy : it 
lies on the Borders of the Ettate of the Church, ard is 
a B:ſhops See { made by Pope Fohn XX1I.) under the 
Archbiſhop of Florence : four Miles from the Like 4: 
Perugia to the North, and fourteen from Arezzo to 
the South. 

C ozwep, Corbeja Saxonica or Nova , called by 
the French Corbie, is a ſmall City in Weſtphalia, 
which has an. Abbey founded by S. Leis King ot 
France, in $15, It lies upon the Weſer, nine Miles 
from Paderborne to the Welt. 

Toſa, Coſas, a fmall River in the State of the 
Church, which falleth into Garig/zano, ( Liris ) by 
Feretino and Yerols, | W 

Coſano, Coſſano, C:ſa, Coſanum, a City of Cala- 
labria in the Kingdom of Naples : fix Miles from the 
Gulph of Taranto, and one and twenty trom Roſanv 
to the North. It is a Biſhops See under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Coſenza. 

Coſenza, Conſentia/the principal City of Calabria, 
and one of the greateſt in the Kingdom of Naples ; 
an Archbiſhops See, ſeated in a'fruitfnl Plain, upen 
the River Crate 5 which has belonging to it a tirong 
Caſtle upon a Hill. Alaricns XII. King of the Goths 
died in this City. In 1638. it ſuffered much by an 
Earthquake : fourteen Miles from the Tyrrhenian 
Sea, and thirty from RKoſſano to the Welt, in Long. 
40. 20. Lat. 39.11. 

Coir, a City of Egypt upon the Red Sea : written 
allo Cofſir, 

Collin, Coſliizym , a Town in the Dukedom of 
Pomerania, under the Dominion of the Duke of Bran- 
denburgh ; upon a ſmall River; three German Miles 
from the Baltick Sea, and ſix from Treprow to the 
Eaſt. Heretofore the Seat of the Archbiſhop of Caſ- 
mires, but given from him by the Treaty of We/t- 
phalia, to the preſent Poſſeſſor. 

Coſmopoits , a Town in the Iſle of Eibe , in the 
Mediterranean Sea , belonging to the Duke of F/e- 
rence, which has a convenient and ſafe Port: it lies 
over againſt Piombino , twenty five Miles to the 
Weſt. 

Coſne, Connda, Conium, a ſmall Town, fome place 
it in the Province of Beauſse, ſome in Nzvernozs, up- 
on the Loyre in France betwixt Nevers and Or/e- 
ans : often'taken and retaken in the Civil Wars of 
the laſt Age there. 

Coſla, a ruined City on the Coaft of the Tyrrhe- 
nian Sea, fix Miles from Orbitello to the Eaſt, and 
ſeventy from Rome to the North : deſtroyed by Charles 
the Great. Anſidonia ſprung out of its ruines ; 
which laſt is now in the Poſiefſion of the Duke of 
F lorence. | 

Coflaques, a Martial People, inhabitants of the 
Province of Ukraine in Red Ruſſia ; renowned for 
their great ſervices done as well to Chriſtendom jn 
general, as to the Crown of Poland, in guarding the 
Frontiers of that Kingdom againft the Tartars: Never- 
theleſs in ſome times guilty of great Revolts too,whith 
have occaſion'd divers Treaties of Peace betwizt them 


and Poland, They ſpeak a Dialect of the Polonzan 
R Language ; 
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Language ; and for Religion, are 4 mixture of the 
Greek , the Roman, and the Proteſtant Churches. 

Cofle , a Seigniory in the Province of Maine mn 
France near St. Suſanne , giving Name to a Family 
of Quality. | : 

Coſſxi, an ancient People dwelling about a Moun- 
tain of Mzdia, whom Alexander the Great facri- 
ficed to the Manes of his dear Epheſtzon, in a tran- 
ſport of Grief for his Death , fay Polybius and Dio- 
dorts. | | 

Coſfovia, Campus Merule , a Plain in Bulgaria , 
not very much exceeding Lincoh;-Heath , yet the 
Stage of great Actions. Here the greateſt Chriltiag 
Army that was ever brought into the Field in Ex- 
rope, conſiſting of 500000 Men, under Lazarus De- 
{por of Szrvia, fought with the Forces of Amurarh I. 
and loſt the day ; in which Battel Lazarus was ſlain : 
3nd Amurath , viewing the dead bodies, was ftabbed 
by Michael Coblorortz , a Chriſtian Souldier , left for 
dead in the field. Amurath hath here a Funeral Mo- 
nument to this day. This happened in 1390. Inthe 
fame Field was alſo fought that remarkable Battel be- 
tween Huniades and Mahomet, for three days toge- 
ther ; in which Huniades his Forces were beaten, be- 
ing very unequal in number. This Plain 1s bounded 
by the Mountains of Negrs to the South , by the Ri- 
ver Neſaus'to the Eaft, by Niſſa to'the North , and 
by Ibar to the Welt : one hundred and thirty Engl; 
Miſes from Theſſalonica to the North-Welt, upon the 
Borders of Macedonia and Albania. See Dr, Brown's 
Travels. - 

Coſfir. See Coſir. ; 

Coſtagnazo, Hemus, a Mountain in Thrace. 

Conſtantz, See Conſtance. 

Coſta-Bicca, A Province of New Spain in the 
Sourh America, lying betwixt the two Seas, and Welt- 
ward of Verazgua. The Capital whereof is the City 
Carthage. ' There are fome Gold and Silver Mines 
m it, and a Soil-which makes it worthy of its Name. 

- Coſte des dents, or Coſte de  Toozre , the Ivory 
Coaſt, is a part of the Coalt of Greiny in Africa, be- 
twixt the Cape of Palmes and the Cape of three 
Points ; whither the Engliſh, French, Hollander Cc. 
traffick for ElepharitsTecth. It is ſaid to be well in- 
habited, and to lye very convemtently. 

Coſte d'Dz, or the Golden Coaſt, another part of 
the: Coaſt of the ſame Country , ſo call'd from the 
quantity of Gold that they find upon it. It is about 
one hundred and thirty Leagues tong , reaching from 
the Cape of three Poinrs ( where the former ends) 
-$ far as to the River Vo/ta,, and the Kingdom of Bee 
in. The Engliſh, Danes and Dutch have divers 
Settlements upon it. The latter having diſpoſſelled all 
the Porrtugueze. 

E ethon, the ancient Name of the Port of Carthage 
in Africa. Bp 

Cotatts, the principal City of 1Imrezea, ( a King- 
Com or Province of Georgia ) built at the Foot of 
an Hill, by the River Phaſi:, conſiſting of about two 
hundred Houfes: thoſe of- the Grandees,and the Kings 
Palace, ftand at a diſtance. The Town has neither 
Fortifications nor Walls. nor any Defence , except 
where it is encloſed by the River and the Mountains. 
On the other {ide of the River, upon the top of an 
Hill, higher than that ander which the City is built, 
itands the Fortreſs of Coratis ; which appears very 
ſtrong : As Sir Fohn Chardin deſctibes this City in 
his Travels. ? > oe 

Cotbus, Corbutinm, a Town in Lufatia in Ger- 
Many, upon the River Havel, which alſo pafſeth by 
Berlin , from which it lies thirteen Miles to the South, 
and ten from Franckford to the South-Weſt. This 
Town came into the Hands of the Duke of Branden- 
burgh in 1645. 'and is ſometimes called Cormir5,. 
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_ Cotrone, Croton, a City of the further Calab;; + 
in the Kingdom of Nap/es, winch of old was twelv-: 
Miles in Compaſs, as L:ty faith, and built eighty yea: s 
after Rome : but now very finall, avd thinly inhab:- 
ted : yet it is a Biſhops See under the Archbiſtiop o: 
Regio, and has a Caſtle built by Charles V.-It ftands 
on the. South-Eaſt tide of 1raly , fifteen Miles South- 
Eaſt of Severina. | AF 

: The Tottian-Tipes, Alpes Corrie, a part of the 
Alpes, heretofore under the Dominion of King Cortius 
mention'd In Suetonzus ( asan Ally wikh the People of 
Rome, in the Reign of Augu/tus ) and therefore by 
the Ancients called Cori fron) him. They begin at 
the Fountains of the River Var , and reach to Suſa : 
that is, from Mowne iſo, to Mourne Cents; dividing 
the Dauphinate from Piedmont. ; 
 Cotzchin, or Chotozin, or Kotym, a Caſtle in Mo!- 
Javia upon the Nieſter ; four Poliſh, or twenty Ee 
Zlaſh Miles from Caminiechk to the South- Weſt: where 
m 1673. an Army of the Turks, confilting of two and ' 
thirty thouſand Men, under the Command of Syymar 
Aga, deligned for the ruine of Lemburgh, were en- 
camped ; having the Nezſter behind them, a Range of 
Rocks and Precipices on one ſide, the Caftle of Cor;z- 
chin on the other, a Trench before them” defended 
by Half-Moons , a Bridge over the Nzeper , and ano- 
ther over the Caſtle : yet Acbiersky, then Marſhal, but 
now King of Poland, with much leſſer Forces coming 
up Ottobey 9. battered down their Breit-Work with 
luis Cannon ; and the next day diſmounting his Ca= 
valry to fſccond the Lithuanian Foot , ( which had 
been beaten off ) in Perſon at the head of his Men 
{tormed their Camp ; took it, flew or took Priſoner 
thirty one thouſand five hundted Turks, ( and the rel 
hardly eſcaped ) Solyman their General being lain. 
In 1621. Vladi/laus Prince of Poland, Son of Sigef<. 
mund King of Poland, in the ſame Field, defeated 
the Forces of Oſman I. and ſlew the greateſt part of 
them ; amonglt the reſt V/arn /c Birgne , who was 
eſteemed the beſt Commander the Twts had in thoſe 
times. 

Conco, Coucum, a Kingdom in Barbary, in Afri- 
ca, with a City of the ſame Name ; fixty Miles from 


, the Shoars of the African Sea, between the Kingdoms 


of Algiers and Buga. | 

Coucy, a Seigniory in Picardy, giving Name to a 
Family of Honour. 

Coventrp, Conventria, a City in the County of 
Warwick upon the Weſt Side of the River Sher- 
borne, which is of no very great Antiquity ; but neat, 
ſtrong, rich and populous, by reaſon of the Cloathing 
Trade: Alſo a Biſhop's See in ConjunCtion with 
Litchfield, under the Archbiſhop of Canterbury. It 
has three Churches ; the Priory gr Convent (whence 
the Name Coventry) was the molt ancient Foundation 
of the City, being built by Carnurus the Dane. And 
the Croſs may be reckoned amongſt the fineſt in Eng- 
land, The Noble George V:llers, late Duke of Buck- 
ingham, was created Earl of Covenery, in the twenty, 
firlt of Fames I.A Title that had lain buried ever fince 
the Death of Edwin a Saxm , whom William the 
Conqueror created Earl of Coventry in the firlt Year 
of his Reign. Henry VI-annexing the adjacent Towns 
and Villages to this Ci.y made it with them a County 
Corporate, diſtinct from that of Warwickſhire. 

Conlan, a City and ſmall Kingdom in the Ea/t- 
Indies, in the great Promontory of Malabar, on the 
Weſtern Shoar; thirty five Leagues North of the Cape 
of Comdry, and about ſeventeen South of Cochin, The 
Coufitry is well watered, and fruitful; not above 
twenty Leagues long from North to South, and eight 
or ten broad from Eaſt to Welt. Bounded by the 
Kingdoms of Cochin and Travancor. There are ma- 
ny Chriſtians in it,by the means of the FOE 
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City has a Caſtle, and a ſafe Haveh , with the Chara- 
cter of a rich and flouriſhing Place. The Porengueſe 
were driven out of it by the Ho/landers in 1663. 

Coulotr, a Town of the H:th:r Eaſt-Indzes in the 
Kingdom of Golconde in Malabar ; (even days Jour- 
ney from the City of Gol/conde- There is a Mine or 
Quarry of Diamonds very near it. 

Courrcze, Currerza, a River in Limoſin in France, 
which riſeth two Miles above Tue ; and having wa- 
tered both it and Brzve, falls into the Veſere, two 
Miles above Condat. 

Courtenay, Corteneum, Corteniacum, Curtinza- 
cum, a (mall Town in the Iſle of France, fix Miles 
diſtance. from Sens Weſt. The Princes who have 
born the Title of this ſmall Place, are frequently men- 
tioned by the French Hiſtorians; and ſome of the 
Emperors of Greece are deriv'd from their Family. 

@ onrtrap, Corteriacum, by the Natives called 
Cortrick, a Town in Flanders upon the River Lys, 
five Leagues from Tournay to the North, and four 
from Lille to the Welt. Made famous by the Defeat 
of the French in 1302. This Town was taken by the 
French in 1646. and fortified; ard again in 1667 : 
But in the Treaty of 1679- it returned under the O- 
wr 1 of the King of Spain, who is itill poſſeſſed 
of it. S 

Ccurzola, an Iſland under the Venertzans upon 
the Coait of Dalmatia, full of Wood. There 1s, 
beſides five Villages in it, a City of the fame Name 
which is a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Ra- 
guſa. The Houſes,built all generally of Marble. 

Coutances, Conſtantia Caſtra, a City and Bi- 
ſhoprick in Normandy in France, under the Archbt- 
ſhop of Rouen. It ſtands upon the River Barde, 
two Leagues from the Britiſh Sea, five from Aurare 
ches to North, and twelve from Caen to the Welt. 
This City has 2 Iarge County belonging to it, called 
by the ſame Name, /e Coutantin ; which lies extend- 
ed from North to South, in the form of a Peninſula ; 
on the North and Welt it has the Brztzſh Sea, on the 
Eaſt the River Vrere, which parts it from Beſſm ; and 
on the South le Auranchin, divided trom it by another 
ſmall River. The Iſles of Ferſey and Guernſey here- 
tofore belonged to this County ; which being in the 
hands of the Eng/:ſh, are hot now eſteemed a part of 
it, but annexed to England. ; ; 

Coutras, Curtracum, a Town in Guienne 1n Peri- 
ora, ſeated on the Confluence of Lille and Drcma, 
twelve Miles from Bourdeaux to the North-Weſt : 
Made famous by a Battcl here fought in the Civil Wars 
of France in 1587. 

Couverden. See Coeworden. _ 

Cowbzidge, a Market Town in. the County of 
Glamorgan in Wales, . The Capital of its Hundred. . 

Cowes, a noted Harbour at the Entrance of the 
Creck that goes to Newport in the Iſle of Wight ; for- 
tihed with a Caſtle. 

Cracow,Cracovia,call'd by the Inhabitants Krakow, 
by the Germans Cracaw, by the 1:alians, French, and 
Spaniards, Cracovia, is the Capital of the Kingdom of 
Poland, and ſtands on the River weya, (V:ſtula) about 
fifty Polzſh Miles from Presburz to the North-Eait, 
85 Miles from Dantzick South. It is a Biſhop's See 
u:.der the Archbiſhop of Gnezna ; there belongs to 1t 
a ſirong Caltle built upon a Rock, with vaſt Suburbs ; 
and an Univerſity opened in 1401- by Vladiſlaus 
K. of Poland. The Palatinate of Cracovia, which 
belongs to this City (and is one of the three which 
make up the leſſer Poland), has Sileſia on the Welt, 
Hungary on the South, Sandomiria on the Eaſt, and 
the Palatinate of S:radia on the North. This Biſhop- 
rick was founded by Mzec;:i/lao, who received the 
Chriſtian Faith in 965- The City was burnt by the 
Fartars in 124rt. Fhe Cuſtody of it was after this 


committed to the Germans, in 1428. A Diſputation 
being had here with the H//izes, in 1431+ the King 
ſent tor fome Preachers out of Bohemia, who preach- 
ed many, Years in the Sc/avonian Tongue. Helvigis the 
Queen cauſed the Bible to be tranſlated into the Po- 

{iſh Tongue ; and when the Pope in 1448. ſent a 

Legate to this Nation, the Uiverſity fhewed him no 
Reſpect, but ſtuck to the Council of Bafil. In 1591. 

they burnt the Proteſtants Church there, as they did in 

163 5.by the procurement of the Jeſuits ; who the next 

year were baniſhed for it out of that Univerſity. This 

City was alſo taken by the Swedes, in the Wars under 

Cyarles Il. King of Sweden, in 1655. It is {tiled the 

Rome of Poland, for its Excellency. They tolerate 

the Fews, wearing a diſtintive Habit. There are be- 
twixt fifty and ſixty Churches in it, 

Cragno. See Carmola. 

Crambourn, a Market-Town in Dorſe:ſhire; the 
Capital of its Hundred ; ſeated near the Spring of a Ri- 
ver that runs into the Szower 3 it is a Town of good 
Antiquity. Vat. 4 

Cranbzook , a Varket-Town in Kent in Scray 
Lath, ſeated at the Head of the River Medway. 

Cranganooz, Cranganora, a Kingdom and a Ci- 
ty in the Promontory of Malabar, in the Eaſt-Indies. 
The City lies upon the River Azcor, two Leagues 
from the Ocean, and ſeven from Cochin to the North ; 
being a Biſhop's See, whilſt it was in the Hands of 
the Portugueſe ; but in 1663. the Dutch took it from 
them, and put it into the Hands of the King of Cale- 

cut, together with the ſmall Kingdom belonging 
to 1t. 

Cranoſtaw, Kraſnoſtaw, Cranoſtovia, a ſmall but 
well fortified Town in Black Ruſſia, in Poland, up- 
on the River Wieprez, and a Lake made by the ſaid 
River ; five Leagues from Chelm to the South-Weſt, 
and as many from Lublin to the Sonth-Eaſt. Now 
the uſual Refidence of the Biſhop of Chelm. 

Craon, a ſmall Town in the Province of Anjou in 
France, upon the River Oudon, towards the Fron- 
tiers of Maine in Brittany; giving Name to an ho- 
nourable Family. 

Crapack, the Carpathian Mountains, which divide 
Hungary, Moravia, and Tranſitvania from Poland. 
This ridge of Mountains, called by the Antients Car 
pates, and Mons Carpathus, runsfrom Eaſt to Weſt, 
under various Names given by the Nations which bor- 
der upon it. 

Crapone, a Canal in Provence, made in the laſt 
Age by the ingenious Adam de Crapone from the 
River Durance-to the Arles, beginning at Roque a 
Village fix Leagues below the Fall of the ſaid River 
into the Rhine. 

La Cray, a large Heath of ſeven or eight Leagues 
length in Provence ; filled with a prodigious Quan- 
tity of Stones, whereof divers of the Antients have 
conjectured, but none give, a ſatisfactory Cauſe. 

Craven, a Part of the Weſt-Riding of ork ſhire ; 
hilly and rough, in which Shzpron itands. It gives 
the Title of an Earl to the Right Honourable 
William Craven, created by King Charles II. Anno 
1664, | 

Crap D. Wartes, a Market-Town in Kent, in 
Sutton Laths. 

Crect, Creſſ), Creciaſenſis, Creſſiacum, a Town in 
Picardy, upon the River Serre, tn the moſt Eaſtern 
Borders of that Province ; three Miles from la Ferre 
to the Eaſt, and the ſame Diſtance from Guiſe to the 
South. This ſmall Place, by the Engliſh Valor 
under Edward III. and his Son the Black Prince, in 

1346. Auguſt 26. received a Name that will laſt for 
ever: Philip de Valoss being here beaten in a fet 
Battle, in which the Kings of Bohemsza and Major- 
ca, Charles Duke of Alenſone Brother to the King of 
France, 
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France, the Duke of Lorraine, Lewis Earl 'of Flan- 
ders, and in all 14 Princes, 8o Barons,” 1200;Knights, 
and 30000 conimon:Soldiers were:lain ; -and King, 
Philip. himſelf eſcaped with great Difficulty, heing 
ſcascely admitted/into:ons of his own' Caftles,: upon 
his Reply to the Queſtion, Who 7s here > The For-:

Cuma, Cume, once a Colony and famous City of 
Tealy, in the Kingdom of Naples; which jn 1207. was 
utterly ruined by the Saracens. The. Ruines of 1t 
are yet viſible, upon an Hill, on the Tyrrhenian Sea, 
twelve Miles from Naples to the North-Welt. In the 
Latter times of the Roman Empire, this City was won- 
derfully fortified ; ſo that Narſes the General of 7u- 
Niinian could not take it witbout a tedious Siege : 
and at this'day the Ruines of it are wonderful: many 
Noble Antiquities are to be ſeen amongſt them. The 
Biſhops See, that was fixed here, is united with that of 
Aver;a. Virgil ſpeaks of an admirable Temple of 
Apollo ard a Fortreſs that adorned this City in An- 
cient Times. Neither mult it be: forgotten , that 
the Sibylla Cumana, her Grott being in the neigh. 
bourhood, took her Title from hence : whole Verles 
propheſied fo favourably of our Saviour , that Ful:a;: 
the 4pr/tate thought fit to order them to be burnt. 

The Ancients mention other places of the ſame 

ame. One, upon the Gulph of Smyrna In A/jia 
Minor, now called Foya Neva, betwixt Smyrna and 
Pergamus ; accommodated with a Port and Fortreſs.

Cumberland, is the moſt Narth-Weſtern County 
of England; on the North bounded by Scozland ; on 
the South and-Welt it has the 1riſÞ Sea ; and on the 
Eaſt Lancaſter, A ——— the Biſhoprick of Dur- 
bam and Northumberland. It took its Name from 
the Inhabitants who being of the old Br:t:/þ Race, 
called themſelves Kumbri or Kambri, The Coun- 
try though cold and uneven, 1s yet not unpleaſant to 
the Traveller.

« Curreſi, Avens , a River of Ttaly, in the State of 
the Church, in the Dioceſe of Sabina ; between Cam- 
pania to the South , and Umbria to the North. Tt 
watereth S. Lorenzo and the Abby ds Farfa ; and 
then falls into the Tyber, fifteen Miles North of Rome. 

- Curta, a Village of Hungary upon the Danube, 
between Comora and Gran. It is a Roman Town 
ruined. 

 Curzola, Corcyra Nigra , an Iſland of the Adria- 
#5ch Sea, on the Coaſt of Dalmatia, under the Domi- 
nion of the State of Venice; which is twenty five 
Miles in length from North to South, and five in 
breadth. It has a ſmall City or Town of the ſame 
Name, which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
of 'Raguza : and there are five other ſmall Villages 
in it. It lies only five Miles from Cape Cabiccello, a 
Promontory of Dalmatia. 

Le Curzolart, Echinades, Echine , five ſmall 
Iſlands over againſt the Mouth of the Gulph of Le- 
Panto. Near to which, the Chriſtians gain'd that Sig- 
nal Naval Vidtory over Selim II. his Fleet in-1571. 
in the Battel , called the Bateel of Lepanto. 

Cuſa, an ancient City of Nubia in Africa. And a 
River of the ſame Name in the Kingdom of Mo-

Cuſco, Cuſcum, a great City of Peru in the South . 


America, one hundred and twenty Miles Eaſt from 
Lima. It was the Royal City of the Kings of Pery, 
adorned with a ſtately Temple dedicated to the Sun, 
and divers noble Palaces and an admirable Fortreſs, 
when the Spaniards conquered it ; but now diſpeo- 
pled and ruined. Yet it is a Biſhops Sce, under the 
Archbiſhop of Lima. 

Cuſlif, a Province in /Zehriopia _. 

Cuftrin, Cuſtrin»m, a City in the Marquiſate of 
Brandenburg, on the Eaft fide of the River Odey , 
where it receives the Farta ; four Miles North from 
Franckfort : a very ſtrong Place. 

Cugagne , a ſmall Territory or Diſtrict in Aqui- 
tame in France. . 

Cuz, a large Province of the wonp. wag of Fez in 
Africa, lying eighty Leagues along the River Gurey- 
gure as fe as to the River E/2ha , Eaſt of the Pro- 
vince of Temeſen; and containing all the courſes of 
the Mountain A:/as betwixt thoſe two Rivers. 

Cyclades, a Circle of little Iflands in the Archrpe- 
Lago, ſurrounding the Iſland of Delos : call'd Paros, 
Andros, Zea, Micoli, Naxia, Qumimmio, &c: 

CTpclopes, the original Inhabitants of the Iſland 
of Sicily, living about Mount Ana ; whoſe extra- 
ordinary height mixt with fierceneſs, occaſioned 
many Fictions amongſt the Poets. 

Cpdnus, a River of Ci/icia in Aſia the Leſs, paſ- 
fing by Cegns and Tharſus. Alexander the Great 
took a deſperate Sickneſs by bathing in it ; and ſame 
fay , the Emperor Frederick Barberaofſe died of the 
coldneſs of its Water, as he returned from the Eaſt in 
the year 1100. Ys 3; 

Cydonia, the ſame with Canea in Candia. 

Cpllep, Celsa, a City of Stiria in Germany, upon 
the River Saana, which a little lower falls into the 
Save ; it ſtands ten Miles from Lambach to the Eaſt, 
and as many from Draburgh to the South-Eaſt. The 
Capital of a County of the ſame Name, and belongs to 
the Emperor of Germany : there is in it two very 
ſtrong Caſtles, and many Roman Antiquities are there- 
abouts diſcovered. 

Cynopolis, an ancient City of the Kingdom of 
Egype upon the Weſtern part of the Nile ; remark'd 
heretofore for the Worſhip of the God, called Anubs, 
in it. 


Cynthns, a Mountain in the Iſland of De/os , up- 
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on which the ancient Pagans built a celebrated Temple 
in the honour of Apollo ; who together with Diana 
was fuppoſed to be born here of L4rona. 

Cppariſſa, an ancient Town of the Morea, that 


did belong to the Government of Meſſene; and. imn- 


parted its Name to the Cape and Gulph adjacent. 

Cypzus, an Ifland of the Mediterranean Sea, cal- 
led by the Turks and Arabians, Kybros: about ſixty 
Miles North from the Shoars of Syria, and Anatolia ; 
and extended in length from Ealt to Welt two hun- 
dred and twenty ; 1ts Circuit about five hundred ar:4 
fifty. This Iſland is ſo very fruitful , the Air ſo plea- 
fant, and the Hills abounding ſo with Metals, that it 
was by all the Ancients call'd The Happy Iſland. Am- 
muanus Marcellinus faith , it could build a Ship and 
fraight her out to Sea, out of what grew here, with- 
out the help of any other. place. . The firſt Inhabi- 
tants were the Cs/3c:zans, who yielded to the Phenics- 
ans, as theſe did to the Greeks: Peolomy the laſt King 
of this Iſland, knowing that Caro was ſent againft 
him by the Romans, put an end to his own Life. It 
continued in the h of the Greek Emperors till 
656. when it was conquered by the Saracens. In 807. 
the Emperors recovered it ; but Rrichard1. King of 
England, going to the Holy War, in 1191. and being 
11 uſed by the Inhabitants, made a Conqueſt of it 
for England ; and gaveit to Guy de Luſjgnan, whoſe 
Succeſſors were diſpoſſefled by the Templars in 1306. 
In 1472. the Yenetians poſlefſed themſelves. of it ;.in 
I 560. Selim the Grand Sergnor gained it from them, 
whoſe Succeſſor at this day - enjoys it , not without 
ſome Confuſion and, as occaſion ſerves, Inſurrection 
of the Inhabitants againſt the Turks. .There are three 
conſiderable places in it ; Merovige at the Weſt end, 
Coloſſo on the South fide, and Famaguſta on the 
ſame fide more to the Eaſt 5 and about eight hundred 
and fifty Villages.

Cythera, See Cerigo., . h 

Cy3ztqua, an ancent City. of Aſia, built in the 
twenty fourth O/ympiad upon the Propontis and ho- 
noured in the Primitive Ages of Chrittianity with a 
Metropolitan See under the Patriarch of Con/ſtants- 
nople. Over againſt the Ruines of it, ſtands a little 
Iſland, famous for the Marble that they call the 
Marble of Cyziqua. 

Czallaw, Cxa/lavia, a very ſmall City in Bohemsa, 
upon the River Crudimka, nine Miles from Prague to 
the Eaſt , with a conſiderable Prefecture belonging 
toit- Fohn Ziſca , the famous Captain of the Huſ- 
fites , who fo ſharply revenged the deaths of Fohn 
Hus and Ferome of Prague, was here buried. 

C3eben, See Hermanſtat. 

C3enſtokow or Czgchow, Cheſiocovia, a Town in 
Poland, upon the River Warea ; twenty five Miles 
Eaft of Bre/laiv, ten North-Weſt of Cracovia. It is 
ftrong as well by Situation, as its Fortifications. 

Czeremiſf, a Province, or rather a People of Mo/- 
covy: reduced under the Empire of the Grand Duke 
in the year 1552. Lying on both ſides of the River 
Wolga, betwixt the Cities Novogorod-Niſi, and Caſanse 
They are partly Mahometans and partly Pagans, of the 
Race of the Tartars. 

Czeremicz, Sulonia, a Town in Dalmatia. 

C3ernikow or Czerniſhaw, Czermihovia, a City 
and Dutchy in Po/axzd, upon the River Deſtna, which 
falls into the Nieper at K:ovia , twenty eight Miles 
South-Weſt of Szernikow, or Czernibow. This City 
is now in the hands of the Ruſs, as alſo the Dukedom 
thereunto belonging, called by the ſame name. They 
belonged originally to the Ruſs ; and together with 
Novogrod, were conquered by Vladi/laus IV. King of 

| Poland ; 
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Poland; fo that the Ruſs has only recovered what 
was his own, 

C3ernobol, a Town in the Palatinate of Volbinza in 
Poland upon the River V/7 ; two or three Leagues 
from the Boryſthenes, of little conſideration. 

Czersk, a Palatinate; and Czesko, a City upon the 
Viſtula , ſeven Poliſh Miles above Warzovia' or War- 
hat. 

C3yrkafh, Czyrcaſſia, a ſtrong Town in the V- 
kraine upon the Nieper, twenty ſeven Poliſh Miles 
beneath Krovia, towards the Euxine Sea: it has ſuf- 
fered great Extremities of late years from the Cof- 
facks and Tartars, being a Fronticr to both thoſe 
People. 

C3yrknizerzee or Xirichnmty , Lugeum , a great 
Lake in the Province of Carnio/a in Germany ; ex- 
tended the ſpace of four Miles betwixt the Woods 
and Mountains, towards Italy ; full of Fiſh, ebbing 
and flowing extraordinarily , and begetting a fruit- 
ful Soyl. 
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Jbir or Debir , an ancient City of the Ana- 
kims in Paleſtine near Hebron. It had been 
formerly call'd K:rjah-Sepher, 5.e. the City of Lear- 
ning, as we read Fudp- 1. 11, And was firſt taken by 
Goſbua, _ 11.21. afterwards by Ochnie!, Fudges 
I. 13. with a reward of the General Caleb's Daugh- 
ter given him to Wife for his Victory. ; : 
Dabul, Dabulum, Dunga, a ſtrong Maritime City 
with a large Port and aCaſtle, at the Mouth of the 
River Helevacho, in the Confines of the Kingdom of 
Guzarate ; but under the King of Decan: between 
Daman to the North, and Goa to the South, in 20, 
dep. of Lat. oy 
Dacta, the ancient Appellation and Diviſion of a 


Large Country of Europe : bounded on the North by | 


the Carpathian Mountains, and the River Preuth ; 
on the Eat and South by the ſame River, together 
with the Danube g and by the They/ſe on the Welt. 
It was divided into 1. Dacia Ripenſis, which contained 
a part of the preſent” Hungary and #alachia. 2. Dacia 
Alpeſtris, anſwering to another part of Walachia 
and to Moldavia. 3. Dacia Mediterranea or Ge- 
pida, in which was comprehended the preſent Tran- 
fylvania. The Albocenſii, Sinſt, Taursſſi, Piephigi, 
Brepti, &c. were the then Inhabitants of this Coun- 
try, under. the Government of Kings of their own ; 
till Trajan, conquering Decebalus, reduced them in- 
to a Roman Province in the year. of Rome 98. and at- 
fixed the Name of Colonia Vlpia Trajana to their Ca- 
pital City , otherwiſe called Yarhe! or Zarmiſoge- 
ebuſa. The Greeks called this people, Gete : It was 
the Romans that derived the Title of Daci and Dace 
upon them. Dacia alſo in the Monaſtick Writers is 
put abuſively for Dania, Daci for Dans , and Daci- 
cum for Danicum. In the Univerſity of Paris the 
Daniſh College is called Collegium Dacorum, - Fhe 
Mariſh and the Ole were the principal Rivers of 
Dacta. 

Dacha, Paropaniſus, a Province in the Greater 
Aſia. 

— , an ancient City of P3fidia in the Leſſer 
Aſia : otherwiſe by Peo/omy and Strabo written A- 
dataand Adadata. | 

Davaſtana, an ancient City of Bichyna in Aſia 
the Leſs, upon the Confines of Galarsa : remarkable 
for the death of the Emperor Fovian here. 

Dadivan, a delightful-Plain four or five Leagues 


in Circuit in the Province of Farſhſtan it Perſia, be. 
tween Schiras and Lar : vichly planted with Orange 
Lemon,and Pomgranate Trees; and traverſed by a Ri- 
ver that affords plenty 'of Fiſk. The Engzliſh and 
Dutch, reſiding at Ornins, are wont to paſs the end 
of the Summer here for pleaſure. 

Dafar, the Seat of the ancient Homierite in Ara- 
bia Felix, upon the Arabian Sea. . 
* Dagheſtan or Dacheſtai, a Province between the 
Kingdom of Aſtracan to the North , 'and the Pro- 
vince of Schirwan in Perſia to the South: Inhabited 
by Tartars, under a Prince of their own, in ſecurity 
againſt Invafions by the'nieans of inacceſſible Moun- 
tals. The principal City here is Tark#: x | 

Dagho, Daghoa, a ſmall Iſland upon the Coaſt of 
Livonia, «to the North of the Iſland of Oeſel, in the 
BaltickSea, at the mouth' of the Bay of Rz74;” which 
has two Caſtles ; and is under the King of Sweden. 

Dagno, Thermidava, a City of Dabrniatia' or AL 
bania, upon the River Drino. | 

IDat or Daz, an ancient People of Scythia A/7- 
atica upon the Caſpian Sea, adjoining to the Maſ-

: TDalecarle , Dalecarlia or Dalarne , a great Pro- 
vince in the Kingdom of Sweden, towards the Moun- 
tains of Savona and Norway, which bounds it on the 
Welt ;- on the North it hath Helfinga ; Geſtricia on 
the Eaft,and YVermelandia on the Sonth : a vaſt Coun- 
try, but it has never aCity or good Townin it. T+- 
king this Name from the River Daletarle , which is 
one of the molt conſiderable of all the Rivers of the 
Kingdom of Sweden. Itis a Mountainous Country. + 

Dalem, Dalemum, a ſmall Town of the Dutchy: 
of Limburg in the Low Countreys , under the Hol- 
landers, It ftandsupon a Stteam two Leagues from 
Ltege, and three from Aix la Chapelle : fortified: 
with a ſtrong Caſtle , and adorned with the Title of 
an Earldom, and likewiſe enjoying a Juriſdiction over 
a Territory of many Villages beyond the Menſe: , 

Talta, a Province contained within —_—_— 
in the Kingdom of Sweden, between the Lake of 
of Yener and the Prefecture of Bahuys. Dalebourg 
1s the moſt conſiderable Town in it. Fo 

Dallendozf, a Village and Caſtle in Eyfe/, in the- 
Dutchy of Fulsers, which-was the Seat of the ancient 
Taliates : ſometimes called Tallenford. 

' Dalmatia, the Eaſtern part of the ancient 1/hri- 
cum ,' called by the Ancients De/mio or Dalmatia , 
from a City of that Name, its Capital. The Inhabi- 
tants of which revolting with about twenty Towns 
from the Kingdom of Epirus, called this' fmall Di- 
{ſtrict by the Name of Da/matia. Afterwards it-was 
conquered by the Romans, and after this by the Scla-- 
vontans : called by the Turks Boſnaels , by the Poles 
Slowiensha, by the Ital:ans Schiavonia, by the French 
Dalmatie. That Country which now goes by the 
Name, .is but a ſmall part of the ancient Dalmatia ; 
lying upon the Adriatich Sea, and bounded 'on the 
North by Croatia and Boſnia , on the Eaſt by Servia, 
on the South by Albania , and on the Welt by the 
Adriatichz' in which Bounds Morlachia 'is included. 
In the year 1076. Pope Gregory VIE. in: a Conncil 
held at 'Salona, actually ed this Country into a' 
Kingdom, by the Inveſtiture of Demerrixs, then Duke 
of Dalmatia, with all the Enfigns of Royalty. ' Now- 
the greateſt part is under the Turks ,” but the Sca- 
Coatts and Iſlands are in the hands of the Yenersans, 
who have taken ſeveral Forts from the Tarks in'this 
preſent War. The Common-wealth of Raguſa lies in 
Dalmatia alſo ; which is not ſubject either to the 
Turks or Yenetians , though it payeth a voluntary 
Tribate to the former ; but in 1636. they were very 
carnelt-with the At of Germany by 'theiw _ 
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baſſidor , to undertake their Protection againſt the 
Turks. The Sclavonian Language 1s ſpoken by the 
Natives of Dalmatia: TE 

Dalton, a Market Town in Lancaſhire, in the 
Hundred of Leynſdale ; ſeated in a Champaign Coun- 
try,not far from the Sea. 

Dam.. a ſtrong Town in. Flanders , built of late 
years to ſecure Bruges againſt the ' Hollanders , from 
which it ſtands but one League towards the North. 
This is till in the hands of the Spanzard. $ Dama 
ftrong Town in the Dukedom of Pomeranza, upon 
the River Oder, right over againſt Seersn, which 1s in 
the Poſſeſſion of the King of Sweden. $ Damn, a 
Town in Gronningen, three Miles from the chief City 
of that Province to the Eaft , and one from De{fz::/ 
tothe Weſt, ſeated upon Damſterdiep. 

Damala, Troezen, once a City, now a ſmall Town 
or Village on the Eaſtern Shoar of the Morea ; twen- 
ty ſeven Miles from Napoli to the North-Eaſt, and 
fourteen from Corinth to the South-Eaſt. 

Maman or Damaon, a celebrated Port on the 
Welt of Malabar in the Kingdom of Guzurate,upon, 
the Coaſt of the Gulph of Cambaia , twenty Leagues 
from Surate, in 20. deg. of Northern Latitude : in 
the hands of the Poreaugueſe ; who built it, and have 
ſo ſtrongly fortified it, that the Grear Mogul in vain 
of late befieged-it with forty thouſand men. . 

Damaſcus, is the principal and the molt ancient 
Town in Syria : ſeated in a Plain upon the Chry- 
ſorrhoas, ora Riyer called the Go/deu Stream by the 
Ancients; ſurrounded with Mountains, one hundred 
and forty Miles from Feruſalem to the South, and 
Antioch to the North. This City is fo ancient, that 
it is not known when or by whom it was built ; but it 
is mentioned by Abraham, In the ſucceeding Ages 
of the Warld, it followed the Fate of Syria, ſuccel» 
fively (abject to all the four great Empires, and fa- 
mous underall. But then the Converſion of S. Paul, 
which happened in part near and in part within this 
City, is one of the greatelt things that has in the 
Courſe of ſo many Ages befallen it. This was alſo one 
of the firſt great Cities the Saracens took from the 
Romans, after a Siege of fix Months, in 636. by O- 
mar the Succeſſor of Abubecher. In 813, it was 
made the Seat of one of their Ca/ifs. Babylon being 
the ſecond, and Grand Carro the third. _ Conra- 
dus III. Emperor of Germany attempted in 1147. to 
reduce it, without any good Succeſs, by reafon of the 
Diviſions amongſt the Chriſtians in the Holy Land. 
In 1298. it was taken by Caſſan the Turk, and 30000 
Saracens ſlain; but the Saracens ſoon after recove- 
red it. About 1395.it became a Prey to that Flagel- 
lum Det, ( Tamerlane) the great Scythian Conque- 
ror: After this it was ſubject to the Sultans of &gypr, 
till Sel: T. about 1514 ſubjected it to the Orcoman 
Empire, under which it {till is. This City is an 
Archbiſhop's See under the Patriarch of Antioch ; the 
Seat of one of the Turk:/b, Viſiers; in a fruitful Val 
ley, ſo extreamly pleaſant withal, as amongſt many 
Writersto gain the Title of the Paradiſe of the VVorld. 
Yet not nyghtily inhabited of later times; being more 
viſited by Pilgrims of the Turkiſh and Chriſtian Reli- 
gions, than by Merchants. The Current of the Trade 
running by Aleppo, filty Miles more North. It is 
now called by the Turks Scham. Long. 69. 00. 
Lat. 33. 00. | 

PDambeg, a City and Kingdom in Ethiopia is 4- 
Frica, near. the Fountains of the Ne/e-; which bas a 
Lake in it of the ſame Name, (twenty five French 
Leagues in Length, and fifteen in Breadth), incom- 
paſled on all fides by Mountains, out of. which ariſe a 
vaſt Number of Rivers to form this Lake, called Bar- 
Dambea,the Sea of Dambea, in the Arhiopsck Lan- 
guage ; And out of theſe Waters, thus united; the 
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Nile ſpringeth , at - fome Diſtance from the Moun- 
ains. See Nile. There are twenty one Iſlands itand- 
ing in this Lake; the chiefeſt of which is Dek. 

{Damtata, a City of Egypr, upon one of the more 
Eaitern Mouths of the Nz/e : Anciently called Tamia- 
745 or Damiaza, and now by the Arabians Damaar. 
This City ſtands on the oppoſite Shoar to Peluſuum, 
and grew out of the Ruins of it. Taken by the 
Chriſtians in 1218. But in 1221. they were torced © 
to reſtore it, being involved in ſuch Miſeries by the - 
Waters that were let looſe upon. them, that they 
mult otherwiſe have periſhed. . After this it was reta- 
ken by Lewis IX. in 1249. who being afterwards 
taken Priſoner by the Sultan, was forced to reſtore 
it as his Ranſom; after which the Saracens burat 
it. Thus is an Archbiſhops See under the Patriarch of 
Alexandria ; and now a great, well peopled City, 
and one of the Keys of that Country. Long. 63. 20. 
Lat. 31. 10. | 

ZDammartin, or Dampmartin, Domnum Marti- 
aum,a Town inthe Province of the Ile of France near 
Paris. Adorned with a Collegiate Church ; and fa- 
mous 1n French Hiſtory for the Earls of the Houſe 
that derive their Name from it, 

moz, Leon, a River in Phenicia, which ariſeth 
from Mount Lebanon, and falls into the Mediterra= 
nean Sea, between Sydon and Bayrut. 

Damut, Damer, or Damout, a Kingdom of the 
higher £ch1opia, heretofore under the Abiſſins ; but 
now torn from them by the Gala's. Its Situation is 
towards the Lake of Zaire. There are many Golden 
Manes in it; and a City, the Capital, of the fame Name. 
 Damplerre, a Barony in the Territory of Awiis 
in France, upon the River Boutonne of Yoltunna. 

Damvillers, Damvillerum, or Danvilliers, Dan- 
vilerium, a ſtrong Town in Luxemburgh, upon the 
River Maes, ſeated upon a Hill, five Leagues from 
Verdun to the North, and about eight German Miley 
from Thionville to the Weſt. Taken by the French 
wn 1637. and annexed to the Dutchy of Lorrain ; 
but in 1673. diſmantled, 

Wanambze. See the Nzeper. 

Danby, an ancient Caſtle in the Tract of Cleveland 
in the North-Riding of Torksbire; ſeated near alarge 
Park and Chaſe of the ſame Name. Firſt advanced 
to the Dignity of an Earldom by King Charles I. in 
the Perſon of Henry Danvers of the Line of the Lord 
Latimer, to whom this Caſtle did anciently belong : 
and afterwards upon the Default of Iffue from the 
ſaid Henry, in the Perſon of Thomas O-sborn, Crea= 
ted by King Charles II. Baron of Kineton and ViC. 
count Latimer in 1673. and Earlof Danby the year 
after: The now Marqueſs of Caermarthen, trom King 
William. 

Dandaltt, an ancient People of Germany, of great 
Power in the twelfth Century ; and fo. addicted to 
their Paganiſm, that VValdemar King of Denmark 
with the Princes of Pomerania and Saxony were ob. 
liged to force them by Sea and Land to hear Chr:J772? 
#ity preached amongit them. 

Dangala, or Dancala, a City of the Upper A- 
thiopia, upon the Nile, in the Tract of Nubza, 
(whereof it is the Capital) and in the Kingdom of 
Gorbaxi, tqwards the North. Long. 52. Lat. 10. 

Danneberg, or Daneberg, a Town and County 
in the Dukedom of Lunenburgh, upon the River 
Tetza, four Miles from the E/b, and ſeven from Lu- 
nenburgh to the South-Eaſt, The Town has a Ca- 
{tle belonging to it. The County belongs to the Duke 
of Zell, and 1s extended from Eaſt to Weſt upon the 
Eb, between the Dukedom, of Hecklenburgh to the 
North, the. Marquiſate of Brandenburg to the South 
and Eaſt, and the Dukedom of Lunenburgh to the 
Welt. It, had heretofore Earls of its gwo ; but Ne- 
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colas, the laſt of them, in 1303. ſold it to O:40 Duke 
of Brunſwick : Of latter Times it was under the 
Duke of YVelfemburtel, and by him was granted in 
1671. to. the Duke of Fell. 

Dantſick, Dant3zih, Dantiſcum, Gedanum, cal- 
led by. the Inhabitants and Poles Danske, and Dan- 
Zig by the Germans; is a vaſt well fortified City of 
Poland; the Capital of Pruſſia, in the little Pome- 
7ania, with a noble Haven and Caſtle upon the Viſtu- 
la which a League below diſchargeth it ſelf into the 
Bay of Oantzickh, a Part of the Baltick Sea. So 
watered by two other Rivers,:the Rodaun and the 
Motlau; towards the South and Welt it has ſome 
Hills, which in 1656, were firſt fortified apainſt the 
Shedes. This City is Imperial and Free, belonging 
originally to the Empire. Primi/laus King of Poland, 
in 1295. firſt walled it againſt the Knights of the 
Teutonich Order, as Cromerus faith, ib. 11. After 
this it was betrayed to the Marqueſs of Brandenburgh 
by one Peter Chancellor of Pomerania, who being in 
wrath with Vladiſlaus Lochicus his Maſter, King of 
Poland, and the Caſtle thereupon ſurpriſed by the 
Teutonick Order, (who pretended to affift VladsNlaus) 
they demanded a vaſt Sum of Money, which the Citi- 
zens refuſing to pay, they proceeded to take the Ci- 
ty, to plunder and ſlay great Numbers of the Inha- 
bitants. In 1310. Sigiſwmundus Auguſins took away 
half the Cuſtoms upon their Diſreſpect to his Ambaſ- 
ſador, who was ſent to quiet them, then in Tumuſt 
and Diſorder : He reſerved alſo the greater Cauſes to 
the Determination of the Diet of Poland, contrary to 
the Privilege granted by Caſfimrus his Predeceſſpr. 
In 1569. Stephanus King of Poland, proſcrib'd them, 
for taking part with the Houſe of A»ſtria againſt him ; 
which Quarrel was ended by the Mediation of the 
Neighbouring Princes. In 1597. Vlad:/laus IV. had 
alſo ſome Controverſies with this City about their Im- 
poſts. The Proteſtant Religion -1s imbraced here, 
the Roman Catholick tolerated. No Man is admitted 
into the Senate, except he be a Lutheran, In-1596. 
the Senate granted the Jeſuits the Monaſtery of 
S. Bridget, and S. Maries Church; but the City op- 
poſed it ſo vigorouſly, that three Days after they were 
forced to recall their Edict. In 1657. this City was 
forced to burn her own Suburbs to prevent their being 
taken.by the Swedezs.It lies in Long. 41.39. Lat.5 4-20. 

Manube, Danubius, Her, is one of the greateſt 
Rivers in Europe, and no leſs celebrated both in An- 
cient and Modern Story : Called Danubins and Iſter, 
whence Ovzd. lib. 1. de Pont. _ | 


Stat vetus Urbs ripe vicina Binominas 1/tri. 


The upper part next the Fountains, was for the moſt 
part called the Danube ; and the lower from 1iyrz- 
cus or Sclavonsa, the Ifter, as Pliny faith ; by the 
Germans Donaw , by the French Danube, by the 
Italians Danubio, by the Poles Dunay, by the Turks 
Tunay. It ariſeth in the Connty of Bar in Suabra, 
{our German Miles from Freiburzh to the Eaſt, and 
nine from Baſ/ to the North-Eatft ; running North- 
Eaſt, it pafſes by Vim, having received a great many 


ſmaller Rivers on both Sides, which for Brevity T mylit 


omit. At Leucy itentercth Bavaria, and a little fur- 
ther from the South receiveth the Leck, which pafſeth 
by Auſprugh ; and till continuing its Courſe as far 
as Regensburgh, it then turns and runs more Eaſterly 
to the Confines of Auſtria, where at Paſſaw it enter- 
tains the vaſt River Inn, which comes from Inſpruck, 
and brings many other with it ; from hence jt goeth 
to Vienna, where it makes an Iſland ; then waſheth 
the Walls of Presburgh the Capital of the Upper 
Hungary, where it divides and makes the Iflang of 
Schut : at Comora it unites again, and goes on to 
Gran, bending its Courſe more Southerly ; from 


whence it paſſeth to Buda the Capital of all Hung. 
ry, where it makes. two other Iſlands, one above Bu- 
da, and another a little- below Coloc7a. The Sara- 
wit7, which comes from A/ba- Regalis, falls into it 
from the Weſt ; then the Dr4ve at Efſechk; then the 
Tibiſcus a vaſt River of Upper Hungary from the 
Eaft ; and the Szve again on the Weſt by Belprade, 
which is the firſt Town. of Servia : from hence its 
Courſe is more Eaſt, having Moldavia, VVz/achia, 
and Bzalogrod on the North, Servia and Bulbs aria 
on the South ; where it makes many ifles, and then 
entereth: the Exxine or Black, Sea by three great 
Outlets; the two more Northerly, being as it were 
reunited in the very Entry of them into the Sea. 
Dr, Edward Browne, ith his Travels, ſaith; That at 
Crainburgh, not far diftant from the Head, it appea- 
red a conſiderable Stream ; a little after from the City 
Ulm in Suevia, where it beginneth'to'be Navigable, 
it continues a long Courſe ; patſing by Ingolftad, Ra- 
tirbone, Straubing, Paſſaw, Lintz and Vienng, un- 
to Presburgh ; from whence through ' Hungary it 
makes a Courle of above three hundred Miles, before 
it paſſes by Belgrade. It drinks in above fixty con- 
ſiderable Rivers; and in a' ſober Agcount performs a 
Courſe of above 1500 Miles, from its Riſe to its 
Fall. This River has had many Naval Fights upon it 
between the Turks and Chriſtians, At one time there 
were twenty Galliots, eighty ſmall Pinnaces, and little 
leſs than a hundred Ships of Burthen employed upon 
it, in a Siege of Budg. At the Siege' of Belgrade, 
Mahemet the Great brought two hundred Ships and 
Galleys up the Stream ; the Hungarians ſent fo many 
from Buda down the Stream, that after a ſharp En- 
counter, the Hungarians took twenty, and y frm? 
the reſt on ſhoar near the Camp ; ſo that Mahomer 
was forced to burn them to prevent their being taken 


by the Chriſtians. This perhaps i more than can be 


ſaid of any other River in the World. It abounds in 
good Fiſh, as Trouts, Perches, large and delicious 
Carps, exceeding (faith Dr. Browne ) any I have 
ſeen, Oc. ſome of which is every Year falted; and 
ſent into other Parts. This River, to conclude, was 
for many Ages the Boundary on this Side of the Ro- 


-1an Empire, and againſt the barbarqus Nations ; ac- 


cordingly the Reman Legions had their Stations upon 
its Banks : they were the Founders of many of the 


Cities ; and many memorable Actioris.tn thoſe early 


Days happened near it, fametimes between the Ro- 
mans themſelves, and ſometimes between them and 
the Barbarians | | 

Danvilliers. See Damvwilliers. 

Daphne, delightful Village of old in Syr:a,upon the 
Banks of the River Orontes, five Mijes from Antioch 
the Great. Where was g'large famous Cypreſs Wood 
conſecrated to Apollo, with a Tempte.to his Honoup 
alſo, and another to Diana ; and a Spring called the 
Forntain of Daphne. 'The Romans for ſome time 
kept a'Legion here, till they found their Men effemi- 
nated by the Pleaſures of the Place. Pompey the 
Great, charmed with its Beauty, hecame a Benefactor 
to it. Conſtantine M. built a Houſe of Pleafure in 
it in the Year 326. Gallus cayſed the Bggy of the 
Martyr Babylas, the Patriarch of Antioch, to be 
tranſported hithef; whereupon ''it is" ſaid Apollo 
furceaſed his Oracle.” Futzan the 4poſfare comman- 
ded the faid Body tg be removed in 363; After which 


the Temple of Apy/lo was fo confumed in x Storm of 


Thunder and Lightning, that in S. Chryſoſtom's time 
only one Pillar, * now nothing is remairyng thereof. 
Ang the Chriſtian Emperors ſucceeding 'Fulian ere- 
Red Churches in its Room. CN OTE 
Darbon, Alpheus, a River in the middle of the 
Merea, which falls into the Ladon (which falls into 


the Orfea,) and divides at P:1us : one Branch called 
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I/liaco, runs Weſt, - and entereth the Ocean over a- 
gainſt Fane ; the other (A/phep) runs South, and en- 
tereth the Gulph of Arcadia, over againſt the Town 
of Stroffhad, 20 Miles North-Welt of Arcadia. 
Darby, Derby, Derbza, is both a City and a 
County in England. The County has Nottingham- 
ſhire onthe Ealt, Leiceſterſhire on the South, Staf- 
Fordſhire on the Weſt, and Torkshire on the North. 
The River Derwent divides it into two Parts, run- 


| ning North and South, and at laſt falls into Trent, 


which is its Southern Boundary. That Part which 
lies Eaſt of Derwent is plain and fruitful ;- the We- 
ſtern Parts are more mountainous and barren, but a- 
bound in Mines of Lead, Iron, Coals, and afford 
good Paſture for Sheep. ſn the South-Eaſt Part of 
this County upon the River Derwent, lieth the City of 
Derby, which firſt takes its Name from the River, 
and then lends it to the County : A fine, rich, well- 
traded City. On the Eaſt Side it has Derwent, cove- 
red by a Stone-Bridge ; on the South it hath a clear 
Rivolet called Mertenbrook : and within it five Pa- 
riſh-Churches. Thomas Lord Stanley was created 
Earl of Darby in 1486. by Henry VII. in the firſt 
Year of his Reign. The preſent VVilliam Stanley, 
who is the ninth Earl of this Family (and the fourth 
of England) ſucceeded Charles his Father in 1672. 
A Title heretofore enjoyed, firſt by the Earls of Fer- 
rers and Darby, and afterwards by ſeveral Princes of 
the Royal Family. | 

* Darda, a. ſtrong Fort at the North end of the 
Bridge of Eſſeck, built by the Turks in 1686. and 
taken by the Germans when they burnt the Bridge : 
Retaken by the Duke of Lorrain in 1687. and de- 
figned to be fortified, but ſoon after deſerted rather, 
that the Turks. might have a free Paſſage to their ruin, 
as came to paſs. Aug. 12. 1687. when they received 
the greateſt Overthrow near this Place, which has be- 
fallen them in this laſt Century. See Moharz. 

The Dardanelles,  Dardaniam, Dardania, are 
two Caſtles built by Mahomer 1I. The one in Europe, 
where anciently ſtood Ceſtos; the other in Aſia, in 
the place of Ab:dos, upon: the ſtreighteſt part of 
the Heleſpont.. They ſtand two hundred Miles South 
of Conſtantinople, as being the Keys of that City. 
The famous Monſieur Thevenot, who ſaw them in 
1655. thus deſctibes them (as he is tranſlated). That 
which isin Romana, on the Side of Europe, 1sbuilt in 
a triangular Form,at the Foot of an Hill, which com- 
mands and covers it ; where there is a little Town. 
This Caſtle hath three Towers covered with Lead, 
whereof two are towards the Land, and the third 
which is the higgeſt, upon the Harbor. It hath (faid 
he) as I could diſcern with a Perſpective-Glaſs, about 
twenty Port-holes, level with the Water; in which, 
beſides what I could obſerve by my Glaſſes, I was a(- 
ſured that a Man might eafily creep into ſome of the 
Guns, they were of ſuch a prodigious Bore. The 0- 
ther on the Aſia Side is in a Plain, and ſeemed to me 


to be almoſt ſquare. It hath three Towers on each 


Side, anda Dungeon or Platform in the Middle, but 
not ſo many. Port-holes as the other. Theſe Caſtles 
are of no Strength to Landward, being only deſigned 
againſt Ships, as Mr. Sandys and all obſerve; but 
they were kept .by ſtrong Garriſons. This Place is 
famous for. the Loves of Hero and Leander, the Paf- 
ſage of Xerxes by a Bridge of Boats, the Paſſage of 
the Turks a little above theſe Caſtles ; and of later 
times for three Naval Victories obtained here by the 
Penetians, in 1655, 1656,” and 1657, Since that 
the Turks have built two other Caſtles, which bear juſt 
upon the entrance of the Helleſpone, about three Miles 
more South than.the old Dardanelles. That on Aſia 


Side lieth not above two Miles from Troas upon a 


flat Ground: That on Eyrope, on the fide of a Hil, 


with round Towers, and ſeveral Aſcents aftt the old 
Faſhion, as Mr. V/Yheeler obſerves ; which, he faith, 
were built ſince Mr. Sandys's time, and in all probabi- 
lity fince 1655. upon the Occaſion of thoſe Venerian 


' Victories. The Turks call Lepanto and Patras, at 


the entrance of the Bay or Gulph of Lepanto, the Dar- 
danelles, by way ot Allufion. There are two other 
ſuch Caſtles calfd the Dardaneles of the Gulph of 
Larta in Epirus, eighty Engliſs Miles North-Weſt 
from Lepanto. 

Darvdanta, the ancient Name of a Country in the 
upper Meſia, which became afterwards a part of Dacia, 
and now makes properly the South Quarter of the 
Province of Servia, wherein Niz7a and 7// copia 
ſtand. $ Alſo an ancient Town and Province of 
Treas in Aſia the Leſs, mentioned by Mela, Pliny, &5c. 

Darha, a Country, City, and River in the Divi- 
fion of Biledulgeridia in Africa. The River is 
ſubject to an annual Inundation , which begin- 
ning in April (if a great one) makes a fruit- 
ful Year. Towards this River ſtands the City 
Darha in Darha properly ſo called, which is one 
of the three Parts this Country is divided into : 
the others being Icare and the Kingdom of Teflere. 
Thus Country lies between the Kingdom of Morocco, 
Teſſet, and Segellomeſſa; under the Obedience of the 
King of Tefleze, who is a Tributary to the Emperor 
of Morocco. It abounds particularly with excellent

arta, an ancient Epiſcopal City of Meſopotamrg, 
fifteen Miles from N:{ibin. Fe = alſo nm called 
Anaſtaſiopolis, and Anaſtaſia, from its Founder, the 
Emperor Anaſtaſius. 

Darien, a City upon the Gulph of Urraba with 
a great River in the Province of Terra Firma in the 
South America, The See of this City has been tranſ- 
ferred thence to Panama, being not fo conſiderable a 
Place as formerly. The River is otherwiſe called the 
River of S. Fohn, and El Rio Darien. ; 

Darking, a Market-Town in Surrey, the Capital 
of its Hundred, upon a Branch of the River Mole ; 
which at a Place, called the Swallow, by the Foot of a 
Hill here falls under Ground | and riſes again the 
Diſtance of a Mile thence, near Norbury. 

Darlington, a Market-Town in the Biſhoprick of 
Durham ; the Capital of its Wapentake ; with a fair 
Bridge over the River Skerne, where there runs another 
ſmall Rivulet into it. 

Darmſtad, Darmſtadium, a Town and Landgra- 
vate in the County of Gerawer in Franconia, upan the 
River Darmſtad, which has a fine Caſtle ; where the 
Landgrave of Gerawer or Darmſtad reſides. It ſtands 
two Miles from the Rhine, and three from Francfore 
on the Mayn towards the South. And belongs to a 
Branch of the Houſe of the Landgraves of Heſſe, 
thence entituled, the Princes of Heſſe-Darmſtad. ; 

Daroca, a Town in the Kingdom of Arragon in 
- army upon the River Xiloca, four or five Leagues 

om Calatajud, and about ten from Saragoſſa. 

TDartfozd, a large Market-Town in Kent in Sur- 
ton Lath upon the River Darent , not far from the 
Influx thereof into -the Thames. The Rebellior: of 
Fohn Tyler (alias Faek Straw,) in the Reign of 
Richard II. in 1381. began here. 

tDarwent, a River in Darbyſhire; another in 
Cumberland; and a third in Jorkſhire. Sir Francis 
Ratcliff of Dilſton in the County of Cumberland, 
was made Earl of Darwene-VVYater, by K. Fames 1I. 


. Auguſt 24. 1687. Baron of Tindale, and Viſcount 


Ratchff and Langley. See Derwent. 

Daventry, a Market and great Road-Town in Nor- 
thamptonſhire,in the Hundred of Fauſeley,upon a Ri- 
yulet that falls into the Ne.

| Danlia, Daulss, an ancient City of Phocis in 
\Achaia, not tar from Delphi to the South. It has 
ſometime been a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop 


of Athens; now ruined. $ A ſecond in Macedonia, 


whoſe modern Name 1s Eladaſagns. 

Dauphine, Alobroges, Delphinatus, a great Pro- 
vince 1n the South: Exf part of France ; bounded on 
the Eaſt by Psedmont, on the North by Savoy and 
La Breſſe, from which it is ſeparated by the River 
Rhoſne ; on the Weſt by Lion and Vivarass, from 
which the ſame River divides it ; and on the South by 
Provence. It had heretofore Princes of its own, cal- 
led the Daulphines; but Humbartus II. their latt 
Prince, in 1343. gave this Principality to Philip de 
Valois King ot France, upon Cendition that the eldeſt 
Son of the King of France ſhould bear this Title, 
which has been ever ſince obſerved. The principal 
City is Grenoble,

Teal, a Member of the Town and Port of Sand- 
wich in Kent ; of Note for the Harbouring of Fleets 
_ time to time here, in Order to fail Eaſt or 
Welt. 

Dean. See the Foreſt of Dean. 

Dean-Magna, a Market-Town in Gloceſterſhire, 
in the Hundred of S. Br:avells 

Weben, a River in Suffolk, upon which V/o0d- 
bridge and Debenbam ftand. It diſcharges it ſelf into 
the Sea twelve Miles below the latter. 

Debenhan, a Market-Town in Suffo/k, in the 
Hundred of Thedwaſtree, upon the River Deben. 

Webir. See Dabir. 

Decan, or Decam, is a very great Kingdom in the 
Promontory of Malabar in the Eaſt-Indies ; bound- 
ed on the Weſt by the Indian or Arabian Ocean, 
on the North by the Kingdom of Guzarat, on the 
'Eaſt by that of Golconda, and on the South -by the 
Kingdom of Biſnagar. The Capital of it is Vs/apar ; 
and the greateſt part has been ſubdued by the Moguls, 
or divided into petty Kingdoms ; of which ſee Mr. 
Thevenot's Travels. The Portugueſe overcame Goa, 
(a Member of this Kindom) in 1510. and haye ever 
fince retained it. 

Dectze, Dececia, a Town in the Province of N:- 
 wernass in France, ſeven or eight Leagues from Ne- 
vers ; ſtanding in an: Iſlet of the Loyre, where the 
River Atzron beds with the Loyre. It is a Paſs of ſome 
Conſequence, belonging to the, Dukes of Nevers who 
have a Caſtle here. And the Roman Medals that have 
been found at it, demonſtrate the Antiquity of it. 

WDeddington, a Market-Town in Oxfordſhzre, in 
the Hundred of YVotton. . 

Dedham, a Market-Town in Eſſex, in the Hun- 
dred of Lexden. 

IDee, Deva, a River called by the YVelſh, Fridiy, 
ariſeth in Merzonerhſhire,from the Lake of Lliyntegid; 
and running North-Weſt, takes in the River of 4/wen 
in the ſame County ; then paſleth into: Denbighſhire, 
and becomes a Boundary between that and Shropſhire, 
admitting ( another of its boundaries) the River Ke- 
710g ; and paſſing by Bangor the famous old VFelſh 
Monaſtery, it entereth Cheſhire at Shockiszdge. At 
Alford it takes in. another ſmall River, and in F/:nt- 
ſhire the River Allen; ſo having divided Cheſhire 
from Flintſhire at VVeſt-Cheſter, it falls into the 
Iriſh Sea, making a great Haven, called by the VYelſh 
Eee, Etu, by the Engliſh Dee-Mouth. $ Dee, Dea, 
a River in Galloway in Scotland, which riſeth in the 
Eorders of Coz/a; and running South takes in many 
other ſmall Rivers, and at laſt buvies. it felf in Solway 
Fyrth ; which parts Scotland from the North-Weſt of 
England at Kirkubrig, a famous Town of Galloway. 

Weeping, a Market-Town in Linco/nſhire in the 
Hundred ot Nefſe. | 


Deiſtan, Ox#us. See Geichos. 

Detzer, Dordomana, a City of Perſia. 

Delbzugk, Delbrugia, a ſmall Town in the Circi: 
of VVeſtphalia in Germany, between the Rivers Er 
and Lappe. Its ancient Inhabitants were the Bructe- 
74 whom Germarmcus overthrew. 

ele, or Dyle, Dzla, a River riſing near the Vii- 
lage Thile in Brabant in the Low-Countries ; runnig 
by Louvain, and after the Reception of the Demer, 
falling into the Scheld at Rupel-Monde. 

Deift, De/phz, a City of the Province of Holland, 
which gives name to a Diltrict ; one of the princi- 
pal Cities of that State 3 very populous and well built. 
Here is the Monument of YV/:/l;am of Naſſaw, the 
Founder of the Low-Country Liberty, who was here 
aſſaſſinated by the Spaniards, in 1584 And like- 
wiſe another of Admiral Trump. It is not above 
one League from the Hague, three trom Roterdam, 
and as many from Lezden, in a Plain. In the 
year 1536. a Fire almoſt entirely deſtroyed it. The 
Town Delfs-Haven, within a quarter of a League of 
Rotterdam, 1s under the Juriſdiction of this City 

Telit, Crateres, two little deep Lakes, mention'd 
by the Ancients, in the Iſland of S:cily rear Catania. 
They were conſecrated by the Natives to the Dus 
Paliſci. | 

Delily or Delhs, a great City and Kingdom under 
the Mogul in the Eaſt-Indies,upon the River Gemma, 
a hundred Miles from Agr:a to the N. towards Labor : 
length of time had much waſted it : whereupon Chab 
Jehan, the Father of Auran Zeb Emperor of that 
Country, mn 1625. built up another vatit one by it, 
called Chah Zehan-Abad , or ſhorter Fehan-Abad, 
that it might be the Capital of his Empire : fince 
which it has flouriſhed, and encreaſed above any City 
in the 'Indies, as Bernerius (cited by Baubrand ) 
faith, who had often ſeen it. This City was the Scat 
of Porus the Indian King, who made himfelf famous 
by his Wars with Alexander the Great. Near it 
ſtands a Pyramid or Obelisk of Stone , which by its 
unknown Characters ſeems to be of great Antiquity ; 
thought in the Indies to have been erected by Alex- 
ander the Great after the Defeat of Porus. The River 
Gemma on which this City ſtands, runs Eaſt, and falls 
into the Ganges. The Fortreſs of it is half a League 
in compaſs, with round Towers at the diltance of 
every ten BattJements : the Ditches are full of Water, 
Wharfed with Stone 3 and it has lovely Gardens round 
about it. In this Citadel is the Royal Palace. - The 
Town has no Ditches, but Walls filled up with Earth 
behind, and Towers. 

Delmenhozſt, De/menhorſtium,a ſmall Town in the 
Principality of O/dembourg in Germany upon the Ri- 
ver Delmen, which denominates it and ſoon after 
falls into the Weſer. It hath the honor of the Title 
of an Earldom ; three Leagues from Bremen, and a 
little more from Ol/dembourg. Under the King of 
Denmark ever ſince 1667. 

Delos, Or:yg1ia, Lagia, Aſteria, Midia, Cynthon, 
a famous Iſland of the Arch:pelago , the chiet of the 
Cyclades, towards Europe : called by the Modern 
Greeks plurally Anaet , as comprehending the other 
Iſland Rhene or Rhenss with it, becauſe theſe two at 
a diſtance ſeem to make but one Iſland. And by 
Mariners Sdlle, by a corruption of es AjAvs. 4- 
pollo and Diana were _— to be born here. 
The former had here his Temple and his Oracle ; 
ſome Ruines whereof , with others of a Theatre, a 
School, &5c. are yet viſible at Sdilles, that is, the an- 
cient City Delos, called afterwards Arhene Adriane, 
which is little inhabited now. 'In the middle of the 
Iſland ſtands the Mountain Cynthus, which gave the E- 
pithet of Cynthia to Dianaznot above one hundred and 
twenty five foot high, and therefore ſhort of /hadow- 
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ing the INand, as it was repreſented to do in the an- 
cient account. It is a Rock of Marble. The whole 
Iſland is covered with heaps of the ſame. Belides 
which, it yields Maſtick, and Hares in the like abun- 
dance as formerly when it received the Name of La- 
gia from them. Called Delos, ſays Ariſtotle, becauſe 
it ſhew'd it ſelf of a ſudden in a place where no 
Iſland was before : which might be the reaſon of the 
Ancients fancying that it ſometime floated. 

Delphi, De/phos, a City of Phocts 1n Achaia, at the 
foot of Mount Parnaſſus, which in ancient times was 
very great, though not walled otherwiſe than by the 
ſteep Rocks that encompaſſed it : it had a Caſtle 
which ſtood on the top of a Rock, now called La 
Caſtri. This Place once ſo famous for the moſt ad- 
mired and rich Temple of Apollo Pychius and the 
Oracle which the Gauls under Brennus attempted in 
vain to ſpoil, in Chriſtian times became a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Archers : but ſince it fell 
into the hands of the devouring Turks , it is become a 
poor ſmall Village twenty Miles Welt from Leucadza, 
forty from Lepanto to the Eaſt, and about ſeven, faith 
Baudrand, irom the Bay of Corinth, It is obſerved by 
Suidas, Cedrenus, Nicephorus, and divers others, that 
about the time of the Nativity of our Savzour, this Py- 
thian Oracle became dumb. And Auguſtus,being aſto- 
niſhed at its filence, received for anſwer, 


Me Puer Hebraus, d:vos Deus ipſe gubernans, - - 
Cedere ſede juber triſtemque redire ſub orcum; 
Aris ergo dehinc tacitis ab/cedito noſtris. 


Nero afterwards plundered it of five hundred Statues 
of Braſs, with all its Wealth, broke down its Buildings, 
and di(tributed the Lands belonging to: it amonglt 
his Souldiers. 

Delta, an Iſland made by the Nele in Egypt, of 
the faſhion of the Letter & in the Greek, in the way 
as that River flows from Ca:ro. Prolomy mentions 
two, a greater and a leſs of this fort. The ancient 
City Buſs did ſtand in the midit of this Ifland. 

Demer, Tabuda, a River in Brabant. 

WDemetriade, Di:nirrado, Demetrias , an ancient 
City of Magneſia in the Province of The/ſal:a in Ma- 
cedonia, upon the Gulph de! Armiro, or the Pelaſ- 
gicus ſinus of the Claſſicks. It has been heretofore a 
Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Lar:ſjJa, from 
which it ſtands twenty Miles to the Eaſt. , 

tTenbigh , Denbiga, one of the twelve Shires in 
#ales, bas the Ir:ſ/ Sea on the North ; Flintſhire on 
the Eaſt : Merznoth on the South, and Caernarvan on 
the Welt. The principal Rivers are Cluyd, 'Elwy, 
and Conwey 3; whichGalt ſeparates this Shire from 
Carnarvan. The Welt wart is barren ; the middle, 
where the C/nyd runneth , is plain and very fruitful ; 
the laſt part ( except what les upon the D-e | 1s 
leſs fertil. Denbigh, the principal Town, ſtands up- 
on a declining Rock. H. Lacy Earl of Lznco'n obtai- 
ning a Grant of this Place from Edward I. walled it, 
and ſet up a Caſtle on the South fide ; but wanting 
Water. and being of difficult Acceſs , the Inhabitants 
have by degrees removed their Dwellings nearer the 
River; and i: Mr. Cambden's time were building a ſe- 
cond Church , the former not being able to contain 
the Inhabitants. This Town has the River Aled or 
Elwy on the Welt, and the Cl/uyd on the Eaſt, which 
meet beneath it to the North : it has a Bridge over 
both of them ; the later Maps place the E/wy on the 
South of the Town. It ſtands fifteen Miles from 
Cheſter to the Wett, and four from S. Aſaph to the 
South. The Right Honorable V//l:am Fielding 1s 
Earl of Denbi2h, and the fourth Earl of his Fa- 
mily. 

Dendermonde, Teneramiunda, 1s a ſtrong Town 


in Flanders upon the River Schelde , where the Te- 
nera from Aloft falls into it; lying in the middle be- 
_ Gant and Antwerp, about tive Leagues from 
ElkNETr. 

Denmark, Denemarch, Dania, Cimbrius Cherfo- 
neſus , called by the Italians and Spaniards Dan:- 
marca, -by the Poles Dungka. Is one of the moſt 
ancient Kingdoms of Europe, yet of no great Extent. 
Part of a vaſt Peninſula , (called of old Cimbricus 
Cherſoneſus, in middle time Futland } and ſome 
Iſlands in the Eaſtern and Balzick Sea, mike the body 
of this Kingdom ; except that the Kingdom of Nor- 
way, together with Greenland, Iſland, and Feroe is 
now annexed to it, It was once a part of the King- 
dom of the Goths, but now a ſeparate Kingdom, 


conſilting of two parts, Zutland and the /les. The 


North of Futland only is under the King of Derx- 
mark. viz, Nort Futland , and the Northern parts of 
Suder Futland. Of the Iilands, Zeeland, Fuynen 
and Bornholm in the Baltich Sea, and 7/land in the 
Virgsvian Ocean are the chief. Coppenhague in the 
Iſle of Zeeland is the Capital of the whole. There 
were alfo three Counties on the Norway fide; Bleck- 
len, Schania and Haland , which belonged originally 
to Denmark : but in 1645. by the Treaty of Brooms- 
Boa , theſe -and ſome other Iſlands were ſurrendered 
by Chriſtian IV. to the Swedes for ever ; and again 


n 1658. and 1666. confirmed to the Swedes, This 
- Kingdom had heretofore the Iſles of Sheeland on the 


North of Scotland, which were granted to Fames VI. 


:as a part of his Queens Dowry. The. King of Dex- 


mark pollefleth alſo in Germany, 1. Halt the Duke- 


dom of Hol/atia. 2, The Counties of Oldenburgh, 


and that of Delmenhorſt ; which two tell to him by 
Inheritance from the laſt Count of O/denburgh. THl 
I 660. the Crown was Elective, but then made Here- 
ditary by Frederick IL. The Danes have alſocnlarged 


- their Princes Bounds by planting a New Denmark in 


the North of America. This Kingdom once was one 
of the moſt Powerful in Europe ; ( as may beremem- 
bred more particularly to us, by their Incurſions into 
England, Scotland and Ireland; where they maintained 
War with our Anceſtors above three hundred years 
together ) : But by the Fate of Time, War, and other 
humane Calamities, reduced to the ſtate in which it 
now is. The Daniſh Writers derive its Name, and pre- 
tend to give a Catalogue of their Kings, from Dan the 
Son of Faced. It is a cold Climate, but fruitful enough 
1n Corn,Cattle and Fifh ; and the greatelt Revenue of 
the Crown comes from the Toll that 1s payed for paſ- 
ting the Sound. 

Denta, a Sea-Port in the Kingdom of Valentia 
in Spazn, over againſt the Iſle of Tv:ca, on the M-dr- 
> N Sea , eleven Miles from Yalentia to the 

ou:h. 

Dean, a celebrated Nunnery in the Low Coun- 
treys, upon the Road trom Valenciennes to Dotway : 
where the Chapter is compoſed of 18 Chanoneſſes,who 
are all Ladies of Quality , taking the Title of Coun- 
teſſes of Oſtrevan, from their Founder S. Aldebert,an 
Earl oi O/trevan, who left both his Eitate and Dig- 
nity to them. They enter into no Vows Marry at their 
pleaſure, leaving only their thanks to the Chapter for 
the honour they have enjoyed by it. 

St Dennis en Uaur, ad Santum Dionyſinm in 
Pallibus, a Town in the Dukedom of Orleans in 
France. 

St. Dennis Carriere, a Town and a fainous 
Monaltery in the [le of France, two Leagues from 
Paris to the South; one of the riche!t Monatteries 
in that Kingdom, upon the River Crou, which a lit= 
tle lower falls into the Sezyn. The Abbey was foun- 
ded in 636.. by Dagebert King of France in honor 


of S. Dennis, whoſe Bones ſleep here. * But the Church 
Was 
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was rebuilt ſince by qo one of their Abbcts, in 
three Years and three Months, ending in 1144. Here 


-are the Tombs of the Kings of France. Some of 


which have died here too. 

St. Dennis, a Town in Normandy in the Foreſt 
of Lyons, on the Borders of Beauvois, in which 
Henry I. King of England ded. 

Deptfozd, a large Town in Kent in Sutton Lath 3 
ſituated at the fall of the River Ravensburn into the 
Thames among(t rich and low Meadows, and provi- 
ded with a Dock and Store-houſe for the Navy Royal. 
It is divided into the Upper and Lower Town, 

Derbent, Caucaſie Porte, Porta ferrea, Alexan- 
dria, a City of Perſia upon the Caſpian Sea,. between 
the Foot of Mount Caucaſus and that Sea 5 on the 
Borders of Georgia, near the River Korr : called by 
Turks Demir, or Temir Capi; that is, the Iron Gate : 
not that there is any Iron Gate, but by reaſon of the 
Strength and Fortifications of this City 5 which are 
ſuch as may refilt the fury of almott any Enemy, 
the Paſſage being but three hundred Paces. It has a 
fine Haven and a itrong Caſtle, in the hands of the 

- King of Perſia ; but it is declining, the lower part 
next the Sea, being little or nothing inhibited. lt is 
ſaid Alexander the Great built this City , to ſhut 
up that Paſſage againſt the Scyrhians, who were al- 
ways the Terror of the civilized World , and have 
been often the Scourges of it: Long. 80. oo. Lat.

"Derbices, an ancient People about the Mountain 
Caucaſus in Perſia, towards the Caſp1an Sea, and the 
Confines of Scy:hia ; ſaid to be very Cruel and Bar- 
b.rons in many Cuſtoms. 

Derby, See Darby. 

Dereham Eaſt, a Market Town in Norfolk in the 

' Hundred of Milford. 

Dernis, a Town and Fortreſs in Da/matia upon 
an Hill near the River C:co/a. Taken and burnt by 
the Forces of the Republick of Yenrce in 1684. 

Derote, Latone, a famous City in the Egyptian 
Delta, which is ſtill extant, and of ſome confidera- 
tion ; but without any Walls, as Zerglerus ſaith. 

Derpt, Torpatum, a City of L vonia, called Furs- 
ogrod by the Ruſi., A imall City belonging to the 
-Poles, in the Province of Odenpoa, upon the River 
Embeck, near the Lake of Pezbas' on the Welt fide, 
twenty one Miles from Ruel to the South-Eaſt, and 
fourteen from Pleskow to the Welt. Anciently a By- 
ſhops See under the Archbiſhop of R:ga, from 1230. 
but the Biſhoprick is now extint. Taken by the 
Swedes in 1625. under the Command of James de /a 
Gardie, And in 1632. there was an Univerlity ope- 

.ned in it by Guſtavns Adolphus King of Sweden. 
Derry, Roboretum, Derra, Deria, commonly cal- 
led London-Derry, is both a City and a County 1n the 
Province of V/ſter in the Kingdom of Ire/and. The 
County 1s bounded on the North by the Ocean, on 
the Faſt by Antrim, on the South by Tyrone, and on 
the Weſt by Drng/aſs ; and was heretofore called 


Colrane. The City is aColony from London, ſent 


about an hundred years fince into theſe parts; and in 
1664. the Biſhops See was removed from Rapoe hi- 
ther. In the great Maſſacre it preſerved it felf,, and 
afforded ſhelter to-as many as fled to it ; the Iriſh be» 
ing neither able to furprize, nor Maſter it : ſeatedon 
the Weſtern Shoar of the Lake of L.Foyle, twelve 
Miles from the Sea: - Several thouſands of this place 
periſhed through'' Sickneſs and Famine- in the time 
they held it out for King Wliam. ' At laſt they were 
relieved by 'Major General ' Kzrke, 'Fuly, 19. 1689. 
wherenpon -King Fames II. his Menidecamped , lea- 
ving little appearance of a Siege-beliind- them by the 
damage done to the Houſes or Walls.* For after King 
Fames's own ' preſence and all the inviting means

that could he uſed by him, proved ineffectual to 
alter the reſolutions of the People by Perſuaſion, they 
thought to have reduced it by Famine. 

_ Dertmouth, a fine Town and Haven in the 
Sohtth-Welt part of Devonſhire, upon the River 
Dert, frorm whence it is ſo called ; twenty four Miles 
South of Exeter. The Haven is much frequented 
by Merchants , and for that cauſe ſecured by two 
Caſtles or Forts. The Town has alſo a Mayor by tHe 
Grant of Edward Ill. And has often defended it 
ſelf ſtontly againſt the French ; but eſpecially in 
1404. when de Caſtell a- French Man, ( who by his 
Men of War and Pyracies had ſtopped all Commerce 
in theſe parts, and burnt Phmouth ), upon his at- 
tempting this Place, was by the Women and Couri- 
try people intercepted , and ſlain with all his Compa- 
ny. The Loyal Colonel George Legge, was by 
Charles II. created Baron of Dertmouth, Novemb. 2. 
1582. and by Zames II. Earl of Dertmouth. Thie 
River Dert riſeth inthe ſame County Weſt of Cheg- 
forde ; and running South, takes in a ſinall Rivolet 
which comes from Aſbburton , giving its Name on 
the Welt to a place called Dertmore ; at Dean Prior 
on the Weſt, it takes in another ; and a little further, 
one called Harborne on the ſame fide; from whence 
it paſſeth to its Outlet or Mouth , having performed a 
courſe of about twenty Miles. 

Derwent, a River of Derb;ſhire, which riſeth in 
the Contines of the County of ork ; and running 
South, divides that whole County into two parts ; 
at Bromford it takes in the New River; about five 
Miles further to the South, the #ye ; then on the Eaft 
ſide, the Amber at Danfield, another from the Welt ; 
and at Derby, one called Mertcn-Brock ; then having 
reached the other extremity of this County, the Trent, 
there and in that noble River it ends. 

Derwent=-WDater, a Tract in the Eaſ?-R:ding of 
Torkſhire , betwixt the Rivers Ouſe and Derwene : 
Honoured with the Title of an Earldom. See Dar- 
went. 

Deſs, Di/a, Dios, a River ariſing in the Biſhoprick 
of Liege in the Lew-Countreys , thence paffing to 
Boſleduc, and a little further to the North loſing it 
ſelf in the Maes, 

La Deliderada, alittle and fruitful Iſland in the 
South America amongſt the Antilles, under the 
French; ten or twelve Leagues from Guadaloupe : 
Firſt diſcovered by Columbus, and ſo named by him, 
in fignification, that he hall attained his deſires. 

Deſtze, See Dec:ze. 

Deſmond, Deſ/monia , by the Iriſh Deſwown, is a 
County of the Province of Munſter,in the South-Weſt 
part of Ire/and, upon the Rivers Mare and Bantry ; 
having Kerry on the North, the Ocean on the Welt, 
and Cork, on the South and Eaſt. It has two ſmall 
Towns , Doneyne on the North, and Ardey on the 
South of Mare. William Fielding, Earl of Denbigh, 
is Earl of Deſmond alſo. 

Jl Defpotato, Deſpotatus, a Province of Greece, 
the ſame with the /£r0/5a,or according to others, with 
the Acarnania of the Ancients, or rather both; in- 
cluding alſo the Iſles adjacent : being in the time of 
the Grecian Empire, the Government of the ſecond 
Deſpore in quality ( after the Deſpote of Peloponne« 

ſas) of all Greece. _ 

Teſſaw, Deſavia, a ſtrong Town in the Up« 
per: Saxony upon the River Elb, fix Miles from Me- 
cydburg to the Eaſt, and five from Wittenberg to the 
Weſt ; the uſual Reſidence of the Prince of Anhault : 
at this Town the River Multa enters the E!b from 
the South, Alſo famous for a Victory obtained 
by Albert Wallenſtein over Count Mansfield, in 
162%. - | 
- Dethgle, Tigris 
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Deva, a Town of Guipuſcoa in Sparn, upon the 
Bay of B:ſcay, upon a River of the ſame Name ten 
Miles from Valenzia to the Eaſt, and the ſame Di- 
ſtance from S, Sebaſtian to the Weſt ; having a very 
convenient Haven. The River riſeth'in the Mountains 
of Segura, and running North, falls hereinto the Bay 
of B:{cay, after a Courſe of about twenty Miles; in 
the middle of which it ſalutes the City of Placentia. 
Develtus, Develto, called by the Bulgarians Ja- 
goria, OF Aagora, is a City of Bu/garza, at the Foot 
of the Mountains, upon the River Panzze; ten Ger- 
man Miles from the Euxine Sea, eighteen from 
Adrianople to the North-Eaſt ; in the very Confines 
of Romania and Bulgaria : Heretofore a Biſhop's See 
under the Archbiſhop of Adrianople ; but now rat- 
ſed to an Archbiſhoprick it ſelf. ; 
Deventer, Deventria, a City in the Province of 
Over-1ſel, which is the Capital of that Province. It 
{tands upon the Tet, four Miles from Aol to the 
Weſt, and ſeven from Nimeguen to the North-Weſt. 
Made a Biſhop's See by Pope Paul IV. in 1559. under 
the Archbiſhop of Urreche. Betray'd to the Spani- 
ards in 1587. Subdued and brought under the Vnr- 
zed Provinces again in 1591. Taken by the French 
in 1672. and deſerted in 1674- It is ſurrounded on 
all Sides with Water, and very itrongly fortified. 
Deveril, a little Stream in V/zleſhire, which runs 
under ground a Mile. 
Devizes, a Market and Borough-Town in VY7l:- 
ſhire in the Hundred of Swanborn, near the Head of 
a Stream of the ſame Name with it ſelf, which joyns 
the Avon. It returns two Burgeſſes to the Par- 
lament. 
Devonſhire, Devonia, is one of the Southern 
Counties of England, which takes its Name from the 
Danmonii, the ancient Bri::ſh Inhabitants, - On the 
North it is bounded by the 1r:/þ Sea, on the Welt by 
Cornwall, (from which it is divided by the River. Ta- 
mar; ) on the South by the Brze:ſſ Sea, and on the 
Eaſt by Somerſe:ſhire and Dorſezſhire. It hath on 
both theſe Seas many good Harbours; and is rich in 
Mines, eſpecially the Weſtern Parts. It abounds in 
pleaſant Meadows, fine Woods, rich Towns : In 0- 
ther Places where the Soil is more barren, it is yet 
improveable, and rewards the Tillers Induſtry. Its 
chicſelt Rivers are the Tamgr, the Turrtdge, the Taw, 
£&x, and Dere. The chief City is Exeter, next to 
which is P,ymouth. The Honourable. /:!l;.am Ca- 
vendiſh is Earl of this County, whoſe Grandfather 
WWi/lam obtained this Honour from fames I. Arg. 
20, 1618. and has enjoyed. it ever ſince 1628. 
Deux-Ponts. See Awezbrucken. 
Dewsberg. See Henſterberg. . | 
Dtablintres, D:ablinds, or Diablite, an ancient 
People of Gallia Celtiqua; ſuppoſed to dwell in the 
(now) Province of la Perche ; with Novzodunum, or 
Nogent le Rotrou, for their Capital. Others fay, 
in the Leſſer Brittany, near Neodunum or Doll, 
where there are ſome Lands ſtill bearing the Name 0 
les Diableres, and Families of /es Diables. —Y 
Le Diamond, a great Rock upon the Coaſt of 
the. Iſland Maremm:gue inthe. South America, at the 
-margg, of a. League. Obſerved: to ſwarm with 
ow He 
Diarbech,. Meſopotamia, a Country in Aſia, be- 
tween the Eupbrates and the Tygris ; which is now 
in the hands of the Turks. "I 
Dtarbekir , a great and populous City of Mefo- 
en upon the Banks of the Tygris ; the Seat of a 
otent Baſſa, who is generally. one of the Y:3zers of 
the Ottoman Empire, and has nineteen Sangzacs un« 
der him in the Compaſs of his Province. It 1s fur- 
rounded with a double Wall of fixty two Towers, and 
adorned with a ftately Moſque which heretofore be- 
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longed to the Chriſtians ; whereof they reckon to leſs 
then 20000 till living in it, of the Armemay, Neſtos 
r1an or Facobite Churches, together with ſome Capu- 
chimes. It ſtands upon an Eminence, affords plenty 
of Proviſions, and is able to bring into the Field 
20000 Horſe. 

_Diargument, Hyrcansa, a Province in the North- 
Eaſt Part of the Kingdom of Per/ia. 

Dibzes, a Town of the Kingdom of Epirus in 
Greece, taken by the Turks in 1442+ 
 Dichling,a Market-Town in the County of Suſſex, 
in Lewss Rape. # 

Dictamo, Diftamne, a Town in the Territory of 
Canea 1n the Iſland of Crete, whence comes the medi- 
cinal Herb Diteany. : 

Die, Dia Vocontiorum, Dea, a City in the Dau- 
Phinate in France ; heretofore a Biſhop's See under 
the Archbiſhop of Viewmne; but in 1275. by Pope 
Gregory IX. united to that of Valence. This City 
ſtands on the North Side of the River Drome, which 
falls into the Rhoſne, eight Miles from Yalence to the * 
Eaft, and eleven from Grenoble to the South-Weſt. 
It is a Roman Town, called by Antoninus Dea Augu- 
ſta, and in the Councils Dia. The Huguenors, in the 
Years 1577. and 1585. took and uſed it ſeverely, 
and raſed its Cittadel. An Inſcription not long ſince 
was found in it, Matrs Deum Magne Idee. For 
the Vocontiz: ( its antient Inhabitants) were great - 
Worſhippers of that Goddeſs z whence the Name Dia 
came to be derived to this place. 

Diemens, Diemini Regio, a Part of the Terra Au- 
ſtralis, diſcovered in 1642. by a Dutchman of this 
Name. Yet we know not, whether it be an Iſland or 
a Continent. 

Dliepholt, a ſmall Town in the Circle of V/Veſt- 
phalia in Germany, belonging to the Duke of Brunſ- 
wick. -It ſtandsupon a Stream betwixt Bremen and 
Oſnaburgh ; with the Honour to bear the Title of 
an Earldom. 

Dieppe, Deppa, a ſtrong Sea-Port-Town, which 
has a noble Haven, in Normandy in France, upon 
the River Arques, fourteen Miles trom Roan to the 
North, right over againſt Lewis in Suſſex. . This 
Town is remarkable for its Loyalty to Henry the 
Great, of France ;. who retiring hither, . and not long 
after receiving a ſupply from 'Queen | El:zZabeth of 
22000 {. in Gold and 4000 Men under the Lord 
V:lloughby, beat the Duke of Main, the General 
.of the Leaguers, after all his Confidence, that he 
ſhould either take this. Prince Priſoner or drive him 
out of France. Which great Victory.was unexpected. 
ly gained in 158g, : 

- Dieſt, a Town and Barony in the Dukedom of 
Brabant in the Low-Countries, upon the River De- 
mere, two Leagues from Dalen and three from T3/- 
lemon. There are two Collegiate Churches in it. 

Dietmarſh, or Dichmarſh, a.part of Jutland in 
the Dukedom of Holſatia, at the Mouthof the Elbe 
having the Ocean on the Welt, Holſatia on the Eaſt, 
the Elbe on the South, and the Dukedom of Sleſwick 
on the North. It is ſo full of Marſhes as to take its 
Name from them. The Inhabitants Rebelling againſt 
the Kings of Holſatia in - 1500. obtained a ' great 
Victory ; but in 1559. Adolph, Duke of Holſkeia, 
being imployed by Frederick IL King of Denmark, 
conquered them, and deprived them of a, barbarous 
Liberty which they; had maintained four Hundred 
Years. The South part of this Territory is under the 


King of Denmark , whoſe Eldeſt Son is to reſide here ; 


and the North part under; the. Duke of Hol/atia, 
which is ſeparated from the Dukedem of Sleſiwick by 

the River Eyder. f <1 
Dietz, or VVietz, a ſmall Town in the Prin- 
cipality of Naſſaw in Germany upon __— 
one : 
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Lhone : Fortified with a Caftle on each of the two 
Hills within the Walls. 

Digne, Dinia, Dina, Civitas Dinienſium, a Ci» 
ty in Provence, W 1s a Biſhop's See under the 
Archbiſhop of Embrun; it ftands mpon the River 
Bleonne, ten Miles from Embrun to the South, and 
thirty two from Avignon to the North-Eaſt. It is a 
very fine City and particularly efteemed for its hot 
Baths, 

Dijon, Divsonum, Drivio, the Capital City of the 
Dukedom of Brrgundy, and the Seat of the Parlia- 
ment , upon the River Ouſche ; ſixteen Leagues trom 
Langres to the South, thirty fix from Lion to the 
North. It1s a great and well built City, and has an 
old Caltle and a {mall Territory belonging to it. Long- 
26. 02. Lat. 46. 50. Aurelian the Emperor walled 
it. The Children of Hugh Caper, who made this the 
Capital of the Ki of Burgundy, much enlarged 
and beautified it. Under the Dukes of Burgundy it 
had Counts : And Lewss XI.who got the poſteflion of 
it, after the Death of the Duke of Burgundy, by the 
means of the then Prince of Orange, built the Catthe 
co. keep the Inhabitantsin SubjeCtion. The Reformed 
| Religion, in 1562. beginning to ſpread here, was ex- 
tinguiſhed by an Edict ; thoſe that imbraced it being 
dilarmed, and ſome of them baniſhed. Near this 
City S. Bernard was born. There wa: a French 
Council held here .in 1075. And another in 1159. 
under Pope Laocent IH. at the Inſtance of Canurus 
King of Denmark, inthe behalf of his Siſter [emburge, 


Wife of Ph:hkp the Auguſt King of France who had. 


divorced her and remarried. Whereupon the whole 
Kingdom was-interdicted -by the Pope's Legate i this 
Council. and continued ſo ſeven-Months, till King Phs- 
tap vacated the ſaid Divorce and received the Lady for 
tus Wife again. By a Stone with'an old Roman In- 
feription here found, it apprars that this City was in 
thoſe times called Dib5ove. The Mayor of it is ho- 
noured with the Title of a Viſcount. 
Dilinghen , Dz/rmga, a City in the Circle of 
Schwaben in Germany , upon the Damebe, m the 
Dioceſe of Anſpugh, ſeven Miles Eaſt of Ulm, and 
the ſame Diſtance North-Welt from Auſpurgh. An 
Univerſity here was founded by Cardinal Otto Tructo, 
Biſhop -of Auſpurgh ander Pope Fnlrms IT. in 
1549. This City and the County belonging to it, 
were unked forever tothe Biſhoprick of Auſpurg, by 
Hermanes , the laſt Count, Biſhop of this Dioceſe, 
who dicd about the Year 1260. The Jeſuits of O05- 
knghen gave great Provocations to the Swed:ſh War 
in Garmany, by perſwading Ferdinand II. that the 
Proteſtants of his-times were not the ſame with thoſe 
of 1530. tolerated by Charles V. and therefore the 
Emperor who was then victorious, was not obliged 
£0 keep the Peace with them. By which Infinuation, 
In 1629. they put that Prince on thoſe Actions, which 
brought on a War that had like to have ended in the 
Ruin of the Houſe of Auſtria, the German Liberty, 
" the Empwe, and the Roman Catholick Religion 
Dillembargh, a Town and Connty in the Circle 
of the Rhine mV/Yeſterwale. The Town itands on 
the River Dilla, five German Miles from Marpurgh 
to the We:t, andeleven from Francforr, upon a Hill; 
and has a firong Caſtle, mn which the Counts refide. 
The County is called by the Germans, Das Graff- 
ſthaft von Dilanburgh ; bounded on the Eaſt by 
Haſſia, on the North by Fe/tphalia, on the Weſt by 
the Rhine, and on the South by So/mjs. This is un- 
der the Dominion of its-own Prince, who ts of the

Dimotuc, Dzidymoryches, a City of Thrace, upon 
the River Hebrus, (which almoſt furrounds it) about 
ſeven Miles from Adrianople to the South : Formerly 
a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Adrranople, 
but now an Archbiſhop's. Bajazer, one of the Tur- 
kiſh Emperors, was born here; who reſign'd the Em- 
pire and retired hither again- | | 

Dinant, Dinantium, a Town in the Biſhoprick 
of Leige, upon the River Maes, over which it hath 
a Stone- Bridge that has been ruined often, but how 
repaired ; - ten German Miles from 'Bruſſels to the 
North-Eaſt. Taken by the French in the Reign of 
Henry TI. in 1554; and almoſt ruined and its Cittadel 
demoliſhed. But all very well rebuilt again, and its 
Cittadel is now ſtanding upon a ſteep Rock. There is 
another Town of the fame Name in the Dutchy of 
Britain in France upon the River Rance, five Miles 
South of S. Malo, which was heretofore a firong 
Place; and gave the Title of Earl to the younger 
Sons of the Dukes of Brittany. 

Dingle, Dszgle, a ſmall Town, and a convenient 
Port, in the County of Kerry, in the Province of 
Mounſter in the South- Welt Part of Ireland; which 
ſtands upon a large Bay of the fame Name, feventy 
Engliſh Miles Welt of Cork, ' $- There is a Marfh in 
the County of S»ffolk of the ſame Name, which Gg- 
nies, ſale Water waſhes, as Mr. Camden ſeemsto

Town m the Dukedom & ;<-hergh, ws there was 
a Council held in 772. | 

- Dinkeſipiel, Dincheſpila, a ſmall Imperial City, 
1n the Borders of Franconia, upon the River Warnaw ; 
twelve Miles from Un to the North-Eaſt, and ten 
from Nuremberg tothe South-Weſt. It belongs to 
the Circle of Schwaben ; and has been often taken by 
the Swedes and French in the Wars of Germany. 

Dtonylia.a figurative Name of the Iſland Naxiain 
the Archipelago ; given it by the Ancients in Allufion 
to Diomſtu {or Bacchus) upon the Account of its 
abounding with excellent Wines. — 

Dionyſiopolis ; divers antient Cities occur under 
this Name. Onein Bulgaria; ſee Varna. One upon the 
River Indus in Aſia, i the Country where ſtood the 
Pillars called Dzoriyfti Coluemne: This the Ancients re- 
po:t to have been buikt by. Dronyſiue(or Bacchns; )be- 
ing the ſame with the Nagara, Nyſſe, or Nerws of the 
modern Geographers. One in Phrygia, mentioned 
by Pliny. And another in Africa, by Stephanus. + 

Dioſcozos, Dioſcori, or Dioſcoride, an Iſland of 
Magna Grecia, in the Calabrian Ocean, over againft 
Capo delle Colonne, at a few Leagues diftance. $ A- 
nother of Africa. See Focotera. ; 

Diolpoits, an ancient City in the Thebazs in the 
Kingdom of Egypt ; furnaned Hecatompylos from 
itShaving an hundred Gates, or rather fo many Prince- 
ly Palaces in it, when the Kings of &£gypr, called 
Dzoſpotires aſter its Name, made this place their Reſt- 
dence and Capital of their Kingdom. $ Alſoan an- 
cient City of the Holy Land, which was made a Bi- 
ſhop's See under the Patriarch. of Ferwſalem: Called 
otherwiſe Lydda, Rama, and S. George; and remar- 
ked in Fcclefiaftical Hiſtory for a Council aflembled 
at it in 41s. againſt Pelagss, wherein he waz ac- 
quittced of the Accuſations of his Adverſaries. — 

TDirgh, a Lake in the County of Dunge! in the 
Province of Ulſter in Ireland; out of which the 
River Leffze ſprings. In an' Wſland thereof you ſee 


the Cave the People call S. Parrick's arory, near 
the Rumes of a Monaſtery that was ed to 
Q3 S, Parricle 
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S. Patricks The Noiſe of ſome ſubterraneous Winds 
or Waters heard by the People hath occaſioned this 
conceited Name amongſt them.

Wifle, a Market-Town inthe County of Norfo/k up- 


on the River Favenay.. The Capital of its Hundred.

Diu, D:ou, or Dive, a ſmall Iſland, with a Fort 
upon it , in the Mouth of the River Indus; belonging 
to the Poreugueſe, It has alſo a ſmall but very ſtrong 
City belonging to it, which the Turks, in the Years 
1538. and 1548. beſieged in vain. This Ifland is a 
part of the Kingdom of Guzarate, and lies fiſty 
Leagues from Surata to the Welt, at the Entrance 
of the Bay of Cambaya.” It hath been in the Hands 
of the Portugueſe ever fince 1535: 

Divan ©u Bou, I/ule Divandure, a Knot of 
five or ſix ſmall" Tlands in the Archipelago de Mald:- 
vas in the Eaſt-Indies, under the King of Cananor. 
About twenty ſeven Leagues diſtant from the Ifland 
of Malicut. They are reputed extreamly healthful. 

Dive, in Latin Osva, and Deva, a River 1n Nor- 
gmandy, which riſeth near the Town of Dzve; and 
running North-Weſt, takes in the Ante at Morteaux, 
the Leiſon and Vie at Hervetot ; the Mauch, the Be- 
verrone, and ſome others ; and falls into the Brirsſh 
Sea below Cabour, five Miles and a half Weſt of Hon- 

fleure. $ There is a River in the Province of Po:iQou 
of this Name which takes its Riſe at the Town Gramau- 
diere, receives the Gron at Moncontour,and continuing 
its Courſe to Loudun takes in the Matrevil and the 
Briaude ; till below S. F#t it ſelf is received by the 
Thouay, which ſoon after falls into the Loyre. 

Wivertigt, Selucia ad Belum , a City of Aſia, 
which was a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of A- 

pamea ; lying in Syria, thirty Miles from Antioch to 
the Eaſt. It may be ſuppoſed to be now ruined ; be- 
ing hardly to be found in the later Maps. 

Divice, a famous Fountain at Bourdeaux, 

Tint, Þdus. | 

Dirmuyde, or D:xmude, Dixmuada, a very ſtrong 
Town in Flanders, in the Poſleflion of the Spaniards; 
though it has been often taken by the French. This 
Town ſtands upon the River Ipre, three Miles from 
New-Port to the South ; and is now a Frontier Town 
againſt the French. 

Doblin, Dublinum, a City in Curland, upon the 
River Terwa, in the Confines of Samogztzia, tix Ger- 
9n14n Miles from Mittaw to the Weſt , and fourteen 
from VVomic, or Mednici, to the Eaſt. Under the 
Duke of Curland. 79 : 

Dobzoncha, Epidaurus, a Maritime City of Dal- 

matia. 
TDobzzin, Dobrinum, Debricinium, Dobriznum, 
a Town in Poland , which is the Capital of a Palati- 
nate upon the Yiſtula, between- Ploczko to the South, 
and Hladiſlaw to the North , a few Leagues above 
Culm. The Palatinate is uſually taken for a part of 
that of Ploczko, on which it borders to the North, as 
it does on the Vi/tula to the Welt, and Pruſſia to the

Docaſtelli, Lycaſlum, a Town of Cappadocia in 
the Borders of Paphligonia upon the Shoars of the 
Euxine Sea, near the Bay of Amiſenum , between

 Docum, Dockum or Dorkum, Doccumum, Doco-

Dodbzook, a Market Town in Devonſhire in the 
Hundred of Colruage. 


Dodong, an ancient City of the Kingdom of Epi». 
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rus in Greete, in. the Country--then called Moetofſia : 
famous for the neighbouring' Grove of Dodona , in 
. which Fupiter had his Temple and his Oracle, with the 
Title of Dodonens thence.

Taken by the French in 1672. It is no very great

Doira and Doria , a double River of Piedmont. 
The Greater, which is called Doria Balta, ſpringeth 
from the Grecian Alpes in the Borders of Le Yallais ; 
and leaving Aoſta, Pont de S. Martino, and Inurea to 
the Eaſt,at the latter it divides ; ſends one Branch to 
Percells, called the Naulio ; then continuing its courſe, 
it receiveth from the Weſt the Cuz/e/l/a, and ends in 
the Po at Yerolengo or S. Giovan , thirty two Miles 
from Alexandria to the North-Weſt. The Lefier 
Doria riſeth in the Cottian Alpes, from the Moun-

Dol, Dolum, Neodunum , Tollium, a City in the 
Lefſer Britainy in France, Which isa Biſhops See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Tours ; called by the Ancie:its 
NEODUNUM : ſtands in a Marſhy Ground, 
and of no great Circumference ; not above two 
Leagues from the Britzſþ Sea, and four from 
S. Malce's, with a Caſtle. There was a-Council here 
aſſembled by Pope Urbar II. in 1094. The Biſhops 
of this See have formerly made ftrong Pretenſions to 
the Metropolitanſhip of Bretagne. 

Dolcigno. | See Dulcigno. 

Dole, Dola ad Dubim, a City in the Dukedom of 
Burgundy, ſtrongly fortified, being the Capital of that 
Dukedom, the Seat of the Parliament, and an Uni- 
verlity . founded in the year 1426. by Philip the 
Good, Duke of Burgundy. It ftands upon the River 
Dou ( Dubis ), nine Miles from Dyer to the Eat, 
and from Verdun to the North. This Town was ſack'd 
by Lewis XI. in 1479. Fortified by the Empe- 
ror Charles V.in 1530.Befieged by the French without 
their taking of it in 1636. Taken by the French 
from the Spaniards in 1668, Retaken in 1674. 
and by the Treaty of Nimeguen annexed to the Crown 
of France for ever. The Country about 1s called the 
Bailage de Dole, which together with the Town, was 
then reſigned to the French King- 

Dollert, a vaſt Lake or Bay at the Mouth of the 
River Amaſus, between —_ and Emden 
which in 1277. was made by an Inundation of the 
Sea; in which thirty three Villages were ſwallowed 
up, and irrecoverably loſt : It is otherwiſe called the 
Gulph of Emden. The South part of Groningen ſuf- 
fered not much lefs by ſuch another raging Overflow 
from Groningen diep in the year 1686, 

Dolomieny, A Village in Dauphine, betwixt Mo- 
reſel and La Tour du Pin. Much ſpoken ofin France 
in the year 1680. for a feigned Story of the killing of 
a Flying Dragon there, and of a Carbuncle in his head 
of extraordinary value. We SN, 

Dombes, Tratus Dombenſis, a ſmall Territory of 
France, incompaſſed on all ſides by /e Breſſe, except 
on the Weſt, where it is bounded by the River 
Saone , which parts it from Bauyjolozs. Tr lies be-

Dominico,; one of the Caribby Iſlands in North 
America, twenty Leagues in compaſs ; diſcovered by 
the Spaniards on a Sunday , and thence fo called : 
Long. 322. oo. Lat. 14. 35- North-Weft of Barba- 
does. 

S. Domingo, the principal City in the Iſland of 
Hiſpansola, built by Bartholomew Columbus in 1494. 
on the Eaſt Bank of the River OZama ; and after in 
1502. removed by Nicholas de Obando, then Gover- 
nor of the Iſland, to the oppoſite Shoar. It is ſituate 
in a pleaſant Country amongſt rich Paſtures , and has 
near it a ſafe and a large Haven ; enriched with the 
Reſidence of the Governour, the Courts of Juſtice; an 
Archbiſhops See, many Religious Houſes, and an Ho- 
ſpital to which belongs a Revenue of twenty thou- 
ſand Ducats by the year. The Houſes are neatly built, 
moſt of Stone ; the Town is walled, and has a Caſtle 
at the Weſt-end of the Peer to defend the Haven. It 
was much greater before Mexico was taken ; but has 
now not above fix hundred Families of Spaniards ; 
the reſt, Negroes. Sir Francis Drake in 1586. took it 
by force, and kept it a Month, burning a great part 
of the Houſes, and forcing the Spaniards to redeem 
the reſt with mony. Long. 305.40. Lat. 14. oo. 

- Domitz, Domutium , a ſtrong Town not very 
large, but well fortified in the Dukedom of Meck/en- 
burgh, on the North fide of the Elbe , where it re- 
ceives the Elde , in the Juriſdiction of the Duke of 
Swerine : eight Miles above Lavenburgh to the 
Weſt, and. ten from Lynenburgh to the Eaſt; 

TDommete, a River of Brabant, which riſeth near 
Peer 5 and running North , paſſeth by Eyndhoven 
or Eindoven ; - then turning to the Welt , it falls 
into the River Runne , about half a Mile above Sher- 
rogenboſch , through which they both paſs into the 
Maes. TI find it by the Maps called De Dormale , but 
corruptly , -as appeareth by £. Guzcciardin ; and a 
Town a Mile above Eindoven on this River, called

fair Church and Caftle.,: and becoming a Town of 
good Accommodations and Fade, it has had the Ho- 
nor of giving the: Title of an Earl to: Fames , late 
Duke of Monmonth , . and ſame others. The: River 
Done riſeth near Denbye; and running South-Eatt, 
watereth Sheafie/d; then turning North-Ealt, goeth 
by Rotheram, where it takes in fron the North ano- 
ther conſiderable River., called (.as I ſuppoſe ) Bar:

Dozvie, a River which falls into the Taen, a River 
of Languedoc in France ; which laſt falls into the Ga- 
ronne, five Leagues above Agen. | 

Dozxcheſter, Duronovaria, a City of England, in 
the County of Dorſer , upon the River Frome or 
Fraw, about five Miles from the Sea, and upon the 
Via Foſſa, a Cauſey of the Romans; many Pieces of 
whoſe Coins have been found here. It is the Capital : 
of that Shire, yet faith Mr. Camben, neither great 
nor beautiful ; but certainly a Reman Town , of 
great Antiquity, which was ruined both by the Danes 
and. Normans : and once of a large compaſs, as the 
Tract of the Walls and Trenches yet ſhew, Fortified - 
alſo in former times with a Caſtle, which upon its 
decaying was converted into a Monaſtery , and the 
Monaſtery afterwards demoliſhed. In the year 1645-- 
King Charles I. created Henry Lord Pierrepont Mar- 
quiſs of this Place. At preſent it gives the Title of 
Counteſs to the Lady Carharine Sidley, advanced to 
that Dignity by King 7ames FI.. It. ſtill ſends twa 
Burgeſles to Parliament, and is adorned with three 
Pariſh Churches. $ There is another old Roman

Doznock, Dorno, Durnodunum,a Town in Suther- 
land, on the Eaft of Scotland, North of the Fyrth of 
Murray , and Terbat-Neſs. The head City of this 
County, and the common Reſidence of the Biſhop of 
Cathneſſe, who is under the Archbiſhop of S. Andrews : 
it has alſo a large and a ſafe Haven, upon a Gulph cal- 
led the Fyrch of Dornock, Long. 15. 10. Lat. 58. 10. 

Dots, Oboea, a River in Ireland. It takes its 
Origine in the County of Dublin, and paſſing thence 
through that of Catherlogh , receives into its Bed 
ſome ſmall Rivers, with which it falls into the Ir: 


Sea near the Port of Arck/ow. 


- Dorſetſhtre, Durerriges , is bounded on the North 
with Somerſerſhire and Wileſhire ; on the Weſt with 
Devonſhire, and ſome part of Somerſerſhire ; on the 
Faſt, with Hamprſkire 5 and on the South, which is 
the longeſt ſide, by the Brs:zſh Sea : generally fruit- 
fut ; the North parts full of Woods ; from whence 
it deſcends by fruitful Hills and pleaſant Meadows, in- 
termixed one with another, to the very Shoars of the 
Ocean. The principal City in 'it 1s Porcheſter. The 
principal Rivers, the Srower and the Frome. The Ho- 
nourable Charles Sackvill is the Sixth of this Family, 
that has born the Title of Earl of Dorſet : he ſuc. 
ceeded his Father in 1667. The Beauforts and the 
Greys had enjoyed the Title of Marqueſſes of Doyſee 
before. The laſt of which was Henry Grey Duke of 
Suffolk , beheaded in 1553. Rs 

Doxſten, Dor/ta, a City of Peſtphalia in Germany, 
upon the River Lype., which falls mto the Weſe/ at 
Bncat : this City- is under the Etector of Cologne, 
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well fortified ; but yet it has of late been often taken 
and retaken. It ttands ten Miles trom Cologne to the 
North, and a little leſs from Mzun/ter to the South- 
Welt. 

{Dozt, Dordracum, ſometime called Dordrecht , is 
the principal Town in the County or Earldom of 
Holland ; ſeated at the Mouth of the Maes in South- 
Hotlartd, (even Leagnes irom Leyden to the South , 
five from Breda to the North, and three from Kor- 
terdam to the South-Ealt. This was the Seat of the 
Counts ot Holland in ancient times, and then of great 
conſideration. In 1421. by a violent Inundation of 
the Sea, the Vahal, and the Maes, (in which fixty two 
good Towns were irrecoverably loſt) this City, which 
was before a Continent , was turned into an Iſland. 
There periſhed then one hundred thouſand perſons, 
Con tuts ls loro bens, with all their Wealth and 
Goods : and only ſome little part of the Land, has 
been ſince recovered. The City is great, beautitul, 
rich, potent, and has many gentile Buildings, both pub- 
lick and private; but the great Church which is de- 
dicated to the Virgin Mary, and was founded in 
1363. 1s exceedingly magnificent. In ancient times 
it was the Staple of the Roinzſb Wines; and of the 
Corn that came from Guelder/and , Cleves and Fu- 
tiers, which contributed much to the Wealth and 
Populouſneſs of it ; thus far Guicciardin. Allo fa» 
mous for the Synod here holden againſt the Remen- 
ſtrants or Armintans in 1618. and 1619, When 
Philsp II. King of Spain made his Royal Entry in 
1549.they thus expreſicd the fite and glory of this Place ;

by which is ſhewn, that ſhe ſtands upon four Rivers 
( the Mevyſe, the Merwe, the Rhine and the Linghe } 
and was never taken by any Enemy. 

Doztmund, Termonia, Dormanta , a City inthe 
Cucke of Weſtphalia in the County of Mark, or Mar- 
kiſchlandrt, upon the River Emſer ; five German 
Miles from Dorſten to the South-Eaſt, and ſeven 
from Munſter to the South-Weſt. This City is 
ſmall , but rich and populous, a Free and Imperial 
City, one of the Hanſe-Towns , notwithitanding the 
Pretences of the Duke of Brandenburgh, who is Ma- 
ſter of the Mark, in which it ftands. There was a 
Council celebrated here in the year 1005. by the order 
of the Emperour St. Henry. 

Dotecom, a ſmall Town in the Dutchy of Guel- 
derland in the Low-Countrys , two Miles from Doeſ- 
borck, upon the Iſſe/. It ſurrendred to the French in 
1672. being a place of no Strength. | 

Ton, Loux, Dubs, and Alduadubis , a River of 
France : it arifeth in Switzerland, from the Moun- 
tain of Fura, near Mortay in the Franche County ; 
and running North-Eaſt, it watereth Franchimon and 
Montbeliart ; where it turns and runs South-Weſt: 
by Li/te, Clerval, Beſanzon and Dole ; beneath which 
it receiveth the Lowve , a conſiderable River from the 
South ; and at Verdun it ends in the Saone, Araris. 
It ts called in the Maps Le Pole. 

Mouap, Duacum, a City of Flanders , upon the 
River Scarpe, which falls into the Sche/de, about one 
Mile lower ; in the Borders of Artois and Flanders, 
five Leagues from Cambray to the South-Welt, four 
from Arras to the North. At firſt only a Caſtle ; 
which being almoſt ruined , Amarus a Biſhop repat- 
red it in 665. But now a great and a fortified City, 
and has a fine Magazin well furniſhed. In 1572. Ph- 
lip I. King of Spain made it an Univerfity ; and 
opened thoſe Colleges for the Englisſh Roman Catho- 
licks, which have rendered it more known to this Na- 


tion, than any other thing. Taken by the King of 
France 
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France in 1667. and by the Treaty of Aquifzrane 
confirmed to him , ſo that it 1s ſtill in his Poſ- 
ſeſſion. | 

Done, Poveum, Duezum, a Town in the Duke- 
dom of Anjou in France, beyond the Loyre, upon 
the River Layon, four Leagues from Saumur to the 
South-Weſt , and ſeven from Angers to the South- 
Eaſt. Though this is now a ſmall Village, yet it 
deſerves to he taken notice of for an Amphitheatre 
built here in the times of the Roman Empire, which 
is ſtill ſtanding, and almoſt pertect : it contains only 
fixteen hundred Foot in Compaſs, and yet is ſo con- 
trived, that above fifteen thouſand perſons might ſee 
their Exerciſes without incommoding each other : 
there are here alſo Vaults and Sewers built under 
the Earth, and Arched with wonderful Art and Ex- 
pence. $ Dove, a River in Staffordſhire, upon which 
Tudbury itands, 

Dover, Dorovernum, Darvernum, DU BRIS, is 
a very ancient. ſtrong Town, ſeated in the middle of 
the Eaſtern part pr Shoar of Kent, upon high Clifis ; 
twelve Miles from Canterbury to the South-Eaſt, and 
fifty five from. Loudon, and ſeven Leagues diſtant by 
Sea from Calars in France. That part of the Town 
next the Sea had anciently a Wall , ſome of which is 
ftill ſtanding. On: the top of a rugged high Cliff or 
Rock, is a ſtately and very ſtrong Caſtle, which may 
be ſuppoſed to have been built by the Romans : how- 
ever this place was certainly a Station of theirs, and has 
ever fince been reputed one of the Keys of England, 
at all tumes carefully guarded : befides it isone of 
the oe gn and in times paſt was. to ſet out 
to the Wars one and twenty Ships. Therefore Phi. 
ip King of France ſaid , that Lewis his Son. ( when 
. Called in hither againſt King Fohn by the Barons ) 
had not one foot of Land in England-, if he were 
not Maſter of Dover-Caſtle. It had formerly ſeven 
Pariſh Churches, naw two ; and it is now ( as here- 
tofore) moſt frequented upon the account of its 
being the ſhorteſt paſſage into France. The Hono- 
rable Henry Lord Zarmin was created, Baron of Doe 
wer in the firſt year of King Fames Il. But before 
in Anno 1627. Henry Carey, Viſcount Rochford and 
Baron Hunſden, enjoyed the Title from King Charles I. 
of Earl of Dover. 
.. Dour or Adour, Aturus , a River of Aquitaine, 
the Southern part of France , or rather three Rivers 
called by the ſame Name :. the principal of theſe ri- 
ſeth in Bsgorre,; out of the Pyrenean Hills, near Ba- 
retge; and running North, watereth Tarbe ; then 
turning Weſtward , it paſſeth on the North of Azre, 
St, Sever, and Dax or Acqs ; fo falleth into the Bay 
of Biſcay at Bayonne, having entertained Gaue de 
Oleron, Gaue de Pau, and ſeveral other Rivers. The 
Outlet was anciently at /e Bocay, fix Leagues beneath 
Bayonne ; but by the Igduſtry of Lewis de Forx, an 
excellent Ingineer and Architect of France, in 1579. 
Its courſe was altered, as Thuanus ſaith. The fame 
Gentleman was the Contriver of the Palace in Sparn, 
and the Light-Houſe at the Mouth of the Garronne, 
Called Tour .de Cordovan. ROBES. 

Dourdan a ſmall Town in the Diſtrict of Hure- 
03s in the 1/le of France,upon the River Orge, towards 
the Frontiersof /a Beauce , thirteen Leagues from Pa- 
ri5,and two or three from Eſtampes. The Huguenot s 
took and almoſt ruined it in the years 1562, 1569. It 
had been often mortgaged, ſold, and remitted from 
one to another, before Lewis XII. redeemed and reu- 
nited it.to the Crown in 1610. |. 


DPourtens, Doulendium , a Town in Picardy in 


France , very ftrongly fortified; on the Borders of 
Artois, upon the River 4ſſelane, which falls into the 
Britiſh Sea between Crotoy and Eftaple ; fix Leagues 
ircm Amiens to the North, and ſeven from Arras to 
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the South. This Town Cid heretofore belong to the 
Earls of Pontien, and became united to the Crown 
of France in 1559. 

Pouſtre, Dota , a River of France in the V;- 
comte de Turene, in Limoſin. 

Le Doux. See Dov. 

 Donzt , Duziacum, Duodeciacum, a Caſtle in the 
Dioceſe of Rheims in France, upon the River Cher, 
betwixt Tvoy and Sedan. Remarkable for two-Coun- 
Cils celebrated at it in the years 871. 874. The firft 
ef which depoſed and impriſoned Hincmar Biſhop of 
Laon ( for adhering to the Papal Intereſt contrary to 
the Uſage and Liberties of the Ga/lzcan Church), who 
ſome time after had his Eys put out. | 

DPowglaſs, a Caſtle in Cuysdale, in the middle of 
the Southern part of Scoz/and, which takes its Name 
from the River Dawplaſs , as doth alſo the Dale or 
Valley in which it ſtands. This Caſtle is ſeated about 
ſix Scorch Miles Weſt of Lanrick, where Dowglaſs 
River unites with the Cluyd ; fifteen from Glaſgne to 
the South, and thirty five from Edinburgh to the 
South-Weſt. It is only memorable tor its Earls ſome- 
times fo very powerful, they were a terror to the 
Kings of Scot/and themſelves ; there being at one 
time fix Earls of this Family > that is, Dowglas, 
Angus, Ormond, Wigton, Murray and Morton , as 
Mr. Cambden reckons them. $ There is a Caſtle of 
this Name in the 1/le of Man. ; 

Down, Dunm, a City and Biſhoprick in the Pro- 
vince of Ulſter in Ireland, the Biſhop of which 1s un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Armagh. The Biſhoprick of 
Connor has been united to 1t ever fince 1442. The 
City ſtands upon the Iriſh Sea, upon a Peninſula made 
by the Sea and the Lake of Cone , which. affords it 
an excellent Haven, twenty Miles from Dormore to the 
Eaſt, thirty two from Carrick fergus to the South. 
The County of Down is bounded on the Eaſt by the 
Triſh Sea ; on the North by the County of Antrim, 
and the Lake of Neaugh'; on the Weſt by Armagh ; 
and oa the South by the County of Louth, from which 
it is ſevered by the River Newry. This: County, faith 
Mr. Cambden, is generally very fruitful , where it 1$ 
not overſpread with Woods, and has ſeveral ſafe Har- 
bors upon the Seas Down is one of the moſt an- 
cient Towns in Ireland; made more famous by kee- 
ping the Bones of S. Patrick, S. Bridget and S. Co- 
lumbus, than by the mention which Peolomy has made 
of it, by the Name of Dunum.; though not 1n 1s

Dzac, Dracus, a River in the Dauphinate in 
France , which riſeth about four Leagues North of 
Embrun '; and running Northward falls into the 
Iſfere at Grenoble 3 bringing with it another ſhall 
River which comes from La Grace, and falls into the 
we Viville, four Miles Sonth of G—_ ; g 

' co or Drapo, Acrapas or as', River © 
Sicily ;' called Bier, ds &s tent 3h, rh afo; and 
falls into the African Sea, three Miles beneath Ger- 
gentium to the Eaft, thirty five Weſt of Terra Nova, 

D:agone, Draco, a ſmall River in Campagnia 1n 
Traly, which riſeth in Mount Veſavius ; and waſhing 
the City of Nocera, falleth into Sarno, a River which 
divideth gathers C:terior -, fromthe Terra ds 
Lavoro; and endeth in the Bay of ' Naples, eleven 
Miles Sonth of Naples. 

T:agonara , once a Biſhops See, now: a {mall 
Village,7 Miles from S.Severine-in Naples,to, theWelt.

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D:acone. See Orontes. 

D2zagonera, Colubraria, or Moncolibre , a ſmall 
deſert Rock or Iſland between Majorca and Valenrzia, 
which has its Names from the Snakes and Serpents 
that only inhabit it. 

D:aguignan, Draguinianum, Dracene, one of the 
beſt ſituated Towns in Provence in France, in the Di- 
oceſe of Frejus; adorned with a Collegiate Church, 
and divers Religious Houſes. Its Arms are obſervable ; 
being a Dragon with this Moito, Alzos nutrio, meos 
dewvoro. 

Dzangtana regio , an ancient Province of the 
Kingdom of Perſia, in the moſt Eaſtern part thereof, 
now called S$igiſtan or Sz:fiſtan, Its principal Cities 
were Ariaſpe and Propthaſia. | 

D:avantza, See the Viſtula, 

The D2zave or Dravus , called by the Germans 
Draw and Trave, by the Hungarians Trab , has its 
Riſe from the A!ps in Tyrol : and running Eaſtward 
through Carsnthia and Stiria, entereth Hungaria at 
Serinwar , where it receiveth the Mer out of St:i- 
714, and another from the Lake of Balatan in Hun- 
gary ; ſodividing the Lower Hungary from Sclavo- 
2114, it paſicth to the Bridge of Efſeck; where a little 
lower it falleth into the Danube by two Mouths. 
Dr. Brown ſaith, #t ariſeth in Saltzburglant, and falls 
znto the Danube near Erdoed, the old Tentobrigum, 
after it hath paſſed from its Head , about three 
hundred Miles. About its entrance into Hungary, 
it recerveth the Mur, and far above this IT found #t 
a conſiderable River , having paſſed ut between Cla- 
genfort and Mount Leubell zn Carinthia by ewo long 
proragg Bridges, and an iſland in ths middle between 
them

D2zaun, Drachonis, Duras, a River and Town of 
Auſtria ; the River falls into the Danube from the 
South a little beneath L#nez , twenty fix Miles Welt 
of Vienna; and brings with it ſeveral other ſmaller 
Rivers. | 

Draunſee, a Lake out of which this River riſeth. 

D:auſen, aLake in Pruſſia in Pcland, near El- 
bins and Dantz:ick, made by the Vi/tula. 

D:iaw. Sce the Drave. 

D:apton, a Market Town in the County of Salop 
in the Hundred of North Bradford upon the River 
Terne, where it divides this County from Seafford- 

ſhire. The Houſes of Tork and Lancaſter fought a 
Battel here. 

TD2azzt. See Duraz70. 

Dzente, Drentia, one of the three parts of Over- 
1Jel, a Province of the Unzted States of Holland, Iy- 
ing Northward , and almoft all covered with Mar- 
ſhes: the chief Town of which is Coevorden . or Coe- 
worden, . The French poſſeiled themſelves of this 
Territory in 1672. and two years after abandoned it 
to the Hollanders. ; 

D:efden or Dreſen, Dreſada ,: the principal Town 
of Miſnia in the Upper Saxony, ſeated on both fides 
of the. Elke, five Miles from the Borders of Bohemsa, 
and three above Meiſſex. This City. being in a plea- 
fant and delightful place , was in 800. fortified with 
Walls ;and Dikes againſt the Bohemians by Charles 
#he Great... The ſucceeding Princes have not been 
lefs careful. of it. So that it is for the ſtrength and 
magnificence of the Buildings, the beſt Town in 
Msſnta. TheElbe is here. covered with a wonderful 

Bridge of Stone. The Electors of Saxony have alſo 
made this City the place of their Reſidence, and built 
here a ſtrong Caſtle, and a noble Magazine. | 

Dzenx, Drocum, Durocaſſes, Druidenſis Pagus, a 
. Town in the Territory of Blaſozs in Normandy upon 
the River. Blaiſe , ſixteen Miles from Paris to the 
Weſt. It is ſeated at the foot of an Hill; a very an- 
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cient City and Earldom,having an old decaying Caſtle. 
Here in 1562. was a ſharp Fight between the Hugo- 
nots and the Roman Catholicks , in which the Prince 
of Conde was taken, and nine thouſand men of both 
ſides ſlain. In 1593. Henry le Grand beſieged and 
took this Town in eighteen days. The ancient Druides 
are ſuppoſed to have dwelt in it. 

Duillz , an ancient people of Cappadocia in the 
Leſſer Aſia, towards the Euxine Sea, betwixt Trebi- 
ſonda and Ceraſus in Xenophon's relation, or Colchos 
-- Arian's. They had the reputation of good Sol- 

ters, 

Dziilo, Achates, a River of Sicily; it falls into 
the African Sea, fix Miles Eaſt of Terra Nova; atid 
has aTown upon it, called by the ſame Name. 

Dzinawar. See Drino. | 

Dztno, a River of Servia, which riſcth from the 
Mountains, that part Servia from Albania ; and run- 
ning Northward from Novomont by Priſen , a little 
above Dztnawahz, ( Drinopo/s a Town ſeated in an 
Iſland made by this River ) itreceiveth the Lim, and 
paſſeth into the Save , five German Miles above Alf, 
the old S:irmium. S Drino Bianco, the White Drin, 
1s a River of Albania, which ariſeth from the ſame 
Mountains with the former, but more Eaſt, near Sco- 
pia or Uſchup in Servia; and running Weſtward, 
takes in Drino Niero, the Black Drin, which ariſeth 
from two Lakes in Albania ; being thus united with 
the former, and two others from the North , they 
paſs Aleſſio , and fall into the Bay of Drin ( Sinus 
Drinolius ) over againſt Manfredona in Iraly. 

Dziſta, S:/iftr:a, the principal City in Bulgaria, 

D:ivaſto, Triaſtum, Drivaſium, an Epiſcopal Ci- 
ty of Albania, upon the Lake of Scutars, under the 
Turk, This See was a Suffragan to the Archbifhop of 
Antvars. : 

Dzoan or Dron, Drahonas, a River in the Biſhop- 
rick of Treves. | 

D:obafaf, Chromium , the Scythian or Frozen 
Sea, North-Eaſt of Ruſſa, and Nova Jemla. 

ID2ogheda, a City in the County or Louth, in the 
Province of Leinſter in Ireland , called by the Iriſ 
Drogadagh and Treda ; upon the River Boyne, twenty 
two Miles North of Dub/in. It has an excellent and 
fate Haven: in Mr. Cambden'stime well peopled, and 
much trequented. This Town falling into the hands 
of the Duke of Ormond in 1649. and ſtormed ſoon 
after by Oliver Cromwell — I1. of the fame 
year ; he put all the Garriſon ( which was about four 
thouſand ) to the Sword ; and as to the Inhabitants, 
ſpared neither Sex, Age, Poor or Rich, but intirely ru- 
ined all before him ; not regarding the good Service 
this City had done in the beginning of the War, by 
preſerving the Reliques of the Enghsſh Nation from 
the cruelty and rage of the Rebellious Iriſh. Sir Ar- 
thur Aſton, the Governour, periſhed with the Garriſon. 
It being the firſt place the Tyrant took in Ir-/and, 
this cruelty was intended to itrike a terror into the 
others, that he might with the greater facility reduce 
the Kingdom under his Dominion 3 and accordingly 
he had incredible ſucceſs in all his future attempts. 
It ſurrendred to King :l/iam in two days after the 
Fight at the Boyne. RELA 

D2oinholm, a Royal Houſe of Pleaſure of the 
Kings of Sweden, one League from Stockbolm. 

D;oitwich, a Borough Town in Worceſterſhire 
in the Hundred of Half ſpire, upon the Banks of the 
Salwarp. It returns two Members to the Houſe of 
Commons, and' is a noted place for its Salt-pits. 

La Dzome, Druna, Druma, a River which ariſeth 
in the Confines of Gapencors in Dauphine in France, 
and having watered: Die and Creſt, falls into the 
Rbofne, three Leagues below Yalence. 
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. Dzonfield, a Market Town in D#rbyſkire iti the 
' hundred of Scarſdale, NT 
D:onthetm, or Druntheim, Nidroſia, called alſo 
Trondhem, was heretofore the Capital of the King- 
dom of Norway ; made ,an Archbiſhops See, and a 
Metropolis by Pope Eugerius III. It ſtands on the 
Weſtern Shoars of Norway, ſeventy five German Miles 
from Bergen to the North, and one hundred and ten 
ſrom StockeHolm to the North-Weſt, in Long. 28.02. 
Lat. 64. 10. Its Latin name comes from the River 
Nzder, upon which it ſtands. This City 18now a very 
great Mart, and has a large and a ſafe Harbour, yct 
lies open without any Fortifications, being in this, 


more like a great Village than a City : Heretofore | 


much greater; the many fires. which have happened 
in it have leſſened it; and beſides the Church of 
S. Olao, which was once the moſt beautiful Church 
in all the North, is now buried in its Aſhes : it has 
alſo a Caſtle, taken by the Swedes and granted them 
by a Treaty in 1658. but in 1660. the Danes again 
recovered it. The Country about, 1s called the Go- 
vernment or Prefecture of Drontheim ; granted to 
the Swedes with the City, but ſince recovered with it 
too. This is the largeſt Prefecture in Norway, 
reaching from North to South five hundred Miles, 
and from Weſt to Eaſt one hundred. 

Doſes, Fernw, a River of Conaught, .in the 
County of Clare, which falls into the Bay of Shan- 
non at Dinghanbeg , Dinga, Eaſt of Clare two 
Miles. 

Le Dot, Drotizus, a River in Aquitaine in 
France , which - ariſeth at Montpaſier , ten. Miles 
North-Weſt of Cahors ; and running Wet falls into 
the Garrone, over againſt Bazas, nine Miles Eaſt of 
Bourdeaux. 

Dzuidz, Druzdes, the Priefts of the antient Gauls, 
compared by Laertius with the Mags , Gymne- 
ſophiſte, and Phsloſophers, of Perſia , India and 


Greece, for their pretenſions to Learning and Piety- 


and Authority over the people: of whoſe Superſti- 
tions they were the Authors, as of their affairs, publick 
or private, the Arbitrators. The Eugabes of Ammi- 
anus Marcellinus, the Saronides of Dind. Siculus, and 
the Semnetheot of others, were ſeveral Orders of theſe 
Prieſts, according as they applyed themſelves either to 
the ſervices of the Altar, or to the Contemplation 
of the Works of Nature. In the former, they made 
Sacrifices of Men, till the Emperors Anguſtus, Tibe- 
rius and Claudus, by repeated Interdicts at laft broke 
them of that barbarity. Their other they delivered 
to the publick in thouſands of Verſes unwritten, only 
committed to Memory, and paſſing the courſe of 
Apes by Tradition. Their name of Druides ſome 
derive from evs, becauſe of a particular eſteem they 
had for an Oak. Some from Deru in the Celtick 
Language, of the ſame fignification.

Dublin, Dublinum ; in Iriſh, Balacleigh, the Ca- 
pital City of the Kingdom of {re/andin the Province 
of Leinſter, in a County of the ſame Name, upon 
the River Leffy, which is the nobleſt River in all this 
Kingdom, and maketh a Capacious Haven here, at 
about twenty Leagues diſtance from Ho/ybead in 
Wales, This City is called E BL AN A by Prole» 
my. When or by whom it was firſt built, is not 
known 3 but old it muſt needs be, by its being men- 
tioned by him. Saxo Grammaticus acquaints us, how 
much it ſuffered by the Danes ; it was afterwards un- 
der Edgar King of England, and Harald Harfager 
King of Norway. In the year 1151. P. Eugenius III. 
made it an Archbiſhops See, with the Title and Ju- 
riſdiction of a Primacy. Henry II. having Conquered 
Ireland, ſent hither from Brsſto! a Colony : where- 
by it began to Flouriſh more and more, and became 
the Capital- of the Kingdom, the Seat of the Lieu- 
tenant, the Courts of Juſtice, and their Parliaments : 
ſtrengthened with a Caſtle on the Eaſt fide, built by 
Henry Lounares a Biſhop in 1220. and near it there 
was a Royal Palace built by Henry If. King of 
England, It has a College for Students, which-1s an. 
Univerſity of it ſelf, founded by Elizabeth in 
in 1591. This was attempted before by Alexander 
Bicknor Archbiſhop of Dublin, who in 1320. ob- 
tained from the Pope a Bull for it ; but the trouble- 
ſome times that followed, defeated that good deſign 
then ; at the North Gate isa Bridge of hewen Stone, 
built by King Fohn, It has a Cathedral of great anti- 
quity, Dedicated to S. Patrick , the Apoſtle of the 
Ir:ſþ Nation, and built at ſeveral times ; in which 
are a Dean, two Archdeacons, and twenty two. Pre- 
bendaries : there is another fair Collegiate Chufch in 
the City , called Chriſts Church, built in 1012. and 
about thirteen Parochial ones. . In more ancient times 
this City was Governed by a Provoſt ;. but in 1409. 
Henry IV. granted them Licenſe to chooſe every 
year a Mayor, and two Bailifls, changed into Sheriffs 
by Edward IV. thus far Cambden. King Charles II. 


' honored them with a Lord Mayor. This City eſcaping 


the fury of the Maſſacre, was beſi by the Parlia- 
ment Forces ; and by the Duke of Ormond, by the 
Kings Order, delivered to the Englsſh, rather thanthe 
Ir:/h Rebels ; for they were now united againſt their 
King : 'and when afterwards Fune 21. 1649. he in- 
deavoured to recover it, his Army was broken by a 
Sally, and totally defeated ; and this City continued 
in their Hands till 1660. It has been extraordina- 
rily enlarged in its Buildings in the twenty years

Dtero, or Douro, Durius, Doria, a River of 
Spain, called Douro by the Portugueſe : one of the 
greateſt Rivers in that Kingdom, moſt frequently 
mentioned by ancient Greek and Latin Writers. The 
Head of it is in Old Cafſtsle, from Mount Idubeda, 
about five Miles South of Tarragona z running South, 
it watereth Sorja, and Almaſun ; there bending 
Weſt, it paſſeth by Ofina, Aranda de Duero, and 
Roſa ; beneath which laſt it takes in Drratonzo, or 
Stranda de Duero, and Piznerga from the North ; 
which with ſeveral others fall into the Duero, two 
Miles beneath Yalladolid ; then pafſing by Toro and 
Camora, and taking in, from the North, Efla, (which 
brings the Orbego), fo to Miranda de Duero, it en- 
tertains Tormes from Salamanca ; ſoon after which 
it entereth Portugal, a little above Olzvenca to the 
South, and Eluas to the North 5 where the Ri- 
vers that fall into it on both fides, are ſo ſmall, 
and many, + wa - 1s uy worth _ —_— e 
turning Weſtward, this great River paſſetn by Lemego 
on the South, to Porta on the North, where he pays 
His laſt Tribute to the Arlantick Ocean ; and after a 
Courſe of ninety «Leagues from his riſe, as his laſt be.

Duerſtede, Batavodurum, Duroſtadium, a Town 
in Guelderland, upon the Rhine . commonly called 
PPyck ; three German Miles from Urrecht to the 
South-Eaft.It belongs now to the Province of Urrechr, 
and is a part of the Dominions of the United Provinces. 
* Dueſme, a Town in the Dukedom of Burgundy 
in France, upon the River Seine. It gives Name to 
the Territory of Due/mozs, lying towards the Source 
of the ſame River. 

Dutsbourgh, Dursburgum, Duysburgh, is a ſmall 
City in the Dukedom of Cleves; upon the River 
Roer , which a little lower falls into the Rh:ne ; eight 
Miles from Cologne North, and three from YVeſe/ 
South. - There wasa Council held herein 927. Here- 
tofore an Imperial Free City ; but now under the Do- 
minion of the Elector of Brandenburgh, who ORob. 
T4. 1655. opened here an Univerſity. Gerardus Mer- 
cator the great Geographer of- his time died here

Wnnbar, Dumbarum, 'or the Caſtle of Bar, is a 
Town in the County of Lothain in Scotland, upon 
the Eaſtern Shoars ; twenty Scorch Miles North of 
Berwick , and the ſame diltance Eaſt of Edinb:rgh. 
Heretofore it had a Caſtle on a Hill; as it has ſtill a fl: 
ven to the Sea. But this Town is chiefly memorable for 
a Deteat given to the Covenanters of Scotland, by Oli- 
ver Crompel, Septemb. 23. 1650. when an End was 
put to that Perjurious, Rebellious, Bloody Faction, 
who here began the Payment of that Debt they owed 
to the Divine Juſtice, for having ſold the bett and 
moſt Holy of all Princes, (Charles the Martyr,) to 
the Engliſh Rebels, For from that Day, Presbytery 
has been in Bondage, and truckled under the Weight 
of that horrid Crime; and may ſhe never more lift 
up her Head to embroil Kingdoms, and perſecute the 
Church. 

Dunblane, Dumblanum, a City of Szotland, in 
the County of Mentesrh, which is a Biſhop's See un- 
der the Archbiſhop of S. Andrews. It ſtands on the 
River Tezrh, which a little beneath this and Scerlinp, 
falls into the Fyrth of Edinburgh; fix Miles North 
of Sterling,and thirty fix Weſt of Ednburgh. 

Dunbzttoun, Britannodunum,Caſtrum Britonum, a 
Town in the County of Lenox in Scotland,upon a Fyrth 
or Bay of the fame Name, with a ſtrong Cattle ; where 
the River Levin falls into the Fyrth ; eight Miles from 
Glaſco to the North-Weſt : Alſo called Dunbarton ; 
becauſe the Britans held it the longeſt of any Town 
in Scorland, againſt the Pi#s and Scots. The ftron- 
geſt of all the Caſtles in Sco:land, by Nature ; being 
built on a high, craggy, double-headed Rock, both 
fortified ; and between theſe two it hath only one 
Paſſage on the North, hardly paſſable without Labour 
and difficulty by a fingle Perfon: on the Welt of it 
lies the Levin, on the South the Cluyd, on the Eaſt 
a boggy Marſh, which at every Tide is covered with 
Water. The Britans made this good againſt the 
Scots, till in the Year 756. Eadbert King of Nor- 
thumberland, and Oeng King of the Ps, forced it 
to ſurrender on a Compoſition. But it was taken on 
calier Terms, Fan. 5- 1651. by the Engl:ſh Rebels ; 
Sir Charles Ersk#n furrendering it to them. 

Dunbzitoun Fyzth, a great Bay in the South. 
Welt part of Sco:land, upon the Irs/h Seas, fo called 
from this Caſtle : it begins at Dunskay, and on the 
South has Galloway, Carrick, Kile, and Cunning- 
ham; on the North Menteich, Lenox, Argile, K:l- 
mere, and Cantyr : (belides ſeveral ſinatter5 it has in 
it the Iſland of Arran: many of the biggeit Rivers 
of Scotland fall into it ; jutt againſt it to the Weſt, 
it has the North-Eaſt parts of Ireland, at a ſmall di- 
ſtance ; which are extream fruitful, and peopled by 
Scores for the moſt part : there are many fafe Havens, 
and populous Towns upon it ; aid lltly it lies con- 
ventent for Trade with the Weſtern Plantations, and 
all the Southern World. 

Dundalk, Dunkeranum, a ſmall City in the Pro- 
vince of Ulfter, in Ire/and, which is a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Armagh , twenty ſix = 
rom 
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from Armaz2hb to the Eaſt, in the County of Louth, 
and fixteen North frem Drogheda; ſurpriſed by the 
Rebeſs in 164. Retaken the ſame year by Sir Her y 
Tichburn by Storm , {after their Forces' had been 
beaten off from the Siege of Drogheda,. upon Sir S- 
mon. Harcourts arrival with - fupplies- of: Men and 
Mony) but in 1649. they got it again. The Dake of 
Schomberg continued with his 'Army here from Sep. 
12. 1689, to Novemb. $.' that he retired into Winter 
Cn There was a Battel in the mean time pre- 
ſented by King Fames IT ; but that General thought 
not fit to accept it. For he ftrengthned. himſelt in

; 2 cows g OR a River belonging to the Terri- 
tory of the City of Baſi/, called in the Maps &ger:z : 
it ariſeth from the Hills of Buchs/gow , and running 
Notth watereth Liechſtall , and talls into the Rhme 
three Miles above : matiy ſmaller Rivers fall 
into it, before it reacheth Leich/ial/and one atter ; but 
I cannot find their Names. [Bans fo : 

Egypt, Ag yptus , called by the Inhabitants Chi- 
bili, by the Arabians, Bardamaſſer 3 by the Turks, 
My/ir, ( which is very near the Hebrew , Ms/ſ- 
?4irh ) ; by the Italians and Spaniards  Egitro ; 
by the Germans , Egypten ; Is the firit , the 
moſt fruitful , moſt ancient, moſt celebrated King- 
dom of all 4frita : on the Notth it has the Meai- 
zerranean Sea ; on the Ealt Arabia Deſerta, and the 
Red Sea ; on the South &E:hiopia 3 on the Welt Cy- 


rene, and the Deferts of Lybia. The River Ni/e ſo 


running the whole length of it, and towards the Me- 
diterranean Sea' dividing it ſelf into many Branches, 
is the only cauſe of its Fertility , by overflowing it 
every year in the Month of Fune. It is, faith Clwve- 
7ius, from the City of Peluſium, to the CataraCts of 
the Nile, one hundred and fifty Miles : from the fame 
place to Conza in the Welt , it is one hundred Miles 
broad ; in fome places towards the South (as Mr.San- 
dys faith ) above Grand Caito, it is for a long Tract 
confined between bafren Mountains, in many ſcarce 
four, -in few above eight Miles broad. But then he 
extends it froin North to South five hundred and fixty 
Miles, and in breadth one. tutdred and forty Enp/:ſh 
Miles at the North end. Long. ffom 60.9. to 67. 
South Lat. from 22.to 31. This was peopled 
by Mzi{raim the Son of Chus, the Grandchild of Neab 
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by Ham; and maintained its Liberty under Princes of 
ts own, till God gave then into the hands of Nebu. 
chadoneſor in the year of the World 3365s five years 
after the ruine of Feruſalem by the ſame Prince. Yet 
that Empire lying far off, and being much ſhaken by 
inteſtine Diviſions, they recovered their Liberty again. 
Cambyſes reduced them the ſecond time In the year of 
the World 3425. Xerxes conquered them about the 
year 3473. And yet Artaxerxes Ochus was nece{li- 
tated to reduce them again ; for they ſet up Princes of 
their own, and beat his Generals : {o be went in Per- 
ſon; and having Criven their King into 4&:hiopia, he 
levelled their ſtrongeſt Fortifications, and-made them 
ſo weak and helpleſs, that they have been in Servi- 
tude ever fince. This Prince began his Reign in 
3587. Reigned twenty three years, and conquered 
them in 3602. Alexander the Great became their 
Maſter next in 3620. to whom they moſt willingly 
ſubmitted , out of a deteſtation of the Per/ian Go- 
vernment. Prolomy the Son of Lapus began his 
Reign over them in 3626. and Cleopatra the laſt of 
his Poſterity, deſtroyed her ſelf to avoid Captivity, in 
the year of the World 3920. eighteen years before the 
Birth of our Saviour. From thence forward they 
were under the Romans. This wretched Nation cal- 
led in at length Haymaria III. of the Saracen Califfs, 
and by his help caft out the Greek Garriſons about 
862. In 1163. another Race ſucceeded, called the 
Turkiſh Kings, or Califfs ; which ended in 1245. 
when the Mamalucks ( or Slaves of that Rice ) depo- 
ſed their Maſters, and erected an Elective Kingdom 
out of their own Body : the Prince whereof was for 
many Ages Choſen out of a number of Men, who be- 
gan 1n Slavery, and whoſe Proteiſion was War ; they 
were in ſome fort the FariZaries of that Age. To- 
nombeins IL the laſt of them in 1517, was forced to 
ſubinit to the prevailing Valour and Fortune of Sely- 
m5, one of the Ottoman Princes, under whom that ' 
Nation till groans. And now let any man compate 
the ancient and preſent Maps of Egypr , and his Eyes 
will ſhew him in one minute, the difference betweert 
the ancient and the later Government. The fruittul 
and populous Land of Egype , fiyled by the Romans 
the Granary of their Emprre,that was of old overſpred 
with Cities and Towns, being now almott deſolate, 
and all its ancient Glory, Magniticence , Riches and 
Pcople, buried in Rubbiſh and Ruins : Names of 
Places that have no Inhabitants, or Pictures of Beaſts 
and Antiquities, is almoſt all that is to be found here. 
Grandcairo, Alexandria, Reſſetta and Damiata, are 
the only conſiderable places left of three thouſand 
Towns that $:rabo ſays there were in his time; and of 
the eighteen thouſand that Antiquity beheld in the 
Ages before. Chriitianity is almolt totally extirpated 
here, as it is in Barbary : and whereas the ancient 
Egyptians acquired a mighty teputation over all the 
Eaft, by their good Literature, which drew the Ph:/o- 
ers of Greece to travel to them ; and particularly 
lato and Eudoxus , to live amongit them thirteen 
years ; the Eg ypr:zans being the famed Inventors of 
molt of the Sciences, e after an admirable 
manner in Hieroghphiecks , which with their Lunar 
years, their Deities, the long Oynaſtzes of their Kings, 
their Cultoms of Polygarhy, Govertiment,and Worſhip, 
fo charming to the 1/raelites , have been the ſabjects 
of the Pens of the Learned in divers Ages; Now an 
univerſal Ignorance and B.rbarity policies their Coun- 
try. ButI muſt not be long in fo ſhort a Work. 
Ehenhetm, Enhermium, a ſmall City in the Up- 
per Alſatia upon the River Erge/, which falls by 
Strasburgh into the Rhine ; a little above three 
Dutch Miles from S:rasburgh to the South-Welg. 
The Namie of the River in the Maps, is &rgers, and

Etala, Helicon. 

Eichfield, or E:ſchfele, Eiſchfeldia, a Diſtrict in 
the Province of Thuringia in' Germany, to the South 
of the Dukedom of Brunſwith, under the Juriſdiction 
of the Elector of MentZ. The Capital of it is Du- 
derſtad. | 

Eichtelberg, a Motmtain in the Marquiſate of Cu- 
lemback in Franconia ; famous for giving Source to 
four Rivers in Germany, comprehended by their ini- 
tial Letters in the Word ME NS; that is, the Mayn, 
the Eger, the Nab, and the Saal. It divides into di- 
vers Portions, ſome reaching Eaftward towards 
Bohemia, ſome towards Franconia to the Welt, the 
Palatinate and Bavaria to the South, and the Pro- 
vinces of Thuringen and Vozgtlandt to the North. It 
abounds particularly with Pine-Trees, as its Name fig- 
nifies in the High-German Language. 

Ete Eifel, a ſmall Territory or Diſtrict in the 
Dukedom of Fulters. 

Eigues, or A:zgues, Icarus, Aigarus, Eigarus, a 
River arifing amongſt the Mountains of the Dauphi- 
nate in France, towards the Territory of Gapanſors ; 
thence paſſing by Nions and S. Tronquet , diſchar- 
ging it_ſelf into the Rhone, about the Borders of the 
Principality of Orange. : 

Eifleben, Ei/leb:a, a ſmall City in the Upper Sax0- 
7, in the County of Mansfield, upon a ſmall River 
which falls into the Lake of Suſſe See ; one Mile Eaft 
bf Mansfield, twenty two North-Weſt of Dreſden. 
Luther was born here in 1483. and here died 
In 1546. 

Ekelenfozd, Ekelenfordia, a Town belonging to 
Denmark, in the Dukedom of Sleſwick: It ftands 
five _— Miles from Flensborg to the South-Eaſt, 
upon a Bay of the Baltick Sea, called Ekrenforder 
hafen. This Town took its Name from an old rui- 
ved Caſtle near it, and is under the Duke of Holſtein 
Gottorp. 

Ekeſio, Ekeſium, a Town in the County of Sma- 
land in Sweden, four or five Leagues from the Lake 
/eler, towards Oſtrogothland. 

Eladaſagnt, Elbaſſan, Daſſar, Daulia, a City in 
the Weſt of Macedonia, on the Borders of Albania, 
upon the River Sp#rnaſſe, South of Scampz, (which 
River falls into the Tonzan Sea, between Durazzo to 
the North, and Prgo to the South : ) Elbaſſan itands 
fixty Engliſh Miles from Durazzo. _ 

Elandia, Lamp:ia, a ſmall River in the Morea, 
not taken notice of in the ancient or later Maps ; 
but it ariſeth from a Mountain of the ſame Name in 
Arcadia. : 

Eiba, Ethalia, Iva, the Ile of Elbe, an Iſland in 
the Mediterranean Sea, between Piombino, in the 
Dukedom of Florence, and the Ifle of Corſica; be- 
longing to the Prince of Piombino, but under the Pro- 
tection of a Spaniſh Garriſon at Porto __— ; be- 
ſides which the Grand Duke is polſeſſed of a ftrong 
Town in it, called Porto Ferrajo, the Argous Por- 
cus of the Ancients,but in the Maps Coſmopolrs ; where- 
as indeed (ſaith Baudrand) there is no ſuch Place as 
Coſmopolis in that Iſland. It is forty Miles in Circuit, 
inhabited by five or fix Pariſhes ; and by Virgil applau- 
ded for Mines of Steel. 

Eibe, Albis, is one of the greateſt Rivers of Ger- 
many ; called by the Bohemians Labe , by the Ira- 
lians Alibi. It ariſeth in Bohemia, out of the Monn- 
tain Das Riſenbirge, that is, the Mount of Giants; in 
the Borders of Sz/eſia, in the North-Eaſt part of that 
Kingdom, and runs South : Firit taking in Vpawa 
and Metueze above, and Olzz at Cong ; then tur- 
2ing Weſtward from the North, it takesn Cx7dlina 3 


erial Free City, but how under the Dominion of 8 little furthet, Gizera; at Melnickh, Multaw (which, 


watereth Prague the Capital of Bohemia) ani] Egers 
above Letomeritz, Where it runs Northwards into 
Miſnia, and paſſeth by Dreſden,. and Merſſen ; then 
entering Saxony, a little above Y/:eenberg, it enter- 
tains the E/ſter from the North, and at Deſaw, the 
Muldau ; a little further, the Sala, a great River from 
the South ; then it watereth Magdeburgh, Borgh, 
and Sandow ; and at Werben in the Dukedom of Bran- 
denburgh, takes in the Havel, a great River which 
watereth Berlin and Brandenburgh, the principal Ci- 
ties of that Dukedom : At Domztz it has another vaſt 
Supply out of Mecklenburgh ; ſo leaving Danneber 
on the South, and Thomdam on the North, it enteret 
Holſtein at Ludesborgh, and runs on the South of 
Hamburgh to, Gluck ftad, about twelve German Miles ; 
beneath which it falls into the German Ocean. This 
was the fatal Boundary of the Roman Empire; to 
which they ſeldom came, and beyond which they could 
never fix. 

Elber, Libya Deſerta, a Part of Africa. 

Elbeuf, E/bovium, Elbodum, a Town in Nor- 
mandy, upon the Seine, threc or four Leagues below 
Rouen ; adorned with the Title of a Dutchy in 1581. 

Eibing, El/bings, Elveopolis, a City of Pruſſia, 
upon the Eaſtern Mouth of the Viſtula, over againſt 
Dantfick,, near the Lake of Drawſen ; ten Poliſh Miles 
from Danzſick to the Eaſt. This is a very ſtrong, 
beautiful, rich City ; divided into two Parts, the 
Old and the New. Firſt built in 1239. by the Knights 
of the Teuronick Order. In 1454+ it withdrew from 
their Subjection, and put it ſelt under the Protetion 
of the King of Poland. In 1492. there was an Uni- 
verſity opened here by Alber:us Duke of Branden- 
burgh, the firſt of that Houſe that was Duke of Pr,f- 


fia. In 1629. it was taken by the Swedes, ard again 


in 1655. but fince recovered to the Crown of Poland. 
The firſt Occafion of its Trade and Wealth, was the 
Beſieging the Town of Daneſick by Stephen King of 
Poland ; which neceflitated the Merchants to remove 
the Trade to Elbing. Guſtavus Adolphus deſigned to 
improve it by the ſame Method ; but the beſt Trade 


they have at preſent, is 6n the Account of its being 


the Staple for the Eng/zſþ Cloth. This City is the Ca- 
pital of the Territory of Hockerland ; and divers 
Engliſh Families have ſettled themſelves at it. 

Eibogen. See Maimugen. 

Elicatif, Leanzita, a City and Province in Arabia 
Felix, upon the Gulph of Perſia, over againſt the 
Iſland of Babarim ; frem which the Gulph of Per/ie 
is by the Arabians called the Seaof Elcarife. 

Elcur, Cyrrus, Cyrus, a River of Albania in Afia ; 
which ariſeth in, the Confines of Armenia Major, 
from the Mountains of Moſch, and flowing throu 
Iberia, takes m the River Iber ; then buries it ſelf in 
the Caſpian Sea. 

Elephantina, Elephanzis, a pleaſant Iſland of the 
River N«/e in /gypt, below the laſt of its Catarradts, 
not very far from /Ethiopia; the Egyptians and /E- 
thiopians trading with each other here. It enjoys a 
perpetual Spring ; and according to Tacttus, 18 ob- 
ſervable for being the utmoſt Boundary on that Side 
of the Roman Empire. 

Eleſa, Eluſa, an Iſland upon the Coaſt of C:licsa- 

Eleuſis, an ancient City of Arzica, betwixt Mega- 
ra and the Portus Pyreus. One of the moſt celebrated 
in all Greece for the Temple, and the Myſteries of the 
Goddeſs Ceres performed here, together with other 
particular Myſteries, in Honour of Proſerpine and 
Hercules; ſome of which it was Death to diſcover 
ſome they expoſed, yet at ſeveral times, and by Parts: 
Whence Seneca's Proverb, Eleuſina ſervat quod 0« 
ſtendat : Admittingno Perſons to the Exerciſe of the 


greater ones, under a Noviciatſhip of five years,with the 


Title 
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Title of Myſte; and then advancing them to the De- 
gree of *Emomme, with a Ceremony of Conſecration. 
The Grand Secret of theſe Myiteries is thus diſcovered 
by Tertullian; Tota m Adtis divinitas, Ec. Simus- 
lachrum membrz wirilis revelatur. Thus by Theodo- 
ret; Nature muliebris imago. 

Elentherns, the River, now called Bajaria or 
Habes, accotding to 'C/uverinus: Others apply it to 
the Admirati, of the Iſland of Sicily. See thoſe 
modern Names. $ Alfo a River of Phenicia in Sy- 
71a , arifing from the Mountain L:ibanus , thence 
paſſing by I:urea and Galilza, to fall into the Tyrian 
Sea two Miles from Sarepea, and three from Tyre. 
The modern Name of this is Valonta, 

Elentheropolis, an ancient City of the Tribe of 
Jude, in Paleſtine; eight Miles from Hebron to the 

eſt, and twenty from Feruſalem by the Way of 
Gaza. S. Ferom takes the Diltances of divers Places 
from this, as from one of particular Note. : 

Elgin, a ſmall City in the County of Murray in 
Scotland, upon the River Loſſie ; three Miles from the 
Coaſts of the German Ocean. It 1s a Biſhops See un- 
der the Archbiſhop of S. Andrews. . 

Elhyam, or El/:ham, a Market-Town in Kene, in 
Shepway Lath : Honoured heretofore with a Palace 
Royal ; now well inhabited , being' pleaſantly ſeated 
amongſt Woods on the Side of a Hill. | 

E1ts, A Country of the ancient Peloponneſus, be- 
twixt Achaia, Meſſene and Arcadia; fo particular- 
ly conſecrated in thoſe times to Zupzter, whoſe Temple 
and Statue here were numbered among(t the Wonders 
of the World, that it was looked upon as Sacrilege 
to attack it : Only, the Lacedemonians, Arcadians 
and Romans were not ſo ſcrupulous to obſerve 
the Conceit. Before this Country ſubmiited to the 
Romans, or was governed by a Magiſtracy of its 
own, it had the Honour to be a Kingdom. The Rivers 
Alpheus and Acheron, the Mountain Peneus, the O- 
hmpick Games in Honour of F1prter and Frno, the 
Citics Elis, Piſa or Olympia, Cyllene, c. contribu- 
ted to ſyread its Fame in ancient Hiltory. Its modern 
Name is Belvedore. See Belvedore. 

E11, or Elle, Elcebus, a Town of Germany, in 
the lower Alſatia, upon the River 1/]; three Leagues 
from Schleſtad, and ſomething more than one from 
S:rasbeurgh. 

Elleſmere, a Market-Town in the County of S4- 
bop, in the Hundred of P:m{:1!, near the Borders of 
PValss, The Earl of Bridgwater 18 Baron of this 
Place. 

Elna, Helena, a ſmall City in Cataloma, in the 
County of Rouſſillon,heretotore a Biſhop's See ; upon a 
ſtall River, two Miles South of Perpignan, and the 
fame from the Med:terranean. The Biſhoprick was 
removed to Perpignan in 1604. by Clement VIII. The 
Town was taken by the French trom the Spanzard in 

1640. Very ſmall ; called anciently - 1//1beris ; in 
which was Hel/en Caſtle, where thoſe of Magnentius 
his Party flew Conſtans, the Eldeft Son of Conſtan- 
tine. The River that falls by it is Tech. 

Eiſaſs. See Alſatia. 

Eiſenoze, E/ſenora, by the Danes Helſignor, is a 
Town inthe Iſland of Yeeland; five German Mikes 
from Copenhagen to the Welt. It has a large and a 
fafe Haven, near the Mouth of the Sound; and a Ca- 
{tle to command the Streights of the Sound. | 

Eiſingbourgh, E!/ingborch, a Town on the oppo- 
fite Shoar, over againſt Cronenburgh in Scania; which 
heretofore was under the Crown of Denmark, but by 
the Treaty of Reſchz/d, in 1658. reſigned to the King 
of Sweden. It ftands three German. Miles from 
E andskroon to the Weſt. Chriſtopber of Bavaria, 
King of Denmark, died here in 1448. The Danes 
took it 1n 1676, but they return'd it to the Swedes again 
the year aftef. | ; 
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Eltoz, E:lats, or Reilan, Elana, Aila, Sar, Taui 

rus, a City of Arabia Petrea, upon the Red-Sea, 

North of Madian, and over againſt Dacata in /£- 


2ype. It has a Caſtleon a Rock by it, which always 
keeps a Turksſh Garriſon agaitſt the Arabians. 

Elvag, Helva, a City of Portugal, in the Province 
of Alentejo, called Telves by them of Caſtile; it 
ſtands upon the River Guadiana, fourteen Miles fron 
Merida to the Weſt, and twenty nine from Sevil to 
the North. This is a Biſhop's See under the Arch- 
biſhop of Evora ; well fortified, and has belonging 
to it a ſtrong Cattle. The Spaniards, in 1659. be- 
fieged it to their great loſs, being here routed by the 
Portugueſe. Paul IV. in 1555. raiſed it to the Honor 
of a Biſhoprick. The Cathedral Church was built by 
the Moors for a Moſque. 

Elvino, a Fountam near Aquino,a City of the Ter= 
ra ds Lavoro, in the Kindom of Naples. 

Elvira, Eliberis, an ancient City of the Kingdom 
of Granada in Spain ; ruined, and its Epiſcopal See 
transferred to Granada, the Nova Ilkiberss, which has 
riſen by its fall. This City is famous in Eccleſiaſtical 
Hiſtory, tor a Council afſembled at it about the year 
305. Two of the Canons thereof being much infiſted 
on in Diſputes; the one, forbidding Images; the other, 
the Marriage of the Clergy. 

Elwang, Elwanga, Elephaniacum, a ſmall City 
in the Circle of Schwaben in Germany, upon the River 
Fag/t ; in the Confines of Franconia, near the Terri- 
tory of Onold; five German Miles from Rorenburgh, 
upon the Tubar, to the South, and nine from V/m to 
to the North. The Capital of a Noble Government ; 
the Governor being one of the Princes of the Empire ; 
and it has a Caſtle near the City, in which he re- 
{ides. This Territory is called by the Germans, St:ft 
Elwang. | 

Elway, a ſmall River which riſeth in Denbighſhire 
in Y/ales, and falleth into the Cluyd, a little beneath 
S. Aſaph. 

Ely, Hclia, a City and Biſhoprck in Cambridge- 
ſhire, in an Iſland of the Name, ſurrounded on all 
ſides by Fens and Marſhes; yet here was anciently one 
of the richeſt Monaſteries of England. The Sec was 
taken out of that of Linco/n, and conſtituted by 
Henry I. in 1109. Hervey, Biſhop of Bangor, being 
the firſt Biſhop of it. The Monaltery out of which 
the Biſhoprick ſprung, was Founded by Atheldreda, 
Wife to Egfred King of Northumberland, and was 
at firſt a Nunnery, The Danes having ruined this 
Foundation, Ethe/wold, Biſhop of YVincheſter, re- 
founded it, and ſtock'd it with Monks. The Cathe- 
dral was a Work of Time, built by Parts, great and 
beautiful ; though the Town of E/y is not great, ior 
the Air healthſul. The Biſhop of this Sec had here- 
tofore Palatine Rights, which were taken off by 
27. H. 8. c. 25+ But yet the Revenue 1s great, 
and the Biſhops of it have been in great Eſteem, and 
much employed. The preſent, 1s' the forty third 
Biſhop of this Dioceſe. 

Elyuti, an ancient People, that dwelt about the 
Mountains and high Grounds of the Iſland of Sicily ; 
remembred in Hiftory, upon the Account of their 
being the Allies of the Carthaginsans. | 

Eliylit Campt, E/yſium, the Poets Paradiſe ; a 
large and delicious Plain of Beotia in Greece, covye- 
red with Flowers, and every way agreeable to the Plea- 
ſures of the Senſes. 

Elpfii, Hel:/t, Ly/is, the ancient People of the 
Province of Szlefia, in Bohemia ;' mentioned by 
Tacitus. > eo 

Embden, 4»14/ia, Emda, a German City in the 
Circle of VVefiphalia;z anciently called Amaſia, or 
Amiſia, as Cluverins faith, from the River Ems, (4- 
maſius,} upon wk it ſtandeth, with' a large _ 
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Port defended by a Caſtle. It is the Capital of E/?- 

Frieſland, which is from this City often called the 

Principality of Embden ; not great, but ſtrong and 

well fortifted. The Trade or People here are neither 

of them conſiderable ; the Hollanders having ſome- 

' time ſince poſſeſſed themſelves of it. It ſtands fif- 

teen Miles from Bremen to the South-Weſt, and ſe- 
ven from Groningen to the North. 

Embolt, Empols, Amphipolis, Chriſtopolis, an 
Archiepiſcopal City, in Macedonia, under the Patriarch 
of Conſtantinople, upon the Confines of Macedonia 
and Thrace: Seated upon the Bay and River of Sers- 
910n,which did almoſt ſurround it; ſtanding in the Con- 
fines of theſe two Countries or Kingdoms ; and fome- 
times aſcribed to the one, ſometimes to the other. It 
Hes thirty Miles from Ph:l:ppos to the Eaſt, and ſeven- 
ty five trom Theſſalonica to the Eaſt. Now under 
Bondage to the Turks. Long. 50. 09. Lat. 41,30. 

Emelep, Auna, Emelia, a ſmall City in the Coun- 
ty of Tipperary, in the Province of Mounſter in Ire- 
land; in the Confines of the County of Limerick ; 
upon the River &/laſon , which falls into the River 
More or Broadwater : Heretofore great, populous, 
and a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Caſhel in 
the ſame County. This City lies twenty four Miles 
from Limerick to the Eaſt. 

Ementa, an ancient Name of Theſſalza. 

Emilia, a Province of the antient Traly, lying a- 
long the Emiliana via, which dencminated it, trom 
Ariminum to Placentia; and comprehending a part 
of the preſent Eſtates of the Pope, the Dukes of 
Parma, Modena, Mantoua, and Mirandola. Call'd 
alſo Flaminia. 

Etmans, a Village in the Tribe of Zuda, in Pale- 
ſine, diftant from Feruſalem about fixty Furlongs. 
Luce. 24.13. At which our Saviour after his Reſurre- 


Ction diſcovered his Perſon to two of his Diſciples by 
ſitting down to eat with them, and then vaniſhed 


out of their Sight. It is mentioned by Pliny, upon 
the Account of ſome remarkable Fountains there. 
The Devotion of Chriſtians had advanced it to the 
Dignity of an Epiſcopal Sec, and built it a Monaſtery;

mpurias, Emporie, Caſtrum Aragonenſe, Ti- 
ble, a fireng City in the Weſtern Quarter of the 
Hand of Sardinia, upon the River Termo or Terms, 
or Aragoneſe ; with a good Port, and a Cittadel, and 
a-Biſhop's See,in ConjunCtion with that'of Terra Nova 
in the ſame Iſland. It is more vulgarty now called 
Caſtel Aragoneſe, becauſe it was the firſt Town the 
| Spaniards of Aragon poſſeſſed themſelves of, after the 
grant of Sardmia by Pope Boniface VIII. to Fames 
IL King of Aragon, about the Year 1296. 

"Ems, Eems, Amaſius, Amiſius, Amaſia, Amaſis, 
2 River of Germany, which riſeth in the Dioceſe of 
Paderborne, near FFrle, ina very deep Valley, from a 
flow but plentiful Spring, two Miles and an half from 
Paderberne to the North; then running Weſtward, 
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and taking in the V//rle, the Dalke , and the Luter, 
three ſmall Rivers, it entereth the Biſhoprick of Mun< 


fter ; (having firſt paſſed by Rerburgh, the Capital of 


a ſmall Country, ) and watereth /Videnbrug, or 
VVarendorp, and receives the Heſſe! from Raven/- 
berg on the South ; ſo paſſing Eme and Tillege, it re- 
ceives from the North the VYerſe; and a little lower 
the Aa, which watereth the City of Munſter ; then 
turning North it paſſeth the Rhine, and takes in ano- 
ther 4a on the Eaft ; ſo by Lsnge he proceeds to Mep- 
pen, where it admits the Haſe a conſiderable River on 
the Eaſt too; then paſſing by Landegge on the Weſt, 
and Nizenhbus on the Eaſt, it entereth Eaſt-Frie/land at 
the Fort of Oorez takes in Soſte from the Eaſt, and by 
Olderſum and Nendorp, paſſeth by Emder, {which 
takes its preſent, as well as ancient Name from it,) 
and the Bay of Du/larr, into the German Ocean. 

Enchayplen, Enckuyſen, Ancuſanum, ' Enchuſa, is 
a ſmall City belonging to the United Provinces, in 
Holland, in that Part called Weſt-Friefland ; which 
has a large and fafe Haven upon the Xwyder Sea, and 
affords excellent Pilots ; not above three Miles from 
Horn to the Ealt, and eight from Amſterdam to the 
North: It ſtands on theWeſtern ſhoar,at the Entrance 
of the Feoer Zee, and was one of the firſt Towns that 
revolted and turned out the Spaniards in 1572. It had 
been burnt in 1279. But rebuilt and qualified 
with the Privileges of a City by VV:ll;am Earl of 
Holland in 1355. 

Encre, Tncra, a River in Picardyin France ; with 
a Fort of the ſame Name upon it, which falls iato the

Afia, in Phrygia ; and a Sea-Port upon the Archipe- 
lago, over againſt the Iſland of Metellsno, (Mzitilene:)

mit, (as Leunclavins affirms; ) and by others S, Ds- 
mzitri. It is a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop- of 
Epheſus ;- and I ſuppoſe is that which is called Land:= 
metrs in the later Maps; ſeventeen German Miles 
_ of Smyrna. The Bay is called by the ſame 
Name ; and fometimes extended to all the Sea between 
this Town and the Iſland of Metel/ino; ſometimes 
contracted to that only, which entereth the Shoars of 
Aſia, Hofman confirms my Conjecture ; and ſhews 
that this City has a Phenic:an Name from Bochare : 
it ſtands in a rich and fruitful Soil; mentioned by 
Livy, lib. 37. by Strabo, lib. 13. by S. Paul, Acts 
XXVit. 2. Long. 55. oo, Lat. 40. 40. : 

Engaddi, or Enged:, an ancient City of the Tribe 
of Fudahb, in Paleſtine, ſituated in a fruitful Soil for 
Wine; as the Compariſon intimates, Cant. 1. 14. 
King David had an Opportunity to kill Saul in a Ca- 
vern of a Mountain near this Place. Prolemy and Ste= 
phanus mention it. 

Engern, Angria, the feat of the ancient Angri- 
varsz, a Town in the Earldom of Ravensberg, in the 
Province of /Weſtphalia in Germany, ſeven or eight 
Leagues from Munſter : Famous for the Tomb of 
Witichindus, a Duke of the Saxons, of high Renown 
in the time of Caro/us M. The Elector of Gologne 
ſtikes himſelf Duke of this Place, 

Engers, a fair Town and Caſtle, with a noble 
Bridge over the Rhine, in the Archbiſhoprick of Trier 
in Germany, betwixt Coblentz and Andernach. 

Engia, or Egina, an Iſland of the Archipelags 
towards Europe, at the Mouth of the Gulph of its own 
Name, (which was the Sinus Saronicus of the Anci- 
ents,) to the Eaſt of the Province of Sacarzia in the 
Morea; and near Athens. The Inhabitants whereof, 
in former Ages,were in a Condition to diſpute with the 
Athenians tor the S8overaignty of the Sea. It is about 
thirty fixM iles jy Circuit.

"England, Anglia, called by the French Angleterre, 
by the Italians Ingbilterra, by the Germans Enget 
andt, by the Spaniards Inglaterra, is the greateit, 
the moſt Southern, and the beſt Part of the Iſland of 
Great Britain ; called heretofore Albion, Britanni- 
ca, and Britawnia: Which noble Ifland 1s divided in- 
to three Parts, England, Wales, and Scotland. Eng- 
land has Scotland on the North , the 1riſÞ Sea in part, 
and Wales in part,. and then the Iriſh. Sea again on 
the Weſt; the Briz:/þ Sea on the South, and the 
German Sea on the Eaft + Between 17. and 22. Deg. 
of Long. between 50. and. 57- of N. Lat. It lies to- 
gether with Wales in. the Form of a; great Triangle, 
whereof the Southern Shoar is the Baſe, and Berwick 
the oppoſite Angle ; from whence to the Lands End, 
it is accounted three hundred eighty fix Miles Long, 
and two hundred ſevgnty nine Broad; containing in 
that Compaſs, about thirty Millions of Acres of Land. 


It was divided by the _ into five. Parts,. by the. 


Saxons into ſeven Kingdoms,.,and now into forty one 
Shires or Counties : In which the Pariſhes amount to 
about ten thouſand. The Air 1s very Temperate, 
both in Winter and Summer, being warmed in the 
one, and cooled in the other by the Sea-Vapors; the 
Soil for the moſt part very fruitful; watered with 
three hundred twenty five Rivers, The Inhabitants, 
Valiant and Induftrious- And as Nature: has given 
it whatever is abſolutely neceſſary to the Life of. Man ; 
ſo the Natives by their Trade and Commerce, bring 
in from abroad , what may be had throughout the 
.'World, for Convenience, Delight, Magnificence, and 
Ornament. It has alſo ' the beſt Government, and 
the beſt conſtituted Religion, of any Nation-in the 
World; and as much Learning, Civility, Arts and 
Trade asany other. . Our Fleets excel at Sea,. our Foot 
at Land, thoſe of all other Nations. - In ſhort, we 
want nothing to make us happy,- but Gratitude to 
Gad, and Union amongſt our ſelves. This Iſland be- 
came firſt known to the Romans, about fifty years be- 


_ fore the Birth of Chriſt. ulius Ceſar entered it with 


a Fleet in the Year of the World 3895. and renewed 
his Attempt the year following ; but the Civil Wars 
breaking out between him and Pompey, the Romans 
made little Progreſs here, (though they kept their 
Ground) till the Reign of Claudius; who entered 
Britain in Perſon, and ſtaying not long, his General, 
Aulus Plautius,carried on the War; fo that he took in 
the greateſt part of this Iſland, now called England, 
and under him Veſpaſian learned the Art of War. D+- 
dius Avitus ſucceeded as General, and:Nero as Empe- 
ror ; under whom the Romans were in great Danger 
of an utter Extirpation from the Brsrains : But. this 
Storm blowing over, they conquered all they cared 
for, as far the Fyrths of Galloway and Edinburgh in 
Scorland ; only their - ordinary and ſtanding Bounds 
were between Newcaſtle and Carliſle. They conti- 
nued their Poſſeſſion till the year of Chriſt 433: and 
then withdrew to defend their nearer Dominions on 
the Continent, againſt the prevailing barbarous Nor- 
thern Nations. In 449+ the Saxons were called in 
to help the Britains againſt the PiAs, (thoſe Nations 
that had never been ſubject to the Romans, in the 
North of Britasn.) In 455. Hengsſt, their General, 
{ct up the Kingdom of Kent, and began theConqueſt 


of the Britiſh. By the.year $19. the Heptarchy,, or

Solyman the Mapnificent, af> 
ſaulted it without Succeſs. But that which is the 
great wonder, is the Bridge over the 'Drave, and the 
Marſhes on both fides: this Bridge is five Miles over, 
having Rails on both 'fides, and Towers of /Wood' at 
every quarter of a Mile : - built by Solyman the Mas- 
nificent.in 1521. ſo ſoon as ever he had'taken Bel- 
frade : it is ſo broad, that three Wagons 'may go a

breaſt,and all built of Oaken Timber. Cotint Nicholas 
Serinz burnt” part of it in 1664: 'which neceffitated 
the Turks to build that part a little nearer the Danube, 
becauſe they | could riot without great charges and 
difficulty pluck up the remainder of the Trees which 
the Water had preſerved from the Fife. By this Bridge 
all the Turk;/p Armics uſe to paſs between Hungary 
and yr pram op : near here,the unfortunate Lewss 
King of Hungary in 1526. was defeated, in attempting 
to {top Solyman's pallage into his Kingdom. Count 
Leſly, Aug. 15. 1685. burnt it the ſecond time, and 
polieſſed himſelf of the Town of Eſſeck; but the 
Caſtle holding out, ' he blew up their Magazines, 
plundered the Town, and left it. / In 1686. the 
Turks began to build this Bridge - after another way, 
by driving rows of Trees into the Earth, and filling 
up the ſpace with Earth, that it might not be 
ſo ſubject to be ruined by Fire: but the Duke of 
Lorrain, Fune 15. 1687. put an end to this Work ; 
drove the Turks. over the Drave, and in a few days in- 
tirely ruined what eight thouſand men had been many 
Months a building. Purſuing his deſign, and paſfing . 
"the Prave to take Eſſeck , he found the Prime Vs/ier 
there poſted with all the Forces he -could raiſe very 
advantageouſly, with the Danube on the left, a Wood 
- an the right, the Town and Drave behind, and a 
"Moraſs before him 3 between which and his Camp, 
was a Dike twenty foot deep, forty broad, and two 
Mules long, ſtrengthened with Paliſadoes and Redoubts, 
with fixty thouſand men within it, and one hundred 
Cannon : whereupon the Duke retreated, Fune 20. 
and repafſed the Drave at Siclos. See Moharzy. At- 
ter the unfortunate taking. of Belgrade by the Ct wh 
es Odober 
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OFfober 18690, they ſet down immediately with an 
Army of fifteen thouſand Men before this Place, but 
retired without Succeſs. 

Efledones or I/edovevs, an ancient People of Scy- 
thia, whoſe Capital Town was Iſſedon , now called 
Caracoran. Herodotus fays of them, that they uſed 
to cat the dead bodies of their Parents, reſerving the 
head to He ſet in Gold and made the object of their 
annual Sacrifices. 

Eſſekebe, or Eſquib, Eſſequebia, one of the prin- 
cipal Rivers of Sourh America. It ariſeth -in Guiana, 
near to the Lake of Parime; and running Faſtward, 
to improve its Streams, by the addition of many 
ſmaller Rivers , it falls into the North Sea, near Mea- 


puer. In Long. 318. The Dutch, who have many 


Plantations upon it, call it by this name, 

Effex, Eſſexia; is a County in the Eaſt of En- 
gland, inhabited heretofore in part by the Trinoban- 
ces : bounded on the North by Suffolk and Cambridge- 


ſhire: on the Weſt by Hareford and Middleſex ; on 


the South by Kent ; and on the Eaſt by the German 
Sea:: The principal City in it is Colcheſter. This 
Country is very fruitful, full of Noblemen and Gen- 
tlemens Houſes. The principal Rivers, which water 
it, are the Srour , that divideth it from Suffolk ; 
the Thames from Kent, the Ley from Middleſex, 
and the Lietle Stour from Harefordſhire ; which 
beſides their ſruitful Meadows, and the convenience of 
Carriage, afford it plenty of Fiſh :- befides theſe, there 
is the [/, the Crouch, the Che/me, the Blackwater and 
the Colne, which ariſe and fall within this Country ; 
and many of them are great Rivers. There are ma- 
ny ſmaller ones , whoſe Names cannot be taken in 
here. This County gave the Title of Earl to the 
Families of the Mandeviles , the Bohuns, the Bour- 
chiers, Thomas Lord Cromwell, William Lord Parre, 
before it came to the D'Errerxe's. Robert fEurex,Vil- 
count Hereford, General of the Parliaments Army 
againſt Charles I. dying Septem.13. 1646. and his Son 
Robert an Infant, before the Reſtitution of Charles 1I. 
Arthur Capel, Baron of Hadham, was created Earl of 
Eſſex, and Viſcount Malden, April 20. 1661. and 
made Lord Lieutenarit in Ire/and in 1672. He pe- 
riſhed miſerably in the Tower. His Son then an Infant, 
ſucceeded him in this Honor. 

Esllingen. Sce E/{:ng. 

Eflone, Exona, a ſmall River and Village in the Iſle 
of France. The Town ſtands five Miles from Parzs to 
the South-Weſt, and one from Corbezle to the Weſt. 

Eſtampes, S$:ampe,a Town and Dutchy in Beauſſe 
in France. The Town ſtands upon a River of the 
fame Name, ten Leagues from Parts to the South, 
and fixteen from Orleans to the North : mentioned 
in Georgius Turonenſis, Aimonius, and other French 
Hiſtorians. It is placed on the Some , at the Conflu- 
ence of another ſmall River, which is ſometimes cal- 
led ” Zone , and ſometimes La riviere d' Eſtampes. 
There 1s a Collegate Church , and divers Religious 
Houſes ſtanding in it : but the Caſtle was ruined in 
1652. This Town was created firſt an Earldom in 
1327, by Charles IV.King of France. Then a Duke- 
dom in 1536. byKing FrancisI. And has been many 
times honoured not only with French Synods , but 
with the Afemblies of the States. The Huguenotts 
took it by Scalade in 1567. 

Eftaples, Stabule, Stapule, a Sea-Port-Town in 
the County of Boulozne in Picardy ; fixteen Miles 
North of Dieppe, and ten from Calass South. 

Efte, or Eſt, Atefte, a Town in the Dominion of 
the State of Venice, mentioned by Pliny and Tacitus, 
which was once a Biſhops See, under the Patriarch of 
Aquileta. It ttands in the Diſtrict of Padua, upon 
the little Medoacrs, or the River Bachiglione 5 which 
waſhing the Walls of Vicenza and Efte, fails into the 


Venetian Gulph , twelve Miles from Padua to the 
South. The Dukes of Modena in Traly ( of which H- 
luſtrious Houſe, Mary, Conſort to King Fames UI. is } 
take their Name from this Plate 3 who wete before 


a great while Dukes of Ferrara, Modena and Regio :

Efteing, an ancient Barony in the Province of 
Rouergne 1n France, fince advanced to an Earldom. 
It gives Name to an Honourable Family, that by the 
conceſfion of Philip the Auguſt in the year 1214. as a 


"reward for the noble a&tions of one of their Ance- 


ſtors, bears the ſame Coat of Arnis with the Crown. 

Eltelia, or Sze/la, a ſmall City in the Kingdom of 
Navarr, upon the River Ega, where it receives the 
Preder; eight Miles from Pampelone to the South, 
and the fame from Calahorra to the North. Built in 
the year 1094. It is the Capital of the Territory 
called /a Merindada de Eſtella. 

Eſten, Efthonia, a conſiderable Province in the 
North of Livonia ; heretofore under the Poles, but 
now the Swedes. It lies between the Sins Finnicus, 
a part of the Ba/rick Sea to the North; Letrona, 
Lefland, to the South ; the Bay of Riga to the Weſt ; 
and Ingria a Province of Ruſſia, to the Eaſt : the chiet 
City 1n 1t, is Reve/, the Capital of this Province, which 
1s ſometimes called Eaſtland. 

Eftepa, 4ſ/tapa, a City or great Town iri Anda- 
luſia in Spain, feated upon a Hill, in the Contines of 
the Kingdom of Granada ; about twelve Miles from 
Malaga to the North, and ſeventeen from Sew! to the 
South-Eaſt. This ſprung out of the ruines of 
Aſtapa, an old Iberian City , or Phenician Colony ; 
which being befieged by Marcel/us, a Reman Gene- 
ral, the Inhabitants burnt themſelves with their Wives 
and Children and all they had, that they might 
not fall into the hands of the Romans, as Livy ſaith. 

Cltoiteland, Eſtots/andia, a great Tract of Land 
in the North of America, towards the Afich Circle, 
and Hudſon's Bay, having New France on the South, 
and Fames's Bay to the Weſt, This is a part of Cg- 
nada ; now commonly called New Britain, and Terra 
Liboratoris. The firit of the American Shoars which 
was difcovered ; being found by ſome Frie/land 
F:ſhers, that were driven hither by a Tempelt, a!- 
moſt two hundred years before Columbus. In 1390. 
Nicolas and Antonius Jent , two Brothers that were 
Venetian Gentlemen, at the Charges of Z:chzni King 
of Frieſland, took a view the ſecond time of thels 
Shoars. Fohn Skoluo a Polontan in 1446. about 
eighty fix years after the firſt diſcovery , failing paft 
Norway, Greenland and Frie/land, and entering into 
the Streight beyond the Ar:ick Circle, arrived gt this 
Country. Which is Mountainous, overgrown with | 
Woods, full of all manner of wild and ſavage Beafts, 
and only known asto the Shoars ; but yet the Soil 1s 
fruitful, Hofman. *Þ | 

Eſtouteville, a Town in the Vpper Normandy in 
France , advanced to the quality of a Dukedom by 
King Francis I. in 15738. There is a Noble Family 
deriving their Name fron it. 

Eftremadura, Extremadura, is a Province of the 
Kingdom of Portugal, at the Mouth of the Tagus, 
upon the Weſtern Ocean : bounded on the North by 
Berra, on the Weſt and South it has the Ogean, ang 
©n the Eaſt the reſt of Poreugal. Theprincipal City 
is Lisbon, the Capital of the Kingdotn ; 'and as far 
this Province , it 15 divided iato fix Counties, ' which 
they call Comarcaes. $ There was anciently another 
Province called La Eftremadura de Caſtilla, becauſe 
it was Extrema Dur ; for on the (North it was boun- 
ded by the Durius, or Dower, a great River of Spain ; 
on the Weſt it was ſeparated: frym the a = 
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Leon, by the Rivers Heban and R:i249m0n 3 from 
thence it extended by the Rivers Guadarrama, which 
waſheth Madrid and Som?ſierra, to the Fountains of 
the River Douero: ſo that it was one hundred Spa- 
2:3ſh Leagues in compaſs, and Segovia was the Capital 
of this Province : but 2s Ximines faith, after it was 
united to Caſtile, it foſt the Name , which in after 
times was given to others. 

Etſch, Athefis, a River of Italy, called by the 1:a- 
lians, Adige ; by the Germans, Etch. It ſpringeth 
out of Mount Brenna, one of the higheſt of the 
Alpine Mountains in Tiro! ; and paſſing through a 
Territory of Erſchlender, which takes its Name from 
it, it leaves Meran and Bolſano ( conſiderable Towns ) 
on the Eaſt ; turning South, it takes in the Rivers 
Erſock C which falls by Brixen ), Neves and Lavi- 
fium ; then watereth the famous City of Trent, be- 
neath which it admits Perzene, and fo goes on to 
Perona, which it divides in its paſſage; and patling 
Legnano, Roviga and Anguilara , it falls into the A= 
driatich Sea by Porto di Foſſone, in later Maps called 
Porto di I Adige; eighteen Miles South of Yenzce, 
and three North of the Mouth of the Po. : 

Etna, &Eena, a Mountain in the Eaſt of Sicily, 
which perpetually belcheth out Fire and Smoak : cal- 
led by the Italians, i1 Mongibello ; by the French, 
Le Mont Gibel ; by the Arabians, Gibel ; that 1s,the 
Mountain. It is the greateſt as well as the mo 
known Mountain in all $:c:ly, in the Dioceſe of Ca- 
zanea, nine Miles high, and fifty in compaſs; and at 
the opening or Mouth of it at the top,twenty four fur- 
longs wide. The South fide is planted with Vines, 
the North overgrown with Woods ; on the Eaſt from 
the Top of it toCatanea it is all cultivated, and em- 
ployed to one uſe or another. At ſome times 1t ra- 
geth more than at others: particularly in 1169. 1329. 
( when it had not flamed of many years before, ) 
1408. 1444. 1447. 1536. 1554. 1566. 1579. At 
which bf one FA damaged Catanea, and its Fields, 
more than uſual. But the greateſt Rage was 1n 
1669, when it ſent out four Rivers of melted Eartb, 
Stones and Rocks 3 which from the top deſcended 
down its ſides, through the Fields, into the Sea ; and 
there maintained their Torrent a Mile in the Waters, 
before they were able to tame theſe raving and furious 
Sons of Vulcan. Not only the City of Catanea ap- 
prehended a ſudden and inevitable Ruine, but Men 
thought the whole Iſland of Sicily would have been 
deſtroyed ; and that by degrees the Fire would have 
melted the whole Rock, upon which the Iſland is 
founded : however,it deſtroyed fifteen Caltles or great 
Houſes, and did an ineftimable Miſchief. Yet the 
top of this Mountain is often covered with Snow and 
Ice; and the two moſt contrary things in Nature 
ſeem here to unite, of which Claudian L1b.1. de Rape.

Eu, Augum, Auge, LaVille & Eu, a conlide- 
rable Town on the Coaſt of Normandy, upon the Ri- 
yer Bre/le, near the Confines of P:icardy, fix Miles 
North of Dieppe, and about a League from the Sea. 
Here of old were the Eſſui, a People of Gaul. It is 
honoured now with the Title of an Earldom, and 
with an ancient Abbey , and a College of the Fe-

Eucarpta, an ancient Town of Phrygia in Aſia 
Minor, famed for Grapes, in bigneſs, exceeding thoſe 
of Canaan.

Everihot, a Market Town in Dor/eeſSire, in TH. 
lerford Hundred. 

Eveſham, or Eveſholm, a Market Town in IV:+- - 
ceſterſkhire in the Hundred of Biakenhurſt, with 4 
Bridge over the Avon. Itis eitecmed next to ior. 
ceſter the beit in the County : contains two or three 
Pariſhes, and drives a good Trade ; and has the ho- 
nour of chuſing two Burgelles for the Parliament. 

Euganet, an ancient People of the A/pes, betwixt 
the Lake of Coma and the River Erſch; whereof the 
Sarunetes were a branch, and the molt conſiderable : 
dwelling about Chiavenne and the Yaltolme. 

Eugubto. See Gubzo. 

 Euphzates, though I have diſcourſed ſhorty of 
this River already in the word Aferar , yet becauie L 
then wanted ſome Books that were neceiſary to give 
a full account of it , I will here enlarge upon what I 
there omitted. The firſt City of Note it waſheth, is 
Baberd ; the ſecond Ezrum, 1o far as it runs Welt ; 
then it -turns South, and pafſeth by Arz:ngan and 
Maaraz , where it takes in Cobaqueb ; and over a- 
gainſt Vrpha, 1t receives a River which comes trom 
Aleppo ; fo patiing Bir, Raſſeca, Belis, Chabuca, as 
far as Alchabar, it takes in from the Eait Soaz4; and 
a little lower at Waſee and O/zm, falls into the Trgrs : 
thus our lateſt Maps deſcribe the Courſe of this vatt 
River. The Learned Bochartus ſaith out of Pizny, 


ſt Lib. 5. Cap. 26. that eighty three Miles beneath Zeug- 


ma, at Maſſicen , the Euphrates 1s divid:d ; and on 
the left hand ( the Eaſt ) it goes into Me/oporamia 
by Selucia, a little beneath which, it entereth the T:- 
gris. Ptolomy Lib. 5. Cap. 18, agrees with Pliny in 
this: then he mentions another Branch by the Name 
of BaoinaQ- mays, the Kings River, or Cut : 
which by the Arabzans is called Amelie ; and by 4m- 
mianus, Naar-Malcha; which he interprets too the 
King's River, Lib. 24. which Abidenus faith , was 
digged by the Order of Nabuchodonozor. #Pliny tells 
us, the reafon of this Cut was to prevent the Drow- 
ning of Babylon in great Floods. More to the South 
was a third Branch , which went into the Tigrzs and 
Sur, upon which the great Babylon ttood by the con- 
feflion of Prolcomy, though in his Maps it is placed on 
the ſecond. There was a fourth Branch went to the 
Welt, called Kuipa, now Cufa, about the Name of 
which they are not agreed ; but the uſe of it was to 
fill a vaſt Lake on the Welt of Babylown, Now as to 
theſe Branches, the Arabian Geographers agree in 
theſe Divifions as itill extant. And yet that Branch 
which went through Babylon, Theodoret faith, was 
very ſmall, and perhaps now intirely loſt. The firſt 
and ſecond of the Eaitern Branches are repreſented in 
our later Maps; and the Weſtern Branch at Cufa ; 
which appear all like Rivers running into the Eu- 
phrates, when as indeed they are Branches going out of 
it. The firlt 1s that which the Maps call Xab Major ; 
the ſecond has no Name, but it ought to paſs ſtreight 
to Bagdet ; and that which is now the main Stream, 
ſeems to have forced its way in a new Channel, after 
the other was laſt and dammed up by Time : the 
Lakes alſo to the Welt which were deligned to re- 
ceive the Waters in times of great Inundations , are 
filled up by the Mud and Sand, brought down by the 
River. However that Branch that runs toCufa , ne- 
ver cones to any Sea, but 1s loſt in the Sands of 
Arabia; and has turned the fruitful Plains of Baby- 
lon into a mere Moraſs or Bogg , unpaſſable, unin- 
habitable. This is the ſum of what Mr. Bochare has 
related more at large. Both Pliny and Strabo agree, 
that it yearly overttows as the Nz/e does, and much 
about the ſame time ; which Inundation has the ſame 
eftect, as to the fertility of Meſopotamia,that the over- 
flowing of the Nz/e has upon Egypt. M. Thevenoe 
who crofled it at Br, faith, it 1s in Semur not big- 

ger 


ger than the Serine at Paris; though its Bed is twice 
as big. The Waters of it run very ſlowly, and are Na- 
vigable, as far as to. the place where it joins the Tigris.

Evora, Ebora, is a very conliderable City in Portu- 
gal in Alentejo; a Province of that Kingdom beyond 
the Tagus, ( Tao) twenty Miles from Lsbon to the 
South-Eaſt. Long. 09. oo. Lat. 38-11, This was 
anciently a Biſheps See under the Archbiſhop of Me- 
1ida,and afterward of Compoſtella. But Pope Paul III. 
at the deſire of Fobn III. King of Portugal in 1 540. 
raiſed it te the Honor of a Metropolis; and Henry, the 
firſt Archbiſhop,who of a Cardinal became King of Por- 
tugal, made it an Univerſity. There is a Court of 
Inquiſition kept here. | 

Evoza Monte, a ſmall Place five Leagues from 
the former Evora to the North-Eaſt, where the Por- 
zugueſe gave the Spaniards a great overthrow in 
1663. Rte | 
Eure, Ebura, Autura, a River of France, ſome- 
times called Neure. It ariſeth in /a Perche , in the 
Wood Logris : and running Eaſtward through 
Beauſſe, it watereth Chartres 3 turning Northward, 
Nogent le Roy, Dreux, Jury, ( famous. for the Vidto- 
ry of Henry 1V. over the Leaguers in 1590.) Paſſ, 
Eureux ; at laſt it entereth the Seine at Ponte de 
P'arche, ten Miles above Caudebec. The rich and 
fruitful Valley D' Eure, has its Name from this River, 
and alſo Eureux in Normandy ; and from oneof theſe 
three, the Noble Family of d* Eureux lately Earls of 
Eſſex , now Viſcounts of Hereford , take their 

ames. $ Eurey a River in Berry. See Aure. 

Eunreux, Ebroica, Eburonicum, Mediolanum Au- 

lercorum, a City in Upper Normandy, upon the River 
Iron (which afterwards falls into the Eure),and a Biſhops 
Sce under the Archbiſhop of Rouen. Beautified with 
a great number of Churches and Monaſteries : It is a 
place of good Antiquity, and a delightful Situation : 
heretofore ſubject to Counts of its own , who ce- 
ded it to King Philsp the Auguſt in the year 1200. 
Charles IK. King of France erected it into a Duke- 
dom in 1569. See Eure. 
' Enripus, called by the Ancient Latins, Buripus 
Euboicus and Chalcidicus, by the Italians, Stretto di 
Negroponte, by the Inhabitants now Egripos, is a Ca- 
a of the gean. Sea, betwixt the Region of Buo- 
tia in Achaia, and the Iſland of Negroponte ; fo nar- 
row in the narroweſt paſſage, as to be covered with a 
Draw-Bridge of five Arches. And here, the incon- 
ſtancy of its Flux and Reflux appears the moſt viſi- 
bly : .that is, whereas for eighteen or nineteen. days in 
every Moon, Winter and Summer, in all Weathers, it 
regularly ebbs and flows twice in twenty four or 
twenty five houfs with the Ocean and the Gulph of 
Venice, it moſt irregularly ebbs and flows for other 
eleven days in every Moon, 11, 12, 13, 14s times in the 
ſame compaſs of twenty four or twenty five hours. See 
Negroponte. The Bridge is defended by a Caſtle 
built by the Venetzans. | 

Europe, Europa, is the leaſt, but moſt celebrated 
of the four general parts of the World, as to Arts, 
Commerce, Religion, Government and War. It was 
the Prediction of Noah, ( the ſecond Founder of 
Mankind) that Faphee ( the Father of the Europe- 
ans) ſhould dwell in the Tents of Shem. And al. 
though the firſt Church , and the two firſt General 
Monarchies fell to. the ſhare of Shem's Poſterity ; yet 
- the two laſt and the beſt and nobleſt ſtate of the 
Church, fell to the Fapherts ; by which that ancient 
Oracle was fulfilled. At this day whilſt the Poſteri= 
ty of Shem, ( the Aſiaticks ) tie buried in Ignorance, 
Slavery and Superſtition ; the Poſterity of Faphet is 
innobled : the chiefe(t and the beſt Empires , the beſt 
Religion, Learning and Arts adorn the Tents or 
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dwelling of Zaphet + whilſt the Ships of Chittin 
afflict Eber and Aſher , not only to Trade, but to 
Ride Sovereigns in their Seas ; and afflict them more 
by the Envy of their Wealth and Riches, than by their 
Power and Martial Valor, though they have felt that 
too. Europe , is bounded on the Eaft by A4/ia, on 
the North by the Frozen Sea, on the Weſt by the 4r- 
lantach , and on the. South by the Mediterranean: 
The only difficulty is in ftating the Eaſtern Bounds : 
beginning therefore at the South, where the Bounds 
are plainer , it is agreed that the Archipelago , the 
Black Sea or Euxine, the Palus Mwotis , or Eaſtern 
Bay of Cr:»z Tartary, (called by the French, la Mer 
de Fabacche,) the Tanais, now the Don, the Wolga, 
the Rooſwa, the Tofda, and the vaſt River of Obb, are 
the trueſt Bounds on the Eaſtern fide. In thoſe:vaſt 
Countries of Tartary and Ruſſia, ſcarce at all known 
to the Ancients, though the Tanazs, the #oiga, ( as 
far ag. its Courſe is North and South ) and the Obb, 
are the beſt and moſt, viſible Bounds; yet there is a 
great. diſtance between the _Tanais and the olga; 
and a much greater between .the Fo/ga and the Obb ; 
but between the Rooſiva and the Tofda, very little : but 
In this every Man muſt be left at liberty. Europe is 
now divided into the Kingdoms of Great Britain and 
Ireland, Bohemia, Bulgaria, Denmark, France, Gere 
many, Greece, Holland, or the Low Countries, Hun- 
2ary, Italy, Moſcovy or Ruſſia, Poland, Portugal, Sa- 
voy, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, Tartary, the Tur- 
kiſh Empire, the State of Venice, and ſome few con- 
{iderable Iſlands depending upon theſe. In length from 
Cape S. Vincent in Spain , to the Mouth of the River 
Obb, one thouſand three hundred Engliſh Miles , or 
nine hundred German : from Cape Matapan in the 
Morea, to the North Cape in Finmark , eight hun- 
dred and fifty, or five hundred and fifty German Miles, 
as Braudand reckons it : lying between 34. and 72. 
deg. of Lat. and betwixt 9. and 93. or 94. of Long. 
This Country is called by the Europeans, Europe ; by 
the Turks, Rumels, and AL-Franck ; and by the Geor- 
gians, Franchiftan. BY | 

Eurotag. See Iris. $ It is alſo the ancient Name 
of a River of Theſſalia, ſaid by Homer, Strabo and 
Pliny, to glide upon the Top of the River Peneus ( to 
which it runs) without mixing of Waters. 

Eurpmedon, a River of Pamphylia in Afia Minor, 
memorable for the Victory obtained by Simon, the 
Son of Mzltiades , over the Perſians upon the Banks 
of it. An. Rome, 284. 

Euſton, a ſmall Town in the County of Suffolk, 
upon the Banks of the little Owſe, in a fair Champaigne 
Country. Deſerving to be particularly taken notice 
of for the beautiful Euſton-Hall, of the building of 
the late Earl of Arlington, and the Curioſities that 
are to be ſeen aboutit. In 1672. King Charles II. 
advanced this place to the Dignity of an Ear/dom in 
the Perſon of the late Duke. of Grafton, upon his 
Marriage with the only Daughter of the ſaid Ear/ of 
Arlington. 

The Eurine Dea, Pontus Euxinus, Axenos, riow 
by the Turks called Cara Denguis, 3.e. the Furious 
Sea, and by others the Black Sea; is encompaſied 
round by Anatolia, Mingrelia, Circaſſia, the Crim 
Tartary, and Podolia ; with no other out-let than 
the Boſphorus Thracius, accounting the Palus Mrors 
as a Bay or branch of it : fo that it ſeemsmore pro- 
perly a Lake. Yet theſe great Rivers, the Danube, 
Nieper, Nieſter, Phaſis, Corax, Sangarius, and many 
others diſcharge their floods into it. It isin length 
from Eaſt to Weſt about one hundred eighty eight 
Leagues : In breadth, at the Weſtern End, from the 
Boſphorus Thracius to the Nieper , three Degrees : 
at the Eaftern , the half thereof. And is dangerous 
to navigate: Not fo _— a clear, nor —_ us 
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the Ocean, by reaſon of the Influx of thoſe Rivers. 
And now wholly under the Dominion of the Grand 
Seiznior , without whoſe leave no Veſlel paſſes

Ex, Jſea, is a River of England: it ariſeth in So- 
merſerſhire, and paſſing by Winesford, it takes 1n 
Dunsbrook River, or Creden from Dulverton on the 
Weſt ; then entering Devonſhire, it runs directly 
South to Tiverton ; Where it takes in Loman River 
from the Eaft- ; at Srccke it takes in Columb on the 
ſame fide ,- and a little lower Credy from the Welt ; 
then incompaſiing a great part of the North, Welt, 
and South of Exeter, a little lower it admits C/yſt on, 
the Eaſt, and Ken on the Welt ; and” fo entereth the 
Brit:ſh Sea by a large Mouth. 464 GAG 

Exeter, Iſca, 1/ca Dunmontorum, Exoma, 1s the 
principal City of Devonſhire ;' called by the Welſh 
Caerith, Caerrudh, and Pencaer, that is, the Prin- 
cipal City: Seated on the Eaſtern Bank of the Riyer 
Ex, ina barren Soil, upon the Advantage of a ſmall. 
Hill, declining Eait and Weſt ; having a Dike, and a 
firong Wall tor its Safety ; in Compaſs abont a Mite 
and a half, with extended Suburbs. There are in it 
fifteen Churches ; and in the higheſt Part of the City, 
near the Eatt Gate, a Caſtle, which of old was the 
Seat of the Welt Saxon Kings, and afterwards of the 
Farls of Cornwal ; and near this,the Cathedral built by 
King Athelſtan, in Honour of S. Peter. Edward the 
Confeffor ſettled the Biſhop's See here, which he re- 
moved from K#rton. It fell not into the Hands of 
the Saxon: till four hundred fixty five years after their 
firſt coming over, viz. Anno Chriſti 914. when A4- 
thelſtan baniſhed the Britains, and fortified the City, 
and built the Cathedral. This City joining with the 
Rebels in 1640. was taken for the King by Prince 
Maurice, September 4. 1643. And being Garrifo- 
ned for the King, was again furrendred to the Parlia- 
ment upon Terms, Apri/ 13. 1646. The Honoura- 
Hle Fohn Cecil is Earl of Exeter, and the fifth of his 
Family ; he ſucceded Fohn Cecil his Father, in 1667, 
The Title of Marqueſs of Exeter was heretofore con- 
ferred by King Henry VIII. upon Henry Courtney, 
Earl of Devonſhire : And likewiſe of Duke, by Hen- 
ry V. upon Thomas Beaufort, Earl of Dorſet ; and 
by Richard II. upon Fohn Holland, Earl of Hun- 
t111gton. The preſent Biſhop of this Dioceſe, is the 
forty ſixth ſince the Removal of this See from Kzrton, 
about 1149. The fixty ſeventh from /Edulphus, who 
about 905. was made the firſt (at leaſt Saxon) Biſhop 
of Devonſhire. 

Extremadura. (See Eſtremadura.) S A Province 
of the Kingdom of Suſa in Africa, near the Atlantich 
Ocean, and the Mountains of At/as, in the Southern 
Borders of Morocco. 

Extremos, a ſmall Town upon the River Tera 
(which comes to fall into the Tajo) near Evora and 
Elvas, in the Province of Alentejo, in the Kingdom 
of Portugal. 

Extuca, a Province in the Kingdom of Morocco, in 
Barbary ; extended along the Sea Coaſt, towards the 
Mountain Atlas, and the Frontiers of Biledulgeridia. 

Eychltat. See Aichſtade. 

Epder, Eidera, Egidora, a River of Denmark 
which ariſeth above Rendsburgh ; and dividing Hol- 
ſtein and Dithmarſh trom the Dukedom of Sleſivich , 
falls into the German Ocean at Tonning. This Ri- 
ver denominates the Territory of Eyderſtede in the 
ſaid Dutchy. ww 

Epe, or Eaye, Inſula, a ſmall Corporation in the 
County of Sxffolk,, near the Borders of Norfolk; fo 
called, ſaith Mr Camden, becauſe it is an Iſland ; where 
are to be ſeen the Ruins of an old Caſtle which be- 
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longed to Robert Mallet,a Norman Baron ; and of ari 
d ancient Benedi#ine Abbey, called S. Peter's, This 


Town has been given in Jointure with the Queens of 
England. After many other Changes in this Honour, 
Sir Frederick Cornwallis, (deſcended lineally from 
Sir Fobn Cornwallis, Steward of the Houſhold to £4- 
ward VI, and Sir Thomas Cornwallis, one of the Privy- 
Counſeltors to Queen Mary, and Comptroller of her 
Houſe, ) was Fprz/ 20. 1661. made Baron Cornzall:s 
of Eye, by Charles IT. to whoſe Intereſt and Service 
being ever entirely addicted, in the worſt of Times, 
he had the Honour to be the ſecond Coronation Baron ; 
to whom: ſacceeded Charles Lord Cornwall:s his Son, 
who dying in 167 3. Charles, the ſecond of this Fami- 
ly, bis Son, ſucceeded, and is now living. By the Fa- 
vour of this Family (as I have heard), this ſmall Cor- 
poration obtained its Charter, and'the Honour of ſen- 
ding two Burgefles to the Houſe of Commons: Other- 
wiſe the Place 1s very ſmall and inconfiderable. It 
ſtands twelve Miles from Ipſwich to the North, and 
ſeventeen from Norwich to the South, and in the 
Road between thoſe two Places. 

Eperlandt. See Aland. 

Eypndhoven, Endova, is a fine Town in the Ter- 
ritory of Regen, Bpon the River Bommele ; four 
Leagues from Bor/leduc to the South, and almoſt the 
ſame from Helmont to the Weſt. Ithad a College of 
Canons, and belonged to the Count de Burey. This 
1s the Capital of that part of Kemper which lies in 
Brabant, and fell into the Hands of the Hollanders, 
in 1629. after they had taken Bozſleduc, by a Siege of 
four Months Continuance ; and they are ſtill in Poſſcfs 
fion of it. | 

Eyſenack, 1/enachum, a ſmall City in Thuringsa, 
upon the River Neſa ; eight Miles from Erford to'the 
Weſt. The River Neſa, a little below it, is taken 
into the YYerra. The Name of this City is written 
fometimes nearer the Latin, Tſenach. It is under 
the Dominion of a Prince of the Houſe of Sa- 
xony, the Duke of Weimar, with a ſmall Territory 
belonging thereto. And has the Honour to be 
both a Dukedom and an Univerſity, which laſt was 
founded in the Year 1555. 
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| Nx: Faventia, a ſmall City of Romandiola, in 
4 1:4/;,upon the River Lamone,(Anemo,)which falls 
into the Adriatick Sea; three Miles South of the Mouth 
of the Po; between 1nola to the North and For/s to the 
South ; twenty Miles from Ravenna to the Welt. It 
1s a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Ravenna; 
and under the Dominion of the Pope 5 only famous 
for Earthen Ware. The French call it Fatence. 

Fatence, Faventia, a ſmall City in Provence in 
France, upon the River Benzon ; three Leagues from 
Graſſe to the Weſt, and fix 6 the Mediterranean 
Sea. The Biſhops of Frejus are Lords of it. The. 
French call Faenza in Italy, Faience. 

Fatre-Fozeland, Robodigum., the moſt North- 
Eait Country of Ireland, in the County of Antrim, 
in the Province of Ulſter. 

Faire-Jfle, a Rock in the Caledonian Sea, be- 
tween the Orkneys and Shetland; in which is the 
Caſtle Dumo. 

Fairfozd, a Market-Town in G/ouceſterſhire, in 
the Hundred of Briztlesbarrough. 

Fakenham, a Market-Town in the County of Nor- 
g in the Hundred of Gallop. 

alaiſe, Falle/ia, Faleſia, a Town in Normandy, 
upen 
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upon the River Ante, (which falls into the Dsve at 
Morteaux,) ſeven Leagues from Caen to the South, 
and four from Argentan to the North-Weſt. The 
principal Seat and Garriſon of the firſt Dukes of Nor- 
mandy. William the Conqueror, Natural Son of Ro- 
bert TI. Duke of Normandy, was born here. This 
Place was taken by the Engliſh from the French in 
1417. Thereis now a round high Tower ſtand- 
mg in it. : 

Cape Falcon, a Promontory , Welt of Oran, in 
Barbary. ; : _ 

Falconara, Aſſinarius, a River of Sicily: It flows 
by the Town of Nozo, and falls into the Jonian Sea, 
between the Cape of Paſſaro, (Pachynum,) and the 
City of Syracuſe ; ten Miles from the Cape to the 
North, and twenty five from the City to the South. 
This River is made famous by the Defeat of the Athe- 
nian Forces here by the Syracuſans, in the Year of 
the World 3537. which Victory being gained by the 
Afliſtance of the Lacedemonians, they took the Ad- 
vantage we it, and at laſt, in 3546. took Athens, un- 
der Lyſander. : 

Fx rv Faleris, a ruined City of the Province of 
Tuſcany in Italy, mentioned by the Ancients. The 
Epiſcopal See, which it poſſeſſed formerly, was tranſ- 
ferred to Civita Caſtellana, a City built nigh the 
Ruins of this. : : 

Falernus, a Mountain of Campagna ds Roma in 
Italy; famous for the excellent Wines growing upon 
it, which animated the ancient Poets ſo often to fing 
its Praiſes. " 

Faliſci, an ancient People of Hetruria in Italy, 
who made War a conſiderable time with the Romans 
their Neighbours, till reduced by Camzllus in the 
Year of Rome 360. They are ſaid to have come hi- 
ther out of Macedonia. The Capital of their Domi- 
nions was the ancient Faleria. ; 

Falkenburg, or Yalkenburg, a ſmall Town in 
Brabant, upon the River Geule; two Leagues from 
Maeſtriche to the Ealt, and four from Aquiſgrane. 

It was under the Dominion of the Holianders till 
 1672.when it was taken by the French ard diſmantled: 
But in 1678. returned under them again with Mae- 
ftricht. This Town is called by the French Fau- 
quemont 3; and in Antoninus his Itinerary , Corro- 
vallum, | 

Falkland, a ſmall Townin Scotland in the County 
of Fife ; beautified with an ancient Retiring Houſe of 
their Kings; and very commodious tor the Pleaſure 
of Hunting. : ; 

Fallekoping, or ugg, Falcopia, a Town in 
the Province of Weſtrogothia in the Kingdom of Swe- 
den, five or ſix Leagues from Scaren. | 

Falmouth, Yoluba, a noble Haven on the South 
of Cormoal, as great as Brunduſium in Italy, and as 
ſafe : an hundred Ships may ride in it, out of faght 
each of other ; ſecured by two Caſtles at its entrance, 
built by Henry VIII. In 1664. Charles I. Created 
Charles Lord Barkley, Earl of Falmouth, who was 
ſlain at Sea Fune 2+ 1665. George Fitz-Roy, now 
Duke and Earl of Northumberland, was Created Vi- 
count Falmouth, by the ſame Prince, Ofeb. 1. 1673. 
The old Roman Town Voluba, from which it had its 
name, is now totally ruined and gone; it ſtood high» 
er up into the Land upon the River Yalle, over 
againſt Tregony. Hp 

Faiſter, Fa/ſtria, Inſula Diane, an Iſland in the 
Baltick, Sea,on the South of the Iſle of Zeeland, from 
which it is parted only by a narrow Channel called 
Groene-Sund. It has one Town call'd Nykoping ; and 
gives name to a good Family in Denmark. 

Faluga-diabete, a ſmall Iſland belonging to Sar- 
4inia ;, on the Weſt of that Iſland. 

Famagoſta, Fama Auguſta, called by the French 


Famagouſte, is'2 very ſtrong City in the Iſland of Cy- 
prus, on the Eaſtern Shoar; which is a Biſhop's Ses 
under the Archbiſhop of Nicoſia, and was of old 
called Ar/noe. This City has a large and a fafe Port : 
And was taken by the Geroueſe in 1370. By the Ve- 
netians about 1470. and by the Turks from the Venc- 
t2ans,in the Year 1571. after a Siege of ten Months. 

amar, or Fanar, a Town at the Entrance of the 
Black Sea, in Thrace; four German Miles North of 
Conſt antinople. 

Famar, Arietis Frons, Criumetopon, the molt 
Southern Cape of the Lietle or Krim Tartaty, Tar 
ricia; Which lies an hundred and fifty Mites trom 
Conſtantinople to the North-Eaſt. 

amaſtro, Amaſtrus, a City upon the Euxine or 

91te Sea, upon the Eaſt Side of the River Dolap, 
fifty Miles from Scutars Eaſt, and the ſame from 4- 

majia North-Welt. It grew up out of the Ruins of 
four neighbouring Cities, to a vaſt greatneſs. 

Fanar, Acheron, a River, and Town of E- 
prrus. 

Fanart-Ktoſc, a Royal Pleaſure Houſe belongitig 
to the Granad-Seignzor, one League Diltant from Con- 
Stantinople and Galata; at the Entrance of the 
Streights of Conſtantinople ; near the Port of Chalce- 
don in Natolia. Built by Solyman IT. Veſſels arriving 
_ this Coaſt by Night are lightned by a Fanal from 

ence. 

Fano, Fanum Fortune, an Epiſcopal City in the 
States of the Church, in the Dukedom of Urb:ino. but 
not of it; twenty Miles from Urbino to the Eaſt, 
and thirty ſeven from Ancona to the North. Tits 
was the Country of Clement VIII. his Father, a F/o- 
rentine, living here as an Exile. The Temple of For- 
tune, which the Remans built in Memory of their Vi- 
Ctory over Aſdrubal, the Brother of Hannibal, in the 
Year of Rome 547. ( wherein they flew Aſdrubal 
himſelf, with 50000 Men) did ftand near this City. 

Fanthere, a River in the Iſland of Madagaſcar. 

Fantin, a ſmall Kingdom in Guzney, in Africa, 
where the Eng/iſh and Dutch have ſome Caſtles. 

Fanu , an Iſland near Corfu to the North- 
Welt. 

Fara, Pharan, a City and Mountain in the Sto- 
ny Arabia, upon the Red-Sea; twenty Miles from 
Sues South, and from Eltor North, over againſt 
Dacata in /Egypr. 

Farfar, Fabris, a ſmall River in the State of 
the Church : It rifeth near a Caſtle called Capo Far- 

far; and running to the North-Eaſt, it watereth a 
Monaſtery of the ſame Name; then falls into the 
Tibur. S Farfar, Farfaro, Fer, Orontes, a River 
of Syria, which ariſeth from Mount Libanus; and 
running Northward, it watereth Apamia and the 
great Antioch ; then falls into the Mediterrancan. 

Farham, a Market-Town in the County of Sou- 

thampton. The Capital of its Hundred. 
' Ffaribo, Helicon, Haliarkmon, one of the moſt 
contiderable Rivers of Macedonia; which rifitig out 
of the Mountains of Albania, and traverſing the whole 
breadth of that Kingdom , from thence falls into the 
Bay of Lo a from the Weſt, thirteen Ger- 
man Miles from Theſſalonica to the South. 

Farima, a City of Fapan , eighteen Spany 
Leagues from Meaco to the Weſt ; which is under 
the King of Fapan now, but had heretofore a 
Prince of its own. 

Faringdon, a Market-Town in Berkshire, The 
Capital of its Hundred. 

Farne, an Iſland on the Coaft of Northumberland, 
in the German Occan ; two Miles from Bamburg Ca- 
ftle ;where S. Cuthbert built him an Hermitage, in 
which he took care to ſee nothing but Heaven, as 


Bede faith. 
Tz Farneto, 
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Farneto, a Caſtle in the Dukedom of Florence in 
Traly, near Orvietro: Whence the Family of the 
Farneſe, with a little Variation, is believed to derive 
their Name. | 

Farnham, a Market-Town in the County of 
Surrey. The Capital of its Hundred. Watered by 
the River Wey; and graced with the Epiſcopal Seat 
of the Biſhop's of VVincheſter. King Alfred made 
a great Slaughter of the Danes, in a Victory over 
them, here. : 

Faro, Pharus, a City of Spain, in Algarva, up- 
on the Ocean, between Cape S. Vincent to the Welt, 
and the Mouth of the Guadiana to the Eaſt, near the 
Cape of S. Mary ; ſeven Miles from S:lves to the 
South-Eaſt. ; 

Faro di Meſſina, Frerum Mamertinum, the 
Streight between Sicily and Italy. 

Farſa, Pharſalus, a City of Theſſalsa, where the 
fate of the Empire of the World was determined, 
between Ceſar and Pompey, by Battel. In ſome la- 
ter Maps called Farſato. 

Farſi, Perſia. : 

Farſo, a Town in Carmania, over againſt the 
Eaftern Cape of Cyprus, 7 German Miles from the 
Mediterranean Sea ; in Aſia the Leſs. 

Fartach. See Fertach. 

Faſſo, Phaſir, a River in Mengrelia. 

Fatigar, a Kingdom in Africa, which belonged 
formerly to the King of my 5 between the great 
Lake of Arpen to the Eaſt, the Mountains of Felles 
to the North, the Kingdom of Olabi to the Welt, 
and that of Bara to the South ; between 69. and 7c. 
and 10 North Latitude. 

Favagnana, -Ezathos, /Aguſa, £thuſa, an Iſland 
on the Weſt of Sic:ly, near Cape Trepano, under the 
King of Spainz which has a Bay fit to receive the 
greateſt Navies, near to which Lufatius Catulus 
the Conſul gave the Carthaginians their laſt blow at 
SECas 
Fandoas, a Town and Caſtle in the Province of 
Gaſcoigne in France, adorned with the Title of a 
—_— , and giving its name to an honorable Fa- 
mily. 
Fapal, one of the Azores in the Aclantick Oce- 
an, under the Poreugueſe : little, but fruitful : having 
a Town of the ſame name, with others, in it. 

Feldkirck, Fe/dkirkza, a ſmall but well peopled 
Town in the Province of Tiro/ in Germany, upon 
the River 1//, towards the Frontiers of Switzerland. 
It 1s alſo written Widksrch, and carries the honor to 
be an Earldom. 

Felin, or Welin, Felinum, a City of Livonia, up- 
on the River Felin, in Eſt honia, 150 Miles North of 
Riga ; Which has a ſtrong Caſtle in it. In this place 
1illiam of Furſtemburgh, Maſter of the Teutonich 
Order, was betrayed by Fi own Subjects to the King 
of Sweden, in 1650. who has ever ſince poſleſſed it, 

Fella, Carnicum Fulium, a Caſtle in Friul;, but 
on the Confines of Carniola, under the Venetians. 

_ Felles, a Ridge of Mountains in Africa, extend- 
ing from the North-Eaſt to the South-Weſt, on the 
North of Egypt. See Fatigar. | 

Fello, Phellos, a City of Lycza, Eaſt of the River 
Xanthus, (or Lycus,) and Weſt of the Chelidoniz 
Scopuls, on the Shoars of 4ſia the Leſs. x 

Feltri, Felrria, a City in the Marchia Tarviſina, 
under the Commonwealth of- Venice, upon the Ri- 
ver Aſona, which ſoon after falls into the Ptaveg 
forty two Italian Miles from Trent to the Eaſt. This 
1s a Biſhops See, under the Patriarch of Aquzleya ; 
and has been under the Venetians ever fince 1404- 
Sometime written Feltre. | 

Femeren, Femer#, Fimeria, a ſmall Iſland in the 
Baltick Sea, on the Shoars of Holſtein, and Wagria, 
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from which it is diſtant only four Miles: made fa- 
mous by a Naval Victory, obtained by the Danes 
over the Swedes and Hollanders, in 1645. 

Feneſia, P/i/lrs, a River of B:ithyna, in the Leſ- 
ſer Aſia. 

Ferden, Verda, a City of the Lower Saxony, 
called alſo Verden, which 1s the Capital of a Duchy 
of the fame name; and a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Mentz, by the inſtitution of Charles 
the Great : It ſtands upon the River Aller, fix Miles 
from Bremen to the Eaſt, and twelve from Ham- 
burgh to the South : of old a Free Imperial City, af- 
terwards ſubject to its own Biſhop ; but in the Trea» 
ty of Weſtphalia, it was given to the Swedes, who 
are ſtill pofſeſſed of it : the Biſhop of this City im- 
braced the Auguſtane Confeſſion in 1568. The 
Dukes of Lunenburgh ſeized it in 1676. but were 
forced to reſtore it in 1679. to the Swedes. 

La Fere, Fara, a ſtrong City upon the River 
Oyze, in Picardy, in the Tract. of Tzerache, five 
Miles from S. Qu;ntin to the South, and 4 from Laor 
to the North : it ſtands in a Moraſs, and was retaken 
by Hen. 1V. after the Spaniards had gained it from 
the French. 

La Fere Champenoiſe, a Eity of Champargne in 
France, between the Seyne to the South, and the 
Marne to the North, eight Miles from Chalons to 
the South. $ There 1s another called La Fere en Tar- 
denois, in this Province too, in the middle between 
Melun to the Weſt, and Resmes to the Eaſt. 

Ferentino, or Fiorentino, Ferentinum, a City of 
Campagnia in Italy, under the Pope, which 1s a Bi- 
ſhops See, under none but him : It lies forty Italian 
Miles from Rome to the South, and eight from the 
Confines of the Kingdom of Naples to the North : a 
ſmall place built on an Hill. 

Ferento, Ferentiz, an antient City, ruined, of 
Hetruria in Ttaly, near FViterbo and Montefiaſcone. 
It had been an Epiſcopal See, before thoſe of Vzter- 
bo deſtroyed it, upon an account of Herefie in 1074. 

Ferenzuola or F:erenzuola, an Epiſcopal City in 
the Capitanata, in the Kingdom of Naples. Adorned 
with a famous Abbey, and made remarkable in anti- 
ent Hiſtory by the Victory of Sy/la over M. Carbs 
here in the year of Rome 672. 

Fermanagh, Fermanagen/is Comitatus, a Coun- 
ty of Ulſter in Ireland, in which lies Earne, the great- 
eſt Lake in that Kingdom. There 1s never a City or 
Town of note in this County ; and therefore it need 
be no further conſidered. 

ermo. See Firmiana. 

ernes, Ferne, a City in the County of Wexford 
in ſre/and, with an Epiſcopal See under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Cafhe! now, but tormerly of Dublzn. 

_ IJflandg. See Feroe. 

errandina, a Town in the Kingdom of Naples, 
in the Baſilicate, upon the River Baſiento; 18 Miles 
from the Sea to the Welt, and 12 from Matera to 
the South-Weſt : built by Ferdinando, Duke of Ca- 
labria, Son of Alphonſis TI. King of Naples; and 
fince honored with the Title of a Dukedom. 

Ferrara, Ferraria, a City of Italy, under the 
Dominion of the Pope, and the Capital of the Duke- 
dom of Ferrara; which under the Family, of Eſte, 
was ſo improved and augmented, that it became one 
of the beſt Cities of all Italy : made a Biſhops See 
by Pope Vitealiano :. 30 Miles from Bologne. It was 
ſo ſmall in the time of Theodofius junior, that it was 
called Ferrariola , the little Ferrara: It ſtands on 
the ſmalleſt branch of the Po, ( Po Morro, ) from 
which there is a cut of fix Miles, as far as Francol:- 
x0 Weſtward , for promoting of Trade ; but fince 
1598, when it came into the Popes bands, this City 
has been decaying ; which the Caſtle built by Clement 

VII. 
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VIIE. has not been able to prevent, though that Pope 
placed there his Image, with this inſcription g Ne re- 
cedente Pado Ferrarie Fortitudo recederet, Martem 
Neptuno ſubſtituit ; that is, Leaſt the receſs of the 
Po ſhould weaken Ferrara, he has brought Mars to 
ſupply the want of Neptune. His Holineſs was how- 
ever miſtaken, as the event has ſhewn ; for Neptune 
and Mercury, tending equally to the wealth and we- 
fare of a City, are much more auſpicious Patrons 
than Mars. There was a League made here againit 
the Proteſtants in 1586. The Council of Florence 
was begun here in 1438 3 ( after a declaration of the 
diſſolution of that of Baſil made by P. Eugenius IV.) 
Fohn Paleologws VII. Emperour of Conſtantinople, 
with his Patriarch, being perſonally preſent An Uni- 
verſity was ſettled by Frederick I. in averſion to Bo- 
nonia, about 1316. The Dukedom of Ferrara, is 
a part of Romandiola: bounded by the Peninſula of 
Rodighnia ; ( which formerly belonged to this Duke- 
dom, but was taken from it by the Yenetians in 
1500.:) on the Weſt, by the Dukedom of Mantona ; 
on the South by Romandiola, properly ſo called ; and 
on the Eaſt by the Adrratickh Sea, It was under the 
Family de Eſte, from 1336. to 1598. when upon 
the death of Alphonſiis II. without Heirs Males, it 
was ſeized by Pope Clement VIII. as Lord of the Fee, 
againſt the pretenſions of that Branch de Eſte, which 
are now Dukes of Mantoua; a Dukedom then a de- 
pendent on this of Ferrara. The Tract adjacent, 
called Ferrareſe, aſſumes its name from it. 

Ferreri, or the Iſland of Iron, is the moſt We- 
ſtern of all the Canary Iſlands: and more particular- 
Iy mentioned by Writers for a tree, ſupplying the In- 
habitants with water (whereof there is none elſewhere 
in all the Iſland) , by a diſtillation from its branches. 
Pet. Martyr, le Blane, Thevet, &c.

erriers, Ferraria, a fmall Town in the Terri- 
tory de Gaſtinos , towards the Confines of Sexos ; 
two Leagues from Montargys to the North, and 
twenty three from Pars to the South ; which has a 
very famous Monaſtery in it. 

erro, Calycadnus, a River in Cilicia. 

ffertach, Syagros, Sapphar, Fartachinum, a City 
and Kingdom on the South of Arabia Felix, which 
Jies about eighty German Miles from Aden to the 
South, in almoſt Long. 85. Lat. 15. 24. a hundred 
and thirty Miles from the entrance of the Red Sea to 
the South. : 

La Ferte-Tleps, or Alas, a Town in the Iſle of 
France, three Leagues from Eſtampes to the Eaſt, 
and eight from Pars to the South. As this word 
La Ferte ſignifies a Fort or place of Strength, ſo it 
trequently occurreth in the Maps of France. 

La Ferte ſur Jube, Firmitas ad Albulam, a 

Town mn Champagne, four Miles from Bar to the 
South, and twenty from Dzjor to the North. 
La Ferte-Bernard, Firmirs Bernardi, a Town 
in the Yrovince of Mazne in France, upon the River 
Huiſne, ten or twelve Leagues below- Mans. It bears 
the Title of a Barony. | 

La Ferte-Gagcher, a ſmall Town in the Pro- 
vince ot Brie in France, betwixt Meaux, Sezane, and 
Provins. 

La Ferte ſur Gzoſne, a Town in Burgundy, two 
Leagues from Challen to the South. 

La Ferte-ſous-Jovare, Firmizas- Auculphi, or 
Subter Fotrum, a Town in la Brie Campanoiſe in 
France, upon the River Marne, betwizt Chateau- 
Thierry and Meaux. The Huguenots took it in the 
Civil Wars of the laſt Age. 1 ee 

La Ferte-Milon, Firmitas Milony, a Town in 
the Government of the I1/le of France, upon the Ri- 
ver Ourc or Oureque, betwixt Meanx, Sosfſons, and 


Senls, in the Dutchy of Valos. It is a good large 
Town, and ſuffered very much in the laſt Age's Ci- 
vil Wars, 

Fervaques, Aqne fervide, a ſmall Town of 
Bathes, of warm water, in Lieuvin in Norman ; 
two miles and an half from Liſieux to the South, and 
three from Roan to the Soutk-Weſt : it is a very 
ſmall place. 

Ferventia, Fons Agri Carrinenſis, a Bath in 
Portugal, in a Village called Cadima, two Mil:s 
from the Ocean, and the ſame diſtance from Coimbra 
to the Weſt : this Fountain is mentioned by Pliny. 

Feſcennia, an antient Town of Hetruria in Ita- 
ly : the ſame with the Cirta Caſtellana, ſays Orte- 
lim ; with Galeſo, ſays Cluverius, of the Moderns. 
Noted to a Proverb amongſt the old Romans for a 
ſort of jeſting wanton Poetry. | 

Feſchamp, a Town in Normandy, on the Britiſh 
Sea, four Miles from Le Haure, and the mouth of 
the Seyne to the North. 

Feſſole or Fiezzole, Feſule, an antient City in 
the Dukedom of Florence in Italy, one of the twelve 
conſiderable Cities heretofore of Hetruria, being the 
refidence of the Thuſcan Augnrs ; and afterwards a 
Biſhops See. There 1s a Treatiſe written by Francs 
Diacers, ſometimes Biſhop here, of the Saints of this 
City. 

Fetn, or Fer, a ſmall Kingdom in Africa, in 
Gurmey, with a City called alſo Fztu, upon the Coaſt 
del Or, towards Cape Corſo. 

Feverſham, a Market Town in the County of 
Kent, in Scray Lath, with a good Port for ſmall Veſ- 


fels. King Stephen, with his Queen, and Exſtace his 
fon, were all buried here in an Abbey of that King's 


foundation. The right Hohorable Lews de Dura 
enjoys the Title of Earl of this place. 

ears, Forum Seguſianum; a Town in the upper 
Foretz in Lionnos in France, five Leagues from Lon 
to the Weſt, and fix from Reharne to the North, 
upon the Lozre. - 

Fez, one of the greateſt Cit'zs in Africa, but 
now declining : It is the Capital of a Kingdom of 
the ſame name, in the Weſt of Barbary; ſaid to 
have been built by the Moors in 786. It is divided 
into three parts: Beleida, a part of Old Fez, which 
contains four thouſand Families ; Old Fez, properly 
ſo called, in which are eight hundred Families ; and 
New Fez, which has about eight thouſand Families. 
Old Fez, the moſt Weſtern, lies upon Hills and Va'. 
leys intermixed ; and has fifty Moſques very beauti- 
ful, beſides fix hundred ſmall ones. The New Fez 


lies in a molt pleaſant Plain, with a double Wall, very 


High and ftrong ; and ſtands near the River Union, 
above a Mile 
tells us, Fez in the Arabick Tongue ſignifies Gold : 
that the City Fez is built in the middle of the King- 
dom, and the greateſt part of it upon Mountains and 
Hills; fo that there is no Plain but in the middle : 


'that the River entereth into the City by two ways on- 


ly ; and then diffuſeth it ſelf into innumerable Bran- 
ches and Channels; fo that there is ſcarce a private 
Houſe that has not a Branch of the River belonging 
toit; and that the reſt of the water paſſing through 
the Common Sewers, do cleanſe the City. The grea- 
teſt' part of the Houſes are built of Stone or painted 
Brick : that each Houſe has a Tower for their diver- 
tiſement. The great Mofque called Carruen, is half 
a Mile in compaſs, with thirty one Gates of vaſt 
height. And the Library is ſaid to contain, beſides 
a great number of other. books, two thouſand Vo- 
lumes of Manyſcriprs in the Arabick Language. The 
Territory belonging to it extends from the River 
Burgrage to the River Gnave ; and on the North 
from the River Suba, to the foot of _— -_ 

oma; 


Old Fez. The learned Ortelius 
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South ; which is called the Province of Fez, and by 
the Romans, Volubils. This Kingdom of Fez was 
eredted by Abdulack in 1212, and long fince united 
to the Kingdom of Morocco. This Kingdom was a 
part of Mauritania Tingitana, and has for a Centu- 
ry of years and more, ſuffered great and (frequent Mu- 
tations and Inſurrections. They are the greateſt Bi- 
gots of all that imbrace the Mahometan Faith ; and 
the moſt bitter and implacable enemies of the Chriſti- 
an Religion ; having totally extirpated it in thoſe 
Regions, where there were once many great and 
flouriſhing Churches, The Kingdom of Pez is boun- 
ded on the North by the Streights of G:bra tar, and 
the Mediterranean; on the Weſt by the Azlaneick 
Ocean; on the Soutk by tne Kingdom of Morocco, 
from which it is divided by the River Azamor ; and 
on the Eaſt by the Kingdom of Algier : now by rea- 


fon of their great inteſtine Wars, much depopulated A; 


and ruined. 

Fezzen , or Feſſen, a Province of Biledulgerida 
in Africa, which is a Defart. 

Fiano, a Caſtle in St. Peter's Patrimony in Tta- 
ly, upon the T:bur, 15 Miles North of Rome, cnno- 
bled with the Title of a Dukedom. 

Ficanone, Flanona, Flavona, a Town and Port 
of the Province of Hiſtria in Italy, upon the Adr:a- 
eick ; belonging to the Republick of Yenice. It 
ſtands advanced upon a high hill. 

Fidart, Lycormas, a River of Atolia, which 
waſheth Cal:don, now Galata, a Village on the Bay 
of Theſſalonica, on the Archipeiago. 

Fidoniſi, Ach:/lea, an Iſland in the Euxine Sea : 
and alfo a Peninſula called of old Dromos Achills, at 
the mouth of the Bory/thenes, on the Eaſtern ſide. 
It ſeems to be the ſame with Zagors. 

Fiechtelberg, Sudicts © FHercints Montes, a 
Ridge of Mountains which incircle Bohemia, and dt- 
vide it from Franconia to the Weſt ; whence ſpring 
theſe great Rivers; 1. Menw, the Mayn, which en- 
tereth the Rhine at Mentz. 2. Sala, the Saal, which 
falls into the Elb at Bernberg. 3. Egra, the Eger, 
which falls into the E!b, at Deutmeritz in Bohemta. 
4. Nabus, the Nab, which falls into the Danube a- 
bove Ratzbone. See Eichtelberg. 

Fieſco, a City of Carta, called anciently Phuſca, 
in the later Maps Fi{chzo; a little more north than the 
Iſle of Rhodes, and on the Mediterranean Sea. 

Fife, F:fa, a County in Scot/and, between the 
Fyrth of Tay to the North, that of Edinburg to the 
South, the German Ocean to the Eaſt, and Strathern 
and Menrezth to the Weſt. It 1s one of the greateſt 
in Scocland, as being eighty four Scorch Miles in cir- 
cuit ; alſo one of the moſt fruitful and beſt inhabited 
parts of that Kingdom ; full of conſiderable Towns 
and Places; the principal of which is S. Andrews, 
the Metropolitan See of that Kingdom. 

Figalo, A#:zm, a moſt celebrated Promontory 
of Epirus. See Aftium. 

Figeac, Figeacum, a ſmall City of France in 
Quercy, a Southern Province of that Kingdom, upon 
the River Sele, nine Leagues from Caors ta the Eaſt, 
twenty eight from Tho/ouſe to the North-Eaſt. 

Figenia,' Epheſus, a City of Jonia. 

Filadelphia, Phz:/adelphia, a City of Lydia, in 
the Leſler A/ia, at the foot of Mount Tels, upon 
the River Cay/ſtrw, now Chiaz, thirty two German 
Miles Eaſt of Smyrna. It is called by the Turks Al- 
fachars, or Alla-Scheyr ; that 1s, the City of God : 
of old an Epiſcopal See, under Sardus, but now the 
Metropo'rs, and in a tolerable Eſtate under the Turks : 
being built amongſt the Hills and Mountains, it has 
in all times been much ſubject to the violence of 
Farthquakes. This is one of the ſeven Churches of 
Aſia, mentioned in the Revelations, Long. 57+ 41. 


Lat. 40. 15. There is here now about two handred 
Houſes of Chriſtians, and four Churches. It prefer- 
ved it ſelf againſt the Turks, after all the reſt of 4ſia 
was conquered, under Orchanes, and the two Morats, 
till the time of Bajazer I. who began his Reign in 
1387, reigned nine years, and then was taken by Ia» 
merlane. And as they held out longer, fo they ſub- 
mitted on better terms : God having preſerved them, 
as he promiſed he would, even from the perfidy and 
rage of thoſe deitroyers. See Revet; 3.8, 10., hee 
ler's Travels, p. 265: | OL 

Fillech, Fillechum, a City of- the Upper Hunga- 
ry, five German Miles from Agria to the North, and 
the ſame from Caſſovia to the Weſt, It ſtands on 
the Road which leads from Presburg, to the Cities in- 
the Mountains, upon the River Gayen, which falls in- 
to the Danube over againſt Gran, in the County of 
abel. There was here a Caſtle ;- and the Town be- 
ing a Frontier, was walled and very firong : taken 
by the Turks in 1 560, retaken by the Imperzaliſts in 
1593. Again taken by the Baſſa of Great Waradin 
in 1682. And becauſe he and the Teke/:res could 
not agree about it, he diſmantled and deſerted it. 

Filippo, P»il:ppi, a City of Macedonia, on the 
Confines of Thrace ; ſeated on a ſteep Hill, about 
five German Miles from the 4rchipelago tothe Welt, 
on the Golfo de Conteſſa; either built or repaired by 
Philip King of Macedonia, from whom it has its 
Name. It was afterwards a Roman Colony, and 
mentioned as ſuch in the 4#-s of the Apoſtles. S. Pauf 
preached the Chriſtian Faith here, and wrote one of 
his Epiſtles to this Church: alſo famous for a Battel 
fought near it between Pompey and Ceſar ; and ano- 
ther between Auguſtus and Caſſius. In the Primitive 
times it was an Archbiſhops See, but almoſt buried 
in its own Ruines now, and defolite. See A&s 
I6. 12. 

Flilippopoli, Ph:/ippopols, called by the Turks Fr= 
libe, and Preſrem, is a City and an Archbiſhops See 
in Thrace, upon the River Hebrus, now Mer:74; an 
hurdred Miles from Conſtantinople, ninety from Phs- 
lipp: to the Welt. Here was an Arrian Synod held 
in 349. And here Fulian the Apoſtate was, when 
he received the news of the Death of Conſtantine ; 
and thereupon diſcovered his concealed Apoſtacy. 
Frederick Barbaroſſa I, in 1189, took this and 
Adrianop/e from the Turks, which was retaken from 
the Chriſtians by Amurach in 1359. This City was 
built by Philsp the Roman Emperor, and is now in a 
flouriſhing condition ; the Seat and Reſidence of a 
Turkiſh Sangiack , or Governor, under the Pacha of 
Komanta. | 

Final, or Finale, Finalium, a ſtrong Town, well 
fortified, with a Marquiſate belonging to it, upon the 
Coaſts of the Sea of Genoua in Italy, betwixt Savone 
and Albengua. The Marquiſate is not above fix 
miles in length, and is bounded at each end with the 
points of the Mountains. They both belong to the 
King of Spain, who ſurprized them in 1602, and 
cauſed the laft perſon of the Houſe of Carreto ( that 
for a long time before had been the Proprietors there- 
of ) to be put to death. 

Fin(chia, one of the preſent Names of C:lica, a 
Province of the Leſſer Aſia next Syr3a. 

Finkeley. a Village in the Biſhoprick of Durham, 
in Cheſter Ward : mentioned in the Councils by the 
name of Finchala and Fincenhala : there having been 
a Council held at it in the year 798. by Eanbald 
Archbiſhop of Tork. 

Finland, F:nlandia, Fenni, Finma, Fionnoms, 
Is a very ſpatious Country ; heretofore a diſtinct King- 
dom, but now ſubject to the Crown of Sweden, and 
diſtinguiſhed with the Title of a Dukedom belongin 
to the King of Sweden's ſons. Bounded on the "_ 
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by Defarts or unknown Countries, from- which it is 
ſeparated by the Lake and River UVlz Tresth: on the 


Weſt it has the Botner Sea, a Branch of the Balzich ; * 


on the South the Bay of F:z/and, : another Branch 


of it ; and on' the Faſt, the Domimions of the Great ' 


Duke of Mufcovy. ' It contains ſeveral very great Pro. 


vinces, as Crania, Tavaſthia, Nylandia, Carelia, Sa-' 
wlaxia, and' Fmmland properly fo. called ; which is 


the moſt Southern and moſt -noble. Aboa a Town 
upon the River' Aurgjoks,” over againſt the Iſle of 


Aland, is the 'Capital'of this Kingdom; and the Seat- 
of the Swediſh Viceroy. This Kingdom was firſt-

conquered to' the "Crown of Sweden in 1384, by 


Erick one of their Kings.. In 1571, the Muſcovztes

Finmark, Finmarchia, called' by the Inhabitants

Flanders, F/andria, by the Natives call'd V/aen- 
deren, is the greateſt and nobleſt of thoſe Seventeen 
rovinces called the Low Countries : Bounded on the 
Eaſt with Hainault. and Brabant ; on the Weſt with 
the Britiſh Ocean; on the North with the Seas of 
Zealand; and on the South in part by. Arrg#, and 
in part by Hainault and Picardy : of which Artes 
was at firit apart, and after five or {ix deſcents, re- 
united again to it. - This Province, ſaith Ortelius, is 
moſt excellent Paſture, eſpecially towards the Weſt. 
It affords excellent Kine, and warlike Horſes ; and 
abounds in Butter, Cheeſe, and excellent Wheat. The 
People are much given to Merchandize and Cloath- 
ing ; their Linnen ( having plenty of Flax and Hemp) 
exceeds all other Countries; and as to Woollen, they 
having the Wooll from Spain and England, improve 
it by their induſtry to a.wonder, and then ſupply all 
the World with the Product. But in this the zeal 


of Philip IT. King of Spazn, :has altered the ſtate of 


things in a great degree» This Province has twenty 
eight walled Towns or Cities, a thouſand one hun- 
dred and fifty Villages ; beſides Forts, Caſtles, and 
Noble Mens Houſes ; and a great number of Abbeys, 
Priories, Colleges, and Monalteries. It has five Vif- 
counties, three | Principalities, four Ports, and thirty 
one Chatellanies. The principal of which in Ortelius 
his time was Gaunt. This great Province was divided 
into three Parts ; 1. Flanders F/ammengant, bound- 
ed on the Eaſt by the Imperial Flanders, and the 
Scheld; on the Weſt by, the Britiſh Scas; on the 
North by the. Seas of Zealand; and on the South 
with Artos and Flanders Gallicant ; the principal 


City of which was Gaunt, 2. Imperial Flanders, ſo 


called, becauſe it was a Fee of the Empire ; divided 
from Brabant, on the Eaſt by the River Dender ; 
and from the Gallick Flanders on the Welt by the 
Scheld; on the North it has the River Dender, and 
on the South Hainault ; the principal Town of this 
is Aloſt, whence it is how commonly called the 
County of Aloſt.

of Burgundy ; and fo to the Houſe of Auſtria by the 
Marriage of Mary Daughter and Heir of Charles the 
Hardy, to Maximilian Emperor of Germany, in 
1476. in which Family it ſtill is. This though the 
prime Earldom of all Europe, yet was a Homager to 
the Crown of France ; till Charles V. having taken 
Francis I. his Priſoner in the Battel of Party in Italy, 


by a Treaty at Madrid, infranchifed it from that Ser 


vitude. Since the time of Phzlsp IL. it has been ex- 


treamly curtailed and haraſſed ; many of the Inhabi- 


tants flying then into England; not only depopula- 
ted, but impoveriſhed it by carrying 'away its Trade. 


And the Hollanders Revolting, not only added to £ 


this Calamity .by a War of forty years continuance, 
but took from them ſeveral Towns in the Northern 
parts. Of later times, the F rench have made the 
ſame devaſtations on the Southern , fo that not above 
half Flanders is now left to the Spaniards, and that 
in a weak and declining condition. 

Flaſſans, a ſmall Village in Provexce, in the Dio- 
ceſe of Frejus : remark'd for giving name to an emi- 
nent Poet of that Country in the thirteenth Century ; 
as likewiſe in the perſon of Sieur de Flaſſans, firna- 
med the Knight of the Faith, for his zeal againſt 
the Huguenots of Provence 1n 1562. : 

Ftatholm, an Iſland in the Severn, over againſt 
Somerſetſhire. 

Flavigni, Flaviniacum, a ſmall Town in the 
Tract of Auxois in Burgundy, betwixt Dijon and 
Samur, upon a little River near the antient Ale. 
There ſtands an Abbey of the Bened:ines 1n 1t. 

La Fleche, a Town in the Province of Anjou in 
France, upon the Loyre, towards the Frontiers of 
Marne. Henry le Grand founded a College of Fe- 
oo there in 1603 : whoſe heart is interred in the 

ame. 

Flensburg, Flensburgum, a City of the Kingdem 
of Denmark , on the ' South of Fuzland, upon the 
Bay of F lens, on the Baltick Sea, in the Dukedom 
of Sleſwick , four German Miles Weſt of the Ifle of 
Alſen, and 6 from Frederichſtad to the North-Eaſt. 
It is but ſmall, ſeated on high Hills with a large Hae 
ven, and a ſtrong Caſtle. The City 1s under the 
King of Dermark ; but the Territory which belongs 
to it, 1s under the Duke of Holſtein Gottorp. Chri- 
ftian V. King of Denmark was born here in the year 
1646. 

Ins a Village in the County of Namur, below 
Charleroy, near the Sambre ; rendered remarkable by 
the Battel betwixt the French and Dutch Armies, on 
Fuly 1. 1690. fought upon the Plains thereof, with 
the Victory to the French. 

Fleury, or S. Benoit ſur Loyre, Floriacum , a 
ſmall Town which has a noble and an ancient Mona- 
{tery of the Order of S. Bened:&, whoſe Body lies in- 
terred therein : ſeated upon the Losr, nine Leagues 
from Orleans to the Eaſt. It ſtands, according to 
fome, in Le Gaſtmmors ; to others, in the Dukedom of 
Orleans; and deſerves to be remembred for the ſake 
of Hugo Floriacenſis, a Learned Monk of this Houſe, 
who wrote a loyal and a chriſtian Diſcourſe concern- 
ing the Origine of Monarchy, which he dedicated to 
Henry II. King of England; Publiſhed by Baluzzrus 
in his fourth Tome of Miſce/lanies. $ There is ano- 
ther Fleury in the Dukedom of Burgundy, upon the 
River Ouſche ; three Leagues from Dzjon to the Welt : 
A third in Bzere, which has a Priory ; and a fourth in 
the Iſte of France. 

Filtcz, Phlzgadia, a Mountain in Sclavonia. La- 
zius placeth it in Lzburnia, upon the Adriatick Sea. 

Flie, Flevo, an Iſland at the Mouth of the Rh:ne, 
which has a fine Haven, and a rich Town. It ſtands 
at the entrance of the Xziderſee, near the Texe/. 
The Engliſh Fleet under Sir Robert Holms, entred 


this Port in 1666.2 burnt one hundred ſixty. five Sail 
of Ships, and took and burnt the Town of-Schelling, . 
which 1s the chief of that Ifland, 

Flintſhire, one of the twelve Shires in PPales ; 
bounded on + the North with an Arm. of the Ir: 
Sea, which parts it from Cheſhire, on the Eaſt ofit; 
and on all the other Quarters, by Denbighſhire. It is 
Hilly, but not mountainous; fruitful in Wheat and 
Barley, but eſpecially Rie : upon the Northern Shoar 
ſtands Flint Caſtle, which gives name to the whole 
Shire ; begun by Henry II. and finiſhed by Edward [. 
wherein Reichard 1. renounced --the Crown of Ex 
land. Whereupon Henry Duke of Lancaſter claim- 
cd it, and intailed a War on the Erg/:/h Nation, that 
bid fair for its Ruine. The Title of Earl of Fline 
belongs to the Prince of Wales. * 

Flix, a ſtrong Caſtle upon the River Ebro in Ca- 
talonia, ſuppoſed to be the old Ibera. 

DS. Fiozentin, a Town of France in Senois, in 
Champagne. | s 

Flozence, Florentia, one of the. principal Cities 
of ltaly, called by Pliny, Fluentia ; by the Italians, 
Fiorenza ; and proverbially epitheted La bella, from 
its great beauty. The Capital of the Province of Toſ- 
cany and the Reſidence of the Great Duke. It was 
built by Sy/la's Soldiers in the Year of Rome 675, e+ 
venty fix years before the Birth of our Saviour, up= 
on the River Arno, which paſſeth through it, and is 
covered by four ftately Bridges within the Walls. It 
1s five, or as others ſay, ſeven Miles in compaſs : pa- 
ved with Stone, adorned with large Streets, and ſtate- 
ly magnificent Buildings, both publick and private 
to the Beauty of which the natural Ingenuity of the 
Citizens has contributed very much ; no place havi 
afforded more excellent Architets, Painters a 
Carvers, than this, as Schortews obſerves. It is ſeated 
in a gentle and healthful Air, upon a great and a na- 
vigable River ; ſurrounded with a delicate Plain, plea- 
fant Hills, high Mountains; and abounding in what- 
ſoever is valuable or uſeful; ſaid to contain above ſe- 
ven hundred thouſand Souls. It may juſtly own 
Charles the Great for its Founder, who in go2, en- 
larged, and new Walled it; adding one hundred and 
fifty Towers, an hundred Cubits high ; from whence- 
forward it began to flouriſh, though. it ſuffered very 
much from the Factions of the Gue/phs and Gibellins, 
that is, the Imperial and Papal Parties. This City 
purchaſed its Liberty of Rodolpbus the Emperor about 
1285, after which they ſubjected many of their 
Neighbours; but were never quiet from Foreign 
Wars, or Inteſtine Diviſions, till they tell under a 
ſecond Monarchic Government: in the interim Pope 
Martin V. advanced the Biſhop to an Archbiſhop, in 
1421. Nor is it leſs remarkable for a Council held 
here for uniting the Greek and Latin Churches ; 
which began in 1439, and ended in 1442. Nor is 
the Death of Ferome Savanarola to be forgotten, 
who was burnt here in 1494, for reproving the Vices 
of thoſe who love them too well to part with them. 
It ſurrendred it ſelf to Charles V. in 1529, who 
granted. it the year following to Alexander de Meds- 
ces his Son in Law, with the Title of a Dukedom, 
under which Family it till is; enlarged in Bounds, 
but perhaps diminiſhed in Wealth and People. Befides 
the Council I mention, there have been many other 
held here, which for brevity I muſt omit; as alſo the 
vaſt number of excellent Men here born ; the noble 
Library, call'd B:ib/zotheca Laurentiana, which is one 
of the beſt in the whole World for Manuſcripts ; the 
excellent Pieces of Architecture, Sculpture and Paint- 
ing (of which ſort this City ſhews ſome Pieces drawn 
by Fohn C:mabac, who about 1200, began to revive 
the Art of Painting in Italy, before which this Art 
was only exerciſed by Greeks ) and many other Rari- 
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ties plentifully enough here to be found. It has 
three Citadels, built by its Dukes at ſeveral times. 
They obſerve; that the politeneſs of the 1:a/zajz Tongue 
ſhines in its greateſt perfection here, tho not ſo well 
pronounced as by the Romans : whence that Country 
Proverb, La lingua Toſcana in bocca Romana. The 
praiſe whereof is in great part to be aſcrib'd to the fa- 
mous Academy della Cruſca, Authors of the Italsan 
Pocabulary, eſtabliſhed in this City. Long. 34+ 903- 
Lat. 43- 15- # 
Fiozenfac, a Town in Provence, ſeated on a Ri- 
ver, nine Miles from Narbonne to the North-Eaſt, and 
fix from Frontignan to the Welt. | 
Flozes, or {/la de Flores, one of the Azores in 
the Atl/antich Ocean, under the Portugueſe. 
Flozida, a very large and fruitful Country in the 
North America ; fo called becauſe the Spaniards dil- 
covered it on Palm Sunday, which in their Language 
they call Parcua de Flores, in 1512. The Enghſh 
had before this diſcovered it ; Sebaſtian Cabot, ent 
by Henry VII. in 1479, to find a way to the Eaſt- 
indices by the Welt. being the very firſt Enropear 
that landed here. But the Spaniards went further, 
ſearched throughly, and took Poileflion 'of it for the 
King of Spain : hewever, the Engliſh have renewed 
their old Claim, and taken Poſfſetiion of the more 
Northern Part by the name of Penſilvanza, of which 
I ſhall ſpeak in due time. The Inhabitants call Flo- 
rida, Faquaſa ; it lies parallel with Caſtile in Spain, 
and ſaid to be of the ſame temper both for Air and 
Soil, but abundantly more fruitful. Bounded on the 
North-Eaſt with YV:7gima; on the Eaſt with Mar 
del Nort ; on the South; and ſome part of. the Weſt 
with the Bay of Mexico ; and on the reſt of the 
7elt with New Galicia, and ſome Countries not 
yet diſcovered. -It extends from the River of Palms 
25 degr. of Lat. to Rio de Secco, in Long. 34. which 
evidently ſhewsPthat it is a large Country. The 
Spaniards have only 1wo Caſtles in the Southern 
Parts, S. Mamrhew, and S. Augnſtin. It lies in 
breadth where it is narroweſt thirty Miles, and in 
other parts an hundreJ: towards the North beyond 
Florida is Canada. ' The whole Country 1s flat ; a- 
bounds with Rivers, which make it over-moiſt ; but 
towards the Sea it is more ſandy. In 1520, and 1524, 
Lucas Uſquez invaded it to find Men to work in 
the Mines. In 1528, Pamphilus Narvieſius travelled 
over it. In 1528, Ferdinandus Soto went thither 
after Peru was conquered, with three hundred Horſe, 
and four hundred Foot, to look for Gold ; but find- 
ing none returned empty and diſcontented, beſtow- 


ing only the Name of Florida upon the Country, In' 


1549, Charles V. ſent ſome Prieſts thither to Con- 
vert the Natives; but the Natives deſtroyed them. 
Under Charles IX. of France, in 1562, Charles Rz- 
bald failed thither, made a League with the Inhabi- 
tants, and built Charles Fort, ſetling a French Colo- 
ny. Andin 1564+ Renatus Laudenerius was kindly 
treated by the Natives ; which the Spanzards obſer- 
ving, and fearing, they ſurpriſed the French, and 
hanged not only the meaner ſort, but many Gentle- 
men too. In 1576. Dominic Gurges, a Gaſcoign, 
manned out a Ship at his own coſt and charge, and 
retook Charles Fort, repaying the Spanzards in their 
own kind. The Spaniards (who were then much in 
the favour of the French) had like to have been too 
hard for him at his return. The Soll 1s very fruit- 
tul, yields plenty of Saſſafras, and may have rich 
Mines ; but the Inhabitants take no pains to find 
them, and not much to Till the Earth, which yields 
them iwo Crops of Mize in each year, one in March, 
and another in Fre: this 18 the natural bread of the. 
Country, by which, and Hunting only, the Natives 


ſubſift. Who are of Olive: Complexions ,- great of 
Stature, go Naked, except what they are more con- 
cerned to hide ; naturally lovers of War, out of a re- 
vengeful and unquiet Temper. 
Flumica, Crimiſa, a River of Calabria Citerior, 
which falls into the Bay. of Taranto, near Capo delP 
Alice ; four Miles, from . the. ;Promontory of Santa. 
Maria di Leuca;: which 1s the moſt South-Eaſtern/ 
Cape of Italy and Europe: to the Weſt. The Cape, 
the Village del lo Aciro,, and 5 Capo: delP Alice, 
were by; the ancient Geographers called Crimiſa, as 
well as the River, though they have now three ſeve- 
5al: AAR. -----;- 117 3 fn 5-48 
_ Fluſhing, Vl:/inga, F/:ſinga, is a Maritime Town 
in the Province of Zee/and in the Low Countries ; 
ſeated:on the Mouth of the Scheld, in the Ile of Wal- 
cheren, one League from. Middleburgh, . upon the 
moſt Southern point of. that Iſland. It_ has a. very 
conventent Haven, and the intire Command of the 
Scheld ; without whoſe Licenſe no Ship can paſs up 
the River to Antwerp. One of the firit Towns the 
Hollander took by ſurprize from the Spaniards in 
1572. by the diligence of Yorſt a Seaman, and one 
Monſieur de Berland, the Balliff thereof. Then a 
mean place, of no great ſtrength or conſideration ; 
but ſince fortified by the Ho/landers, to the utmoſt 
degree of human Art. This, the Brie/, and Fort of 
Ramekzns, were, in 1585. put into the hands. of 
Queen El:7abeth, as Cautionary Towns for the re- 
payment of ſuch Monies as ſhe ſhould expend in their 
Protection againſt the Spaniards : and the famous 
Sir Philip Sidney ,was made by her the firſt Governor 
of it. But in 1616.. King Fames I. refigned all a- 
gain into the hands of the Hollanders. The Prince 
of Orange is the Paoprivies of this Town, It 1s the 
key of the Sea of the Low Countries. . See Cadiz. 
$ In the Iſland of Tabago in the Southern America, 
the Ho/landers built a Fortreſs, and call'd it New 
Fluſhing : which the French took and raſed in 1677. 
Fluvian, C/od:anu, a River of Catalonia, com- 
monly called E! Llobregat ; it ariſeth from the Py- 
renean Hills, near Funquera in the borders of France 
and Rouſillon ; and falls into the Medsterranean Sea 
near Empures, or Poret ; almoſt ſeven Miles from 
Perpignan to the North, and two from Narbonne to 
the South. 
Fochten, or Fokzen, a Province in China z bound- 
ed on the North by Chekzam, on the Welt by K:amfi, 
on the South by Qzamtum, and on the Eaſt by the 
Chinian Ocean : between 24. and 27. deg. of Lati- 
tude. It is ſaid to contain eight Cities, whereof Fo- 
chen 1s the chief; forty eight n—__ Towns, and 
509200 Families. | 
Fodway, a City in the Lower Hungary , which 
was formerly an Archbiſhops See : ſtands in view of Cos 
locza, a City twelve Miles diſtant from Buda. 
Foeroe, Feroe, Provincia Feroenſis, Inſule Fa- 
renſes, by the Inhabitants called Ferozer, is a Pro- 
vince ſubject to the King of Denmark as King of 
Norway ; conſiſting of 17 Iſlands in the Northern 
Ocean, which have Norway on the Eaſt 3 Orkney and 
Scotland on the South-Eaſt ; Greenland on the Weſt, 
and Jſe/and on the North-Weſt ; under 62 deg. 18. 
min. of Lat. ſeparated by deep and rapid Waters; 
from one Mile long to 24, and from one to eight 
broad ; extending from North to South fxty Miles, 
in breadth above forty ; all cultivated and inhabited. 
Their Names are Fugloe, Suinoe, Wideroe, Bordoe, 
Kunoce, Kalſoe, Oſteroe, Nolſoe, Stromoe, ( which 1s 
the largeit) WPaagoe, Myggeneſs, Kolſter, Heſtoe, 
Sandoe, Shue, Slorediemen, and Sudoroe. In Stromoe

King of Denmark, Feb. 4. 1637: ) we find Mr. E/- 
lender mentioned with the Title of Biſhop of- Feroe. 
Upon the Reformation, Chr:/tzan IV. tranſlated this 
Biſhoprick' into a Provoſtfhip under the Biſhops of 
Bergen; which has fince been ſubjected to thoſe of 
Copenhagen, upon the removal of the Commerce of 
Feroe from' Bergen thither. There are in all thirty 
nine-Pariſh Churches, divided into ſeven Church-Cor- 
porations (as they call them) and to each Corporati- 
on one Prieſt of the Faith of the Confeffion of Arf- 
burgh; who beſides little Contributions from Com- 
municants, receives for Tithes (not the Tenth, but) 
the fourth part of Corn, Butter, Wool and Fiſh :- and 
makes out the reſt of his Maintenance for hinſelf 
and Family, by honeſt Working and Tillage. At 
Thorſehaven there is a School for the Youth, erected 
and endowed by Chr:ſt:an II. Kmg of Denmark. 
They fpeak the Daniſh and Norwegian Languages 
mixt; and are governed according to the Laws of 
Norway. ' See Lucas Facobſon Debes, ſometime Pro- 
voſt of Feroe, his Deſcription of the Iſlands and Inha- 
bitants, tranſlated out of Daniſh, and printed Lond.

took in the far greateſt part of. what we now call the 
Netherlands , with all thoſe of the German Empire 
which lie Weſt of the &hine, Switzerland and Savoye 
And the great deſign of the preſent French King 
ſeems to have been the dilating of it again to the 
fame extent : to which purpoſe he has ſpared neither 
Blood nor Treaſure, Arts nor Labour : and perhape 
if he had not been over-reached by the Jeſuits , uport 
the defign of uniting all his Subjects in one Religion 
by force , he might have ſucceeded when he.was fo 
near his point :. for whereas Picardy was heretofore 
his Northern Province, he has taken 'in Areozs, the 
reateſt part of Flanders, of. Hawarit and Namur. 
f the four Ports that did belong to Flanders , he has 
two, Graveling and Dunkirk.: fo that his Dominions 
extend on the Sea Shoar from Dankirk to S. Jean de 
Luz in Spain, without any interruption. On the 
Eaſtern he he has poſſeſſed himſelf of the Dukedom 
of Lorrain, the Earidom of Burgundy, fo much of 
Alſatia as lies on this fide of the ' Rhine 5 and what 
his intentions towards the Swirzers are, may be guel- 
ſed at : nor has | Savoy paſſed, efpecially fince the late 
rupture, without contributing his ſhare to aggran- 
dize him. On the South he has gained from Spain, 
Rouſſillon : Catalonia hardly miſſed him : all the 
World may remember how narrowly the United Pro- 
vinces eſcaped him in 1673. and 1674. He has not. 
only been a gainer in his Wars, but even in times « 
Peace, by his Courts of Dependences, Forts, and other 
Methods : So that confidering the Weakneſs and Divi- 
fions of his Neighbours , and the great Accefſions he 
has already made; if ſo many thouſands of his Sub- 
' jects, had not been driven ont , or rendred uſeleſs to 
im, who can tell what this great Prince might not 
have effected before his death 2 This vaſt Country or 
Kingdom has for its principal Rivers, the Loyre, the 
Rhoſne, the Garonne, and the Sezyze. Called by the 
Inhabitants and Engliſh, France ; by the Spaniards, 
Francia ; by the Italians, Franza; Franzam by the 
Portugueſe ; Franckricch by the Germans ; by the 
Dutch, Urancryck : by the Poles Francya and 
Francukazemia ; by the Uhrians, Fracgnack ; by 


the Turks, Franza ; and by the Indfans, Franksſtan. 


All which Names are derived 'from its preſent Con- 
querors, and Inhabitants, the Franks or French. It 
1s divided into ſixty Counties, and theſe Provinces ; the 


Iſte of France, Burgundy, Normandy, Aquitain, Bre- 


tagne, Champagne, Languedock, Picardy, Danphne, 
Ny ends » $a, To which may be added four 
more, that are a kind of Conquelt. Loraine, the 
Earjdom of Burgundy, (or Franche Compete ,) the 
Conquelt 'of the Netherlands , and Alſatia. This 
King having added by his Arms, the Come de Bour- 
gogne, both the A/ſatza's , the greateſt part of Flan- 
ders, and Haynault, and Namur, part of Luxemburg, 
and all Artozs z which Talt 1s now annexed to Pzcar- 
dy. The Capital of this Kingdom , is Paris. Be- 
fides theſe, he has New France in America, the 
greateſt part of Hi/paniola , ſeveral Plantations and 
Colonies in Africa, upon the Coaſt of Guinea , and 
ſome Iſlands m the North Sea. Thus Baudrand 
reckons up his Maſters Dominions. This Tract of 
Land was heretofore inhabited by the Gamnlr, of which 
I ſhall give an account in its proper place. See Gallia, 
The Franks were Originally a German Nation , inha-

Pharamond: crofled the 
Rhine, is uncertain. . However -in. 420. he became- 
their firſt King, - arid formed this. Potent Monar- 
chy. Cledius his Son in 433. crofled the Rhine, and 
took Cambray, Tournay, and all Be/pium to the River 
Some : but he dying whilſt his Children were young, 
CC - them to Meroveus , 'who diſpoſſefled 
them, to make himſelf King of the Franks, in 441- 


ps orthereabouts : Merovexs was the Author of the Me- 
roumm21an Line, and 'is by ſome made the firft that _ 


ſeated in Gar/. * His Son went further ; and took all 
the Netherlands, Picardy, Champagne, and the Iſle of 
France, with Paris, which he made: the Seat of this 
Empite. This Race- under nineteen Princes conti- 
nued to 742. when Pepin Son of Charles Martel, u- 
ſurped upon Chilprick, V. Son of Theodorick , and 
depoſed him. The ſecond, or Carolovinian Line, un- 
der thirteen Princes, lafted till 977. when Hugh Caper 
put an end to it, and ſet-up the Third.” Charles IV. 
the fourteetth of this Race , dying in 1328. without 
Iflue, Edward 11: of England, claimed that Crown, 
as Son and Heir of T/abe/, the Daughter of King Phi-, 
lip the Far , and Siſter to the three laſt Kings. As

It is thought by ſome, 
to have been built by. $1902 the fecond Son 'of Cledo- 
mir Nephew of Simon the Firit, Duke of the Franchs, 
under Antoninus Pius the Emperour : by others, to 
have-been built-in 1253. by Gedinus ab Her;zberg, by 
the - Order of :Fobn I: Marqueſs of Brandenburg. 
This City is famous for an Univerſity ſettled here by. 
Foachim 1. Marquels of Brandenburg, in 1-506. which 
Maximilian. Emperour cf Germany, illuſtrated witix 
many Privileges. It bath alſo two Marts-every year, 
as well as the other. It ſtands upon the Borders of 
Slefia and Luſatia, four German Miles from the 
Confines of Great .:Poland to the Welt; ten from 
Berlin : heretofore an Imperial Free City, but now 
exempt, and under the Duke of Brandenburg. 
Franco=caſtro;- S:ratonica, a Town . in Macedo. 
2218, at the foot of Mount Athos, on the North Shoar 
of the Bay of Singo, in the Archipelago: which is alfo 
called z/ Golfo de Faſſo, and de Monte Santo ; by 
the Latins,Singaticus Sinus. 1 
- Franco=chozium, $ordiſcs ; that part of Hungary, 
which: lies between the Save, the Danube, and Zee 
guntum, where Sclavonia now is. 
.-:Francolin, Tulcis, a ſmall River of Catalonia, 
which falls into the Iberzan Sea, near Tarragona. 
Franconia, by the Germans das Francken, and 
Franckeuvland,is a large-Province in Germany,which 
in [the Writers of the.middle Age, 1s called Francia 
Orzentalis, though it be but a ſmall part of it. This - 
ts now the firſt Circle inthe Empire, upon the River 
Mayn ; between Mz/nia and Thurz»gia to the North ; 
Nortgow, or .the Upper Palatinate to the Eaſt ; Ba- 
varia, the Circle of Schwaben,. the Biſhopricks of 
Wurtsburg, Bamberg and Aichtad to: the South ;

were many of the Country Houſes of the : Roman 
Princes. It is now a Biſhoprick by the Title of Ep:- 
ſcopus Tuſculanus , which always belongs to one of 
the ſix Senior Cardinals.This ancient Roman City beirig 
ruined in the time of Pope Cele/tinus III. Fraſcatz 
was built-in the ſame place. © Towards Rome there is 
a ſma!l Theatre , which ſeems to have belonged to 
ſome private Roman, and not to the City. Near this 
place 15 the Tufoulenum or Village which belonged to 
Cicero, where he wrote his Tu/cular Queſtions. © | 

Fraſcolart, Oanus, a River of S:cz1y; it falls info 
the Lybran Sea on the South fide of the Iſland, a little 
below Camarrna.

Frawenburg, Fravenburgus, a Town in Pruſſia 
Regalis, belonging to Poland, upon the Bay of Fr:ſh 
Haff, where. jt takes in the River Schon ; which has 
alſo a-'noble Haven belonging to it , and ftinds not 
above three German Miles tromvElbing to the South- 
Faſt. In' this place N. Copernicus the great Aſtro- 
nomer and Mathematician ( a Canon of the Church of 
Frawenburg ) dicd in 1543. ' There is allo a Caſtle 
and a Cathedral Church, with a College of Canons. 

Fraxinet, Fraxinetum , a famous Retreat of the 
Saracens in the ninth and tenth Apes, out of which 
they made their Incurfions to burn and plunder the 
Country. Some place it in Spain, others in Italy, in 
.Dauphme, in Provence ; and with the greateſt, pro- 
bability, in the /atter ; there being yet a Caſtle in 
the Diocefe of Frejus near the Gulph of Grzague, 
which retains the Name of 14 Garde du Fraxinet, and 
Guarda Fraxineti. 2 va Y 

Frevdano; Egelidus, Frigus, a River in Tuſcany, in 
the Valley of Aretino. 

Freddso, Aczs, a River in Szcily, which ariſeth from 
Mount /#tna, and is received by the Ionzan Sea, be- 
tween Catana to the South, and Tavormzna to the 
North. This River which ariſeth from ſo warm a 
Bed as Mount :na, is yet fo remarkably cold, that 
its Name is taken from thence; Freda, in Italian, 
fignifying Cold. 

Freiburg, Fraburgus , is a German City in Br!ſ- 
gaw , upon the River Threiſem, at the foot of the 
Mountains , four German Miles from Briſack to the 
South, and fix from Baſil; built in 1120. by Albert 
Duke of Auſtria. Here was an Univerſity opened by 
Beroaldus Duke of Xeringen, in 1450. It was ta- 
ken by the Swedes and French in 1638. And when 
in 164.4. the Spanzards attempted to regain it, they 
received a great Defeat here. Yet it was afterwards 
reſtored to them, and retaken by the Frenchin 1677. 
and left to them again by the Treaty of N:mmeguen 
in 1679. 

Freiburg, Friburgus, a Town and Canton in 
Switzerland, ſeven German Miles from Solothurn, or 
Soleurre ( as the French callit ) to the South ; and 
three from Berne to the North-Eaſt, It was once an 
Imperial Free City , but in 1481. exempted : the Bi- 
ſhop of Lauſanne retides here. It ſtands upon the 
River Sana: built by Berchtoldus IV. Ditke of Ze- 
7:ngen, twelve years before Bern, in 1179. In ſach 
a Site, that whereas all parts towards the North, Eaſt 
and South , are encompaſſed with ſteep and craggy 
Rocks and Mountains ; the Weſtern fide is defended 
by a deep Dike, and has a Diſtrict of three hours ri- 
ding annexed toit. Frederick Barvaroſſa, made it a 
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Free City in 1218. 'Aﬀeer the death of the Founder, 
it became ſubject. to the Count of Kyburg, It was 
fold afterwards to Redol/phus I. Emperour of Germa- 
2y, by one of thefe Counts ; it was after this two 
hundred years under the Houſe of 4»ſtria, till about 
1.403. being much oppreſled by the Nobility, this Ci- 
ty entred a League with that of Bern, but yet conti» 
nued {till under the Houſe of Auſtria, till 5481.when 
they were admitted into the general League of the 
Sirzſs, and made the Tenth Canton. And when many 
of the Cantons embraced the Reformed Religion, this 
ſtuck” to the Roman Cathylick; * they uſe the Ger. 
man and French Tongues, but the former moſt, 
Freinwalt, or Fridwale , Colancorum, a City in 
randenburg ; (even Miles from Berlin, upon the con- 
fluence of the Fxbre, and the Oder to the North-Eaſt ; 
twelve from Stern to the South, and fix from Franck- 
fort upon the Oger to the North. | 

Freiſing, Fres/ingen, Friſinga, Fruxinum, a Ger- 
man City in the Vpper- Bavaria, which is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Salssburz, near the Ri- 
ver Tara, Iſer. It was an Imperial FreeCity , but is 
now exempt, ang under the Juriſdiction. of its own 
Biſhop. It ſtands upon the confluence of the Iſer and 
Meſack, partly in a Plain, and partly on a Hill ; four 
German Miles from Munick to the North , and ten 
from Ratssbon. | 

Frejus, Forum Fulium, Forum Voconis, Civitas 
Forojulienſis, a City of Provence in France, built in 
a Valley amongit Marſhes: half a League from. the 
Meazterranean Sea , thirteen from Toulon to the Eaſt, 
at the mouth of the River Argens. It is a Biſhops See 
under the Archbiſhop of Aix : and a place of very 
good Antiquity, as the Amphitheatre, Aqueduct, Sta- 
tnes, Inſcriptions, £c. yet extant, demonſtrate. Pope 
Fobn XXII. was fometime Biſhop here, _ 

Freſingfield , a Country Town in the County of 
Suffolk, fix Miles from Halſiworth to the Welt, and 
four from Har/ſon to the South : Dr. William San- 
croft, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, was born in this 
Town, and has fince erected in it a Free-School. 

Fremona, a Town in the Kingdom of &:hiopia 
in Africa, believed to be the Pr:mis Magna or Prem- 
21s of the Ancients. Ee 

Frias, Frigida, a City in O/d Caſts/e, in the Val- 
ley of Tobalina, upon the River Ebro ; called Phrygia 
in the Roman Martyrology, and by LaBantivs. 

Friburg in Briſzaw, in Switzerland. See Fres- 

ur ” 

Fricenti, or Fricento, Aculanum, Eclanum, Fre- 
quentum, a ſmall City in the Province of Prencipatus 
Ulterior,in the Kingdom of Naples in Iraly,which was 
a Biſhops See,under the Archbiſhop of Benevento ; but 
the Biſhoprick has for the two latt Centuries, been uni- 
ted with that of Ave/lino. This City is ſometimes 
called Fricentum by the later Latin Writers ; now 
almoft reduced to a Village. It ftands upon the Ri- 
ver Tripalto, Tripaltum, at the foot of the Apennine, 
fifteen Miles from Benevento to the North-Eaſt, and 
twelve from Avellino ; in the Poſſellion of the Prince 
of WV, enoſa. | Lg - 

Fridberg, Fridberga, a City of Miſnza, in the 
Upper Saxony , upon the River Mult, towards the 
Mountains of Bohemia, four German Miles from 
Meiſſen [ Miſna ] the Capital of Miſnia to the 
South. This City was beſieged with yery ill ſuccefs 
by the Swedes, in the great German War in 1642- 
though they were then poſſeſſed of all the other 
Towns in M:ſia. Alſo honoured with the Tombs of 
the Electors of Saxony, S Fridberg, Frideberga, a 
ſmall City in Germany, in the Province of Fereraw, 
which is Imperial and Free. It has its Name from 
Frederick II. and is as much as Frtederichberg ; by 
contraction Fridberg. There belongs to it a _ 
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of the ſame Name, which no four German Miles 
from Franck fore to the North. Es : 

p Ma Fredberga, a {mall Town in Bohemia, 
in the Dukedom of Fawer Quezſs [ 2:21ſſus | towards 
the Mountains, in the Borders of Bohemsa ; eight 
Gernar Miles from Fawer towards the Weſt, and five 
from Gor/rtz to the North-Eaſt: | | 

Fridericks, or Fr:derica, a fmall, but very 
ſtrong City in Braſil in America, upon the Coalt of 
Paraiba , or LaCapitania de Paraiba ; which was 
built by the Durch, and taken from them by tlic Por- 
tupueſe , to whom both this City and Province are 
now ſubject. 8) 

Friderick-Ude, a Fort in Futland, upon the 

Streight of Midlefar , built by Frederick IIL. King 
of Denmark ; taken and ruined by the Swedes 1n 
1658. 
*Fridericksvurg , a ſtrong Fort in Germany, by 
the City of Manhe:rm, upon the union of the Necker 
and the Rhine, in the Lower Palatinate ; fo called 
from Frederick IV. Elector Palatine, who built it in 
1610, After this, it was taken and demoliſhed by 
the Spaniards, and fince rebuilt by Charles Lewss E- 
lector Palatine : it is ſcarce three Miles from Hezdel- 
burg to the Weſt, and as many from Spzre to the 
North. Taken by the French, and afterwards burnt 
in 1689. $ Friderichsburg, the Caſtle and Royal Pa- 
lace of the Kings of Denmark in Zealand, three 
Miles from Croonenburg to the Weſt, and five from 
Copenhagen to the South-Weſt : famous for a Con- 
greſs of the Kings of Denmark and Sweden, in theſe 
{ater times. This was heretofore called the Caſtle 
of Ebelholt; and was the Monaſtery of the Holy 
Ghoſt, of which William Pariſienſis, who is ſince 
Canonized, "died Abbat in 1201. Frederick IT. built 
this Caſtle. Chriſtian IV. his Son was born in <#t 
April 22. 1577. who very much beautified, and ador- 
ned it. $ There is alſo a Fort and Town of the ſame 
Name in Guinea, built by the Danes of late. 

Frtderickſtad, a ſinall Daniſh City in Sourh 
Futland, in the Dukedom of Sleſwick, built by Fre- 
derick, Duke of Holſtein and Sleſwick ( under whom 
it is) in 1622. It ſtands upon the River Eyder , 
where it takes in the Trenna, two German Miles from 
Tonning to the Eaſt , five from Sleſwick, and four 
from Gotrorp Welt. $S There 1s another City of the 
ſame Name in Norway , upon the Baltick Sea, fifty 
German Miles from Chriſt:anſtad to the North-Weſt, 
in the Province of Agerhuts z which is under the King 
of Denmark. 

Frieſach, Frieſacum, Friſakum, Virunum, a ſmall 
Town in the Upper Carinthia, but under the Juriſ- 
diction of the Archbiſhop of Salrzburg ; ſeated up- 
on the River Matuztz , with a Caſtle on a Rock not 
far off. 8 

igido, BoaQus, a River dividing between Ge- 
2044, and the Dukedom of Florence. 

Frignana, Friniana, aTerritory in the Dukedom 
of Modena, at the foot of the Apennine ; the chief 
Town of which is Seſtula, towards the Borders of 


Bologna. 

Friſch, Narurg, an Iſland of Pruſſia,at the Mouth 
of the Viſtula, 

Friſchaff, a long Bay in the ſame place, upon 
which ſtand Elbing, Frawenburg, Brawnberg and 
KRoningsperg. 

Friſeland,Fr:/ia,called by the Dutch Urieſſandt; 
by the French, Friſe ; by the Italians, Friſia ; 1s the 
Name of three ſeveral Countries. 1. Friſe/and, pro- 
perly ſo called, one of the States of Holland. 2. Eaſt 
Friſeland, a Province in Germany. 3. Weſt Friſe- 
land , properly the North part of the Earldom of 
Holland : and ſometimes there is a fourth added, which 


is North Frie/land, or Jutland, 


1. Friſeland, Fr:/ia, Urieſlandt, Frieflandt, 
Friſeland in Dutch, German, and Engliſh, is a Pro- 
vince of the United Netherlands , heretofore much 
greater than now ; for it reached from no aa 
Zee on the Weſt, to the Bay of Doller: by Emden on 
the Eaſt ; and it was then divided by the River La- 
vica, Lawers, into. two parts: Friſia cis Lavicana, 
now Gzoningen ; and Fri/ia trans Lavicans, now 
called Friefland : but ſince that Omland has been 
taken out of this Province too , which has much lef- 
ſened it , it is now bounded on the South with the 
Auyder Fee, and Over-1Jſel ; on the Welt and North 
with the German Sea ; and. on the Eaft with Gronin- 

en. The principal Towns in it, are Docum, Franc- 
Jor Harlingen, Leeuwarden, which is the Capital, and 
Stavenen. 

2. Weſt-Friefland, is a conſiderable part of the 
Earldom of Holland, to which it has for ſome Ages 
been united; with North=Holland on the South, the 
Auyder Fee on the Eaſt and North, and the German 
Ocean on the Weſt : ſometime called Kenmar. The 
principal Cities in it, are Alckmaer, Amſterdam, (the 
greateſt City in the United Provinces), Enchuyſen, 
Harlem, and Hoorn, This Country is generally Marſhy 
and Fenny , and unfit for Corn, but very good Pa- 
ſture: the Air is alſo foggy and unhealthful, and they 
want fewel too to rectifie it. Charles the Bald gave 
theſe Countries { then almoſt unpeopled by the Noy- 
man Pyracies ) to Thierrie, Son of Sigebert, a Prince 
of Aquitain, with the Title of Earl in $63. from 
whom proceeded a Race of Princes, ſeventeen in num- 
ber, which ſucceſſively governed it till 1300. from 
which time they were ſubject to the Earls of Hole 
laud, and together with Ho/land came to the Houſe 
of Auſtria : with Holland, they revolted from the 
:. op in 1580. and joined in the League againſt 
them. 

Eaſt-Frieſland, called by the Germans, Doſt- 
Freeflandt, by the Inhabitants, Oo Friſe, is apart 
ot Weſtphalia, a Province of Germany , which here- 
tofore was alſo called the Earldom of Embden, from 
a City in it, which though not great , is much cele- 
brated. This Earldom 1s under a Prince of its own 
now : bounded on the North by the German Ocean, 
on the Eaſt by the Earldom of Oldenburgh, on the 
South by the Biſhoprick of Munſter, and on the Welt 
it is ſeparated from Groningen, by the Bay of Doler: : 
it contained heretofore the Earldom of O/denburgh 
alſo. In this Province are three Cities or great 
Towns, Embden, Aurickh, and Norden. The earth is 
exceeding fruitfal , yielding great plenty of Corn, 
Cattle, Butter and Cheeſe. Being conquered by Charles 
the Great , it continued ſubject to the Empire till 
1453- when it was granted by Frederick III. to Ulri- 
cus, Son of Enno, whoſe Poſterity ſtill enjoy it. The 
Seat of theſe Earls, is Aurick. 

Friſingen, Fr:/inga, a City of the Upper Bava- 
74a, Which 1s a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Salisburgh , near the River [/er, twenty Miles from 
Landſhat to the Weſt. Once an Imperial and Free 
City, but ſince exempted, and put under the Dominion 
of its own Biſhop. 

Friflar, Bogadium, Friſlarsa, a City in Haſſia, up- 
on the River Eder, under the Archbiſhop of Menez, 
four Miles from Caſſe! to the South , and the ſame 
from Azgenheim to the North ; commonly called 
Fritzlar=» There was a Council celebrated in this 
City, in 1118. 

Friul, Fr:uls, Reg:o Carnorum, Forum Fulit, Car- 
ta, called by the French, Frioul; is a Province of 
Ttaly, inhabited heretofore by the Carns: it is boun- 
ded on the South by the Adrzatick Sea, and the Golfs 
di Triefie ; on the Weſt with the Marquiſate of Tre- 
21774, and the Earldom of Tyro/; on the North by 


Carinthia, - 
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Carinthia, and Carnioia ; and on the Faſt by Carni- 
ola and Iſtria. This Province is under the State of 
Venice, and has the Title of a Dukedom. The chiefe{t 
City in it is Vdina;; anc the Fort of Palma is the 
place of greateſt ſtrengtn. The Emperors gave this 
Province heretofore to the Patriarchs of Aquileja. 
But afterwards the Dakes of 4/#r;a and Carmnthia 
took part of it from the Patriarchs : and the States of 
Venice after many Wars, at lait in 1455+ forced the 
Patriarch by a Treaty, to reſign the reit to them : 
the Cities of this Province are Ajz!/eja. ruined, but 
under the Houſe of Auſtria : Pieue di: Cadoro, under 
the Venetians ; Cividat di Friuli, under the ſame ; 
Geritia, under the Houle of Auſtria; La Palmaand 
Udina, under the Venetians. 

Frodlingham, a Market Town in the Eaſt Riding 
of 1orkſhire, in the Hundred of Holderneſs. 

Frodſham, a Market Town in Cheſhire , in the 
Hundred of Edisbury. 

Frome or Fraw , a Rive: in the County of Dor- 
ſer; whichriting by Canrmer!s in the Borders of So- 
merſerſhire, watheth Frampton, Dorceſter, Woodford, 
Morlen; and at Wareham falls into Bruksey Haven ; 
taking in this paſſage many ſmaller Rivers, | 

Fromeſelwood, a Market Town in Somerſerſhtre, 
in the Hundred of Frome, and upon the River From?. 

Fronſac, Franciacum, a Catile in Aquitaim, near 
Bourdeanx , built by Charles the Great, and made 
the Title of a Dukedom : it ftands upon tie River 
Dordogie, Durantus , about tive Leagues trom Bour- 
deaux to the Ealt : called Frontiacum in the Writers 
of the middle Age. : : 

Frontenac, a Cittadel in New France in America, 
upon the Banks of a Lake of the faine Name : built 
in 1673. to oppoſe the Incurſions of the Saivazes. 
_Frontignaud, Forum Domitzz, Frontinacum, a 
ſmall City in the Lower Languedoc , upon the Lake 
of Magellone, fifteen Leagues from Narbone to the 
Eaſt, and four from Monrp2//ier to the Welt , upon 
the Mediterranean Sea. The Wines of this place are 
much commended. In 1562. the Huguenors beſieged 
1t 1n vain. 

Frurnove. See Fornove. | 

Fruſilone, or Fruſmo, Fruſio, a City heretofore, 
now a ſmall Village in Campaznia ds Roma, upon the 
River Coſa, which falls«into the Garz/zano, Liris, wine 
Miles from Aiacro, the fame from Ferentimo, and 
forty eight from Rome to the Eaſt : it is now commons» 
ly called Frofilone. P. Hormiſdas was a Native of 
this place. 

The Ffrpth, or Fyp2th, or Forth of Edinburgh : 
c:lled by Prolemy Boderia, by Tacitus Bodotria, 1s 
an Arm of the Sea , that from the Eaſt penetrates 
a!molt quite through the Kingdom of Scortand , to 
meet another ſuch Arm from the Welt , which 1s 
called the Fryth of Dunbritam : it receives into 
i's bolom many of the great Rivers of Scorland : 
on the South it has Lothazne, in which is Edin- 
burgh, Linlithgo, Glaſco, and Sterling ; the principal 
City of which ſtands at the Weſtern point of it : 
upon the North fide it has the County of Fife. Theſe 
two great Bays divide Scetland into two parts, the 
Southern, and the Northern.

Afuld, Fwulden, Fulda, a City of Germany , 10 Bu- 

chaw, or Buchen, a Territory in the Upper Circle of 


the Rhine, near Haſſia ; but from this City more . 


trequently called Dtift von Fuld , The Territory 
of the Abbey of Fuld. The City is built in a Plain: 
there is in it an Abbey of the Order of S.Bennet, one 
of the nobleit in all Europe, which has the Civil Go- 
vernment of the City, and Territory about it. 
This Abbey was builc by Pepzn King of France,in 784. 
The abbot isa Price, and Primate of all the Abbots 
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of the Empire. It ſtands twelve Miles from Coburgh 
to the Wett, ten from Caſſel to the South, and eleven 
from Wurtsburg. The Territory of Fuld is of a great 
extent, and is more properly called Buchen : bouns 
ded on the North by Haſſia, on the Eaſt by the 
County of Henneberg, on the South by Franconza, 
and on the Weſt by the Upper Haſſia. $ Fuld, 
Fulda, a River of Germany, which gives Name both 
to the City and Territory laſt mentioned ; it ari- 
ſcth in this Territory towards Franconia ; and rune 
ning Northward , watereth Fuld , and Hurſchfeld in 
Haſſia 3 then entertaining the Eder , he paſleth 
by Cajel; and at Minden in Weſtphalia, being u- 
nited with the Wertz and Yerra , they two torm 
the Weſer, Viſurgis , one of the greateſt Rivers 
in Germany 3 which dividing the Dukedom of 
Breme from the Earldom of Oldenburgh , falls 
into the German Ocean at Carleſtad, between Em- 
- to the Welt, and Hamburgh to the North- 
aſt. 

Fuligno, Fulli:nium, or Fulginium, a ſmall, but 
pretty City in the Dukedom of Spoleto , ſeated in a 
Valley, at the foot of the Apennine, twenty Miles 
from Perngia to the Eaſt, and ten from Aſſiſio: it 
is divided by the River Tinna, Topino , and 1s under 
the Pope. The Inhabitants boaſt much of the Anti- 
quity of it, not without good reaſon, it being men- 
tioned by Srrabo, Pliny, Appianus Alexanadrinus, and 
Silius Ttalicus. This City was raſed by thoſe of Peru- 
Zia, in 1281. for which the Inhabitants of the lat- 
ter were excommunicated by the then Pope Mar- 
tin TH. ( otherwiſe called the IV.) : but recovering 
i's former , or a greater beauty, it is now a Bi- 
ſhoprick, much enriched by its Fairs or Marts every 


year, and their excellent Comfeicts. The Learned 


Leandro is of opinion , this City is not the ancient 
Fulgimia , but that Forum Flaminii ſtood in or near 
the place ; which being ruined by the Lombards, 
the Toas rebuilt it , and called it by this Name ; for 
which he cites ſeveral Authorities. | 

Funchal, the chief Town in the Iſland of Ma- 
dera. It is a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of 
Lisbonne. 

Funf-Kirken. See Quinque Eccleſie. 

Jfungte, a Kingdom in Africa, in Nubia, 

Jruoa, Niczz, a City of Egypt ; it lies in the E- 
Zyprian Delta, or I{land made by the Branches of the 
Nizle ; forty Miles from Grand-Cairo to the South- 
Eaſt, towards Alexandria. 

Furnes, or Wuerne, Furne, a City of Flanders 
Galilicant 5 not great, but well built , and about a 
Mile trom the Shoars of the Ocean : it has belong- 
ing to it a large Juriſdiction , with the Title of a 
\ 1{county, a Collegiate Church and an Abbey. It 
was three times taken by the French , and at laſt 
by the Treaty of Aquz/grane given up to them : 
two Miles from Newport , and three from Dun- 
kirk : between which laſt, and this place, the Spa- 
niards were defeated by the Engliſh and French, in 
1658. ; 

Furftemberg, a Town and Principality in the 
Circle of Schwaben in Germany , giving Name 
to an Uluftrious Houſe ; of which the Cardinal of 
Furſtemberg, mention'd under the Word Bonne, is 2 
Member. 

Fupnen, Hemod + », one of the Orcades. 

4Fupnen, F923, an Iſland belonging to Denmark, 
in the Baltick Sea , between Futland to the Welt, 
and Zeeland to the Eaft, from both which it is ſe- 
parated only by two narrow Channels; the firſt called 
Maaddlefart, or Middle Paſſage; the ſecond Die 
Belt. Ortonia,(Odenſee) is the Capital of this Iſland * 
Newburgh, or Nuborg, on the Eatt, is well fortified, 


and has a good Haven. "0 Iſland 1s ten German * 
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Miles in Length from Weſt to Eaſt, and eight from 
North to South in breadth. Now under the King 
of Denmark ; but it ſuffered very much of Jate years 
from the Swedes, who in 1658. took and plundered 
it. In 1659. the Danes recovered the poſſelizon of 
it, though at the ſame time they loſt much Cannon 
and Shipping, which they could never retake ; and the 
Inhabitants were as much impoveriſhed by this Acci- 
dent. It isa fruitful, pleaſant, well ſeated Iſland, tor 
the Climate it is in.

Jbaca, Thoſpites, a vaſt Lake in Armenta, in 
the Contines of Meſopotamia 3 made by the 
River Typres. 

Le Gabardan. Sce Le Gave. 

Gabii, a People of the Antient Latium, near 
Neighbours to the Romans, in a Town of their own 
Name. They became firſt ſubjected under the Do» 
minion of Rome, in the Reign of Tarquinms Priſcus, 
by a Stratagem of a Son of his, pretending Flight 
hither from the ill Uſages of his Father, and then cut- 
ting off the Principal Men amongſt them, and betray- 
Ing the reſt to the Romans. 

Gabin, Gabinium, a Town of Poland, between 
Vyaldiſlaw to the North , and YVVarſhaw to the 
South ; three Polrſh Miles from Ploczko to the Welt, 
In the Palatinate of Rava ; upon the River BZura. 

Gad, one of the Tribes of I/7ae/, which had their 
Portion afligned them by Moſes, beyond Fordan ; 
whoſe Borders to the North were the half Tribe of 
Manaſſeh , to the Eaſt Arabia, to the South the 
Tribe of Reuben, and to the Weſt the River Jordan, 
by which they were ſeparated from the reſt of the 
Tribe of Manaſſeh and Ephrazm. This Country was 
in the Roman times called I:urea, and now by the 
Turks Beuikemane : It is almoſt equally divided by 
the River Scheriat Mandour , as it 1s now called, as 
Michael Nau (a Jeſuit) writes, who ſurveyed very 
exaCtly theſe Parts. This Country is row under the 
Turks. 

Gadara, Gadaris, a Town belonging to the half 
Tribe of Manaſſeh, beyond Fordan ; afterwards to 
the Region of Trachonztis : ſeated upon a Hill by 
the River Gadara, which falls into the Lake of Gene- 
fareth, ſometimes called the Lake of Gadara too, 
as Serabo faith : It is fix Miles from Sychopo/rs to 
the Eaſt, and the ſame from Tiberias ; and 1s fre- 
quently mentioned in the New Teſtament. Hereto- 
tore thought to be invincible : It is certain, Alexander 
Faneus, King of the Fews, did not take it under a 
Siege of ten Months, and then more by Famine than 
Force; and in Revenge ruined it, but it recovered 
again. Pompey the Great, in Favour to Demetrius, 
one of his Freemen, who was a Native of this City, 
beſtowed great Privileges upon it. Phslodemus the 
Epicurean, Meleager, and Menippus that pleaſant 
Philoſopher, alſo Theodorus the Orator, were all of 
them Natives of this Country. In the Revolt of the 
Fews under Nero, this City hrs its Share, and was 
taken by Yeſpafian, in the year of Chritt 66. upon 
which the Gadarens ſubmitted the year following. 
S. Zerom ſays, the Baths of Gadara were in great E- 
ſteem in his Time. 

Gademes, Gademeſſa, a Territory in Africa, in 
Biledulgeridia, between the Deſarts of Fez to the 
Eaſt, and Gurgala to the Weſt 5 which has a City 
or great Town of the ſame Name, near the Head of 
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the River Caſpi, Capes. And alſo a Deſatt. 

Gadura, P/ycus, a River of Rhodes, 

Gxtulta, a large Region of Africa, according to 
the ancient Diviſions thereof; now thrown into a part 
of Bileduigerid and a part of Xaara. See Geſula. 
The Romai: Arms reached as far in Africa, as to this ' 
dittant Province. oy 

Gago, Gagwum, a Kingdom in N:gritia, in Afr:- 
ca, which has a City of the ſame Name, upon a River 
falling into the Nzger below Tocrur. Great , but 
thinly inhabited. This Kingdom lies between the N:- 
ger to the North, and Guinea to the South ; rich 
in Mines of Gold, according to ſome Relations ; 
polictied alſo by a Prince, who is Sovereign of the 
Kingdom of Tombutz, 

Gajazzo, Calathia, Galathia, a City of Campa- 
214 in Italy, mentioned by C:cero, as a Colony ; it 
belongs now to the Kingdom of Naples, and is in 
the Terra ds Lavoro, ſeated on an Hill near the Ri- 
ver Yolturno (Pulturnus,) almoſt over againſt Ca- 
ſerta, at the Diſtance of four Miles to the North, 
and eight from Capua to the Eaſt : And although a 
Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Capua, yet it 
1$1n a declining Condition, and very mean. 

Gajetta, Gaeta, Cajeta, a City in the Terra ds 
Lavoro, a Province of the Kingdom of Naples, which 
is well fortified ; ſeated at the Foot of an Hill, in a 
Peninſula, made by the Sea. It has two Caſtles, a 
large Haven, and a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop 
of Capua, but now exempted. Baronius tells us, 
the Biſhopricks of Mo/a and Mzintornz are united 
with this See. TheCity of Formium lies not far from 
it, buried now in . Ruines by the Saracens, to which 
the City of Gajetta ſucceeded in the Biſhoprick. It 
lies upon the Tyrrhenzan Sea, four Miles from Naples, 
fifty tive from Rome, and fourteen from the Pope's 
Dominions : It has heretofore been ſubject to great 
Variety of Fortunes, but has now a ſtrong Spaniſh 
Garriſon to ſecure it: This was the Birth.Place of 
Pope Gelaſius II. who was therefore called Cajetanus. 
It 18 mention'd by Virgil, An. 7. The Haven was re- 
paired by Antoninus Pius, Spart. Ferdinando King 
of Arragon, fortified the Cattle : Before this, it was 
Sacked by the French in 1494. who put moſt of 
the Inhabitants to the Sword ; and returned it the year 
after. Charles of Bourbon, Conſtable of France, 
kill'd at the Siege of Rome in 1527. lies buried in 
the Cathedral. But it is moſt famous for its learned 
Cardinal, Thomas de Via Cajetanus, whodiedin 15 34. 
and 1s frequently mentioned in the Story of Hen- 
ry VIIL. 

Gaillon, a Caſtile belonging to the Archbiſhops of 
Roan in Normandy ; ſeven Leagues from Roan, two 
from Yernon,and one from the River Seyne. It ſtands 
upon a little Hill, in ſo agreeable a Place, that the for- 
mer Kings of France, (as Francis I. and Charles IX.) 
have delighted to make ſome ſtay at it. 

Gaingbozotigh, a large, well built, Market-Town 
in Lencolnſhzre, in the Diviſion of Lindſey, and Hun- 
dred of Gartree, upon the River Trent. It is me- 
morable for the Death of King Swarne, or Sweno, the 
Dane, here by an unkown Hand ſtabbed. It drives 
a confiderable Trade, and gives the Title of Earl to 
the Family of the Noels. 

Gaino, Gongo, Gannum, a City of Thrace upon 
the Propontis ; three German Miles from Rudiſto to 
the South, and twelve from Gallipols to the North ; 
about nineteen South from Conſtantmople by Sea. 

Gatola, Euplza, a ſmall Iſland upon the Coaſt of 
Terra di Lavoro, between Naples and Puteoli. 

Gatvo, Gagecome, a River of Phryg:a , in the 
myo Aſia, There is alſo a Town of the fame 

ame. 
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Galata, Gallzta, Calathe, Galata, an Iſland upon 
the Coalt of Numidia, almoſt oppoſite to the Bay of 
the ſame lh It lies over againſt Sardinza, Weſt 
of Tunss, Eaſt of Algier or drgiers, Welt of Cape 
Nepro, and is about ten Miles in Circumference. 

Galata, or Galatta, Chryſoceras, Cornu ByZanti, 
a noble Suburb on the North of Conſtantinople, to- 
wards the Black Sea, which is ſtrongly fortified to 
the North. This was firſt, 1f not built, yet beauti- 
fied by the Genoueſe. Mr. Wheeler, our Country- 
man, thus deſcribes it ; Galata zs far rn (faith he) 
upon the South | fide of a conſiderable ſteep Hill, 
getting out anto a Promontory on the Narth ſide 
of the Harbour ; and comprehending the Suburbs 
on the Eaſt, Weſt, and North ſides of it, it may be 
counted a good large City, and very populous ; 
yet the Circumference of the Wall takes up no 
great ſpace of ground, but the Houſes are thick, 
and the Streets narrow, and the whole very popu- 
lous. On the top of the Hill is a round ſpired 
Tower covered with Lead ; and on the Walls are 
(ome Arms, and modern Inſcriptions, which belon- 
Zed to the Genoeſe, who before the taking of Con- 
{tahtinople, were Maſters of this Place. It 1s more 
znhabited by Chriſtians and Jews, than by Turks. 
Here 1s the Scale of the Merchants, who have a 
good Kan covered with Lead , for the Sale of 
their Woollen Cloaths, and other Merchands7e. 
There-are five Religious Houſes of the Latin Chri- 
ftians, eſtabliſhed in this Place : Otherwiſe called Pe- 
#4. See Pera, \. 

Galati, Galata, once a City, now a Village in 
Sicily, in the Valley of Deimona; twenty Milcs 
from Pattes South-Weſt, thirty five from Catania 
North-Weſt. | 

Galatta, is a Province of the Leſſer 4ſiq, called 
by the ancient Geographers Gallo-Grecia, from the 
Galls, which are ttiled Galate by the Greczans, (who, 
after the burning of Rome and laying Italy defo- 
late, went thither and poſſeſſed it, making a mixture 
with the Grecians;) and the South Part of it was nam'd 
Galatia Salutaris. This Province is bounded on the 
North by gs roy ſometimes taken for a Part 
of it; on the Eait by Cappadocia, on the South by 
Pifidia ard Liacoma, on the Welt by Phryzia Mag- 
na, Bithymia, and Aſia , propetly ſo taken. The 
Turks call this Province now Chiangare, under whoni 
it is. The principal Cities are Ancyra, (which is even 
now in a more flouriſhing State than any of the reſt,) 
and Peſſinus. This Colony of the Galls is ſaid to 
have ſettled here under Brennus, A.M. 3671. They 
were ſubdued by the Romans, under Cn. Manlius 
Fulſo, in the year of the World 3760. 187 years be- 
fore the Birth of our Saviour, but not made a R»- 
man Province till the year 3925. 23 years before 
Chriſt, They were converted to Chriſtianity by S. 
Paul, who honoured them with an Epiſtle. They 
did not fall into the Hands of the Mahometans till 
1524. when Solyman the Magnificent took Alsbeg, 
Prince of the Mountains of Armenia, by Treachery ; 
and poſſefled himſelf of Cappadocia, Armenia, and 
Galatia. 

Galaure, Galabar, a ſmall River in the Dauphi- 
nate, Which falls into the Rhoſne at S. Valerie, ſix 
Miles beneath Yienne to the South. 

Galazo, Galeſis, Enrotas, is a River which ariſeth 
from the Appennine, in the Province of Hydruntum, 
La Terra ds Otranto, near Oria; and 1unning 
Weſt falls into the Bay of Taran#o; five Miles South of 
Taranto; but not taken notice of in our later Maps, 

Gale, a ſtrong Town and Port in the Iſland of 
Reilan in the Eaſt-Indies, which the ' Hollanders 
have raviſhed from the Portugueſe ; in whoſetime it 
was a flouriſhing Place, frequented by abundance of 


Veſlels frona Fapan, China, the Iſlands of the Sound, 
Malaca, Bengala, and other Eaftecn Parts ; though 
the Rocks about the Port render it very dangerous to 
enter without Pilots. The Portugueſe (before they 
quitted 1t) and the Siege together, deſtroyed moſt of 
the Principal Buildings ; which are yet unbuilt, . 
Galera, Gallera, Gallora, a Village, and a River 
near Rome.. SS Tb 15S 
La Galeviſſe, Ager Valicaſji, a Region upon the 
Marne, a River of France. | 
Gaifanacar , G:chehis, a Town in Mauritania. 
Galgala, See Meroe. $ Alſoa Village in Pale- 
ſline, in the Tribe of Benjamin, on this fide the Ri- 
ver .Fordan ; three Leagues from Fericho. Now 
inhabited by Arabians, and call'd Galgal by them. A 
Place heretofore ſanctified by a Number of admirable 
Actions, and defam'd again by as many Idolatries ; 
(S. Ferom in Oſe.) The Circumciſion of all that 
had been born in the Wilderneſs, Foſhua ordered to be 
performed here. 9 0 7 
Galibes, a Nation of Indians in Guiana, along 
the River Courbo, towards the North Sea, in Ameri- 
ca; bounded by the Rivers Suriname and Marau- 
vins to the Weſt, and the River and Iſland of Cayenne 
to the Eaſt. Other Maps place them in New Anda- 
lufia, to the North of the River Orenoque. 2% 
Galtcta, Gallecia, is a Province of Spain, called 
by the Natives Ga/z7:4, by the Portugueſe Galiza, by 
the French Galice, and by the Italians Galicia; of a 
large Extent, about fifty Leagues long, and forty 
broad;and once a Kingdom, but now a Part of the King- 
dom of Leon: Bounded on the North and Weſt by 
the A*lantich Ocean, on the South by Portugal, (but 
parted from it by the River Dowero, ) and on the 
Eaſt by Aſturia and the Kingdom of Leon. Come 
poſtella is the Capital of this Province 3 Orenſi, ( Au- 
ria,) Baiona, Corufia, Lugo, Mondoefiedo, and Tuy, 
are the other Cities and principal Places. The Groyne 
or Coronna, is the moſt famous of its Ports ; beſides 
which it has forty others. This Province is Moun- 
tainous, enclined to Barrenneſs, deſtitute of Water, 
but abounding with Mines of Silver, Gold, Iron; 
and well ftored with Wood, and good Wines; it 
hath alſo great plenty of Cattle, Game and cxcel- 
lent. Horſes. The Iron they dig out of theſe Moun- 
tains, is thought the beit in the World, eſpecially for 
Edge-Tools: nor are their Seas lefs itored with Fiſh; 
This Country was never Conquered by the Moors, 
though they at times made ſome Progrels into it ; and 
after in 985. they had repelled j4/manaſſor, with the 


Lofs of 500co of his Moors, they were never in any 


danger of Conqueſt from that Nation. The Gal- 
laci or Gallaics of the Ancients, under whom the 
Amphilochi of Tuſtin, the Celtics of Mela, the Ta- 
marices of Strabo, the Lucentis and Lucences of 


Pliny and Ptolemy have been interpreted to be com- 


prehended, dwelt here. It became an Apannage, with 
the Title of an Ear/dom, to the younger Sons of the 
King of Leon and Caſtile, after its Union with that 
Crown. $ New Galzcia, is a Part of New Spain, in 
South America, towards the South Sea, called of old 
Xalsſeo, and ſometimes Guadalajara, from its Capix, 
tal City. This is not much unlike that in Spain, as to 
the Nature of the Soil. The Inhabitants were Cani- 
bals, exceeding wild and fierce, when the Spaniards 
ſettled there, and not eaſily reduced from cating Man's 
Fleſh, 

Galllza, a very celebrated Part of Aſia, on the 
North of Fudza ; at firſt the Inheritance of four of 
the Tribes of 1/7ael; Afſer, Naphtali, Zabulon and 
Iſſachar ; the two firft of which were intermixed with 
the Phznicians and Syrians; and being more Nor- 
thern and nearer the Fountain of Fordan, it was 
called _— of the Gentiles, or the Upper mn 
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and the other the Lower Galz/ee. This Country was 
bounded on the North by Syria and Phanicia, from 
which two Nations it was divided by Mount Libanus; 
on the Eaſt with the River Zordan , on the South 
with Samaria, cut off from it by Mount Carmel; 
and on the Weſt by the Mediterranean Sea. The 
ſame was the Scene which our Bleſſed Saviour choſe 
out of all the Earth, to dignifie with his Preſence : 
in it he was conceived, lived the greateſt part of his 
time, and wrought moſt of his Miracles. It 15 now 
called Be/ad Elbeſcara, that is, the Weſtern Country ; 
and is almoſt deſolate, under the Dominion of the 
Turks. To omit ſo much of the Story of it as may 
be learned from the holy Scriptures; this Country was 
firſt brought under the Roman Vaſſalage by Pompey 
the Great, Anno Mundi 3887. fixty one Years before 
the Birth of Chrilt. They were again conquered, not 
without great Difficulty, by Veſpaſian and Titus, 1n 
the year of Chriſt 66. In all following Times it fol 
lowed the Fate of the Holy Land, or Paleſtine. The 
Country 1s exceeding fruitful, and in the ancient 
Times was extreamly populous; full of great and 
noble Cities ; the principal of which were the Tower 
of Straton or Ceſarea, Caphernaum, Tiberias, Cana, 
Nazareth, The Inhabitants were Men of Courage, 
neither fearing Death nor Poverty, nor any thing but 
Slavery, and of that they were infinitely impatient. 
But Wars, and the ill Government of the Mahometan 
Princes, which have inſulted over them ever fince 
637. have made it now deſolate. 

Gallas, Gallanes, or Giaques, a people of the 
Kingdom of Monomotapa, upon the Eaftern Coaſts 
of Africa, towards the Indian Ocean ; who, in 1537. 
broke into the Kingdom of Balzs, and gained ſome 
Conquelts over the Abyſ/ſines, in the Upper /Erh10pz4. 
Ludolphus in his Zthopick Hiſtory deſcribes them, 
Their Country is bounded by the N:zle to the Welt, 
Abyſſinia to the North, and the Kingdom of Mono- 
Emmy tothe Eaſt. 

Gallia, one of the greateſt and beſt known Re- 
gions of Europe to the Ancients. I have conſidered 
Its preſent State under the Word France ; and herel 
am tofay alittle of its ancient Bounds and People, be- 
- Fore the Franckhs or French entered into it. Theſe 
Nations were at firlt called Celte, after that Gallz, and 
by the Grecians Galate. They poſſefled all that vaſt 
Tract of Land between Ancona in Italy, and the 
Mouth of the Rhine ; from the Weſtern Ocean of 
Aquitain, tothe Adriatich : Which was divided into 
Gallia Tranſalpina, and Gallia C:ſalpina. 1. Gallia 
Tranſalpina was divided by Julius Ceſar ( who firſt 
conquered the greateſt part of it,) into four Parts ; 
Provincia Romana, Aquitania, Celte or Gallia pro- 
perly ſo called, and Belzzum : All which he ſaith had 
different Tongues, Laws, Manners and Governments. 
1. Provincia Romana was then bounded on the North 
with the Mountains of Gebenna and the River Rhodas 
22175, on the Eaſt with the A/pes, on the South with the 
Mediterranean Sea and the Pyrenean Hills, which di- 
videdit from Spatn, and on the Weſt with the Garum- 
na; the Rhodanus cutting this Province almoſt in the 
middle, after it turned to the South, and ceafed to be 
a Boundary. This River 1s now called the Rhoſne. 
2. Aquitania, had on the North and Eaft, the Ga- 
rumna, now Garonne; on the Weſt the Ocean, on the 
South. Sparn and the Pyrenean Hills; and was the 
leaſt of all the faur Parts. 3. Gallia Celtica, was 
likewiſe the greateſt ; bounded on the North with 
the River Sequana, now Seyne; Matrona, now 
Marne; and the Mountain Yogeſus, now Mont de 
Vauge , which parted it from Gal/za Be/gica ; on the 
Eaft it had alſo the Marne, the Rhine, and Alpes ; 
on the South Provinc:a Romana, and Aquitama;z 
and on the Weſt the Brirsſh and Aquirain Occan, 
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4. Gallia Belgica, which was the fourth Part, on the 
North and Eaft had the Rhzne, on the South Gallig 
Celtica, and on the Weſt the Brir:ſb Ocean from the 
Mouth of the Seyxe, to the South of the Rhine. This 
vaſt Tra&t was divided into various Nations or Tribes, 
which had ſent their Colonies into the Br#t:ſþ Iſlands, 
and peopled all theſe Tracts. Yet ſuch was the Increaſe, 
or Reſtleſſneſs of this People, that at times they broke 
over all thoſe Bounds which Nature had ſet about 
them, and invaded the neighbour Nations. Thus 
they conquer'd that part of I:aly,from them call'd Gal- 
lia A 3 being invited over the A/pes by the ſweet 
Wines from thence, about the times of Tarquinius 
Priſcus, in the year of Rome 162. 588 years before 
Chriſt ; Be/loveſus, Son of Ambigatus, King of the 
Celte, being their Leader, General, or Prince. Gal- 
lia Ciſalpina was the Northern Part of 1caly, exten- 
ding from Aria, now L' Arſa, a River of Iſtr#a,to the 
Alpes ; which bounded the Provincia Romana, in the 
Gallia Tranſalpina ; and its borders on the North and 
Weſt were the A/pes, on the South the River Rubzcon, 
or as others ſay, ſis, or as Pliny aſſures us Ancona, 
and on the Eaſt they had the Adriatzch Sea. Thele 
People were divided into four Potent Nations, v3. 
I. The Inſubres, which dwelt from the Alpes to the 
River Arnus, now Arno, which pafſſeth through F/o- 
rence. 2. The Cenomans, which lay next the Inſubres 
to the Eaſt, and poſſeſſed the greateſt part of Trevigs- 
ana. 3. The Boxi, which took up thereſt of Trevs- 
2iana, and the Dukedom of terrara, and ſo much 
of Romandiola as lies on the North-Weſt fide of the 
Rubicon. 4. The Senones, who paſſing the Rubicon, 
inhabited all the reſt of Romandzola, and the Duke- 
dom of Vrbino,to Ancona,according to Pliny. Of all 
theſe 1:alian Galls, the laſt were the moſt conſiderable: 
Theſe were the Men who under Brennus, took and 
facked the City of Rome, in the year of Kome, 364. 
But in the year 470. of Reme, they were finally con- 
quered and extirpated by the Romans. The Bois 
were conquered by Flaminius, about the year of 
Rome 529. and being impatient of Servitude, paſſed 
over the Alpes into Germany, and poſſeſſed them- 
ſelves of Bavaria. Upon which the In{ubres, and 
Cenomani yielded in 431. and became ſubject to the 
Romans. The Provincia Romana, was conquered in 
part by Fulvzus Flaccus, in 627. The Remainder 
in 631. by Cn. Domitius Ahenobarbus ; and the three 
other Provinces by Fulius Ceſar, between 694. and 
697. fifty three years before the Birth of our Saviour. 
A part of theſe Ga/ls under Brennus, about 474. 
made their way through Greece, and ſettled in Gallo- 
Grecia, or Galacia, 1n the Leſſer 4fia; though it is 
much more probable this Expedition was immediate- 
ly after the taking of Rome. But now to give an exact 
Account of all the ſeveral People contained under this 
Name, their Laws, Rites, Cuſtoms, Governments, 
and Bounds, would too much exceed the Limits ſet 
me in this Work. 

Gallitpolt, Callipols, a City of Thrace, upon the 
Boſphorus, called by the Turks Gelbols ; which is a 
Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Heraclea ; and 
the Seat of the Turkiſh Admiral, or Captain Baſſa of 
his Gallies. It is great, populous, well traded ; and 
has an Haven, a Caſtle, and a good Magazine well 
furniſhed. This Town ſtands on the Welt fide of the 
Helleſpont, not over againſt Lampaſco, but a little 
more North ; neither walled, nor well built within, 


_the Houſes being all of Earth and Timber, and low ; 


the Streets narrow, ſometimes covered with Boards to 
keep off the Heat of the Sun; yet ſaid to be fix Miles 
in Compaſs, and to have four or five thouſand Chrj- 
{tian Inhabitants amongft others. There 1s little to 
be ſeen in it of its ancient Splendor and Elegance : It 
{tands upon a Peninſula, baving upon the North and 

South, 
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South, two Bays for Gallies and Boats, of which the 
Southern ſeems beſt for Ships. This City ts one hun- 
dred and ten Miles South ot Conſtantinople, and five 
from the Shoars of Aſia. Long. 54. 30. Lat. 42. 16. 
S Gallipoli, Gallipolts, Anxa, a City of the King- 
dom of Naples, in the Terra di Otranto; built on 
a Rock, upon the Weſtern Shoar, in the Bay of Ta- 
ranto; thirty fix Miles from that City, and in an 
Iſland which is only joined to the Continent -by a 
Bridge, ſupported -by huge maſly Stones. Small, but 
well fortified, .and populous, with a good Haven, a 
ſtrong Caſtle, and good Walls: it is a Biſhops See, 
but his Dioceſe is bounded by the Walls .of the City, 
and he is under the Archbiſhop of Taranto. Long. 
42. 12. Lat. 39. 58. 

wp, Novante, Gallovidia. Galdia, is a 
large County in the South of Scoz/and, over againſt 
Munſter .in Ireland, from which it is ſeparated by a 
Channel of only fifteen Scorch Miles in breadth. 
Bounded on the Welt with the Sea ; on the South 
with Solway Fyrth, which ſeparates it from Cumber- 
land; on the Eaſt with Nztheſdale, and on the North 
with Carrick and K3le : it takes its name from the 
Welſh, who tor a long time maintained this County 
againſt the Scors and Pits, calling themſelves Gaels ; 
and in the Writers of the middle Ages, it is accor- 
dingly called Gael-Wallia : the Country is every where 
ſwelled into Hills ; better for Paſture than Corn, 
but well ſupplied with Fiſh, both from the Sea and 
Freſh-water-Lakes, of which there are many at the 
foot of the Hills. The principal River is the Dee, 
called Dea, by Prolomy. The principal Town 1s W1- 
thern, (Candida Caſa) which is a Biſhops See, and 
one of the firlt erected in this Kingdom by Nina a 
Britain, the Apoſtle of the Nation of the Pi&s. Up- 
on the Coaſt of this County, there is a narrow I/th- 
mus, call'd the Mule of Galleway : it is the ſame with 
the Novantum Cherſeneſus of the Antients, and lies in 
55 d. 1o m. of North Lat. The moſt Southern 
point of all Scotland. : 
The Galloper Sand, i a Shallow, ten Leagues 
from the Mouth of the Thames to the Eaſt ; upon 
which the brave Ship, the Prance, was unfortunately 
run a-ground, and loſt, Fune 4. 1666. Sir George 
Ayſeue the Commander, being taken by the Dutch, 
| ( who were then engaged with the Eng/eh Fleet, ) 
and carried Prifaner into Holland. 

Gallway, Duaca, Galica, is a County in the Weſt 
of Ireland, in the Province of Conaught : bounded 
on the North by the County of Mayo; on the Eatt 
by the River Shannon, which parts it from Roſcom- 
wor, and Kings County ; on the South with Clare, 
and on the Wett with the Ocean; a Country fruitful 
both as to Corn and Paſture, Here is the Lake of 
Corbes, twenty Miles long, ard three or four broad. 
$ The principal City is Gallwap, Galleva, called by 
the Iriſþ Gallive ; the Capital City of the County 
of Gallway, and the third in the whole Kingdom of 
treland; ſituate near the fall of the Lake of Corbes : 
a neat, ſtrong Place, built almoſt round, and walled 
with Stones ; it has a Biſhop's See, and a delicate and 
ſafe Harbor, called the Bay of Gallway, capable of a 
vaſt Fleet, and ſecured on the Welt, by five Iſlands. 
The fertility of the County in which it ttands afford- 
ing plenty of Goods for Exportation , the Inhabi- 
tants of this City, in Mr. Cambder's time, had made 
great Improvements by their Navigation, and much 
enriched themſelves. This City being ſo remote from 
England, and very ſtrong, at firit 1n the Rebellion 
againlt King Charles 1. ttood a kind of Neuter, and 
would neither admit the Irs/Þ, northe Engliſh : but 
when they ſaw the 1riſÞ were Maſters of the greateſt 
part of the Kingdom, it joined with them in their 
Rebellion : The Pope's Legate made this a kind af 


Seat of his Government, till about the year 48. he 
was beſieged here by the 1riſh,, who began then to 
favour the Royal Intereſt, which he oppoſed to the 
utmoſt ; and at laſt, deſpairing of all Relief, he ſub- 


mitted and left the Iſland... Not. long after, this 
was one of the firſt Places that paid its Obedience - 
and Reſpect to the Earl of Ormond the King's Depu-. 


ty. But it was too late : for in 1651. Ireton having 


taken Ltmerich after a long Siege, this Town being- 


immediately attacked by thoſe victorious Forces un- 


der the.Command of Sir Charles Coot, an Oliverian 


Captain, and their Harbour filled with Parliament 
Ships of War, and no hopes of Relief, they yielded 
themſelves to the mercy of the Rebels ; who re- 
venged the Injuries of a Prince, which they them- 


ſelves had murdered, upon this wealthy, but then- 


wretched City. Thus ( ſaith my Author Dr. 2—_ 
Gallway, che greateſt place of Trade #n ail Ireland, 
che beit fortified, abounding in noble Buildings, 


Riches, and plenty of Inhabitants, which had had. 
Such benefit by their Maritim\Commerce, was forced 


to ſubmit to the Toke of an Enemy ; after ſhe had 
refuſed her Aſſiſtance to her Lawful Prince, in de. 
nymng a Supply to the Lieutenant. And as if War 
alone had not been a ſufficient Chaſtiſement ; the 
Plague followed the Sword, and cut off in the ſpace 
of erghteen Months, twelve thouſand of the Inhabi- 
zants. The Iriſh had the Pofſeflion of this Place, 
and held it out tor King Fames II. till the laſt Sum- 
mer, 1691. | 
Gaiofaro, the ſame with Charibdss. | 
Gambap, Gamb:a, a vait River of Africa, in N#- 
gritia, or rather the moſt Northern Branch of the 
River Niger ; which falls into the A:lantich Ocean, 
on the North of Cape Yerde ; and in its paſlage gives 
name to the Kingdom of Gambay, on its Southern 
Bank, not far from its firſt Diviſion from the River 
Niger, to the Eaſt of the Kingdom of Falo/F. 
Gamelara, E:huſa, an Iſland of Africa. 
Gammacozura, a flaming Mountain in the Iſland 
of Ternate, amongtt the Moluccaes. In the year 
1673. it ſuffered a violent Rupture, out of which it 
vomited vaſt quantities of Smoak and Aſhes. 


Ganabara, Fanuarius, a vaſt River in Braſil, ſo 


called by the Natives: it falls into the At/antich Oce- 


an near St. Sebaſtian, where it makes a goodHarbor. 


Gand, or Gant, Gandavum, Clarinea, called by 
the Inhabitants, Ghent 3 by the French, Gand; by 
the Germans, Gent; by the Spanzards, Gante ; 1s 
the Capital of the Earldom of Franders, tpon the 
River Schelde, which there takes in the Ly/e and 
Lieue : made a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of 
Mechlm, by Pope Paul IV. in 1559. in the Reign 
of Philip 2. King of Spain. This is a vaſt, ſtrong 
City ; and was once as rich and populous, as unquiet 
and feditious, as any in the Low Countries. Eraſmus 
ſaith of it in his time, that he did net think there 
was any one City in Chriſtendom, that could be 
compared to this for Greatneſs, Power, Government, 
and the ingenuity of the Inhabitants. But the Wars 
and other Calamities which have ever fince lain heavy 
upon this Country, have exhauſted both its Wealth 
and Inhabitants; and brought this City particularly 
into a very languiſhing condition. The Strength and 
Situation of it, have hitherto ſupported it. It has a 
Caſtle built by Charles V. in 1539, who was bora 
here in 1500, and converted an old Abbey, which it 
had, into a Cathedral Church. And when he built the 
ſaid Caftle, ſpared not to put to death abont thirty 
of the principal Burghers, profcribe others, confiſcate 
all the publick Buildings, take away their Artillery, 
Arms and Privileges, and condemn them ina Fine of 
twelve hundred thouſand Crowns, for offering to put 


themſelves under the Protection of Franczs I, _ 
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of France, by a Revolt that year ; of which Franczs 
generouſly rejecting their Plot, had as generouſly ad- 
vertiſed him. In the Reign of Phzlzp II. being inju- 
riouſly treated by the Spaniards, this City was one 
of the firſt that expelled the Roman Rites in 1578, 
and admitted the Prince of Orange in 1579+ and ha- 
ving caſt out the Garriſon of Spaniſh Soldiers, level- 
led the Citadel, and fortified the City, though then 
three German Miles in compaſs. It maintained its 
Liberty, till in 1585. ſeeing the Prince of Orange 
murthered, and no hopes of ſuccor from the Duzch, 
it ſubmitted to the Prince of Parma, who rebuilt 
the Citadel ; but the Inhabitants being waſted, the 
French took it in 1678, in fix days, and after reſto- 
red it-to the Spaniards, who are now in poſſeſſion 
of it. This City ſtands at the equal diſtance of four 
Leagues from Antwerp, Bruſſels, and Mechlin. The 
learned Hoſtins, Sanderus, and Fodocus Badius, were 
Natives of it. Its ancient Inhabitants are mentton- 
ed by Ce/ar under the name of Gorduni. There are 
a great many Religious Houſes adorning it, and ſe- 
ven Pariſhes, beſides the Cathedral, There is alſo a 
ſtrong Caſtle called the Sas van Ghent or Caſtle of 
Gant, four Miles from hence to the North, built by 
the Spaniards ; and taken by the Hollanders in 1644. 
is ſtill in their Potlefſton. 

Gandia, a ſmall Town in the Kingdom of YValen- 
£14, upon the Coaſt of the Medsterranean Sea, upon 
the Bay of Valentia, eight Leagues from Xativa, 
(Setabis) to the Eaſt. It is honoured with the Title 
of a Dukedom, which belongs to the ancient Fami- 
Iy of Borgsza ; and has alſo a College, which bears 
the name of an Univerſity, of the Foundation of 
Francis Borgia, a General of the Jeſuits, who was 
_ Canonized, and born here, and was Duke 
OT 1t. 

 Gangara, A Kingdom in Negritia in Africa, fi- 
tuated between the Lake and Kingdom of Borno, the 
Kingdom of Caſſena, and the River Niger. Rich in 
Gold, and commanded by a King who is abſolute. 
The Capital City bears its own name. 

Gangarides, an ancient People, whoſe Name Cur 
tus mentions, towards the Mouth of the Ganges. It 
1s conjectured, they might have their Dwelling in the 
Country we now call the Kingdom of Bengate. 

Ganges, the greateſt River in the Eaſt=India, 
which divides that Continent into two parts: called 
Ganga by the Inhabitants, and the Gange by the Eu- 
ropeans : it ariſeth from Mount Imaus, (Dalanguer) 
in the Confines of the Great Tartary, in the Province 
of Kakeres: and running Southward through the 
Empire of the Great Mogul, it watereth S:irinar, Ho- 
lobaſſa, and Gouro; and is augmented by the Streams 
of Perſelus, Serſily, and Txzorza, and many other 
Rivers in the Mogu/s Kingdom. In the Kingdom of 
Bengala it is divided into many - Branches ; and dil- 
chargeth it ſelf by five Outlets into the Bay of Ben- 
gala, giving its name to a Kingdom in its Paſlage. 
It is full of Iſlands, covered with lovely Indian Trees, 
which afford Travellers great delight : The Water is 
eſteemed Sacred by the Inhabitants : the Great Mogul 
will drink no other, becauſe it is lighter than that of 
any other River: the Europeans boil it before they 
drink it, to avoid thoſe Fluxes which otherwiſe it en- 
Clines them to. This River receiveth from the North- 
Eaſt, and Welt, an innumerable number of Brooks ; 
and diſchargeth it ſelf into the Gulph of Bengala, at 
the height of 23 deg. or thereabouts. Said by Pliny, 
to be two-Miles where it is narroweſt, and five where 
it is broadeit, having Spangles of Gold and precious 
Stones, mixed with its Sands ; yet not therefore the 
Phiſon of Geneſis, as ſome miltake ; becauſe it ſprings 
at the diſtance of twelve hundred Leagues from the 
Euphrates, 


Gangra, an Archiepiſcopal City in Paphlagonrt, 
in the Lefſer A/iz, in the inland Parts; now called 
Cangria, Caſtomons , and by the Turks Kzjengara. 
In this City was a famous Synod of fixteen Bi- 
ſhops celebrated in 324, againſt Euſtarhius the 
Monk, for his condemning the Marriage-Stare. 
Dioſcorus the Eutychian was baniſhed to this City, by 
Martian the Emperor in 451. after he had been con- 
demned by the Council of Chalcedon; and likewiſe 
Timotheus Alurus, a Monk of that Faction, in 457. 
by the Emperor Leo ; this Monk having been choſen 
Patriarch of Alexandria. Stephanus faith, there is 
another City of the ſame name in Arabia Fel: x. 

Ganhap, a Town of War ( by the Chineſe there- 
fore called a Fort ) in the Province ot Fochien in 
China, to the South-Eaſt. It 1s magnificently built, 
a Town of great Trade, full of People : and particu- 
larly remarked for a ſtately Stone Bridge, 250 paces 
long, 

Gant, the Mine or Quarry of Diamonds, near 
Coulour in Malabar, See Coulour. 

Ganking, a great and populous City in the Pro- 
vince of Nanking in China, with a Territory belong- 
ing to, and denominated from, it ; having Juriſdicti- 
on over five other old Cities. It 1s the Seat and Go- 
verament of a Viceroy, diſtinct from the Viceroy ef 
the Province ; being the more frequented, by rea- 
ſon the three Provinces of Nankzng, Huquang and 
Kzang/i, abutt upon it. A ſtrong Garriſon is kept in 
its Fort, Haymuen ; commanding the Lake of Poy- 
ang and the River Kyzangp. 

Ganna, the Caſpian Sea. 

Gannat, Gannatum, Gannapum, a Town in the 
Dukedom of Bourbon in France, towards the borders 
of Auvergne, upon a ſmall River falling ſoon after 
into the Aller. 

Gaoga, Kauga, or Guoga, a City and Kingdom 
in Nigritia in Africa, between the Tract of Nubia 
and the Kingdom of Borno. This Kingdom about 
two hundred years ago was erected by the proſperous 
Villany of a Negroe Slave ; before which, 1t was little 
better than a Defart, Now inhabited by Chriſtians, - 
Mahometans and Pagans. Betwixt 4o and 59 deg. 
of Long. Lat. 20. x2. - 

Gaoxa, an Iſland upon the Coaſt of the Province 
of Quantung in China. 

Gap, Vapingum, Appencenſium, or Vapincenſium 
Urbs, a City of the Dauphinate in France, which is 
a Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of Azx; it 
ſtands in the Confines of this Principality towards S4- 
voy, two Miles from the 1/ere, twenty two from Asx, 
and fix from Embrun to the Welt. It is reaſonably 
great, and defended by a Caſtle ; yet often taken and 
retaken by the Rom. Catholicks and the Huguenotts 
in the Wars of the laſt Century. Farellus ſowed his 
Opinions here. The Biſhops enjoy the Title of Earls. 
It is the Capital of the Territory of Gapenſo:s : and 
did heretofore belong to the Counts of Forcalquter. 

Garamal, Garamantes, a People of Libya In- 
zterior ( or Gxtulia ) in Africa, about the Eaſtern 
part of the Defart of Zaara and the Weltern of Nu- 
bia ; of the Generation of the antient Garaman«= 
tes, who dwelt in the ſame place. Their chief Set- 
tlement 1s called after themſelves, Garama. 

Garanne, Varenna, an Iſland in the Bay of Aqus- 


taine. 

Garbe, T-burus , a ſmall River on the South of 
Sxcily. 

Gard, See Pont du Gard. 

Garda. See Gardſce. 

Garde, a City of Greenland, deſerted and ruined 
two hundred years ago. It had been a Biſhop's See 
under the Archbiſhop of Drontheim in Norway, and 


ſtood to the Ocean.

GarDeleben, a ſmall Town in the old Marquiſate 
of Brandenburg, upon the River Meld, ſeven Miles 
from Magdeburg to the North. 

Gardicht, a Town in the Morea, towards the 
Gulph of Lepanto ; ſuppoſed to be the antient C/::er. 

Gardon, Nardo, Vardo, a River of Languedoc, 
ſpringing from the Mountains of Sevennes and divi- 
ding into two Streams. The one paſling by Alets,with 
. the name for diftin&tion, of the Gardon d* Alets, 
joyns the other call'd the Gardon d' Anduze at 4n- 
duze ; and afrerwards augmented with the Tributes 
of ſome ſmall Rivulets, they both fall into the Rhine 
towards Beaucazrre. 

Gardſee, Benacus, a Lake in Lombardy, called by 
the Inhabitants, 1/ Lago di Garda ; by the Germans, 
Gradzee ; by the French, Grade : It lies in the Stats 
of Venice, between the Territory of Verona to the 
Eaſt, and Brixia to the Welt; watering on the 
North the Earldom of T:ro/-; and from thence is ex- 
tended to the Caſtle of Peſcara on the South, the 
length of thirty Miles : its greateſt breadth 1s ten Miles, 
as I have often ſeen (faith Baudrand,) though Sztrabo 
ſeems to think otherwiſe. It takes its name from 
Garda, in the Territory of Verona ; out of it flows 
the River Menzo, Mzncius, which by Mantous, falls 
into the Po. And it abounds with Eels and Carps. 
See Benacus. 

Gareligare. Sec Tripols. 

Garet, Gareta, a Province in the Kingdom of 
Fez, on the Mediterranean Sea, in the Confines of 
the Kingdom of Argzer, from which it is ſeparated by 
the River Mzulvia, as from the Province of Errif by 
the River Nocor. The Medzterranean bounds it to 
the North, and the Mountains of the Deſarts to the 
South. The African Writers have divided it into three 
parts. The firſt, containing the Towns, Cities, and 
Territories : the ſecond, the- habitable Mountains : 
the third, the Defarts. Me/l;l/a ( under the Spani- 
ards ) Jaffarina, Tezota, &c. are the molt confide- 
rable places in it. 

Gargan, a Mountain in the Province of Apulza, 
in the Kingdom of Naples, nigh to Monte-di-ſan- 
Angelo ; mentioned by .Pliny, Strabo, &c. and the 
Roman Martyrology upon May 8. 

Garigliano, L:rs, a River of [:a/y, which here- 
tofore divided Latium from Campania. It arifeth in 
the further Abruzzo, by the Lake of Celano, (Fucr- 
us ) above Antina; and paſſing Southward, water- 
eth Sora, Aquino, and Seſſa ; then falls into the 
Tyrrenian Sea at Trajero, eleven Miles South of 
Gaieta. The Banks of this River were often cover- 
ed with the French and Spaniſh Forces, in the Wars 
of the Kingdom of Naples, in 1503. : 

Garippo, Gallus, a River of Afia the Leſs, which 
ſpringeth from the Cxl-w#an Hills in Phryg:za Magna ; 
and waſhing Peſſinunta, falls into Sangiarus, ( now 
Sacario), and Acada ; which falls into the Black or 
Euxime Sea at Cagars. 

Garneſep, Garnia, Sarnza, an Iſland belonging to 
the Crown of England, on the Coaſt of Normanay. 
This and Ferſey, 18 all that is left us now of the Duke- 
dom of Normandy : it is about thirteen Miles long, 
and near as broad, where greateſt. 

Garonne, Garumna, called Garona by the Spa- 
niards ; and Garonna, by the Italians; is one of the 
oreat Rivers of France, mentioned by Fulius Czſar. 
Alſo one of the greateſt Rivers which ſpringeth from 
the Pyrenean Hills: it ariſeth in Arena a Spaniſh 
Village, in the Borders of the Kingdom of Arragon, 
not far from Salardun ; and running Weſtward by 
Bertrant, it turns there North-Eaſt by Rieux to To- 
louſe ; above which befides Touche from the Weſt, 
and ſeveral others, it takes in the Ariege from For x, 
and Pamzer on the Eaſt ; then running North at 
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Moifſac it is improved with a number of Rives! 
brought in from the Eaft by the Tara ; hete agaiz! 
turning Weſt, it paſſeth by Agen ; over againft which 
it receives the G:zers on the South from Aux ; and a 
little further on the ſame fide Beiſe from Condom ; 
and on the North (Toninus) Treuyre from Cahors ; 
and a little further the Drect : fo leaving Bourdeanx 
on the South, and taking along the Dordonne from 
the North, it makes the vaſt Bay of Garronne ; and 
by the Tower De Cordovan on a ſmall Iſlaritl, paſſeth 
with two mouths into the Bririfh Sers. This River 
was heretofore the boundary of Aquitaine, but now 
it divides it into two parts. 

Garro, Gawrus, a Mountain near Naples, 

Garſtang, A Market Town in Lancaſhire, in t!:2 
Hundred of Amounderneſs, near the River Wire. 

Gurtempe, YVartimpa, a ſmall River of France. 
_ Gartz, A Town in the Dukedom of Pomerania 
in Germany, upon the Oder, three Leagues from Sre- 
tm. Formerly well fortitied ; but in 1638, after its 
being often taken and retaken in the German Wars, 
totally demioiithed. 
_ Garza, 4c/a, a River in the Teriitory of Breſcia, 
in the Dominion of the States of Fenzce, in Itaiy ; 
which wafheth the Walls of Breſcia on the Weſt, and 
then falls in'o the Oglio at Uſtzano ; which conveys it 
to the Po at Borgs forte, not much above Mantoua. 
_ Gaſcoigne, Yaſconia, Novempopulonia, a Province 
in Aquitaine 1 France. The Inhabitants write Gua;- 
corgne ; the Italians, Gaſcogna ; the Spaniſh, Gajco- 
ua ; the Engliſh, Gaſcony.- Tt lies extended between 
the Britzſh Sea to the Welt, the Garonne to the 
North and Eaſt, and Spam to the South; and was 
the ancient Aquztania, and afterwards Novempopulc- 
na; that is, the third part properly of the antient 
Aquitanta, in the divifion of the Emperour A#gue 
ſius, corrected by Adrian. See Aquitaine. It had 
this Name from the Gaſeorgnes or Vaſcomes, a Spa- 
iſh People which ſetled here, and were Conquered 
by Theodebert and Theodorick,, Kings of France ; at 
laſt totally ſubdued by Dagobert, another King of 
that Nation, ( but aſcribed by the Chronologers to 
Aribert a Contemporary King ) in 634. This Name 
1s ſometimes taken for all Gaſcony, or the Generalite 
de Gutenne, or de Bourdeaux : divided at preſent in = 
to eleven Parts, Bourdelois, Bazadois, Condomois , 
Armagnac, Bearn, Gaſcogne, Baſques, Bigorre, Com- 
minges, Baionne, and Albret. This Country for a 
long time belonged to the Crown -of England, as 
Dukes of Aquitazne. It came in 1152, to Henry TI. 
King of England, in the Right of Eleanor his Wife. 
Though King Fohn was adjudged to have forfeited 
this and all his other Dominions in France, by the 
pretended Murther of Arthur ; (whereupon the French 
entered, and in 1203. and 1204. Conquered Main, 
Angiers, and Normandy, King Fohn's Subjects not 
well agreeing with him ; ) yet in 1206. he made one 
Expedition to Roche!, and took Mount Alban, wheres 
by he preſerved Gaſcony. And though his Son loſt 
Rochel to the French in 1224. yet in 1225+ by his 
Brother Richard Earl of Cornwal, he reduced the Re- 
bellious Gaſcorgnes to Obedience; and in 1242. at- 
tempted to recover PozHon, but with no good ſuc- 
.ceſs. In 1259. for a Sum of Money given him by 
Lewis IX. he reſigned Normandy, Main, and Anjou ; 
reſerving to himſelf Gaſeony, Limoſin, and Aquitain; 
in conſideration whereof, he was to have fitty thou- 
fand Crowns, and from henceforward they were ſti- 
led Dukes of Guzenne : in the Poſſeſſion of this the 
Kings of England continued, tilt the twenty ninth 
Year of the Reign of Henry VI. which was the Year 
of our Lord 1452. when the Weakneſs of that Prince, 
and the good Fortune of Charles VII. deprived the 
Engliſh of all their Poſſefions in France: ever _ 
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which time Gaſcony has been in the hands of the 
French. It is obſerved, as the French change the 
Letters Y and W into G, in the words Galles for Wales 
and Gaſcorpne for Vaſconta ; ſo particularly the Gaf- 
corgners interchange the Letters / and B with one 
another, in giving the ſame pronunciation to both. 
Therefore ſays Foſeph Scaiiger of them, Felices po- 
ful, quibus bibere eft vivere. : 

Galſtinois , Voſtinum, a Territory in the Iſle of 
France, towards la Beauce ; between the Rivers of 
Eſt ampes, and Vern:ſon to the Welt; the River 
Yonne, (which ſeparites it from Senonozs on the Ealt,) 
and the Territory of Pruy/aze, and Auxerrozs to the 
South. The principal Town is Montargzs, thirteen 
Miles South of Parzs. , 

Gath, a City of Paleſtine, upon the Frontiers of 
the Tribe of 7uda, towards the Syrian Sea, ſeated on 
a hill. It was one of the five Satrapies of the Phzlz- 
ſtines, and the birth place of Golzah. _ | 

Gattinara, a Town in the Principality of Pied- 
nt, advanced to the dignity of an E.r1dom by the 
Emperor Charles V. . 

Gatton, an ancient Borough Town 1n the County 
of Surrey and the Hundred of Reygate, Which elects 
two Members of Parliament. Roman Coyns have been 
often digged up here. 

Le Gave dc Dicron, Gabarns Oloronenfis, a Ris 
ver of Bearn, which ariſeth from the Pyrenean Hills, 
from two Springs, le Gave de Aſpe to the Welt, and 
le Gave de Ofſean to the FEalt ; which unite at the 
City of Olerox; 1n Bearn ; and running Weſtward be- 
neath Sauveterre, it takes in from the South /e Gave 
del Saiſon , which comes from Mauleon ; beneath 
which it falls into le Gave de Pau, a River of Agqu- 
rain, which ariſing in Bigorre, more Eaſt than the 
former, but out of the Pzrenean Hills alſo, at a Place 
called Bazns de Baretge, and running North-Wett by 
Pau in Bearn, as far as Ourtes, turns Weſtward ; 
and taking in Gave de Oleron , falls into the Adour, 
leſs than five Miles beneath Dax, and four above 
Baionne to the Ealt. 

Gavot, a ſmall Territory in Vallazs, or Walliffer- 
landt, one of the Suzſſe Cantons. 

Comte de Gaure, a County of France in Aqui- 
tame, in Armargnac; between Lomagne, Gimont, 
and Condom: the principal Town in it 1s Verdun, 
four Miles from Tolouſe to the North, and about eight 
from 4ux to the Ealt. 

Gaures, Ghiacurs or Ghiavers, a numerous People 
diſperſed about the Indies and the Kingdom of Per1a, 
in the Provinces particularly of Kherman(where lands 
their principal Temple ) and Hyerach, of a diflerent 
Inſtitution in Religion from all the World beſides ; 
following the Scriptures of one Ebrahim Fer Ateucht 
a Prophet pretended) before the time of A/exarder 
the Great : and as tho they retained ſomething of the 
old Reiigion of the Perſians, they have ſuch a Vene- 
ration for Fire, (eſpecially what the Prie(t conſecrates) 
that they take the moit ſolemn Oaths before it. The 
Perſian Proverb uvon theſe People, is; A Ghzaber 
may worſhip the Fire a hundred years, yet if he 
fails into it but once, it will certainly burn him. 

Gazara, Gaza, a City of Paleſtine in Aſia, which 
belonged ancienily to the Tribe of Fudah, as appears 
by the Sacred Scriptures : it was the fifth Sarrapy of 
the Philiſtines, ſeated near the Shoars of the Med:- 
terranean Sea, on the Confines of Tdumea, towards 
Egypt ; Conquered by Fudah, Fay. I. 18. but not 
long enjoyed. M.de famous by Samſon. Pharaoh, 
King of Egypt, gave it a ſecond Name, Gen. xlvil. 1. 
Alexander the Great totally ruined it. In the times 
of the Machabees a new Gaza aroſe, which in thoſe 
of Chriitianity was made a Biſhop's See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Ceſarea. The Grec:ans finding Gaza 
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ſignified a Treaſury in the Perſian Tongue , thought 
the Perſians, under Cambyſes, hail given it this name. 
Alexander, the fon of Ar:iſtobulw, took the New 
Gaza, and demoliſhed it ; but no Al-xander could 
ſo ruine this City, but it would recover again. Au- 
guſtus annexed this Gazara and Hippon to Syria; an] 
in the time of Conſtantine the Great, it was cilled 
Conſtantia, from a Siſter of that Prince. The $7: 4- 
cens poſlefled themſelves of 1t in the year of our 
Lord 633. three years before they took Feruſalem, by 
whom it is now called Gaza, Gazara, and Aza. 
Here our Authors divide as to its preſent State. Bau- 
drand faith it is little, yet divided into two parts, the 
Upper and Lower; and that it has a Prince of its own 
(though he is ſubject to the Turks) called the Emzr, 
or Pacha de Gaza, who is Maſter of it, and the 
Neighbouring Country : but Fo. Bunon faith, it is 
great, and twice as big as Feruſalem. This City had 
a Port called Majuma. Our Sandys in his Travels, 
lib. 3. p. 116. faith, it 1s ſeated upon a Hill, environ- 
ed with Valleys, and thoſe again well nigh incloſed 
with Hills, moſt of them planted with all forts of 
delicate Fruits; the Buildings mean, both for Form 
and Matter ; the beſt of rough Stone, arched within, 
and flat on the top, £c. but none comely or conve- 
nient : yet are there footſteps of a better condition ; 
divers imple Roofs being ſupported by goodly Pillars 
of Parian Marble, ſome plain, ſome curiouſly carved, 
and others broken in pieces, to ſerve for Threſholds, 
&c. of almoſt every beggarly Cottage. He tells us 
alſo, Ba/dw:m IIl. King of Feruſalem, having in 11 45. 
expelled the Saracens, he, in 1148. built here a Ca- 
{tle. That there lives here a Sangzack. That the Port 
is decayed and unſafe, and of no great benefit to the 
Inhabitants. There is here one ancient Church, fre- 
quented by the Coptic Chriſtians ; whether it be great 
or ſmall, he faith nothing ; but very rich it plainly is 
not. This City was taken from the Kings of Zeruſa- 
lem, by Salladine, in 1171. This and all Paleſtine 
was recovered back to the Chriſtians, by Frederick, 
Emperor of Germany, in 1228. Retaken by the Turks 
in 1234. Jt ſtands about two Miles from the Sea, 
and was anciently very Wuſtrious, as appears by its 
Ruines, and Marble Tombs, of winch there are ma- 
ny. The Caſtle u near the Town, and has four Tows- 
ers, at each corner one : it # kept in good order, and 
has but a ſmall Circuit, and two Iron Gates ; hard 
by it # the Seraglio, for the Balla's Wives, and not 
far off are the Ruins of a Roman Caſtle. The Town 
# very little, but has a Belſeſtein, ( a Market-Place ) 
in good Order, and a pretty large Greek Church. 
Without the Town are ſeveral goodly Moſques, faced 
with Marble, which I believe (ſaith Mr. Thevenot ) 
belonged to the Old City. Long. 65. 26. Lat. 31.45. 

Gazaria, the Peninſula to the Crzm Tartars. 

Gebel Caph, $ee the Mountains of the Moon. 

Gebel Tarif, Calpe, a Mountain in Andaluſia, 
at the entrance of the Streight of G:braltar, which 
the Ancients called one of Hercules's Pillars. 

Gebel 'Toz, Melan: ; Mountains in Arabia Pe. 
trea, ſuppoſed to be the Sinay and Horeb mentioned 
in the Books of Moſes : they are ſaid to extend from 
Petra Elana, a City of Arabia, to the Red Sea; at 
the diſtance of an hundred and eighty Miles from Ze- 
ruſalem to the South : called by tie Arabians now, 
Gibel Mouſa; by the Europeans, ( who ſee them, 
when they Sail upon the Red Sea ) Sinay. See £1. 
tor, a City from whence they have the name of Gebel 


Tor. 
Gebelel Badich, Herculis Promontoraum, Phocra, 
a Mountain and Promontory, in the Kingdom of Mo- 
rocco, now called Cape Cantin, in Lat. 32. 15. 
Gedzoſia, See Formipe. 
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Geetruydenberg, Ger:rudenberga, and S. Ger- 
truchis Mons, a City in Holland ; ſmall, but well 
fortified ; called by the Inhabitants, Guptrenberg, 
or Geetrupdenberg : it ſtands in South Holland, two 
Leagues from Breda to the North, and three from 
Dore to the South-Eaſt, upon the River Dunge. This 
City takes its name from St. Gertrude, who was a 
Daughter of Pepin, King of France ; and for her 
great Sandtity in much honor in theſe Countries. It 
1s (faith Guzccrardin } a conſiderable Place ; ſeated 
en the South Bank of the Mereuwe, at the equal di- 
ſtance of three Leagues from Dore, Heuſ/den, and 
Breda : the Poſſeſſion of it is now in the Prince of 
Orange ; but the Brabantines and Ho!landers do both 
equally pretend to the Right of it. The Hollanders 
ſurprized it in 1573; and divers times ſince it has 
been taken and retaken. 

Gehan=-Ibad, or Fehan-Abad. See Delly. 

Geichon, O:xus, call'd by the Arabs, Ghaion, Gi- 
hon, Tihun ; and now commonly Gieihun, or Giet= 

houn ; is a River of Perſia : it ariſeth from the Moun- 
tains of Badachzan; and running Northward through 
the borders of Balch, it watereth the Cities of Tere 
»id, Xemum, and Chovarzim:. Alſo ſometimes cal. 
led Balch : thus Gollius deſcribes in part the Courſe 
of this River. Our later Maps make it to ariſe from. 
the Mountains of Caibocoran, in the Eaſtern borders 
of the Kingdom of Perſia; to water Candahar, and 
Belgis on the Eaſtern Bank; Meder, Tha/ar, and 
Badsſchian on the Weſtern ; at which laſt it takes 
in from the Eaſt the great River Oboengzr, which 
comes from Balch by Vervalin and Talecan; then, 
turning Weliward, it takes in a River from the South 
out of the Deſarts of Bigul ; beneath which it water- 
eth the City of Bzgul, and fo paſſeth to Bichend; 
above which it takes in a River from the Eaſt out of 
Ragathay ; and benzath it on the ſame fide another, 
from the Lake of Vsbeck,, which patleth by Bochara; 
and another on the South fide from Mareuwe; and 
at Deriſtan, a great River trom the South, called 
Margab ; beneath which it falls into the South-Eaſt- 
ern Angle of the Caſpian Sea, at Xahaſpan, by four 
Mouths faith Gollsus, but our Maps take notice of 
but one. 

Geila, 1 River of Tranſylvania; called by Jornan- 
des, Gilfal. 

Getviſe, 4ſtacus, a Maritim City of Bithymzia, in 
the Lefſer Afa, now ruined ; it lies fifteen German 
Miles South-Weſt of Nicomedia, on the Heleſpont. 

Gelas, See Galaria. 1 

Gelderland, - S:cambri, Geldria, one of the Se- 
venteen Provinces in the Low-Countries, which has 
the Title of a Dukedom ; the Seat as all agree, of the 
Old Sicambri. This Province has on the North Frie- 
Nland, and the Zuyder Sea ; on the Eaſt Cleves ; on 
the South the Dukedom of Julzers ; and on the Weſt 
Brabant and Holland : It is a flat level Country, 
without any Mountains ; much beautified with Woods 
and Foreſts ; abounding with all things, eſpecially 
Corn, and yet as good for Paſturage and Grazing ; 
ſo that they fetch lean Cattel from Denmark, and 
fat them here. Three great Rivers water it, the 
Maes, the Rhine, and the Wael. Nimeguen in the, 
Territory of Berawe, is the Capital of this Dukedom ; 
beſides which it has twenty one walled Cities and 
Towns, and three hundred Villages. This Country 
was firtt granted by Henry IIl. Emperor of Germany, 
to Otho of Naſſaw, with the Title of Earl, in 1079. 
Raznold II. the ninth Earl, was Created Duke, by. the 
Emperor Lewis, of Bavaria, in 1339. Arnold XV. 
In the Deſcent, ſold this Dukedom to Charles Duke 
of Burgundy, being offended with his lewd Son 
Adolph : Charles, another Son of this Arnold, left it 
at his death in 1538. to Charles V, as Heir of the 


Houſe of Burgundy. This Country in 1597. ( all 
but a very few Towns) revolted from Span, and 
Joined with the States of Holland; from which time, 
till this, they have maintained their Liberty ; only 
they were over-run by the French in 1672. But the 
next year recovered themſelves again. The City 
Gue/dres or Geldre (which ſome will have to be ori- 
ginally derived from the Gelduba of Tacitus) took 
Its name from an ancient Caſtle, ſeated upon the Ri- 
ver N:ers, four Miles North of Fenlo, and fix Eaſt 
of Nimeguen ; Where the ancient Counts, or Gover- 
nors of this Province, choſe their Relidence ; by which 
means it grew to a fine City ; and being in the hands 
of the Spaniards, was by them ſo well fortified, that 
an attempt made upon it by Henry Frederick, Prince 
of Oravge, in 11359. miſcarried. The Catile is. e- 
ſteem'd almoſt impregnable. In 1627. the Spaniards 
of Venloo and Ruremonde attempted to bring the 
Rhine into the Meuje at this City : But their E6en 
did not tike effect. $ There is alſo a Fort of this 
name, built by the Ho/landers, on the Coatt of Co- 
romandel, in the Kingdom of Narfinga, on the Bay 
of Bengala, in the Eaſt-Indves.

This Town 
has a Monaſtery in it; and ſaw a bloody Fight near 
it, between the Dutch and Spaniards, in 1578. Bat 
drand.

Genamani, an Iſland in the Red Sea, on the Coaſt 
of Ethiopia, called Gythitzes by the Ancients, in 
Lat.

Genep, or Gennep, Gennepium, a fortified, but 
ſmall Town in the Dutchy of Cleves in Germany, two 
or three Leagues from Cleves, upon the River Nzers, 
which there talls into the Meuſe. It belongs to the 
Elector of Brandenbourg, tho the Hollanders keep a 
Garriſon in it too; who retrieved it from the Spa- 
niards in 1641. 
© Geneva, C:ivitas Genevenſium, Fanuba, Genabum, 
Fenoba, is the moſt Eaſtern City belonging to the 
Allobroges, or Savoyards ; which together with its 
Bridge over the Rhoſne, is mentioned by Fulims Cx- 

ſar in his Commentaries : It is great, populous, well 
fortified and built, with a good Cathedral and Arſe- 


nal: the Capital of the Province of Genevozs, and 


ſeated at the Weſt end of the Lake of Lemane, on 
the South fide of the Rhoſre, in that place where this 
River comes out of the Lake; ſeventeen Miles from 
Lion to the Eaſt, and twenty ſix from Baſil to the 
South, upon the borders. of Switzerland: heretofore 
a very famous Mart, which 1s long fince removed to 
Lion; and a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of 
Vienna, and an Univerſity founded by the Emperor 
Charles IV. in 1368, The French call this City 

ED Y Geneve, 
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Geneve, the Germans Genff ; about nine hundred 
years fince, in an ignorant and an unlearned Age, it 
was called Gebenna; the Italians call it Geneyra. 
Mercator believes it built in the Year of the World 
2994. in the times of 4/a King of Fudah, by Leman 
the Father of the Germans : there is no need of pre- 
tences, which can never be proved. Ceſar's Teſtimony, 
and the Reman Inſcriptions that are found here, are 
ſufficient proofs of its Antiquity : by the latter, it ap- 
pears this was a Roman Colony. It was indeed the 
Lft Town Northward in the Provincia Romana, ac- 
cording to the ancient Diviſion of Galliza. We ſhould 
have had more Roman Antiquities than we have too, 
if this City had not in the courſe of ſo many Ages 
ſuffered very much from Enemies and Fire. In the 
Reign of Aurelius Antoninu, it was almoſt all burnt ; 
which Prince contributed ſo much to the rebuilding, 
and beſtowed ſuch Privileges on it, that it was called 
Aurelia for ſome time from him ; but upon his death 
reaſſumed its ancient name. In the irruption of the 
Barbarous Nations into the Roman Empire, it ſuffer- 
ed the ſame Calamities with other Cities ſomething 
ſooner, as being nearer the Frontiers ; but then it 
met with an early Reſtorer in Genebald King of Bur 
gundy. About three hundred and fifty years ſince, 
it was burnt twice in ſeven years. It has had the 
Counts of Geneva, and the Dukes of Savoy at all times 
the great Pretenders to the Sovereignty over it; and 
has always defended its Privileges manfully againſt 
them, In 1412. when Amadeys, Duke of Savoy, en- 
deavoured to obtain a Title to this City by an exchange, 
Foannes a Petra Sciſſa, (then Biſhop) and the Inha- 
bitants agreed, that if any Perſon ſhould conſent to 
the Alienation of its Liberty, he ſhould be treated like 
a Traytor. Theſe and the like Traverſes of their 
Neighbour Princes forced them in 1535. to enter in- 
to a League with the Canton of Bearn, which was to 
laſt for ever; the change of Religion having then 
heightned their Neighbours 'Rage againſt them. In 
1584. having ſuffered a very ſharp Siege and. a miſe- 
rable Famine, by the help of the'Canton of Rurich, 
they prevailed ſo far as to force the Duke of Savoy ang 
their Biſhop to renounce all their Pretences. They 
reaped no leſs glory from their defeating the Noctur- 
nal Scalado of Charles Emanuel, Duke of Savoy, in 
1602. This City rejefted the Ch. of Rome in 1535. 
Whereupon they applied the Reyenue of the Biſhop- 
rick, with the Tithes of the Territory of Gex, to the 
maintenance of their own Miniſtry of the Reformati- 
on. There has been a Roman Catholick Titular Biſhop 
of Genevg ever ſince continued, who reſides at Anne- 
ci; and with other the Titular Beneficiaries within 
this Diſtrict, obtain'd a Decree from the Parliament 
of Dijon ( Anno 1687-) to be reſtored to their an- 
cient Poſſeflions : But without ſugceſs, as for any ef- 
feCt it had upon the Government here : who, though 
they enter into no Alliance (during the preſent War) 
with the Confederate Princes, yet ftand upon their 
Defence againſt France. The Preaching of Calvzn, 
Beza and Farellus, the retreat of ſome Engliſh Pro- 
teſtants hither during the Reign of Q. Mary, and of 
others in divers times from ſeveral Countries, have 
diſtinguiſhed the zeal of this place for the Refarmats- 
on. The Province of Genevosrs, which derives its name 
from it, is bounded by the Provinces of Chablais and 
Foſſigny to the Eaſt, the Rhone to the Weſt and in 
part alſo to the North, and with Savoy properly fo 
called to the South. There is lately publiſhed an 
exact Hiſtory of this City, by M. Spon, and therefore 
I need add no more. $ The Lake of Geneva. See 
Lemane. | | 
Genezareth, Geneſara, a Like in oy be- 
tween! the Tribes of Zabulon to the Welt, and the 
half Tribe of Manaſſeb to the Eaſt ; alfo called the 
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Sea of Tiberias, ard Galilee : which Lake is entered 
by the River Fordan at Capernawn, and left at Sy- 
thopolis: it is eighteen Miles long, and ſeven broad: 
on the Weltern Shoar ſtand Capernaum , Tibersas, 
and Bethſaida ; on the Eaſtern Corafain, and Gerſa. 
The many Miracles our Bleſſed Saviour wrought up- 
on, and about this Lake, have made it famoys to all 
Ages and Nations. / 

Gengen, or Grzengen, Rhiuſiavia, a (mall City in 
Schwaben near the Danube ; others ſay it is Roſeu- 
field, in the Dukedom of Wirtenburgh, to which this 
ancient name mentioned by Pto/omy belongs. The 
City Gengen, lies between Ulm and Norlzngen, five 
Miles from each : the ſecond, not above four Miles 
from Tubingen to the Sopth : but Giengen is not the 
ſame Town with G:e/lingen, but lies about four Miles 
Eaſt of it. 

Genichifar, Hermeum, a Cape in Thrace, five 
Miles from Conſtantinople to the South-Eaſt ; called 
by the Chriſtians Neo-Caſtro, New-Caſtle. 

Genouna, Genug, a very ancient and great City in 
the North of 1-a/y, upon the Tyrrhenian Sea : it lies 
in the Form of a Theatre, upon the aſcent of an Hill, 
opening its Boſom to the Sea, five or fix Miles in 
compaſs; fo full of ftately and regular Buildiogs , 
Palaces, Churches, Monaſteries, &c. that its prover- 
bial Epitket in Italy, is, Genoua la ſuperba ; and fo 
very ancient, that its Original is unknown : Hiſtory 
makes mention of it above 1800 years ago. It is 
certain it was deſtroyed by Mage, one of Hannibal's 
Commanders, when by the Alpes he entered Traly in 
the year of Rome 534. about two hundred and fix- 
teen years before the Birth of our Saviour. Cornelius 
Servilsugs, one of the Roman Conſuls, ordered the re- 
building: it, fixteen years after its Defolation. This 
City in the end of the firſt Punich War, had greatly 
ſhaken Rome it (elf, as Lyvy relates, about the. year 
of Rome 515. But being then ſubdued, and obliged, 
ſhe continued ever after very faithful. In the fall of 
the Roman Empire, ſhe had the fame fate with hey 
Neighbours ; and fell under the Herwles, Goths, and 
Lombards, or the Greek Exarches of Ravenna, as they 
prevailed one upon the other. In 806. Charles the 
Great having Conquered the Lombards, made Ade- 
mar, his Kinſman, Count of Genoua ; who got Cor- 
fica from the Saracens, and united it to this City, 
which has enjoyed that Iſland ever fince. In 935. 
the Saracens took and hurnt this City, and carried all 
her People into Captivity ; but the Duke of Venice 
brought them back, and rebuilt it ; though others 
ſay the Genoeſe Fleet met theſe Infigels in their go. 
ing home, and recovered all again after a ſharp fight. 
After this they became in a ſhort time by Navigations, 
Commerce, and Wars, more famous than ever. Reing 
grown Wealthy, in 1133+ Pope' Innocent II. made 
this City an Archbiſhop's See. They deſerved this 
Favour of the Pope, by the great Services they by 
their Fleets perfor againſt the Saracens in the 
Holy War, (which began in the year 1096.) ; for 
which in 1101. they obtained of Baldwin III. part of 
the Sea-Towns that ſhould be taken in Paleſtrne. 
In the Year 1204. when the Weſtern Chriſtians took 
Conſtantinople from the Eaſtern Emperors, the Ge- 
noueſe had a great hand in it : Perg was affigned 
them for that Service, a place near Conſtantinople ; 
they were then Maſters of Lesbos and Cho, and feve- 
ral Iſlands” in thofe Seas ; and Caffa in the Black Sea, 
in Crim Tartary. But aiming to gain Creet too trom 
the Venetians in 1207. there aroſe a War between the 
two States; which, joined with the Genoneſes inteſtine 
Diviſions, at laſt ruined the Greatneſs of this: in 
1255. they reduced the Fenetians to great ſtreights, 
having taken C/1ioggia, an Iſland near the City ; but 
loit all by demanding more than could be granted. 

Is 
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In 1260. the YVenetians gained another-great Victory. 
over them, taking twenty four Gullies.' [n 1291. the. 
Venetians took from them Pera and Caffe: In 1293. 
the Tide of Fortune-turned ; the Penetians loſt alb 
their Fleet to the Genoueſes, and another of ſeventy 
Ships in 1298, In 1314. the Genoueſe werebeaten by 
the Venetzans, and in 1353. reduced to ſuch Streights, 
that they were forced to-put themfelves-under the 
teCtion of the Duke of Alan ; after which; though 
they recover'd toan Ability of Contefting with. the YVe- 
etians.and beat themvin 1401: yet the Turks and their 
own Diviſions, -at-lafſt reduced them:to-fo:low an Ebb, 
that they were not able to fet out a Fleet. - Between 
the Years 1174 and 1339. they badfour dreadful Ci- 
vil Wars, or Brolls inthe City, which contributed very 
much to their rum... In 1452. Sfer:sa, Duke of M:- 
lan, poflels'd linaſdf of this City. In 1563. they 
were cited to. anſwer for the Exputfion'or Bantſhment 
of the Marqueſs of Final,by Ferdinando Emperor of 
Germany. Selim the Grand Sipnioyr, Emperor of the 
Turks, beat their Republick out of the Kle of Chzos, 
in the year 1578s. Beſides all theſe Mutations, the 
French pretend that in 1396. this Republick made 0- 
ver, by a formal Grant to Charles VI. of France, all 
the Sovereign Lordſhip of t, and the States depending; 
which was executed and confirmed -agam to Charles 
VII. in 1458. and from this laſt Date the French had 
the Sovereignty of the City, till 2528. when Andreas 
Doria, upon'the Advantage of 'the Impriſornnent of 
Francs I. (taken. by the Forces of Charles V. at the 
Battle of Pavva,) reftored his Country to its former 
Liberty. Stmce which, this State has had a very great 
Dependence on the Crown of Spain, by reaſon of his 
States in Fray; at all times preferring the Interefts of 
that Kingdom before all others. This fo- far exaſpera- 
ted Lewis NIV. (the now French King ) that in 
1674. he tent a Fleet and Bomb'd Genova; in which 
Action the Ducal Palace was burat, and many other of 
the nobleſt in the City, and an incredible miſcheif done. 
In the end heforced them to fend thew Dake and four 
Senators to his Court to make thew humble Submnſ- 
fionsto him. Not that they parted with ther Liberty, 
for they are ſtill a Free State ; nor that they had done 
him any Injury, which they wereto acknowledge ; but 
either becauſe their Anceſtors had revolted above an 
hundred years agone, or becauſe his moft Chrittian 
Majefty wouldhave it fo. $ The State of Genoua is a 
Part'of Fraly, anciently call'd Ligwria; lying upon the 
Tyrrhenian Sea, Which bounds 1t upon the South and 
Weft z on the Kaſt it has the Dukedom of Florence, 
and on the North the Dukedoms of Parma in part, and 
Montisferat in part, its length from Eaft to Welt 1s 
one hundred and forty Miles, its breadth nevertheleſs 
very little. Yetthat part of it which lies next the Sea 1s 
wonderfully fraitfal by Nature,and made nmch more fo 
by the Induſtry of the Tnhabitants 3 and has ſo many 
Villages and fine Buildings, efpecially towards Gencua, 
that it may feem to be one continued City. It ts go- 
verned as a Common-Wealth under a Duke ( to con- 
timue but two Years,) and two Senates or Counctls. 
This Republick has under it Corſica and Caprata,two 
Iflands in the Medzterranean Sea; and ancrently ma- 
ny other. Weſhall only add to this, the Italian Cen- 
fare upon Genoua 5; Huomiin: ſenza Fide, Mare fen- 
za Peſce, Monte ſenza Legno, e Donne ſenza Ver- 
gorna ; There 'ave-Men withont Honeſty, a'Sea with- 
out Fiſh , Mountatns withoat Wood, and Women 
without Shame. Nevertheleſs this State and City 
have given three or four Popes to the See of Rome, 
and produced-great Perfons for all things, Their 4ca- 
demy fettted at Genoun, takes the Titte'of g/s Ador- 
mentats. |

'Geozgta,a great Country in4ſia.call'd by the Inhabi- 
tants Gargiſtan ; between the Caſpar Sea to the Eaſt, 
and the Euxine to the Weft ; bounded on the North 
by Czrcafſia, Comania.,- ad the Dominions of the 
Duke-of Muſcovy, and onthe South by 'Scehirvan, a 
Province of the Kingdom of Perfia: Contaitiing under 
this Name a Part of 49a the Greater, and Arme- 
na the Lefler. This Kingdom was heretofore much 
greaterthan now ; and had'Monarchs for its Sovereigns, 
whoſe Royal Seat was the City of Cotatrs ; but lying 
between the Tirks' and' the Perſians, two powerful 
Neighbours, both-of them have diminiſhed the Extent 
of it. Thus the Trks-difſpoſleſs*d the Georgian Kings 
of Erzerum, a City of Armenia; the Perſians of 
ſome'others; and befides, the Kings of it having divi- 
ded it mto ſeveral ſmall Principalities, it is become 
much leſs'able, than otherwiſe it would have been, to 
defend it ſelf againft thoſe potent Princes that ſur- 
round it : The Eaſtern Parts of it are accordingly 
Trihutary to the King of Perſia, the Northern to the 
Great Duke of Myſcovy, and the Weſtern to the Turk. 
The Parts of this Kingdom are Menprelia, Guriel, 
and Imzreta, to the Welt, where the ancient Colchis 
was : To the North, Abaca ; Carthnel (now a Pro- 
-vince of Perſia,) and Gaghets, (Gagueſa) to the Eaſt, 
formerly called Iberia; and Samſche, [Sameſa,] to 
the South towards Armenia, The principal Cities are 
Coratis and Teflis, The Georgians are Chriſtians by 
Profeffion, but by Practice the worſt in the World ; 


. eſpecially the Princes-and great Men, who will fell their 


Subjects for Slaves to the Turks and Perſians, or ex- 
change them for Merchindize : Their Faith is very 
tolerable ; they are of the Greek Church, and till of 
late neverheard of the Church of Rome, In 1624. 
Pope Urban VIIE. fent a Midion of the Theatines 
thither. | 

Geozgia, more properly fo called, borders to the 
Eaft upon Czrcaſſia and Muſcovy, to the Weſt upon 
Armenia the Leſs,-to the South upon Armenta the 
Greater, to the North upon the Euxine Sea, and that 
Part of Colchis , called ſmireta, (which I believe 
(ſaith Sir F. Chardrn) to be all that Country which 
the Ancientscall {berza.) Ttis a Country very full of 
Woods, and very Monntainous, which yet has in it a 
great Number of Pleaſant Plains; only the middle of 
Georgia is more even and level than the reſt: The Ri- 
ver Kur, (Cyrus) runs through the middle of it. This 
Country 1s very fruitful in Corn, Herbs, and Fruits; 
and prodnces a vaft quantity of excellent Winesz but 
their molt Staple Commodity is Silk, of which they 


have a great quantity, but not half what 1s reported : 


The Airts very dry, cold in the Winter, and hot in 
the Summer. | 
Gerenta, an ancient City of Meſia Superior, (now 
Bulgaria,) towards Thrace and the Mountain Hamus. 
erawer, Geravia, a Territory iti the Upper 
Circle of the Rhine, towards the Confluence of the 
Mayne and Rhine ; between the County of Erpacb 
on'the Eaft, Mentz on the North and South, the 
'Palatinate of the Rhzne 'on the Weſt. The principal 
Places are Geraw, and Darm/tad; from which latter 


this'is ſometimes by 'Foreipners called the Landegra- 
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viat de Darmſtad. The Town of Gerat?, which 
gives this Territory its other Name, . lies not above two 
German Miles from the, Rhine, and Oppenheim to 
the Eaſt; upon the River Nozr. 

Gerberop, a Town in the I/le of France, towards 
the Borders of. Picard), in the Territory of Beauvorſis, 
four or five Leagues from Beauvars; at which the 
Engliſh and French fought a Battle in 1434. 

Gerbeg. See Zerb;. : 

Gergentt, Agrigentum, an ancient, and once a 
moſt potent and magnificent City of S:c:ly, mentio- 
ned in the Old Greek and Latin Hiſtorians very fre- 
quony: Built by the Inhabitants of Gela, fix hun- 

red years before the Birth of our Saviour, as Thucy- 
dides affirms, Lib. 6. and called by the Greeks 
 Axegyes , by the Latins Agragas, and Acrogas, as 
well as Agrigentum. It became in time fo great. as 
to have ten Miles in Compaſs , and to contain two 
hundred thouſand Inhabitants ; and others ſay ſo ma- 
py more, as is incredible, if not impoſſible. See'Laer. 
Lib, 8. When this City-had not ſtood above forty 
years, it fell into the Hands of Phalaris, a Cretian, 
in the 41. Olympiad, about the year of Rome 183. 
who, being baniſhed his Country , of a private Man 
became Lord of Szcily, and one of the moft noted 
of all the ancient Tyrants, enjoying this Power fix- 
teen Years, in which time Pers/lus invented, and firſt 
experimented the Brazen Bull. After this the Car- 
thaginians became Maſters of it, and after them the 
Romans. It was not leſs celebrated upon the Ae- 
count of Empedocles the famous Pythagorean Philo- 
ſopher, who lived in the 44. O/ympiad, and was born 
here, 160 years after the Foundation of this City. 
Cicero ſpeaks of a Temple and a Statue of Hercules, 
that this City ſhew amongſt the fineſt pieces of Anti= 
quity. The Horſes bred here were of great repute in 
Greece, much uſed in their Games ; on which occa- 
fion it is mentioned by Virgil, /En. 3. It is now cal- 
led by the Inhabitants Gergenri, by the Spaniards 
Grgenti ; and isa Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop 
of Palernwo now, formerly of Syracuſa : Seated be- 
tween the Rivers of 4rraga, and Naro, upon an Hill, 
almoſt in the middle of the Southern Shoar of that 
Iſland, in Long.37. 38. Lat. 36. 1o. The Saracens 
of S:c:ly were a Plague to it in their times, 

Gerjzim, or Geri77im, a Mountain of Paleſtine, 
near Samaria, over againſt Mount Ebal, on the 
other fide Fordan; from whence the Decalogue by 
Foſhua's Order was promulgated, and the Iſraelites 
bleſſed by Simeon, Levi, &c. Deut. 27. 12. and 11. 
29. 30. The Wells of Faccb, at which our Saviour 
diſcourſed the Samaritan Woman, ſprang by its Foot. 
This is the famous Mountain whereon Manaſſes, (ex- 
pelled Feruſalem for marrying the Governour of 
Samaria's Daughter, a Stranger) built a Temple in 
Oppoſition to Solomon's, which began the Schiſm be- 
twixt the Fews and the Samaritans. Hyrcanus, Ne- 
phew of Fudas Maccabens, demoliſhed it two hun- 
dred Years after; yet the Samaritans nevertheleſs 
continued the Courſes of their Prayers and Sacrifices 


| hereeven to the Time of the Emperor Fuſtsnian. Jeno 


the Emperor built upon this Mountain a Chr:/tzan 
Church ; Fuſtinian repaired the ſame, and erected 
alſo a Fortreſs here to the Inſolencies of the Sa- 
maritans, of whom Veſpaſian killed in his time 
eleven thouſand that had retired hither in the Wars of 
the Fews. 


Germanp, Germania, one of the greateſt Coun- 


tries in Europe, and the Mother of thoſe Nations 
which in the fall of the Roman Empire, conquered all 
the reſt, At preſent bounded on the North by the 
Baltich, Sea, and Futland ; on the Eaſt by Hungary, 
Pruſſia Superior, and Poland; on the South by the 


Aipes, which part it from Italy; on the Welt by 


France, the. Netherlands, the German Ocean, and 
Switzerland. Weſt: Friſeland, Guelderland, Over- 
Tel, and Groningen, were heretofore parts of Ger- 
many, which belong now' to 'the United Provinces. 
On the other. fide C/eves., Fulrers, Liege, the Bi- 
ſhopricks'of Cologn, Treves, a great part of the Palati- 
nate of the Rhine, and Switzerland, of old belonged to 
Gaul, and now. to France ; yet are now (of right) 
Parts of Germany.' The French have taken from it 
Alſatia. ' Switzerland ſome Apes fince' is Cantoned 
into ſmall Common-Wealths, : which do not acknow- 
ledge the Emperor -of Germany for their 'Sovereign. 
As for Denmark, Poland, and Hungary, they have 
their diſtinct Kings, and are: by ' no means Parts of 
Germany. It is in length from the Borders of the 
Dukedom of Lorrain, to thoſe of Hungary, an hun- 
dred and twenty German Miles; in breadth from the 
Baltick Sea to the Alpes, which-incloſe Friuls, an 
hundred twenty fix. This vaſt Tract of Land is uſu- 
ally divided into ten. Circles, to wit, Franconza, Ba- 
varia, Auſtria, Schwaben (ſometimes called Suab:a,) 
the Upper and Lower Circle of the Rhine, Weſtpha- 
lia, the Upper and Lower Saxony, and the Circle 
of Burgundy ; but this laſt has no Vote in the Dyer, 
nor contributes any thing to the Charges of the Em- 
pire. The Emperor of Germany 1s not only the 
Head of Germany, but the firſt Prince in Chriſten- 
dom, in Rank and Order, though not the moſt 
powerful, This Country 1s called by the Inhabitants 
Teutſchlande or Teztſchlandt, by the French Alle- 
magne, by the Spaniards Alemaſia, by the Italians 
La Germania or  Allemagnia, by the Dutch Duyſt- 
landt, by the Poles Nicmieczka, by the Hungarians 
Nemes, and by the Greeks Elmags. In ancient times 
it was extreamly over-grown with Woods, and full 
of uncultivated Marſhes: There were then no Ci- 
ties, no Arts, no Tillage: The Inhabitants were 
much like the Northern Americans, Immanes Ani= 
mis atque Corporibus; of great Growth as to their 
Bodies, and very barbarous as to their Minds. But 
great Warriers, and the invincible Enemies of the Rv- 
man Empire, which never could ſubdue them ; on the 
contrary, they at laſt deſtroyed that vaſt Empire, 
in the time appointed. Fulins Ceſar was the firſt of 
all the Romans,who (building a Bridge over the Rh:ne) 
entered this Country ; yet with no great Succeſs. Au- 
guſtus and Tiberius conquered thoſe Nations of Ger- 
many, Which lay between the Rhine and Italy; but 
about the year of Chriſt 200. they too ſhook off the 
Roman Yoke; the reſt were always free from it. 
The Rhine and the Danube, were the ſtanding Bounds 
of the Roman Empire, beyond which it could rarely 
keep any thing long» That which the Romans could 
never effect, the Francks under Charles the Great 
brought to paſs, and ſubdued Germany. This Prince, 
about $01. was made Emperor of France and Ger- 
many. It continued in his Poſterity till 929. when 
Henry I. a Saxon, was elected by the Germans ; his 
Family laſted till 1002. when it fell into the Houſe of 
Bavaria, in the Perſon of Henry II. In 1139. Con- 
rade III. Duke of Schwaben Succeeded, and all the 
Emperors following were of that Family, till 1274. 
After which the Empire for ſome time had no Mead ; 
but changed Families, as others, very frequently ; till 
Albert I. Duke of Auſtria, in 1439. fixed it in the 
Houſe of Auſtria. And all the Emperors ever ſince 
have been of that Family ; Leopold, the preſent, be- 
ing the eleventh from Albert II. which have ſucce(- 
fively ſwayed this Scepter : This Prince ſucceeded Fer- 
dinand IT. in 1657. Under theſe Princes Germany 
1s become one of the moſt Civilized, Cultivated, Lear- 
ned Countries in the World ; full of noble and popu- 
lous Cities, and moſt flouriſhing Churches. As no 
Country had ſufter*d more than this in the Days of Ig- 

Norance, 
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norance, fo when Learning had once diſcuficd thoſe 
Miſts in the beginning-of the XV. Century, this was 
one of the firſt that 'threw off the ſecond: Yoke, and 
made way for other- Nations to do the ſame. 


. Germerſhetm, a' ſmall City in the lower Palati- 


ate, upon the Rhine, in-Germany ; heretofore Free 
and Imperial, till by the Emperor Char/es IV. given 
with all its Dependances, to the Prince Flector Pala- 
tine. The Emperor Rodolphus I. died here in 1290. 
It is endeayouring to repair the Sufferings, which half 
ruined it, of the laſt German Wars. 

Germian, Phryg:a Major, a Province of the Leſ- 
fer Afia. Alſo a Mountain there called by the fame 
Name, but of old, Dindymus. | 

Germigny, .a Village in the Province of Brze in 
France, upon the River Marne; where the Biſhops 
of Meaux: have a Houſe of Pleaſure. - S. Lewis in 
P53. and Phz/:p le bell in 1319. publiſhed Ordinan- 
ces from hence. $ A ſecond in the Dioceſe of Or- 
leans, near Fleury , upon the Loyre; at which a 
French Synod was aſſembled in 843. 

Gerne, Garryenus. See Tare, a River of England. 

Geromlea, Achelous, a River of Epzrus, which 
arifeth from Mount P:zndus, and running Southward 
falls into the lozzian Sea: now written 4ſpri in our 
later Maps. 

Gers. See Egers. 

Gertrudenberg. See Geer:rnydenberg. 

Geru, Gerun, Ogyris, Armuſia ; the ſame with 
Ormius,) or at leaſt the Ifland in which Ormus ſtands. 
See Ormus, and Hoffman. 

Geſara. See Krim Tartary. 

Gelchisdag, a River in My/za, in the Leſſer Aſia ; 
and allo the preſent Turksſþ Name of Olympus, or 
Azſius, a Mountain in the ſame Province. 

Geſt, Gearoſia, a Province in the Eaſt of the King- 


dom of Perſia, next the Moguls Empire. By others - 


called Circan. 

Geſtte, a City in Parthia, called in ancient times 
Suphtha. 

Geſtrick, Geſtricia, a Province of the Kingdom 
of Sweden, upon the Botner Sea , to the Welt of 
which it lies; bounded on the North by S:ingia, on 
the Welt 'by Dalccarlia, on the South by Uplandia, 
and on the Eaſt by the Bo:ner Sea ; and is only famous 
for its Mines of Iron. Gewvals and Copperberg are its 
motit principal Places. 

Geſula, Getulia, a Province of the Kingdom of 
Marocco in Barbary: bounded by the Provinces of 
Darha to the Eaſt, Marocco to the North, the King- 
dom of Sus with the Mountain Laalem to the 
Welt, and Teſjet to the South : Without any City 
or walled Town int : But there are great Villages of 
100060 Inhabitants,who are thought to.be the ancient- 
eft Yeople of Africa, ard deſcended from the Geetvl:. 
The Cheriffs of Fez and Marocco chuſe their Gard 
du Corps out of them, tor the Eſtem they have of 
their Fidelity and Courage. 

Getx.an ancient People of Scythia, betwixt Me/ia 
and Dacia , divided on each fide the Danube. In 
the year 505. they fell upon Macedonia and Thrace, 
defeated the Forces that the Emperor Anaſtaſius ſent 
againſt them under Sabinianus, Conſul, and took a 
Sum of Money to retire again. 

Gevals, Gevalia, a Town in the Province of Ge- 
ſirick, in the Kingdom of Sweden , at the Mouth 
of a River of the ſame Name ; about four Miles from 
the Contines of Vpland to the North, twenty ſeven 
German Miles from Stockho/m to the North. | 

Gewer, Favarimum, called by the Inhabitants 
Raab, by the Germans Favarin, Giavarino, is a 
{mall, but very ſtrong City ; the Capital of a County 
in the Lower Hungary, and a Biſhop's See under the 
Archbiſhop of Gran, It ſtands five Miles from Co« 
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morra to the Weſt, where the Raab and the Rabzir:; 
tall into the Danube. This City is called Gewer by 
the Hungarians. Fortified by Ferdinand King of 
Fungary, in 1550. Taken by the Turks in 1591. 
after a long Siege : Retaken by Surprize, in the Night, 
by Count Swarezenburg, and Count Palfs, in 1606. 


This was at the Beginning of this preſent War, the 


moſt Southern Town the Emperor had in the Lower 
Hungary. 

ex, a Territory and Bailiwick, belonging to the 
Duke of Savoy hertofore, untill yielded to the Kin 
of France by the Treaty of Lyons in 1602. lt is of- 
ten Comprehended in the Province of Bugey in 
France ; having Bugey on the Weſt, the County of

Gezatra, that Province in the Kingdom of Algier 
in Barbary, in which Aig:er ftands ; which City too is 
by the Arabians cailed Gezazra. 


Gezan, Jaaram, a City in Arabia the Happy, in 


the Province of Hagias, upon the North Side of the 
River Laakzc; which paſſing by Medina, there falls 
into the Red Sea. This City 1s alſo called Algiar. 
Long. 69. oo. Lat. 26. oo. 

Gezira, or Ge/irat, Zegira or Aigira, a City of 
Meſopotamia, about twenty Miles North of Ns/ib:n, 
and faxty from Merdin to the South-Eaſt. 


Ghamma, a vaſt River of the Aſratickh Great Tar- 


tary , which after a long Courſe, disburthens it ſelf 
into the Sea of Kaimachy. : 

Ghazuan, Bengebres, a Mountain in Arabia F&- 
[ix, out of which ſpringeth Eda, a River of the ſame 
Country ; which watereth Mecca, and falls into the 
Red Sea, over againſt Suquem in Egypt. 


Gheneoa, or Gheneboa, a Province of the Kingdom | 


of Tombut, in Nigritaa, in Africa, towards the Mouth 
of the Niger. There is neither a walled City, Town,

This City was built by Pompey the Great, and 
is a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Sebaſtia.

Gtanutti, Dianium, $:nonza, an Iſland on the Coaſt 
of Tuſcany.

Gibel , Gabalus, a City of Syria, which is a 


Biſhop's See under the Patriarch of Antioch ;

from Antardum, and eleven from Laodicea. In 
the Maps there is a City called Gzheletto, nine Miles

Hill,in the Tribe of Benjamin ; Me- 
Stratagem to obtain a League with 
Foſhua, and for Foſhua's Defeat afterwards of the five 
Kings of the Amorizes at their Belieging ot this Place ;

Gidtaltar, or Gilbraltar, Calpe, Gibraltaria, a 
City and Mountain in Andaluſia 1n Spain ; ſeated up. 
on the Mouth of the Mediterranean Sea , where it 
runs into the Aelantick Ocean, on the North-Eaftern 
Point; over againſt Zeuta in Barbary , from which 
it ſtands four Iralan Miles, and the ſame from the 
Ruins of Heraclea, eleven from Tangier to the North- 
Faſt, and ſixteen from Cad:z to the South-Weſt. 
The City is called by the Moors Gibel Tarick , the 
Mountain of Tarick, from Tarif a Commander of 
theirs, who was the firſt that landed here , when the 
Moors invaded Span in 711. Small, though very well 
fortified : it has a large Haven, and a ſtrong Caftle, 
which has always in it a Garriſon of one hundred and 
fifty Sonldiers. The City is built upon a Rock in a 
Peninſula, and the Caftle ftands on the higheſt part 
of the Rock. At the Welt and Eaſt end there are 
two Forts, or Block-houſes , next the Sea, each of 
which has nine Cannons: notwithſtanding, James 
Heemskirk the Dutch Admiral in 1607, entered this 
Harbour, and deſtroyed the Spanzſh Fleet. This City 
is called in ancient Coins Calpe, and Co/onta Fulia 
Calpa: it grew up out of the Ruins of Heraclea and

Carteja, which les not above one League from it. 
This and Seuta, or Zeuta, on the oppolite Shoar in 


Africa, were by the Ancients believed to be Hercules 
his Pillars, beyond which there was no going. This 
City has alfo given Name to the Srreighrs of Grbral- 
tar, ( Fretum Herculeum ) which 1s the only Outlet 
the Mediterranean has into the Arlantich Ocean : 
concerning the breadth of which , there is a great 
Controverlie 3 ſome reckon it ſeven French Leagues, 
others twelve 1ta/ian Miles ; and twenty for its length ; 
others one German Mile and an half. This is one of 
the moſt famous, frequented, and moſt anciently 
known Streights in the whole World. $ Allo a great 
Town in Caſtile d'Or, in the Sourh America, in the 
Province of Venezuela, upon the Banks of the Lake 
of Maracaibo, and near the great Mountains, called 
( after the ſame Name ) the Mountams of Gibral- 
tar ; fix Leagues from the River Epines, which dif- 
chargeth its Streams into the ſaid Lake. This Town 
is well built, and drives a Trade with Tobacco , Su. 
gar, and Cocao. 

Gien, a ſmall Town in the Province of Beauſſe 
in France, upon the Loyre, which is here covered 
with a Stone Bridge: twelve Leagues from Orleans, 
and ſomething below the new Channel of Briare. 
Some will have it to be the Genabum of Ceſar. 

Giera, Hera, a ſmall defolate Iſland near Candra. 

Gterart, Hieracium, Locris, Narita, a City of the 
further Calabria, three Miles from the Shoars of the 
Ionian Sea , and about one from the Ruins of Lo- 
cris,-out of which it ſprung. A Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Rego , trom which 1t lies twenty 
{vet Mites © the North-Eaſt. 

Giera-petra, Hiera-perra, Hyerpytna, a City of 
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 Candia, or Creet, which has a Caſtle , and an Haven 
ſuch as it is, and heretofore a Biſhops See: it lies on 
the South fade of the Iſland in the Territory of 
S$:tia, near Mount Malaura, ſixteen Miles from Setia 
to the Weſt : now under the Dominion of the Turks. 

Gieſſen, Gze//a, a ſmall, but very ſtrong City in 
Haſſia, in Germany, upon the River Lhone, tour 
Leagues from Marpurg to the South : It was of late 
years made an Univerhty, and is the ſtrongeſt Town 
in this Province ; under the Landrgrave of Darm- 
ſtadt in part, and of Caſſel in part. 

Giffhozn, a Town in the Dutchy of Lunenburg, in 
the Lower S4xony,upon the River Allere: three or four 
Leagues from Bruſnwick, and alittle more from Fe//. 

Gigel, Gigeri, Grgarz, Jeits, a City of Africa ; 
heretofore a Biſhops See, but now a ſmall Village in 
the Proyince of Bygia , in the Kingdom of Alpzer ; 
twenty ſeven Miles from Algier to the Eaſt, upon 
the Shoars of the Medzterranean. Taken by the 
French in 1664. and afterwards deſerted. There 
was another City which Prolemy calls Colops, and pla» 
ceth in the Province of Aeugttania , ns A is now 
called Giger. 

 Giglio, 1p:lium, Iginium, Egilium, a ſmall Moun- 
tainous Iſland in the Tyrrhenzan Sea , which has in it 
one Village and a Caſtle ; and belonged heretofore 
to the Republick of Szenna, with which it came into 
the hands of the Duke of Tuſcany. Tt lies about a 
Mile from the neareſt Coaſt of I:aly, between 34. and 
35- deg. of Long. in Lat. 41. 55. 
- Gthon, one of the four Rivers ſpringing from the 
Paradiſe of Adam and Eve, Gen. 2.13. Foſephus 
makes it the ſame with the Nz/e, others With the 4- 
raxes, See Nilus. 

Gilan, Gele, G:lania, a Province of Perſa, upon 
the South ſide of the Caſpian Sea, which from it is 
often called the Sea of Gz/an. The chief City of this 
Province 1s Gz/an, and ſtands upon the Rive 4b:- 
firni, twenty five German Miles from the Caſpian 
Sea : in Long. 90.13. and Lat. 40. 

Gilboa, a Chain of Mountains in the Holy Land, 
extended the length of ten or twelve Leagues, from 
the City Jexrae! to Jordan, along the Tribe of 
Ifachar and the Upper Galzlee.Famous in the Fewiſh 
Hiſtory for the encampment, defeat,and death,of King 
Saul and his three Sons here, in a Battel with the 
Philiſtines ; and for David's curſing theſe Mountains 
with Barrennefs for Jonathan's ſake. They are al- 
moſt all covered with Stones. Taking their Name, 
ſome ſuppoſe, from an ancient City Gz/boa. As at this 
time, we are told, of a conſiderable Town called 
G11bus, ftanding amongſt them. 

Gilead, The Mount properly in the Region of Tras 
chonitss 1n Paleſtine, whereat Facob and Laban paſſed 
a Covenant with each other, Gen. 31. But afterwards 
extended, to expreſs the Cities and Country adjacent, 
which were given by Moſes to the Tribeof Gad, Joſh, 
13. 25. 

Gillefland, a Tract in the North parts of the 
County of Cumberland, from whence the Earl of 
Carliſle receives the title of Baron Dacre of G:lleſland. 

Gilolo, an Iſland in the Eaſt Indian Ocean,to the 
Weſt of the Moluccaes, and Eaſt of the Terra des 
Papaous, in 165, deg. of Long. It has four Points of 
Land ſhooting forth into the Sea, as many diffe- 
rent ways. One about twenty, another fifty Leagues 
Long. The Capital of it 1s called Gs/olo alſo. 

Gindes, a River ſpringing from the Martian 
Mountains of Armenia, and ending in the Tigris. 
In which courſe, it retarding the paſſage of Cyrus's 
Army to the Siege of Babylon, he broke it into three 
hundred and ſixty Channels. 

Gingt, G*##gs, a great City in the Promontory of 
Malabar in the Eaſt- Indies, which gives Name to a 

Province. 


Province. Tlii's City was heretofore under the King 
of Biſnagar, bit has now a Prince of its own ; it is 
very ſtrong, and has a Caſtle built upon a Rock. The 
Province, or Ki ngdom of Gings, has Biſnagar to the 
North, the Guhph of Benga/a on the Eaft, the Moun- 
tains of Malaba'r on the Weſt , and the Kingdom of 
Tanjaour to the South. 

Gingtro , : Kingdom in the Lower /Achiopia , 
towards Melincle, Zanguebar, and the Eaſtern Ocean. 

Ginopoli, Gemanopolss, Fonopols, a City of Pa- 
phbligonta, which is a Biſhops See , under the Arch- 
biſhop of Gangra. It lies upon the Black Sea , ten 
German Miles Weſt of Carambis, the moſt Northern 
Cape of the Leſſer Aſia. 

Giozdano, Fordan, 

 Giozgiana, Georg1a. 

G{1ovenazzo, Fuvenacium, a Maritim City of 4+ 
pulia Pucetia, ( now Terra ds Lavoro) upon the 
 Gulph of Venice, between Barz to the North, and 
Trani to the South ; welve Miles from the firſt, and 
a little morefrom the latter : In Long. 4c. 50. Lat.g1. 
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Gisbozn, a Market Town in the Weſt Riding of 
Porkſhire, in the Hundred of Stancliff. 

Gisbozough, a Market Town in the North Riding 
of Torkſprre, in the Hundred of Langburgh : fitua- 
ted in a pleaſant Flat, between Mulgrave 2nd the River 
Tees, and heretotore enriched with an Abbey. This is 
the firlt place, where Alum was made in England. 

Gilſozs, Ce/ortium, Ceſarotium and Grforam, at 
ancient Town in Normandy , mentioned by Antoni- 
us ; the Capital of le Yexin Normand , a Territory 
in this Province, which lies upon the River Epte, ſix- 
teen Leagues from Paris to the Weſt , and ten from 
Roan to the North-Eaſt. It has given the Title of 
an Earl for many Ages paſt. About the year 1188. 
Henry I. King of England, and Philip the Auguſt 
King of France, had an Enterview betwixt this place 
and Trze, after the news of the taking of Feruſalem 
by Saladine: wherein they agreed upon a Croiſade for 
the recovery of the Holy Land again, and to hay afide 
their differences with one another , till they had per« 
formed it.

Bars. It ſtands upon an Hill, and is almoſt incom- 
paſſed with the Sea. 

Gtovenco, 7uvencus, InveQ4us, a River of Italy, in 
the Kingdom of Naples, which falls into the Lake of 
Celano , at the foot of the Appennine , forty five 
Miles Weſt of Rome, in the Province of Avruzze. 
Heretofore-it paſſed through the Lake without mix- 
ing with it ; but whether it paſſeth into any other 
River, or is ſwallowed up by the ſubterrancous paſ- 
ſages, which carry away the waters of that Lake, Le- 
andro has not informed us. 

Gir, a River of Africe , which rifing in B:ledulge- 
rida, not far from the Atlantick Ocean, runs Eatit- 
ward ; and pafling under ſeveral Chains of Hills and 
Mountains , at laft falls into.N:/e, above the Cata- 
rats of Egypt. It is avaſt and wonderful River in 
all things ; and deferves a more particular deſcri- 
ption, if the Counties through which it paſſes, were ſo 
known to us, as to enable us to give 1t. 

Girgia. See Hyrach. 
 Gtrtgo, Girgzeem, a City-of the Upper Epyps, near 
the Nz/e ; the Capital of a Province, which takes its 
Name from this City ; betwixt Barbanda and the 
Sahid. Otherwiſe written Girglo. 

Girmalſti, Caicus, a River of the Leſſer Aſia, 
which rifing by a City of the ſame Name , waſheth 
Fudai, Pergama, Cariſta, and Stinga ; then falls in- 
to the Hrelupolare , over againſt the Iſle of Meret- 
lino. The City of Girmaſts was of Old called H5e- 
7ogerma ; and is a Biſhops See, under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Cyz:ceno; called only Germa in the Councils, 
being attributed by ſome to, My/ia Menor, by others 
to Phrygia Minor ; it lies between Baliehſtria to the 
Eaſt, and Pergama to tae Welt, 

Gizo, or Palmacia, Venaria, a ſmall Iſland on the 
Eaſtern Coaſts of Genova. ] 

Gtzona, Gerunda, a City of Catalonia in Spam ; 
built by Gerion , a celebrated Hero , who is 1aid to 
have lived Anno Mundi 2840, and to have beenCon- 
temporary with Hely the Judge. of Iſrael. : It is a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Tarragone, of a 
large extent ; ſeated partly. upon the deſcent of 
a Hill;partly upon. a Plain z - ennobled with - two 
Bridges , one in the City over «the River Ozngar, 
and the gther without the City , on the North 
fide, over the River. Ter..: and beſides 1s | very 
well fortified, and honoured. with the Title of a 
Dukedom. This City lies ſeven Leagues from the 
Shoars of the Mediterranean Sea to the Welt , cight 
from the Borders of Frarce ; fourteen from Perpig- 
1an to: the: South, and. ſixteen fram. Bercelope to the 
North, ASpaniſh Conncil was held atit in 517. 


Langueaoc, the Capital of which is Mende ; it lies be- 
tween Auvergne to the North, Rovergne to the Welt, 
the Lower Languedoc to the South, and Vivarass and 
Pelay to the Eaſt. Placed in the Mountains of Se- 
vennes, and very ſubject to Snow, yet not unfruitful ; 
near the ſourſe of the Allier, the Lot, [ O!4a] and 
the Tarn. Mende the principal City , lies twenty five 
Leagues from Lyon to the South Weſt ; and Baignel, 
the next to Mende in greatneſs, lies about fix Miles 
South of it. This was the Country of the ancient 
people, called Gabales. It now gives the Title of 
Earl to the Biſhops of Mende, and was firſt united to 
the Crown of France in 1271. being heretofore un- 
der its own Counts. The Huguenots ravaged it much 

Ginlap, Chaboras, Chobar, a River and City of 
Meſopotamia. The River ariſeth from Mount Mas 
ſius, .in the Confines of the Greater Arabia; andrun- 
ning Southward through Meſopotamia , falls into the 
Rwer Euphrates, at Al Thabur ; which laſt City, it 
ſeems, is by ſome called Giulap. The River is the 
ſame that pafſeth by Caramzt , the Capital of Diar- 
beck, or Meſopotamia, and in the latter Maps is cal- 
led Soard : ſuppoſed to be the River Chobar, mentio- 
ned by Ezekzel the Prophet. See Chaibar. 

Giulia, Fulza, a City of Tranſylvania , between 
the Rivers of Sebekeres, and Feyerkeres, upon the 
Lake Jarkad ; ſeven German Miles South of Great 
Waradm ; upon the Frontiers of Tranſjlvania ; in 
the Hands of the Turk, whoſe Anceſtors conquered it 
in 1566.. Some Authors believe this to be the ſame 
place with the X5r:idava of the Ancients. 

Gitulich, a Branch of Mount Taurus inCilicia. 

Ginulick. See Fulzers. 

Giuſtandil, Acrys, Fuſtiniana Prima, Lychnidus, 
Taureſium, a City of Macedonia, commonly by the 
Chriſtians called Locrida; ſtanding on the Confines 
of Albania, upon the Lake Pelioum, out of which 
the River riſeth, that watereth A/banopo/s. This Ci- 
ty was the Birth-place of that Great Prince 7uſtiniar 
the Emperour, and from him had the Name of Fuſts- 
18ans ; even now it is a great and populous City, and 
an Archbiſhops See: it ſtands upon an high Hill,etghty 
Miles from Durazzo to the Eatt. 

Glamozganſhire, G/amorgania, Morganucia, one 
of the twelve Counties of #ales, has on the South the 
Severn Sea, on the Eaſt Monmouthſhire, on the North 
Breckxockſhire, and on the Weſt Caermarthenſhire : 
the North part being Mountainous, is barren and un- 
pleaſant : the South fide deſcending by degrees,ſpreads 
it ſelf into a fruitful Plain , which is filled with 
Towns. The principal City of this County is Lo 

ay. 
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dafſ. There is in this County one hundred and 
eighteen Pariſhes. The Earldom was granted to Ed- 
ward Scmerſet , Lord Herbert of Chepſtory, Ec. by 
Charles 1. in 1645. the Father of Henry Duke of 
Beaufort, in which moſt Loyal and moſt Noble Fa- 
mily it now 1s. | 

Glan, Clanes, a River in Bavaria, which now falls 
into the Danube. 

Glandeves, Glandeva, Glannata, Glannatica, a 
ruined City in Provence, amongſt the Maritime 
Alpes, near the River Var ; giring Name to an Ho- 
nourable Family in Prozsnce, and formerly dignified 
with the Title of an Earldom. The continual Inun- 
dations of the River Var obliged the Inhabitants to 
deſert it, about eight hundred years ago ; who ſettled 
at Entrevaux, at the diſtance of a quarter of a League 
from it ; whether they removed alſo the Epiſcopal 
See of G/andeves, which is a Suffragan to the Archbi- 
ſhop of Ambrun. 

Glanfozdbzidge, or G/amford, a Market Town in 
Lincolnſhire, in the Hundred of Tarborough. 

Glanto, Clanzus, Lirs, a River in Italy , now fre- 
quently called L* Agno. See Agno. 

Glarys, Calarona, Glarona, a Town in Switzer- 
land, which is the Capital of a Canton, ſeated in a 
Valley of the ſame Name, upon the River Sarneff ; 
amongſt very high Hills, called Glarni/chberg ; 
eighteen Miles from Altorf to the South»Eaſt , 4 as 
many from Schwits to the North-Eaft.This is ſo great, 
populous and ſtrong, that it may compare with moſt 
Cities: The Plain upon which it ſtands, lies by the 
River Limat , about three German Miles in length, 
being fenſed on three ſides by the towring Alpes : 
having on the South and Eaſt the Grzſons ; on the 
Weſt the Canton Von Vry, and Schwits ; and on the 
North the River £:mat, which parts it from the Gr:- 

ſons. This is one of the leſſer Cantons,and the eighth in 
rumber. Of old ſubject to the Monaſtery of Secon, 
which had the Tythes,and ſome certain Rents ; but the 
Inhabitants were otherwiſe free of all Exactions, Taxes 
and Tolls; and governed by a Senate choſen out of 
themſelves, by their own Laws and Cuſtoms ; only the 
Abbeſs of the Monaſtery choſe the Senators :. and the 
Emperor was Advocate of the Monaſtery : which 
Right being canfigned by Fredericus /Enobarbus, to 
Otho, Palatine of Burgundy, came to the Houſe of 
Hapſpurgh ; and by the latter, to Albert, Son of Re- 
doiphus I. who attempting to change theſe Methods of 
Government, this Canton in 1351. revolted, and was 
received into the League of the Cantons3 and in 
1386. gave the Auſtrians a fatal overthrow. Zusn- 
glius, about 1515. preaching here againſt the Church 
of Rome, many of the Inhabitants mbraced the Re- 
formed Religion , the reſt perfiiting in the Roman ; 
and fo it ſtands at this day. 

Glas, Naneus, a River in Scotland, the ſame with 
$trachnavern. 

Glaſcow, Glaſquo, Glaſcum, a City in the Weſt of 
Scotland, upon the River Cluyd, | Glotta, ] ſixteen 
Miles from the Weſtern Shoar. This was very anci- 
ently a Biſhops See, but diſcontinued till King 1/5/- 
liam of Scotland , reſtored it-: now an Archbiſhops 
See, and an Univerfity, which was opened by Turnbull 
a Biſhop, who in 1554. built a College here: and it 
is now the beſt place of Trade in this part of Scocland, 
having a delightful ſituation, excellent Apples, and a 
Bridge of eight Arches over the Cluyd. 

Glaſtenburp, Glaſconia, Avalonia, a very ancient 
and famous Abbey in the Iſle of Avalon , in Sommer- 
ſerſhire, upon the River Parree ; which is ſaid to bave 
been built, or begun, by Foſeph of Arimathea, the 
Apoſtle of the Brztazns, under the Reign of Nero the 
Emperour and Arviragus King of the Brittazns, 


( according to Gzldas ), and therefore honoured a- 


bove all other places in this Nation. The firſt ſmall 
Cell failing, Devi Biſhop of S. David's, erected a new 
one in the ſame place. But Ina King of the We/# 
Saxons, who began his Reign in 689. and reigned 
thirty eight years. was its laſting and moſt beautiful 
Founder ; who about 7 8. erected here a very fair 
and itately Church , in which time it was a kind of 
School, or Seminary, but managed by Secular Prie(ts. 
Dunſtan brought in the Benediine Monks, about 
970. under theſe, the place thrived wonderfully, and 
became a ſmall City, incompaſſed with a ſtrong Wall 
of a Nile about , and repleniſhed with ſtately buil- 
dings : they had a Revenue of 3508 /- per annum, 
when Henry VIII. put an end to all their Greatneſs. 
In this place in the Reign of Henry Il. between twa 
Pyramids, was found the Tomb of King Arthur, the 
famous Prince of the Britains ; which is a very great 
Indication of the Antiquity of this Place , if there 
were no other. The Body lay very deep in the Earth, 
with an Inſcription. in Latin upon a Leaden Croſs, 
exprefling it was King Arthur, who was there buried / 
in the Iſland of Avalon: It 1s certain, the Brettasns 
made this place ſometime their Retreat, from the har- 
raſſment of the Pagan conquering Saxons. 

Glatz, or Gladſcow, Clacium, Glotium, Glatium, a 
a City of Bohemza, and the Capital of a County of 
the ſame Name ; ſeated upon the River Nezs , which 
runs through Sileſia ; and beneath Guben falls into 
the Oder, near the Mountains of Fi&e/berg ; twenty 
one German Miles from Prague to the Eait , and fif- 
teen from Ol-trz to the'North ; it is a ſmall City, 
built at the foot of an Hill, and has a ſtrong Caſtle 
init. Dubravius ſaith, it belonged [heretofore to 
Silefia. The chief Town in it, is Haberſwerd. 

Glencarn, Carbantorigum, an Earldom: in Nzdsſ= 
dale in Scorland, belonging for a long time to the Cu= 
ninghams, a great Family in that Nation. 

Glendelagh, Gl/ende/achum, once a City', now a 
Village, in the County of Dublin : alſo once a Bi- 
ſhops See , but now united to the Biſhoprick of Dub- 
lin. This Name is written Glandeloure ; and Glan- 
dilauge. 

Glenlnz Bap, Clenlucenſis Sinus, the Bay or Arm 
of the Sea, which divides Ireland from Galloway in 
Scotland. 

Glinbotin, Planina, Scardus, a Mountain in the 
EaſternConfines of Macedonia,towards Albania,out of 
which ſprings the River Drzn. 

Globtokeu, a Town in Lithuania, made famous 
by a great Defeat of the Moſcovites by the Poles in 
1661. in which the former Joſt twelve thouſand Men, 
and all their Cannon and Carriages. 

Gloneck, a River of Bavarza, near Tyrol. 

Glouceſter, Claudsa, E& Claudia Caſtra, Clevum, 
Glovernum , a very ancient City, in a County of the 
ſame Name, in the Weſt of England, called G/evum 
by Antoninus; being a Roman Colony deſigned for 
the curbing the Szlures, a Warlike Brztiſh Clan. It 
lies on the Eaſt fide of the Severn ; and where it is 
not ſecured by that River , has in ſome places a very 
Rrong Wall, and is a.neat and populous City ; with 
twelve Pariſh Churches ſtanding in 1t , beſides the Ca= 
thedral : , on the South fide it had a fine Caſtle built 
of ſquare Stone , which is now ruined. Ceaulin, 
King of the Weſt Saxons, about 570. was the firſt that 
conquered it from the Britans. About 875. it fell 


' Into the hands of the Danes, who miſerably defaced it. 


Soon after this Aldred, Archbiſhop of Tork,, built the 
Cathedral, to which belongs now a Dean, and ſix 
Prebends. In this Church Edward II. was buried ; 
and not far from him, Rebere the eldeſt Son of YVi/- 
liam the Conquerour:; two unfortunate Princes. In 
the Barons Wars under Edward I. and Henry IIL it 
ſuffered very much. Richard III. ſometime Duke of 

Glouceſter, 
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Glouceſter, made this City a County Corporate. Hen- 
7y VIIE ſettled here a Biſhops See in 1540. the firſt 
Biſhop of which was Dr. Fon Chambers ; from whom 
the preſent Biſhop, is the fourteenth in number. Geo- 
fry of Monmouth, had been Biſhop of the See before 3 
but it was ſuppreſſed in after times , and now again 
revived. This City falling at firſt into the hands of 
the Rebels in our former Troubles, was beſieged Yup. 
T0. 1643- by the Kings Forces : the eighteenth the 
King came in Perſon to the Leaguer , but Eſſex co- 
ming up Sepr. 10. the Seige was raiſed: and for 
ought I can find , it continued in their hands till the 
Reſtitution of Charles IT $5 Glouceſterſhire , 
was the chief Seat of the Dobuni : on the Weſt it 
butterh upon Monmonmouthſhire , and Heres 
fordſhire ; on the North upon Worceſterſhire ; 
on the Eaft upon Warwick ſhire ; and on the 
South upon Wz:lrſhire , and Somerſerſhire : from 
which laſt, it is parted by the River Avon : a plea- 
fant and fruitful Country, ſtretching in length from 
North-Eaſt to South-Weſt ; the Eaſtern part ſwells 
up into Hills, called Correſivold ; the middle part 
ſinks into a fertile Plain, watered by the Severn ; the 
Weſtern fide is much covered with Woods. In the 
times of William of Malmsbury, the Vales in this 
County were filled with Vineyards, which are now 
turned into Orchards, and jmplyed in Cyder, the true 
and natural Engliſb Wine. The Honour or Dukedom 
which belongs to this County, is arinexed to the Royal 
Family. Henry. the Third Sori to Charles the Mars 
egyr was intituled Duke of Glouceſter in 1641- Cre- 
ated ſo May 13. 1659. and died September 13. 1660, 
a Prince of great Hope and Conſtancy. 

the Greater, G/ogavia, Glofeavia, a City 
of Silefia in Bohemia , upon the River Oder ; which 
is very well fortified, and has a ſtrong Caſtle : the Ca» 
pital of the Dukedom of Glogaw ; about two German 
Miles from the Borders of Poland, and fifteen from 
Breſlaw to the North, and from Sagan to the Eaſt 
ſeven. This City was taken by the Swedes in 1647. 

Maly, or Klein Glogaw, the Leſſer _—_ ſtands 
upon the ſame River, in the Dukedom of Oppelen : 
four Miles from Oppelen Eaſt, ten from Glazz Eaſt, 
and thirty from the Great Glogaw South. 

Gluckſtad, Glucſtadium, Fanum Fortune, as the 
Name imports; a Town in Germany, in the Duke- 
dom of Holſtein, upon the Elbe, in Stormaria; pla- 
ced at the confluence of the Elbe and the Stoer. It 
was raiſed and fortified by Chriſtian IV. King of 
Denmark in 1625. and belongs now to that Crown. 
It ftands fix Miles beneath Hemburgh to the 
Weſt. 

' Gluchsbouzg, Glucsburgum, a ſmall Town in Den- 
mark , from which the Dukes of Ho/ſtein have their 
Title of Glucksbourg, or Luxbourg. It ſtands in the 


Eaſt part of the Dukedom of Sleſwick, near Fleneſ-. 


þ , from which it lies but one German Mile to 
the Eaft, upon a Bay of the Baltick Sea , towards the 
Iſle of Alſen. 

Gliyecpnero, Athyras, L' Acqua Dolce, a River of 
Thrace ; which ariſeth near Byzza, Bilzier or Viſa, 
a City of Thrace ; and running Southward, falls into 
the Propontis , South of Seliurea; ten German 


Miles South of Conſtantinople, and fix North of Pe- 


rintho.. 

' Gnoſna, Limioſaleum, Gneſna, a City in the King- 
dom of Poland, by the Germans called Gniſen : it 1s 
an Archbiſhops See, in the Palatinate of Kal:ſþ , to- 
wards the Confines of Germany ; and was anciently 
called Limioſaleum. This was the Royal City of Po- 
land, and is now the Seat of the Primate of that 
Nation, and Capital of Polonia Major ; but daily de- 
caying, having ſuffered much by Fire in 1613. It lies 
three Pol;fþ Miles North from the River Warea, even 
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from Kalsſhb , thirty five from Warſaw to the North- 
Weſt , and thirty from Dantzick to the South-Weſt. 
Built by Lechus 1. King of Polendina Marſhy Ground. 
The Biſhoprick was founded by Mzeczilaws, Duke of 
Poland. in 966. The Biſhop of this See executes the 
Regal Office in the Interregnum of that Kingdem, 
and ſummoneth the Diet for the Election of a new 
King. He has the privilege, from the Roman See, to 
be a Legatus Nats ; and takes upon him to refuſe to 
give precedence to Cardinals. 

 Gnido, Cn:dus, Gnidus , a ruined old City of Ca- 
714 in the Leſſer Aſia; ſeventy Miles from Halicar- 
naſſus to the Eaſt, between Rhodes and Cyprus, upon 
the Mediterranean Sea. There are here many ruins 
of ancient Structures, as a Theatre, a Temple , and 
the like , which ſhew the Antiquity of it : thongh 
now deſolate, and its two Havens, which made it once 
ſo famous, totally decayed. | 

Goa, Barygaſa, Goa, a City of the Hither Eaſt-In- 
dies, called thus by the Portugueſe ; but Goemoat by 

the Natives,that is,che Fruitful well watered Land.It 

lies in a ſmall Iſland towards the Mouth of the River 
Mandova, on the. Shoars of the Province ofCuncan, 
m Long. 104. 15. Lat. 15. 40. on the Weſtern Shoar 
of the Cape of Malabar, This Ifland belonged an- 
ciently to the King of Decam ; but in 1510. was con- 
quered by Aifonſus Albuquerque, a Portugueſe. Pope 
Paul I. made it an Archbiſhops See; and it was for 
a long time after the moſt celebrated Mart and Ha- 
ven in the E2ſt-Indies : great, populous, rich and 
ſtrong, though neither walled nor fortified, only as it 
had fix Forts in the Suburbs. The Portugueſe ere- 
Cted here an Univerſity , made it the Seat of the Vice- 
Roy of the Indies, and improved it as much as was 
poſſible. Thus Baudrand. Thevenot affures us, that 
it has me Walls, with Towers ; and of Cannon plen- 
ty. The Iſland produceth Corn, Cattle, Fruit in a- 
bundance ; and wants not good Water. It is ſtill 
the Capital of the Portugueſe Acquiſitions in this re- 
mote part of the World ; full of Religious Houſes and 
Churches, Monks and Friers ; but much leflened as to 
its Trade, by the growth of the Dutch Eaſt-India 
Company. The Feſuits have five Houſes belonging 
to their Order ; and it is pretended, that the Body of 
S. Thomas: the Apoſtle is preſerved in this City. 

Godalming , A Market Town in the County of 
Surrey. The Capital of its Hundred. 

Goes, Goe, Tergoes, a confiderable Town in 
Zealand , ſeated on that Branch of the Scheld, which 
is called the Schenk : a great, rich, and populous 
Town ; on the North Shoar of the Ifle of Beueland:,; 
four Miles Eaſt of Msddleburgh, and almoſt five from 
Ulilsſſingen to the North-Eaſt. Guicciardin. 

Goga, Durga, a ſmall City in India Propria, under 
the Mogul, in the Kingdom of Guzarat; towards 
the North Shoar ot the Bay of Barigazen, fixty Spa- 
niſh Leagues from Dabu! to the North. 

Gogna, Agonza, a ſmall River in the Dukedam of 
Milan ; which ariſeth near the Lake called i{ Mags- 
ore, in the County of Novareſe ; and running South- 
ward by Novara Mortars, a little above Dorno, takes 
in from the Eaſt the Ditomb:o ; then falls into the Po, 
eight Miles Weſt of Pavie. : 

Gojame, Gojamum , a Kingdom in Africa, in the 
Higher Ethiopia , near the Sources of the Nile ; 
where it breaks out of the Lake Zembre, or Zaire ; 
and lies on the South of the faid Lake , between it 
and the Mountains : the Capital of it being Xembre, a 
City which gives Name to the Lake, between Long. 
40. and 50. and South Lat. 10. and 20. 

Golconde, Golconda , a Kingdom in the Hzither 
Eaſt-Indies, near the Bay of Bengala ; on the North 
it has the Empire of the Mogu/, on the Weſt the 
Kingdom of Decam , on the South the Kingdom of

Biſnatar, and on the Eaſt the Bay of Benga/a. This 
1s more frequently called Orix:ia. It is a great Ring- 
dom ; extended by the ſpace of two hundred and 
ſixty French Leagues upon the South Bay ; and takes 
the Name of Goiconda from the Capital City, which 
hes between the River Guenga, and the Mountains of 
Baſagua: a great and noble City , adorned with fuch 
a ſtately Pagod or Temple \ for the' Indran Worſhip, 
as' pains the-preference,! with ſomie® Travellers, before 
the moſt admired Edifices in all 4fa ;” fixty Leagues 
from the Port of Maſilupatam to the North, and fifty 
from the' neare[t Coalt of the Ocein to the Weſt. 
The other Cities are Conteripatam, Caregare, Orixa, 
Maſilupatam , Narfing apatam , and Malzapaura , or 
S. Thomas, This Prince is one of the moſt powerful 


in the tnazes.' It 'is a pleaſant Country to travel in, 
hy reaſon of the Rice'and Corn, and the many lovely

'' Goritia , Noreja, Fulium Carnicum, Goritia, is a 
ſmall, but very ſtrong City in the Eaſtern Border of 
Friuls, next Carniola , upon the River Ls/on7o , or 
Iſonzo, [ Sontius ] three German Miles from Fraulz 
Eaſt, and ſeventeen from Venice. This is the Capital 
of a ſmall County of the fame Name, and is well 
feated, over-looking a fair Plain to the South-Weſt. 
The Emperours Governour of the Country lives in 
the Caftle, who has a Guard allowed him. The Ger- 
mans call it Goztz. This City and County fell to 
Frederick, IV. by Inheritance from the laft Earl of 
Gortz, whodied in 1473. and ever fince it has been 
in the Poſſeflion of the Houſe of Anſtria. It has 
been eſteemed a- part of Carnzo/a , though it be in 
truth a part of Frzuls. ; : 

Gozkum, Gor:ichemum , a City or great Town in 
South Holland, upon' the Maes, where 1t receives the 
Ling, one Mile more Welt than the Confluence of the 
Maes and Wael, three Leagues from Dore to the 
Eaſt, and four from Breda to the North ; builtin the 
year 1230. by aLofd of the Territory of Arkel, of 
which it is the Capital 3 and very ſtrongly fore 
tified. 

- Gozlitz, Gorlitium , a. City of the Upper Luſa- 
254, in Germany, which is the Capital of that Country. 
It is very ftrong , feated in a Marſh upon the River 
Niſſe, which falls into the Oder, between Goſſewand 
Franckfort, twelve German Miles ftrom- Glogawy to the 
South-Weſt, the ſame from Dreſden to the Eaſt, and 
eighteen from Prague to the North. It was hereto- 
fore under the King of Bohemia , but belongs now to 
the Elector of Saxony.

Gozp , a principal Town or ſmall City in Gurgi- 
ſtan ( or Georgia ) in Aſia, upon the River Kar , 1n 
a Plain 'betwixt two Mountains ; built by a General 
of the Perſian Army, about torty years ago, and de- 
Fended with a Fortreſs , in which a hundred natural 
Perſians keep Garriſon. It is already grown a rich

tar, Goſlarie: an Imperial and Free-City, in the 
Lower Saxony , in Germany , within the Bounds of 
the Dukedom of Brunſwick Wolfenbuttel , in the Fo- 
reſt of Sellerwalt. Built by Henry the Fowler, and 
fortified in 1201. The Dukes of Brunſwick are its 
Protectors : it ſtands on the Confines of the Biſhop- 
rick of Hildiſheim , five Miles from that City to the 
South-Eaſt, and ſeven from Ha!berſtad to the Welt, 
upon the River { Goſa ] Goſlar , which a little lower 
falls into the River Oakre, ( Obater. ] 

Goltynin, Geſtinza, a ſmall Town, and a Caſtel- 
lany thereto belonging, in the Palatinate of Rava, 
' In the Great Poland ; two Miles from the Viſtula, and 
Ploczks to the South 3 which has a Caſtle, tolerably 
ſtrong. This ſmall Place was made famous by the 
Impriſonment and Death of Syſiczus, Great Duke of 
Muſcovy. | 3 

« oe Egates, gates, a knot of ſmall Iſlands 
in the Mediterranean Sea, over againſt the Weltern 
Point of Sicily, upon the Coaſt of Africa. 

Gothardsberg , or S.. Gothard, Adula, Summe 
Alpes, a confiderable Branch of the S wiſs Alpes, be- 
tween the Dutchy of Mzlan and Switzers , Where the 
Pennine Alpes begin: it lies in part in the Canton 
of Urs, and in part in the Upper League of the Gy:- 
ſons, between Altorff to the North, and the Town 
of Belinzona ( once a Town of the Dutchy of Ms- 
lan, now belonging to the Swiſs ), ' upon the River 
Teſino, to the South : the parts of this Mountain are 
Griſpaltsberg, from whence ſpringeth the firlt Branch 
of the Rhine ; Vogſelberg , called by the Iralzans, il 


mante Uccetlo, from. whence.comes the ſecond Branclr 
of the Rhine; * Mont Furk., from whence the 
Rboſne and the Teſino ; Mont Grimſel, the Mather of 
the. Aar and Ruſs, which do both afterwards fall into 
the Rh:ne..

Gothen, Gotha, a ſmall City in Thuringia in Ger- 

many, built. by the Goths ; which is now under the 


. Duke of Gotha , a Branch of the Houſe of Saxony, 


whoſe Caſtle is Grimmeſtein. This place was here- 
tofore very ſtrong , but in the time of Ferdinand 1. 
1t was deſtroyed, and in later times rebuilt , and cal- 
led Freidenſtein. It ſtands three German Miles from 
Erford to the Weſt, and four from Eyſenach. $ The 
Dukedom of Gotha , is a part.of the Upper Saxony, 
under the Dominion of its own Duke ; who is a 
Branch of the Line of Feymar ; and beſides this, poſ- 
ſefled of Altenburg in Mz(n1a , Coburg , a part of 
Hennenberg, in Franconia z and Ofterland in the 
Upper Saxony. | 

Gothebourg, or Gorembourg , a very ſtrong City 
with an Harbour belonging to it , in the Province of 
Weſtrogothia, at the entrance of the Balzich Sea, 
three German Miles from Bahuys to the South, lixty 
fix from Szockholm to the South-Weſt , and ſeventeen 
from Skagen ( the moſt Northern Point of Futland ) 
to the North-Weſt. In this City Charles IN. King of 
Sweden died, in 1660. $ There is another Town of 
the ſame Name in New ork ( formerly called New 
Sweden) in America ; built by the Swedes , but 
taken from them by the Hollanders, and taken again 
from the Hollanders by the Engliſh. 

Gotland, Gothia, the South part of the Kingdom 
of Sweden, called by the Inhabitants 'Gut/ande ; by 
the Swedes Gotaz by the Germans Gotlandt. It lies 
between Sweden properly fo called , Norway to the 
North, and the Ba/tick Sea ; from Norway it is again 
divided by the vaſt Lake Werner , and the River that 
i{ueth out of it. This great ſpace of Land is divided 
into three parts, or Provinces, Weſt Gota, Oſt 
Gota, and Sod Gota ; each of which is again ſub- 
divided into leſſer Provinces. In Oftregothia , is O# 
Gota, Smaland, Oeland, and an Iſland in the Baltzek 
Sea, Called Gorland, In Sod ( or South) Gota, which 
lies next Denmark, ( being ſeparated from it only by 
the Sound, ) are Skone, Haland, and Bleking ; which 
three belonged heretofore to the Danes ; but in 1658. 
by the Treaty of Roſchild, were yielded to the Swedes, 
In Weſtrogothia, are Daal and Wermeland: the prin- 
Cipal Cities in theſe Provinces, are, Calmar, Gotten- 
bourg, Bahuys, and Landskroon. This was the Coun- 
try of that Nation of the (Soths , which contributed 
ſo very much to the ruin of the Weſtern Roman Em- 
pire, being aſſociated in their Conquelts by the 
Rugu, the Carins, the Sidrones, the Yandals , and 
others. . They began to be taken notice of under 
Decius the Emperour , in the year of Chriſt 251. 
Theodefius conquered them after this, when they had 
but a little before ruined Yalens his Predeceſſor. 4 
laricus took Rome, and laid all Traly deſolate in the 
Reign of Honorius , A. D. 409. after whom, Atul» 
phus ſet up the Kingdom of Wiſigoths, or Weſtern 
Goths, in Aquitania and Narbon 1n. France ; which 
was conquered in 506. or rather removed into Spain ; 
where it continued three hundred years, till Roders- 
cus, the laſt King of this Race , was overthrown and 
ſlain by the Moors and Saracens of Africa. Of all 
which I ſhall ſpeak more largely in the proper places. 
This people had a Biſhop, named Theophilus, al- 
ſifting at the General Council of Nice, under Con- 
ſtantine the Great ; and another, Viphilas, who was 
a famous Arrian. $ The Iſland of Gotland aftore- 
mentioned , in the Baltick, Sea , i about twelve 
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Leagues long from North to South, and five broad 
from Eaſt to Weſt, and nine Swed:ſb Miles from the 
Iſle of Geland to the Eaſt 5 with the City Wisburg 
for its Capital. 

Gottingen, Dulzibiorum, Dulgummiorum, Muni- 
tium, Fuliphurdum, Gortinga, Gottengen, a City of 
the Lower Saxony, in the Dukedom of Brunſwick , 
upon the River Leyne ; five German Miles from Lim- 
becke on the ſame River to the South , twelve from 
Paterborne to the Eaſt, and fixteen from Mansfelt 
to the Weſt : the River upon which it ſtands, a little 
beneath Ferden , fills into the Weſer, above Bremen 
to the Eaſt, fix Miles. , 

Gottozp, a Caſtle near S/eſwick , in the Province 
of Futland, in Denmark ; which is the ordinary reh- 
dence of the Dukes of Holſtein , entituled Gottorp 
from hence, in diſtintion from the Dukes of Hol 
ſtem Regalis. Two Branches of the ſame Family from 
Chriſtian 1II. King of Denmark. See Holſtein. 

Gotz. See Emmaus. 

Gonaltar, or Govaleor, a City and Province of the 
fame Name , of the Empire of the Great Mogul in 
India, on this fide the Ganges , to the Eaſt of Agra. 
The former is eſteemed one of the moſt conſiderable 
places in the Indies ; where the Emperour keeps his 
Treaſure, and confines the Priſoners of State. 

Goude, Gauda, a Town and Port of Holand upon 
the 1/e/, which there receives the River Gou , which 
laſt gives Name to this place ; in an advantageous 
fituation upon the account of the'Sluces; five Leagues 
from Leyden. It is ſaid to have been built in the 
year 1272. and afterwards in 1420- to have been quite 
deſtroyed by fire. The Townehouſe is remarked for 
a good Building. i 

Gonel, a River of the Kingdom of Bengale in the 
Eaſt-Indies, where Diamonds are found. 

Governo, Acroventum, a Town in the Dutchy of 
Milan, but under the Dominion of the Republick of 
Pence, upon the Po , where the River Menz7o comes 
to join it, between Mantoua and Concordia : Memo- 
rable for the Enterview at it of Pope Leo, and Ar- 
zila King of the Hunns. 

Gournayp, Gornacum, a Town in the Territory of 
Bray in Normandy, upon the River Epre, five Leagues 
from G:ſors. $ There is another of the ſame Name 
in the Iſle of France , upon the Frontiers of P:cardy 
and the River Aronde, betwixt Compiegne, Noyen and 
Clermone en Beauvais. 

Gozt, Thera, an Ifland near Candi. 

G030, Garlos, and by the Inhabitants called Gau- 
diſch, is a ſmall Iſland near Malta to the Weſt , at 
the diſtance of four Miles only , mentioned by S:ra- 
bo and P/-my. Now belonging to the Knights of 
Maltha, who have fortified it with a Caſtle. $ Alſo 
an-Ifland in the Sea of Crete near Cape Cr:o, called 
Claudia , in the As of the Apoſtles, C. 27. 16. and 
otherwiſe by the Ancients, Claudus and Claudos. 

La G2ace , or La Graſſe, a City of Provence in 
France, which is a Biſho;;s See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Embrun, in the ftead of Antipolis, now Antibe : 
It is ſeated upon an Hill ; and 1s a fine well bnilt 
City, with divers Churches and Religious Houſes in it ; 
three Leagues from Antibe to the Weſt, ſeven from 
Nice to the ſame quarter , about twenty four from 
Embrin to the South, and theſame from S:ſteron to 
the South- Welt. Hadr. Vale. in his Notitza Gale 
ſaith, this City in 1285 belonged to the Biſhoprick 
of Arles, and Antibe was then the Biſhops See; but 
m 1322. this 1s named, as a Suftragan Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Embrun, in the I:znerary 
of Gregory XI. And that the See was removed his 
ther upon the account of the daily Incurfions of Py- 
rats and Robbers, and upon the ſlaughter of one of 
the Biſhops of Antibe, For ( faith he) Antibe js a 
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Sea-Port, but La Grace is a ſtrong Caſtle , and more 
remote = the Sea. Which reaſon ſheweth the 
weakneſs of the French Nation at Sea in thoſe 
times: 

 Gxacias a Dios, a Town and Cape of the Pro- 
vince of Honduras, in New Spain , in the Northern 
America; poſſeſſed by the Sa/vages, with the whole 
Country thereabou:s, to the extent of fifty Leagues, 
living in a Republican way , without any Soveraign 
King or Prince over them ; and when they go to War, 
making choice of one -out -of themſelves to con 
mand for that preſent Juncture. The Spaniards ho- 
nour them with the Titk of /os Þ:4ios Bravos, for their 
Gallantry , havmg been never conquered yet. 

Gzadiska, Gradeſcia , a principal Town of the 
Province of Sclavonra in the Lower Hungary , upon 
the Save, betwixt Poſſega and Zagrabia, towards the 
Borders of Croatia. Sce Sciavonia. Some: will have 
it to be the true Servitsum of the Ancients. $ A 
Fortreſs likewiſe in Frzuls, m the County of Gors::a, 
pon the River S:ſonz0, which belongs tothe Houſe of 

auſtria. 

G2ads, Gradus, a City and Iſland belonging to 
Friuls, on the Shoars of the Adrsatick Sea , or Gulph 
of Venice ; built by the Inhabitants of Aquileja ; 
eight Miles from Yenice to the Eaſt, and twelve from 
Aquileja to the South, under the Yenetsans. The 
Patriarchs of Aquileja long fince removed from 
thence, and ſettled here ; as they went afterwards from 
hence to Venice, about two hundred years tince. E- 
las one of theſe Patriarchs in 602.celebrated a Coun- 
cil in this place. 

Gzafignana , Caferonzans, a County: within the 
Apennine ; the greateſt part of which is under the 
Duke of Modena , the reſt belongs to the Republick 
of Luccas 

G2aftschaft Mansfe/d, Mansfeldienſis Comita= 
tus, the County of Mansfie/d. The word Gzafts- 
chaft, in the German Town, ſigaifying a County. 

G:afton, a Road-Town in Northamptonſhire, in 
the Hundred of Cleley; adorned with a Park,and an an- 
cient Seat of the Family de P/ideville, Earls of Rivers, 
The Marriage of King Edward IV. with the Lady 
Grey , which was the firtt Marriage of any King of 
Enz/and with a Subject from the Conquett , recei- 
ved its confummation here. From the year 1490, to 
Henry VIII. this Seat, bequeathed by Richard 
( the laſt of the Male Line of the Revers ), to Thomas 
Grey, Marqueſs of Dorſet, continued in the Name of 
the Greys: and then in an exchange for Lands in Les- 
ceſterſhire, became united to the Crown, It is well 
known for giving the Title of Duke to the late Hex- 
ry Fitz Roy , created by King Charles II. his Father, 
Baron of Sudbury , Viſcount Jpſwich, and Earl of 
Euſton 1n 1672, and Duke of Grafton five years 
after : who dyed of the Wounds he received at the 
Siege of Cork, | 

G:ambaſia, Crambuſia , a ſmall Iſland on the 
Coalit of C:/:cia. 

Gzampond, a Market and Borough-Town in the 
County of Cornwall, in the Hundred of Powder : 


- which returns two Members of Parliament. 


G2an, $:r:gonium, a City of the Lower Hungary, 
ſeated on the South-Weſt fide of the River Danube , 
where the River Gran:falls into the Danube, Its 
Caſile is a \ very fine Pile, built upon the Banks of 
the Danube, upon a Rock, which is very ſteep. The 
City is of a Triangular form. It has two great 
Towers, one toward Thomasberg , and the other to- 
wards the Danube, over againſt Barkan : between 
theſe Towers there is a Wall ; which has ſmall Flanks 
and Redoubts, and a Dike flanked with hewen Stone :. 
at the foot of the Dike there runs a Terraſſe, which 
has ftrong Palls/adoes, 'and four great Points, _— 

( 


of Ravelins : the other fide towards the Danube has 
nothing but Walls and Palls/adoes ; it is very ſteep 
on that fide, and ſecured by the River. The Caſtle 
ſtands very high, but there are two Mountains from 
which it may be battered. This City is divided into 
two parts, the High and the Low Town, the-laſt 
commanding the Danube: they are both very ftrong, 
and have good Walk. S. Thomas's Hill is alſo well 
fortified, becauſe being very near the Town, it would 
otherwiſe have commanded it. There are in it ex- 
cellent temperate Baths, Tihis City was. heretofore 
the Capital of Hungar7s and has many magnificent 
Buildings in it, as.S. Stephens Church, the Archbiſhops 
Palace, &c. The-Country .about it affords excellent 
Wines ; ithere 4s plenty of .hot Springs; ſo that the 
pleaſantneſs of its ſituation, and the tentility of the 
Soil.eafily induced the ancient Kings -of Hungary to 
ſettle,here. The:impartance of this Place has brought 
upon.it many:bloedy Siqges. ors King of Hungary 
belieged it without any ſucceſs, about 1529. Se/y- 
man the Magnificent took it in 1544. The. Count 
of Mangfield vetook it-for the Arch:Duke Matthias, 
in 16595. t was loſt again by the-Cowardize:of the 
Garriſon in 1605. the Governour being ,accidentally 
Killed. Juſt over. againit it ſtands.Barkay, .to which 
there is Aa Bridge of Boats over the Danube, which.to- 
gether with Barkan was burnt by the.

- This Ci- 
ty was built out of the Ruins of 7:beris, an old 
Reman City, in an extended ferm upon ſeveral 


Hills, two of which are higher than any of the reſt) 


ypon the River De/ Oro [| Darrum ], the River Xe» 
nl [ Singilss ] flowing alſo not far from it on the 
South. This City is divided into four parts ; the 
firſt is Granada, in which is the Cathedral; the ſe- 
cond, Alhambra, beautified with the Palace of the 
Mooriſh Kings, which is extreamly Magnificent, and 
has a delightful Proſpect ; the third, Alve/ia ; and the 
fourth, Antiquerula, which for the multitude of In- 
.habitants, and beauty of the Buildings, is not inferior 
to. any of the ather three : the whole is twelve Miles 
in compaſs, inhabited by many excellent Artificers, 
eſpecially Silk- Weavers. It has alfo a Biſhops See, an 
Univerſity opened by Ferdinando, and a Parliament 
or Chancellary. This City was built by the Moors, 
who were expelled out of it, after they had poſſeſſed 
1t 778 years, in 1462. It has twelve Gates, and a 
thouſand and thirty Towers. In it lie buried Fer- 
dinando and Iſabella, Philip I. and Foarna his Queen. 
On the Eaſt there is a Caſtle built on a Hill of

G:anfon, Granſonium, a Village in Switzerland, 
near the Lake of Newenbourg, which has a ſmall Di- 
ftrit belonging to it, ſubject to the Cantons of Bearn, 
and Friburg : it lies at the equal diltance of 3 Miles 
from Newenburg to the South, and Friburg to the 
Welt. Near this place, the Army of Charles the Har- 
dy, Duke of B:-g:7:dy, confilting of 50000 Men, was 
defeated by 5000 Swiſs in 1476. and his Camp taken 
with all his Baggage and Cannon. This unfortunate 
Prince had but a little before taken this Town from 
the Swiſs; and coming too late to relieve it again, 
the Sw:ſs upon this defeat of his Army, have ever 
ſince enjoyed 1t.

G:anville, Grandiſvilla, Magna villa, a ſtrong 
Sea-Port Fown in Normandy, betwixt Coutances and 
Auranches, ſeven Leagues from Far/{cy to the South, 
- and five from S. Michael to the Nerth: fituated in 
' part upon a Rock of difficult acceſs, and part in the 

' Plain. 

 Gzaro, Maſta, a Mountain of Arkiopia, upon the 
.South=Eafſt of Egypr. 

G2as de Paſſon, Maſſa/roticum, the Mouth or 

*Haven at the Outlet of the River Rhoſne, into the 
© Mediterranean Sea. This French Word GRAS, (like 
. the Latin, Gradus, from whence it is derived ) being

. Wards alſo being ſwelled by the Corhyle, the Turbido, 
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and ſome others of leſs note, it falls into the Gulpi 
of Taranto at Thuris, an ancient brit ruined City 
now called, La torre di Brodogneto. 

Gzatz, or Gretz, Grazacum, Gracium, Grecium 
Savarie, a very {trong City of Sezria, which is the 
Capital of that Province, and has a Princely Caſtle in 
it ; the common -Refidence of the: Arch Duke of 
Gratz, or Stiria, who is of the Houſe of Auſtria ; it 
ſtanis upon the River Mure, thirteen German Miles 
from Vienna to the South, five from the Drave, nine 
from Fudenburg to the Eaſt ; and five Leagues below 
the confluence of the Mure with the Drave. 

G2audentz, or Grudzancz, Graudentium, Gru- 
dentum, a (ſweet, well fortified Town, in the _ 
Polonica ; or that part, which belongs to the Kingdom 
of Poland; ſeated 'upon the Confluence of the Ofe 
and Viſtula ; fifteen Polsſh Miles above Dantzck te 
the South, and thirty five from Warſhaw to the 
North. It has a Caſtle, and is under the Poles. 

. Gzave, Gravia, Carvo, a ſtrong Town in Bra- 
bant, upon the Maes, under the Unzted Provinces. 
Faken by the French in 1572. and after a Siege of 
three Months left in 1674, It is the Capital of a 
ſmall Diftrict called Kuiclande by the Durzch; and 
ſtands two Leagues from Nimeguen to the South, and 
four from Boſle-Duc to the Eaſt, upon the Frontiers 
of Gelderland. 

G:aveling, Gravelnes, Gravelingen, Gravelina, 
Gravelinga, a ſtrong Sea-Port on the Coaſt of Flan- 
ders, at the Mouth of the River Aa ; which ariſeth in 
the County of Bologne ; and watering Renty and 
S. Omar, falls here into the Britiſh Sea; three Miles 
from Calzs to the North, and the ſame from Dunkirk 
to the South. It was taken by the French in 1644, 
and again in 1658 : ever ſince which time it has been 
in their hands. The. Caſtle was firſt built in 1528. 
by the Order of the Emperor Charles V. % 

G2zaveſend, a noted Market Town in the County 
of Kent, in Aylesford Lath ; ſeated upon a rifing Hill, 
on the banks of the Thames, over againſt 7z/bury 
Fort in Eſſex. . 

Gzavina, a City in Puglia, in' the Kingdom of 
Naples ; which is a Biſhgps See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Acerenza; and has te honour to give the Title of 
a Duke to the Family of Ur/ma. It ſtands at the 
foot of the Apernnine, in the Borders of the Baſi/i- 
cate ; nine, Miles from Matera to the North, twenty 
four from C:renza to the Eaſt, and thirty four from 
Bari to the Welt. 

Gzap, Greum, Graium, Greium, a City in the 
County of Burgundy, or the Franche Comte ; ſmall, 
but well Peopled ; ſeated on an Hill, upon the River 
Saone | Arar ] which watering Lion, falls beneath it 
into the Rhoſne; in the Borders of the Dukedom of 
Burgundy, nine Miles from Dsjon to the Eaſt, and fx 
from Dole to the North: Tt was well fortified, arid 
had heretofore a ſtrong Caſtle ; but being taken by 
the French in 1668. and retaken in 1674, the French 
diſmantled it, after which by the Treaty of Nzme- 
guen, it was in 1678. refigned to them, and they 
{till have it. 

G2ays-Thurrock, a Market Town in the County 
of Eſſex, in the Hundred of Chaford. 

Gzeece, Gracia, Hellas, a very large Country in 
Europe ; which being taken in its greateſt extent, was 
bounded on the Eaſt by the Proponezs, and the /fgean 
Sea, or Archipelago; on the South by the Meazter- 
ranean Sea; on the Weſt by the Tonzan Sea, or the 
Gulph of Yenice; and on the North by Bulgaria, 
Servia, and Il/yricum : Mount Hemws running be- 
tween Greece and theſe Countries, and ending at the 
Euxine Sea, which there begins to be a part of its 
Northern Border, So that it is a kind of Peninſula, 
ſurrounded on three ſides by the Sea 3 and only united 
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to the reſt of Evrope by the fourth : now almoſt in- 
tirely in the Hands of the Turks, who by the rune 
of the Grecian Empire have polleſſed themſelves of 
this vaſt, fruitful, populous, and once moſt Learned 
and Civil Country ;..and by their Tyranny, Barbarity, 
and ill Government, have in about two handred years 
almoſt intirely ruined what was the Work of two 
thouſand to effect. It is called Greece by the Eng/zſh, 
Tas Grecchenland by the. Germa»s, and Romelia 
by the Turks : it contains Thrace, {now Romania, ) 
Macedonia, Achaia, ( now Livaaia, ) the Morea, 
( Peloponneſus ) and the greatelt part of the Iſlands 
in the Archipelago ; Conſtantinople being the head 
of this vaſt Country. This Peeple ( ſaith C:cero) 
which hath flouriſhed in Fame, Glory, Learning, 
Arts, Empire, and Military Exerciſes, poiſſeſſeth but 
a [mail part of Europe : but having by ther Arms 
prevailed. over the Aftaticks,.. they ſurrounded the 
Shoars of that Country, with. their Cities and Colo- 
mes. He might have added,, they did the like by 
Jealy, and reduced almoſt all-that which is now the. 
Kingdom"of Naples, under their Power, ( then called 
Magna Grecia,) and the beſt part of Szczly too | 
and; running down beyond Traly, Marſes![es in Pro- 
wvence was one of their Colonies. In Afia the- Leſs 
they palleſſed Myſia, Phrygia, ola, I-nia, Doris, 
Lydia, and Caria ; to which Countries they gave the 
name of Gr.ecza Afiatica. They poffeſled alſo moſt 
of the Iſlands of the Mediterranean' Sea, ; and this be- 
fore-the Riſe of the Mxcedowan Empire, which put 
the beſt part of 4/jia and Ezyp: into their Hands ::

ed their Sovereignty again ;, and- kept it, when Rome 
and all the Weſtern Empire felt into the Hands'of the 
Darbarous Nations.; But at laſt Conſtantinople: being 
taken by Mahomet 1I. in 1453. they. fell under the: 
moſt deplorable flavery that 1s poſſible. to be  con- 
ceived. . Athens and: Lacedemon” were two of their 
great Republicks, Rivals of cachi others glory.

1n the. Drac, { Dratts ), trom the South { at the foot 
of an Hill, upon a fruitful Plain ; thirteen Leapues 
from: Vienne to' the Eaſt, and fixteen' from Lion to 
the South-Eaft. ' 'This City has its name of Gratz - 
nepolis. and Grenoble from Gratianis the Empet®# 
who rebuilt and adorned it.

1a, in the Palatinate of Troks, partly upon an Hill, 
partly in a Valley ; which has a Bridge over the 
River Niemen, upon which it ftands; twenty Ger- 
man Miles from Vilna to the South-Weſt, and fixty 
from Margenburgh to the Eaſt. It was built by 
King Stephen about 1585. In 1655. the Moſco- 
vites took, and wretchedly harraſſed it. Stephen Ba- 
torius, the Founder of it, died here in 1586. The 
Diets of Poland are often held in this City, and it gives 
the Title of a Dukedom. 

G:oeningen, Groeninga, one of the Cities belong- 
ing to the United Provinces ; great, populous, rich, 
very ſtrong, and the Capital of a Province of the 
ſame name; having been heretofore the Capital of 
Frieſland. It ſtands upon the ſmall River Hooren- 
fer, where it receives the Damſter ; honored with a 


Biſhops See, by Pope Paul IV. and with an Univerſity, ' 


opered here A. D. 1615. It has a ſtrong Caſtle, which 
was in vain attacked by the Biſhop of Munſter in 
1672. It ſtands three French -Leagues from Dam 
to the Weſt, towards Leuwaerden, from which it 
ſtands eight Miles to the Eaſt. Heretofore a Free 
Imperial City, but now exempted ; and is one of the 
States united in the Dutch League. $ Yet Gzoen- 
ingerlandt, the Province belonging to this City, was 
heretofore a'part of Friefland. Its preſent bounds on 
the North, are the German Ocean, and the overflown 
Shallows; on the Weſt Frieſland, divided from it by 
the River Lavica; on the South Overyſſe/ ; and on 
the Eaſt Eaſt-Frie/land, from which it 1s divided by 
the vaſt Lake called Dollere. The principal City 1s 
Groeningen, It was of old ſubject to the Biſhop of 
Urtretche, from whom the City revolted, and put it 
ſelf under the Duke of Guelder/and in 1515. It fub- 
mitted alſo to Charles V. in 1536. and under that 
Family continued till 1594- when it was taken by 
the Forces of the Unzted Provinces, from the Spa- 
miards, This Province enjoys the laſt Yoice in the 
Aſſemblies of the States General. 

Gzoen-Land, or Green-Land, Gronza, called by 
the French Terreverte; by the Dutch, Spitsbergen ; 
1s a conſiderable part of the 4rtzck Continent, which 
lies more North than Iſſavd. Firſt diſcovered by 
Ericus Rufus, an Iſlander, in 982. After this it was 
fearched, and inhabited towards the Shoars. by the 
Danes and Norwegzans. In 1256. Magnus King of 
Norway ſent a Royal Navy to reduce the Inhabitants, 
who had refuſed to pay him Tribute. But from 1379 
all Navigation thither was intermitted, and the Inha- 
bitznts heard of no more. The more Southern parts 
were again diſcoverec about the end of the latt Cen- 
tury, by Martin Forbiſher an Engliſhman, George 
Monk a Dane, and others; yet there can very little 
be ſaid of it remarkable. but its Harbours, frequent- 
cd by the Europeans for Fiſhing. By ſeveral advances 
in ſucceeding times, the Land is diſcovered to deg. 
78. of Latitude ; whether it be an Iſland, or a part 
of the American, or any other Continent, 1s not 
known. Hefman faith, the Inhabitants live on Fiſh 
and Fowl ; whereas moſt (I might perhaps fay all ) 
that have ſailed thither., pretend to have found no o- 
ther Inhabitants than Wolves, Bears, Foxes, and Deer. 
Its mot Sonthern Cape is in'deg. 66. of Latitude. It 
has p-rpetual day during our Summer, and Night du- 
ring our Winter, and three months longer ; for their 
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Summer laſts Only three menths and fourteen days. 

Gz0l, Grolle or Groen/o, Grola, is a City belong- 
ing to the United Provinces in Guelderland, in the 
Diſtrict of Aurphen ; little, but well fortified ; and 
ſeated upon the River Sl;nke. Taken from the Durch 
by the Marqueſs of Spinola in 1605. Again by the 
Dutch in 1617. By the French in 1672. and again 
deſerted in 1674 This City 1s in the borders of Weſ?- 
phalza, and of the Biſhoprick of MunFer, four Leagues 
from _— to the Eaſt. There is a Tract writ- 
ten by Grotius, entituled, Obſidio Grolle. 

Gzoneburgh. See Tavaſthu. 

 Gzoſleto, Groſſerum, Roſerum, a ſmall City in the 
State of Siena in Italy, upon the Sea Shoar, which is 
a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Szene, and has 
a Caſtle that is very ſtrong. It ſtands about three 
Miles from the River Ombrone to the North-Weſt, 
near the Lake of Prils, (now di Caſtiglione, or di 
Buriano, ) and four from Siena South. This City 
ſprung up out of the ruins of Ryſel/e, which ſtood 
about two Miles from it. 

Gzoſlo, T:cariw, a River of Corſica, on the South 
ſide of the Iſland. 

G:ofwerder, an Iſland of Pruſſia, at the Mouth 
of the V:Rula. 

Gzoſverner, or le Grand Brenner, that part of 
the Alpes next Trent. 

Gzotkaw, Grothavia, a ſmall City of Bohemia in 
S:leſia, the Capital of a Dukedom of the ſame Name ; 
under the Dominion of the Biſhop of Breſlaw ; from 
which it is diſtant ſeven Miles to the South, and thir- 
teen from Prague to the Eaft. The Dukedom of 
Grotkaw, is a part of the Upper Sileſia in Bohemia, 
which has belonged to the Biſhoprick of Bre/law, from 
the times of Priteſlaus Pogarellus, Biſhop of that Dio- 
ceſe ; who bought it of Bols/laus, Duke of Lignztz, 
and Brieg, and annexed it for ever to this See. It 
lies between the Dukedom of Oppelen to the Eaft, 
Monſterberg to the Weſt, Brieg to the North, and 
Nieſſa to the South. Grothaw, and Nieſſa, are the 
principal places in it. , 

Lac'Gzotta de Cant, a peſtilential Cavern, near 
the Lake Agnano in Italy, four Leagues from Naples, 
towards Pozzuols : call'd likewiſe the Cavern of Cha- 
70%, from the mortal __ of the Air and Vapours 
within it. In 1628. Kzrcher ſays, he tryed the experi» 
ment of letting down a' dog into it, which thereupon 
became as perfectly dead : but taken up, and plunged 
in the Lake Agnano, he revived again. ( to 1. Mund: 
Subter. ) And from this ſort of quality, it comes to 
bear the name of de Cans. 

La Gzotta di Napoli, Cryp:a Neapolitana, a 
Road-cut a-croſs the foot of the Mountain Pofi/:po, 
twelve foot deep and broad, and half a League long, 
in the way betwixt Naples and Pozzuols in Italy, for 
the convenience of a ſhorter Paſſage from the one to 
the other. It was the work of Lucullus, who em- 
ploy'd a hundred thouſand men about it, and finiſhed 
it in fifteen days. | 

Gzubenhagen, a Caſtle and Territory in the Low- 
er Saxony, in the Dukedom of Brunſwick, towards 
the Mountains; not far from the River Leina; al- 
moſt five Miles from Gotesngen to the North, and 
eight from Goſlar to the South-Weft, twenty ſeven 
from Bremen to the South-Eaſt. This is the Capi- 
tal of a Dukedom, the only City in which is Ermberke, 
two Miles North of this Caſtle, which belongs to the 


' Duke of Brurſwick Hannover. 


Gzuninghen, a Town in the Principality of Hai- 
berſtad in the Lower Saxony. 

Guadajox, Sa//um, a River of Andaluſia, which 
at firſt was called Bibors, or Viboras ; but taking 
in the two ſmall Rivolets, of Tovazo, and Salado, 


it has the name of Guadajox ; and falls into the 
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Guadalquivir, between Sevil and Cordova. 

Guadalajara, Guadalaxara, a City in New Spain, 
which is the Capital of New Gallicia, and is very cotr- 
fiderable; being ſeated upon the River Baranja, and 
built in 1531, by the Spanrards, under whom it is. 
This is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Mexi- 
co ever ſince 1570, (when the See was tranſlated from 
Compoſtela hither. ) and the Seat of the Parliament, 
or Courts of Juſtice, of this Province. It is forty 
Leagues diſtant from the South Sea, and cighty from 
Mexico to the Weſt: ſtanding in a well watered and 
fruitful Plain. The Province of New Gallicia, cal- 
led of old Xaliſce, hath the name given it ſometimes 
of Guadalajara from this City. S$ Guadalajara, a 
Town in New Caſtle, the Capital of Algar, upon 
the River Henares, four Leagues from Henares, [Com- 
plutum} to the Eaſt, and nine from Madrid : it has 
been called Carraca. 

Guadalaviar, Durias, Turia, a River in Valens 
244 in Spain : it ariſeth in Arragon, in the Confines 
of New Caſisle, near the Head of [Tagus] Tajoz and 
running Eaſtward watereth Aibarazin, and Tervel ; 
then turning South, it entereth the Kingdom of Va- 
lentia ; and by the Capital City of it falls into the 
Bay of Palentia, over againſt Majorca. 

Guadalentin, Chryfus, Terebs, a River of Spain ; 
which ariſeth in Granada, near Guadsx ; and watering 
Baeza, Lorca, and Almacaren, falls into the Meds. 
terranean Sea, ſeven Miles South of Carthagena, in 
the Kingdom of Murcia. | 

Guadalete, Lerhes, a River of Andaluſia, which 
watereth Zahara, Villa Martin, Bornbos, Arcos, and 
Reres ; and ends in the Bay of Cad:;. 

Guadaloupe, or Guardeloupe, Aqua Lupie, an 
Iſland in America, which is one of the greateit of the 
Antilles; and has been in the hands of the French 
ever ſince 1627. - There are in it. many Plantations, 
or Colomes, and Caſtles ; the Iſland being fixty Miles 
in compaſs, very fruitful in Sugars, and well watered 
and peopled. It lies in Long. 315. North Lat. 19. 16. 
to the North-Weſt of Barbadoes, betwixt Dominico 
and Mar:galante. And is the third Ifland from the 
Northward of the Caribbes or Antilles. 

Guadalquivir, Be:x, Tarteſſus, one of the great- 
eft Rivers in Spain ; called Bers by Mela; Tarteſ- 
ſus by Strabo, And now Guadalquivir, by an Ara- 
bick Word, which ſignifies the great River or Water, 
It ariſeth from Mount Carzorla, .in the Foreſt of Se- 
gura in New Caſtle, in the Confines of Granada and 
Murcia ; fix Leagues from Baeza to the North ; and 
being augmented with the River Boroſa, it runneth 
Weltward through Andalu/ia; and a little above An- 
dujar, takes in from the North Guadalimar ; and be- 
neath it, Frio from the Squth ; Guadie! and Herum- 
blar from the North; and paſſing Admuz, with the 
addition of Arjona and Porcuna, 1t entereth Cordova ; 
then taking in Cazer, and ſome other ſmall Rivers, 
it paſſeth to Palma ; where it receives'the Xenil [S5n- 

23/8]; and ſo haſteth to Sevzl, Hiſpein,; beneath which 
it takes in the Guadimar ; and ing Southward , 
entereth the Ocean, . five Leagues beneath Sevs/. The 
Mouth of it is called /a Mareſma. Heretofore it had 
another Mouth, but that lying more Southward, is long 
fince ſtopped up. Beneath Sevi/ it makes three or four 
ſmall Iſlands, not worth any further notice. 
Guadalquivireio, Saduce,-a River of Granada, 
which falls into the; Mediterranean Sea at Malaga. 

Gnadaxenil, more commonly called Xenil; See 
Guadalquivir, and Xenil. - $4151 

Guadel, a Town.and Port upon the Gulph of Or- 
mis, in the Province of Kþerman in Perfia. 

Guadiana,: Anas, a. River in Spain, which is one 
of the greateſt ; its preſent Name is compounded of 
the Arabick Word Guads, which fignifies a River ; 


and Anas, its ancient Name. It ariſeth in New Ca- 
ſtile, out of the Fens or Marſhes, called Las L qgunes 
de Guadiana; not above twa Miles above the Town, 
Villa Nueva de. los Infantes : being diſmiſſed from 
theſe Marſhes, and improved by the Boydera, it bu- 
ries it felt for a League under the Earth; and near 


. Villaharta breaks out again, five Leagues beneath Ca- 


latrava ; declining Wettward, ( tho with great wind- 
ing) and taking in Bullaque, Eſtena, Guadaranque ; 
and out of Eſtremadura, Guadalupo, and ya ; it 
watereth Merida; then Badajox, or Badajos, [ Pax 
Auguſta, ] where it entereth Portugal ; and declining 
to the South, vifits O/ivenca; and having parted Al- 
garvia to the North, from Andaluſia on the South, 
it entereth the Ocean at Ayamente z ſeventeen Spaniſh 
Miles Weſt of Guada/quivir, This River 1s at preſent 
ſaid not to bury it ſelf in the Earth, as is reported here- 
tofore, by all the Spaniards who have mentioned it. 
Baudrand. 

Grnadiaro, Chryſms, Barbeſola. See Guadalentin, 
Others ſay it is Guadalajora, between Eſtropona to 
the North-Eaſt, and Caſtel de /a Lucena to the Weſt, 
juſt by the Eaſtern Mouth of the Streights of G:- 

raltar. 

Guadilbarbar, Rubricacus, a River of the King- 
dom of Tunis, in Africa; called Fadeg, or Ladog 
by others: It falls into the Med:terraneaz Sea. 

Guadix, Guadicium, Aces, a City in the Kingdom 
of Granada, which is a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Sevz/. Seated at the Foot of a Mountain, 
by the River Fardes, or Guadalentia, and the Foun- 
tains of Segura ; ten Leagues from Faen to the South- 
Eaſt, nine from Granada to the North-Eaſt, and ſe- 
venteen from A/meria to the North. This City was 
taken from the Moors in 1489, and is now in a de- 
clining State, tho once a celebrated Roman Colony. 

Guaira, a Province of Paraguay, in South Ame- 
rica, under the Spanzards ; between the South part 
of Braſil to the Eaſt, Parana to the South, and 
Paraguay Propria to the Weſt ; the chief City had 
heretofore the ſame Name, but is now ruined. 

Gualata, a Kingdom of Africa in Nzgritia, to- 
wards the At/antick, Ocean ; it has the Deſarts of Zan- 
haga on the North, on the Eaſt the Kingdom of Tom- 
butum, and on the South that of Genchoa. The 
King of Tombut conquered this Country in 1526; 
and afterwards return'd it to its own Prince, upon 
Conditions of his paying Tribute to Tombut. It is 
but a barren place, affording little Proviſion, no Bar- 
ley, Rice, or Hirſe, and plenty only of Dates. The 

incipal City is of the ſame name : Whither the Bar- 

ary Merchants uſed formerly to triflick for Braſs, 
Silver and Gold : but now the Commerce has paſſed 
thence to Gaoga and Tombut. The other chicf City 
in it is Hoden. | 

Gualentzamoze, the Caſpian Sea. 

 Gualgas, Ganges. | 

Gualida or Beni-Gualida, a rich and- fruitful 
Mountain in the Province of Errif, in the Kingdom 
of Fez .in Africa inhabited by fixty good Villages, 
out of :which they can draw fix thouſand” effective 
men, who with the great difficulty of the Avenues are 
a conſiderable defence againſt a Conqueſt. They pay 
a ſmall Tribute for the liberty of going to Fez ; but 
otherwiſe are exempted from Taxes ; and by a Privi- 
lege confirm'd to them by the Kings of Fez, at eve- 
ry new Succeſſion, their Country is an inviolable A/y- 
lam for Criminals that retire to it. 

Guamanga, otherwiſe called S. Zuan de la Vitto- 
rta, a City in Peru, which is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Lima, and the Capital of a Province ; 
in a good Air, a fruitful Soil, (full of Mines of divers 
Metals ) the Seat of a Governour, adorn'd with mas 
ny Convents and Churches well built, fixty L___ 
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from Lima. The Spaniards reckon about thirty 
thouſand perſons m the Province, that pay Taxes. 

Guanahant, or St. Salvador, an Ifland of North 
America; one of the Lucayes, between: Florida and 
Hiſpaniola ; which has a ſafe and a large Haven ; and 
was the firſt ſpot of Amerscan. Ground which. Colum- 
bys difcovered on Thurſday, Oftober 11. 1492. By 
him calfed S. Salvador, becauſe his finding it that day 
ſaved his Life ; the Spantards having otherwiſe reſol- 
ved to have ſlain him. In the midſt of it there is a 
Lake, five Leagues in circuit. The Soil is good Pa- 
ſturage ; and it was heretofore well peopled with the 
Natives, before the Spaniards mu a great part 
of them, and carried away the reſt to the Terra firma 
to work in the Mines of Gold. & 

Gvyancabelica, otherwiſe known by the Name of 
El Aſſiento de Oropeſa, are the famous Quick-Sil- 
ver Mines in Peru 3 near the City Orop2ſa, and nine 
or ten Leagues from S. Fuan de la Vittoria. Out of 
which they yearly extract about a Million of Pounds in 
weight of the Metal ; and the Sum of forty thoufand 
Ducats thence accrues, beſides other Emoluments, to 
the Treafures ot the King of Spain. The Spaniards 
firſt diſcovered them in 1566. 

Guanſer, Jalacus, a Mountain of Mauritania Ce- 
ſarienfis, now the Kingdom of Algier in Barbary. 

Guarda, Gnardza, a City of Portugal, in the Pro- 
vince of Beira, which is a Bifhop's See under the Arch- 
biſhop of Lzsbon ; between Cauria, Coria, and Li- 
»ago, fourteen Miles from either, eleven from Veſex. 
The See was tranſlated hither from the Ipadrita of 
the Ancients, which had been a Suffragan to the Arch- 
bifhop of Braga. 

Guardafa, and Guardafins, Aromata, a City and 
Promontory in /Zthop1a, at the Entrance of the Red- 
Sea ; where the moſt Eaftern Part of the Kingdom of 
Adel now is; over againft Arabia Feb x, and the Iſle 
of Focarorg, This is the moſt Eaftern Cape of all the 
Continent of Africa. 

> Tad Siga, a Town in the Kingdom of 
Alper. 

Guardia, Sela, a River on the Welt of the Morea, 
now Sel/ez, over againft Fant. 

Guardta Fiferes or Aifenes, Guardia Aﬀeria, an 
Epiſcopal City in the County of Molife,m the Kingdom 
of Nap/es. The See is a Suffragan to the Archbiſhop 
of Benevento. | 

Euardiano, Lotoa, Letota, anIfland in the Fonran 
Sea, on the South of Candiaor Crete. 

Grargata, a Kingdom in Br/edulgerida, between 
Gademeſſa to the Eaſt, and Tegorerna to the Welt, 
tow.rds the Mountains of Favara. 

Guaſcogna. See Gaſcosyne. 

Gaaſtalta, Guardaſtallum, Vaſtalia, Guaft alle, a 
Town upon the Po in Lombardy, in the States of "the 
Duke of Mantoua ; at which Pope Paſchal FE cele- 
brated a Council in 1106. It has the Honor to- give 
the Title of a Duke. ; 

Guatimala, a large Government and Province in 
N-w Spam, The principal City of which (being of 
the ſame Name, 'S. Fago. de Guatimala,) 18 a Biſhop's 
See under the Archbiſhop of Mexeco. The feat of the 
Parliament ;” and 'in 1628. by Phzlsp IV. made an Us 
niverfity. This City was built, n 1524. m a Valky; 
near the Riyer Mataraia, not far from a burning 
Mountain, from whence there iffned fuch a Deluge of 
Fire, Water, and Stones in 1541. as overturned a 
great part of the Houſes in it ; thirteen Spaniſb Leagnes 
from the South Sea, three hundred from - Mextrco to 
the South-Eaſt. The Government of Guatimals 
reaches from the Province of Chiapa, as far as to the 
Streights of Pazama; including m that extent the

Guber, a Kingdom m Ngreeia, in Africa, be- 
tween Guiana to the South, the River Niger to the 
North, and the Lake of Gzardsa to the Eaſt ; with a 
City , its Capital, of the ſame Name. Tt is a well 
peopled Country, and the Kings of it are abſohate.

This 
Country has, for thirty Years laft. paſt, been inhabited 
by the Eng, Dutch, and French. The two Na- 
tions of the [4ians, called Ca'rbes and. Galzbes, (be- 
fides others) poſſeſs nevertheleſs the far greateſt part 
of it ; who uſed to War forn erly with Arms all made 
of Gold, of which this Country afforded ſuch abun- 
dance, that the Spanzgrds at the tirlt; gave it the name 
of E! Dorado. 4 | 

Guie. Guetta, Gutta, a River in Brrrgunajy. 

Guienne 4qurrania,, in Pliny Aremorica,) a Pro- 
vince, and Dukedom in. France 3; bounded on the 
North with Xaznrogne, from which it 1s parted by the 
River Dor«onne ; on the South with Gaſcozgne ; on 
the Eaſt with Pergport, and on the Welt with the 4- 
guitanick Ocean, from the Pyrenean Hills to. the Ri- 
ver of Bourdeaux. This Country is. fruitful in Corn 
and Wine; the firſt of which is uſually tranſported 
into Sparn, and the latter into the Northern Countries, 
The People are of a different both *tature and Hu- 
mour from the reit of France; which 1s not much tobe 
wondered at, conſidering the Eng/zsſh Nation tor three 
hundred years together, were poſleſs'd of this Coun- 
try See Gaſcoigne, The principal Rivers of it are 
the Garonne and the Dordonne, which meet at Re- 
trazfte, and in one Channel fall into the Ocean. The 
chief Cities are Bourdeaux, Bazonne, and Dax or 
D' Acqs. Gurenne i1sthought to be but a Corruption 
of Aquitania, which was the Roman Name for it, 
(then) enlarged to a far greater Extent. 

Gutlan, or Guzlao, the Hyrcantan Sea. 

Guilfozd. the Capi:al Town of the County of Sur- 
rey. in the Hundred of Woking, which returns two 
Mcmbers to the Houſe 0 Commons. It 1s pleaſantly (i- 
tu:ted upon the River Wy, containing three Pariſhes ; 
well frequented, accommodated, and handſom. The 
Saxon Kings had a Royal Manfion here in whole time 
It was a Place of greater Extent. The Ruins of a 
large old Caſtle , near the River, remain yet to be 
feen. In the year 1660. King Charles II created E:- 
' Fabeth Viſcounteſs of Kznelmatky in Ireland, Coun- 
teſs of this Place tor her Life. In 1674. the Title of 
Earl of Guiiford, was granted by the ſame King, to 
Fohn Maitland , the late Duke of Lautherdale in 
Scotland. Aﬀter whom, the late Lord Francss North 
received the Title of Baron Gu:/ford, from the ſame 
King alſo. £ 

D. Guillain, G:Nenopolis, a Town in Hainault, 
which has a Monaitery belonging to it: Taken by 
the French in 1654. and retaken by the Spaniards 
In 1656. 

Gutmaranes, Catraleucos, Vimananum, Egita, 
Araduca , once a City, and frequently mentioned 
as ſuch; now a, ſmall Village mm E»jtre Dovero 
e Minho in Portrgal; three Leagues from Braga 
towards the Ea't. This was the Place where S, Da- 
maſus, one of the ancient Popes, was born. 

Guinee, Gu22ea, a very great Country on the We- 
ſtern Shoars of Afr:ca, which by the Portugueſe (tle 
firſt Diſcoverers of it) 1s divided into two Parts, the 
Lipper and the Lower. The Upper Guznee 1s boun- 
ded with N:gri:2a on the North, the At/antick O- 
cean onthe Sou: h, and has the Kingdom of Coryo on 
the Eaft, and the Mountains of Leon on the Weſt. 
It is a very iruitſul Country, in Gold, Ivory, Sugar, 
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Cotton, Rice, (fc. of a great Extent. from Eaſt to 
Welt, and much frequented by the Exropean Ships. 
It is divided into three Parts; Guinee, properly fo 
. called, which lies in the middle z Mal-gaera, which 
lies to the Weſt ; and the Kingdom of Benz, which 
lies to the Eaſt. $ Gurnee, properly fo called, is a 
very large Country in Africa, upon the Shoars of 
the Ocean ; between Malegueta to the Welt (fram 
which it is ſeparated by the Cape of Palmes) and the 
Kingdom of Bexz to the Eaſt, from which it is divi- 
ded by the River de /a Volta... It is divided into la Co- 
te d'or, (which lies Eaft between the Riyers A/ien and 
ia Volta.) and la Cofte der Dents, which lies Welt 
between the Cape of: P4/mes and the Rwer A/icn, by 
which it is parted from the former. On the Coſte d'or 
are many Caſtles belonging to the Eng/iſh, Swedes, 
Danes, and Hollanders. This Country was diſcove- 
red in 1365. by the French, as is pretended. Bau- 
. drand. But in the diſmal Wars between the Englzſh 
and French, under Charks VI, and VII. they were 
forc'd to omit the Proſecution of this Navigation Hof- 
. man. . It is much more probable, and better atteſted, 
that.it was diſcovered ia 1452 by Henry Duke of Viſ- 
co, Son of Fohn I. King of Portugal. But then the 
Spaniards, in 1477. purſued this Diſcovery, and till 
.1479: ;excluded the firlt Diſcoverers, who regai- 
, ning the Trade m the Iſland of S. George , built he 
the ſtrong Fort, or, Town of  Mzza, in 1486- to fe- 
cure their Trade there for. the future, and command 
all the. reſt of this Coaſt : Which waz the firit Place 
built by the Europenns. on this Coaſt. 

New-Guinee, this Country has not been hitherto 
ſo tar diſcovered , as that we know whether it be an 
Iſland or a Part of the Continent ot the Terra Auſtra- 
lis. It is ſeparated from Terra de Papaous, (which 
lies Eaft of Ceram and Gz!o/o in the Eaſt-Inates, in 
51 deg. of Southern Lat. ) by a narrow Straight of 
the Sea, | 

Guitnegat, a ſmall Town in Artozs, made famous 
by a great Defeat of the French Fo:ces, by the Flan- 
arigns, in 1479. by which Victory Max:milian the 
Emperor (then married to Ma-y the Daughter of 
Charles the Hardy, the lait Duke of Burgundy) reco- 
vered Tournay out of the Hands of the Fren-h, and 
ſettled che Low-Countries in the Houle of Anſtria. 
It lies three French Miles from $. Omar to the South, 
the ſame from Rency to the Eaſt, and two from A4yre 
to the Welt. 

Guines, a fine Town, two Miles Eaſt of Calass, 
and the Capital of a County of the ſame Name; ha- 
ving Bouloxors on the South and Ealit, Terre d' Oye 
on the North, and the German Sea. or Streights of 
Calais on the Eaſt. This County was 'of old a Part 
of Boulonors, and the Town belonged then to Pz- 
cardy, King Edward Ill. of England polleſied 
himſelf of both in 1351. to whom afterwards they 
were confirmed by a Treaty in 1360. And in the 
Reign of Charles VI. of France, loſt again to that 
Crown. | 

Gutpuſcoa, Tpuſcos, now a Province, but once a 
Kingdom in Spain. In the middle Times annexed to 
the Kingdom of Navar, but now ſeparated from it, 
and united to Biſcay : By which it is bounded on the 
Weſt, on the South it has 4:ava, on the North the 
Bay of Biſcay, and the Kingdom of Navar on the 


Fatt, The principal Cities in it are Toloſ@,which is the 


Capital, S. Sebaſtian, and Fontarabie. It is about 
thicty fix Miles in Compals; anciently peopled by the 
Cantabri, a hardy and a valiant People,” This Coun- 
try was wrelted trom the Crown of Navar in 1079. by 
Aiphonſus 1. King of Caſtile. but it was reitored again, 
and continued under that Crown till 1200. whea 1t 
revolted to Caſti!e again, and ever fince it has been 
unned to Biſcay. 
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Gutr, Dirus a River of Mauritania. _ 

- Guile, Guiſe, Guiſia, a Town in Picardy in France, 
in the Territory of Tierache, which has a Caſtle ſea- 
ted upon the River O1:ſe, in the Confines of Hainault ; 
nine Miles from Cambray to the South, five from /a 
Fere to the North-Eaſt, and about ſeventeen from 


 Amiens tothe Eaſt. This Town was beſieged by the 


Spaniards, without any Succeſs, in 1650. But that 


which made it moſt remarkable, was the Dukes of 


Guiſe, who in former times had a very great Hand in 
all the Aﬀairs of France, from the Reign of Fran- 
cis T. to that of Henry IV. This Family was a Branch 
of the Houſe of Lorrain; advanced by Francis I. in 
1528. from Counts or Earls of Guzſe (which was their 
Inheritance) to Dukes of the ſame Place. The firſt 
thus raiſed was Claude, the Son of Renate IT. He had 
eight Sons, of which were Francis Duke of Guiſe, 
Claudius Duke of Aimale, and Renatus Marqueſs of 
Ellebove. Francis became very famous by his defence 
of Mets, againſt Charles V. and his ſurprizing Calazs 
from the Engliſh. He was affaflinated in 1553. being 
the Father of | Henry Duke of Gwiſe , and Charles 
Duke of Mayne, &c. Henry making bimſelt Head of 
the Holy League againſt Henry II. of France , was 
ſlain in the States of B/ors by the Order of that Prince 
in 15 $8. and his Elegy is written by the Eloquent 
M. de Balſac. Charles, the other Brother, took up 
Arms againſt Henry III. and continued them againſt 
Henry IV. till at laft in 1594. þe was forced to ſub- 
mit to that Victorious Prince.-.* Charles the Son of 
Henry, ſucceeded his Father ih the Dukedom,and was 
the Father of Henry II. who+ has been famous of la- 
ter Times, being choſen King of Naples, though the 
Spaniards ſhortly outed him. 

Gulick, Ful:acum, a City of Germany, mention'd 
as ſuch by Tacitus and Ammianus, called now by the 
French Fulters, by the Germans Gul:ch, by the 1ta- 
lians Giuliers, Tt is the Capital of the Dutchy of 7u- 
liers ; ſeated upon the River Reer or Roure, which 
falls into the Maes at Reermande ; and has a ftrong 
ſquare Caſtle ; often taken and retaken of latter times, 
till in 1660. it was put by the Spaniards into the 
Hands of the Duke of Newburg. It lies fixteen Miles 
from Cologn to the Weſt, ſeven from Maeſtriche, 
and four from Aquiſgrane to the North-Eaſt. See 
Fuliers. 

Guns, Sabaria, a River of the Lower Hungary, 
which riſethin Auſtrsa, and falls into the River Rab : 
The Hungarians call it Benges. 9 Of 

Guntz, Guntra, a River in Schwaben, which gives 
Name to Guntzburg, in the Marquiſate of Burgow ; 
fourteen Miles from Kempren to the North, and thirty 
nine from Auſpurg. This River falls into the'Danube 
three Miles b low Ulm. 

Guplo, a ſmall Lake in the Palatinate of Breſt in 
Poland. 

Gurck, Gurcum, a City in Carmthia, which is a 
Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Sa/zzburg © It 
ſtands upon a River of the ſame Name, which a little 
lower falls into the Oleze ; fix Miles from V/4illach to the 
North, and about five from Clagenfure ; a little 
Eaſt of which the River Gurk falls into the Danube. 
This Biſhoprick was inſtituted by one of the Archbi- 
ſho! s of Saltzburg, in 1073. who reſerved to himſelf 
and his Succeffors the Election and Inveſtiture cf the 
Biſhops of this See, taking the Oath of Fealty from 
them : But now by Agreement with Ferdinand I. the 
Emperor chuſeth twice together, then the Biſhop of 
Salrzburg the third time, and fo by turns, as often as 
this See becomes vacant ; though this Biſhop is no 
Member of the Empire, nor has any Vote in the Dzer, 
as all thoſe which were Founded by the Emperors of 
Germany have. ' 

Gdreigura, or Guregra, an inhabited Mountain 


towards the Azlas, in the Kindom of Fez in Africa ; 
thirteen Leagues from the City Fez ; affording Corr 
and Cattle in plenty. There are divers large Villages 
upon it , Which ſtand in no need of Walls or Caſtles 
to defend them ; the Difficulty of the Avenues is a ſut- 
ficient Security. 

Gurgitan, the Caſpian Sea. 

Gurgiſtan. SceGeorgia, 

Guftrow, Gu/trovim, a ſmall City in the Duke- 
dom of Mecklenburg, which is the Seat of a Duke, 
who has here a very $lendid Caſtle : It ſtands ſeven 
German Miles from W:ſmar to the Eaſt, four from 
Roſtock, to the South, three from Dobbertin to the 
North, and about ſeven from the Shoars of the Bale:ick 
Sea to the South. The Duke of Guſtrow has under 
him Roſtock, and the greateſt part ef the Territory of 
Falden alſo ; but Guſirow ishis principal City. 

Gutkow or Gutzhow, Guthovia, is a Town of 
the Hither Pomerania, upon the River Pene, which 
a little lower falls into the Groſs Haff, and the Ba/tick 
Sea. It ſtands 14 Miles from Gu/trow to the Eaſt, 
3 from Gripſwald to the South, and 4 from Wolyaſt 
to the South-Weſt. This is the Capital Marqui- 


- fate, which takes its Name from this Town; and lies 


between the Dukedom of Szerin to the Eaſt and the 
Dominion of Bard: to the Weſt, and the Baltick Sea 
to the North : Te it belongs Gripſwald and Guthor : 
they are all of them, together with Srees, under the 
King of Sweden, who by a Treaty in 1676. regained 
them from the Duke of Brandenburg, who had ſeized 
them in a War a little before, 

Guy-Clift, a very delightful Cliffamongſt Groves 
and little Streams, near Warwick; fo called from the 
Famous Guy Ear! of Warwick, who retired hither 
from his Valiant ACtions to a Life of Solitude, and built 
a Chappel in which he was buried. | 

Gupdil, the Scotch and Iriſh. 

Guzerate, Gedroſia, Guzarata, a Kingdom in the 
Eaſt-Indies,m the Cape of Malabar,to the Eaſt of the 
Kingdom of Decan ; which had heretofore Kings of its 
own, but is now under the Great Mogu/; whoſe Vice- 
roy lives in extraordinary State at Amadabat : often 
alſo called the Kingdom of Cambaza, from Cambaia 


1ts capital City, under which word there is a further Ac- 


count of it : I ſhall here add,that Sulran'Mamoet Prince 
of this Country, dying about 1545. left the Tuition 
of his Son to one of his great Men; who being envied 
and hated by his Country-men, and his Prince (though 
of Age then) not being able to protect him, he in 
1565. called in Ecbar, the great Mogul, who took 
Poſſeſſion of this Kingdom, and ruined the King and 
his Tutor together with the diſcontented Party. It is 
the pleaſanteſt Province in all Indoſtan, ever green : 
Its Sea-Ports are Surat, and Cambaya, which laſt is the 
beſt in the Inazes. 

Gwiz,HFaga,a River in Wales,which falleth into the 
Severn at Chepſtow, after it hath paſſed by Monmouth. 

Gwtdh, YeRzs, the Iſle of W;p be. 

Gwineth, Yenedocia, North-IWales. 

Gpkhozn, Gyfbornia, a Town of Germany, in the 
Lower Saxony, in the Dukedom of Lunenburg, un- 
derthe Duke of Zell ; three Miles from Brunſwick to 
the North, and five from A-// to the Eaſt ; upon the 
River Aller. 

Gyll, Anſoba, a River of Ireland which falls into 
the Bay of Gallway in Conaught. 

Gyngilch, Genadium, Cenadium, a City of the 
=—_ ary, called Chanad by the Hungarians, 
an Gee by the Germans: It is the Head of a 
County of the ſame Name ; and a Biſhop's See under 
the Archbiſhop of Colocza: Upon the River Mer:ſch, 
which paſſing from the Carpathian Hills quite through 
Tranſylvania, and by Lippa, a little lower than this 
City falls into the Teyſe, over againſt Segedin ; _— 
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which this City ſtands about three Miles to the Eaſt : 
it was in the hands of the Turks till 1676. but is now 
in the Poſſeſſion of the Emperour. 

Gpmnolophiſtz, the ancient Philoſophers of Indie, 
whoſe Memory is preſerved in Hiſtory with great ho- 
nour : they firſt taught us the placing of true felicity 
in Speculation, Senſe and Vertue, accompanied with a 
folid Contempt of Foreune's favours. The Greeks 
received ſeveral Doctrines from them ; and particu- 
farly the Metampsychoſis , to which, the Indians to 
this day, as formerly, are ſtrictly addicted. Of theſe 
Philofophers , the Brachmanes made one principal 
Sect. And ſome applied themſelves to give Counſel 
fo Princes and Magiſtrates, ſome to contemplate the 
Works of Nature in ſolitary places. 
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F bas, that part of e£:hiopia, which lies next 
Exypt. See Ethiopia. - 

Habes, E/eutherus , a River on the Welt of Sicily, 
which falls into the Tyrrhenian Sea, cight Miles from 
Palermo. | 

Habaynachtf, the great River Indus. 

Hackdar, Arſenarium, a Promontory of Africa. 

Haderſleben , a City in South Futland , in the 
Dukedom of Sleſiwick , towards the Baltick Sea, and 
the Iſland of F:onia , which has a very large Haven. 
It lies between Kolding and Apenrad, about four Ger- 
»1an Miles from either ; the ſame diſtance from Fio- 
m4 to the Weſt, and ſeven from Flentsburg to the 
North. This City was bailt by Fohn Duke of Hol- 
ſtein ; but is now under the King of Denmark, 
though often taken and loſt by the Swedes , in their 
Wars with the Danes. Frederick III. was born here 
March 28, 1609. 

Kadleigh, a MarketTown in the County of Suffolk 
and the Hundred of Cosford, upon the River Breton. 

BDaerlem, Har/emum, the Capital of the Territory 
of K:nmerlande in Weſt-Friſeland , upon the River 
[Spara] Puttexs Vazrt; three Miles from Amſter- 
dam to the Weſt, and four from Alckmar to the 
South ; between the Lake called Haerlem-meer, and 
the Sea. Made a Biſhops Sce by Pope Paul IV. under 
the Archbiſhop of Utrecht , in 1559- but this See 
was not long-liv'd, the Hollanders revolting ſoon af- 
ter from Spain. As 'this City was one of the firſt 
that ejected the Spaniards, ſo it was the firlt that 
felt the heat of their fury : Frederick Son of the 
Duke de Alva, being ſent with an Army in 1573- to 
reduce it: which proved a long and b'oody Siege 
eight Months. This Siege was made the more me- 
morable by a Naval Victory obtained by ſixty Spa- 
xiſh Ships, over an hundred Dutch ones, which for- 
ced the City to ſurrender : as alſo by the Cruelty the 
Spanrards uſed after they got the Place ; putting two 
thouſand Perſons to the Sword , under pretence they 
came from other Towns, though they had given their 
Oath to bear Arms no more: and having in the Stege 
defaced the Sacred Images, therefore they were put 
to death, not as Harlemers , but as Sacri/egious Pere 
ſons. This was the laſt of the Actions of the Duke of 
Alva; being ſoon after recalled. This City was 
built ( as is fuppoſed) by Onelem, a Noble Man, from 
whom it had its Name. Others ſay, by the Friſe/an- 


ders, about 506. It is ſuppoſed too , that here the. 


Art of Printing was firſt invented. But whoever 
founded, or has ſince improved it, it 1s riow a great, 
populous, rich, well fortified City, in a healtbful Air ; 
which has about it pleaſant Meadows, and an adorning 
Wood. It was. in the time of L. Gurcc:ardin, one 
of the biggeſt Cities in Holland ; making yearly ten 
2nd twelve thouſand Picces of Cloth ; trom which 
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Trade, it may be judged [to have had its greateſt 
encreaſe. 

Hafern, the Severn, See Severn. 

Hag,a Town and County in theEmpire, in Bavaria. 

Yague, Haga Comatis, the pleaſanteſt and greateſt 
Village in Chriſtendom ; ſeated within one Mile of the 
German Ocean ; between Leyden to the North , and 
the Mouth of the Maes to the South ; four German 
Miles from Rotterdam to the Welt , and ſeven from 
Amſterdam to the South Weſt. The uſual ReGdence 
of the Prince of Orange , and of the Council of the 
United Provinces ; in which the Earls of Holland 
had heretofore a ſtately Palace. The Dutch call it 
Gzaven Hague 3 the Eng/:ſb the Hague ; the French 
La Haye. The Hollanders would. never fortifie it, 
out of a Vanity they have , to be Maſters of the No- 
bleſt Village in Chriſtendom : but they have tarrow- 
ly eſcaped the paying dear for this Boaſt ; the Town 
having been in danger of. being ſurprized both by the 
French and Spaniards. The Hage or Bagh, in the 
German, ſignifies an Houſe. 

Hagenaw, Hagenoia, Hageno, a City in the Lower 
Alſatia, upon the Rivers [ Karr a | Moterbrun, and 
[ Sorna ] Sorr, united: firſt walled in 1164. by Fre- 
derick Anobarbus the Emperor ; who built here an 
Imperial Palace , and made it a Free and Imperial 
City. It is now one of the Imperial Villages : and 
was heretofore under the Protection of the Houſe of 
Auſtria 5 but by the Peace of Munſter, it came un- 
der the King of France. - In 1675. it was in vain be- 
fieged by the 4uſtrian Forces : yet ſoon after, all its 
Fortifications were lighted by the French ; and 
thereupon it ſuffered very much in. the laſt German 
War. -This City ſtands two Miles Welt of the Rhzne, 
and feur from S:zrasbourg to the North : and is now 
repairing. | 

Landtvog bon Hagenaw, or the Bazl;wick of 
Hagenaw, is almoſt included in Affatia : alſo called 
the Prefetture of the Ten Imperial Cities ; becauſe 
there are fo many in it ; viz. Hagenaw, Colmar, Schel- 
Strat, Wiſſemburg, Landaw, the Upper Ehenberm, 
R:ſheim , Munſter in Gregorienthas , Kaiſersberg, 
and Turchetm, with their dependents. Mulhusis in 
Suntgoro, belonged alſo once to this Bazl:wick, which 
is now one of the Swiſs Cantons. This Bai/iwick 
was mortgaged to the Elector Palatine , by Sigiſ- 
mund the Emperour, for fifty thouſand Florens. Fer- 
dinand I. paid the Debt, and united it to the .Domini- 
ons of the Houſe of Auſtria, in 1558. And in 1648. 
by the Peace of Munſter , it was reſigned with all 
= Dependences to the French , who are ſtill poſſeſſed 
OT 1f. | 

Hailbzun, or Haz/prun, Heilbron, Aliſum , fons 
Salutis, Hailbruna, a German City in the Circle of 
Schwaben, upon the River Necker ; in the Confines of 
the Dukedom of Wirtemberg ; called by this Name, 
by reaſon of the great plenty of Medicinal Springs it 
has. Made a Free Imperial City, by Frederick IL. in 
1240. When it wag alſo firlt walled: it 1s ſtill a Free 
City , and lies two Miles from Wimfen to the South, 
eight from Spire to the Eaſt. Here is a Stane Bridge 
over the Necker: Ss 

Þaimburg. See Haynburgh. Yee 

Hainault, Hannonza, one of the” greateſt Provinces 
in the Low Countries 3 called by the French Hay- 
naut ; by the Germans Yenegow ; by the Spaniards 
and Italians, Hannonia; taking its Name trom a ſmall 
River. Heretofore much leſs, than now ; containing 
only the Eaſtern part of this Province ; the Welternt 
being a Giſtin&t Earldom, by the Name of Valencs- 
ennes : but this has for ſome Ages been annexed to 
Hainault,and comprehended in it. . This Province has 
on the Eait Brabant, Namur, and Liege; on the 
North the Imperial Flanders, or the County of Aloft ; 
of 
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on the Weſt Flandria Gallica; and on the South Pi- 
cardy. It is watered by the Schelde and the Hazjne. 
Firſt it ſerved under its own Counts or Earls. The 
laſt Counteſs of which , was diſpoſſefled by force, by 
Philep Duke of Burgundy , in 1438- So it became 
united to the relt of the Provinces : but the greateſt 
part of it, is now ſubjected to the;French ; viz. Va- 
lencrennes Maubeuge, L avidrecies, Bouchaine, Queſ- 
oy. Oſtervant, and the Territory between the Maes 
and the Sambre: the City of Monts being An. 1691. 
taken by the French. 

Datr, a Deſart in Lybia, in the Kinedom of Tar- 
ga, on the South fide towariis Nigrieza; one hun- 
dred Miles in length ; between the Deſarts of Jens 
to the Ealt.and the Kingd.»m of Zuenzig to the Welt. 

Þaiſne, Hana , a very ſma!l] River in Hainault, 
which gives Name to the whole Province : it ariſeth 
near Baincha in this Province; :nd dividing it into

Halar, Halara, a City in Iſland , on the North 
ſide, which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Drontheim : it has no Walls, nor any great number 
of Inhabitants ; but: ſtands by the Bay of Skagafiord, 
and is under the King of Denmark as King of Norway. 

Halberſtad, Pheugarum, Haiberſtatum, is a Ger- 
man City in the Lower Saxony ; and a Biſhops See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Ment; ; being ſubttituted in 
the ſtead of Salin/tad, in 819, The Captal alfo of a 
Principality, which has its Name from it : it ſtands 
upon the River Horhetm , ſeven Miles from Magde- 
burg to the Welt, and from Brunſwick to the South. 
Heretofore an Imperial Free Town ; but being ex- 
empt, it fell nnder the Dominion of its own Biſhop 
till by the Treaty of Weſtphalia or Munſter, this Bi- 
ſhoprick was changed into a Principality , and given 
to the Duke of Brandenburg. The Biſhep of this 
Dioceſe embraced the Auguſtane Confedion in 1586. 

(The Pztncipality of Yaiberſtad, is a (mall Ter. 
ritory granted by Cvarles the Great, ( who founded 
it ) to the Biſhoprick ; but now under the Duke of 
Branderburg. It is bowided on the North by the 
Dukedoms of Magdeburg, and Brunſwick ; on the 
South by the Principality of Arbault ; and lies from 
Et to Weſt about nine German Miles. The Capit.l 
of it 1s Ha.berſtad. 

DÞ-1ifax . a Corporation in the County of Tork , 
upon the River Ca/er, ſeated upon the iicep deſcent 
of an Hill, and extended from Eatt to Wett { which 
of old was called Horton. ) It 1s a very populous, 
rich Town; having in it eleven Chap els, whereof 
two are Pariſhes; and about twelve thouſand inhabi- 
tants, Placed in a barren Soil : but the\Inhabirants 
have by their Indutiry in Clothing, and other Mai:u- 
fattures ſo ſupplied their Defects. that none are richer 
or better ſu; plied, than they. Char/es IT and King 
Fames II ſucceflively added to the Honour of this 
Pl-ce.when they created Gemrge Savil B:ron of Ey/and, 
Viſcount an:1 Marque's of Ha/ifax ; who 1s {till living. 

Þalenberg , a part of Mount Kule:berg , wh 
begins in the Lower Auffria , at the Danube, and 
runs to the South as far as the Drave ; whereof this 
branch parts Hungary from Stiria and Carinthia. 

Halep, or Hateppo. Sce. Aleppo. 

Haleſwozth , a Market Town in the County of 
Suffolk, in the Hundred of Bl:theng. 

Dalt, Muza. a City in Arabia the Happy, upon the 
Red Se. now called Gezzen. 

Daiing, a ſmali Iſland to the Eaſtward of Poreſ- 
1m01{: with a Town of 'the fame Name. ; 

Halitz, HaizorZ, a Town in Poland, in a Territory 
of the ſame Name, ujon the River Nieſter (Tyra ) 
in Red Ruſſia, which has a ſtrong Caſtle. Heretofore 
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a City of great Note , and the Capital of Red Ruſiz, 
then a Kingdom ; the Prince of which was often cal- 
led the K-ng of Halitz., and not of Rnſſia; becauſe 
this Kingdom ' was divided into many Dukedoms , 
the Principal of which, was the Duke of K:0via. 
Pope Gregory XI. made this an Archbiſhops See : But 
in 1414.the Archbifhoprick was removed to Lemburg, 
from which Aalitz itands fixteen Pol;ſh Miles to 
the Nortli-Eaft , and twenty five from Caminzech to 
the Welt. It 1s now in a declining State , and inha- 
bited by few. 

HÞall, Hala, Halla, a City in the Upper Saxony, in 
_— 3 Which though little, is in a good condition, 
and under the Juriſdiction of its own Duke. It 
{ſtands upon the River | Sala] Saalder., three Ger- 
man Miles from Mersburg to the North, ten from 
Magdeburg to the South , and ſeventeen from Wie- 
bs to the South-Weſt. It has near it a Caſtle, 
called Mauriceburg , which was heretofore the Vil- 
lage of Debredor. In 981. it obtained its Character 
from O:ho Il. and took its prefent Name from four 
Salt Springs which are in it. Once a Free and Impe- 
rial City , but now exempted ; and ſubject to its 
Duke, who is of the Electoral Houſe of Saxony ; 
therefore called the Duke of Saxony of Hall ; who 
belides the adjacent Country, hasalmoſt half Thurin- 
gia, and ſome Placesin the Dukedom of Magdeburg. 

Schwabiſche Bail, Hall en Duabe, a (mall Im- 
peri:1 Free City in Schwaben , which has been ſuch 
ever ſince the year 1360. It is placed in the midſt 
of ſteep Rocks and Mountains ; and had bath its 
Name and Being from thoſe Eleven Sa!t Springs 
which riſe in it. Tt is divided by the River [ Cochae 
rus ] Cochar, into the Upper and Lower Town, which 
are joined by a Bridge. This City was often taken 
and retaken in the great Swediſh War. It ftands in 
the Dukedom of Wirtemberg, of which it was once a 
part ; fix German Miles from Hazlbrus to the Eaſt, 
nineteen from Franck fort on the Main, and fifteen 
from Spire : at almolt an equal diftance from the 
Rhine, the Maine, and the Danube. Taken by the 
Mareſchal de Turene in 1645. ; 

Hall in Jnthall, a German Town in Tyrol, upon 
the River Inthall, from which it has its Name ; two 
Miles trom Inſpruck to the Eaſt. 

Ball, or Haut, a ſmall Town in Hammault , in the 
Contines of Brabant ; where is a famous Church de- 
dicated to the Virgin Mary, much frequented on the 
account of an Image of hers, that 1s admired for 
doing of Miracles. The Walls were pulled down in 
1677. Fuſtus Lipſius has wrote a particular Tradt 
of the Miracles of this Virgo Hallenfis, or Image of 
the Virgin Mary of Hall. 

Hall, Erno/atia, a Village in the Upper Auſtria, 
upon the River Krems ; fix German Miles from 
Lintz, { Lentia}] tothe South. 

Þallandt, Halland:a, a part of South Gothland ; 
which was heretofore a Province of the Kingdom of 
Denmark; but now under the King of Sweden, ever 
fince 1645. Bounded on the Eaſt and North with 
Weſtro-Gothia ; on the Welt with the Balrick Sea ; 
and on the South with Scausa. The chief Town in 
it, is Helmſtad. This Province is extended from 
North to South ſixty Miles upon the Balcick Sea, but 
not above fifteen broad ; and was once a Dukedom. 

Hallaton, a Market Town in Lezceſterſhrre, in the 
Hundred of Garsrey. : 

Halſted, a Market Town in Eſſex, in the Hun- 
dred of Hinck ford. 

Haiderſtein, a ſmall Seigniory in Switzerland, 
near Cozre.

Daoaxe, Haoaxus, a River of Africa, which ſpring- 
eth out of vaſt Mountains in the Ab:ſſine Empire,in the 
Confines of the Provinces of Xaoa and Ogga : bei 
augmented with the Streams of Mach: , 1t entereth 
the Kingdom of Adel, ( called by the Poreugueſe , 
Zeila; ) the Capital of which, Avoa Gurele, ſtands 
upon this River : it is ſaid to be not much leſs thari 
the Nzle; and after a courſe of fix hundred Miles, to 
diſcharge it ſelf into the Red Sea; having fertilized 
the Kingdom of Adel, in the fame manner, as the 
other doth that of Egype. See Ferome Lobo , a Por- 
tuzueſe, who travelled this Country. 

Hapſel, Hapſe/sa, a ſmall City in Lzvonza, in the 
Province of Eſtonia, and the Territory of Wick; 
upon a ſmall Bay of the ſame name, which is part of 
the Baltich Sea. Heretofore a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Riga ; two Swediſh Miles from 
Leal to the North, and eleven from Reve/ to the 
Weſt. It is under the King of Sweden. 

Harberick Dalambozia, a Town in Meſopotamia. 

Harbozongh, a Market Town in Lezceſterſhire, 
in the Hundred of Gartrey. 

Harburg, Harburgum, a ſtrong, but ill peopled 
Town in the Dukedom of Lagotogs, upon the 
Elbe ; two German Miles from Hamburgh to the 
South, and fix from Lunenburgh to the Weſt. It has 
a Caſtle. 

Harcourt, a ſmall Town and Caſtle in Normandy, 
in the Territory of Eureux ; ſcarce five Miles from 
thence to the Weſt, and two from Be/mone to the 
North. Philip VI. in the year 1338, erected it in- 
to an Earldom, which was beſtowed upon the Princes 
of Lorain; ſome of whoſe Family have of late times 
been famous Commanders in War. 

Harda, Areiſcus, a River of Thrace. 

Barderwick, Hardebones, Harderwick, a ſmall 
City in Gue/derland, under the United Provinces, in 
the County of Yeleuve ; which is a Hanſe Town, and 
an Univerſity, opened here in 1643. It ſtands upon 
the Shoar of the Xuider Sea, from which it has re- 
ceived great damage; but greater from the French, 
who taking it in 1672, aFnantled, and left it in 
7673. It lies ſeven Leagues from Utrecht to the 
South Eaſt, and fix from Deventer to the Weſt. Firſt 
walled with a Brick Wall in 1229. 

Hardts-Walt, Har:zwald, Melibocum, a Moun- 
tai. in Thuringia : and a Wood, or Foreſt, called 
Sylva Herculis ; by Peolemy, Sylva Semana ; by Ce- 
ſar, Syiva Baceny. It lies in the South Part of the 


Dukedom of Brunſwick,: in the Territory of Grabay. 
hagen ; between Halberſtad to the Eaſt, and OE 
to the Welt: the top of the Mountain is called By 
the Inhabitants Blokes-barch, between Ofterwick, and 
Werningerod, two Towns in theſe parts.

Beſieged in 1416, 
by the French ; defended by the Engliſh, who fru- 
ſtrated their Deſigns; and in a Sea Fight near this 
place defeated both the French and Genoeſe Fleets.

| Harlingen, Harlinga, a City of the United Pro- 
vinces in Weſt-Frieſland ; the next to Leuwarden in 
order and greatneſs; ſtrong and hard to be taken, 
becauſe the adjacent Country may be drowned. It 
has a very large Haven on the Zurder Sea; and ſtands 
in the Territory of Weſtergoe, three Leagues from 
Leuwarden to the Welt. 

Harlow, a Market Town in the County of Eſſex, 
The Capital of its Hundred. 

Harrie, or Harnland, Harria, a Province of Li- 
v0n1a, upon the Bay of Finland, in the Province of 
Eſthon : the Capital of which is Reve/, which with 
this Province is under the Crown of Sweden. 

Harſan, a Mountain in the Lower Hungary, four 
German Miles from the Drave to the North, and the 
ſame diſtance from Moharz to the Welt ; near which 
the Dukes of Lorain and Bavaria, defeated an Army 
- ” hundred thouſand Turks, Auguſt 12, 1687. See

makes a ſafe Bay for the Riding of Ships. 

Hartle Pool, a Market Town in the Biſhoprick of 
Durham in Stockton Ward, upon a neck of Land, 
that on all ſides, except Weſtward, is ſurrounded by 
the Sea. 

Hartzerode, Har:zeroda, a Caſtle in the Upper: 
Saxony, in the Principality of Anhault, upon the Ri- 
ver Selka; twelve Miles from Northauſen to the 
South-Eaſt : where was the Seat or Reſidence of one 
of the five Princes of Anhaule. | 
- Harwich, Harvicum, a Town in Efex, at the 
Mouth of the Stour, which has a Large, Safe, and 
Noble Sea-Port ; made famous of old by a Naval Vi- 
ory, here obtained againſt the Danes by the Engliſh 
in $88. This Town is not great (faith Mr. Cambden,) 
but well peopled ; ſtrong both by Art and Nature, . 
( being almoſt ſurrounded by the Sea 3) and much 
improved by the Care and Charges of cu Eliza- 
beth ; only it wants freſh Water. It is alſo a Corpas.

Haſel, or Yal-Haſa/, a Valley and Bailiwick in the 
Canton of Bearne in Switzerland, abutting Eaſtward 
upon the Canton of Undermwaldt, and ſtretching it 
ſelf from about the Lake of Brienez 'as far as to the 
Source of the River Aar. It yields good Paſturage 
and Iron-Mines. The Inhabitants hereof about the 
year 1332. entered into a perpetual Alliance with thoſe 
of Bearne, and have fince been ſubjected to them. 

Baſenburgh, Didatrium, a Town in the County

Daſſia, Heſſen,. called by the French Heſſe, is a 
Province of Germany ; honored with the Title of a 
L andtgrave or Marquiſate, which is a Provincial 
Earldom. It lies in the Higher Circle of the Rhzne ; 
between Feſtphalia to the North 5; Weſterwalde, and 
FPereraw to the Welt ; Franconia to the South ; 
Thuringe, and the Dukedom of Brunſwick to the 
Eaſt. The chief Cities and Towns in it are Caſſel, 
Hirſchfelde, Marpurgh, Smalkalden, and Ziegenheim. 
Princes of its own Ts polleſſed it ever lince 1263. 
Tt is fruitful in Corn, Paſturage, Woods, Mines, 
and Game, This Country took its Name from the 
Heſſi, who Conquering the Chats, its old Inhabitants, 
changed the old Name. From Eaſt to Welt it ex- 
tends it ſelf thirty three German Miles, in length from 
North to South twenty three. |. Converted to the 
Chriſtian Faith by Winifrid, or Boniface, an Engliſh 
Saxon, about 730. | 

Haſnon, a Monaſtery m Artors. ; 

Daſpaam, Haſpahamum, Aſpahamum, or Hiſpa- 
ham, the Royal City of the Kingdom of Perſia, in 
the Province of Hierach ; where the Sophy or King of 
Perſia, reſides. Very great, rich, populous, and 
daily growing greater. The King has here a moſt 
magnificent Palace : there belong to 1t three very 
large Suburbs.” - Some think the ancient Name was 
Hecatompylon ; others, Aſpa- The Kings of Perſia 
have reſided here near .an hundred years: and that is 
it that hath given it this great increaſe. . -It ſtands up- 
on the River Zenderoud, or Fenderu ; which ariſeth 
from the Mountain of Dimavend, and divides this 
City into two parts ; and about five Miles beneath, 
is ſwallowed up by the Sands. It lies ſeventy Ger- 
man Miles from Casbin to the South; eighty from 
Ormus to the Notth, and a little more from Bagdae 
to the Eaſt. Seated in.a Plain, ſurrounded on all 
ſides, at the diſtarice of about three or four Leagues, 
with an high Mountain, like an Amphitheatre. Long. 
86. 4o. Lat. 32. 26. The Province of Hierach, in 
which it ſtands, was the ancient Parthia. This City 
with the Suburbs, is about eight German Miles in 
compaſs; and has twelve Gates: whereof there are 
but nine conſtantly open ; it has about eighteen thou- 
fand Houſes, and five hundred thouſand Inhabitants. 
The Walls and Baſtions are of Brick ; but ill built, 
Hl kept, and out of repair ; ſo that they are of no

South 3: having in 
each of them a Pariſh Church : ſeated between a high 
Clift to the Seaward;..and an Hill to the Land, upon 
a ſmall Brook on the South fide of it; -five Miles 
Welt of winchelſey, and. near the Eaſtern Borders of 
this County, It hath. had a great Caſtle uporr the Hill, 
which commanded 1t.3/ but this.is now ruined, and 
inſtead of it ſtands a.Light-Houſe to guide the Sea- 
men. This ane the. other Cinque Ports, its Mem- 
bers, was to ſend the King twenty one. Ships :. each 
of which to have twenty one tall Men in- it ; who 
were bound to appear upon forty days Summons, and 
to ſerve fifteen days at their own Charge : but if the 
King deſired them longer, he was to pay to the Ma- 
ſter and Conſtable Six-pente the Day, and to' each 
Mariner three pence. The Harbor here was made by 
a Pere of Timber ; which being deſtroyed: by the ra- 
ging Seas in 1578, Queeh Elizabeth granted a Con- 
tribution for the Repairing of it ; but the Money was 
miſimployed, and the Work neglected ; fo that the 
Trade and Fiſhery of this place is ſince that time much 
decayed. The Honorable Theophilus Haſtings, Earl 
of Huntsngdon, is Baron of Haſtings.

Hatfield Biſhops, a Market Town in Hareford- 
ſhire in the Hundred of Broadwater, upon the River 
Lea. Adorn'd with a ſtately Palace, call'd Harfie!d 
Houſe, now in the Poſleflion of the Earls of Sa!r5bu- 
7y, but heretofore belonging to the King. | 

Yatfield Bzoadoke, a Market Town in the Coun- 
ty of Eſſex, and the Hundred of Harlow, upon the 
River Touridge. 

Davage. See Meroe. 

La Havana, or $. Chriſt val de la Havana, a ta- 
mous Sea-Port in the Iſle of Cuba, in the Bay of 
Mex:co, in the Weſt-Indies ; very great, and fortified 
to the utmoſt that Art and Expence can arile to : 
ſeated at the North End of the Iſland, over againſt 
the Cape of Florida :. being the Harbor to which all 
the Fleets from Spazn direct their Courſe. Here they 
unlade their European Merchandiſes; here they take 
in the Plate, and other Riches of the Spaniſh Weſt- 
Indies, in order to their Tranſportation into Europe : 
ſo that it is one of the molt frequented Ports in the 
weſt-Indies. Whilſt all this Wealth paſſeth and re- 
paſſeth through it, much of it muſt ſtick : fo that 
1t is become very rich and populous. The Spaniards 
have built a ftrong Caſtle, and ſetled here a Governor, 
and a good Garrifon of Sparzards. Yet notwithitand» 
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years ſince, with a ſmall number of Ships under Spa- 
zz5ſh Colours, ſurprized and plundered this place g and 
made the Inhabitants pay a vaſt Ranſome to preſerve 
it from being burnt. It lies in Long. 292.10. Lat-20.00. 

Havant, a Market Town in the County of South- 
ampton and the Hundred of Boſmere. 

' Havaſpeude, Dacia Alpeſtris. | 

Havelburgh, Havelburgum, Havelberga, a ſmall 
City in the Circle of the Lower Saxony, which 1s a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Maegdeburgh : 
it ſtands in Prignetz, a Territory in the Marquilate 
of Brandenburkh, upon the River Havel, which one 
Mile lower falls into the Elbe ; ten Miles from Maeg- 
deburgh to the North, and twelve from Berl:n to the 
Weſt. The Biſhops of this Dioceſe have imbraced the 
Auguſtane Confefſion ever fince 1556. : 

averfozd Weſt, a Market Town and Corporation 
in Pembrokeſhire in Wales, which elects one Parlia- 
ment man. 

Havertil, a Market Town in the County of Suf- 
Folk in the Hundred of R:5bridg, not tar from the 
head of the River Storer. 

Haveſſen, C:immeriorum Populs, a Province in 
Georgia, upon the Caſpian Sea, as Ortelrus conjectures 
from the Deſcription of Haiton the Armenian. But 
not being called by this Name by our later Travellers, 
it can be no further deſcribed here. 

Havre de Gzace, Portus Gratie, a ſirong Sea- 
Port Town in Normandy in France, which has a well 
fortified Caſtle, and an excellent Haven. Seated at 
the Mouth of the Seyne, m the Pars de Caux; eigh- 
teen Leagues beneath Roan to the Welt, fifteen from 
Caudebec, and almoſt twenty from Dieppe to the 
South ; upon the Shoars of the Brze:iſh Seas, over a- 
gainſt Shorham in __— This Town was in 1563. 
put into the hands of Q. El:Zabeth, by the Proteltants 
of France, (then ingaged in War againſt their King, ) 
as a Cautionary Place : a.Peace was ſoon after conclu. 
ded, without any regard taken of that Princeſs, or her 
Intereft, by thoſe ſhe ſuccoured. - And not contented 
with this,- both Parties joyning againſt the Engl:ſh, 
then commanded by the Earl of Warwick, beteged 
the Town ; which being ſurrounded with Enemies 
without, and waſted by the Plague within, was forced 
in a ſhort time to ſurrender to the French. It is now 
one of the Keys of that Kingdom. 

Haut-Combe, a Village in the Principali'y of Sa- 
voy, one League diſtant from Bellay ; where there 1s 
an Abbey of C:ſtercians, and a remarkable Fountain, 
which twice in an hour ebbs and flows. 

Haut-Kiue, Alta-Ripa, a Town in Languedoc, 
upon the River Auriege | Alburacis; ] which ariſeth 
in de Foix, from the Pyrenean Hills, and falls into 
the Guaronne, four Miles from Tolouſe to the South. 

Haur. Halla. See Hall in Hainault. 

Hawkeſhead, a MarketTown in Lancaſhire and the 
Hundred of Loyſdale, in a hilly and wooddy Country. 
| Hay, a Market Town in the County of Brecknock 
in PPa/-s in the Hundred of Talgarth, 

La Dape, Haga Com. See Hague. 

Hape du Kcutol, Haga Brotona, a Village in the 
Foreſt of Routal in France. | 
_ La Yayeen Touraine, Haga Twronica, a Town 
in Touramme, upon the River [Craufia] Creuſe ; ten 
Leagues from Tours to the South, in the Confines of 
Porftou ; three Miles from Noyers to the Eaft ; where 
the Creuſe falls into the Yienne. This Town gave 


- Birth to des Cartes, the famous modern Philoſopher, 


who died at Srockholm in Sweden, in 1650. And it 
is beſides remark'd with the Title of a Barony. 
Daplfham, A Market Town in the North Riding 
of Torkshire in the Hundred of Bulmer. | 
Haynan or Ha:nan, an Ifland upon the Coaſt of 
the Province of 2:angtung in China, abounding with 
ine Woods, Forelts, and Fruits, and Minrs of Gold 


and Silyer. Its capital City is Kiuncheu, wiich with 
twelve other Cities lying upon the Sea Coatt belongs 
to the Emperor of China, whilſt the jhland parts re- 
main under the poſleffion of the Natives. Upon the 
Northern Coaſt of this Iſland they find much Peart. 

Hapne. See Haiſne. Fo 
 Bapnburgh, by corruption Huamburgh, Comage- 
num, a (mall Town in the Lower Auſtria, on the 
Confines of Hungary, upon the Danube ; fix German 
Miles from Y:enna to the Eaſt, and three from Preſ< 
burg Weſt :. near which are the Mountains of Kum 
berg, called heretofore Comagenus Moris. This Town 
1s remarkable for nothing but its Antiquity, having 
been a Roman Town. 

Dea, a Province of the Kingdom of Morocco in 
Barbary, bounded by the River 'Ecsfelme/s to- the 
Eaſt, the Mountain Alas to the South, and the Ocee 
an to the North and Weſt. 
| Deadon or Heydon, an antient Borough Town in 
the Eaſt Ridin of Torkshire,in the Hundred of Holder- 
neſs, upon a ſmall River near its fall into the Humber, 
and a few Miles Eaſt of Hw//, whoſe riſe has occaſi- 
oned the decay of this place. It has the Election of 
two Parliament Men. | 

Hebal or Ebal, a Mountain of Paleſtine in the 
Tribe of Ephraim, from whence Foſhua pronounced 
a multitude of Curſes upon the Violaters of the Few:ſh 
Law : Some make it to be but a part of Mount Gerizam. 

Hebzides, the ſame with the Ebude. _ 

Yebzon, an antient and famous City of the Holy 
Land, itx the Tribe of Fuda, near to which the Patri- 
arch Abraham did abide. It was the Capital of the 
Country of the Phzliſtines : and afterwards taken by 
Foſhua and given to Caleb his General. David, reti- 
ring to it after the death of Saul, came to be elected 
King here and made it his refidetice ſeven years, till 
the taking of Feruſalem. It had the honour to be ad- 
vanced to an Epiſcopal See, when Chriſtianity was re- 
eltabliſhed in Paleſtine ; but now almoſt ruined, 

Hecatompylis; a Name antiently given to the Cities 
Thebes, Haſpaam, &c. from their having 100 Gates. - 

Decla, a burning Mountain in I//ard, near the Ct- 
ty Schalholt, in the South part of the Iſle. The Natives 
call it, one of the mouths of Hell. It vomits Floods 
and Rivers of Fire like /£:n4 and Veſuvius, notwith- 
ing its nearneſs to the Polar Circle. : : 

Degow, Hegovia, a ſmall Territory in the Circle 
of Schwaben ; between the Lake of Zell, or the Jeller 
Sea to the Eaſt; and Schwartzwala?, or the Black 
Wood to the Welt: not above fix German Mus in 
length. In part under the Houfe of Auſtria, and in 
part under the Duke of Brandenburgh. 

Heidelburgh, Edelberga, Budoris, Heidelberg. 
The chief City of the Palatinate of the Khrne ; ſeated 
in a Plain at the foot of an Hill upon the River Necker, 
which is covered here with a woodden Bridge. This is 
a great, well peopled place ; and the uſual Refidence 
of the Elector Palatine, who has here a noble and 
magnificent Caſtle, built upon an Hill. It ſtands three 
Miles from Spires to the North-Eait, ten from Franck- 
fort upon the Main to the South, and twenty frem 
Ulm to the North-Weſt. Said to be a Fee of the 
Biſhoprick of #orms ; and that it was granted to Lewss 
Count Palatine, in 1225- by H--ry Biſhop of VVorms. 
Robert Count Palatine, afterwards Emperor 1n 1392. 
(as Marquardus Frehberus faith) much enlarged it ; 
and joined the Village of Bergh:imb to it, as a Suburb. 
Rupertus Count Palatine, in 1346. opened here an Unt- 
verſity, and endowed it with great Privileges. In 1622 
this City was taken by the Spanzards, and plundered: 
and the Noble Library, which the Princes Palatine 
had collected, was ſent to Reme, In the long Swediſh 
War, it was taken, and retaken ſeveral times till at 
laſt in 1649. by the Treaty of Munſter, it was re- 


ſtored to 1ts former Maſter. In 1638, Ofober Ou 
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both the City and Caſtle were 'ſurrendred to the 
French. This City is ſuppoſed to be the Budoris of 
Prolemy ; and was in ancient times the Seat of the 
Vangiones. a 

Heiden, Heida, a Town in Holſtein. 

BDetdenheim, 474 Flavia, a Town tnSchwaben. 

Þerla, Hela, a Town in Pruſſia Polozica, upon 
the Bay of Pautzkerwick, almoſt encompaſſed by the 

Baltick Sea: It ſtands four German Miles from 
Dantzich to the North ; burnt in 1572. by an acci- 
dental Fire, but fince rebulit. 

Beilichlandt, Af#ania, Saxonum Inſula, a ſmall 
Iſland belonging to the Duke of Hoſſtern; fix Miles 
from the Shoars of Dithmarſh to the Weſt. Here- 
tofore four German Miles in Compaſs: but in 800. a 
great part of it periſhed by a Tempeſt ; and in 1300, 
another part of what was left before, was ſwallowed 
up by the Ocean, which in its Rage ſometimes caſts 
away Iſlands like common Veſlels. It confiſts now 
but of one fingle Pariſh. 

Hetlsberg, a Town in the Regal Pruſſia, upon the 
River Alle; which has a Caſtle : Seated in the Territo- 
ry of Ermelandt,or Warmerland: The Biſhop of which 
Province reſides in it : eight German Miles from Re- 
genſperg to the South. Built in _ 
Betis, Hericus, Herue, an Iſland on the Coaſt of 
Poifou, near the Confines of Bretagne. 

Hetterſhetm, or Haiterſheim, a ſmall Town in 
the Province of Br:/gow in Germany, in which the 
Grand Prior of the Order of Malta for Germany (who 
18 a Prince of the Empire) ordinarily refides. 

The Jfland of ©. Helen, is ſcated in the A:/an- 
zick Ocean, in 16 deg- of Southern Lat. Diicover'd 
by Foannes de Nova, a Portiigueſe, in 1502. on S. He- 
lex's Day. It is thirteen Miles in Compaſs, and lies at 
a vaſt diſtance from all other Lands ; between Africa 
to the Eaft, and Braſil to the Weſt, nearer the for- 
mer. It is mountainous , but fruitful, and abounds 

| with what is uſeful for the Life of Man, except Wheat. 

' Tt has four Valleys, and as many Springs towards its 
North end. Fox a long time it lay open to the Benefit 
of all Mankind ; but about twenty years fince, the 
Engliſh ſettled a Colony here,which is become exceed- 
ing numerous. 2 

Þeltcona, Helicon, a Mountain in Beotia, (now 
called Seramulipa,) near Parnaſſus, if not a Part of 
it: Sacred to the Muſes of oid , thence entituled He- 
licontdes, and much celebrated by the Greek and Latin 
Poets. [n it was the Sepulchre of O-pheus.the Fountains 
of Hippocrene and Aganippe : Near it were the Cities 
of Theſpia, Aſcra, and Neſs: now Zaggya, There 
was alſo a River in S:cily ſo called, which is now the 
Olivero on the North fide of that Ifland : And another 
in Macedonig, now the Faribo. 5 

Heltopolis, an ancient City of the Kingdom of E- 
Lypt, near Cairo, to the Eaſt. It received this Name 
from a itately Temple there, that was dedicated to the 
Sun. The Arabians called it, Ain Schemes, 1. e. the 
Eye of the Sun, Now nothing but the Ryines is ex- 
tant of it. $ There were two other Cities of the ſame 
Name in the days of Antiguity ; one in Phenicia, and 
one in C:/ic:4a;in the Leſſer Afia; both of them Epiſco- 
pal Seeg: The firſt under the Patriarch of Conſtantine; 
ple; the ſecond, Antioch. $ Alloa City of the Up- 
per Saxony in the Ma quiſate of Brandenburg in Ger-= 
many ; built by Charles M. and now called Sotwedel, 
1. eetde Valley of the*Sun. There had been a Statue 
dedicated to the Sun, and venerated here, in the Pa- 
gan Times. | | : 

Helleſpont, the Famous Streights betwixt Europe 
and Aſia, now called the Streights of Gallzpols, or the 
Dardanelles, and the Arm of S. George. It was here 
that Xerxes whipt the Sca, and after his Loſs of the 
Battle of Thermopyle,eſcaped to Abydos,out of a Stotm, 
in a Fiſhermans Skift.

Delmont, He/montium, a Town of Brabaxe, which 
has a very ancient Caftle ; and is the Capital of Kem- 
perland under the United Provinces: It lies in the 
middle between Boiſleduc to the Weft, and Roermond 
to the Eaſt ; fix Miles 'from the latter, and lix from 
Nimeguen to the South. | 
_ Helmſftad, He/meſtadium, Hemopolis, a ſmall and 
inconſiderable Town in Germany, under the Duke of 
Brunſwick Wolffenbuttel , ever ſince. 1490. having 
before that been ſubject to its Abbot. It ſtands in the 
Confines of the Dukedom of Brunſwick; between 
Byunſwick to the Weſt, and Magdeburg to the Eaft ; 
upon the River Aller : fix German Miles from Wolf- 
fenbuttel to the Eaft , eleven from Hildeſheime to the 
North-Eaft, and five from Halber/tad to the North. 
Julius Duke of Brunſivick, opened here an Univerſity 
tn 1576. which from him is called Academia Fulia. 

Delmnſtad, a ftrong Sea-Port Town in the Province 
of Hallandt, on the Baltich Sea, towards the Borders 
of Scannia ; Which by a Treaty in 1545. was yielded 
to the Swedes. | 

Helſingfozd, Heiſing ford;a, a finall City of Nyland 
(a part of Finland) upon. the Shoars of the Bay of. 
Finland ; where it receives the River Wanda , over 
againſt Reve/, in Long. 43. 45 Lat. 60. ro. 

Helſinglandt, He/flrga, a Province of Sweden ; 
between Dalecar! tothe Weſt, Zemplandt and Midle- 
pad to the North , and the Balrick Sea to the Eaſt : 
the principal Town of which-is Hadſiwickwalt, 

Deiſon, a Borough Town tn the County of Corn- 
wall, in the Hundred: of Kerryer, which elects two 
Parhament Men. | | 

Hemia, Amiſus, a City of Paphlagonia,- in the 
Leſſer Aſia; called Amid and Hemid by the Turks, 
and S:1mfo by the Greeks: It is an Archbiſhop's See, 
built on theShoars of the Euxine, an hundred Miles 
from mon! o to the Eaſt ; upon the Outlet of the River 
Caſalmach, which comes from Amaſia ; twenty Ger- 
man Mites South of Hemid, or Simiſo, asit is called in 
the Maps. 

Yemid, or Cara-Hemid, Amida, a City of Meſo- 
potamia,which now gives Name to that Country, it be= 
ing the Capital of it, and' is called D#arbeck from this 
City. Tt is a great and populous City, the Seat of a 
Turkiſh Governor, and of a Chriſtian Archbiſhop. ' It 
ftands from Arziri, a City of the Leſſer Armenia to 
the South-Eaſt, an hyndred and twenty, Miles; from 
Aleppo to the Eaſt, ſixty. ' See Caraemzs, ' Long. 58.

Hempſted, a Market-Fown in Harefordſhire, in 
the Hundred of Dacor. | 

Demz, Emiſa, Emeſſa, ' a City of Syria , called 
Haman by the Turks, Kemps by Poſtellus ; which is 
an Archbifhop's See under the . Patriarch of Anf:och, 
upon the Riyer Orontes,' ( which paſſeth by Antzoch,) 
forty three Miles from Damaſcus to the North, cighty 
from Antioch to the Eaſt, and about fixty irom Pal- 
myria tothe Welt. It is a pretty Town, walled with 
black and white Stone balf a Pike high : it had for- 
merly a Dike, now fijled with Rubbiſh : It has twenty 
five Towers, fix Gates, and five Churches. The chief 
Church was built by S.'He/zn; and was in the Hands 
of the Chiftians till. about 160 years agone. On the 
South it has a Caſtle, not taken from the Chriſtians 
without much Bloodfhed, and therefore left to be rut- 
ned.

This Caſtle gives 
Name to one of the moſt conſiderable Counties in Ger- 
9m4any: which is bounded on the Eaſt and North by 
Thuringia, on the Weſt by Haſſia, and on the South 
by the Dioceſe of Wurtzburgh ; being in length from 
Faſt to Weſt almoſt two days Journey. The Emperor 
Maximilian II. erected it into a Principality, which 
Title, in 1583. paſſed into the Houſe of Saxony. 

Bennebont, Hannebon, Hannebontum, a ancient 
Town upon the River Blavee, ( which falls into the 
Sea near Port Louzs,) in the South of Bretagne in 
France ; four Leagues from the Shoars of the Sea, and 
three from the ſaid Port ; thirty two Miles from Ren- 
nes to the South-Weſt, and;ten from Yennes to the 
North-Weſt. Heretofore very ſtrongly fortified, but 
now neglected. It has a very fair Church. 

Venſterberg, Cetius, a Mountain of Arſtria ; 
which begins in the Lower Auſtria at the Danube, 
three Miles from Vienna to the Weſt , and running 
South through Stiria and Carinthia , ends at the 
Drave ; being called in difterent Countries by various 
Names. 

Heppen, Apianum, a Caſtle in the Biſhoprick of 
Trent. 

Derac, Petra, a City of Arabia Deſerta, called 
Rabath in the Scriptures. It was in the latter times 
an Archbiſhop's See under the Patriarch of Feruſalem, 
having before been under the Patriarch of Alexandria. 
It ſtands in the Confines of Paleſtine, upon the Brook 
Rareth, Long. 66. 45. Lat. 30. 20. 

Deracatan, the ſame with Kherman. 

Perachia, Heratia, a ſmall Iſland in the Archipe- 
lago, Eaſt of Scinuſa, and not far from Heraclea in 
Thrace. 

Deraclia, Heraclea, a City in Thrace, called Urbs 
Herculea in Claudian, Perinthus by Ptolemy, and be- 
fore Mygdonia, now frequently Araclea. It Is an 
Archbiſhop's See under the Patriarch of Conſtantino- 
ple ; at the firſt its Superior, and the Metropolis of 
Thrace it ſelf; ſo that the Biſhop of Byzantium,was a 
Suffragan to the Biſhop of Heraclea. Severus the 
Emperor finding the City of Byzantium, (now Con- 
ſtantinople,) in the Hands of Peſcennius Niger, his 
Rival, in 194. beſieged it ; and having taken it after 
a Siege of three Years, diſmantled, burnt and ruin'd 
it; and gave all its Lands to the City of Heraclea, 
which from thenceforth was advanced above Byzan- 
tium; and continued ſo,till Conſtantine built Conſtan- 
tinople, in the beginning of the IV. Century. The Bi- 
ſhop of Heraclea became by this means ſuperior to the 
Biſhop of Byzantium. But Heraclea is now in a decay- 
ing Condition, thus deſcribed by Mr. Wheeler. This 
Town hath a good Harbour ohoſe Mouth lieth Eaſt of 
it, turning about ſo, that it maketh a Peninſula. 
The Town lieth in the Neck of, this, having the Sea 
on one fide and the Port on the other ; which Port is 
five Miles in Circumference. There appeared great 
plenty of Marble Antiquities, broken and ſcattered 
about by the unregarding Turks. Among ſt the reſt, 
I found one Inſcription dedicated to Severus their 
great Benefaftor. A poor Place it is,but an Archbiſhops 
See for all that ; and the Cathedral one of the beſt 
now ſtanding in Turky. In zt, Sir Edward Guitts, 
one of the Embaſſadors of England, lies buried ; who 
died here before his Return ; upon whoſe Tomb is a 
Greek Inſcription. This City lies 52 Miles from Cor- 
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ftantinople to tle Weſt, and ſeventy fromGa!lpoi to 
the, North-Weſt, Heretofre, a .great, many Citics in 
Greece, Aſia, Epypt, and. Italy, have born the ſame 
Name of Heraclea; but they are all ruined or changed 
into ſuch diſtant Names, as that this lace belopps 
no nowto them. | LE +"

Herck, Archa, a Town or Caſtle in the Biſhoprick 
of Lezge, in the Confines of Brabant ; in the middle. 
between Maeſtriche to the Eaſt, and L6vain to. the 
Welt. $ There is alſo a River called the Herck,which: 
flowing by Tongren, or Tongres, and this Caſtle of 
Herck, fallsinto the Demer { Demera one Mile above. 
Bardieſt. - 

Herkleng., Herculis Caſtra, a Town of Gue!- 
derland. : 

_ Yerefozd, Herefordia, Ariconium , a City and 

Biſhoprick under the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, upon 
the River zye, on the Borders of Sourh Wales, beyond 
the Severn; which grew up out of the Ruins of Arscons- 
um,an old Roman Town not far from it. Camden faith, 
of old it was called Ferulega or the Foreſt. S. Erhe/bert 
King of the Eaſt-Angles was ſlain here by Offa King 
of the Mercians, who invited him to his Court to 
Marry his Daughter ; and by the malicious Initigation 
of Quenred his Queen, did this baſe Act, about 749.. 
After which the Eaſt-Angles continued under oe 
Mercians ſeventy ſeven Years. The Prince being e- 
ſteemed a Martyr, there was a Church built to his Ho- 
nour, and a Biſhoprick eſtabliſhed in it. . In 1055. it 
was burnt by the Felſ, but ſoon after rebuilt and 
fortified : Yet it was very ſmall at the time of the. 
Conqueſt, not having above an hundred Men within 
and without. The Nermans built here a very ſtrong 
Caſtle, (now ruined,) and walled the City. Reineln: 
the Biſhop built part of the Cathedral, in the Reign of 
Henry I. whoſe Succeſſors built the reſt, and the 
Cloſe. Its Long, is 209. 24. Lat. 52-06. The firſt, 
Biſhop was Puzta, placed here in 680. Reine/m the 
RXXK. in Order, ſucceeded in 1107. and fat eight 
Years. In the year 673. Theodore Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury held a Council here. There are fix Gates 
for Entrance into it, and fifteen Watch-Towers. | 

Herefozdſhire, - Si/ures, by the Welſh called Eri- 
nuck,, is of an Oval Form. Bounded on the Eaft - 
with Worceſterſhire and Glouceſterſhire, onthe South 
with Monmouthſhire, on the Weſt with Radnorſhire 
and Brecknock,, and on the North with Shropſhire. 
It is a pleaſant fruitful County, abounding with all 
things neceflary for the Life of Man : They have a, 
Proverb; that as to the three J*s,. that is, VVhear, 
VVool, and VPater, it is equal to any. County in 
England. The VVye, Lug, and Munow, after they- 
have fertilized the various Parts of tEis County, meet 
below Monmouth ; and paſs in one Channel into the- 
Severn, near Chepſtow. William Fitz-Osborn was 
created Earl of Hereford by Wiliam the Conqueror, 
in the firſt year of his Reign, Anno Chriſts 1066. 
Henry de Bohun (deſcended from the former Earls, 
in 1199) his Poſterity in ſeven Deſcents enjoyed it 
till 1371. Henry of Bullingbrookſucceeded (as Duke' 
of Hereford) in the Right of Mary his Wife, Daugh- 
ter of Humfrey de Bohun the laſt Earl of that Farwly, 
in

in 1393. In 1547. Walter d' Eureux, deſcended from 
the Bouchiers and Bohuns, was created Viſcount of this 
County. Leiceſter d Eureux the preſent Poſſeſſour 
is the cighth in this Line ; and a Manor. 

Yeren, Carrhe, a City in Meſopotamia, called 
Heren, or Harran by the Turks : It wasa Biſhop's See 
under the Archbiſhop of Edeſſa at firſt ; but afterwards 
it became the Metropolis it ſelf: Seated in the Pro- 
vince of Diarbeck, near the River Chabor 3 forty Miles 
from Edeſſa, ſixty from Euphrates to the Eaſt. The 
Tartars under Tamberlane, treated this City with great 
Cruelty : fince that it has been in a declining condi- 
tion, and now not much inhabited. It is mentioned 
ſeveral times in the Holy Scriptures upon the account 
of Abraham's ſojourning, and burying his Father 
Terah here, before he went into the Land of Canaan, 
(Gen. 11. 31. As 7.4) in which laſt place it is 
called Charran in Meſopotamia. And by Pliny, and 
Ptolemy,Charre. Its Long. is 73. 20. Lat. 36. Io. 

| Deresbach, a Town in the Dioceſe of Cleves in 
Germany. 

Hert, Arta, a Province in Perſia, in Aſia; more 
commonly called Hera or Herat ; it has a City and a 
River of the ſame Name. This River, in the later 
Maps called Pulimoilon, riſeth out of the Mountains 
of Caſſubs ; and waſhing the Walls of this City on 
all fides (it ſtanding in an Iſland ) falls into the 
Lake of Burgian. The City is called Ser-hers ; in 
Long. 100. 13. and Lat 36. 20. Ninety German 
Miles Weſt of Candahar, one hundred and twenty 
South-Eaſt of the Caſpian. The Roſes of this Pro- 
vince are thought the beſt in the World. The Pro- 
vince of Hers 1s a part of that of Choraſan ; which 
1s one of the moſt rich, fertile and populous Provinces 
in all Perſia. In the City of Hers are made the beſt 
Perſian Tapeſtries: on which, and other accounts, it 
1s much frequented by the Indians, who muſt paſs 
through it in their way to Perſia. - See Olearius his 
Travels. 

Derit, Adramite, a Province in' Arabia the 
bappy. ; a 

Berma, or Erma, a City of Galatia, called Ger- 
ma, or Therma, by the ancient Geographers ; and 
now ſometimes Germaſte. It ſtands 1n the Confines 
of Bithynia and Phrygia ; upon the River [ Sagari- 
am] Sacrio; where it falls into the Cafilirnach, 
which falls into the Euxine Seaat Cagans, twenty one 
German Miles Eaſt of Scutars. This City is placed 
thirty fix German Miles Eaſt of Burſia, Now an 
| Archbiſhop's See. Long. 60. 10. Lat. 42. 25. 

BÞermanftad, Cibinium, a City in Tranſ/plvania, 
commonly by the Inhabitants called Seben and Jes 
ben ; by the Italians Cibinio ; by the Germans Her- 
manſtad. The Capital of that Dukedom ; the Seat 
of the Prince : a great, populous, ſtrong, well-built 
City ; ſeated in a Plain upon the River [ C:bsnium |] 
Cibin, which a little lower falls into the A/uta. The 
Inhabitants are Saxons : it ſtands fifteen Miles from 
Clauſemberg to the Eaſt, and eight from Alba Fulia, 
A Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of Colocza 3 
though there is now no Biſhop of it.. Thelate Duke 
of Lorrain, of famous Memory, in November 1687.

Hermanſtein, or Erenbreieſtein, Eremberts laps, 
a Caſtle in the Biſhoprick of 'rser m Germany, upon 
the Rhine, near its Confluence with the Moeſelle, 
ſtanding on a Rock that is on all fides 1 ible : 
which makes it one of the ſtrongeſt in Germany. 
It ſaſtained a long Siege in the year 1637. and could 
enly at laft be taken by Famine. | 

' Bermanville, a place near Calas in France, 
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Yerndall, Herndalia, a part of Norway on this 
ſide the Mountains of Norway ; by the Province of 
Femplandt ; on which depends Nomedale, Hellege- 
landt, Froſtein , Inder, Heroa, and ſcme' others ; 
which, together with it, were yielded to the Swedes 
in 1645. by the Danes. 

Herou, Heropolss, a City of Egypt, near the bot- 
tom of the Red Sea ; ninety miles from Damziata to 
the South-Eaſt, about thirty five Eng/:ſh Miles from 
Sues to the Weſt, and ſixty from the next Shoat of 
the Mediterranean to the South. Mentioned by Pliny 
and Prolemy. Its Long. 63. 3o. Lat. 29. 50. 

Derſtal, Heriſte! or Hariſtal, a Town upon the 
Maes, near Liege in W:/tphalia, adorned heretofore 
with a magnificent Palace, built by Pepin King of 
France, who reſided ſo frequently at it, that in the 
French Hiſtory he is firnamed Pepin of Heriſtel. 
This Palace was afterwards deſtroyed by the Nor- 
mans. 

Derſteld, a City in the Circle of Peſtphalia in Ger- 
many, upon the River WPeſer, belonging to the Bi- 
ſhops of Paderborne ſince the year 1608. The Peo- 
ple of Paderborne conſpiring once againſt their Biſhop, 
the Epiſcopal See was removed from Paderborne hi- 
ther, which was re-eſtabliſhed at Paderborne again in 
799. Charles the Great alſo reſided here ſome con- 
{derable time. _ 

Pertfozd, Durocobriva, a Town in a County of 
the ſame name, in the South of England, upon the 
River Lea or Ligean, as the Saxons called it, which 
runs through it: In 607. here was a Synod. Now 
(faith Mr. Cambden) it isnot very populous, yet for 
its Antiquity it deſerves-regard. It has given Name 
to this County, and is reputed the Shire-Town. It 
has a Caſtle, built (as ſome think) by Edward the 
Elder ; enlarged by the Family De Clare, to whom 
it belonged, as. Earls of Hereford, in the times of 
Henry II. and King Stephen. Afterwards it belonged 
to the Crown: Edward IIE. granted it to Fohn of 
Garnet his Son, then Earl of Richmond, and after 
Duke of Lancaſter. 

Yertfozdſhire, Herfordie Comitatus, Cattien- 
chlani, hath on the North Cambridgeſhire ; on the 
Weſt Bedfordſhiro, and Buckinghamſhire; on the 
South Middleſex, and on the Eait Eſſex: it is very 
fruitful as to Corn and Paſture ; has plenty of Woods, 
and Groves; and for great Townsand Rivers, it may 
vye with moſt Counties in England, conſidering its 
bigneſs. This County had feſt for Earls or Mar- 
queſles, the Family De Clare ; who for ſeven Deſcents 
between 1139. and 1314. enjoyed this Title. Being 
extinguiſhed, Henry VIIL. in 1537. created Edward 
Seymour , Viſcount Beauchamp, Earl of Hertford ; 
who afterward in 1551. was made Duke of Sommer- 
ſet, being the fourteenth Earl, and ſeventh of his Fa- 
mily, who hath born this amongſt other Titles of 
Honour.

Odoacer their King diſpoſſeſſed Auguſtulus 
in the year 476. and having reigned about ſeventeen 
years, he was ſlain by Theodor:ck King. of the Oftre- 
goths, The Emperor Fuſtinian granted them __ 
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to cultivate : whereupon they not only gave them-

vensberg, of which this was pretended to be a Mem- 
ber. In 1673. it was retaken by the French ; and 
ſoon after deſerted, and reſtored to that Duke. It 
ſtands ten German Miles from Munſter to the Eaſt , 
five from Minden. There is in it a Nunnery,the Ab- 
beſs of which is a Princeſs of the Empire. 

Derzegovina, Arcegovina, Chulmia, Aachulmia, 
Ducatus $. Sabe, a Province in Servia ; called by the 
Turks Caratze-dag-ils, that is, the Black YVVoed ; 
by the Inhabitants, Herzegovina; by the French Le 
Duche de Saint Saba. It is the upper part of the 
Kingdom of Boſaia ; lying upon Dalmatia towards 
the Weſt and South ; the principal Town in it , 1s 
S. Saba. This was heretofore under Dukes of its own, 
of the Family of Coſſa in Venice. 

Desdin , or Heſdin-Fert, Heſdinum, Hedena , a 
fortified Town in the Borders of Artois; upon the 
River Chanche | 2uantia, | which falls into the Bri 
tiſh Sea below Staple to the North. Built by the 
Spaniards in 1554. in the place where the Village 
of Meſnil formerly ſtood , as a Fort againſt the 
French; who have ſeveral times ſince taken it ; tall 
in 1659. by the Pyrenean Treaty it was yielded to 
them. It 1s ſeated in a Moraſs, eight Miles from Ab- 
bewill to the North. | |

- Himera, ay ancient City of the Iſland of Sicily, lo. 


called from its ſituation at the Mouth of the River 
Himera, or the modern fiume as Termine. Hanu- 
bal deſtroyed it about fix hundred forty eight years 
before :he coming of Chriſt : two years after which, 
the Carthaginians near its Ruins built another , na- 
med Therme Himere or Therme Himere»ſes, from 
the Hot Baths that were in the place. This is now 
called Termine. The Poet Stefichorus was a Native 
of the ancient Himera. 

Yincklep , a Market Town in Leiceſterſhire, in 
the Hundred of Sparkingho. 

Hindon, a Corporation in YY«/rſhire, in the Hun- 
dred of Mere, which elects two Members of the 
Lower Houſe, 

Hingham, a Market Town in the County of Nor- 
folk, in the Hundred of Forehoe, 

Hinghoa , a great City of the Province of Fok:en 
in China. The Capital of a Territory of the ſame 
Name , commanding one other old City, and divers 
Towns and Villages. It is beautified with Magnifi- 
cent Buildings, and many Triumphant Arches, and 
Sepulchres. | 

Hippocrene, a celebrated Fountain in Buotia in 
Greece , ſacred to the Muſes amongſt the ancient 
Poets. 

Hippone, Hsppo Regius. See Bonne. 

Hippopodes , an ancient People, mentioned by 
Mela, that dwelt ahout the Scythian Sea 3 and were 
fabulouſly reported to have Horſes feet, from nothing 
but their agility and (witneſs in running. 

Hirpint, an ancient People of Italy amongſt the 
Sammites,ſo called from their Capital City Hirpenum, 
which 1s now a Village, ſays Leander, by the Name 
of P —_— The farther Principate in the King- 
dom of Naples was the Seat and Country of this 
People. 

Hirſchfeld , Herofe/da, a ſmall Town in Haſſia , 
upon the River Fuld ; which had heretofore a cele- 
brated Abbey ; and was an Imperial Free-Town, un- 
der the Juriſdiction of its own Abbot , together with 
the Territory in which it ſtands : | but is now under 
the Land:-Grave of Heſſen-Caſſel, with the Title of 
a Principality , by the Treaty of Munſter. It ſtands 
five German Miles from Fuld to the North , and ſe» 
ven from Caſſel to the South. 

HDiſpahan. See Haſpaam. 

Hiſpantola, Sa» Domingo and 'S. Dominique , a 
great Iſland belonging to the North America , called 
by its Natives 4ytz. Firſt diſcovered by Chriſtopher 
Columbus in 1492. The Spanzards afterwards gave 
it this Name ; though it is alſo commonly called La 
Saint Domingue , from its principal Town. It is 
ſeated in the Bay of Mexico; with Cuba and Famaica 
to the Weſt; Porto Rico, and the Caribbe Iſles to 
the Eaſt ; the Ar/antick Ocean on the North ; and the 


Bay of Mexico on the South. It extehds from 255. 
to 307. deg. of Long. being one hundred and forty 
Spaniſk Leagues from Eaft to Weft ; fixty-in breadth 3 
and four hundred in compaſs ; betweeri cighteen and 
twenty degrees of Northern' Latitude. '' The Spani- 
ards have ſome Colonies at the Eaſt end ; the French 
others at the North=Weſt end towards Cuba. The 
Air is extreme hot in the Morning ; but cooler in 
the Aftertioon; by reaſori of a conitant Sea Brize, 
which then riſeth, The Country is always green ; af- 
fords 'moſt excellent Paſture ; the Cattte grow wild 
for want of Ownets, they encreafe ſo prodigioufly : 
Herbs, and Carrots 1n fixteen days become fit to Eat. 
It affords Ginger” and _— Canes in vaſt abundance, 
and Corn an hundred fold. It has alſo Mines of 
Braſs, and Iron; ſome ſay, of Silver or Gold. - 'When 
tirſt diſcovered, extreatnly populous ; but the Spanz- 


. ards in a few years deſttoyed three Millions of Na- 


tives ; fo that now there are very few left. The prin- 
pal Town 1s St. Domingo, built by Bartholomew Co» 
lumbus, in 1494- and removed in 1502. td the oppo- 
ſite Shoar of the River OZama." Whilſt' the Natives 
were Maſters of this Iſland , it ſtood divided into di- 
vers petty Provinces ,' each under the obedience of 4 
diſtinct Cacsque 'or Prince of their own. The Spa- 
niards have caſt it ihto five Cantons ; viz. Bainora, 
Cubaho, Cajaba, Caſſimu and Guacayatima. ' San 
Domingo ſtands in 'Caſſimus In 1586, Sir Francis 
Drake made a- Deſcent here , took Domingo , and 
kept it a Month, -till the Spaniards redeemed it with 
their money agairt. | = NICNS: 20 

Hiltrta, Hyſtereich, INria,”is 4 Coutity in Iraly ; 
which on the Eaft, Weſt, and South; has the Adviatich 
Sea ; and on the North Friuli. It is full of Woods 
Quarries ; affords Venice ( under which it is) Ma- 
terials, both for Ships and Houſes; but otherwiſe not 
comparable to the reſt of 1:aly in point of Fertility ; 
the Air is befides ſickly and unwholſom. The 
compaſs of it is about two hundred Miles. This 
Country was conquered by the Yenerians firſt in 
938. and finally ſubdued in 1190. ever fince which, 
they have been under this State; though they have 
made ſeveral attempts to ſhake off their Yoak , and 
regain their ancient Liberty.

Hoddesdon, a Market Town in Harrfd#dſhire, in 
the Hundred of Harford, upon the River Lea. 

Hoetchen, a City of the Province of Nanguin, in 
the South part of it, towards Chekiam ; which ſtands 
in a Mountainous Country , and has five ſmall Cities 
under it. ; W's 

Yoencourt, a Town in the Biſhoprick of Cambray, 
near which the French were defeated in 1642. It 
lies three German Miles from Cambray to the North- 
Weſt, and a little leſs from Arras to the South-Weſt. 

Hoentwiel, a Fortreſs in Schwaben, in Germany ; 
belonging to the Duke of Pirtemberghy ſeated upon 
a Rock between . the Rivers Schlscharm and Breym, 
which both fall into the Necker , one above, the 
other beneath Ro:wes/. This Caſtle is ſeated leſs 


than two German Miles from the Danube to the North. 
and two. Miles and an half from the Fountains: of 


the Necker to the Eaſt. It ſtood ſeven or eight 
Sieges agaitſt the Imperialiſts ; who in one of theſe 
( v:z, thatin 1641.) ſpent a whole Summer npon it,

-MWagog=Hills, a ridge of Hills , two Miles 
South-Eaftward of Cambri T on the top whereof 
is ſeen a Rampier , formerly ſo ftrengthened with

Bohen!oe, or Holach, Holachius, an Earldom in 
Franconia, in the Borders of Schwaben, by the River 
Cochar \ between the Marquilate of Anſpach, and the 
Dukedom of Wirtemberg ; under its own Count or 
Earl. 
Holbech, a Market Town in. Lincolnſhire , in the 
Hundred of E/low, | $2: 
Dolland, - one of the three: parts in the diviſion of 
the County of Linco/n , which contains the Southern 
Towns from Lindſey, towards the Sea. Adorned with 
the Title of an Ear/dom ſince. the year 1624. When 
King Fames I. created Henry Rich, Earl of Holland : 
whoſe Grandſon Edward Rich , is the preſent Earl of 
Warwick and Holland. - 
Dolland, Batavia, Holland:a, the principal Pro- 
vince of the United Netherlands.; called by the 
Spaniards la Olandia ; and by all others: Hollaud ; 
becauſe it is a low, Marſhy, or Hollow Soil ; and much 
over-ſpread with Waters. It is great too, and very 
fruitful : having on the North the Zuider Sea, on the 
Weſt the German.Ocean ;. on the South Zealand and 
Brabant ; and on the Eaſt Utrecht, Guelderland, 
and a part of the Zuider. About fixty Leagues in Cir- 
cuit, therein containing twenty nine walled Towns( be- 
fides others heretofore walled, which enjoy the ſame 
privileges with thoſe that are ) and four bundred Vil- 
lages : eighteen of the principal Towns have Seats in 
the Aſſemblies of the States General : to wit, Dore, 
Haerlem, Deift, Leyden, Amſterdam, Goude, Rotter- 
dam,Gorcum, Schiedam, Schoonhoven, Briel, Alcmaer, 
Hoorne, Enchuyſen, Edam, Monnikendam, Meden- 
blik,, and Purmerend. Yet the diameter of this 
Province may be traverſed in fix hours. In former 
times it was more extended towards the Eaft of N:- 
meguen; its Diſtrict being then a part of Holand. 
The Batavi a Warlike Nation poſleſſed the greateſt 
part of thisCountry , in the tines of the Roman Em- 
pire: who were conquered by Fulius Ceſar, with the 
reſt of the Gals, of whom' this was then thought a 
part. After the Roman Empire was overthrown in 
the Weſt, this Province being almoſt diſpeopled by the 
Inroads of the Norman Pyrats, was given by Charles 
the Bald to Thierrie -or Theodorick , a Prince of A- 
quizain, Son of Sigebert, about 863. with the Title 
of a Count or Farl ; his Poſterity enjoyed it till 1206. 
in ſeventeen Deſcents; when it paſſed to the Earls of 
Hainault ; in which Family it continued till 1417. 


and then it paſſed by the Surrender of Faqueline, 


( Counteſs of Hamaule and Holland, ) to Philip rhe 
Good, Duke of Burgundy, and foto the Spantards: 
When Philip II. treated this Free People 1ll, they re- 
volted; and in 1572. ſubmitted to VVill;am of Naſ- 
ſau, Prince of Orange ; and in 1581. declared King 
Philip to have forfeited all his Sovereignty : and ha- 
ving leagued themſelves with their Neighbour States, 
they d:tended themſelves fo well againſt that Prince, 
by the aſſiſtance of Queen El:z7aberh, that at laſt they 
forced the Spaniards to acknowledge them a Free 
State. And though the French King, Lewss NIV. by 
a ſudden Surprize, brought them very low 1n the 
year 1672, yet the next year they, forced him to 
withdraw his Garriſons , and recovered every inch of 
Ground from him. The Prince of range , though 
a Child in Age , out-doing. by the blef{ing of Hea- 
ven, the oldeſt States-men, and the moſt experi 
Generals. In the Eaſt-Indies the Hollanders are the 
Sovereign Governours of the Coaſt of Coromandel , 
the Iſlands of 4mbo:ne, Banda, Ternate, Ceylon, and 
the City of Malaca; part of the Iſlands of Suma- 
tra and Celebes , and divers places upon the Coaſt of 
Ma'abar. $ They havealſogiven the Name of New 
Holland to a Region of the Terra Auſtralis, by them 
diſcovered in 1644. to the South: of : New Gueney and

the Mo/uccaes. To a Territory of Moſcovia, near 
the Sereights of VVeigats , by ' them named the 
the Sereights of Naſſaw , upon the North'Sea. And 
laſtly to a Country in the Noreh America | upon the 
Canadian Ocean, betwixt Virginia and New France, 
South-Welt of New Enzland and Eaſt of the TIrc- 
quots in Canada. But this latter-has been been in the 
bands of the Enpliſh fince 1665. 

Yoldenby, a Caſtile belonging to the Crown in 
Northamptonſhire ; where King Charles the Martyr 
was kept a Priſoner by the Parliamentarians, from 
Feb. 17..1646., to Fune 4. 1647. when by Cornet 
Foyce, one of the Officers of the Rebels, he was car- 
ried to Childerſley, and thence to Newmarket. Here 
that afflicted Prince had: leiſure to compoſe that ex- 
cellent Piece , after his death Printed. under the Title 
of *Erxwy Beamxi; which contributed more to 
the Re-cſtabliſhment of his Children , and the Revi. 
ving his oppreſied Honour ,. than all the Armies and 
Forces in the World could have done. 

Dolderneſs, the moſt South-Eaſtern Promontory 
or Cape in ork ſhere', called Ocelum by Ptolemy. 
It lies North : of Salrfleer, a Town in Lincolnſtare, 
and ſhoots it - ſelf forth into the Sea a great way : 
There are divers Townsin it. King Fames I. created 
Fohn Ramſey, Viſcount Hardington in Scotland, Earl 
of this Place, and Baron of Kingſton upon Thames, 
Anno 1620. The late Prince Rupert bore the ſame 
Title, by the Creation of King Charles I. in 1643. 
which is now enjoyed by Conyers D' Arcie , the pre- 
ſent Earl of Hoiderneſs, of the Creation of King 
Charles IL. 

La Hougſt Uaſt, or Pore de la Hogue, Oga, or 
Ogaſts, Vedaſts , a Haven, or Sea-Port-Town in the 
Territory of Coutances in Normandy ; ten Miles 
ay: Bayeux to the Weſt, and fixteen from Caen to 

e ſame. 

_ Holltein, Ho//atia, that is, as the Name ſignifies 
in the German Tongue, the Hollow Stone, or Rock, 
or rather , a Country overgrown with Woods and 
Foreſts, ( as Bolt ſignifies in the German Tongue,) is 
a Dukedom of great extent in the Lower Saxony, in 
Germany ; though often comprehended in the King 
dom of Denmark, becauſe a part of it is ſubject to 
that Crown. It was anciently a part of the Cherſo- 
neſus Cimbrica: bounded on the North by the Duke- 
dom of Sleſwick, , or South- Jutland ; on the Welt 
with the German Ocean; on the Eaſt with the Bal- 
rick Sea z and on the South with the Dukedoms of 
Bremen and Lunenburgh ; ſeparated from it by the 
Elbe. It is divided into four parts ; Dithmarſen , 
Holſtein, Stormaren, and VVageron. The principal 
Cities in it, are Lubeck, and Hamburgh ; which are 
Hanſe-Towns, or Imperial Free Cities: beſides which, 
there are Ke! , and Rensburg in Holſtein ; Krem- 
pend, and Gluckftad in Stormaren, Part of this 
Dukedom is under the King of Denmark, and part 
of it under the Duke of Holſtesn. The ancient Inha-

Homburgh, a very ſtrong Town in the Territory 
of waſgorr, 1n the Palatinate of the Rhine in Germany ; 
Micthas a Caſtle built on a ſeep Hill ; not above 
two French Leagues from Bipont to the North. This 
Town was taken by the French in 1679. and is ſtill 
in their Hands. There-is another Town of this Name 
in 'Haſſia ; and a Caſtle in the Dominion or Territory 
belonging to the City of Bal. Pts 

Honan, a Province of the Kmgdom of China, to- 
wards the North-Eaſt part : bounded on the North 
with Xanz and Pekizm ; on the Welt with Xen/ſi, on 
the South with Huquam, and on the Eaſt with Xar 
rum. The Capital City is Caifung ; the other are 
Queite, Changte, . Guezhei, Hoarching, Nanyavg, 
and Funging. . This Province contains eight great C1- 
ties, an hundred. ſmaller Cities or great Towns, and 
589296 Families. There is a City of the ſame Name 
with this Province, in the North-Weſt part of it, 
near the River Crgceus5' which cuts through the N. 
of this Province. The Chaneſe call it, their Garden 
of pleaſure, from its fertility ; and fay, it lies in the 
middle of the World. . 

Pondura, a Prevince of new Spain, of great ex- 
tent : bounded on the North and Fatt. with the Mar 
del Fir, and Bay of Hondura ;z on the;South with Nz- 
cara:ua, and on the Weſt Guatimala., It lies two 
hundred Miles in length from Eaſt to Weſt, and an 
hundred in breadth from. North to South's under the 
Government of the Prefc&t of Guatimala. The prin- 
cipal Cities and Towns in it, are Va/adolzd, Commaia- 
gua, (made a Biſhop's See in 1558.) Gracias 4 Dios, 
and Ti ugilho, &c. A very fruitful Province in Maze, 
Corn, Faſturage, Fruits, and Mines. The Bay of 
Honduras is a part of the North Sea, with the Province 
of its own Name to the South, and Incatan to the 
North. There are divers Iſlands in it. 

Honfleur, 7u!:obona, Honfloriam, Honflevius, . a 
CRy of .Normandy, upon. the Shoars of the Britiſh 
Sea, upon the Mouth of the Seyze, over againſt Har- 
feu, three Leagues from Havre de Grace to the 
South, 

Heniton or Yorniton , a Borough and Market 
Town in the County of Devon, and the hundred of 
Axm-ſler, upon the River Ozter. It has the honour 
of e!cCting two Parliament men, 
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Doineau, Hon, a River in Artozs. 

Donnecour. See Hoencourt- 

.D. Yonoze de Lerin, Lerium, Lerina, a ſmall 
Iſland on the Coaſt of Provence, in which is a very {:- 
mous Monaſtery : it lies two Leagues from Antibe, 
[ Antipoli,) tothe South, and five from Frezns to the 
Eaft, towards the Confines of Piedmont. 

Hookden, the Streights between Calas and Dover. 

Hoozne, Horna, a City in North Holland, not 
great, but very well fortified ; it ftands in the Con- 
fines of Weſt- Frieſland, upon the Zuyder Sea, (upon 
which it has a large and a fafe Harbor ; ) four Leagues 
from Alcmaer to the Eaſt, and fix from Amſterdam 

. to the North. Once an Imperial and Free City, but 
now exempted, and under the Dominion of the States 
of Holland. Firſt walled m the Year 1426. It had 
heretofore divers fine Churches and Monatteries in it -

Yooznens, Hoornſche, Eyland!t, an Iſland in the 
Mar del Fur, diſcovered by Fames le Maire, an In- 

habitant of Hvorn, in 1616. It lies twelve hundred 

German Miles from tie Coaſt of Peru, towards Ajia, 

in Long. 228. Southern Lat. 12. Little, but very fruit- 
ful. ; 

Yozbargh, Argentuaria, a Caſtle near the City of 

Colmar, in the Upper Alſatia. See Colmar. ; 
Doidogna, a ruined City of Puglia, called by the 
Romans Erdonia or Ardonia.' © 

Hozeb, Melani, a 'Mountain in Arabia Petrea ; 
near which Moſes fed' the Flocks of Fetrhro, (his Fa- 
ther-in-Law, ) and received the Command from the 
Angel in the burning Buſh, to fetch up the Children 
of 1/rael out of Egypt: here alſo Elzjah, the Reſtorer 
of the Law, heard the Sz! ſmall Voice. 1. Kings 19. 
12. And if this be the ſame with Sinaz, (as S. Ferome 
aſſerts, ) here was the Promulgation of the Law of 
Nature, or the Ten Commandments, given to the 

Iſraelites. It is thought by ſome to extend from Pe- 
tra, a City of Arabia, to Elan upon the Red Sea ; 
at the diſtance of one hundred and eighty Miles from 
Jeruſalem to the South. The Arabians call it Gibel- . 
Mouſa, the Mountain of Moſes ; the Europeans, 
Sinai. © Monſieur Thevenor, who ſome years ſince 
viſited all theſe Places, in his Travels, gives a large 
Account of theſe Mountains ; and of a great number 
of Monaſteries, Chappels, Hermitages, and Cells -poſ- 
ſeſſed at this day by Greek and Latin Monks : who 
have here many very delicate Gardens, which beſides 
what is eaten by them, afford a good Revenue ; moſt 
of the good Frait that is fold at Grand Cairo, being 
carried thither from theſe Gardens, as ne obſerveth. 

Hoziguela, Orcels, Oriola, a City of Yalentia, 
more commonly called Grihuella ; which is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Yalentia : it is ſmall.and 
not much inhabited ; tho ſeated in a. pleaſant Valley, 
at the foot of an Hill ; having over it a Caſtle, built 
on a Rock, which 1s honored with the Title of a 
Dukedom : it ſtands upon the River Tader, (now Se. 
gura) which falls into the Bay of Alcante ; fix Spaniſh 
Leagues South of that City, and three Leagues Eaſt of 
Murcia. 

Dozmnt3, Saocoras, a River of Meſopotamia, which 
falls into the Euphrates ; others call it Ser. 

Dozn, heretofore Heurn, Horna, a ſmall Town in 
the Biſhoprick of Lezge, which has a beautiful Caſtle : 
about one League from the Maes and Roermond to 
the Welt ; fix from Maeſtrich: to the North: alſo 
the Capital of the Earldom of Horn, within this Dio- 
ceſe ; which lies between Guelder/and to the Eaſt, 
Boſleduc to the North, and the County of Loozz to 
the South and Weſt. This was heretofore under Earls 
of its own ; but they being Extinct in the laſt Cen- 
tury, it returned to the Biſhops of Lezge.

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Dozne or Cap d' Hoorn, a Cape of the Terra del 
Fuego in the South Amersca, towards the Streights of 
Magellan : diſcovered in 1616 by Le Maire Native 
of Hoorne in Holland : Some Spaniards call it the 
Cape of S. Salvador. ; 

Boznby, a Market Town in Lancaſhire, in the hun- 
dred of Loynſdale, upon the River Lox : Noted for 
a Caſtle, call'd Hornby-Caſtle, the ancient Seat of the 
Lord Morley and Mounteagle. ; 

Don Caſtle, a Market Town in Lyncolnſhzre. 
The Capital of its hundred ; upon the River Baxe,and 
in the diviſion of Lindſey. : 

Bozndicp, Arnapa, a ſmall River of Holland ; 
which ariſeth in Drene, a Territory of Over Nel ; 
and flowing through Gronngen, a little beneath Hur- 
ſen, falls into the River Reze Dzep, after it has wa- 
tered the City of Gronmgen. 

Dozndon on the Yflla Market Town in the Coun- 
ty of Eſſex, in the hundred of Barſtable.

Youdain, Hodayum, a ſmall French City in /a 
Beauſſe, (or in the Government of the I/le of France, 
according to others) near Chartres ; two Leagues 
from Dreux to the North-Eaſt, and eight from Paris 
to the Weſt, upon the River Vepre. | 

La Youilme, Ho/meſia, a ſmall Diſtrict in Nor- 
mandy, between the River Orne, (Olina,) and the Ter- 
ritory of /e Mzns; in which there is no Town of note. 

Howden, a Market Town in the E. riding of 7ork. 
ſhire, giving Name to a ſmall Territory call'd How- 
denſhire, near the confluence of the Rivers Ouſe and 
Derwent. 

, Dumma, an Iſland of Scotland,which is one of 
the Orcazes, three Miles from the Iſland of Mainland; 
call'd alſo Hethy. 

Doye, Heya, a ſmall Town in Weſtphalia, upon 
the River Weſer; two German Miles from Ferden to 
the South, and from Newburg to the North ; the Ca- 
pital of the Earldom von Hoye, in Weſtphalia 5 which 
was under Earls of its own, till 1582. when upon the 
Death of Orto, the laſt of them, it fell to the Duke 
of Brunſwick Zel. | : 

Hudſons Bay, an Arm of the Sea, North of Eſto- 
iteland, in the North 4merica ; diſcovered by one 
Hudſon an Engliſhman, in 1612. 

Pudwicſwalvt, a City or Town in the Province 
of Helſing, in the Kingdom of Sweden, on the Bal- 
tick Sea, towards the Province of Mzddlepad. 

Juccar, Vero, a River of Spain. 
ed, or Hued-il-Barbar, Icer, Serbes, a River 
in the Kingdom of Alezers, in Africa; which derives 
its head from the Atlas, and takes ſo many turnings 
and returnings amongſt the Mountains, that betwixt 
Bonne and Tunis it comes to be paſſed twenty five 
times. At length falls into the Mediterranean Seas 
They Fiſh for Coral upon its Banks. 

Pued Nijar,Nzger,a River of Africa in Ethiopia. 

Hued cl Quiber, Naſabarh, a River in the King- 
dom of Aipier. | 

Dueſca, Faventia, Calicula, Veſei, Oſea, Eſena, 
a City in the Kingdom of Granada. See Horiguela, 
which.is the ſame City. $ There is another Town of 
the ſame Name, in the Kingdom of Arragon, upon 
the River Jvela; tourteen Miles from Saragoſa to 
the North-Eaſt , and twenty from Lerida to the 
North-Weſt. This is a Biſhops See under the Arch- 
biſhop o* © aragoſſa, and call'd by the ancients Oſca 
Ilergetum. A Council was celebrated at it in 598. 

Yuetca, a Dutchy in New Caſtle, upon the Con- 


fines of the Kingdoms of Granada and Murcia. 

1, Petuaria, Hulum, a Town and River in the 
Eait Riding of Torkshire, The Town is ſeated upon 
the Weſt Bank of the River, where it entereth the 
Humber ; twenty fix Miles from Tork to the South. 
Eaſt, and dleven from the Spurn Head, or Britiſh 
Sea to the North-Weſt. Of no (great Antiquity ; 
Edward 1. purchaſing the Ground of the Abbat of 
Meatx, and built the Town, which thereupon was 
called Kings-Town. He made'the Haven alſo ; gran- 
ted the Town a Charter, and divers Liberties ; by 
which means it grew to that it now is ; being for ſtate. 
ly Houſes, ftrong Forts, well furniſhed Ships, Mer- 
chandize, and plenty of all things, the beſt in this 
part of England. The Inhabitants aſcribe much al- 
ſo to Michael de la Poole, Duke of Suffolke ; who 
procured them many Privileges, after he was by Rz- 
chard TI. made Duke of Sufo/k. Their painful Fj- 
ſherics on the Coaſt of Iſeland, had its =o in this 
growth. Being grown Rich, they Walled the Town, 
Paved their Streets, raiſed their chief Magiſtrates from 
a Warden to Bailifts ; at laſt in the Reign of Henry VI. 
got the Honor of a Mayor, and that the Town ſhould 
be a County. Charles the Martyr Treaſured up here 
a goodly Magazine for the benefit of his Subjects : 
but when he came to uſe it April 23. 1642; he was 
moſt unwarthily and undutifully excluded by Sir Fohrz 
Hotham ; which on the twenty fifth of the ſame 
Month was by the Parliament juſtified : being upon 
the matter the firſt act of Hoſtility againſt that Holy 
Prince. Hotham,the Son, was routed April 11.1643. 
at Ancaſter, by Colonel Cavendiſh, And both Father 
and Son came to be Beheaded by their Fellows Rebels: 
the firſt in 1644. and the other 1n 1645. for intending 
to return to their Allegiance; The River of Yull, 
riſeth by Ks/ham in the fame County ; and paſ- 
fing on the Eaſt of Beverley, at the diſtance of a 
Mile, falls into the Humber ; between Hull and Drs- 
_ 3 being Navigable up to Beverley, and perhaps 

igher. 

Puift, Hulſtum, a City in the Low-Countries in 
Flanders, near Gaunt : ſmall, but very well fortified : 
the Capital of the Territory of Waes : taken by the 
Dutch in 1645. and kept by them ever ſince. It ſtands 
five Leagues from Antwerp to the Weſt, and ſeven 
from Gaznt to the North-Welt. 

Humago, C:/a, an Iſland near Hiſtria. 

Yumain, $:ga, a City of Mauritania in Africa. 

Humana, a ruined City in the Marca Anconitana. 

Humber, Abus, one of the principal Rivers of 
England ; or rather an Arm of the Sea, into which 
many of the Rivers of this part of England empty 
themſelves : on the North it hath ie joy on the 
South Lincolnſhire : out of the firſt of theſe it re- 
ceives the River of Hull ; then the Ouſe, (which bring- 
eth with it Derwent, the Swale, the Tour, the Wharf, 
the Are, Calder, and the Dun; ) then the Trenc 
which divides Nottingham from Lincolnſhire ; and 
brings many other with it, as the Darwen, the Manz- 
Fold, the Stoure, and many others: above Barton 
it receives the Ankam,out of Lincolnſhire: the Mouth 
by which theſe Streams enter the German Ocean being 
almoſt ſeven Miles wide. 

Bumble, Homelia, a ſmall River of Hantſhire ; 
which rifing by Buſhwaltham and watering Boteley, 
forms an Haven, called Humble Haven, on the Eaſt 
of St. Andrew's Caftle, over againſt the Iſle of gh, 
where it entereth the Brzt:ſþ Sea. 

ngaria, Pannonia snfersor, is one of the No- 
bleſt, but moſt unfortunate Kingdoms , next to 
Greece, in Europe. The Natives call it Magzar ; the 
Poles, Weeieriha the Germans, Ungarn; and the 
French, Hungary : On the North it 1s bounded with 
the Upper Poland, and Red Ruſſia ; the Carpathian 
Mountains 
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Mountains interpoſing between it and them: on the 
Eaſt with Tranſylvania and Moldavia; on the Weſt 
with Stiria, Auſtria, and Moravia; and on the 
South with Sc/avonia, and Servia. Baudrand (in- 
cluding Sc/avonta). bounds it on the South with Cro- 
atia, Boſnia, and Servia. It extends in length from 
Presburgh, along the Danube, to the Borders of Tran« 
Hlvania, the ſpace of three hundred Engliſh Miles: 
and one hundred and ninety ot the ſame 1n breadth : 
it takes in all that Tradt of Land, that was poſſeſſed 
heretofore by the Jazyges Metanaſte, a Sarmatian 
People; and part of Pannonia Superior, and Inferior. 
Wonderfully fruitful ; yielding Corn and Graſs in a= 
bundance; the latter exceeding (when at its greateſt 
length) the height of a Man : it abounds ſo in Cattle, 
that it 1s thought alone to be able to ſerve all Europe 
with Fleſh ; and they certainly ſend yearly into Ger- 
many eighty thouſand Oxen. They have Deer, Par- 

1 and Pheaſants in ſuch abundance, that any 
body that will may kill them. They have Mines of 
Gold, Silver, Tin, Lead, Iron and Copper ; ſtore of 
River, or Freſh-water Fiſh ; and Wines equal in good- 
neſs to thoſe of Candia. The People are Hardy, Co- 
vetous, Warlike; but Slothful and Lazy, not much 
unlike the Ir:/Þ. Their beſt Scholar was St. Ferome. 
Their beſt Soldiers, Fohannes Huniades, and Matthias 
Corvents. The principal Rivers are the Danube, (which 
divides this Kingdom from end to end, } the Savws, the 
Drevus,and the Tibi/cus : they have one famous Lake, 
called the Balaton, which is forty Italian. Miles in 
length. The principal Cities are Buda or Offen, Pres- 
burgh; Alba-Regals, and Caſchaw. The Hungarians 
are a Tribe of the Scythians or Tartars, which in 
the times of Arnulphus, Emperour of Germany, poſ- 
ſeſſed themſelves of Tranſlvania, and the Upper Hun- 
gary; under Lews IV. Succeſſor to Arnulphus, they 
paſſed the Danube ; waſted all Germany, Italy,Greece, 
Sclavonia, and Dacia; till broken by the Forces of 
Germany, and ſweetned by the Chriſtian Religton, 
(firſt taught them under King Szephen, about 1016. 
by Albert, Archbiſhop of Progue.) they became more 
quiet, and better civilized, This Stephen began his 
Reign in '1oco. This Race of Kings continued to 
1302. in twenty three Deſcents : when Charles Mar- 
tel, ( Son of Charles King of Naples , and Mary 
Daughter to Stephen IV. King of Hungary,) yup 
by Election, partly by Inheritance and Conqueſt ſuc- 
ceeded to this Crown : to him ſucceeded Lews his 
Nephew, in 1343. Charles II. (another of his Deſcen- 
dents) in 1383, Sigiſmund Emperour, King of Bohe- 
mea, in the Right of Mary his Wife, (Eldeft Daugh- 
ter of Lews) in 1387. Albert of Auſtria, in the 
Right of Elz;abeth his Wife, (Daughter of Sig/- 
mond) in 1438. Uladiflaus, Son of Albert and 
Elizabeth, in 1444+ Matthias Corvinus, Son of 7o- 
hannes Huniades, by Election in 1458. Uladi/laus IT. 
Son of Caſſimir IV. King of Poland and of Eliza= 
beth, (Daughter of Albert) in 1491. LewslI. flain 
in the Battel of Mohatz, ſucceeded in 1517. and 
was ſlain in 1527. John Sepuſio, Vaiwode of Tranſyl- 
vanza, choſen upon his Death, ſucceeded that year ; 
but was outed by Ferdinand, reſtored by Solyman the 
Turk, and at laſt died in 1549. The Hungarians 
Crowned Stephen his Son, an Infant, in the Cradle : 
but So/yman, ſeized the beſt part of his Kingdom,(un= 
der pretence of defending it againſt Ferdinand of 
Auſtria) and Ferdinand the reſt; fo that ever ſince 
this wretched Kingdom has been a Stage of War, be- 
tween the Auſtrian and the Ortoman Families. The 
former at this time having recovered from the latter, 
all the Lower Hungary; and all Tameſwaer, in the 
Upper. The Reader may be pleaſed to know, that 
all that part of Hungary, which lies on the Weſt and 
North of the Danube, is called the Lower Hungary : 
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what lies onthe Eaſt and South, the Upper. This King- 
dom is divided into fifty five Counties ; three and 
twenty of which in the beginning of this lalt War,were 
in the Hands of the Turks, and the reſt in the Empe- 
ror's. It hasalſo two ArchbiſhopsSees, Gran [Strigo- 
num,] and Colocza ; thirteen Biſhopricks; ſix under 
the firſt, and ſeven under the latter. 

ngerfo2d, a Market Town in Berksbzre, in the 
hundred of Kentbury, upon the River Kenner, 

Punnt, the ancient Inhabitants of the Marſhes of 
the Meots ; who for the fake of a better Country to 
live in,invaded Parnonza in great numbers, and thence 
under Attila their King,who ftiled himſelf the Scourge 
of God, marched victoriouſly into Germany, Italy, 
and France ; till Ztius General of the Romans and 
Meroveus King of France flew 200000 of them in 
one Battel in 450. Then they retired into Pannonia 
again, and maintain'd themſelves in divers Wars. At 
length the Hungarians, ' a Scythian race, appeared 
about the end of the Reign of Charles the Groſs, and 
expelled them. 

ntingdonthire, is bounded on the North by the 
River Avon, or Afon, which parts it from Lincoln- 
ſhire; on the Weſt by Northamptonſhire, on the 
South by Bedfordſhire, and on the Eaſt by Came 
bridgeſhire. The North-Eaſt parts of it are Fenny ; 
but yield plenty of Graſs for feeding of Cattle. The 
reſt is very pleaſant, fruitful of Corn, riſing into 
Hills, and ſhady Groves. The whole indeed was one 
Foreſt, till Henry II. in the beginning of his Reign 
disforeſted it. 

The Town of Yuntingdon, which gives Name to 
the County, is ſeated upon the North fide of the River 
Ouſe, ſomewhat high ; and ftretcheth out it ſelf in 
leng:h to the Northward : it has four Churches in it, 
a fair Bridge of Stone over the River, and near it is the 
Mount or Plot of an ancient Caſtle, (now ruined, ) 
built by Edward the Elder, in the Year 917. Which 
King David of Scotland, (who had this County with 
the Title of an Earl, from King Stephen of England, 
for an Augmentation of his Eſtate,) in the Year 1135. 
enlarged with new Buildings, and Bulwarks : but 
Henry Il. finding great Inconveniences from it, razed 
it to the Ground. This was a very conſiderable Town 
in the times of Edward the Confeſſor, and perhaps 
greater than now. The firſt Earl of Huntingdon w:8 
Waltheof, Created in 1068. two years after the Con- 
queſt: he being beheaded, Simon de Lyze, (who 
Married Maud the Daughter of Waltheof ) was made 
Earl in 1075. David Prince of Scotland, her ſecond 
Husband, was the next Earl in 1108. It continued in 
this Family of Scocland, till 1219. but it is now in 
the Family of the Haſtings : George Lord Haſtings 
and Hungerford, being by Henry VIIT. Created Earl 
of Huntingdon, in the Year 1529. Theophilus Ha- 
ſlings, the preſent Earl, ſucceeded his Father in the 
Year 1655, and is the ſeventh Earl of this Noble 
Family. : ; 

Puquang, a very large Province in the middle of 
the Kingdom of China; counted the ſeventh in num- 
ber, but in extent one of the greateſt ; its teſt 
length is from North to South : being bou on 
the North by Honan; on the Eaſt by Nankim, and 
Kiamfi ; on' the South by Quamium; and on the 
Weſt by 2ueycheu, and Suchen. -It contains fifteen 
Cities, an hundred and eighteen great Towns, five 
hundred thirty one thouſand fix hundred: eighty fix 
Familles. The greateſt City is Vuchang. The great 
River of Kzam croſſeth it, and divides 1t; andin the 
middle of this Province it receiveth two other great 
Rivers, one from the North, and the other from the 
South ;. whoſe Names I cannot affign. And theſe 
three Rivers form at their meeting a very conſider- 
able Lake, between the Cities of Kmcheu and Tochen, 
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The Chineſe call it alſo Fumichzti, and the Granary 
of China for its abundance : As to which they have a 
Proverb, that the Province of Kiangſi may furni 
all China with a Breakfaſt; but Huquang is able 
entirely to maintain it, 


Purepois, Hurepoeſium, a Diſtrict in the Iſle of 


France ; between la Beauſe to the Welt, /a Brie to 


the Eaſt, (from which it is parted by the Seze,) and 
la Gaſtinois to the South. This heretofore wasa part 
of 1a Beauſe. The Cities in it are Corbez!, Caſtres, 
and la Ferte Alais. 

The Durons are a People of North. America, in 
the Northern parts of New France, towards a Lake 
of the ſame Name. The River Des Hurons ariſeth 
in the Weſt of New France, called alſo the River of 
the Otavacks, a People bordering on the Hurons ; 
and runsa great way towards the North-Eaſt, till at 
latt it falls into the River of St. Laurence. The Lake 
des Hurons is very great, and in its extent reſembles a 
Sea ; but the Waters are freſh : it is ſeven hundred 
Leagues in Compaſs, as the Inhabitants about. 1t pre- 
tend : the Lake of 1/{;zzia,and the Upper Lake do both 
fall into it. 

PYuz, the Country of Fob, between Syrza and Ara- 
bia ; now Omps. | ; 

Puſum, a City of Denmark in Futland ; in the 
South part of the Dukedom of Sleſivick , near the 
Shoars of the German. Ocean, and Norte Strand, (an 
Iſland fo called, ) It has a molt noble Caſtle, built 
by the Duke of Ho/ſtein Gothorp, in 1581. under 
whom it now is. It ſtands a German Mile and an 
half from Frederickſtad to the North, four from Sle/- 


_ wick to the Weſt. Some few years ſince, it was for- 


tified ; but the King of Denmark has {lighted its Out- 
wor 

p, and Hu, Huum, Huyum, Huyonum, a Town 
of the Low-Countries in the Biſhoprick of Liege, in 
the Territory of Condrotz ; between Liege, and Na- 
mur ; which has a Caſtle, and a Stone Bridge over 
the Maez, (which here receives the River Huy, which 
latter gives Name to it) but ruined. This place was 
taken by the French in 1675, and its Fortifications 
ruined. It ſands five Frexch Leagues from Lzege to 
the South-Weſt, and thirteen from Bruſſels to the 
North»Eaſt ; adorn'd with a Collegiate Church, and 
divers others. | |

eres, a Knot of ſmall Iflands on the Coaſt of 
Narbonne, or Provence, in the Mediterranean Sea. See 
Heeres. 

mburgh. See Haynburgh, ; 

mettus, a Mountain of Achaia in Greece, 
within a League of Athens and about ſeven or eight 
in circumference, yielding plenty of odorifcrous Herbs 
for the making of Honey, which nas been always in 
great eſteem. Some call it, Monte-Matto, by a cor- 
ruption, There are ſix Convents of Caloyers or Relt- 
gious Greeks planted upon the fides of it. The chief 
of which, call'd by the Turks Cosbachs, by the Greeks 
Cyrians, ſince the Year 1455. (when Mahomet II. 
took Atbens and the Abbor of this Houſe brought 
the Keys to him) is exempt from all Taxes to the 
Port, paying a ſequine by way of homage.

Pyrach, Hyrcania, a Province of the Kingdom 


of Perfia ; heretofore bounded on the North by the / 


Hyrcantan Sea, on the Eaſt by Margiana, on the 
Weſt by Media, and on the South by Parthza, pro» 
perly fo called: Now divided into two Provinces, cal- 
kd Taberiſtan, Mazenderan. 

The. Pprcantan Sea, Mare Hyrcanium, takes this 
antient well known Name from this Province : but it 


is no leſs frequently called, both in Ancient and Mo- 
dern Geographers and Hiſtorians, the Caſpian Sea. 
This Sea is called by various Names according to the 
Countries which do border upon it. It was anciently 
called the Sea of Choſar, from the'eldeft Son of Thc 
garma,.a Great Grand-child of Noah, by Fapher. 
Nubius, in his Geography, calls it the Sea of Tavi/t- 
han ; the' Arabians Baharcorſum ; the Perfians Kul- 
ſam ; (as they do alfo the Perſian Grlph.) The Greek 
and Latin Authors, Mare Hyrcamum, 'or Mare Ca- 


 ſptum ; the Perſians call it alfo the Sea of Bak ; the 


Muſcovites, Gualenskoi-More. © The Ancients gene. 
rally thought it had a communication with the Þ:diar 

Ycean ; which is not true: for it has no communica- 
tion with any other Sea in the Wartd known ; and 
therefore may moft, properly be called the Medi:er- 
ranean Sea : this was known to Ariſtotle, and Hero- 
dotus of old. Its greateſt extent 1s from North to' 
South, (that is, from Aſtrachan, to Ferabath,) eight 
deg. of the Equator ; or one hundred and twenty 
German Miles, or four hundred and eighty Eng/5ſh 
Miles : its Breadth from the Province of Chuareſm, 
to the Mountains of C:rcaſſia (or Shirwan,) is fix 
deg. or ninety German Miles, or three hundred and 
ſixty Engliſh Miles. The Waters are in the middle 
as falt as thofe of any other Sea whatfoever ; but it 
neither Ebbs nor Flows, as all the reft do, which 
have any Intercourſe with the Ocean. It bath in a 
manner never a ſafe Harbor upon it : the beſt is Min 
kiſchlak, or Manguſlave, on the fide . of the Grand 
Tartary. The Water is of the fame colour with that 
of other Seas : it has but one Ifland in it, and that lies 
towards Perſia, called Enfil, which has never an 
Houſe in it. Thus far O/earzns, who Travelled over 
it in 2636. Tt is generally very ſhallow, and flat ; 
therefore in Tempeſts dangerous to thoſe that Sail 
upon it : the Perfems never truſt to it, and rarely go 
out of fight of the Shoar. This Sea has on the North 
the Kingdom of Aſtrachan, and Negaia ; on the 
Eaft Chuareſm ; on the South, the Kingdom of Per- 
ſia ; and on the Weft Georg1a 7 it receives there above 
an hundred Rivers which fall into it, many of which 
are very great ; as the Wolga, the Araxs or Cyrus,the 
Keifiloſers, the Buſtrow, the Akſay, and the Koiſe : 
towards the North, are the Rivers of Faika, and 
Jems ; towards the South and Eaſt the Nos, Oxus, 
and the O-xentes, which Curtius calls Tanars : Olea- 
7ius aſſures us, that in twenty days Travel between 
Roſchot and Schamakap, he croſſed above fourfcore 
Rivers great and ſmall. 

 Ppth, a Port in the County of Kene, in Shepway 
Lath, which has a Caſtle for its Defence ; upon the 
Streights of Calazs, between Dover to the North, and 
Rie to the South ; two Miles from the firſt, and five 
from the latter. It elects two Members of Parliament.

It is a Biſhops See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Saragoza ; and ſtands upon the 
River Aragon, at the Foot of the Pyrenear Hills ; 
twenty one | (Baudrand faith ſixteen) Spaniſh Miles 
from Saragoza to the North, eight from the Confines 
of France, and eight from Hueſca in Arragon to the 
North-Weſt. This City is the Capital of the County 
of Arragon. © . - y 21101 

The Facobites. Under this Name, ſays P. S:mon, 
in general we may comprehend all the Monophyſites 
of the Eaft, #.e. ſuch as acknowledge one only Na- 
ture (the Humane) in Feſus Chriſt 3 in which Lati- 
tude the ' Armenians, Cophtites' and. Abyſſines will 
be included, - But it more particularly denotes a fe- 
parate Church of Chriſtians in $yria and Meſopora- 
ma, conliſting of about forty or forty five thouſand 
Families, under a Patriarch of their own, who keeps 
his Reſidence at Caramrt, and afſumes the title of the 
Patriarch of Antioch, having divers Mctropolitans un- 
der him. Jacobus Xanzalu, a Syrian, of the fixth 
Century, drefling up a particular Creed out of the 
opinions of Eutyches and Dioſcornus, was the Founder 
of this Church, which therefore retains his Chiiltian 
Name. Amongſt other cuſtoms and tenents, they 
deny the Trinity 5 they circumciſe their Children firſt, 
then bap'ize- them upon their forchead with a hot 
Iron ; becauſe-of the words, Matth. 3. 11. He ſhall 
baptize you with the Holy Spirit and with fire, 
And no endeavours of the Roman See (whoſe Supre- 
macy they difown) have hitherto been ſufficient to al- 
ter their Principles. |

called of old Soſicure, as Caſtaldzs conjectures. 

JFacubp, a River of Tartary, which falls into the 
Caſpian Sea, on the Confines of Bochar. 

Jada, iade, an Ifland in the Archipelago. 

Jader, or Fada, Fadica, G:ttalus, a River of 
Germany, more commonly called the Oder. It falls 
in the Baltick Sea near Stetin ; having watered $S- 
lefia, Marchia, and Pomerania, Heiffman placeth 
it in Eaſt Friſe/and. Others, in the County of O/- 
demburg in the Circle of Weſtphalia. See Oder. It 
gives Name to a Town at its fall. 

Jadog, a River in Africa; called Rubricatus, Ar- 
mua, and Ardalia of old : Ladeg, and Guadzlbar- 
ber, as well as Jadog, in later Writers. It falls into 
the Mediterranean Sea, through the Kingdom of 
Tuns. 

Jaen, Giennium, Gienna, Aurigs, Iiturgis, Au- 


rinx, Oringe, Oningis, is a City and a Biſhops See, he 


under the Archbiſhop of Toledo, ever ſince 1249, ha- 
ving been three years before recovered by Ferdznan- 
do out of the Hands of the Moors. It 18 a great and 
populous City, in the Kingdom of Andaluſia, upon 
the River Guadalbolton, where it receives that of Su- 
{anna ; twelve Miſes from the Guedalquivir to the 
<outh, towards the Borders of Granada; and eighteen 
from Alca/a to the South-Eaſt. This City has been 
h-retofore ſo confiderable, as to bear the title of a 
Kingdom. | ; 

Jafanapatan, 7affanapatan, a City on the North 
of ihe -Ifland of Ceylan, in the Eaſt-Indies : in the 
Hands of the Dutch, (who have built it a good For- 
treſs} and the Capital of a Kingdom of the ſame Name. 
It hes in Long. 110. oo. Lat. 10.07, 


Jaffo, or Faffs, Foppe, a Maritime City of Pales 


Sea, twenty four Miles from Feruſalem;; | thought to 
be one of the ancienteſt in the World, ' as having beem 
built and ſo named by Zapher the Son of Noah: Fa- 
mous 1n all ages for the convenience of its Port ; at 
which particularly Hiram King of Tyre his Fleet, 1a- 
den with Cedar and Marble for the buildihg of 'K. So 
lomon's Temple, diſcharg'd 4 and Jonas the Prophet 
took Ship for Thar/is. St. Peter allo here raiſed T- 
bitha from the dead, and ſaw the Viſion of the Beaſts. 
This City was ruined by Fudas Macchabeus, and af- 
terwards by the Emperor Ticus. Next the Arabians 
eſtabliſhed themſelves in it 3 from whom the Chri- 
f*:ans under Godfrey of Bovillon recovered it, rebuilt 
the Caſtle, and 'made it a ftrong Garrifon ; adornin

'Jagos, a vagabond Barbarian People of Africe, 
abonnding more eſpecially in the Kingdom of Anjico 
11 the Lower /AEh19pta, or according to- others, in 
Congo ; without a certain abode, living by robbery 
and carnage.

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Jalofes, the People of the Kingdom of Senega, 
in N:grieza, in Africa, lying betwixt thoſe two bran» 
ches of the Niger, the Rivers Senega and Gambay. 
Their Emperour is called the Grand Falof, and takes 
the Style of the Soveraign of thirteen or fourteen King- 
doms. The Capital, where he keeps his Court, 1s Tu- 
bacatum : There are no Towns or Cities walled in all 
this Empire ; Tobacco, Hides, Ivory, Gum-arabick, 
Ambergreaſe, Wax, Dates, and Maze, are its princi- 
pal Commodities. See Senega. : 

La Jelle, Gala, a ſmall River of France, which 
falls into the Guaronne. 2l 

Jamagozod, Fama, a ſtrong Caſtle anciently be- 
longing to the Rſs, and accounted the Key of that 
Kingdom ; but in 1617, :refigned to the Swedes. It 
is ſeated on a River called Famiſche Reck ; three 
German Miles from Narva, in Livonia. See Nar- 
Va. T 
Jamaica, a very great Iſland in North America, 
firſt diſcovered by Columbus, and called thus in Honor 
of S. Fames. It was found out by him in his ſecond 
Voyage to America, whilſt he ſailed about Cuba. In 
his thud Voyage he- ſuffered Shipwrack upon it ; and 
the Spaniards ungratefully deſigned to have ſuffered 
him to periſh; out of pure envy ; but he found the 
Natives more kind than they. Whereupon he landed, 
and fell to Plant it ; building the Town of Mezsl ; 
which they deſerted ſoon after, and built Sevs/, ten 
Leagues more Weſt. . In 1509, the Natives rebelled 
againſt Didacus, the Son of Columbus, but were ſub- 
dued. In 1590, the Spaniards built S. Fago, and de- 
ſerted Sevil. In 1638, one Fackson, an Engle Man, 
with a Fleet of Eng/:ſh Privatcers, furprized and plun- 
dered S. Fago; then left-it to the Spaniards again. 
The time being come when the Spaniards were to 
pay for their Ingratitude to Columbus, and their Cru- 
elty to the Natives, (ſome Millions of which they had 
barbarouſly murdered; ) the Engliſh, under Penn and 
Fenables, Landed here, about twenty thouſand ſtrong, 
being moſtly necefſitous Perſons, who had been un- 
done by our. then Tyrant, and the Times, May 3, 
1655; The Spaniards unable to reſitt fo great a 
force, retired into the Woods, and Faſtnefles ; ho- 
ping to retrieve what they thus left, 'by a Treaty ; but 
it proved otherwiſe. For part of the Engl:ſh tell to 
Plant ; the reſt to Privateer upon the Spaniards, by 
which they got Wealth : and the Fame of this ſo in- 
creaſed, that many going over to them, 1t became in 
a few years a very powerful Colony ; now able alone 
to manage a War againſt all the Forces the Spanzards 
have in. the Feſt-Indies. This Iſland 1s ſituate be- 
tween ſeventeen and eighteen degrees of North Lat. 
within the Tropicks, in the Mare del Norte ; one hun- 
dred and forty Leagues North of the Main Continent 
of America, fifteen South from. Cuba, twenty Weſt 
from Hiſpaniola, and one hundred and forty from 
Carthagena Nova. It is of an Oval Form ; one hun- 
dred and ſeventy Miles long ; ſeventy in breadth ; and 
contains 'four. or five Millions of Acres ; Nine hun - 
dred thouſand of which were Planted in 1675. In 
the middle there is a lofty Chain of Mountains, which 
run the whole length of the Iſle, from Eaſt to Welt ; 
from which ſpring plenty of pleaſant and uſeful Ri- 
vers, to the great refreſhment and convenience of the 
Inhabitants. It has a very rich fat Soil, black and 
mixed with Clay, except in the South-Weſt Parts, 
where it is generally a more looſe Earth : it every 
where anſwers the Planter's Care and Coſt. The Air 
is always ſerene and clear ; the Earth in her Summer 
Livery $s here being a perpetual Spring. It has fre- 
quent Showers of Rain, conſtant cooling Breezes of 
Wind from the Eaſt : the Dems in the Night quicken 
the Growth of what is Planted : ſo that it is the moſt 
delightful, temperate, healthfu), pleaſant Iſland of all 
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thoſe in the Weſt-Indies : and will be extremely con- 
ſiderable, when it comes to be thorowly Peopled. The 
principal Towns in it are Pore Royal, built by the 
Engliſh) S. Fago, and Sevilla. The Earl of Inche- 
quin, and the Duke of Albemarle, two late Gover- 
nours, both of them here died. 

Jamaiſtero, or Famatſo:t, a very argFCounty in 
the Weſt Part of the Iſland of N:ivor, or sphonta, 
belonging to Fapan; under which are ordinarily com- 
puted twelve Provinces,-or Kingdoms. - 

Jamama, a City of Arabia Felix, upon the Ri- 
ver Aſtan ; which falls into the Mouth of the Eupbra- 
tes and Tigris, about thirty German Miles South of 
Balſera. Jamama ſtands towards the Borders of Ara- 
bia deſerta ; two hundred and fifty Miles from the 
Perfian Guiph to the Weſt, and ſeventy German Miles 
from Balſera to the South-Weſt. Long. 77. 30. 
Lat. 25. oo. 

Jamba, a Province under the Great Mogul, to- 
wards the River Ganges ; between Patna to the Eaſt, 
Naugracut to the North, Lahor to the Weſt, and Ba- 
kar to the South ; the City of Famba, from which it 
takes its Name, ftands eighty Miles from Ganges to 
the Eaſt, towards Lahor. 

Jamby, or Fambs, a Sea-Port Town, and a King- 
dom of no great extent, in the Iſland of Sumatra, 
towards the Eaſtern Part of it. The Town ſtands to- 
wards Pal:mban, within five or fix Miles of the Sea, 
driving a notable Commerce. 

Jambol, Joannepols, a City in Bulgaria. 

_ Jambolt, Chalexs, Chalcidica Regio, a Province 
in the North of Macedonia; between Theſſalonica, 
the Arm of the Sea which runs up to it, the-Archipe- 
{40, and Thrace. The chief Towns of which are, 
Theſſalonica, Amphipolic, and Conteſſa. 

James Bay, a Bay in Virgenza. 

James Town, Facobipolx, the principal City or 
Town in Virginia, upon the River Pawhatan, near 
Its fall into the North Sea : begun by the Engl:ſh 
about 1607, and honoured with this Name from King 
Fames I. $ Another in the Country of Lerrim,in the 
Province of Connaught in Hreland; ſo called from 
King Fames I. its Founder, upon the Shannoz ; well 
Walled, but almoſt wholly ruined as to its Buildings, 
in => Wars againſt King Charles the Firſt, and Se- 
cond, 

Jam-ſuqueam, or Narnquzn, a River of China. 

Jainetz, a itrong place m Lorazn, yielded to the 
French King in 1632. It ftands upon a little River 
in'the Confines of the Province of Luxemburgh ; be- 
tween Monmedy to the North, and Damwvillers to the 
South ; thirteen Miles from Metz to the Weſt : now 
diſmantled. 

Jancoma, a Kingdom in the Eaſt-Ind:es, beyond 
the Ganges, under the King of Pegu : it ſtands be- 
tween the Rivers Mecon to the Eaſt, and Menan to 
the Weſt. 

Janeiro, or Rzo de Fanaira, a River, the ſame 
with Ganabara in Braſil; ſee Ganabara, It gives its 
Name to a Province, under the Poreugueſe, in that 
Country, whereof S. Sebaſtian is the Capital. 

aniculug mons, a Hill or Monntain beyond the 
Tiber, in the. vicinage of Rome, yielding by its emi- 
nence an excellent proſpect of that City ; and famous 
in Hiitory for the Sepulchre of King Numa Pompil:w, 
the encampment of ' Porſenna King of Etruria upon 
it, whil'ft he befieg'd Rome ; and for the Martyrdom 
of S. Peter. Now call'd Montorio, becauſe its carth is 
of the colour of Gold. 

Janna, a part of Greece; ſome ſay Epirw, others 
Theſſalia. 

Janinnina, Caſſiope, a City of Epirus. 

Fanntzart, Promontorium _—_ a Cape at the. 
entrance of the Streighrs of Gallipols, or the Helleſ- 
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pont, in Aſia, within halfa League whereof the Rivers 
Scamander and $:mos in an United Stream diſcharge 
themſelves inte the Ocean. The Greeks wholly inhabit 
a plentiful Village upon it, call'd by them, Troyaſis or 
Litele Troy ; but by the Turks,Graour-ktoy,or the Vik 
Lage of Infidels; this being the beſt Name the Turks 

ive to Chriſtian places, where there are no Moſques. 

he delightful Country of Troas is moſtly diſcovered 
from this Cape ; and the Iſland of Tenedos, in the 
Egoan Sea, ftands at the diſtance of a League

Fanowits, a ſmall Town in Bohemia ; where the 
Swedes in 1645, gained a great Victory over the Im- 
perialifts :- fix German Miles from Prague to the 
North-Weft, towards the Confines of Moravza. 

Faochen, a great City in the Province of Krany fi 
in Ching, with a Territory of the ſame Name whereof 
it is the Capital, extending its juriſdiction over fix 
other great Towns ; and particularly remark'd for 
good Porcelain mw | 

antra. See I/char. : 

? mm Fa -= a vaſt Country 1n the Eaſtern 
Ocean, called by the Inhabitants Niphon ; by the Chi. 
nians,Gepuen, that is, the Eaſt ; and from thence by 
the Europeans Fapan. On the Welt it is bounded by 
the Sea of China, (which divides it from China,) and 
the land or Promontory of Corea. It is fuppoſed 
to be an Iſland, one hundred and fifty German Miles 
in length ; ſeventy in breadth : The Inhabitants are 
all under one Prince, Heathens, and ſworn Enemies of 
Chriſtianity : which begun to take rooting amongft 
them by the Preaching of the as 1. 3 but was 
extirpated by Fire, Sword, and the bloodieft Perſe- 
cution that ever was practiſed amongft Men. The 
Dutch, ( who Trade here) are fecured with the ut- 
moſt Caution, that they may not furprize any part 
of the Shoar, or build any Fort, or do any other Act 
whereby they may ſettle themſelves: nor will they 
permit them to fee more of the Country than one 
ſmall Peninfulaz or of the Inhabitants, than thoſe 
they Trade with ; and for a long time they would not 
permit them to Land, Buy, or Sell, till they had re- 
nounced their Chrittianity. This Iſland lies fixty 
Leagues from Cantan, a Province of China to the 
Eaſt; and about three hundred from New Spain, in 
America: mountainous, and generally barren ; but 
it maintains a vaſt number of Cattle ; yet the Inhabi- 
tants do not know how to make either Butter or 
Cheeſe. This Ifland, totally unknown to the An- 
cients, was firſt diſcovered by Antonio Mota, a Por- 
eugueſe, in 1542. The Feſuits in 1556, ſent S. Francs 
Xgvier to Preach here, who is called therefore the 
Apoſtle of Fapan : at firſt they had great ſucceſs, in- 
ſomuch that in the Year 1587, they pretended to have 
gained two hundred thoufand Converts. But this lafted 
not long ; for about the Year 1622, there began ſo 
dreadful a Perſecution, as is no where to be met with ; 
and theſe new Converts having never been well groun- 
ded in their new Religion, Apoſtatized fo faſt, that 
in ſeven years there were very few Chriſtians to be 
found, and perhaps at this time, none. This Coun- 
try lies in 35 degrees of Lat. In Long. betwixt 171. 
and 188. The air very healthful and generally cold. 
The Earth affords Gold, Silver, and Pearl ; watered 
by divers Rivers, and Lakes, with good Ports. Some 
deſcribe it to be a Mafs of many Iſlands, going alto- 
gether under the Name of Zapqn; and that the three 
moſt conſiderable, are Nsphonza, Ximo, and Nicoco. 
The Faponeſe are jealous, fierce, pompous in their 
habits and language, fincere in Commerce, and inge» 
nious imitators of the Characters and Hyerog/yphicks 
of the Chineſe, from whom they deſcend. The prin- 
cipal City is Meaco, tho the Emperor of late has refi- 
ded at Fendo.

Iapara, a Kingdom in the North of the Uand of 
Fava, in the Eaſt-Indies, with a City of the ſame 
Name, which has a good Port. 

Jappenaw, 7apodes, a ſmall Diſtrict in Carmola 
under the Emperor. | | 

Iaracazes, Canea, two Rocks at the entrance of 
the Euxine Sea, in the Propontis. | 

Farctta, Terias, Simethus, the greateſt River in 
the Ifland of S:c:/y ; it falls into the Sea, three Miles 
from Catanza to the South-Weſt. 

rnac, Farnacum, a ſmall Town in Angoulmog, 
upon the River Charente, dignified with the Title of 
an Earldom : between A»goule/ſmne to the Eaſt, and 
Sazntes to the Weſt, eight Miles from either ; mem 
rable for a Battel' here fought in the Year 1569, be- 
twixt the Roman Catholicks and Huguenots ; in which 
the old Prince of Condy, who commanded the latter, 
was flain, by one Monte/que (a Captain under the 
Duke of Anyou, afterwards K. Henry III. the head of 
the Catholicks) tho he offered one hundred thouſand 
Crowns for his Ranſom ; and the Hugenots defeated, 
after a bloody Fight of ten hours continuance, 
jaromitz, a ſmall Town in Bohemia, upon the 
Elbe, twelve Miles from Prague to the Eaſt. 

Jaroflaw, a pleaſant Town in Red Ruſia, be- 
longing to the Poles, upon the River Sane, with a 
Caſtle; forty five Poliſh; Miles from Warſaw to the 
South, thirty five from Caſſevia. to the North-Ealt, 
and twenty f-om Lemburg to the North-Weſt : near 
this place the Swedes gave the Poles a fatal overthrow 
in 1656. In 1625. it ſuffered much by Fize. 

Jaroflaw, a great City in Muſcovy, which is the 
Capital of a Dukedom of the ſame Name, and has in 
it a Timber Caſtle ; it is ſeated upon the olga, thir- 
ty German Miles South of Wolgda, thirty ſeven North 
of Moſcho. The Dukedom of Faroſtaw is very great ; 
an lies between that of Wologda to the North, Roſtow 
to the South, and the River Wolga to the Eaſt. Gor 
verned by a Prince of its own, till Zabn Baſilovizs, 
Duke of Ruſſia, Conquered it, and annexed it to his 
own Domintons. Since that, it has been given to the 
eldeſt Son of the Duke of Myſccvy, as his Title and 
Reſidence. 

Jarrow, a Town in the Biſhoprich of Durham, 
in Cheſter Ward ; deſerving a remark, for being the 
Birth place of the Venerable Bede. 

JFarſep, Ca/area, an Iſland on the Coaſt of Nor- 
mandy, and part of the Dukedom of Normandy ; but 
now — to the County of Southampton. This, 
and Guernſey, being all that is left to the Kings of 
England, of their great Dominions in France: from 
the Shoars of which it lies about five Miles to the Weſt, 
and thirty from thoſe of England to the-South. The 
Inhabitants ſpeak a Norman kind of French. There 
are in it twelve Pariſhes; and two Gaſtles, Montor- 
gueil, and Elizabeth. This Iſland waz one of the laſt 
that yielded to the prevailing Rebels, not without 
force, in Ofober 1651. after the Kings return to 
France from the Battel of Worceſter. The ſame Prince 
in 1663. ſent them a Silver Mace to be born before 
their Chief Magiſtrate, as a remembrance of this their 
fidelity to him in his . aq diſtreſs. 

Faſque, a Princips ity of the Kinggom of Perſia, 
upon the Borders of the Province of Kberman, ex- 


tended along the Sea Coaſt from thence betwixt the 


Cape Jaſque and Cape Guadel (which two.are the moſt 
Southern points of Perſia) and poſſeſſed by three pet- 
ty Princes, of whom the chict takes the Style of the 
Prince of Faſque. This Prince after the Conqueſt of 
Ormus by, Cha-Abas I.K.of Perſia paid a yearly tribute 
to that Crown : which being remitted in the Reign of 
Cha-Sephi, his Succeſſor Cha- Abas II. endeavoured by 
War to compel the Prince of Fa/que again to. pay the 
fame, but in his attempts was beaten. * Joie 
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Jaſſy, or 74ſi, Faſſium, a City of Walachia, cal- 
led by the French Fas, upon the River Pruth ; thir- 
ty Miles from the Confines of the Kingdom of Poland 
to the South, fifty from Soczow to the Eaſt, and a 
kundred and twenty from Caminzeck, to the North- 
Eaſt. It is not improbable, this is the Auguſta Da- 
cre: but the later Geographers are very much miſta- 
ken in placing it in Moldavia, when 1t belongs to 
Walackia, The Vaivode, or Prince of theſe Coun- 
tries, for the moſt part reſides here ; having ſuffer- 
ed much from the Coſſacks of later times, the Turks 
maintained a ſtrong Garriſon in it. The preſent 
King of Poland in 1686. marching this way againſt 
the FX: and Tartars , poſſefied himſelf of it, lea- 
ving a Garriſon : but before his return, there happen- 
ed fo great a Fire, that when he came, he was forced 
to withdraw his Forces, and leave it to the Walachs- 
ans to be repaired. 

Tati, Baths, a River on the Weſt of Sicily, which 
falls into the Bay or Gulph of Amar on the North 
fide, twenty five Miles South of Palermo. 

Java, a great Ifland in the Eaſt-Indian Sea, two 
hundred Leagues in length, and near fifty in breadth. 
On the Welk it has Sumatra; on the Eaſt, ſome 
other ſinall Iſles ; on the South. the vaſt Ocean plays 
full upon it ; and on the North it has the Iſland of 
Borneo, at the diſtance of forty five German Miles. 
It is divided into nine Kingdoms ; the greateſt of 
which is the Kingdom of Bantam, and next the King- 
dom of Materan, The whole Iſland produceth great 
quantities of Spice, and is on that account much fre- 
quented by the Engl1ſh and Dutch. The Dutch had 
heretofore the Fort or City of Batavia in this Iſland : 
not contented with this, about 1684. joining with a 
Son of the King of Bantam, (then in Rebellion againſt 
bis Father ) upon pretence of affiſting him, they ſei- 
zed the City of Bantam, took Poſlefiion of the Eng- 
liſh Fa&tory, and all the Goods belonging to the 
Engliſh, and kept the old King a Priſoner in the Ca- 
ſtle of Bantam. But finding there were ſeveral At- 
tempts to reſtore him to his former Polliefſion, in 
1686. the young King ( by the Advice of the Durch) 
removed his Captive Father to Batavia. See Batavia. 
The principal Cities of this Iſland 'are, Balambuan, 
Bantam, Batavia or Facatra, Japara, Jortan, Mas 
teran, ( once the Capital of the whole ) Panarucan 
P:ſſarvan, Sarabey, and Tuban. The Southern parts 
were never yet much ſought into, and fo not much 
known.

Jawer, Faura, a City of Ss/eſia in Bohemza; ſmall, 
but indifferently populous, and the Capital of a Duke- 
dom ; and has alſo an ancient Caltle: it lies not two 
Miles from Lignitz to the South, and about nine from 
Breſlaw to the Welt. The Dukedom of Farver lies 
between Luſatia to the Weſt, Bohemia (properly fo 
called ) to the South, the Dukedom of Lignzz to the 
North, ard that of Szzyedntz to the Eaſt. 

Jayck, Rhbymius, a River of the Aſian Tartary, 
which falls into the Caſpian Sea, between the Rha 
and Jaxartes: Olearius placeth it in the middle of 
the North end of that Sea. | 

Ji#3iges, by Ovid ſtyled Fazipes acres, and by 
the Writers of the middle Ages Faziges Metanaſtes, 
were an antient People of Sarmaria Europea ; who 
being almoſt entirely exterminated thence by Boleſ- 
las the Chaſt, King of Poland, and Leſcus, in the 
years 1264. and 1282, retired in great numbers into

Idumza, Edom, the Country of the Edomrzes, 
mentioned frequently in Scriprure, was a Kingdom 
of the antient Canaan, betwixt Fudea properly ſo 
called, the Stony Arabia, and the Mediterranean 
Sea. Its principal Cities, Dinhabab, Avith, Pai, Re- 
hoboth. 1 Chron. 1. 43. &c. where ſee the liſt of the 
Kings and Dukes of Edom, before the time of the 
beginning of the Iſraeliesſh Monarchy. David after- 
wards conquered and garriſaned it, 2 Sam. 8. 14, But 
in the Reign of Zehoram King of Fudah, the Edomites 
revolted, and made themſelves a King, 2 Chron. 21. 
8. 10. and joyned with the Chaldeans under Nebu- 
chadonezar in the Siege of Feruſalem. Hyrcanus in 
the Ages following made War againſt them ſo effe- 
Ctually, that he cauſed them to turn Fews. They 
were of the Deſcendants of Eſau.

The Il/yr:cus Sinus 18 now 
call'd the Bay of Drin and the Gulph of Venice. 

Flmen, a conſiderable Lake in Ruſſia, towards Li- 
vonta, on the South of the City. Novogorod ; which 
dishurthens it ſelf into the Lake of Lagoda, by a R1- 
ver which paſſeth on the Eaſt of that City called the 
Wolga. | 

Jlment, Arabius, one of the moſt conſiderable 
Rivers.in the Kingdom of Perſia : it arifeth from the 
Mountains of Sibocoran, in the Province of Sigiſtan 
and watering Mut, Gplechi, Racagi, beneath Ssſtan, 
it takes in the Sal; beneath Sereng, the Ghzr ; - be- 
neath Chicheran, the Ilmentel; and beneath Paſir, 
falls into the ng Ocean, in Long. 106. 30. near

— or [z:lz, Tza, a ſmall Town 1n the Palatr- 
nate of Sandomir, in the Leſſer Poland, with a Ca-

Jimiſter , a Market Town in Somerſetſhire, in 
the Hundred of Abdick. 5 

Jmaus , is one of the greateſt Mountains, in the 
Greater Aſia : it begins at Mount Taurus, near the 
Caſpian Sea 3 and running Southward through the 
whole Continent of Aſia, it divides the Aſian Tar- 
tary into two parts and ends, at the riſe of the River 
Ganges ; Where it again ſpreads it ſelf Eaſt and Welt ; 
and becomes a Northern Boundary to the Empire of 
the Great Mogul, (or Indoſtan ; ) havin performed 
a Courſe of 450 German Miles, and taking various 
names from the Nations it paſſeth, as Althas, Bel. 
gan, Dalanguer, -&C. \- ; BED 

Imtiretta, or Imaretza, a Kingdom in Gurgi/tar 
in 4ſia, ftiled by the Turks Pacha Koutcbouc, or a 
Little Principality, 1s incloſed betwixt the Mountain 
Caucaſus, Mengrelia, the Black, Sea, Guriel, and 
Georgia properly. ſo called. Abaut 120 Miles 1n 
length, in breadth 60. Wooddy and mountainous; 
yet not without its agreeable Valleys and Plains, Mines 
of Iron, and the Neceſfaries of Life. Under a Prince 
of its own, to whom heretofore Mengrelia and Gu- 
riel, after their ſhaking off of the Yoke of the Em- 
perors of Conſtantinople and Trebizond, own'd Sub- 
jection : but now together with them, tributary to 


the Turk, who obliges the King of Imuter a every 
year to ſend him eighty Children, as a Tribute. Thers 
are three Fortreſſes in this Kingdom ; Scander towards 
the South, and Reg:a and Scorgra towards the North; 
near the River Phaſis ; belides ſcattered Villages. Its 
moſt valuable Commodities are Wine and Swineg 
which makes it difficult here-to obſerve the Laws of 
Mahometanſm The Kzngs pretend to be deſcended 
of the race of King David. | . 
Imzagoz, Claudivs, a Mountain in Stiria. 
Immirenieni, an antient People towards the South 
of the Kingdom of Perſia : of which Hiſtory relates, 
that they embraced Chriſtsanzty in the Reign of the 
Emperor Anaſtaſms, about the year 500; and at their 
requeſt had a Biſhop ſent amongſt them. | 
. Jtnola , Cornelsa, Forum Cornelis, Imola, a City 
in the Dominions of the Church, in Romandtola, apon 
the River Santerno. This is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Ravenna; of which Alexander VIl. 
was Biſhop, when in 1655. he was choſen Pope. It 
1s a fine and a populous City; twenty Miles from 
Bonona to the Eait, and twenty five from Ra- 
venna. Narſes is ſaid to have ruined, and the Lom- 
bards to have repair'd it. Ceſar Borgia made him- 
ſelf Maſter of it in the Pontificate of Alexander the 
Sixth ; from which time it became ſubject to the 
Church. 
 Imperiatt, a ſmall City in the Kingdom of Chis 
in America, neat a River of the ſame Name, four 


' Leagues from the South Sea ; ſaid to be an Epiſcopal 


See, under the Spaniards. | 

Jnacho, Apheas, a ſmall River of Epirus ; which 
watereth Larta on the South, and falls into the Bay 
called the Gulph of Larta.

Indta, is taken for a conſiderable part of 4/ia, com- 
monly called the Eaſt-Indies, to diſtinguiſh it from 
America, Which is called the Weſt-Indies. It is 
thought to be the Havilah in the Holy Scriptures : 
by the Natives, Indoſtan. Bounded on the North with 
the Aſtatich Tartary, the Mountains of Imaus, and 
Emodus ; on the Eaſt with the Kingdom of China, 
on the South with the Indian Ocean, and on the Weſt 
with the Kingdom of Perſia. This Country conſiſts 
partly 1n a vaſtly extended Continent, partly in Iſlands, 
ſome of which are very great. That upon the Conti- 
nent, is divided into three Parts. 1. The Empire of 
the Great Mogul, or North India; which is a part of 
India intra Gangem & Indum ; and more peculiarly 
called Indoſthan ; in this there are thirty five Kingdoms. 
2. The Peninſula of Malabar. 3. The India extra 
Gangem. In the India extra Gangem, are four more 
conſiderable Kingdoms ; Pegu to the Welt, Ava to 
the North, Siam to the South, and Cochinching to 
the Eaſt ; each of which contains many particular or 
lefſer Kingdoms in it. The principal of the Iſlands 
are Borneo, Ceylan, Java, Sumatra, Celebes, Min- 
dano, Luconia, Hainan, Pakan, Gilolo, the Moluc- 
caes, and Philippine Iſles. Many of theſe are fo great, 
as to be divided in many Kingdoms : ſome of them 
have never been throughly diſcovered by the Europe- 
an Nations. This Country extendeth in length from 
deg. 106. to 159, of Long. and from deg. 10. of 
Southern Latitude, ;to 44. of Northern. . It abounds 
with Gold and Silver Mines, and all other ſorts of 
Metals, but Copper and Lead ; with all forts of Cat- 
tel, but Horſes ; with all forts of Corn, but. Wheat. 
So that theſe and Wines are almoſt the only things they 
need from other Nations, towards the- Convenience, 
or. indeed Luxury of humane Life; for this is the 
Store-houſe of Spice and Jewels, to the whole World. 
Alexander the Great was the firlt of the Grecians,who 
Diſcovered and Conquered a part of this vaſt Region; 
which ſoon after revolted from his Succefſors. The

Romans never went fo far; but were honoured 
with fome Embaflies from them, when they had Po- 
tent Princes, as Auguſtus , Antoninus, and Conſt an= 
tine. Afﬀter-times wrapped them up in the Clouds 
again. There was a Trade driven by the way of the 
Red Sea, between the Perſian , 71 urkiſh, and Indian 
Merchants for Spice; yet there was little known of 
of them , till the Portugueſe diſcovered the way by 
the Cape of Good Hope, mn 1499. and the firſt Voy- 
apes were made hither by them in 1500. and 
1502. Theprincipal Rivers are Indus and the Ganges. 
Amongſt the ancient Inhabitants, the Brachmanes 
and Gymnnoſophiſte for Philoſophy,the Gargarides for 
War, were the moſt conſiderable. Alexander the 
Great carried his Victorious Arms hither in the year 
of Rome 426. and 427. ( where he defeated Porus 
King of India ). And before him, ſome write, Se- 
miramis. There is a Tradition , that St. Tho- 
mas preached Chriſtianity here, ( whence comes the 
Church of the Chriſtians of St. Thomas ); and that 
his Body , firſt found at Meliapour, now lyes inter- 
red at Goa in a ſtately Church built for the pur- 
poſe by the Order of Emanuel King of Portugal. 
In the third Century , the Philoſopher Pantenus was 
ſent by Demerrius Biſhop of Alexandria to preach 
to the Indians HAEdeſins and Frumentins in the 
Reign of Conſtantine the Great , two Laicks travel- 
ling into Indra , voluntarily did the fame. The lat- 
ter of which, was afterwards by Athanaſins conſecra- 
ted Biſhop of India. See Brachmanes, Banjans, 
Gynmoſephiſte, and Benares. 

Jndta extra Gangem, is bounded on the Weſt 
by the furtheſt, or mott Eaſtern Branch of the River 
Ganges; ( which is called Antibolt from its ſpring 
unto its fall into the Ocean; ) on the North, with 
unknown Countries; - on the Eaſt with the Kingdom 
of China, and the Eaftern Ocean; and on the South 
with the ſame Ocean. In this there are four great 
Kingdoms , | which do not depend: on the Great Mo- 
gul, See the general Divthon. 

The Weſt-Fndies, are all thoſe Countries more 
commonly called America ; andthe Indzes, only by 
reaſon of their Wealth and diftance. Re 995 105 

Fndigetes. Befides the deified Heroes of the An- 
cients, underſtood by this Name; they uſed it to de- 
note the mixt people of Ampurdan, in the Principa- 
lity of Catalonra, in Spain. See Ampurdan. 

Jndoftan , or the Empire of the Great Mogul, is 
bounded onthe North by the 4ffan Tartary, and the 
Kingdom of Thiber ; on the Weft by the Kingdom 
of Perſia; on the Eaſt by the River Coſmin, or Cof- 
mite , ( by which it is divided from the reſt of Iz- 
dia ;) on the South with the Bay of Bengala, and the 
Promontory of Malabar. There are, befides what 
lies within theſe bounds , ſome Kingdoms under this 
Prince beyond the Ganges towards'China : in alt he 
has under him thirty five Kingdoms. His Capital Ci- 
ty is Agra. He is of the Race of Tamerlam, the 
Greit Scythian Conquerour; and has been poſſeſſed 
of this Country ever ſincethe year 1473. Tt is abun- 
dantly rich in Gold; Stfyer, Precions Stones, and Mer- 
chandizes. - The propriety ' of atmoſt all the Lands 
belongs to the Grext Mogul: whotefides, ts heir ty 
wow great Lords of his Court arid all Officers. within

Invze, Ingeris, Ander, 41dy7 , a'River of France, 
which ariſeth- m1 the Province of Berry ; and: watering 
la'Chaſter, Chateau roux, Loches, 'and taking in the 
Che#, falls with it into the Loyre'; eight Miles beneath 
Tours to the Welt. This River in the Writers of the 
middle Ape 1s called Anger. . hes 

Fadus, one of the preateft, firſt; and beſt known 
Rivers of the Eaſt-Indies ; called by the Natives 
Side. - It -ſpringeth ont of the*higheſt part of 
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Imaus, ( by ſome called Tarrus, ) in the Kingdom of 
Caſſimer, in the Empire of the Great Mop, to- 
wards the Confines of the Afian Tartary : and tur- 
ning Southward , watering many Provinces ar 
Kingdoms, and taking in the Rivers of Behar, N:/ab, 
Ravec, Coule , and many others, it at laſt falls into 
the Arabian or Indian Ocean, by four great Mouths, 
in the Kingdom of Tatzta , between the Kingdoms of 
Guzarat and Perſia. The Name of that Mountain, 
out of which it ſpringeth, is called Paropaſin. It re- 
ceives between its Head and its Fall one and twenty 
Rivers. it had of old ſeven Mouths ; three of which 
are now ſtopped. 

Ingelheim, Ingelenheinum, Inge/bemium, a ſmall 
Town in the Lower Palatinate, in Gzrmany , two 
German Miles from Mentz to the Welt. Charles the 
Great was born in this place in 732. After this, it 
was an Imperial and Free-City ; - but exempted in 
1402. by Lewis the Emperour , and now under the 
Elefor Palatine. Near this place S. Lewrs, King of 
France, died in $40. Called Ryder Jngetheim. the 
Lower or Nether Ingelheim , to diſtinguiſh it from 
another called Dber or Vpper Jngethetm. In the 
years 788, 948. and 972. there were great Councils 
held here, 

Jngermanlandt, and I»grze, Ingria , a Province 
of Sweden ; between Moſcovy to the Eaſt, Livonia 
to the Weſt , the Lake of Ladoga, and the Bay of 
Finland : betwixt which two laſt, the River Nerva 
ſerves as a Canal. Heretofore ſubject to the Ruſs, 
(who call it Tera, ) before the Swedes took it from 
them by Conqueſt. The chief Town 1s Nozreburgh, 
upon the Lake. | | 

Jngoldſtad, Ingoldſtadium, Aureapolis, a City of 
Germany, in the Dukedom of Bavaria, which has a 
Bridge over the Danube. It was at firſt a Village ; 
but exalted to the dignity and magnitude. of a City 
by Lewis of Bavaria, Emperour of Germany. In 
1546. the Proteſtant Arms proved unſucceſsful be- 
fore it. Guſtavus Adolphus, the ViRtorious King of 
Sweden, was not able to take it , when he attempted 
it in 1632. In 1410. here was an Univerſity opened, 
which has obtained many Privileges and good Endow- 
ments from Lewis Duke of Bavaria , and Pope 
Pzus II. It is now under the Duke of B4varia, This 
City lits three Miles from Newburgh to the Ealt, and 
ſeven from Ratizbone to the Welt. The houſes are 
almoſt all of Wood. 

Jnhambane, a Kingdom in the Lower Zrhiopre , 
between Monomotapa to the North, and Caferia to 
the South. The chief place of which is Tonge. 

Jnhamtoz , another ſmall Kingdom in the Lower 
Ethiopia, towards the River Cuama, and the Con- 
fines of Monomotapa. 

Jnifa, one of the Names of Mount Imaus. 

Jnneken, Agauntum, a Town in Carinthia. 

Jnnernefs, a Town in Scotland. 

Ins, Im, Oenus, Anus, a River in Germany , 
which ariſeth in Swirzerland , from Monnt Moloia 

{ one of the Alpes, )' from two Springs, on the Bor- 


"ders of the YValzoline 3; and flowing through the Earl- 


dom of. Tyre! by Inſpruck ( the Capital” of it, ) Hull, 
Schwatz, and Kuffain, it entereth the Dukedom of 
Bavaria ; where being augmented by ſeveral other 
Rivers, ' it falls into the Danube at :Paſſars , over 


* In k , or Thfprog, Oenipons, is the Capit4 
Gity of the County of Tyro/ in Germany : little, but 
neat and popul6us ; built in a' froitful Valley apon 
the River Iz, (or Imns,) over which it has a Bridge, 
and from whence it has its Name ; at the foot of the 
Alpes. It has a neat ſtrong Caſtle, in which the Dukes 
of Auſtria have ſometimes refided. Walled by Orho 
the Great , in 1234. but thoſe Walls are not now 
main- 


maintained : it 1s under the Emperour. This City 
ſtands twenty Miles ' from Sal:zburgh to the South- 
Weit, and eighteen from Trent to the North, Moſt 
memorable for the ſhameful Flight of Charles V. in 
' 1552. when Maurice, ( Duke of Saxony, ) Albert, 
( Marqueſs of Brandenburgh, ) and #illiam (Landt- 
grave of Heſſen, joining their Forces ſuddenly, took 
Auſpurg ( twenty Miles from hence to the North- 
Welt ) in four days ; thence marching directly for 
Inſpruck,, they took in their paſſage Eresburgh , 
/ which was thought Impregrnable ; ) and put that 
Prince , with Ferdinando his Brother , (then at In- 
ſpruck,, ) into ſuch a fright, that they were forced to 
croſs the Alpes in the dead of the night by Torch- 
light : many of the Nobility not having fo much as 
an Horſe to ride on. The next day thefe Confederate 
Princes took the Town, plundered all they found 
belonging to the Emperour , and Spaniards ; but 
ſpared the Towns Mens Goods and Houſes. This A- 
Ction put an end to all the Projects of that Prince in 
Germany; and has eſtabliſhed the German Liberty, 
then in great danger of ruin. In 1689. about Fanu- 
ary, this City ſutfered much by the repeated ſhocks 
of an Earthquake. 

Jnftad , Oeneſtadium, a Suburb of the City of 
Paſſaw , upon the Eaſtern Bank of the River In, 
where it falls into the Danube. | 

Joannipolt, Fambo! , a City of Bulgaria, which 
1s a Biſhops See. 

Joceltiz, Foſſelinum , a Town in Bretagne in 
France, upon the River Ouſte ; which coming from 
S. Quintin, falls into the River V:/aine, near Redon. 
It ſtands fixteen Miles from Rennes to the Welt, and 
as many from S. Brieux to the North-Weſt. 

Joden, Fudzz, the Fews, 

Jraues, Gymnoſophiſte, a Heathen Sect of Phi- 
loſo;hers, of great Antiquity in the Eaſt-Indzes, till 
extant, 

Joigny, Fovintacum, a City in France, upon the 
River Tonne, [ Tcauna, | in Champagne, in the Terti- 
tory of Sens ; which is built at the foot of an Hill, 
and has a ſplendid Caftle belonging to it : written by 
ſome Toiniacum. 

Joinville, Zoanvi!la, a ſmall Town in Champagne 
in France , upon the River Marne [ Matrona ; ] 
cight Leagues from Chaumont to the North, eighteen 
from Chato11s to the South-Eaft. Ennobled with the 
Title of a Principality by Henry II. of France , in 
1552. in favour of Francis of Lorrain, Duke of 
Guiſe. gd 4H # 

Jolcos, an ancient Maritime Town in Theſſalia, 
upon the Archipelago , at the foot of the Mountain 
Pelion , and near the Cities Demetrias and Pagaſe. 
The famous Argonante were ſaid to embarque here. 
It has been fince called Iaco. 

Jona, Tbona Hii , an Ifland on the Welt of Scoe- 
land : famous for the Sepulchres of the old Scotch 
Kings. The chief Town 1s Sodore , a Biſhops See in 
time paſt 3 who had in his Juriſdiction all theſe We- 
ſtern Iſles, and the 1/e of Man. This See was ere- 
Qed in $40+ This is the ſame with Cholmkil, and 
lies five Miles from Dunſtafag to the North-Weſt, 

Jonta, a fruitfal Province of the.Leſſer Aſia, be- 
twixt Caria and Atolza , now called by the Turks 
Quiſcon. Famous in ancient times for many confi- 
derable Cities, and Noble Temptes ſtanding in it : as 
alſo for a Se& of Phrloſophers, called the Ionian Sef, 
who were of the Diſciples of Thales of Mz:letus. The 
Sea betwixt Greece and Szcily , tqwards Macedonia, 
Epirus, Achaia, and the Peloponneſus, anciently bore 
the Name of the Ionzan Sea : which Name fome de- 
rive from Favar the Son of J aphe - : 

Jonne, Joanna, a River, written , alſo Tome @ it 


ariſeth in the Dukedam' of Burgundy , from the- 
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Mountain called Morvant , near the Caſtle of Chi- 
none ; and viliteth the City of Clameſ5 in Nivergne, 
and Cretian , where it takes in the Cure ; after which, 
paſſing on the Eaft of Auxerre, it becomes ſufficient 
tor the pallage of Boats of ſome Bulk ; and admits 
the Serme, and Armancione : then paſſing by Sens , 
falls into the Seyne at Montreau ſur None. ſeventeen 
Leagues above Pars. 

_ Jonquera, Juncaria, an old Roman Town men- 
tioned by Antoninus and Prolemy. It is in Cata!6- 
714, at the foot of the Pyrenean Hills, near the Pa 
ſage called Col de Pertns , in the Confines of Rouſ:;l- 
lon, and France ; three Leagues Welt from the Me- 
aiterranean Sea , five from Perpignan to the South, 
and ſeven from Girona to the Notth-Ealt. 

Jonquieres, Zuncarie, a Town in Provence in 
France, upon the Mediterranean Sea ; five Leapues 
from Marſeille to the Weſt, and fifteen trom Avig- 
201. to the South. 

Joztan, Joreanum , a City and Kingdot on the 
North fide of the Iſland of Fava, in the Eaſt-Indres. 
The City has a good frequented Port , betwixt the 
Streights of Pa!ambuam and Paſſarvan. Alſo a River 
of the ſame Name. 

Jos , an Iſland -of the gear Sea , to the North 
of Candia ; one of the ancient Sporades, Famous 
heretofore for the Tomb of Homer , according to 
Pliny. 

Jotapata, an ancient City of Paleſtine : beſieged, 
taken, and ruined by the Emperour Yeſpaſian, at the 
ſame time that Foſephus the Zewiſh Fikerian aſſiſted 
" its defence ; who deſcribes the Siege. Ant. Zuds

Jonare, or Fouars, Jotrum, an Abbey of the Be- 
nedifiines, \n'the Province of Brie in France, in the 
Dioceſe of Meaux: Where a Council was celebrated

the Inhabitants Schertah. It arifeth in the Confines 
of Celoſyria, from two Fountains, ( For and Dan, ) 
both at the foot of Mount Libanus ; four Miles above 
Ceſarea Philippi : and running Southward, it maketh 
two Lakes ; firſt that of Meroz , then thar of Caper- 
naum, Called alſo the Sea of Galilee ; and havinng Wa- 
tered ſeveral of the ancient Cities of the Land of Ca- 
aan, ( none of which are now extarit, Y it falls. into 
the Dead Sea, or Lake of Sodom. It is the greateſt, 
or rather the only River in all this Country; the reſt 
being mere Brooks rather than Rivers. * About half 
as broad at Jerico, as the River Seine is at” Paris ; 
very rapid, and the Water of it thick ; becauſe it 
Paſſeth through fat Lands, and if very Full of Fiſh ;

Ips, Ipfium, and Ibiſſa, a Town in Auſtria, 

FIpſala, Cypſe/la, a City in Thrace , by the River 
Mela: at firſt a Biſhops See , under the Archbiſhop 
of Trajanopols, or Zernis ; afterwards it became the 
Metropolis. It lies between this City to the Weſt , 
twenty nine Miles, and Druſilaba to the North-Eaſt 
twenty fix Miles: the River in our latter Maps 1s cal- 
led Lariſſa 3 and falls into the Archipelago , over 
againſt the Iſle of Lembro, juſt behind that Peninſula 
which makes the Dardanels ſtraight. 

Ipſwich, Gippo-vicus, the County Town of Suf- 
Folk,, heretofore called Gippwich : ſeated on the 
North fide of the River Sour , upon the foot of a 
ſeep Hill, in ſomewhat a low Ground : it has a com- 
modious Haven, and was heretofore a place of great 
Trade, with many wealthy Merchants init, and a vaſt 
number of ether people 3 but now decayed as to 
both. It was alſo formerly fortified with Trenches 
and Rampires ; the loſs of which, is not to be lamen- 
ted ; the Town being fo ſeated, that it can never be 
made a place of Defence , the Hills on all fides ( but 
the South, and South-Eaſt, ) commanding it. It has 
fourteen Pariſh Churches , and a great many goodly 
Houſes, the tokens of its former Wealth. In 991. 
the Danes facked it , and nine years after repeated 
their Cruelty upon it. In the Reign of S. Edward, 
it had eight lrundred Burgeſſes, who paid Cuſtom to 
the Ring. There was alſo a Caſtle built here by the 
Normans , which Hugh Bigod , Earl of Norfolk , de- 
fended againſt the Uſurper King Stephen 3 but was 
forced to ſurrender at laſt : the ruins are now loſt. 
Mr. Cambden ſuppoſeth it to have been demoliſhed 
by Henry II. when he did the ſame by Waleton 
Caſtle not far off, Here landed the three thouſand 
Flemings , which the Nobility called in againſt Her- 
7) Il. when his Son rebelled againſt him. In the 
late Rebellion, this Town ſtood clear of all thoſe Ca- 
lamities which involved the reſt of the Nation. The 
Biſhop of Norwich hath a Houſe here ; and the Viſ- 
count of Hereford another, befitting his degree and 
quality.. The Honourable Henry F:rz-Roy , Duke of 
Grafton, wascreated Viſcount Ipſwich, Aug.16.1672. 
who died of the Wounds that he received in the 
Service of King F:ll;am before Cork, Ofob. 9. 1690. 
This Town is alſo a Corporation , and ſends two Bur- 
geſſes to the Parliament, It has a Free-School, 
with the convenience of a good Library , and a Ho- 
ſpital. Cardinal Wolſey was born here, and began the 
building of a ſtately College , which bears his Name 
to this day, | 

Treland, Hibernia, Tvernia , is a great, fruitful , 
and noble Iſland on the Welt of Great Britain':, ac- 
counted in ancient time for greatneſs and glory, the 
third Iſland of the World ; and called then the Leſſer 


Britain. Orpheus, Ariſtotle, and Claudian, call it 
Terna ; Fuvenal, Mela, Juverna ; Diodorns Sicu= 
lus, Iris. Others Fovernia, Overnia, and Burnra. 
The Natives Erin. The 77e/ſb Puerdon. The En- 
gliſh Jreiand. Tt is three hundred Mileslong, and 
two hundred brozd : on the Faſt it has tie tempeſin- 
ous Iriſh Sea, between it and Great Britain; on the 
Weſt the Yergivian Ocean , on the North the 
Deucalidonian Sea , and on the South the Br:z- 
tiſh Ocean, Divided into four Provinces , L ein- 
fter, Mournſter, Ulſter , and Connaught , which 
heretofore ſuſtained the Title of as many King- 
doms; comprehending in all thirty Counties, four 
Archbiſhopricks,and twelve Biſhopricks. The Country 
is full of Woods, Hills, and Bogs. The Soll, rich and 
fruitful, eſpecially as to Graſs; ( Pomponius Mela in 
the times of the Emperour C/audizs , gives the very 
ſame character of it;) and therefore it has ever 
abounded in Cattle, which is its moſt Staple Com- 
modity. The principal Rivers are the Shannon , the 
Sewer, the Barow, the Black-Water, the Shour , the 
Neure, the Boyne, the Leffy, &c. The Capital City 
heretofore Armagh , now Dublin. The Air is at 
all times temperate ; but too moiſt to be at all times 
pleaſant or wholſome. The Romans 1n all probabi- 
lity never had any footing in this Iſland. This Na- 
tion was converted to Chriſtianity in the fifth Centu- 
ry by Palladius , and S. Patrick ; eſpecially the lat- 
ter: who planted not only Religion, but ſo much 
Learning too amongſt them, that in the next Age 
the Monks of Ireland were eminent for Holineſs and 
Learning ; and Ireland thence called, Inſula Sarfto- 
rum, an Iſland of Saints. In $54. Egfrid, Kirg of 
Northumberland, firſt entered, and dettroyed this Na- 
tion with Fire and Sword ; after this, the Danes, for 
thirty years together, waſted and deſtroyed them. 
After theſe, the Germans. After them, Edgar, the 
moſt powerful King of England, conquered a great 
part of Ireland. And when by Maſlactes and other 
Accidents the Iriſh were freed from all theſe Calami- 
ties; there enſued Domeſtick Broils among themſelves. 
In 1155+ Henzy IE. being called in by the Natives, re- 
ſolved on the Conqueſt of them 3; whereupon Rz- 
chard Strongbow, Earl of Pembroke, began it : in 
1172. Henry II. in Perſon entered Ireland 5 and 
taking upon him the Stile of Sovereign Lord of Irc- 
land , the States and all the petty Kings ſubmitted to 
him : and paſſed over all their Rule and Power , 
which was confirmed by Pope Hadrian. The Kings 
of England continued the Title of Lords of Ireland, 
till the Reign of Henry VIII. who took firſt upon 

him the Stile and Title of King of Ireland, in 1541. 
which was confirmed to Mary his Daughter, by Pope 
Paul IV. in 1555. The Iriſh have ever looked upon 
this Conqueſt as a Wrong and an Uſurpation , which 
no Act of theirs, nor Time it ſelf could make valid. 
Hence, when ever England has been imbroiled, they 

have taken the opportunity of Revolting. In the 

Reign of Edward I. when that Prince was engaged 

againſt the Scots, one Donald O-Neal ftited himſelf 
King of Ulſter ; and in Right of Inheritance , the 

undoubted Heir of all Ireland. But when in the 

Reign of Henry VIII. the pretence of Religion was 

added , fir{t the Earl of Kz/dare rebelled in 1537. and 

was preſently ſuppreſſed, taken, and beheaded, with 

his five Uncles. In 1539. O-Neal began another Re- 

bellion : but ſo ſoon as Thomas Earl of Suſſex, Lord 

Lieutenant , came againſt him with an Army , the 

Gentleman grew humble, ſubmitted, and was pardo- 

ned. He flew'out again in 1563. burnt the Cathedral 

of Armagh, and beſieged Dundalk ; but with no ſuc- 

ceſs. In 1565. Sir Hexry Sidney, Lord Lieutenant, 

went againſt him, and in a Fight broke his Forces: fo 

that flying to the Scors, ( whom he had likewiſe in- - 
jured ) 
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jured ) 117 1567. he was aflaflinated in cold blood, 
and preſently after attainted in Parliament , and the 
Title of O-Neal aboliſhed. The Earl of Deſmond 
was the riext, whoin 1579. calling in the Spaniards, 
began another Rebellion, which ended ill tor him ; 
the Spaniards being driven out the year after, and this 
Earl taken and ſlain in 1583. In 1595, Tir-Oen, 
who had done great Service againſt the Earl of Deſ- 
mond, and was highly favoured by Queen Elizabeth, 
moſt ungratefully began a Rebellion, the motit dan- 
gerous of all the other ; this Earl having been bred in 
the Queens Service , and learned Military Di:cipline 
from the Erg/:/Þp, which he now made uſe of againſt 
them. In1598. he defeated the Engliſh at Blacks 
water, In 1599. brought the Earl of Eſſex to con- 
deſcend to a Treaty with him. In 1601. he brought 
the Spaniards over to his Afſiftance , who took and 
garriloned Kzxſale ; which was retaken by Sir Charles 
Blunt, ( afterwards Lord Monejoy,) and the Spani- 
ards totally driven out : whereupon 7:7-Oen ſubmit- 
ted, and was brought over by the Lord Lieutenant, to 
King Fames I. in 1603 This War laſted eight 
years; and might have proved fatal to the Engiz/h, 
x God had not prevented it. After: this I find no 
general InſurreCtion of the Ir:ſþ till 1641. when ſee- 
ing Charles I. engaged in War with the Scors at home, 
they on a ſudden roſe up and aflaffinated two hun» 
dred thouſand Engliſh in a few days , when no body 
ſuſpected any ſuck thing. This Inſurretion began 
September 3. The Troubles of England gave them 
ſome reſpit ; but in 1649. and fifty, O/sver Cromwell 
began their Chaſtiſement fo effectually,that Iretor, and 
thoſe he left to carry it on, er mournful Tro- 
phics of the Divine Vengeance againſt them, with no 
great expence of Time, Blood, or Treafure : it miſſed 
but a little, . that. the Ir:/Þ Name and Nation had 
been totally extirpated. Charles II; upon his Reſti- 
fution in 1660. ſhewed them more Mercy ;. reſtored 
fach as had any pretences of Loyalty to. plead for 
their Eſtates ; and governed them all his time with 
fo much Clemercy , that this Nation never was in a 
better State ſince they fell under the Englz/Þ, than at 
the time of the Death of that Good Prince. |

Tſola, 1:/ula, ZEſulum, Aſule, an Epiſcopal City 
in the Province of Calabria Ulterior , in the King- 
dom of Nap.cs.. $ This Name is alſo given to the Ri. 
ver Cremera in Tuſcany: to an Iflard of the ber, 
called in Latin, Libanus ai/me Vencris : and to a 
City of Hi/tria, in Latin Aitetum. 

Fſonz0 , Iontius, Natiſco, Sontius, a River of 
Friul: : it ariſeth out of the Carinthian Alpes in 
Carniola, a Province of Germany ; and entering Fri- 
uli, a Province of [raly , it watereth the County and 
City of Goritia , and alſo Gradiska 3 where taking 
in Frigido, Turre, and ſome other Rivers, 1t leaveth 
Aquleja ; and fills into the Gulph of Trreſtz, tive 
Miles South-Eaft of 1quzilcja : near this River Oda- 
cer, who had made himſelf King of 1taly, was ſlain 
by Theodorick King af the Gorhs, in 489. To this 
Place the Turks came under the Command of Aſa- 
Beg, in 1177. in the time of Mabomet the Great ; 
and overthrew Feronimo Novello, Count of Verona, a 
famous Commander of thoſe times ; and ſlew him 
in Battel , together with his Son, and-molt of his 
Commanders ; deſtroying a Party of three thouſand 
Venetians, and ſetting one hundred Villages on fire.

Flpirite, Sparze,a Village and Mountain in Thrace, 
upon the Euxine or Black Sea. :

Jfſedon , an ancient City of Scythia beyond the 
Mountain Imaus, ſuppoſed by ſome to be the Modern 
Ciracoram in Tartary ; or Synchun, or Suchur, in the 
Kindom of Tangur, towards the Region of Cathay 
in China.

Iffoire, I/iodorum, a City in Auvergne m France, 
upon the River Al/zer, which divides this Province ; 
and falls afterwards into, the Loyre ; fix Leagues from 
Clermont to the South. This City 1s called Icc:odo- 
rum, Iſſorium, and Icrodurum, 

Jſſoudun , Exelodunum , Exſoldunum, a ſtrong 
Town in the Dukedom of Berry in France , in the 
Dioceſe of Bourges, upon the little River Thio!, ſeven 
or eight Leagues from Burges. A Synod was af- 
ſembled at it in 1081. 

Jſſug. See Lataz7o. 

Iſtacar, I/tacarta, a City in Perfia , one of the 
moſt ancient of that Kingdom, and once a Royal Ci- 
ty ; but now ſcarce a Village ; the City of Xi? as ha- 
ving ſprung out cf its Ruines , and overwhelmed 
it. It ſtood one Mile from the Arax:s , now Beu- 
damur. 

Jſtthmus Cozinthiacus, the Neck of Land be- 
twixt the Ionian and gear Seas , near Corinth ; or 
betwixt the Gulph of Corinth , and the Gulph of 
Engia, which connects the Morea with Achaia, and 
| the reſt of Greece. The Emperours, Fulius Ceſar, 
Caligula, and Nero, in vain attempting to cut a paſ- 
ſage from the Ionian Sea into the Archipelago 
through it , created the Proverb , 1/t+hmum fodere, 
for an unſucceſsful undertaking. It is ſix Miles long. 
There was afterwards built upon it a Wall of the 
ſame length , called Hexamilium and Hexamils ; 


which Amurah II. deſtroyed ; the Venetians repaired 
and fortified ; and Mahomet II. again deſtroyed in 
1443. S Iſttchmus of Panama. See Panama. $ Iſth- 
mus of Suez , an Iſtthmus betwixt the Mediterranean 
Sea to the North, and the Red Sea to the South, 
which joins Ezype to Paleſtine and Arabia Petrea, 
ſeventy Arabian Miles large : taking this Name from 
the Cli:y Suez upon the Banks of the Red Sea. It has 
been attempted to cut a paſſage through it from the 
two Seas, divers times, in vain.

Jſtrig, Sargetia, a River of Walachia ; which 


arifeth in the South part of Tranſylvania , and falls 


into the River Mariſh, In the Bed of this River, 
Decebalus buried his Treaſure , when invaded by the 
Emperour Trajan. 

Italia, Latium, Auſonia, Heſperia, Oenotria, $a» 
tt:rnia, 1s the molt celebrated Country in Enrope ; 
the Miſtris, and Civilizer of all the reſt. As ſhe had 
anciently all thoſe Names I have already expreſſed ; 
ſo of later times, the Germans call it Welſchlandt , 
or iDalliſchlandt ; the Danes Ualland ; the Turks 
Talia ; the Poles and Sclavonians Woſka. Its an- 
cient Bounds extended no farther to the North, than 
the Rivers of Arnus, now Arno ; and X#fis, Efino ; 
afterwards 1t was enlarged by the Conqueſt of the 
Senones, to the River Rubicon, now I! Piſatello. All 
between theſe Rivers and the Alpes, being then called 
Gallia Ciſalpina. But at this day it is extended to 
the A/pes , and the River Yarus; which parts it from 
France and Germany to the Weſt and North; on 
which fide aiſo the Adriacich Sea divides it from 
Dalmatia : on the South the Tyrrhenian, Sicilzan, 
and Ligurian Seas divide it from Africa ; on the 
Weſt the ſame Sea waſheth it ; and on the Eaſt the 
lower part of the Adriatick Sea, and the Ionian , 
which divide it from Greece. This Country lies in 
the form of a vaſt Peninſula 5 and reſembles very 
much the Leg of a Man. It containeth in length from 
Auguſta Pratoria, ( now 4ouſt,) at the foot of the 
Alpes, unto Otranto, ( in the moſt Eaſtern Point of 
the Kingdom of Naples) one thouſand and twenty 
Miles: in breadth from the River Yaro, (which parts 
it from Provence ) to the Mouth of the River Ar/2 
in Friuli, where it is broadeſt, four hundred and ten ; 
about Orranto, where narrowelt, it has not above 
twenty five 3 and in the middle from the Mouth of 
Peſcara on the Adriatick Sea to that of the Tzber, on 
the oppoſite Shoar, is one hundred twenty fix Miles: 
its whole Circuit may be about three thouſand four 
hundred forty eight Miles. The Apennine Hills di- 
vide it into two parts : it 1sa very fruitful, pleaſant 
Country ; and towards the North extremely well was 
tered with Rivers. At firſt divided into divers Tribes 
and Nations; which being all united by the Roman 
Conquelts into one Empire , upon the ruin of that, 
it became again divided into divers Seigniories ang 
Republicks ; that are now ſeverally in the hands of 
the Pope, the King of Spain, the Republick of Ye- 
nice, the Dukes of Savoy, Florence, Mautoua, Mode- 
na, and Parma ; the Common-wealths of Genoua 
and Lucca, and ſome other ſmall Principalities ; of all 
which, I ſhall diſcourſe in their jog places. This 
Country lies towards the midſt of the Temperate 
Zone : from 28. deg. and an half of Long. to 
42. and an half: and from 37, deg. and an half of 
Lat. to 46. and an half. In every reſpect ſo delight- 
ful, that divers Writers call it the Garden of Europe, 
Watercd by the Rivers Poy Tanaro, Garigliano, Ar- 
no, Reno, Tiber, Volturno, &c. Adorned with a 
great many magnificent, handſome, well built Cities, 
divers Univerſities, and more Briſhopricks than any 
Country in the World beſides, _ _ 

Aon, Heraclea, a City of A/ia: 
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Ftching, a River of Haneſhire , meeting with the 
River Te/? at their fall into the Sea , near Sourham- 
pron, Wincheſter ſtands upon its Banks. 

Ithaca, an Ifland in the Ionian Sea, near Cepha- 
lonica : now called Iſola del Compare, and Val de 
Cempare : by the Turks, Phiachs or Theachi. And 
in D:onyſins Africanus, Nericta. This was the Birth- 
place of V!yſſes , asVirgr! hath it,

Fon , 1:ona, a ſmall River of Normandy, which 
waſheth Eurchx ; and then falls into the River 
Eure.

Fturzxa, the ancient Roman Name of a Region 1n 
Paleſtine , fince called Bacar. See Bacar. In the 
time of our Saviour it was a Terrarchate under the 
Government of Philip, Herod's Brother, The Inha- 
bitants were a mixture of the Tribes of Gad and 
Renben. : 

Ft3cho, I:Zchoa, a ſmall City in Ho;ſtein properly 
ſo called, in the very Borders of Sromaria , upon the 
River Stor; two German Miles from the E:be and 
Gluckadt, towards the South-Ealt. 

Juanogrod, a Caltle in th? County of Tngerman- 
land, near Narva; from which it is parted only by 
the River Plauſa- Built and fortified by the Ruſs ; 
and conquered by the Swedes, together with the 
Province, in whici it ſtands. ; 

Jacatan, or Wcatan , a Peninſula in New Sparn, 
in North Amerzca,within the Government 0: Me-x:co, 
running into the North Sea , betwixt the two Gulphs 
of Mexico and Honduras , above two hundred and 
tity Leagues in circuit. Fertile, eſpecially in Cot- 
ton ; and planted with the Cities, Merida, Salaman- 
ca, Valladolid, 5c. It was firſt diſcovered by Fran- 
cis Hernandez of Corduba : and afterwards conquered 
by Francis Montege, by a War of nine years, 1n 
1536. 

Judea. See Paleſtzne. : 

JFudenburt, a City of the Vpper S:rrza, upon the 
River Muer, which falls into the Drave , 1n the Bor- 
ders of Hungary 3 nine Miles above Graz; to the 
Weſt, and two from the Confines of Carinthia. It 
is under the Houſe of Auſtria, and thought to be the 
ancient Sabatinca Norics. 

Judta, Udza, Odiaa, the Capital City of the King- 
dom of Sram , in the Eaſt-Indies , where the King 
reſides: thirty Leagues from the Indzan Ocean, upon 
the River Menan. In Long: 129, oo. Lat. 15. co. 
And is a Place of great Trade. 

Judicello, Amananus, a River of Sicily , which 
ariſeth from Mount na; and palling through the 
City of Catania , falls into the Jonzan Sea , after a 
Courſe of ten Miles. 

Fvel , a River of Bedfordſh:re, falling into the 
Ouſe : upon which ſtand Bg/eſworth and Shefford. 

'vetot, a Seigniory in the Patx de Caux in Nor- 
mandy. . Said to have been 'erected-into a Kingdom 
by King Clotaire 1. in ſatisfaction for the Murder of 
Gautier Lord of Tvetot, committed in the Church 
upon a 'Godd Friday by King Clotaire's own hand. 
Others write, this is a Fable. | 

St. Jves, a Borough and Market Town in the 
County of Cornwall, in the Hundred of Penmwith , 
which returns two Burgeſfles 'to the Houſe of Com- 
mons. It has a'Haven to the North 'or Iriſh Sea. 
S A Market Town in Huntingtonſhire , in the Hun- 
dred of Hurſtsngton, upon the River Ouſe, over which 
it hath a fair Stone Bridge. Said to be fo called 
from S. Ivo a Biſhop, who about 'the year 600. prea- 
= Chriſtianity taroughout England , and here 

ied. 
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Ivette, Iveta, a ſmall River of France, which falls 
into. the Orbe. 

IJuhozsby, or Fuhora, Fugra, Fuhra, a Province in 
the North of Moſcovy,upon the Phite Sea. It hath a 
City of the ſame Name. 

Jvica, Ebuſis, an Iſland on the Faſt of Spain, be- 
longing to Majorca, and ſeated between it and Spary, : 
only twenty Miles in compaſs , with a ſecure Haven 
on its South ſide. It affords great plenty of Sale. 
and has no hurtful Creature in it. The Biſhop of 
Tarragona 1s the Proprietor of this Ifle. It is on all 
ſides incompaſſed with Rocks, or ſmall Iſlands, which 
make the approach to be very dangerous. 

Juine, Zuma, a ſmall River in Gaſtinois in 
France; which arifing near the Foreſt of Orleance , 
and bending Northward, takes in Eftampes and ſome 
other ſmall Rivers ; and falls into the Seyne at 
Corbie. Some believe it to be the ſame with the 
River Tone ; and that it was called Eftampes , from 
the Town of that Name upon it. 

Jvingo, a Market Town in Buckinghamſhire, in 
the Hundred of Co//t orv. 

Juliers, Ful:acum , a City of Germany ; menti- 
oned by Tacitus and Ammianus Marcellinus ; called 
by the Inhabitants Gultck : See Gul/ick, $ Alſo the 
Name of a Dukedom in the Province of Weſtphalia, 
between the Rhine to the Eaſt , and the Maes to the 
Welt ; bounded on the North by Upper Guelderland ; 
on the Eaſt by the Biſhoprick of Cologne ; on the 
South by Ezfall , and the Biſhoprick of Treves ; and 
on the Weſt by the Dukedom of Limburg. The Ri- 
ver Rzer divides it into two parts. This from 700. 
was under Princes of its own, to 1609, when upon 
the death of Fob liam, the laſt Duke, there aroſe 
a conteſt between the Duke of Newburg, and Bran- 
denburgg which in 1612, broke out into a War ; 
theſe: two Dukes in the end dividing the Dukedom 
between them ; and entering a League for their mu- 
tual defence, againſt who ever ſhould annoy either of 
them in that which he pofſefſed. The Dukes of Sa. 
xony at the ſame time pretended a Right 5; which 
though they never proſecuted, yet they flill reſerve 
unto themſelves. 

Juno, Tazrus, a Mountain in the Kingdom of 
Portugal, 

Junnan, Funnanum, a great Province in the 
Kingdom of China , in the South-Wett Borders 'to- 
wards the Eaſt-Indies : on the North it is bounded 
by the Kingdom of Tibet , and the Province of Su- 
chem : on the Eaſt it has Queycheu, and Quamſi, 
( two other Provinces of China; ) on the South the 
Kingdoms of Tunk:m, and Cochin-China 3; and on 
the Weſt , the Kingdom of Pegy. The Southern 
parfs of this Province have been conquered by the King 
of Tunksm, and are in-his hands. It has its Name from 
Hrvam, a vaſt City, ſeated in Long. 131. oo. Lat. 
25. 32, This Province contains two and twenty great 
Citics,eighty four ſmaller, and one hundred thirty two 
thouſand nine hundred fifty eight Families. 

Junquera. See Fonquera. 

Jura , a Mountain which divides France from 
Switzerland, called by the Germans Jurten ; by the 
Swiſs Leberberg and Leerberg. tt begins at the 
Rhine near Baſil to theNorth; extends to the Rhoſne, 
and the County, of Beugey to the South ; having 
many different Names from the People by which it 
paſſeth. That part which begins at the R-oſne, four 
Miles from Geneva ( and lies between the County of 
Burgundy and Beugey ) is called le Credo © aftter- 
wards it is called St. Claude, about the rife of the 
River Doux ; 1t has the Name of Mont de Foux, in 
the Borders of Baſil , Pierreport, and Botzbery ; 
more South Dchafmat ; and by the Swiſs Leer-

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Jurat, a part of the Mountain Jura , which 
lies between Burgundy and Switzerland ; alſo called 
Furten, 

JFurca , Eporedia, called U; bs Salaſſiorum by 
Ptolemy , and Eporedio by Antonius in his Itine- 
rary ; at this day Furea by the Inhabitants ; Fruree 
by the French; is aCity of Piedmont in [taiy ; the 
Capital of the Territory of Canave/e , and a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Turin : ſeated upon the 
River Doria [| Duria] which falls into the Po be- 
neath Rivarotta ; between Chivas to the Weſt, and 
Caſzl to the Eaſt; thirty Italian Miles from Turin 
to the North , and twenty five from Aouſt to the 
South-Weſt. This City has been under the Duke of 
Savoy, ever ſince 1313- who has taken care to fortifie 
it very well : it has allo an ancient Caſtle, and a Stone 
Bridge over the River Doria. The French took it 
In 1554. during the Wars of I-a/y. It has of anct 

ent time given the Title of a Marqueſs.

Jutland, Futia, Cimbrica Cherſoneſus , is a very 
great Province of the Kingdom of Denmark ; exten- 

ed in the form of a vaſt Peninſula from North 
o South, and only joined to the Continent at the 
South end ; where Holſtern, a part of this Promon- 
tory, joins it to Germany; on the Welt it has the 
German Ocean, on the North and Eaſt the Balzick 
Sea. It is divided into the Northern and Southern 
Futland. The Northern Jutland is divided into four 
Dioceſes, viz. Rypen, Arhuſen, Alborch, and Wisborch; 
this part is under the King of Denmark : the Southern 
is divided into three, viz. Sleſwick, Flensborg , 
and Haderſleben \ this is under the Duke of Sleſivich , 
who is of the Blood Royal of Denmark. Charles 
Guſtavus King of Sweden took Jutland in his late 
Wars, and thence paſſed over the Ice into the Neigh- 
bouring Iſlands. It was the Country, moſt ſuppoſe, 
of the ancient C:imbrz. 

Frar, a. ſmall Town in the Kingdom of Arre- 
Lon, upon the River Martinium ; twelve Miles from 
Sarragoza to the South ; which gives the Title of a 
Duke. 

Jxe, a Kingdom on the South of Fapan. 

Fo, a Province in Fapan, in Xicoca; towards the 
Welt of it, and the Ifland X#moam ; which has in it 
a Town of the ſame Name.

Ichemire , a Kingdom in the Eſtates of the 
Great Mogul, along the Mountain. Caucaſus, 
towards the Kingdom of Lahor , and the Borders of 
Indoſtan ; with a City, its Capital, of the ſame name. 
The City is all built of Wood , unwalled, traverſed 
by a River over which it has two Bridges , and near a 
great Lake, four or five Leagues in circuit, falling in- 
to the ſame. The Country affords excellent Paſtu- 
rage, about thirty Leagues long, and twelve broad. 
Kaimachites, a Province or Tribe amongſt 
the Afian Tartars, by the great River Ghamma ; 
between Mongalto the North , and the Kingdoms of 
Thibert, and Tangut. Theſe People give Name to that 
part of the Ocean, which bordereth upon them. 
Kaliſch, Cal:ſia, a City in the Kingdom of Po- 
land ; built upon the River Proſna, which a little 
lower falls into the Farta; five German Miles from 
the Confines of S:le/ia, and twelve from Breſlaw to 
the North-Eaſt. It is the Capital of a Palatinate in 
that Kingdom, and ſuffered very much from the 
Swedes in the year 1657.

Kamenieck, Camienick, Camenecia, Clepidava, 
Camenecum , a ſtrong City in the Ukrane , in the 
Kingdom of Po/and, which is the Capital of Podotza. 
The Poles call it, Kaminieck, Podelſski. It is a Bi- 
ſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Lemberg ; and 
ftands upon a Mountain by the River Smorrzy:k,which 
alittle lower falls into the Nerfter : thirty Miles frem 
Lemberg to the South-Eaſt , eighty from Warſaw, 
and one hundred and ſeventy from Conſtantinople, to- 
wards the Frontiers of Moldavia. The Turks very 
often attempted this Place without any ſucceſs : but 
having ſuffered much by Fire in 1669, and being 
thereupon in 1672. befieged by them, it was taken ; 
the Poles being then engaged in a Civil War amongſt 
themſelves, and the Town not in a condition to de- 
fend it fel The Cofſacks under the Command of 
the Szeur Mohila blocked it up in April 1687. The 
Poliſh Army offered to attack it about September 
following : but upon the Approach of the Orroman 
Forces , they were both of them forced to retire : 
the Polsſb Army kept it in a manner blocked up by 
their Encampment in September 1688. About a 
Month after , they left the Tartars to put a Convoy 
of Proviſions into the Place. In 1689. Auguſt 20, 
the Forces as well of Lithuania as Poland, under the 
Command of the great General of Poland , ſetting 
down -before it, began a formal Attack ; till-on the 
cighth of September following, being croſſed with ill 
ſucceſs, they raiſed the Siege. 

Kaniow, Kaniovia, a ſtrong Town in Poland, 
upon the Nzeper, where the River Roſs falls into it, 
in the Palatinate of Kzovia. It lies ſeven German 
Miles from Czyrcaſſis to the North Weſt, twenty 
ſeven from Kzovia to the South-Eaſt , and upon the 
ſame fide of the River. This Town is one of the 
{trong Places which belongs to the Co/ſacks. 

Kaniſa, Canz/ia, a Town of the Lower Hunga- 
7y ; ſeated upon the River Sa/a in the County of

which continued till Aprz/ 13. 1690. when in purſu=- 
ance of a Capitulation , that the Emperour had rat:- 
tied, the Keys of the Gates hanging upon a Chain of 
Gold were delivered to the Count de Budians by a 
Turk, ſaying, I herewith conſign into your hands the 
ſrongeft Fortreſs in the Ottoman Empire. The 
mpertaliſts found in it great ſtore of large Artil- 
lery, taken heretofore from the Chriſtians ; and ſome 
with old German Inſcriptions. 

Kargapol, Cargapolia, a City in Muſcovy , in the 
Weſtern parts of that Kingdom , near the Lake of 
Onega ; between the Contines of Sweden , and the 
Dwina: there is a Lake and a River of the ſame Name 
belonging to this City. |

Kanfbeurn , Xaufbura, a City in the Circle of 
Schwaben , in Germany, in the Territory of A/gow , 
upon the River Fertach ; between the Biſhoprick of 
Ausburg to the Eaſt, and the Territory of the Ab- 
bat of Kempten ; not above ſixteen Miles from the 
Confines of Bavaria to the Weſt , eight from Aus- 
burg to the South, and five from Nimmeguen to the 
Eaſt. This Town bought its Liberty of Conrade II. 
Emperour of Germany , at the price of fifty thou- 
ſand Crowns ; when it had been two hundred years 
in the Poſſeflion of the Barons Uon Hoff ; who 
coming out of France into the Service of Lotharius 
the Emperour, built it in 1340. It embraced the 
Reformation in 1624.

Keiſers-Lantern , Ceſaropo/is, a City in the

his Province, which lay all on the Weſt of the 
Ernphrates and Tygris, by the taking of Bagdat, fell 
under the Dominton of the Turks ; whereas before it 
was under the Perſians. The Principal Cities in it 
are Bagdat, Cufa, and Vaſer. It is now called 7 
rach Arabi, and Kaldar. 

Keth or Kz//; Kylls, Celbis, a rapid River of 
Germany ; much celebrated for plenty of Fiſh, and 
Corn Mills. It waſheth Gerhardſtein, Kilburgh, and 
Erang ; then falls into the Maes beneath Treves, al- 
moſt over againſt the Mouth of the Roer, or Rober. 
This River 15 called Rapids Cetbis, in Auſontus. 

Kellen, Tr4jana Colonia, once a City , now a Vil- 
lage in the Dukedom of Cleves. 

Keller Impt, the Territory belonging to the City 
of Ze{!, in the Biſhoprick of Breme, upon the River 
Aller. See Zell. 

Keinſep, Oce//um , a Promontory in the South of 
the Eaſt Riding of Jorkſhire, commonly called Yol- 
derneſs , upon the North fide of the Humber , over 
againſt Salrfleet in Lincolnſhire. See Holderneſs, 

Kemach, Camachus , a City of Czl:cia, in the Leſ- 
ſer Aſia, in the Borders of the Leſſer Armenia ; which 
Fas made a Biſhops See, under the Patriarch of Con- 
ftantinople, by Leo the Emperour. Now a mean 
Village, under the ſlavery of the Tarks. Baudrand 
writes it Chemach. 

Kemots, a People in Chochin-China. 

Kempen or Kamper, a Territory in Brabant ; 
which was of old the Seat of the Toxandrz ; by the 

latter Latin Writers called Campinia, I 1s called 


by the Flandrrians, Yet Kempelandt. The greateſt 
part of it ties in the North ef the Biſhoprick of 
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Liege, towards the Maes , and the Diſtrict of Bos/© 
leduc ; and contains alſo the South part of the Cour- 
ties of LoorzZ, and Hoorn ; in which are the Towns of 
Maſark,, Bering, &c. The leſſer part of it lies in 
the Dukedom of Brabant, in the Territory of Borlee 
duc; between Peeland, Oſterwick, and the Kemper 
in Liege. The only Town of any Note in this part, 
1s Eyndhoven, which is in the Hands of the Hol/anders. 
See Eyndhoven. 

Kempten, Druſomagus, Campodunum, Campidona, 
a City of Schwaben in Germany , in the Territory of 
Alzow. Tt is one of the moft ancient Cities of Ger- 
many, being mentioned by Ptolemy ; and had here- 
tofore a Caſtle called the Burghald , which is now 
pulled down and ruined. This was the Seat of the 
old Dukes of Schwaben : amongſt which, Hzldebrand 
was of great fame; whoſe Daughter H:!degard, mar- 
rying to Charles the Great , founded here a Monaſte- 
ry : the Abbat of which, as a Prince of the Empire, 
was Lord of the City , till the Inhabitants purchaſed 
their Liberty of one of them , with a vaſt ſum of 
Mony : after which, it was annexed to the Empire ; 
and m 1625. obtained a Charter from Frederzch III. 
who gave them an Eagle for their Arms, ( one half 
Gold ) with a Crown. Maximilian I. and Charles V. 
both determined the Controverſies between them and 
their Abbot. Ir is now governed by a mixture of an 
Ariftocracy and a Demccracy ; and it embraced the 
Reformation in 1530. This City 1s ſeated upon the 
River Jer, which falls into the Danube , over againſt 
Ulm ; five German Miles from Memmingen to the 
South, twelve from Conſtance to the Eaſt, and twelve 
from Vim to the South. The Monaſtery founded 
by Heildegardis, was of the Order of Se. Benedi&. 

Ken or K»n, a River of Peſtmorland, on which 
Kendall ſtands; having two Cataracts, deſcending 
with a great noiſe near that place. 

Kencheſter, Arsconzum , a deſolate Roman Town 
in Herefordſhire, in the Hundred of Grimſworth. 

Kendal, a Town, Earldom, and Barony in W:ft- 
morland; ſeated upon the Wett fide of the River 
Ken or Kan , in the South part of that County in a 
fruitful Valley» The Town 15 not great , but rich ; 
being a place of Trade , and the Inhabitants very 
induitrious in making Cloaths. It has two fair Stone 
Bridges over the River, and another of Wood. Alſo 
a large Church , to which belong twelve Chappels of 
Eaſe : and a Free-School, endowed with Exhibitions 
for Scholars going thence to Queer”s College in Oxon : 


and ſeven Halls tor ſo many reſpective Companies of 


Tradeſmen. Fohn Duke of Bedford, Kegent of 
France, and Brother to Henry V. was by him created 
Earl of Kendale. Fohn de Forix received the ſame 
Title from King Henry VI. Queen Catharine, the 
fixth Wife to King Henry VIE. was born in a Caſtle 
here, whoſe ruins may yet be ſeen. The Barony is 
in the Earl of Pembroke, The Ward, called Kendal 
Ward, takes its Name from this place. 

Kenelwozth, a large, beautiful, ftrong Caſtle in 
Warwickſhire, in the Hundred of K1ightlow ; which 
in the Reign of Henry III. ſtood a Siege of fix Months; 
and being at laſt ſurrendred , there was here a Procla- 
mation ilſued out , That all that had born Arms 4- 
gainſt the King, ſhould pay five years Rent of their 
Land : which was called D:&um de Kenelworth, In 
the Reign of Queen El[:7abeth, it was given to Rc- 
bert Dudley, Earl of Leiceſter ; who ſpent very free- 
ly in the Repair of it ; fo that it was then the ſecond 
or third Caſtle of Eng/and. 

Kenet, a River in Wiltſhire, running Weſtward 
thence through Berkfſhrre, into the Thames , at Rea- 
ding , where a fair Bridge covers it. Newbury and 
Hungerford ave both ſeated upon it. | 

Kenkis, Anchialo, Anchialus, a City of m_— 

whic 
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which is an Archbiſhops See, and has a Haven upon 
the Mouth of the River Er:iginus, upon the Euxine ; 
fiftecn Miles from Meſember to the South-Eaſt. It 
is under the Turks,and not expreſſed in our lateſt Maps. 

Kenſington, a Town in Middleſex, in the Hun- 
dred of Finsbury ; of which the Earl of Warwick 
bears the Title of Baron. 

Kent, Cantium,is the moſt South-Eaſtern County 
of England: on the North it is bounded by the Thames, 
which parts it from Eſſex , on the Eaſt and South 
it has the Brir:ſþ Sea ; in part on the North , and on 
the Weſt it has Suſſex and Surrey. It 1s in length 
from Eaſt to Weſt fifty Miles,and from South to North 
twenty fix. Divided into five Lathes( Sutton, Ayleſ- 
ford, Seray, St: Auguſtine, and Shepway ) wherein are 
four hundred and cight Pariſhes, and thirty Market 
Towns. That part which lieth towards the Thames is 
healthful, but not fruitful : the middle parts are both ; 
the Southern are very fruitful, but not healthful. The 
Thames, the Medway, the Stower , the Tun and the 
Rother , beſides leſſer Streams, water it. Some 
give this Character of it: The Weald for Wood , 
Eaſt Kent for Corn, Rumney for Meadow ; Tenham 
for an Orchard , Shepey and Reculver for Wheat , 
Thanet for Barley , and Hedcorn for Capons. This 
Country was firſt conquered by Fulzus Ceſar (though 
not without Reſiſtance ) in the years of Rome 696. 
and 698. fifty three years before the Birth of our Sa- 
viour ; being forced to a double Expedition againſt 
almoſt this ſingle County. As he began the Conqueſt 
of Britain here, ſo did the Saxons : Hengiſt erecting 
the Kingdom of Ken, in the year of Chriſt 456. ſe- 
ven years after the firſt arrival of the Saxons. Againſt 
the Danes, the Kentiſh men did alſo great things ; 
and with much Courage and Patience , repelled thoſe 
Barbarous People, When William the Conquerour 
had ſubdued all the reſt of the Nation , he was glad 
to come to a Compoſition with the Inhabitants of 
this County ; and to grant them their ancient Liber- 
ties and Cuitoms. Whence the Laws of Gavelkind 
obtain here to this day. This County was alſo the 
firſt that inbraced the Chriftian Religion, from Au- 

 guſtine the Monk, in the year 563. Accordingly 
Canterbury is jultly the Metropolis of the wbole King- 
dom of Ergland; as. having been the firſt Fountain 
from whence the Chriſtian Religion ſpread it ſelf 
amongſt the Saxons: for asfor the Brizzſh or Welſh, 
they had imbraced Chriſtianity long before. VV1li- 
am the Conquerour in 1067. created Odo, Biſhop of 
Bajeux, ( his half Brother) Lord Chief Juſtice, and 
Lord Treaſurer of England, Earl of Kent. In 1465. 
Edward IV. created Edmund Grey, Lord Ruthyn, 
Lord Treaſurer of England ; which Family till 
injoys this Honour ; Anthony IT. the preſent Earl 
of Kent, being the eleventh in this Succeflion. Be- 
ſides the Sea of Canterbury , this County injoys a 
ſecond Biſhoprick, which 1s Rocheſter ; and a great 
many populous rich Towns, fafe Roads, large and ſe- 
cure Harbours for Ships ; and whatever elſe is deti- 
rable in Human Life, except a more ſerene Air. 

Kerct or Chierche , Cercum, a ſmall Town at the 
Mouth of the Streights of Caffa , upon the Euxine 
Sea, belonging to the Precopenſian Tartars. 

Kerez. See Keureuz. 

Kcriog, a River in Shropſbire, which falls into the 
Dee, above Bangor. ; 

Kecrka or Karks, Titius, a River of Dalmatia ; 
which waſheth Sardana, and Sebenico ; - then falls 
.into the Adriatick Sea , eight German Miles North 
of Spalatro. | : .

Keſmarckt or Key/ermarke, Ceſaropolis, a Town 
of the Upper Hungary , at the foot of the Carpa- 
thian Mountains , towards the Frontiers of the King- 
dom of Poland. 

Reſwick , a Market Town in the County of Cum- 
berland in the Hundred of Allerdale ; near to which, 
Black Lead is digged up in plenty. It ftandeth in 
Valley environed with Hills , and has been formerly a 
famous Town for Copper Mznes. 

Kellet or Caſſel, Caſte/lum Menapiornm, a Town 
in Brabant ; two Leagues beneath Roermond to the 
North ; between the Maes to the Eaſt, and the Pee/ 
to the Weſt ; ſeated upon the River Neerſe ; which a 
little lower falls into the Maes. 

Kettering, a Market Town in Northampton- 
ſhire , in the Hundred of Huxton , upon a Rivulet 
which fills into the Nen : delightfully ſeated on an 
Aſcent, It has a Seffions- Houle for the Juitices of 
Peace of the County. 

Reurenz, Keres, Krazs, Chryſius, Cuſus, a River 
of Tranſylvania , and the Upper Hungary ; which 
ariſeth in the Weſtern Borders of Tranſylvania, near 
Fe/tat; and watering Giula , a little above receiv- 
eth another Branch , called by the ſame Name , 
which paſſeth by Great Waradin ; both which Ri. 
vers being united, fall into the Trbiſcus, or Tyeſſe, 
at Czongrode , above Segedin. One of theſe 1s cal- 
led by the Germans, Fehykeres, which goes to Gi- 
ula ; the other, Sebeskeres : Feky fignitying White, 
and Sebes Black. | 

Kerholm, Kexholmia , a Province of the King- 
dom of Sweden in Finland ; which was heretofore 
under the Ruſs 3 but conquered by the Swedes in 
1617. It is the moſt South-Eaftern part of Fin- 
land. The Capital of this Province is Kexhalm ;

Keyſerſtul , Forum Tiberiz, a ſmall Town in 
Switzerland, upon the Rhine , over which it has a 
Bridge. It lies in the County of Baden ; nine Ger- 
man Miles from Baſil to the Weſt, and Conſtance 
to the Eaſt; and belongs to the Biſhop of Con- 
ſtance, but is ſubject to the Canton of Xurick. 

Kidwelly, a Market Town in Caermarthenſhire 
inVVales. The Capital of its Hundred. 

Khoemus, Marg:ana, a Province of the Kingdom 
of Perſia. See Margiana. 

Kherman, Kermoen, Kermon, or Kerman, Car- 
1ania, or Caramania, a Province of the Kingdom of 
Perſia ; with a City of the ſame Name. 

Kiburgh, a Caſtle in the Canton of Xurich, upon 
the River Toſs ; two Miles from Zurich to the Eaſt ; 
the Earls of which, were heretofore of great Name.

Ktovia, Kor, a City of Poland, ſeated upon the 
N:eper in the VUkrayne 3 which 1s the Capital of a 
County'or Palatinate of the ſamze Name ; and a Biſhop's 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Lemburgh ; having itill 
a very ſtrong Caſtle. The Ruins of 1ts Walls ſhew 
that it was once a great and a magniticent City ; con- 
taining eight miles in circuit : which appears alſo from 
the Cathedral Church. Towards the North it is yet 
full of People; but what lies to the South and Welt 
' has only a Timber Fence. This City was built by 
Ko, a Ruſſian Prince, in the Year 861. After this 
it was the Capital of Ruſſia, in which it ſtands ; which 
then had Princes of its own. And atlaſt it was taken 
by the Poles. In 1615, it was taken and burnt by 
the Tartars ; and could never ſince recover that loſs. 
Within theſe thirty years laſt paſt it has ſuffered very 
much from the Cofſacks and -Moſcovites, In 1651, 
the Poles took it from the Cofſacks ; but they having 
afterwards recovered it, mortgaged it to the Myjco- 
vites ; Who are in that Right itil] -poſſefſed of it. Its 
Long. is 61. 20. 'Lat.'50. 51. This City is called b 
the Poles, Kzouf, or K:off-; and lies forty Poliſh 
Miles from'the Borders of Meſcovy to the Welt, {even« 
ty from Camimzeck to'the North-Eaſt, and an hun- 
dredi'from Warſaw to the'Eatt.' '$ The Palatinate of 
'Kiovia is called Volbinsa Taferior, and alſo the V- 
krayne : it-is a -part -of 'Red Ruſſia ; and lies on both 
fides of the River Nieper ; 'between Moſcovy, 'the De» 
ſarts of the Lefler Tartary, Volbmita 'Stperior, the Pa- 
latinate of Barlaw, and the Tartars of Orzakow. In 
1636, this was yielded to'the Ruſs, to engage them 
in an Alliance with'the Poles againit the Cram *Far- 
FATS, 

Kirt, Drinus, See 'Drimo. 

'Kitrkbp or Kirby Lonfdale, 'a Market Town in 
the County of Feſtmorland : The Capital of its Ward, 
upon the Banks of the'River-Lon, in'a rich-and plea- 
fant vale called: Lonſdale : large; well built, 'and popu- 
lous; having a fair Church and Stone-bridge over the 
ſaid/River. The: Name' ſignifies, -the *Churchin/ the 
dale or Valley ot! Lon. $ Kirkby Moreſide, 'a\Market 
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Town in the North Riding of Torksbire, in the Hun- 
dred of Rid2/, upon a ſmall River which after ſome 
courſe falls with others into the Derwent. $ Kirkby 
Stephens, a Market Town in the County of W:/tmor- 
land in Eaſt Ward, near the skirts of the Hills, which 
ſever Cumber/and from Torkshire. Tt has a fair Church: 
— Lord Wharton a Seat near it, called Wharton- 
all. 

Kirkham, a Market Town in Lancaſhire, in the 
Hundred of Amounderneſs, near the mouth of the 
River Rible, 

\Kirkton, a Market Town in Lincolnſhire, in the 
divifion of Holland and the Hundred of Corringham ; 
adorned with a fair Church built Cathedral wife, in 
the form of a Croſs, with a broad Steeple in the 
mid{t. It ſtands upon a riting ſandy ground. 

Kirkwall, Carcoviaca, the principal Town in 
the Ifles of Orkney ; which has a Caſtle, and a large 
Haven. It is ſeated upon the Iſland called Marrland, 
on the North Side of the Iſland, but towards the Ea- 
ſtern End; and is in ſubjection to the King of Scor- 
land ; the Seat of the Biſh»p of the Northern Iſles. 

 Kigdarnoc3t, Claudius, a Mountain between S:7- 

r14 to the Weit, and the Lower Hungary to the 
Eaſt ; which has various Names given by various Na- 
tions. 
Klagenfurt, or C/agerfurt, Claudia, Claudivinm, 
a City of Carinthia. Dr, Brown mn his Travels, ſaith, 
It 1s a fair four-ſquare Town ; incloſed with a hand- 
ſom Wall; the Rampart is very broad ; at each Cor- 
ner there is a Baſtion, and one in the middle of each 
Curtain : the Streets ſtraight ard uniform, as well as 
the Works. There is a very fair Piazza, (or Square) 
in the middle, which was thus adorned by the Luthe- 
rans, Whilit they held this place 3 who alfo erected 
the Noble Fountain in the Piazza, the Figure of which 
1s repreſented by this Author. This is the Capital of 
Stiria at this day ;z and lies upon a ſmall River a Mile 
and half N. fom the Drave ; thirty one from Vienna 
to the South-Weſt, and feventeen trom Aquileja to 
the North Eaft. 

Kleckgow, Eremus Helvetiorum, a ſmall Trat 
by the River Rhine ; between Scaphuis to the Eatt, 
and the Canton of Underwaldt to the Wett,in Schwa- 
ben, in Germany ; but on the very Borders of Swt- 
zerland. : 

Rletn G/ogaw, Glogavia Minor. See Glogaw. 

Blogher, an Epiſcopal City 1n the” Province of 
Ulſter 1n Ireland, and the County of Monagham. 

Knapdaile, Knapdalia, a County in the North 0: 
Scotland ; between Argile, (ſeparated by an Arm of 
the Sea) to'the Ealt, the Iſle of Zuras to the Welt, 
Cantyr to the South, Domin and Lrn'to the Noth, 
Kilmore is the chief Town 1n 1t. 

Knaresbozough, a Market Town in the Weit -Ri- 
ding of Torksbire, in the Hundred of Claro, which 
elects two Members of 'the Houſe of Commons. It 
a Caltle upon a Rock ; and a Well (lays Mr. Spzed) 
which petrities Wood. 

Knaringen, Grmario, a'Reman Town in Schwa- 
'ben,'in the Marquifate of Burgaw, upon the 'River 
Carntach ; a Mile from Burgaw to the Welt,zand four 
from U/m to the ſame quarter. 

Knighton, a Market Town in the Courity'0f- Rads 
nor 'in'Wales ; the Capital of its Hundred. 

'Qnin, Arduba, a City of 'Dalmara. 

Knockfergus, ' Carrickfergus, 'Rupes -Ferguſti, a 
City in the Coutity of 4ntrym, 'in the Province of 
Uſſter ; on'the*Britiſh Sea, 'over againſt the'I{le of 
Man ; ſeated on the”North'Side'of a fine Bay, which 
affords it the Convenience of -a large ſafe Haven. Fivs 
Bay is catled by 'Prolemy, Vinderiu ; at 'prelerit the 
Bay of Fergus, from 'a:King of theſe | pitts-5 who-19 
ſaid to hare -led the Seo:5 Gut -0f re/and into _— 

anay 
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land, and afterwards to have been drowned here. This 
City is more populous, rich, and frequented than any 
other in this part of the Nation, on the account of 
the Haven, and the Caſtle ; which being Garriſoned, 
keeps the Country quiet, and in awe. In the time of 
the Rebellion of the Iriſh, it held out againit them ; 
and aftorded ſhelter and relief to many thouſands 
which fled to it. When Cromtvell came up, it yield- 
ed without a Stroke, in 1649. It ſurrendred to Ge- 
neral Schemberg, for want of Ammunition, Aug/t 
27. 1689, upon Articles, after a Stege of eight or ten 
Days by Sea and Land. King W//sam landed here, 
Zune 14. 1690, at his coming into Ire/and. At this 
day the Trade is going to Beifaſt, a Town eight Miles 
more to the South upon the ſame Haven ; and that 
has put a ſtop to the Growth of Knockfergus. 

Iinockenhauſs, a Town in Livonza, in Leifland, 
upon the River Duna ; which belonged heretofore 
to Poland, but is at preſent under the Swedes : it lies 
ſixteen German Miles Eaſt from Rega, upon the ſme 
River. 

Knotce, that is, the Hi! of Axes, a place in the 
County of Gal/way ; four Miles from the City of Gal/- 
way, on the Welt of Ire/azid ; under which the Noble 
Girald Fitz-Girald, Earl o* Kildare, (and by times, 


for the ſpace of thirty three years, Lord Deputy of 
Tre/and,) in 1516, overthrew the greateſt Rabble of 


Rebels that ever was ſeen together beiore in Ireland ; 
which had been afſembied by Wiiliam Burk, Obrian, 
Macncemare, and O-Carral. 

Knottesfozd, a M.rket Town in Cheſ7arre, in the 
Hundred of Bucklow. 

Kola, a ſmall Town of Lapland, which ſtards up- 
on a River of the ſame Name ; and has a Haven upon 
the White Sea. This 1s under the Dominion of the 
Ruſs ; much frequented by the Ships of Engz/and and 
Holland. It lies ſixty German Miles South-Ealt from 
the North Cape, ninety five North- Wetlt from Arch- 
angel, in Long. 57. 30. Lat. 68. 30. 

Koldinguen, Co/dinga, a City of South Jutland, 
which has a Caſtle called Arensborch, and a Haven 
upon the Ba!tich Sea, over againft the Iſle of Fzona. 
Here the Horle and Oxen which are driven into Ho 
ſtein and Germany, in vaſt Numbers, pay a Toll to 
the King of Denmark, Chriſtzan Ill. King of Den- 
mark, died here in 1559. 

Kolom, Co/umna, a conſiderable City in the Pro- 
vince of Moſco, upon the River Moſco ; where it falls 
into that of Aka or Occa; lixteen Miles to the Eaft 
from Meſco It has a delightful appearznce, by rea- 
ſon of its Towers and Stone Walls, which are not 
uſual in Moſcovy. The Duke has here a Governor or 
Vaiwod. And it is alſo the See of the only Biſhop in 
this Province. 

Koloſwar. Sce Clauſenburgh. 

Kom, Komum, a vait City1n Per/ſis, in the Pro- 
vince of Hierach; in the middle between H:ſpahan and 
Cabin. 

Komare, Komore, Komorra, Coma? 14, a very ſtrong 
ard well tortified Town in the Lower Hungary ; 
ſeated on the South point of the Iſle of Schue ; where 
the Danube reunites into one Stream ; four German 
Mites from Raab ; two from Newheuſel to the South, 
and five from Gran to the North. This Town was 
firſt fortified by Matthias Corvinus, King of Hunga- 
7y, in 1472. againſt the Germans in deſign, but tor 
them in etiect ; it having been one of the impregna- 
ble Bulwarks of Chriſtendom againſt the Turks, ever 
ſince they took Gran in 1542. It 1s a great, popu- 
lous, rich City, as well as a ftrong one. By a Line 
drawn from the Waagh, (that is, the Southern Branch 
of the Danube, ) to the Northern Branch of the Da» 
nube, ſtrengthened with four Baſtions, the Emperor 
has much inlarged it. The Emperor kept here always 
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a great Garriſon, and a Truſty Governor. After the 
taking of Raab in 1591. Sinan Baſſa, beſieged this 
Town with fixty Ships and a great number of Turks 
and Tartars ; but without any ſucceſs ; to the great 
ſlaughter of the Tartars eſpecially, All his Treachery 
(tor he ſent five Turks to ſuborn Baron Brown, the 
then Governor, to feil the Town under the ſhew of 
a Parly, ) and Valor too, were here equally baffled : 
four of the five Turks having their Heads ſet upon 
Spears ; and the fifth b ing ſent back. to the Baſſa, 
to let him know there were no more Traytors to be 
bought. The chief ſtrength of it is in a Fort, called 
the 7ertiſe, 

Kongel, Congella, a City in Norway, in the Coun- 
ty of Bahurs, upon the River Trolhert ; five Miles a- 
bove its outlet, and twelve from Gettenburgh to the 
North ; now under the Swedes. 

Koningsberg, Mons Regins, Regio-mons, or Re- 
210montum, a City in Pruſſia Ducalis, whereof it 
15 tie Capital, under the Elector of Brandenburgh, 
upon the River Prege/. Adorned with a Ducal p 
lace ; and an Univerſity, which was founded by Albert 
Duke of Pruſſia in 1544, It 1s a great and handſome, 
a trading and an Arſeatique City. 

Koning-gratz, Gradium Regine, Ragino, Gra- 
decium, a City of Bohemia, called ilfo Kralowthrades, 
and Koning ſprats ; Which in 1664- was made a Bi- 
ſhops Sze, under the Archbiſhop of Prague, by Pope 
Alexander VII. It is ſeated upon the Elbe, twelve 
Miles from Prague to the Eait, thirty two from Vi- 
i to the North-Welt, in the prefecture of Gra- 

etz. 

Konitz, Conitia, a Town in Pruſſia Regia, upon 
the River Bro, near the Deſart of Waldow, in the 
Confines of the Brandenburgh- Pomerania ; eight 
Poliſh Miles from Culm to the Welt. This Town is 
called by the Po/es Chornicke. | 

Roperberg, C:primmtium, a Free Town of Swe. 
den ; which has rich, and moſt uſeful Mines of Cop- 
per ; from whence it has its Name. It ftands not far 
from a Lake in the Province of G-ſtrick; fifty Miles 
from Gevals, a Town in the ſame Province to the 
Welt, and a little more from the Borner Sea. See 
Geſtrach, 

Koptzath, Imaus. See Imavs. 

Koppan, Campona, Copanum , a Town in the 
Lower Hungary, upon the Danube, mentioned by 
Antoninus 1n his Itinerary, which is near Buda ; ſome 
ſuppoſe it the ſame with this; others Keppel, and o- 
thers Theten, two Miles from Buda. | 

Kozbaten, Colapiani, the Croates. See Croatea. 
They are alſo called Krabaten by the Germans. 

Koznthaurn, Taurus, a Mountain of Carinthia, 
between it and Salrsburgh ; mentioned by Tacitus, 
Fornandes, Eutropius, and Herodian. Ortelius ſaith, 
it is of a vaſt height; and is called Thaurn, Kern- 
thaurn, Krumlechthaurn, and Rhadſtratterthaurn, 

Kozſoe, Corſoa, a ſmall City in Denmark, on the 
Weſtern Shoar of the Iſland of Zealand ; at which 
Charles Guſtavus firſt Landed in 1658. It ftands 
upon that Arm of the Balzzck Sea, which 1s called De 
Belt, over againſt the Iſland of Fionza, and the City 
of Newborg ; two Engliſh Miles Welt of Skelfor ; and 
has a Cattle belonging to 1t. 

Kozſum, Korſuma, a Town in the Palatinate of 
K!ovia, upon the River Roſſe ; built in 1581. by 
K.Srephen,and memorable for a great Victory obtain- 
ed over the Poles by the Cofſacks, in 1648. It ttands 
five Po/sſÞ Miles from Czyrkaſſy to the Welt. 

Kotting, Coruantii, an ancient People amongit 
the Gr:ſons ; the ſame perhaps with the Gorrhou- 


ſpunt. 


Konnno, Counna, a City in Poland, in the Duke- 
dom of Lithuania, upon the River Chronus, or Nie- 
men ; 
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men; where it receives the Y:/; in the Confines of 
Samopitia ; eighteen Poliſh Miles from Vilna to the 
Weft, fourteen from Trokz, (in which Palatinate it 
ftands, } and forty from Koninmgsberg to the Eaſt. It

Krems, a City of Auſtr:14, Cremſa, Cremiſum, 
ſeated upon the North fide of the Danube, over which 
it has a Bridge ; ten German Miles above FVierma to 
the Weſt. This Town is walled. $i 

Krickieth, a Market Town in Caernarvanſhire in 
Wales, in the Hundred of Efyonsd. = £ 

Grim, or Krimenda, Crimea, a City of the Le 

fer Tartary, in the Taurick Cherſoneſe, in the Euxine 
Sea. It ſtands towards the middle of this Cherſonefe ; 
between Precop io the North, and Caffa to the South. 
Very ſmall, and almoſt reduced to the meannels of a 
Village ; though it gives Name to the whole Nation 
in which it ſtands ; and is the uſual Seat of the Cham. 
$ The Krim Tartars, are a Nation of Europe, boun- 
ded with the Boryſthenes, [Nreper] to the Welt : the 
P/ela, and Deſna, (two Rivers which tall into the 
Nieper,) the Doneez, or Leſſer Tanas, and in part 
by the Greater Tanas, to the North: by the Jalt 
River to the Eaft alſo, and in part to the South : the 
reſt of their Southern Border 1s made by the Euxine 
or Black Sea, into which the Nzeper falls. The moſt 
Southern part of this Country is the Taurica Cherſo- 
neſus, anciently filled with Noble Greek Cities, the 
Principal of which was Theodoſia, now Caffa ; but 
this Hord, or Tribe of Tartary, which now poſleſs it, 
coming out of Afia, have ſo ruined them, that there 
are ſcarce any footiteps left of their ancient Grandeur, 
Theſe Tartars lead their Lives after the ancient man- 
ner; having no fixed Habitations ; but driving their 
Cattle, Wives and Children about from place to place, 
as Neceſſity and the Seaſon of the Year require. They 
have only covered Wagons to preſerve them from the 
injury of the Weather, And they accordingly value 
themſelves upon this Nomadical way of living 3 as 
the Protectors of their Cities, and Men of ſuch exalted 
Virtue, as is not to be confined | within any ſmoaky 
Walls. In the interim they are extremely proud, 1g- 
norant, naſty and barbarous. Their Diet 1s Roots, 


Cheeſe, Garlick, and for the moſt part Horſe-fleſh ; 
which they eat without Bread, and often raw : Beef 
and YVenzſon being reſerved for their Great Men. They 
value Braſs and Steel, above Gold and Silver They 
were once Chriſtians, but have ſince Apoſtatized to 
Mahometaniſm : yet they retain one Article of the 
Creed firmly, that Chriſt ſhall Fudge both the quick 
and the dead, in the day of Fudgment. Upon this 
account they are more favourable to the Chrittians 
taat live among(t them, than any other Mahometans 
are. They uſe their own Tartarzan Tongue, in'er- 
mixed with Arabick, and Turkiſh ; and the Chaldean 
and Arabian Characters. This Prince hath hereto- 
fore been able to Arm one hundred and fifty thou- 
ſand of his own Subjects : and in 1571. pierced as 
far as the City of M-ſco ; and ſet fire on the Suburbs, 

which taking the City, in the ſpace of four hours,burnt 
the greateſt part of it, (though thirty Miles in com- 

paſs: ) Eight hundred thouſand People of all Sexes, 

and Ages, perithing in this Ruin. Atter all, the Turk 
treats this Prince as his Slave ; at ſome times removes, 

at others Murthers him. In 1686. there was a League 

between tie Ryſſians and the Poles, for the Conquer- 

ing this People : but the former have done no great 

Wojz.ders yet with an Army of three hundred thou- 

ſand Men. 

Kriviczne, Hem, a Mountain of Thrace. 

RKronningeſard, a Caltle in the South part of 
Jeiand, at which the Viceroy for the King of Den- 
mark relides. Allo called B:ſteda. 

Kruppa, Carp, a River of Servia, which falls in- 
to the Danube ; called now alſo Crapin. 

Rudack, or Kudak, a ſmall Town n the Ukraine, 
or Palatinate of Kzovia, on the Weſt of the Nzeper, 
beneath the Confluence of Samara ; in 1637. fortified 
by the Poles, to keep the Coſſacks from Pyratizing on 
the Euxine Sea: butin 1648. taken by the Coſſacks. 
It lies forty Pol:ſh Miles beneath Cz5rcafſy to the South, 
and the ſame diſtance by the River from the Euxine 
Sza to the North. | | 

Kulp, Krup, Cu!pa, Colapr, a River of Croatia ; 
1t ariſeth in the Eaftern Borders of Carnzola, from the 
Alpes which here end ; and watering Metl:ng in that 
Province, and Car/ſtat in Croatza, 1t fills into the 
Save ; two German Miles and an halt above S:ſeg/ 
in Croatia. 

Kunisberg, or Konuberg,Regimons, a ſmall Town 
in $:ir:a, upon Mount Roge!, in the Confines of Car- 
niola ; tour German Miles from C!cy to the Eaſt, and 
eight trom Perraw. Koningsberg, in Pruſſia, is ſome- 
times thus written, 

KRur, Cyrus, a River of Georgza ; which riſeth from 


Mount Caucaſus, near Akalz:he, (a Fortreſs and * 


Town, conliſting of about four hundred Houſes, upon 
Mount Caucaſus ; the Seat of a Baſſa; it was built 
by the Georgians, but 1s now in the hands of the 
Turks. ) This River falls afterwards into the Caſ- 
pian Sea. It is much mentioned in ancient Wri- 
LErs. 

Kursitadan, Feruſalem. 

Kuttenberg, Ctne, a City of Bohemia ; written 
alſo Cuttemburg, and called by the Bohemians Hora. 
It is a ſmall City, ſeated four Miles from Caz/aw to 
the North, the fame diſtance from the Elbe to the 
South, and ſeven from Prague to the Eaſt. 

Kylan, the ſame with G-lan. 

Kpneton, a Market Town in //arwickshire, upon 
a ſmall River running into the Avon. And another 
in Herefordſhire, pretty large and well built. 
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{ Abach, Leybach, Laubach, Labacum, Naupor- 

4 tus, a City of Carnzivla, called by the Ita/zans 
Lubiana, It is ſeated upon a River of the ſame Name, 
which after a ſhort courſe, falls into the Save, It 
{tands nine German Miles from Tr:eſte to the North- 
Eaſt, and fifteen from Vi1/ach a Town of Carinthia 
to the North-Weit. Made a Biſhops See by Pope 
Paul II, under the Patriarch of Aqnzleja 1n 1468. 
togzther with Ciza Nova, {a place diftant from 1t 
about {ixtcen Miles to the South;) and ſince this Biſhop 
o* L.znbach has been exempted from the Juriſdiction 
of the Patriarch. Dr. Brow who faw it, faith, 1t 1s 
the principal City of Ca-nzolz, and a handfom Place, 
with a Caſtle ſeated on an Hill, which overlooks two 
[:rge Valleys to tte North and South ; and hath a fur 
P:ofpect of many Hills, and Caſtles ; but being com- 
manded by another Hill not far from ir, 1t 1s negle- 
cted: tho we find that it hath endured a ftrong Siege. 
For whillt the Emperor Frederich was receiving the 
Crown at 4ken, his Brother A:!bertus and Count U!- 
rich took the advantage to beliege it : bat it made 
ſo g2od a reliftance, that the Emperor had time to 
raiſe the Siege, and deitroy the Army. 

Labathlaa, Commercium, a Village not above one 
Mile from Gran, in the Lower Hungary; found out 
by an Inſcription,

Jachiſh, an antient City of Paſeſtzne in the tribe 
of Juda ; memorable for the prond Embally of Sexe 
nacherib, King of Aſſyria, to Hezekzab King of Fu- 
dah fent from hence; and the deitruction of 18 5000 
of Sennacherib's Men in one'night, by an Angel ſoon 
after, 2 Kngs 18.17. and 19. 35. 

Laconta, the ſame with the modern Sacanza:

Lavi, Cyrrbus, a River of Albania in Aſia ; ſup- 
poſed to be the ſame with Cyrus, now called Cr, or 
El=car, Ser and Chiur, tho by Ptolemy diſtinguithed 
from it. This River falls into the Caſpian Sea, having 
pafled through Georg. 

Ladog, Rubricatus, one of the principal Rivers in 
Barbary ; it falls into the Med:terranean Sea,through 
the Kingdom of Tunzxs. See Fadog. 

LLadoga, a vaſt Lake, which 1s thought to be the 
biggeſt 1n all Eurecpe ; called by the Ruſs Ladesho 
Ozero, It lies between Ke/bo/m or Kexholm, a Pro- 
vince belonging to the Swedes to the Welt, and Kar- 
g1pol a Province of Moſcovy to the Eaſt: thirty fix 
German Miles long, and twenty broad ; abounding 
with Fz/þ to that degree, that it has enriched K-xholm 
with the Fiſhery of Salmons. The Ruſs are Maiters 
of about a fifth part of it, the reſt is poſſeſſed by the 
Swedes : this Lake receives, beſides a vaſt rumber of 
Rivers, the Waters of the Lake of Onega ; which lics 
about fixty Engliſh Miles from it to the Eaſt, and is 
not much leſs than it ; it tranſmits all theſe Waters in- 
to the Bay of Finland, by the River of Spaſco, a Paſ- 
ſage of about eleven German Miles. 

Lxſtrigones, an ancient People of Latium, men- 
tioned in Ovid and Horace.

Laghi, Laghium, perhaps Laaſa, a City of A#a- 
bia Fwuiix, on the South fide; nine German Miles 
from Ade! to the Eait, and twenty five from Cape 
Baibe/manlel to the South-Eaſt.

Lagnp, Lacinzacum, a Town in the Province of 
Brie in France, upon the Marne, fix Leagues trom 
Pars ; which hath the honour of the title of an Earl- 
Com. There is a Benedittine Abbey in it, ſaid to be 
founded by S. Fourſye a Scotch-man in the ſeventh 
Century ; and tho the Normans ruined it in the ninth, 
it found BenefaCtors again to repair and endow it. In 
1142. a Council was celebrated here. In 1590. the 
Duke of Parma, having firſt obliged Henry le Grand 
K. of France to raiſe the Sjege of Pars, took this 
Town by a ſudden affault 2nd laid it in ruins. 

Lago, Lac, Lazus, a Lake or Collection of Wa- 
ters, ſurrounded on ail f:des by the Land, to diitin- 
guiſh it from a Bay, or Arm of the Sea. There is a 
valt number of theſe in all parts of the Earth ; ferving 
for Cifterns to preſerve Water, and to reſtrain the 
Courſe of Rivers, which would otterwiſe be too rapid 
for humane uſes. |

Lagos, Lacebriga, a ſmall City in Algarva in 
Spain, which has a Caſtle, and a Harbor upon the 
Ocean.

and a Duke. _ Near. this City Conſtantine the Great 


twice overcame the Germans ; in one of which Bat- 
tels, that Prince flew.

Languedoc, Volce, Seprumans, Occitansa, a Pro- 
vince in France, of very large bounds and extent. [t 
is the Weſtern part of that which the- Romans called 
Gallia Narbonenſis ;' afterwards it was-called Gallsa 
Gothsca, and then the Earldom of Tolouſe. . Bounded 
on the Eaſt by the R-oſne, (which divides it from 
Dauphine, and Provence; ) oti the South by the 
County of Rouſillon , and the Mediterranean Sea ; 
on the Weſt it is ſeparated from Gaſcogne, by the 
Garonne ; and on the North it has Quercy, Rovergne, 
Auvergne, and le Forez. There are jn- this Province 


. twenty two Dioceſes : the principal City-in it 1s To- 
 lauſe, which is: the Seat of the Parbament of this Ge- 


nerality: This. is: alſo - one: of the molt ans, 
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Rich, Fruitful, and Pleaſant Provinces in France. Di- 
vided into the Upper and Lower Languedoc, tothe 
Eaſt and Weſt; -and watered by the Rivers Rhoſne, 
Eraut, Viftre, Tarn, &c. The Goths eſtabliſh'd a 
Kingdom here in the fifth Century, ( from whom 
ſome derive its name, as Languedoc, quaſi Landt- 


Goth) making Tolouſe the Capital of the fame ; which 


they afterwards extended as far'as to tht River Loyre. 
In 778. Charles the Great granted' this Province to 
the Earls-of Tolouſe : from whoth 1n+1361. K. Fobn 
finally taking it, united it to'the Crown of France. 

Lanfſchet , a City of Poland. See- Lencicia. 
 Lantaine, Lextana, a River in the- Earldom of 
Burgundy, which falls into the'Saone ; between Fal- 
cougney, and Conflans : upon it ſtatids Luxevil, which 
1s about fix Leagues from Langres to the Eaſt.

Lanzano. See: Lanciano.  - 

Lanzerote, or :Lanzarotta, Pluitalza, one of the 
Azores, or Canary Iſlands, which' lies in 'Long. 4+ 
Lat. 27. '40. '- b545? 


' The Kingdom of Lao, or:Laos, in the Eaſt Indies, 
is bounded by the Kingdoms of Tunquin to the Eaft, 


Cainbaia to the South, S:am and Pegu to the Weſt, 


and Ava to the North. Of great ſtrength againſt In- 


vaſlion, from the* Mountains ſurrounding it. Fruit- 
ful, temperate, -and very healthful ; under a King here- 
tofore tributary to China, but now abſolute, who re- 
ceives the Tributes of divers petty Kings as their So- 
veraign. -It is divided into feven great Provinces, go- 
verned by Viceroys; and wat by the Mother of 
Rivers (as they call it) the River Lao, which ſpring- 
ing from about the high Mountains of the Province 
of Funnan upon the Frontiers of China, divides into 
two great Rivers. ſome Leagues from Lao; whereof 
one paſſes Wett by Pegu to the Gulph of Bengale, 
the other expands it ſelf in divers Branches throughout 
all Lao, cutting the ſame in two from North to 
South. The Capital City is Larngione in 18 deg. of 
Lat. The King-of Torqurin attempted not long ago 
to unite this Kingdom with his own, but not with 
ſucceſs. It has been a Kingdom” ſmce the year 6>0; 
before which it was a ſort of a Republick ; and before 
that, a Member of the Kingdom of Ch:na. 

Laodicea See Eskihiſar, Laudichia, and Lyche. 

Laon, Laudunum, Lugdimum Clavatum, a City 
in Picardy in France, which is commonly pronoun» 
ced Lan. - It is great and very-well fortified ; and a 
Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of Rhezms. Bau- 
drand placeth it in the Iſle of France, on a high 
Hill, but in the borders of Pzcardy.; of which {he 
faith ) it was- once a part; teti Miles from Kk heims 
to the North-Weſt, and twenty eight from Pars to 
the North-Eaſt. The Biſhop is always one of the 
twelve Peers of - France; anda Duke. The Dioceſe 
belonging to this City, is called 'Laonnoy, or Lan- 
3203s, It is bounded on the North with Tierache, a 
part of Picardy ; on the Eaft by Champagne, and on 
the South and Weſt with Soz/ſorne : 1t takes this name 
from the principal City. Some - French Synods have 
been aſſembled here. 

Lapozd; Lapurd, Labord, more commonly called 
Bayonne. © See Bayonne. 

Lapathios., Lapithus, a City at the North end of 
the Ile of Cyprus, which 1s yet a Biſhop's See, and 
retains the Greek Rites. Tt 1s very ancient, and cal- 
led Laperhos by Pliny, and L apatho by Strabo. 

Lapithz, an antient People of Theſſalia, dwelling 
in the Country about Lars/ſa, and the Mountain 
Olympus. .*Ovid ftyles them Sylveſtres. Virgil af- 
cribes to' them the Invention of Brzdles. 

Lapland; Zapponia, Lappia, called by the Inha- 
bitants .apmarck; by the Swedes, Dabmienladti ; 
by the Germans,” Lapiandt ;: by' the Moſcovzres , 
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Loppt, and by the French, Laponie. It is the molt 
Northern part of Scandinavia, firſt mentioned by 
Saxo Grammaticus, about the year of Chriſt 1 196; 


Bounded on the North with the Frozen Sea, or the 
"North Ocean ; on the Weft with the Kingdom of 


Norway ;' 'on th: South with Bothniza and Frnia, (two 


Provinces of Sweden) and'on the Eaft by the White 
'S2a. It was heretofore divided into three Kingdoms ; 


and'is now at this day divided between three Princes, 
the” Emperor of Moſcovy, the King of Sweden, and 


the King of Denmark, of which the King of Swedez: 


has the "greateſt ſhare.' Fohannes Scheffernus lately 
pat"out a very exact Account of theſe Countries : 
towards the North and Eaſt it is extreamly Mountain- 
ous and barren ; but the South is. more : level, and 
well watered with Rivers' and Lakes. There hays: 
been, rot: long fince, 'found in it, Mines of Braſs, 
Iron;' Silver and*Lead, beſides divers forts of precious 


' Stones. As this is one .of the Hyberborean People, 


who are buried the greateſt part of the year in Snow 
and Darkneſs; ſo they-are extreamly Rude, Tgno- 
rant, Poor, and Barbarous: fo fearful,-that they 
will ſtart and be in a' fright at the noiſe -of a Leaf : 
infamous ' for - Witchcraft ; and Conjurations ; yet 
Chrittians in Profefſion'; and fo revengeful that they 
will throw themſelves ſometimes into a River, to pe- 
riſh willingly with - one: they hate in their Arms, if 
they can but fo deftroy. him. The more Northern 
are the moſt barbarousg. - pit a0 'y on 

'Lar, Laria, a great and magnificent City in that 
Province, of the Kingdom of Per/ia, which gives 
name'to a Kingdom: ſeated in the Confines. of Cara« 
mania;' upon the River Ty/indon ; a hundred: and fe» 
venity 'Miles from -Ormus to the North-Eaſt : but in 
the later Maps it is placed only forty German Miles 
from Ormus, and on the Welt ſide of the River. 
Monfieur Thevenot [gives a large Account of this 
Town in the ſecond part of his Travels; cap 4. to 
whom I refer the'Reader; It lies Long. 93. 40. Lat. 
27. 46: Mr. Herberr faith, it conſiſted of about two 
thouſand Houſes, and had had five; but loſt three 
thouſand in an Earthquake: : It is, as he faith, fa- 
mous for nothing but. its Caftle ; built at the North- 


' end, on'an aſpiring Mountain, and ſtored with the 


Cannon brought fromi Ormus. S The Kingdom of 
Lar took its name from the laſt metitioned City ; 
lying near Ormus, and the entrance of the Perſian 
Gulph. Schab Abbas, King of Perſia, annexed this 
to the reſt of his Dominions in the end: of. the laft 
Century ; viz. in 1596+ by a Conquelt of :the Gue- 
bres ; who were before Maſters of it, and were Go- 
verned by a Prince of their own, ſtiled King of Lar ; 
the laſt of which was flain by the Per/ians, with all 
his Progeny, to ſecurethis barren and poor Kingdom 
to the King of Perſia. The Water of this Kingdom. 
is extream bad and unhealthful, as both Aerber: 
and Thevenor agree : the Soil barren and ſandy : and 
they both ſay alſo, that in this Kingdom there are a 
vaſt number of Fews. But Mr. Herbere faith, That 
there is neither River nor Rivolet near 'the City of 
Lar, by a hundred Miles ; and Thevenor, they had 
nothing but Ciftern-Water to drink, which was ſub- 
ject to Corruption ; which ſeems to confirm Mr. Hey- 
bert's Report. See Herbert, pag. 52+ -Thevenot , 
Part. 2. pag. 131. $S' Ptolemy mentions an Arabian 
River, Lar ; Now called Om. See Om. 
Larache, L'Haris, or Arays, Lixa, a: Town in 
the Kingdom of Fez in Africa, in the Province of 
Aſgar, at the mouth of a River of its own name, 
(call'd by Caſtaldus, Lufſo; by the Italians, Fieume 
di Larach; in Silius Ltalicus, Lixus.) towards the 
Atlantick Ocean, between Cape Sparte/ and Mame- 
74: taken from the Spanzards, by the Moors in Neo- 
vember 1689. after a Siege of three months, enucly 
allerte

aſſerted and refifted with extraordinary Bravery. 

Larad,.or Lara, a Town in Old Caſtile in Spain, 
upon the River Arlanza, at the foot of the hg 
tains: .remakable-in the Spaniſh Hittory, for giving 
name to the Family de Lara, which once had ſeven 
Sons all Knighted in a day. 

Laranda, a City of Cappadocia, called by the ſame 
name it now has by Pro/emy and Strabo, It is a Bi- 
ſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of ſconzam ; but 
very ſmall, and ill peopled; and itands fifty Miles 
from it, towards the Borders of Cilicza, and Mount 
Taurus Fa\tward. 

Larcdo, Laredum;, a ſmall City, or Sea-Port Town, 
in the Kingdom of Spain, in the Province of Biſcay ; 
which his a large and a faie Harbour, and is the prin- 
Cipal of the four Sea-Ports: ſeven Miles from S. An- 
dreo to the North, and twelve from Bzibao to the 
South-Weft. Near this place the Archbiſho;» of Bour- 
deaux defeated the Spaniſh Fleet in 1639, 

Larghtier, Tarras, a City in the I{land of Sardinta. 

Larignum, a famous old Caſtle near the Alpes, 
built of the Wood Larix or Larchtree, in the times 
of 7ulzus Ceſar, who beſieged and took it. Yet V:- 
truvius reports, that when Caſar ſet tire to it, it re- 
fiited the Flames. 

Larina, Larinum, a City of the Kingdom of Na- 
Fes, in the Caprtanata, which 1s a Biſhop's See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Benevento ; but little and ill 
peopled, and in the poſſefſion ( as to the Revenue) 
of the Prince of Caſſal. It lies in the Confines of 
the County of Moliſe, near the River Brfernum, for- 
ty Miles from Benevento to the North, and four from 
Tremolz on the Adr:atich Sea, to the South. 

Larts, an ancient City of Idumea, in Paleſtine ; 
between the latter and Ezypt, upon the Shoars of the 
Meatterranean Sea; in which, William, Archbi- 
ſhop of Tyre reports, Baldwin 1. King of ernſalem 
died in 1118. 

Laris, Lariſſa, a City of Syria, mentioned by 
Strabo ; which 1s a Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Apamia, (now Haman, ) and ttands between it 
and Epiphania; now inhabited by very few People, 
being in the hands of the Turks. 

Lariſſa, the principal City of Thefſalca, a Province 
of Macedonia, and the Country of Achzlles ; feated 
upon the River Peneo; twenty five Miles from the 
Bay of Theſſalonica to the Weſt, twenty five from 
Pharſaius to the South, ard two hundred from Con- 
ſtantinople to the South-Welt. It is nzw an Archbi- 
ſhop's See, and one of the moſt fiouriſhing Cities in 
Greece, by reaſon the late Grand Seignior being diſ- 
guſted with Conſtantinople, almoſt twenty years toge- 
ther kept his Court here. This City is thus defcribed 
by the learned Dr. Edward Brown. The City of La- 
71ſſa. is pleaſantly ſeated on a rifing Ground ; in the 
upper part whereof ftands the Grand Seignzor's Pa- 
lace, upon the North the famous Mountain of O/ym- 
pus, and on the South a plain Country ; inhabited 
by Chriſtians, Turks and Jews. There is a handſome 
Stone Bridge over the River, conſiſting of nine Arch- 
es. Extraordinary populous, by reaſon the Sultan 
was then there ; yet kept in great quiet by the Offi 
cers. I might from him tranſcribe fome Hiſtorical 
Paſſages concerning this place ; but I ſhall rather re» 
mit the Reader to his pleaſant Deſcription for further 
ſatisfaction, Achslles was firnamed Lar:ſſeus from 
this City. It is otherwiſe called Larſa.. Toe Antients 
mention more places, leſs important, of this name ; 
and alſo a River Lariſſus, in the Peloponneſus. 

Larius Lacus, the ſame with the Lake of Coma. 
See Coma. 

Laro30, Ladicus, a Spur of the Pyrenean Hills in 
the Kingdom of Leon; in the Road which leads from 
Leon to Compoſtella. 


Larone, Laros, a ſinall River in S. Peter's Patri- 
mony ; Which flows out of the Lake of Braccsano, 
and falls into the Tyrrhenian Sea ; about fifteen Miles 
from Rome to the North Welt. 

Larta, one of the Names of Epirus, a Region 
of Greece. 

Lartacho, Rhyndacus, Lycus, a River of Mya in 
the Leſſer A/ia ; which riſeth out of the Lake of Ar- 
eynia, at the foot of Mount O:ympus ; and fails in- 


to. the Proponrzs ; called by the Turks, UWabat. 


L afcaris, a Szigniory near Nice in Provence, up- 
on the Contines of France and 1:aiy, giving name to 
an honorable Family. 

Lailan-Zee, Laſſanenſis Lacus, a Lake in the hi- 
ther Pomerania, ſo called from a Town upon it. 
This Lake is made by the Weſtern Branch of the 
River Oder, (Der Pfin,) a little above Wolg aft, 
and 1s extended to the length of ſome Miles in the 
Iile of V/edom ; then falls by the Oder info the Bal- 
tick, Sea, over againft the Ifle of Ruden, in the Bay 
of Rygen. 

Latiuin. The far greateſt part of this ancient Re- 
gion of Iealy is now contained in the Campagna dt 
Roma. At the firlt it extended only from the Tyber 
to the Promontorium Circeum, and its molt ancient 
Inhabitants were called Aboriganes. But whea the 
Hernict, the /£q:7, the Volſci, and the Auſones uni- 
ted under one common Naine of Lat, then the 
bounds of Larzum reach'd as far as to the River Lrrs. 
For 543 years, we have a Chronological Succetiton 
of the Kzngs of the Latines, till the year of the 
World 3299 or 3330, that Romulus founded Rome. 

Latomiz, a Cavern, cut out of a Rock, by the 
Tyrant D:ony/ius, near Syracuſa, in the Iſland of S:- 
ci/y, about two hundred feet broad and one Stadium 
long, to ferve for a Priſon. Cicero reproaches Yer 
res with encloſing divers Roman Citizens therein. It 
15 now called /e Tog rates 

Lavagna, Lavania, L2bonia, a ſmall River and 
Town in the State of Genoua, upon the Mediterrane- 
an Sea; between Chiavars to the Weſt, and Seſtrz 
di Levante to the Ealt. The Counts ds Fliſc: are of 
this place. —_ 

Laval, or Laval Guion, Vailis Guidonis, a Town 
in the Province of Mazne, upon the River /a Mayne, 
in France, in the Dioceſe of Mans; giving Name 
to an honorable Family, and famous for making of 
Silks. In 1242. a Councyl was held here. 

Lavanmpnd, Lavemunde or Lavenmind, Oftiun 
Lavanti, Lavanmunda, a City in Germany, with a 
Caſtle belonging to it in the Lower Carinthia, and 
an Epiſcopal See under the Archbiſhop of Sa/rzbourgh, 
upon the River Lavant; in the Valley Der La- 
vanthal, where it falls into the Drave : about two 
Miles from S. Andre to the South, twelve German 
Miles from Pettaw to the Welt : Lavanmynd figni- 
fies Lavant's Mouth. 

L avaur, YVaurim, or Vaurium, a ſmall City in 
Languedoc in France ; by Pope John XX. in 1317. 
made a Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of To/ouſe, 
out of which Dioceſe it was taken. It ftands upon 
the River Agout, in the Upper Languedoc, in the 
Confines of the A/bzgeoss ; five Leagues from Tolouſe 
to the Eaſt, and fix from Caſtres to the Weſt. In 
this Dioceſe are contained fixty nins Pariſhes. There 
have been two French Synods aflembled at Lavaur ; 
the firſt in 1213+ againſt Perer K of Aragon tor ta- 
king part with the A/b:igenſes ; the other in 1368. 

Laubach. See Labach. . 

Lanbenburgh, Lawenburgh, Coxnoenum, a Town 
in the Lower Saxony, upon the River £/b; eight 
German Miles from Hamburgh to the Eaſt 5 which 18 
alſo the Capital of a Dukedom of the ſame name. 


Written ſometimes Lawemburgh. It is under the Do- 
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minion of its own Duke, who is a Roman Catholick, 
Prince ; of the ancient Family of the Dukes of Saxony. 
This Dukedom lies between the Dukedoms of Lunene 
burgh, Meck/enburgh, and Holſtein; the Counties of 
Ratzburgh, Frantzhagen, Saſſenhagen, with many 
other places towards the E!b, belonging to this Duke 
and Dukedom. 7 

Lauden, Lauda, a Town in Franconia in Germa- 
»y, under the Biſhop of Wurrsburgh; from which 1t 
{tands five German Miles to the Weſt ; 1n the borders 
of the Biſhoprick of Menez, upon the Raver Tauber, 

Lauden, Laudcxia. Sce Lothaine. 

Laudichta, Laodicea, a City in the Leſſer 41a. 
It ood in Galatia, in the Contines of Lycaomza; but 
is now a ſmall Village, called by the Turks, Ladtk ; 
conſolated by nothing but a Caravanſera ( or place 
for the Lodging of Travellers, ) and Baths of warm 
Waters, now wholly neglected. $ There is another 
City in Afia, called by the ſame Turksſ/ name ; but 
Lyche, by the Inhabitants. See Lyche. | | 

Lavello, Labe//um, Lavellum, a City in the Baſils- 
cate, in the Kingdom cf Naples ; whici 1s a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop ot Barz ; very ſmall, but 
it has marks of great antiquity. It RanCs in the limits 
of the Capitanata; three Miles from the River Of ar.- 
zo. The Biſhop's Juriſdiction is no larger than the 
Walls of the City. 

Lavenham,a MarketTown in the County of Suſſex, 
in the hundred of Babergh, upon the River Breton, 
and an Eininence ; adorn'd with a ſpatious Church. 

Lauffenburgh, a ſmall German City upon the 
Rhine on a Rock, well fortified 3 under the Domi- 
non of the Houſe of Anſtria ; between Sohafhauſen 


to the Eaſt, and Baſil to the Welt, five Miles from - 


either. It was often taken by the French and Swedes 
in the great War ; but by the Treaty of Munſter at 
laſt reſtored to the Emperor. There 1s here a Bridge 
over the Rhine ; and the Town ſtands on both fides 
of the River. 

Laugingen, or Lawgingen, Lavinga, a City in 
Schwaben in Germany, under the Duke of Newburgh : 
it has been a Free and Imperial City, but is now ex- 
empted. It ftands upon the Danube, one Mile above 
Dilingen, and fix beneath Vim to the Eaſt. 

E. Lavington, a Market Town in W:!tſh:re, in 
the Hundred of Swanborn. 

Lavinta, Lavigna, or Citta Lavinia, Lavini- 
um, a City of Latinm in Italy; built by /Eneas, 
forty one years after the ruin'of Troy 3 which is now 
a ſmall Village in Campagna dz Roma; 18 Miles from 
Rome, 10 from the Tyrrhenian Sea, and 42 from 
Gajetta to the North-Weſt. It is now under the 
Dominion of the Pope, but inhabited by a very ſmall 
number of People. | 

Lavino, Labinins, a ſmall River in Bononza, about 
eight Miles from that City to the Welt, toward Mode- 
24. It falls into the River Samogra ; which a little 
lower ends in the Reno ; which falls into the Po, fix 
Miles below  Buond:no. Upon the Banks of this River 
the Traumvirate between Ottavianw, ( afterwards 
Auguſtus) M. Antonius, and Lepidus, was agreed 
and ſigned. 

Lauraguais, Lauriacus Apger, a Diſtrict in Lan- 
guedoc in France ; which gives the Title of a Count, 
and takes its name from a Caſtle. It lies between the 
River Ariege, and Agout, within the Mountains : 
The capital Town of it is Caſte/naudars. 

Lauriol, or Lorzol, a conliderable Town in Dau- 
phine in France, near the River Drome, which ſoon 
after falls into the Rhoſne, betwixt Valence and Mor:- 
telimar. It was often taken and retaken by the Ca- 


tholicks and Huguenots in the Civil Wars of France, 
in the laſt Age. Some ſuppoſe it to be the Aria of 
te Antients,

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Lauſanne, Lauſonium, Lauſanna, a City in Sw;t- 
zerland ; the Capital of the Diſtrict of le Vault ; be- 
longing to the Canton of Bearn, ever ſince 1536. 
whereas before it was an Imperial and Free City, fub- 
jet to none but the Empire. It is alſo a Biſhop's 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Beſanzon, or Byzants, 
as the Germans call it ; but the Town being poſſeſſed 
by none but Hereticks (as Baudrand faith, ) the Bi- 
ſhops have removed their Reſidence to Friburgh ſince 
the year 1532. It ſtands fix German Miles from Ge- 
neva to the North-Eaſt, and a ſmall diſtance from 
the Lake of Lemane to the North. This Lake is ſome- 
tines trom this City called the Lake of Lauſanne. 
This City, ſince it. fell under the Dominion of the 
Canton of Bearn, has been made an Univerſity. 

Lauſanitz. See Luſatza. 
| Lautree, a {mall Town in the Territory of 4/bi7eos, 
in Languedoc in France. two Leagues trom Caſtres, 
upon a ſruitful Hill for Wine. The Caſtle it formerly 
had 1s ruined. Yet it retains the honour of a Viſcounty. 

Lawenburgh. Sce L arbenburgh. ; 

Lawenburg, Lawenburgum, a Town in Pomera- 
nia. near the Baltick Sea, under the Duke of Bran. 
denburgh ; but a Fee of the Kingdom of Poland. It 
ikands 1n the Territory of Pomerel, upon the River 
Lobo ; eight German Miles from Dantzick to the 
Weſt, two from the borders of Pruſſia, and three from 
the Baltick Sea. The Poles call it Loywenbozch. 

Lauwers, Lavica, Laubacns, a ſmall River in 
the Dutch Frie/land, which pirts it from Gronmgen ; 
and then falls into the German Ocean over again{t 
the Ifle af Monick Doge. 

Larta, Col/chu. See Menrvyrelin. 

Lazach, a City and ems No of Arabia Felix, 
under the Turks. 

Lazi, an antient People of Sarmaria Europa , 
dwelling heretofore upon the Banks of the Palus Meo- 
tz5, or rather towards the Caſpie Porte, near the 1berz. 
We read of their Converfion to the Chriſtian Faith 
about the year 522, when Zatus their King was bap- 
tized at Conſtantinople, the Emperon Zuſtinus ſhand- 
ing his Sponſor. 

Lazzara. See Granico., 

Laberberg. See Frura. 

Leaotung, a Province of the Kingdom of China, 
ſubject to the Tartars, fince the Year 1630. towards 
whom it lies. 

Lea, a River of Harefordſhire, on the B:nks 
whereof Hartford, Ware, Harfield, and Hodſdon 
are all four ſituated. The fame ſeparates the County 
of Eſſex alſo froin Mzsddleſex, 

Lebuſs, Lebr/ia, a ſmall City, in the Marquiſate 
of Brandenburg ; which is a Biſhop's See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Gneſna ; one Mile from Frank fort on 
the Oder to the North. This Bifhoprick was tounded 
by Mzeci/lazs, Duke of Poland, in 965. Sold in 1260. 
to Ocho, Marqueſs of Brandenburgh, by Boleſlaus, 
Duke of S:lefia ; and has ever fince been in this Fa- 
mily. In 1555- this Biſhoprick with its Biſhop, em- 
braced the Auguſtane Confetiion. 

Lecca, Leccz, Lecce, Aletium, the principal Town 
in the Province of Ozranto, in the Kingdom of N- 
ples ; which is great, rich, and (next to Naples) the 
moſt populous 1n that Kingdom. It is a Biſhop's See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Ozranro ; from which it ſtands 
20 Miles to the South, and 7 from the Shoars of the 
Adriatich. Called by the later Latin Writers Litzum. 

Leck, Lech, Licus, Lechus, Lycias, a River of 
Germany; which ariſeth in the County of Tirol, in 
the Confines of the Griſonsz; and flowing North- 
wards between Bavaria and Schwaben, and patling 
through Ausburgh, falls into the Danube over againit 
Papenhetm a little ' beneath Danawert. The In- 
habitants of that part of Bavaria, which lay next

"his River about Ausburgh, are called-by iSerabo and 
Pliny, Licatiz; and at this day Lechrainers from 
this River. | | 

Leck, Fofſa Corbulonis, a Branch of the Rhine 
in Holand ; which divides from it at Pyke tn C- 
zreche ; and running Weſtward in the North part of 
Holland, beneath Rotterdam, falls into the Maes. 

Lecoure, or Leiftoure, Laiftoure, and Letoure, 
L attoracum, Laforium, Leftora, Civitas Lattora- 
cium, a City in Gaſcony tm France : which 1s the Ca» 
pital of the County of Armaznac, and a Biſhops See 
under the Archbiſhop of Aux. It is ſeated on an 
Hill, and detended by a ſtrong Caſtle, upon the River 
Gers; fix Miles from Ax, ten from Tolouſe to the 
South-Weſt, and three from Condom. 

Ledbury, or Lidbury, a well built Market Town in 
Herefordſhire, in the Hundred of Radlow ; ſtanding 
in a rich Clay Ground, near the Malvern Hills, and 
much inhabited by Ctothiers. 

Ledeſma, Blezrſa, a ſmall Town in Leon in Spain, 
ypon the River Tormes ; fix Leagues from Salamanca 
to the North-Eaſt. 

Ledung,' Dur, a-ſmall River of Ireland, in the 
County of Kerry. 

Leeberg, or Leerberg, Sce Fura.' + 
SR, one of the Iſlands on the Weſt of Scor- 

ANa. 

'Leeds, a conſiderable Market Town in the Weſt 
Riding of Yorkſhire, in the Hundred of Skirack, 
upon the River Are : well inhabited by Clothters. 
The Kings of Northumberland had anciently a Pa- 
lace Royal here. | 

Leek, a Market Town in Staffordſhire, in the 
Hundred of Totmonſtorv. 7 

Leerpoole, or Leverpoole, a ' confiderable Sea- 
Port Town, upo3 the River Irmel, in the South part 
of the County of Lancaſter, towards ' the' Borders. 
of Cheſhire ; three Miles' from the IriſÞ Sea. It is 
now one of the moſt thriving Ports z and' 'has. a' 
Trade equal to the beſt Town on the Weſtern Shoar, 
except Briſtol : it ſends alſo two Burgetles to Parlia- 
ment. The Poo! is commanded by a Caftle, built by 
King Fohn, on the South fide ; and on the Welt, 
upon the River, ſtands a itately ſtrong Tower. The 
Mores of Banck Hall at their proper Charge and 
Induſtry have much improved and beautified this 
Town. ; | 

Leenwarden, Leovardia, the Capital: City of 
Frieſland ; which was made a Biſhops:Se&e by Pope 
Paul VI. It is great, well built, and ſtrongly forti- 
fied ; almoſt two German Miles from! the Sea to the 
South, and ſeven from Groningen to'the Weſt. 

Leffp, Liffee, Luffee, the nobleſt River 'of  Ire- 
land ; upon which Diblin ſtands. So. far, ( ſaith 
Mr. Cambden ) over-powered by the County of Dub- 
lin; that though his Spring be'-but fifteen Miles 
from his Fall into' the | Sea,- yet to -atcompliſh his 
Courſe, he is forced to fetch'a' very- greaticompaſls : 
fir{t running South through S. Patrick's Fields cight 
Miles, then Weſt five Miles, then Northby the -Conn- 
ty of K#/dare ten Miles, North-Eaſt five; at:laſt Eaſt 
by the Caſtle of *K1zock;, and+the City-of Dublin, into 
the I:ſþ Sea, ten Miles.

1035 1n Lombardy, in Italy, under the Venetians. In 
Latin, L1viacum. | 
| Leiceſterſhire, Leiceſtria, one of the inland Coun- 
ties of England ; bounded on the North by Noc- 
tingham, on the Eaſt by Lincoin and Rutland, on 
the South by Northampton, and on the Welt by FVar- 
wickſktire and Darby. It abounds in Corn, Peaſe 
and Beans, but wants Wood; it has plenty of Coal, 
and excellent Paſture. The Air.-is foft and health- 
ful. Its ſhape is Circular; being about 196. Miles 
in Circumference. Containing twelve Market Towns, 
and one hundred and ninety two Pariſhes: in length 
from Eaſt to Weſt about thirty Miles, in breadth twen- 
ty five. Watered by the Rivers Stower and #reak, 
together with many others of lefſer Courſes, . 
Leiceſter, the principal Town of it, ( which gives 
name to the whole, ) lies in the middle of the County 
on the Eaſt fide of the Sroure, over which it hath 
two Bridges, in Long.

Lem, Lemuris, a River of Italy, in the States of 
Genoua ; which riſeth out of the Apenmne, and wa- 
tereth Gavi , in the Borders of Montssferrat, and 
M:lan ; then falls into the River Bormza, in the 
Dnkedom of Ms/an ; which falls into the Tanara, 
and ends in the River Po at Baſignana; fix Italian 
Miles Eaſt of Giaro/s. This River isallo called Lim, 
and :/ Lemo. 

The Lake of Lemane, Lemans, a conſiderable 
Lake made by the River Rhoſne ; between SwitZer- 
land to the North, and Savoy to the South. Called 
by thoſe who live near it, the Lake of Geneva; by 
the Germans, das Genferzee ; by the Iralzans, i- 
lago di Geneora : extending from Eaſt to Welt a- 
bout nine German »Miles; and about two over, 
where it is broadeſt : the Rhofne enters it at Nowle, 
and goes out at Geneva, in the moft Weltern end 
of it. It is ſurrounded with good Towns; the prin- 
cipal ( next Geneva, ) is Laufanne on the North; 
by the name of which this Lake is ſomtime called.

Lenox, Lenoxia, Levinia, a County in the North 
of Scotland, through | which the River and Lake of 
Lomond palleth: on the Eaſt it hath the County of 
Menteith, on the South Cunnengham, ( cut oft by 
Dunbriton Fyrth,) on the Welt Argi/e, and on the 
North A/bania. This County has the Honor of b:- 
ing a Dakedom ; which Title has been born by ſeve- 
ral of the Royal Line of Scotland. The principal 
Town in it 1s Dunbritown. 

Lens, Lentium, Lendum, Lenenſe Caſtrum, Ne- 
metacum, a mall Town in Artozs, upon the River 
Souchetzyz three Leagues from Arras to the North, 
and four from Doway to the Weſt. The French 
beſieged this ſmall place in 1647. but by the loſs of 
their General /s Gaſſe, ( ſlain by a ſhot, whilit he 
was plucking at a Paliſadoe ) they were forced to 
leave it : near this place the French gave the Spanz- 
ards a great overthrow in 1648. and after polieiſed 
themſelves of it; to whom the Pyrenean Treaty 
confirmed it in 1659. The Town has been fortified ; 
but was ſome years ſince {lighted and diſmantled. 

Lentini, ' Leontina, a very ancient City in the 
Iſle of Szczly, in the Valley of Netina on the Ea- 
ftern choar, Heretofore a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Syracuſe ; whillt Syracuſe was the Me- 
tropohs- of the Iſland under the Greek Emperors. 
It 1s now pretty conſiderable and populous, but very 
confuſedly built. A place of greater Antiquity than 
Syracuſe, and perhaps than any other City now in the 
Iſland. It ſtands five Miles from the Seato the Welt, 
and ten'from Catenia to the Squth-Welt. 

Lenza, Nic:a, a River of italy ; which ſpringing 
from the Apennine, runneth North ; and parteth the 
Dukedom.-of Parma from that of Modena ; then 
falls into the Po at Bar/ſelſo, eight Miles from Parma 
to the North. ' x 

Leominſter, or Lemter, a Market and Borough 
Town ini Herefordſhvre, in the Hundred of FF//phey, 
upon the' River Lug : of chief Note, for fine Wheat, 
Flower, and Wooll. 

Leon, Legio-Germanica, Sublanco, a City of Spain 
in the Aſtnres,; built in the Reign of Nerva the Em- 
peror. It is now called by the Inhabitants Leon, or 
Leone :* a'Biſhops See, under.the Archbiſhop of Come 
poſtellay ( ſo.far. exempted, that he acknowledgeth na 
Metropolitan. but . the Pope:; ) and the Capital of the 
Kingdom of: Leon, ever ſince 658. .. It ftands at the 
bottom of an Hill, by the Fountains of the River 
Ela; very great, but not much peopled : twelve 
Miles from the Ocean to the South, and twenty .one 
from Yaledo/id to the North-Welt. It was Reco- 
vered from the Moers in 7232s and 1s adorned 
with one of the moſt beautiſyl; Cathedrals in Spain, 
S There:is another City- in New Spain in America, 
called Leorr by the Spaniards, and Ragarando by 
the Natives, 'which being the Capital of N:caragua, 
( the Province #1 which it ſtands,) is ſometmmes 
called Leowde: Nicaragua. This is a: Biſhops See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Mex:co: by a Lake of the ſame 
name ; about'13 Leagues trom the Shoars of the Pact- 
fick Ocean, 'and 18 New Granada to the Eaſt. . 
- The Kingdom of Leon and Oviedo, Leg:onenſe 

:m., hath on the Eaſt the County of B#jcay ; 
on the North the main Cantabrian Ocean, on the 
South :Ca/tile, and on the Weſk Galicia. It has its 
name 'frem Leon and Oviedo, the two chief Cities in 
it. This t$the molt ancient Kingdom in Spain; and 
began about 917. being more anciently called A/Zu- 
ria, from the 4ftares, an old People, who poſſeſſed 
it. It is mountairous, and full of Woods, divided 

in 
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in two by the River Duero; about fifty five Leagues 
long from North to South, and forty broad. Amugu- 
ft us Ce/ar was the firlt R:»man that conquered it. The 
Goths, after five hundred years free poſſefſion of it, 
outed the Romans; and after fonr hundred more, the 
Saracens did as much for the Goths : but they «. the 
Saracens ) did not long enjoy it ; this being the firit 
Kingdom the Chriſtians recovered from them, unler 
the Command of Pe/agius, a young Prince of this 
Nation, about 717. It continued a ſeparate Kingdom, 
under twenty nine Princes ; till in 1223. Ferd:n. I1L. 
annexed it to Caft:le ( he being married to Beren- 
Luela , ſecond Sitter of Henry King of Caſtile ; } 
tho in prejudice of B/anch, the eldett Siſter, (mar- 
ried to Lewis VIII. King of France : ) which was 
afterward in- 1267. ſet right by a Treaty, when 
Lews IX. in conlideration of a Marriage ſurrendered 
all his Right and Title, (as Son of the ſaid Blanch, } 
to Alphonſus V. King of Leon and Caſtile. Peter 
de la Marca, Archbiſhop of Pars, in his Hiſtory of 
Bearn, faith, this Kingdom did not begin ſo early as 
the Spaniards pretend ; and endeavours to prove it. 
But this is no place for Controverſies. 

Leon, Leondoul, Leona, a City in Britagne in 
Fx ance, on the North Shoar of that Province ; thirty 
three Leagues from Rennes to the Wett, ten from 
Treguier, and eleven from Breſt to the North. This 
3s a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Toures : 
one S. Paul being its moſt ancient Biſhop, about 
the year 600, the City is often called S. Paul 
de Leon, from him : it 1s the Capital of the Territory 
of Leonnos, well foitified, and has alſo a Caſtle, and 
a ſafe Harbour upon the Br:z:sſþ Sea. Heretofore 
the Seat of the Dukes of Br:tagne ; and the Country 
of the ancient Ofiſmi or Ofiſmis mentioned by Cefar : 
whence its Latin Name, beſides Leona and Leonum, 
is Civitas Olſmorum. $ There is mention made of 
another Leon in Cappadocia in the Leſſer 4/ia, other- 
wiſe called Yati;a, and thought to be the Poleme- 
num of the Ancients. 

S. Leonard, a Town in Limoſin in France ; and 
another in Nivergne. ; 

Lepanto, Naupatus, /Etolia, a Sea-Port in A- 
chaia, (now Livadia,) called by the Turks , 
Enebchti ; is ſeated -in that part of Greece, which 
the Ancients called 01:4, twelve Miles from Patra : 
the 1:alians gave it the name of Lepanto : it is ſeated 
not far from the. entrance of the Weſtern Bay of Co- 
rinth , heretofore ſo called; but now from this 
place the Gulph of Lepanto. The City 1s built on the 
South ſide of a towering Mountain, formed like a 
Cone ; on the top of which is a ſtrong Caſtle, ſur- 
rounded with four ſtrong Walls, ſet at ſome di- 
{tance one above another ; between which the Inha- 
bitants have their Houſes. The Port is very handſom 
and beautiful; and may be ſecured by a Chain, the 
Mouth of it is ſo freight ; it will hold but a few 
Ships, and thoſe cannot go out and in at any time, 
for want of Water. It is ſeated in a pleaſant Country, 
filled with delightful Gardens, yielding fome of the 
beſt Wine in Greece ; and has on the Eaſt fide a 
a fine River , which ſerves their Mills, then their 
Gardens, ;and afcerward all the City and Seamen. 
The Turks have fix or ſeven Moſques 1n it, the 
Greeks two Churches, and the Femws three Synagogues. 
In 1408. it was under the Emperor of Greece; but 
being too remote ( as things then ftood ) for him to 
ſceure it, Emanuel the Emperor, afſigned it to the 
Venetians ; who took care to fortifie it, as it is now. 
In 1475- Mahomet the Great, the ſame that took 
Conſtantinople, having gained Corinth, beſieged it 
with an Army of thirty thouſand Men ; and after 
four Months ſpent before it, was forced to retire with 
with ſhame and loſs. The Turks having found by 


this cot; experiment «the ftrength of this impor - 
tant place, in 1499. made ufe of another me- 


thod: befides a victorious Army, and a potent Fleet, - 


to terrifie them. he imployed Bribes ; corrupted Hz:c- 
romamo tropo, the Fene:zan Governour 5 and by a 
Treachery altogether wnworthy of Bajazer 11. ( who 
was here in perlon, ) poileiſed himſelf of it. In 
1571. Octob. 7. in the Gulph of Lepanto, from five 
a Clock in the morning till night, was fought the 
molt bloody Sea Battel betwixt the Chrz/tian an.i the 
Ottoman Fleets, thit ever befel the Turks ſince the 
beginning of their Empire. There, in the ſame Galph, 
Where the Emperor Auguſtus overthrew Marc :4n- 
thony. The Chriſtians lolt eight thouſand Men. Of the 
Turks, tive thouſand were taken priſoners, and about 
thirty thouſand flain, with Hals Baſſaw their Admiral. 
Of the Turkiſh Gallies, one hundred and thirty were 
taken, and above ninety others ſunk, burnt, and de- 
ſtroyed. The General:ſſimo on the Chriſtians fie 

was Don Fohn of Auſtria, a Natural Brother to 
Philip IT. King of Sp.uin, accompanied with the 
Flower of the 1:a/ian Nobility. At the ſawe t me, 
nigh twenty thouſand Chriſtian Slaves recovered their 

Liberty. In 1687. the Yenertians having in the three 

preceding years almoſt beat the Turks out of the reit 

of the Morea, and reſolved to begin this Campagne 
with the Siege of Patras; their General Moro/mz, 
Landed in the Morea near Patras on Zuly 22. not- 
withitanding all the oppolition of the Seraſquier : the 

24. he fought, and defeated the Seraſqurer : and ha- 

ving thereupon taken in Patras, and the Dardanel/ 

Caſtle on that fide, ( fo called in imitation of thoſe of 
the Hel/eſpont ) he croſſed to the other to Lepanto 

and found the Turks making all the haſte they could 

to empty the Place for him z whereupon he entred and 

took Poſſefiion of it for that Republick, without ſtri- 

king one blow. Thus was this important Place loft, 

as baſely as it was gained ; and the Cowardize of this 

Age has revenged the Treachery of the former. It 
had in it one hundred and twenty Braſs Canon : And 
it is an Archiepiſcopal City, tho the Archbiſhop has 

uſed to reſide at Larta. The Gulph of Lepanto is 
formed by the ſhooting forth of two Promontories 
into the lonzan Sea,from the Morea and Achaza; called 
Capo Antirio and Capo Rione. The firſt of which 
has the Caſtle of Patras, the other the Caſtle of Ro- 
melia for its defence. 

Lepzus, Pariedrus, a huge Mountain of a vaſt 
height, out of which Araxes, and Euphrates ſpring. 

era, Igmanus, Sigmanus, a River of Aquitaine 
in France, more commonly called La Lepre; which 
falls into the ſmall Bay of Buch, eight Miles from 
Bourdeaux to the South-Weſt, and the ſame diſtance 
from the Mouth of the Guaronne to the South. 

Lereſle. Sce the Nieper. 

Lergue, Larga, a River in Gala Narbonenſfic; 
Hoffman. 

ericee, a ſmall Town upon the Coaſts of the 
Republick of Genoua in Italy, at the Foot of the 
Rocks, looking to the Sea- It is taken to be the 
Portus Erycys of Ptolemy and Antoninus. A fre- 
quented place for Embarkations ; four or five Miles 
from Sarzana, and Eaft of Seſtrs de Levante. There 
is a Gulph by it, ſeparated by a Neck of Land 
from the Gulph of Spezxz4 or — 

Lertda, Ierda, a City of Catalonia in Spain, 
which in the Roman times was the Capital of that part 
of Spain, they called Tarraconenfis. It is now called 
Leyda by the Inhabitants ; and Lerida by the Spa- 
niards : a ſtrong place, built upon a riſing ground, 
but declining to the River Segre. Taken from the 
Moors in 1143. and made a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Tarragona. In 1300+ here was an 
Univerſity opened, at which Pope Calixtws ILL took 

Gg2 his 
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his Degree of DuFor of the Lats : yet it never ac- 
quired any great Fame or Repute : of later times it 
has ſuffered much from the French, who have made 
many Attempts upon it. But in 1646. in one of 
their Attacks they were beaten off, and loit all their 
Cannon here. This City lies twenty four Spamfh 
Miles from Saragoza to the Faſt; ſeven from the 
Ebro North, and twenty nine from Barce/ona to the 
Welt. 7ulius Ceſar overcame Afranius and Pe- 
tres, Pompey's Friends, here. In the year 514. un- 
der the Reign of Theodorick King of the Oſtrogoths, 
a Council was celebrated at the fame place. Long. 
21. 31. Lat. 42. 20. 

Les, Lerines, two Iſlands of the Med:terranean 
Sea, upon the Coaſt of Provence, at a ſmall diſtance 
from each other. Now called ſeverally, S. Honore de 
Lerim,and Margarita.See thoſe Words. In Ptolemy and 
S$trabo,their Names are Planaſia and Lero.In Pliny and 
Antoninus, Lero and Lerina. Hither, ſay Tacitus and 
Suetonits, the Emperor Auguſtus baniſhed Agrippa. 
They are commended for Temperature and Fertility. 
The Saracens of Fraxinetum 1n the ſeventh Century 
much infeſted them. In 1635+ the Spanzards ſur- 
prized, but were obliged to quit them the year after. 
To winch add, that the Monaſtery of S. Honore, 
foundedin 375, by Honorius, Archbiſhop of Arles, 
has been reckoned to produce twelve Archbiſhops, 
twelve Biſhops, ten Abbats, four Monks, all Confef- 
fors; and one hundred and five Martyrs. It belongs 
to the Order of S. Benedi&. 

Lerma, a ſmall Town in Old Caſizle, upon the 
River Arlanzon; fix Leagues from Occa to the 
South, and twelve from P:ncia to the Eaft ; which is 
born, by the Title of a Dukedom, by one of the 
greateſt Families in Sparz, Some writeit Larema. 

Lcros, an Iſland 1n the Archipelago, adorn'd with 
an Epiſcopal City of the ſame Name, and driving a 
conſiderable Trade with Aloes. 

Lers, Ler::u, is'the Name of two Rivers in Lan- 
guedoc in France : the great Lers riſeth in the 
higher Languedoc, and watereth Mzreporx ; then 
falls into the Ariege, and with it ſoon after into the 
Garonne. 2. The little Leers ariſeth in the ſame 
Province. ; and falls into the Garonne a little beneath 
Toloſe. | 


Les, or Lez, Tels, Leduys, a River which ariſcth - 


in Languedoc, three Leagues above Monepelhier ; and 
a little beneath the Caſtle of Latze, about four Miles 
from the Mediterranean Sea, falls into the Fens of 
Magulone. 

Leſvog. See Metelin. : 

Lefcar, Laſcura, Beneharnum, Benarnenſfium 
Urbs, Bearnenſium Civitas, Bernanus, a City in 
the Principality of Bearn, upon the River Le Gave de 
Pau ; one League from Pau to the Eaſt, ſeventeen 
trom Baionne, and five from Oleroxe to the Eaſt. 
Ir is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Aux; and 
was built in the year 1000. upon the Ruins of the City 
Bearn, which was ruined by the Normans in 845. 
The Huguenots in 1569. much endamaged this City. 
In the Cathedral,the Kings of Navarre lie entombed : 
bat their Tombs alſo were defaced in the Civil Wars 
of France. 

> cſche, Letia, a ſmall River in the Dioceſe of 
Liege. which falls into the Maes a little above Dinane. 

Leſina,! Pharia, an Ifland on the Coaſt of Dal- 
mat1ia, under the Venetzans; thirteen German Miles 
long, and almoſt three-in breadth; ſeated about four 
f-om Spalato, to the South-Weſt ; having a Town of 
the ſame Name, in the North-Eaſt part of the Iſland, 
which 1s a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Spa- 
lato. The Sclavonians call this Iſle Huar. Mr. #heeler 
in his Travels, pag. 24. faith, itis very high, Rocky 
and Mountainous ; and by computation one hundred 
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Miles in compaſs. It has a good Haven at the Souttj 
End, the Town whereof is called by the Name of the 
Iſle: this repreſents a Theatre, the Figure of which 
he gives ns. It appears very beautifal to thoſe that 
enter the Port ; being built in ſeveral degrees one a- 
bove another, according to the riting of the ground ; 
having a Cittadel on the top of a ſteep Rock, backed 
with exceeding higa Mountains, and lying open to 
the Soath ; but the Harbour is fecured by the Rocks 
againſt it, &c. It is deep enough for Ships of any 
Rate; and Bread and Wine are cheap. Their chiefeſt 
Trade is the Fiſhing of Sardell:, which are like An- 
chovies : over againſt it lies Lz/ſz, a ſmall Iſland. 
Spalato ( faith he ) lies from this Town thirty Miles 
to the North, and Lz://a the ſame diſtance to the 
South. $ Alſo a City of the Capitinata in the 
Kingdom of Naples, near a Lake of its own Name : 
a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Bene- 
Vento. 

Leſkeard or L:skerd, a Corporation in the County 
of Cornwall, in the Weſt Hundred : which has the 
Election of two Burgeſſes for the Houſe of Com- 
mons. 

Leſnow, Leſnovia, a ſmall Town in Wolhinia in 
Poland ; fifteen Miles South of Lucka, or Luceoria ; 
where Fohn Caſſimir King of Poland, in 1651. de- 
feated the Cofſacks and Tartars , and flew twenty 
thouſand of them. 

Leffines, or Lecſſen, Leſſina, a ſmall City in 
Hatnault, upon the River Dender, ( Tenera ) in the 
Confines of Flanders ; five Leagues from Bruſſels to 
the Weſt. 

Leſteiocozi, Lecheum, the Haven of Corinth, 
upon the Gulph of Lepanto. 

Leſtoft, or Layſieff, a Market Town in the 
County of Suffolk, in he Hundred of Lethingland - 
the moſt Northern Sea-Town of this County. It 
drives a Trade of Fiſhing for Cod in the North Sea, 
and upon its own Coaſts, for Herring. 

Leſtwithiel, or L:iſth:e/, a Market Town and 
Corporation in the County of Cornwal, in the Hun- 
dred of Powder ; which has the Honour of electing 
two Burgeſſes for the Parliament. 

Letchiade, a Market Town in Glocefterſhire, in 
the Hundred of Brietles-barrow. 

Lethe, and Lethes, the ancient Name of the River 
Guadalete in Spain. Of Fiume di Mangreſia ( as 
the Italians call it ) in Lydia, in the Leſſer Aſia. 
Of two others in Macedonia and Candia. And in 
the Fictions of the Pcets, Lethe makes one of the 
Rivers of Hell, wherein the pleaſures of the World 
are forgotten, 

Letines,] Leſtines or Liptines, Liptine five Le- 
ftine, an ancient Palace Royal, near Binche in Hat- 
nault, in the Dioceſe of Cambray. There was a 
Council aflembled here in 743. in the Reign of 
Chartemaigne, who had a part of the Church-Lands, 
by a Sentence thereof, granted to him, to ſupport his 
Wars. 

Letrim, a County of the Province of Conaught in 
Treland ; between the County of Slego to the North, 
Roſcomon to the Welt, Longford to the South, and 
Cavan to the Eaſt. It takesits Name from the Caſtle 
of Letrim, on the Weſt fide of this County : there 
is beſides it no place of any Note. This County is full 
of Hills, which afford plenty of Graſs; and from 
thence abounds with Cattle above belief. 

Lettaw, the ſame with Garnſey. 

Letten, or Leztland, Litlandia, a conſiderable 
part of Livonia; the Weſtern part of which ( which 
1s the greateſt, } is under the King of Symeden, and 
the Eaſtern under the Duke of Moſcovy. The princi- 
pal City is Riga : on the North it haſt Eaſthonia, on 
the Weſt the Bay of R:ga, on the South Semigalia, 
(parted 


(parted from it by the River Dwina, ) and on the 
Eaſt the Dominions of the Duke of Moſcovy. 

Lettere , Letteranum , a ſmall City which 1s a Bi- 
ſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Amalfr, in the 
Kingdom of Naples : ſeated in the Hither Principate, 
upon a Hill 5 about three Miles from the Tyrrbe- 
191an Sea, and the fame from the Confines of the 
Terra di Lavors ; fifteen Miles South of Naples. 

Leucate, Leucata, a finall Town in Languedoc, in 
the Confines of Rouſſillon , ſeated upon a Lake of the 
ſame name : it had heretofore a Caſtle, built by 
Francis I. upon an inacceſſable Rock , very ſtrong, 
which is now deſtroyed : near this place the Spanz- 
ards received a great overthrow by the French in 
1637- 

Lenchtemberg, Leuchtemberga, a Caſtle in Nort- 
gow, in the Dukedom of Bavaria; which is the Ca- 
pital of a Langravate : ſeated upon an Hill , near the 
River and Town of Pfrezmbe; one German Mile 
from the River Nab. The Territory is but ſmall that 
belongs toit ; yet was ſubject only to its own Land- 
grave, till 1646. when the Males of that Family fail- 
ing , it fell to the Elector of Bavaria , who till 
has it. 

Leucoſa, Leucoſia, or Licoſa, a ſmall Iſland in the 
Sea of Tuſcany, near a Cape of its own name , called 
Capo della Licoſa. The Ancients have not omitted 
the mentioning of it. 

Leuctra, an ancient City of Beotia in Greece, ſup- 
poſed to be the preſent Maina by ſome Geographers : 
famous in Hiſtory for the Victory of Epaminon- 
das over the Lacedemonsans, in the one hundred and 
ſecond Olympiad , and the year of Rome 383. Cle- 
ombrotus , the Lacedemunian General , was there 
ſlain. | 

Leudzac, Yuldraca , a ſmall River of France, in 
Autunois, in the Dukedom of Burgundy- 

Leverano, a Principality in the Terra dz Otranto 
in the Kingdom of Naples, near the City Lecca- 

Lenvin, a Lake and a Caſtle in the South part of 
Scotland, in the County of Fife 3 this Caſtle be- 
longed to the Dowglaſſes, Earls of Morton: In it the 
famous Princeſs Mary, Queen of Scots , and Dowager 
of France, was impriloned by her own Subjects in 
1567, There is alſo a River of the ſame name, 
which falls into the Fyrth of Edenburgh z by Wem- 
mis Caſtle. 

Leutkirchen, or Leuthirch,Eftodurus,a ſmall Im- 
perial Free City in Schwaben in Germany , upon the- 
River Eſcbacb ; (which a little lower falls into the 1er, 
which laſt falls into the Danube at U/m)three German 
Miles from Memmirgen to the South , ten from V/m, 
and fix from the Lake of Conſtance to the Eaſt ; in 
the Territory of Algow. 

Leutmeritz, Licomerinm, or Litomserſca , a City 
of Bohemza, called by the Inhabitants Liromuersk ; 
by the Germans, Leutmeritz, and Letomerit7. It 
ſtands upon the Elbe , eight Miles from Prague to 
the North, and ten from Dreſdin. This was made a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Prague,by Pope 
Alexander VII. in 1655. This City 'is the Capital of 
one of the Seventeen Prefefiures of the Kingdom 
of Bobemia. | 

Leutomiſſcl or Litromſſel, Litomaſcum, an Epil= 
eopal City of the Kingdom of Bohemia, in the Pra» 
fecture of Chrudim. 

Leuwentz, a Town in the Government of New- 
hauſel, but in the County of Gran, in Hungavy, upon 
the River Gran, fix Miles from the City Gran to 
the North. General Souches put the Turks to a Rout 
here in 1664+ q ; 

Leweck, Levecum, the Capital of the Kingdom 
of Cambay, in the Eaſt-Indies. 

Lewes, a Town in Suſſex, eſteemed one of the 
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biggeſt in that County. In 1263. here was a bloody 
Battel near this place, between Henry TIL and the Ba- 
rons ; in which the Barons prevailed at lait againit the 
King, and forced him to a diſadvantageous Peace. This 
Town is in the South part of the County, upon a Ris 
ver that hath no Name; almoſt fix Miles trom the 
Sea-Shoar to the South , twenty five from Wchel- 
ſey to the Welt : containing tix Pariſh Churches The 
Atizes are commonly kept here. At the R:vors 
Mouth 1s New-Haven, ſome years fince made fecure 
for the harbouring of Ships. It returns two Mem 
bers of Parliament, and is the Capital of a Rape. 

Lewemberg. Sce Lawenburg and Lemburg. 

Lewis, Logus, Haraia, a great Ifland on the 
Welt of Scotland ; which extends almoſt from 53 to 
59 dep. of Lat. and lies fixty five Engliſh Miles di- 
rectly Weſt from Row-ſtorr Aſſn, the moſt Weltern 
Cape of Aſſinſhrein Scotland. This is the largeit of all 
the Hebrides ; ſaid to be fixty Mites in length, and 
thirty broad. The Inhabitants of this , and all the 
other Weſtern Ifles,do much reſemble the 41d Þ iſh; 
being rude, uncivilized , and will hardly indure any 
Government or Law : belonging heretofore to the 
Kingdom of Norway, they were by Magnus King of 
that Country , fold to Alexander II. King of Scot- 
land ; and never thought worth the diſciplining. 

Lewzour, Leroux, Leproſium , a ſmall City in 
le Berry in France , two Leagues from Bourges to 
the Welt. 

Leybnitz, Savaria, Polybianum , once a City of 
the Viper Pannonia , now a ſmall Village of Stzria, 
upon the River Sack 3 which a little lower falls into 
2m 3 four German Miles from Gratz to the 

aſt, 

Leyden, Luygdunum Batavorum , is a great City in 
the State of Holland , mentioned by Ptolemy and 
Antoninus. Tt is ſeated upon the old Stream of the 
Rhine, and is the Capital of Bheinlandt , near the 
Lake of Harlem ; three Leagues from Delft, and ſe- 
ven from Amſterdam, Dort, and Ueretche, Perhaps 
the moſt populous and wealthy City in all Holland, 
next Amſterdam. In the Roman times, the Pretor 
of the Empire for the Belgick Gaul, reſided here 
with one of the Legions, It is ſituate in a plain and 
low Country , and has many Channels' of Water pafſ- 
fing through it : ſo that the City is divided into thirty 
one Iſlands, joined by one hundred forty five Bridges 
each to other: one hundred and four of which, are 
built with Stone. There lie about it moſt beautifal 
Meadows and Gardens ; and the Air is reputed the 
beſt of all Holland. As this was one of the firſt Ci- 
ties which revolted from the Spantards in 1572. fo 
it was one of the firſt alſo that felt their fury. For 
they having befieged Harlem in 1573. without ſuc- 
cels, .in the year following fat down before Leyden ; 
and had reduced it to great extremity ; when the 
Prince of Orange letting looſe upon them the Wa- 
ters which the Dams reſtrained before, by the ſame 


'Stratagem brought relief to Leyden, and ruin on the 


Spamſb Army : the year following, February 8. 1575. 
He opened the Univerſity there , to reward their Va- 
lor, and recompence ther fofſes: to which there has 


been added an excellent Library , a Phyfick Garden, 


and a Hall adorned with. many Rarities of Anatomy. 
Antoninus gives this City the Title of Caput Germa- 
norum. 

Lepe, Legia, a River in the Low-Countries, called 
by the French Lis. It arifeth in Artoss, by the Caſtle 
of Lisburg ; and watering Airen, and S. Venaut, en- 
ters Flanders at Stegers ; then paſſeth by Armentiers, 
Menene, and Cortryck to Gaunt , where it falls into 
the Schelde. 

Lepne, Lynius, Leinius , a River in the Lower 


Saxony, which ariſeth in the Territory 'of Exfeld or 


Eſchfeld, 
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Eſ[chfeld,near Heiligenſtad ; and flowing through the 
Dukedom of Brunſwick by Gorringen, Lymbeck ard 
Alfeld , at Saxſtede it entertains the Inders : and fo 
by Hannover, and Newſtad, falls into the Aler. This 
River in the old Maps is called Ehum. 

| Leppſfick, Lupfurdum, Lipſia, Lypfie , a City of 
Germany in Mifnia, in the Lower Saxony ; which 
has a celebrated Mart upon the River Plez/s; under 
the Elector of Saxony ; twelve German Miles from 
Dreſden to the Welt , and fixteen from Magdeburg 
to the South. It has a Caſtle called Plezſenburg, and 
an Univerſity opened here by Frederick Marqueſs of 
Miſnia, in 1409. Upon the Baniſhment of the fol- 
lowers of Ferome of Prague trom that City , four 
thouſand Students retiring to this. In 1520. Luther 
diſputed here with Eckius againſt the Popes Supre- 
macy ; ſoon after which, they embraced the Retor- 
mation. In 1547. this City ( which then belonged 
to Maurice Duke of Saxony ) was beſieged by Fohn 
the Elector of that Houſe, in the Month of Zanuary : 
Maurzce(tho a Proteſtant)having joined with theEmpe- 
rour againſt the reſt of the Auguſtane Princes,who had 
taken Arms for the defence of their Religion and Li- 
berty, againſt Charles V. And although the City was 
not then taken, yet it was much defaced by the Bat- 
tery, and its Suburbs burnt. In 1630. Guſtavus A- 
dolphus gave the Forces of Ferdinand IL. a great de- 
feat near this place. In 1642. the Swedes defeated 
the Forces of Ferdinand III. under the Arch-Duke 
Leopold, and Pzccolomineo ; and thereupon the City 
was forced to yield it ſelf to the Victorious Swedes. 
It is not great, but rich, by reaſon of its Mart twice 
every year ; and the great concourſe of Students to 
this Univerſity. 

Lepte, Leyta, Lutzs, a River of Auſtria ; which 
waſhing the Fown Pzurck adder Leyta , in the 
Lower Auſtria, at Altemburg falls into the Danube ; 
three Hungarian Miles from Presburg to the South, 
and fix from Favarin. 

Les, Ledum, Liria, a River of Languedoc ; it ari- 
ſeth three Miles above Monepellzer , and a little be- 
neath falls by the Lake of Maguelone, into the Med:- 
zerranean Sea. See Les. 

Lhon. Sce Lippe. 

Lhundain, the Fe//þ Name of London. 

Lhydaw , the Name of Bretagne, a Province in 
France , in ſome of the Writers of the middle 
Ages. 

Liacura , Parnaſſus , a Mountain in Greece, in 
Achaia. 

Liamone, Pstanus, or Ticarius , a River in the 
Iſle of Corica. 

Liampo, the moſt Eaſternly Cape of all the Conti- 
nent of China in the Eaſi=Jndies , taking its Name 
from a Town, ſo called , in the Province of Che- 
chiara. 

Lianne, Liana, Elna , a ſmall River in Picardy 
in France ; which ariſeth in the Confines of A4r- 
zois 5 and flowing through the County of Bo- 
logne , by the Capital City of it, falls into the Br;- 
e1ſh Sea. | 

Liaſto, Liguiden, a Sea-Port on the Eaſt of Sar- 
dsnia, an Iſland in the Mediterranean Sea. 

Libano, Libanus, the greateſt and beſt known 
Mountain in Syr:a ; which alone produceth the Cedar 
Tree in that Country. It beginneth between the 
Confines of Arabia, and Damaſcus ; and ends at the 
Mediterranian Sea near m_— having run from 
Eaſt to Weſt one hundred and twenty five Miles. It 
1s the ofteneſt mentioned of any Mountain in the Sa- 
cred Scriptures : exceeding high, and very far ſpread ; 
fruitful and pleaſant ; and was the Northern Boun- 
dary of the Holy Land, and Mother of the River 
Jordan, Now inhabited by divers Towns and ſome 
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Cities, amongſt which, is the Seat of the Reſidence 
of the Patriarch of the Maronites. The Rivers Ro- 
chan, Nahar-Refſens , and Nahar-Cardicha ſpring 
from it. The Northern part is faid to be continu- 
ally covered with Snow. It hath Paleſtine to the 
South, Meſopotamia to the Eaſt, and Armenia to 
the North, { with one toot in Phenicia , another in 
Syria and the Medirerranean to the Welt, Oppo- 
fite to it, ſtands a Mountain called Anti/1banus, fepa- 
rated only by a Valley. See Antzlibanus. 

Ltbaw, Liba, a Town in the Dukedom of Cur- 
land, in the Kingdom of Poland ; which has an Ha- 
ven on the Balrzck Sea; in the Confines of Samogi- 
tia; eighteen German Miles from Meme! in Pruſſza ; 
and twenty five from Mzttarv, the Capital of Semi- 
gallia, to theWelt. This Town was often taken and 
retaken in the late Wars between the Swedes and 
Poles : at laſt by the Treaty of Olzve-Klofter, in 
1660. 1t was reſtored to the Duke of Curland. 

KLtburnia, a Branch of the ancient 1//yricum, now 
thrown partly into Croatza , and partly into Da/ma- 
tia, Its principal City was Scardona, now Scardo in 
Dalmatia. The Lopſi were ſome of its ancient peo- 
ple : to whom, is owing the invention of /ighe Fri. 
Lats, thence called Naves Liburnice. 

Ltbpa, is fo conſiderable a part of Africa in the 
old Geographies, that the Greeks called all Africa, 
Lybia. It ſtood divided into the Exterzor and Inte- 
7207, The former lay along the Med:terranean, be- 
twixt Egypt and Marmorica ; or from Egypt South, 
according to others , along the left Bank of the Nzle, 
as far as to Ethiopia; in which ſpace the Defart of 
Elfocat, and the Kingdom and Defart of Gaoga (107 ) 
are contained. The other ran from the Mountain 
Atlas, to the River Niger, containing the ( now) vaſt 
Deſart of Xaara. And this latter is Libya, properly 
ſo called, Which, together with Libya Marmorica 
( now Barca), and Libya Cyrenaica, makes up a fe- 
cond divifion, that we find in Writers, of Libya. 

Lichfield, Lichfeld:a, a City ( which is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Canterbury ) ſeated in 
the County of Stafford: twenty four Engliſh Miles 
from Leiceſter to the Welt , ten from Stafford to 
the North-Eaſt, and ſixteen from Covenery to the 
North-Weſt, It is a low ſeated, beantiful, and large 
City ; divided into two parts by aclear Brook, which 
is croſſed by Cauſeys , with Sluces in them for the 
Paſſage of the Water. That part which lies on the 
South Side of this Water , is the greater by far ; and 
divided into ſeveral Streets : and the North Part, 
though leſs, has the Cathedral Church, the Cloſe ( in- 
compaſſed with a ftrong Wall ) in which are the Pre- 
bends Houſes, and the Biſhops Palace. This has 
been a Biſhops See very long; for in the year of our 
Lord 606. Oſwius King of Northumberland , having 
conquered the then Pagan Mercians, inſtituted a Bj- 
ſhoprick , and ſettled Dwina as Biſhop here, to in- 
ſtruct them in the Chriſtian Faith : his Succeſſors 
were in ſuch eſteem with the following Kings of 
Mercsa, that they did not only obtain large Pofſeſ- 
ſions for the maintaining the Dignity of this See ; but 
were alſo reputed the Primates of Mercia , and Arch- 
biſhops. Ladu!ph ( one of them ) had a Pall ſent 
him as ſuch, upon the Golden Solicitations of Off, 
King of the Mercians , about 779. Which Dignity 
laſted not long ; for it died with this King and Arch- 
biſhop Ladulph. A Synod held in 1075. ordaining, 
that the Biſhops Sees for the future ſhould be ſettled 
in the greateſt Cities ; Peter Biſhop of Lichfield, re- 
moved this to Cheſter. Robert Lindſey, another of 
them , removed it to Coventry. Roger Clinton, a 
third Biſhop, but the thirty ſeventh in Succefſion, in 
1148, began the beautitul Cathedral here , which he 
dedicated to the Bleſſed Virgin, and S. Chad ; and 
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built the Caftle, which is now intirely ruined. The 

Cloſe, in the old Rebellion, was garriſoned for. the 

King : But the Lord Brock, a zealous Parliamenta- 

71an , coming before it, March 2. 1642. ( though 

the General was ſlain , and fo patd dear for his Dr(- 

loyalty ) yet the place was taken by that Party. The 

twenty ſecond of that Month , the King's Forces re- 

turned, and beſieged it the ſecond time ; and 4- 

pral $. after a Defeat of three thouſand that came to 

the Reliet of it at Hopron Heath , it was again ſur- 

rendred to Prince Rupert.

afflicted it , ( in 1468. ) and deſtroyed a part of it : 


In this laſt Age it has been ill treated by its Biſhops : 


and the French taking it by ſurprize in 1675. the 
next year after ruined the Caſtle; ſo that it is no 
great wonder, if after all theſe Calamities , the num- 
ber of its Inhabitants are diminiſhed. The Baron 
D' Elderen, great Dean of the Cathedral. , was chofen 
Biſhop and Prince of Liege , by plurality of Votes 
_ the Cardinal of Furftenburgh , Auguſt 17. 
1688. | —_— 

The Bilhopzick of Liege, or Lyyck , is a part 
of the Circle of Wil phalia' though annexed to the 
Spaniſh Netherlands : 1ts ancient Inhabitants were 
the Eburones, of old called Tungri alſo. It is boun- 
ded on the Eaſt and South, by the Dukedoms of Lint: 
burgh, and Luxemburgh-; on the Weſt by Brabant; 
Ker the Earldom of Namur ; and on the North by 
the Upper Guelderland : Luxemburgh, Namur , and 
Hainault , bave every of them agrandifed themſelves 
with the Spoils of this Dioceſe. The priricipal City is 
Laege;the reſt are Dinant, S.Trayen,Huy, Maſeich,and 
Tongres : beſides theſe , it contained fifty two Baro- 
nies, eighteen walled Towns , and four hundred Vil- 
lages ; being no leſs populous, than fruitfal.

They compute about five thouſand Span:- 
ards and forty thouſand Negroes in it ; a preat 
number of Ecclefiattical Buildings, as Churches, Con- 
vents, Colleges, and Hoſpitals ; and a ftately Palace 
Royal, wherein the Fice-Roy keeps his Court. Tt 
ſtands upon a River of the ſame Name ; one Mile 
from the Pacifick Ocean , two from its own Harbor 
called Callao de Lrma, one hundred-and*twenty from 
Cuſco, the old Metropolis of this Kingdoin , as Jo. 
Laee faith. It is under the_King of Spain , and had 
an Univerſity opened in 1614. Long. 296.40. Lat. 
23.30. A dreadful Earthquake Ofob. 30. 1687. 
overthrew moſt of the Buildings, - both publick and 
private , and buried above a thouſand Inhabitants in 
the Ruins. The Eccleſiaſtichs of Peru have celebra- 
ted two or three Councilsfhere.

F 'Limbarg, a Dutchy and Town in the' Low-Coun- 
tries, The Dutchy , though one of the Sevenreen 
Provinces, 18 not- great, It lies between the Duthcy 
of Fuliers'to the Eaſt and North, and the Biſhoprick 
of Liege to the Weſt and South. It had heretofore 
Dukes of its own : but upon the Death of Walrame 
the Third ( by Dr. Heylin called Henry ) in 1285. 
Adolph the next Heir fold it to Fohn Duke of Bra- 
bant ; who pretended at the ſame-time a-Right to 

it, 
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it, as deſcended from Margaret, Daughter of Henry 
Duke of Limburgh , in 1172 married to Godfrey TIE. 
Duke of Brabant. In 1293 Reznold, Eart of Ge!- 
ders, {et up another Title in the Right of Ermzy- 
grade his Wife, Daughter of Herman, late Duke of 
E:mburs ; but his Forces being defeated, and he ta- 
ken Prifoner in the Battel of Worancan, he was for- 
ced to refign his Right to Fohn Duke of Brabant, to 
regain his hberty 3 and from that time the Dukes of 
Brabant have peaceab!ly enjoyed it. The Earth is 
very frntful as to Wheat and Fewel ; it has excellent 
Mines of fron, and one of Copperas. It contains one 
hundred and twenty five Villages, whereof five are 
walled. 

Limburg, Limburgum, the principal City of the 
aſt mentioned Dukedom, is pleaſantly feated upon a 
Fill by the River e/cr, amongſt ſhady Woods; in 
the Confines of the Biſhoprick of L:cge ; fix Leagues 
from that City to the Ealt, feven from Maeſtrichr, 
and four from 4.71:7;;rane to the South. It had a 
very ſtrong Cattle, mounted upon a ſteep Hill, and 
of a difficult Acceſs. The Hellanders took this City 
in 1632. but the Spaniards recovered it again. In 
1675. the French farprized it ; and being forced to 
leave it in 1677. they deltroyed the Cattle , which 
* now lies in Rubbiſh. | 

Lime. otherwiſe called Lime Regis, is a ſmall Town 
in the Weſtern Borders of the County of Dorſer, next 
Devonſhire , in the Hundred of Bridport , upon a 
fteep Hill, and a River of the ſame Name; which 
hirdly deferves the Name of a Sea-Port , though 
It 1s Femented by Fiſhermen. It hath a Road, ſuffi- 
ciently ſecured from the violence of the Winds by 
Rocks and high Trees. It is a Corporation, gover- 
ned by a Major , and ſends two Burgeflcs to the Par. 
lament : defended by Blake againſt the Kings Forces 
in the hate Parkamentarian Rebel/izon to a Wonder, 
though it has no other Fortifications, than what Na- 
ture beſtowed upon it. To this Place, Charles I. af- 
ter the Battel of YYVorceſter retired, and was promiſed 
paſſage for France; but deluded by the Maiter, and 
forced to ſeek it elſewhere. The late Duke of Mo:- 
mouth on Fune 11. 1685, with about one hundred 
and twenty Men on Board a fingle Veſſel from Hol- 
land ſarprized this Fown , and began a Rebellion a- 
oainft King James II. which was of ſhort duration, 
unfortunate in all itsevents ; and ended in the ruin 
of that Duke : being beheaded Fuly 15. following, on 
TomereHill, tn London. 

Limen, Paius Maeotis, a Branch or Bay of the 
Euxine Sea, on the Eaft of the Cram Tartary 3 cal- 
led atſo Mar de Zabacce, and de Tana, from the Ri- 
ver Tarars, Which falls into 1t. :

King Fohn built the Cattle : the Engliſh 
in after times built am additional Town, and wal- 
led it ; fecuring it by Draw-Bridges, and whatever 
might contribute to the ſtrength of it. What be- 
came of this Place in the begmning of the Is/Þb Re- 
beflion, I do not find : but when Irecon came before 
it in 1651. to take it for the Parliamentarians, Hugh 


O-Neal. a Valiant Ir:ſo Man, and a good Comman 
der I Fei the Government of it by 


the Lord Lieutenant ; it made the beſt defence, and 
flew more of the Parliamentarians, than any place in 
Ireland : till after a Siege of three Months , it yiel- 
ded upon Articles, when all their Victuals were ſpent. 
Haring the Conſolation of ſeeing her Conqueror foori 
ſwept away by the Plague , which he found here I 
when he forced the Town. After the Rout at the 
Boyne, King Fames's Forces rallied again here ; and 
made a very vigorous defence under the Conduct of 
Monlicur Bozſeleau the Governour : infamuch, that 
though King William in Perſon commanded the Siege, 
whi a, about the tenth of Auguſt 1690.yet his Ar- 
my was forced to decamp the one and thirtieth fol- 
lowing without ſucceſs, The next year it ſurrended 
upon Articles 

The County of Limerick is bounded on the North 
by the Rivers Shannon and Myzker, which part it from 
Clare and Ormond ; on the Eaſt it has the County of 
Trpperary, on the South that of Cork, and on the 
Welt that of Kerry, A fertil Country (faith Mr.Camb- 
den) and full of people, but able to ſhew few places 
of any account. The Weſtern fide is Mountainous ; 
the reſt Plain. 

Ltmino, Lemene, Romatinum , a River of Friuls, 
which ariſeth out of the Carnick Alpes 3 and waſh- 
ing Concordia, an old ruined City, twenty feven Miles 
from Aquileja to the Eaſt , falls into the Venetian 
Gulph. ; 

Limoges, Lemovicum urbs, in Ptolemy called 
Raſtiatum, in Ammianus Marcellinus Lemovix, and 
otherwiſe Lemovica, Lemovicina, a City which is the 
Capital of the Province of Limoſin in France; and 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Bourges : 
great aad populous ; ſeated amongſt Hills , by the 
River Fzemn2 ; twenty Leagues from Angouleſme to 
the Eaſt, twenty five trom Poz#iers to the North- 
Eaſt, and forty from Bourdeaux. This City was of 
old times pill;ged by the Gotbs and Franks. Afﬀer- 
wards by Storm taken by the Black Prince in 1371. 
Wizo put four thouſand of the Inhabitants to the 
Sword. Adorned now with divers Religious Houfes, 
and 'us been a Vi{county for many Ages. The Bi- 
ſhops of Agquitaize have celebrated ſome Councils 
at it. 

Ltmoſin, Lemovicenſis Provincia , is a Province 
of France, in the Generalit® of Aquitain ; which is 
part of what was poſleſied by the Lemovices. It is a 
great and populous Province , bu' cold and barren, 
affording little Corn, or Wine, that is go:d: divided 
into two parts, the Upper and the Lower : on the 
North it is bounded by /a Marche ; on the Eaft by 
Auvergne ; on the South by Cahors; and on the 
Welt by Perigort, and Angoumois, Foreigners do 
ſometimes include /a Marche in this Province. 
The principal Cities are Limoges, Tulle, Brave, and 
Uſercbe, 

Limoux, Limoſium, a City of Languedoc, upon the 
River Aude, | Atax;] three Leagues from Carcaſ- 
ſone to the South, and fix from Mzreporx to the Eait. 
It is built amongſt the Hills, well peopled, and be- 
longs to the Dioceſe of Narþonne. 

p Linceo, and Lincen, Linceſtis, a River of Mace» 

onia. 

Linchiang , a City of the Kingdom of China, in 
the Province of Qyam/i ; upon the River Car, at the 
foot of the Mountains: eſteemed the eighth City of 
that Province. 

 Linck, or Loncken, a Fort in Flanders , in the 
Diſtrict of Bourbourg , upon the River Colme , one 
League from — to the North-Eaft, and two 
from Axdomar to the North. Taken by the French 
in 4676. and till in their Hands. ES. 

Lincoln, Linco/nia, Lindum, a famous City fea- 
ted on the North ſide of the River Wirham , over 
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which it hath ſeveral Bridges ; almoſt in the Centre 
of the County to which it gives name : large, well 
built. and populous ; extending from the top of a 
high Hill /where Lindum,the old Roman Town, ſtood; 
its Ditches and Rampier being {till vifible) a great way 
downwards unto the River. In this Town, the Va- 
liant Britain, Vortimer, died in 456 : being Poyſon- 
ed by Boweng, the Daughter of Hengs/t, and Wife of 
Vortiger. The Saxons after this ruined Lindum and 
built Lincoln nearer the River, about the times, when 
Paulinus firſt Preached the Chriſtian Faith to them. 
The Danes deſtroyed it twice. In the time of Edward 
the Confeſſor,here was one thouſand ard ſeventy Man- 
fions. In the Norman times no City in England was 
more Rich or Populous, as ll, of Malmsbury ac- 
quaints us. 77 i/!. the Conqueror thought fit to build 
here a very ſtrong Caſtle upon the top of the Hill a- 
foreſaid to awe the Inhabitants. Remzgins, Biſhop of 
Dorcheſter, near Oxon, at the ſame time removed the 
Sea hither, and built the Cathedral above the ſame Hill. 
In the Reign of Edward III. it was made a Mart or 
Staple. King Stephen was overcome and taken Prifo- 
ner near this City, in 1140. Sepr. 5+ in a great Batcel 
with Maud the Empreſs, and afterwards at Brsſto/ 
laid in Irons. Henry II. had better ſucceſs here ; 
when it being defended by the Barons againſt him 
under Prince Lewss, in 1217. May 19. he took it, 
forced Lews to Flee to London, and ſoon after into 
France. Mr. Cambden obſerves, that of fifty Churches 
ſtanding within an hundred Years of his time, there 
were only eighteen left. It hath by times gone through 
all the calamities of Fire, Sword, and Earthquake. 
Yet a large, populous, and well frequented place ſtill, 
and enjoying the greateſt Dioceſe of any in the King- 
dom; as the Cathedral, there called commonly the 
Minſter, is one of the ſtatelieſt Piles perhaps in Chri- 
ſftendom. It hath the privilege alſo of being a Coun- 
ty Corporate, whoſe Liberties extend about twenty 
Miles in compaſs, with the title of the County of the 
City of Lincolns Its Long. 22. 52. Lat. 53. 12- 

Lincolnſhire, is bounded on the North by the 
Humber, and the Brit:ſþ Sea; on the Eaſt by the 
fame Sea, and part of Norfo/k ; on the South by 
Cambridge, Northampton, and Rutlandſhire ; on 
the Welt by Leiceſter, Nottzngham, and Torkſhire. 
It is a very large County ; extending in length from 
North to South almoſt fixty Miles, and carrying in 
fome places thirty in breadth ; fruitful in Corn and 
Graſs, thick ſet with Towns, and well watered with 
Rivers; As the Hamber, the Trent (which ſevers part 
of it from Nottinghamſhire, ) the Witham, running 
a croſs it, the Woland and the Nen. The whole 1s 
divided into Lindſey to the Northward, which takes 
up about one half; Holland towards the Sea, South- 
wardz and Keſteven, Weſt from thence ; which 
three diviſions contain {ix hundred and thirty Pariſhes, 
and thirty five Market Towns. Here 1s plenty of 
Fowl and Fiſh, - The old Inhabitans were the Cors- 
tans.” The preſent Earl of this County 1s Edward 
Lord Cl#nton ; who ſucceeded in 16679. being the 
fifth of bis Family that has born this Title, and the 
ſixteenth Earl. Edward Fines, Lord Clinton, Lord 
Admiral, having obtained this Honor from Qu. Eli7a- 
beth, in 1565 : before whoſe time the ſame title had 
paſſed through ſeveral Families by frequent interrup- 
Uons. 

Lincopen, Lincopia, Lingacopia, a City of Swe- 
den, which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Upſal in Oſtro-Gothia; between Soderkoping to the 
Eatt, and #adtena to the Welt ; twenty eight Ger- 
man Miles from Stockholm to the South-Weſt, and 
almolt eight Eaft from the Lake of Peter. Long. 32. 
43. Lat. 5*, 3. The City is very ſmall and inconfide- 
rable. . We read of a Synod celebrated at it in 1148. 
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under P. Eygenins II. It is alfo written Lindkses 
ng. 

PF Lindaw, Lindavia, Lindavilum, Philyra, a City 
of Germany, in the Circle of Schwaben, in an Iſland 
in the Lake of Conſtance ; joined tothe Continent by 
a Bridge two hundred and ninety Paces long. It 1s 
an Imperial and Free City, fituate in the borders of 
Switzerland : eight Miles from Conſtance to the North- 
Eaſt ; and grew -up out of the ruins of AEſchach, a 
place near to it. Very ſtrong both by its Site, and 
by Art ; and therefore it the more eafily repelled the 
Forces of Count Wrangel the Swediſh General, who 
in 1647. befieged it. The beginning of this City was 
a Monaſtery, built here by Ade/bert Rorbuck, a Kinſ- 
man of Charles the Great, in $10. Fhis occaſioned 
the building of a Village ; and the Site being plea- 
ſant, fruitful, and convenient, it grew up by degrees 
to a City : at firit ſubject to the Abbeſs ; aſter that 
to the Dukes of Schwaben; obtaining its Privileges 
_ from Redolphus I. Frederick III. and S5giſ- 
mond. 

Lindo, Lindus, a Sea-Port Town in the Iſle of 
Rhodes ; the Chriſtian Inhabitants of which can bring 
about twenty good and large Ships into the Grand 
Seignior's Services 

Line, a rivulet in Staffordſhire, upon which New- 
caſtle itands ; thence commonly ws or Newcaſtle up- 
on Line, to diſtinguiſh it from Newcaſtle upon Tine. 

Lindſep, one of the three parts of the County of 
Lincoln ; containing all the Northern parts from the 
River Witham to the Humber, and from the Ocean 
to Trent, This was 1n 1626. by Charles I. made an 
Earldom ; and granted to Robert Bartie, Lord PWil- 
loughby of Eresby, Lord Great Chamberlain of Enz- 
land ; who died 1n the Bed of Honour at Edge-Hzll 
Otober 23. 1642. being the King's General in that 
Battel. The preſent Earl, Robert Barrie, the third of 
this Family, ſucceede in 1666. 

Lingen, Lingo, a ſtrong Town in Weſtphalia, 
which 1s the Capital of a County of the ſame Name ; 
under the Prince of Orange, upon the River Ems ; 
forty five Miles from Munſter to the North, and fifty 
five from Emden to the South. The County,that be- 
longs to it, lies in the Biſhoprick of Munſter ; and is 
very ſmall. It belonged to the Sparzards in the time 
of Charles V. but is now in the hands of the Prince 
of Orange. 

Linlithgo , Linlichquo, Lithquo, Lindum, a 
Town and a County in the South of Scozland. The 
Town fſtandeth on the South ſide of the Fyrth of 
Edenburgh ; twenty two Miles from that City to the 
Weſt. This Place, as Mr. Cambden faith, is called 
Lindum by Ptolemy ; and it takes its Name from a 
great Lake in this ſmall County : from which ancient, 
the preſent Name is derived. 

Linofa, an Iſland of the Med:terranean Sea, up- 
on the Coaſt of Africa, near Maltha. It depends upon 
the Iſland of Maltha. | 

Linton, a Market Town in Cambridgeſhire, in 
the Hundred of Chilford. 

Lintz , Aurelianum, Lentia, called by Aurelian, 
Lyncia, Lyncium ; and by ſome underſtood to be the 
Aredate of Ptolemy ; is the Capital City of the Upper 
_— ſmall, but populous ; ſeated upon the Da- 
nube, over which it hasa Bridge ; and in it a magni- 
ficent Caſtle, whither the Emperors of the Houle of 
Auſtria have frequently retired for their Pleaſure, and 
Divertiſement. It ſtands fix German Miles from Paſ- 
ſaw to the Eaſt, and twenty four from Vienna to the 
Weſt, Dr. Brown gives this account of it, 1* 5 not 
very great, but as neat and handſom a City as moſt 
in Germany. There #s in at a very great Market 
Place, with never a bad Houſe in it: the whole Town 
# built of a very white free Stone, and the Caſile 
upon 
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ufen the Hill is of a Modern building, very large ; 
there # alſo a Bridge over the Danube. The Im- 
perial Forces Rendezvouzed here, when Solyman came 
co Vienna, in 1532. This was alſo beſieged by the 


Peaſants of Aulitria, in the time of Ferdinand II. $ 


They having got a Body together of forty thouſand 
Men, and many pieces of Ordnance ; but were ſtout- 
ly repulſed after many Aſſaults, and at laſt overcome 
by Papenheim. The late renowned Duke of Lor- 
raine dyed at a Convent near this Lintez. See Lore 
raine. 

Lintz, Lentium, a ſmall Town upon the Rhine, 


in the Dioceſe of Cology in Weſterwaldt z five Miles fr 


beneath Coblentz to the North, fix from Cologn z in 
the borders of the Dukedom of Fulzers. 

Lintzgow , Lentinenſis Populus, a part of the 
Dukedom of Bavaria. | 

Lipari, Lipare, a knot of ſmall Iſlands, being 
ſeven in number, belonging to the Kingdom of Szcily : 
they lie in the Tyrrhenian Sea, about thirty Miles to 
the North-Weſt of the Ifland, and the ſame diſtance 
from Calabria to the Weſt. Though they belong to 
Sicily, yet Charles V. tor his convenience attributed 
them to the Kingdom of Naples: but in 1609. they 
were reſtored to Sicily, and at this day are holden by 
the King of Spain as a part of it. The ancient Poers 
Epithet them Zolie and Vulcanie, from a fiction of 
their being the Country of the Gods of thoſe names. 
The principal is the Iſland called- Lipars, which has 
an Epiſcopal City to enable it, under the Metropolitt- 
cal juriſdiction of Meſſina in Sicily. In 1544. Bar- 
berouſſe, the Turkiſh Admiral, ruined this City ; but it 
was rebuilt again, and a conſiderable Fortreſs added 
to it. 

Lippa, a City of Tranſjlvania, ſeated upon the 
River Maroſch, which falls in the T:biſcus at Segedin, 
It ſtands five Hungarian Miles from Temeſivar to the 
North, and thirteen from Aba Fulia, or Weiſſen- 
burgh, to the South-Weſt. This City was taken in 
1595. from the Turks, by the Emperor : Retaken by 
Aſſault by General Caraffa with a Body of ten thou- 
fand Imperialiſts on Aug. 19. 16388. And the Caſtle, 
into which the Garriſon retreated to fave themſelves, 
being about two thouſand Soldiers, was obliged to Sur- 
render upon diſcretion two days after. There were 
eighteen pieces of Cannon int. 

Lippe, Lippia, a City of Weſtphalia, more com- 
monly called Lip/tat. It ftands upon the River Lippe, 
three German Miles from Paderborn to the Eaſt ; in 
Marſhes, and a bad Air; yet it is a Hanſe Town, very 
great, and the Capital of a County of the ſame name. 
Tt was once too a Free Imperial City: in leneth of 
time it became exempt, and fell under the Juriſdiction 
of the Counts of Lippe, and by one ofthem was mort- 
gaged to the Duke of Cleve for eight thouſand Marks 
of Silver ; and never fince redeemed ; but together 
with Cleve fell to the Nuke of Brandenburgh. Char- 
lemaigne aſſembled the Biſhops of Germany here in 
780. The County of Lzppe isa part of the Circle of 
Weſtphalia ; between the Biſhoprick of Paderborn, 
the Dukedom of Weſtphalia, and the County or Earl- 


dom of Ravensberg. It is under its own Count, (the - 


principal Town excepted) whoſe Reſidence is at Lem- 
ow. He has alſo a part of the Earldom of Schaum- 
Teh riot long ſince granted him by Maurice Landt- 
grave of Haſſia. | | 
The Lippe, Lupias, Luppia, is a River of Ger- 
many, mentioned by Srrabo and Mela. It ariſeth in 
a Village called Lippſprozck,, near Paderborn ; and 
tunning Weſtward, watereth Lippe, or Lipſtad ; ſe- 
parating the Diocefe of Munſter from the County of 
Mark ; it paſleth by Ham, Dorſten, and Weſel into 
the _ twelve Miles beneath Cologn to the North- 
Welt. 


_ Lippto, Hyppius, a River of Bithynia, which falls 
into the Euxine Sea, near Heraclea Ponts. 
Lipuda, Aretas, a River of Calabria, which fal- 
leth by the City of Umbriatico, into the Ionian 
ea.

. Lisbon, Oly/ippo, Vhyſppo, ( the Spaniards call 
it L#boa,) the Capital City of the Kingdom of Portu- 
gal, the Royal Seat of their Kings, and an Archbi- 
ſhops See made by P. Boniface IN. It has a large, 
ſafe,, convenient Harbor 5 and a Caſtle built on a 

Hill by the Tajo ; on the North fide of which River 
the City ſtands two Leagues from the Ocean, and 
ſix from Cabo di Rocca Sintra. In Long. 11. co. 
Lat. 38. 50. According to Dr. Heylyn, in Long. 9. 10. 
Lat. 38. 30. This City was recovered from the Moors 
by A/phonſus Kirng of Portugal, in 1147. It is the 
greateſt in all Spazn, and every day encreafing» At a 
Town, called Berblem, within half a League of it, are 
to be ſeen the Tombs of the Kings of Portugal. Of 
this City the Spaniards have a Proverb, Qui no ha v4 
ſto Luboa, no ha viſto coſa boa. He that has not 
ſeen Lubonne, has ſeen nothing that's good. 
 Lifienx, Lexobis, Lexovium, Neomagus, a City 
in the Vpper Normandy, upon the River Tucca, (or 
rather Lezor ;) which is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Roan : a great and fine City, ſeated 
in a fruitful Country ; five Leagues from the Shoars 
of the Britiſh Seas to the Eaſt, eighteen from Roan 
to the Weſt, and ten from Caen to the Eaſt. The 
Country about is from it called the Liewuvin. Ceſar 
in his Commentaries twice mentions the Forces of 
the ancient People thereof, againſt the Romans. In 

1106. The Ecclefiaſtiques held a Council here in the 
PR—_ of Henry 1. King of England ; and fince, 
others. | 

Liſmoze, Liſmors, a ſmall City in the Province 
of Munſter, in the County of Waterford ; which 
was a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Caſhel! ; 
but this Biſhoprick has been united to that of Water 
ford, fince 1363. It ſtands upon the River More ; 
fifteen Miles from the Yergivian Ocean, and twenty 
two from Caſhel. | 

Lifnta, a ſtrong Fortreſs in Boſnia, ſurprized by 
the Imperialiſts Fuly 18. 1590. after having in the 
two precedent Years been thrice attack'd by them in 
vain. Two hundred Chriſtian Slaves were here free'd. 

| Liſon, Caſivs, a Mountain of Syria, mentioned 
by Pliny and Peolemriy ; lying between Cilicsa and 
Phenicia, near Antioch and Laodicea. There is ano» 
ther Mountain by it, called the Anticaſus ; and a 
Country between them called heretofore Caſio/s ; in 
which are the Cities of Antiochia, Seleucia, Laods- 
cea, Epiphania, Marathus, Antaradus, and ſome 
others; moſt of whiich are by the Tirks, (now Mas 
ſters of this Country) ruined. A Gentleman, who 
had Travelled over this Country, mforming me; that 
it was little inhabited by any but the Wild Arabs, 

though prodigiouſly fruitful ; and that he frequently 
met the ruins of great Cities, buried in their own 

Rubbiſh, whoſe Memorial was periſhed' with them. 

Lifonzo, Sce _ ER-O 
Lifla,- an Iſland belonging to Damarra, thirty 
Miles South of Le/ina. | 
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Lifus, a River of Thrace, ſaid by Herodotus to 
be drunk dry by Xerxes's Army. $ This 1s likewife 
the ancient Name of the Town Fionifſi in Candia 3 
which S:rabo calls Litus. See Fionrffi. And of ano- 
ther in Albania, near the Bay of Drin, now called 
Aleſſio. J 

Liſtra, Lyſrra, a City of Lycaonza, in the Leſſer 
4/iz, mentioned in the Acts of the Apoſtles. It lies 
forty Miles from Cognz, [1consum,] to the Welt y and 
was once a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Ico- 
nium ; but is now totally ruined and deſolate, 

Lita, Lere, aCity of Macedonia, upon the Gulph 
of Theſſalonica ; which is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Thefſalonica.z two Mites from 1t to the 
South. I 

Lithquo. See Linlithgo. - 

+: lee a Province and Grand Dukedom be+ 
longing to the Kingdom of Poland ;. called by the In- 
habitants, Li#wa ; by the Germans, Littawen; by 
the Poles, Litewsl:y ; which was heretofore a part of 
Sarmatia Europea. This Country imbraced the 
Chriſtian Faith, in 1336. Fagellon,, Grand Duke of 
Lithuania,being made King of Peland ; and in 1569, 
this Dukedom was for ever united to the Kingdom of 
Poland. It is bounded on the-Eatt by Meſcovy, of 
great Ruſſia; on the North by the: fame un part, and 
by Livonia and Samogitia ; on the Weſt by Poland 
( properly {o cated) and Mozcvre 3 on the South. by 
Red Ruſſia. The Dukedom of Czernichorw did here- 
tofore belong to this Province, which is now under 
the Ruſs. The principal Cities - are 'Bre/law, Breſt, 
Grodno, Minsko, Mobilew, args. wee , Poloczh, 
Troki, Wilne, or Vilna, (the\Capital) and Witebsk. 
This is the greateſt Province belonging to that King- 
dom : being in length from the River of Polee to 
Daſſow two hundred and fixty. German Miles ; and 
in breadth (between the Niemer or M:me/, and the 
Nieper) eighty. It is all overſpread with Woods, 
Foreſts, and Marſhes, which ſince the times of Sigs/- 
mond I. have yet been very much improved. The Air 
is exceeding cold, and the Inhabitants as barbarous. 
Their language is a dialect of the Sclavonick 3 and 
their Frontiers have been often deſolated by the incur- 
fions of the Tartars arid Moſcovites. 

Livadia, Lebadia, Creuſa, a City of Bwotza, 
which from this City is now called Livadia. It is 
ſeated upon a River, which falls into a Lake of the 
ſame name, but was anciently called Cephiſſas. Mr. 
Wheeler, who had feen this Place, faith ; It #5 an an- 
cient City, and ſill called by its ancient name ; 
the Greeks pronouncing B as we do the V Conſonant. 
The ancient buildings are yet remaining : we found 
( faith he) ſeveral Inſcriptions 40 the ſame purpoſe ; 
it is ſituate about a potnted Hill, on the top of which 
is an old Caftle, on the Ns ſide of the high Cliffs of 
a Mountain of a moderate height, which T took, to 
be part of the Helicon, till 1 found it afterwards 
parted from it by a Valley ; therefore I now take it 
co be Mount Tilphuſfium. This City ftands fifteen 
Leagues from De/phx, now Salona, to the Eaft. From 
this City all that part of Greece, which was anciently 
called Achara, is now called Livadza ; lying from Ne» 
gropont in the Eaſt, to the Jonrax Sea Welt : having 
Theſſatia on the North, the Gulph of Lepanto, the 
Hexamilsa, and the* Bay of Cormmth'on the South ; 
” which ſtand Lepanto, Salona, Livadia, and A- 
thens. 


Livenza, Liquentia, a River in-the State of Ve- ſb 


rice, which ariſeth in the borders'of Belkmeſe ; and 
flowing South,ſeparates the Marquiſate of Treviſo from 
Friuls ; then falls into the Venetian Gulph, twenty 
Miles from Fence to the South Eaſt. = 
Livonia, called by the Inhabitants Lrefland ; by 
the Poles, Hrflanty ; by the French, Livonie 3, is a

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great and cultivated Province of the Kingdom of P9- 
land, ever fince it was taken from-the Knights of the 
Teutonich, Order : but the greateſt part of it has fince 
been taken from them by the Swedes. Tt is bounded 
on the North by the Bay of Finland'; on the Weſt 
with the Bay of Riga, (both parts of the Balrich Sea: ; 
on the South with. Saxcogithia, and Lituania : => 
on the Eaſt with Þgria and Pleckow, two Provinces 
belonging to.the Rf It is divided into four Coun- 
ties; Eſten (Eſthonia,) Curland, Semigallen, and 
Letten. Eften is under the Swede, and alſo Lezten : 
except a little part towards the Eaſt, which the Ruſs 
have. Curland and Semngallen, are ſubject to a Duke 
who is a Feudatary of the Crown of Poland : there be- 
= to it alſo Oeſel, and Dagho, (two Iflands in the 
Baltick Sea,) which were poſſeſſed by the Dane ; till 
in 1645. by a Treaty at Bromsbro, they were yielded 
to the Swede. The Thief Towns in it are Narva 
Parnaiv, Revel, Riga (the Capital,) Derpe and wol- 
mer. Its length from Narva to Memmel is ninety 
German Miles: its breadth from the Sea to Dodina 
ſixty. It produceth Wheat in abundance; which 
the. Diwina and Narva, bring down to Riga and 
Narva, for Exportation. Its Foreſts abound with 
wild Boars, Bears, &c. which come over the Nar- 
va, out of Rxſſia. This People being then Barba- 
rous, began to imbrace the Chriſtian Faith abou:

; ne, Leomania, a Trat or Country in 
Aquitam, ( or Gaſconyz) the principal Town of 
which is Vic de Lom : it lies between the 
County of Armagnac, Verdun, and the Garonne ; 
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by which it is parted from the County of Agenos. 

Loman, a River in Devonſhire, which falls into 
the Ex by Tiverton in that County. = | 

Lombardy, Lombardia, Longobardia, 1s a confi- 
derable Country in the North of Traly ; under which 
is contained the greateſt part of Gallia Ciſalpina. It 
is divided into two, the Higher and the Lower Lom- 
bardy. In the Higher, are Piedmone (with what is 
annexed to it,) the Dukedoms of Milan, and Mon- 
eiferat: in the Lower are the Dukedoms of Mar- 
tua, Modena, and Parma ; with the Weſtern parts 
of the State of Venice, viz. The Territories of Berga- 
mo, Breſcia, Cremona, Verona, and Vicenza : alſo 
the Dukedoms of Ferrara, with the Territory of Bo- 
nonia, (or Bologna,) which are mn the States of the 
Church, and now under the Pope. The I:alzans alſo 
divide it into Lombardia di qua dal Po, and Lom- 
bardia di la dal Po, i.e. Lombardy on each fide 
the Po. This was that Kingdom of the Lombards 
(Langobardi or Longobards) in Italy, which Charles 
the Great ruined, after be had at Pavie taken De/i- 
derius (their laſt King) Priſoner. The principal Ci- 
ty of this Kingdom was Mslan. This Kingdom was 
erected in 573. Iſaacſon placeth its beginning in 393: 
with whom Helvicus agrees; Agelmond being their 
firſt King; before whom they had Dukes: it continu- 
ed ſo undereleven Princes ; that is, in Panonza, (or 
Hunger), ) not in Traly. They came into Italy in 
568. their Kingdom continued there under 
twenty one Princes till 974, when Caro/us Magnus 
Dethroned. (as was ſaid) In all, two hundred and 
fix Years. 

Lombez, Lombaria, or Lumbaria, a ſmall City 
in Aquitarn in France ; in the County of Cominges, 
upon the River Sava ; (which falls into the Garonne, 
four Miles beneath Toloſe.) Lombes ſtands five Leagues 
from the Garonne to the North, eight from Aux to 
the South-Eaſt, and ten from To/oſe to the South- 
Weſt. Made a Biſhops See by Pope Fohn XXIL. 
(who at the ſame time erected its ancient Abbey into 
a Cathedral) under the Archbiſhop of Toloſe, in 1317. 
But little, and not well inhabited. The Alb:genſes 
were excommunicated in a Council here. 

Lombara, the Indus. 

Lomond, and Lough Lomond, Lomandus, 1s a 
great Lake in the South of Scorland, in the County 
of Lenox ; between Menteith to the Eaſt, and Ar- 
gile to the Weſt. In length from North to South 
twenty Miles, ten in breadth from Eaft to Weft in 
ſome places, in others three and four. It is only four 
Miles from Dunbrztorwn to the North,and a little more 
from its Fyrecb 3 the River Levin empties it mto the 
Fyrch. Thereis in it ſixteen (mall Iſlands. 

Lon, Lone, or Lunne, a River of Lancaſhire, 
upon which Lancaſter and Hornby are fituated, and 
Kirkby Lonſdale in the County of Weſtmorland. It 
ends in the Ir:ſh Sea. 

London, Londimum, Auguſta Trinobantum, the 
Capital City of the Kingdom of England; or rather 
three Cities united into one : Its length from Eaſt 
to Weſt, from Lime-houſe to the further end of Mzll- 
bank in Weſtminſter,coming to 7500 Geometrical pa- 
CES, 1. E- ſeven meaſured Miles and an half, at a thou- 
ſand paces a Mile: Its breadth,from the further end of 
Whizechappel-ſtreet to St. George's Fields in South- 
wark, near three Miles. It is firtt mentioned by Ta- 
citus, afterwards by Ammianus Marcellinus, who 
calls it Auguſta; Stephanus de Urbibus, Lindoni- 
um ; Bede and Sigebert call it Lindona ; the En- 
gliſh, London ; the Saxons, Lundain ; the French, 
Londres ; the Germans, Londen ; and the Italians, 
Londra. It is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury ; ſeated in the County of Midaleſex, 
upon the Thames (a noble navigable River), over 
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which it has a Bridge of nineteen Arches, . built wit; 
Houſes on both ſides, and of late enlarged as to the 
Paſſage. This is alſo the Royal City, the Seat of the 
Kings of England, and has been ſo for many years 
Therefore called the Kjng of Englands Chamber. It 
1s ſituate in a rich and plentiful Soil ; abounding with 
plenty of all things ; and on the gentle aſcent of at 
Hill, on the North Side of the Thames. By whom 
or when it was firſt built, 1s now unknown. Tacitus 
faith, that in Nero's time, about the Year of Chriſt 
66, It was Copia Nepotiatorum, © Commeatu maxi- 
me celebre. A Place of great reſort for Commerce 

and famous for plenty of proviſions. But London 
was then near a great Calamity : for Boadicza, Queen 
of the Tcenz, being provoked by the Injurics of the 
Romans, to aſſemble the Brirarns, fell firſt upon Ca. 
malodunum, (now Maldon in. Eſſex ; ) and taking 
it by ſurprize that year, put all the Romans to the 
Sword. Petilius Cereals, coming up with the ninth 
Legion, was defeated ; and all his Foot put to the 
Sword too, the Horſe hardly eſcaping. In the Inte« 
rim Suetonius, the Roman Propretor, or Governor 
(who was then conquering the Ifle of 4rgleſey) comes 
up to London ; and was at firſt almoſt reſolved to 
make it the Seat of War ; but finding reafons to al- 
ter this Reſolve, he marched away to S. Albans : fo 
Boadicia (who was not far off ) came up, and put all 
She found in the Town to the Sword ; and ſoon after 
treats S. A/bans in the ſame manner : in which three 
places She deſtroyed ſeventy thouſand Komans and 
their Allies. This City ſoon recovered this Blow, and 
was afterward as famous as ever. In the Year of Chriſt 
292, it was in danger of being Sack'd by the Franks ; 
if an unexpeCted Arrival of ſome Roman Forces had 
not accidentally preferred it, even when the Franks 
were aCtually in Poſſefſion of it. Soon after this, 
Conſtantine the Great is ſaid to have Walled it. In 
313, we find Refliturws, Biſhop of ' London, at the 
Council of Arles in France, ſubſcribing after Eborius, 
Biſhop of Tork. - Bede K very poſitive, that it was then 
an Archbiſhops See, Mr, Cambden is of opinion, it 
was delivered up to the Saxons, under Hengiſt their 
firſt King, by Yortigern, about the Year of Chriſt, 
463- Tho this changed the ſtate of things, and rui- 
ned Chriſtianity ; yet London continued in all this 
Storm a conſiderable Mart, or Sea-Port : in 610. 
S. Paul's Church was built, (or rather rebuilt) and 
aſſigned to the Uſes of Chriſtianity, by Arhelbere, 
King of Kent. Miletus was made the firſt Biſhop of 
London, after the' Converſion of the Saxons, in 604, ; 
the Metropolitick See being removed by Auguſtin the 
Monk then from London to Canterbury. About the 
Year 701, Offa, King of the Eaſt-Angles, enlarged 
and endowed the Church of Weſtminſter : which is 
fince become another City, joined to Zondon. In 
the Year 854, this City fell into the Hands of the 
Danes, who Sacked it, and Canterbury ; coming then 
with a Fleet of two hundred and fifty Ships. In r012, 
theſe Barbarians flew the Biſhop of London, for not 
paying them their Tribute ; the Year after, Sweno 
(King of the Danes) took the City, and expelled King 
Ethelred out of ——_— but this lafted not long. 
In the Year 1016, Canutus the Dane took London ; 
and in 1018, was there Crowned King of Enpland. 
In 1042, there was an end put to this Daniſh Race ; 
and Edward the Confeſſor was Crowned King of Eng- 
land. In 1064, this Prince died ; and Herald uſurp- 

ing upon Edward Atheling, the Right Heir, Wilrem 

Duke of Normandy entred England, ſlew him, and in 
1066, was Crowned in London. The Fate of Lox- 
don has been much the ſame with that of England ever 
fince z for this Prince in 1078, having built the Tower 

of London, it became the ſetled Reſidence of our Kings 

from that day forward, #:/ljam I. in 1099, Wal- 
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led the Torer. King Fohn in 1210, Granted this Ci- 
ty its firft Charter ; and Inftituted its Major, and Go- 
vernment. In 1211, He built London Bridge. In 
1217, Lewy of France was belieged in London by 
Henry II. and forced to leave the Land. In 1378, 
Fohn Philpot, a Londoner, at his own Coſt, and upon 
his own Authority, put out a Fleet, and cleared the 
Seas of Pyrats. In 13$1, the Country Clowns rifing 
againſt the Nobility, and one Fack Straw behaving 
himſelf infolently towards the King in Smithfield ; 
Sir William Wallworth, the Lord Major, ſtabbed him, 
and put an end to that Rebellion; for which Service 
the Red Dagger was added, as is faid, to the Arms 
of London, | In 1392, that Prince ſeized their Liber- 
ties, for reſuling to lend him Money. In 1567, the 
Royal Exchange was built by Sir Thmas Greſham. In 
ſucceeding times it throve to that degree, as to have 
one hundredand thirty three Pariſhes, accounted with- 
in its Walls and Suburbs. In 1665, a Plague ſwept 
away one hundred thouſand of her Inhabitants, In 
1666, a devouring Fire Levelled thirteen thouſand of 
her Houſes. The Footiteps of which diſmal Calami- 
ty, by the Induſtry of the Citizens, encouraged by 
their Gracious King Charles I. are not otherwiſe to 
be ſeen, but in a more glorious Reſtauration. A preat 
multitude of Provincial and National Councils have 
been celebrated at London: in all times. Long. 23. 25. 
Lat. 51-34. $ Boſton in New England is ſometimes 
alſo called New London. | | 

FLondon-Derry, is a Colony of the Eng/:ſh,Plan. 
ted in the County of Colrain, in the North of the Pro- 
vince of Ulſter : in a fruitful Soil, and upon Wa- 
ters that aftord it great plenty of Fiſh of all ſorts. 
This in :612, was made a London Colony 3 ſome of 
the Companies in London bearing the Charge of it ; 
and one Colonel Dockwray (an old experienced Com- 
mander of the Eng/zſh) being ſent with them to com- 
mand, govern, and take care of them. Being thus 
happily begun, and a great number following the firſt, 
in a ſhort time it became the moſt confiderable City 
in V/ſter. And being as well carefully Fortified and 
Garriſoned as Peopled, in the time of the Ir: Maſ- 
ſacre, it ſtood fo firm for the Englsſp, that no Force 
or Fraud of the Iriſh could expel them. The Ir: 
had reduced them to great extremity in 1649, but 
one Owen Row Oneale in time fruſtrated their At- 
tempts, and relieved the Town,. when it was juſt up- 
on the point of being ſtarved into a Complyance. See

Lozain, Lotharirgia, Auſtraſia, is a Dukedom 
belonging to Germany ; of late feized by the French 
King, and therefore by Baudrand made a part of 
France. Bounded on the Eaſt with Alſatia, (cut off 
by the Mountain Yauge, Yogeſus, and the Dukedom 
ot Bzpont or We CE as the Germans call it; ) on 
the South with the County of Burgundy, or the Fran- 
che Compte ; on the Weſt with the River Maes, which 
parts it from Champagne ; and on the North with 
Luxemburg, Metz, Verdun, and the Land of Triers. 
This Country is in length about four days Journey, in 
breadth three 3 much overgrown with Woods, very 
Hilly and Mountainous, being a part of the once vatt 
Foreft of Ardenne. It was given by Lotharius, the 
Emperor, to his ſecond Son Lotharims; and from 
him took the Name of Lorain, or (as others write 
it) Lorraigne. This happened about the Year 851. 
Others ſay, it took this Name from the Father, and 
not from the Son, about the Year 843 : but all agree, 
that from Locharius this County was called by the 
Germans Lotreich ; by the Dutch Lot-reigne; (.e, 
the Kingdom of Lot ; ) and from hence of later times 
by the Germans Lotthiringen ; by the Inhabitants 
Lorrain ; by the French Lorain. The firſt of theſe 
Dukes of Lorain was Charles, right Heir of the Caro- 
line Line of France ; but excluded, defeated, and 
taken Priſoner by Hugh Caper. His Advancement 
was from Ocho [I. (Emperor of Germany, ) about 
the Year 981 ; being the Son of Lews LV. of France, 
and of Gerbage an Aunt of the ſaid Orho. From this 
Charles, the preſent young Duke of Lorain is Lineal« 
ly Deſcended, being the thirty fourth Duke of his Fa- 
mily. The French firſt Poſſefled themſelves of this 
Dukedom under Lews XIII, in 1663 : It wasreſto- 


red to this Family again by the Pyrenean Treaty, in 


1659. In the Year 1674, it was again reafſumed 
the French, Charles Leopold, the late Duke of fa- 
mous memory, being in the mean time employed by 
the Emperor as his General, won more Honour than 
he could have done if he had ſucceeded his Uncle in 
bis rightful Inheritance. This great Prince died on 
the eighteenth of April, 1690, ſuddenly, in his forty 
eighth year, at a Convent near Line, 1n his Journey 
to Vienna; his renowned Actions and high Merits 
making him extremely lamented. He Married El0- 
nora Maria of Auſtria, Dowager of Michael, King 
of Poland.and Siſter to the preſent Emperor; by whom 
the Title to this Dukedom continues in the Family to 
his eldeſt Son. | {Ol 
Lozca, Elrocrata,Ilorcs, a ſmall, but ancient City 
of the Kingdom of Murcia in Spain :. it was in the 
times of the Goths a Biſhops See, under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Toledo, But this See was ſince removed to

Lozne, Lorna, a County in the North of Scotland, 
upon the Weſtern Ocean, bounded on the North by 
Loquabre; on the Eaſt by Menteith ; on the South 
by Argyle, and Cantyr; and on the Weſt by the Ver- 
grvian Ocean: the old Inhabitants of this County 
were the Epzdit, as Cambden acquaints us. 

Lozetto, or Lauretto, Laurerum, a ſmall, and a 
New City in the Marcha Anconitana, m the Domi- 
nions of the Church; made a Biſhops See by Pope 
Sixius V. in 1586. and in 1591. the Biſhoprick of 
Recanati was for ever united to this new See. It 
ſtands upon a long Hill ; three Miles from the Shoars 
of the Adriatick Sea, fifteen from Ancona to the 
South ; very well fortified to preſerve it from the In- 
curſions of the Turks, and has a Noble Palace, But 
that which is its greateſt, yea, its only Glory, 18 the 
Chappel of the Virgin Mary, called La Santa Caſa, 
the Holy Houſe 3 Pilgrims out of all parts of Europe 
repairing hither, to perform their Devotions to the 
Virgin. This place was anciently a deſolate Grove, 
where in the Pagan Times ſome think there was a 
Temple of Juno Cuprana. The Chappel, that is ſo 
much eſteemed, is > win to be the very Chamber 
in which the Quecnof Heaven was her ſelf Educated; 
and received the Angel's Salutation. They believe 1t 
was brought hither out of Paleſtine by Angels. All 
this is proved by the Teſtimony of Grave Men, an 
the Memorials of an innumerable number of Miracles, 
which are believed to have been wrought here. The 
Reader is not to ſuppoſe it was brought from Pale- 

fiine hither at once: no, it was depoſited, after the 
taking of Prolomas by the Saracens, firſt in Dalma- 
tia, in the year 1291. Thence the Thieveries of that 
Nation oned her Remove three er four years af- 
ter, to a Wood in this Marquiſate, and from thence 
to a Hill ; and here two Brothers not agreeing, She 
at laſt removed to Lorerro : Where (faith Turſelimnm ) 
She hath reſolved to take up her fixed, and as we 
hope ( if no grievous offence of the Inhabitants or 
Neighbours prevent it } her eternal Reſt : her laſt 
Remove ( he aſſures us) was in 1295. And if ſhe has 
been able to digeſt all the Italsan Sins for almoſt 
four bur:dred years, we may well prefume She will re- 
moveno more ; at lealt not in our Days. _ 

, Lonas, Leonas, Leomice, a Town in Pro» 
vence, in the Dioceſe of Frejw, two Leagues from 
Draguignan, five from Frejw, and fourteen from 
Aix: fatuated in a fertile Soil; and adorned with a 
Collegiate Church of the Foundation of Pope Mar- 
ein v. in 1421. together with divers Religious 
Houſes. : 

Lozris, Lauriacum, a Townin the Dioceſe of Ar 
gers and the Dukedom of Anjou in France : remark- 
ed for a French Synod there bled in 843- 

Loſere, a Mountain in Languedoc, in which are 

the Fountains of the River Tarn, that Aqui 
tain from edoc. This is a Branch of the Se- 
vennes ; extended towards the Lower Languedoc, fix 
Leagues from Ghave ( or Javoux ) to the North- 
Weli , and eight from Uzes to the South-Eat : 
mentioned by Sidonius Apolkinaris, im his twenty 
fourth Verſe. 
_ Loflle, a River of Scotland, in the County of 
Murray, called by Ptolemy, Loxa: it watereth the 
North part of that County, and falls into the German 
Ocean beneath Elgzn, the Capital of that County. 

Lot, Le, Olda, Loda, a River in Aquirain in 
France ; which ariſeth from the Sevennes, a Moun- 
tain in Givaudan, ( a County of Languedoc; ) and 
Rowing within one Mile of Mende, a City in the 
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County, and foon after augmented by the Truer, 
and fome ſmaller Rivers; and running Weltward 
through Rovergne, and Querey, ( which latter it di- 
vides; ) it at laſt watereth Ages, Caſſenneil, and Clev 
7ac ; then falls into the Garonne near Atguillon, four 
Leagues beneath Agen. Whereas herctofore this Ri- 
ver was pailable by Boats only as far as Ville Neuve 
de Agen ; it is of late with vaſt Expence made Na- 
vigable as high as Chaors ; ( to the ineitimable Benefit 
- this Province ) by the preſent King of Frence, in 
1677. 

Lothaine, Lardonsa, a County in the Sduth of 
Scotland; bounded on the North by the Fyrch of 
Eainbirgh ; on the Eaſt by the German Ocean : on 
the South by Marches, Twedal, and Cluydeſdale ; and 
on the Weſt by the County of Srer/ing. This County 
1s thirty four Scorch Miles in 4ength from Eaſt to 
_— but _ above — on moſt part. It 
1s the principal County in that Ki 3 Edinburgh 
Randing almoſt in the middle of it; beſides wheh, 
it hath Lyth, Dunbar, and Dalkeith. 

Lotophagt, the ancient People of the Iſland, now 
called L' sfle des Gerbes, upon the Coalt of Africa, 
under the Spaniards. They are mentioned by divers 
of the Ancients with applauſe. 

Lotretch, or Lothar-reich, Lorain. 

Loudun, Fulodunum, a City of France, in the 
County of Poifou; fix Leagues from Salmur to the 
South, ten from Poitiers, and eighteen from 4m- 


d boiſe to the North-Welt : from this City the circum- 


jacent Country is called le Laudenrnors, which King 
Hexry [|I. erected into a Dutchy ; and in the Wri- 
ters of the middle Age this City 1s called alſo Las/-

Lough le, Log3a, a River of Ireland, in the 
Province ot Uiſter ; which by London-Derry falls in- 
to the Deucalidonian Ocean, between the County of 
Derry, and the Iſle of Owen ; nine Miles from Coldagh 
to = Eait. : _ | 
| ta, Loughaber : ſee Loquabre. 
Loniſtane, a large Country er Welt of New 
France in America, lately diſcovered by the French 
as far as to the Mouth of the River Colbert, in the 
South Sea, and ſo called in honour of their preſent 
King Lewss XIV. They report it to enjoy a very 
fruttfulClime for Wine, Corn, Fruits, Fiſh, and Fowl. 

Lowe, Eaſt and W:ſt, two Market and Borough 
Townsin the County of Corawall, in the Welt Hun» 
dred, both upon the South Sea, and both having the 
EleCtion of two Burgeſſes for the Parliament. 

LOwitz, Lovsrsum, a- ſmall, but well built and 
populous Town of the Greater Poland, upon the 
River Bfura; in which the Archbiſhop of Gneſna 
hasa noble and ftrong Caſtle, ſeated ina Marſh, built 
by Farowſlaws, ( one of thoſe ) in

which the reſt of his Succeſſors have far the moſt pa 
reſided: it is an the Palatinate of Reva, between Ula- 
diſlaw to the North, and Rave to the South; five 
Poliſh Miles from the latter, and fix from Phczko

There 1s another of the ſame Name in L:09nois, which 
falls into the Adour. 

Lourdes, Lorda, a City of France in Brgorre: 

Louſes, Loutoſa, a place or Town in the Dio- 
ceſs of_ Troyes in France. 

Louth,Lutum, Loutha, a ſmall Town in the Pro- 
vince of Leznſter, in the County of Louth, upon a 
River of the ſame Name; between Dundalk to the 
North,and Ardrac to the South,ſeven Miles from either. 

The County of LLonth lies in Leſter, or rather 

Ulſter: bounded on the Eaſt by the 1riſh Sea ; on 
the North by Downe 3 on the Weſt by Armagh, and 
| Monaghan; and on the South by Fingall in Leimn- 
fter. $ There 1s called by this Name a Market Town 
alſo in Lincolnſhire, in the Hundred of Loutheask, 

Louvaine, Louvanium, a great City in Brabant, 
in the Low Countries ; called by the Inhabitants Loe- 
ven; by the Spaniards tLobayna; by the Italians 
Lovanio; and by the French Louvaine. It ſtands 
upon the River De/e, ( which a little lower falls into 
the Demer , which laſt falls into the Schelde at 
Rupelmondel) four Miles from Mechlen to the 
South-Eaſt, eight from Namur to the North, and 
the ſame dittance from Antwerp to the South- 
Faſt. In 1427. there was an Univerſity opened here 
by Fohn Duke of Brabant : others make it to have 
been Founded by another Fohn Duke of Brabant 
in 926. The Popes Martin V. and Eugenius IV. 
granted it great Privileges. It has thriven very well ; 
here _ more than twenty Colleges founded by ſe- 
veral Perſons for the incouragement ad promotion 
of Learning, very magnificent, and well governed : 
to which belong the publick Schools , which are 
very magnificent. This City is four Miles in com- 
paſs within the Walls; ſeated in a very fruitful Soil ; 
and has ſo gentle and pleaſant an Air, that Wine 
is made both within the Walls, and without. It is 
ſo very ancient, that its Original is ſuppoſed to have 
been before the Roman Conqueſt by Julius Ceſar : 
and has been ſeveral times enlarged. The Walls, it now 
has, were built in 1361. There are within theſe 
Walls, faith L. Guicciardin, great Meadows, beauti- 
ful Vineyards, rare Orchards and Gardens, and all 
manner of Convenjences ; which ſhews that it is not 
overſtocked with Inhabitants. This Town is ſtill un- 
der the Spaniards ; and has about it a Diſtrict, called 
the Quartier de Lotvaine ; which is one of the four 
Juriſdictions of Brabant. The Duhes of Brabant 
uſed to take the Title of Earls of Louvain. Long. 
26. oo. Lat. 50. 54. . 

Lovat, Lowa, Cheſinus, a River of Ruſſia ; which 
falls into the Lake of 1/men, on the Borders of Lzive- 
nia* This Lakegisburthens it ſelf into that of L ado- 
ga, by a River which paſſeth on the Eaſt of the City 
Novogorod. 

Lonwenbozch. See Lawenburg. 

Le Lonvze, the King of France his Royal Palace 
in Pars. 

Lowther, a River of the County of Weſtmor- 
land, joining with the Eamont at Fhinfield Forreſt ; 


upon the Banks whereof is Loweher-Hall, the Seat 


of the Family -of the Lowthers, who for thirty De- 
ſcents lineally from Father to Son have flouriſhed 
here. The Park: belonging to this Seat, the Pariſh, 
and the Bridge over the River, have the ſame Name. 

Loplandt, one of the She:land Ulands on the 
North of Scotland. 

Lubangkerzee, Lubanius, a Lake in Livonia, on 
the Confines of Poland, near the Town of Luban ; 
near twenty Miles from Dunenburgh to the North. 

Lubeck, Lubeca, Lubecum, a Great City in Ger- 
many; in the Circle of the Lower Saxony, in the 
Dukedom of Holſtein; which has been a Biſhops 


. many from Wieſmar to the 


See, under the Archbiſhop of Bremen, ever fince 
the year 1162. when the Chair was Tranſlated hither 
from O/denburgh. It is a celebrated Mart, and one 
of the principal Hans Towns ; upon the River Trave, 
in the Territory of Wagria; of which it is the Ca- 
pital ; about three Miles from the Baltick Sea to the 
South, upon which it has a great, and a ſafe Hatbor. 
It was at firſt a very ſmall Town, enlarged to a con- 
fiderable City, by 4d-1ph, Count of Holſtein, under 
Conrad Ill. Emperor of Germany. In the year 12c9. 
the Danes being beaten out of it, it was made a Free 
Imperial City by Frederick II. Seated in the Limits of 
the Dukedom of Mecklenburg and Lawenburg ; ten 
German Miles from Hneos to the Eaſt, and as 

eſt. In 1238. it hap- 
ned to be almoſt totally conſumed by Fire. In 1 500. 
they defended their Liberties by Arms againſt the King 
of Denmark ; which War broke out again in 150g. 
when the Suedes took their part. They had the ſame 
Privileges confirmed to them by the Emperor Charles 
the Fifth, at the Diet of Ausburgb, in 1547, which 
before were grahted them by Frederick 11. This 
City embraced the Auguſtane Confeſſion, . in the year 
1561. In 1562athey bzgun a War with the King of 
Sweden, which laſted till 15950. The Biſhoprick is 
ſettled in Appenage tothe younger Sons of the Houſe 
of Holſtein Gothorp, the Chapter having only an 
umbrary Election left to them : they are called Dukes 
of Oytin, from a ſmall Town ( four German Miles 
and an half from Lubeck to the North ) where they 
for the moſt part reſide ; which was given theſe Bi- 
ſhops by Ado/ph Count of Hoſſtein, before the See 
was removed from Oldenburz to Lubeck In this 
Town there was a Peace concluded between the Em- 
peror and the King of Denmark, in the year 1629. It is 
governed in the manner of a Republich, and obſerves 
a ſtrict Alliance with Holland. Long.3 2.45. Lat.54-48. 

Lubiana, Labachum. See Labach. 

Lublin, Lublina, a City of the Leſſer Poland ; 
the Capital of a Palatinate of the ſame Name, upon 
the River B:ſtricz ; twenty four Miles from Farſaw 
to the South, twelve from Chelm to the Welt, thirty 
fix from Cracow to the South-Eaſt, and ſeventy from 
Vilna. It is aneat, ſpruce, populous City ; and has 
a Caftle ſeated on a Hill. The Palatinate of Lublin 
1s one of the three which conſtifute the Leſſer Po- 
land ; and lies between Mazovia, Red Ruſſia, and 
the Palatinate of Landomir. Long. 45.00 Lat.51.00. 

Lublaw, Lubloa, called by the Poles Luboula, is 
a Caſtle belonging to the Upper Hungary ; but mort- 
gaged to the Crown of Po/and in 1 4.12,which has been 
ever fince in their Hands: and being cut off from the 
County of Cepaſz, it is annexed to the Palatinate of 
Cracow. 

Lucania , an ancient Province of Italy, now 
thrown into the Baſilicata in part, and part into Ca- 
labria ; but before, a Member of Magna Gracia. 
Its Inhabitants made frequent Wars with the Ro- 
mans, and int the year of Rome 428, killed Alexans 
der, King of the Epirots, near the River Acheron. 

The Lnccaye Fflands, near the Continent of 
America, in the North Sea, lie betwixt 294. and 304. 
Deg. of Long. and 21. and 28. of Lat. making a 
part of the Antilles. "The chiefeſt of them are Ly- 
catoneque, Amana , Abacoa , Bimini , Guanahani, 
Majaguana, Fuma, &c. enjoying a temperate Air and 
a fruitful Soil. þ - 

Lucca, Luca, Luceria, a City and Republick of 
Italy, aſcribed by Pliny and Strabo to Hetruria, but 
now in the Dukedom of Florence ; and a Biſhops 


' See, under the Archbiſhop of Piſa, tho not ſubject 


to his Juriſdiction. It is very ftrongly fortified with 
eleven Baſtions 3 and very populous. Built by the 
Thuſcs, in the = of the World 3236- thirty _— 
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years after Rom?, in the times of Senacherib, and of 
Ezekiah King of Fudah. —_ the General of 
the Emperor 7uſtinian, befieged it in the Sixth Cen- 
tury. Charles V, left this City under the Govern- 
ment of a French Cardinal, who ſet them at liberty. 
One of their own, Paulus Giuniſins, Raviſhed this 
from them; they ſoon recovered it again. In the 
year 1350. the City was taken by Galatius, Duke of 
Milan : but in 1430. they again recovered their Lt- 
berty, which they have ever fince carefully pre- 
ſerved; and to that purpoſe in 1626. made the pre- 
ſent Fortifications. The Domi20ns belonging to this 
State { by the Jralrans called 1/ Lucheſe ) are ſmall, 
not above thirty Miles long, and twenty five broad ; 
lying between the Appennine to the North, the Me- 
diterranean Sea to the Weſt, the States of Genoua 
to the North, and P:ſa to the South ; its greateſt 
length is from North to South. The Earth brings 
forth here, Wine, Oil, and Cheſnuts in abundance ; 
not ſo productive of Corn. The Inhabitants have 
improved every Inch of it to the utmoſt, by which 
they have made it very pleaſant. The Biſhop 1s im- 
mediately ſubject to the Pope. This City ſtands 
ten Miles from P:ſa to the North, thirteen from the 
Sea to the Eaſt, and forty five from Florence to the 
Weſt. Commonly Epitheted, Lucca Þ induſtrioſa. 
The Tomb of Richard King of England ( who died 
here in a journey to Rome ) is to be ſeen in the Church 
of S. Fridainus, Long. 33. 16. Lat. 42. 50. 

Luceria. Sce Nocera. 

Lncerne, Lucerna, a City and Canton in Sw:itzer- 
land. The City ftands in Argow, upon the Lake of 
Lucerne; where the River Ruſs flows out of it 
through this place; and is covered by three Bridges, 
nine German Miles from Bearn to the Eaſt, and fix 
from Altorf to the South-Weſt. An Imperial Free 
City, till the year, 1332, when it was exempted. 
The Marqueſs de /a Parete, Lieutenant-General of 

uke of Savoy's Army, recovered it out of the 
s of the French, in Aug. 1690. 
he Lake of Lncerne, called by the Germans 

'ucernerzee, is extended twenty four Miles from Eaſt 
o Weſt ; and is often called the Waldtſtatteuzee, 
from the four Cities which encompaſs it, vix. Alrorf, 
Swiſs, Stantz, and Lucerne. 

The Canton of Lucerne, the third of the twelve 
Swiſs Cantons, is Roman Catholick,; united to the 
reſt in 1332. and bounded North, Welt, South, and 
Eaſt by the Cantons of Zurich, Swiſs, and Stant;. 

Lucomerie, Lucomorze, a Province belonging to 
the Ruſs ; beyond the River Db' in 4/ia, towards the 
North Ocean; in which there are no Cities: the 
People living in Woods, Caves, and defart places. 
Towards the South of this Province there are Moun- 
tains called by the ſame Name. 

Lurko. See Lyuſuc. 

Luconia. See Luſſon. 

Ludiow,a large, populous, well built, Market and 
Borough Town in Shropſhire, in the Hundred of O- 
vers, upon the Banks of the Teme : walled and de- 
tended by a Caſtle built by Roger Earl of Montgo- 
mery. It elects two Parliament-Men : and the Court 
for the Marſhes of Wales, firſt ordained by King 
Henry VIII, uſed to be kept here. 

Lug, Logw, a ſmall River which ariſeth in Rad- 
norſhire ; and flowing through the County of Here- 
Ford, a little beneath the principal City, falls into the 
Wye at Mordefordg bringing with it the Arrom, 
the Wadels, the Oney, the Loden, and the Frome. 

Lugnitz, Valss Leguntia, a Canton belonging to 
the Grafons. 

Lugo, Lucus Auguſts, Turris Auguſti, Are Sex- 
tiane, a City and Biſhops See, in Galicia in Spain, 
u:1der the Archbiſhop of Compoſte/ia ; upon the River 


Minho : eighteen Leagues from Compoſte!/a to the 
Eaſt, ten from the Shoar of the Ocean South, and 
thirty from Leon to the Weſt. An ancient Roman 
City, mentioned by Pliny and Antoninus. This 
City falling into the Hands of the Moors, was reco- 
vered by Alphonſus King of Leon, who died in 756. 
That which has moſt contributed to its preſervation, 
is its Hot Baths. Long- 12. oo. Lat. 43. oc. Several 
{mall Synods have been anciently affembleq at it. 
$ There is another Town called Lugo, about fifteen 
Miles from Ferrara in Italy ; which was almoſt quite 
—_— by the overflowing of the Po, in May, 
I 638. 

Lukt, Loduſia, a City and Port in Gothland in 
Sweden. 

Lulwozth Caſtle, a delightful and noted Caſtle in 
Dorſerſhure, in the Hundred of Winfrith , with a 
large Park about it, and enjoying a Proſpect jrito the 
Britiſh Sea. The Kings of England, in their Weſtern 
Progreſs, have often honoured it with their preſence. 

Lumaſia, the ſame with Bulgaria. 

Lumellina, a Territory of Lumel/o, ( a Town in 
Lombardy, in Italy, in the Dukedom of Milan, in 
the Territory of Pavia; ) twenty Miles from that 
City to the Weſt towards Calale. 

Luna, an ancient Roman City in 1:aly,out of whoſe 
Ruins is ſprung the preſent Sarzana. Sce Sarzana. 

Lunden, Lunds, Londinum Scanorum, a City of 
the Kingdom of Sweden; which was the Capital of 
the Province of -Scanza ; -and an Archbiſhops See, 
with fix Suffragan Biſhops under it. Theſe are all in 
the Kingdom of Denmark, to which this City belong- 
ed, till 1658; when it fell into the Hands of the 
Swedes ; who in 1668, opened here an Univerlity. 
It was once much Celebrated ; but now in a decli- 
hing Condition : eight German Miles from Copenha- 
gen to the Eaſt, and (3x from L andſcroon to the South- 

eſt : commonly called Lund by the Inhabitants. 
Made a Biſhops See in 1065, an Archbiſhops in 1193: 
Ill treated by the Swedes in the latter Wars 3 the 
Danes receiving a conſiderable Overthrow near it, 
December 14. 1676. It is now only a Biſhops See : 
the Archbiſhop being in 1660, Tranſlated to Copen- 
hagen. Long. 41- oo. Lat. 57. 23. 

Lunenburgh, Luneburgh, Luneburgum, Seleno- 
burgum, a City of the Lower Saxony in Germany, 
formerly one of the principal Hanſe Towns in the 
Empire ; and the Capital of the Dukedom of Lunen- 
burgh. It ſtands upon the River 1/menaw; not a- 
bove two German Miles from the E/b to the South, 
ten from Lubeck, ſeven from Hamburgh to the South- 
Welt, and twenty from Bremen to the North-Eaſt. 
Built by Henry the Lyon, in 1190: but the Caſtle is 
older than the City an hundred and twenty four years. 
It took this Name from the Moon ; the Image of 
which was worſhiped here, till the Reign of Char/es 
the Great, who took that Idolatry away. It grew up 
out of the Ruins of Bardwick, a Town within two 
Miles of the E!b to the South. When it wasexempt- 
ed from the Empire I do not find ; but it is now un - 
der the Duke of Lunenburgh, and is one of the 
ſtrongeſt, and beſt fortified Towns of Germany. 
There was anciently a very famous Monaſtery in it, 
of the Order of S. Beneds& : which Chriſt:an Lews, 
Duke of Lunenburgh, in the year 1660. turned in- 
to a College. Near it ſtands a Mountain, called by the 
Germans, Kalckberg, which affords exceMent Chalk ; 
and by it are many Salt Springs, that contribute much 
toits Wealth: it hisone of the noblc(t Bridges in Eu- 
rope , over a Navigable River. The Houſes are 
magnificent; the Inhabitants rich, and numerous. 
The Dukes of Lunenburgh are of the Houſe of 
Brunſwick, Long. 32. 20. Lat. 53» 34+ 
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The Dukedom of Lunenburgh is a part of the 
Lower Saxony ; bounded on the North by the Earl- 
dom of Pinnenburgh, and the Territories of Lubeck 
and Hamburgh; on the Weſt with the Earldom of 
Hoy, and the Dukedoms of Bremen and Ferden; on 
the South with the Dukedom of Brunſivick,, and the 


Biſhoprick of a on the Eaſt with the /+ 


Dukedom of Mechlenburgh, and the Marquiſate of 
Brandenburgh. It is watered by the E1b, the Aller, 
the Ilmenaw, ( anciently called Lindaw, now com- 
monly Die Awe ) and the Jerze. The principal 
Cities and Towns are, (next that which gives its 
Name ) Zell, Danneberg , Harburgh , Winſen, Gif- 
horn, Borchdorp, and Waiſrade. This Dukedom was 
firſt given to one Ocho, of the Houſe of Bavaria, 
by Frederick IL in 1235. which Family is ſtill ex- 
tant, and divided into ſeveral Branches. 

Lure, Lurenſe Monaſterium, a Monaſtery dedica- 
ted to S. Martin, in the Franche Comte ; upon the 
River Lougnon, at the Foot of Mount Yauge ; thire 
teen Leagues from Beſanzon to the North. The Ab- 
bat of which has a Sovereignty belonging to his 
Houſe. 

Luri, a vaſt Village in the Iſle of Cor/ica, near the 
Town of S. Florence. 

Luſatia, a Province in Germany; called by the 
Germans, Lanſnitz ;and by the French, Luſace. It 
has been annexed both to M:i/nia, and Bohemia ; but 
in the year 1523. it was granted by Freder:ch Il. to 
the Elector of Saxony, and confirmed in the: year 
1637. Bounded on the Eaſt by Sileſia; on the 
North by March:ia; on the Weſt by the Uppper Saxo- 
229, and Miſmia ; and on the South by Bohemia. It 
is watered by the Spree and Neiſs; and hasin it fix 
great Towns or Cities; Bauken upon the Sprew, Gor- 
{itz upon the Neiſs, Sittaw, Ramitz, Luben, and 
 Guben. Alſo divided into two parts; The Upper, 
which lies towards Bohemia, and Mzsſ1ia ; and the 
Lower, towards Saxony ; which latter was granted to 
Fohn George the Firſt, by the Elector of Saxony, in 
the year 1652. The Capital of 1t is Soraw. 

Luſignan, Luſfignanum, Lucinianum, a Town in 
Poifton, with a Cattle, upon the River Vona; tive 
Leagues from Poztizers to the North-Welt towards 
Rechel. :In this place there aroſe a Family, ſome of 
which have been Kingsof Cyprus and Feruſalem ; it 
33 alſo famous for the noble Caſtle of Meluſine. 

Luſo, orPluſo, Apruſa, a River of Romandiola in 
Traly ; it falls into the Adrzatich Sea, near Rimini, 
between Ravenna and Peſaro. 

Luſſon, Luzcz0na, Lucionum, Luxiona , a (mall 
City in Poifou in France ; which 1s yet a Biſhops See 
under the Archbiſhop of Bourdeaux, Initituted by 
Pope Fohn XXIL in 1317. who at the ſame time 
changed its Bened:i&ine Abbey into a Cathedral. It 
ftands near a Marſh, and has no Walls; two Miles 
ſrom the Sea, fix from Mazllezazs to the Welt, twen- 
ty four from PoiQzers to the Welt, and five from 
Rochelle to the North. Cardinal R:iche/ceu was once 
Biſhop of this Sec. ER 

Luffon, Luconia, Luſſonta, the principal of the 
Philippzne Tflands; frequently called, Maxzle, from 
the principal City in it ; which 1s a Biſhops See, and 
together with the Iſhand ſubject to the Spaniards. 
This Iſland is ſaid to be a thouſand Miles in compaſs. 
It lies between Long. 145. and 150» and 14. and 20. 
South. Lat. £7: 

Lufuc, Luzuck , Luzko, and Luckoluſuc, Luceo- 
ria, a great City of Poland, which 1s a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Gneſ#a, and the Capital of 
Wolbynia. It ftands upon the River Srer, by a Lake, 
and has a ſtrong Cattle in it ; not above ſeven Polz 
Miles from the Confines of Rz/ſia to the Eaft ( twen- 
ty five, ſays Baudrand, ) thirty four from Lemburgh 
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to the North-Eaſt, and cighty five from K50v74 to 
the Weſt. Thereare more Proteſtants and = than 
— Catholicks in this City, as Le Vaſſeur re- 
$. | 
Luton, a Market Town in Bedfordſhire, in the 
Hundred of Flite, upon the Borders W Hareford- 
-rre and Buckinghamſhire. 
_ Lutterwozth, a Market Town in Leiceſterſhire, 
in the Hundred of Goodlaxton, upon the River Swift, 
which foon after falls into the Avon; in a good Soil, 
and beautified with a large Church ; whereof the fa- 
mous Fohn Wicliff was a Parſon, whoſe Opinions 
entertained the Setftons of divers Councils at London, 
Oxford. &c. belides the General Council of Con- 
ance. 
Lutzeilſtein, a County in Lorarn, | 
_ Lutzen, :Lutza, a ſmall Town in Miſ1ra, a Pro- 
vince of the Upper Saxony in Germany ; where the 
Swedes won a fignal Victory over the Auſtrian 
Forces; but loſt Guſtavus Adolphus , the braveſt 
Prince they ever had, Nov. 16. 1632. This Town 
ſtands upon the River E/ſter, two German Miles from 
Maryburg to the North-Eaſt, and the ſame from 
w_ to the Welt. 
utsko, or Lutſcko, the ſame with Luſuc. 
Luwow, the ſame with Lemburgh. 
Luxemburgh, Luyxemburgum, a very ſtrong City, 
and a Dukedom in the Low Countries. The City is 
the Capital of that Dukedom. It is ſeated upon the 
River Elza, in part on a Hill, the reft on a Plain. 
Prolemy calls it Auguſta Romanduorum: Guiccar- 
din ſaith, it has a good Situation, a great Compaſs, 
ſtrong Fortitications, and convenient Buildings ; tho 
by reaſon of the many Hazards of War it had gone 
through, many of its Houſes were not only neglect- 
ed, but deſerted by their Owners. . It has a Convent 
of the Order of S. Francs ; Founded in the time of 
that Saint : 1n which lies buried Fob: King of Bohe- 
mia, Father of Charles IV. Emperor of Germany, 
ſlain by the Eng/5ſh at the Battel of Creſſy, in 1346. 
This City hascontinually born the firſt Brunts of the 
Wars between the French and the Netherlands. In 
1529. Charles V. took it from Francs I. King of 
France, In 1542. it was taken and facked by the 
Duke of Orleans; retaken, and treated in the ſame 
manner in the year following. It is at this day in the 
Hands of the French, who fince their late Poſſeflion 
of it have added to its Fortifications. Four Leagues 
from Thionville to the North, fix from Trier or 
Treves to the South-Weſt, and nineteen from Mazer 
to the North-Eaſt. ; | 
The Dukedom of Luremburgh, is one of the ſe- 
venteen Provinces of the Low Countries; lying moſt 
to the South-Eaſt ; which was a part of the Diſtrict, 
belonging of old«to-the Trevirz : on the Eaſt it is 
bounded by the Biſhoprick of Tr:er, ſeparated by the 
Moſe/: on the North it has the Dukedoms of Lim- 
burgh and Namur, with the Biſhoprick of Liege; on 
the Weft Pz:cardy in part, and Harnault; on the 
South Lorrain : on the Weſt the Maes, and the Fo- 
reſt of Ardenne do both clofe it. That part that 
lies towarps the Weſt is barren; bnt abounds in 
Game, and Venifon. That which hes more to the 
Eaſt is fruitful in Corn, Minerals, Quarries of ex» 
cellent Stone, and whatever is neceffary tothe Life of 
Man. Itis in compaſs abont ſixty French Leagues. 
At firſt a part of the Earldom of Ardenne ; dif- 
membred from it in the time of Ozho the Empe-. 
ror; made a Dukedom in 1309. ( as LE. Guzcciar- 
din avers, ) by Henry VII. who had been Count of 
Luxemburgh, before he was choſen Emperor. S- 
Pe laſt Duke and Emperor, gave it to Eliza- 
th, ( Daughter of Fob Duke of Gorlitz, his Bro- 
ther, ) to prefer her in Marriage to Ant _ 
I12 
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of Burgundy ; and with the reſt of the Eſtates of 
that Houſe, it came to the Houſe of Auſtria. The 
French , who have ever lain heavy on this Frontier 
Country, have raviſhed from them the Southern parts, 
and the Cities oi Monmedy , and Thionwvilie, The 
Spanrards poſſeſs the Northern , with Baſtogne, 

Lnzcko. See Luſuc. 

Lyche, Laodzcea,an ancient Maritime City ofSyrza,to- 
wards the foot of the Mountain L:ibanus:built by Seleu- 
custogether with Antzch & Apamea;who called thoſe 
three Cities,the three Siſters. D:ony/ius Africanus inti- 
mates its pleaſant ſituation upon the Sea Coaſt. It 1s 
a different place from Laoa:cea in Aſia Minor. 

Lycta, an ancient Province of 4/ia Minor, be- 
twixt Caria and Pamphilia; famous for the Moun- 
tain Chimera, and the Cities Patara, Mira, Andrie 
aca, &c. A part of it is now contained in Azdinel!lr, 
and the reſt in Brzquia or Manteſells. 

Lycopolis, the ancient Name of Munia in Egypt ; 
given it,ſays Diodorus Siculus,from the peoples adora- 
tion of Wolves there , in the time of the Eg yprian 
Idolatries. It has ſometime been a Biſhops See. . See 
Munia. The famous Meletius was Biſhop of Lyco- 
polis about the year 300. 

Lydia, an ancient and celebrated Province of Aſia 
Minor , wherein ftood the Cities Sardus, Philade!- 
phia, Thyatira, &c. It had the honour to be a King- 
dom for fix hundred ſeventy five years, till King 
Creſus in the fifty ninth Olympiad, and the year of 
of the World 3510. and the year oft Rome 210. was 
overcome by Cyrus ; who ſubjected it to the Perſian 
Empire, as afterwards it fell ſucceſſively under the 
Greeks and Romans, and now is under the Turks, by 
the name of Caraſia. The Rivers Hermus ( now Sa- 
rabat ), Pattolus, and Cayſtrus (now Chia), added 
to its ancient fame. A Colony, which this Country 
tranſmitted into Traly, ſettled in the Provinces of 
Tuſcany ( the preſent ) , as Virgil allo remarks. 

Lyd, A Market Town in the County of Kerr, in 
= had Lath : It is a Member of the Cinque 

orts. 

Lym, Meoſchius, a River of Bulgaria. Baudrand 
calls it Ibar. 

Lymbach, Olmmachum, a Town in the Lower Hun- 
gary, in the Contines of Szzrza ; not above one Ger- 
nan Mile from the River Myuer, and four from Ca- 
2iſa to the South-Weſt. $ There is another called by 
the ſame name , four Miles from this to the 
South. 

Lyn, Linum Regis , a Sea-Pert-Town and Cor- 


poration in the County of Norfo/k ; ſeated on the 


Eaſtern Shoar of the River Ou/e, where it falls into the 
Waſhes ; called by Ptolemy Eſtuarium Metaris. It 
is a large Town, incompaſſed with a deep Trench, 
and for the moſt part walled ; divided by two ſmall 
Rivers, which have about fifteen Bridges over them. 
Built out of the ruins of another old Town, called 
Lyn too ; but ſtanding in Marſh Land, on the oppo- 
fite ſide of the River ; chiefly preferred on the ac- 
count of the Haven, which is ſafe and eaſfie of ac- 
ceſs. It was at firlt called Biſhops Lyn 5 becauſe the 
ground it ſtands upon , belonged to the Biſhop of 
Norwich, till the Reign of Henry VIII. It has great 
Privileges , which it obtained from King Zohn, by 
ſiding with him againſt the Bazons: he gave them 
his own Sword, to be carried before their Mayor ; and 
a gilt Cup, which they till keep, From this place he 
went in 1216. with a mighty Army , over the 
Waſhes, into Lincolnſhire ; with a deſign to fight the 
Barons, (then united againſt him under Lewis, Dau» 
phine of France,) but loſt his Treaſures and Carri- 
ages in the paſlage, and his Life ſoon after. Then it 
was, that he granted them their Charter ; and he ex- 
piring ſoon after, and his Son having a neceſlity to 
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comply with his Barons, for the expulſion of the 
French, their Liberties were ſeiſed, and the Town re- 
duced to what it was before. In 1221- a Rebellion 
breaking out in Lzncolnſhire, this Prince { Hen- 
ry ITT.) had occaſion for their Loyalty , and Valour 
again: and they gave him ſuch experience of both, 
that he regranted them their Charter, which they have 
ever ſince injoyed. Nor does this place deſerve the 
leſs commendation for their Loyal Attempt , on the 
behalf of Charles I. in 1643. though inſtead of fuc- 
ceſs, it involved the Loyal Inhabitants in great Cala- 
mities- Charles II. created Sir Horatso Townſend, Bye 
ronet, Baron of Lyn, April 20. 1661. rewarding at 
once his and their Loyalty by this Honour. It elects 
two Members of Parliament. 

Lyons, Lugdunum Segufianorum, is an ancient 
City in France, called by the Enhabitants, Lyon ; by 
the Germans, Leon ; by the Engliſh, Lyons ; and by 
the Po/es, Lugdun. It is a very great, famous,ſtrong, 
rich, populous City ; an Archbiſhops See, and the 
Capital of a Province, called from it Lzonno:s ; ſeated 
at the foot of an Hill, upon the confluence of the 
the Saone and Rhone, ( two of the principal Rivers 
of France, ) in the Confines of la Breſſe, and /e 
Dauphine ; one hundred Leagues from Pars to the 
South, five from Vienne, thirty fix from Avzgnon , 
ſixty from Turin, ( as Baudrand repreſents the di- 
ſtances ) and ſixty five from the Medzrterranean Sea 
to the North. The firſt Colony the Romans ſettled 
in this part of France ; and built by Munacius Plan- 
cus under Auguſtus, thirty five years before Chrilt. 
After this it Pouriſied very much ; eſpecially under 
the Auſpicious Reign of Claud:ms Ceſar, who. was 
born here , nine years before the Birth of our Savti- 
our, thirty three after the ſlaughter of Zulins Ceſar. 
In the twelfth year of the Reign of Nero, the year of 
Chriſt ſixty five, it was miſerably ruined by Fire ; and 
Nero contributed very freely to the rebuilding of it, 
as Tacttus tells us in his Annals, In after times no 
City in the Empire flouriſhed more, both as to Lea 
ning and Commerce. Severus, the Emperor, treated 
it about 199. with great ſeverity, for adhering to the 
Party of 4/binus againſt him; burning a great part 
of the City. Gratzanus, the Emperor, was pertidi- 
ouſly murthered in this City, in 384. Majoranus, Ge- 
neral to Leo the Emperour, at the, requeſt of Ssdo- 
nius Apollinarus, repaired and beautitied this City ve- 
ry much, about 460. But this was no long-lived 
ſplendor ; the Gozhs and Almains ſoon after prevai- 
ling againſt the Romans in France. In the Reign of 
Clothaire King of France , about 532. an end being 
put to the Kingdom of Burgundy, ( erectcd here by 
the Goths, ) . this City fell mto the Hands of the 
French. In the Reign of Gunthram, King of Metz, 
between 565. and 596. this City was again burnt : nor 
did it ſuffer leſs trom the Moors about 730. who 
were called by the remainder of the Gorhs ,. againit 
the Franks. About 955. it was given to Conrade I. 
King of Burgundy. After this, it was for ſome time 
ſubject to the Counts of the Foreſt, till 1173. The 
See was founded by S. Potinus, and Ireneus ; the firit 
of which ſuffered Martyrdom here , about 177. Anno 
1079. Pope Gregory VII. is faid to have made it an 
Archbiſhops See ; doubtleſs it was ſo long before. 
Pope Clement V. was crowned here in the preſence 
of Philip (the Fair ) King of France, Edwardl. of 
England , and Fames King of Arragon, in 1305. 
There have been many Councils held here. The mot 
celebrated, was that in 1245. under Innocent IV. 
gainſt Frederick II. where that Prince was depoſed 
as an Heretick, tor Intelligence with the Sultan, and 
Familiarity with his Women .; which produced a de- 
{tructive War in Germany and 1taly, There was ano- 
ther in 1274. under Pope Gregory X. _ - 
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Greek Chnrch, in which were five hundred Biſhops, 
tixty or ſeventy Archbiſhops, and one thouſand other 
Ecclefiafticks , together with the Patriarchs of An- 
rioch and Conſtantinop/e,Gc. Long. 26.00. Lat.45-15. 

F.yonnots, Lugdunen/is Provincia, is a ſmall Pro- 
vince in France; having on the Eaſt /a Breſſe, and 
the Dauphine ; on the South and Welt /e Foretz ; 
and on the North le Beaujolozs ; it has on the Eaft 
the Rhoſne , and extends from it to the Welt about 
twelve Leagues, in length about fifteen. 

Lyons en Fozeſt, Leones, a ſmall Town in Nor- 
mandy ; incompaſled with Woods and Foreſts, upon 
the River Orleau ; four Leagues trom Roan to the 
Eaſt. 

Lyon en 'Beauſſe; a Village in that Province, ſe- 
ven Leagues from Orleans to the North. 

Lyon ſur Lopre, a Village in Or/eans,in the Con- 
fines of Berry,one League above Sully to the Ealt.

Macandan, a Promontory in Africa, called by 
the Ancients Arſinarium 3 now commonly , Cape 
Verde. 

Macao, Amacao, Amacum, a City in China, in 
the Province of 2uantum ; upon the South part of 
that Kingdom ; in Long. 141. 30. Lat. 23. oo. Built 
upon a imall Iſland, with two Forts: heretofore un- 
der the Portygueſe 3 during which times it was a Ce= 
lebrated Mart, much frequented, and very rich: but 
being now in the hands of the Tarzars , who have 
conquered China, it decays a pace ; and 1s much de- 
clined from what it was. 

Wacaria, a Lake or Marſh , near Marathon, a 
Town in Attica ; in which a confiderable part of the 
Forces of Xerxes, King of Per/ia, periſhed ; being 
beaten by the Greczans both by Sea and Lard 2t the 
ſame time; -and in their flight forced into this unpaſ- 
ſable place by the purſuerss Whence the Proverb, #7 
Macariam ab:, for a Curſe. $ This alſo was the an- 
cient Name of a City in the Iſland of Cyprus, now 
become a Village,and called Falznes. The whole Ifl:nd 
of Cyprus had the Title of Maxeer given 1t, by the 
Greeks from its fertility. And the Iſland of Ma- 
czua, in the Gulph of Arab:a;has been honoured with 
the ſame. | 

Macaſcar, Macaſſar, Macaſara, a great Iſland in 
the Indian Sea, ſometimes called Ce/ebes. Extended 
from North to South two hundred French Leagues ; 
and one hundred broad : there are in it fix King- 
doms, Macaſar, Cion, Sanguin, Cauripana, Gette 

gan and Supara : the two principal Cities, are Ma- 
caſar and Bantachia, The South parts are much 
frequented by the Eng/iſh and Dutch : which latter 
of late in 1669. have ſeverely treated. the King of 
Macaſcar 3 whole Dominions lie inthe South of the 
If1:nd,and comprehend the far greateſt. part of it. This 
Iland lies between-the Ma/ucco's to the Eaſt , and 
Borneo to the Welt ; and is ſometimes aſcribed to 
the former. The Line cutteth the Northern part of 
it. The Inhabitants heretoore went naked ; did eat 
Mans Fleſh , and had all the Criminals of the Moluc- 
cvs ſent over to them for that purpoſe: but they are 


much civilized. Two young Princes of this Cout:. 
try, Brothers, that were bred at Siam in the Mahome- 
tan Religion, and fent to Paris by the King of Siam 
to be inſtructed in Chriſtianity, on Ofober 17. 1687. 
received Chriſtian Baptiſm at Parzs. It produces plenty 
Rice, Fruit, Cocao, Cattle, Fiſh ; beſides Gold, Ivory, 
Cotton, &c. The City Macaſar ſtands in the South 
part, and enjoys the benefit of a good Port. 
MWaccliesfietd or Maxfield , a large fair Market 
Town in Cheſhire, upon the River Bollin. The Ca- 
pital of its Hundred. Adorned with the Title of an 
Earldom , in the. Perſon of the Right Honourable 
Charles Gerard, . 
MWacchta, a Dutchy in the Capiranata,in the King- 
dom of Naples. 
Wacedonia, is a Kingdom of great antiquity and 
fame in Greece. Anciently bounded by the Adriz- 
tick Sea to the Welt ; the Agean Sea to the Eaſt, 
( now called the Archipelago ;) the Upper Moeſia, a 
part of 1yricum , '( now called Servia , cut off by 
Mount Sandus ) to the North; and on the South it 
had Epirus, Theſſalia, and Achaia. It was then di= 
vided into four parts, as Livy faith ; under which 
were twenty fix Provinces : and at this day, though 
Albania, ( which was of old a part of it) 1s diſmem- 
bred, yet the remainder is divided into four parts by 
the Turks. 1. Jamboli , of old Macedonia prima , 
and /ecunda; which lies Eaft between Thrace and the 
Bay of Theſſalonica. 2. Macedonia, properly ſo 
called, lies between Mount Karoponitze to the North, 
Theſſalia to the South , and the Bay of Theſſa/onica 
to the Eaſt. 3. Comenolitari, the third part, ( Ma- 
cedonta tertia, and part of Theſſalia,) has Macedo- 
14 properly fo called, on the North 3; Albania on 
the Weſt, Theſſalia on the South ,' and the fame 
Bay on the Eait. 4. Janna, lies yet more South ; 
and is the remainder of that which was anciently 
called Theſſalia : on' the North it has Commenolitars, 
on the Welt Epirus , on the South Livadia, and on 
the Eat the Archspe/ago and Bay of Negropont. The 
Reader may obſerve, that Theſſalia is now a part of 
Macedonia , though anciently not ; and Albania 
which anciently was a part of it, now is afeparate 
Kingdom : both are under the Turks. This Cqun- 
try, anciently divided into one hundred and fifty 
Tribes or Nations, ( as P/zny faith,) was by Philip 
and Alexander his Son , reduced firſt into one great 
and formidable body: which ſpread its Conquelts not 
only over all the reſt of Greece ; but pafling the 
Helleſpont, Alexander the Great overthrew the Per- 
/ian Empire 5; and became Lord of all thoſe Coun- 
tries between the Caſpian and Euxine Seas to the 
North ; Mount Imaus to the Eaſt ; the Perſian Sea, 
Red Sea, the Cataratts of Nile to the South ; the 
Deſarts of Lybia, and the Adriatick Sea to the Welt : 
which Empire at his death became divided into four 
great Kingdoms, whereof Macedonia was the leaſt. 
Philip of Macedon , ( the two and twentieth King of 
the firſt Race, ) ' began in the year of the World 
3155. which ended in Alexander the Great, in 
3642. or thtreabouts. Caſſander extirpated the 
firſt Family ; and began a ſecond in. 3648. which 
ended in Perſeus KL. 'in that Succeſſion , ſubdued 
by the Romans in 3989. But it became not in- 
tirely ſubject, till the Turks firſt entered this Province 
under Bajazet their fourth King ; who' took Nzco- 
polis, (a Town upon the Bay of Theſſalonica, ) in 
1392. The Conqueſt thereof was finiſhed by Amu- 
rath II. (their fixth King ) in 1429. by the Conqueſt 
of Theſſalonica, and all the other places in this King- 
dom, conſidered without Albania, Now governed 
by a Turkiſh Sangiack. under the Beg/erbeg of Greece, 
who has $000. Crowns the year Revenue; and finds 
in Peace only one hundred Horſe for the defence jo 
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the Country , in times of War four hundred. All 
the ancient Cities are ruined, except Theſſalonica, and 
Lariſſa. * 

Macerata, a City in the Dominions of the Pope, 
in the Marcha Anconitana ; which is a Biſhops See,un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Fermo : it ſtands upon a Hill 
near the River Chiento , and is thought one of the 
beſt places in this Marquiſate , being therefore choſen 
for the Reſidence of the Governour. Built about 
410. as Blondus avers, The Univerſity was opened 
here by Pope Nicolas IV. in 1290. reſtored by Pope 
PaullII. in 1322. united to this See for ever in 
1586. It lies fifteen Miles from Loreto , and the 
Shoars of the Adriatich Sea to the Weſt. There was 
a Synod here aſſembled in 1615. 

Machere, Machera, or Macheronta, a Caſtle up- 
on the River Fordain , and the Banks of the Dead 
Sea, in Paleſtine, five or ſix Leagues from Feruſalem : 
where, according to Joſephus, S. Fohn Baptiſt was be- 
headed by the order of Herod. 

Wachian, one of the Molucco Ifles. 

Wachpnleth , a Market Town in the County of 
Montgomery in Wales, and the Hundred of K-

Wachlyes, an ancient People, that dwelt near the 
Magna Syrtes of Africa, mentioned by Ariſtotle. 

lena, Cydarus, a ſmall River of Thrace , 
which falls into the Black Sea, alittle above Conſtane 
tanople. 

Acoco, a vaſt Kingdom in the middle of Afri- 
ca, towards the Upper /thiopia', and the River 
Zaire; the Prince of which has ten Kingdoms un- 
der him : on the North he has the Kingdom of Mu- 
aco, ( which is ever in War with tim ; ) to the 
South-Eaſt that of Giringbomb. This Kingdom lies 
two hundred and ſeventy Spaniſh Miles from the 
Kingdom of Congon to the South. Ferome Lobus 
mentions it in his Hiſtory of Ethiopia, Menſol is 
the Capital City of it. 4 : 

Macran, or Makeran, Caramanza, a Province of 
Perſia towards the Indian Ocean, and the Confines of 
Tndoſtan; which is a part of the ancient Caramania. 
It has on the North Sigeſtar;, .on the South the Indian 
Ocean, on the Weſt Caramanzia, ( properly ſo cal- 
led, } and on the Eaſt Sinda. It is under a Prince 
of its own, who is a Tributary to the King gf Perſia. 
Tts principal City is Macrar, and its beſt Port is cal- 
led Guadel. 

MWacre, a Gulph of the Mediterranean Sea , be- 
twixt Lycia in Aſia Minor , and the Iſland Rhodes : 
ſaid by ſome to be the Glaucus Sinus of Carza. 

Macrobit , the ancient people of the Iſland of 
Meroe in Ethiopia, fo called from . an obſervation 
of their living to a great age : Not but that this 
Name, in the Writings of the old Geographers and 
Hiſtorians, is communicated to the Hyperbores, Ma- 
cedonts and others, where the ſame Longzvity oc- 
curred. halt | : _ 

Macrocephalt, an ancient people towards the 
Boſphorus Thracius , in the account of P. Mela ; fo 
named, from an obſervation, that they had extraordi- 
nary long heads. But Stephanus places them near 
Colchis 1n the Leſſer Aſia, and Pliny in the neigh- 
bourhood of the City Cheraſonda in Cappadocia. 

MWacuf, Moſceus, a River of Per/ia , which falls 
into the Bay of Perſia. 

Macyn, India Ulterior , one of the Provinces 
of Aſia ; called the further Indies, or India beyond 
Ganges. 

, Ortne, an Iſland in the Gulph of Ara- 
bia, near Africa.; over againſt the City of Mazzuan, 
in 17 deg. Eat. In the Maps, called Mazxzar , and 
ſometimes Macartia; under the Turks, fince 1 557. 

Mavagaſcar, Cerne, Menuthias, Madageaſcaria, 
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Delphina, a vaſt Iſland on the Eaſtern Coaſt of A- 
freca, called by the Inhabitants, Madecaſe ; by the 
French, Þ Ifle de Dauphine ; by the Portugueſe, 
S. Lorenzo ; by the Engliſh, Madapaſear and S. Lau- 
rence ; by the Arabians, Nw Ptolemy calls it 
Menuthias ; Pliny, Cerne Mthiopica. It is near one 
hundred Miles from the Coaſt of Africa to the Fatt ; 
and one of the greateſt Iſlands in the World ; exten- 
tending from 1 to 25 deg. of Southern Latitude ; but 
its breadth much leſs; as not exceeding one hundred 
and thirty Eng/iſþ Miles. Diſcovered by the Porey- 
gueſe in 1506. on S. Laurence's day. There was no 
Cities in it : the French have of late ſettled ſome Co- 
lonies on the Southern Shoars. Stephen Flacourt, a 
Frenchman, has given a large account of this Iſland. 
The Inhabitants are large of Stature, exceeding black, 
Warlike , much addicted to Fiſhing , great Eaters : 
Nature has accordingly provided them with plenty of 
Cattle, Fiſh, Fowl, Fruits, and what ever is neceſſary 
for the life of Man ; which they uſe without Labour 
or Care, regarding neither Silver nor Gold, nor any 
thing but Beads and Bracelets for Ornament , Muſick 
and Dancing for their Recreation. And the utmoſt 
Number they can tell,is Ten. Herberz. 'Tis allo rela- 
ted, there is a mixture of Whites amongſt them, who 
being circumciſed , and uſing the Names of Moſes , 
Aaron, Eſther and the like , may be thought to de- 
ſcend from the tranſmigrations of ſome of the ten 
loſt Tribes of the Fews. About two hundred years 
ago, the Caliph of Meccha diſpatched a Mitlion 
of Arabians hither, to teach Arabick and the Alca- 
70n ; Which altogether miſſed not of its effect. The 
Northern Provinces are yet unknown to the Europe- 
ans. As for Capes, Ports and Roads, Rivers, and 
fruitful Mountains, Mines of Iron and Stee, Precious 
Stones and Woods, Madagaſcar hath them. But no 
Mines of Braſs, Tin, Lead, Silver or Gold : And the 
Natives are divided into divers Herds and Tribes, un- 
der a Chief, like the Tartars. 

Mavdaura, an ancient City betwixt Lambeſa and 
Hippo in Barbary : remarkable for being the Birth- 
place of Apulezus , thence intiuled Madaurenſis. 
It had the honour heretofore of a Biſhops See , under 
the Archbiſhop of Carthage, and likewiſe of an Aca- 
demy of note, at which S. Auſtin ſtudied. 

Mavap. See Medza. 

Madera, an Iſland on the Weſtern Shoar of Afri- 
ca; called Madeira by the Portugueſe , of old 4t- 
lantica. Diſcovered by the Portugueſe in 1419, and 
called by this Name from its plenty of Wood, Its 
length is twenty five Leagues, its Circuit fixty. The 
principal Town, Funchal. It lies in 32 deg. Lat. and 
Long. 360. Prodigiouſly fruitful ; eſpecially in Su- 
gar, Mather, ( a Dying ftuff, ) and Wines; the ſlipes 
whereof were brought from Candy. The Birds at 
firſt ſuffered themſelves to be taken up ; but have 
fince learned to fear Mankind. It has plenty of Wa- 
ter, and all other things needful for the life of Man. 
Though an Engliſhman is ſaid to have landed here in 
1344: yet the Portugueſe were the firlt that peo- 
pled this Iſland , and ftill poſſeſs it. They found it 
as one great Wood ; and to clear it, they put fire to 
it, which raged ſo horribly at firit , that they were 
forced to go to Sea, to avoid its fury. The Aſhes 
contributed exceedingly to the Fertility of it. It is 
now returned to its natural ſtrength , ſufficient to 
maintain a vaſt number of Inhabitants. Funchal is 
an Archbiſhops See , and the Reſidence of the Go- 
vernour : beſides which, they reckon thirty fix Pa- 
riſhes: Some call Madera, from its Fertility and Beau- 
ty, the 2ueen of Iſlands. 

Madera , a River in South America, alſocillet 
Cayane. It ariſeth in the Confines of Peru, by the 
City Argentea ; and after a long Courſe , falls into 
the 
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the River of Amazons, in the Province of Cayane, in 
Long. 312. Lat. 02: 124 

Maderaſpatan, (that is, the Port of Madera, ) 
is a City in the'Kimgdom of Nar/inga ; on the Coalt 
of Coromandel , im the Bay of Bengala; which has 
been ſome years in the hands of the Holanders. 

Mader. Sce Meander. 

Madzid, Madrirum, Mantua Carpetanorum, Ma- 
dridium in Carpetanis, a great City in Spain, the 
Royal Seat of the Kings of that Country. It has a 
noble Palace, and is every day increafing. It ſtands 
upon the River Manzanares, { which falls into the 
Xaraina, at S. Martin; which falls into the Tajo, 
Tagus, above Toledo ) twelve Miles to the North ot 
Toledo. This City, faith Baudrand, has no Walls : 
ſome, that have lived there, ſay, it has a Mud one. It 
ſtands in the Kingdom of New Caſtzle , upon the top 
ofan Hill,in a fruitful Country, an healthful Air. The 
Royal Palace,though not great,is very beautiful & mag- 
nificent. The Kings of Spain have refided here, but 
 fince the Reign of Phzlip II. before which time it was 
accounted only a Village. In 1473. a Council was ce- 
lebrated here , to correct the Simony, Debauchery, 
and Jgnorance of the Clergy of this Kingdom, under 
Pope Paul II. Long. 17. 00. Lat. 4o. 40. 

MWadure , a City in the Eaſt-Indzes , in the Pro- 
montory of Malabar ; great and populous. Hereto- 
fore under the King of Bi/nagar ; but now, together 
with the Country in which 1t ſtands, ſubject to a 
Prince of its own; who is yet a kind of Subject to 
the King of Biſnagar. It lies between Malabar to 
the Weſt, and the Gulph of Manar , ( which parts 
Malabar from Ceylon ) to the Eaſt: he is Sove- 
reign of this Coaſt, and draws a conſiderable Revenue 
from it. 

Mzxander , a great River in the Leſſer Afia, in 
the Greater Phrygia. Now commonly called Ma- 
dre Minare, and Bojouc Minare ; that 1s, the Great 
Mindre ; in. oppoſition to that at Epheſis , which 
is called the Lie#/e Minder, It ſpringeth from a 
Fountam , called by the ancient Greeks, Alocrene ; 
and runs with ſo Oblique a Current, as it often ſeems 
to be returning back again into it ſelf : making 
in its paſſage fix hundred Turns, though it is no very 
long Courle it performs.Hence one of the Ancients ob- 
ſerves, it was the only River in the World, which 
returned almoſt back, to its Fountain. Many of the 
Poets alluded to it in their Poems. Oar Country- 
Man, Mr. Wheeler, who crofled it, ſaith ; it was there 
ſixteen Fathoms over : they pretended, it was as deep 
as broad, the Current was exceeding fwift : he gives 
a Figure of it. It falls into the Archipelago, be- 
tween Heraclea and Mzletus, on the South of E- 
pheſus. | 

Maeliſtroom, Umb:ilicus maris, a Gulph or Whirl- 
Pit on the Coaſt of Norway, and Province of Sca- 
ea ; between the Hles of Luffoot and Weroe. Ma- 
ny wonders are told of this place , which in all pro- 
bability are not true. 

Maes, Moſa, a vaſt River in the Low-Countries ; 
called by the French, 1a Meuſe 5 and by the Dutch, 
die Maes : it arifeth in the Mountains of Vauge, 
( Vogeſus) in Champagne in France 3, ten Leagues 
from Chaumont en Baſſigny to the Eaſt : running 
North throngh Lerrain and the Dukedom of Bar , 
it waſheth S. Michael, Perdun, Sedain, Charleville, 
and Maiers ; then entering Namur, it waſheth D:- 
nant and Namur ; at which it takes in from the 
Weſt the Sambre : turning Eaft it entereth the 
Biſhoprick of Liege ; and watereth Hoey and Lzege , 
( where it takes in the Oure, Vita, out of Lux- 


emburgh' on the Faſt) Maeſtricht, and Maſeyck : 


ſo g to Roermond and Venlo , at Lettem in 


Guelderland he changeth his Courſe from North- 


Eait to North-Weſt ; and at Cuych turns dire.Hy 
Welt : pailing by Grave (a Town of Brabant, ) 
Ratenburgh and Henſden . at Worckum he takes in 
the YVaha/, or Wael, ( a Branch of the Rbjne ) be- 
neath the Ifland of Bommel, made by theſe two 

vers : fo watering Gorcum, Dort , and the Brve:, 
he falls together with the Rhine , into the Ger- 
94n Ocean: This 1s a noble, ſtately Stream ; and 
h:s upon his Banks many great Cities , and fine 
Towns. 

WMaeſeyck, Maſacum, is a City of the Lower Ger- 
many , in the Biſhoprick of Liege ; in the Coun- 
ty of Loſſe, in the Borders of the Upper Gue/der- 
land ; five Leagues beneath Maeſtricht , three a- 
bove Roermond, ſeven from Liege 3 and is a conlide- 
rable Place, 

Maeſland. See Maſay. 

Waeltricht , Trajetum ad Mrſam, Trajetum 
ſuperins , 18 a City of Brabant ; upon the Weitern 
Bank of the Maes, ( which is here covered with 2 
beautiful Stone Bridge , conſiſting of nine Arches ) 
from whence it has its name , ſignifying the Paſſage 
over the Maes. On the Eaſtern Bank lies the ch, 
which 1s a Suburb to this City. The Biſhops of 
Lrege , and the Dukes of Brabant , heretofore di- 
vided the Juriſdiction of this City between them : 
but the Ci:y was in the hands of the latter , and with 
that Dutchy patſed to the Houſe of Anſtria ; who 
injoyed 1t , till 1692. when it was taken by the 
Hollander. In 1673. it was taken after a ſharp 
Stege by the French. In 1676. the Hollander attem- 
pted the reduction of it , without ſucceſs : in 1678. 
they recovered it by the Treaty of Nimeguen. It is 
both walled , and covered with conſiderable out- 
works, after the new Mode: towards the South- 
Fatt, Hes a Hill that riſeth gently and overlooks part 
of the Town, under which is one of the nobleſt 
Quarries of Stone in the World : to ſecure the 
Town from any diſadvantage it might receive from 
this Hill, the Baſtion anſwering to it , is bnilt very 
high * there is a Horn-work within Musket ſhot of it, 
and the Wyck is rather ſtronger than the Town. 
For the dittances , ſee M.re/eyck. The Biſhops See 
was removed from hence to Liege , by $ Hubert, in 
713. Long 27. 12+ Lat. 50. 50. "og 

Waeſta, Mapha, a City in Arabia Felix. 

 Wagadoxo , a City on the Eaſt of Africa, in the 
Kingdom of Fanguebar ; which has a i{trong Caſtle, 
and a convenient Port. This City lies four hundred 


and fifty Miles South, from the Mouth of the Red- 


Sea. InLong.70 oo. Lat. oz. 40. The Portu- 
gueſe have treated it ſeverely. 
Magareb, the Atlantick Ocean. | 

— Magdeburg, Meſujum, Parthenopolis, Magdebur- 
gum, a great City and an Archbiſhops See, the Me- 
tropolis of the Lower Saxony . upon the E'be ; the 
Capital of a Territory of the ſame name ; a Hanſe 
Town , and an Imperial Free City , ever fince 940. 
Which till retains its Freedom and Liberty , though 
under the Protection of its own Archbiſhop , and 
the Elector of Brandenburg ; who had the adja- 
cent Territory afligned to him , with the Title of a 
Dukedom , by the Peace of Munfter , after the 
death of the preſent Adminiſtrator or Archbiſhop. 
This City imbraced the Reformation in 1567- up- 
on which account it has ſuffered very much fince. 
It lies . twelve Miles from Wirtenburg to the 
North-Weſt , a little more. from Wolffenbutre! to 
the Eaſt, and nine from Halberſtadt to the fame. In 
Long. 33- 53- Lat. 52. 18. commonly called Mepd= 
burg , that is, Maids-Town. Ptolemy calls it Me- 
&y10y ; and moſt. believe it to be the Meſumm 
in Antoninus ; but however.” the preſent Pile was 
built by Ocho I. Emperour of Germany , at the A 
que 
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queſt of Ec::/-4 his Wife, Daughter of Edmund King 
of England, about 940. Which Lady was afterwards 
buried in this City. It was for ſome time the Seat of 
the Empire; fortified with Walls, Rampires, Towers, 
and a deep Trench ; ſo that Charles V. in 1549. could 
proſcribe and ſpoil its Territories, but not take 1t- In 
1631. it was taken by Du Tilly, the Emperors Gene- 
ral; being ſuddenly ſurrounded by an Army, when 
they did not expect it, nor had made thoſe Prepara- 
tions requiſite, of Men, Victuals, and Ammunition ; 
the want of which laſt was the principal cauſe of its 
being taken by Storm, May 10. after a Siege of great 
ſharpneſs for fifteen Months: and being ſet on tire to 
fright the Inhabitants from the defence of it, the fire 
prevailed ſo far above the intentions of the Incendia- 
ries, that the whole City was laid waſt. The Duke of 
Saxony retook it in 1636. In 1666. it was again for- 
ced, by the Arms of the Duke of Brandenburg, to ac- 
cept Auguſtus Duke of Saxony for its Adminiitrator or 
Archbiſhop. 

The Archbiſhoprick of Magdeburg, now turned 
into a Dukedom, is a very ſmall Provitice of Ger ma- 
ny, in the Lower Saxony. Bounded on the North 
with the old Marquiſate of Brandenburgh ; on the 
Eaſt with the middle Marquiſate ; on the South with 
Anhault, and Halberſtadt ; and with the Dukedom of 
Brunſwick on the Weſt. The Capital of it is Mag- 


 deburg. 


MAzagdeburg, a Caſtle of Germany, in the Upper 
Circle of the Rhine, in the Biſhoprick of Sp:re; in 
1517. ſold by Ulricus Duke of Firtemburg, to Phi- 
lip Electoral Biſhop of Spire. It is alſo called Ma- 
denburg. 

Magellanica, a Country in South America, of 
great extent toward that Pole. On the North it has 
the Countries of C:/i, Tacumania, and Paragua ; on 
the South the Streights of Magellan, and /e Mazre ; 
on the Weſt, the Azlantick; and on the Ealt the 
Pacifick Ocean. This together with the Streights, 
took its name from Ferdinando Magalhaens,a Portu- 
2ueſe, who in 1520. in the name of the King of Spain 
diſcovered it. His Ship came home, but he was ſlain 
in the Eaſt-Indies : and this was the firlt Ship that ever 
Sailed round the Globe of the Earth ; which has fince 
been done by Sir Francs Drake, Cavendiſh, and ſeve- 
ral others. Mage/lanica is little known, and leſs in- 
-—__ by any of the European Nations for the pre- 
ent. 

Magi, the Philoſophers and Prieſts of the ancient 
Per/ians, famous for their application to the know- 
ledge of the Stars, and their introduction of a natural 
Theology from thence upon the, beliet of one Supreme 
Divinity. Their efteem in Perſia was fo great, that 
when K. Cambyſes went in Perſon to the War in E- 
2ypt, he left the Government of his Eſtates in his ab- 
ſence to one of theſe Magz, called Patizithes ; who 
after the ſudden death of Cambyſes, eltabliſhed by a 
cheat Smerds, another Magus, Brother to Patizithes, 
upon the Throne of the Empire, in the room of Smer- 
dis Brother to Cambyſes.

Magna-vacca, Capruſia, one of the Mouths of 
the River Po; which ſeparating from the Branch-cal- 
led di Velana at Ferrara, falls into the Adrzatick Sea 
at Comachio; between Po dz: Primaro to the South, 
and Po di Volana to the North. 

Magneſia tn Lpdta, ſee Maniſſa. In Caria, ſee 
Mangreſia. $ Allo an ancient Province of Maceds- 
nia ; and a Promontory, now otherwiſe called Capo 
Verlichs and Capo dr San Georgio.

Magra, Cinyphus, Macres, a River of Africa. 

Sriagra, Macra, a River in Italy, which was here- 
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totore the boundary of Liguria to the South. It ari- 
ſeth in the Apennne Hills, in the. limits of the Duke- 
dom of Parma ; and running Southward by Ponrre- 
molz, being augmented with the FVerra, Ula, and 
ſome other, it watereth a Valley called by its own 
name ; and patling through the States of Genoua, a 
little above Serezana, falls into the L igurian Sea ; 
ſixty five Miles Eaſt of Genoua, thirty five North- 
Wett of Lucca. Lucan mentions this River in his Se- 
cond Book. 

MWagarah, Pharos, a ſmall, but celebrated Iſland 
near Alexandria in Egzypr. 

Waguelone, Magalone, an ancient Roman City in 
the Lower Languedoc ; ſeated in a ſmall Ifland in the 
Marſhes fo called, -on the Mediterranean Seca ; taken 
by the Saracens, at their Entrance into France by 
Aquitain, after their Conqueſt of Spain, in 730: re- 
taken and deſtroyed by Charles Martel, about 735. 
or 736. tor fear it ſhould fall-into the hands of the 
Saracens again. And it lay in its Ruins till 1075. 
when its Biſhop took ſome care to revive it, but to 
ſmall purpoſe. The Biſhops See being removed in 
1536. to Montpelier, this Town 18 almoſt totally de- 
ſolace, It had formerly Counts of its own to be its 
Governours. But in 1215. P. Innocent III. inveſted 
the temporallties in the Church, becauſe Raymond VI. 
Earl of Tholouſe, then Earl of Maguelone, eſpouſed 
the cau'e of the Albigenſes.

Waholech, Delra, the Lower part of Egype, enclo- 
ſed by the Branches of the Nele. 

Mahamoza, a Fortreſs upon the Coaſt of the King- 

dom of Fez, upon the River Suba; on the Coatt of 
the Atlantick, Ocean, in the Province of Fez; but on 
the Confines of that of A/gar. In Long. 10. ov, Lat. 
33. 10. It hasa good Harbor, of great Reception ; 
and has been in the hands of the Porewgueſe ever ſince 
I614. FEE” 
Mahometa, or Machometa, Adrumetum, a City 
on the Coaſt of Africa, mentioned by Pliny, Mela, 
and Ptolemy. Heretofore a Biſkops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Carthage : now a ſtrong Town on the 
Mediterranean, in the Kingdom of Tuns ; ſeated up- 
on the next Bay to that of Tunzs to the Eaſt, which 
is called the Gulph of Mahometa. This place is alſo 
call:d by the Arabs, Hamammetha. In the Year 394. 
a Council was held here, the Canons whereof are con- 
fuſed amongſt the Body of the Canons of the African 
Church. Long. 36. 40. Lat. 32. 40. 

Majaquana, one of the Luccaye Iſlands, belonging 
to North America; between H:ſpaniola to the South 
and Samana to the North. 

Maida, a Principality in the further Calabria, in 
the Kingdom of Naples, near Nzcaſtro. 

Maidenhead, a Market Town in Berksh1re, in the 
Hundred of Bray. | 

Maidſtone, Madus, Yagniace, is a fair, ſweet, po- 
pulous Town in the County of K-znt, in Aylesford 
Lath, upon the River Medway, near its head, from 
which it has this name : There is a fair Stone Bridge 
built by the Archbiſhops of Canterbury over this River. 
Edward VI. Incorporated this Town, and granted it 
a Mayor ; which-was taken from them in Queen Ma- 
7:es time tor favouring Fyat's Rebellion in 1554.

Palaca, Malacca, Aurea Cherſoneſus, a City-and 
Kingdom in the Aurca Cherſoneſus, or moſt Southern 
Promontory of the Eaft-Indies ; between Sumatrs 
and Borneo. The City ftands on. the Weſtern Shoar ; 
in Long: 127. 25 Lat. 03. 4. Subject to the King of 
Ther, till the Poreugueſe in- 1511. took it under Al- 
phonſas Albuquerque, who made it an Epiſcopal City : 
In 1606. the Dutch beſieg'd it in vain: but in 1640. 
the Duzch took it from them after a Siege 'of fix 
Months! It is a celebrated Mart, has a large Haven, a 
ſtrong Caſtle, and a River of the ſame name with the 
City yg on a Mile from it to the South-Eaſt. The 
Kingdom or Promontory of Malaca, which takes its 
name from this City, has the Kingdom of S:am to the 
North; atd on all other fides is ſurrounded by the 
Ocean: it extends from one deg. of Northern Lat. to 
Quedain fix deg. Dr. Heylyn gives it two hundred and 
feventy beets Miles in length :- it is not of equal 
breadth: and being extremely hot and parched by the 
Sun, not very populous, or fruitful; but very rich by 
reaſon of the vatt reſort of all Nations for Trade. This 
was a part of the Kingdom of Siam, till 1258; when 
Parimsſera and ſome other of the' Favan Nobility be- 


ing oppreſſed by their own King, fled to Sar efinga 
Vxeroy for the Siamire ; who receiving them indly, 
was by them perfidiouſly ſlain : they erected in Sica- 
pura this New Kingdom ; which being ſoon reduced 
again by the Siamte, they built the 'Ma/aca ; and 
got the Trade too from the former. The Moors join- 
ing with them, they wholly revolted from S5am, (to 
whom they had ſubmitted: ) therefore that Prince in 
1500. ſent a Navy of two lundred Ships to reduce 
them ; and thirty thouſand Men with four hundred 
Elephants to attack them by Land : but Tempeſts 
and the diſorders of his Soldiers made this Expedition 
miſcarry. And in 1511+ they.fell into the hands of 
the Poreugueſe. & & 

Maiaca, Pangeus, a Mountain in Thrace, near 
i Philippi; at the foot of which runs the River 
Neſius. 

Walaga, a City in the Kingdom of Granada in 
Spain 3 ſeated in a Plain on the Shoars of the Meds- 
terranean Sea; twenty ſeven Leagues from Sevil to 
the South-Eaſt, the ſame from Cadsz to the Eaſt, and 
twenty four from Granada to the South Weſt. It 1s 
2 Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Sevi! here- 
tofore, now of Granada: a famous Port, much fre- 
quented on the account of its Wines ; and has the 
River of Guadalani on the Weſt of it, with two ftrong 
Caſtles, and an excellent Magazine. Taken from the 
Moors by Ferdinando and Iſabella, in 1487. after a 
very long Siege. In 1661. an Inundation of the Ri- 
ver ſwept away one thouſand and fixty:Houſes, drown- 
ed two thouſand Men, and made three thouſand more 
unfit for Habitation. It was built by the Phenicians, 
and is mentioned by Srrabo and Pliny. Long. 16: o2.

Þalatiah, Melitene, an ancient City in the Con- 
fines of the Greater Armenia, upon the Euphrates ;

It 
is an Archbiſhops See. Long. 71. 00. Lat. 40. 32. AC- 
cording to the Maps 39.

Les Maldives, Maldive, called the Na/dives by 
the Natives : there is an incredible number of thert 
extending in a kind of a fireight Line from nine deg. 
of Northern Lat. to two deg. beyond the Line; and 
ſtretching from North-Welt to South-Eaſt, to the 
South-Weſt of the Cape of Comors or Malabar. They 
are very f-uitful,and populous; under one King, whole 
Reſidence is in Male, or Maldiva. Erancy Pirard 
has written a particular Diſcourſe of theſe Iſtands ; faid 
to be ſome thouſands in number ; and to extend three 
hundred Leagues jn length : partly inhibited, partly 
= Den up rg om reſides abs above five Miles 

paſs ; whoſe Revenue principally corfifts in the 
fifth part of all the fruits, nd No het nffetion of 
Wrecks. 'He afſumes the ſtyle of Sulta#, King of 
thirteen Provinces and twelve thouſand Iſlands. 
_ Waidon, Camalodunum, Camulodimum, 4 Town 
in Eſſex, inthe Hundred of Dengy, upon the River 
Chelmer, on the Sex-ſhoar, on the 'South fide of that 
Arm' of the Sea calted Idumanius, and about ſeven 
Miles diſtant from the Sea ; between which and it lie 
two ſmall I{linds called Norehey and Oſsy. This was 
the Royal City of Cunobelinus'a Britiſh Prinee ; who 
lived in the times of Tiberius and Calignla, to whom 
one of his Sons fled. Aulus Planitius the Reman Ge- 
neral here 1n the-Reignof Claudius fought Cara&a- 
cus another of his Sons, and flew him in Battel. Clau- 
d:us coming over into Britain in Perſon, in the Third 
Year of his Reign, inthe 43 Year of Chriſt, took this 
City ; and was therefore called BRITANNICUS. He 
made it a Roman Colony, planting in it a Regiment 
of old Soldiers ; andordered Money to be Coined with 
this Inſcription, COL. CAM4LODUN. Cambden 
faith, from this Money, it is Collected this Expedition 
wasin the twelfth Year of his Reign, tifly two years 
after the Birth of Chriſt. Certain it is, this City ſoon 
felt the fury of the Britains untler Boadicia Qu. of 
the Icexz ; who [took and burnt it, and put all the 
Romans to the Sword, about the Year of Chriſt ſixty 
three, Yet the Romans rebuilt it, as appears by An- 
roninus. Edward the San of Alfred, a Saxon King 
finding it much ruined by the Danes, repaired and 
fortified it with a Caſtle. F#1/5am the Conqueror had 
here one hundred and eighty Houſes in the Tenure of 
the Burgeſſes ; and eighteen waſted. In Mr. Cams 
bden's time it was a well inhabited Town 3 conhiſting 
of one Street of a Mile in length, built on the ridge 
of an Hill ; and having a convenient Haven. Now 
not only a Corporation, which ſends two Burgeſles to 
Parliament ; but alſo made a Yiſcounty the thirteenth 


of Charles Il. and given to the late Earl of Eſſex.

and not well inhabited, It lies on the North fide of 
the Bay of Salerno ; eleven from Salerno tothe Welt, 
and twenty two from Naples to the South. The Em- 
peror Lotharins TI. in the War he undertook in the 
behalf of Pope Inocent II. againſt Reger K. of Sicily 
and Anacletus an Antipope, maſtered and plundered 
this City. They pretend that here are the Bones of 
St. Andrew the Apoſtle, brought from Fudea about 
the Year 1206 ; and that the Seaman's Compaſs was 
invented here by Flavio Giora an Italian, in 1390. 
P. Nicholas II. celebrated a Conncil here in 1039. in 
which the Dukedoms of Puglia and Calabria were 
confirmed to Robert Guichard, the Valiant Norman, 
for his Services in the expulſion of the Saracens. Long.

Maimegburp, Maldunenſe Canobium, a Town 
bnilt on the Weſtern Bank of the River Avon ; the 
Capital of its Hundred ; on the Confines of the Coun- 
ty of Gloceſter, in the County of Wiltſhire; which 
took its name and rife from Maidulph a Learned Iriſh 
Scor, who being highly admired both for his Piety 
and Learning, erected here a School and a Monaftery ; 
which Adelme his Scholar much improved 3 becoming 
after his death the Tuce/ar- Saint of Athe//tane King 
of Englend, who died in 938. after he had much en- 
riched this Monaſtery by his Princely Donations: this 
Ade!me was the firft who taught the Saxons the La- 
tin Poetry. No leſs honor is due to this Place on the 
ſcore of William of Malmesbury, a Learned Hiſtorian 
for the Times in which he lived ; which was about 
1143. The Monaftery thrived ſo well, that at the 
ſuppreffion of it by Henry VIIL. its Revenue was above 
eight hundred and three pounds the year. Whether 
its late Philoſopher, Thomas Hobbs, has added to the 
Honor of this Place, by being barn here, is left to the 
Judgment of Poſterity. The Town is now.a Corpo- 
ration, repreſented by its Burgeſſes in Parliament ; 
and in a tolerable Condition, by reaſon of its Clothing 
Trade. | It has fix Bridges over the River, being al- 
moſt encircled therewith.

he might the eaſfer protect Sicily from the Incurſions 
of the Moors. In 1566. they began to hbuj'd the 
Bourg, or principal City ; after Solyman the Magnifi= 
cent tad in 1565. reduced the greateſt part of the 
old Town into Duſt, by a Siege of five Months, ma- 
naged by Dragut his General, with the lofs of twenty 
four thouſand Men _ to no purpcle on this ſmall 
Iſland, There are fixty Villages in it, and three Ci- 
ties; all ſeated at the Eaſt end, within the diſtance of 
eight Miles; which have two/large Havens, divided by 
a Rock: on the Poigt-ftinds the Caſtle of S. Hermes, 
to defend the entrance ; againſt which the Turks ſpent 
twenty thouſand Cannon Shot, and at laſt took it to 
their no great advantage. In the middle of the Eattern 
Haven ſtands the Caſtle of $. Angelo upon a Rock : 
this and Burgo quelled the fury of the Turks, and pre- 
vented their Triumph over Malta. Though the Inha- 
bitants exceed not twenty thouſand, yet it is not ab'e 
to ſupply them with Neceſſaries : but that the fertil 
Sicily is ſonear, from which they have much of their 
Proviſions. They have ſome freſh-water Fountains ; 
the Rain that falls they reſerve in Citterns ; and have 
always three years Proviſions beforehand, kept under 
ground. The Great Maſter of the Order of the Knights 
of Malta at preſent is Alarame de Vignecourt,choſen 
in Aug. 1690. The City Malta is a Biſhops See under 
the Archbiſhop of Palermo in Sicily,and the Reſidence 
of the Grand Przor of the Church ; alſo now the Ca- 
pital of the Iſland; which laſt honour formerly was 
enjoy'd by C:tta Vecchia, another Epiſcopal City in 
the middle of Malta. Several ſmall Iſlands adjacent, 
( the Principal, are.Gozo, Cominz, and Farfara) de- 
pend upon the Grand Maſter, as their Soveraign. The 
illuttrious Order of the Knights of this place, is come 
poſed of eight Nations, ( amongſt which England 
was the fixth in rank) before the Reformation : To 
each Nation there belongs a Grand Prior: The Per- 
ſons incorporated are divided into three Eſtates .of 
Knigbes, Eccleftaſticks, and Servans des Armes, or 
Eſquires, all vowing celibacy.

In 1661. an Inundation of the R1- 
ver ſwept away one thouſand and ſixty :Houſes, drown- 
ed two thouſand Men, and made three thouſand more 
unfit for Habitation. It was built by the Phwnicians, 
and is mentioned by Srrabo and Pliny.

Malmegburp, Maldunenſe Canobium, a Town 
built on the Weſtern Bank of the River Avon ; the 
Capital of its Hundred ; on the Confines of the Coun- 
ty of Gloceſter, in the County of Wilſhire; which 
took its name and riſe from Masdulph a Learned Iriſh 
Scot, who being highly admired both for his Piety 
and Learning, erected here a School and a Monaftery ; 
which Adelme his Scholar much improved 3 becoming 
after his death the Tucelar- Saint of Athe/ſtane King 
of Englend, who died in 938. after he had much en- 
riched this Monaſtery by his Princely Donations: this 
Ade!/me was the firft who taught the Saxons the La- 

tin Poetry. No leſs honor js due to this Place on the 
ſcore of William of Malmesbury, a Learned Hiſtorian 
for the Times in which he lived ; which was about 
1143. The Monaſtery thrived fo well, that at the 
ſuppreſſion of it by Henry VIIL. its Revenue was above 
eight bundred and three pounds the year. Whether 
its late Philoſopher, Thomas Hobbs, has added to the 
Honor of this Place, by being barn here, is left to the 
Judgment of Poſterity.

This Iſland was firſt poſlefled by the Britains ; after 
them ſucceeded the Scores, about the times of Honorins 
and Arcadius : theſe were driven out by Cuneda, 
{ Grandfather of Maglocunus ) ftiled by Gilda, the 
Dragon of the Iſlands. Edwin, King of Northum- 
berland, Conquered it next for the Saxons, about 
618. The Danes being driven out of England by 
Harold, they were invited Hither by one Godred Cor- 
an, who hd been entertained in*his flight in the 
I/le ef Man. This Dane brought over his Country 
Men, three times ſuccel{ively invaded it before he 
could mafter the Inhabitants : but then prevailing, 
he became King of Man, ſoon after the time William 
of Normandy conquered England. This Race of 
' Kings continued to 1270. about two hundred years: 

about which time Robert the King of the Scors, ( ha- 
ving ſucceeded Alexander, who had purchaſed the 
Hebrides of the King of Denmark, ) made another 
Conqueſt of the Ifle of Mar, which was one of the 
Hſt they gained the Poſſeſſion of. After this fometimes 
the Scots, fometimes the Engl: were Maſters of it : 
till in 1340. William Montacute, Earl of Saltbury,

Loyalty to Charles H. After which the Rebcls by 
force reduced the Iſland under them; it was reltored 
to this Family in 1£60. by Charles IL. The Lan- 
guage here ſpoken is different from that of all His 
Majeſties other Dominions ; being a mixture of Scorch, 
Iriſh, Daniſh and Engliſh : but the Southern part :; 
nearer to the Scorch, and the Northern to the Ir:ſh. 
The firſt Biſhop of Man is ſaid to have been Amphi- 
balus in 360. There are great Chaſms in the Succeſ- 
fion till 1203. and again from 1396.

Charles L added another Hononr 
to this Place, by creating Henry Montague Eart of 
Mancheſter, in 1625. which Honour is now polſleſſed 
by Edward Montague, his Grand child, the third 
Earl of this f,mily. 

gpandignan, Heſperium Cornu, Cape Verde, the 
moſt Weſtern Cape of Africa. 

Mande, Mimatium, a City of Aquitain, in Lan- 
guedoc in France; towards the Mountains of Severe 
nes, and the Fountains of the River Loe, | O/da:-} 
which is a Bifhop See, under the Archbiſhop of Alby ; 
called by ſome Latin Writers Anderitum, and Gaba- 
lum : the Capital of the Territory of Givaudan: four 
Miles from Faoux, where are are the Ruins of that 
old City, out of which this we are ſpeakmg of ſprung ; 
being before only a Village, at the Foot of this Moun- 
tain: ten Leagues from S. Flour to the North Eaſt, 

fourteen: 
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fourteen from from Rhodez to the Eaſt. It ſtands 
in a mountainous, but fruitfu] Soil ; and it is ho- 
noared with the Bones of S. Privatus, a Martyr. 
The Biſhop enjoys divers great Privileges, together 
with the Title of an Earl. | 

Mandinga, a Kingdom in Izgr:tia, in Africa, 
betwixt the River Nzzer to the North, and the King- 
dom of Malaguette to the South : its Capital City 
bearing the ſame Name, _ 

Mandon, a City and Kingdom in the Empire of 
the Great Mogul, in the Eaſt Indies. | 

Mandona, a River in the Kingdom of Decam, 
which falls by the City of Goa, into the Indian Ocean. 
See Goa. ©5 
 Wandrerey, a River in the Iſland of Madegaſcar : 
it ſprings in a Territory of its own Name, and 
greatned with the Currents of divers other Rivers, 
diſcharges it ſelf into the Ocean at the North of the 
Iland, near the Province of Carcanoſſ.. 

Manfredonta, Sepontum Novum, Manfredonia, 
a City in the Province called the Capitanaro, in the 
Kingdom of Nap!es ; which is an Archbiſhops See, 
and has this Name from Manfredus, King of Na- 
ples, .(Son of Frederick Il. Emperor of Germany ) 
who built it about the year 1256. Not above two 
Miles from hence, at the Foot of Mount Gargano, 
are ſhewn the Ruins of Sepontum, an old ruined 
Roman Town ; the See of which was Tranſlated to 
Manfredonia, It has a large Haven, a ftrong Caſtle; 
ſeated twenty five Miles from Nocera to the Eaſt, and 
twenty two from the Mouth of the River Ofanto, ( Au- 
fidus ) to the North. Taken once by the Turks, in 
the year 1620, and miſerably defaced, ſpoiled and 
ruined ; fince in ſome degree repaired ; but the me- 
mory of that Calamity has made it little, poor, and 
hot much inhabited, A Provincial Council was af- 
ſembled at it in 1567. Long. 40. Io. Lat. 41. 40. 

$angaloz, Mangalora, a City of the King- 
dom of Biſnagar, upon the Weſtern Shoar ; which 
has a Caſtle, and an Harbour upon the Indian 
Sea; in a Tract called Canara, towards Malabar : 
Heretofore under the Portugueſe. This may poflibly 
be the ſame, with that the Aricients called Manda- 
gara. Long. 105. oo. Lat. 13 30. 

Mangrefia, Magne/ia, the Capital City of Carza, 
a Province in the Leſſer Aſia, ncar the River Mzean- 
der ; whence it was called Magneſia ad Mzandrum, 
to diſtinguiſh it from ſome other Cities of the ſame 
Name. Before this it was called Theſſaloce and An- 
drolitia, as Pliny faith. It ſtands near Mount Thorax ; 
ſeventy Miles from Smyrna to the North-Eaft, and 
twenty fix from Epheſw. Themiſtocles the Athenian 
died here in Baniſhment ; and Antiochus, King of Sj= 
7ia, ſixty three years before the Birth of our Savour. 
Long. 57. co. Lat. 39.00. 

Manhate, the ſame with New Amſterdam, in 
North- America, in New-Holland. 

FHanheim, Manbemium, a Fortreſs in the Lower 
Palatinate, where the Rhine and the Necker meet; 
grown up to a City, whereas before it was only a 
Village. Frederick IV. Elector Palatine, in 1606. 
fortified it.  In'1622. the Spaniards took and dif- 
mantled it. Being reſtored by the Treaty of Munſter 
to this Houſe, Charles Lews, the laſt Elector, refor- 
tified it. It fiands three German Miles from Spire to 
the North, -and 'as much from Heydelburgh to the 
Weſt. It has a very ſtrong Caſtle, called Friderichſc 
bourgh: near it upon the Rhine lies another called 
Eichelſheim , now ruined; in. which Foht: RAIL. 
Pope was kept two years a Priſoner, after he was de- 
poſed by the Council of Conſtante. The French poſ- 
ſeſſed themſelves both of the City and Fortreſs, Nov-

Aſia, which is a Biſhops See. under the Archbiſhop 
of Smyrna; twenty four Miles from Smyrna to the 
North-Weſt. Now in a tolerable Conditieh nndct 
the Turks 3 and the Capital of a Province. 
_ Manoa «el dorado, a Town in South Americt, 
in Guzana; upon the Weſtern Shoar of the Lake of 
Parime; concerning which the Indians report great 
things, but it was never yet ſeen by any European. 

DBanoſque, Manueſca, a Town in Provence in 
France, in the Dioceſe of S:ſteron, in a Plain, one 
League from the River Durance g belonging to the 
Order of the Knights of Malta, by the Conceſſion 
the ancient Counts of Forcalquier, who had a Palace 
In it. Some would have it to be the Bormanicum of 
Pliny. Others, the ancient Alaumicum or Machao- 
villa. There are dive: s Religiouz Houſes there. ; 

DPanreſa, Manreſe, Minoriſſa, a ſmall City in 
Catalonia, in Spain, upon the River Cardoner 3 
( which 4 little lower falls into the Lobregar, ) ten 
Leagues from Barcelona to the North. Once a Bi- 
ſhops See. 

Sans,Urbs Cenomanorum, Cencmanum, a great, 
rich, populous City in the Duchy of Maze, in 
France; of old called Vindinum ; ſeated upon the 
River Sartre, (where it takes in the Huſne, ) ten 
Leagues from Alen;ſon to the South, fixteeri from Fours 
td the North, and the ſame diſtance from YVendoſine 
to the North-Weſt. It is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Tours; the Capital of Le Mane, 
and heretofore one of the tnoſt flouriſhing Cities of 
Gallia Celtica. 

Mansfeldt, an Iſland.in Hudſon's Bay, in the Ter- 
7a Arica of America, diſcovered ſome time ſince 
by the Engliſh. 

gpansfeld, Mansfeldenſis Comtatus, is a County 
or Earldom iri the Upper Saxony ; in the Landegra- 
vate of Thuring ; between the Principality of Anhalt 
to the North, the Territory of Mersburgh in Msſnia 
to the Eaſt, and Thuring, ( properly fo called) to 
the Faſt ard Weſt. It 18 now ſequeſtred in the 
Hands of the Elector of Saxony ; but was before un- 
der a Count of its own : whoſe Family being now 
divided into four Branches, each of them has the 
Right of Living, Hunting, and Fiſhing in this Coun- 
ty; with that of Patronage, and two thouſand Flo- 
rins yearly Income ; the Government is in the Hands 
of the Electors, for their ſecurity and payments. 
The chief Town is Mangfeld ; which ſtands nine 
Miles from Maegdeburgh to the South, and Erfurdto 
the North ; =s ſixteen from Gortingen to the Eaſt. 

Mansfield, a good, large,well built and inhabited, 
Market Town in the County of Nottingham, in the 
Hundred of Broxtow. It ſtands in the Foreſt of 
Sherwood. | 

Wantale, an ancient Caſile in the Territory of 
Vienne, in Dauphine : remarkable upon the account 
of a Council called, Concilium Monotalenſe, in 879. 
for the Election of Boſon, King of Provence, Arles, 
and Burgundy. 

MPante, Medunta, commonly Epitheted la Folze, 
a City or great Town in the Iſle of France ; which 
has a Stone-Bridge over the Seyne; in the very Bot- 
ders Of le vexin: twelve Leagues beneath Pars to 
the Weſt, and fixteen above Roan, to the South-Eaſt; 
Philip 1I. King of France died here in 1223. It 
heretofore enjoyed the Honour of the Title of an 
Earldom, and had a Cittadel which was deſtroyed by 
Henry IV, In 1376. Charles V. King of France; 
Founded a Monaſtery of the Celeſtsnes in it : beſides 
which, it is adorned with a Collegiate Church. 

Pantonex, 
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ntonea, a City in the Morea, in Arcadia; 
f.mous for the Death of Epaminondas, the celebra- 
ted Thebean General, in the year of Rome, 391. Tt 
lies at the Foot of the Mountain Parthenius ; twenty 
five Miles from Megalopols to the North, and ſeven 
from Msfitra, to the North-Weſt. Now called 
Manat, or Mund:. 

Mantona, Mantua, a very ancient City in Lom- 
bardy in Italy; built three hundred years before 
Rome. It is the Capital of a Dukedom, and a Bi- 
ſhops See under the Patriarch of Agquileja; but 
exempt from his Juriſciction ever ſince 1453. A great 
and a magnificent City, ſeated within the Boſom of 
a Lake of the fame Name, ( made by the River Mer- 
Zo ) which contributes very much to its ſtrength and 
fecurity. In 1629. it was taken by the German Im- 
perial Forces, and miſerably impoverifhed : but ſoon 
after reſtored to its Duke by the Interpoſition of the 
French Court. It ſtands forty five Miles from 
Modena to the North, twenty from Verona to the 
South, and forty from Cremona to the Eaſt. This 
was the Country of Virgil, the great Latin 
Poet ; who Celebrates the Fertility of its Fields in 
his Georp. 2. And of Taſſo, the Jtalsay. In the year 
rc64. the Election of Pope Alexander II. to the 
See of Rome, was confirmed in a Council here, a- 
gainſt Honoreus II. an Antipope, ſet up by the Em- 
peror Henry IV. 

The Dukedom of Mantona, is bounded on the 
Eaſt by that of Ferrara; on the North by the Terri- 
tories of Verona, and Breſcia ; on the Weſt by Cre- 
mona, and the Dukedom of Mzlan : on the South 
by the Dukedomsof Modena and Mrrandola. Said 
to be equal together with Montiferat, ( which be- 
longs to this Duke j to the Dukedom of Florence in 
extent, but not in Revenue; yetit is fruitfu], and a- 


bounds in Cattle. This Dukedom fell firſt into the p 


Family of Gonzaga, ( which now poſſeſſeth it,) in 
3328. Lews I. of this Line then ſlaying Paſſavino, 
the laſt of the Bonocelſi's, in the Market-Place ; and 
aſſuming the Government into his own Hands, as 
Lord of Mantoua., Fohn Franciſco, the Fifth of the 
Line, was made Marqueſs of Mantoua, by Sigiſmond 
the Emperor, in 1433+ Frederick II. the ninth of 
them, was Created Duke by Charles V. in 1530. 
Charles JE. is the eighteenth of this Houſe, and 
ſucceeded his Father Charles II.

tand; extending in tength from Eaſt to Weſt ſixty 
Miles ; partly mountainous and barren, partly fruitful :

the German Ocean; on the South Mern and Angw ; 
and on the Weſt Atbole. The River Dee enricheth 
the South, and the Oone the North fide of this 
County ; yet is there in it no Town of great Note. 

acatdo, or Marecaye, a City in the Province 
of Venezuela, in Caſtile d Or, in the South A- 
merica, upon a vaſt Lake of the ſame Name : well 
built, rich, populous, well traded, and enjoying 
the Benefit of an excellent Port, wherem the Sparn- 
ards build their Ships . 
Maragnan, Marahim, Marananta, an Iſland on 
the Coait of Braſil; at the Mouth of 'the River M;- 
rary, Which gives Name to the next Province to it, 
This whs once tplanted with French ; but in 1641. 
taken bythe Ho/landers, and ſince retaken by the Por- 
tygueſe. There isin it a Town called S. Lews, with 
a Caſtle: and altho but a ſmall Place, yet itis a Bi- 
ſhops See., under 'the Archbiſhop. of S. Salvador. 
Long.'332- 40. Southern Lat.02.10. $ The River 
__ in Peru ts alſo called E/ Vie Maragnon. See 
gHX8. 
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Warans, a Town upon the River S:cur Nior- 
toiſe, in the pays & Aulns, in France, two Leagues 
from the Sea, and four from Rochelle. It ſtands in a 
Marſh, hath a Caſtle, and been often taken in the 
Wars by the Roman Catholicks ard Huguenots. 

PDarallo, C. Delle Cacca, Hermeum, the moſt 
Weltern Cape in the Iſland of Sardinia; lying Long. 
32. 10. Lat. 41. 15+ 

Marata, a ſmall Kingdom in North America, 
placed by Sanſon near the New Kingdom of Mexico, 
and the Vermiglian Ocean. 

Darathon, Maraſon, Marathona, an ancient City 
of Attica in Greece ; famous in Hiſtory for the De- 
feat given by Mzltzades with his Army of twelve 
thouſand Athenians, to five hundred thouſand Per- 
ſians, in the year of Rome 264. and the third of 
the ſeventy ſecond Olympiad. 

Marca d' Incona, Picenum, Marchia Anconi- 
tana, 18a large Province, under the Dominion of the 
Church in Italy : bounded on the North by the Adr:i- 
atick, Sea, on the Weſt with the Dukedom of Urb:no, 
on the South with the Apernine, and on the Eaſt with 
Abruzz0. It has this Name from Ancona, the prin- 
cipal City in it. This was formerly the Seat of the 
Picentes ; who for aiding their Allies (the Taren- 
tines ) againſt the Romans, were ſubdued, and made 
a Roman Province im the year of Rome 485. The 
City of Ancona being given to Pope Fachary by 


. Luitprandus, King of the Lombards, about the year 


741. his Succeſlors in time gained all the reſt of this 
Marquiſate to it. This Country is fo fruitful, that in 
the times of the Roman Empire it was called Picenum 
Annonarzium. 

PVarca Hiſpanica, the Name of Catalonia, in 
the time of the Emperor Lews the Debonnazre, 

Warcha Treviſana, or Trivigiana, Euganei Po- 
uls, Marchia Tarviſina, is a large Province of I. 
taly, under the State of Venice. Heretofore much 
greater than now. Bounded on the South at preſent 
by the River Atheſis, (now Adipe, ) and the moſt 
Northern Branch of the Po, Fornaces ; on the 
Weſt with the Duchy of Mzlan ; on the Eaſt with 
Friuli, and the Gulph of Venice ; and on the North 
with the A/pes, which divide it from 7zrol. In the 
time of Au , Called Yenetza, from its ancient 
Inhabitants ; and one of his eleven Regions of Ialy. 
The principal Towns and Cities are, Vincentia, Tre- 
viſo, Padua, Breſcia, Verona, Crema , Bergomo. 
This Marquiſate having ſuffered many Changes was 
about the year 1390.conquered by the States of Ye. 
nice ; who are at preſent in poſlefiion of it. 

rcana, Marea, Marca, Merca, a ſmall City, 
in an Iſland of the ſame Name, in the Gulph of Ye- 
nice 3 under the State of Raguſa ; and not far from 
the Coaſt of Dalmatia; Go. was a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Raguſa. The City 4s ruined ; 
but the Biſhoprick 1s ſtill in being, and united to that 
of Trebinga, which is now under the Turks. Tt lies 
five Miles from Regufa ; the Iſland in which it ſtands, 
1s about four in compaſs. The Town has not now 
above three or four Houſes.

South by Limoſm ; to which it is ſometime attributed, 
tho it is a diſtinCt Province. It is divided into the Vp- 
per and Lower Marche. Geieret is the principal 
Town in the former, and La Dora in the other.

derive their Springs from this Province. It gives the

Marcianopoli, Marcianopols, a City of the ancient 
My/ia, now in Bulgaria, commonly called Preſlaw ; it 
had this Name from Marciana, a Siſter of Trajan; and 
and was a Biſhops See, but is now an Archbiſhoprick, 
and in a flouriſhing Kate: twenty Miles from the 


Euxine Sea, on the Borders of Thrace ; by the Turks 


called old Conſtantinople. 

Marck, arid Markiſhlandt, Marchia, by the 
French called la Mare, a Province of Germany, in 
the Circle of Weſtphalia 3 under the Dominion of 
the Elector of Brandenburgh, who ſucceeded to it as 
Heir to the Duke of FJuliers : Bounded on the North 
by the Biſhoprick of Mwunſter, on the Eaft by the 
Dukedom of Weſtphalia; on the South and Welt by 
the Dukedom- of Mons. It hath the Honour of the 
Title of an-Earldom. The chief Town in this Pro- 
vince is Ham : it takes its Name from the Caſtle of 
Mark, near the ſaid Town of Ham. 

Marckfeldt, Marchfeldberg , Teracatrie Camps, 
a Tract of Germany near the Danube ; in the Con- 
fines of Auſtria and Moravia, towards Presburgh. 

Marckpurg, Marcpurgum, Marcopurgim, a City 
of Germany, in Stiria; upon the Drave ; thirteen 
Miles from Laubach to the North-Eaſt, and twenty 
two fromP'ienna to the South. 

Marcomannt, Marcomades, Marcomates, a peo- 
ple of the ancient Germany, whom Cluverius places 
betwixt the Rhine, the Danube, and the Necker ; 
from whence they paſſed into Bohemia, together with 
the Seduſis and the Harudes 3 and made frequent Re- 
volts againſt the Romans. + 

Dardike, a ſtrong Fort in Flanders, built by the 
Spaniards ; about one German Mile from Dunkirk 
to the Weſt, and two from Gravelin to the Eaſt; 
not far from the Sea Shoar. It was taken by the 
French in 1645. and 1657. when it was put into 
the Hands of the Engliſh with Dunkirk : with which 
it wasreſigned back to the French, who have lighted 
and ruined it. | 

Marecchia, Ariminus, a River of Romandiola 
in Italy. It ariſeth from the Apernine, not above 
four Miles from the Fountains of the North-Eaſt ; 
and running Northwards, watereth S. Leo, S. Mari- 
»0, and Rimini : where it buries it ſelf in the 4- 
driatickh Sea. 

Mareotis, a Canton of the Territory of Alexan- 
dria, in Egypt, confiſting offdivers Villages ; ſo called 
from the LakeMareo:s, watering it, which has fince 
changed its Name to Lago di Buchiara. Iſchyras the 
great Antagonilt of S. Athanaſius dwelt in a Village 
of this Country. 

gpargatas, a People in Braſil. 

gpargarita. an Iſland of South America, in the 
North Sea; eight Leagues from the Coaſt of New 
Andaluzia, and forty from the Iſland of S. Trinidade 
to the Weſt. Long. 314. Lat. 11. © Firſt diſcovered 
by C. Columbus in 1498. and fince moſtly frequented 
on the accountof the Pearl Fiſhery, from whence it has 
its Name. It is about forty French Leagues in com- 
paſs ; very fruitful, but mountainous ; watered 
two Rivers, and adorned with the Town of S. Zago 
de la Vega, and fome Villages, 


Margarit4, Lero, an Iſland on the Coaſt oi 
Provence, in the Mediterranean Sea ; which, with its 
Neighbor S. Honorate, being taken by the Spaniards, 
was recovered by the French, in 1637. 

Marngtana, a large Ptovince of the Ancient A/aa, 
which lay betwixt Ba&riana and Hyrcania : now for 
the moſt part contained iti the Provinces of Khoeſme 
and Charaſan in Perſia. 
 Dargoſeſt, Martodava, a City of Walachia, 
upon the River Bardalach, eleven German Miles from 
Fazt to the South. 

 S$parguerite, Margerera, a ſmall River in So:/ſ6-

artana, a Colony, and a City in the Eaſtern 
Part of theIſle of Corſica; which <P its Name from 
Marzus, the great Roman Conſul ; and is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Genoua. Heretofore 
very great and populous. ; ſeated upon a ſmall River, 
which runs through it ; but now it lies in Ruins;

Mariza, Hebrwus, a River of Thrace: it ariſeth out 
of Mount Hebrus ( which is a Branch of Mount Ma- 
rinat, \ inthe Northern Confines of Macedonia, Ser- 
via, and Bulgaria : where they all meet from two 
Fountains; and running Eaſt it watereth Phzleba, 
( or Phalippopolis,) Adrianople, and Ploutin ; where 
It receives Copriza ; and turning Southward, falls into 
the Archipelago, over againſt Lembro. 
ark. See Marck. BE), - 

rket-Jew, a Market Town-in the County of 
Cormwal, and the Hundred of Penwith. | 

MParliebozow, or Marleburg, Cunetio, an ancient 
Roman Town ; ſeated upon the. River Kener in WWilt- 
ſhire, in the North-Welt Bounds towards Barkſhire, 
upon the aſcent of an Hill. In this there was a fa- 
mous Parliament held for ending the Differences be- 
tween the Barons and the King, in the fifty ſecond year 
of Henry III. 4.C. 1267. where were made the Sta- 
tutes, called the Sratures of Marleburgh. The Parlia- 
ment aſſembled in a Caſtle, which this place anciently 
had, belonging unto Fobn Sans terre ( as he was 
ſurnamed) afterwards King of England. It is ſtill a 
Corporation, which ſends two Burgeſſes to the Parlia- 
ment : and hath withal the Convenience of Savernake 
Foreſt, and Aldburn Chaſe in its Neighbourhood, 
Charles 1. at his Coronation, added another Honour 
to this place; by Creating Fames Lord Ley, ( Lord 
Treaſurer ) Earl of Marleborow, February, 5. 1625. 
which was afterwards poſſeſſed by PFillsam, the fourth 
Earl of this Family ( Grandchild to the firſt Earl ) 
who ſucceeded Henry his Nephew, lain in a Sea- 
Fight againſt the Dutch, in 1665. The Lord Churchill 
enjoys this Title at preſent, by the Creation of King 
William. Market Town in Backineh 

rlow WPagna, a Market Town in Buckingham» 
Pug the Hundred of Dzsborough : ans. 1 ſo 
called for the Store of Mar/ or Chalk here dug up. 

Marmara, S:75mon , a River on the South of 
Macedonia; towards the Borders of Thrace; more 
uſually called Srromona, and alſo Radnirz, and I/car : 
it fal's in the Archipelago at am; "7. 

Darmoza, Elaphoneſw, an Iſland in the Propon- 
tis, on the Coaſt of A/ia;z famous for Marble Quar- 
ries: it 1s ten or twelve Leagues in circuit, with a 
City, the Capital of its own Name; and divers Vil- 
lapes inhabited by the Religious Caloyers. The adja- 
cent Sea is called from hence the Sea of Marmere ; 
which diſcharges it ſelf on one fide into the Ponew 
Euxinis by the Boſphorus Thracius, and on the other 
towards the South into the /Ezean Sea by the Hele- 
ſpone. The ancient Poet Arzſteas adorned this Iſland 
with his Nativity. It communicates its Name to the 
three Neighbouring Iſlands, Avez:a, Coutalls, Gadaro, 
called in general the Iſlands of Marmora, They all 
ſtand in a good Climate, abounding in Corn, Wine, 
Cattel, Cotton, and Fruit ; inhabited principally by 
the Religious Greeks, and fome Arabians. - Ptolemy 
mentions Marmora by the Name of Proconneſw.. 
Others call it Neurss. M Ap 

Darmozica, the preſent Ki of Barca in A- 
Frica : it had heretofore for its Bounds Libya Propria 
to the Eaſt, and Cyrenarca to the Welt. 

arne, -Matrona, a great River in France ; which 
ariſeth in Champagne near s, in a Village called 
Marmote, in the Confines of the Franche Comee ; 
and running North-Weſt, watereth Langreſs, Chau- 
mont, 7oynevil, S$. Dizier, Chalons, and Meaux ; 


then falk into the Sezzz, two Miles above Pars. 


Mars, A Valley, Marquiſate, and Town upon 
the Confines of the States of Genoua': belonging to 
the Duke of Savoy. + EP EIN 

gparocco, is both a City and a Kingdom in'Africa;; 
in the Weſt Part of Barbary : the Kingdom of Ma- 
rocco is a conſiderable part of Mauritania Tingitana ; 
extended on or Atlanticth Ocean from the River 4- 
bene, to that of Azamor : on the Eaſt it has the Ri- 
ver Maiava, { which parts it from Tremeſen ; ) on 
the Welt the Atlantich Ocean,on the South Mount 4r- 
la, and on the North the Kingdom of Fez. The 
Country is faid to be very fruitful and pleaſant ; a- 
bounding in Cattle, Fruits, Corn, Sugar, Oil, Hony, 
and whatever is uſeful to the Life of Man. Divided 
into ſeven Provinces z which are Guz7Zula, Sus, Ma- 
rocco, Hea, Haſcora , Daccala, and Tedles. The 
King takes the ttyle of Emperour of Barbary and 
Marocco, King of Fez, Suz, &c. Hath a preat 
number of Caſtles in this Kingdom ; yet there is 
one kept by the Porrugueze, two Leagues from A- 
Zamor. 

SJParocco, Marochum, Marochia, Marochium, the 

principal City, ( which gives Name to the whole ) 
called by the Spaniards, Maruccos ; by the Itaiians, 
Marocho ; is ſuppoſed to have been the Bocanum 
Hemerum of Ptolemy 5 once one of the preatelt 
Cities in the World, and the ancient Capital of this 
Kingdom. It is ſeated on the South Side of the Ri- 
ver Tan/ff; an hundred and fixty Miles to the. 
Eaſt, from the Atl/anezck Ocean, and ninety from 
the Borders of Fez : heretofore an Archbiſhops See, 
very potent; but the Royal Scat being many Ages 
fince removed to Fex, it is hardly a third part of 
what it was: on the top of the Caſtle are three 
Globes of Gold, one hundred and thirty thou- 
ſand Barbary Ducats weight ;z_ which could never 
be taken away, { as the Inhabitauts pretend) becauſe 
they are guarded by Spirits, . This City ſtands in 4 
fine Plain, five or- fix Leagues from the Mountain 
Atlas , encompaiſed with very. high ſtrong Walls, 
with twenty four Gates, which may be reckoned to 
contain one hundred thoufand Inhabitants. It has a 
Fortreſs, a ſtately Palace Royal, and. Colleges for 
Profeſſors of the Sciences, with divers Moſques en- 
riched with the Spoils of the Chriſtian Churches of 
_ The Inhabitants glory in being Enemies to 
itianity. Long. 09. 20, Lat« 29. 30. 
Parogna, Marognia, Maronea, Iſmaros , a 
City of Thrace ; rſeated at the Mouth of the Ri- 
ver Sconens; three Miles from the Mouth of the 
River Mar:7a to the Weſt, and the ſame diſtance 
from Aſperoſa to the Eaſt. Once a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Trajanople ; but now be- 
come the Archbiſhops See it ſelf. | 

The $paronites, Maronite, a particular Church 
of the Eaſtern Chriſtians, dwelling principally about 
the Mountain L :banws in Syria, under a Patriarch of 
their own, who reſides at a Monaſtery called Eden 
Canobin on the ſaid Mountain; yet nevertheleſs there 
are of them in Trepols, Zidem, Damaſcus, Aleppo, 
and Cyprus. Their Name is diverſly derived : as from 
an Epiſcopal City of their Country, cailed Maronza, 
in S. Ferom : from the holy Monk and Prieft S. Ma- 
r0n, whoſe Life Theodorer writes, and whoſe Diſciples 
ſtrenuouſly defended the Decrees of the Council of 
Chalcedon againſt the Eutychians. ( This perſon, 
the Maromtes fay, built them a Monaſtery in the 
begianing of the Fifth ONE: ) Alſo. from ano- 
ther Maros, an ancient Monothelsre. About the 
year I180, William Archbiſhop of Tyre, their 
Neigbbouy. and Contemporary, ſays, that they did the 
King of Feruſalem great Service in the Wars with 
the Sarazens, and exceeded then the number of forty 
thouſand. Their Patriarch, affifted at the _— 

; on 


the Third : ſince which, there have been ſeveral Em- 
baſties and Treaties of Reconciliation betwixt the 
Reman See and them, under Pope Eugenius IV. in 
.1445+ Pope Paul IL in 1469. Pope Clement VIL in 
1526+ and 1531. Pope Gregory XIIL in 1577. and 
1584. Pope Clement VIII. in 1596. Pope Paul VI. 
in 16i2. Their Patriarch atlitted again at the 
Fifth Council of Lateran in 1516- They ſpeak a 
mixture of the Syr;ack and Arabich Languages: but 
officiate Maſs in Syr:ack only, uſing the M:/ſal of 
S. Ephrem Syrws, and the Rites and Cuſtoms for 
the molt part of the Greeks, excepting that they 
conſecrate in Bread unlevened. Pope Gregory XIII. 
Founded a College for their Youth at Rome.

Marotto, Mz:/a, a River in the Marquiſate of 
Ancona. 

Marpnrg, Amaſia, Marpurgum, a City of Ger- 
many, 1n the Landtgravate ot the Upper Haſſia : at 
the Head of the River Loghne, ( which falls into the 
R/;ne, a little above Coblentz ) eleven Miles from 
Fra».chfort on the Maine, to the North 3 twelve from 
Cajje! to the North-Weſt, and twenty from Cologne 
to the South. Eait. It has a ſtrong Caſtle built on 
a Hill ; heretofore a Free and. an Imperial City, but 
long bnce exempted : for ſome time put under the 
Dominion of a Prince of its own, now under the Do- 
minton of the Landtgrave of Heſſe Caſſel. Here 
was an Univerſity opened in 1535. which is now in 
ſome repute. This City was taken by the Imperialiſts 
in 1647. But the Caſtle holding out, they plun- 
dered and deleited it. The Marqueſs of Baden in 
this City narrowly eſcaped Death ; his Houſe having 
ſeven Cannon at once fired at it. Some would believe 
it to be the Mattzum of Tacitus, and the Mattia- 
cus of Ptolemy. 

Marſal, Mar/a/:um, a ſmall, but ſtrong Town, 
in the Dukedom of Lorain in France ; upon the 
River Selle , in a Marſh ; five Miles from Nancy : 
which ſtood a Siege of thirty four days, in 1663. a- 
gainlt the Forces of Lewy XIV. So itrong both by 
Art and Nature, that it was thought it might have 
colt many Months to reduce it. 

Marſala, L:lybeum, a City in Sicily, ſeated upon 
the molt Weitern Promontory of that Ifland ; 
( which had of old its Name from this City ; but is 
now called z/ Capo Boco. ) Built by th: Romans ; 
a magniticent populous Town ; and well fortified a» 
gainlt the Turks/Þ Prrats, It ftands fifty Miles from 
£alermo to the South, twelve from Traparo, andone 
huridred and fixty from the neare(t Coaſt of Africa. 
Near this City, the Romans, under Artalius Regulus, 
gave the Carthaginian Fleet a very great Defeat 
There is a little River that runs near it,. called by the 
fame Name. . Long. 36. 03. Lat. 36. 40. 

Marfan, Mar/ianus Ager, a ſmall Tract in 
Gaſcopne : the principal Town has the ſame Name ; 
which lies f:xteen Miles from Dax to the North-Eaſt, 
and from Bourdeaux to the South, This Territory 1s 
watered by the River M:deux, and hath been a Vs/- 
county above tix hundred years. . | 

Marſaquivir,.a Sparz/ Port upon the Coaſt of 
Bartary.. 1n Africa, near Oran. OT 

Marſetlles, Maſſi#a, Maſala, -Phocas, aCity of 
Provence 1n. France, .updn the Shoars of the Medi- 
terranean Sea ; ſeventeen Miles to the Eaſt of the 
principal Mouth of the Rboſne, and fifteen Welt of 
Toulon. Itis a great, rich, populqus City ; and now 
in a thriving condition ; the Suburbs having been lately 
added to it» So very ancient, that it is ſuppoſed to 
have been built by the Phenicians, Fuſtin faith, it 
was built by the Phocians, in the Times of Targui. 
nius, King of the Romans ; who in their way thithey 
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Council of Lateran,; in 1215. under Pope Innceent . contracted an Alliance with the Irifacit City of Rome ; 


and did great things in their Offentive and Defenſive 
Wars againſt the Barbarous Gals. That, the Soil of 
their Country being barren, they were forced to de- 
pend more upon Navigation than Agriculture for 
their. Subfiſtence ; and would now and then exetciſc 
the ( then thought innocent, if not glorious) Tr:de 
of Piracy: which led ther round bout Italy, to the 
Mouth of the Rhoſne : and the pleaſantneſs of the 
place allured them to.goand ſettle there ; where they 
were kindly treated by the Galls ; the King granting 
them leave toabuild the City, and marrying his Daugh- 
ter. to their General. That, theſe were the great Ci- 
vilizers and Inſtructors of the Galls in Learning, 
Arts, and Architecture. After this they managed 
ſome Wars againſt the Ligurians : and became formi- 
dable to all their Neighbours: having great ſucceſs, 
till they interpoſed in the Quarrel between Ceſar 
and Pompey ; being in this more Loyal to that State, 
than prudent in the eſtimation of their Forces : for 
they pretended to interpoſe between thoſe they were 
not able to force ; and conſequently fell a Victim to 
the Fortunes of Ceſar, whoſe Army left them no- 
thing but their Liberty. This Calamity befel them 
about forty two years before the Birth of our Saviour. 
They recovered again as great an eſteem as ever. Ta- 
crtus informs us, that in his time it was a place where 
the Grec:zan Afﬀability and the Provincial Thrift were 
rarely mixed, In the Fall of the Roman Empire, 
this City became a prey to the Goths and Franks : but 
in what Times I cannot affign. In 1243: after the 
Goths were expelled, it was put under Counts of its 
own; and continued fo till 3481, when it returned 
to the Crown of France : during the time it was 
under theſe Counts, about 1423. it was taken by A/- 
phonſus, King of Arragon. In 1524. it withſtood 
the furious Aſfaults of Charles Duke of Bourbone. 
But the height of all its modern Glory was its ſuſtain- 
ing the mighty Forces and great Valour of Charles V. 
in 1536. Since the ſettling Chriſtianity here; it has ever 
been a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Yierne 
formerly, now of Arles. Its firſt Biſhop being ſaid 
to be S. Lazarus, whom Chriſt raiſed from the dead. 
That which has in all times continued to its conti- 
nuance, 1s, its excellent, fafe, large Harbour ; and 
the Fertility of the Soil it ſtands in 3 being other- 
wiſe not the beſt ſeated for Traffick, there being no 
Navigable River near it but the Rhoſme, which 1s at 
ſome diſtance. Long, 26. 22. Lat. 42. 18. 

Marſhfield, a Market Town in in Gloceſterſhire, 
in the Hundred of Thornbury. 

Martſhland, a Tract in the County of Norfolk, 
nigh Lyn Regs, on the other fide of the River Oyſe, 
ſo called from its being a Marſh. There are ſeated 
ſeveral Towns in it, which in recompenſe for the want 
of freſh Water and. their Liableneſs to the Inunda- 
tions of the Sea, enjoy a Soil exceeding fat, and 
feeding abundance of Cattle» $ There is another 
ſuch Tract in the Weſt Riding of Torkshzre, about fif- 
teen Miles in circuit : called alſo Dz:ch-Marſh, and 
excellent for the ſame- uſe. 

Marſi, an ancient People of 1zaly, in the Pro- 
vince now called the Further Abruzzo,in the Kingdom 
of Naples, towards the . Patrimony of S, Peter : 
whoſe Name is ſtill preſerved in a Territory there, 
called the Dutchy of Marſa. The Marfick War in 
the year of Rome 663. and their killing of all the Ro- 
mans in the City 4/{culum, together with 2. Servz- 
lius Proconſul , and Fronteius, render this People 
memorable in Hiltory. $ Alſo a People of Ger- 
mania Antiqua, mentioned by Tacirus: of whom 
Ortelius fancies, there are ſome Footſteps remaining 
in the Village Car ponpaate |" Pravince of. Over-

ha: Marlſics, 
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MWarſico, Marſicum , a City in the Kingdom of 
Waples, in the Hither Principate ; called New Mar- 
fico, to diſtinguiſh it from another Town of the 
fame Name in that Province. It is a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Salerno; of little circuit, 
but well peopled and built ; ſeated upon an Hill, at 
the Foot of the Apennine ; near the Fountains of the 
River Agri, ( which waſheth Mar/ico, Vecchio, and 
then falls into the Bay of Taranto, in the very Bor- 
ders of the Bafilicate ; ) ſix Miles from the la{t na- 
med Town to the Weſt, and fifty five from Salerno 
to the North. The old Mar/ico ſtands eighteen 
Miles from the Tyrrhenian Sea ; and ſentibly decays, 
being inhabited but by a few. : 

MWarſlep Hill, a Hill in Herefordſh:re, whereof 
Mr. Cambden, and Mr. Speed relate a Story ; That, of 
Saturday, Feb. 7. 1571. about fix a Clock in the 
Evening, it moved with a roaring noiſe from the 
place where it Rood, and by ſeven the next Morn- 
ing had gone about two hundred Foot, continuing 
its Travel three days together; That, Kinnaſton- 
Chappel hereupon fell down, with ſome Trees, 
Hedges, and Coats for Sheep, and ſome ftood ; That, 
two High-ways wete turned about three hundred 
Foot from their former Paths, the Eaft Parts to the 
Weſt, and the Welt to the Eaſt; Paſturage being 
left in the place of Tillage, and Tillage of Paſtu- 
rape. 
Marta, Martha, a River aſcribed by Antoninus 
to Hetruria, now in the Domitions of the Church: 
it ariſeth out of the Lake ds Bolſena ( Lacus Volſt- 
nbenfis ; ) and running Southward by Tuſcanella, ( a 
ſmall City in S. Peter's Patrimmony , the Walls of 
which it waſheth ) it falls into the Tyrrhenzan Sea 
beneath Cornerto, another City of the ſame Province ; 
twenty two Miles from Viterbo to the South, 
There is a Town of the ſame Name, ſeated upon 
this River, where it breaks out of the Lake ; twelve 
Miles from Fiterbs. 

MWartaban, Mertabanum, a City of the Further 
Eajt-Indies : on the Shoars of the' Bay of Beygala; 
which has a convenient Port: under the King of Pe- 
gra, tho it has had Kings of its own; till of late it 
whs conquered, and very ill nſed. The Kingdom be- 
longing to it lies between that of Pega to the North, 
and Ligor, a Promontory of the Kingdom of Siam, to 
the South. | 

Wartegues. or Martipnes, Maritima Colonia, 
a Sea-Port Town in Provence, built in 1239. upon 
the Lake of Berry, at the diftance of one Mile from 
the Sea, betwixt which and the Lake a Communica- 
tion is made by Ditches ſo ſurrounding and dividing 
the Town, as 1t were into three ſeveral ſinall Towns, 
( calted Fonyratres, U if/le and Ferrreres, ) which are 
paſſed from one to another upon Bridges, that Mar- 
zrignes hath therefore the Name'of the Veniſe of 
France.

Mearon, Mearus, a River of Gal:c:a in Span. 

Meath, Media, a County in the Province of Lein- 
fſter in Ireland, called by the Iriſh Midb : bounded 
on the Eaſt by the County of Fyngal, and Kildare, 
{ ſeparated by the River Bayne;) on the South by 
K#ldare,and Kings County ; on the Weſt by Roſcomen 
and Longford; and on the North by the County of 
Monaghen. It is divided into two parts, by the names 
of Eait and Weſt Meath.. An ancient Engliſh Pen 
faith, it is very fruitful and pleaſant to the Eye , well 
watered with Rivers, abounding with Fiſh, full of 
Cattle, well {upplied with Corn ; and that the Woods 
and Marſhes in the Skirts of it make the acceſs fo dif- 
ficult on all fides, that it is juttly called the Cham-= 
ber of Jreland. In the thirty eighth year of Her- 
7y VIII. this County being thought too big fo be 
governed by one Sheriff, was divided by Act of Par- 
hament into two Counties. 

Meaur, Meldorum urbs, Mcledis, Fatinum Melda. 
rum, Melde, Fatinum, a City in the Province of Brie, 
( of which it is the Capital,) and a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Sers : it is a delicate, populous 
City, ſeated upon the Marne , which divides it into 
twe parts: ten Leagues from Paris to the Nogth- 
Eaſt, eighteen from Reims to the South-Weſt , and 
twenty hve from Amiens to the South, In the year 
1358. ( during the Impriſonment of Fobn King of 
France ), it was ſacked and burnt , for complotting 
wich the Parifian Faction againit Charles the Dau- 
phine, Regent of France, Son of King John. In 1421+ 
the Victorious Eng/iſh took it by Capitulation, after 
a Siege of three Months : and ſome private Synods 
have been aſſembled at it. Y : 

Mecca, Mecque,a City in Arabia; which Bellonins 
in his Obſervations thinks, was called by the Ancients 
Petrea; but others, upon better Reaſons , ſuppoſe it 
to be their Marraba. It ftands upon the River Chai- 
bar, in a Valley; ten days Journey trom Medina ; 
twice ſo big as it ; and about forty Miles from the 
Shoars of the Red Sea to the Ealt. Compaſled on all 
Sides by Mountains ; the Soil of it is dry and barren: 
yet much frequerited by vaſt Shoals of Mahometans 
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from all parts every year, which come to celebrate 
the Memory of that Grand Impoftor Mahomet ; who 
12 622. firſt began to ſettle his abominable Doctrine, 
fo the ruin of fo great a part of mankind.' The Ma- 
homctans pay ſo great a reſpeF to this Place, that 
ſhould any Chriſtian be' found in or near it., they 
wonld burn him alive. For therett, the Reader may 
conſult M. Thevenot's Travels. The Moſque ſtands 
in the middle of the City, in a deſcent , wich two 
Towers and a Dome of extraordinary heighth , one 
hundred Gates, and a Window to each ; adorned 
throughout the whole, with Structures, Artifices, and 
Donations. ineftimably fine and rich. See Medina. 
BDechyelen, Maiines, Mechlinia, a City in Bra- 

bant, made an Archhiſhops See by Pope Paul LV. 

1s called by the French Malnes, and by the Spans- 
ards Malinas. Seated upon the River Dender, in 
the midit of the Dukedom of Brabant ; between 
Antwerp, Bruſſeis, and Lovain ; about four Leagues 
from each of them. It fell to the Biſhop of Lzege 
by Inheritance, as "Heir of the Family of Berthold ; 
and in 1328. was fold by him to Reginald Duke of 
Guelderland, for forty thouſand Crowns ; who again 
fold it to Lewis Earl of Flanders ; who in 1346. 
granted it to the Duke of Brabant. Before theſe 
times it was an Imperial Free City , but long ſince 
exempt. Till 1503. it was the ſeat of the Great 
Council, that governed all theſe Countries z which was 
then removed to Bruſſels. 

$Þechoacan, a Province of New Spain in Ames 

rica ; between Mexico to the Eaſt, and New Galzcia 
to the Welt ; extended eighty Leagues upon the Pa- 
cifick Ocean to the South. The City of Mechoacan 
gives it this name; which is very great, populous, and 
a Biſhops See , under the Archbiſhop of Mexico ; 
forty ſeven Spaniſh Leagues from Mexico to the 
Weſt, and ſeven from the Lake of Mechoacan to the 
South. This Word, in the Indian Tongue, fignifics

eretofore a Biſhops See , under the Archbiſhop of 
Breme, and the Capital of the Dukedom of Meckel- 
burg ; now ruined . nothing rematni::g but a Cattle 
near the Ba/tich Sea, one G:rmas: Mile from VFiſmar 
to the South, and three trom Sw-rin (winch is now 
the Biſhops See ) to the North. This in the times of 
the YVanda's and Herult, was the greateſt City in 
Europe : rained by removing the Ducal Seat to Wſ- 
mar ; becauſe this Towa was too big. to be coctified, 
as Crantius faith. 

The Dukedom of YPeckicburg, is a Province of 
Germany in the Lower Saxony, of confiderable ex- 
tent : on the North bounded with the Balr:ck Sea, 
on the Ealt by Pomerania, on the Welt by Hoiſtein 
and Lamwenburg, and on the South by the Marquiſate 
of Brandenburg. It 1s now under two Princes of the 
ſame Family : the Eaſtern under the Duke of Gu- 

firow, and the Weſtern under the Duke of Swerzn, 
The Yandals, Heruls, and Burgundians, were the an- 
cient Inhabitants of this Country. The Dukes are 
deſcended from Persb:/laus , the lait King of the He- - 
rul; ; who being conquered by Heniy the 1.yon , was 
forced about 1158. ta take the Title of Duke, in- 
ſtead of King, as an Homager to the Houſe of Saxony. 
This Diviſion was made about 1592. upon the Death 
of Fohn, the lait fingle Duke of this intire Duke- 
dom. The Reformation was embraced betimes in

fore the Coming of Chriſt. This Monarchy of the 
Medes contirmed under nine Kings, from Arbaces to 
Aſtyages, three hundred and ſeventeen years : and 
then Aſtyages loſt his Crown and Throne to Cyrus, 
Anno Mundi 3495. Anno Rome 195. in the begin- 
ning of the fitth O/ympiad. The Capital City of the 
Medes, was Ecbatana. The others, Arſacia ( now 
Casbin, ) Cyropolis, &c. As for the name of Meds, 
moſt agree to derive it from Madar, one of the Sons 
of Fapher.

Medina Didonia, 4findum, Aſſidonza, a Town 
in Andaluzia, mentioned by Prolemy 3 now made fa- 
mous, by giving the Title of a Dake to the F amily of 
Guſman in Span: it itands upon a Hill, nine Miles 
from Cadiz to the Eaſt, twenty five from _—_ to 
the Weſt ; and was once a Biſhops See, as Haubertus 
avers. 

Medina Tainabt , that is, the City of the Pro- 
her ; a City in Arabia, upon the River Laakzc; 
thirty Miles trom the Red Sea to the Ealt, two bun- 
dared from Mecca to the North 5 having a Port up- 
on the Ked Sea, called Fambi, at the Mouth of the 
River. Long. 70. 10. Lat. 26. oo. according to our 
laſt Maps. This City was of old called Zarrib ; by 
Srephanus, Fatrippa ; by Ptolemy, Latrippa 3 at pre- 
ſent Merina, Medina. It is feated in a Plain, be- 
tween Mount Ohod to the North , and Mount Azr to 
the South. Mahomez, the Grand Impotior, ( who 
was born here in 560.) finding lis Country-men not 
overmuch inclined to imbrace his new Doctrines, fled 
from hence to Mecca in 617, Having there by his 
Impoſtures gathered a great Rabble, and pretending 
a quarrel againſt the Fews, ( who had a Synagogue 
1m this City, ) he attempted to reduce it by force of 
Arms ; unprofperouſly at firſt, but with bewer ſuc- 
ceſs the ſecond time : thereupon he turned the Fewiſh 
Synagogue into the firlt Moſqne for the Exerciſe of 
his new Religion. They of Mecca being alarmed with 
this Conque:r, in the next place took up Arms againtt 
him, and prevailed : but in the ſecond Battel were 
defeated and ſubdued. Therefore he fixed his chief

Medwap, Yaga, a River of Kent g which rifeth in 
the #eald or Wd, in the South-Weſt part of that 
County : at Penhurſt it receives the Eten out of Sur- 
rey ; fo dividing it ſelf into five Streams, it ſurrounds 
Tunbridge ; from thence paſſing North-Eaſt, it goes 
to Maidſtone, from thence to Rocheſter ; by which 
time it 1s become exceeding great, by the concourfe 
of many Rivers it takes in its ſhort Courſe. Here he 
Is covered by a Stone Bridge, beneath which , he be- 
comes capable of the greateſt Ships : and in his Bed 
the Royal Fleet of Eng/and rides in time of Peace . 
Below Rocheſter, he forms the Iſle of Shepey ; one of 
his Mouths entering the Ocean at Sherneſs, and the 
other at Shellneſs ; above eight Miles from each other.

Meclun, Melodunum, a City of France, in the 
Province of Brie; in the Borders of Gaſtinox, in the 
Generalite of the Iſle of France ; upon the Seyne, 
which it covers with two Bridges: four Leagues from 
Fountainbleau to the South-Eaſt, ten from Paris to 
the South, and three from Corbe:/. In this City died 
Rebert Fing of France, in 1030. and PhilipI. m 
xI09., It hath a Caſtle, many fine Churches, gives 
the title of a Y:/count, and its name to an honourable 
family. 

Wemel, or Memme!, Memelium, Memmelbur- 
gum, Cleupeda, a Town in the Kingdom of Poland, 
in the Province of Samogitia; ſeated upon the Banks 
of the Baltick Sea ; thirty Pe/zſþ Miles from Koneng- 
ſperg to the North, thirty eight from Rzga to the 
South-Weft. Baudrand aſcribes it to Ruſſia Regals, 
and to the County of Sambienfi ; and ſaith, it has a 
ſtrong Caſtle, a Lake, and a ſafe Harbour. This 
Town was taken by Guſtavus Adolphus, King of Swee 
den, in 1628. But reſtored to the Poles, under whom 
it now 1s; almoſt intirely ruined by Fire in 1678. now 
rebuilt. Long. 50. co. Lat. 56. ; 

Memel, Chronus, a River which ariſeth in Lzthu- 
ania,about fifteen Polzſh Miles South of Mink ; cal- 
ted Niemen by the Poles. It watereth Grodno and 
Kowna; and entering Pruſſia Regia, is called Ruſs ; 
and falling at laſt into the Lake of Meme/, by the 
Town of Memel, entereth the Baltick Sea at Kowna. 
This River takes in the Vil, which watereth Vilna ; 
and is one of the moſt conſiderable Rivers in theſe 

arts. 
p MWemmingen, Druſemazus, Memminga, an Im- 
perial Free City in Schwaben in Germany, upon the 
River Ier ; feven German Miles from Vhn to the 
South, and nine from Ausburg to the North-Weſt. 

MWenan, Menanus, a vaſt River in the further Eaſt- 
mdies ; Which ariſeth out of the Lake of Chiammay ; 
and patſing the Kingdoms of Pegua and Sram, it wa- 
tereth Od:a, (or S:zam, the Capital of that Kingdom) 
and Anio : then by two great Mouths falls into the Bay 
of Siam, in Long. 328. : 

MWenapit, an ancient People of Galliza Belgica, 
whoſe Capital Town was the Modern Keſſe/ m the 
Dutchy of Brabant.

Mende, See Mande. 

endleſham, a Market Town in the County of 
Suk. in the Hundred of Harteſmere. 

D. Wenehoult, Sa1&a Menehilds, a ſtrong Town 
in Champaign; put into the Hands of the Spanzards, 
by the Prince of Conde, in 1652. and recovered to 
France in 1653. Itis ſeated in the Territory of Ar- 
gonne, ( the Capital of which 1t is) upon the River 
Aiſne, Axonaz nine Leagues from Yerdun to the 
South, and fix from Bar /e Duc to the North-Weſt. 
Tt has a Caftle of great ſfirength. Baudrand writes

YBengrelta, Colchrs, a Province in Aſia, in Geor- 
gia; towards the North, and the Euxine Sea, which 
bounds it on the Welt. Abaſcia (ſeparated from. it 
by the River Coraz, now called Colours, lies on the 
North : Gurzel on the South, (cut off by the Phaſes, 
now Rzone:) Imaretza and Suſan on the Eaſt. This 
Country is well watered, fruitful, under a Prince of 
its own, deſcended of the Kings of Georgza. It had 
a City called Sebaſtopol, which is now ſwallowed up 
by the Waters. See Archangelus Lambertus, and 
Sir Fobn Chardin. The firſt of which lived many 
years in this Country : the latter has lately publiſhed 
an account of what he ſaw there. For their Manners, 
fee Georgia. The preſent Prince of Mergrelia is the 
cighth of this Family, and Tributary to the Turks ; 


whoſe Tribute is fixty thouſand Ells of Linnen Clotiz 
made here : and this is as much as he can well afford : 
his Revenue not exceeding 20000 Crowns per ann. 
much of which is raiſed from his Subjects, fold for 
Slaves to the Turks to the number of feven or eight 
thouſand in a year. Which with their perpetual and 
fierce Wars has ſo depopulated this Country, that the 
Prince 1s not able to bring above four thouſand Horſe, 
and three thouſand Foot into the Field ; and mighr 
ealily be totally ſubdued by the Turks, if it were 
thought worth the while ; or poſſible to keep a ro- 
ving People, (who have neither Towns nor Cities, ) 
in ſubjection, when they are once Conquered. 

Denteith, Menthizza, a County in the North 
of Scotland. Bounded on the Weſt by Lenox, and 
the Lake Lomond ; on the North by Albain ; on 
the Eatt by Srratherne ; and on the South by Sterling 
and Lenox, The principal Town in it is Dunblazn. 
The Damnzz inhabited m ancient times a part of this 
County, in the Opinion of Mr, Cambden. 

Dentz, Meintz, Moguntia, Magontiacum, a City 
of Germany, of great Antiquity ; called by the Inha- 
bitants, Papnts ; by the French, Mayence; by the 
Spaniards and Italians, Magonza. It ſtands in the 
Lower Circle of the Rhine ; upon the Rhine; fix 
German Miles from Franckfort on the Mayne to the 
Welt, eighteen from Treves, and fifteen from Spire 
to the North. Mentioned by Ptolemy and Tacitus. 
It has its Name from the River Pain or Moin, 
which falls into the Khine over againſt it : The anci- 
enteſt City in that part of Germany; as having been 
certainly built before the Birth of our Saviour ; being 
a City in the times of Druſus, General to Auguſtus. 
( Florus, lib. 4.) In 745+ it was made an Archbiſhops 
See, inſtead of Mormes ; to which it was a Suffra- 
gan See before. It was very ſeverely treated by Free 
derick /Enobarbus, the Emperor, in 1158. But re- 
built and reſtored by Ocho IV. In 1462. it was ta- 
ken Ofober 27. by Adolphus Naſſaw, its Biſhop : 
and whereas before it was Imperial and Free, it has 
been ever ſince ſubject to its own Archbiſhops. There 
was an Univerſity opened here in x482. Others ſay in 
1461. Guſtavus Adolphus entred this place in Tri- 
umph, December 14. 1631. In 1635. it was retaken 
from the Swedes : but the next year they again took 
it, and kept it till the Peace of Munſter. It claims 
alſo the invention of Printing about 1430. A ſtrong 
Place, and well guarded (faith Dr. Brown ; ) has ma- 
ny Churches and Monaſteries, and ſome fair Build- 
zngs, eſpecially thoſe of Publick Concern; but the 
narrowneſs of the Streets, and many old Houſes, take 
away much from the Beauty of it. It is moſt ex- 
tended towards the River ; and that part excels the 
other alſo towards the Land, as being more popu- 
lous, and better built, It paid to the King of Swe- 
den, as a Ranſom, above an hundred thouſand Dol- 
lers ; which ſhews its Wealth. This Prince built a 
Bridge over the Mazn here, and another over the 
Rhine: partly upon Piles of Wood, partly upon 
Boats ; the firſt of theſe is taken away, but the latter 
is continued ſtill. The Archbiſhop is Arch-Chancellor 
of the Empire, and the firſt of the Eletoral Col- 
lege : in all publick Conventions he fits at the Right 
Hand of the Emperor; aud is the Succeſſor of Boni- 
face, an Engliſhman, who very much promoted the 
Chriſtian Faith in theſe parts. This City received a 
French Garriſon in Ofober 1688. Surrendred again 
to the Confederate Forces Sept. 11. 1689. after-a Siege 
of ſix or ſeven Weeks, $S The Electorate of Menzz, 
Moguntina Dito, called by the Inhabitants, PPaint- 
ziſche ; by the Germans, dag Churfurſtenthumb 
bon FÞPaynt3 ; is a ſmall Province in the Lower Cir- 
cle of the Rhine, under the Dominion of this Arch- 
biſhop : ſtretching from Eaſt to Weſt, between the 

"2; Ter- 
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Territories of Weterarw and Weſtertralt to the 
North, and the Lower Palatinate to the South. The 
bounds cannot be exactly ſtated ; becauſe the Do- 
minions belonging to this Biſhoprick !ye diſperſed in 
Franconia, and the other Circles; and render this 
Elector the leſs conſiderable. Dr. Hey/yn obſerves, 
that a Biſhop of Ment; ſubſcribed in the Council of 
Colen in 347. So that this Biſhoprick was only Re- 
founded in 745. after the barbarous Nations had ex- 
tirpated Chriitianity here. Dr. Brown ſaith, the Soil 
of this Country is fertile ; abounds with all forts of 
Proviſions, and excellent Wines : So-that his Revenue 
will afford him fix or ſeven thouſand Crowns a year. - 

Meppen, Meppa, a City in Weſtphabia, in the 
Biſhoprick:of Munſter ; upon the River Haſe, {which 
falls into the Emes, a little below Lzngen,) eleven 
Miles from, Emden to the South, and thirteen from 
Munſter to the North.

Charles TR. advan- 
ced it to the.dignity 'of a Principality in 1563, and 
into a Dukedom and Peerage of France in 1569. It 
gives name to a Family of Honour. ; 

Petenſe, Myndus, a City of Cara, in the Leſſer 
Aſia 3 which is a Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Stauropolis | Santa Croce. ] It is even now the 
Capital of the Province, and the Seat of a Turksſb 
Governour ; 16 German Miles South of Epheſus, upon 
the Archipelago ; and five Weſt of Melafſo., From 
this City, Carza 1s now called Penteſeli bythe Turks. 

Werdin, Marde, a City of Aſſyr:a, upon the Ri- 
ver Tigris, in the Confines of Meſopotamia ; which is 
now an Archbiſhop's See in the Province of Diarbech, 
inthe Confines of the Greater Armenta ; twenty Ger- 
man Miles from Caramzit to the Eaſt, and thirty from 
N:/iv:zn to the North. Long. 76. 30. Lat, 35. 10. 

Mere, a Market Town in Wiltſhire. The Capt- 
tal of its Hundred. 

Mergetheim, a Town in Fraxconia in Germany ; 
made famous by a Defeat of Turin in 1645. It 
ſtands upon the River Goliach, in the County of 
Werthaim ; four German Miles from Wurt;burgh to 
- the South-Weſt, and nine from Hailbrun to the 
North-Eaſt. | 

erhcrn, the ſame with Moravia. 

erida, Emerita Auguſta, a City in Portugal; here- 
tofore an Archbiſhop's See, and the Seat of the Courts 
of Juſtice, for the Province of Extremadura; upon 
the River Gnuadiana ; twelve Miles above Badajox 
to the Ealt, fourteen from Alcantara to the South- 
Eaſt, and twenty five from Sevi/ to the North. Now 
very ſmall, and in a declining condition 3 only the 
Spaniards (in whoſe bands it is,) have beſtowed of 
late years ſomething in Fortifying it againſt the Por- 
eugueſes» The Archbiſhop's See was removed hence 
in 1124. by Pope Cal:ſtus II. to S. Fago di Compo- 
ſtella. In 1230. the Moors were driven from Meri- 
da. Some Synods have been aflembled here : and 
ſome place it in New Caſtile in Spain. $ Alfo an 
Epiſcopal City in the Province of Fucatan, in New 

Spain in America, towards the Gulph of Mexico.

zYertndol, the Place of the Retreat of the Vaudozs, 
upon the Frontiers of the County of Venazſſin in Pro- 
vence,which was put to Military Execution by order of 
Francis 1.

with all its Houſes, Caſtles, and People of the Re- 
form'd Relygion (then in Rebellion ) in 1545+ after 
the tryal, in vain, of other Courſes to reduce them. 

Dertonethſhire, Mervinta, is one of the twelve 
Shires in the Principality of Wales; called by the 
Inhabitants, Uertonethſhire : on the North it as 
Carnarvan and Denbigh, on the Eaſt Montgomery, 
the South Cardigan, C cut off by the River Domwy, } 
and on the Welt it is waſhed by the Ir:ſþ Sea. Ex- 
treamly Mountainous, Barren, unpleaſant, and expo- 
ſed to raging Winds ; having nothing of value but 
Cattel. This was the Seat of the Ordovices, a Bri- 
tiſh Clan. It was.not Conquered by the Engliſh 
till-the Reign of Edward I. in 1283. In the Reign 
of Hen. IV. Owen Glendover drew this and all wales 
into a. Combination againſt that Prince ; which might 
have ended in the loſs of Wales, under a leſs Martial 
Prince. than he. There is in this County no Town 
of Note. | : 

Mern, Mernis, Marnia, a County in the North- 
Eait part-of Scat/and ; bounded on the South-Eaſt 
by the German Ocean, on the North-Weſt by the 
County of Marr, and on. the South-Weſt by Angus : 
the chief Town of which is Fordun. It is little, and 
lies in the form of a Triangle. 

 Meroe, a very great Iſland, made by the River 
Nile in Ethiopia ; which has this name from the 
principal City in the Iflind. It is now called Gue- 
Zrere ; but by the Inhabitants, Neube, Indeed Lo- 
bus, a Portugal, (in his Hiſtory of Ethiopia, ) is

See, under the Archbiſhop of Magdeburgh ; upon 
the River Saal ; three German Miles from Hal! to 
the South, and as many from Leip/ick to the Weſt. 
The Biſhop of this Dioceſe imbraced the Auguſtane 
Confeflion, in 1565. In 1592. Fobn George, Biſhop 
of it, became Elector of Saxony : his Succeffors have 
ever ſince been Adminiſtrators 'of this Biſhoprick ; 
being choſen, upon every vacancy, by the Chapter : 
and 1n this Right they are poſletled of the City of 
Mersburgh ; which was once an Imperial Free Town, 
but long fince exempted. $ There is another Merſ- 
bourgh in Schwaben, upon the Lake of Conſtance, 
where the Biſhop of Conſtance reſides. 

Perſep, the Arm of the Sea, into which the River 
Dee in Wales falls. See Dee. 

Derton-meer, a great Lake in Lancaſhire. 

Peſember, Meſembria, a City of Thrace ; aſcri- 
bed by Ptolemy to Moeſia Inferior, and in our latter 
Maps placed in Bu/garia ; on the North fide of the 
great Mountain Hermus, upon the Shores of the Er 
xme Sea: twenty ſeven German Miles from Adri- 
an»ple to the North-Eaſt, and thirty two from Con- 
ftantinople to the North-Weſt.

Melina, Meſſana, an ancient and very celebrated 
City, on the Northern Point of the Iſle of Szc#/y3 ten 
Miles from Reggio in 1taly, ſixty from Catania to the 
North, and a hundred and fifty from Palermo to the 
North-Eaft. It is a great, rich, well traded Cty ; 
an Archbiſhop's See ; the Capital of the Province bf 
Demona; and the ſecond City in the Iſland : being 
five Miles in compaſs, having an ' Harbour of great 
ſafety, and wonderfully frequented by Merchants. 
Nobly built, has' a Princely Place, a well furniſhed 
Magazine, a noble Metropolitan Church'z and great 
plenty of Silk Weavers. It is of a ſong figure, with 
four great Suburbs. The Philoſopher Dicearchus 
was a Native of this City. Charles V. in 1535: ſpent 
very much in fortifying it, and, built four Caſtles to 
that purpoſe. This City was recovered out of the 
Hands of the Saracens by Roger the Norman 1n 1060, 
The Spaniards provoked it fo far, that in 1674. it 
ſhook off their Yoke ; who were never able to reduce 
the place again under their Obedience, till March 16. 
1678. The Inhabitants pretend to have a Letter, 
which was Written to them by the Virgin Mary ; and 
certainly they have great reaſon to value that ſingular 
favour. E:

cedonia, Theſſalia, and Epirus ; called in the latter 
Maps Mezova. It ftretcheth from North-Weſt to 
South-Eaſt ; and ends at the North Point of the Iſle 
of Negropont ; and feems to be the ſame with Mount 
Pindus, or a part ( at leaſt } of it.

Deſuna, M:dama, a River of the further Calabria ;

MWeſapontum; a Town of the ancient Lucanza in 
Italy, now called Torre ds Mare. | 

Metelin, Lesbos, Mitylene, an Iſland in the Ar- 
chipelago, on the Coaſt of the Leſſer 4fia ; fix Miles 
from its Shoars to the South. Now commonly called 
Mzteiino, from its principal City 3 which 1s ſeated on 
the Eaſt fide of the Ifland, and an Archbiſhop's See. 
It has two other Cities, which are Biſhopricks : that 
is, Gerema, and Calono. The Circuit of this Iſland 
1s 140 Miles, its length from North to South 40. It 
was under the Fanuly of the Cazeluſir, from 1355. 
to 1462, when it was taken from Domenico Catelie 
fio, (the laſt Prince of this Race,) by Mahomer II. 
Emperor of the Turks. This Family being of a 
Genoueſe Extraction, the Iſland is generally ſaid to 
have been fo long under the States of Genoua. Writ- 
ten alſo Mettelen. It pays eighteen thouſand Piaſtres 
Tribute to the Turks. 

Metozo, Metaurus, a River in the Dukedom of 
Urbino ; which ariſeth in the Confines of Tuſcany, 
near Borgo S. Sepulchro;z and running Eaft, watereth 
( faith Baudrand ) S. Angelo, and Urbino: In the 
Maps it is placed more South ; and watereth Foſſom- 
brone, ( Forum Sempronis ) and fo falls into the 
Gulph of Fenzce ; between Fanno to the North, and 
Sinigaglia to the South.

eurs, Meurſia, a ſmall City of the Dukedom 
of Cleves, though ſeated in the Biſhoprick of Co- 
logn ; which is an Earldom, and belongs ( together 
with its Territory, )" to the Prince of Orange , by 
the gift of the laſt Counteſs in 1600, Yet the - Duke 
of Brandenburgh lays claim to it, as Duke of Cleves. 
It lies two Miles from Rhineburgh to the South, one 
from the Rhine to the Welt, about ten from Co/ogr 
to the North-Weſt, and ſeven from Cleves to the 
South-Weſt. 

Weurtre, Mourtre, Murta, Morta, a River of 
Lorrain ; it ariſeth from Mount Yauge ; and water- 
ing Nancy, falls into the Moſele, three Leagues a- 
bove Pont Mouſon. 

Meuſe, Meſa, the ſame with the Maes. 

Werxtco , Mexicum, a vaſt City in the North 
America; the Capital of New Spain, ar of a Pro- 
vince of the ſame name in that Kingdem ; the Seat 
of the Spaniſh Viceroy of the We/t-1na;25. and an 
Archbiſhop's See. This City ttands upon the North 
fide of a Lake of the ſame name ; in a moi pleaſant, 
fruitful, and large Plain, and in great part ſurround- 
ed with the Lake. The Inhabitants pretend it was 
built in 1322. The $paniards by the current and - 
thread: of their Story, ſay, it was built in 902. It 
was many Apes ſince, the Royal Seat of the Kings 
of Mexico; had then a great and ſplendid Palace, 
called in their Tongue the Tepac ; but burnt together 
with the City, when it was taken by the Spaniards 
in 1521. by Francis Cortez ; who rebuilt * the City, 
and made it the Capital of his Conqueſts. Its Streets 
are great, ſtreight, and beautiful ; its Churches mag- 
nificent, its publick Buildings noble. It has an A- 
quadudt three Miles long, and many Monaſteries. 
Fohn de Turre Cremata, our Countryman Mr. Gage, 
and ſome others, have given large accounts of this 
noble City ; which is the greateſt in America. It 
has no Walls, Forts, Baftions, nor any Cannen, or 


Defence whatſoever, beſide what the number of its 
Inhabitants 
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Inhabitants afford : which is a part of the Spaniſh 
Jealouſfis, for fear a Viceroy ſhould ſet up for him- 
ſelf.

At. this day, after all theſe Suffering, it 1s 
the greateſt and moſt ;beautiful City in Lombardy ; 
the moſt populous too ; its Inhabitarits. being thought 
to be two hundred thouſand Souls. Its Trade is equal 
to its Greatneſs ; and the Inhabitants very rich. .It_ 1s 
.feven Miles in compaſs ;:has.one of the ſtrongeſt Cit- 
tadels in the World, with an Univerſity. It ſtands 
upon the River O/ona, three hundred and twenty five 
Miles from Rome, one bundred and fixty five. from 
Venice, and two hundred and thirty from Lyons. 
Long. 31. 30. Lat- 44. 40. In the.years 344. and 350, 
two.Councils were here Congregated .againſt!.the Ar- 
Tians. In 355. the Arrians carried-it againſt the ad- 
verſe Party, and ſent a great number thereof into Ba- 
niſhment. In 390-there was another celebrated againſt 
Fourntan, In 451. the Dodtrine of the Incarnation 
of the Word, as expreſſed 'in-the:Epiſtle of Pope Leo 
to Flavranus Biſhop of Conftantimople, received the 
approbation of a Council at this place.

And & 
yers ſince, of inferior note. © $ The.Dukedom of M:- 
lan is'a part of Lombardy ; bounded on the North by 
Switzerland, and the Griſons ;- on the .Eaſt by the 
Republick of Venice, and the -Dukedom of Placen- 
tia ; on the South by the States of Genoua ; and on 
the Weſt by Montisferat and Piedmont.

It had Kings alſo the longeſt of any of the 
Grecian Cities : for many Ages two at once : and 
when they took away the Power from them, .they pre- 
ferved the name. This City was never brought under 
the Power of ary Stranger ; till Philopoemen (a Ma- 
cedonian, who died in the Year of the World 3767.) 
took and aboliſhed Lycurgus his Laws. Which is 
placed by Helvicus in the Year of the World 3767. 
one hundred and ninety one Years before the Birth of 
our Saviour. After this it became ſo inconfiderable, 
as to be rarely mentioned : only we are informed the 
Greek, Emperors made it the Appenage of their Elder 
Sons. Mahomet II. (ftiled the Great) was the firſt of 
the Turkiſþ Princes, who in 1458. or thereabouts, 
poſſeſſed himſelf of this City and the Cittadel, built 
in the latter times on the top of Mount Taygetus. In 
1473. the Penettans took the City from the Turks : 
but not being able to maſter the Cittadel, they were 
ſoon after forced to deſert it. In 1687, the Baſſa of 
Mz:ſitra Articled with the Victorious Venetians to 
March away with only what the Garriſon could carry. 
This City 1s a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Corrnth ; at this day very ſmall, and little peopled. 
*Diſnta, Libonorr:a, is a Province and Marquiſate 
of Germany, called by the Inhabitants Mezsſſen, or 
Mezſſnerlandt. It 1s a conſiderable part of the -Up- 
per Saxony z bounded on the North by the Principa- 
* lity of Anhalt z on the Eaſt by Lyſatia; on the South 
' by Bohemia, and Francona; and on the Weſt by 
Thuringia. The greateſt part 1s.under the Elector of 
Saxony, who relides at Dreſden, the Capital City. The 
other conſiderable Places are. Le:pfick, Meiſſen, Merſ- 
burg, Naumburg, and ZXwicaro. 
SPiſratm, the moſt ancient name of Egypr. 
Siſtretta, Ameſtrata, a very ancient Town in 
Szcily, in the North-Weſt part of the Iſland ; upon 
the River Alzſum; fourteen Miles from the Tyrrhe- 
m1an Sea, and fifty five trom Palermo to the Eaſt. 
SPodburp, a Market Town in Devonſhire, in the 
Hundred of Armingeon, betwixt the Rivers Arme and 
Aune. 
La Docha, an Ifland of the Sourh Sea, near the 
Kingdom of Chili, in America. 
| Wodena, Mutina, a City of Lombardy in Italy ; 
the Capital of a Sovereign Dukedom of the ſame name, 
Seated in a Plain upon the River Secchsa ; the great» 
eſt Bed of which runs four Miles more to the Weſt: 
but it has two Branches ; one. runs under the Walls, 
the other through the City of Madera ; and alittle 
beneath the City unite and fall into. the Panaro. This 
City hes twenty Miles from Bologna to the North- 
Welt, and forty four from Ferrgra to the South» 
Weſt. It, 1s naturally ftrong by its, Situation ; fortſe 
fied too; and has had a Cattle added of latter times 
for its gre:iter ſecurity. Ancient Story informs us, this 
City was a_ Roman Colony of great Strength and Re- 
putation ';z'and that M. Antonius: befzeged D. Brutus, 
(the principal Conſpirator againſt Fulius Ceſar) here : 
but AH:r:: and Panſa, (the two Conſuls) coming 
up, Antonius was forced to raiſe the Siege : where- 
upon followed a bloody Fight, in which both theſe 
Confuls were ſlain, in the Year of Rome 711. In 
ke times of the Gorbs and Lombards, it was intirely 
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ruined ; but rebuilt by the Children of Charles the 
Great, In 973. here was a Council held for the com- 
poſing ſome differences amongſt the German Princes. 
This City is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Ravenna. 

Lo Stato di Podcna, Mutinenſis Ducatus ; the 
Duhkedym of Modena is bounded on the North with 
the Dukedoms of Mantona and Mzrandola ; on the 
Eaft with the Territory of Bologna ; on the South 
with the Dukedom of Tuſcany ; and the States of Lu- 
ca on the Welt, with the Dukedam of Parma. It ex- 
tends from North to South Gxty, from: Eaſt to Weſt 
forty five Miles: heretofore under the Duke of Ferra- 
74; but the eldeſt Line of that Family failing in A/- 
Phonſus TI. in 1597, the Dukes of Modena, (who were 
a younger Branch of the ſame Family) put in their 
Claim for the whole Succefiion ; but were oppoſed 
by Pope Clement VII. Whergupon enſued a War, 
which was ended by a Treaty the next Year ; the Pope 
keeping Ferrara, and the Duke Modena, as a Sove- 
reign State. Alphonſus d' Eſte the preſent Duke, is 
the Third of this Line, ſince the Sovereignty fell into 
this Family ; deſcended from a Race of Dukes which 
began in 1452. when the Emperor Frederick II in 
favour of Borſo d'Eſte, firſt erected this State into a 
Dukedom. Tho this Family is the ſame with that of 
Brunſwick in Germany, ſaid to be eight hundred years 
old ; yet the nobleſt Branch it ever produced, is Mary 
Queen Conſort to King James IT. This Country is 
much celebrated for its great fertility. 

$Podica, Motuca, an ancient City of Sici/y, upon 
a River of the ſame name; ten Miles from Pachino, 
the moſt South-Eaſt Cape of that Iſland, and five 
from the Southern Shoar. It is now in a flouriſhing 
State. RED 

Fodin, an ancient Town of Paleſtine, upon. a 
Hill, betwixt Emaus and Rhama; famous for bein 
the Courftry of the Heroical Macchabees, - ha 

mPodon, Methone, a City of the Morea, onthe 
Southern Shoar, in the Province of Belvedore, called 
Meſſenia by Strabo, Pliny and others.; by the Vene- 
tians Modon ; by the Turks Mutune. .It is now a 
fine ſtrong City, a frequented Port, and a BiſhopsSee, 
under the Archbiſhop of Patras : has a ftrong Caſtle, 
a large and ſafe Haven ; about eleven Engliſh Miles 
from Navarins to the South, twenty five from -Coron 
to the Weſt, and fixty two from Cape Matapan to 
the ſame quarter. Seated in a fruitful and delightful 
Country, ſtrong by Nature and Art, and is the com- 
mon Reſidence of the Sangiac of the Morea. In the 
times of Trajan it ſuffered very much by a parcel of 
Iilyrian Barbarians, who ſurprized and flew many of 
its Inhabitants : which loſs that generous Prince re- 
paired by his Princely-Compaſlion, and advantageous 
Privileges granted to it. In 1208. the Genoueſe ra» 
viſhed it from the Penerzans, but did not hold it long, 
In 1124. it came firſt into the hands of the Yenettans ; 
but was taken from them the year following by the 
Greek Emperor. In 1204. the Yenetians retook it. 
Bajazet II. in 1498. befiegedit with an Army of an 
hundred and fifty thouſand Men ; and took it by a kind 
of ſurprize, after a ſtout defence, upon the arrival of 
a conſiderable Succour ; which drew the Inhabitants 
from their Poſts to their ruin. In 1659. Morofins, 
the Yenetian General, took it ; and might: have taken 
Coron too, if he had not been forced to Sail away ta 
the Dardanells, for the ſecurity of Candy. The Turks 
regained this Place in the end of the Candian War. 
But in 1686. the Penetizn Arms again prevailed, ta 
deliver this noble and ſtrong City out of the Hands of 
the Infidels- They found 1n it ninety nine pieces of 
Canon.

Here 
ſtood the Labyrinth, fo famons' in Antiquity,” by the 
deſcriptions that are given of it in P/3ly,Herodotus and 
Strabo. It contained ſixteen,or thirty(fome ſay ſeveral 
principal quarters of Apartments; tull of the- Statues 
of the Gods 4rit{*Kings of Egypt, together with-fuch 
numbers of ' Palaces, Temples, Pyramids, Galleties.&c. 
Contrived-one abont and within another, that it requi- 
red the help ofa*hread to walk forth: Travellers report, 
there are yet .to be feet three hundred and fifty Cham- 
bers, in the faſhion ofa Labyrinth, in the ſame place ;

could never be expelled. ' This fatal Battel was ſought 
Oober 29. The ſecond in ſome part retrieves the 
Loſs and Infamy of the former. The Duke of Lorain 
being ſent by the Emperor with expreſs Orders to 'paſs 
the Drave and take E/zch,! his Highneſs July 10. 
1687. with great diffichlty paſſed that River, then ex- 
tretnely ſwelled with' contired Rains: but finding 
the Prime Yifier Encamped at Efſeck with an Army 
of an hundred thouſand Men, fo ſtrongly, that it was 
not poſſible 'to Attack him in that Poſt, without the 
ruin of the Chriſtian Army ; he retreated; and repaffed

Woliſe, Molrſinus Comitatus, a County in the 
Kingdom.of Naples; between Abruzzo to the North, 
the Capitanate to the Eaſt, Texra dz Lavoro to the 
Welt, and the Przncipaco to the South. It takes its 
name from a Caſtle in it.

MWolſheim, Molſemium, a ſmall City in the Lower 
Alſatia, upon the River Breuch ; two German Miles 
from Strasburgh te the Welt 3 in which the Chapter 
of Strasburgh ſettled, afier they were by the Reforma- 
tion driven thence. This City was ſeverely treated in 
1677: but is now rebuilding. + 

The Molucques, Molucce, by the Spaniards 
called [as Molucas, are five ſmall Iſlands towards the. 
Weltern Shoar of the Iſle of Gzlo/o in the Eaſt-Indzes ; 
lying near the Line: in Long. 150. deg. called Ter- 
nata, Tidor, 'Machian, Motir, and Bachian. The 
greateſt of them is forty five Miles in Compaſs. They 
lie extended from North to South, on both ſides the 
Line ; only regardable on the account of the vaſt 
quantities of Spice, which are from hence ſent over 
all the World. About the Year of Chriſt 1013. the 
Chinian Empire, being then in a flouriſhing State, 
firit became Maſters of theſe Iſlands ; but not without 
Blood ard Treaſure. About fixty years aſter, they 
were expelled by the Inhabitants of Malzcca; aiter 
which ſucceeded tie Perſians, mixed with Arabians ; 
ard by the latter they were called the Molucca Iſles. 
The arcient Greeks and Romans knew nothing of 
them, though they had Spices from them, brought 
by the 1adian ard Arabian Merchants by the way of 
the Red Sea. In latter times thoſe were brought by 
Perſia to the Caſpian and Enxine Seas ; and thence 
Cifperſed over Chriftendom by the Genoueſe and Ye- 
netians. After the Turks prevailed in 4/ta, the Trade 
was turned by the way of Grand Cazro, and Alexan- 
dria. But atter the Portugueſe by many diſcoveries 
had opened their way to the Eaſt=Inazes, about 1512. 
they t:r{t arrived in theſe Iſlands; and cut off all Trade 
between the Arabians and them ; by which the Sultan 
of Egypt loft eight lundred thouſand Ducats a year. 
The Spaniards came hither under Ferd:inando Magal- 
haens, about 1520 : whereupon eaſued a Contelt be- 
tween Charles V. and ohn III. ( King of Portugal) 
concerning the Dominion of theſe Iſlands: Charles re- 
ſigned his Right to Fohn for two hundred thouſand 
Ducats. About 1579. the Engliſh, under Drake, 
egan to di {turb the Pot eneſe here. About 1599. 

e Hollan:.ers began to fend numerous and ſtrong 
Mets into theſe Seas ; by which, (and the great Wars, 
Flq Chang: s which have fince happentd in Spain and 
al:uza') they bave intirely potlefled themſelves of 
Pecfe Hinds. The Earth is extremely dry and potey, 


thke a Pumice-Kone : it drinks up, not only the Rain 
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as faſt as it falls, -but all thoſe Springs and Rivers too 
from the Hills, before they can reach the Sea: and in 
many places ſends out fire and ſmoak. The Plains are 
covered with Sand and Shells; fo that except Spice, 
it ſcarce affords any thing uſeful to the Life of Man. 

Wombaza, or Monbaze, Monbaza, Monbaccia, 

a Kingdom ,near the Equinoctial Line, of Xanguebar, 
in Africa; betwixt-the Kingdoms of 2»e:/loa and Me-: 
linde, of .great extent : the King, who gives himſelf 
the title of the Emperor of the World, is able: to 
bring into the Field an Army of 80000 Men.

Mommedi, a,ſtrong Caſtle in. Lor 417. 
— Wompeliier; Mons Peſſulus, or Peſſulanus, a Cit 
in the Lower Languedoc in France ; which has been 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Narbon ever 
lince the Year 1636-: when it was ſubſtituted in the 
place of Maguelone, a ruined City, by Pope Paul ITL, 
It ſtands upon the River Lez upon an Hill ; two 
Leagues from the Med:terranean. Sea to the North, 
and fifteen from Narbon to the Eaſt. - Sold in 1349. 
by San#tius, King of Majorca, (whoſe Predecetlors, 
and he till then was poſſefled of it) to Philip de Va- 
loiſe, King of France. It is great, populous, well 
built ; and has an Univerſity, particularly famous for 
the ſtudy of Phyfck.

Wonaco, Menecium, Herculss . Monecis Portus, 
corruptly called Mourgues by the Neighborhood ; is a 
{mall Sea-Port Town in the States of Genoua; of 
great Antiquity, being mentioned by S:rabo and Pro- 
lemy. It is now very Itrongly fortified ; has a ſtrong 
Caſtle built on a Rock, a ſafe Harbor upon the Me- 
diterranean Sea, and a Princely Pallace belonging to 
the Family of Grimalds ; (the ſupreme Lords of the 
Town), though nnder the Protection of the Crown of 
France, ever lince 1641. This is the Capital of the 
little principality of Monaco, - to which belong only 
two places more, Rocca Bruna and Menton. It 1s al- 
moſt ſurrounded by the County of Nice : but on the 
Eaſt it has the States of Genoua ; and at this Town the 
Maritim 4/pes begin. It ſtands about two Miles from 
Niz3a to the Eaſt, and ſixty two from Embrun to the 
South-Eaſt. 

Mon, Mona, Angleſey, an..Iſland and County in

Monaghan, a Town and County in the Province 
of Ulſter in Ireland. The County hath on the Eaſt 
of it Armagh; on the North Tyrone ; on the South 
and South-Eaſt Cavan, Lowthe, and part of Eaſt 
Meath ; and on the Weſt Fermanagh.

Monbeliar, Mons Belligardus, a Town and Coun- 
ty in the Franche Comte ; belonging to the Duke of 
Wurtenburgh ; called by the Germans, Mompelgart, 
by the French, Monutbeltare. The County lies between 
Suntgorv to the Eaſt ; and the Franche Comte to the 
Weſt, North, and South : under a Prince of its own. 
The Town ſtands at the foot of Mount Fauge, upon 
the River 4/aine ; (which a little lower falls into the 
Doux, Dubis : ) and has a Caſtle in which refides the 
Count, who 1s of the Family of FPurtenburgh ; > 
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the out-works of this Caſtle are deſtroyed. This Town 
is forty Miles from Beſanzon to the South-Eaft, and 
thirty three From Baſil to the Weſt. 

Monbztfon, AMonbrifonium, a City in le Forex, (a 
Province of Fraxce) upon the River Yefie ; fixteen 
Leagues from Liox to the Weſt, and two from the 
Loyre to the ſame. Called in the middle Writers Mons 
Bruſonss. 

MWoncaſtro, the fame with Bra/ozorod. 

Moncapo, Caunus, a Mountain which hes in the 
Contines of Arragon and Old Caſtile ; two Leagues 
from Tarrazoxa to the South, and fix from the E- 
bro. 

Monecenis, Mons Ceni/ias, Cibenica jnga, a Moun- 
tain, over. which the high Road lies between P:zedmont 
and Sevoy. 

oncon, Mont:o, a fortified Town. of the King- 
dom of Arragon, in Spain, upon an Hill, with the 
River Cinea running at its foot. 
contour, Monconturinm, a fmall Town in 
the Province of PorHou in France, upon the afcent of 
a Hill, where the River Dsve pafſes, nine or ten 
Leagues from Poitiers, towards Loudun. It was 
made remarkable in 1559. by the Victory which the 
Roman Catbolicks gained over the Huguenots in the 
Reign of Charles IK ; whoſe Army Royal fought un- 
der the Command of Henry Duke of 4njou, afterwards 
K. Henry III. and that of the Hgnenots,under. Admi- 
ral Coligny. NS 

Mondego, Monda, Mwrda, a River in Portugal ; 

which ariſeth near /a Guarda, a City of that King- 
dom ; and flowing Weſtward, between the Dowero ta 
the North and the Tajo (Tagus) to the South, it di- 
vides the Province of Besra : and waſhing the City of 
Cormbra, feven Leagues lower, falls into the Azlan- 
tick Ocean. 

ndonnedo, M:ndon, M:ndonia, Glandomirum, 
2 ſmall City of Galicia, which is a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Compoſtella ; it ſprung up out of the 
ruins of Breeonza, a near City 3 four Leagues from 
the Ocean, eight from Lugo to the North, and fix 
from Rivadeo to the Weſt, It is ſmall, and in a de- 
caying State : ſeated in the Mountains ;- and waſhed by 
Valindares and Sexto,two ſmall Rivolets. Long. 9.25. 
Lat. 43-18. 

Wondi, or Mondevi, Mondovs, and Montdevs, 
Mons vici, Mons Realis, a ſtrong City in Piedmont 
in Italy; which has a Noble Caſtle, and is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Tr: ; the ſecond next 
to Turin, within that principality, for largeneſs and po- 
pulouſneſs. Seated on a Moynt or Hill, at the Foot 
of the Apennine; towards the Borders of the State 
of Genoua, and of the Dukedom of Montsferat : it 
had heretofore an Univerſity, which is fince removed 
to Turin. It belonged heretofore to the Dukedom of 
Montisferat ; and at the Requeſt of Theodorys II. 
(Marqueſs of Montisferat) was made a B.ſhops See in 
1388. Pope P:us V. was Biſhop of this place, when 
he was choſen Pope. It ftands two Miles from the 
Tanaro, fifteen from Cunio to the Eaſt, and eighteen 
ſrom 4/ba to the South : now under the Duke of 
Savoy. Charles Emanuel 1. Duke of Savoy, was- the 
Founder of the Cathedral here, in which they pretend 
to preſerve a miraculous Image of the Blefſed Vu- 


in. 
Y Mondidier, Mons deſideris, Mondiderium, a 
ſtrong and garriſoned Town in the tract of Santerre, 
in P:cardy in France, upon an Hill, betwixt Amzens 
and Compregne, near a little River falling into the 
Auregue. It hath repulſed ſeveral attacques of the 
Spaniards. 
Monemagt, or Mono-Emugi, Monemagium, a 
. Kingdom in Africa, in the Lower Athiopia ; other- 
wiſe called Nemeamaje : it is a great Kingdom ; ex» 
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tending from the Kingdom of Macoco on the Welt, to 
that of Monotapia on the South ; the Kingdoms of 
Monbaza, and Quzloa Eaſt ; Sof.ula 311d Moſambick 
North. But what Cities or Provinces it has, was never 
yet diſcovered by any European. 

Donervina, Minervium, Minervinum, Mo: 
Orvmns, a City in the Province of Bars, in the King- 
dom of Naples ; which is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Bari. Small, ill built, not much peo- 
pled, and feated in the Confiney of the Baſilicate. 

Montfeltro, or Monzefeltro, Feretrum, Mons Fe- 

retranus, Leopols, a City of Umbria, now in the 
Dukedom of Urbzno, and the Capital of a Territory 
1n the ſame, in the States of the Church ; copunonly 
called San Leo: it is a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Urb:ino. Tt ftands upon the Skirts of Mount 
Feretranus, near the River Arimino, ig the Confines 
of Romandiola; twenty Miles from Urbino to the 
Sonth-Weft, and fifteen from Arimini to the South ; 
giving name to an honourable 1:alzan Family. This 
Chair was remaved to Pinna, a Town four Miles frag 
it, by Pope Pius V. in 1572. 
_ Wonferrant, Monferrandum, a City in Auvergne ; 
in a very fruitful Soil ; from whence it has the name : 
It ftands upon an Hill about one Mile from Cleremont, 
two Leagues fram the River Alter, and twenty five 
from Lox ; now in a flouriſhing ſtate, with- divers 
Religiqus Houſes in it : The River Bedat glides by it. 
S There is another Monferand in the Territory called, 
le Pars entre les deux mers, that is, betwixt the 
confluence of the Garonne and the Dordogne. This 
latter 1s the firſt Barony in Guicnne. 

Monferrat. See Montferrat. 

Monfla, an Iſland on the Eaſtern Coaſt of Africa,

Mongul, a Province in the Aſtatick Tartary: 

Monlgt, a Mountain in Catalenia. 

Wonluſſon, Monlu/ſoncum, a City of France, in 
the Dukedom of Bourbon, in the Confines of Berry, 
upon the River Cher : four Leagues from the Borders 
of Auvergne, and thirteen from Moulins to the Welt. 
It is ordinarily epitheted /a ferts/e, for its Vineyards 
and Paſtyrage. 

Monmedy, Mons medius, Mons maledius, a 
ſmall but very ſtrong City, in the Dukedom of L#x- 
emburgh , in the Low Countries, upon the River 
Chier ; ſeven Leagues from Virdun to the North, and 
about nine from Luxemburgh to the South-Weſt. It 
ſtands upon a Hill, very well Fortified ; yet by the 
negligence of the Spanzards, for want of Ammuni- 
tion and ſufficient Garriſons, frequently taken by the 
French. At laſt in 1657, being taken by them, it 
was by the Pyrenean Treaty yielded to France. 

Monmiratl, Monmiralium, a Town in the Pro- 
vince of Brie, in France, upon an Hill ; where glides 
the River Morn, falling afterwards into the Marne. 
$ Alſo one of the five ancient Baronies of Perche- 
Gouet. : 

MWonmozency, Monmoreniacum, a Town 1n the 
Ile of France, four Leagues from Pars to the South- 
Welt ; which gives the Title of a Duke to one of the 


beſt and moſt ancient Families of France, From this 
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Town, the Valley in which it lies, Cone of the moſt 
fruitful ſpots of Ground in the whole World) 1s cal- 
ted the Valley of Montmerency. : 
Aonmozilton, a ſmall Town in the Province of 
Poittou, in France, upon the River Gartampe, ( here 
covered with a Bridge) and the frontiers of /a Ma-che. 
Monmouthſhire, Monumethia, hath on the North 
the County of Hereford, on the Eaft Gl/oceſter, on 
the South the Severn, and on the Weſt Glaworgen 
and Brechnocksbires. It is twenty four EngliſÞ Miles 
from North to South ; and nineteen from Eatt to Wet. 
Full of Hills, Valleys, Woods and Springs: every 
where fruitful ; abounding in Corn and Cattle ; and 
injoys a temperate, healthful, clear Air. The moſt 
ancient Inhabitants were the Sz/ures, Conquered by 
Fulius Frontinus, in the Reign of Veſpaſian, after a 
War of about an hundred years continuance,with great 
loſson the Roman Side : nor was this County won with 
leſs difficulty by the Engliſh ; the e!lſh being intire- 
ly poſſeſſed of 1t when the Normans conquered Eng- 
land : yet being conquered before Wales, it was uni- 
ted to the Crown of England in the Reign of Ed- 
ward 1. and accounted an Engliſh County, tho lying 
on the North of the Severn. 4 
onmouth, which gives Name to this County, 
ſtands between the Fe and the Monorw ; over both 
which Rivers it has a Bridge : in the North-Eaſt Bor- 
der of the County ; where Monmouth, Hereford, and 
Gloceſterſhires meet, as it were all in one Center. 
Three parts of it are ſecured by theſe Rivers. On the 
fourth it has a ſmall Brook called Moxnors, which 
runs through the Town: on the North-Eaſt Side, 
where the Town is molt acceſſible, it has an ancient 
Calle ; (once a place of great Strength and Beauty) 
in which Henry V. (King of England) thence called 
Henry of Monmouth, was born. But now ruined, and 
uſed as a Farm-Houle : there are three of the Gates 
fanding, with a part of the ancient Wall : it is ſtill a 
Corporation governed by a Mayor : This was alſo the 
Birth place of Geofry of Monmouth, the Hiſtorian. It 


' now gives the Title of Earl to the R. H. Charles Mor- 


dant, Created E. of Menmouth by K.W. As before, of 
a Duke, in the Perſon of Fames, the late unfortunate 
Duke of Monmouth ; and it returns two Members to 
the Houſe of Commons. Long, 17. 36. Lat. 52. 09. 

Monnow, a River of Monmouthſhire, between 
which and the River Fe ſtands the Town of Mon- 
mouth ; falling into the Severn. 

Mono Emngt, a Kingdom in Africa, ſee Mone- 
9:2t. Thereare abundance of Elephants, with Mines 
of Braſs, Silver, and Gold, found in this Kingdom. 
A part of the Mountains of the Moon 1s encloſe] 
therewith: and the Subje&ts trafick more eſpecially 
for Silk, Cotton, and Amber, with the Kingdoms of 
Qrezlloa, Melinde and Monbaze. Betwixt the Eſtates 
of the Grand Negus and it, lye ſome petty principa- 
lities, which are ever in Vaſſalage to the ſtrongeſt ſide. 

WJonomotapa.a City and Kingdom in the Southern 
Ethiopia in Africa, of great extent: which contains 
in it twenty five other Kingdoms ; and reaches from 
North to South two hundred and fifty Spaniſh Leagues. 
Cluverins ſtretches it from the /Z£thiopich Ocean to 
the Red-Sea. Some ſpeak particularly of an Amazo- 
ian Kingdom amongſt the reſt, where the omen go 
to War and acquit themfelves with admirable bravery. 
The Porengreſe call the King of Monomotapa, the 
Emperor of Gold, from the abundance of that mettal 
tound in Mines and the Rivers of his Dominions. Mo- 
romotapa (the Principal City, which gives Name to 
this vaſt and fruitful Empire) lies in Long. 48. oo. 
Southern Lat. 24.35. Upon the banks of the River 
Spiritu Santo, very large, and adorned with a moſt 
magnificent Palace Royal. 

Sonopoli, Monopolis, a City in the Province of 


Bars, in the Kingdom of Naples ; which ſprun 

of the Ruins of Eznatza, an cob City _ ir off 7 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Bars; but 
exempt from the Juriſdiction of its Metropolitan. This 
City tho ſmall, is very ſplendidly and magnificently 
built : twenty two Miles from Barz to the Eaſt, and 
twenty five from Taranto to the North. : 

Monoſceii, an ancient People of Ethiopia; alſo 
called Sc:opodes, and mentioned by Pliny. 

Monreale, Montreals, Mons Regalss, a fmall Ci- 
ty in the Iſland of Sreily, which is yet an Archbiſhops 
See. It ſtands upon a Hill, about four Miles from 
Palermo to the South ; built by liam I. K ing of 
Sicsly. By Pope Lucius II. adorned with this Archi- 
epiſcopal Chair, in the Year 1182, at the Requeſt of 
that Prince 3 who afligned this See a large Rgyenuc 
and built a ſtately Palace for the Archbiſhops. ; 

_ Mons, Montes, Montes Hannonie, the Capital 
City of the Province of Hainault, in the Low Coun- 
tries ; called by the Dutch Berghen ; by the Germans 
Berg ; by the French and Engliſh, Mons : Seated 
upon the River Trovslle, (which a little lower falls in- 
to the Harſne, ) in the middle between Douay to the 
Welt, and Namur to the Eaſt ; twelve Miles from ei- 
ther ; and ten from Bruſſels to the South-Weſt. It is 
very ſtrongly ſeated, becauſe all the Country about it 
may be drowned : and it is well walled, has three deep 
Trenches about 1t, a Caſtle in it. The publick and 
private Buildings are very Magnificent : many of them 
adorned with excellent Fountains. The French be- 
fieged it with an Army of thirty thouſand Men, in 
1678, .under the Command of the Duke of Luxem- 
burgh ; and fo ſtrongly retrenched their Army, that 
they deſpiſed any Attempt that could be made upon 
their Camp ; yet the Prince of Orange coming up to 
the Relief of this City, bravely and reſolutely attacked 
them ; and by the Valour chiefly of ten thouſand En- 
gliſh, (led on by the brave Lord Ofſory), entered the 
French Camp, with their Swords drawn at high Noon- 
day ; the French General very hardly eſcaping. This 
rich, ſtrong, populous City defended it ſelf ageinſ the 
encroachment of the French, and remained in the 
hands of the Spaniards, till 1691. when the French 
belieg'd and took it. The ancient Counts or Earls of 
Haigazlt uſed the title of Earls of Mons. There is a 
tamous Abbey of Chanonefles init, permitted to marry. 

Wons en Puelle, a Village and Caſtle in the Cha- 
ſtellanie of L' zfle, in Flanders, betwixt the Cities 
L' ifle and Doivay : where Philip le Bel K. of France 
fought the Flemings, Aug. 18. 1304. and killed of 
them 25000. 

WMonſerat, or Montſerrat, Mons Serratus, a 
Mountain 1n Catalonia in Spain, upon the River Lo- 
bregat ; nine Miles from Barcelone to the South-Weſt : 
very high and ſteep: in the middle of it is a Mona- 
ſtery famous for the Worſhip of an Image of the Vir- 
gin Mary, which was found here in 880. 

MWonſozear, a Town in Anjou in France. 

Wontſtieres, a City and an Archbiſhoprick in T- 
"= in _ . 

ont, a Marquiſate in the Eccleſiaſtickh State 
ſubject to the Pope. on 

MWontacute, a ſharp-pointed Hill in the South parts 
of Somerſerſhire, which has the honour to give the 
title of a Viſcount to the R. H. Francs Brown, def- 
cended from Anthony Brown created Viſcount Monta- 
cute in the Reign of Qu. Mary in 1554 : which An- 
thony was deſcended from Tho. Montacute Earl of 
Salsbury, created Lord Montacute and afterwards

from Aſcol: to the North + A Biſhops See mnder. the 
Archbiſhop of Ferme,founded by Pape Szxtus V! who 
was born here. $ There is another Montalzo in the 
Hither Calabria, in the Kingdom of Naples, which 
paſſes for the Uffugum of Livy.

Wontargis, Mon:argium, a pleaſant City in /e 
Gaſtinos, a Province of -France ; ſeated upon the 
River Long, (which falls into the Seyne) twenty five 
Leagues.trom Parzs to the South, and eighteen from 
Orleans to the Eaft. Being beſieged by the Engliſh 
in 1418. it- was-burnt ; and rebuilt in the Year 1528. 
ſince which time it has been eſteemed the Capital of 
de Gaſtro. 

- Pontauban, Montalhanus, Mons Aureolus, Mons 
"Albanuz, a City,of France, in the Province of Quer- 
& in Aquitarn, in the Confines of Languedoc 3 which 
1s a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of To/oſe, foun- 
ded by Pope Fabn XXII in 1317. upon the River 
Tarn; eight Leagues trom Toloſe to the North, nine 
from Caors to the South, and ten from Agen to the 
North-Eaſt. This is a pleaſant, great, rich, populous 
City : generally built with Brick, and a very fſtrong 
Place, By the Edic&t of Nants, (made in 1599, by 
Henry IV.) this was one of the places put into the 
Hands of the French Proteſtants for their Security. 
They quietly enjoyed it till the Year 1621, when it 
was in vain attempted to take it from them by a po- 
tent Stege. It had a Brick Bridge upon the River; 
which being much damnitied in this Siege, was rebuilt 
in 1667, with a flanting Inſcription in Latzn.

Montblanc, Mons Albus, a ſmall Town in Cata- 
lonia ; Honored:-by being made the Title of a Duke- 
dom ; it ſtands upon the River Francolinum, five 
Leagues from Tarragona to the North.

Monte-verde, Mons Viridss, a ſmall City in the 
Further Principate, in the Kingdom of Naples, in 
the Confines of Terra ds Bars ; which is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Conſa. This See in 


1531. Was united with the titular Archbiſhoprick of 


Nazareth, It ſtands upon the River Ofanto ; thir- 
teen Miles from Conſa to the Eaſt, and twenty three 
from Acerenza. 

Montferrat, Montzsferrat, Monferrat, Monfe- 
rato, Mons Ferratus, a Province of Italy : Honored 
with the Title of a Dukedom, in 1570. It is boun- 
ded on the Eaft with the Dukedom of Mzlan ; the 
States of Genoua on the North, with the Territories 
of Vercells, Biella, and Canaveſe ; on the Weſt by 
Piedmont, (cut off from it by the Apennine ;) and 
on the South, the Dukedom of Ms/an. So very truit- 
full, and well cultiyated, (tho it be Hilly) that it is 
thought to have its Name 4 Feracztate, from its Fer- 
tility. It has been ever fince 1535, under the Duke 
of Mantoua; to whom it came by the Marriage of 

Nn 2 Margaret, 
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Margaret, Siſter of Boniface, the laſt Earl of this 
Country. Heretofore the Territory of Canaveſe was 
2a part of it : which by the Treaty 1n 1631, was to- 
gether with the reſt of this Dukedom, beyond the 
Po to the North, granted to the Duke of Savoy. The 
chief phces under the Duke of Mantoua, are Caſale, 
Arqus, Nizza, and Paglia. Under the Duke of Sa- 
woy, Turino, Alba, and Verua. Yalenza and Baſſi- 
2:4, did together with Mondovs belong to it : but 
now diſmembred, and annexed to the Dukedom of 
Allan. 

Montaatz, 2a Town in the Upper Hungary, in 
the 2_ * Pereczas ; and an Epiſcopal See here- 
fofore under the Greek Church : ſo ſtrongly fortified 
with Ditches, and three Caſtles upon a Hill, where no- 
thing can command them, that no Army without ve- 
ry great loſs is able to approach it. Fhe Princeſs Ra- 
gotski, a Roman Catholick Lady, Wife to Count 
Teckely, and Relict of the Prince Reporole (the hft 
of that ancient and noble Family of Bators, which 
hath furniſhed Kings to Poland, and Princes to Trane 
filvania) held out this place in the behalf of her Hus- 
band againſt the Emperor in 1687 ; till after a Block- 
ade of ſeven Months, ſhe was neceſſitated to ſurrender, 
Fan. 25- 1683, upon theſe Conditions amongſt o- 
thers; that ſhe ſhould deliver up all the Enſigns of 
Sovereignty, in her cuſtody, wherewith Count Teckely 
had been inveſted by the Turk, as Prince of Hungary ; 
and take the City of Vienna for her Priſon, not to 
remove thence without the Emperor's leave. 

SPontgomerp, Mons Gomerecs, a ſmall Town in 
Lifienx in Normandy ; the Count of which unfortu- 
nately flew Henry IE. King of France, with a Launce 
in a Juſt, in 1559+: who afterwards joining with the 
Rebels againſt the Crown, was beheaded more on the 
fore of this old Misfortune, than on the account of 
that Rebellion” This Town ſtands two French 
Leagues and an half from Lzfieusx to the South, and 
above three from Argentan to the North. 

Pontgomeryſhire, Comitartu Montgomerienſis, 
one of the Twelve Shires of Wales, called by the we!ſh 
Sire Trefaldwin. Bounded upon the North with 
Denbigh, on the Eaſt with _—_ on the South 
with Radnor and Cardigan, on the Weſt with 
Merignethſhire. Very Mountainous, but being well 
watered with Rivers and Springs, nevertheleſs very 
fruitful. The ancient Inhabitants were called by the 
Romans, Ordovices ; a valiant and warlike People, 
hardly fubdued in the Reign of Domitian. Nor were 
they conquered by the Engliſh before the Reign of 
Edward I. This County takes its Name from a Town 


ſeated upon a high Hill, in the Eaftern Border towards 


Radnor; between the Severn (which riſeth in this 
County) and the Kemlet : it has been walled ; on 
the North of it ſtands a fair Caftle, which (faith Mr. 
Speed) is now well repaired. This Town was built 
by Roger de Montgomery, a Norman Earl ; and from 
tim had its Name. Phzlip Herbert, ſecond Son of 
Henry Earl of Pembroke, was by James I. in the year 
160$s, made Earl of Montgomery ; which Honor is 
now potleſſed by Philip NIL who is the fourth Earl 
of this Family, and ſucceeded FF//sam his half Bro- 
ther, in the Year 1674. It returns one member to 
the Houſe of Commons. 

Wonthelon or Montolon, a Town in the Dukedom 
of Burgundy, near Autun, which gives name to a fa- 
mily of honour. 

ontignac, Montiniacum, a fmall Town im the 
Province of Perzgord,in Aquitain in France, upon the 
River Vezere|( here covered with a Bridge ,four or five 
Leagues from Sarlat, and a little more from Per:- 
geux. The Calthe of it uſed to be the Seat of the 
ancient Counts of Per:gord ; for which reaſon they 
eommently ſurname it, Hontignac le Comte.

This Town by an» 
cient Cuſtom, in publick Proceflions, carries a na- 
ked Sword in the place of a Standard. 

Moztanc, Mortana, a River in Lorain: 

Moztara, or Mortare, Mortaria, Pulchra Sylva, 
a ſtrong, great, populous Town. in the Dukedom 
of Milan, upon the River Gogna ; four Miles from 
Vigevano. to the North-Welt, ten from Novara to 
the South-Eaſt, and twenty four from Pavza to the 
Weſt. Ancicntly called Bel/a, or Pulchra Sylva, 
the ' Beautiful 1 ood ; but upon the great Slaughter 
of the Lombards, by the Forces of Charles the 
Great, (when he took De/ſiderius, their King, Priſo- 
ner, in 774,) it took the Name of. Mortara, which 
ſignifies Slaughter, or Death. This Town was taken 
by the French in 1658. and put under the Duke of 
Modena. In 1660. it was upon a Peace reſtored back 
to the Spaniards. It is the Capital of the Territory 
of Lumellina. |

of Moſcow is bounded on the North by Roſtorw and 
Suſdale ; on the Eaſt by Rhezan, on the South by 
Vorotina, and on the Welt by Bzelkia: the Capital 
of it is Moſcow. This Province is very fruitful, well 
peopled : and the Dukes of it having by Marriages 
and Wars ſubdued and brought in all the other, this 
whole Empire 1s commonly called by that Name :

- ÞPoleniga, Meſſene, once a famous City of Pelo- 


ponneſus ; now a fmall contemptible Village on the 


South-Welt part of the Morea, upon the River Pzr- 
naza : eight German Miles from Coron to the 
North, fix from the Mouth of that River, and thir- 
teen from Miſitra to the Welt. 

Yoska, a River which patleth through the City of 
Moſcow : it arifeth in the Province of Tuere ; and 
receiving the Occa near Columna, about a Nile 
lower falls with it into the Folga. Olearius. 

DDoſul, Aſfſyria, a Region of Aſia, the Seat of the 
firſt General Empire. Till of late it was under the 
King of Per/ia; but now almoſt entirely under the 
Turks. Tt has this name from Moſal, a City upon the 
Tygrs ; thirty five Miles from Amida to the North- 
Eaſt : thought to be Nintve. 

Dotir, Motira, one of the Molucca Iſlands in 
the Eaſt-Indies, under the Line ; betwixt Gz/olo to 
the Eaſt, Tidor to the North ,, Machian to the 
South, and Celebes to the Weſt: It is in the Poſleſ- 
fion of the Hollanders. AL 4 

Motola, Motula, a ſmall City in the Province of 
Ortranto, in the Confines of Bars; which is a Bi- 
ſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of Taranto. It ſtands 
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at the foot of the Apennine ; ſeven Miles from the 
Bay of Taranto, thirteen from that City ta the 
North-Weſt, twenty five from Bars to the South- 
Welt : and not much better than a Village. 

La Wothe, a Village and Fortreſs in Loran, 
upon the Borders of Champagne ; which endured a 
Stege of five months ; but being at laſt taken by 
the French, was diſmantled in 1645- 

Moulins, Molzne, a great City in France ; the 
Capital of Bourbonnors ; ſeated upon the River Alzer, 
which watering Nevers allo, falls into the Lozr ; 
fixty two Leagues from Parzs towards Lon, twelve 
from Newvers, and twenty from Clermont. This Ci- 
ty grew up out of the Ruins of Sylvmn:acum, an 
anctent City not far off; and uſed to be the ordina- 
ry Reſidence of the Princes of Bourbon, who built a 
a Caſtle in it, where the Kings of France have often 
taken their Diverſion. The Tomb of Henry 2. King 
of France, is to be ſeen here. Charles IX. held a 
great Aſſembly of the Nobility and Chief men of 
the Kingdom at this place in 1565 ; pafling at the 
ſame time the famous Edi of Moulins. It affords 
good medicinal Waters, and here the Alzer receives 
the River Daure. 

Douton, Molo, a River of France, near Bourges en 
Berry; which flowing by the Monaſtery of S. Su/picius, 
falls into the Greater Aveyron, Hoffman in Biturix. 

South Moulton, a Market Town in Devon- 
ſhire. The Capital of its Hundred, 

Monnſter, Momonia, one of the four Provinces 
of the Kingdom of Ire/and. On the North it is fe- 
parated from Connaught, by the River Shannon ; on 
the Eaſt it has Leinſter, on the South and Weſt 
the Vergivian Ocean. It is in length from North 
to South ninety Miles, in breadth one hundred : di- 
vided into ſix Counties; viz. Limerick, Kerry, 
Cork, VVaterford, Deſmond, and Tipperary. The 
chief City is Limerick, The reſt are Caſhell, Cork, 
Kinſale, and VVaterford. The Iriſh call this Pro- 
vince own, 

The Wountains of the Man, Montes Lune, 
are a Ridge of Mountains which run croſs Africa 
from Baſt to Weſt ; ſeparating the Kingdom of Go- 
jame to the North, from the Lower /£rh:0pza to the 
South. The Ancients ſuppoſed the NNz/e to ſpring 
ont of theſe Mountains ; which is found to be a mi- 
ftake : that River riſing in a Plain, on the North fide 
of thoſe Mountains. 

Mountſercil, a Market Town in -Lezceſterſhire , 
in the Hundred of Goſcoze, near the Stower , over 
which it has a Bridge ; and formerly a Caltle, that 
ftood upon a ſteep and craggy Hill ; but long firice 
demoliſhed. 

Mouſon, or Mouzon, Moſomurm, a City in Chanr 
Pagne in France, upon the Maes ; in the Confines 
of the Dukedom of Luxemburgh ; between Sedan 
to the North, and Stenay to the South ; three Leagues 
from either, and eleven from Verdune. Often taken 
and retaken of latter times; and particularly famous 
for a brave Defence it made againſt the Imperialiſts 
under the Command of Picolominz, one of the great- 
eſt Captains of his time» It was finally recovered out 
of the hands of the Spanzards in 1653, and is ftill 
under that Crown, Two ſinall Frencb Synods were 
atembled at it in 948. and 995. : 

Mowcop-HYill, a noted Hill in Staffordſh. in the 
Contines of Cheſhire, where Mill-{tones are procured. 

Mozambick. See Moſambick. : 

Mſctflaw, Mſciſlavia, a City in Lithuansa, of 
great ſtrength ; ſeated upon the River Soſx, in the 
Confines of Meſcovy 3 fixteen Polsſh Miles from Smo- 
iensho to the South, and eighteen from Mohzlow to 
to the Eaſt. This Place was beſieged in 1386. b 
Swentoſlaus, Duke of Smolensko without any Succels, 
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But taken by the Ruſs ſome few years ſince ; who ir 
the Reign of Sigs{mond I. ( King of Poland) had re- 
ceived a great Defeat under the Walls of it. It has 
the honour of the Title of a Palatinate. = 2 
wWaer, Mura, Savaria, Darus, a River of Stiria ; 
which ariſeth in the Biſhoprick of Saltzburgh: and 
flowing through Sezr5a, watereth Gratz, (the Capital 
of this Province ) and Fudenburgh ; and a little be- 
neath Kaniſcha, falls into the Drave in the Lower 
Hurgary. On the Banks of this River Count Serins 
defeated an Army of the Turks ; and flew ten thou- 
ſand of them, in 1663. | 

MWuers, Murecin&a, a Town in the Lower Ger- 
many, mentioned by Ammianus Marcellinus ; now 
called Moers by the Germans ; and Muers by the 
French : the Capital of an Earldom and a County of 
the ſame name; between the Dukedom of . Cleves, 
and the Biſhoprick of Cologn 3 under the Dominion 
of the Prince of Orange. It lies in the middle between 
the YYeſel to the North, and Newſs or Nuys to the” 
South ; nine Miles from Cologn to the North. 

_ Wultaco, Muiacum, a Kingdom of great extent 
in the Higher Zthiopra. 

* Wuaiachen, a great City in the Province of Suchuen 
in China. 

Mulbach, Miltiare, a River of Tranſylvania. 

Muldaw, Mulda, a River of Bohemza, called by 
the Inhabitants Multava. It arifeth in the Borders of 
Bavaria, five German Miles from Paſſaw : and flow- 
ing North, watereth Budweiſ7, a City of Bohemia ; 
then taking in the Sazawa and the Mzz4, it paſſeth 
through Prague the Capital of that Kingdom : and 
three Miles lower falls into the Elbe. 

Mulgrave, an ancient Caſtle in the North Riding 
of Torksbire, near the Sea, and not far from PFhithy : 
firſt built by Peter de Mauley in the time of Rich. I. 
and continued in the line of its Founder for ſeven Ge- 
nerations. Afterwards, through other Families, it 
came to the Sheffields. Edmund, Lord Sheffield of 
Butterwick,, Lord Preſident of the North, being crea« 
ted Earl of Mulgrave by K. Charles I. in 1625, whoſe 
Great Grandſon by Edmund Earl of Mulgrave is the 
R. Hon. Fohn Sheffield, the preſent Earl of Mugrave. 

Muthauſen, Mulnhauſen, Mulh»ſia, a City of Ger- 
many in Thuringia, at the foot of a Mountain, upon 
the River VUnſtrutt ; (even German Miles from Erford 
to the Welt, and four from Eyſenach to the North: 
It is a fine City ; under the Protection of the Elector 
of Saxony ; being otherwiſe Free and Imperial. 

WPulhauſen, Aria/bmum, Atalbinum, Mulhaſia, 
a City in the Upper Alſatia, called by the French Mz- 
lauſe ; ſeated upon the River Helle/. Once an Im- 
perial and Free City ; but in 1515. leagued with the 
Swiſs, and united to Sunzgow. It ſtands three Leagues 
from Ferrette to the North, and Baſi/ to the South- 
Weſt ; but heretofore belonged to A/ſatia. 

Mulheim, Limris, a Town in Saxony in Germany. 

Mullon, Nauilnb:o, a River of the 4ſturia's in 
Spain ; which ſeparates Galzcia from the Aſturia's, 
and then falls into the Bay of Bz:ſcay. : 

Puitan, Mzu/:anum, a City of the Hither Ea/?- 
Inazes, upon the River Idus ; in the middle between 
Lahor to the Eaſt, and Candabar to the Welt ; un- 
der the Mogul. Once great and well peopled ; but 
now declining ; yet it is the Capital of a Province of 
the ſame name. Long. 104. 55. Lat. 31. 05. 

itaw, the ſame with Muldaw. 
uivia, a River of Africa, which ſpringeth from 
Mount Atlas ; and ſeparates the Kingdom of Fez and 
Teleſin, then falls into the Mediterranean Sca. 

Munch, the Carpathian Mountains. 

Munchen, Monachum, Monachium, Campodunum, 
the capital City of Bavaria In Germany ; called by 


the French, Munich; by the Italians, _— 
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and of old Iſin;{cs. It ſtands upon the River Iſere , 
( here covered with a Bridge ): and has a magnificent 
Palace belonging to the Elector of Bavaria, which in 
1675. ſuffered ſomething by Fire : five German Miles 
from Friſmren to the South , fifteen from Ratisbon 
towards Inſpruch, and eight from Ausburg to the 
Eaft. Firſt walled by O:ho , Duke of Bavaria, a- 
bout the year 1156. Guſtavus Adolphus , King of 
Sweden, took it in 1632. and being adviſed to ruine 
the Ducal Palace, (aid, be ſhould be ſorry to deprive 
the World of ſo admirable a Piece. 

, an ancient Town in the Kingdom of 
Granada, in Spain ; which Mariana admits to be the 
fame with the modern Ronda la Vieja. It was at this 
Town, that Fulins Ceſar put a period to the Civil 
Wars betwixt Pompey and him, by a Victory obtai- 
ned over the Sons of Pompey , in the year of Rome

: Punſia, Apollinis Urbs magna, an ancient City 
In Hope, upon the Weſt fide of the Nzle ; one hun- 
dred and fizty Eng/zſh Miles South of Grand Cairo: 
now In a condition. 

Wtetnghoa, a City in the Province of unnan in 
China. 

Funia, Lycopolis, a City on the Weſtern Shoar 
of the Nile ; one hundred and five Engliſh Miles 
South of Grand Cairo: now in a flouriſhing State. 

Duanick, the ſame with Munchen. 

The Puzamudims, a Tribe of the ancient Bere- 
beres, in Africa. See Bereberes. 

Dunfter, Mimingroda, Monaſterinm , a City of 
Weſtphalia in Germany ; called by the French , 
Mounſtre. The Capital of Weſtphalia; a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Cologne, founded by Charle- 
maigne ; and a great, rich populous City. It ſtands 
upon the River Aa; ſeven German Miles from O/7:a- 
burg to the South, twenty two from Bremen to- 
wards Cologne, ( from which it ſtands eighteen,) and 
twelve from Paderborne to the Welt. It has a ſtrong 
Caftle ; and was once an Imperial and Free City, but 
fince exempted. Particularly remarkable for the 
great Calamities it ſuſtained in I 533. when ſeiſed by 
the Anabaptiſts : who ſet up here Fohn of Leiden for 
their King ; perpetrating horrid Villanies , under the 
pretence of Enthuſiaſtick Jeal ; and could not be 
ſuppreſſed , till this City had endured a years cloſe 
Siege. No leſs famous for a general Peace here trea- 
ted in 1648. In 1661. it was taken by Bernard its 
Biſhop, ( a man wholly addicted to War and Blood- 
ſhed) after a long Siege : ever fince, it has been ſub- 
ject to the Biſhops of this Dioceſe. 

The Biſhopztck of Yunſter, called by the Ger- 
»1ans,dag Biſthum buon OYunfter; is a Province in 
the Circle of Weſtphalia, in the German Empire ; 
which has its name from its Capital. Bounded on the 
Weſt with Overy/ſel, on the North with the Earldoms 
Embden and Oldenburgh ; on the South with the 
Dukedom of Weſtphalia, and the County of March : 
on the Eaſt by the Biſboprick of O/naburgh, and the 
Counties of Diephole and Ravenſperzg. Almott an 
bundred Miles in length from North to South ; but 
not of equal breadth : and divided into thirteen Baili- 
wicks. The principal Cities, are Munſter, Meppen, 
Vecht,and Varendorp. It is extremely full of Woods 
and Marſhes : fitter be the production of Cattle, than 
Hahitation of Men. 

MPaunſter, Monaſterium , is a ſmall City in the 
Valley of S. George, in the Upper Alſatza; upon the 
River Fach , at the foot of Mount Vauge ; five 

Leagues from Briſach to the Welt: called tm Gzego= 
atenthall, to diſtinguiſh it from the other Cities of 
the ſame name. It was an Imperial Free City ; but 
now exempted , and ſubject to the Crown of 
France. ; 
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 Wunfter Eyffel, a Town in the Dukedom of 7u- 
liers, upon the River Erft ; in the Territory of Eyffel, 
in the Borders of the Biſhoprick of Cologne ; fix Ger- 
man Miles from that City to the South , and ſeven 
from Aquiſgran to the North-Eaſt ; under the Duke 
of Newburgh. 

SPunſter einfeld, a Town in the Biſhoprick of 
Trier or Treves , upon the Moſelle ; three German 
Miles from Coblenez to the North-Welt : under the 
Archbiſhop of Trier. 

Puntterberg, Munſterberga, a City of Sileſia ; 

heretofore ſubject to its own Duke , with the Terri- 
tory belonging to it. This City ſtands upon the Ri- 
ver Olaw ; feven German Miles from Vratiſlaro to 
the South, and the ſame diltance from Oppeter to 
the Weſt. 
The Dukedom of Munſterberg , lies in Bohemia 
in the Upper Sileſia : now in the polleflion of the 
Emperour. Bounded by the Dukedom of Grothaw 
to the Eaſt, that of Schwmeidniez to the North , and 
Bohemia to the Weſt and South. 

PDanfterthal, Yallss Monaſterri, a ſmall Territo- 
ry m the Canton of Gorreſpunt , amonglt the 
Griſons. 

*Punzarrum, Taurs, a Mountain in the Lofſer Ar- 
menia. 

PDuradal, or El puerto de Muradal , Saltus Ca- 
flulonenſis, a pailage over the Mountains of Morena, 
leading to New Caſtz/e, Andaluzia, and the Borders 
of Portugal : where Aiphonſus King of Caſtile with 
the King of Navarre , obtained fo great a Victory 
over the Moors, as to leave two hundred thouſand of 
them dead upon the place. . There was heretofore, 
nigh to it, a Town called Caſtulo ( now a Village, by 
the name of Caſiona, ) which gave it the Latin Name, 
of Saltus Caſtulonenfis. - 

Durat, a ſmall Town in the Province of Au- 
vergne, in France, upon the River Alagnon, at the 
foot of the Mountains ; 'threeor four Leagues from 
S. Flour : adorned with the Title of a Y:/county. 

Wurrana, Crabra, a River in Italy, which ari- 
ſeth in Campagnia di Roma; and dividing into two 
Branches, one falls into the Teverone , ( two Miles 
—_ Rome, ) the other runs through Rome into the 

tber. 

 Purcta, a City and a Kingdom in Spain. The 
Kingdom is very ſmall : lies on the South of New 
Caſtile, ( to which it is now united ) which bounds 
it on the North. The Kingdom of Valentia on the 
Eaſt, the Kingdom of Granada on the Welt, and the 
Mediterranean Sea on the South. It 1s called a 
Kingdom , becauſe during its being under the Moors 
it had diſtinct Kings for many Ages. The chief Cities 
in it, are Carthagena, and Murcia , ( the Capital of 
this Kingdom. ) It is ſeated on the River Segura, in 
a pleafant Plain, in the Confines of the Kingdom of 
Valentia; three Leagues from Orihuela to the Welt, 
!ix from Carthagena to the North-Welt, eight from 
the Mediterranean Sea, Retaken from the Moors in 
1265. and being a conſiderable and pleaſant place, 
injoys the preſence of the Biſhop of Car:hagena, for 
the molt part. 

Wuret, Muretum, a Town in the Province of 
Gaſcoigne, in Aquitain in France ; upon the Ga- 
ronne, two Leagues from Tholouſe : near which, S:- 
mon, Earl of Monfort, in 1213. obtained a great Vi- 
tory over the Albigeors and Arragonois. Peter 
( the King of Arragon ) being there ſlain, together 
with the Earl of Tho/ouſe ; and above twenty thou- 
ſand of their men. $ Alſo a ſmalt Town in the Pro- 
vince of Limoſin, in the ſame Kingdom. 

Duro, Muru , a ſmall City in the Bafizlicate, in 
the Kingdom of Naples; which is a Biſhops See, un- 


der the Archbiſhop of Coſenza. It 1s ſeated mw 
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foot of the Appenine, in the Confines of the Princi- 
pate ; tweive Miles from Coſenza to the North-Eaſt, 
and twenty from Acerenza to the Weſt. 

Murray, Moravia, one of the North-Faſtern 
Shires of the Kingdom of Scotland ; of preat extent 
from Eaſt to Welt : on the North it has the Gzrman 
Ocean , and Murray Fyrth; on the Eaſt Buchan ; 
on the South Arhole and Marr ; and on the Welt 
Loquaber. Tt is in length ninety Scorch Miles, and in 
its greateſt breadth thirty. The principal Town is 
Elgin, which is a Biſhops See , under the Archbiſhop 
of S. Andrews : but he is ſtiled Biſhop of Murray,

Namar, Namurcim, Nemetocerna, a great and' 
ſtrong City in.the' Low-Chunrries ; the Capital of one 
of the ſeventeen Provinces; and' a Biſhops See, un- 
der the Archbiſtiop' of Cambray, by the Order' of 
Pope Paul IV: This-City ſtands betwixt' two Hills, 
on the Weſt Shoar of the Maes, where it receives 
the Sambre ;, nine Leagues from Louvain to the 
South, ten from Bruſſe!s'tb the Faſt, and ſeven from 
Phalippeville. to the North. Adotrned with divers 
Churches, Monafteries, and handfom Buildings.

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The Earldem of Namur, is a ſmall Province ; in- 
cluded by the Biſhoprick of Liege on the Eaſt and 
South , by Hainaule on the Welt, and Brabant on 
the North. There are only three places of Note in 
it ; Namur, Charlemont , and Charleroy ; belides 
fome good Abbeys , and about one hundred and 
eighty Villages. It is Mountainous and Barren, but 
not unprofitable ; there being great plenty of Iron and 
Lead Mines, and Quarries of Marble. We read of its 
being an Ear/dom ever fince the year 924. It 1s a- 
bout twelve Leagues long, and a little leſs broad. 

Nancang, or Nargaz, a City in the Province of 
Quanſj in China , almoſt ruined in the late Wars of 
the Tartars. 

Nancy, Naſium, Nanceum, Nancium,. the Capital 
City of the Dukedom of Lorrain ; ſeated upon the 
River Meurte , (which falls into the M-/ſe/le ) five 
Leagues from Tou! to the Eaſt, fourteen from Bar 
le Duc to the ſame, and ten from Metz to the Sonth. 
In 1476. Charles Duke of Burgundy was (lain in Bat- 
tel, by Rene Duke of Lorram, near this City. In 
1587. it was firſt fortified. In 1633. taken by Lewss 
XIIL. King of France. In 1661. diſmantled. But 
in 1673. the French began to refortifie it ; and have 
fince made it very ſtrong.

Nanquin, a great City in the Kingdom of China, 
upon a Bay, and in a Province of the ſame name ; 
once the Capital of this Kingdom, and the Seat of the 
Court, and now vaſtly great and populous : But its 
Palace Royal was ruined by the Tartars : One of the 
mot celebrated Ports in the Eaſt. 

The Province of Nanquin, ( which was once the 
greateſt in this Kingdom ) is bounded on the North 
by Xantum ; on the Welt by Honan and Huquam 
on the South by Chekzam ; and on the Eaſt by the 
Chinian Ocean. It contains fourteen great, and an 
hundred and ten ſmall Cities ; ene hundred ninety 
fix thouſard eight hundred and fixteen Families : 
Being divided into fourteen Parts, to each of which 
there belongs a great City. : : 

Nanſa , Neſna, a River in Bz{cay in Span. 

Nanterre, Nemprtodurum, Nemetodurum, a Town 
in the Iſle of France , near the River Sezne, betwixt 
Paris and S. Germasn , from the former diftant two 
Leagues. S. Genevieve, the Patroneſs Saint of Pa- 
74:, was born at it. In the year 591+ a grand Aſſem- 
bly of the Prelates and Nobility of the Kingdom was 
held here, about the baptizing of King Cot hazre II. 

Nantes, Corbilum, Nannetes, Nannetum Conde= 
vicum, a City in the Upper Bretagne in France ; 
which is a Biſhops See , under the Archbiſhop of 
Tours ; alſo an Univerlity , and the Capital of the 

County of Nantes : ſeated upon the Loire, where 1t 
receives the 4rdre, at the foot of ſome Hills ; twelve 
Leagues from its Mouth to the Eaſt ; ſeventeen from 
Angers, and twenty from Renes to the South. It 
has a ſtrong Caftle and a Bridge over the Loyre, 


Some of the ancient Dukes of Bretagne lye entombed 
In the Cathedral. There are many Churches,and Reli- 
gious Houſes in it ; and one of the 4 Suburbs is walled 
round. In the year 134:. the Engl: befieged it 
without ſuceeſs. But in 1355. they took it by ſur- 
prize. Henry IV. King of France patlſed the tamous 
Edi, in favour of the Huguenots, called the Edict 
of Nantes, here in 1598, Divers French Synods have 
by times been afſembled here alſo. 

The County of Nantes, is divided by the Low 
into two parts: bounded on the Eait by Anjou , on 
the South by Poiou, and on the Welt and North by 
the Brzziſh Sea, This retains the name of its mott 
ancient Inhabitints, who were called Nannetes by the 
Romans. | 

Naples, Neapolis, by the Italzans called Napels, 
by the Spaniards Napoles , is an ancient, great, rich, 
populous City : the Capital of a Kingdom in Italy ; 
called by the Turks, Fnoboly. It 1s ſeated in'the 
Terra ds Lavoro, on the Tyrrhenian Sea; one hun- 
dred twenty five Miles from Rome to the South-Eaſt ; 
in a fruitful pleaſant Plain, being very well watered ; 
and has a large ſafe Harbour, much frequented by the 
Merchant Ship of all Nations. The Viceroy of this 
Kingdom does always refide in this City ; and has a 
noble Palace, which belonged to the Kings of Naples. 
It is alſo a Biſhops See, initituted by Gregory I. ador- 
ned with an hundred and ten magnificent Churches, 
and a vaſt number of publick and private. Buildings 
of great beauty and expence : fo that all conlidered, 
it is one of the greatett, richeſt , and moſt populous 
Cities of Jraly ; containing no lefs than ſeven Miles 
in compaſs : and beſides the Security the Sea gives it, 
and the Neighbouring Mountains, (which ſerve inſtead 
of Ramparts) it has four ſtrong Caſtles or Citadels far 
its ſecurity , which were buit at ſeveral times by W:/- 
lam TIT. a Norman , Charles I. Brother to S. Lewis 
King of France, Ferdinand King of Aragon, and the 
Emperour Charles V. In the Meeropoiztan Church, 
dedicated to S. Fanuarius, they preſerve the Blood of 
that Saznt in a Glaſs, congealed ; which, they pretend, 
melts and bubbles, when the Head of the ſame Sans 
is brought near it. And in the Church of the Do- 
minicans , they ſhow the Crucifix, which you are 
told, ſpoke theſe words to S. Thomas Aquinas ; Bens 
de me ſcriphiſts, Thoma, quamnam mercedem habe- 
by ? whereunto he made anſwer, Nullam, domine, 

preter teipſum. The Italians give Naples the name 
of /a Gentzle , for its beauty and neatneſs; it attra- 
Eting all the Nobility of the Kingdom to it. Bur 
their Proverb goes further, Ma /a gente cativa : tut= 
tavia un paradiſo habitato da diavols. The people 
are bad : it is altogether a Paradiſe inhabited by 
Devils. This City 1s (o very ancient, it 1s reported 
to be built by Hercules, about the year of the World 
2725. in the tunes of Thola, Judge of J&ae/. The 
Chalcidians rebuilt , or inlarged 1t ; and inſtead of 
Parthenope, ( its old Name ) called it Neamavs, that 
is, the New Town. The Romans took it trom the 
Sanmites about the year of Rome 463. after three or 
four bloody Wars. Being ſubjected to that State, the 
Inhabitants of - this City are much celebrated for theix 
Fidelity to Rome ; and ever after the Battel of Carne, 
would not ſubmit to Hannibal, till he made uſe of 
force againſt them, In the year of Rome 537. ( to« 
gether with Rome , and the reft of Iraly, in the fifth 
Century ) this City became a prey to the Gorhs, 
and other Barbarous Nations: amongſt them to the 
Lombards; from whom it - paſſed to Charles -the 
Great. After this, it fell under the Saracens." In 
1008, the Normans began under Tancred to enter 
upon this Stage 3 whoſe Children drove out. both the 
Greeks and Saracens , and poſlelied- this. City and 
Kingdom undcr tho Title .of Earls of Calabria. fn 
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1216. there was an Univerſity ogened here by Fredes« 
rick 1. Emperovr of Go mmy. The reſt of its Fate: 
depends on the * Changes m ' the Kingdom ; except: 
that prodigious Revolution in 164.7. : when one Ma- 
ſanello, a poor Fiſher Boy , appearing againſt. the - 
Spaniards ,, (, who had over-much oppretied this 
populous City by their Impoſitions, ) raiſed ſuch a: 
{torm- againſt them, as bid fair for the excluding them 


for ever; out--of that Kingdom. In Fune 1688. 


Naples ſuffered extraordinarily: by an Earthquake , 
ſeveral days.- 2 of 
The Kingdom of Naples , ( Neopolitanum Reg- 


num) has its name rom its principal City 3; but was- 


at firſt called the. Kingdom of Srczly, as it is (till in 
all the Publick Acts. It is bourided on the Weſt with 
the Lands of the Church; and on all other fides fur-: 
rounded with the Mediterranean Sea. Under the 
firſt Kings it was divided into four parts: at preſent 
into twelve Provinces or Counties : .1t has about thirty 
Cities, great and ſmall. Its length - from North to 
South, ninety German Miles ; ( that is from the River 
of Tronto to the Cape of Sparrivento: ) andits breadth: 
from Cape Maſſa, not far from Naples, to Cape Gar- 
gans , ( or »ionte di S. Angelo, ) on the Venetian 
Gulph, thirty.” . About the year of Chriſt 1000. - this 
Kingdom was.wiſerably harrafed by the Saracens and 
Greeks, then expelling the Children of Charles the 
Great. The Normans drove out irit the Saracens, 
and then the Greeks. In 1125. Pope. Anacletus Il. 
gave this Kingdom to Reger Earl of Szcrly ; exclu- 
ding the Children.of W://tam, his Elder Brother. . In 
1196. another. Uſurper diſpolſetied this Line 5; and 
called in Henry VI. Emperour of Germany. His Po- 
ferity injoyed it till 1261. when Charles Earl of 
Anjou entered: and flew Manfred LV. the-laſt of the: 
German Line. His Potierity injoyed it four Deſcents 
more ; when Charies IV. 1n the ,year 1371. en- 
tered and flew. -Foan Queen -of - Naples. In the 
year 1434. Alphonſo, King of Arragon, partly by, 
Adoption , and partly by Conqueſt, got this King- 
dom from another Foan , the third of. the Caro/zne 
Deſcent. His Poſterity injoyed 1t five Deſcents; till 
Ferdinand III. King of Caſt:/e and Arragon di(- 
poſſeſſed them in 1503. In this 'Family it is at 
this day ; Charles,. the preſent King of Span, being 
the fixth from Ferdinand. 
Napo, a River of the Kingdom of Peru in South 
America , pailing by Avila in the Province of Qu:- 
70s, to join it ſelf with the River of Amazons. 
Napolt di-WBarbarta, a Town near Tr#po/s in 
Barbary : called. alſo Lebeda and Lepe. 
Napoli di Naivaſia. See Malvaſia. | 
Napoli. dt Romania, Nauplia, Anaplia, a City on 
the Eaſtern Shoar of the Mcrea, in the Province of 
Romania ; anciently a Biſheps See, under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Coraxith ; but that City being ruined, it be- 
came an Archbiſhoprick it ſelf. This City ftands up- 
on the River Inachus ; fixty Miles from Mzfirra 
to the North-Eaſt , fifty five from. Athens to the 
North-Weſt, - and thirty fix from Cor:mnth to the 
South. Surrounded on all fides, but the North, with 
the Sea ; its Shoars are ſo very high and ſteep, that 
an Enemy can neither land, nor batter its Walls with 
their Cannon. On the Weſt it has a large and fafe 
Haven , ſecured by a Fort built upon a Rock in the 
midſt of its Mouth 5 and ſhut up on both fides 
by two Chains : which from this Fort reach to the 
Town on the North tide, and to another Fort on 
the Continent to the South. The Mountain of Pa- 
lamede on the North commands the Town : in all 
other points , it 1s ſituated as well for Defence as 
Commerce, equal to any place in Europe. Said to 
have been built by Naup/rzus, a Son of Hercules ; and 
to have been one of the tnoſt ancient Towns in the 
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Morea. It was firſt taken from the Greeks by the 
Venetians and French, in 1205, But- it did nct 


long remain in their hands, before it was retaker, 
with the ſlaughter. of all their Garriſon and Gover- / 


nour. In the thirteenth Century it fell into the hands: 
of Mary d' Erigane , Relict of Peter, . Son o© Fred: 
rich Cornar Pafcopia. This Lady not being able to 
preſerve it from the Turks , rehgned it to the /ene- 
trans mn 1383. who fortified it : the Turks however 
trequently attempted.it. Mahcmet IH. ſent Mach 


. mut, a Baſſa, with a potent Army to reduce it by 


force ; Which deſign miſcarried in' 1460. Aiter 
him, So/yman the Magnificent, in 1537. again 
belieged it ; and loſt a great part of his Army, 
to no purpoſe, before it : but about two years after 
upon a Treaty , the Fenetians ſurrendred it, to pur- 
chaſe a Peace of him. In' 1686. the Venersans again 
came before it with a” confiderable Fleet and Ar- 
my 3 and having beaten the Seraſquzer of the 
Morea, and poflefſed' themſelves of Mount Pala- 
mede, forced the Town to ſurrender. It was the ordi- 


nary Reſidence of a'Sangiack, and inhabited by a 


great number of Greeks, with others. - 

Golfo di Napoit., in which this City lands , was 
of old called Sinus Argolicus. 

Napolouſe , Neapolss, an ancient Town in Pale- 
ftine , at the foot of the Mountain Geriz1m. other- 
wiſe called Sichar , Sichem; Nabartho and Mrothia. 
in the year 1120. the Patriarch of _ ; eruſalem ailem- 
bled a Council at it. It is miſplaced, by Euſcbius 
and Ep:phanius, near Fericho, . © \ 

Narbarth , \a Market Town in Pembrockshire. 
The Capital of its. Hundred. 

Narbon, Narbo, Narbona, Narbo Martius, Civi- 
tas Atacinorum, Colonia Decumanorum, an ancient 
Roman City im Languedoc, in France ; built by. the 
Romans, ( as Polybius faith, ) in the one hundred and 
11xtieth O/ymp. one hundred and thirty eight years be- 
fore the Birth of our Saviour ; an Archbiſho:'s See, 
ſeated upon a Branch of the River Aude , (which 
was made by the Romans, ) and commonly called 
la Robine ; twelve Miles: from the Shoars of the Me- 
diterranean Sea to the North, ten from Carcaſſn? 
to the Eaſt , + and' fixteen from Mompellier to the 
Welt. Fulius Czſar, Craſſits and Tiberws , obliged 
this City with confiderable Privileges. The Procons 
fuls of Gallsa Narbonenſis made it their Relidence , 
built a Capitol, an Amphitheatre, Schools, Baths, A- 
quaducts , with all the Marks of the Majeſiy of the 
Romans, in it. In. 435. the W:[izoths , belieged and 
and took it. In the times of the firtt Kings of France, 
Tyo:ouſe it ſelf was a Suffragan to this Archbiſhop. In 
733: this City was taken by the Moors or Saracen:, and 
much ruined, till Char/es Marte! recovered it again 
out. of their hands. To prevent this, for the future, 
its Fortitications are carefully kept : which, with the 
number of its Inhabitants, give it. a ſuicient ſecu- 
rity. Yet taken by the Black Prence,' uran Inro:d he 
made with a ſmall Army from Bour-deaux in 1355. 
It. contains five Pariſhes 5 was heretofore governed by 
its.own YViſcounts and Dukes ; and fome write , that. 
Paulus. Sergius, the .Proconſul convericd by S. Paul, 
was its firit Biſhop. . . Several ſarall French Synods 
have been aſſembled at it. 

Narden. See Naerden. . 

Nardo, Neritum, a. Ciiy in the Province of O- 
ztranto, in the Kingdom of Naples ; which is a Bi- 
ſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Brexdsſt; but ex- 
empt from his Juriſdiction. Built in a Plain ; four 
Miles from the Bay of Taranto, and nine from Ga!- 
[poli to the North. Pope Fobn XXII. inliituted 
this Biſhoprick in 1413- Pope Alexander VI. was 
Biſhop thereof, betore, his Elevation to the See of 
Kome. It alſo gives the Titk of a Duke. 
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 Narenta, Nare, a City of Dalmatia, upon a Ri- 
Ver of the ſame Name; thirty five Miles from Dol- 
Cigno to the North, fourteen from Raguſa to the 
North-Eaſt, upon a Bay of the Gulph of Yenice of 
the fame Name. Heretofore the Capital of Da/marra, 
a great and populous City ; but being taken by the 
Venetians in 987. and deprived of theſe Advantages, 
it began to decay : and altho now a Biſhops See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Ragyſa, in a fruitful Plain ; 
yet it is but ſmall to what 1t has been. Baudrand ſaith, 
it is in the Hands of the Turks: but when 1t came into 
their Power, or whether it is not fince retaken by the 
Venetrians, T know not. 

Narnt, Narnza, a City under the Pope, upon the 
River Nera; forty Miles from Rome : which 18a Bt- 
ſhops See, under the Pope only ; and was the Birth- 
place of Nervs, the Roman Emperor. Six Miles from 
Ternt alſo. Pope Fohn XIII. was a Biſhop of this 
See. 

Narova, a great Lake in New France in America. 


Narſinga, Caramania. 


Narſinga, Narſirganum. a City and Kingdom 'on. 


this fide the Ganges, in the Eaſt-Indtes: ſubject to 
the Kingdom of B:ſnagar, and ſometimes called by 
the fame Name withit, The City is! great and popu- 
lous, and ſtands upon a River, thirty five Miles from 
the City Bſnagar. See Biſnagar. 

Narlſingtpatan, a City in the Kingdom of Golconda, 
in the Eaſ?-Indies ; on the Weſtern Shoar of the Bay 
of Bergala. NY 


Narva, a City of Lzvonza, upan a River of the 


ſame Name; which ſeparates L:5voza from the Do- 
minion of the Duke of Moſcovy : over againſt which, 
on the Eaſtern Bank of the River, lies the Caſtle of 
Tvanowgorod : both under the Swedes. The City is 
very ſtrong; thirty Swed:ſb Miles from Reva/to the 
Eaſt, and about one from the Bay of Finland, The 
Caſtle was built by the Ruſs; and being founded on a 
Rock in the River, was thought Impregnable till taken 
by the Swedes in 1617. ever ſince which time they 
have been poſſeſſed of it. /Yolmar IL King of Dex- 
mark is ſaid to have built this City in 1213. Fohn 
Baſilovitz, Duke of Moſcovy., took it in 1558, 
Pontus de la Garde, General of the Swed:ſh Forces, 
retook it September 6. 15$1- Ever ſince, the Swedes 
have kept it» About 1654. alkwhe Trade of Moſcovy 
was driven by this Port , by reaſon of a War between 
Enzland and Holland ; which hindered the Navigation 
to Arch-Angel. It ſtands in Lat. 60. oo. 

The River of Narva riſeth -vut of the Lake of 
Perpis; and falls into the Gulph of Finland: in' a 
manner as broad as the Elbe, but much ſwifter :' a- 
bout half a League above Nara, it falls from a ſteep 
Rock, which breaks the Water into ſmall! Particles and 
throws them into the Air ; ſo that when the Sun ſhines, 
they form a pleaſant kind of Rainbow. But this hin- 
ders the bringing Goods by Water to the Town, and 
inforceth the unlading the Boats above this Cataract. 

Naſacepha,Seluc:a, Bagdar. 

Naſainones, an ancient People of Libya in Afr i- 
ca, mentioned by Herodotus, Strabo , Pliny , &c. 
They are diverſly placed by then; ſometimes near the 
Atlantich Ocean, fometimes by the Sea of Marmora, 
and again towards the Syrees Magna of Barbary. 

Naſcaro ©t11s, a River in the Furether Cala- 
bria, in the Kingdom of Naples. 

Naſſaw, Naſjovia, a ſmall Town in Weteraw, 
upon the River Lhone ; two Miles from the Rhine 
to the Eaſt; five from Bsrgen to the North, and 
twelve from Cologne : under its own Prince. From 
whence the Family of Naſſar has its Rife. 'S The 
Principality of Raffaw, is a Territory 1n the Upper 
Circle of the Rhine ; which lies partly in Peſterwaldt, 
and partly in Weteraw ; between the Dukedom of 


Weſtphalia, the Upper Haſſia, and the Biſhoprick of 
Trier beyond the Rhine. It was at firſt a County 
but made a Principality by Ferdinand Ill. in 1653. 
Adolphis (the Emperor ) was of this Family, choſen 
in £462. and the Earls of Sarbruck. But the Nobleft 
Branch 1s that of Orange: in whoſe: Honour, the 
Dutch have given the Name of Naſjaw, to two 
of their Forts in Foreign Parts: the ohe-in Guinee, 
the other in the Iſland Motir amongſt the Moluc- 
caes : alſo to a ſmall Iſland they call Naſſauw Ey- 
land:, in the Indian Ocean, belonging to '4fia; and 
to Weigatts Strerghts, otherwile called the Strezghrs 
of Naſſar. ? 

 Raſctvan, Nakszvan, or Naxivan, Naxuana, a 
a- City of the Greater Armenia, mentioned by Prole- 
my; which is an''Archbiſhops See ; at the: Foot of 
Mount Ararat,"(.or Taurns ) between the Caſpian 
Sea, and the Lake of Exſechia, (: Lychmity.) The 
Archbiſhop is'ever ſince 1300» choſen out of the Do» 
minicans, and confirmed by the Pope. This City is 


. under the Perſians ;' but 'has been wretchedly haraf- 


ſed by the Turks: who, as they prevail over the Per- 
ſians and the Per/ians over them, lay cach others 
Moſques in Ruins. Here is a ſtately Tower, faid to 
be of the Building of Tamer/ane, The Armenians 
pretend that Noah, after the Delnge, dwelt and was 
buried in. this- City. It ſtands about ſeven Leagues 
from the River Araxes. Long. 81. 34. Lat. 38. 4o. 
in. a fertile Country. The Capital of Armensa, the 
Seat of a Perſian Kan, or Governour. Sir Fohbn 
Chardin faith, they have generally. thrown off the 
Roman Rites ; and are returned to their ancient Re- 
ligion : tho the Pope, by an Ambaſſador ſent to 
Perfia in 1664. obtained great Favours from that 
Court for his Followers, by which they are rather 
damnified than benefited. 

Naſeby, a memorable Town in the County of 
Northampton, in the 'Hundred of Guitezborough, not 
far from Rothrell; near to which the Rivers Avon 
and Nen derive their Springs ; it ſtanding upon a 
high Ground.” But more eſpecially remarkable , 
for the Battel here 'fonght, Fune 14. 1645. betwixt 
the King's and the Parisamentarian Forces. The 
firſt commanded by Prince Rupert, the other by their 
General Fairfax. The King's Forces were totally 
routed. 

Natarone,  Yulturnus, See Voltorno. 

Natiſſa, or Natiſone, Natiſa, a ſmall River in 
Frauli ; which ariſing above Aquzleja, and waſhing 
It, beneath that City is divided into two Branches: 
both fill into the Jor#4ar: Sea near Grado, a City in 
that Province. This” River was once Navigable up to 
Aquileja, and ferved that City as a Port ; but now, 
not: 7 

Natolia, 4/ia Minor, is the moſt Weſtern Part of 
Aſia, of great extent; in the Form of a Peninſula : 
called by the Twyks, ( its Maſters ) Radulu; and by 
the French, Natolze. It is bounded on the North by 
the Exxine, or Black Sea; on the Weſt by the Pro- 
pontis, and Archipelago; on the South with the Me- 
diterranean Sea; and on the Eaſt by Armenta. 
The principal Cities, at this day, are Amaſia, An- 
cyra , Cutaige,' Cogns, Tocat, Iſnich, Burſia, Smyr- 
na, and Taraboſan, ( or Trapezunt. ) It reacheth 
from Long. 51. to 72. and from Lat. 36. to: 45. 
from the Helleſpont to the Euphrates ſuppoſed to be 
fix hundred and thirty Miles long ; and its breadth 
two hundred and ten. The Air is very healthful, the 
Soll as fruitful ; before it fell into the Hands of the 
Turks, it was very populous, Rich, Civil, and Learned ; 
but now in a manner deſolate ; lamenting the Ruins 
of four hundred Towns deftroyed by Earthquakes, 
and the Barbargus devouring Tryrks. 


Navagror, 
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Navagret, Parop-miſus, a part of Imaus, a vaſt 
Mountain in Afia. " ; 

Navareins, Navareſinm, a City in the Province of 
Bearn in France ; which has a ſtrong Caſtle : ſeat- 
ed on the River Gave & Oleron ; four Leagues below 
Oleron to the North, and fix from Pau to the Welt. 

Navarino; Abarinus, Pylus Mefſſeniaca, a great 
populous City, on the Weſtern Shoar of the Morea, 
in the Province of Belvedore ; called by the Turks, 
Javarin. It ftands ten Miles from Moor to the 
North, and fifteen from Coror to the Weſt. This 1s 
one of the moſt ancient Towns in the Morea ; and 
yet in a flouriſhing Condition ; being ſeated in the 
moſt pleaſant and fruitful part of the Morea, and 
having the beſt and moſt convenient Port. According- 
ly, whilſt it was in the Hands of the Venettans, they 
built two Caſtles and a ftrong Wall to defend it. In 
1498. it ſuſtained a furious Siege; and repelled the 
O:toman Forces with that Bravery , that they were 
forced to retire» About two years after, 1t fell twice 
in a ſhort time into the Hands of the Turks, through 
the Conſternation of its Inhabitants, after the Turks 
had taken Mondon : and in their poſſeſhon it continued 
till 1686. when the Venetians retook it. 

Navarre, Navarra, a Kingdom in the North of 
Spain: bounded on the North by France and the 
Pyrenean Hills; on the Eaſt and South by Arragon ; 
and on the Welt by old Caſtile : yet was there a {mall 
part of this Kingdom which lay on the North Side-of 
the Mountains on the fide of France. The Country, 
tho incompatſed with: vaſt barren Mountains, is ſaid 
to be very fruitful, and tolerably level within. The 
Kingdom, ( one of the firit that was (ct? up againſt 
the Moors, ) began in the perfon of Garzia Ximenes, 
in 916. and continued vinder thirty ſeven ſucceſſive 
Princes of its own, till 1512. when Fohn de Albert, 
( King of Navarre,) being , excommunicated by 
Pope Julius TI. Ferdinando, w of Arragon, ta- 
king the advantage of the little affection his Subjects 
bore to him, ſeized this Kingdom ; and drove the 
miſerable Prince over* the A/pes into France. Bau- 
drand averrs, that the Sparzards had no Authority 
from the Pope to ufurp this Kingdom ; but owns they 
had a Bull to juſtifie the keeping of it, which needsno 
great Debate. Since that time, the Upper Navarre 
has been under the Crown of Spain: the Lower 
( which is the leaſt, ) in the perſon of Hemy IV. 
was united to the Crown of France; and by Lews 
the Thirteenth, in the year 1620. incorporated for 
ever into the ſaid Crown. Pampelune, in the Upper, 
is the Capital of the Kingdom. In the Lower, the 
principal Town is S. Fean Pie de Port. 

Naucratis, an ancient City of the Kingdom of 
Egypt. Tt ſtood near the Mouth of the moſt Weſtern 
Branch of the Nzle, in a Diviſion of its own Name ; and 
was the Birth Place of Athenens, the Derpnoſphiſta, 
who, together with: Herodotus, relates divers. Cuſtoms 
of its ancient Inhabitants. : 

Naugracut, Naugracum , a Territory under the 
Great Mogul, in the North Part, of Indeſtan, to- 
wards Tartary z which reacheth to Mount Caucaſis. 
It has alſoa City of the fame Name, upon the River 
Ravee, which afterwards falls into the Lahor, two 
hundred and twenty Miles from Lahor to the Eaſt. | 

Naumburgh, Neoburgum, a City of Miſnia, in 
the Upper Saxony; which isa Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Magdeburgh ; and once an Imperial 
Free Town. It ſtands uporr the River Saa/, where 
it receives. the River Unftrut: The Biſhoprick was 
Tranſlated to this place from Jeizz, in 1£28, This 
City was in latter times under its own Biſhop ; now 
under the Adminiſtrator of the Biſhoprick/of New- 
burgh, (who is of the Houſe of Saxoxy, ) with a 
ſmall Diſtrict belonging to it ; being yielded to the 


Houſe of Saxorzy by the Treaty of Paſſare, in 1552; 
It 1s ſeated iy the Contines of Thuringia ; crght 
German Miles from Erford to the Fa, ar:d 
{ix . from Leip/ick, to the Weit. The B.ibops have 
been of the Auguſtane Contellion ever lines 1564, 
This City was taken by the United Forces of Frg:c? 
ard Sreden in 1638. 1 

Naxia, Naxrs, called Naſcia alſo, Naxes and 
Strongyle, one of the Cyclades, is an Iflard in the 
Archipelago, great, populous, fruittul ; eighty four 
Miles in compaſs; having a City of the fatne Name, 
( which has in it a Greek and a Latzn Biſhop,) and 
eighteen Villages. It belonged to the Fenetians, and 
was a Dukedom ; but now ut:der the Turks. The 
Maps call it Nzx:a. The Ancients dedicated it to 
Bacchus, for the excellency of its Wines; to whom 
they built a Temple of Marble, ( which atſo abounds 
in this Iſland ) upon a Rock, very near the Shoar, 
joyned by a. Stone-Bridge to it ; the Foundations 
whereof, and a Gate about thirty Foot high and fif- 
teen broad, remain to be ſeen to this.day. The Ye- 
netians enjoyed it from the year 1210, to 1516. 
when Selim I. made himſelf the Matter of it. It 
pays fix thouſand Piaſters Tribute to the Turk. There 
are divers Monaſteries | of the Greeks and Latins. 
They find of your Emrods in this Iſland. But there 
isno Port or Harbour in any part of its Coaſts. 

Naxio, Acone, a Port in Bi:hyma, in the Leſſer 
Alia, upon the Euxine Sea; which was the Port to 
Heraclea Pontica;z and itands upon a River called 
Acone of old. 

Nazareth, 4 City of Galilee in Fudea, in the 
Tribe of Zabulon, thirty Leagues diſtant from Feru- 
ſalem to the South, upon the aſcent of a Mountain. 
The ſame, in which oſeph with the younz Child 
and his Mother dwelt, after their return from Eg ype, 
Matth. 2. 21,23. It is ſaid, the Virgin here in 
the Houſe of Zoachim and Anne ( her Parents ) 
conceived, by the Operation of the Power of the 
Higheſt ; and that ſhe her ſelf alſo either was born or 
was conceived in the fame place. He/ena, the Mother 
of Conſtantine the Great, built a ſtately Church in 
Nazareth, in Commemoration of theſe Paſſages : 
which the Chriſtian Kings of Feruſal:m, atter the 
Conqueſt, in 1099+ erected into an Archzepiſcopa! 
See, and adorned with a Chapter of Canons. Gur 
this Edifice was ſo defaced in 1291- by the Sultan 
of Egypt, who retook the. Holy Land and extermi- 
nated the Chrsſt:ans thence , that now only ſome 
Ruins remain to be ſeen of it. Ard for what became 
of the miraculous Chamber of the Virgin, ſee Lo- 
retto. At this time, the Franciſcans have a Mona- 
itery and a Church at Nazareth, which Pilgrims vi- 
fit: , you are ſhown the reſts of the Synagogue, 1n 
which: our Saviour. explicated the Paſſage of T- 


ſaiah concerning himſelf ; together with the pl:ce 


Waere Foſeph kept his Shop ; to whem in th: Chappel 
there 1s an Altar dedicated, at:d anotker to Anne bis 
Spouſe. But Nazareth is a | oor Village. There is 
a Tatular Archbiſhop continued by the See of Reme, 
at. the City Barletta, in Apulia Peucetia in Italy : 
and the Title particularly was born by Pope Urban 
VIIL before his Elevation to the Pontificate. The 
Turks call all Chrittians Nazarenes, from this place : 
as Chriſt himſelf, ( Matth. 2. 23.) was called. 
Naztanze, an ancient City of Cappadceia, in the 
Leſſer Aſia ; and an Epiſcopal See heretofore under the 
Archbiſhop of Ceſarea, which had the Honour to be 
farther advanced to an Archiep:ſcopal one, under the 
Patriarch of Antiach, This was the B.rih-p'2ce of 
Gregoriis Nazianzznu, whoſe Father had been the 
Biſhop here. : 
Neath, a Market Town in Glamorganſhire, iti 
Wales ; the Capital of its Huncrcd, | 
is Ncaugh 
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_ Feaugh, Neaugns, a very great Lake in the Pro- 
vince of .V//ter in Ireland. 

 Nebio, N-bium, Cenſunum , a ruined Epiſcopal 
City in the land of Corſica. The See was a Suffra- 
gan fo the Archbiſhop of Genoua. It ſtood about 
the place where the Town Roſol: now 1s. 

Nebziflo, or Lebrixo, a Town in the Kingdom of 
Andaluzia, in Spain ; betwixt Sevill and the Mouth 
of the River Guadalquivir : mentioned by Pliny and 
Ptolemy. ; 

Necaſtro, Neocaſtrum, a ſmall City in the Further 
Calabrea ; almoſt ruined by an Earthquake in 1638. 


principal Town was called formerly Chalcs, now Ne- 
gropont ; and ſtands on the South Side of 'the Iſland, 
at one end of the Bridge : its Walls are two Miles in 
compaſs. None but 7ews and Turks are ſuffered to 
reſide within thoſe: the Chriſtians dwell altogether 
in the Suburbs, the whole of which may be about 
five thouſand , exceeding far in number. the 0- 
ther: and among!t theſe the Ze/urts have a College. 
There are four Moſques in the Town, of which the 
principal hath been a Catkedral Church dedicated to 
S. Mark, and the Seat not only of a Biſhop under the 
Archbiſhop of Athens, but of an Archbiſhop.

Nicerus, a River of Schwaben in Germany, Which a- 
riſeth in Swartzwalt ; ſcarce ſeven Miles from the 
Fountains of the Danube; and patling Rotwell, it 
entereth the Dukedom of Mirtemberg, watereth El- 
ſing and Hailbrun ; and fo pifling by Heydelburgh, 
in the Palatinate, falls into the Rh1ne. 

Necropolis. an ancient City of the Kingdom of 
Eg)pr, four Miles from A/exandria ; where Cleopatra 
pPl{oned her ſelf with Aſps. 

Neda, Nedina, a River of Arcadia in the Morea. 

Nedham Point, a Forteſsin the Barbadees, which 
ſuſtained an Attack of four hours continuance made 
upon it by De R»yter, the Dutch Admiral ; ſent with 
a Squadron of Ships to conquer this Ifland in 1665. 
but was repelled. 

Needham, a Market Town in the County of Suf- 
70/k, , and the Hundred of Bofmere : which drives a 
Trade in Blew and Broad Cloaths for Ruſſia, Turkey, 
and other Foreten Parts. 

Ncers, Nabalrta, a River of Germany, which a- 
arifeth in Juicers, twelve Miles from Fulters ; and 
flowing through the Biſhoprick:of Co/ogne, and Gel- 
derland, by the Catiles of Ge/ders, a little below Ge- 
nep, falls into the Maes : three Leagues above Nzme- 
g£uen to the South. : 

Negapatan, a City of Coromandel, in the Hither 
Eaſt tries; now under the Dutch, formerly under 
the Portugnrſe. 

Negombo, a Town in the Iſland of Rez/az, in 
the Eajt-1n:dres, in the Poflefſion of the Ho!/anders. 

Negrepelifle, a ſmall Town in the County of 
Quercy in Guzenne, in France; upon the River Ave: - 
rouy betwixt Bourniquet and Aibias, two or three 
Leagues from Montauban. Lewis NIL ſent a Gar- 
riſon of four thouſarzd Men hither in 1621. who 
were in one night maſſacred by the Inhabitants, du- 
ring the Civil Wars of Re/zgion. Therefore in 1622. 
the ſasd King belieged it ; and taking it, it was hid in 
Blood and Aſhes by the Fire and Sword of the Con- 
querors. | : 

Negro, Tanager, a River in the Kingdom of Na- 
ples : 1t ariſeth near a Lake of the fame Name, in the 
Borders of the Baſilicate, but. in the hither Princi- 
pate; thirteen Miles from Pol:caftro to the Eaſt, at 
the Foot of the Apennine. And flowing North, wa- 
tereth Atena ; and after it has buried it felt for four 
Miles under ground, comes up again ; then falls into 
the Bay of Amalife, near Cappacizo, twenty Miles 
from Salerno to the South. 

Negropont, Eubca, an Ifland in the Archipelago ; 
of old called by the Poets, Chaics and Abants ; now 
by the Turks, Egriponte, or Egribos; and ſome- 
times Euriponte: becauſe the Wonder of the fam'd 
\Eurspuz, by the natural fituation_of the Rocks, the 
Promontories, the Channel, &c. -is made here. 
it lies upon the North of Achaza, ( or Livadia) be- 
ing ſeparate: trom 1t by a narrow Channel: one hun- 
dred and twenty Miles from Eaſt to Weſt, thirty 
broad ; three hundred in circuit ; joyned to the Con- 
tineut by a Bridge of Stone built by the enetians. 
It is extraordicary iruitful, but little inhabited. *- The 


of equal breadtl: from top to bottom : both ſtand on 
a plain level Ground: the Channel between the City 
and the Continent being not above thirty Paces, and 
the Bridge being ſecured by a Tower. This Town 
and.Jſland was granted to the Venztians by the Latin 
Emperors of Cort antinopie , (in conſideration of 
their Services, } about 1204+ Though thcy fortified 
it to the utmoſt, yet Mahomet IT. took the prin- 
cipal City with the loſs of forty thouſand Men in 
1463. or 69. ( for I find various Accounts.) after he 
had bel:eged it with one hundred and twenty thou- 
ſand Men, thirty days ; putting all above twenty 
years of Age to the Sword ; which amounted ({ when 
the Stege began ) to eighty thouſand. In 1560. the 
Venetians retook it : and reloſt it. Wherefore the 
Turks have fortified it with ſo many new ſtrong 
Works, that tho the Yenerians laid Stege to it with 
an Army of twenty four thouſand Men, commanded 
by Moreſinz. (then Doge,) which ſtormed it Ofober 
72. 1688 ; Yet it was left in the Enemies Pofleilion. 
The moſt noted Promontories of the Iſland are the. 
ancient Caphareus, now called Capo Figera or Capo 
& Oro, and the Capo Lithar. Its two Rivers are the 
Simzlio and the Cereo. © The City Cariſto, which the 
French call Chateat-roux, near Capo Figera, is a 
Bithops See under the Archbiſhop of Negroponte : and 
Recco, betwixt that ' City and Negroponte , another. 
Here is Cotton in abunda::ce,and Marble ,digged out of 
the Mountain Carz/to near the City of the fine Name. 

Negroes, a general Name for all the Black, People 
of Africa ; as well thoſe upon the Weſtern Sea-Coaltts, 
and towards Nubia and Abyſſinia, as thoſe who dwell 
On both fides the River Niger. 

Neiſs, Na, a River of Bohemia; which arifing 
in Luſatia, flows through Szlefia ; and a little be- 
neath Gaben falls into the Odzr. 

Neifle, Niſ/a, a Town in S:leſia, in the Duke- 
dom of Grothaw, , upon the River Nezſs ; two Miles 
from Grotkaw to the South * in which the Biſhop of 
Wratiſlam reſides. Hofman makes it a City. 

Neites, a (mall River which falls into the Rhine 
near Anderpach, in the Biſhoprick of Trier. 

Nieva, Nebx, a ſmall River in Entre Douro, a 
Province of Portugal. 

Nekrakin, Ormw, an Iſland in the Perfian Gulph. 

Nemea and Nemeus, a River of the Morea, now 
called Langia ; where Pericles, the Athenian Gene- 
ral, defeated the Sicyonzs in the year of Rome, 3or. 
$ Alſo a great Foreft in the Province of Romanza ; and 
an ancient City, Nemea, in the ſame made memo- 
rable by the Nemean Games inſtituted in the fifty 
tirit Olympiad in the Honour of Hercules. 

Nemours, Nemoſium, Nemoracum, a great and 
pleaſant Town in the Ifle of France in Gaſtinos, 
upon the River Loz7g : 'made a Dukedom in 1414. by 
Charles IV. King of France, and then firtt walled. 
It fiands ſeventeen Miles from Pars to the South. 

Neocxſereae. Sce its Modern Name Tocart 

Mept, Nepzta, Nepet, a ſmall, but ancient City, 
which is a Biſhops See in S. Peters Patrimony, under 
the Pope ; upon the River s/ Pozz0lo; between = 
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terbo, and Rome, ſix Miles from Sutrz to the Eaft. 


 Nera, Nar, a River inthe States of the Church in 
T:aly ; which ſprings out of the Apennine, and flow- 
ing Weſtward watereth Narnz ; ; and a little lower 
falls into the Tiber. 

Nerac, Neracum, a City in Aquitain, in Gaſcogne, 
upon the River Bazſe ; the Capital of the Dukedom 
de Aibret ; not. two Miles from the Garonne to the 
South, three from Condom to the North, and four 
from Agen to the Weſt. It is in a good condition, 
tho its Walls came to be raſed in the laſt Civil Wars. 
In 1579. Queen Katharine de Medicis held a Con- 
ference with the King of Navarre here, wherein they 
made a League with the Huguenors, on whole fide 
this Town ſtood. King Henry IV. refided a confi- 
derable time at it ; and the ancient Lords of Albret 
built it a Caſtle. 

Nerk, Neric;ia, a Province in the Kingdom of 
Sweden ; between MWeſtmannia and Sudermannia to 
the Eaſt, and Weſtrogothia to the Weſt. The Capt 
tal of which is Orebro, by the Lake H:e/mer. 
 Nermonſfter, an Iſland upon the Coaſt of PozFou 
in France. ' 

Nero, an ancient Name of the delightful Village 
of Daphne. 

Nerva,See Narva. 

Nervit , an ancient People amongſt the Galls, 
whom Ceſar mentions with an Elogzum of their 
Courage and Conduct. They are thought to have 
dwelt in the ( now ) Dioceſeof Cambray. 

Neſle, Nigella, a ſmall Town in the Tract of San- 
terre, in Picardy. It ſtands upon the Rivulet Ignon, 
which falls in the Somme, two Leagues from Ham, 
almoſt betwixt Peroxzne and Noyon; having the Ho- 
nour to be a Marquiſate. Charles the Hardy, Duke 
of Burgundy, took it by Aſſault in 1472. and be- 
cauſe the Inhabitants had murdered a Herald, ſent to 
ſummon them, with two Men more in the time of a 
Truce, he ſuffered the Execution of the utmoſt Seves 
rity upon them. | 

Neſter Jlba, or Neiſter Alba; a Town in Beſſa- 
rabia, on the Euxine Sea. 

Neuf Chaſtel, Novum Caſtrum , a Town in the 
Paix de Caux, in the Dukedom of Normandy, npon 
the River Arques ; eight Leagues from Dseppe to the 
South-Eaſt. 

Neuf Chaſtel far Meuſe, a Town of Lorrain, 
upon the Maes 3 in the Borders of Champagne ; five 
Leagues from Mirecourt to the Weſt, and ſeven from 
Tout to the South. 

Nevers, Nivernum, a Fine, Great, Rich, Popu- 
lous City; a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of 
Sens; and a Dukedom, fince thefyear 1457. when 
Charles VII. King of France, advanced it to that 
Dignity : whereas it had been before an Earldom: it has 
a Bridge over the Loyre, and a Caſtle, built by its an- 
cient Earls: five Leagues from Baris' and Lions; 
twelve from Moulins. Fohn Caſimir, King of Po- 
land, died in this City, December 16. 1672. Ceſar 
ſpeaks of it in his Commentaries, under the Name of 
Nowviodunum in /Aduis. The Latin Writers variouſly 
call it Nivernium, Vadicaſſium, Noviodunum, Au- 
guſtonemetum, &C, * It is the Capital of the Territory 
of Nivernoss ; which is about twenty Leagues long; 


and broad; lying betwixt Berry, Gaſtsnoss, Bourbonnozs- 


and Bourgogne : of the latter of which it makes a part, 
and has —_ confiderable Towns ſtanding in it. 
Neuf-Marche, Novus Mercatus, a 'Town in Nor- 
mandy, upon the River Eure ; by which it is ſeparated 
from Beauvais, Heretofore very much regarded. 
Lewy VII. took it after a ſharp Siege, in 1151. It 
was reſtored to the Eng/iſh in 1154. In 11641. there 
was a Parliament held -1n it, under Henry II. King of 
England, in which the Title of Pope "Alexander III, 
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tothe Roman Chair was recognized ; and Fifor, the 
Antipope, rejected. This Town ſtands twenty Miles 
from Roan t6 the South, and the ſame diſtance from 
Paris to the Weſt. 

Nevern, a Market Town in Pembrokeſhire, in the 
Hundred of Kemmes. 

Nevin, a Market Town in Caernarvanſhire, in 
un pales, the Hundred of Tin{larn. 

Nevis, or Mevzs, one of the Leeward Chariby 
Iſlands in America, very near to S. Chriſtopher. It is 
the Reſidence of the chief Governor of all the Leeward 
Iſlands. In Charles-Torn ( which is the principal Set- 
tlement) almoſt all the Houſes of Brick and Stone 
were levelled by an Earthquake, April 1690. At the 
ſame time the Sea left its accuſtomed Bounds a great 
part of a Mile; the Earth vomited hot and fetid Wa- 
ters ; its motion, Pulſes, and Openings allo all over 
the Iſland, being ſuch, as nothing can be more terrible. 

Neure, a River of Kzlkemny, in Ireland, which 
watereth Rofs; then falls into the Sewer, ( which ſe- 
parates Leinſter from Mounſter ; ) and falls beneath 
VVaterford into the Qeean. | 

Neuſtdlerſee, Pe:/o, a Lake between Arnſtria and 
the Lower Hungary ; bteween Raab to tlic Eaſt, and 
Vienna to the Wet. 

Neuftria, the Name of a part of the Kingdom of 
France, 1n uſe amongſt the Writers of the Times of 
Charlemaigne and his Son, to denote the Country 
from the Saoſne and the Meuſe, to the Loyre and the 
Ocean : It has been fince changed into that of Nor- 
mandy, tho the preſent Dukedom of Normandy makes 
no more than a part of the ancient Newuſtria; 

New Alibton, California, an Iſland on the Weſt 
of America, in North Lat. 38, diſcovered by Sir Fran» 
cis Drake in 1578. 

Newark npon Trent , is a fair, rich Town in 
Nottinghamſhire ; ſeated on the Eaſt Bank of the 
Trent, where it divides into two Branches, and makes 
an Iſland before the Town ; eleven Miles from Noe- 
engham to the North , and in the high Road to 
Tork: which took its Name from a Caſtle here built by 
Alexander Biſhop of Lincoln, ( in the Reign of Hen- 
7y IL. ) which was ſeized by King Stephen. King Jobn 
died in this Town in 1216, Edward VI. incorpora- 
ted it, and gave it the Privilege of ſending two Bur 
geſles to the Parliament. It ſuffered a Siege for its 
Loyalty in 1643, i644. which was raiſed by 
Prince Rupere, March 22. It ſtood firm to the 
Royal Intereſt till May 11. 1646- and then was forced 
to ſurrender ; the King- being in the Hands of the Scots, 
and all his Forces diffipated. This Town gives the 
Title of Viſcount to the Earl of Kinzſton: and is the 
Capital of its Hundred. "i 

Newburp, Novum burgum, a Town on the South 
of Barkshire upon the River Kenner, which at Reading 
falls into the Thames. Called by Antoninus, Spine ; 
tho not built now in the ſame place ; a fine, rich, 
Cloathing Town ; ſeated in a Champain Plain Coun- 
try. Made famous by a fignal Vidtory obtained here 
by Charles [. Septemb. 20. 1643. over the Forces of 
the Parliament. OFober 27. 1644. there was a ſecond 
Fight ; in which, tho the King's Forces, ( which were 
much divided)had at firſt the good Fortune to drive the 
Enemy out of the Field'; yet being overpowered by 
Numbers and fr-ſh Supplies, they were at laſt Routed ; 
and the King in great danger of being taken. This 
Battel, tho ſhert, was the _—_ that was fought in 
all that War. Charles II. a A Honor to 
this Place; when in 1675. he created Charles Fitz-Roy, 
Duke of Southampton, Earl of Chicheſter, and Baron 
of Newbury. © -- 


 New-Calſtle npon Tine, is a ſtrong, rich, popu- 
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the North Bank of the River Tine ; but oh the Bor- 
ders of Durham ; fix Miles from the Sea. The River 
is very deep, the Haven ſecure and large: the Town 
ſtands upon a riſing Ground ; and has a fair Bridge 
over the River on the South ſide, with an Iron Gate 
upon it, which divides the County of Northumberland 
from the Biſhoprick of Durham ; near which ſtands 
the Caſtle, and over againſt it the Market-Place, ard 
more to the North upon a fleep Hill, the Body of the 
Town; fenced with Towers and ftrong Walls. It 
contains four Pariſhes; amongſt which St. N:chols's 
Church, upon the top of the Hill, has the gracefulneſs 
of a Cathedral. Ships of good burden come up to the 
very Bridge : Byt the Newcaſtle-fleex commonly ſtays 
at Shealez, near the Rivers Mouth. This Town for 
Wealth and Commerce, by Sea and Land, for all Com- 
modities, may well be eſteemed the Briſto! of the 
North. Mr. Cambden doth ſuppoſe it to have been 
called Garboſentum by the Romans; afterwards, Monk- 
cheſter; and to have taken the name of Newcaſtle, 
when it was rebuilt by Robere, Eldeſt Son to Wi/l:am 
the Conqueror ; and Newcaſtle = Tine, to diſtin- 

ine. In the Reign 
of Edward I. a Rich Man being taken Priſoner in the 
Town by the Scozs, after his Ranſom began the For- 
tifications of it; and the reſt of the Inhabitants fini- 
ſhed this Work, which made it both fafe and rich. 
Richard 1. made it a Mayor Town. Long. 21. 30. 
Lat. 57. 34+ Thus far Mr. Cambden : The Scots in 
1640, ſeized this ſtrong Town ; and thercby began 
the Calamities of England, which laſted twenty years. 
In 1644. after a long Siege, the Scots took it the (e- 
cond time. Ofober 19. Lews Steward (Duke of Le- 
2:0x,) was created Earl of Newcaſtle, in 1604. by 
Fames I. He dying without Iſſue, William Caven» 
diſh Viſcount Mansfield, and Baron Ogle, was by 
Charles I, created Earl of Newcaſtle in 1627. Mar- 
queſs of Newcaſtle, in 1643. and Duke of the ſame 
in 1664. by Charles II. to whom ſucceeded Henry 
his Son in 1576. The Corporation Elects two mem- 
bers of Parliament. 

Newcaſtie under Line, a large Market Town in 
Staffordſtyre, in the Hundred of P:rehs4, upon the 
rivulet, Line. It is a Borough Town, and hath the 
honour of electing two Members of the Eng/z/Þ Par- 
liament. 

New England, a large Country in North Ame- 
7408; firſt diſcovered by Sebaſtian Cabot, under En- 


gliſh Colours, in 1497, Entred upon for the Engliſh 


by Mr. Philip Amadas in 1584. It lies in forty and 
forty one deg. of North Lat. feventy Niles- upon the 
Ocean, which atfords it plenty of Harbours. The Air 
1s healthful, but the Weather very uncertain. This 
Country was firſt begun to be Planted in 1606. In 
1610. one Robinſon, an Independent Preacher, ttruck 
in with the Delign, and much promoted that Planta- 
tion. It is well watered with Rivers ; has great va- 
ricty of Wild Fowl, Wild Beafts; Timber in abun- 
dance, Flax, Hemp, Corn of all forts, Fures, Amber, 
ang Iron 3 wherewith the. Inhabitants grive a. gainful 
Trade with the other Eng/s/p Plantations in 4merica. 
This Colony is very ſtrong. They have built ſeven 
great Towns ;. the chief of, which- 1s Boſton 3 which 
in 1670. had fifty Sail of Ships'belonging to. it. They 
would never ſubmit to.any Govgrnour (ent from Eng- 
land, but lived like a Free State; till a Quo Warran- 
to being fent againit them in. 1683. by K. Charles. H. 
they fubmitted to Henry Cranfield Elq; and in 1686. 
axeped A Eqward Andrews as Governour: for King 
ames IL. | 21%; 

The Dukedom of Rewenburg, Neoburgees, called 
by the French Neubourg ; is a Tract in Getwiayy in 
EP. upon the Danube z.part of which lies in the 
Circle of Bavria, and part in Schwaben, Hereto« 


fore a part 0 the Dukedom of Bavarza ; tilt Maxi- 
milian I. granted it to the Children of Rupere, Prince 
Palatine. This Line ended in 1559. in the Perſon oi 
Henry ; after whom Succeeded Philip Lews, Duke 
of Deuxports, (or Aweybrucken) in which Family it 
ſtill is. It takes its name from Newburs (Neobur- 
gum, ) a City in Bavaria upon the Danube ; four 
Leagues fron Donarvert in Schiwaben to the Eait,thr.e 
from IÞngolſtad, and the ſame diftance from Aich/tade 
to the South. The Duke of Newburg is lately be- 
come Elector Palatine, by the Death of Charles the 
laſt Elector without Iſſue. 

Newenburg, Newburg, Neopyrgum, a ſmall City 
in Schwaben ; in the Dukedom of Wurtsburg, upon 
the River Ent; ; in the Borders.of the Marquiſate of 
Baden: fix German Miles from Stugart to the Welt, 
and as much from Spre to the South. 

Newenburg, Newbourg, Neoburgum, a Town in 
Briſgow, upon the Rhine ; between Briſach to the 
North, and Baſil to the South : heretofore a Free Im- 
perial City, but in 1410. exempted ; and granted to 
the Houſe of Anſtr:za, Since that, in 1675. it was 
much damnified, and in part deſtroyed. 

Newenltad, Neuſtad, Neoſtadium, a City in Aut 
ſtir1a, which is one of the principal Cities in that 
Dukedom ; built in a Marſhy low Ground, upon a 
ſmall River ; fix German Miles from V:exna to the 
North. The Town is of a ſquare Form, with a Ps- 
4z;z4 in the middle ; incompatled with two Walls and 
a Ditch. The outward Wall is not high ; the inward 
1s of no great ſtrength, yet has defeated two Attempts 
of the Turks againſt it : in the latter of which, Soly- 
man the Magnticent, (in 1529.) Stofmed this Town 
ſeven times in one day, and was every time repulſed. 
In this City the Emperor has a Palace of a fquare 
building, with four Towers; which may be ſeen a 
great way off. There is another City of the ſame name 
in Bobemza, in the Dukedom of Oppelen ; near the 
Barders of the Dukedom of Grothaw, five Miles from 
Oppelen. There is a third in the Palatinate of the 
Rhine ; four German Miles from Spire to the Wett, 
and two from Landaw to the North : once an Im- 
perial City, but now exempt. A fourth in the Duke- 
dom of Wurtsburg ; two Miles from Wimpfen to the - 
Eaſt, and a little more from Hailbrun. A fifth in 
the Dukedom of Brunſwick upon the River Leyne,fix 
Miles from Zell to the Welt ; which is under the Duke 
of Hannover. | 

Newent, a Market Town in Glouceſterſhire, in ' 
the Hundred of Boz lorv. 

'The New Fozeſt, a Foreſt in Hampſhire, in 
compaſs about thirty Miles; in which R:c-ard, the 
ſecond Son of William the Conqueror was killed by 
a_ Deer: liam, his third Son, was accidentally ſlain 
by Sr.#Falter Tyrrel ; and Robert Curtoyfe, his Grand- 
ſon, was ftruck into the jaws by the bough of a Free 
and dyed, Which fatalities have been the more-re- 
marked, becauſe, to make this Forett compleat for 
game, William the Conqueror caufed no leſs than 
thirty Pariſh Churches, with many Towns and Vilkges, 
to be levelled to the ground. 

Newhaufei, Neoſel;sum, a ſtrong but fall Town 
in the Vpper ary ; called by the Hungarians 
Owar : it ſtands upon the River Nitria, two German 


" Miles from the Danxbe to the North, and eleven from 


Presburg to the Eaſt. It is ſeated in a Marſh, which 
is its greate(t ſtrength. It has fix Baftions made in 
the form of a Star, and walled up. Breatt height, a- 
bove the Level within ; the Dike not broad or deep. 
The Grand Viſier fat down before this Fown Auguſt 
14- 1663. and took it the 27. with the loſs of fifteen 
thouſand Men. He immediately endeavoured to 
{trengthen it, by bringing. the River to run round : 
but however Zuly 7. 1685, the Duke of "—_— fat 

wn 
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down before it ; and took it by Storm Angſt 19. fol- 
lowing ; putting all the Garriſon to the Sword. 

acwmarckt, Novomarchia, a City of Tranſylva- 
nz, Called by the Hungarians Mifjerhely, It ttands 
upon the River Mer:ſ:h, at the foot of the Carpathian 
Mountains ; thirty five Miles from Clauſenburgh to 
the South-Eaſt. In this City the Afcmblies of the 
States of Tranſylvania are molt uſually held. 

Pew-MParket, a Town in the Borders of Suffolk 
and Cambrid2eſhire ; in a plain, yieiding a large pro- 
ſpect ; ten Miles from Cambridge to the Kaſt. It 
confilts of two Pariſhes, the one in Suffolk, the other 
in Cambridgeſhire. Famous for Horſe Races, and a 
Houſe belonging to the Kings of Ezzland. A Fire 1n 
this Town ſaved the Life of Charles IT. by necefli- 
tating his return before the time appointed 5 which 
prevented the defigns of the R:ie-Houyſe Confpira- 
tors. | 
2ewnham, a Market Town in Glozceſterſhire, in 
the Hundred of Far/eley. 

Newport, Medena, Novus Portus, a Town 1 
the Iſle of Wight ; which is the Capital of the Iſland. 
Well ſeated, much frequented, an very populous. It 
has a ſinall Haven ; and is a Corporation, which fends 
two Burgefles to Parliament, by the Grant of Zames I. 
Charles 1. honoured it alſo by Creating Mountjoy 
Blount, Earl of Newpore, in 1628. This Honour 1s 
now enjoyed by Henry his Sor, who is the third Earl 
of this Family. Long. 19. 14. Lat. 59. 40. 

Newpozt upon the Ugk, a conſiderable Sea-Port 
Town in the County of Monmouth ; ſeated between 
the Ebwith and the Usk; with a fair Bridge over the 
Litter; two Miles from the Severn to the North. As 
the T's diſcharges it ſelf into the Severn, it makes 
2 good haven, which bears the name of this Town. 

Newpozt Pagnel, a Market Town in Buckin- 
gbamſhire, upon the O:/ſe ; over which it hath two 
Bridges. The Capital of its Hundred. 

Nex>pozt, in Pembrokeſhire, is a conſiderable 
Town in the North-Weſt part of that County, upon 
the 1r:ſÞþ Seaz built at the foot of an high Mountain, 
by the fide of the River Neverns. By Mart of 
Tours, and the procurement of his Poſterity, made a 
Corporation alſo,returning one member to the Englzſh 
Parliament 3 1n which atterward* they built a Caſtle 
for their Habitation. 

Newpozt tn Shzopſhire, a handſome Market 
Town in the Hundred of S. Bradford, South of 
Drayton; and upon a long plain,adjoyning to Staffora- 

bire. 

Aewport, Novus Portus, a firong Sea-Port Town 
in Flanders, of old called Santhofr, that is, the Sandy 
Head. It has a competent Haven upon the German 
Ocean,at the Mouth of the River Yperle ; five Leagues 
from Dunkirk to the Eaft, and three from Oftend to 
the Weſt. Still in the Hinds of the Spaniards. Near 
this place Prince Maurice of Naſſaw, gave the Spa- 
mards a great overthrow, Feb. 25. 1600. | 

Newton, a Market and Borough-town in Lanca» 
ſhire, in the Hundred of Salford, privileged with the 
Election of two Varliament-men. | 

Newton-Jbbot or' Newron-Biſhops , a Market 
Town in Devonſhire, in the Hundred of Heyter. 

Newtown, a Market Town in the County of Mont- 
gomery in Wales, in the Hundred of K7driorn. 

Nepland, a conſiderable Market Town in the 
County of Syffolk, in the Hundred of Babergh, up- 
on the River Stower, It ſtands in a rich bottom, and 
drives the cloathing Trade. 

Neptracht, See Nztrache. 

Niancheu, N:ancheum, a conſiderable City in the 
Province of Chek: am in China. 

Niaren MPoze, the Ruſſian Name of the North 
Ocean or Frozen Sea ; Called Mare Scythicum,. 
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Nicaragia, a Region in New Spain, in North A- 
merica, of great extent ; between the North Sea to 
the Eaſt, the South S-a to the Weſt, the Province of 
Hondura to the North, and La Cofta Rica to the 
South. Alfo called New Leon, from Leon de Nica- 
razna, the principal City in it : which is a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Mexico; and is intirely in 
the hands of the $ pantards, In this Region, there is 
a Lake, one hundred and thirty Leagues long ; which 
ebbs and flows, and diſcharges it ſelf into the North 
Sea called the Lake of Nicar;gua : The City Leon 
itands upon it. The riches and fertility in fine of this 
Province has given it the name, with ſome, of Maho- 
mets Paradiſe. 

Nicaphtach, Oxus, a great River in Perſia. 

Nicaxta, an Iſland in the Archipelago, towards 
Aſia; which has Samo to the Eaſt, Naxta to the Weſt, 
$10 to the North, and Patmos to the South. There 
1s a City in it of its own name, formerly a Biſhops 
See under the Archbiſhop of Rhodes, before the Turks 
took the Iſland from the Genoueſe in the fourteenth 
Century, and ſubjected it to the Sangiack of Galli- 
poſt. It enjoys a good and improvable Soil. The 
palſage berwixt Samo, and it is dangerous, Upon 
the Eaſtern Coaſt therefore, in a very high Tower, they 
Keep a light for a ſignal to Sailours. The firſt and 
eldeit names of this Iſland, ſays Pauſanias, were Ma- 
cris, Pergamus, and Fcaria. It is about forty Miles 
in circumference , the length much exceeding the 
breadth ; and anciently it was honoured with a Tau- 
ropolion, a famous Temple dedicated to Diana. 

Nicaſtro, Nicaſtrum and Neocaſtrum, a ſmall 
City at the foot of the Apennine, in the Further Ca- 
labria, in the Kingdom of Naples, within five or fix 
Miles of the Sea. Honored with a Biſhops See under 
the Archbiſhop of Reggio. 

Nicza, a City of Brthynia,which is an Archbiſhops 
See ; of old called Antizonta, (from itsBuilder); in 
Pliny Olbia, and in Stephanus Ancore ; and named 
Nicea by Lyſimachus in honor of his Wife ; now cal- 


led Iſnich, from a neighbouring great Lake, N:chor, 


and Nichea. This City is particularly famous for the 
firſt General Council here keld againſt Arrianiſm, and 
touching the time of the celebrating of Eaſter with 
ſome points of Church Diſcipline, in the Imperial Pa- 
lace, by the Command of Conſtantine the Great, in 
325: which had three hundred and cighteen Biſhops 
init. There was another deligned here in 359. for 
the promoting Arianiſm; but it was difappointed by 
an Earthquake, which ruined a great part of the City. 
There was a fecond General Council here in 787. con- 
fiiting of three hundred and fifty Biſhaps ; where 
Image-Worſhip was approved ; which Charles the 
Great cenſured in a Council at Franckford, in 794. 
conſiſting of three hundred Biſhops. . This City was 
taken by Godfrey de Bowillon in his Paſſage to Feru- 
ſalem, in 1097. out of the Hands of the Infidels ; by 
whom 1t was reſtored to the Greek Emperor. In i 329. 
it was beſieged by Orchanes II. of the Ortoman Line. 
Andronicus,the Greek Emperor,coming up to its Re- 
lief was wounded, and forced to retire ; yet the City 
held out, and was taken by a Stratagem rather than 
force the year following. It ſtands forty four Miles 
from Nicomedia to the North, twenty five from Pru- 

fia to the Welt ; in Long. 57. 30. Lat. 42. 25. 
Nice, Nicea, a City in Provence in France ; cal- 
led alſo N:774, Nicia, and Nice de Provence ; which 
is a great, ſplendid, populous City ; and a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Ambrun ; ſeated upon the 
Shoar of the Mediterranean Sea, furniſhed with a large 
Haven, and a Caſtle ; two Miles from. the Mouth of 
the River Yar or Varo, and ſeven from Port Monaco 
to the Weſt. This City was ſubject to the Earls of 
Provence, till 1365 ; when it was left by Qu Zoanne 
P p to 
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to Lems II. Duke of Savoy, with the County belong- 
ing fo it ; it is ſtill ſubject to that Family ; and isthe 
moſt Weſtern Town in Italy, in the preſent eſteem, 
Built at firſt by the Mar/ilizans, in Commemoration of 
a Victory they had obtained over the Lagurzz. Next 
it became ſubject to the Kings of Burgundy, and then 
fo the Earls of Provence. Long. 30. 20. Lat. 43. 45- 
In 1538. Pope Paul IT. had an enterview here with 
Francs I. King of France, and the Emperor Charles 
V. at which they agreed to a truce of ten years. In 
1545. The French and Turks together, ( the latter, 
commanded by their Admizal Barberouſſe ) took the 
City, but could not take the Caſtle. It hath beſides 
the Cathedral, three Pariſhes, one College, and divers 
religious Houſes ; and it gives ſufficient marks of its 
antiquity in Inſcriptions, ruines, £c. The County of 
Nizza, whereof it is the Capital, includes the Coun- 
ties of Tende and Bucil ; together with the four Vi- 
cariates of Nice, Barcelonette , Soſpello and Pue- 
181. 

Nice, Nicea, once a City and a Biſhops See in Ma- 
cedonia, now a Village ; inhabited by Turks and Bul> 
garians. Thirty four Miles from Ocrida, or Giuſtan- 
dil, as the Turks call it) towards Heraclea; 1ts Ruins 
fhew it to have been a vaſt City. 

Nichsz, Nicea. 

Nicomedia, the ancient Capital City of B:thynza, 
in Aſia Minor; called vulgarly Comidia, and by the 
Turks Iſmid, and Iſnigimid. It ſtands upon the al- 
cent of a delicious little Hill, ſembelliſh'd with Foun- 
fains, Vines, Corn, and Fruits,) towards the Coaſt of 
the Propontis, or the Sea of Marmora ; upon a Gulph 
of its own name, about half a League in breadth, 
convenient for the building of Ships. In ancient times 
it was one of the moſt conſiderable and important 
Cities of the Eaſt. Built by a King of Bithynia of 
the ſame name, ſays Strabo. Hanmbal poyſoned him= 
ſelf here, in the Reign of Pruyſias King of Bithynia, 
to avoid his being delivered to the Remans. Conſt an- 
ſine the Great dyed in or very near this City ; which 
received the Chriſtaan Religion early, and became ho- 
noured with divers Martyrdoms. In 358. a violent 
Earthquake, deſcribed particularly by Ammianus Mar- 
cells, almoſt entirely ruined it, at a time, when 
the Emperor Conſtantius was to celebrate an Arrian 
Council at it. A number of Greek and LatinInfcri- 
ptions appear there yet to be ſeen : And ſome relations 
tell us, it is now inhabited by about thirty thouſand 
People, Greeks, Armenians, Fews and Turks, who 
have their reſpective Moſques and Churches, and trade 
much in Linnen and Silks. 

Nicoping, Nicopinga, a City of Sweden, which is 
the Capital of Sudermannia, upon the Shoars of the 
Baltich Sea; thirteen Miles from Stockholm to the 
North-Weſt, and ſeven from Norkop to the South- 
Eaſt. It has an Haven and a Caſtle z the ancient 
Seat of the Dukes of this Province, and the Reſidence 
of Charles the laſt Duke, before he was advanced to 
the Crown of Sweden. 

Nicoptng, a Town of Denmark, in the Iſle of 
Faiſter ; over againſt Laland; eleven Daniſh Miles 
from Copenhagen to the South : in which Chriſtopher 
W. King of Denmark, died in 1333. A ſmall, but a 
fine Town. 

Nicopolis, in the Leſſer Armenia. See Gianich. 
S In Bulgaria, ſee Nigebols. $ In Epirus, fee Pre- 
veza. $ In Fudeſa, the fame with Emmaus. 

Nicoſia, Leucoſia, Nicoſia, a City in the Iſle of 
Cyprus ; which is an Archbiſhops See : ſtrong, popu- 
lous, and ſeated in the mid(t of the Ifland. It was 
the Seat of the Kings of this Iſland ; and after that, 
of the Venetian Governours ; till in 1571. taken by 
the Tyrks, whoſe Governor {{1]l Refides in 1t, Thns 


City is thiree Miles in compaſs, and ſtands in a fruitfut 
well watered Plain. 

Nicotera, a City in the Further Calabria, upon 
the Tyrrhenzsan Sea ; which is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Rego : little, and not well inhabited ; 
having ſuffered very much by an Earthquake in 1638. 
Long. 40. oo Lat 38. 25, | 

Nicopa, a City and County in Nicaragua in New 
Spain, m Americas 

Nicſia. See Naxia- 

Nidzoſia, a River of Normay, which falls by Dror- 
theim into the Virgivzan Ocean: the City Drontheim 
1s called by the fame name in Latin Writers, In 
Lat. 64. 36 | | 

Nied Teutſche or Alleman, Nita Germanica, 2 
Rrver which ariſcth in the Forelt of Loraine; and 
taking in the Nied Franſois, (Nitam Romanam ), 
which watereth I1:udonville, Eſt angs, and Needbure ; 
they thus united haſt to Beſonvzl/e ; and there fall into 
the Saare or Sare,- a little above Trier. 

Aicmeca, Germany. 

cinen. See Memel. 

Nienhuis, Nzenhbuſium, a Caſtle near Paderboyy, 
upon the confluence of the A!/me and the Lippe ; built 
by Theodore Furſtemberg, (Biſhop of Paderborn) tor 
the Refidence of his Succeflors. Nero Claudius, and 
Charles the Great, had before built Caſtles in this yery 
place ; the firſt againſt the Sicamvrz, the ſecond a- 
gainlt the Saxins, | 

Nieper, Boryſthenes, a River of Poland, very well 
known to Ptolemy, and the Ancien's: it ariſeth in 
Moſcovy, in the Palatinate of B:zelks, near Dniepriſco ; 
and flowing Weſtward, entereth Lithuania, (a Pro- 
vince of Poland) watereth Smolensko and Orſſa ; then 
turning South, paſſeth by Moh:zlow, Rohaozow and 
Rezozyca ; above which laſt it receives the Berezina 
from the Weſt, and paſſeth South-Eaſt to Lojoworod ; 
beneath which it takes tn the Perzpecz, a vaſt River 
from the Welt. So haſteth to Kzovia, above which 
it admits the De/7na, a vaſt River from the Eaſt ; 
from hence it runs South-Eaſt by R:ifſFow, Czyrcaſſy, 
and as far as the Rocky Stones ; where it turns South- 
Weſt by the Zaporavza Iſlands, and falls into the Eu- 
xine Sea almoit four En2/:ſh Miles Eaſt of Bialogrod ; 
a few Miles above its Outlet it takes in the Bog, a vait 
River from the Weſt. It has ſeventy five Miles above 
its Outlets thirteen CataraCts called by the Inhabitants 
Porowys ; which make it impoflible to carry any Boat 
higher up its Stream. 

The Nteſter, Tyras, a River of Poland : called 
alſo the Turla: it ſpringeth out of a ſmall Lake in 
Red Ruſſia, nine Polsſh Miles from Premy/le to the 
Eaſt, and four from Lemberg to the South; running 
Eaſt through Pokurze and Podolra, it ſeparates Brac- 
law from Walachia ; and in Beſſarabia falls into the 
Euxine Sea, ſixty Miles from the Mouth of the Danube 
to the North. Baudrand. But the latter Maps make it 
not much above twenty Engl:ſþ Miles. 

Nigebolt, Nzcopolzs, a City built by Trajan, after 
the Conquelt of Decebalus,King of the Dacrans, (who 
was a valiant and wiſe Prince) at the Confluence of. 
the I/acar and the Danube in Bulgaria. It was at firſt 
a Biſhoprick ; but now an Archbiſhops See ; com- 
monly. called Nzgebols ; but by the Turks, Sciltaro. 
Ten Hungarian Miles from the Borders of Servia to 
the Eaſt, and three from Szl:ſtria to the North. Near 
this City the Chriſtians received a great Overthrow 
from the Turks, in 1393 ; under S:gz/mund the Em- 
peror. Long. 50. 20. Lat. 45.15. 

Rigir, Nzger, the greateſt River of Africa ; cal- 
led by the Inhabitants Huid Nijar ; it ariſeth in Arhi- 
opia, from a Lake of the fame Name; and turning 
Weftward, Givides Nigritia into two parts, to _ 
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Faſt and Weſt, the ſpace of eight hundred Leagues. 
It encreaſes in the m:ddle of Fune like the Ns/le, and 
over!]}o-ws the Country. This continues twenty four 
days ; and the decreaſe the fame. After a long Courſe, 
and the Reception of many Rivers, (whoſe Names are 
unknown to us) it falls into the Atlantick Ocean by 
fix great Outlets 3 which are all (but one) South of 
Eape Verde. 

Nigritia,; a large Country of Africa, extended on 
each fide the River N:zger which divides it from Eaſt 
to Welt into two parts ; lying and bounded betwixt 
Gurnee to the South, the Azlantick Ocean tothe Welt, 
and the vatt deſerts of Zaara to the Eaſt and North, 
The Kingdoms of Borno, Azades, Cano or Ghana, 
Tombut, Gualata, Guenehoa, Gaoga, and divers others 
of note and great extent, are contained in this diviſion 
of Africa, The Inhabitants are the Negroes, above- 
mentioned ; who make a Trade of ſelling not only 
the Priſoners they ſteal or force from their Neighbors, 
but even their own Wives and Children, for Slaves, to 
the Europeans. 

Nile, N:lus, a valt River in Africa 3 which arifeth 
from two Fountains in the higher chiopsa, in the 
Abyſſins Empire ; in a Country called Sacabala, a- 
mong{t high Mountains; and being enlarged by the 
Gema, Kelti, and Branti, it paſſeth through the 
South part of the Lake of Dambea, to the greateſt 
Catarafts. Before it enters Nubia, it takes in the 
River Meleg, and afterwards the Tacaze at Falac ; 
and entering and traverſing the Upper Ezypr, four 
Miles beneath Grand Cazro, it divides firſt into two, 
and aite* info more Branches ; which anciently made 
the number of ſeven, but are now reduced to four ; 
the reſt being ſtopped up by the Sands of the Medi- 
zerranean Sea, and thoſe brought down by the Ri- 
ver ; the Mahometan Princes (who have been miny 
Apes Lords of Egypt) taking no care to keep them 
open. The Eatiern Branch falls into the Med:zter- 
ranean Sea by Damiata, and was of old called Os 
Peluſiacum. The Weſtern was then named Canopus, 
and falls into the ſame Sea below Roſeztro, Theſe two 
make the Delta an Iſland, which is the richeſt por- 
tion of Land in Egypr. Thereare two other Outlets 
between theſe, but poor in Waters, ſaith Mr. Sandys. 
This River is the only cauſe of the Fertility of Egype ; 
beginning every year to riſe with the Riſing Sun, 
Fune 17. and ſwelling ſometimes to twenty four Cu- 
bits: About the middle of Seprember it begins to 
decreaſe : about a Month after they ſow CO —_— - 
and in May reap them. The Cauſe of this Mundation 
is now known to be the Rains, which fall in £&:h10- 
?za for three Months together in their Winter, and the 
Egyptian Summer. They of Egype owe not only 
their Food, but many of them their Lives to the ſwel- 
lings of this River : inſomuch that when five hundred 
die of the Plague at Grand Cazro the day before, not 
one dies the day after. Theſe Waters are ſweet to the 
taſte, cool and wholſom ; and extremely Nutritive 
both to Plants and Animals. It has plenty of Fiſh, 
and too many Crocodiles ; fome of which live to be

Nimmeghen, Noviomagum, a City of the Low 


Countries, mentioned by Antoninus in his Itinerary; 
called now by the Inhabitants Nimeguen ; by the 
French Nimegue ; by the Spaniards Nimega, It is 
the Capital of the Dukedom of Guelderland, under 
the" United Provinces ; ſeated upon the Wael, be. 
tween the Rhine and the Maez ; two Leagues from 
Arnheim to the South, tis from Utrecht to the Eaſt, 
three from Cleves to the Weſt, and twenty from Co- 
logy to the fame. Anciently a Free Imperial City, but 
afterwards exempt, and ſubject tothe Dukes of Gue!- 
derland ; being Mortgaged to one of them by 3#5/- 
liam Earl of Holland, who was then choſen Emperor 
of Germany. About the Year 1585, this City was 
much inclined to the Intereſt of the Roman Catholick 
Religion. In the Year 1589, the Hollanders endea- 
voured without any good ſucceſs to reduce it ; wherl 
Skenk:u (their General) was drowned in the Fel. 
In the Year 1591, Prince Maurice took it after a 
ſharp Stege. In the. Year 1672, it was taken by the 
French ; the only. Town in all thoſe Provinces which 
fought tor its Liberty : the year after the French de- 
ſertedit. In 1678, there was a Peace agreed here be- 
tween the French and the Spaniards. In the Year 
1679, between the Germans and the French. This 
City 1s ſaid to have been firſt built by the Cates, and 
the Caſtle by Fulian the Apoſtate, whilſt he was in 
France; Charles the Great built here a Noble Palace ; 
which together with this City was burnt by the Nor-= 
mans. The Germans prevailing againſt the Normans, 


rebuilt the City ; and gave it many Privileges ; ſeveral -. 


of the Emperorsreſiding in it, till at laſt it was mort- 
gaged to Orho, Duke of Guelderland; and became 
the Capital of that Dukedom. 

Ningive, Ng:va, a City in the Province of Leo- 
tunin, 1n China, Baudrand. 

Ningque, Ningqua, a City in the Province of 
Nanksn in Chana. 

Ninive, N:nws, an ancient and moſt celebrated City 
of 4ſſjria; mentioned in the Sacred and Profane Sto- 
ries. Built by 4ſbur, the ſecond Son of Shem, ac- 
cording to Foſephu, and the vulgar tranſlation of 
Gen. 1o. It. But Bochartus tranſpoſes that verſe, 
and endeavours to prove, that Nimrod was its Foun- 
der, gozng forth out of the Land of Aſeur. Others 
ſay, Ninws built, or at leaſt augmented it, and gave it 
his own name. Dzodorws Siculus has left us a itate- 
ly deſcription of it. In the time of Foras, we read, 
it was an exceeding great City of three days journey. 
Jon. 2. 3. that is, in St. Ferom's conltrudtion, in cir- 
cuit. The Prophets foretold its deſtruction ; which 
accordingly happened under Merodach and Nebucha- 
donoſar, Kings of 4ſſyria. It lies now in Ruins. Out 
of it is ſprung a new City, called Moſ#/, built on the 
other fide' of the T:igrs, which is under the Turks ; 
an hundred Miles from Bagat to the North. 

Ninove, Nina, a ſmall City in Flanders, in the- 
County of Aloſt ; not above two Leagues from Aloſt 
to the South ; in the middle between Bruſſels to the 
Eaſt, and Oudenarde to the Weit. 

Niozt, Noverogus, a Town in PozQoy, thirteen 
Leagues from Rochelle to the North-Eaſt. 

iphates, the ancient name of that part of the 
Mountain Taurus, which runs betwixt Armenia and 
Meſopotamia. Now called Curdo. It gives ſource 
to a River of the ſame name, paſſing through the 

ſame Countries to fall in the Trgros. | 
Pp2 Niphonia, 
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Niphonia, or Niphon, a great Iſland belonging 
to Fapax, the principal Province of that Empire ; 1 
which are Fedo and Meaco, the Royal Cities, where 
the King reſides. It is divided into five. Territories or 
Provinces, Famaiſot, Ferſegen, Jeſten, Ochio and 
Quanto: being about fixty Leagues in Circuit. 
' Niſa, W/a, a City of Lydza in the Leſſer Aſia, 
which 1s a Biſhops See. Long. 59. 10. Lat. 4o. 50. 
Niſlibin, Nz/ib:s, the principal City of Meſopota- 
mia, of great Antiquity ; mentioned by Pliny and 
Strabo, It is now an Archbiſhops See ; and the Ca- 
pital of Dzarbeck ; under the Turks. - It ſtands upon 


the River-Zaba, which falls into the Tigrs, under 


Mount Taurus ; thirty five Miles from the Tigrzs to 
the Welt, fifty from Amzda to the South, and ſeventy 
five from Taurus to the South-Weſt. In 1338. Sapo- 
es, King of Per/ia, befieg'd it in vain. 

Niſft, Coron, a City in the Morea. 

Niſt, Ny/a, a City of Armenza the Leſler ; and. a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Ce/area ; from 
which it ſtands fixty Miles to the Eaſt. Long. 66. 30. 
Lat. 40. 20. 

Nilt, En:ſis, a ſmall River on the Eaſt of Siczly ; 
which falls into the Sea between Meſſina to the North, 
and Cap ds S. Aleſcio to the South, by the Town of 
Scaletta. 

Niſita, Neſis, an Ifland in the Tyrrhentan Sea, 
upon the Coalt of the Terra di Lavoro in Ttaly, three 
Miles from Pozzuolz. 

Niſmes, N:mes, Nemaufium, Volcarum Areco- 
micorum Nemauſus, a City of France, in the Lower 
Languedoc 3 which was a Roman Colony, of great 
Antiquity ; now a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Narbone ; in which there is an Amphitheatre, very 
perlect, and many other Roman Antiquities ; it 1s 
now in a- flouriſhing State ;. in the middle between 
Avignon to the Eait, and Montpellier to the Welt ; 
ſeven Leagues from either. This City was, in the late 
Civil Wars, one of the Bulwarks of the Huguenots ; 
hath had its Counts and Viſcounts; and in ancient 
times fome Synods have been afſembled at its Long. 25. 
©5. Lat. 43.6. 

Niſau, N:/z, Ni, Naiſum, one of the principal 
Cities of Serv:a ; ſeated upon a River of the ſame 
Name, which falls into the Morava ; fifteen German 
Miles from Scopza to the North, and twelve from G:z- 
ſtandil to the Weſt, and forty two from Th:ſſalonica 
to the North-Weit. On September 24. 1689, the Im- 
pertalitts defeated entirely an Army of forty thouſand 
Turks near this place ; and the next day took poſſe{Jton 
of it without any Oppoſition. Again, September, 1690, 
the Turks recovered it from the Imperialiſts,after a three 
weeks Attack. 

Nitiegdale, Nith:a, a County in the South of 
Scotland, near the Borders of England ; which has 
C!uydeſda/e on the North, Annandale on the Eaſt, 
Solway Fyrth on the South, and Galloway on the 
Welt. The River Ny:þ, which denominates it, runs 
through it : Its Capital Town is Dunfres. 

Nitracht, or Neytracht, Nitria, a City: of the 
Upper Hungary ; which is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Gran; and iftands upon a ſmall River 
ot the ſame Name. Ten German Miles from Preſ- 
bur2)) to the Eaſt, the ſame diltance from Gran to 
the North, and five from Newhauſe! to the ſame. 
it 15 the Capital of a ſmall County of the ſame Name ; 
and in the Hands of the Emperour, whiltt New- 
hauſel was under the Turks. 

Jitrta, ce Nitrache, & Alſo a Mountain in 
Eo ypt, vhich has been ſantified by the retreat of di- 
vers Anchorites. 

Jaict, the Reſidence of the Dukes of Curland. 

Mtvate, a Cit and Province of Fapan, in the Iſland 
Nphon, ai:d the Region of Quanto, 
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Niuche, Niucanum, a Kingdom in the Aſian Tar- 
tary ; the King of which has lately conquered Ching. 
This 1s called by others Tenduc.. 

_ Nive, Nrvws, a River of France in Aquitain ; 
called by the Inhabitants, Errobz. It arifeth in the 
Borders of the Kingdom:of Navarr ; and watering the 
Town of S. Jean de Pied Port, falls into the Adour, 
through Bayonne. 

Nivernots, Ambarrs, Nevernenſis Comitatus, 1s 
a Province in France, of great extent upon the Loyre. 
It has the Dukedom of Burgundy on the Eaft, that of 
Bourbone on the South, Berry on the Weſt, and Or- 
leance on the North. The Vadicaſſes were the an- 
cient Inhabitants of this Province. Newvers is its Ca- 
pital City : the retit of any note are La Charzite,Cofne, 
Clamecy, Decize, and Corbigny. TFhis-Province hath 
the honourof the Title of a Dukedom. 

Nizza della Paglta, a Town in the Dukedom of 
Montferrat in Italy, betwixt Aft and Aqui ; which 
hath-partaked of the'ſufferings of the Civil Wars of its 
Country. 

Ni3za. See Nee. 

Noailies, a Town in the Province of Limoſir, in 
Aquitain, in France: giving name to a Family of 
Honour. "* 

Nocera, Nuceria, a City of S. Peter's Patrimony, 
in ſraſy, of great Antiquity ; which is a Biſhops See, 
immediately under the Pope ; ſeated at the Foot of 
the Apennine, in the Borders of the Marchia Ancce 
2itana, at the Fountains of the River Topino : fixteen 
Miles from Spolero to the North, and fifteen from Ca. 
merino to the Weſt. Some are cf opinion, that this 
is the ſame place with that which Lzvy calls Alpha- 
terna. | 

Nocera, a City in the Kingdom of Naples, in the 
hither Principate ; which is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Salerno ; and a Dukedom belonging to 
the Family of Barberino. Called for diſtinCtion from 
the Precedent, by thoſe of the Country, Nocera de 
Pagani, becauſe it hath been taken formerly by the 
Saracens. The ancients in. many places ſpeak of it. 
It ſtands eight Miles from Salerno to the South-Wet, 
and twenty two from Naples to the South. $ There is 
a Town of this Name in Calabria ; eight Miles from 
Amantea to the South, and three from the Tyrrhenzan 
Sea. 

Noere, Notra, a River of Angoumos in France. 

Noeſenſtad Biltritta, the ſame with Be/tercze. 

Nogargpr Nogaro/.the Capital Town of the Coun- 
ty of Armagnac, in the Upper Gaſcony, in France ; 
upon the River Modou, below Monleſun. The La- 
tin Writers call it Nogariolum and Nugariolum. It- 
has a Collegiate Church, and in the Years 1290.1303. 
1316. there were Synods afſembled here. 

Nogent 1! Jrtaud, a Town in the Province of 
Champagne in Fravice, upon the Marne 3 below 
Chaſteau Thierr:. 

Nogent le Ketrou, Nonigentum Retrudum, the 
faireſt Village in France ; the Capital of the County 
of La Perche ; ſeated upon the River H«yna. Four- 
teen Leagues from Chartres,{(the Capital of La Beauſſe) 
and honored with the Title of a Dukedom. The Er- 
gl heretofore took it under the Earl of Salrsbury. 
Charles VII. King of France retook it in 1449. The 
little River Ronne falls into the Huzſne here. 

Nogent le Rop, a Townin /a Beavſſe in France, 
upon the Eure, betwixt Dreux and Chartres. 

Nogent ſar ſeine; a Town in Champargne, upon 
the River Seine, which it covers with a Stone 
Bridge. 

Nola, a City and Colony in Campania Fz/ix,(now 
Terra di Lavoro) in the Kingdom of Naples ; which 
is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Naples ; in 
a tolerable State, and ſhews many Footlteps of its great 

Antiquity.

Antiquity. Hannmba! befieged-it without any ſucceſs, 
In the Year of Roni? 540. In or near this City Ay- 
guſtus (the firſt Roman Emperor) died, Anno Chriff7, 
14. Not leſs famonstor being the Birth-phace of S. Pan- 
Iinns, who was af:erwards Biſhop of it. It Kands fonr- 
teen Miles from Naples towards the Eaſt, near the Ri- 
ver 4gno, Clan: | Fo 

Nolt, Nauinm, Naulmm, a ſmall City in the States 
of Genoua ; which is a Biſhops 'See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Genoua. It ſtands in a Plain, on the Shoars 
of the Li2urian Sea ; but it has no-Harbor, as I have 
often ſeen, (faith Baudrand.) Once a Free State ; now 
ſubject to the State of Genoua ; from which City it 
ſtands thirty one Miles'to the Welt, .betwixt Savonna 
-and A/bengua. I 

Nombze de Dios, Nomen De?, Onomarheopols, 
a City of Terra firma, a Province upon the Streights 
of Panama ; twenty five Leagues from Panama to 
the North ; which has a noble and ſafe Harbor, to the 
North Sea: Built by the Spantards, but fince forſa- 
ken, for its unwholſome air. : 

Nomenttum or Nomentano, the: Capital Town of 
the ancient Nomentani in Latium, frequently men- 
tioned by the Claſſicks, It hath ſometime been a 
Biſhops See, but now is only a Village, in*the Duchy 
of Monte-Rotundo, in the States of the Church. = 

Noimenp, Nomenium, a City or great Town in 
the Dukedom of Lorazn, in the Territory of Meſſin, 
upon the River Sez:le, Salia ; five Miles from Nancy 
to the South, and ſeven from Marſal to the South-Eaſt. 

Nona, £n0na, a City of Dalmatia, mentioned by 
Ptolemy ; which is now a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Fara or Zadar ; well fortified : ten Miles 
from Fara to. the North. It is under the Yenetians , 
and hath a Port to the Adriatique. The Sclavonians 
call it Nin. Some admit it to be the /£n0na of the 
ancients. - 

Nonſuch, a Palace Royal in the County of Surrey, 
not far from Epſham: delightfully ſituated, and 
magnificently built by K. Henry VIII. 

De N902dthhe Bee, Mare Germanicum, the 
German Ocean. ey = 

Nozcta, Nur/ia, a ſmall City in the Dominions of 
the Church ; placed by Lrvy, Pliny, and the reſt of 
the Ancients, in Umbria. It ſtands amongſt the 
Hills, near the Apennine, by the River Fredda ; fix 
Miles from the Marchia Anconitana to the South ; 
between Aquila to the Eaſt, and Spolerro tagthe Welt ; 
thirteen from either. This was the Count. y of S. Be- 
nedif, the Father of the Weſtern Monks; as alſo of 
Sertorius,the great Roman Commander, {lain in Sparn. 
It hath been an Epiſcopal See. A 

Nozden, Nordenum, a City in Weſtphalia in Eaſt- 
Frieſland, uron the German Ocean z to which it hath 
a conſiderable Port : under thePrince of Ea/?-Frieſland, 
ſixteen Miles from Embden to the North. 

Nozdlingen, Norlinga, a City of Schwaben, in 
the Year 1251, made a Free Imperial City : 1t ſtands 
upon the River Eger ; four German Miles from La- 
wingen to the North, ten from VV erden to the South- 
Weſt, and from Ingoiſtad to the Weſt: between the 
Territories of the Duke of Newburgh, and the Count 
of Oetingen. Famous by a Defeat of the Swedes in 
1634, and a Victory of the Swedes and French in 
1645, tho otherwiſe ſmall, and in a decaying condi- 
tion. This place is called by the French, Norlingue ; 
and by the Germans alſo written Norlinghen. 

Nozfolk, Norfo/cia, a County on the Eaſtern 
Coalt of England. Bounded on the North with the 
German Ocean ; on the Eait in part by the ſame O- 
cean, in part by Suffolk; on the South bythe Rivers 
of Y/aveney and the little Ouſe, which part it from 
Suffolk ; on the Welt with the great Ouſe ; and to- 
wards Lincolnſhire with that part of the Nene, which 
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paſſeth from YV;5bich to the Waſhes. -It contiineth 
in length from _12zmoith to VYGbich fifty Miles, in 
breadth from Therford to VVells thirty ; -in circuit 
abont two hundred-and forty. The Sojtherry parts, 
-Which are Wood-Lafids, are fruitful; Ihe Notte? 
or Champain, barren and dry. In the whole are 
fix hundred ant *faty' Pariſhes, - and thirty - one 
"Market Towns ; - aid -beſides the 'PV/venty and the 
Orfe, watered by the Rivers'Zare and Thry,, Its Ca- 
pttal- City,” Noriv:ch.” "The largeſt. Courity next to 
Iorkshire, in England $ and ſurpaffing even Torksbire 
m' populouſheſs. In the time of the _ Heprarchy, it 
was a part of the' Kingdom of the Eaft- Anples. The 
firft Earl of Norfolk was” Ralph 'de Vet, Created 
in the Year 1075. After whom fucceeded the Bigots 
from 1135, to 1270, init Deſcents. In 1313, Tho. 
de Brotherton, a Son of Edward 1. was' made Eajl 
of Norfolk: Margaret his Daughter, in' 1398, was 
made Ducheſs; whoſe Son Thomas Mowbray, (and 
his Deſcendents ) continned the Honor to the Yer 
146s. In 1475, Richard Duke of Tork was made 
Duke of Norfo/k. -In' 1483, Fohn Lord Howard was 
veſted with the ſame Honor, in whoſe Family it now 
1s. Henry the preſehit Duke of Norfolk being the ninth 
Duke of this Race: 

Nozimburgh. See Nurenberg. 

Nozin, a fort of Dalmatia, betwixt the River 
Narenta, and the branch thereof called Norin, which 
returns into the bed of the Narenta again. Under the 
Venetians. 

Nozkoping, Norcipia, a ſmall City in Sweden, 
between two Lakes; tive Miles from the Baltick Sea ; 
in the Province of Oſtrogothia, by the River Motala : 
ten Miles from the Lake Verer, Eaſt. 

Nozmandy, Nenſtria, Normannia, is a great and. 

fruitful Province in France, which has the Title of a 
Dukedom. It has this name from the Normans ; 
who, under Ro/lo their firſt Duke, ſetled here in the 
time of Charles the Simple, King of Fraxce. Bound- 
ed on the North and Welt by the Briciſh Sea; on 
the Eaſt by Pz:cardy ; on the South by /e Perche, 
and /e Maine. It lies ſixty fix Leagues from Eaſt 
to Weſt, and from North to South about thirty ; the 
principal City in it is Roan or Royven. This Province 
is divided into twelve Counties; but more uſually 
into the Upper and Lower Normandy : the former 
containing the Bailywicks of Royen, Eurenx, Caux, 
and Gz/ors : the other thoſe of Alenzon, Caen, and 
Conſtantin. Its principal Rivers are the Seine, Eure, 
Rifle, Dive, Soule, Ouve, &c. A cold Climate, 
plentitul in Corn, Cattel, and Fruits z but generally 
wanting Wine. It yields ſome Mines of Iron and 
Braſs, together with Medicinal Waters : Is better in- 
habited by Gentry, than almoſt any other Province 
of France; and reckons above a hundred Cities, 
and a hundred and fifty great Towns ſtanding 
in it. Rollo the firlt Duke, { under whom the Nor- 
mans betieged Paris three times ) obtained that Ti- 
tle in 912. from Charles the Simple, ( who gave his 
Daughter in. Marriage to him, ) upon condition 
to hold Normandy in homage to the Crown. Wile 
liam the baſe Son of Robert ( the ſixth Duke) Con- 
quered England in 1066 : by which means 1t was 
United to the Crown of England till 1202: when 
King Fohn was outed of it. Henry V. about 1420. 
reconquered this Duchy : His Son loſt it again about 
1450. ever fince which time it has been annexed to 
the Crown of France. 

De Nwozt Caep, Rubea, Rubee Promontorium, 
is the moit Northern Point of Finmark ; and indeed 
of all Europe. $ There is a Cape of the ſame Name in 
Guiana, in South Amerzca. 

Noztgow, Norrgovia, a Province of Germany ; 
between Bohemia to the Eaſt, the Danube to -_

This name, in the German Tongue, lignifies the North 
Country. It was the Seat of the antient People, 
Nariſcs. | Eeiict.-.. | 
Nozth-Fllerton, A Market Town m the North- 
Riding of Torksbire, near the Stream Wisk , which 
falls into the Swale, Fhe Capital of its Hundred. 
Nozthamptonſhire, Northantonza, is ſeated almoſt 
in the midit of Eng/and: on the North it is parted 
from Lincolnſhire by the River Weland; on the 
Eaſt from. Huntington by the Nene ; on the South 
it has Buckingham and Oxford; and on the Weſt 
Parmicksbire, ſeparated by Fatlingſtreer, a Roman 
way. From North to South it 1s forty fix Miles in 
length ; but not full twenty in breadth where broadelt. 
In the whole,there are three hundred twenty fix Pariſh- 
es and thirteea Market Towns. The Rivers Nen and 
VVeland have their riſe in this County, together 
with the Oe. The Air is temperate ; the Soil rich, 
fruitful, champain ; full of People. The chief Town 
is Northampton, pleaſantly ſeated on the Bank of 
the River Nez, where two Rivulets from the North 


- and South fall into it ; which for its Circuit, Beauty, 


and Buildings, may be compared with mott of the 
Cities of Eng/and. It was burnt by the Danes. In 
the Wars in King John's time it ſuttered much from 
the Barons. Near this City in 1460. Henry VI. was 
overthrown ; and firſt taken Priſoner by Edward IV. 
In 1261. the Students of Cambridge are faid to have 
removed hither by the King's Warrant, with Inten- 
tions to have ſetled the Univerſity here. In the Reign 
of King Charles II, Sepr. 1675. it was totaily de» 
ſtroyed by Fire ; but by the favour of that gracious 
Prince, and the chearful Contributions of good Peo- 
ple, foon rebuilt. Long. 19. 40. Lat. 52. 36. To omit 
the more ancient Families ; V/Villzam, Lord Compton, 
was created Earl of Northampton, by King Fames I. 
in 1618. The preſent Earl, George, is the fourth of 
this Noble Family. 

Nozthauſen, Northy/ia, an Imperial Free City 
of Germany, in Thurtngza, upon the River Zorge ; 
between Erford to the South, and Halberſtad to the 
North; eight German Miles from either. This City 
is under the Protection of the EleCtor of Saxony ; 
and faid to have been built by Meroveus I. King of 
the Franks, in the Year of Chriſt 449. 

The Nozth Fozcland, Cantium, a Cape of tie 
He of Thannct in Kent; famous for i Sea Fight be- 
tween the E:2/hfh ard the Dutch, in 1666. When 
the br.ve Dake of Albemarle, with ovly two Squa- 
drons of tic Engliſh Fleet, maintained a Fight againſt 
the whole D::2c Fleet of an hundred Sail, two days 
together : Prince Rupert coming up in the Evening 
of the ſeco::d diy, the Er2l:ſh fell again ( the third ) 
on the Duzch Fleet, and beat them home : which, 
all things confidered, was the n:0:t wonderful Naval 
Fight that ever w.s fought upon the Ocean. 

Nozthumberiand, Norchumbria, is parted on the 
South by the Derwent and the Tyne from the Biſhop- 
rick of Durham : on the Ealt 1t has the German 
Ocean ; on the North Sco:land : on the Welt Scor- 
lnid and Cumberland: it has the form of a Triangle 
or Wedge, containing in length from North to South 
2bout forty Miles, in breadth where it is the broadeſt, 
thirty : in the whole, four hundred and fixty Pariſhes, 
and only fix Market Towns. The Air is cold and 
ſharp ; tze Sor] barren and rugged, but much im» 
proved by the Indutitry of its Inhabitants; and chiefly 
towards the Sea, fer:1le. The Bowels of the Earth are 
tall of Coal Manes, whence a great part of England 
s fopplied with that Fewel. The principal Places in 
* are Newcaltle and Brick, George Fit;-Roy a 


Natural Son of Charles II. was created Duke of N:- 
thumberland in 1674, Which Title had been once 
before enjoyed by Fohn Dudley, Earl of Warwick , 
created Duke of Northumberland by K. Edward VT. 
in 1551. and beheaded by Q.. Mary. After the death 
of the ſaid Fohn, the Title of Earl of Northum- 
berland returned to the Percies : in whoſe Family, 
as it had heretofore belong'd to them from the Year 
1337, when Henry Piercy, Lord Conſtable, poſſeſſed 
it under K. Rz:chard I. and was ſucceeded in it by 
five of his Name and Family, with little interruption; 

d it continued till the Year 1670, when Foceline 
Percy died at Turin without Iffue Male. 

Nozth-Currp, a Market Town in Somerſetſhire, 
upon the River Tone : and the Capital of its Hundred. 

Nozthwich, a Market Town in Cheſhire, upon 
the River. Dane, which runs into the FPeeve : the Ca- 
ow of its Hundred. Its Salt-pits render it remark - 
able. 

Nozwap, Norvegia, Nerigon, Baſilia, is a King- 
dom of great extent on the North-Weſtern Shoar of 
Europe ; called by the Inhabitants Norricke, and by 
Contraction Norke ; by the Germans, Norwegen. 
Heretofore eſteemed the Weſtern part of "5k. wa 
via ; and called Nerigon, as Cluverans faith * it 
reaches from the Entrance of the Balztick Sea, to al- 
moſt the North Cape : but not of equal breadth. On 
the Eaſt a long Ridge of Mountains, always covered 
with Snow, (called Sevores, ) ſeparate it from Swe- 
den. Barren and Rocky; or overgrown with vaſt 
and unpaſſlable Woods. Its length is about one thou- 
ſand and three hundred Erngisþ Miles ; and two hun- 
dred and fifty its breadth. Divided into five Provin- 
ces; Aggerhus, Bergenſus, Dronthemhus, VVardhus, 
and Bahus. The Inhabitants traffick abroad with 
Dryed Fiſh, Whales Greaſe, and Timber. Of the 
ſame Religion with the Dares ; and ſome of them 
enclined to Magick, like the Laplanders. The 
Glama is the only River in this Kingdom that is ſuf- 
ficient to carry Vellels of great burden. In 1646. a 
diſcovery was made of a golden Mine, near Opſlors 5 
which was quickly exhauſted. Bahus was refign- 
ed to the King of Sweden in 1658. There depend 
upon this Kingdom ſeveral Iſlands; as Iſe/and, Groen- 
lard, Spir7berg, the Iſles of Feroe, and thoſe of Ork- 
ney ; the latter whereof were reſigned to Fames VI. 
of Scotland. The principal Cities are Drontheim, and 
Berghen. This had Kings of its own from very an- 
cient times; but in 1326. it was firſt united to Den- 
mark, in the Perſon of Magnus III. In 1376. they 
RO ſo united, that they were never ſince ſepa- 
rated. | 

Nozwtch, Nordovicum, Norvicum, 1s a rich, po- 
pulous, neat City ; in the middle of the County of 
Norfolk; ſeated at the confluence of the Venſter ( or 
Venſder ) and the Tare, over which it hath ſeveral 
Bridges. This City ſprung up out of the Ruins of 
Penta Icenorum, now called Caſter, in which not 
many years ſince. was found a vaſt number of Ros 
man Urns. When or by whom Norw:ch was buik, 
1s not known : it ſeems to be a Saxon City ; it was 
certainly the Seat of ſome of the Kings of the Exſts 
Angles. In its Infancy Sueno, a Dane, burnt it in 
1004. In the Reign of YV/:llam the Conqueror it 
was belieged, and taken by Famine. Herbere, Bi- 
ſhop of this Dioceſe, contributed to its growth ; by 
removing the Biſhops Chair from Thezrford hither, a- 
bout 1095. In the ſeventeenth year of King Ste- 
phen's Reign, it was refounded and made a Corpora« 
tion. The Caſtle is thought to have been built in 
the Reign of Henry If, - Taken by the French in the 
Reign of King Fobn. In the Reign of Edward I. it 
was walled by the Citizens. Henry IV. in 1403. 
granted them a Mayor. Afterwards it began to des 
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cay, till Queen Elizabeth ſent the Dutch Stuff Wea- 
vers { who fled over into England, from the cruel 
Government of the Duke 4 Alva) hither : whereup- 
on it grew very populous, and rich. There was 
great need of this ſupply : one Kere (a Tanner of 
VVindham ) having almoſt ruined this City about 
1548. in the Reign of Edward VI. The preſent- Bi- 
ſhop of Norwich 1s the ſeventy firſt from Bedwinus 
of Elmham, the ſeventy fifth from Fel/:x, (the firſt 
Biſhop of the Ea/?- Angles ) who began the Biſhop- 
rick-in 636. Long. 24. 55. Lat. 52. 40. This Ci- 
ty, being about a Mile and a half in length and half 
as much in breadth, contains twenty Pariſhes ; well 
walled, with ſeveral Turrets, and twelve Gates for 
Fntrance ; and fo pleaſantly intermixt with Houſes 
and Trees, that it looks like an Orchard and a City 
within each other, It gives the Title of Earl to the 
Duke of Norfo/k ; whoſe Palace, with that of the Bi- 
ſhop, the Cathedral, the Hoſpital, &c. are the prin- 
Cipal Ornaments of its Buildings. 
'  Noto, Netum, Nea, NeFum, Neetum, a City of 
Sicily, of great Antiquity ; and at this time great, 
well ichabited, the Capital of the Province called by 
its name. It is incompaſſed with high Rocks, and 
ſteep Valleys; being ſeated on the South fide of 1/e- 
land. Eight Miles from the Sea, fifteen from Pachy- 
220 to the South-Welt, and twenty five from Syracuſe 
to the South. | 
Jl Ual di Noto, Net#na Yallrs, the Province in 
which the laſt mentioned City ſtands, 1s the ſecond 
Province of S:c:ly ; and lies on the South fide of the 
Ifland, On the North it has 1/ Valle dz: Demona, on 
the Weſt i/ Val di: Mazara, and on the South the 
African Sea. ; 
Notteberg, Norteburgum, a Town in Ingria m 
Sweden ; ſeated on an Iſland in the Lake Ladoga: to- 
wards the Confines of Moſcovy. Called Oreska by 
the Ruſs. A very ſtrong Town by its Situation ; yet 
Guſtavus Adolphus , King of Sweden, took it from 
the Meſcovites, in 1614. It takes its name from 
Nutts. | : 
Nottinghamſhire, Not:inghamia, is bounded on 
the North and Weſt by Torkshire ; on the Eaſt by 
Lincolnſhire, ( divided from it by the Trent ; ) on 
the South by Leiceſterſhire, on the Weſt by Darby- 
ſhire, It is in length thirty eight Eng/zſh Miles from 
North to South; in breadth from Eait to Welt not 
above nineteen ; and in Circuit about an hundred and 
ten, containing 168 Pariſhes, and nine Market Towns. 
The Air is good and pleaſing ; the Soil, rich Sand and 
Clay : fo that for Corn or Grals it may compare with 
any County of England : it abounds equally with 
Wood and Coals; and is watered with the Rivers 
Trent and Iddle, beſides ſeveral ſmall Streams. This 
County takes its name from its principal Town, 
Nottingham, Rhage, a delicate pleaſant Town, 
ſeated on a high Hill ; full of fine Streets, and good 
Buildings ; upon the River Line ; towards the South 
Bcrders of this County : and abaut a Mile from the 
Trent, to the Welt. Over the Trent and the Line 
it has two Bridges, beſides two others over two Ponds, 
called the Cheney Bridges. It has three Churches, 
and a ſtrong and goodly Caſtle; built on a ſteep 
Rock on the Welt fide of the Town. In the Reign 
of Burthred King of the Mercians, and &/£rhelred 
King of the VVeſt-Saxons, the Danes having got the 
Poſleflion of this Caſtle, kept it againſt three Kings, 
(united againſt them) and forced them to a Peace. 
After this Edward, the Elder, walled the Town : the 
South part of which was ſtanding in Mr. Cambden's 
time. The Caſtle, which is now ſtanding, was rebwilt 
by PVilliam the Conqueror, to curb the Engliſh. 
Edward IV. repaired it- In 1175+ it was beſieged 
by Henry II. but could not be taken. In the Ba- 


rons Wars it wat ſurpriſed by Robert de Ferrariis, an 
Earl ; otherwiſe it was never taken by force, as the 
ſame Author obſerves. Long. 22. 14. Lat. 53. ©o. 
Charles Lord Howard, deſcended from the Houſe of 
Norfolk by the Mowbrays (Earls of this County, from 
1377. to 1475- ) was 1n 1597. created Earl of Noe- 
tingham. | This Family ending in Charles Lord 
Howard, the third in that Line 5 the Honor was con. 
ferred May 12. 1681. upon Heneage Lord Finch, Ba- 
ron of Daventry, (then Lord Chancellor of England;) 
and it 1s now enjoyed by Danzel, Son of the faid 
Heneage. | 

Nova Antequera, a City of New Spain in Ame- 
rica, in the Province of Oaxaca ; eighty Spaniſh 
Leagues from Mexico to the Eaſt, ſeventeen from 
the North Sea to the South, and ſeventeen from Vera 
Cruz. It 1s little, and not much inhabited ; though 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Mex:co, ever 
fince 1535. 

Nova Guinea, a large Country in the Weſtern 
part of the Paczfick Ocean, which is a part of the 
Terra Auſtralis: on the Eaſt of the Molucco Iſlands, 
Firſt diſcovered by Andrew Ardaneta a'Spaniard, in 
1528. and then thought to be an Iſland, but fince to 
be a part of the South Continent. 

Novara, Novarza, a City of [aly, which in Pliny's 
time was the Capital of Inſubria. It is now a part 
of the Duchy of Mzlan; and a Biſhop's See, under 
that Archbiſhop 3 the Head of a ſmall Territory, cal- 
led by its name. Very itrong, and can ſhew many 
ancient Roman Inſcriptions as Teltimonies of its Ar- 
tiquity. It ſtands twenty five Miles from Mzslar to 
the Weſt, and ten from Turin, in a well-watered and 
fruitfal Soil, and upon an Eminence well fortified. 
Near this, Lewis Sforza Duke of Man was taken 
by the French in 1500. But twelve years after, the 
Swiſs gave the French a great Overthrow in this 
Place, to abate their joy for their former Succeſs. Pe- 
ter Lombard, the Maſter of the Sentences, {and ſome- 
time Biſhop of Parts ) was a Native of this City ; 
and Pope Innocent XI. Biſhop of it, when he was 
choſen. 

N ovellara, a fine Town in the Lower Lombardy, 
between the Territories of the Dukes of Mantouz 
and Modena ; ſubject to a Count of its own , who is 
of the Family of Gonzaga ; ten Miles from Rego to. 
wards the North. Ir hasa Caltle called Bagnuollo. 

Novibazar, Novus Mercatus, one of the princi- 
pal Cities of Servz#a; upon the River Oraſca; fifty 
Miles from Nz/ſa to the Welt. 

Novigrad, Novigradum, Argyrutum , a Town in 
Dalmatia, which has a Caſtle: ſeated, upon a Bay of 


the ſame name ; twenty Miles from Zara to the Eaſt, 


and twenty five from Sebenzco to the North. It be- 
longed to the YVenetians ; but was taken by the Turks 
in 1646. 

Novigrad, a ſmall City in the Upper Hungary , 
which gives name to a County ; one German Mile 
from the Danube, five from Gran to the North-Eaſt, 
and four from Vaccia. It has a Caſtle which is (cated 
on a Rock ; and a Dike thirty four foot deep, cut in 
the ſame Rock ; which makes it almoſt inaccel{ible : 
yet the Tnrks took this ſtrong Place, in 1663. 

Novogozod Yelks, Novogardia Magna, a City of 
Moſcovy ; called by the Germans Neugarten ; which 
is very great, and an Archbiſhops See; the Capital of 
a Principality of the ſame name : ſeated in a ſpact- 
ous Plain upon the River Wolkow , ( where it iflueth 
from the Lake of I/men ) an hundred and five Ger- 
man Miles from Moſcs to the North-Weſt , forty fix 
from Pleskow to the Eaſt, and forty from Narva to 
the South Eaſt. Leng. 50. oo. Lat. 58. 23. The. 
River Wolchou or Woldga, ( faith Olcarius) falls by 


Notteburgh , and the Gulph of. Finland into the _ 
| rich, 
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t:ch Sea : this River is the chief cauſe of the Wealth 
and Greatnels of the City ; being Navigable from 1ts 
Fountains almott to the Baltickh : which has made 
this City the chief for Trade in all the North. V;- 
thold , ( Great Duke of Lithuania ) was the firſt, 
who in 1427- cbliged this City to pay a vaſt Tribute. 
Fohn Baſilowitz Grotſden, Duke of Muſcovy , over- 
threw an Army raiſed by this City in 1477. Thereupon 
he made himſelf Maſter of it , and carried thence to 
Moſco three hundred Wagons loaden with Gold, Sil 
ver, and rich Goods. Fohn Baſiiow:t7, another of 
their Princes, in 1569. flew two thouſand ſeven hun- 
dred and ſeventy of its Inhabitants, and caſt them 1n- 
to the River, upon a bare groundleſs ſuſpicion 3 be- 
fides a vaſt number tro«den to death by a Party of 
Horſe. This City was taken by the Swedes 1n 16171. 
and reſtored to the Rvſs in 1634+ It hath formerly 
been fo puillant , that it pafled tor a common Pro- 
verb, Who is there that can oppoſe himſelf to Gad, 
and the great City of Novogrod 2 They reckon a- 
bout ſeventy Monaſteries in it. Its Iargeneſs hs been 
ſet in the parallel with that of Rome : but its Walls are 
of Wood, afd the Buildings mean. 

Novogozod Nift, that is, the Lower ; is a vaſt 
Ci:y of Moſcovy , ſeated upon the Wo/ga, where 1t 
takes in' the Occa : an hundred German Miles from 
Moſco to the North»Eaft , and forty from #0/:;gda to 
the South-Eaſt. {ISP 

Novogzob, Novogroda, firnamed Litawisks, 1s a 
City of Lzthnania, under the Crown of Poland ; the 
Capital of a Palatinate of the ſame name ; in which 
the Diet of Lithuania ought by turns with Minsko 
to be holden. It ſtands ſcarce four Po/zſþ Miles from 
the River N;zemen or Memel, and twenty from Vilna 
to the South. | 

Novogrodeck Seviersky , a ſtrong City of Ryſ- 
fia ; winch has been attributed to Lzthuania, when 
unter the Poles ; but now it is under the Ruſs again. 
It ſtands upon the River Dezna ; ſeventeen Polsſh 
Miles from Czernichou to the North-Eaſt , forty fix 
from K/ov:a to the ſame, and the ſame diitance from 
Smolensko to the South. This is alfo the Capital of a 
Palatinate. k 

Nopon, Nevomag'es, Noviedunum, a City in the 
Iſle of France ; near the Borders o* Pzicardy ( of 
which it w:$ a part) upon the River YVorſe, which two 
Mites lower falls into the Orfe ; eight Leagues from 
So:i/cns to the South-Welt, ffteen from Amzens, fix 
trom Reims to the Weſt, and twenty two from 
Parts to the North. It is a Biſhops See under the 
Archbiſhop of Re:ms : the Biſhop of it 1s one of the 
three Earls, and a Peer of France ; the Dioceſe which 
belongs to it; is called Le Noyonors. 

Nubia, a greit Tract in the Eaſtern part of A- 
F:ca. and the River Nz/e :' incompatled on the North 
and Weit with Mountains : by which it is ſeparated 
irom Erypt to the North ; Groga, Borno, Zanfara, 
and Brafara to tie Weſt ;' on the Ealt it has the 
Nz7e, which parts it from Barnagaſſo ; and on the 
South 4baſſinia, or Ethiopia. It lies three hundred 
Freich Leagues in length, and not much leſs in 
breadtE ; the Capi:al of 1t 1s Dancala ; the other Ci- 
tics Ca, Guaia, Falac, and Sula. This was the 
Cot.'1ry of the ancient Nube or Nubei , and Nu- 
7:des. It is rich and fertile enough,towards the Ne/e. 

Puts, or News, Noveſium, a Town in the Archbi- 
Moprick of Co/r2ne, upon the Rhine , in Germany, 
where tat River receives the Erpe ; adorned with a 
Coliegiiief? urch. It is ancient, ffrong, and memo- 
rable 1+ tc refiltance it made againſt Charles the 
Hiraz, Puke of Burgumay, who beſieged it a whole 
year. The Emj.crour Frederick HT. granted it great: 
Privileges * It was oftcn taken and retaken 1n the laſt 
German Wars. | 


Nuis, or Nuzts, a ſmall Town in the Dukedom 
of Burgundy , upon the River Armanſon, betwixt 
Mombard and Tonnere. Some are of opinion, that 
it was the Work of the ancient Nuztbones , a people 
of Germany. 

'Tland van Pieter Nuitz , The Land of Peter 
Nutz, is a part of New Holland, in the North Ame- 
rica, diſcovered by a Dutch- man of the Name,in 1625. 

Numantia , an ancient and celebrated City of 
Spain. It ſuſtained a Siege againſt an Army of for- 
ty thouſand Romans, for fourtcen years together ; and 
by its Courage and Conduct, did reduce Anmz/:us 
Lepridus, and C. Hoſtslius Mancinus, (the two Bc- 
an Conſuls, in the year of Rome 61 7.) to ſuch a dif- 
honourable Treaty, that the latter was ordered by the 
Senate to be delivered to the Enemy by a Herald at 
Arms, naked, with his hands tied, in indignation at 
the Conditions of Peace paſſed by him. But Nu- 
mantia refuſed to take him. Scipio African, after. 
wards undertaking the Siege , made himſelf Maſter of 

the place in fifteen Months : and the Inhabitants in 
deſpair burnt whatever was moſt dear to them, ever 
their Wives and Children, and caſt themſelves nakgd 
upon the Swords of the Conquerours. 

Numidia, the Country in the ancient diviſion of 
Africa, which is now called B:ledulgerid. There 
was alſo a Numidia propria. This latter had the ho- 
nour to be a Kingdom, famous in the Perſons of M.- 
Janiſſa , who atliited the Romans in the latt Punic}; 
Wir; and of his Grandſon Fugurtha, taken Priſoner 
and carried to Rome, after a long War he had main- 
tained againſt the Romans. . 

Nura, Nzca, a River in the Dukedoms of Parma 
and Placenta. 

Aurnberg, Nuremberg, Norimberga, Nurimberga, 
Norzcorum mons, a great Imperial Free City, in Ger- 
many, in Franconia ; upon the Confluence of the 
Regen and Pegen, two German Rivers ; ſeated at the 
foot of an Hill of the Hyrciman Foreft ; and forti- 
fied with a Caſtle, and an Arſenal : FrederichI. made 
the Capital of Norzgow. It has belonging to it a Tract 
which lies between the Marquiſate of Holach to the 
Welt; Culenbach to the North, the Vpper Palarts- 
ate to the Eaſt , and the Biſhoprick of Azch/tad to 
the South. This City was the Birth-place of Wer- 
ce/lans the Emperour, and now in a flouriſhing con- 
dition. It' ſtands nine Miles from Bamberg to the 
South, fourteen from Rat:sbon, thirteen from Murtſ- 
berg, and nineteen from Amburg to the North. It 
bought its liberty of its Princes ; and has carefully 
preſerved it, ever ſince 1027. The Emperour Hen- 
ry V. ruined it. : : but Conradus II. Henry VI. and 
Charies VI. re-eftablithed and augmented it. In 1427. 
it bought the Caſtle of the Burgrave, which 1s ſince 
imployed as a Granary. It borrowed its form of Go- 
vernment ( which is Ar:ſtocraric, ) from Venice. In 
1506. it imbraced Luther's Doctrine in his time ; but 
tolerated the Calvinzſts. In 1649. here was a general 
Peace concluded amonglt the Princes of Germany. 

Nuſco, Ny/cum, an Epiſcopal City in the Further 
Principate in the Kingdom of Naples. The See is a 

Suftragan to the Archbiſhop of Salerno. 

Nyd, a River in 7orksbrre, falling into the Ov/c : 
upon which Repley and Knaresborough are ſituated. 

Nyth, a River of Scot/and, which flows through 
Nzthi/dale or Nytheſdale. | 

Nyenburg, Novoburgum, a ſmall City in Weſtpha- 
{ia, in the County of Hoyer upon the River eſer ; 
four German Miles above Perden to the South , and 
eight from- Fel to the Weſt. 

Nylandt, Ny/andia, a Province of Finland, up- 
on the Bay of Finland ; between Carel:a to the 
Eaſt, Tavaſthia to the North, and Finiand ( proper- 


ly fo called | to the Weſt; over againſt Lzvonza: 
from 


OCc 


from which it is ſeparated by the Bay. There are but 
three Towns of Note init; Borgo, Helſinsfors, and 
Raſeborg. 

Nyms, Nemeſa, a ſmall River in the Biſhoprick 
of Trier ; which watereth Scheineck and Btberg,then 
ends in the Saur. 

Nyne, Aufona, a River which watering the Town 
and County of Northampton , and Wybich ; falls 
into the German Ocean , between Norfolk and Lin- 
coln(lure. 
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Akre, Obacer , a River in the Lower Saxony, 
and Lunenburg; called Ovacra in the middle 
times. 

Danus, See Fraſcolari. $S Stephanus makes men- 
tion of an ancient City, Oanus, in Lydia, in Afia the 
Leſs. But we have no account thereof at this day. 

QPaſis. The name of two ancient Solitary Receſſes, 
in the Deſarts of Barca, in Lybia, in Africa; whi- 
ther Eugenius and Macarius , both of them Holy 
Prieſts of Antioch , were baniſhed by the Emperour 
Fulian the Apoſtate : and S. Hilarion retired,to avoid 
the fury of the Emiſfaries of the ſame Prince. The 
famous Neſtorzus died in his Baniſhment there alſo. 

axes and Oaxus, a River of the Iſland of Car- 
dia, now called 4rmiro. Virgilepithets it 

| =— rapidum veniemus Oaxem. 
Other Ancients ſpeak of a City or Town there , of 
the ſame name. 

Dbb. See Oby. 

Dbdoza, a Province in the North of Moſcovy, on 
the Frozen Sea; between the River Oby to the Eaft, 
and Petzora to the Weſt. There is never a City or 
Town of Note in it. The Dutch who have lately 
diſcovered its Sea Coaſts , have preſumed to call it 
Niew Welt Frieflanvt : but they have not ſettled 
any Colonies here, and probably never will. 

Dveck, Gzr, a River of Lyb:a in Africa. 

Dpengir, Ochus, a River of Perſia ; which wate- 
retÞ the Provinces of Balach and Tocbareſtan ; the Ci- 
ties of Ba/ach, Varvalin, Talecan, Badhaſcian, Ari- 
ander ; and then falls into the Gehm or Oxus, above 
Bichende, bringing with it the Balcan. This River 
is the North-Eaftern Boundary of Perſia, towards 
Tartary. 

Ober Baden, Therme Superiores. See Baden. 

Ober-Weſel, Ficelia, Voſavia, a City in Germa- 
ny, upon the Rhine ; once an Imperial Free City, but 
in 13 12.1t fell into the hands of the Elector of Trier: it 
lies between Baccharach to the South , and Boppart 
torhe North. S. Werner was here ſlain by the Fews, 
in 1287. in the - time of Lene. 
ther of Alexander ( the Roman Emperour, ) was 
alfo aſſaſſinated in this place, as the Inhabitants report. 

Dbtt Baptum, a River of that part of Mrhi- 
opia next Egypt ; which flowing Eaftward toward 
Qzrilmancy, watereth the City of Quzloa in Fanguebar ;

Oby, Obb, Ov75, Obius, a vaſt River on the Eaſt 
of Moſcovy ; Which arifing out of the Lake of Ka- 
zaysko, and running Northwards, parts Europe from 
Afia. Between the Province of Ob4ara to the Weſt, 
and the Samoredes to the Eaſt , it falls with a vaſt 
Current into the Frozer Sea. It has been ſometime 
called Carambnt. 

Decca, a River which rifcth in the Borders of Crim 
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Mammea, the Mo- 
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Tartary ; and running North-Eaſt, watereth Bu/zof# 
and Colomna ; ten German Miles Weit of Myſco : 
and taking in the Cleuſma and the Mooxa at Nijt No- 
vozorod, falls into the Wolga, 

_Ochums, Tarſuras, a River in Mengrelia ; which 
riſeth out of the Mountains of Co/ch:s, and falls into 
the Euxine Sea. 

Dchzwa. The ſame with Gruſtand:l. 

Ochle.ifurt, Boſphorus , Ochſenfurtum, a Town 
or City in Francona, upon the Maine ; in the Bi- 
ſhoprick of VYurtsburg ; three Miles from the Capi- 
tal City to the South. 

 Dcklep, a Town in the County of Surrey ; where 
King Erhelwolf, Son to King Egberr, fought a ſuc- 
ceſsful Battel againſt the Danes, 

Dczakow, Axzace, a City of Podol;a , ſeated at 
the fall of the Nzeper into the Euxine Sea; thirty 
Miles from Cztrcaſſia. Near this City the Poles gave 
the Tartars a fatal overthrow in 1644. 

Ddenſee, Odenſche, Ortonium, Othonia, Ottonia, 
a City of Denmark ; the Capital of the Iſland of 
Fioma, almoſt in the Centre of it : fourteen Miles 
from Sle/wick to the North, and eighteen from C-p- 
penhagen to the Weſt. Built by Harold King of 
Denmark, and called fo in Honour to Orto I. Empe- 
rour of Germany : it was made a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Lunden, in 950. S. Kanute, King 
of Denmark,, was flain here in 1036. whoſe Body 
was found in 1582. and much honoured. In this 
City alſo are Tombs of the Kings of Denmark, In 
1257. the Eccleſiaſticks afſembled a Council here , 
which had the honour to be confirmed by Pope 4- 
lexander IV. | 

Dder, Odera, a Town in S:/efia, in the Dukedom 
of Troppaty, in the Borders of Moravia ; at the Founs« 
tains of the River Oder ; four German Miles from 
Olmutz. 

Die, xDder, Odera, Suevus, Guttalus Vide 
dus, Viadrus , one of the preateſt Rivers in Germa- 
ny. It ariſeth in Sileſia, a Province of Bohemia, by 
a Town of the ſame name , in the Borders of Mora- 
via : and taking with it the Oppa , it watereth Ra- 
ts:bon, VVratiſlaw, and the Greater Glogaw in Sr- 
leſia : then entering Germany, it paſſeth the Marqu- 
fate of Brandenburg , and Franch fort ad Oderam : 
at Cyſtrin it admits the VVarta ; then entering Po- 
merania beneath Stetin, it makes a Lake called dag 
Gzoſs Haff, out of which by three Mouths it paſeth 
into the Baltick Sea. 

L' Oder, Oder, Odera, a ſmall River in Bretagne 
in France, which watereth Quimper-Corantine , and 
falls into the Bay of Aquitain. 

Pdernheim, a ſmall Town in the Palatinate of 
the Rhine ; which was once an Imperial and Free Ct- 
ty, but fince exempt, and now under the Elefor Pa- 
latine. It ftands two Miles from Oppenheim, and the 
Rhine to the Weſt. 

Ddtaa, the Capital City of the Kingdom of S;am, 
in the Eaſt-Indies. 

Oditham, a Market Town in Hampſhire. The 
Capital of its Hundred ; belonging formerly to the 
Biſhops of VVirtheſter. The ruins of that old 
Caſtle, ſo ſtrong in the Reign of King Fohn , as 
with thirteen Eng/zfh to hold out againſt the Dau- 


phine of France and his Army fifteen days, ſtand 


near this Town | 

Odzia, Tedanium , a River which divides Croatia 
from Dalmatia; then falls into the Gulph of Yenzce. 
Called alſo Xermagna. ? | 

Heafo, a Promontory in Guzpuſcoa, in Sparn ; tc- 
wards the Cantabrian Otean, near the Mouth of the 
River-Brdaſſoa ; commoniy called the Cape of For- 
tarabia or Cape Figuier , as the Town Fontarabia 
hath had anciently the name of Oea/epo/z, 

Qq Debalia, 
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Debalia, the ſame with the modern Sacarnza, in 
the Morea. $ Allo a City of the ancient Latzwum, 
near Tarentum. I : 

Dechalia. Divers ancient Cities in Theſſalza, Laco- 
2a, Arcadia, and Eubea are mentioned by Strabo, 
Pauſanias, and Mela, under this name. But we have 
now no further knowledge of them. ; 

Dedenburg, or Odenburg, Sempronium, a City of 
the Lower Hungary, called by the Inhabitants S0- 
Pron, It ſtands upon the Borders of Auſtria , near 
the Lake of New/idler/&e ; and is very well fortified 
by the Imperialiſts, who have a great while poſ- 
ſeſled it. 2 

Deland, Oelandia , an Ifland in the Baltick Sea , 
belonging to Sweden ; on the Coaſt of the Province 
of Smaland, over againſt Calmar ; from whence 1t 
is ſeparated by the Szreights , called Calmard Sund 
by the Natives, It is fixty nine Miles long from North 
to South ; but ſcarce twenty over,where it is broadeſt; 
the Capital of it is Borckboim. 

Denoe, an ancient Town of Attica, in Greece. 

Deſel, or Evſe!, Ofi/;a, an Iſland in the Baltick 
Sea, at the Mouth of the Bay of Livonia ; which 
has been under the Swedes ever fince 1646. Not 
above three Miles from the Coaſt of Curland , and 
five from Eſthonia to the Welt : its Circuit 1s eighty. 
The chief places of Strength , are Arensburg, and 
Sonneburg; beſides which,it has eighteen Pariſhes. Some 
think it was of old called Latris. : 

Deſtricher Quadi, the People of Arſtria in 
Germany,

Deltfriſen, Ooftfriſen, Eaſ?-Frieſland. : 

Deta , a Chain of high Mountains in Theſſalza ; 
reaching as far as to the Coaſt of the gear Sea 3 up» 
on the Borders of Achaza , betwixt the Mountain 
Pindus to the North, and Parnaſſus to the South 5 
including the Thermopyle towards the Eaſt ; and now 
called Bunina. Extremos ad Orientem Montes Oe- 
tam wocant , ſays Livy of them. The Lazzn Poets 
frequently quote them , as the firſt, which, by their 
height and fituation upon the extreme limits of 
Europe Eaſtward . behold the rifing Sun. Covered 
in many places with Woods, and fruitful in Hellebore :

pate, ſix Miles above Conza ; and running Eaſtwzrd, 
watereth Conza, and Monte Verde ; then ſeparating 
the Bafilicate trom the Capritanate , (and this laſt 
from Terra dz Bars, ) and watering Canoſa with ſome 
other ſmall Towns, it falls into the Adriatick Sea; 
four Miles from Barletta to the Welt , twenty five 
from Manfredonia to the South-Welt. 

Dffen, the ſame with Buda. 

Dffenburg, Offemburgum, a City in Schwaben in 
Germany, the Capital of Or:naw : ſeated upon the 
River Kzntzig : an Imperial and Free City , but un- 
der the Protection of the Houſe of Auſtria : it ſtands 
one Mile from the Rhine,and not full two from Straſ- 
burg to the Eaſt. 

Dfftown, a Town in the County of Suffolk : 
where Offa, King of the Mercians, in the time of the 
Saxon Heptarchy, having at an Entertainment trea- 
cherouſly murdered Ethelbere , King of the Eaſt= 
Angles, in 753. erected a Caltle, whoſe Ruins are 


apparent by the name of Offton-Caſtle. The names 
{ignifies, Offa's Town. 

Dgle-Caſtle, a Caſtle upon the River Poxe, near 
Belſey , in the County of Northumberland : giving 
the Title of Earl to the Duke of Newcaſtle, and its 
name to the YV/ard it ſtands in. It did formerly be- 
long to the Barons Ozle, 

Dalto, Ol!:9, Ollius , a River in the States of YVe- 
nice 1n Italy ; it ſpringeth from the Mountains above 
Eqdulum, in the Borders of Switzerland, in the Valte- 
line; and flowing through Breſcia or Brexa, into 
the Lake de Iſeo, it leaves it at Calepo : a little lower 
ſeparating the Territory of Brs{cza from that of 
Cremona, ( or the State of Venice from the Duke- 
dom of Mzlan,) and watering part of the Duke- 
dom of Mantoua, it falls into the Poat Burgoferte. 

Die, a County in Picardy. It is extended fron: 
Calazrs, as far as to Graveling and Dunkirk, and 
hath a Town in it of the ſame name. The Sparni- 
ards, during the Civil Wars of the League, poſſeſſed 
themſelves of this County ; till by the Treaty of Ver- 
vIn, 1n 1598. 1t was ſurrendred again to the Crown 
of France. . The Erg/:ſh heretofore held it above two 
Ages. $ There 1s a ſmall Iſland, Oze, near that of Re, 
upon the Coaſt of Saintonge, in Aquit ain. 

L' Dile, Oſeſia, I/auria, Oefia, ia, a River of 
France, which artſeth in Pzcardy, in the Confines of 
Hainault and Champagre ; and waſhing Guiſe, La- 
fere, and Noyon at Compeigne , it takes 1n the Ayſne, 
{ a bigger River than it (elf : ) ſo by Pont S.Maxzente, 
Beaumont, and Pont Oyſe, falls into the Sezne fix Miles 
below Paris, towards Roan. _ .. 

Dkeham or Oakbam , the Capital Town of the 
County of Rutland; ſeated in the rich and pleaſant 
Vale of Catmoſs, and ſaid to derive its name from 
the plenty of Oaks growing in its neighbourhood. 
It has a Caſtle where the Afſiſes are kept, a Free- 
ſchool, and a Hoſpital. And by an ancient Privi- 
lege belonging to its Royalty, a Nobleman entering 
on horſeback within its Precincts, . pays the homage 
of a Shove from his Horſe. Therefore upon the door 
of the Shire-Hall , there are many Horſe-ſhooes nai- 
led ; and over the Judges Seat in the ſame, oe curi- 
ouſly wrought , five toot and a half long, with a 
breadth proportionable. But this Homage or For- 
feiture may be commuted for money. | 

Dkehampton, a Borough and Market Town in 
Devonſhire, in the Hundred of Black-Torring : It 
returns two Members of Parliament. 

Did ,or Ould, Olitts, a River in Quercy in France. 

Dlde, or Oude, Vlaa, a River in Bretagne. 

Dldenburg, O/denburgum, Branneſia, a ſmall Ci- 
ty in VVeſiphalia ; the Capital of a County of the 
ſame name ; ſeated upon the River Honta 3 twenty 
five Miles from Breman to the Weſt , and forty 
from Embden to the Eaſt. Built by Ocho the 
Great ; and almoſt totally ruined by Fire in the 
year 1676. that very day the Citizens were to have 
_ the Oath of Allegiance to the King of Den- 
marks 

The County of DIdemburg , is a ſmall County 
in the Circle of YVeſtphalia ; between Eaſt-Friee 
Nfland to the Weſt, the Dukedom of Bremen to the 
Eaſt, the Biſhoprick of Munſter to the South , and 
the German Ocean to the North. Very fruitful, e+ 
ſpecially as to Paſture and Cattle ; the Air is cold 
and Foggy. This for a long time was under Counts 
of its own 3 Who are derived from VFittihin- 
dus the laſt King, and firſt Duke of the Saxons : 
VValepart, one of his Nephews, in 850. being 
the Earl of O/demburg. This Line continued with 
ſome ſmall variation for twenty three or twenty four

Didenbozg, a Town in Ho/ſtern, in the Territory of 
Wageren; once a Biſhops See, but removed long 
fince to Lnbeck: it ſtands not above three Miles from 
the Baltick Sea, and thirty from Lubech , to the 
North. 

Didenpo, Oldenpoa, a Tract in Eſthonta, in Lt- 
wonia ; between Letrtonia to the South 3 Eſthonia, 
( properly ſo called} to the Weſt ; Alentak to the 
North, and Moſcovy to the Eaſt : under the Swedes ; 
the chief Town in it is To»/par. 

xDidenzeel, or O/denſel, Odeſalia, a ftrong Town 
in Overyſſel, in the United Netherlands; taken and 
diſmantledby the Hollanders in 1626. 

:Dideſlo, Olden/loe, Oldeſioa, a Town in HolStein, 
in Wageren; pon the River Trava, in the Borders 
of Lavemburg ; three German Miles from Lubeck to 
the Weſt, and five from Hamburgh to the South- Eaſt. 
The King of Denmark erected here} a ſpacious For- 
tification in 1638. At which Lybeck was not a little 
alarm'd. 

DLlieron, Ul:arus, an Ifand on the Coaſt of Agur- 
tain belonging to the Duchy thereof, upon the Shoar 
of Saintonge ; againſt the Mouth of the River Cha- 
rente, two Leagues from the Continent. Six from 
North to South, two from Eat to Wett : ttrengthened 
by a very ſtrong Caſtle on the South Side; and uni- 
verſally famous for the Sea-Laws, here Publiſhed by 
Richard 1. King of England, at his Return from the 
Holy'Land, in the fifth year of his Reign : at which 
time this Iſland lay under the Dominion of the Kings 
of Ergland. This is the ſame Iſland with the O/ar707 
of Sidonius Apollinaris, which, be fays, yields plenty 
of Rabbets. 

Dleron, or Oleron ſur le Gave, Oloronenſis urbis, 
Huro, Hurona, Elarona, Loronenſium Croitas, a City 
of Bearn, in the South of France ; which tis a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Aux. Dettroyed by the 
Normans in the year 1080- and rebuilt by Centwlus, 
(one of the Earls of this Province upon a Branch 
of the Gave, thence called Le Gave ae Oleron; ten 
Leagues from Tarbes to the Welt, eighteen from Dax 
to the South, and twenty four irom Pampelena to the 
North. It itands upon an Eminence, having an old 
Tower. : 

Olika, Ol:ca, a City in Volhinia, a Province of 
Poland ; five Miles from Lucks to the South-Eatt : 
which in 1651+ ſuſtained a Siege againſt the Coſſacks, 
and preſerved it ſelf out of their Hands, 

Dlinde, Olinda, a Maritim City of Braſil, in A- 
merica; the, Capital of the Province of Pernambuc. 
Taken by the Hollanders in 1629. and fortified 5 but 
afterwards deſerted, and returned under the Crown of 
Portugal. - This City ſtands upon a Hill, near the 
Mouth of the River B:biribe ; has a Caſtle called 
S. George, and a large Haven. In 1676. it was made 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of S. Salvadore. 

Olivenza, Evandria, Oliventia, a ſtrong City of 
Portugal, upon the River Guadiana ; three Leagues 
{from Elvas to the South-Weſt, and twelve from Evora 
to the Eaſt. Taken by the Spaniards in 1658. and 
reſtored to the Portugueſe by the Treaty of Peace at 
Lisbon, in 1688. 

O1tvero, Ol:verio, Helicon, aRiver on the North 
of Sicily. 

The Mount of Olives, Mons Olivetus, a Mount 
in the Vicinage, to the Eaſt of the City Jeruſalem, 
in Paleſtine ; which bath the Valley of Fehoſaphat ly- 
ing betwixt Feruſalem and it, and the Brook Kedron 
gliding at its Foot, About two thouſand Paces in 
kngth ; from North to South, and fix hundred. in 
heighth, affording a delightful Proſpect not only over 
Feruſalem, but towards the Mountains of Arabia, 


towards Zordarn and the Dead. Sea, Hebron and S4- 
maraa. It breaks into. three Poznts or little Hills, 
whereof the loweſt to the. South. is called. the Moun- 
tain of Scanda!, that to the North Mons Kiri Galilei ; 
the other in the midi{t is the. highet. And uynon each 
of theſe Hills, in the times of the ancient Moabzees 
and Ammonites, {iood a Tabernacle of the Idols 
Aſhtaroth, Chameſh, and Melch»2, which were ado- 
red by Sol:mon's Concubjnes. Hither our Saviour re- 
tired to pray the Night preceding his Paſſion, as before 
ofien.; and from hence he a/cended into Heaven, leav- 
ing the. Print of his Foot upon a Rock, which is ſhown 
to P:/371ms to.this day, Helena, the Mother of Con- 
ftantine, built a Noble Church here, whoſe Ruins are 
extant ; together with others of the Temple of M:c- 
loc, the Village Shi/oah, the Garden of Gethſemani, 
and the Sepulchres of the Prophets Haggai and Je- 
chariah, (everally ſcattered up and down the Moun- 
tain.

Dlpmpia, an ancient City of El:s (now the Province 
of Belvedore / in the Morea ; where Fupzter, thence lir- 
named O:/ympzys )had a magnificent Temple dedicated 
to him, which the Oracles therein delivered, and the O- 
Iympich, Games every five years celebrated in his Ho- 
nour, rendered immenſely rich. Famous moreover 
fora Statue and Throne of Zupzter, made by Phidias 
of Gold, Ivory, and Precious Stones - with that Art 
and Grandeur, as to be accounted amongft the 
Vronders of the O!d VYorld. Panſanicos delivers a 
particular Deſcription thereof. Srrabo remarks a 
Fault in the Proportion. The Emperor Caligula 
would have taken it away, but was diverted from his 
Enterprize by ſtrange Prodigies, according to the Hi- 
ſtories of 0:07, Suetonins, and Joſephus. In the ſame 
Temple, amongſt many other Altars, there was one 
dedicated to the Unknown Gods : which gave the 
occafon to the like Inſcription at Athens.

There is in it the Ruins of 'a R-man 
Amphitheatre ; and of a triumphant Arch, without 
the walls, erected by Caius Marius arid Liifatius Ca- 
tulus, after their Victory over the Cimbrz and Teu- 
zones. The Principality of Oranze 1a very ſmall Ter- 
ritory, not exceeding fix French Leagues in Circuit : 
ſurrounded by the County de Venafcin on all fides ; 
and contains beſides its Capital fifteen Villages. It has 
belonged to the Illuſtrious Houſe of Naſſaw, ever 
{fince 1559. The Right and Title of it belonging 
now to K. William, the moſt Illuſtrions Prince of 
Orange. It is of a fertile Soil for Wine, Corn, Saf- 
fron and Fruits. The Univerſity of Oranze was foun- 
ded by Raymond. V. of the Houſe of Baux, Prince 
of Orange, in 1365. In 1562. and 1571. during the 
Civil Wars of Religion,under the Reign of Charles TX. 
K. of France, this City, addicted to the Proteſtant 
Intereſt, ſeverely ſuffered by Plunder, and Fire, and 
Sword. In the Year 441. S. Hi/arins Biſhop of Arles, 
preſided at a Council here touching the regulation of 
Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline. In 529, Ceſarius Biſhop 
of the ſame See preſided at another, which determt- 
ned the controverſies about Predeſtination, Grace and 
Free-will, according to S. Auſtin's diſcourſes ; having 
their Cannons afterwards approved by P. Boniface IT. 
In 12258. there was a third celebrated againſt the Al- 
bigenſes. 


Dzba, or / Orba and Urba, Urbs, a River of Li- 


guria, which rifing from the Apennine, and flowing. 


towards the North, (through the Territory of Aleſ= 
ſandria) falls into the Bormza ; four Miles from Aleſ- 
ſandria: and Bormza falls into the Tenaro, two Miles 
beneath the ſame City. $ There is a Town and Bay- 
liwick in Sw:tzzrland, under the Cantons of Bearn 
and Fr:bourg, of this name ; in Latin Urba, Urbi- 
genus. $ Alfo a River of the Province of Languedoc 
in France ; arifing from the Mountain /es Sevennes, 
near S. Pons de Tomzeres; and patling by B?ſiers into 
the Ocean, below Serignan. In Latin, Orbx or Oro- 
br, The French write it  Orbe. 

Ozbego, Urbicus, a River of the Kingdom of Le- 
on ; which ariſeth from the Mountains of Aſturza ; 
and lowing South, takes in the River Aſia near /ſtor- 
ga; then falls into the Eſla, which by the City of 
Leon conveys it info the Douro ; between Miranda 
to the Welt, and Samora to the Faſt: upon the 
Banks of Orbego, Theodorick (King of Spain) obtained 
a ſignal Victory over the Suabians, as Ado Viennen- 
ſis relates. 

©zbitelle, a Town upon the Borders of Tuſcany in 
Traly; in the Territory call'd Sraro dels Preſidiz by 
by the Inhabitants. It is a ſtrong Town ; under the 
Emperor Charles V. it refiſted the Turks, In 1646, 
the French : Anciently the Szeneſe were Maſters of 
it : but now the Spaniards ; as of the whole Territory 
where it ſtands. 

D:bo, Hierus, a River in Corſica. 

The Ozcades, now commonly called the Iſles of 
Orkney, ate a Knot of Iſlands about thirty in num- 
ber ; lying at the North Point of the Kingdom of 
Scotland. In Solinus his time not inhabited, but over- 
grown with Wood and Weeds ; now inhabited ; have 
no Wood, and bear no Corn but Oats and Barley. 
The Romans are thought to have poſſefſed them firtt 
in the days of Hadrian ; and' to have loſt them to 
the Saxons in the days of Honorins, from thoſe words 
of Claudian the Poet, 

—-= Maduerunt Saxone fuſo 

Orcades. —— - 

From theſe they came into the hands of the Norwegs- 
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ans, by the Grant of Dozaid ban, one of the Kings 
of Scotland. In 1266. they were re-conquered by 
Alexander King of Scotland. This Title was con- 
hirmed by Haquin King of Norway, and Robert Bruce 
King of Scorland, in 1312. In 1493. Chriſtian l. 
King of Norway matching his Dughter to Fames VI. 
of Scotland, renounced all his Right for eve: tothem : 
which was Confirmed by the Pope. The Inhabitants 
being a Colony of Norway, ſpeak the Gorhich Tonoue. 
The principal of them is Mamland ; in which the Bi- 
ſhop of the Northern Iſles keeps his Reſidence. They 
have the commendation of being very healthful 
places. 

D:chomene and Orchomenne, an ancient City of 
Brotia, in Greece ;, where there was a famous Tem- 
ple of old, dedicated to the honour of the Graces. 
It retains its appellation, amongſt the Turks, at this 
day. $ Antiquity tells us of another City, Orchomene, 
in Arcadia ; and likewiſe calls a River of Theſſalia 
by this name. 
 Dxco, Morgrs, a River in Piedmont, which falls 
into the Po at Chivaſo, ten Miles beneath Turin. 

Dye, a River in the County of Suffolk, upon which 
Orford is ſituated; and Framlingham near its Head. 

D:ecb2o, Orebroa, a ſmall City in the Province of 
Nerke in Sweden.

Dieſtx, an ancient People of Macedonia, towards 
the Adriatique Sea, and the Kingdom of Eprrus ; 
mentioned by Lucan with the Epithet of Extremos 
Oreſtas.

D:fa, the fame with the City Rho. 

Uztea, Alpheus, a River in the Morea, which 
falls into the 1ouzan Sea, over againſt the Iſle of 
Strophad. 

Dzfozd, a Corporation in the County of Suffo/k 
and the Hundred of P/um{zare, between the River 
Ore on the Eaſt, and a ſmall ftream on the Wett ; 
diſtant from the Sea about two Miles. It elets two 
members ot Parliament, and is remarkable for a Light- 
houſe at the Neſs, called Orford Light-houſe. Sir Rich. 
Baker reports a Story of a Fiſh, thaped like a Man, 
that was taken near this place in the Reign of King 
Henry IL. 

D:ge, Org:a, a ſmall River in the Iſle of France. 
There 1s another in the Province of Yendo/me, more 
commonly called Sorgue. 

Dia, Urza, a City in the Province of Otra»to, in 
the Kingdom of Nap/es ; which is a Biſhops See,under 
the Archbiſhop of Brind:ſi: placed at the toot of the 
Apennine, 16 Miles from Brindifi to the Welt. Once a 
conliderable City, but now inhabited by few ; and has 
ſcarce any thing worthy of regard, but an old Cattle. 

©O:thuela Oriola, a City in the Kingdom of Va- 
lentia ; which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Valentia. It is ſeated on the River Segura, tive 
Miles from the Mediterranean Sea, ſeven from Car- 
_— to the North, and three trom Arcia to the 
Ealt. 

Dzta, Men/uſcus, a River of Spain; which iriſeth 
in the Confines of Alava, from Mount S. Adrian ; 
Afc 
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and flowing Weſt through Guzpyſcoa, waſheth Se- 
gura, Franea and Toloſa ; at Ori falls into the Bay 
of Biſcay, ſeven Miles from S. Fean de Luz to the 
Weſt 


eſt. 

D:iftano, Oriſtanuw, a City of Sardinia, ſeated 
on the Weſtern fide of that Iſland ; which 1s an Arch- 
biſhops See. Heretofore called Arborea and T/ſellss : 
In 1639. the French befieg'd it. It denominates the 
Gulph of Oriſtano, and is the Capital of a County 
of the ſame name. In the latter Maps, written Orz- 
Stagns. | 

Dzita, a City in the Hither Indies ; with a Kings 
dom on the Eaſtern Shoar of the Promontory of Ma- 
labar, on the Gulph of Bergala; in the Poſſeſſion of 
the King of Golconda. Called ſometimes the King- 
dom of Orixa, and at others of Golconda. 

DO:knep. See Orcades. 

Deans, Aurelia, Aurelianum, Genabum in Cz- 
far, a City of France, in a Province of the fame-name ; 
which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Pa- 
71, fince the Year 1622. having been before under 
the Archbiſhop of Sexs. One of the nobleſt Cities of 
France ; ſeated on the Loyre, in the mid(t of this 
Kingdom : Honored with the Title of a Dukedom, 
belonging to the ſecond Son of France ; and an Uni- 
verſity founded by K. Philip /e bel. Said to be built 
by Marcus Aurelius the Emperour, in the Year of 
Chriſt 163. and to have had its name from that Prince ; 
Or, as another derives it, Aurelizana quaſi Ore Lige- 
7iana, becauſe it is fituated towards the mouth of the 
Loyre (Ligeris), to which it enjoys a convenient and 
ſafe Port. It is a delicate City, ſeated in a fruitful 
Country, which yields a generous fort of Wine ; and 
planted with a Civil and Ingenuous People. Aztzzla, 
King of the Hunns, unſucceſsfully befieg'a 1t in 450» 
Under the Merovigntan Line, it was the Seat of a di- 
ſtint Kingdom for ſome time. In 1428. being be- 
fieged by the Englzſh, and in great diftreſs, it was re- 
lieved by the Valor of Zeaxe de Arc, that Female Ge- 
neral ; whom the Engliſh afterwards took and burnt 
for a Witch. Upon the Bridge over the Loyre (which 
is very large and beautifu!, with fixteen Arches,) you 
have a lively PortraiCture in Braſs of the Virgin Ma- 
7y in a fitting poſture, with the dead Body of our 
Saviour laid a croſs her lap. On the right hand at a 
little diſtancethere is the then French K. (Charles VIL.) 
upon his Knees praying towards the Virgin. And on 
the left this Lady of Arc, done all in Man's Armour, 
in the ſame poſture. She continues to this day in 
great Veneration amongſt the People ; and 1s common- 
Iy called by the name of Pucelle D' Orleans, the Maid 
of Orleans. In 1312. the Hall for Reading Law was 
opened here by Philip le Bel, Ring of France. In 
1551. Hen. II. opened here a Court for the determt- 
ning ſmall Caſes. This City, eſpecially the Cathedral, 
ſuffered very much in the Civil Wars of Fraxce, It 
ſtands thirty four Leagues from Parzs to the South, 
upon the aſcent of an Hill, in the form of a bow, en- 
compaſied with a Wall of eight Gates and forty Tow- 
ers, containing twenty two Pariſhes, and four Colle- 
giate Churches, beſides a rich and noble Cathedral. In 
the Years 511. 533. Or 536. 538. 541. 549, there were 
Councils celebrated here, touching the regulation of 
Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline. In 645. the opinions of the 
Monethe/ites were oppoſed in a Council ; as thoſe of 
the Manicheansin 1017, or 1022. in the preſence of 
Robert KR. of France and Conſtauce his Queen. In 
1411. John Duke of Burgundy, with his adherents, 
was excommunicated in another Council here : not 
to men-ion inferiours. 

Ducanots, Aurelianenſis Ager, is a part of the 
Prefecture of Orleans : bounded on the North with 
la Beauſe, on the Eaſt by Gaſtinos, on the Weſt by 
. B'arſorr, and on the South by Sologne : from which 
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laſt it is divided by the Loyre.z though ſome attribute 
ſeveral Villages to it, beyond that River. The Cities 
of 1t are Orleans, Baugency, and Chartres. 

Dzmus, Armuzia, Ormuzium, Organa, a ſmall 

Iſland on the Coaſt of Perſia z known to the Greeks 
and Romans ; with a City of the ſame name. This 
Iſland is ſeated at the Mouth of the Per/iar: Gulph, 
upon the Provirce of Schiras, over againſt the Mouth 
of the Drut ; nine Spanzſh Miles in compaſs, and 
twelve from the neareſt Shoars of Perſia. The City, 
which was once fo potent and rich, fell into the Hands 
of the Porrugueſe in 1517: and was re-conquered by 
the Perſians, afliſted by the Engliſh, April 25. 1622. 
Whereupon this ſo famous Mart, preſently became 
deſolate and forſaken : fo that there is now little of 
it left but the Caftle, that the Portugueſe built, which 
has deluded the Forces of the Tk; and Arabians, 
Out of the ruins of it is ſprung up. Gambron, on the 
continent. Long. 91. 20. Lat. 27. 30. This Iſland 
wants freſh water. It hath formerly ſuſtain'd the title 
of a Kingdom, The Tartars call it, Necrokin. The 
Portugueſe were thought to loſe ſix or ſeven Millions, 
at the retaking of it by the Eng/zſh and Per/ian 
Forces. 

D:mond , Ormondia. The North part of the 
County of Tipperary, in the Province of Munſter ; 
called by the ſriſp, Orwowon, that is, the front of 
Munſter. A lean Mountainous barren Country ; 
which gives the Title of a Duke to one of the beſt 
and mott Loyal Families in that Kingdom : the firſt 
of which was Fames Butler, Created Earl of Ormond 
by Edward II. Fames the late Earl, was for his fig- 
nal ſervices in the old Rebellion in Ireland in 1643, 
Created Marqueſs of Ormond, In 1660. he was by 
Charles Il. made Duke of Ormond in Ireland ; and 
In 1661. In Ergland. 

Dzmskirk, a Market Town in Lancaſhire, in the 
Hundred of Darby, not far from Merton Meer. 

D:nans, a Signory in the Iſle of Cor/ica. 

Dzne, Orna, Olina, a River in Normandy, which 
watereth Argentan, Caen; and at Eſtreban falls into 
the Britiſh Sea. 

D:ne, Odorna, a River of Lorrain, which f.lls in- 
to the Moſelle, between Mets and Thionville ; it has 
a Town of the ſame name upon it, between the Mo- 
ſelle and the Maes ; but neareſt to the laſt. Huf- 
man. 

D;ontes. See Farfar. $ The ſame is alſo the name 
of a Mount, near the City Tauris in Perſia. 

D:opus or Orope, an antient City of Attica in 
Greece: called now Aucamins and Suzamino. Au- 
lus Gellius (peaks of it. $ There was a ſecond in 
Macedonia, the Birth-place of Seleucus Nicanor. $ A 
third in the Illand Eubza, in Ariſtotle's time, who 
remembers it. $ And Szephanus places a fourth in 
Syria, called alſo Telmiſſus. 

Dzſoi, Orſoium, Orſovium, a ſmall, but ſtrong 
and an important Town in the Dutchy of Cleves, in 
Germany, upon the Rhine. Taken for the Hollanders 
by the Prznce of Orange in 1634: and in 1672 by 
the Duke of Orleans, tor the French. 

D:ſla, a ſtrong Town. in the Dukedom of Lithu- 
ania, 1n Poland ; ſeated at the Confluence of the Ri- 
ver Orſca with the Nzeper, eighteen Poliſh Leagues 
from Smolensko to the Welt and twelve frem Mobi- 
low to the North, towards VV:tepskz. It is defended 
by a good Cittadel. ' Sigz/mond I. King of Poland, 
defeated the Muſcovites before it in 1514; taking 
Priſoners four thouſand, and leaving dead upon the. 
Place forty thouſand. It hath heretofore been in the 
lands of the Muſcovrites. 

Dzta or Orts, Hortanum, a ſmall City in the Ec- 
cleliaſtical State, upon the Tiber ; near its Confluence 
with the Nera, and upon an Aſcent, It belonged 
formerly 
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formerly to the Dukedom of ToTana. Pliny takes 
occaſion to mention it, It is an Epiſcopal City, thir- 
ty four Miles from Rome to the North. | 

Dztenbouzg, Orremburgum, a Town in the Pro- 
vince of Carmtivia, in Ger mary, upon the Drave : 
having the honour to give a Title of a Count of the 
Empire. 

:D:ton, a Market Town in the County of Y/Veſt- 
morland, in Eaſt Ward, amongſt the Heaths 3 much 
wanting Wood 
* Oxtona, a City of the Hither Abruzzo ; and a Bi- 
ſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of Ty:vento ; which 
has a ſafe Port on the Adriatick; twelve Miles from 
Trivento North-Eaſt, eight from Lanciano to the 
ſame, and eleven. from Peſcara to the South-Eaſt. 
It is now called Ortona a Mare, to diſtinguiſh it 
from Ortona di Marſi, in the ſame Province. Made 
a Biſhop's See by Pope P:us V. in 1570. The Res 
venue of this Town belongs to the Papacy. 

Orvieto, Oropitum , Urbiventum, Herbanum, a' 
City of Italy, of great antiquity ; called in ſeveral 
Ages by various names. It was heretolore included 
in the Province of Toſcana, now in S. Peter's Patri- 
mony ; the Capital of a Territory denominated from 
it, and a Biſhop's See; ſeated upon the River Pe/:a, 
(which a little higher takes in the Chiana, and three 
Miles lower falls into the Tiber ; ) twenty Miles from 
Viterbo to the North,fixty trom Rome,and thirty from 
Perugia. Very ſtrong by its Situation ; being fenced 
on all fides by Rocks, and ſteep Valleys or Precipices. 

Dwell, a River in the County of Suffo/k : upon 
whoſe Banks not only Ipſwich, but S:ow Market and 
Needham are alſo tituated.

Dsboz, or Olbor, Osborium. The Geographers do 
not determine whereabouts in Germany it was, that this 
Place ſtood. But they omit not to mention 1t, up- 
on the account of a Council there afſemibled, in the 
preſence of the Emperor Henry IV. which condemn'd 
the Anti-Pope Honorius II. and confirm'd the Ele- 
Ction of Pope Alexander II. 

Olean, Oſſavus, a ſmall River in Bearn. 

DOſenburgh, Oſnaburgum, Oſnabrugum, Oſnabru- 
cum, a City of YVVeſtphalia in Germany : which is a 
Hanſe Town, and a Biſhop's See, under the Archbt- 
ſhop of Cologn ; inſtituted by Charles the Great in 
776. It is ſeated upon the River Haſa ; eight Ger- 
man Miles from Munſter to the South-Ealit, and fif- 
teen from Oldenburgh to the South. Famous for a 
Peace concluded here between the Emperor and the 
Crown of Sweden in 1648. This City is under the 
Dominion of its own Biſhop, who keeps his ordina- 
ry refidence at Patersbourgh: and called ſometimes 
Oſnabruck, Not only the Parochial Churches are 
divided here amongſt the Roman Catholicks and Lu- 
therans ; but the Lutherans alſo have the Poſlefli- 
on of three Prebends in the very Cathedral, with a 
Voice ( Afive) in the Election of Dignitaries. 
The Roman Catholick Prebendaries have Voices Ative 
and Paſſive, electing and to be elected. $ The Bi- 
ſhoprick of Qſenburgh is a Tract of Germany, under 
the Biſhop of this Dioceſe ; by the Order of Charles 
the Great. Bounded on the Weſt and South with 
the Biſhoprick of Munſter ; on the Eaft by the Prin- 
cipality of Minden, and the County of Ravenſperg : 
from North to South forty Miles, from Eaft to Weſt 
twenty five. The Biſhop of this Dioceſe is to be a 
Roman Catholick, and a Lutheran by turns ; accor- 
ding to the Treaty made in this City, in favour of the 
Houſe of Brunſwick. 5 

Dliero, Abſirtum, Abſortus, Abſorus, Civitas 
Auſarenſis, an Iſland and City of its name upon the 

Coaſt of Dalmatia; under the Venetians. The City 
is a Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of Zara in 
Dalmatia. | 


Dlinio, Auximum, a City in the Marchia Anco- 
nitana 1n [taly, upon the River M#uzo; ten Miles 
from Ancona to the South. It is a Biſhop's See, un- 
der no Metropolitan but the Pope ; in whoſe Domi- 
nion 1t 1s: and in a Conſumptive Condition.

Dſma. or O/mo, Oxoma, Uxama, a ruined Ci- 
ty in O'd Caſti/e, upon the River Douro ; which is 
yet a Biſhpps See, under the Archbiſhop of To/eds : 
eighteen Leagues from Burgos to the South. This 
City was ruined by the Moors. The Avion and Ux= 
ero fall both near this City into the Douro. In 1 550s 
there was a ſmall Univerſity opened here. 
A Bithynia, a Province in the Leſſer

Dſnaburgh. $ee Oſenburzh. 

_ Dſrhoene, Oſroene, and Oſdroene, an antient Pro- 
vince of Meſopotamia in Aſia, near Comagena, upon 
the Euphrates. In the year 197. an early Synod was 
allembled here, about the Celebration of Eater, 

Dia, a Mountain of Theſſaly, near the River Pe- 
nevus and the Mountains Pelion and Olympus ; 
equally with them famous in the Writings of the 
ancient Poets. Since, otherwiſe calle Monte Caſſo- 
vo and Olira. $ Strabo writes of another Mountain, 
O/Ja, in the Peloponneſus ; and Ptolomy of a City, 
fo called, in Macedonia. $ The River Of is the 
ſame with the modern Fiore. 

Dllet, an ancient City of Hiſpania Butica, row 
in the Kingdom of Andaluzzia, near Sevil, in Spain ; 
with the name of Trzaza. In the ſixth Century there 
was a flouriſhing Roman Catho'ick Church in this 
City, whoſe Cauſe againſt the Arrians was pretended 
to be favoured by Miracles. 
| Dflona, -!»/a, a ſmall ruined City in Catalonia 
in Spain; which is yet a Biſhop's See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Tarragona. Seated in a Plain not far 
from the River Tera: eight Leagues from Grrone 
to the Welt, and ſeventeen from Barcinona to the 
North : and inhabited by few. 

Dſlery, Ofſeria, a Tract in the Province of Lein- 
fer, in Queens-County ; which is both an Earldom 
and a Biſhoprick. The Biſhop refides at Kzlkenny, 
being a Suftragan to the Archbiſhop of Dublin. The 
Earldom belongs to the Duke of Ormond, and de- 
ſerves a particular regard on that account, 

Dfſuna, Orſ914, a ſmall City in Andaluſia, thir= 
teen Leagues from Sevi/ to the Eaſt; which is a 
Dukedom. 

Dltende, Oftenda, a Sea-Port Town in Flanders, 
ſeated in a Marſh at the Mouth of the River Geule ; 
well fortified, and ftill under the King of Spain. It 
ſtands three Leagues from Newport to the South-Eaſt, 
and four from Bruges. This Town was befieged 
from Fuly 5. 1601, to September 22. 1604. by the 
Spaniards ; being then in the Hands of the Hol/an- 

ers. And at laſt was taken for want of Ground to 
defend it, by Albert Archduke of Arſtria, upon good 

Articles. 

Dlterlandt, Oſiera, a Tract in Mſnra ; between 
Thuringia to the Weſt, YVorgeland to the South, 
Leipſick to the North, and Er:zeburgiſce to the Eaſt. 
The greateſt part of it 1s under the Duke of Saxony 
VVeymar ; and the chief Town is Altemburgh. 

Dltia, an ancient City, built by Ancus Martius 
King of the Romans, upon the Sea of Thuſcany, at 
the Mouth of the Tiber ( where it formerly had a fa- 
mous Port), in the Eccleſiaſtical State, It is a Bi- 
ſhop's See, continually attributed to the Dean of the 
College of Cardinals. S. Monica, the Mother of 
S. Auguſtine, died at it. In 1556. the Duke of Alva 
took it : but the Pope's Forces retook it ſoon after. 

It had the Fortune to be deſtroyed by the Saracens 
in their times. 2 
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Dftiong, a City and Province on_ the Eaſt of 
Tuſſa. The City ſtands upon the River Suchana, 
where it receives the Jug ; a hundred and eighty Miles 
from Wolcgda to the Eaſt, and fifty from the Dina. 

©fitrogothia, Oftrogo:rhland, or Eaft Gothland, 
a Province in the Kingdom of Sweden. Bourded on 
the North by Sueonia, on the Welt by Weſtregothia, 
on the South by Smaland, and on the Eaſt by the 
Baltick Sea. The principal Cities are Norkeprng , 
Soderkoping, and Stegeborg- The antient Oſtrogaths 
and W:figoths had this Etintion in their names 
from their living, the one in tay, the other on this 
fide the Mountains. | : 

Dſtrovizza, a Fort in the County of Zara, in 
Da!matia ; ſurrounded with delightiul Foretts, Pa 
ſturage, and Springs, in ſo good an Air withal, as 
renders its Situation charming. About a hundred 
years ago the Venetians took it from the Turks and 
burnt it. And after the latter had again rebuilt it, 
the Morlaques of Croatia in 1682. ſet, a ſecond time, 
fire to it. But in 1683. the YVenetrans entered upon a 
ſetled Poſſefion of it, and ſecured it with a Garrifon. 

Oftunt, Oſtmnm, a City of the Province of Orran- 
to, in the Kingdom of Naples g which is a Biſhop's 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Brindji ; towards the 
Shoars of the Adriatich : ſixteen Miles from Brind:/i 
to the Weſt, and twenty two from Taranto to the 
SoutheEaſt, 

Dfweſtrer, a Market Town in Shropſhire. The 
Capital of its Hundred : near the Borders of Wales. 

Dftfozd, a Town in the County of Kent, in Sur- 
ton Lath, near the River Darent: where Canutw 
the Dane, in a Battel with King Edmund Irenſide, 
was put to flight with the loſs of five thouſand Men. 
It is a Town of good Antiquity, 

Dtlep, a Market Town in the Weft Riding of 
Torkshire, in the Hundred of Skrrack, upon the Ri- 
ver Wharfe. 

Dtranto, Hydruntum, Hydrus, a City in the 
Kingdom of Naples ; which is an Archbiſhop's See, 
and the Capital of a Province of the ſame name ; on 
the Shoars of the Adrzatich, to which it hath a Port ; 
forty five Miles from Brindi/i to the South, twenty 
four from Gal/ipol: to the Eaft. This City was taken 
and miſerably ruined by Mahomet II. ( Emperor of 
the Turks) in 1480. But he dying ſoon alter, A!- 
phonſus Duke of Calabria, fate down before it ; and 
took it b:fore the Turks were in condition to relieve 
their Garriſon, There is now in it a ſtrong Caltle, 
fituated upon a Rock. In 1567, a Provincial Synod 
was aſſembled here. 

La 'Terra d' Dtranto, (the Province which takes 
its name from the City laſt mentioned) is bounded 
on the Eaſt, South and Welt, with the Mediterra= 
nean Sea; on the North by Bars, and the Baſilicate. 
This was a part of the ancient Calabria ; and has 
many Greeks living on the South fade. The principal 
Places next Otranto, are Lecca, Brind:fi, Gallipoli, 
Aatera, ard Taranto. 

Ottenwalt, Orthoma Sylva, a Foreſt in the Pa- 
latinatz of the Rhine; between the Marne and the 
Necker ; wi:ich has been under that Elector ever ſince 
1465. It lies in the Confines of Francona, towards 
Gerawer aud the Earidom of Erpach. 

©ttercy S. Wary, a Market Town in Devonſh, 
The Capital of its Hundred. 

Dtthen, O:10n1::91., See Odenſee. 

Dudcnarde, A/denarda, Aldenardum, a Town in 
Flangers of great firength; divided by the Scheld 
into two parts, and ſtrengthened by a Caſtle called 
Pamele, which is joyned to the Town by a fair Bridge 
over the Scheld. It lies five Leagues from Gawnt, 
and fix from Tournay» Taken by the French in 
1658. and 1667, Beſieged without ſycceſs by the 
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Spaniards in 1674, but by the Treaty of Nimegrien 
reſtored to them in 1679. Some Cerive its beginning 
-from a Fortreſs built by the Fi:.277zs upon the Sche/de 
in AIT-. 

Tuden, Ol/da, a River it1 Frarxce, m the Province 
of Anjou. Another in Aquitain, called le Lct more 
cer monly : and a third in Beaxjolors. 

T ver-Plel, Over-1ſſel, Trans-Ifſalana, a Province 
of great extent in the United Netherlands, towards 
Germany ; which was a part of the Biſhoprick of 
Utrecht from the year 1046, and called ſo becauſe 
it lay beyond the 1/e/. It is divided into three parts 5 
the Drente, the Sallant, and the Twente. Bounded 
on the Eaſt by the Bifhoprick of Munſter ; on the 
North by Frie/land and Gronirgen ; on the Welt 
and South by the Xuyder Sea, and Guelderiand. It 
was granted from the Biſhoprick to Charles V. in 
1527. In 1582. it revolted from Span, and united 
with the Holanders. In 1672. it was over-run by 
the French; who were forced two years after to 
draw off : ſo it returned to its former liberty. The 
principal Places are Deventer, Campen, Awol, and 
Coevorden. 

D veflant, Vxants Inſula, an Iſland on the Weſt 
of Britany in France. 

D viedo, Ovedum, Ovetum, a City in the King- 
dom of Leon in Spain ; the Capital of a Territory 
called les Aſturies d'Oviedo ; and a Biſhop's See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Compoſte/la ; between the No- 
7a and the Nalona. Once the Capital of a Kingdom, 
begun in the Perſon of Pelagzus in 717. and conti- 
nued in his Succeſlſors till the year 913, when Order 
20 Il. took the ſtyle of King of Leon. This City 
ſtands five Spaniſh Leagues from the Shoars of the 
Ocean to the South, eighteen from Aſturia, and fix- 
teen from Leon, betwixt the Mountains. There was 
a ſmall Univerſity opened here in 1580, which never 
much improved. In gol. a Council was aſſembled 
at this City, Funder Pope Fohn VIII. which advanced 
the See to the Dignity of an Archb:ſhoprick, But 
it has loit again that Dignity ſince. 

Duinep, a Market Town in Bucksnghamſhire, 
in the Hundred of Newport, upon the River Ouſe. 

Dundle, a Market Town in Nor:hampronſhare, in 
the Hundred of Polbrooke ; pleaſantly ſeated on the 
Banks of the Nen, over which it has two Bridges. It 
1s beautified with a fair Church, a Free-School, and 
an Almſhouſe. 

L*Durt or Onrte, Urea, a River of the Low 
Countries, ſpringing near the Frontiers of the Duke- 
dom of Luxembourg, and patling by Offal:Ze, Roche- 

fort, Durbui, it receives the Abe with the change of 
its name into Ure Owrt, and falls into the Maeſe at 
Liege. 

urtes or Orthez, Orteſiam, a Town in the 
Canton of Bearn, in Switzerland, upon the Gave de 
Pan, betwixt Pau and Bayonne. Remarkable for 
an antient Caſtle, and a Proteſtant School. 

Duſche or L'Onche, Oſcars, a River of the Duke- 
dom of Bourgegne in France, paſſing by Fleurz and 
Dijon, and As the Reception of ſome Rivulets joyn= 
ing with the Saoſne, near S. Fean de Lone. 

Duſe, 1s, a River in Gloceſterſh. which ariſcth in 
the South Border of that Shire, near Toorleron ; at 
Crekelade, it takes in the Churne ; at Lechlade, the 
Colne ; and beneath it the Leche. This is properly 
the Head of the Thames ; tho it has not that Name, 
till its conjunction with the Thame in Oxfordſhire. 

Tanaſe, Garryenw, a River called Ure, and Toure ; 
which parteth the Weſt, from the North-Riding of 
Torkshtre; watereth the City of Tork ; and then falls 
into the Wherfe at Carmood Caſtle. 

Duſe the Gzeat, ariſcth in the County of Here - 
ferd, in a place called Dane End above Luton: and 

run- 
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running North-Weſt, enteceth Bedfordſhire, and wa- 

fcreih the priicipal Town of it : from thence 1t pal- 

ſeth to Huntington by E.y; above which joyning 
with toe River Granta from Camovridge, and beneath 

Little Port taking in the Lzttle Ouſe ( which ariſeth 

at Loppham Ford, in the County of Suffoik ; and 

dividing Suffolk from Norfolk, pafſ:th by Thetford, 
into the Great Ouſe ) by Downham and Kings Linn, 
falls into the German Ocean. This is one of the 
greateit Rivers of England. 

Durgue, a Town-in Portgal ; made famous by 
a Victory obtained by Alfonſo, againit five Kings of 
the Moors, in 1256. | 

zDuſte, or L'Arſt, Ouſta, Auſta, a River in Bre- 
tagne. Tt takes its ſource in the Foreſt of Laudeac, 
near Avaruzour ; then paſſing by Rohan, Focelin, 
Maleſtroit, Pont-Corbin, augmented with the Ars 
and the Cl/ayze, it unites with the Vilaine near Redon. 

Owar, Ovaria, a Town in the Upper Hungary, 
upon the River Yag, at the foot of the Mountains 
which part that Country from Poland. It ſtands be- 
low Tranſchin. 

Drxfozdſhire, Oxonien/is Comitatus, is bounded 
on the North by Warwick and Northampton; on the 
Eaſt by Buckingham, on the South by Barkshire, and 
on the Weſt by Glouceſterſhire. The Air of it is 
mild, ſweet and pleaſant ; the Earth fruitful both in 
Corn and Graſs, by reaſon of the great abundance of 
Rivers and freſh Springs. It is of a triangular Form : 
forty Miles from North-Weſt to South-Eaſt in length, 
ſcarce twenty in breadth, and in circumference an 
hundred and thirty ; contatning two hundred and 
eighty Pariſhes, and fifteen Market Towns. Watered 
by the Thame and Iſis, the Cherwell, the Windruſh, 
and the Evenlode, The Dobani were the old Inha- 
bitants of it, during the times of the Romans. It 
takes its Name from the principal City. See the Na- 
tural Hiſtory of this County, fully and curiouſly 
written by the Learned Doctor Robert Plots. 
 Drfozd, Oxonium, Oxfordia, Calleva, Rhydicina 
from the Welſh name Rhidychen, is ſeated in the 
Southern Border of the County of Oxford, towards 
Berksbire : having the Cherwe! on the Eaſt, and the 
Tis (or Ouſe) on the South. It is a very fair and 
ſubſtantial City, ſeated in an excellent Air, and en- 
Joying ſo delightful a Proſpect, that” the Country 
adjacent has thence Iong ago contracted the Ti- 
tle of Belloſitum, amongit the Ingenious. One of 
the nobleſt and ancienteſt Univerſities alſo in the 
World. Begun, or rather (after the Defolations it had 
ſuffered, in common with the reſt of England, under 
the Saxons and Danes) reſtored by King Alfred, a 
Saxon, anno Chriſti, $c6, the great Civilizer of the 
Engliſh Nation : who ſending. his Son Erhelward hi- 
ther, encouraged the Young Nobles to come to 1t 
from all Parts. In the time of Willziam the Cori- 
queror, it was a conſiderable City : having then ſeven 
hundred ſeventy and four Houſes; five hundred of 
which paid yearly Cuſtoms to the King. In this 
Prince's time Robert d* Oily, a Normar, built the Ca- 
file on the Weſt ſide of the Town. In 1074, King 
Stephen cloſely beſieged Maude the Empreſs, (Daugh- 

_ ter of Henry I, and Mother of Henry IT.) in this Ca- 
ſ{tle. _—_ Langton, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
celebrated a Council here in 1222. There have 1n 

proceſs of time by ſeveral Princes and Noble Benefa- 

tors been founded and liberally endowed here, 
eighteen Colleges and ſeven Halls ; of which Unzver- 
ſity, Baliol and Merton Colleges, were the firft en- 
dowed in all Europe : of latter times by Sheldon 

Archbiſhop of Canterbury, a noble Theatre: and at 

the Charge of the Univerſity, a ſtately D4uſeum was 

finiſhed in the year 1683- Then the Bod/ean Library, 

{ contending with the Patzcan it felf) , the Publick 
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Schools, and Phyſick Garden are admired by all. By 
the Charter of K. Edward II. the Mayor of the City 
{tands bound to obey the Orders, and live in Subje- 
Ction to the Vicechancelour of the Univerſity: which, 
from the time of its Reſtauration under K. 4.frea, 
has been all along accounted one of the four principal 
Univerſities of Europe ; the three other being Pars, 
Salamanca, and Bologna. Henry VIII. added in the 
year 154r. the Honor of a Biſhop's See. Aubrey de 
Vere, the preſent Earl of Oxford, is the twentieth of 
his Family ; which has been honored with this Title 
ever lince the year 1155, ( or as others ſay in 1137.) 
It 1s certain he is the tirlt Earl in England. Long. 
19. 20. Lat. 52. or, This City having ſuffered very 
much with and for Charles the Martyr, after a Siege 
from May 2. to Fune 24. 1646, was ſurrendred to 
the Parliamentarians. 

Drirpnchus, or Oxgrynchus, an ancient Town in 
the Kingdom ot Egypt, mentioned by Evagriue. He 
fays, the Inhabitants were almoſt all Monks or Nuns; 


and that it had then twelve Churches, beſides the - 


Monaſfteries. | 

Dyſe, E/ia, a River of France, which ariſeth in 
Picardy; and running Southward by Guzſe, and /a 
Fere, takes in there the Serre ; then entering the Ile 
of France at Compeigne, it takes in the Ayſne ; and 
between Clermont and Senlzs, pafſeth to Pont=Oyſe ; 
beneath which it falls into the Seyne, eight Leagues 
below Parts. 

Dzaca, a great City of the Kingdom of Fapan, in 
the Ifland of Niphonza ; with a ſplendid Caſtle be- 
longing to the King, built ſome few years ſince. The 
Iſland is in a very large Bay of the Province of Fer- 
ſeſena. The City ſtands in the middle of the Iſland, 
ti:ty Leagues from Meaco to the North-Eaſt. 

Dzſurgheti, Ozurierum, the Capital City of the 


Kingdom of Gurzel, in Georgia; where the King of 


Gurzel reſides. 

Dz3zwieczin, Ozviecinum, a Town in the Leſſer 
Po/and, in the Palatinate of Cracovia; upon the 
V:iſtula, where it takes in the Sala : ſcarce three Po- 
iſh Miles from Sileſia, and about ſeven from Craco- 
7z1 to the Weſt. It has a Timber Caftle, ſeated in 
a Moraſs : Honored with the Title of a Dukedom. 
In the year 1654, it returned to the Crown of Poland, 
after it had for many years been annexed to S:le/ia. 
This Town is called by the Germans, Juſch-Wits. 
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Pact, a famous, fertile, and pleaſant Valley 
in the Kingdom of Peru, four Leagues from L#- 
ma : where ſtood, in the times of the Tzcas or Indian 
Emperors of Peru, a moſt magnificent Temple by 
.them built to the honour of the Creator of the Unti- 
verſe, ſays Garcillaſus ; not of the Sun, as others 
miſrepreſent their. Devotion. Its Ruines are yet ap- 
parent. This Temple was immenſely-rich with the 
Treaſures eſpecially hidden ic it, when Pizarro be- 
came Maſter of'the Country: . It is ſaid, himſelf drew 
thence above nine hundred thouſand Duccates. 

Pacamozes, a People of Perr: near the Confluence 
of the Marano, and the River of Amazons. 

Pacca, the Moor:ſþh Name of Beja, a City of 
Portugal. ' SAS (7 ; : 

Pattolus, a River of the Leſſer A/za, which art- 
ſeth in Lydia from the Mountain Tmolus, and paſſeth 
by the City Sardis into the Hermus (now Sarabat) ; 
whence it is alſo by the Moderns called by the fame 
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Name of Sarabat. The antient Poets often quote 
its golden Sands. 

Padebozn, Pad:rborn, Paderborna, Padeburna, 
a City of Weſiphalia; which is a Biſhop's See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Ment, by the In{tiiution of Charles 
the Great, who held a Dict or Parliament here in 777. 
In 799. Pope Leo III. took refuge in this City. In 
959. it happened to be burnt. In 1c02. the Empreſs 
Cunegonda was crowned at it. Of old an Imperial and 
Free City ; but ſince exempt, and in the Hands of its 
own Biſhop ever ſince 1604. It is feated near the 
Riſe of the River Lippe ; twelve Miles from Munſter 
to the North-Eait, and. ten from Caſſel to the South» 
Welt : about two Miles from it Hes the Cattle of 
Newhanuz, built by Theodore Furſtemberg, Biſhop of 
this See, in the year 1590, ſor the Reſidence of the 
Biſhop. Long. 30. 30. Lat. 51. 45» S The Biſhop- 
rick of Paderboyn, is a Tract in the Circle of We/?- 
phalia ; bounded on the North by the County of 
Lipp?, on the Eait by Munſter, on the South by 
Haſjia, and on the Weſt by the Dukedom of W-/2- 
P-alza Tt is from North to South forty Miles. The 
principal Places in it are Paderborn, Brackel and 
Warburgh. Ferdinand Furſtemberg, Biſhop of this 
Dioceſe, has written a Hittoiy of 1t. 

JPadoua, Patavium, a Ci y of Italy, 1n tne States 
of Venice ; upon the Rivers Brenta, and Bachiglione ; 
twenty four Miles from Venzce to the Welt, exghteen 
from Vicenza, and forty eight from Ferrara to the 
North. All the ancient Writers agree this City was 
built by Antenor a Trojan, ( particularly Virgzl ſpeak- 
ing of Amntenor ſays, Hic tamen ille urbem Patavi, 
ſedeſque locavit,) foon after the Ruin of Troy : They 
pretend to ſhew his Tomb here ; upon which there 
is an Inſcription in-Gothich Letters, that cannot be 
equally old. In this City was brought into the World 
Livy, the great Roman Hiitorian. About the year 
of Chrilt 452, it was ruined by Attila, King of the 
Huns; rebuilt by the Inhabitants of Ravenna. About 
an hundred years after the Lombards defiroyed it, 
and Charles the Great refeunded it. In 1140. 1t came 
into the Poſſefton of the Carrariz. In 1221, Fre- 
derich 1I. Emperor opened tie Univerſity here. In 
1403. Fohn Galeatius, Duke of Mzlan, put an end 
to this Family ; and three years after, the Yenerzans 
took it from him. In 1509. it was taken from them 
by Maximi/ian I. Emperor of Germany ; but being 
ſoon after recovered, has ever ſince continued under 
that State. It 1s great and ſtrong, but not very po- 
pulous ; and a Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Aquileja. Long. 33. 58. Lat. 44. 54. The Country 
it ftands in js ſo fruitful, as to give occalion to this 
Tralian Proverh to prefer Padua before either Venice 
or Bologne, Bologna la graſſa, Venetia la guaſia, 
»na Padoa la paſſa. It is made a ſtrong place by its 
Caftles, Towers, Walls and Ditches. The Palaces 
and publick Buildings are noble; the Unzver/ary is 
particularly famous tor the Faculty of Phyſick. It 
1s the Capital of the Territory, called the Padouan;; 
which comprehends Eſte, Arqua,, Poluerara, Caſtel- 
baldo, Montagnaha, , Mirane,, &Cc: There are two 
Academies of the T1:genzous eſtablifhed in it, under 
the Titles of p/# Recoverati, and glr:inflammats. It 
ſhews the runes of a Roman: Amphitheatre ; And in 
the year 1350. a Synod'was afſemibled in-this City.

The Palatinatc of Bavaria. See Bavaria. 

The Palattnate of the Rhine, Palatinatus Rhe- 
ni, Palatinatnus Inferior, is a Province of Germany, 
in the Circle of the Rhine ; called by the Germans, 
Nider Pfaltziſche Landt ; under the Electoral 
Prince, who has his Title from it. The R/3ne divides 
It info two unequal parts; on the North it is bound- 
ed by the Biſhoprick of Me? >. and in part on the 
Eaſt ; the relt of that fide is incloſed by Gerarwer ; 
on the South 1t has the Lower 4//atza; on the Welt 
the Biſhoprick of Trier, and the Dukedom of Bipone.

Palermo, Parormis, a City in the Valley of Mz-

ans before the Greeks entered this Iſland. Under Ro- 
ger Earl of 'Szcily it became the Capital of the Iſland.

The principal Town of it is Santa 
Cruz de la Palma. There 1s a Volcanoe-Mountain in 
this Iſland, which in Nov. r677. raged with a mighty 
vehemence, accompanied with Thunder, Earthquakes, 
and Rivers of Fire.

It is alfo a 
Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of Burgos fince 
the time of Pope Gregory XII ; having been here- 


tofore under the Archbiſhop of Sarageza, by the In-

Pamphyplia , a Province of the ancient Aſia M:i-

Parnafſas, a celebrated Mountain in Phoczs in 4- 
chaia, ( now Livadia; ) conſecrated to Apollo, and 
the Muſes ; near to Citheron and Helicon, It 1snow 
called by the Inhabitants Lzacoura: about twelve 
Engliſh Miles from the Gulph of Lepanto to the 
North ; between Leucadia to the Eaſt, and Delphi to 
the Weſt; fifty Miles from Corinth to the North- 


Weſt. $ There jhas alſo been in Cappadocia, in 


Aſia Minor, an Epiſcopal City of this Name. . 
Parnaw, Parnavia, a City in Livonia, ſubject 
to the Crown of Sweden, in the Province of Eſtho-. 
94a: ſeated at the Mouth of a River of the ſame 
Name, upon the Bay of Rzga ; fifty five Miles from 
Revel to the South, and from Riga to the North. 
The Maps place it twenty German Miles from each of 
them.

Parthen, Aliſus , a City of Pomerania, to. 
wards the Shoars of the Baltszck Sea: under the Do- 
minion of the Swedes, near the River Bart: two Ger- 
man Miles from the Borders of the Dukedom of Mag- 
deburg to the Eaſt, and four from Gripſwald. 

Partherberg, the German Name of the Apennine 
Hills in Italy. 

Þarthia, a Kingdom of the Ancient Perſia : e- 
ſtabliſhed about ' the - year of Rome, 508 ; of the 
World, 3808; two hundred ard fifty years before 
Chriſt ; 1n the perſon of Arſaces, from whom all the 
ſucceding Kings were called Arſacides ; and ended 
with the Death of Arsabanus, King of Parthza, 
{lain by Artaxerxes King of Perſia, about two hun- 
dred fwenty ſeven years after Chr:z/? ; when it ha4 
enjoyed a Duration of above four hundred years. It 
rendered it ſelf ſometime fo puillant, as to diſpute 
the Empire of the Eaſt with the Romans. Situated 
betwixt Hircania, Media, Aria, Carmania, and the 
Modern Province of Fars, 1. e. Perſia, properly fo 
called, A Country not at all fruitful ; yet nevertheleſs 
then inhabited by a fierce, warlike, indefatigable Peo- 
ple ; particularly famous for a Dexterity in ſhooting 
one way, ( behind them, ) as they fled another. 
Ptolemy reckons, in his time, m this Kingdom, twenty 
five Cities ; whereof the Capital was Hecatompols, 
which is : underſtood to be the Modern Haſpaam in 
the Province of Hterach, Arach, or Erak-Atzem in 
Perſia ; as that Province, together with Khoemus 
and a part of Coraſan, are underſtood to comprehend 
now the ancient Parthza. 

Le Partoig , Pagus Pertenſis, a Tract in the 
Province of Champagne in France; between Cham- 

pagne to the Welt, and the Dukedom de Bar to the 
Eaſt; towards the River Marne. The principal Town 
of which is Vitri le Francois. 

Pas, a Town and Bailywick in the Earldom of 
Artois, upon the River Authie ; which gives Name 
to one of the ancienteſt and beſt Families there. It 
had heretofore a Caſtle and a Collegiate Church. The 
Bailywick is of a conſiderable Extent, adorned with 
the Title of a Barony, and united to the Crown of 
France by the Treaty of the Pirenees. 

Pas de Calais, Fretum Britannicum , the 
Streight between Calais and Dover. 

Paſſage, a- Port Town in Bzſcay. 

Paſarvan, a City and Port on the Eaſt of the 
Iſland of Java in the Eaſt-Indies, betwixt the Cities 
Panarucan and Fortan, towards the Cape of Balam- 
buam. Heretofore the Capital of a Kingdom of its 
Name there. | 

_ Paſſaw, Patavia, a City of the Lower Bavaria 

in Germany ; which is a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Sa/tsburg; of old called Batava Caſtra. 
It ſtands at the Confluence of the Im, and the Da- 
nube ; by which it is divided into three parts, called 
Paſlaw, Itnſtat, and Innſtat. An Imperial and Free 
City ; but under the Protection of its own Biſhop, 
( whoſe Revenue is about forty thouſand Crowns, ) 
with the Territory about it : which lies between the 
Dukedom of Bavarsa to the Weſt, and the Upper 
Auſtria to the Eaſt; having the ſtrong Caſtles of O- 
bernberg and Ebersberg ſtanding in it. This City 
ſuffered very much by a Fire of late, in 1661, being 
moſtly built of Wood, Over againſt it lies Oberhuss, 
the Reſidence of the Biſhop. That which makes this 
City moſt regardable, is the Peace of Religion here 
Eſtabliſhed by Ferdinand I. Emperor of Germany, 
in 1552 : whereby the free Profeſſion of Lutheraniſm 
in Germany , upon equal Terms with the Roman 
Catholick Religion, was declared and confirmed. 

Paſſava, a Fortin the Province of Laconza, in 
the Morea ; upon the Cape Matapan, near the Banks 
of the Bay of Colochina ; taken and demoliſhed by

Pailo di Cane, C/imax, a Mountain of PL#n:- 
cta, twenty Miles trom Tr:pols to the South. 

Paſtrana, a Town in O/d Caſtile, upon the River 
Taro 3 thirteen Miles from Madrid to the Ealt , 
and eighteen from Toledo, Honored with -the Title 
of a Dukedom. 

Pata, a City and Kingdom upon the Borders of 
Fanguebar in Africa. 

Les Patagons, Patagones, a People of Magel- 
lanica, near the Shoars of the North Sea, towards 
Braſil. This County was firit diſcovered by F. Ma- 
gellane, and yet not much known. 

Patane, Patana, a City and Kingdom in the 
Further Indies, under the King of S:am , and near 
the Kingdom of Malaca: in a healthful and fruitful 
Clime. The City ſtands upon the Bay of Siam. 

Les Patans, a Mahometan People poſlefling the 
Mountasns about the River Ganges, in the Empire of 
the Great Mogul. They heretofore dwelt toward the 
Kingdom ot Bengale; whence making a Tranſplan- 
tation of themſelves into Delly, they became fo pu- 
iffant there, as to render many Princes and Places tribu- 
tary to them. ' But when the Tartars conquered Indza, 
about the year 1401, being no longer abie to main- 
tain their Power or Reſidence in the open Country, 
they took Refuge in the Mountains; fſortifying, and 
abiding 1n,them ever ſince. 

Jatap en Beauſſe, Patavinm, a Town in 
Beauſſe in France ; ſeated five Leagues from Orleans 
to the North, towards Chartres ; nine to the South. 
Near this Place the French ( under the Command of 
Fohn Duke of Alan;zon ) got a great Victory over 
the Engliſh , under Talbot ; the Terror of the French 
Nation. 

Patera, Patara, or Paterea, a City of Lyc:a, 
in the Leſſer Aſia; once called Ar/ſince, as Strabo 
faith; it itands upon a Hill, at the Mouth of the Ri- 
ver Xanthus, {( now called Il Scamandro;) eighty 
Miles iſrom Rhodes to the Eaſt : a Biſhops See under 
the Archbiſhop of Myra : Famous in the perſon of 
S. Nicholas, who was both a Biſhop and a Native 
| Here, Apollo had an Oracle in this City in the Times 
preceding Chriſtianity ; which obſerved to make its 
Reſponſes the ſpace of fix Months in the year. 

Tathmog , or Patmos, an Iiland in the AEgean 
Sea ; of ſignal Fame for the Bafſiſhment of S. 70412 
the Evangeliſt, and his Writing the Boot of the Apc- 
calypſe there. Now called variouſly by Writers Pal- 
eo. and Petinga. 

Patras, Patrz, a City of the Morea, in the Du- 
chy of Clarentia, of great Antiquity ; called by the 
Turks Badra, and Waligbadza 3 thats, the Old Pa- 
tre: as Leunclavius expounds their Name. . The 1:a- 
, laans uſed to call it Neopatria. It 1s an Archbiſhops 
See; and now in a flouriſhing Condition : Seated 
at the Entrance of the Gulph .of Lepanto ; about ſe- 
ven bundred Paces irom the Shoars of the Gulph of 
Patras to the Ealt, and ninety from Coxznth to the 
Weſt. Choſen by Auguſtus for a Stationtar his Fleets, 
and on that account much honored by him. Under 
the latter Greek Emperors it had Dukes of its, own ; till 
the year 1408, when the lait of 'them fehigned 1t to 
the Venetzans, not being able to defend it againſt the 
Turks. When it came firltinto the Hands of the Turks 
I do not find ; but Mahomet III. received a great 
Peteat near this Place, in the year 1602. Doria the 
Ch:iſtian Admiral took it from the Turks in 1533. 
They then ſoon after recoveredits; but in the year 
1687, it feil again into ;the Hands of the Fenet:ans 
alter the Battci of the Dardanells. In the times of 
ancient P:c415/m, this City was honored with the 


Oracles of Mertury and Ve#a ; and with divers Tere + 
ples dedicated to Minerva, Cybele, Azys, Fripicer, and 
Dana, as appears by their | Ruines. The Apoitlz

Bounded on the North by Cardzgan, ( ſe- 
parated by the Rivers Tay, and Keach :) on the Eaft 
by Caermarthenſhire, on the South and Welt by the 
Ir:ſÞþ Sea. From North to South it is twenty fix 
Miles; from Eaft to Weſt twenty ; in Circuit ninety 
five. This Connty affords Corn and Cattle in great 
plenty ; and has a mild and pleaſant Air. : 
| Penbzoke, the Town which gives Name to this 
Tire, is one direct Street 3 upon a long narrow Point 
of a Rock in Melford Haven ; the Sea every Tide flow- 
ing up to the Town-Walls. It has a Caſtle, though 
now ruined; and two Pariſh Churches within the 
Walls; and is a Corporation, repreſented in Parliament 
by one Burgeſs. The firſt Earl of Pembroke, was Git- 
beret de Clare, Created in 1138. In 1201. it came 
into the Family of Martzal by Marriage: this — 
enjoyed it fix Deſcents ; and by Females it continu 
till the Year 1390. Afﬀter which it became very un- 
ſteady, till Edward VI. in 1551. Created William 
Fierbert Lord Steward, Earl of Pembroke ; whoſe 
Poſterity ſtill enjoy that Honour in the ſeventh Def- 
cent. 

Pendennts, a ſtrong Caſtle in Cornwal. 

Pene, Suevus, one of the Branches of the Oder in 
Pomeranta. | 

Penens, a River in the Province of Theſſa/ia, in 
Macedonia ; which greatned with the Rivers Tor, Pae- 
tiſus, and Apidams, paſſes betwixt the Mountains Of- 
{a and Ohympws to ſurrender it ſelf into the Bay of 
Thyſſalonica, having firſt watered the pleaſant Fields 
of Tempe. Tt is now called Salampria. The Fiction 
of the Metamorphoſis of Daphne mto a Laurel m this 
River, gives it a place in the Writings of the Poets. 

Pengeab, the ſame with Lehor, a City in the 
Exaft-Indies. 

Pengick, Penics, a City in Mifſns4, upon the Ri- 
ver Mauldaw ; between Alt to the Weſt, and 
Chenmitz to the Eaſt, ſeven German Miles : and the 
ſame diſtance from Leipſick to the South. 

- Pemriel, or Penuef, an antient City of the Holy 
Land, im the Tribe of Rexben, beyond the Brook of 
_7abbor, at the foot of Mount Libanns, near T5po- 
Hi, and upon the Frontiers of the Amorites. So cal- 
ted from Facob's Viſion of an Augel wreſtling with 
him, according to his own Interpretation thereof, that 
he had feen God face to face, Gen. 32. 30. Gideon 
broke down the Tower, and flew the Men of this 
City, becauſe they refuſed to give his Army Bread. 
Freds. 8. $. 179. But Jeroboam rebuilt it. 

Penk, a River in Staffordſhire , near to which 
ſtands Pernkyidge 3 a Market Town in the Hundred 
of Cud!efton of good Antiquity. 

Penna, or C:vita di Perna, Penna $S. Foannis, 
Pwnna in Veftinis, a City in Abruzzo, in the Kipg- 
dom of Naples : and a Bifhop's See, over which there 
i no Archbiftop-who has any Juriſdiction. This zs 
ery frequent mm Italy. In 1585. a Synod was affem- 
bled here. 

Perna-Fiel, Penna fidelrs, a Town in Old Ca- 
Pile in Spain, near the Daero, ſix Leagues from Ya- 
ladclrd, Tt had the honor to give the Title of Duke 
to Ferdinand the Fuft, King of Arragon, from the 
year 1395. to 1412, before his Aſcenfion to the 
Crown : which Title afterwards was enjoyed by his 
Son Foln , who ſucceeding to the Crown allo in 
1458. changed this Dutchy mto a fimple Seigniory ; 
which degradation of it, Phslsp I. King of Sparn in 
part retrieved again, by making it a Marquiſate. 

Penon de Helez, a Fortreſs of the King of Sparn, 
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upon the Coaſt of Barbary ; between Tetaan to the 
rth-Weſt, and Alcudia to the North-Eaſt ; ſixty. 
two Engliſh Miles from either; over againſt Malaga 
in Spar. % EP, 
Penriſe, a Market Town in the County of G/a- 
morgan in Wales, in the Hundred of Swanſey. 
Penrith, a Market Town in the County of Cum- 
berland, in Lethward Wapentake, betwixt the Ri- 


vers Eamont on the South , and Lowther on the 


Weſt: large, well built and peopled : The ſecond 
Town of note in the County. 

Penryn, a Market and Borough Town in the 
County of Cornwal, in the Hundred of Kerryer ; 
which elects two Members of Parliament. | 
 Dentapolis, a Region with five Cities ſtanding in 
it: of which kind Antiquity deiivers two eſpecially, 
that were notified by this name. 1. The Plain of 
Sodom, Gomarrha, Adama, Seboim and Segor, in 
the Land of Canaan; being the five Cities conſumed 
by Fire from Heaven, Ger. 19. 2, The Pentapolis 
Cyrenaica in Libya, See Cairoan. 

JPenzanſe, a Market Town in the County of 
Cornwal, in the Hundred of Pentith. 

Dera, Perea, Cornu Byzantis, Chryſoceras, a Ci- 
ty of Thrace, or rather a Suburb of Conſtantinople ; 
from which it is parted only by a narrow Channel. 
By reaſon of the frequent and eafie Paſſage between 
theſe two Places by Boats, it may well ſeem a part 
of that City. The Ambaſſadors of the Chriſtian Prin- 
ces, and the Laein Chriſtians for the moſt part re- 
fide in it. The fame with Galata, and there more 
at large deſcribed. 

Le Perche, Comitarus Perticw , a County in 
France ; between la Beayſſe to the Eaſt and South, 
Normandy to the North, and Lemaine to the Welt. 
About eighteen or twenty Leagues in length, and 
the ſame almoſt in breadth. The Rivers Eure,Loirs, 
Haiſne, and Aure derive their Sources from it. Di- 
vided into the Upper and Lower Perche, of which 
the firſt makes properly the County ; the other bears 
the name of Perche-Goner, and contains the five an- 
tient Baronies of Autom, Monmirail, Alluye, Bazoche, 
and Brov. The antient Inhabitants in Ceſar are cal- 
led Aulercs Diablintes. The Capital of it is Nogent 
le Retrou: befides Mortagne, Belleſme and Montmi- 
rasl, are conſiderable Places. 
 Dereaſlaw, Pereaſlavia, a Town in the Ukraine, 
m the Palatinate of K:ovia, beyond the Nieper : up- 
on the River Truhic; ( which two Miles lower falls 
into the Nreper ) ten Miles from Krovia to the 
North-Eaſt. A populous, ſtrong, and fortified 
Town. > 

Perec3as, Peregia, a (mall City in the Upper 
Hungary ;z which 1s the Capital of a County of the 
ſame name. Five Miles from -the T:b:iſcws to the 
North, forty five from Caſſovia to the Eaſt, and as 
many from Tokay, This Town and County has all 
along been in the hands of the Emperor, and never 
under the Turks. 

Pergamo, Pergamw, a City of Myfia in the 
Leſſer Afia, upon the River Cascus : now called Per-- 
gamo and Bargamo. At firſt a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Epheſus ; but that City being ru- 
ined by the Turks, 1t became the Metropolis; and is 
now-it ſelf almoſt ruined. This was the Royal City 
of — Kings ; gre _ —_— the 
Ki Pergamo. A m fou about 
he ear of Fa 470 ; and after a duration of a 
hundred and fifty two years, ended in the Perſon of 
Attalus 11. dying without Iffue in the year of 
Rome 621, and inſtituting -the Romans his Heirs. 
This was alſo the Country of -Galer,, the cclebrated 
Phyſician. Thirty five Miles from Swyrna, {ixty fax 
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South-Weſt. One of the Seven Churches tnenitioned 
in the Apocalyps. The River divides it, being ſeated 
in a Plain, at the foot of a Mountain : 1n this City 
Parchment was firſt invented. Long. 55. 30+ Lat. 
41. 51. It. ſhews the Ruines of the Palace of the Az- 
zalick. Kings, of a Theatre, and an Aquaduct : Peo- 
pled by about three thouſand Twrks, and twelve or 
fifteen Families of Greeks, to whoſe uſe there re- 
mains one Church in the room of the Cathedral en- 
tirely ruined. ;

Perigozd, Perrocorienſis Provincia, a Province 


in Aquitarn in France, of great extent ; between. 


Limoſin and Quercy to the Eaſt, Angoumers to the 
North, Agenozs to the South, and Saintonge to the 
Weſt. The principal City is Peri2gzeux, the reſt 
are Sarlat and Bergerac. Some divide 1t into the 
Upper Perigord, which is Mountainous ; and the 
Lower, Woody. The one lying along the River Lz:/e, 
the other towards the Dordogne and the Yerzere. It 
affords many Medicinal Springs, with Mines of Steel 
and Iron. 

Perigucux, Petrocorium, Petrigorium, Veſuna 
Petrocor:iorum, the Capital of Perigord, 1s a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Bourdeanx ; ſeated up- 
on the River Lille : twenty Leagues from Bourdeaux 
to the North-Eaſt, and ten from Angouleſme. An 
antient City, as appears by the Inſcriptions, the Ru- 
ines of a Temple of Yenus, of an Amphitheatre, and 
other ſtately Works. Near to it King Pepin the 
Short obtained a ſignal Victory over Geofry Duke of 
Aquitain 1n 768. : 

Yeriſtaſi,, Periſtacium, a City of Thrace upon 
the Propontis ; which is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Heraclia ; fixteen Miles from Hex:- 
»nils to the North. In the latter Maps called Pe- 
YAjlCs 

CT De, Permia Magna, a City in the Pro- 
vince of Permsky in Ruſſia ; between the Dww:na to 
the Weſt, and the Obb to the Eaſt ;- ſeated upon the 
River Kama, | 

Permeſſus , a River of Bzotia, in Greece ; 
ſpringing from the Mountain He/zcon, and conſecrated 
amongſt the ancient Poets to Apollo and theiMules. 

Permie, or Permsky , a Principality in the Em- 
pire of Moſcovia; very marſhy and uncultivated ; 
inhabited by a Salvage People with ſome few 
Chriſtians, to whom about 1550. Duke Fohn Baſilo- 
witz granted a Biſhop, fince changed into an Arch- 
biſhop reſiding at Wologda, and taking his Title 
from Perm or Prems , the capital City of Permshy. 

Pernambuco, Pernambucum, a City in Braſil; 
which is the Capital of a Province of the ſame name, 
above ſixty German Miles long, upon the North 
Sea ;z and a Biſhops See. Seated upon the River Bz- 
biribe, which makes a large Haven. Long. 346. co. 
Lat. 9. 15. This was _ a Biſhops See 1n 1676, 
after it was recovered out of the Hands of the Hol- 
landers : who in 1629. took it from the Porrugueſe. 
Otherwife called O/:7de. 

Pernaw. See Parnaw, 

Peronne,. Perona, a ſtrong City upon the River 
Somme in Picardy, in the Territory of Sanſterre : 
eight Leagues from Amiens to the Eaſt, ſeven from 
Cambray to the South, and twenty five trom Paris 
to the North, Often attempted by the Spanzards 
without any Succeſs. Charles the Simple, King of 
France, died here in 926. It is one of the Keys of 
France. 

Yerpignan, Perpipnano, Perpimianum, Paperia- 


" 1m, a City which 1s the Capital of Rouſillon, ( a Pro- 


vince of Spazn, but Conquered by the French, ) up- 
on the River Tet, three Leagues from the Sea. It 
was built in 1068, by I/nard Count of Rov/ilion : and 


in 1642. taken by the French. In 1285. Charles the 
Bold, King of France, died in this Town. In 1604. 
the Biſhop of Elna ſettled his See here. It ſtands not 
above three Miles from the Mediterranean Sea, and 
ten from Narbon to the South. Peter, King of Ar- 
ragon, opened here an Univerfity. The Antipope 
Peter de la Luna, called Benedi& XII. celebrated 
a Council at this City in 1408. 

Perſepolis, a noble City of the antient Kingdom 
of Perſia: built upon the River Rhogomane, as Pro- 
lomy calls it, in 91. deg. of Long. or the Araxes, as 
Strabo and Curtius. It had been the Capital of the 
Kingdom, adorned with a Palace of Cedar ; till taken 
by Alexander the Great and at the Perſwaſion of 
Thas, the Alexandrian Courteſan, burnt in the year 
of the World 3624. 

Perſia, Per/ſis, one of the moſt Ancient, Great, 
and Celebrated Kingdoms of Aſia ; called by the In- 
habitants, Farſiſtan ; and otherwiſe, the Empire of 
the Sophy. At this day it is bounded on the North 
by the Caſpian Sea and Mauralnahalria, or Trans 
Oxiana: en the Eaſt. by Ind:a Propria, or the Em- 
pire of the Great Mogul ; on the South by the I7- 
dian Ocean, and the Perſian Gulph 3 on the Weſt 
by Arabia Deſerta, the Turk:ſþh Empire, and Geor- 
214 : fo that it extends from the River Indus in the 
Eaſt, to the Tygris in the Weſt : that is from 82. 
degrees of Longitude to 120, (which is thirty eight 
degrees); and from23 to 43 degrees of Latitude. 
The Earth in ſo vaſt an extent being very dif- 
ferent ; but the Air pure and healthful throughout. 
This vaſt Kingdom 1s divided into theſe Provinces ; 
Fars or Perſia, ( properly ſo called,) Kirman, Ma- 
keran, Send, Chuſtuſan, Sitfiſtan, Sabliſtan, Dilemon, 
Khoemus, Tabareſtan, Gordian, Choraſan, Erack-At- 
zem ( or. Ferach,) - Agemy, Kylan ( or Gilan, } 
Candahar, Schirvan, and Aderbeitzan. TFhe Cities 
are Ardeval, Caſpin, Caſſian, Com, Erivan, Herat, 
Hiſpaham, Lar, Mexat, Schiras, Sitfiſtan, Schama« 
che, Sauſter, and Tauris. It did anciently compre- 
hend the Countries of Media, Hyrcania, Margiana, 
Aſſyria. in part, Suſiana, Parthia , Aria, Paropa- 
niſm, Chaldea, Caramania , Drangiana, Perſia 
properly fo called , Arachoſia and Gedroſia + which 
were moſt of them powertul Kingdoms. This Peo- 
ple were at firſt ſubject to the Aſ}yrians and Medes. 
In the year of the World 3406. Cyrus vanquiſhing 
Aſtzages, King of the Medes , made Perſia the Seat 
of the General Empire : which continued in this Na- 
tion , till it was transferred to the Greczans by Ale- 
xander the Great, 1n the year 3635. Inthe year of 
the World 3713. Arſaces, (the Founder ot the 
Parthian Family ) afſumed the Royal Diadem ; which 
in time expelled the Greeks, and obtained the King- 
dom of Perſia. This Family continued four hundred 
and ſeventy years : ſucceeded by Artaxerxes a Per- 
ſian: whoſe Line after twenty eight Deſcents ended 
in Hormiſda, vanquiſhed by Haumar the Saracen, in 
the year 634. It continued under the Saracen Caliphs 
till the year 1030. when Tangrolipix, a Turk, invaded 
this Kingdom. This laſted but three Reigns ; Caſ- 
ſanes the laſt of them in £202. being ſlain ; and Ha- 
alon made King of Perſia by Occata the Great Cham 
of Tartary. This Prince exterminated the whole 
Race ot the Caliphs of Bagdat ; and his Poſterity 
reigned till 1337. When 1t alſo fell under the Tar- 
tarian fury, to which it owed its Riſe. In 1405. af- 
ter almoſt an hundred years of Confuſion , Mirza 
Chareck IV. ( Son of Tamerlane) aſcended the Throne - 
of Perſia : Whoſe Family laſted till the year 1472. 
Then U/ſan Caſſanes began another Line 3 which en- 
ded in 1505. when Hy{macl, ( the Founder of the 
preſent Line of Perſia) began his Reign. Solyman, 
the preſent King of Perſia, is the Tenth of this Line ; 
and 
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and ſucceeded in'1666. The principal Commodity of and his Partner in the Diſcovery, Almagro,quarrelling ; 


this Country now is Silks ; whereof it is reported to 
produce yearly twenty thouſand Bales, at two hundred 
and fixteen pound weight a Bale. Arab:ich is. the 
Learned Language there, as Perſian (which hath 
a great mixture of Arabick) and the Turk;ſh, the 
Pulgar. But the Perſians, though Mahometansy, dif- 
fer as to Religion from the Turks fo profeſſedly , in 
explaining the Alcoran, and in their Saints, and Cere- 
monies , that each, as they conquer, deſtroy the very 
Churches of one another. 

The Perſian Dea , or Gulph, Perſicus Sinus ; 
commonly called Mar de Elcatiff , or de Baſſora; 
is a Branch of the Indian, or Ethiopick Ocean : be- 
ginning at Cape Raz, (the moſt Eaſtern Cape of A- 
rabia, in Long. 96. 45. } and running into the Land 
to 81. having Perſia to the North and Eaſt; and 4- 
rabia and Perſia to the South and Weft. In the 
moſt North-Weſt Point , the Euphrates and Tigris 
fall into it with a vaſt Current. It receives alſo the 
Rivers of Arabia and Perſia, which lie near it: but 
they are not of any confideration, being neither ma- 
ny, nor great. Some others have counted the begin- 
ning of this Gulph , at the Iſle of Ormus and the 
Streight of Baſſor ; which will make it much ſhor- 
ter, than the length I have given 1t. 

Peaztois, Pertenſis Ager, a Tract in Champagne 
in France ; between Champagne , ( properly (o cal- 
led,) to the Weſt, the Dukedom de Bar to the Eaſt, 
and the River Marne, 

Perthe , Perthia, a County in Scorland ; which 
has Angus to the North , Seratherne to the Welt, 
' Fife to the South, and the German Ocean to the Eaſt : 
divided into two parts by the Fyreh of Tay. It is a 
ſmall County ; and takes it name from Pereh, ( or 
S. Fohn's-Town) the Capital of it. One of the prin- 
cipal Cities in the North of Scoeland, upon the Tay ; 
in which the Kings of Scotland have commonly been 
crowned. It lies thirty Miles from Edinþurg to the 
North, and twelve from Dunke/d. This Town was 
totally ruined by an Inundation in 1029. and rebuilt 
by William King of Scotland , where it now ſtands. 
Long. 16. 8. Lat. 58. oo. 

Pern, Peruvis, Perua , a large Country in South 
America ; affording great plenty of Gold and Silver 
Mines ; and at the Diſcovery of the New World, the 
moſt Potent Kingdom in South America. Its length 
from North to South is fix hundred Spanyſh Leagues : 
its breadth in ſome places ninety, in others leſs. 
Bounded on the North by the Prefecture of Popzan ; 
on the South by the Kingdom of Ch:/i; on the Welt 
by the Paeifick Ocean, ( or South Sea; ) and on the 
South it has undiſcovered Countries. It is at this day 
divided into: three Provinces ; /os Reyes, Quito, and 
los Characas; or, de la Plata. The old Capital was 
Cuko ; the preſent is L114. This Kingdom was diſ- 
covered by the Spaniards in 1529. under Francis Ps- 
zarro, a Spaniard. Who finding two Brothers of the 
Royal Family, (Huaſcar and Atabalipa, betwixt whom 
their Father had parted the Kingdom ) in diſagreement, 
mate uſe of their diviſions to both their ruins : 
and taking Atabalipa ( the laſt King of Peru, ) 
Priſoner, ( who before had ſurprized his Brother, de- 
feated his Forces , put to death all the Princes of the 
Royal Family, and cauſed Huaſcar to be drowned in 
the River of Andamarca; ) after he had extorted a 
vaſt Ranſom in Wedges of Gold, the perfidious baſe 
born Villain hanged him May 1533. contrary to 
his faith given. What the Spaniards report of the 
Fertility, Wealth , atnd Government of this Kingdom, 
3 ſcarce credible:yet all fell into the Power of P:zarro, 
an expoſed Baſtard, and a Hog-driver ; who fled from 
Spain, becauſe he had loſt a Hog out of his'Herd and 
gurft not return home without it, He afterwards 


they formed their Parties, and made War with one 
anether for fame years: at length Pizarro was kil- 
led at Lime by Almagro's Party ; Almagro came to 
be taken and executed by Gonzalo Pizarro, the others 
Brother : And Gonzalo Pizarro, warring againſt Pe- 
dro de la Gaſca Vice-Roy for the King of Spain, 
ſuffered the ſame fate to be taken and executed like 
a Criminal in Guaynanima. S$o both the Pizarro's 
and with Almagro loſt their lives, the Gorern- 
ment of all that Country they had conquered for the 
King of Spain. The ancient Emperours of Peru 
were called by the Natives, 27:cas. They began their 
Reign about the year 1125. four hundred years before 
the coming of the Spanzards hither. Garcilaſſuc de 
la Vega has publiſhed a noble Hiſtory of them. In 
divers parts and Provinces of their Empire, they had 
erected Palaces and Temples the richeſt in Go/d and 
Silver as perhaps ever the Sun beheld. There being 
ſo prodigious a quantity of thoſe Mettals here, that in 
leſs than fifty years, the King of Spain's fifth part out 
of only one of the Mines of Potoſi, amounted to a- 
bove a hundred and eleven Millions weight of pieces 
of thirteen Reales and a quarter weight a piece. It 
hes moſtly betwixt the Equator and the Tropick of 
Capricorn. 

Perugta, Perſia , by the French called Peroyſe, 
a City of Hetruria, (now in Ombria) in the States 
of the Church : a Biſhops See, and an Univerſity : the 
Capital of a Tract of the ſame name ; ſeated upon 
a Hill near the Tiber : forty Miles from Urbino to 
the South, fixty one from Rome to the North-Ealt, 
and thirty from Nocera to the Welt. This is ene of 
the mot arcient Cities of Herruria. Made famous 
by the beſfieging of L. Antonius, (Brother of the 
Great Antonius) by Auguſtus , till he was forced to 
yield by Hunger; ſo that Peruſina fames became a 
Proverbial Expreſſion. Tor:le , a King of the Goths, 
befieged this City ſeven years before he took it. 
Narſetes retook and repaired it : The Lombards 
were the next Maſters of it. Charles the Great gave 
it to the See of Rome. In the Wars betwixt the 
Guelphs and the Gibelines, it ſuffered very much : 
two or three ſmall Synods have been aſſembled at it. 
It gives its name to the famous Lake, where 
Hanmbal defeated the Romans under Flaminius, 
Conſul, in the year of Rome 537. P. Paul [1I. built 
in 1t a Caſtle, which added to the natural firength of 
the Place ; its pleaſant Situation , magnificent and 
ſpruce Buildings, and the great plenty of all things, 
have made it one of the moſt conliderable Cities in 
the Popes Dominions. 

Peſaro, Ps/aurum, a City and Roman Colony in 
Umbria, of great Antiquity : now a part of the Duke» 
dom of Urb:no, and a Biſhops See under the Arche 
biſhop of Urbino : built near the Mouth of the River 
Foglia ( Piſaurus ) upon the Shoars of the Adriatick 
Sea ; forty five Miles from Ancona to the Weſt. A 
fine, great, and populous City ; the Seat of the Popes 
Legat, and of old the Refidence of the Dukes of 
Urbino. Totila did heretofore ruine it, and Bel» 
ſarius repair it. There is now a Fortreſs ſtanding for 
its ſecurity. 

Peſcara, Aternum, a City in the Hither Abruz« 
Fo, in the Kingdom of Naples ; of old a Biſhops See. 
Seated at the Mouth of a River of the ſame name; 
forty five Miles from Termols to the North-Weſt, an 
near an hundred from Ancona to the South. The 
River, upon which it ſtands, ariſeth out of the Apen- 
nine in the ſame Province; and watereth Aquila 
Tocco, and Perugia ; then falls into the Adriatic 
Seas 

Peſcha, Argiruntum, a City of Liburnia in Dal- 
matia z now a Village over againſt the Iſland of 
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P2zo, in the Borders of Croatia 3 on the Shoars of 


the Adriatich Sea. Do HR 
\. Peſchiera , Pzſcaria, a ſmall, but ſtrong City 1n 
the States of Venice, in the Territory of Verona; 
upon the Lake di Garda , where the River Menzo 
fows out of it ; fifteen Miles from Verona 'to the 
Weſt, and twenty five from Breſcia to the Eaft. + 
Peſcia, Arnine, a River of Hetruria; w 
a great'and a populous Town upon it of the. fatne 
name ; in the Territory of P:/a. Twelve Miles 
from Lucca to the Eaft, The River falls a little lower 
into the River Arno. wer] 
Peſlinus, an ancient City of Galatza, in the Lef 
ſer Aſia ; near the Mountain 1dz, and on the Confines 
of Phrygia ; where the Goddeſs Cybe/e had heretofore 
a famous Temple and Statue : which latter being by 
Attalus King of Pergamus preſented to the Romans, 
in the year of Rome 649. they inſtituted the Mega- 
leſian Gamies in the honour of the Goddeſs. It is 
now a ſmall Town, in the Province of Chiangare, un- 
der the Turks. Cybele was thence entituled Peſſi- 
nuntia. | | i 
Peſt, Peſtum, a great Town in the Upper Him- 
gary, ſeated upon the Danube, over againſt the 
Lower Buda. It is a ſquare Town in a pleaſant 
Plain z and gives the beholder from Buda a very de- 
lightful Proſpe&t , by reafon of its Walls, Towers, 
and Moſques. The Country about it 1s called the 


. County of Peſt, from this Town. Between it and 


Buda, there is a fine Bridge of Boats, almoſt a quarter 
of a League long, orhalf an Eng/iſk Mile. In 1541. 
Solyman the Magnificent took it without Refiſtance : 
and though the next year after, it was attempted by 
a Potent Army under the Marqueſs of Brandenburgh, 
a Breach made and a brave Aflault given by V:tellzus, 
an Italian ; yet the Germans cowardly left the Siege. 
In the year 1602. whilſt the Turks were buſie in the 
Siege of Alba Regalis ; the Germans took Peſt and 
the Lower Buda : after which, many ſharp Rencoun- 
ters paſſed between the two Garrifons ; eſpecially 
when the River was frozen. In 1604. Fagenreater 
( a baſe Coward ) being intruſted with the Govern- 
ment of it, without any force or ſo much as the 
appearance of an Enemy , upon a bare report the 
Turks were coming to beſfiege it , deſerted the Town 
and fled, Tt continued in the hands of the Turks till 
1684. when it was taken by the Duke of Lorrarn, 
and kept all that Summer ; but deſerted, when he 
drew off from the Siege of Buds. In 1686. it was 
retaken ; and by the acquiſition of Buda , affured to 
the Imperialſts, 

Peſto, Peſt:, Peſtum, Poſidonia, a City and Colo- 
ny of Lucania 3; and a Biſhops See in the H:ither 
Prencipate, in the Kingdom of Nap/es ; upon a Bay 
of the ſame Name, twenty two Miles from Salerno 
to the South , and three from Capaccio. This City 
in 930. was taken by the Saracens , and entirely ru- 
ined. All its Inhabitants ſlain, or carried into Cap- 
tivity : It never recovered this blow ; but the Biſhops 
See was thereupon removed to Capaccro. 

—iPetacal, Patala, a City of the Hirher Indies , 
at the Mouth of the River Indus ; which 1s of great 
Antiquity. 

— Peterbozongh , Perroburgum, Petuaria , a City 
in the County of Northampton ; ſeated on the River 
Aufon or Nen, over which it has a Bridge ; im the 
Borders of Huntington , Cambridge, and Lincoln- 
ſhires ; five Miles — wht Crow/and to the Welt. This 
place ſprung up out of a Monaftery here built , and 
dedicated to S. Peter by Penda the firſt Chriftian 
King of the Mercians, about 546. Wolpher his 
Succeflor finiſhed it in 633. In 867. it was deſtroy- 
ed by the Danes. In 960. Ethelwold, —_ of W:n- 
cheſter , began to rebuild it with the affiltanee of 


Ring Edgar and Aduiph the Chancellor. In the 
Reign of William the Conquereur, it was plundepe 

by Herward a Saxon ; but it -recoyered in after= 
times. When Henry VIII.diflolyed this Houſe, there he- 
longed to it a Revenue of one thouland nine hundred 
ſeventy ard two Pounds the year This Prince in 
1541. founded a Biſhoprick in this Monaſtery ; and 


has arinexed to it a Dean and fix Peebends: Fobn Cham- 


bers, the. laſt Abbot, becoming-the farſt Biſhop ; 
from whom, the preſent 1s. the thirteenth, 
Charles I. of Bleſſed Memory, added another Hangyr 
to this place ; when in 1627. he. created Fobz Lord 
Mordant , Baron of Turvy, Earl of - Peterboroygh. 
In which Family that Honaur now is. - See the 
Antiquities of this Church, publiſhed. by Dr. Patrich, 
Before it took the name of Pecerkurgh or Peterboe 
rough from the dedication of 4ts Monaſtery to S. Pe+ 
ter, this Town was called Medanſtede. ER 

 Petertl, Perriana, a River in Cumberland ; which 
riſeth five Miles from Keſwick to the North-Eaſt ; 
and by Penreth, and Hesket falls into the Edeu above 
Carliſle, _. & n i, | | 

Petersfield, a Market-Town.jn Hamp/arre, in the. 

Hundred off:nchdean,privitedged -—wFh2 | 
two Parliament-Men. The Lady Lawſa de Queroyaille | 
Dutcheſs of Portſmouth , bears the Title of Baroneſs / 
of Petersfield, by the Creation of King Charles 1I. 
1673. 
Petherton , North and South ; two Market- 
Towns in Somerſetſhire, the Capitals of their Hun- 
dred. The laſt is ſituated upon the Bank of the Ri- 
ver Parret. 

Petigltano, Pe:s/:anum, a fortified ſtrong Town, 
in the Borders of the Eccleſiaſtical State, and the 
Dukedom of Florence : five Miles from Savoug to 
the Eaſt, and thirty from Orbizello. This is the Ca- 
pital of a Sovereign County or Earldom ; belonging 
heretofore to the Family of Sfor74 5 but lately pyr- 
chaſed by the Great Duke of Tuſcany in whoſe Terri- 
tories it lay. 

Petra, or Petra Deſert: , Cyriacopols, Mons 
Regalis, a City of the Stony Arabea ; which was of 
old the Capital of the Kingdom of Ammon, and 
called Rabbah. Taken by King David, in revenge 
of the Injuries offered to his Embafladours. In the 
times of Chriftianity, it became an Archbiſhops See 
under the Patriarch of Feruſalem : at this day called 
by the Arabians, Krach and Kelaggeber. Long66.45- 
Lat. 30. 20, | 

Petras, Pelius, Pelion, a Mountain in The//alsg. 
Dicearchus Siculus, ( one of the Scholars of Ariſto- 
tle ) found this Mountain to be the higheſt in The//a- 
lia, by 1250 Paces, as Pliny falih. 

Petrina, a ſtrong Caftle in Croatza ; ſeated upon 
a River of the ſame name, which there falls into the 
Kulp; eight Miles from Zagersb, (or Agram) a 
Town of Sclavonia. This was once tn the Hands 
of the Turks : but retaken by the Germans, and now 
in the Pofſefion of the Emperor. 
tkow, or Pietrikow , Paterkau, Peotrhor, 
and Petrilow, Petricowa, a Town in the Palatinate 
of Sirackie, m the Greater Poland; two German 
Miles from the-River Pz/cza, four tram the Contines 
of the Leſſer Po/axd, and twelve from Szrackx to the 
Eaſt. It is a neat populous Town, ſeated in a Mo- 
raſs : often honored with the Diets of Poland ; but 
in 1640. almoſt entirely burnt down by a Fire. The 
Kings of Poland had formerly a Palace Royal near 
it; which alſo happened to be burat. There have 
been, upon ſeyeral Occaſions, Councils of the Clergy 
celebrated here. 

Petro-Waradin, Acuminium, Petro Varadinum, 
a Town in Sc/avonia ; called by the Inhabitants Petro 
War ; by the Germans, Peter Wardein, It ſtands 

vp6n 
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upon the Darnbe ; hetween the.Save and the Drave 
fix Hungarian Miles from Beſigrade to the North- 
Welt, and about twelve from EfJeck to the South. 
This Place has been very famous during the preſent 
Wir. The Turks made it their common Paflage in- 
ta the Upper Hungary, after Buda fel! into the Hands 
of the Emperor ; and to that end maintained a Bridge 
of Boats over the Danube. Tune Revolt and Mutiny 
ag1inlt the Prime YViffer, after the Battel of Moþarz;, 
of the Turkiſh Army ( whereby that General in 
1687. was forced to fly for his life to Be/grade, and 
aterwards to Conſtantinople ; upon which fallowed 
the Deſertion of Eſſeck , Poſſega, and Walcowar) hap: 
pened here. .It has been ſince taken and abandoned 
by both ſides. The Impertaliſts blew up its Fortifi- 
cations in 1688. and the Turks afterwards quite, burnt 
it down.. 

Petſchen,, the ſame with Qu7nque Eccleſie. 

Pettaw, Perauinm, Petovia, a City and Roman 
Colony of Panzonia ; mentioned by Tacitus and ma- 
ny other ancient Hiſtorians 5 now called by the Ger- 
mans, Pettaw; and made a part of Stzria; upon the 
Drave; in the Borders of Sclavonia, under the Do- 
minion of the Aﬀthbiſhop of Saltzburgh ; whereas it 
was once a Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Lorch. It ſtands nine Miles from Cz/ey to the North, 
and as many from Gratz to the North-Eaſt, and Ca 
ziſcato the Wet. 

Jetworth, a Market Town in the County of Sf 
ſex, in Arundel Rape: pleaſantly. ſituated near two 
Parks, by the River Arun; and: further remarkable 
for a noble Seat belonging formerly to the Earls of 
Northumberland, now by Marriage to the Duke of 
Somerſet. 

Pets, the ſame with Vienna. 

Petzozcke, Perzora, a Province in the North of 
Moſcovy, towards the Frozen Ocean. The principal 
Town and Riyer is of the fame name. The River 
falls into the White Sea, by fix great mouths; be- 
tween Puſtzjezero, {a Town and Caſtle) and Xiem- 
n0ipoias a Ridge of Mountains: which name fignifies 
in the Ruſs Language, the Girdle of the World. 

Pevenſep, for ſhortneſs called vulgarly Penſey, is 
a Town in the County of Syſſex, which denominates 
a Rape there. But deſerving to be mentioned upon 
another and a higher account : for this was the very 
Harbour, where William the Conqueror landed from 
Normandy with his Fleet of 896 Sail. 

Pezin, See Penews, a River of Theſſalia. 

Paltz, the German name of the Palatinate of the 

Ine. 

Pfaitzbourg, Pha!ſeburgum, a Town in Lorain, 
in the Borders of the Lower Alſatia; at the foot of 
Mount Vaugey Wy the River Zinzel. Which name 
Ggnities the Palatinate Caſtle ; having heretofore been 
under the Palatinate Princes of Felder, of whom. it 
was purchaſed by the Dukes of Lorazn : it 1s now a 
Principality, very well fortified by the King of France, 
in whoſe hands it is. It ftands ſeven Leagues from 
S:rasburgh, and fixteen from Nancy. 

Pfeuilendozft, a Town in the Circle of Schwaben 
in Germany. in the Territory of Hegow, upon the 
Lake of Zel, betwixt Conſtance and Tubingen. It is 
an Imperial City. 

Pfirt or Ferrette, one of the principal Cities in 
the Province of Suntgaw in Germany, under the King 
of France. Three Leagues from Mulhauſen. 

pfoztſheim , Phorcena, PhortZemum, a ſmall Ci- 
ty in the Marquiſate of Baden; upon the River Ent, 
where it takes in the Nago/d. Two Miles from Dur- 
laoh, ſeven from Heydelberg to the South, and fix 
from Spire. This belongs now to the Family of 
Durlach ; but was heretotore under the Duke of 
Wurtembergh. 
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_ Pharlg. See Lefma. | 

. Haris, an ancient City, of Lacoyia, in the Pe{c- 
ponneſus : where there ſtood, in the times: of the 
Heathens , an Oraculous Statue of Mercury, much 
conſulted and admired , together with another of the 
Goddeſs Veſta. . Sr | 

.. Pharmacuſa, a ſmall Ifland of the Mgean Sea, to- 
wards the Province of Ioxia in 4ſia the Leſs: now 
called Fermaco. Fulius Ceſar here fell into the 
hands of Pyrates; and Attalus, a King of Perga- 
mus, Was killed. : . TINT 

: Pharos, a ſmall Iſland at the Entrance of the 
Port of Alexandria in Egypt ; about a Mile diſtant 
from Alexandria, to which it is now connected by 
a long Bank. Aiexander the Great, not ſucceeding 
In his Attempt to build a City here becaufe of the 
ſtreightnefs of the Place , thereupon founded A/e- 
x4ndria upon the Continent over againſt it. But it 
became afterwards extraordinarily famous by the 
Light Tower erected upon it in the year of Rome 
470. and the 124. Olymp. by Prolemeus Philadelphus 
King of Egypt. A Tower of fo prodigious a Mafs 
and Structure, of the Contrivance of the great Ar- 
chitedt Sotratus Cnidius, as to be efteemed one of 
the PPonders of the World. Ptolemy beſtowed eight 
hundred: Talents in the building of it. Szatius men- 
tions it with the Elogium of | 

Lumina Nefivage tollit Pharos emula Lune. 

It gave ;Light into the Sea a very great ſpace : Was 
dedicated in an Inſcription - to the Gods, the Conſer» 
vators of Sailors; and all the like Lighe Towers fince 
have been called Phari from it. | 

Pharſalusg. Sce Farſa above. Only let it be_add- 
ed, that this City fince Chriftianity was fir(t a Biſhop's 
See under the Archbiſhop of Lar:i//a, and afterwards 
an ACE under the Patriarch of Conſtanti- 
nopte. 

Phaſelis. See Fronda. 

Dhaſis, a River of the Province of Mengrelia in 
Georgia ; It ariſeth from a part of the | cop 
Caucaſus ; and paſſing by Cotats, the Capital of the 
Kingdom of Imiretta, and the City Phaſis in Men- 
grelia ( which is a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop 
of Treb:ſonda), it runs to diſcharge it ſelf into the 
Black Sea; where its Mouth is above half a League in 
breadth, and fixty Fathom depth. Upon this River, 
Amurath III. his Fleet of Galleys, employed to make 
a Conqueſt of the Narth and Eaſt Coatts of the Black 
Sea, was ſurprized and defeated by the King of Im:- 
retta, Towards the Mouth of it, ftand divers agree- 
able little Iſlands, covered with Wood. The princi- 
pal of them had a Fortreſs built upon it by the Turks 
in 1578: Which in 1640. the King of Imiretta, af- 
ſiſted with the Princes of Mengrelia and Guriel, 
took: and demoliſhed ; carrying away thence twenty 
five Pieces of Cannon to Cotatis. The antient H:- 
ſtorians ſpeak of a Temple dedicated to the Goddeſs 
Rhea, upon an Iſland of the Phafis : But we ſee no 
remains thereot at this day ; as neither of the City Se- 
baſte, placed at the mouth of the Phaſis ; by the an- 
tient Geographers. In the beginning of this Rivers 
courle it is very impetuous : but having gained the 
Plain, it runs ſo ſmoothly and its Waters are fo 
light, that they ſwim, its ſaid, above the Euxine for 
ſome conſiderable Space. Now called Fachs and Faſſe. 

. Phazzeth, Phafis, the Capital of Mengrelia; a 
City of great antiquity , mentioned by Pliny and 
Strabo. It ftands upon the Euxine Sea ; at the Mouth” 
of a River of the ſame name; and was heretofore a 
Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of Trebe/onde: 
Sir. Fobhn Chardin (who entered this River, and took 
great pains to find this City) could not find the leaſt 
remainder or token of the City : he faith the Channel 
of the River is at its fall into the Sea a Mile _ __ 
oad ;

which heretofore diſputed the Preheminence with Te- 
gea, the Capital of the Country. - It ſtood near a 
Lake of the ſatne name; the different Qualities where- 
of in the Night and in the Day are thus deſcribed b 
Ovid, Metam. 15: 
Eft locus Arcadie, Pheneum dixere priores, 
Ambiguis ſuſpefius aquis: has noRe timeto 3

Phictiaid, Pi#s, the moſt antient Inhabitants of 
Scotland ; who lived in that Kingdom, when the Ro- 
mans Conquered Britain : -and by-their Inroads up- 
on the Britains, (after the Ronians withdrew), oC 
cafioned the calling in the Saxons. - See Pitts. 

JHtdari, - Evenus, a Rivet of MAtolza; which rt- 
ſeth out of Mount Callidromus, and' purſues its courſe 
Southward to the Ionian Sea ; which it entereth._ not 
far from the 'Gulph of Corinth, or Lepanto, 

- Philadelphia. See Flade/phia, in Lydia. $ Flie 


Antients mention a ſecond in Cilrcia, a Biſhops Ste 


under the Archbiſhop of Seleucia; and a third in Cw- 
leſyria, a Biſhops See likewiſe under the Archb. of Buſ- 
ſereth. But there have been Alterations in thoſe Sees in 
following times. The latter Place, according to S. Fe- 
rom, ſhou!d be the fame with the Hebrew Rabath, 
or the modern Pezra, in the Stony Arabia. 

Civtad del Ke Philippe, a Town built by the 
Spamards in 1525. in South America, purpoſely to 
preclude the paſſage into the Streights of Magellan, 


from the Engliſh and Dutch. Sifice, ruined by the 


Indians; and the place called Porto Famme. 

Philippevilic, a Town in Harnault , of. great 
ſirength : fortified by Mary Queen of Hungary, / Go- 
verneſs of the Low Countries) in 1555, and ſo na- 
med from Phz/zp I. King of Spain : by the Pyre- 
nean Treaty in 1660. granted to the French. It ſtands 
thirteen Miles from Bruſſels, feven from Namur, aud 
ten from Mons. 

The Philippine Iſlands, Phz:l:ppine, called alſo 
the Iſlands of L»/ſon and les Manilhes from the 
principal of them, are a knot of Iſlands belonging to 
Aſia ; which took this name irom. Ph:/:p II King of 
Spain; in whoſe times, { in 1549.) they were view- 
ed, and carefully obſerved by Ruy Lup? a Spaniard, 
Some apprehend them to be the Baruſſe of Prolemy. 
In 1564. Michae! Lupo, another Spaniard, was ſent 
to people and reduce them. They lie between Chi- 
24 to the North, and the Molucco Iſlands to the 
South ; between thirteen and fourteen degr. of Nor. 
thern Latitude. The exact- number of them 1s not 
known ; but they are ſuppoſed to be above ten thou. 
ſand: the greatett of them is Manzlia, or Luconia. 
The Spaniards were once Maſters of the greateſt part 
of theſe Iſlands, and built ſome conſfigerable Cities in 
them ; but their Afairs growing leſs proſperous in 
Europe, and the Dutch Eaſt-India Company having 
ruined their Trade here, many of them have defected 
from the Spantards ; who have been forced to leave 
others ; ſo that they do with fome difficulty keep 
their poſſeſſion in the Iſland of Marizl:a, the greateft 
and moſt Northern of them, the Seat of the Gover- 
nour and a Biſhop. Theſe Iſlands were at firſt ſub- 
ject to the King of China ; who abandoned them, 
about 1520. Firſt diſcovered by - Ferdinando Ma- 
gellanes, who periſhed in one of them. The Air of 
them is ,very. mild and temperate ; the Soil is very 
fruitful, and produceth whatever 1s needful to the 
Life of Man. The Names of the principal.of them 
are Mindano, Peragsja, Calamanes, Mindora, Tan- 


daja, Cebu (in which Magellanes was flain,) Pinta- 
os, Parraja, Masbat, Sabunra, Matan, Luban, 
Capul, Abityo, Banton, Bohol, la Verde, dos Negons, 
and San Fuan, 

Philtppo. See F zlippopoli. 

Philippftadt, Phz/1pp:polrs, a City in Sweden, in 
Vermelandia, a County of - Gothland: bvilt in the 
Fens. Twenty five Miles from the Lake of Wener, 
_— the ſame diſtance trom Car//ſtad to the South- 


Philippopoits, an ancient City of Phenicra in Sy- 
7:4: mentioned in the Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtories of So- 
crates and Sozomen, upon the occafion of a Statue 
erected there, in the Primitive Times, of our Saviour 
Feſns Chriſt ; together with the Statue of the Wo- 
man he cured of an inveterate Bloody Flux by the 
touch of his Garment, placed at his Foot : The ſame 
Hiſtorrans relating, that an Herb: of 'an unknown Spe- 
cies, of ſo ſoveraign a Vertue as to heal all ſorts of Dif 
eaſes, ſprung up cloſe by them : and when the Empe- 
ror Fulzan the Apoſtate in the year 362. commanded 
them to be broken down, and a Statue of himſelt to 
be advanced m their rooms, a Fire from Heaven de- 
ſ{troyed Fuban's Statue. 

Philipsbourg, Phzlippoburgum, a ſtrong Fort or 
Caſtle upon the Rhine ; which before was called 
Udenheim. Firſt walled in 1343+ by Gebhard Biſhop 
of Spire, And afterwards took its preſent name from 
Philip Chriſtopher de Soeteren, Biſhop of Spire ; 
who 1n 1615. refortitied it for the defence of that Bt- 
ſhoprick. George Count Palatine of the Rhine, a 
former Biſhop of Spire, had built in this place, in 
I513, a noble Caſtle, ( or rather Palace; ) which 
was much improved in 1570, by Marquardus ab 
Hatſtein, another Biſhop. Being thus improved and 
made very conſiderable, it was reduced by the Swedes 
in 1634. by Hunger. Surprized by the Spaniards 
by a Stratagem in 1635. Taken by force by the 
French in 1644. The French beſtowed very much, 
during the time they were poſſeſſed of it, ir adding 
to the Fortifications : but m the year 1676. the Duke 
of Lorram retook it, though the French came up 
with a great Army to relieve it. By the Treaty of 
N:meguen in the year 1679, 1t was conligned to the 
Bithop of Spzre. The French began the preſent War 
with the Siege of it, and obliged it to ſurrender 
November 1. 1688. This Town ſtands three Ger- 
man Miles from Heydelberg to the South, one from 
Spire to the North, and three from Durlach. 

Philips-Nozton, a Market Town in Somerſer- 


ſhire, in the Hundred of Wello, near the River 


Froume, 5+ 
The Philiſtines, a part of the moſt antient Inha- 


bitants of the Land of Canaan, diſpoſed along the 


Sea Coaſt, towards the. Borders of the Kingdom of 


 Epype ; whoſe frequent Wars with, and Victories o- 


ver the Jfraelites, their taking and remitting of the 
Ark, and all their valiant Actions at various times 
conquering and conquered, with Sampſon, David, 
Saul, Ely, %c. are recorded in the Hiſtory of the Old 
Tettament. | 

TPhocxa. See Fogze. 

Phocts, an ancient City and Country of Greecs; 
betwixt B:zeotia and &tolra. Honoured heretofore 
with the Cities Delphos, Anticyra, Cirrha ; the Moun- 
tain Parnaſſus, and the River Helicon, ſituated in this 
Country. In the Year of Rome 399. and the hundred 
and ſixth Olymp. the Phocenſes pillaging the Tem- 
ple of Apollo at Deiphos, and defeating the Locrenſes 
their Neighbours in a Battel under Ph:/omelus, drew 
upon themſelves the Vengeance of Greece to ſuch a 
meaſure, that a Holy War, to puniſh their Sacrilege,

 Hrygia, a Country of the Leſſer 4/ia, divided 
In ancient times into Phrygia Magna or Major, and 
Phrygza Minor. Phrygia Major lay betwixt Bithy- 
nia, Galatia, Pamphylia, Lydia, and Myſia. Its 
principal Cities were Synnada and Hrierapolis. Some- 
time called Pacatiana; Now, as it is under the Turks, 
Gernizan. The other was famous for the Rivers Xan- 
thus and Simoy, and the City Troy ſtanding init : the 
ancient Troas being in this Phrygza contained by the ge- 
eral accounts. This Phrygia had the name alſo of 
Flelleſpontiaca, from its fituation upon the gear 
Sea, towards the Helieſpont. 

Peacenza, Placentia, a City cf Lombardy, of great 
Antiquity ; called by the French Plaiſance. It is a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Bologna ; and 
the Capital of a Dukedom of the ſame name, which 
ever (ince 1557. has been in the Hands of the Dukes 
of Parma. It is a neat, populous City ; faid to have 
twenty five thouſand Citizens within its Walls, and to 
be five Miles in Circuit : full of fine Buildings ; and 
bleſſed with an ingenuous Race of Men, fit either for 
Arts or War. One Mile from the Po, forty from Mzr- 
lan to the Eaſt, and thirty five from Parma to the 
North-Ealt ; in a pleaſant place,ſurrounded with fruit- 
ful Fields, Meadows, and Paſtures; having many 
Channels cut for the watering their Ground, and the 
bringing in Merchandizes. It has ſeveral Salt-Springs, 
Mines of lron ; plerity of Wine, Oil, Corn ; and Fruits 
of all ſorts: the belt Cheeſe in the whole World is made 
here in great quantity- Nor does it want Woods and 
Foreſts for Hunting ; ſo that all things conſidered, it 
is one of the pleaſanteſt ſituated Cities in the World : 
and thought to have taken its name from thence, It 
was one of the tir{t Colonies the Romans ſetled in 
Gallia Ci/alpina againſt the Gau/s, They fortified it 
ſo well, that though the Inſubres and Bosz out of dil- 
content Revolted and joined with Hannibal, (who 
made the Siege of this place one of his firſt Attempts) 
yet he was not able to take it, Nor had Aſdrubal 
who followed him any better ſucceſs : ſo that L#vy 
informs us, this was one of the twelve Colonies which 
in the ſecond Punick War ſaved Rom?. In the Year 
of Rome 553. Amulcar a third Punick General; took 
this City with the help of the Gazls ; and in a great 
degree ruined it by Fire and Sword. Celius, a Thuſ- 
can General, not being able to defend 1t againſt the 
Siege of Cinna and Marius, rather than he would be 
taken, deſired his friend Petronzus to give kim his 
ſword in his heart ; who did fo, and afterwards exe- 
cuted the ſame to himſelf. Spurina, a Commander 
under Vitellius, defended this City with great Gallan- 
try againſt Cecina, (one of Ocho's Generals; } who 
yet at laſt took and burnt it, Anno Chriſti 69g, In 
269. M. Aurelianus received a great overthrow from 
the Marcomanni near it. In 542, Totzlas King of the 
G:ths, took it by a Siege : which reduced them to the 
necefity of eating Mans Fleſh. About 1335. it fell 
firſt into tize Hands of the Viſcounts of Mzlan. About 
i447 they callzd in the Venerians, and endeavoured 
to ſhake off the Dominion of the Mzlaneſe : which 
had like to have ended in their Ruin ; the City being 
taken and ſacked, and a moſt cruel Slaughter made 
of the Inhabitants. It continued after this under the 
Dukes of Milan; till together with Mzlan, it fell 
into the Hands of Lews XII. King of France, in 
1499. Pope Fulius in 1512, got the Poſſeſſion of it, 
In 1545. Pope Par! III. Created Lewy (his Natural 
Son) Duke of this City : who was ſlain for his Cruelty 
and wickedneſs by ſome Gentlemen hereof ; and the 
place put into the Hahds of Charles V. in 1547. 
Philip II. his Son, ten years after this, granted it to 
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the Duke of Parma ; whoſe Poſterity of the Houſe 

of Farneſe enjoy it now. This was the Country of 

Pope Gregory X. Pope Urban II in 1094, or 95+ 

celebrated a Council here, ih which the divorced Ems 

preſs, Wife to Henry III. preſented her Complaints.

La Ptave, Anaſus, Plavr, a River of the Mar- 
quifate di Treviſo in 1taly ; which ſprings out of 
the Carnzck, Alpes, in the Borders of Germany and 
Carinthia ; near the Fountains of the Drave, And 
flowing Southward through this Marquiſate, to water 
the Cities of Cadorino, Belkmo, and Feltri4, it takes 
in the Bceto, Calore, and the Cordevolio : then falls 
into the Adriatich Sea, thirteen Miles from Venice to 
the Eaſt. - 

Picardie, Picardia, a Province on the North of 
France, towards the Low Countries ; between Cham- 
Pagne to the Eaft ; Hainau!r and Artors to the North; 
the Britiſh Sea, and Normandy to the Welt ; and the 
Ifle of France to the South. Heretofore much greater 
than now ; part of it being now taken into the Ifle of 
France (to wit, le Beauvorſis, le Noyonos, le Laonos 
and le Yalos : ) there remaining to it le Boulenois, le 
Ponthieu, le Sanſterre, le Vermandv1s, la Tierache, 
and  Amienois. But it has alſo had ſome additions 
made to it by the Conquelts int Artois. The Capital 
of this Province is Amiens. The other good Towns 
are Abbewille, Boulrgne, Calais, Doulens, S. Quin- 
tin, la Fere, Guiſe, Ham, Monſtrevil, Perone, and 
Roye. The Rivers watering it are the Somme, the Oyſe, 
the Authie, the Canche, &c. 

Picent and P:centins, two diſtindt Tribes or Regi- 
ons of the ancient People of Italy. The one, contained 
now in the modern Marcha Anconttana, in the Do- 
minions of the Church : the other, the latter,in a part 
of the Hither Principate in the Kingdom of Naples. 
Both ſubjefted under the Romans about the year of 
Rome 480. 

Pichtland Fyzth, Fretzum Pificum, the Streight 
between the North of Scotland and the Iſles of Ork- 
ney. 

Ticighitome, P:ce/eo, a ſtrong Town in the M:- 
laneſe n Italy, upon the River Adda, betwixt Cremo- 
na and Lodi : where Francis 1. King of France re- 
mained a Priſoner, after his being taken by the Army 
of the Emperor Charles V. at the Battel of Pavia. Its 
Cittadel was heretofore bnilt by one of the Dukes of 
Mzlan. 

Pickering, a Market Town in the North Riding 
of Torksbhire, The Capital of its Hundred ; upon a 
ſmall River falling into the Derwent : Not far from 
the Sea. 

Pico, or Pzca, one of the Iſlands of the A-lan- 
tick Ocean, which 18 one of the Azores; extending 
twelve Miles from Eaft to Welt ; under the Porrus 
gueſe. | 

PÞtcolmaio, a River of Paragua in South Ameri 
ca ; which ariſeth in Peru, near the City of La Plata 
aad falls into the River of the ſame name after a 
long Courſe, and the addition of many ſmaller Ri- 
vers. 

The Pits, Pi#;. It is not very certainly con- 
cluded, whether this ancient Nation of Barbarians 
firit came into the Iſles of Orkney, then Scotland, out 
of Scythia or out of Denmark, But having by force 
eſtabliſhed themſelves in the Counties of Fife and Ls- 
thaine, they grew in the deſcent of time by enter-mar- 
riages and contraCts with the Scots to make one People 
with them. And it is ſuppoſed, their name comes 
from their cuſtom of painting their Bodies, See Phz- 
tlaid; 

The 
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The Pics Walt, Yallum Hadriani, Murus Pi- 
Hicus, was the moſt ancient Boundary between Eng- 
land and Scotland; begun by Hadrian the Emperour 
to ſeparate the P:#s (or Barbarous Northern Nations ) 
from the Civilized Romasn=Britains, in 123. Itreach- 
ed from Eden in Cumberland to Tine 1n Northum- 
berland : firſt made only of Turf,ſupported by Stakes, 
and ſtrengthened by Palliſadoes. Severus the Empe- 
ror repaired it, and made it much ſtronger in 207. Be- 
fore theſe times, there had been one made in the nar- 
rowelt part of Scotland z firſt by Agricola, and after 
by Lo!liw Urbicus, under Antonins Pius ; but theſe 
Countries being not thought worth the keeping, Se- 

verus fixed the Bounds finally where Hadrian had at 

firſt ſetled them ; and erected this Wall of ſolid Stone, 
with Towers at the diſtance of a Mile from each other, 
from the Ir:ſþ to the German Sea eighty Miles in 
length This Wall was repaired by Caraujizs, under 

Dzocleſian the Emperor, about 285. Having been ru- 
ined by the Ps in ſeveral places about 388, it was a- 
gain repaired by the Br:tazns, (after the defeat of the 
PiRs) by the afliftance of the Romans, about 404. 
In 4e6. # was beaten down by the Pz&s.  AEtins (a 

Reman General) rebuilt it the laſt time of Brick, a- 

bout 430. So left the Brits to defend it. The Scots 
ruined it again the next year : after which it was ne- 

ver more regarded, but only as a Boundary between 
the two Nations by Conſent. It ran on the North 
fide of the Tzne, and the Irthing, two conſiderable 

Rivers. The Tract appears at this day 1n many places 
in Cun.berland, and Northumberland ; fo many hun- 
dred years not having been abte to deface intirely that 
great Roman Work. | 

Prdanemo, Apidanus, a River of Theſſalie ; it 
ariſeth from Mount Gemphos ; and watering Pharſalus 
and taking in the Enipeus, the Melax, and the Phe- 
11x, falls into the Peneus above Lariſſa with a very 
ſwift Current. 

Biedmont, Piedmont um, Pedemontium, 1s a Pro- 
vince of Iraly, towards France and Switzerland ; cal- 
ted by the French Piedmont ; by the Spaniards Pza- 
monte ; by the Germans Das Pemund ; by the Eng- 
hiſh Piedmont ; which ſignifies the foot of the Hi A 
Tt has the honour to be tiled a Principality : under the 
Duke of Savoy ; having been of old called Gall:a Syub- 
alping. Great, well watered, fruitful, and populous , 
extended between the Dukedoms of M:lan and Mont- 
Ferrat to the Eaſt; the States of Genoua, and the 
County of Nsz7a to the South 5 the Dauphine and 
Savoy to the Weſt ; the Dukedom of Auoſtor, (Ota) 
and a ſmall part of Mz/an to the North. It contains 
the Marquiſate of Saluzzo, the County d' Aftz, the 
Territories of Verelleſe, Bic!leſe, Aibeſano, and Pied- 
ont (properly fo called, ) together with a part of the 
Dukedom of Montferrat. The Capital of this Pro- 
vince is Turin, Tormo: the other Cities are Aſts, Br- 
ela, Jurea, Foſſano, Mondovs, Pignerol (under the 
French), Saluzzo, Suſa (lately taken by the French) 
and Verells. Under the Lombards this was called 
the Dukedom of Turin. The Hiſtory of it belongs 
properly to Savoy; of which this is but a Province. 
The Taurins, Salafſii, Seguſianz, &c. were the ancient 
Inhabitants thereof in, and before the Roman times. 
Nonw the eldeſt Sons of the Dukes of Savoy are ſty- 
led Princes of Piedmont. 

ÞPienza, P:entra, Corfmmianum, a City of Hetru- 
ria, now in the Territory of Szena : and a Biſhops 
See {by the Inſtitutionoof Pope P:us IL. in 1462. who 
was born at it ) nnder the Archbiſhop of Szena. It 
is little, but well Peopled ; fix Miles from Monte

Pignerol, P:narolo, Pinarolium, a City of Pried- 
mnt, upon an Hill ; which has a ftrong Caſtle, upon 
the River Cluſo ; at the foot of the A/pes. Twelve 
Miles from Turs#z to the North-Weſt, nineteen from 
Sſe to the South, and ten from Sa/uzes. This City 
belonged to the Dukedom of Savey ; but was raviſh- 
ed from that Prince by Cardinal Rzchelien in 1630 : 
and by Lewis XIII, United March 31. 1631, to the 
Crown of France for ever, according to the Articles 
of the Treaty of Rerraſque betwixt him and Y:Qor 
Amadeus D. of Savoy. There aredivers Churches and 
Religious Houſes here : And the Caſtle is very ſtrong 
both by art and nature. 

— Pilaca, Ajax, a River of Calabria, which falls 
into the Tonzan Sea. 

Pilau, P-laua, a ſtrong Fort or Caſtle in the Dy- 
cal Pruſſia; atthe Mouth of the Bay of Koning ſperg ; 
three German Miles from that City to the Weſt. Ta- 
ken by-the Swedes in 1626 : but now under the Duke 
of Brandenburg ; and has a very good Harbour be- 
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; Di en, Pilſenum, a City of Bohemia, upon the 
River Mzes ; nine German Miles from Prague to the 
Weſt, fix from the Borders of the Upper Palatinate, 
and eleven from Eger or Heb. This is a great and 
ſtrong City : belieged unſucceſsfully by the Hwuſſars, 
but taken by the Count de Mansfeldt in 1118. The 
Mies below it receives a ſmall River in that form, as 
makes this place ſeem to ſtand in a Peninſula. 

Ptlſno, P:lſ:a, a City of the Leſſer Poland, in the 
Palatinate of Sandomir, near the YV:ſtula: the Capital 
of a Territory of the fame Name. 

Pinco, Pa3ncus,a River in the Iſle of Candy,or Crete. 

Pindus, avaſt Mountain now called Mezzovo, a- 
ſcribed by Serabo to Macedonia ; by Ptolemy to Epr- 
rus, ( 1t paſſing between it and Macedonia;) by o- 
thers to Theſſa/za. It ftretcheth from Eaſt to Weſt 
from the Acroceraunian Hills, ( now called Capo della 
Chimera in Albania ) to the Thermopyle, now Bocca 
di Lupo: in the midit of this Courſe it brancheth out 
to the South the Parnaſſus and Helicon ; which has 
occaſioned the confounding theſe three Names.

It ariſeth in Paragua, above the Lake de Los Xa- 
raies; and running a vaſt Courſe to the South, and 
ſeparating Paragua from Chaco, ( beneath the City 
de Buenos Ayres ; ) It entereth the Sea of Paraguay ; 
by a Mouth of fixty EnglsſÞ Miles in breadth, or forty 
Spaniſh Leagues. This River was firſt diſcovered in 
1513, by John Diaz, a Portugueſe. : 

La Plata, Argentea, a City in Peru, in the Go- 
vernment of Characa, or los Charcas ; built by the 
Spaniards in the Valley of Chuquiſaca, upon the 
River P:col/maio; an Archbiſhops See, ( by the Inſtt- 
tution of Pope Paul V. having before been a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Lima ;! and the Capi- 
tal of the Province of Characa, otherwiſe called Pro- 
vincia de Rio de la Plata by the Spanzards : one hun- 
dred and fixty five Spaniſh Leagues from Cuſco to 
the South, eighteen from Porofi, and one hundred 
and ten from the Pacifick Ocean. This 1s one of the 
richeſt, moſt populous, and beſt built Cities in Ame- 
7ica ;z and ſtands near the Silver Mines. 

Platamona, Aliacmon, a River of Macedonia ; 
which ariſeth from the Cambuvian Hills ; and run- 
ning Ealtward by Pidna ( now Chitro, or Platan), 
falls into the Gulph of Salonica. It 1s called Pele- 
cas by Sophianus ; Platamona by Molenus, Biſtriſa 
by Holſtenius ; in the latter Maps Aliagmo, and In- 
Jjacovs. 

Platano, Lycus, a River on the South of Szcily g 
which falls into the Sea eighteen Miles from Gergentz 
to the Welt. oh 

Platzz, an ancient City of B.eot14 in Greece : fa- 
mous for a Templein thoſe times, erected in the Ho- 
nour of Fupiter Liberator. Near toit, the two Athe- 
nian and Lacedemonian Generals, Pauſanias aid 
Ariſtides, defeated Mardonius General of the Perſians 
in the year of Rome 275, and the ſeventy fifth O:7me 
piad. It was ſurprized by the Thebaxs, anno Rome 
323 : who for their Fact were maiſlacred by the In- 
babitants. In 381, the Thebans and the Lacedemo- 
nians together quite ruined it. 

Platſee, Pl/atzee. See Baiaton. 

Talaven, P/aun, Plava, a City of Voightland, a 
Province of the Upper Saxony in Germany ; or as 0- 
thers ſay, in Miſnia ; ſeated upon the River Ez/ter ; 
between Zwickaw to the South-Eaſt, and Crow or 
Curen to the North-Weſt ; four Miles from the Bor- 
ders of Bohemia, Under the Duke of Saxony. 

Plawe, Plava, a Town in the Dukedom of Mag- 
deburg, upon a Lake of the ſame Name; near the 
EfMiux of the River E/de; fix German Miles from 
Guſtruw, and ten from Haveeberg to the North. 

Pleſeow, Pleſcovrenſis Ducatus, the mott We- 
ſtern Province of Moſcovy. Bounded by Imgria to 
the North, Lithuanza to the South, Livonia to the 
Welt, and Novegars to the Eaſt. It 1s great, popu» 
lous and fruitfui: was a Sovereign Dukedom, till 
John Baſiovirz conquered it in 1509. The principal 
City is P/cskow, Pleskovia; which ftands upon the 
River Veliks ; forty Miles from the Confines of L#= 
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vonza to the Eaſt, fixty from the Lake of Imen, 
and forty from Riga to the North-Eaſt. This City 
was betrayed into the Hands of the Ruſs by the Prieſts, 
in 1509, upon a Religious Pretence: who were ſe. 


* verely puniſhed for their Treaſon, by that perfidious, 


bloody, cruel Tyrant. In 158, it was beſieged, and 
taken by Szephen, King of Poland. Again in 1615, 
by Gaſteons Adolphus , King of Sweden; out of 
whoſe Hands the Ruſs were forced to redeem 1t, by the 
Payment of a vaſt Sum of Money, The Ruſs call it 
Pshouta.. 

Plefſis, a Seigniory in the Province of PoiFor, in 

France : giving Name and Origine fo an Honourable 
Family, which produced the late famous Miniſter ot 
State in that Kingdom, the Cardinal of Richlier. 
* Plymouth, P/ymuthum, a Noble Sea-Vort Town 
In the moſt Weſtern part of Devonſhire, on the 
South of England. It takes its Name trom the River 
Plyme ; between which and the Tamer ( a 
much greater River, and tne Weſtern Boundary of 
Devonſhire ) this Town 1s ſeated; and has one of 
the largeſt, ſafeſt, and moſt convenient Havens in the 
World. It was anciently called Surron ; and ( faith 
Mr. Cambden ) of late times was a poor Fiſhermens 
Town ; but within the compaſs of a few years be- 
come equal to ſome' of the beſt Cities in E»,g/and. 
Fortified both to the Seaward, by a Fort built on 
St. Nicolas Iſle ; and to Landward, by two Forts upon 
the Haven, and a Caſtle on a Hill ; belides which it 
has a Chain for the Security of the Haven in time of 
War. Henry IV. granted it a Mayor. From this 
Town Sir Francis Drake fet Sail in 1577; when he 
went that Voyage in which he failed round the Ter- 
reſtrial Globe. Out of this Haven the Engl:ſh Fleet 
was Towed by Ropes { the Winds being contrary ), 
when in 1588, Charles Lord Howard, Admiral of 
England, went to fight the Spaniſh invincib.e Ar- 
mado, as they unwiſely call-d it. Charles IT. added 
to the Strength of this Place, by building a Rtately 
Cittadel on a Hill near it; and to its Honour, by 
creating Charles Fitz-Charles, ( one of his Natural 
Sons) Baron of Dartmouth, Viſcount To:nes, and 
Earl of P:ymouth, Fuly 9. 1675, who afterward died 
at Tanger. 

Ploen, Plona, a ſmall City in the Dukedom of 
Holſtein, in the Province of agaren ; between a 
double Lake of the ſame Name : tix German Miles 
from Lubeck to the North. It has a ſplendid and 
noble Caſtle ; which together with the City is under 
the Dominion of a Prince of the Family of Ho{/tern. 

Plotzkho, Ploczho, or Ploſco, Plocum, Ploſcum , a 
ſmall Ciry in the Greater Poland; which is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Gneſna ; the Capital of 
a Palatinate of the ſame Name, in the Dukedom of 
Mazomiekie , or Maſovia; to which there belongs a 
Caſtle. It is ſeated upon the Viſtula, fourteen Po!rſh 
Miles from Warſaw to the Welt. + 

Plndents, a ſmall Seigniory in Tyrol, belonging to 
the King of Spain. 

Pluſa , Apruſa, a ſmall River in Romandzola , 
which ſpringeth out of Mount 7zranz ; and running 
Southward, falls into the Adrzatick Sea near Rimine. 
Alſo called L' Aveſa. 

Pluviers, Avziarium, a City in the Province of 
La Beauſe, upon the River  Oeuf; ten Leagues 
from Orleans to the North, and as many from Mon- 
targis to the Eaſt: it 1s a ſpruce City, and by the 
Writers of the middle Times called Pithuria. 

Þlurs, or Pleure, Plura, an Italian Prefecture, 
beionging to the Gr:iſons ; by the Gift of Maximi- 
lian Sforza, Duke of Milan, in 1513. It takes its 


Name from the chief Town of the ſame Name ; 
once ſeated at the Foot of the Alpes, near Chiavenne, 
upon 
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upon the River Mara; ( the chief of ſundry Villa- 
pes, lying in the ſame bottom ;) now nothing but a 
deep and bottomleſs Gulph. For on April 26. 1617. 
a huge Rock falling from the top of the Mountains, 
bverwhelmed it ; and killed in the twinkling of an 
Fye fifteen hundred people ; left no ſign or ruin 
of a Town there ſtanding ; but in the place thereof, 
a great Lake of about two Miles in length. Heylyn. 
There were eight Rel:ig:ous Houſes in it ; yet ſcarce 
one perſon of all the Town eſcaped alive. The 
day before this, a roaring noiſe was heard from the 
Mountain. 

Po, Padus, Eridanns, the greateſt River in 1taly ; 
which ariſeth in P:zedmont ; and dividing Lombardy 
mto two parts, falls into the Adriatick Sea by many 
Mouths. Called by the Italians, French , and En- 
glſh, Po ; by the Germans, Paw, Its Head 1s in 
Mount Yiſo, ( Feſulus ), one of the Cortian Alpes ; 
in the Borders of Dauphine , in the Marquiſate of 
Saluzzo, from a Spring called Viſenda, in the midſt 
of a Meadow ; and running Eaſt by the Caſtle of 
Paiſana, it hides 'it ſelf in the Earth again. So di- 
viding Piedmont at Villa Franca , it takes in the 
Chiſone ; and at Pancalierz, the Veraita and Ma- 
cra; by the addition of which, it becomes capable of 
bearing a Boat. Then it waters Turn ( the Capital 
of Savoy ) where-it takes in the Doria : fo conti- 
nuing his Courſe to the Eaſt by Chivas and Caſal, he 
takes his leave of the Duke of Savoy's Domimons , 
and entereth Mzlan : leaving Pavia five, and Mzlan 
twenty Miles to the North , 1t paſſeth on the South of 
Pzacenza, and the North of Cremona; leaving Par- 
ma four Miles to the South, and Mantoua fix to the 
North, he paſſeth to Fichervolo ; where he divides 
his vaſtly improved Streams into two great Branches. 
The Northern watereth the State of Venice, and by 
five Mouths entereth the Gulph of PYenice : the Sou- 
thern paſſeth to Ferrara, and is there ſubdivided into 
three other Branches ; the moſt Southern of which, 
runs within four Miles of Ravemna. This River re- 
ceives about thirty Rivers in all from the Alpes, and 
the Apennine ; and being by far the greateſt River 
in 1:aiy, is mightily magnified by the Latin Poets : 
who would have it no leſs than the Nile, and the. 
Danube ; call it the King of Rzvers , and the grea- 
teſt in the World. It muſt be confefled , that it is 
a noble Flood; and the only one which has found 
a place in Heaven too, or hath the Glory to be made 
a Conſtellation, But ( faith the Learned Dr. Brown, 
who ſaw it ) there are many Rivers that exceed it in 
Greatneſs. The Names of the moſt confiderable of 
its Branches, are, z/ Po grando, il Po di Ariano, il 
Po-di Volana, and i! Po þ Argenta. 

Poblet, a Monaſtery in Catalonia, where the 
Kings of Arragon were anciently buried. 

Pocevera, Porcifera, a River in the States of G2- 
noua, Which takes its riſe from the Appennine ; and 
by a Valley ten Miles long, makes it paſſage by Ge- 
01a into the Lignſtick Sea. 

Pocklington, a Market Town in the Eaſt Riding 
of 7ork ſhire, and the Hundred of Harthill ; upon 
a ſmall River, falling into the Derwent. 

Pocutie, Pocutia, a ſmall Tract in the South 
part of the Kingdom of Poland, called by the Natives 
Poconk , or Pocouth. Tt 1s a part of the Territory 
of Halitz; between the River Tyra, ( now the Nez- 
fter,) and the Borders of Tranſylvania and Wala- 
chia : the principal Town is Snzatsm upon the Pruth : 
the reſt, Co/omey and Martinorw. 

Jodgartm, Baby/onza, a Province in Aſias 
Podolta, Bodens, Budini, Patzinace Populs, a 
Province of the Kingdom of Poland ; comprehended 
under the Red Ru{j;a, of which it ts a part ; and ſub- 
ject to a Palatine of its own. Bounded on the 


North by Vothinzo, on the Eaſt by the Palatinate of 
Braſlaw, on the South by Wallachia, and on the 
Welt by R#ſſiz ( properly fo called), or the Black 
Ruſſia. This Country extends Eaftward through valt 
uninhabited Countries, as far as the Enxine Sea. 
They divide it ordinarily into the Upper Podolia to 
the Weſt,and the Lower to the Eaſt. The people are 
Reſſians by their Original ; conquered by the Poles , 


and in the year 1434. admitted to the ſame Privileges:

Poittiers , P:i#avium, Auguſtoritum , Piftava 
Pitavorum Urbs , a City which is the Capital of the 
Province of PorFou in France; a Biſhops See under 
the Archbiſhop of Bourdeaux,and a celebrated Univer= 
lity founded by Charles VIL in 1431. It Rands up- 
on the River C/ain, at its Confluence with another 
ſmall River, which there makes a large Lake ; four- 
teen Leagues from the Loyre to the South , thirty 
irom Sazntes to the North, and thirty five from 
Bourges to the Weſt; Famous for many Battels fought 
near 1t ; eſpecially that of the Black Prince, in the 
year 1356. In which, John King of France was 
taken Priſoner, together with many Lords, and two 
thouſand Knights and Eſquires. Fifty two Lords, 
one thouſand ſeven hundred Kwights and Gentlemen, 
were ſlain of the French. Three French Battalions, 
{ the leaſt of which exceeded the Engliſh ) were in- 
tirely routed, and in great part deſtroyed. In the 
Reign of Charles VII. King of France, whileſt the 
Vittorious Engliſh were Maſters of the Capital of 
the Kingdom , the Parliament of Paris for fome 
years fat here. The old Caſtle by the Gate of S. La- 
are is thought to have been the Work of the Ro- 
mans ; who built befides an Amphitheatre and other 
Edifices, yet apparent in their remains. This City 
contains twenty four Pariſhes, five Abbeys, and divers 
Monaſteries. The Epiſcopal See became famous in 
the Primitive Times by the Perſon of S. Hilary. 
Divers Councils have been celebrated at it. In one, An- 
0 1075. Berengarius appeared ; whilſt the Doctrine. 
of the Preſence, in oppoſition to his, was received, 
recognized, and eſtabliſhed. Another under Pope 
Paſchal II. excommunicated Ph:{:p I. King of France. 
The Reman Catholicks took Poitiers from the Hu- 
guenots , and- plundered it in 1562. In 1569. the 
Auguenots under Admiral Coligny beſieged it, but 
were forced to riſe without ſucceſs. | 
Pottton, Piftavienſis Provincia, is a large Pro- 
vince in France 3 which was a part of Aquitain , 
whileſt- under the Romans ; and called by the It a- 
/zans, Poitu. Its greateſt extent is from Ealt to 
Weſt : being bounded on the Eaſt by Tourazne , and 
la Marche; on the North by Awjou, and Bretagne ; 
on the Welt by the Bay of Aquzitazn, or the Britiſh 
Sea; and on the South by Saintonge and Angou- 
leſme. This Province was pillaged in the fifth Cen- 
tury by the Vandals, Huns and Germans. The Ro- 
mans in the Reign of the Emperour Honoraus , leit 
it to the VF:/igorhs ; whom Cliv:s the Grand ex- 
pelled about the year 510. Then from the time of 
Charlemaigne, it was under Sovereign Counts of its 
own, till 1271 : when upon a failure of the Line, it 
Tt 2 Wag 
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was united to the Crown of France. Theſe Counts 
had, for about nineteen ſeveral Succeffions , attained 
the Title of Dukes of Guyenne. Not to omit, the 
the Deſcent of the Provinces of Gayenne and Poifton, 
upon the Crown of England in 1152. by Eleanour , 
Wife to Henry II. Nor the aftempt made in 1242. 
( though without ſucceſs) by Richard Earl of Corn- 
wall, Brother to Ring Fohn, to reduce Poifou under 
the Obedience of England again, after the French pre- 
tended R. John had forfeited his Rights by the Death of 
Arthur, The principal Towns next Po:&zers, are 
Chaſtelleraud, Thouars, S. Maxient, Fountenay, Lou- 
dun, Niort, Parthenay, and Richelieu. 

Poiſly, Piſciacum, a Town in the Iſle of France, 
which has a Stone Bridge over the Serne ; fix Leagues 
above Paris to the Eaſt, S. Lewis King of- France 
was born here in 1215. The heart of King Phz/zp 
le Bel was interred in a Church here of his own foun- 
dation. It has divers Religious Houſes. And in the 
laſt Age was more eſpecially famous , upon the ac- 
count of a Confererce of Religion betwixt the Ro- 
man Catholicks and Huguenots from September 4. 
1560. to November 25. held in the preſence of 
Charles TX. King of France, and Catherine de. Me- 
dicis, the Queen Regent ; affifted with the Princes of 
the Blood, a great number of Cardinals , Biſhops , 
Counſellors, and Grandees of the Kingdom, and Lear- 
ned Men of both Religions. Beza, as the Head of 
the Reformed, chiefly managing, and bending his ut- 
moſt force, again{t the Doctrine of the Preſence. 

Pola, Polra, Julia Pictas, a City and Colony in 
Iſtria. mentioned by Strabo and Pliny ; till called 
by the ſame Name : being one of the ſtrongeſt Cities 
in Iſtria, and a Biſhops See under the Patriarch of 
Aquileja. Seated .on a Hill near the Shears of the 
Adriatich Sea , upon which it has a large Haven : 
twenty eight Miles from Parenzo to the South, fixty 
from Trieſte, and an hundred from Ancona to the 
North. Said to have been built by the Co/ch;. Now 
under the States of Venice ; but ſmall, and not much 
inhabited ; it having not aboye ſeven or eight hundred 
Inhabitants. The YVenerians ſend a Governour how- 
ever to it, who takes the Title of a Count. It has a 
ſmall Cittadel. In the time of the Roman Empire, 
this City, as a Free State, dedicated a Statue to Seve- 
rus the Emperour : it has ſeveral other noble Re- 
mains, which ſpeak its Greatneſs and Antiquity ; as 
Mr. Wheeler acquaints us in his Travels, pag. 5. Longs 
37. 09. Lat. 45. 04 _ 

Polan, Bollsa, a River of Stzria. 

Polana, Monalus, a River in the North of Szczly ; 
written in Baudrand , Polina. 

Poland, Polexza , is one of the principal King- 
doms in Europe ; called by the Natives Pologka ; 
by the Germans, die Polen; by the French,Pologne ; 
by the Spaniards and Italians, Polonsa ; by the En- 
gliſh, Poland. A part of the old Sa/matia Europea ; 
and has its Name from Pole, which ſignifies a Plain 
in the Sc/avonian Tongue. Bounded on the North 
by the Baltick Sea,the Swediſh Livonia, and Ruſſia ; 
by the laſt,and the Deſarts of Tartary, on theEaſt ; on 
the South by the Upper Hungary, Tranſylvania, and 
Walachia; on the Weſt by Germany. This King- 
dom ts of a round Figure, two thouſand fix hundred 
Miles in compaſs. The Earth plain , but full of 
Woods ;- which do in ſome degree reCtifie the Cold- 
neſs of the Air. They have no Wine; as for Bar- 
ley and Pulſe, they have more than they ſpend. The 
People are Induftrious and Learned ; good Souldi- 
ers, proud and prodigal. The Chriſtian Faith was 
firſt ſettled in Poland, under Mice/laus, in the year 
963. by one Meinardus. The Reformation about 
1535. crept into theſe Countries; but never general- 
ly imbraced, nor perſecuted, The Greek Church has 
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ſome a here too ; but the moſt general, 1s the 


Roman Catholick, This vaſt Kingdom 1s divided in- 

to thirty four Palatinates, moſt of which I ſhall men- 

tion in their proper places. The principal Cities are 
Belzko, Braclaw, Braſlaw, Brieſcie, Kaliſs, Kami« 
niec, Chelmo, Krakow, Elbing , Dantzich , Gneſua,

Warzawa, ( commonly called War/aw, the Capital 
of Poland), Wilna, Witebsho , and Wlodzimnuers. 

The firſt Duke of this Kingdom was Lechus, who 

began his Reign in 694. His Poſterity in eleven De- 

ſcents continued till 800. when Priaſtus was the 

firſt elected Duke. In the year 1000. Boleſlaus 

( Son of Mieceſlaus ) received the Title of King, 

from Ozho III. Emperour of Germany. The preſent 

King is the forty fixth Prince, and the thirty ſecond 

King of Poland ; who has had the Honour to be the 

Preſerver of Chriſtendom by the Relief of Yienna, 

and many other brave Actions. Though this Prince 

has the Name of a King, and the firlt Dukes were 

in truth Kings without the Title ; yet at preſent he 

is nothing leſs: being not allowed to make Peace or 

War, to unpoſe Taxes, make Laws, alienate any of 
his Demeans ; or in ſhort, to do any thing of Impor- 

tance, which concerns the Publick, without the con- 

ſent of the Diet. He does not only ſwear to do all 

this ; but allows their Diſobedience , in cafe he vio- 

lates his Oath : which makes the Subjects the Princes 

Judges, and this Kingdom a meer Ariftocracy ; or 

knot of petty Kingdoms under one Head. Whence 

the Tartars and Muſcovites have reaped great advan- 

tages ; and the King of Sweden once, with forty 

thouſand men,reduced this Country to the lat extre- 

mity, which otherwiſe accounts two hundred thouſand 

men a ſmall Army to be ſent into the Field by Poland. 

Socinianiſm hath been a prevailing Sect here : it_ 
oweth its denomination to the two Socinus's ( Le- 
lius and Fauſtus, ) Natives of this Kingdom : who 

in the 1ſt Century, amidſt the diſtractions of people 

about Relzgion, revived the ancient aflertions of 4- 

r1us, Neſtorius, &c, called Hereſies, under their own 

Names. There is beſides a general mixture of Ro- 

man and Greck Catholicks, Jews, Calviniſts, Lutherans, 

Anabaptilts, &c. 

Polaquie, Po/achia, a ſmall Province in the King- 
dom of Poland; between Mazovia to the Welt, Li- 
thuania and Poleſia to the Eait. The principal Town 
of which, is Bielka. 

Pole, Pola, a Province on the Eaſt of Moſcovy, to= 
wards the River Tanazs ; between Mordua, Rezana, 
and the Kingdom of 4ſtracan ; in which there is no 
City or Town of Note. 

oleſie, Pole/ia, a Province of Poland, in the great 
Dukedom of Lithuania; extended from Eaſt to Weſt 
between Red Ruſſia, Volhinia, Mazovia, and the Pa- 
latinate of Novogrod. The principal Town is Breſcie ; 
twenty five Miles from Lublin, and thirty from War 
ſaw to the Eaſt. This Province is extremely over- 
run by Woods, and full of Bogs and Marſhes. | 

Policaſtro, Po/icaſtrum, Poleocaſirum , a City in 
the Kingdom of Naples , in the H:ther Principate ; 
on the Shoars of the Tyrrhenian Sea ; fifty five Miles 
from Sa/erno to the North-Eaſt. It is now almoſt 
deſolate ; yet a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Salerno; and gives Name to a Bay, formerly called 
Sinus Laus. 

Poltgnano, Polanianum, Pulinianum, a ſmall Ci- 
ty in the Province of Bars, in the Kingdom of Na- 
ples ; which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Bart. 

Polina, Aous, one of the principal Rivers of A!ba- 
nia ; it ariſeth ten Miles above Apo/lonza, an ancient 

City, 
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City, ( now called Pollina; ) and falls into the Adri- 
atick Sea. Others call it Pzergo. Near this River, 
P-lip King of Macedon received a great Overthrow 
from the Romans ; on which account it is mentioned 
by divers Hiſtorians. | | OS: 

Poltzz3t, Politinm, a great Town in Sicily ; built 
upon an Hill; fix Miles from Nicoſia, and twenty 
from Palermo. | 

Pollina, or Periergo, Apollonia, a City of Mace- 
donia, (now in Albania, ) upon the Adriazick Sea, 
Heretofore a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Du- 
74770: but now a Metropolitan See it ſelf. Seated 
thirty five Miles from Durazz0 to the South ; and in- 
habited by a ſmall number of Men, under the Domi- 
nion of the Turks. In this place Ofavianu, (afcer- 
wards Auguſtus) was at his Studies z when Fulins Ce- 
far, his Uncle, was Murthered in the Senate. Long. 
45+ ©6. Lat. 40, 19. 

oloczko, or Polloc;hs, Poloczkha, Polocia, Polo- 
tium, a City of Lithuanza, in the Kingdom of Po- 
land ; the Head of a Palatinate, which was once a 
Dukedom. It ſtands upon the Dwine, where it re- 
ceives the Po/otta; having upon each River a Caſtle : 
ſeventy five Polsſþ Miles above Riza to the South-Eaſt, 
and fifty five from Vi/na to the North-Eaſt. Taken 
by the Ruſs in 1563 ; retaken by Stephen King of Po- 
land in 1579. Of later times it changed its Maſter a- 
gain; but is now under the Poles. 

Pologne. See Poland. | 

Pomejok, an Indian Town and River in Virgina, 
upon the North Sea. 

Pomerania, a Province of Germany, called by 
the Inhabitants, Pomeren ; by the Poles, Pomersha. 
It lies in the Upper Circle of Saxony ; bounded on the 
North by the Baltick Sea, on the Eaſt by Pruſſia, on 
the South by the Marquiſate of Brandenburgh, and 
on the Weſt by the Dukedom of Meck/enburgh. Ex- 
tended upon the Balzick Sea, from Eaft to Welt two 
tundred Engliſh Miles. A plain and fruitful Coun- 
try, yielding great plenty both of Corn and Grafs, But- 
ter and Cheeſe, 9c. full of People of a vigorous 
Conſtitution. This Country in 1295, was given by 
Meſtovius, the laſt of its Princes, to Primiſlaus King 
of Poland ; who enjoyed all the Eaſtern part as far 
as Pruſſia, and the River Weyſſel! or Viſtula, The 
reſt continued under Princes of its own, till 1637 : 
when Bugius (the laſt of them) dying without Heirs 
Males, this great Country, by the Treaty of Munſter, 
was divided between the Swedes and the Duke of Bran- 
denburgh. All that lay on the Weſt of the Oder, and 
the Dukedom of Stern, being left to the Swedes ; 
together with Ruger, an Iſland in the Balzick Sea ; 
and Dam and Golnow, two Towns beyond the Oder. 
The further or more Eaſtern Pomerania, and Pruſſia, 
was granted to the Duke of Brandenburgh. There is 
in this vaſt Country under the Swedes theſe Cities ; 
Anclam, Grapſivald, Stetin, Straiſund, and Wolgaſt: 
and under the Brandenburgh, are Camin, Colburgh, 
and Stratgard, 

Kicin Pommeren, Pomerania Parva, the Little 
Pomerania, or the Palatinate of Pomeranza ; is that 
part of Pomerania, which long fince was given to the 
Crown of Poland ; called by the Poles, Wotewod7two 
Pomorskze, and for the mott part included in Pruſſia. 
Bounded on the Welt by that part of Pomeranza which 
is under the Duke of Brandenburgh ; on the North 
by the Baltzck Sea ; the River Viſtula to the Eaft, by 
which it is ſeparated from the reſt of Pruſſia ; and 
the greater Poland to the South. The principal City 
in it is Dantzick. 

Pemmerelle, or the Dukedom of Pommeren, is a 
part of the Eaſtern Pomerania, which is under the 
Duke of Brandenburgh. Bounded on the Eaſt by 
Caſjabia, and the Marquifate of Braydenburgh ; by 


the Ba/zrck Sea on the North ; the Oder on the Weſt ; 
and the Dukedom of Stet on the South. The Great 
Towns in it are Stargart, Camin and Treptow. 
Pompetopolis,an ancient City of Ci/icia,ind/ia M:- 
70r ; to which Pompey the Great imparted his name 3 
as Irajan afterward alſo did, that of Trajanopols.It has 
been honoured, fince Chriſtianity, with a Biſhops Sec 
under the Archbiſhop of Seleucia. But now, become 
a miſerable Town z called,according to ſome, Paleſali. 
S There was a ſecond in Paphlagonia, which receiv» 
ed Pompey's name, after his defeat of Mithridates 
King of Pontus ; having before been called Enpato- 
744. This latter became an Archbiſhops See under the 
Patriarch of Conſtantinople : Now wholly ruined. 

Pons, a Town of France, in the Province of Sain= 
ronge, upon the River Seugne, which falls in the Cha- 
rante below Sainftes. It gives its name to a Neigh- 
bouring Foreſt, and likewiſe to an honourable Fami- 
ly of France. In Latin, apud Pontes. | 

Pont 2 Mouſon, Muſſipontum, Muſſipons, a 
Town in Lorazn, in the Dukedom of Bar, upon the 
Moſelle ; five Leagues from Nancy to the North, fix 
from S. Michael, and five from Toul: it has been well 
fortified ; but at preſent diſmantled,and made an Uni- 
verlity ; in which there is'a Scorch College of the foun- 
dation of Pope Gregory XIII. It gives the Title of a 
Marqueſs ; hath two Abbeys and divers Churches. 

Pont de l' Irche, Pons Arcus, Pons Arcuenſis, 
a City in Normandy,in the Bifhoprick of Roan ; which 
has a ſtrong Caſtle, and a Stone Bridge upon the Seine 
(which here receives the Eure and the Andele) built 
by Charles the Bald. Tt fands three Leagues above 
Roan to the South ; and was the tirfſt Town, that ſur- 
rendred it ſelf to Henry IV. atter his advancement to 
the Crown of France. 

Pont Jndemer, or Ponteau-de-Mer, Pons Audo- 
mari, a ſmall City in Normandy, upon the River R:1- 
le; two Leagues from its Mouth, and ten from Roan 
to the Welt : ſurpriſed by the Leaguers in 1592+ but 
ſoon after returned to the King. In 1279, a Council 
was aſſembled here. : 

Pont Weauvoiſin, Pons Bellovicinus, a Town in 
Dauphine, upon the River Guyer; here covered with a 
Bridge, which gives it this name ; and ſeparates the 
Province of Dauphine from Savoy. 

Pont de Ce, Pontes Ceſar, a Town in the Duke- 
dom of La upon the Loyre ; over which it has 
a very long Bridge : and had once a very ſtrong Caſtle. 
One League from Angiers to the South. At this 
Town the Troops of Lewis XIII. under Mareſchal 
de Crequi defeated thoſe of the Queen Mother (Ma- 
71a de Medicss) in 1520. | 

Pont du Gard, Pons Vardonis, or Gardonzs ; 
three Bridges built one over the other, over the River 
Gardon, tor the continuing an Aquaduct to Niſmes. 
The lowelt having fix Arches, the iecond twelve, and 
the higheſt thirty four ; a thing of great Antiquity. 
It ſtands in the middle between Avignon to the Eat, 
and Ni:/mes to the Welt 3 four Leagues from the late 
ter. The Learned Dr. Brown in his Travels, gives 
the Figure of this wonderful Work z and aſſures us, 
that the top of it is one hundred and eighty fix Foot 
above the Water of the River. 

Pont Eau de Mer, a Town in Normandy, the 
fame with Pont Audemer. : 

Pont !' Eveque, Pons Epiſcops, a Town in Nor- 
mandy near Caen, upon the River Lefon, thrge Leagues 
from Li/ieux, and two from the Sea. It is noted for 
good Cheeſe. 

Pont-Diſe , Ponteſium, Pontiſara, A/ie pons,. 
and Pos ad Oefiam, a Town in the Ifle of France 
which has a Stone-Bridge over the River Ofc 3 and an 

liſþ Nunnery : fax Leagues from Pars: to the 
North-Weſt towards Roan. Taken by the Eng/s/b 
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in the Year 1417, and recovered by the French in the 
Year 1442, after a Siege of ſix weeks. It was alſo 
taken and retaken in 1589. ſucceſſively, by King 
Henry III. and the Duke of Mayenne. In 1561. 1n 
the beginning of the Reign of Charles IX. the Eſtates 
of the Kingdom were afſembled here. It hath a Caſtle, 
with divers Churches and Monaſteries ; giving the t1- 
tle of a Viſcount. Situated in the Territory of Yexin 
Francoss, at the Confluence of the Oy/e and Sexe. 

Pont Dzſon, Pos Urſonis, a Town in the Con- 
fines of Normandy and Bretagne in France ; upon 
the River Coneſnon, which a little lower falls into the 
Britiſh Sea ; between Auranches to the Eaſt, and 
Dole to the Weſt; two Leagues from Mount S. 
Michael. . 

Pont ©S. Eſprit, Pons Santi Spiritus, a City 
of France in the Lower Languedoc : which has a Ca- 
{tle, and a Stone Bridge over the River Rhoſne, of an 
extraordinary ſtructure. Three Leagues from V:vzers 
to the South, and ſeven from Avignon to the North, 

Pont ©. Maixance, Pons Sante Maxentie, a 
Town in the Government of the Ifle of France, in the 
Duchy of Yalois ; upon the Oyſe, (here covered with 
a Bridge ) : three Leagues from Sexl:s. | 

Pont=-Pool, a Market Town in Monmouthſhire, 
betwixt the Hills ; of chief note for lron Mills. 

Pontefract or Pomfrez, a pleaſant, neat, Borough 
and Market Town in the Welt Riding of 7orkshrre, 
and the Hundred of Ofgodcroſs: ſituated upon a ſtream, 
a little below the confluence of the Warfe and the 
Are. Formerly ennobled with a Caſtle Royal,mounted 
on an aſcent, with Ditches and Bulwarks ; which was 
in the long Rebellion demoliſhed. K. Richard II. af- 
ter his reſignation of the Crown was murdered in that 
Caſtle. The Borough returns two Parliament Men. 

Pontieu, or Ponthiev, Ponticum, Pontinia, a 
County in Picardy, which lies towards the Mouth of 
the Somme ; between the Chanche, and the County of 
Bologne to the North 5 and the Somme to the South. 
The chief Towns in it are Abbeville, Monſtrevil, Rue, 
Pont S. Remi, and Clerz. This County was confirm- 
ed to the Crown of England,by Eleanor of Caſtile 
(Counteſs of Ponthriev, Daughter to Ferdinand III, 
King of Caſtz/e,) her Marrying to Edward I. King of 
England : Being afterwards enjoyed by K. Edward IT. 
and III. and never finally re-united to the Crown of 
France, till the Reign of Charles VII. when the Eng- 
{iſh quite loſt their Dominions in that Kingdom. 

Pontton, or Pont- Jon, Pontigo, an ancient Royal 
Houſe, belonging to the/Kings of France, in the 
Territory of Parthozs in Champazgne ; two Leagues 
from Vitrs le Brule: where Charles the Bald afs 
ſembled a Council in 876. Some have miſtaken it 
for Pont ſur Fonne,three Leagues from Sens ; and for 
Pontroy or Pongoin in la Perche,upon the Eure. 

Ponte Mole, Mz/vius Pons, an ancient Bridge 
belonging to the City of Rome, over the Tiber. It 
lies two Miles above the City to the Eaſt. Near this 
Bridge Maxentius was defeated ; and in his paſſage 
over the River drowned in the Year 312. By which 
Victory, Conſtantine the Great obtained the Empire 
of the World. 

Pontus, an ancient Kingdom in the Leſſer Aſia, 
betwixt Birhynia and Paphlagonia ; extended along 
the Pontus Euxinus or Black Sea: and famous here- 
tofore in the Perſon of M:ithridates the Great, its 
King ; who upon the News of the revolt of his Son 
Pharnaces againſt him, killed himſelf in the Year of 
Rome 691. after a Reign of fifty ſeven years. Hera- 


clea Ponts was its Capital City. The Romans redu- 
ced this Kingdom into a Province. 

Tonza. Portia, an Iſland of the Mediterranean, 
upon the Coaſt of the Kingdom of Naples : known 
by the baniſhment of divers tamous Romans to i. 
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Donzone, a fſinall Town in the Duchy of Monz- 
ferrat in Ttaly. It ſuffered very much in the 
Wars; till the Peace at Quzeras in 1631, 

Pool, a Market and Borough Town, and Port, in 
Dorſetſhire, in the Hundred of Cogdean : encloſed on 
all tides, except Northward, with an out-let of the Sea, 
called Luckford L ake;and admitting an entrance into it 
by one Gate only. Henry VI. firſt granted it the pri- 
vilege of a Hayen, and leave to the Mayor to Wall it. 
In this Haven, the Sea ebbs and flows four times in 
twenty four hours. It elects two Parliament Men, 
and has the honor beſides to be a Co rporate. 
 Potremoli, Pontremulium, a Town and Seigni- 
ory in Italy, anciently called Apua; at the Foot of 
the Apernnine, in the Eaſtern Borders of the States of 
Genoua ; fifteen Miles from Genoua to the Eaſt, and 
eleven from Maſſa to the North. This Town and 
Seigniory in the Year 1650,was fold by the Spaniards 
to the Duke of Tuſcany ; under whom it now is : and 
has belonging to it a ſtrong Caſtle. 

Popaypan, Poparana, a great Province in South 
America, in the Terra Firma, towards the Mountains ; 
which on the Weſt is bounded by the South Sea, on the 
South by Peru, on the Eaſt by New Granada, and on 
the North by New Carthagena. Its greateſt extent 
is from North to South. The Capital City of it is Po- 
fayan ; ſeated near the riſe of the River of S. Martha ; 
one hundred and forty Miles from the South Sea to 
the Eaſt, It is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
de Sanfta Fe d' Antiquera, The other Cities are 
Caramanta, Arma, Santa Anna a" Anzerma, Car- 
thagena, Cali, Amaguer, and Agreda. Under the 
Spaniards. 

Popfingen, Popfinga, a ſmall City in the Circle 
of Schwaben in Germany, in the Tract of Rzeſs ; up- 
on the River Eger. One Mile from Norlingen to the 
Weſt. An Imperial and Free City. 

Pozentru, Brunduyfia, a Town in Switzerland ; 
called by the Inhabitants, Brontrut ; by the French, 
Porentru. The Seat of the Biſhop of Ba/i/, and ſub- 
ject to him. It ftands in the Borders of Suntgow, 
and the —_ Alſatia ; upon the River Halle; three 
German Miles from Ferrerze, (or Pfirt) to the Weſt, 
and fix from Baſil. The Tract in which it ftands 
is called E!/gar. | 

Pozmon , Thermodon, a River of Cappadocia, 
which falls into the Euxzine Sea. 

Pozos, an Iſland in the Gulph of Corsnth, {or d' 
Engina) between the Morea and Athens : eighteen 
Miles in compaſs,and very fruitful and populous. Now 
under the YVenetians. 

Poztalegre, or Porto-Alegre, Portus Alacris, A- 
mea, a City in Portugal in the Province of Alentejo, 
towards the Borders of Extremadura: which is a Bi- 
ſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Evora ; fourteen 
Miles from that City, and twenty eight from Lisbon 
to the Eaſt : thirty three from the Ar/antickh Ocean, 
Eaſt. Well fortitied, upon a River ; and giving the 
Title of a Count. | 

Pozt-au-Pzince, a Town upon the South Coaſt 
of the Iſle of Cuba, in the FPeſt-Imdies ; with a Port, 
which drives a great Trade in Hides. 

Pozt aux Pzunes, a Country in the North of 


' the Ifle of Madagaſcar. 


Fl Poztatoze, Vfens, a River in Campagna ds 
Roma, in the States of the Church ; which ariſeth at 
a place called Caſenoue, two Miles from Sezze, (a 
Town in the fame Province,) and falls into the Tyr- 
rhenian Sea, near Terracina ; ſixty Miles from Na- 
ples to the Welt. 

Pozxtland, Yindelis, a ſmall Peninſula in Dorſer- 
ſpire; which ſhoots into the Briesſh Sea, about nine 
Miles from North to South. The principal place init 
is called Por:/and Caſtle, built by Hexry VIII. Oppo- 
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fite to which, towards Weymouth, on the Land fide, 
ſtands Sandford Ciltle ; and. theſe two together com= 
mand all Ships that paſs into the road here. This 
Ifland belongs to the Church of Wincheſter, by the 
Gift of Edward the Confeſſor. It hath one Church, 
on the South Eaſt fide near the Sea ; affords Corn in 
good plenty, and excellent paſture for Sheep : but its 
Quarries of Stone, of late much uſed in Building, are 
its moſt remarkable Commodity. Charles I. in 1632, 
Created Richard Lord Weſton of Neyland, Lord High 
Treaſurer of Eng/and, Earl of Portland : which Title 
continued in the ſame Family for three ſuccefſions in 
the Perſons of Feremy, Son to Richard; Charles, Son 
and Heir to Jeremy ; and Thomas Weſton, Uncle to 
Charles. 

Pozto, Puerto, ein Port, un Port, a Port, or Has 
ven, 1s a part of the Sea, fo incloſed and deep, that 
Ships may ſafely ride in it ; Load and Unload ; whe- 
ther it be made by Art or Nature. All which vulgar 
Names in {ſralian, Spaniſh, German, French, and 
Engliſh, are derived from the Latin Word Portus, 
Ggnifying the ſame thing. 

Pozto, Poreus Auguſti, Portus Romanus, an Epil- 
copal City, which once ſtood at the Mouth of the 
Tiber, in the States of the Church ; and had a conſide= 
rable Port to it, built by the Emperor Claudms; then 
repair'd by Trajan. But both that and the City, for 
the unwholſomeneſs of the Air, have been deſerted.and 
deſtroyed ; tho giving a title to one of the fix Senior 
Cardinals. 

Pozto, Port 2 Port, and Cividad de Puerto, Por- 
tus Cale, is a great City, and a conſiderable Mart in 
the Kingdom of Per:ugal ; at the Mouth of the Doue 
70, 01 the North Side of that River : which 1s a Bi- 
ſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Braga; and has 
a laige, ſale, and convenient Haven upon the Weſtern 
Ocean ; within o1:.e League of which this City 1s built : 
eight from. Braga to the South, and forty ſeven from 
L::ston to the North. This City took its Name from 


C:iie, a Village near it ; and gave the Name of P.reu-. 


gal :o the Kingdom (before called Luſitania : ) it 
being one of the fir(t a:d mot frequented Ports of that 
Kuigdom. Long. (1 15. Lat. 41. 10. 

Yozto de Fcarutla, a great and celebrated Port, 
in New Spain in {merica; in the Province of Guati= 
mala, upon the South Sea ; near Sana Trin:dada. 

Pozto Belo, Poreus Belus, a new City in South 
America, upon the Shoarsof the North Sea : which 
has a celebrated Haven, ſecured by two ſtrong Forts ; 
eighteen Leagues from Panama to the North, in the 
Province of Terra Firma. This City was taken and 
plundered by the Buccanters. : 

Pozt en Weſlin, Portus Bajocenfis, a Port in Nor- 
mandy, on the Britiſh Sea ; one League North of 
Bajeux. 

Pozto JBetto, Portus Gazaorum, Majuma. See 
Gazara. 

Pozto Bon, Ach.corum Portus, Portus Bonus, a 
Haven on the Euxine Sea, at the Mouth of the Nze- 


er. 
Pp Pozto di Cozuna, Por:us Brigantins, a large 
Port in Gallictia in Spain ; ten Leagues from Com- 
poſtella to the North. 

'Pozxto deſire, a ”ort in Magellania ; between the 
River of Plate, and the Terra de Fuogo in South Ame- 
rica. It is otherwiſe called Baya de /os Trabaios. 
The entrance into 1t is about half a League over: 
where ftand two ſinall Iſlands. It affords freſh 
Water. | 

Pozto Ercole, or Hercole, Portus Herculis, a 
Sea-Port in the States of Szena ; on the Tyrrhenian 
Sea; tive Miles from Orbste//o to the South, and 
twelve from Talamont to the ſame. In the Hands 
of the Spaniards : it has a Fort and a ſmall Haven» 
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Pozto dt Gozio, Carbonaria, a Haven at the 
Mouth of the Po ; which takes its Latin Name from 
a black Tower. It is the Southern Branch of the 
North Branch of that River : in the Dukedom of Fer- 
rara, under the Dominion of the Pope: within fix 
Miles of the Borders of the States of Venice to the 
South. And made by that Branch of the Po, which 
1s called 1! Po di Ariano, or the Right Hand 
Branch. 

— Pozto di Gruaro, Porenus Romatinus, a Town 
in Friuls ; upon the River Lemene, ( Romatinum ) 

der the Yenetians ; two Miles from Concordia, a 
ruined City to the North. The Biſhop of which re- 
ſides in. this Town : forty Miles from Yenice to the 
Eaſt, and twenty five from Aquileja- 

Þozto di Lione, Prrevs, the Port of Athens in 4- 
chaza, 5 Miles South of the City ; joined to it by a dou- 
ble Wall, built by Themiſtocles, in the year of Rome 
276 ;-which was ruined by the Victorious Lacedeme- 
1ans.in the year of the World 3546, and of Rome 350, 
after the taking of Athens : being rebuilt, it was after- 
wards ruined by Syl/a. This Hiven would then contain 
four hundred Ships; and was both as to Peace and 
War, one of the moſt frequented Ports in the World. 
In after-times it took the Name of Pore Lione, from 
a huge Marble Statue of a Lion, of admirable work, 
placed at the bottom of the Bay in a ſitting Poſture, 
but-erect upon his fore Feet, ten Foot in height. 
Tins Harbor would not ho!d above thirty or forty of 
the Ships of our Times, as Mr. //hce/er judged Nor 
1s there any one Houſe or Habitation 1n this Place, 
except a Warehouſe for the receiving of Meichaniiſe. 
The true Long. of it 13 53. oo. Lat. 38. c5. as Mr. Ver- 
non found it. This Port, and Atiers it (elf ſubmit- 
ted to the Venetian General Moroſin:, Sept. 1687. 
Vid. Athens. Tt is alſo called Porto «ds Serenes. 

Pozto : gy See Citdad del Re Philippe. 

Pozto FJfino, Portus De/phini, a ſmail Town and 
Port of Italy, about twenty Miles from Genoua to 
the Eaſt ; towards the Gulph of Ripallo. 

Þozto Longone, Poreus Longus, a large ſafe Hi- 
ven in the Iſle of ua, or Elve ; under the Spaniards, 
ever fince 1577. Fortified by them 1a 1406, Taken 
by the French in 1646. Retaken by the Spariards in 
1650. It ſtands over againſt P:ombinc, twelve Miles 
to the South ; fifty four from Lzgorne, thirty ſeven 
from the Iſle of Corſica to the Eaft. Before under 
the Princes of P:ombino. 

Pozto Lovis, Lews, or Blavet, Portus Ludovici, 
Blabia, a itrong Town in Bre:agne in France ; at 
the Mouth of the River B/ave : which bas a-large Ha- 
ven. Twelve Leagues from Yannes to the Weit, and 


fifteen from Quimper to the Eaſt. This Town ſprung - 


up out of the ruins of Blaver, an old Town near it. 

Pozt Lovis, a new built Town in the Lower Lan- 
guedoc, on the Medzterrancan Sea, near Mount de 
Sere, This Haven and Port was made by a valt Ar- 
tincial Mount, raiſed out of the Sea with a mighty 
expence. Ic ftands two Leagues from Froncignan to 
the South, and five from A2de to the Ealt. 

Pozto Moziſo, Portus Mauritius, a pleaſant 
Town in the State of Genoua; upon the Mediter- 
ranean Sca, well Peopled : it ſtands near Onelra, 
upon a Hill; in the midſt between Savona to the 
Eaſt, and N:z7a to the Welt, thirty fix Miles from 
either : but it has now no Port, as Baudrand aflures 
us on his own knowledge. 

Il Þozto di Paula, Poreus- Paulz, a Sea-Port 
in the State of the Church, in Campagne di Roma z 


near Mount Circe/lo ; into which the Lake of Sanda }. 


Maria vents it felf. Able to contain two thouſand 
Ships: it has every where the marks of a Roman Port, 
but being neglected fills up with Sand. 
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Pozto de la Jaz, Portus Pacsy, a Port at the 
North end of the Itfland of H:/panioia 3 where there 
is of late a French Colony ſettled. : 

Pozto di Pzimaro, a Town and Port in the 
Dutchy of Ferrara in Italy, where a branch of the 
Po, called Po di Primaro , delivers it ſelf into the 
Gu'ph of Venice. It has a Tower for its defence. 

Pozto dt ſan Pedzo, a Port in South Amerzca, 


towards the Mouth of the Ko Grande, and Eaſt of the 


River Plata: upon the Sea of Paraguay. L 
Pozto Bavaglioſo, Ports Oreſizs, a Port m the 
Province of the further Calabria ; in the Kingdom 


of Naples, upon the Tyrrbenzan Sea : at the Moitth: 
of the River Marro, near La Palma. Thirty Miles 


from Rego to the North, and twenty from Tropea 
to the South. It is of great Antiquity, but no great 
uſe. 


erto Rico, Portus Dives, a City in South America 3 
ſeated at the North end of an Fitand of the ſame name 
in the North Sea; which is a Biſhop's See, under the 


Archbiſhop of S. Dominicoe. Taken and plundered 


by the Erg/zſÞþ in 1595- and by the Hollanders 1n. 
1615» The IfJand lies eigh: Leagues from Hiſpani- 
ola to the Eait, at the entrance of the Gulph of Me- 
xico, about a hundred thirty fix Leagues from the 
Continent of America to the South: thirty or thirty 
five long frem Faſt to Welt, and twenty in breadth. 
Firſt diſcovered by Chr. Co/umbus in 1493 ; who de- 
dicated it to S. John Baptiſt ; and called this Place 
Porto Ricco, becauſe the greateſt Galleons ride in its 
Port in Safety. The Spantards began to plant their 
Colonies here in 1510. They have fecured this Port 
with two ſtrong Caſtles, beſide two little Forts. The 
whole Iſland enjoys a temperate Air, a fruitful Soil for 
Sugar, Ginger, Caflia, and Cattel: but the antient 
Indian Natives have all been barbarouſly murdered 
by the Spaniards. 

Pozto KRopal, Portus Regins, a Port of North 
Ameraca, in the Province of Tabaſca; in the Con- 
fines of 7ucoatan, upon the Bay of Mex:co : called 
by the Spaniards, EL Puerto Real. $ There is another 
Porto of the ſame name in the Kingdom of Andalu- 
ſia, over againſt the Ifle of Cadzs ; which of old was 
called Portus Gaditanus. 

Pozt Koyal in New France,in North America,in 
the Province of Acadia, was taken by the Enzlrſh, and 
reſtored to the French by the Treaty of Breda in 
1667. It ſtands at the bottom of the Bay of France, 
and has a fafe and large Harbour. 

Pot Eopal, a Port in F/orzda, near Virginia. 

130zt E opal, a celebrated Nunnery near Cheurerſe 
in France, fix Leagues from Pars. ; 

Pozt opal, a Port on the South of Zamazca, m 
the Hands of the Engliſh : by whom the Town was 
built. Which (before the late dreadtul Earthquake 
1652, ruined the greateſt part of it), had in it above 
cne thouſand and five hundred Houſes ; and EX- 
tended twelve Miles in length; extremely populous, 1t 
being the Scale of Trade in that Iſland. It is ſeated 
at the end of a long point of Land which makes the 
Hzrbor, 2rd runs into the Main about twelve Miles ; 
having the Sea en the South, and the Harbor on the 
North. The' Harbor is about three Leagues broad ; 
and in molt places ſo deep,that a Ship of one thoufand 
Tun may lay her fides to the Shoar of the Point ; 
Lcad and Unload at pleaſure; and it affords good 
Anchorage all over. For the fecurity of 1t- there 1s 
built-a very ſtrong Caſtle, always well Garrifoned with 
Soldiers; and has fixty pieces of Carmon mounted. 


- Yet this Fown ſtands npon a looſe Sand ; which af- 


fords neither Graſs, Stone, freſh Water, Trees, nor 
any other thing that could encourage the buttding of 
a Town, b:ſides the goodneſs and convenience of the 
Hzrbor. 


Pozto Vicco, or S. Fear de Porto Riceo, or Pu- 


Pozto Sabione, Edron, a Port on the Gulph'of 
Venice, near Chioſa, (Foſſa Clodia) a City in that 
State; twenty five Miles from Venzce. 

Pozto di Salo, Salorius, a Port in Catalonia ; 
four Miles from Tarragana towards Barcinone. 

 Pozto Danto, Cerne, one of the Azore Iſlands ; 
diſcovered by the Portugueſe in 1428, and by them 
called Ilha de Puerto Santo: Not far from the Ma- 
dera ; about eight Leagues in Circuit. 

Pozto Seguro, a City, Port, and Prefecture jn 
Braſil in South America, upon the Sea Coalt ; un- 
der the Portugueſe. The Prefe&ture Iyes be- 
twixt that called Jos Iſleos, and the other of Spirit? 
Santo. 

Pozt Ucndzes, Portus Yeneris, a large Port in 
the County of RYſſilien, upon the Mediterranean 
Sea : in the Borders of Cataloura. Seventeen Miles 
from Perpignan to the North-Falt. It has this name 
from a Temple dedicated to Yenus, in the times of 
Paganiſm ; which fivod near it. 

Pozto Uenere, Poreus Venertii, Portns Veneris, 
a Town in the States of Genoua ; which has a Hiven 
and. a Caſtle, built by the Genoueſe in 1113 : ſeated 
over ag.inft the Ifle of Pa.maria. Sixty Miles trom 
— and three from the Gulph de! Spezza to the 

aſt. 

Pozto Uicjo, a Town and Port in Pers in South 
America, upon the Pacifick Ocean ; in the Province, 
and not far trom the City, Qu7:0, 

Pozto Zoza, P:/idon, a City of Africa Propria, 
mentioned by Prolemy ; now called Zora by the Eue 
ropeans, and Zuarat by the Moors. It is a ſtrong 
Place, which has. a Iarge Harbor belonging to it, in 
the Kingdom oft Tins; one hundred and twenty Miles 
from Tripolz to the Welt : taken and plundered by the 
Knights of Ma/ta not long lince. 

Poztſmouth, Porrus Magnus, a Town in Hamfe 


ſhire, in the Hundred of Ports down, of great Anti- 


quity ; called by Ptolemy M43ay Atuny,the Great Ha- 
ven ; the Old Town then ftoud higher up. The New 
Town 1s built upon an Iſland, called Por?ſey; (which 
1s about fourteen Miles in Circutt, and at a full Tide 
floats in Salt Water) ;/ by a Bridge on the North join- 
ed to the Continens The Town 1s fortified with a 
Timber Wall, covered with Earth: on the North-Eaſt, 
near the Gate, it has a Fort ; and two Block- Houſes 
at the entry of the Haven ; built of hewen Stone, by 
Edward IV, and Henry VII. To which Qu. E/:zaberh 
added other Works, and a Garrifon to watch and de- 
fend the Place. The latter Princes have built Store- 
houſes tor all forts of Naval Provitions, and Docks for 
the building of Ships. In Mr. Cambaens time it was 
more reſorted to on the account of War, than Com- 
merce ; and had little other Trade than what aroſe 
from the boiling of Salt. But fince, its Trade is 
much encreafed. It is grown populous; a good Nur- 
ſery for Sea-men ; and a Corporation, repreſented by 
two Burgefles in the Lower Houſe of Parliament. Giv- 
ing alſo the Title of Dutcheſs to the Lady, Lows/a de 
Querouazlle Created by K. Charles II. 16973. Baroneſs 
of Petersfield, Counteſs of Farnham, and Dutcheſs 
of Portſmouth. 

Þoztugal, Luſitania, Portugallia, a Kingdom on 
the Welt of Spain: bounded on the Weft by the Ar- 
lantich Ocean, on the South by Algarve, (which is 
annexed to this Kingdom); on the Eaft by 41dalufir, 
Extremadura and Leon ; and on the North by Galli= 
cia. It lies on the Sea Coaſt from North to Sonth faur 
hundred Miles; not above one hundred where broad- 
eſt, and eighty in the narrower places ; eight hundred 
and ſeyenty nine in Compaſs. Divided into five Pro- 
vinces, to wit, Entre Douero © Mznho, Tra los Mon- 
tes, Beira, Eſtremadura, and Alenrejo or Entre Tejo 
e Guadiana ; whereunto was added Algarve, under

Alphonſus WH. with the Title of a Kingdom. The 
principal Rivers are thoſe four expreſſed inthe Names 
of the Provinces, L'ouvero, Minho, Tajo and Guadi- 
ana, which turniſh the Kingdom with very convenient 
Ports. It was anctently called Luſitania, from the 
the Luſitani its firſt Inhabitants; and took the pre- 
ſent Name about the fifth Century, from Portocale, 
a celebrated Mart. The Air 1s generally healthful ; 


the Earth Hilly ard Barren, eſpecially as to Corn , 


which is much of it imported from France. But it 
yields Wine, Fruits, Fiſh, Game, Salt, Horſes, and 
Mines. And 1s ſo very populous about Spain, eſpe- 
cially towards the Sea , that they reckon more than 
four hundred Cities, or great privileged Towns ; three 
Archbiſhopricks, ten Biſhopricks, and above four 
thouſand Pariſhes. This Kingdom is faid to be foun- 
ded by one Henry Earl of Lorain about 1099. For 
this Prince having ſhewn much Gallantry in the Wars 
againſt the Moors, was by Alphonſus VI. King of Ca- 
ſtile, rewarded with the Marriage of Tereſia (a Natu- 
ral Daughter of his,) and a part of this Kingdom, 
with the Title of an Earl. The Son of this Henry, 
C Alphonſus I.) baving in 1139. inthe Battel of O- 
brique defeated five Mooriſh Kings, _— the Title 
of King. This Prince aſſembled the Eſtates of his King- 
dom at Lamego,in the Province of Bezra:who there paf- 
ſed a Law called the Lats or Statute of Lamego,for the 
exclufion of Strangers from the Crown, which remains 
in full force to this day, His Poſterity enjoyed this Kings 
dom ; and very much inlarged it by Victories againſt 
the Moors at home, and by the Diſcovery of ſeveral 
unknown Countries abroad , for ſeventeen Deſcents. 
Amongſt which , John 1. ſtyled the Father of his 
Country, ſucceeded in 138 5+ tho only the Natural Son of 
Peter I. the King, fave one, immediately preceding his 
aſcenſion. But Sebaſtian a young Prince ( who ſuc- 
ceeded King Fohn III in 1557. ) periſhing in a Battel 
in Africa, in\1580. and Henry dying ſoon after, 
( who was aChurch-man, very old when he came to 
the Crown ;) Phil:p II. King of Spain obtained this 
Kingdom by force , and a pretended Title in 1584. 
After whom Phzlzp III. and IV. ſaccefiively enjoyed 
it. But in 1640. Fob Duke of Bragan;za, who had 
a better Title, encouraged by the unſupportableneſs 
of the Spaniſh Government to the Poreugueze, by an 
univerſal Revolt of the people 1n all parts, ejected the 
Spanzards and affumed the Kingdom : ſucceeded in it 
by two of his Sons ; the youngeſt of which, Peter, is 
now King of Poreugal, and the ſecond of his Name. 

Porzevera, a River of Italy, which falls into the 
Sea by Genoua. 

Poſega, or Poſſega, the Capital City of Sc/avonza, 
upon the River Orsawa ; eight Miles from the Save 
tothe North , thirty from Grad:ſca to the Ealt ; it 
conſiſts of about ten thouſand Houfes. Taey are 
mean and ſmall, after the manner of the Buildings in 
this Country. It is ſeated in a very fruitful Earth, 
which produceth Fruits of all forts, of a more than 
otdinary ſize; and gives its name to a County lying 
betwixt the Save and the Drave. This Town fel! 
into the Hands of the Turks , under Solyman the 
Magnificent, about 1544. together with Waſpo and 
Quinque Eccleſie: and continued fo till 1687. when 
the Turk:/b Army after the Battel of Mohats revol- 
ting from , and mutinying againſt the Prime Viſier 
their General; the Garriſon which was ſaid in this 
City-to defend it , (of a ſudden, no Enemy being 
near them ) deſerted, and carried many of the Inha- 
bitants with them, and ſlew others. Whereupon Ge- 
neral Dunewalt, (who had then crofſed the Drave 
to beſiege Aygeth,) returned and took Poſſeflion of 
it, without torce, or any oppoſition : and mmedi- 
ately took care to ſecure it, by raiſing new Works 
and Forts. Four hundred Villages depend upon this City, 
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Poſnan, Poſnam, or Poſen, Poſnania, a City in 
the Greater Poland; the Capital of a Palatinate, cal- 
led by the ſame Name ; built upon the River War- 
ta, amongſt the Hills; ſeven Miles from G72 to 
the Weſt, twenty from Franch fort upon the Oder to 
the Eaſt, and as many from Wrati/law to the North : 
it 18 little, yet a Biſhops See , under the Archbiſhop 
of Gneſna 3 and has an excellent and well built 
Caſtle. The Palatinate of Poznansktie, is bounded 
on the Weſt by the Marquiſate of Brandenburg ; on 
the North by the Further Pomerania; on the Eaſt 
by the Palatinate of Ka/;5k:; & on the South byMiſia. 

Poſon. See Presburg. 

Potenza, Porentia, a City of 1taly, aſcribed by 
Ptolemy to Lucania ; now ſeated in the Baſilicate, 
in the Kingdom of Naples ; at the foot of the A- 
pennine: fifteen Miles from Acerenza to the North- 
Weſt, and eighteen from Veno/a ( Venuſia ) to the 
South. This a Biſhops See , under the Archbiſhop 
of Acerenza; and now in a tolerable good condition. 
 Pothereus, a River of the Iſland of Crete, menti- 
oned by ancient Writers , as paſſing by the City Gor- 
tis, or Gortyna, there. - 

Potoſi, Potoſium, a great City in South America, 
in the Kingdom of Peru ; on the South part of that 
Country ; in a Province called Los Charcas : ſeated 
at the foot of a Mountain of the ſame Name, and 
divided in two by a Rivulet from a Lake that ſtands 
about a quarter of a League off. Eighteen Spaniſh 
Leagues from La Plata to the Eaſt , eighty from the 
Pacafick, Ocean to the Eaſt , one hundred and lixty 
from Cuſco to the South. Moſtly regarded. on the 
account of rich Mines of Silver here diſcovered in 
I 544. by the Spaniards ; who built this City, and call 
it an Imperial one : which is fince become one of 
the greateſt, richeſt , and moſt populous Cities in A- 
merica : adorned with divers Magnificent Churches 
and Monaſterics ; and inhabited by above twenty 
thouſand people, Spamards, Strangers, Indians, Moe 
lates,C9c.almolt every one appearing in Gold and Silver. 

Potton , a Market Town in Bedfordſhire , in the 
Hundred of Bzg /eſwade,bordering upon Cambridgeſh. 

Pouges, a Village in the Province of N#vernois 
in France, belwixt Nevers and /a Charite ; much 
frequented upon the account of two Medicinal Springs 
at 1t, which have Jong been in great eſteem for the 
curing of the Dropfie. 

Pouligny, or Pol:gny, Polichnium, a Caſtle in the 
Franche Comte, which was heretofore a place of great 
ſtrength.It ſtands ſeven Leagues fromDole to theSouth. 

Pouiton, a Market Town in Lancaſhire , in the 
Hundred of Amounaderneſs, upon the River Irmell. 

Powhatan, or James River, the priacipal River 
in YVirganzaa, dividing that Country by the middle. 
It denominates an Inazan Kingdom there , in which 
Captain Smzch in his Voyages made large Diſcoveries. 
The Capital Town of it was Pomezok. 

Powts, or Powi/land, a Sovereign Principality, in 
the former times, in Wales; whereof Mathraval in 
the County of Montgomery was the Capital. | 

P93znoit, or Poz7uolo, Pureols, Dicearchia,a City 
of Italy, in the Province of Campania ; built by the 
Samians ; and called Flavia by Yeſpaſian; now in 
the Terra di Lavoro, ( a Province of the Kingdom 
of Naples ) and a Biſhaps See , under the Archbiſhop 
of Naples : It ttands upon an Hill, by the Shoars of 
the Tyrrhenzan Sea ; upon which it has a large and 
ſate Haven, and a Bay of the ſame name ; eight Miles 
from Naples to the Welt. There are within the 
bounds of this City, thirty five natural Baths : which 
have their different forts of warm Water,wonderouſlly 
uſeful for the Cure of feyeral Diſeaſes. This City 


was the place, to which the Roman Emperours retrea- 
cd (for the molt part) for their divertilement 
un | 
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pleaſure : at this day a great, populous, fine City : 
in which the Spamtards have built a Cittadel. There are 
very many Reman Antiquities, and natural Rartties an 
it, not eafly to be found elſewhere: Some Remains 
particularly of Calzgxla's Bridge, of three thouſand 
nine &undred Paces , over the Gnl/ph, veaching from 
Pozzuok to Baje; which he proudly paſſed and re- 
pafled in triumph. Mr. Saxd)s in his Travels has 
"= 

28a09e, abitants Ca rag, Praga, 
Caſurgis, Marobudum, Bubiemum, the Capital Cuy 
of the Kingdom of Bohemia ; an Archbiſhopric, km- 
ſtituted by Pope Clement VI. and the Royal City ; 
or rather three Cities within one Wall ; which toge- 
ther make it undoubtedly the greateſt City in Ger- 
91a. It ſtands upon the River Mrldau, ( called by 
the Inhabitants Veraxe ) a large rapid River , cove- 
red by a Stone Bridge of ſixteen great Arches, ſeven- 
teen hundred foot long, and thity five broad. This 
City is civided into three parts ; the O/d, the New, 
and the Lerele City, The O/d hes on the Eaft of the 
IMridaw ; very populous, full of Buildings 3 and in this 
theUniverſity was founded by theEmperor Chartes1V. 
about the year 1370. 2. The Ner i very large; fe- 
parated from the former by a large Dnch or Trerch. 
3. The K/em Sertten , or Lefſer Prague , for plea- 
{antnefs, beauty of Buildings, and fair Palaces, far ex- 
ceeds the other two : this lies on the Weſt of the 
Mnuldau : in this is the Royal Palace, the Cathedral 
Church { dedicated to. Vert ) built by S. Wezceſlaw 
Duke of Bohemra, in 923. The Circuit of the City 
is very great : there are many Hills and void ſpaces in 
it 5 yet it is more populous than Florence, and 
the Streets larger. Dr. Brown in his Travels, has 

iven an exact account of it. It ſeems to be a 
ace of great Antiquity ; and to be the Marobudum 

of Ptolemy. Fohn King of Bohemsa took it from 
Henry Duke of Carenthia, in 1311. The Inhabitants 
impriſoned PFinceſiaus their King in 1392. George 
Podiebrach, the Revenger of the Perfidy of the Coun- 
cil of Conſtance, took it in 1447. The Univerlity 
was opened here by Charles IV. Emperour of Ger- 
many, in 1370. which has had above forty thouſand 
Students at once in it ; eſpecially in the time of Fon 
Hws, about 1409. ( whoſe DoQtrines were condemned 
in a Council, aſſembled by the Archbiſhop of Prague 
here in 1405- according to the German Writers.) But 
it is moſt famous for the Defeat of the Proteſtant 
Forces near its Walls, Novemb.B8. 1620. by Maxi- 
milian Duke of Bavaria ; which wes after ſeverely re« 
venged in the Swed:ſh Wars. And in this City May 
26. 1635. a Peace was made between the Emperour 
and his Proteſtant SubjeRts. It lies fifteen German 
Miles from Bydweiſs to the North , eighteen from 
Dreſden, and thirty eight from Vienga to the North- 
Eaſt. A Fire endammaged it Fre 21. 1689. to 
the value ( 2s they computed it ) of two Millions. 
Long. 36. 38. Lat. 50. o6. 

Pzagoca, Liobypryſcoms, a Mountain of Pheni- 
cia; between Trepo/s and Botryn. 

:aſobo, Hem, a Mountain in Thrace. 

P2ato , a {mal Town in the Province of Toſcana 
in ſraly, upon the River Brſentio: betwixt Florence 
and Piſto:a. 

Decop, Pericep, Precopias, Procopiana, Tawtrica 
Cherſoneſus, Tartaria Precopenſis, Taphre, a City, and 
ſtropg Fort in the enterance of the Neck of Crim 
Tartary : fregn whence that Peninſula is ſometimes 
called j3zecopgha : and the Tartarian Inhabitants, 
the Precopenſian Tartars. Aﬀer the Muſcovites ob- 
tained that great Victory over the Tartars in 1689. 
( wherein they flew thirty thouſand of them, with one 
of the Han's Sons, upon the place)3z the Tartars 
retiring into the Crim , abandoned Perieop to the 
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Co,,querours ; which 1s a moſt important Paſs. 

_ Peemiflaw, Premiſiza, a great and ſtrong City 
in the Province of Ruſſia, properly ſo called, in Po- 
land : which is a Biſhops Sce, under the Archbiſhop 
of Lemburgh : ſtanding upon the River San, towards 
the Borders of Hungary. 

Dzegburg, Poſonzum, Piſontum, Flexum, the Ca- 
pital City of that part of Hungary, which remained 
to the Emperour before tus late Conqueſts; called by 
the Hungarians Poſon ; by the Germans Pzeſburg ; 
by the Poles Pzeſparg. Tt is ſcated upon the Da- 
nube ; eight German Miles from Vienna to the Eaſt 
and as many from Newheuſel and Comora to the 
North-Weſt ; ſeventy from Raab. The Capital of a 
County of the ſame name ; between Auſtria, Mo- 
ravie, and the Daxube, It has a conſiderable Caſtle 
built of White Stone, on the top of an Hill, (a ſtate- 
{y and beautiful Pile ) to preſerve it from the Inroads 
of the Turks. After Gran fell into the Hands of the 
Tarks, the Archbiſhops Sce was removed hither: the 
Aſſemblies of the States of Hungary , have been of 
late ever held in this City. After Newherſe/ in 1662. 
fell into the Hands of the Turks, it was fortified : be- 
ing then a Frontier. Prince 7oſeph Archduke of 
Auſtria ( the preſent Emperour's efdeſt Son ) was 
crown'd King of Hungary here, Decemb. 5g. 1687. 
That Clauſe in the one and thirtiethArticleof King An- 
drew's Decrees in 1222 (conſented to by Ferdinand 1.) 
which makes it lawful for the Subjects to riſe up in 
Arms againft their Prince,in the caſe of his acting con- 
trary to Law, being particularly excluded out of the 
Coronation-Oath by the Conſent of the States of that 
Kingdom : And the Crown thence forward to deſcend 
by inheritance. A Council was celebrated here in 130g. 
which Pope Cl/emenc V. confirmed. 

Pzeraſtine, a Valley in P:zedmont ; famous for 
a defeat of the Saveyards, in 1663. by the Prote. 
ſtants of that Valley , in the defence of their Lives ; 
contrary to the Faith given aflaulted by fixteen thou- 
ſand Horſe and Foot ; which they forced to a Re- 
treat, with the loſs of one thouſand of the Aflailants. 

Pteſcot, a Market Town in Lancaſhire, tn the 
Hundred of Darby. 

Prefteign, a Market Town in the County of Red- 
nor in Wales, in the Hundred of Radnor. | 
 Pzefter Johng Kingdom, the ſame with 4by/ſſinra 
mn the Upper /AErhiopia: But the Origine of this ap- 
pellation of it, ts not fo calily determined : As whether 
coming from one Fohannes Presbyter, a Neſtortan, 
who in 1145. uſurped the Crown of Tartary , and 
might leave his Succeſlors his name, Or, from Pre- 
teoſus Fobannes, which is the Latin Interpretation of 
the Title, Belul-Gian, that the Abyſſmes give their 
King.

Pazincipato Titra, Principatus Crrerior ; the 
Hither Principate ; a Province in the Kingdom of 
Naples : bounded on the North by the Further Prin- 
cipare, and part of Terra d: Lavoro; on the Weſt 
and South by the Tyrrhentan Sea; and on the Eaft by 
the Principate. It is ſeventy Miles in length from 
the South-Eaſt to the North Weſt. The Capital of it 
18 Salerno ; the other Cities are Amalfi, Nocera, Mar- 
fico, Nuovo , and Sarno. A part of the Country of 
the ancient P:icentini, and Lucania, lies contained in 
this Prancipate. : 

P2incipato Dltra, Principarus Ulterior ; the 
Further Principate ; 1s a Province of the Kingdom of 
Naples. Bounded on the Eaft and North by the Ca- 
pitinate ; the Terra ds Lavoro to the Welt , and the 
Hither Principate to the South. Benevento is the 
Capital of it : 1t has befides Conza, Avellino, Artano, 
and Cedogna ; in ancient times the greateſt part of 
this Province belonged to the Church, See Benevento. 

Jl pztncipato di Wal di Taro, a Valley and 
ſmall Province of Lombardy in Italy, under the Duke 
of Parma : through which the River of its own 
name, Taro, takes 1ts Courſe to the Po. The Towns 
Campiano and Borgo di Val di Taro ſtand in this 
Principate. 

Priſtinaz a large City in Bu!garza, fituated in the 
midway between Nz/ſa and T/copza. Taken by the 
imperialiſts 1n the year 1689. 

P2:ochita, or Procida, an Iſland three Miles in 
compaſls, on the Coaſt of Terra di Lavoro; near the 
Bay of Naples: which has a fine Caftle,and a Monaſtery. 

Pzopontis , the Sea betwixt Aſia Mznor and 
Thrace: now called the Sea of Marmora.See Marmora. 

La Pzovence, Provincia , one of the Southern 
Provinces of France. The firſt part of France which 
the Romans conquered , and reduced into the form 
of a Roman Province ; from whence it has its Name, 
( Provincia Romana. ) In thoſe times it was boun- 
ded on the Eaſt by the Mariz#m Alpes; on the South 
by the Mediterranean Sea; on the Welt by the 
Rhoſme ; and on the North by the Vocontis, Catu= 
719es, and Ebroduntiz , three Gallick Tribes or Natt- 
ons: within which bounds it contained all theſe other 
Tribes ; the Cavares, the Salii, Deſviates, Albict , 
M:mens, and Oxybis. It is now much lefs than 1t 
was then : but ſtill one of the greateſt Provinces in 
France : bounded on the North by the Dauphene ; 
on the Faſt by the Alpes, and the County of N:z77a 
on the Weſt by Languedoc, cut off by the Rhoſne ; 
and on the South by the Med:terranean Sea. From 
Eaſt to Weſt, from the Rhoſne to the Var, forty four 
Leagues : from North to South thirty two: in Circuit 
one hundred fifty eight 5; as Honorate de Bouche has 
ſhewn in a very exact Deſcription of it , lately pub- 
liſhed. The Capital of this Province is Azx; the 
other Cities are Antibe, Arles, Avignon, Carpentras, 
Digne, Dragugnan, Frejus, Graſſe, Marſeille, Orange, 
Siſterong Taraſcon, Toulon, Vozſon. The Rivers Rhofoe, 
Par, Durance, Verdon, Argens, ©c, water it. This 
Province was conquered by the Romans , before Fu- 
[zus Ceſar entered France, upon the complaint of the 
Marſitzans againſt the Salians. M. Fulvins Flaccus 
was ſent with an Army againſt them in the year of 
Rome 627. one hundred twenty three years before 
the Birth of our Saviour : and the War was ended by 
Fabius Maximus 1n 632. It continued under the 

Romans till the year of Chriſt 411. when it was gran- 
ted to Atholphus ( King of the Goths ) with Placidia 
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a Siſter of the Emperour Honorius , by that Prince. 
Theodorick expelled this Nation in 462. and brought 
it under the O/?rogoths,or Goths of Italy: from whom 
it paſſed to Theodobert King of Metz, a Frank, 
about 549. by the Grant of the Emperour Zuſts- 
nian, From theſe it paſſed to Rodolph Duke of Bur- 
gund) : and in 876. H1gh de Arles obtained this Pro- 
vince of Boſon King of Burgundy, by the Title of Earl 
of Provence.It continued under Earls with the changes 
of Families, till 1481. when Charles Earl of Maine 
( the laſt Earl of Provence ) gave it to Lews XI 
King of France , his Confin German ; from which - 
time it has been united to the Crown of France. 
There were in this Province three other ſmall States, 
not ſubject de Frure to the Crown of France : as 
Avignen under the Pope 3 N:7z4 under the Duke 
of Savoy ; and Orange under the Prince of Orange. 

P2zovins, Provinum , a Town, ſometime the Ca- 
pital, of /a Brie in France, upon the River Vouſte ; 
whence the Province=Roſes take their denomination. 
It has been underſtood by fome , to be the Agendi- 
cum of the Ancients. 

P:uſa, See Burſa. Beſides which, two other an- 
cient Epiſcopal Cities in B:rhynia, in the Leſſer A/ia, 
have their Names remembred by Szrabo, Pliny, and 
Ptolemy. Said to be now called Cherz and Barech. 

Pauſlia, Boruſſia, Pruthenia, a great and fruitfu! 
Province of theKingdom of Po/and:(which isaDukedom ) 
called by the Inhabitants Prouſ5; by the Poles Pruſſy;by 
the Germans Preuſſen, and by the Iralians Pruſſia. 
Bounded on the North by the Baltick Sea ; on the 
Weſt by Pomerania ; on the South by Po/and and 
Ma7ovia ; & on the Eaſt by Lithuania & Samogitia. 
This Province was at firſt under Sovereign Dukes of 
its own; after that, under the Knights of the Teu- 
tonich Order, who in 1228. began a long and bloody 
War towards the Conqueſt of it: in 1454. the We- 
{tern part was loſt from that Order , being ſubdued 
by the Poles : In 1500. the Grand Maſter of the Or- 
der triu:mphed over the Miſcovites , that had fallen 
upon Pruſſia and Lithuania. In 1525. the Faftern 
part ſubmitted to the Crown of Poland too. Albere 
Marqueſs of Brandenburg ( the thirty fourth , and 
lait Maſter of that Order ) doing Homage, and ob- 
taining from that Crown the Eaſtern part, with the 
Title of Duke of Pruſſia, It ſtands now divided in- 
to two parts, called the Regal and the Ducal Pruſſia: 
in the firſt are Dantzzch, Marienburg : Elbing and 
Thern : in the (ſecond are Kyoningsberg, and Memel. 
The Regal Pruſſia, ( Dantzzch excepted ) was yiel- 
ded by a Treaty in 1655. to the Crown of Sweden. 
The Dncal is under the Duke of Brandenburgh, who 
farmes the Amber-Fiſhery along the Coait of the 
Baltich Sea, in this Province, at eighteen or twenty 
thouſand Crowns a year. 

P:uth, Porata, Hieraſins , a River of Moldavia ; 
which ariling in Red Rzſſia, entereth IValachia ; and 
watereth Faczy, (the Capital ot that Province ;) and at 
laſt falleth into the Danube, 

Pzuym, or Prume, Prumza, a Caſtle, Town, and 
Monaſtery in Germany, of the Order of S. Benedict, 
in the Foreſt of Ardenne; built by Pepin King of 
France, 1n the year 760, It ſtands upon a River of 
the ſame Name 53 which falls into the Saar, be- 
twixt the Electorate of Trier and the Dutchy of 
Luxemburgh: ſeven Leagues to the North from Trzer, 
and ſix from Limburg to the South. Lotharius the 
Emperour, Son of Lewis the Debonnaire , religning 
the Imperial Dignity, died a Monk in this Monaſtery, 
in $55.

Pfpili, an ancient people of Libya in Africa: de- 
ſcribed by Suetonins, Herodotus, Gellius, ©c. to have 
had a particular art at expelling and mortifying of 
Poiſons ; whence Auguſtus Ceſar , defiring to pre- 
ſerve Cleopatra for a Triumph, cauſed theſe P/3/ls to 
ſuck the Poiſon out of her: But too late.

Putlhely , a Market Town in Caernarvarſhire in 
Wales, in the Hundred o. Gyfl:gion. 

Le Pup , Podium, Anicium, Avicium, Vellavz, 
Vellaunorum Urbs, a great and populous City in the 
County of Ve/ay in Languedoc, upon the River Loyr ; 
which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Bour- 
ges; but exempt from his Juriſdiction ; and the Br- 
ſhop is Earl of Velay. It is the Capital of the Coun- 
ty in which it ſtands; adorned with many Pariſhes and 
Religious Houſes : twenty two Leagues from Lyon 
to the North-Welt , twenty from C/ermon?t to the 
North, and eighteen from Vierme. In 1130. the 
Biſhops of Aquztarn aſſembled in Council here ; con- 
demned Aracletus , an Anti-Pope, in favour of the 
Election of Pope Iznocent Il.

Puy Law:ens, Pureum Laurentiz, a ſmall Town 
in Languedic, which has been dignified with the 
Title of a Dakedom ; two Leagues from Chartres 
to the Weſt, and three from Lavaur. 

Puya de C crden, Ju? um Carretanorum, a Town 
in Spazn, in the Connty of Cerdaigna ; upon the Ri- 
ver Sepre, in the Pyrenean Hills, in the Borders of 
Frarice ; fourteen Leagues from Perpignan, and fix 
from Urgel, a City of Catalonia, This Town is the 
Capital of the County in which it itands ; and was 
lately in the hands of the French ; but by the Treaty 
of Nzmeguen, reſtored to the Spantards. The French 
call it Puycerda. 

Juz3uolo, Puteo!;, Sec PozZuols. 

Py, a ſmall River in the Biſhoprick of Reims in 
France, which falls into the Susppe ; and with it into 
the Aiſne at Neufchaſtel.

hundred eighty two ſquare ; aſcended ( being the 
only open one ) by two hundred and eighteen ſteps, 
of about three toot deep. Within, Caverns for the 
repoſal of dead Bodies ; a Hall, a Chamber, and an 
empty Tomb. made of a ſingle Stone of the -like- 
neſs of Porphyry. Without, before it, as before two 
others of the . chiefeſt , appear the Relts of certain 
ſquare Edifices like Temples: and hard by, a valt Pile, 
reprefenting the Face and Breaſt of a Woman,twenty 
Gx foot high ; which Pliny calls Sphynx, becaule there 
was then a contrivance to utter Orac/es from it.

Pulhely , a Market Town in Caernarvanſhire in 
IWVales, in the Hundred o. Gyfi:g10n. 

Le Pup, Podium, Anicium, Avicium, Vellave, 
Pellaunorum Urbs, a great and populous City in the 
County of Ve/ay in Languedoc, upon the River Loyr ; 
which 1s a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Bour- 
ges ; but exempt from his Juriſdiction ; and the Bi- 
ſhop is Earl of Velay. It is the Capital of the Coun- 
ty in which it ſtands; adorned with many Pariſhes and 
Religious Houſes : twenty two Leagues from Lyon 
to the North-Welt , twenty from C/ermon? to the 
North, and eighteen from Verne. In 1130. the 
Biſhops of Aquztazn aſſembled in Council here ; con- 
demned Anacletus, an Anti-Pope, 1n favour of the 
Election of Pope Innocent Il. 

Pup=en Injo!, Podium Andegaverſ:, a Town 
in Anjou in the Borders of Porctou ; three Leagues 
from Sa/mur to the South, and cigat from Po;Qzers 
to the North-Eaſt ; near the River T-oze. 

Puy Lawzens, Purewm Lavrentii, a ſmall Town 
in Languede, which has been dignitied with the 
Title of a Duakedom ; two Leagues from Chartres 
fo the Welt, and three from Lavaur. 

Puyg de Cerden, 72 um Carretanorum, a Town 
in Spain, in the Connty of Cerdaigna 3 upon the Ri- 
ver Sepre, in the Pyreneanr Hills, in the Borders of 
Frarce ; fourteen Leagues from Perpignan, and fix 
from Urgel, a City of Catalonia. This Town 1s the 
Capital of the County in which it itands ; and was 
lately in the hands of the French ; but by the Treaty 
of Nimeguen, reſtored to the Spantards. The French 
call it Puycerda. 

Juz3uolo, Puteolr, See PozFuols. 

Pp, a ſmall River in the Biſhoprick of Reims in 
France, which falls into the Suzppe ; and with it into 
the Aiſne at Neufchaſtel. 

Pplus. The Ancients mention ſeveral Towns and 
Mountains of this Name. The moſt eminent of 
them, now extant, is Navarzno in the Morea. See 
Navarino. . 

.'The Ppramides of Egppt. Theſe, as it were, 

N.,ortal Buildings , accounted amongſt 7 the Won- 

del F the World, ſtand the diſtance of about ten 

Iex.om Cazro in Egypt. Pliny fays, three hun- 
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dred ſeventy thouſand men were employed upon the 
largeſt of them, twenty years : whoſe height amoun- 
ted to five hundred and twenty foot, the breadth fix 
hundred eighty two ſquare ; aſcended ( being the 
only open one ) by two hundred and eighteen ſteps, 
of about three toot deep. Within, Caverns for the 
repoſal of dead Bodies ; a Hall, a Chamber, and an 
empty Tomb. made of a ſingle Stone of the like- 
neſs of Porphyry. Without, before it, as before two 
others of the - chiefeſt, appear the Reltis of certain 
ſquare Edifices like Temples: and hard by, a valt Pile, 
reprefenting the Face and Breaſt of a Woman,twenty 
Gx foot bigh ; which Pliny calls Sphynx, becaule there 
was then a contrivance to utter Oracies from it. 
The ancient Egyptians believed, that Pharaoh and 
Amaſis, Kings of Egypt, lay entombed in thefe Pyra- 
mides. The Baſes of them,as far as to the fixteenth 
{tep upwards, to the North, by time, have been cove- 
red with Sand. 

The Pyzenean Yills, Mons Pyreneus,one of the 
greateit Chains of Mountains in Europe : called by the 
Spaniards, les Montes Pyreneos ; by the French, les 
Monts Pyrenees; by the Italians, i Monts Pirenez. 
They lie between France to the North, and Spain to 
the South ; extending from Eaſt to Welt eighty Spa- 
n1jr Leagues ; that is, from Port Vendres (in Roufz!- 
lon, on the Meadzterranean Sea), to S. Sebaſtian on 
the Bay of Bzſcay : in various places called by difte- 
rent Names. ;

MNuadi, the old Inhabitants of Moravia, and 
the North of Auſtria, as far as the Danube : who 
maintained a perpetual War with the Romans, till the 
year of Chriſt 565: when they were conquered firſt 
by Lechus Dake of Poland. In the time of the 
Emperour Valentin:an , they advanced as far as to 
Aquileja : and though the Marcomanns dwelt in 
Moravia too , yet the 21adi and them were two as 
diitinct people, as the preſent Moravians and the 
Tranſ-Danubian Auſtrians ; which latter poſleſs the 
Seats of the Quads. 

Nuancheu, Quangzchen, Quancheum, the Capital 
City of the Province of 2:am/1, in the Kingdom of 
China ; ſometime called Fangching and Quangtung ; 
and by Foreigners , Canton. It ftands upon the Ri- 
ver Tz, which a little lower fa!lsinto the Ocean ; and 
affords it a large and ſafe Harbour, detended by two 
Caſtles. It is ſurrounded with Hille, in Circuit four 
German Miles. Beſfieged twelve Months by the Tar- 
tars ; and a laſt taken more by fraud, than force ; 
to the great ruin of it, and the ſlaughter of its In- 
habitants in 1650+ Long. 140. 30. Lat. 26. 25. ac- 
cording to the laſt and beſt Maps. : 

Nuangan, Quanganum, a City in the Province 


of Ninnan, in China; in the hands of the King of 


Tunkim. 

Quangping, a City of the Province of Pekin in 
China. 

Nuangſii , one of tbe principal Cities of the Pro- 
vince of Tunnan in China. 

Nauangte, a City in the Province of Nangquzn , or

Quainſi, or Qzan/i, 21anfia,a Province in the King- 
dom of China : bounded by Twman on the Welt,

Quantum, Cuangtung, a vaſt Province in China ; 
bounded on the North by Kzamſi, and Huquam ; on 
the Eaſt by Fokzen ; on the Welt by 2yam/;, and the 
Kingdom. of Tumkim, or Cochin China ; ard on the 
South by the Ocean. - It contains ten Cities, ſeventy 
three great Towns, and 483360 Families. One of 
the belt watered, and molt fruittul Provinces it this 
Kingdom. 

NQuaquacuſt, /a coſte des Dents, a part of Guinea 
in Africa; which extends eight Spaniſh Leagues in 
length from Eaſt to Weſt. See Guinee, and Ceſte 
de dents. 

Quarentan, YVadicaſſes, or Carentan ; a Sea-Port 
Town in Normanay ; {eventeen Leagues from Caen 
to the Weſt, and eight from Conutarces to the North- 
Falt, 

Nuars. See Carin. 

Quebec , the Principal French City in New France 
in America : taken from the Indzans in the Conqueſt 
of this part of their Country by French Men, ar.d very 
ttrongly fortihed. 

NQueda, a City of the Eaſi-Ind:es, upon the Pro- 
montory of Malacca, over agiuinit Srmatra. Long. 
125. 3le Lat. 5-50. It has an excellent Porty and 
a very great Trade, being much frequented by the 
Enropean Merchants and the Capital of a Kingdom 
of the ſame name ; which was ſtbjec<t to the King of 
$1am, but has now a Prince of its own. 

Duecdclinburgh, a Town in tte T/pper Saxony In 
Germany. Once a Free Imperial Town, but being 
afterwards exempted, becime (together with its Ter- 
ritory) ſubject toits own Abbeis, whoſe Houſe here 
was of great fame. It lies two German Miles from 
Halberſtad to the South : now ( with its Territory} 
ſubject to the Duke of Saxony. In the year 1085. 
Hermannus, ele&ted King of the Romans by the Par- 
tiſans of Popt Gregory VII. to oppoſe the Emperor 
Henry IV, atſembled a Council at this Town; in which 
ſentence of Anathema palled upon the Hehrycianes, 
called Heretiques ; and the Antipope, Guibertns, ſet 
up by the Emperor. There was another in 1103. re- 
markable for its giving abſolution to Henry, Son of 
the Emperor Henry IV. for revolting againit his Fa- 
ther ; tho others place this latter ſometime to Northaus 
ſen in Thuringia. 

Nuedenau, a Village in the Dukedom of Pruſſia 
in Pcland. Of great note amongſt the Sea-faring 
People, for a Church there dedicated to S. Fames ; 
wi:tther they repair to perform their Vows and Devo- 
tions. 

Mieens County, a County in the Province of 
Leinſter 1n Ireland ; called by the Ir:iſh, Cunntae 
Loighſaigh. Bounded by K:ldare to the Weſt, Kil- 
kenny to the South, and K»gs County to the Eaſt. 
The chief Town of which is Queens Town, fixteen 
Miles from K:ldare to the Welt, and twenty two from 
Kzlkenny to the North \ 

Qneicheu, 2ze:chea, a Province on the South- 


Welt of China ; bounded on the North with Suchuen ; 


on the Eaft with Huguam ; on the South with Quam/7, 
and on the Weit with 74nnan. This Province 18 ex- 
tremely Mountainous : It has eight Cities, ten great 
Towns, and forty five thouſand three hundred and 
three Families. The- Capital City is Qezyan. 

Queichen, a City in the Province of Sychuen, in 
the Kingdom of Ch:zn.a, upon the River Kang z built 
in a Very fruitful and well watered Plain. Thus is the 
Capital of twelye Towns. 


Queilin, a City in the Province of Qzzamſi in Chi- 
7a, upon the River Quez. 

Quetiloa, Quzloa, Kz/oa, a Kingdom of Fangue- 
bar, in Africa ; between Moſambique and Melinde ; 
on the Eaſtern Shoar of Africa : the King of whicti 
15 a Tributary to the King of Portugal. It has a City 
of the ſame name,ſeated in an Iſland ; which in 1509. 
was taken by Francs A/maida, the Portr:gal Vice- 
Roy of Africa. Long. 63 25. South Lat. 9. 18. This 
Iſland, called alſo Qzez//oa, hath a ſtrong Cittadel for 
Its detence, together with a famous Port ; and is ho- 
noured with the Reſidence of the King. $ Some place 
_— an old City, 2ve:/loa, upon another quarter

 Dueite, Qe:tum, a City in the Province of Honar 
in China, 

Quetpang, a great City in the Provi:ice of Quez- 
cheu in China. 

Quercp, Cadurcenſis Trafus, isa County in Guz- 
enncy in Aquitain, in France ; great,” populous, and 
fruitul in Corn, Wine, Cattel. 7c. B.unded on the 
North by Lzmoſin ; on the Ealt by Auvergne and Re- 
vergne; on the South by Languedoc ; and on the 
Welt by Agenos and Perzgort. The Capital of it is 
C250rs; the other Towns are Montauhan, Figeac, 
Gordone, and Martel. This was the Country of the 


ancient Caduici in Ceſar, who furniſh:d the Garnls- 


with twelve thouſand Men in their League again(t the 
Romans. It became united with the Crown of France 
12 the Reign of Philip the Hardy. 

Querimba, an Iiland towards the North-Eaf os 
Madagaſcar. 

Quernfurt, a ſmall Town, which is yet the Ca- 
pital of an Earldom of the fame name, in the Vpper 
Saxony ; 1n the County of Mansfe/d ; under the Duke 
or Saxony ever lince 1635 : but it belonge( before to 
the Biſhop of Magdebrryg. 

Quelnop, Qrercetum, a ſmall but very ſtrong 
Town 1n Haznazlt ; three Leagues trom Landrecy 
to the North, two from F.lenciennes, and five 
from Cambray: In the Hands of the French ever fincc 
1654. 

Queximi, Aphana, an Iflat:d in the Gulph of Per- 
ſia 3 by others called Quertumz. 


Duianſp, or Krangſy, Quianſia, a Province in 


China, towards the South of that Kingdom ; boun- 
ded on the Ealt by Chekzam, on the South by Qu/41- 
tum, on the Welt by Hnquam, and on the North by 
Nankim. The Capital of which is Nanchang. It 
contains thirteen Cities, ſixty feven great Towns, and 
one hundred thirty fix thouſand fix hundred and twen- 
ty nine Families. | 

. Quibziche , the ſame with Bernich in Bar- 
ary. 

Quteras, a ſtrong Town in Pzedmont, upon an 
Hill 3nd the Banks - of the River Tanaro: where the 
fam9us Treaty betwixt France, Span, the Empire, 
Savoy, and Modena was celebrated in 1631. 

Dutmper, Coriſopitum, a City in the Province of 
Britagne, in the Territory of Cornvazle ; which is a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Toxrs ; upon 
the Oder. Three Leagues from the Ocean to the 
North , ten from Breſt, and forty from Rennes. 
Called commonly alſo 2uimper-Corantine, from Co- 
rantinus , the ſuppoſed Tutelar Saint of the Dio- 
ceſe: to whom is Dedicated here the Cathedral 
Church. } 

Qutmperlap, a Town in Brztagne, upon the River 
Tſorte ; two Leagues from the Sea,and ten trom 2/me 
per to the Eaſt. : 

Quinbozongh or Queentorough, the chief Town 
of the Iſland of Shepey in Kent, in Scray Lath ; which 
hath the honor to be repreſented by two Burgetles - 
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the Lower Houſe of Parliament ; and to be ſecured 
by a Caſtle Royal. 

Quinque Eccleſiz, a City of the Lower Hungar) 3 
called by the Inhabitants,Oregiazae z by the Germans, 
Fnflercken ; by the Turks, Perſthen : by the French, 

Ezlifes. It ſtands in the County of Baran, upon

the Rs. Kgoriz, not far from the Drave: fix Ger- £2 


an Miles from the Danube, twenty three from Bel- 
grade tothe North-Welt, fourteen from A/ba Rega- 
{ts, twelve from Buda to the South. It has this name 
from five noble Churches which were heretofore in this 
City. Stephen King of Hungary eſtabliſhed the Bi- 
ſhoprick here, (in 1009,) under the Archbiſhop of 
Gran, Solyman the Magniticent took it with great 
difficulty, in 1543 : and died init after, whilſt his Ar- 
my lay before Szge:h, in 1566. Count Ser:n [T. burnt 
it and the Bridge of E/jeck in 1654. Having been ſar- 
priſed and pluidered by the Croatzan Army, 1n 1685. 
the year following after the taking of Buda, it was 
furrendered without reſiſtance to the Imperial:ſts. The 
Turkiſh Governor (aying ; Now the old Hen was ef. 
caped ont of thear Hands, the Chickens would follow 
her. Long, 42. 08. Lat. 46. 09. 

Quinlap, Kingſai, Kingſa, or Kangcheu, and 
Q1iſay, a valt City in the Province of Chequin ; which 
in 1300. Was the Capital, and Royal City of China, 
the Reſidence of the Emperors : ſaid then to be ten 
Leagues in length, five broad, and thirty in Circuit ; 
containing about a Milton of Families: to have twelve 
hundred and izxty Stone Bridges, a Lake in the mid{t 
ef 1t about thirty Miles in circumference, four hun- 
arcd and feventy Gates, with a Wall thirty Leagues 
in compaſls of that breadth at the top,that twelve Horſe- 
men might Ride a breaſt without any inconvenience 
upon it, This City ſtands upon the River Crentang, 
about forty Leagues from the Eaſtern Ocean. Some 
confound it with Peking. The Cham of Tartary is 
ſaid to keep a Garriſon 1n it of thirty thouſand Men. 

S. Quintin, Quintinum, a City in the Province 
of Picardy in France ; which is the Capital of Ver- 
mmandois ; and ſprung up out of the ruins of Auguſta 
Veromanduorum, a Reman Town. Famous for a great 
defeat of the French Forces ; upon which it was yield- 
ed to the Farl of Pembroke, who beſieged it in 1557. 
But the getting of this Town was the loſs of Calazs : 
the Garriſon of which was drawn out by King Phz/rp 
to manage this Siege; two years after, the French 
recovered S. Quzntzn by a Treaty, and kept Calais 
'O00, It fſtarids upon the River Somme ; lix Leagues 
from Perronne to the Eait, and ſeven from Cambray 
to the South. 

| Quir, a part of the unknown Terra Aruſtralis ; 
diſcovered by a Spaniard of the Name, but unculti- 
vated as yet by Europ2ans. 

Quiſcon, or Qu:ſcun, Ionia, a Province of the 
Leſſer Aſia. 

Nuilſo, Ci//a, a River of the Colchi ; which falls 
into the Euxine Sea; ſeventy ſix Miles South of the 
Mouth of the Phaſos ; now called 2! Fazo. 

Quieſs, 2:/us, a River of Bohemia, in the Lower 
Szlefia; which in the Borders of Lyſatzia falls into the 
Borber, near Sagan; ſeven German Miles from Glo- 
gatv to the Welt. 

Nuitceva, or 2zreteva, a City and Kingdom in 
Africa, on the South of Ethiopia ; heretofore a part 
w the Kingdom of Monotapia ; towards Zargue- 

ar. 
— Nuito, a Province of Peru, in South America, 
in the North part of that Kingdom : between the Pro- 
vince of 2z1x0 to the Eaſt, and the Pac:fick Ocean 
to the Welt ; eighty Leagues long, and thirty five 
broad. Tt had at firſt Kings of its own ; but before 
the arriyal of the Spaniards, was Conquered by the 
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King of Peru ; and together with it, fell under the 
Dominion of- Sparn. 

Eli Nutto, the Capital City of the Province called 
by its name z a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Lima ; in a fruitful Valley, at the foot of a Mountain 
called Yolcano Pinta ; near Machangara,and Machan- 
avilla, two Rivers almoſt under the Line, It is like- 
wiſe called S.-Franciſco del Quito. Two hundred and 
filty Spaniſh Leagues from Lima to the North, and 
{ix from the Pacyick Ocean to the Eaſt. In 1586. 
there was an Univerſity opened here. 

The Government of Quito, is a conſiderable part 
of South America ; and one of the three principal Pro- 
vinces of the Kingdom of Peru ; on the North it is 
bounded with Popian ; on the Eaſt with the Rivers 
of Pulumaio, and Amazons ; on the South with the 
reſt of Peru, and on the Weſt with the Pacrzfick Ocean. 
The Andes divide it into two parts; belides Quito, it 
contains Canela, Quzixos, and the South and middle 
Popian ; with ſome other Territories of ſmall Note. 
This is a fruitful, populous, and well watered Pro- 
vince. 

Nuivira, a Province in North America; between 
New Mexico, Mount Szal, and Florida ; which was 
never Conquered by any of the European Nations, nor 
indeed throughly Diſcovered. It atfords good paſtu- 
rage along the Sea Coaſt. 

Quitxos, or /os Qurixos, Quixorum Provincia, a 
Province in the North of Per ; between Quzro to the 
Weſt, and Canela to the Eaſt; firſt Diſcovered in 
1557. by the Spanzards, who have only four Colomes 
in It.

Jab, Faurinum. See Gerver: 

\ RBaab, or /e Rab, Arrabo, a River of Hun- 
gary ; which ariſeth in the Lower Stzrza, near Gratz : 
and running Eaſtward through the Lower Hungary, 
by the Counties of Sal/awar and Gewer, it entertains 
the Lauſnitz, the Binca, and the Guntz ; and wa- 
tering S. Gothard, and Kerment, beneath Sarvar it 
divides into two Branches : the right Hand Branch 1s 
called Rabnitz, the other Rab : theſe two make the 
Ifle of Rab, ſeven German Miles in length. At Rab 
or Favarin, they reunite into one Stream again ; and 
fall into the Danube. This River is particularly mee 
morable tor a great Defeat of the Turksſh Forces, by 
the French and Germans, in 1664. upon the Banks 
of it near Kerment.

Rabaſteins, Rap;tanium, a Town in the Vpper 
Langrnedoc in the Dioceſe of Alby, in France, upon 
the River Tarn : whole Coat of Arms is, three Turneps 
ſuitable to the Derivation of its Name from both the 
French and Latin, Rave, and Rapa, a Turnep. 

Kabath, Opp:dum Novum, a City in the Kingdom 
of Fez ; fixty two Miles from Tangier, and ſeventy 
four from Fez.

Racanella, Cy/sſtarnus, a River of the Hither Ca- 


labria, in the Kingdom of Naples ; which flowing by 
Coſano, falls into the Bay of Taranto. 
Rachelburgh. See Rar ;burgh. 
Backelſpurg, Polent:um, Raceburgum, a City of 
Germany, in the Lower Stiria; upon the River Mu- 
er ; under the Emperor, as Archduke of Auſtria ; 
four German Miles trom the Borders of Hungary to

is a Roman Town, aſcribed by Antoninus to the Up- 
per Pannonia. 

Radicofani, a Caſtle and Seigniory in Tuſcany, be- 
tween S:ena and Rome. | 

Radint, the ſame with S:rymon ; a River which 
parts Thrace and Macedonza. 

Badnozſhire. Radnoria, one of the twelve Shires 
in the Principality of Wales : Bounded on the North 
by Mozmmouth ; on the Eaſt by Shropſhire and Here- 
fordſhire ; on the South by Brecknock , cut oft by 
the Rivers of C/armen and Fre ; the Weſtern point 
falls upon Cardiganſpire. Its form is Triangular ; 

* the ſides almoſt equal ; the whole Circumference be- 

ing about ninety Miles. The Air is ſharp, the Soil 

barren. The Silures were the ancient Inhabitants of 
this County. The Town of Radnor, which gives 
name to it, was by the Komans called Mags, or Mag- 

2205 : pleaſantly ſeated under an Hill, which bears up-

RKRadom, a Town in the Leſſer Poland, in the Pa- 
latinate of Sendomsr ; which 1s the Capital of a UDi- 
{trict of the ſame name. Twenty Pol:ſþ Miles from 
Warſaw to the South, and fifteen from Sezdomr tothe 
North. 

Baglins, Rica, an Ifland on the North of Tre- 
land, on the Coaſt of the County of Antrim ; which 
has a Caſtle ; ſometimes reckoned amongſt the He- 
brides, though it lies but eight Miles from the Con- 
tinent. ; 

Raguſa, Raguſium, Epidaurus, Rhanzium, a City 
of Dalmatia; which is an Archbiſhops See,and a Free 
State ; called by the Sclavomans Dubrounich ; by the 
Italiaris, Raguſi. It ftands in the Confines of Alba- 
144, on the Shoars of the Adriatich Sea, to which it 
has a Port : at the foot of a Mountam, called by the 
Greeks, Lau ; upon a Rock: in ſo difadvantageous a 
fituation, that the T1,rks by rouling down great Stones 
from the Mountain might have overwhelmed it and fo 
have become abfolute Maſters of it, if they had ever 
defired to be fo. _ This City is about a Mile m com- 
paſs: has large Suburbs befide ; populous, rich, well 
Traded, and Fortified. About a Leagne from it lies 
the Harbour of Santa Cr1z of great Capacity ; ſecu- 
red by the Iſland of Lacroma. The City ont of which 
this ſprung, was called Ep:daurwes, from its Founders ; 
fx Miles more to the Eaft: where the place of its ru- 
ins is called Raguſi Vecchio, the Old Ragnfa. It did 
pay a Tribnte of twelve thouſand five hundred Hunga- 
1541 Duckats fo the Grand Seignioy ; but had ſeve- 
ral Privileges in recompence by way of Trade; and 
ten Colomes in Servia, Bulgaria, and Thrace be- 
ſides; ſo that this was no hard Condition. Yet in 
1686. they fent Ambatfadors to the Emperor, and de- 
fired to be received into his Proteftion. About the 
Year 1634. and in 1667. this City faffered much by 
an Earthquake. © The Territory of Ragufano belong- 
ing to it is about a hundred Miles in length, from the 
Nortl-Eaft to the Sonth-Weſt :- but not above twen- 
ty five Miles broad : having only two or three Towns 
more in it, Granted to this City by Srephen King of 
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Bojnia, in 1333. Long. 42. 52. Lat. 42. 5o. The 
Senate of this Republick 1s conftituted of fixty Sena- 
tors, under one Rector or Duke ; of whom and of 
there hiberty they are ſo exceeding jealous, that our 
Accounts tell us, they change him every month ; not 
ſuffering the wearing of a Sword, or a Mans lying from 
his own houſe, without adviſing the Senate ; nor open- 
ing the City Gates above three or four hours in the 
day tn Summer ; and in the Winter, the half thereof: 
and for ſtrangers, eſpecially Turks, they ſecure them 
all the Night in their Lodgings. They fear the Turks, 
hate the Yenetzans; honour the Pope, Emperor and 
King of Spain ; and pay tribute to all. 

Jt fume di Kaguſa, Hirminius, a River on the 
South of S3czly ; ſo called from a Town it waſheth : 
it falls into the African Sea ; between Camerino to 
the Weſt, and Cape Paſſaro to the Eaſt ; ſometimes 
called z/ Mauls. | 

Raithe, a defart near the Mountain S:nas, in the 
Stony Arabia ; or as others place it, in the Kingdom 
of Egypr: much viſited and mhabited by the religious 
Anchorates of the 13th Century. | 

Rain, Rana, a ftrong Town in the Dukedom of 
Bavaria, in the Borders of Schwaben ; at the Con- 
fluence of the Lech, and the Danube ; two German 
Miles from Donawert to the Eaft, and a little more 
from Newburgh. Often taken, and retaken in the 
Swediſh War; and now rebuilding. $ There is another 
Town of the fame name in S$:iria; in the Borders of 
Carmola, and Croatia, upon the Save; twenty five 
Miles from Ciflcy to the Ealt, and twenty two from 
Met/ing to the North. 

Rakonick, Raconzcun, a City of Germany, near the 
River M:7a ; feven German Miles from Prague to the 
Welt, thirteen trom Egra, and ſeven from Litoms- 
ershe, or Leutmeritz. 

Kama, or Ramia, the name of the Kingdom of 
Boſnra, in the Royal Title of the Kings of Hungary ; 
which has been uſed by them ever ſince 1138: when 
Bela Cxeus, King of Hungary, Poſleſſed that King- 
dom, orat leaft a part of it. There is ſtill a River in 
that Kingdom of this name; which falls into the Na- 
renta, and gives the ſame name to a ſmall Territory as 
it pafſeth. 

Rama, or Ramatha,a City of the Tribe of Ephraim, 
afterwards a part of Samaria; now called Ramola by 
the Twrhs. It ftands ten Miles from Foppe to the 
Eaſt, and thirty from Feruſalem : almoit entirely 
ruined. 

Ramoth, or Ramath-Meſpeh (as it is written Foſh, 
13. 26,) was one of the three Cities of Refuge, ap- 
pointed by Moſes in the Cafe of accidental Manſlaying, 
Deut. 4. 43. It belonged tothe Tribe of Gad; itand- 
ing near the Mountain, and in the Territory of Gilead ; 
in the Region of Trachonites in Paleſtine, as the Ro- 
mans named that Country. 

Rampano, Biandyna, a Town formerly,now only 
a Caſtle on the South of the Morea ; at the Mouth of 
the River of Eurotas. It gives name to a Bay former- 
ly called Sinus Laconicus, now the Gulph de Caſte! 
KRampano, on the Eaſt of Cape Malzo. 

Ramfep, Linmos, a ſmall Ifland in the Inſp 
Sea ; called by the Welſh, Lymen. It lies upon the 
Coaſt of South Fales, three Miles from St. Davids. 
8. Alfo , a Market Town in Huntim _ in the 
Hundred of Hurſtington, towards ridgeſhire : 
near a meer of its own nate, and another called #h:- 
tleſey, each affording plenty of Fiſh and Fowl, toge- 
ther with the Rivers watering them. It ſtands among(t 
the rich grounds of the Fens ; and had heretofore an 
Abbey of vaſt wealth to boaſt of, till its difſolutian 
by King Hexry VIII. | 

Ranals, Ocets, one of the Iſles of Orkney, ten 
Miles from the Coaſt of Scor/and. 

| | Banguits, 
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Rangnitz, Ragnitia, a City in the Kingdom of 
Poland, in the Ducal Pruſſia ; upon the River Ruſſe, 
in the Borders of Samogithia ; fixteen Poliffa Miles 
from Koningsberg to the Eaft. Under the Elector of 
Brandenburgh. : 

Raolconda, a City in the Kingdom of Go:conde in 
the H:ther Eaſt-Indies, on this fide the Bay of Ben- 
gala; five days journey from the City Goiconde. 

Raon, a River of Germany, which falls into the 
teft Branch of the Moſelle. 

Kaperſwpl, Raperſvilla, a Town in Switzerland, 
which has a very ancient Caſtle; on the Lake of Zu- 
rich, between 1t and the Upper Lake; five German 
Miles from Zurich to the North-Eaſt. So ſeated that 
It is only approachable by a Timber Bridge : and hav- 
ing been taken in 1458. by the Sw3ſs, (though often 
attempted) could never be recovered out of their 
Hands. 

Kapin, Raprdus, a ſmall River in Lorazn. 

Kapin, a Town and Earldom in Germany of the 
ſame name ; eight Miles from Havelberg to the Eaſt, 
and nine from Berlin to the North. 

KRapoe, Rapa, once a City, now a Village, in the 
Province of V/ſter in the County of Dungal : which 
is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Armagh ; 
but united to that of Derry; from which it ſtands 
twelve Miles to the Weſt, forty from Dungal, and 
forty five from Armagh to the South-Welt. 

Rapolla, Rapalla, or Rapello, a ſmall ill-peopled 
City in the Baſi/icate, in the Kingdom of Naples 3 
twenty Miles from Conza to the Eaſt. It was ancient- 
ly a Biſhops See; but in 1528. Pope Clement VII. 
united this See to that of Melf: for ever. S$ There 1s 
another Town, anda Bay, upon the Coaſt of Genoua 
of this name. 

Kaſchtt, the ſame with Roſezo. 

Baſcia, the ſame with Servia, a large Province 
under the Turk; or rather a part of that Province, as 
others ſay ; which takes its name from a River that 
paſſeth through this Diſtrict into Moravia. The prin- 
cipal Towns of it are Belgrade, Semendria, and Co- 
tumbach. Brietius, {cited by Baudrand,) ſaith, this was 
once a diſtinct Kingdom. I am ſure the Raſcians have 
fuftered very much in the preſent War: and when the 
Turks in 1687. deſerted Poſſega, they put ſome thou- 
ſinds of theſe Reſc:ans to the Sword, tor refuſing to 
go with them; and Plundred all the reſt. Thefe were 
the ancient Scordr/ci. 

Baſcbozg, Rajeburgum, a ſmall City in Finland, 
under the Swedes, in the Province of Ny/and: which 
has a Large Haven on the Bay of Finland ; and ſeated 
on the Borders of Sourh-Finland. 

Baſcn Market, a Market Town in Lincolnſhire, 
in the Hundred of Walſhcrof: : fo called for its diſtin- 
Aion from three other Raſers in the ſame Hundred, 
whvch have not the privilege to be Market Towns. 

Kaſino, Erafmu, a River on the Eaſt of the Mo- 
rea, Which falls into the Izacho ; and with it into the 
Bay dz Napo's Romania. 

Bathal JFlhaga, Arabia Petrea ; the Stony Ara- 

ia. 

Batiboz, Ratibora, Ratisboria, a ſmall but ſpruce 
City in Sz!efia in Bohemia ; which is the Capital of a 
Dukedem, upon the Oder. Four German Miles from 
Karnew to the Eaſt, ſeven from the Borders of the 
L1.efJer Poland, and the ſame diftance from Oppolen to 
the South. This place was Mortgaged to Caſimir King 
of Poland. 

Katiſ»on, Ratisbon, Auguſta Tiberis, Ratzpona, 


Ratisbona, Caftra Regina, Reginum, Rhetobonna, 


Rbetopolis, a City of Germany, (called by the Inhabi- 
tunis, Regenſpurgh) in the Circle of Bavaria ; and a 
Biſhop's See, ke the Archbiſhop of Sa/tzburgb. It 


w.s tirlt a Rowan City or Colony, built by Teri 
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Ceſar : afterwards the Seat of the Kings of Bavaria; 
and after that of. the Dnkes of the ſame Title. Fre- 
derick IT. made it a Free Itnperial City. Henry the 
Lyon proſcribed and degraded it ; and put it under 
the Dominion of O:ho #:r:e/ſpach, Duke of Bavaria. 
It ſtands upon the Danube, (which is here covered by 
a Stone Bridge, built by Her: V. in 1135 ) at the Con- 
fluence of the River Regen ; fifteen Miles from A4u- 
nick, to the North, ſeventeen above Paſſaw to the 
Welt, and ſixteen from Ausburgh to the North-Eaſt. 
Said to have been Converted to the Chriſtian Faith by 
Lucius Cyren@us, a Diſciple of S. Paul, in 69. The 
Biſhoprick was Inſtituted by Charles the Great ; who 
held a Council in this City in 792. There have been 
many German Diets held here; which for brevity I muſt 
omit. This City has embraced the 4uguſtane Cont. 
ſion. Long. 34. 18. Lat. 49. oo. 

Batzburgh, Ratzemburg, or Ratzebourg, Race- 
urgum, a City of Germany, in the Lower Circle of 
Saxony ; Which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbijs 
ſhop of Breme. It 1s little,| and ſubject as to the Ci- 
ty, to the Duke of Mecke/burgh ; but the Caſtle is 
in the Hands of the Duke of Lawemburgh. Before 
the Peace of Yeſtphalia, in 1648. they were both ſub. 
ject to the Biſhop : by th4t Treaty they were thus ſet- 
tled, and made a Principality. This City embraced 
the Auguſtane Confetlion in 1566+ by the procute- 
ment of Chriſtopher the thirtieth Biſhop of this See ; 
who was of the Family of Mecke/burgh. It itands up- 
on a Lake of the ſame name ; three Miles from Lu- 
beck, to the South, four from Lawemburgh, and fix 
from Swerin to the Welt. 

Bava, a City of Poland, which is the Capital of a 
Palatinate of the ſame name : ſeated upon a River 
called Rava too ; eleven Poliſh Miles trom Plocko 
to the South, and fifteen from Warſaw to the Weſt. 
The houſes are all of Wood. It has a Fortreſs. 

Ravello, Rebellum, Ravellum, a City in the Fur- 
ther Principato, in the Kingdom of Naples; which 
1s a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Salerno. 
But in 1086. freed from his Juriſdiction by Pope 
Vitor JT. In 1603. the Biſhoprick of Sca/a was 
for ever united to this ; from which it ſtands only 
two Miles, and ten from Salerno to the Welt. 

IRavenglaſs, a Market Town tn the County of Cum- 
berland, in the divifion of Allerdale ; encompafed on 
three parts 0-it by the Sea, and the two Rivers, betwixt 
which it ſtands. ) 

Ravenna, a City of Romandiola in Italy, 
antiquity ; which 1s an Archbiſh 
tal of that Province. It on a marſhy Gr 
forty five Miles from Bononia to the Eaſt, thirty 
Rimini, forty two from Ferrara ; near the Shokrs of 
the Adriatick Sea, upon which it had a great Harbor 
now filled up with Sand. Built by the Sabins, as Pliny 
faith ; as others, by the UmPrians about four h 
and ten years aſt:r the Flood A. M. 1766. 
latter times of the Roman Empire under Hoyorius, i6 


became the Seat of the Emperors : fortified/with new 
and ſtrong Walls for that purpoſe. Angus had be- 
fare made it the Station of his Fleets6n the Adria- 


tick Sea ; and made a noble—Hiyen. here, which may 
be ſuppoſed to have contributed ſomething to its 
growth and this change. Theodorickh, King of the 
Goths, in 493. took 1t after a Siege of three years ; 
and made it the Seat of his Kingdom. Ia 539. Bels- 
ſarius, General under Fuſtinian the. Emperor, reco- 
vered it to the Empire. In 569. it . became the Seat 
of the Exarcbs, or Vice-Roys of [raly, under the Com- 
lantinopolitan Emperours. In 925. it was Sacked 
by Luirprandus, King of Lombardy, upon the Eme 
perors Edict againlt Images; but recovered by the 
Exarch, by the afliſtange of the Pope and the Vexe- 
tians, two years after, In 7 52+ Arsſtulphus, King o 
t 
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the Lembards, took it from the Greeks ; and drove 
out the Exarchs. In 774. Charies the Great took it 
f-om the Lombards, and pave it to the Churci of Rome. 
This City maintained a War againſt the YVenetsans, in 
1140. In 1441. the Venetrans took it and kept it 
till 1509 : when it was forced from them by a League 
of the Emperor, King of France, Pope, the Duke of 
Milan, and a joynt War of all theſe Princes upon them. 
But the Pope falling out with the French King, 
Lewis XII. loſt the City to him again' and an Army 
of ſixteen thouſand Men in 1512: they were ſoon 
after forced to deſert it. The Archbiſhops See was 
founded by Yalentinian. the Emperor, about 425 : 
and never {ubject tothe Pope till 684 : when the Pope 
after a great conteſt obtained this point from Conft an- 
tinus Pogonatus, \ Emperor of Greece), who was a 
great admirer of the Sandtity of Bened:@ II. and with 
reſpect to that, ſubjected this See to Rome, There 
was a Council held here in 901. which confirmed all 
the proceedings of a Council at Rome under Pope 
Fohn TX. tor the caffating of Pope Sr:ephen VI. his 
Ads againſt the memory of Pope Formeſus. And 
another in 967, in the preſence of Pope ohn XIIL 
and the Emperor O:h9 I. touching the reformation of 
Eccleſiaſtical Diſcip!ine ; with divers others, of the 
fame ſubject, The City is now in a declining condi- 
tion, and decays ſenſibly. Long. 34. 53. Lat. 43+ 54- 

Ravensberg, Ravensbezga, a ſmall Town which 
ojves name to an Earldom in the Circle of Fe/tpha!za. 
It ſtands upon an Hill; eighteen Miles from Oſnaburgh 
to the South, thirty two from Paderborne to the North, 
and thirty from Munſter to the Eat. 

The Earldom 0: Ravensberg, 1s a ſmall Territory 
between the Biſhopricks of Mznden and Oſnaburgh, 
to the North and Welt ; that of Munſter to the South, 
and the County of Lippe to the Eait. The Capital 
of which is Brfe/d. This was ſubject to the Dukes of 
Fuliers ; and now under the Duke of Brandenburgh, 
in their Right. 

Ravensburgh, a ſmall German City. in the Circle 
of Schwaben, in Algow, upon the River Schuſs : fix 
Miles from Conſtance to the Eaſt, and three from 
Lindaw to the North : an Imperial Free City. It is 
ſometimes written Ravenſpurg ; and is of great an- 
tiquity. 

Raveſtein, a Town upon the Maes, in the Duke- 
dom of Brabant, in the Borde: s of Gue/derland ; four 
Leagues from Boſleduc. Which belongs, with its 
Territory, to the Duke of Newburgh ; but in the cu- 
ſtody of the United Netherlands. The Cittadel, that 
did itand here in the times of the Dukes of C/eves, its 
former Maſters, was demoliſhed by the Articles of a 
Treaty paſſed betwixt W/l;am Duke of Cleves and Fu- 
liers, and the Emperor Charles V. 

Rayleigh, a Market Town in the County of Eſſex, 
in the Hundred of Rochford. 

Re, Rea, Reacus, an Iſland on the Coaſt of Sarn- 
zonge in Aquitain, near the Pats d' Annis, in the 
Dioceſe of the Biſhop of Rochelle : three Leagues from 
Rochelle to the Wett. The principal Town of it is 
S. Martin; once a place of great ſtrength : near 
which the Engl:ſh received a great defeat from the 
French, in 1627: whilſt they attempted the Relief of 
Rochelle. There is now a conliderable Fort ſtanding, 
to ſecure it : a high Watch-Tower up3n the Coatt, 
built by Lews XIV, called la Tour des Baleznes, to 
lighten the road, and prevent the dangers of the Shel- 

Fes adjacent, of that name. It yields vaſt plenty of 
Wine yearly. 

Rea, a Stream in Shropſhire. 

Reading, the beſt Town in Berkshtre ; ſeated up- 


on the Thames, where it receives the Kenner, with . 


ſeveral Bridges over thoſe two Rivers : which had an- 
ciently a Caſtle, and a noble Church, both ruined in 


Mr. Cambaen's time. The Danes about 845. made 
this place the Seat of their Rapines ; and were hardly 
expelled by 4Erhe!wo/ph, King of Mercia. Being 
Garriſoned for the King in the heginning of the late 
Troubles, tt was taken by the Earl of E/7ox, April 
26. 1643, after a Siege of ten d.ys: and was ever 
atter a great vexation to the City of O-xfor.1, then the 
Kings Head Quatters. The County Ailizes uſually 
are here Kept. It is a well inhabited Town, contains 
three Pariſhes : the Capital of its Hundred, and 2 Cor- 
poration beſides repreſented by two Members in the 
Houſe of Commons. 

Recanatt, Recznezum, Recina Nova, a City in the 
Marchia Anconttana in Italy, which has ſprung out 
of the ruines of the ancient Helvia Recina ; and 
Whoſe See was united with that of Loreeroin 1 591. 

Rectf, a ſ:rong Fort in Braſi/; called by the Portu- 
gueſe, Reciffa; it ftands near the City of Olinda, in 
= Hig of F aarexoge=y : for ſome time in the 

ands of the Hollariders, till the Portrgueſe i 
retook 1t. 0634. 

Reculver, a Sea Town in the Courty of Kenz ; 
Auguſtine Lath, fome Miles North ns. OS 
Deſerving to be particularly taken notice of tor the Pi. 
lace and Relidence of Ethelbert, the firit Chriſtian 
Saxon King of Kent, here, in former times. The 
high Spire of the Church makes a good Sea mark. 

(The Bed Sea, Mare Rubrum, Erythreum, Aza- 
nium, © Arabicus Sinus ; is a Branch of the indices 
or Ethioptan Ocean ; which parts Arabia from A- 
frica and Egypt ; running from Narti to South above 
twelve hundred Miles. The Arabians c:ll this Sea 
Bubriel Calxem, (the Sea of Calzem,) from a City 
oi that name : towards the North it is not above eight 
or nine M.les over, as Mr. Thevenot obſerves ; who 
Travelled on its Shoars five days. It is narrow and 
full of Rocks; therefore dangerous to Sailers : for 
which and other reafons, now not much trequented 
ſince the way to the Indies was diſcovered by the O- 
cean. This Sea will be famous to all Ages, upon the 
account of the Children of 1/raels paſſing it on dry 
Ground ; when they went up out of Egype, 

Redfozd Eaſt, a Market Town in Notting ham- 
ſire, in the Hundred of Norehclay, upon the River 
laael. 

Rednitz, Radiantia, a River of Franconia ; which 
ariſeth in Norzgow, in the Borders of the Upper Pala- 
tinate, near Werſſenburgh ; and beſides ſome ſmaller 
Rivers beneath Norsmburgh, it receives the Pegnutz 3 
and a little beneath Bamberg falls into the Mayn or 
Meyn. : 

Rees, Reeſium, a (mall City, formerly well forti- 
fied ; in the Dukedom of Cleves, upon the Rhine ; 
and Garriſoned by the Hol/anders, tho it belonged to 
the Duke of Brandenburgh. Being taken by the 
French in 1672, in 1674. it was reſtored to that 
Duke, but diſmantled by the French : it ſtands three 
German Miles from Weſel to the North, and the fame 
diitance from Cleve to the Ealt. 

Regen, Reginus, a River in Germany, which 
ariſeth in Nor:zgow , in the Borders of Bohemia ; 
and flowing through the Upper Palatinate falls in- 
to the Danube at Ratishon in Bavaria ; which 
City is from this River ſometimes called Regz- 
num. 

- Begenſpurg, the ſame with Rat#sboy, 

Reggio, Regium Lepids, a City in the Dukedom 
of Modena ; which is a Biſhops See, once under the 
Archbiſhop of Ravenna; but now under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Bononia, It itands between Parma to the 
Welt, and Modena to the Eaſt ; fifteen Miles from 
either : The Capital of a Dukedom, now poſſeſſed by 
the Duke of Modena; and the ſecond City of note in 
the eſtate of that Duke: being great and ſtrong, ac- 
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companied with a good Cittadel. The Goths and 0- 
ther Barbarians ruined it divers times. But Charles 
the Great repair'd it. 
Reggio, or Regge, Rhegium Fulium, or Rig1o, A 
City of the Further Calabria, in the Kingdom of Na- 
ples; called 4 Rijo by the Spaniards ; which 1s an 
Archbiſhops See, upon the Shoars of the Streights of 
$:cily, at the moſt Southern point of Italy, in a frutt- 
ful Plain. Built by the Chalcidians in the year of the 
World 3279. eighty two years after Rome : it flouriſh- 
ed many years in the condition of a free State ; till at 
laſt it fell into the Hands of the Sicilian Tyrant Dzo- 
ayſins, after a Siege of eleven Months. This Prince 
began his Reign in the year of Rome 360. and Retgn- 
ed thirty eight years; but I cannot affign the year of 
this Action. The City lay little regarded from that 
time, till Zulins Ceſar rebuilt it 3 and made it a Ry- 
man Colony, calling it Rhegium Fulzum : after which 
it is frequently mentioned tm the Latin Hiftorians. At 
this day it is very conſiderable, though it has been ſe- 
veral times ſurprized and Plundered by the Mahome - 
tans ; particularly in 1552. Long. 40. 12. Lat. 
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Regtllus, a Lake in the Territory of the ancient 
Tuſculum, in Latium ; now in the Campagna dz Ro- 
a, in the States of the Church, by the name of Ca- 
ſtinlione ; betwixt the City Tivoli, and la Cava delP 
Agiio, The Victory of Aulus Poſthumius over King 
Tarquin, the laft King of the Romans, after the depo» 
fition of him, was obtained near this Lake. 

Reims, Remi, Durocortorum Civitas, Remen ſis 
Civitas, Duricortora Remoram, 1s a very ancient, great, 
fine, populous City of France, in the Province of 
Champagne; and an Archbiſhops See, a Duakedom,and 
an Univerſity ; which latter was Inftituted by the Car- 
dinal of Guiſe, in the Reign and by the permifſion of 
Henry II. King of France. The Archbiſhop ts always 
the firſt Duke and Peer of France : claims the Right 
of Anointing the King : accordingly the Holy Ampoul 
or Viol of Oil, (which an Angel brought from Heaven 
at the Coronation of the firſt Chriftian King of France,) 
is ever kept in the Abbey of S. Remy here. This City 
ſtands upon the River Veſle ; in the midfſt of an agree- 
able plain : thirteen Leagnes from Sozſſoxs to the Eaſt, 
twenty four from Verdun, ten from Chalons to the 
South-Weſt, and five from the Marne to the North ; 
adorned with four Abbeys, a great number of Col- 
legiate and Parochial Churches, Religious and Ecclefi- 
altical Houſes. Pope Sylveſter IT. was ſometime Arch- 
biſhop of this Church. Pope Urban II. a Canon. 
Pope Adrian IV. an Archdeacon; and P. Adrian V. 
Archdeacon and Chancellor. Pope Leo XI. held a 
Council here in Perſon, in 1049, againſt the Vices of 
the times. Pope Calixtns IT. did the ſame in 1119, 
it which the Emperor Henry was excommunicated. 
Pope Innocent II. the fame in 1131 : and Pope Eu- 
genius 1lI. accompanied with S. Bernard, in 1148. 
in 1595. a part of a Roman Triumphal Arch, bear- 
ing a Tablet of Romulus and Remus fed by a Wolf ; 
and in 1677. two more parts of the ſame, one repre- 
ſenting the Story of Leda, the other the year with 
all its Months and Seafons, were digged out of the 
ground here, and eſteemed as fataous Monuments of 
Antiquity.

Reinfrew, a City of Scotland, in the County 
of Cuningham ; upon the Irzſh Sea, or Dunbri- 
£an 06 - not above five Miles from Glaſcow to the 
Welt. 

Reinsbourg, a Village one League diſtant from 
Leyden in Holland; celebrated formerly for an Ab- 
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bey of Benedia:ne Dames, ſucceflively founded by 
two Earls of Holland and two noble Ladies ; who af! 
lye interred in the Church: where there is beſides 2 
number of ſtately Tombs of the Counts: and Coun- 
teſſes and others of the old Nobility of Ho!land. 

Remirmont, Romaricus Mons, a Town in Lo- 
rain; at the foot of Mount Yauge, upon the Mo- 
ſelle; five Miles from Fontenay to the Fai and 
eleven from Co/mar to the Welt : in which so no- 
ble Nunnery. 

_ Los Remolinos, Tarraconenſis Fuga, a Mountain

Rendleſtham, an ancient Town: in the Co 
Suffolk, and the Hundred. of Loves, upon muy red 
Deben «© in which the firſt Chriſtian King of the Eaſt 
Angles, Redwald, kept bis Court. 

Renclie, Rarula, Marroncl, a {mail River in Nor- 
mandy ; which falls into the Seyne to the Weſt of 
Roan. 

Rennes, Renes, Urbs Rhedonum, Condate, Rhe- 
dones, Redone, Condate Redonum, the Capital City 
of the Dnkedom of Briragne in * raxice ; and a Bi- 
ſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Toxrs : The Seat 
of the Parliament of the Province by the eſtabliſhment 
of K. Henry I. It ſtands upon the River Vilaine 
whici divides it in two ; twenty two Leagues from 
Nantes to the North, and the ſame diſtance from 4: 
gers to the South-Weit, A place of great antiquity, 
being mentioned by Ceſar and Pro/emy. The ancient 
Dukes of Br::agne made it their Relidence. About 
the years 1069 and 1263+ there were two French 
Councils alſembled here. It hath divers Churches 
and Religious and Eccleſiaſtical Houſes, ; 

Rentp, Rentzca, a Town in Artors ; heretofore 
of great itrength ; which in 1554. repelled the Forces 
of Henry II. King of France ; but in 1638.was ruined. 


It lies five Leagues from Bologne to the Eaſt, and four 


from Aras, upon the River Aa; which falls into the 
Britiſh Sea below Graveling, in Flanders. The late 
Baron de Renty, fo famous for his application to the 
actions of piety, and his family, originally derive their 
name from hence. 

La Reole, Regula, a Town of France, upon the 
Garonne, 1n the Province of Guyenne : adorned with 
a good Monaſtery, 

Repeham, a Market Town in the County of Nor- 
folk , in the Hundred of Eynesford. 

Rerone, Revo, a ſmall River in Lombardy, in the 
States of Venzce ; which watereth Vicenza, and then 
falls into the Leſſer Malamoco. 

Reſchet ,\ a City of Perſia, called by the Ara- 
io Huſum ;-the Capital of the Province of K3z- 
ania. : 

Reſcow, Reſcovia, a City of Moſcovy, near the 
Borders of Lichuania, and the Fountains of the Ri- 
ver Wolga: forty Miles from Tuver to the North- 
Welt, and fifty from Bzelka to the Eaſt. The Capital 
of a Dukedom of the ſame name; and has two Ca- 
{tles: the Rſs call it Rſhewa, | 

Retci, Reze/zum, a City of Champagne in France, 
upon the River A:ſne : the Capital of Rerelos. Eight 
Leagues from Rezms, and ten from Sedan to the Welt. 
Near this place the Spaniards received a great Defeat 
from the French in 1650, under the Mareſchal de Tus 
rene. But in 1652+ this Town was put into the Hands 
of the Spaniards by the Prince of Condy : and three 
years after was retaken by the French. It is honored 
with the Title of a Dukedom. 

Retelois, Retelenſis Ager, is a Territory in the 
Northern Parts of Champagne ; which was heretofore 
a Dukedom. It lies between the Arſne, the Biſhop.

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rick of Lzege, and the Dukedoth of Luxembmyh ; 
the chief Towns of which are Rete/, Mezters, Charks 
wile, and Donchery. 
_ Betz, Redeſia, a Dutchy in the Connty of Nautes 
In Bretagne in France in the of Poifton, at 
the Mouth of the River Loyre ; the chief Town of 
which ts Machecon, ten Leagues from Nentes to the 
North-Weſt. 

Bevel, &cvalie, a great City and Sea-Port in Li- 
vonie ; called by the Ruſs, Roleva. The Capital of 
the Province of Efthonta. It ftands the Bay of 
Finland; thirty three German Miles Narva to 
the Weſt, and thirty ſeven from &:g« to the North, 
This City was an Hanſe Town, and a Biſhops See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Riga ; ſubject to the Crown 
of Poland till 1558 : when being affrighted with the 
Threats of the Ryſs,it was forced to fly to Chriſtian III. 
King of Denmark for Protection, (Having been built 
by Waldemar or Falmar Il. King of Denmark, in 

- 1223.) This Prince not willing to engage in a War 
in his old Age, refuſed their p ſubmiſſion. But 
the next year Erich King of Sweden accepted it : 
whereupon 1n 1563, there followed a fharp War be- 
tween him and the City of Lubeck, In 1569, the 
Swedes receiving 2 great Defeat, a Peace was made 
at Sretem in 1570. Magnus Duke of Holſtein being 
wpployed by the Raſs in the ſame year, laid cloſe Siege 
to Keve/, but with no fueceſs. In 1577, the Ruſs did 
likewiſe attempt it, with the Game ſucceſs. So that 
ever ſince it has been in the Hands of the Swedes. This 
City, as Olearixs faith, was built in 1230. Sold to- 
gether with Narus and Weſemberg by VWalmar III. 
King of Deumark, in 1347, to Goſuin d' Eck, (Great 
Matiter of the Order of L:1vewee) for nineteen thouſand 
Marks of Silver. About 147F, it began to be a place 
of great Trade ; by reaſsnot its very excellent Haven 
2nd convenient Situation for the Trade of Ruſſia : and 
being therenpon grown great, rich, and infolent, it 
broke with the other Hanſe Towns in 1550. But 
the Ruſs taking Narva in 1558, and ſettling the Sta- 

_ ple there, and threataing Revel with a Siege, they 
fabmitted to Sweden ; who have abated ſome of their 
Privileges, to ſecure their Obedience, Yet is it ftill a 
place of great Commerce, and enjoying many Privi- 
leges : fortificd aftor the modern way, and hath a Ca- 
ftle upon a Rock. The Religion profeſſed is the

Rhene, Rhenia, Rhenica, Rhens, -one of the T-

Retims, Rherimo, Rhitymna, a City in the Iſle 
of Candy or Creet, mentioned by Ptolemy ; and called 
at this day by the Greeks, Ryzi1mns. It is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Candia ; has a large 
Harbor at the North end of the Iſland; and now 
ſtrongly fortified. Taken from the Venerians, by 
the Turks, in 1646, under whom it 18 now ; alfo the 
Capital of a "County of the ſame name in that Iſland. 

Rhiphzt Montes, the Mountains in the Province 
of Petzorcke, 1n the North of Myſcovy : running to- 
wards Obdora and the River Oby, upon the Borders of

Rhoa, Evze/ſa, .a City of Meſopotamia , menti- 
oned by all the ancient Geographers; famous for 
the Story of King Abgarws : very great, and an 
Archbiſhops See, under the Patriarch of Ant:och. 'It 
has had anciently many other Names; at this day it is 
the Capital of Dzarbeck, ( or Meſopotamia ) under 
the Turk, 'It' ſtands in the middle between Aleppo 
to the Weſt, and Amida to the Ealt.. In the times 
of the Holy War it had Counts-; but falling into the 
Hands of the Mahometans again, they have reduced 
it into the State in which it now. is. Thus deſcribed 
by Mr. Thevenot, who ſaw it. Thu C:ity # about twp 
hours march in circuit ; the Walls are fair; and 
pretty entire, and form 'a Square ; within there is 
hardly any thing but Ruins to be ſeen, and yet it ts 
very poprelous : on the South Side is a Caſile upon an 
Hill, with targe and deep Ditches,-tho they are cut 
in the Rock: this Fore s of :a large circumference 
has little within at, but Ruins; and fome pitiful old 
broken Guns: Long.

"Rhodes, ' REodus, a celebrated Hand in the' Meds- 
terranean Sea; - upon the 'Coalt 'of the Leſſer -4f3a, 
near its South-Wett Point-; over-againſt Cari :. ha- 
ving Cyprus 16 the Eaſt, Egypr 'to the South, and 
Candia to the Weſt. Ot old tt had very many 'names; 
and is now <alled by the moſt' remarkable of. them. 
About-afh hundred and-thiny Miles-in compaſs; or as 
others ſay; an hundred and ten:* .The- principal Place 
11 it 1s 'Rhodes : an Archbiſhop's See; ſeated upon: an 
inenfible Aſcent of a Hill, near the North-Eaſt part 
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of the Iſland ; and :environed with divers other lite 
Hills, full of Springs and Fruits: it ſprung out of 
the Ruins of. Falzſſi, an ancient.City near it. Ir: 
has a delicate Harbor to the Eaſt and North ; form'e 
by two ſtrong Moſes approaching each other demi- 
circularly, ſo'as to leave a Paſſage betwixt them for 
no. more than a fingle Veſſel : and of old much ta- 
med for a vaſt Coloſs, ( or Statue of Braſs of the Sun) 
mide by Chares, a Lydian, a Scholar of ' Ly/ippus of 
Sicyon ; ſeventy Cubits high : which ſtood a-ſtride 
over the Mouth of. this Harbor, upon two Rocks; 
ſo that the Ships failed between his Legs ; and this 
was then thought one of the ſeven Wonders of the 
World, The Braſs of this Statue in 654, ( one thou- 
ſand four hundred: and fixty one years. after it was 
built), when Muhavis the Saracen 'Sultah of Ezypt 
had conquered the Iſland, was carried to Alexandria 
in E7ype by the Saracens, upon the backs of ſe- 
venty two Camels: having, it 1s faid, been thrown 
down in an Earthquake : which verifies the Predi- 
Ction of the Oracle long ' before, That Rhodes 
ſhould be loſt, when that Coloſſus broke, This Iſland 
is ſcated twenty .Miles- from the neareſt Coaſt of Aſia - 
to, the South ; one - hundred and thirty four from 
Crete or Candy to the North-Eaſt ; and five hundred 
from Conſtantinople to the South : of a moſt fertile 
Soil, and fo ſerene and pleaſant an Air, that as the 
Ancients.dedicated:both it and the Coloſſus to the Sun, 
becauſe not a day paſſes without the tull diſplaying of 
his beams here ; ſo many of the chief Romans choſe it - 
for the place of their Retreat. Firſt peopled by Do- 
danim, the Son of Favan (Grandchild. of Zaphet), 
beiore he peopled Greece. After theſe, the Empire 
of this Iſland paſſed to the Phenicians ; who made 
the Inhabitants ſo very expert in Navigation, that for 
ſome Ages they gave Law to the World, and were 
Sovereigns of the Sea : their Conſtitutions and ſudg- 
ments in Afﬀairs concerning the Sea being withal fo 
juſt, as to become incorporated afterwards into the 
Roman Pandefs. Their fear of the Macedonians 
made them ſue to the Romans for Protection ; whom 
they ſerved very effectually to the Ruin of the for- 
mer : after which they helped on the:Ruin of Antio- 
chus ; and withſtood the flattering Fortune of Ms:s- 
thridates King of Pontus, till at laſt the Roman 
Greatneſs: became undiſputable by this ſmall Iſland ; 
and under /eſpaſian they were made a Roman Pro- 
vince. It continued under the Greek Empire, ( ts 
which 1t fell-in- the Diviſion ) till 652 : when tt was 
conquered by Mubavia, the Saracen Sultan of Ezypr. 
It returned under” the-Greeks again during the Civil 
Wars of the Saracens; and in 1.124. was taken by 
the Venetians. The Greeks recovered it under Fohn 
Duca, about 1227, About 1283. it- fell together 
with tie Leſſer Aſia, under the Turks. In 1310. the 
Knights of S.'Fohn of Jeruſalem: (when Feruſalem 
and all the: Holy Land was loit from - the Chriſtians ) 
retook- it, after a Siege of four years-under Fulk 
Villares, Great Maſter of that Order.. The Turks, 
ere 1t could, be- re-fortified, again beſieged it: in 
which Conjuncture; Amadeus IV.: Duke of Savoy ' 
bravely ſneconred-it.; and to eternalize the- Memory. 
of his Victory, changed the Eagles, the Arms of his 
Predeceſlors; into- the Szlver Cro/s of the Order of 
the Kyghts ; with theſe four Letters, F. E. R. T. 
to fignihe,;Fortsrudo Ejus Rhodum Tenuite, . After 
this it was-one.of the Bulwarks of Chriſtendom againſt 
the Turks... Mahomet II. the Great, attempted the 
Reduction of , it, m- 1457: Again -in .1480, with 
100090 Men,.-and the greateſt; Art and Obtitinacy ima 
ginable for -3, Months, but without Succeſs: in comme- 
moration-whereof,. Peter d'Aubuſſon, the then Grand 
Matter, built -the Church of $. Marza dela Vittoria ; 
with a Chappel- to the Honour of'S, Pantaleon here ; 
It 
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it being upon his day that the Turks in their laſt -Aſ- 
fault were defeated. Nor had Solymanll. the Magnifi- 
cent, had any better Succeſs in 1522 ; if he had not 
met one. Andrea Amarato a diſcontented Traitor, a 
Portugueſe ; (diſcontented at the Elevation of another 
to the dignity of Grand Maſter before him) within the 
place ; who was Chancellor of the Order, and betray- 
ed their Counſels to that Prince : who yet ſpent fix 
Months before it, and loſt an infinite number of 
Men. And Amarato, his Treaſon being ( before the 
Surrender ) diſcovered, had his Head cur off on 
OR. 30. Mr. Knolls in his Turkiſh Hiſtory, p. 391, 
has well deſcribed the Situation of the principal City 
in this Iſland. Belonius faith, it - was ſeated in a 
Plain ; fenced with double Walls, thirteen Towers, 
and five Baſtions; of great Strength and Beauty. The 
Turks have to this day fo great a Veneration for the 
Valor of thoſe Knights of S. Fohn of Jeruſalem, that 
they preſerve (ſaith he) their Houſes as they left 
them ; with all the Arms, Paintings, Statues and In- 
ſcriptions; and the Walls of the City are put into the 
ſame ſtate they were before the Siege. From hence 
theſe Knights paſſed to Szcily ; and in 1530. obtain- 
ed from Charles V. the Iſle of Malta. Two ſmall 
Bays accompany the Harbour on the North and 
South ſides. The former is lock'd up by a Mole, 
which enters into the Sea above 3co Paces; bearing 
a Fort, called The Tower of S. Nicholas ; built by the 
Order in 1464, and worthy of remembrance, for 
its withſtanding the repeated furious Atſaults of the 
Turks in the Siege in 1480. Long. 58. oo. Lat. 37.50.

Khoetia: This ancient Country, which ſome de- 
rominate the Weſtern I/yricum, was of that extent, 
as to comprehend a part of what we now call the 
Circles of Schwaben, Bavaria, and Auſtria in Ger- 
many ; the Country of the Griſons, and ſomething 
of Switzerland. Of which - the Griſons, who are 
more properly called the Alpine Rhwutians, are the 
only People at this day retaining the memory of its 
Name : where, as one remarks of their Country, you 
have Mountains of Pride and Valleys of Miſery. See

RBhoſne, Rodanis , one of the molt celebrated Ri-; 
vers in France ; called by the Germans Der Kogen ; 
by the Fronch, Rhoſne. It ariſeth from a double 
Spring, in Mount de /a Fourch; in the Borders of 
Switzerland ; two German Miles from the Springs 
of the Rhein. And running Weſtward through Yal- 
lai (or Walliſſerland), it divides that Tract ; water- 
ing Sion, or Sitten, and Martinach, (the principal 
Places in it ;) then entering the Lake of Lemane, it 
divides S#voy from Switzerland : five Leagues be- 
neath Geneva ( faith Baudrand ), s& burieth it ſelf 
for ſome time in_ the Earth, as, I have often ſeen.. 
Then turning South, and dividing Savoy from Bugey, 
at Bellay it becomes great enough to bear a Boat 3 
then turning Weſt, and dividing Dauphine from 
Bugey, at la Breſſe it entertains the 4n ; at Lyons. it 
is covered by a Bridge of Stone, and improved by the 
Addition of the Saone, (a great River; ) here turn- 
ing South, it parts Lyonns from Dauphine ; watereth, 
Vienne and Condrieu ; divides the Viveras from.

It Jdras a large and 
ſafe 'Haven at the'Mouth of the River Duna, (where 
it enters the Baltick Sea ; ) ſeven German Miles from 
Mitra to the North, twenty mine from Revel to the 
South, 'and forty eight from 'F7ina ; 'in the Borders 
of Curland. ' Built by Albert 'the Third, Biſhop of 
Livonia, in 1196 :-others ſay in the year 186, by 
one Berro!/d an'Abbot. \In'the year 1215, it was made 
an Archbirſhops See- by Pope Jnnoccent IN. and the 
Metropolitan- of all 'Lzvonra, ' 7a, and 'Curland. 
A great-while the Seat of the 'Mafters of the Knights 
of the ſhort Sword in Livonia, and afterwards of the 
Grand Maſter of the Tentonich ' Order in Pruſſia ; 
who divided the [Sovcreignty and Adminiftration of 
Juſtice with the Archbiſhop in this City, «till the Re- 
formation, which excluded 'both-of 'them. In the 
year 1561, it willingly fubmitted 'tothe' Crown of 
Poland, In theryear 1605. it was'n vain beſieged 
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by Charles TX, Ring of Sweden; nor had he better 
ſucceſs in the fecond Siege, in 1609. Charles Guſta- 
vus Adolphus, his Son, in the year 1621, took it; 
and ever fince the Swedes have poſſetſed it: neither 
were the Moſcovites, fitting down before it ſome 
years ago, able to take it, It is ſeated in a ſpatious, 
pleaſant, fruitful Valley ; a quarter of a League over ; 
fortified to Land with fix Regular Baſtions, Counter-= 
ſcarps, Palifadoes, and Half-Moons by the Swedes in 
the year 1633. Tts Traffick with the Enpiiſh, Dutch, 
Germans, and Moſcovites, 1s fo preat, that it has 
almoſt as many Ships as Houſes; and fo abounding 
with Proviſions, that an Ox may be bonght for three 
Crowns. Their Religion is the ſtrict Lutheran, and 
no other allowed : they ſpeak both the Curland and 
Sclavontan Tongue; tho they generally nanderſtand 
the High Darch too ; their Publick Acts and Statutes 
being expedited in that letter Langnage. Thus far 
Oleanrins. Long» 47.57. Lat. 57. 35. 
Bigt, Voterims, a River m the Iſland of Corſica. 
Bignans, Ari75anmm, a Town belonging to the 
Falsſc:, an ancient People of Herrwria ; which is now 
only a Caſtle, in S. Perers Parrimony, on an Hill ; 
one Miſe from the Tiber, and twenty one from Rome 
to the North. It 1s honored with the Title of a 
Dukedom, tho there are bnt few Intabitants in it. 
Bile, R:e/a, a {mall River m Normandy ; which 
arifing by Seez, and flowing North, watereth Aigle, 
Rugles, Lyre ; and at Beaumont le Roger, takes in 
the Charanre ; and feparating Lifieux from the Coun- 
ty of Roanos, falls into the Seyne, above Honfleur ; 
three Leagues to the Eaſt. 
— Rimini, #rimwmmn, a City in Romandiola ; which 
18 a Biſhops Sec, mmder the Archbiſhop of Ravenna. 
Ft 1s a neat, > agorans þ m a fruitful Plain, upon 
the Shoars of the #4r5arick Sea ; at the Mouth of the 
River Mareochia { Artminus ; ) over which it has a 
Bridge, built with great Art, by Auguſtus Ceſar : but 
the Haven is atmott choaked with Sand. This City 
ſtands between Bononia'to the Welt, and An:cora to 
the Baſt; rwenty five Miles from Ravenna to the 
North-Eaft, and a little more from Urb:;no to the 
North. The Via Flamiuia made by the old Romans 
with fo'mnch Expence, ended at the Bridge of this 
City : and 'the /Emilian began here, which went to 
Pracen;a. The Inhabitants were very faithful to the 
Remnns, under the Dittrefſes 'brought upon them by 
edge _ Para 10 the ſecond Pu- 
nl » The taking it by Fulius Ceſar, was the 
firft Act of the Civil War between Lon Pompey. 
Being deſtroyed by the Daimatians, it was rebuilt ty 
Dioclefian. in the times of Juſtin it ſuſtained a 
Stege from the Goths. In 'the year 359, here was a 
famous Arrian Council, of above four hundred Bi- 
ſhops, held under Confſtantius the Emperor ; whe 
means to gain a general Subſcription to the 
$2035, and the Hr7547 Qpinions, .cven from thoſe 
who were not #rrians. In after times it was ſiibject to 
the Family of Malateſta ; who adorned it with no- 
ble and magnificent Palaces. Before this it had been 
ſubjeCt to'the Lontbards and Franks, The firit of 
the Malateſta's obtained'it from Ocho the Third, in 
the year 1002. This Family 1s no.more mentioned 
till the year 1348, which is on-another occaſion too. 
The ſame cantinued-till about the year 1522: when 
Panitulfus, the laft of this Houſe, being hardly Laid 
at by Pope Alexander VI. fold it to the Venetian? > 
out of whoſe Hands'Pope Fxl:us H. recovered.it the 
lift mentioned year. In the year 1 527. it was agatn 
ſurpriſed by Pandulphus ; whilft Pope Clement was 
fieged by the Forces of Charles V. But this Pof- 
ſeflion was ſhort , and Pandu/pbus dying in. great 
Poverty at Ferrara, that ,noble Family (which bad 
produced'ſo many learned Men, and good Generals ) 
was 
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was extindt. The Church has ever (ince enjoyed this 
City : 1t has many remains of Roman Antiquity 
and amongſt them a rare Triumphal Arch, built in 
Honor of Augnſtus : beſide the Ruins of a fine The- 
atre. Long. 35. 37. Lat. 43. 51. 

Bingwod, a Market Town in Hampſhire, upon 
the River Avoyu. The Capital of its Hundred, 

Kio Gzande, a vaſt and rapid River in Caſtz/e 
d'Or in South America ; made by the Conjunction 
of Rio Cauca or Rio grande de Santa Martia, (which 
ariſeth in the Province of Popayarn in the Terra fir- 
ma: with the Rio grande de {a Madalena, which 
ſprings out of the new Kingdom of Granada ) ha- 
ving this name given it by the Spanztards, becauſe 
they diſcovered the mouth of it upon S. Magdalen's 
Day : as the other, that.of Santa Martha, ; ow its 
flowing along the Province of the ſame name Theſe 
two Rivers unite in one Channel near the City Tene- 
riffa in the Province of S. Martha; falling after- 
wards into the North Sea. $S Alſo a Government 
in Braſil. 

Kioga, Rivogia, a Province in Spazn, which was 
a part of Navarre, but now annexed to Old Caſtile : 
it is divided from Alava, by the Douro ; and lies bc- 
tween Old Caſtile and Navarre. The principal Towns 
of which are Calzada, Legrono, Najara, and Belo- 
rado. 

Kiom, Riomum, Ricomagum, a City in the Low- 
er Auvergne in France ; two Leagues from Clermont 
to the North : in a flouriſhing State» The Capital of 
Auvergne : adorned with College of Oratorzans of 
the Foundation of £ews XIV, an antient Abbey 
built in the beginning of the ſeventh Century, two 
Hoſpitals, and divers Churches and religious Commu- 
nities. Genebrard, and Sirmondus the learned Jeſuit, 
were produced by this Place. 

Ripa de Tranſona, a (mall but elegant City in 
the Marquiſate of Ancona; under the Pope: and a 
Biſhops See, under the ArchBiſhop of Fermo, It ſtands 
five Miles from the Shoars of the Adrzatich Sea, the 
ſame from the Borders of the Kingdom of Naples, 
and ten from Fermo. Pope Pius V. made it a Biſhops 
See in 1571» 

Kipaille, a Town in Savoy, upon the Lake of 
Geneva. 

Kipen, Ripa, a City in the Kingdom of Denmark, 
in South Fucland ; which is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Lunden : and has a convenient Harbor 
upon the German Ocean, at the Mouth of the River 
Nzp/ick; and a Fortreſs ; five Miles from Haderſleben 
to the Weſt, and eight from Flensburgh to the 
South-Weſt. This Biſhoprick was founded by Bala- 
tand King of Denmark, in 950. Chriſtopher 1. 
King of Denmark, died here in 1259. The City 
was taken by the Swedes in 1645 : but fince recover- 
ed by the Danes. : V7 

Kiplep, a Market Town in the Welt Riding of 
Torkshire, in the Hundred of Claro, upon the River 


d. 

"Sn: Rhidogumum, a Town in Torkshire in 
the Welt Riding, in the Hundred of Claro, of good 
Antiquity ; near the Toure, over whuch 1t has a Bridge, 
Adorned with a Collegiate Church, with three lotty 
Spires ; and antiently with a ſtately Monaltery built 
by Wilfride Archbiſhop of Tork , till the Danes de- 
ſtroy'd it with the Town. Yet Odo Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury repaired it again, and tranſlated the Re- 
liques of the holy Founder to Canterbury. There 
3s a narrow hole in a Vault under ground in the 
Church, called S. i/fride*s Needle. It is one of the 
beft Towns in the County, well inhabited, and of 
note particularly for making good Spurs. Having 
the Privilege to be a Corporation allo, repreſented by 
two Members in tht Houſe of Commons, 


Biſano, Fu, a River of Carniola : 
part of which is called by the Germans, jon n = 
lower by the Italians, Riſano. It ſpringeth out of 
the Alpes from Mount Ocra, in Carnio/a ; towards 
the Lake of Lugea, or Cxirkntzerzee ; and flowing 
Weſtward through Iſr:a, falls by the Bay of Trieſte 
into the Aarzatick Sea; fix Miles from Trieſte, and 
two North of Capo di Itria. 

Biſano, Rhizana, a City of Dalmatia, mention- 
ed by Ptolemy, Pliny, and Polybius : which is a Bi- 
ſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Razuza ; under 
tyve Dominion of the Turks : and accordingly much 
depopulated and ruined. It ſtands forty Miles from 
Ragiuza towards Scodra ; from which, tairty. Long; 
45 4 _ , 

_ Ki1S00zough, a Market Town j u ſhi 

in the Hundred of Aylesbury, ys, 
iiſenbergh, a Mountain in the Eaſtern parts of 

Bohemia, out of which the Elbe ſpringeth, 

Iivadava, or Rivadeo, a City of Gallicia in $ paln 
called by the French, Rivedieu : it ſtands upon the 
Bay of Biſcay, in the Borders of Aſturia; at the 
bottom of an Hill, and the Mouth of the River Nz- 
vitts 3 which affords it the convenience of a Port - 
tourteen Spaniſh Leagues irom Oviedo to the Welt 
and four from Mondoneds. ; 

Rivera di Genona, Liguria Littorea, is a Coun- 
try 1n Italy : bounded on the Welt by the Maritime 
Alpes, (by which it is divided from France; ) on the 
Eaſt by the River Magra, (by which it is divided 
from Hetruria, or a on the North by the 
Apennine ; and on the South by the Mediterranean 
Sea, here called the Ligurian Sea. In the middle of 
it ſtands the City of Genoua, which divides it into 
the Eaſtern and Weſtern. This is now under the 
States of Genoua ; by whom a great part of theWeſtern 
Divifion 1s deſtinated more to pleafure than profit : 
the rich Genoweſes having filled it with Country-Hau- 
ſes, where they ſpend the pleaſant time of the Sum- 
mer and Autumn in noble Palaces, and delightful 
Gardens. The Eaſtern Diviſion ſupplies them with 
as much Wine as they need, and an extraordinary 
plenty of good Oil. The principal Place in the We- 
ſtern is Aranza ; once an inconſiderable Village ; 
lately a Place of great Trade and Wealth, having tixty 
Sail of Ships trading into all parts of the World : but 
their Shipping is now declining. The principal Place 
in the Eaſtern, 1s Sarazana; a Town of great 
{trength. 

Rivolt, Rsvolium, a ſmall Town in Piedmont, 
called by the French, Rivoles. Tt ftands upon the 
River Dorza ; eight Miles from Turin to the Weſt : 
and has one of the moſt ſumptuous Caſtles in Pied- 
mont. 

RBoau, Rotomagus, the Capital City of Normandy : 
called by the French, Rouen ; by Ceſar, and the other 
ancient Hiſtorians, Urbs Velocaſſium. It is an Arch- 
biſhops See, and the Seat of the Parliament of Nor- 
mandy, Great, rich, populous, well built, in all re- 
ſpecs one of the belt Cities in France ; and thought 
by ſome to be the greateſt, next to Pars. It ftands 
upon the Seyxe ; ( which aftords it a noble Harbor, 
and a great Trade ) at the foot of an Hill ; twelve 
Miles above Dieppe, and twenty eight beneath Parr; - 
with a Bridge upon the Seyne, for the convenience 
of a Land Trade. It has an old Caſtle called the Pa» 
lace, in which the Dukes of Normandy kept their 
Court; and is about ſeven Miles in compaſs, having 
( beſides what lies within the Walls ) fix = great 
Suburbs ; and containing in the whole thirty five Pa- 
riſhes, with thirty four Monaſteries for Men and Wo- 
men. © The Caſtle on S, Catharines Hill is now in- 
tirely ruined. This City is ſaid by Y:ralss, lib. 5. to 
be built by Faults Caſer, Yaleſins proves it one of 

the 
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the moſt arcient Cities of France; and that in the 
times of Theodvſius the Great, it was eſteemed as a 
City of the higheſt rank. Taken by the Normans 
in 889, and aligned to Rollo ( firſt Duke of Nor- 
mandy) in 912, when Rollo became a Chriſtian. Tt 
continued under his Poſterity fourteen Deſcents. In 
1019. it ſuffered very much by fire. Taken from 
Fohn King of England, by Philip the Auguſt, King 
of France, in 1204; after it had been in tlie Hands 
of the Normans three hundred and fixteen years. This 
City continued under the French till 1418: When 
the Engliſh under Henry V. retook it, after a bloody 
Siege. Charles VII. of France recovered it to that 
Crown in 1449. In the times of the late Civil Wars 
of France, it was taken and ſacked by the Hugonots 
in 1562 : but recovered after the Battel of Dreux, 
and plundered by the Royal Party; Anthony of 
Bourbon, the King of Navarre, being lam before it. 
It fell after this into the Hands of the Leaguers. Hen- 
7y TV. beſieged it in 1593. but was prevented from 
taking it by the Prince of Parma ; though in the 
year following it willingly ſubmitted to him, after 
he had imbraced the Roman Catholick Religion, The 
Parliament in this City was inſtituted by Phz/:p the 
Fair, in 1286. Eſtabliſhed by Lewzs XIE. 1n 1499. 
and re-eſtabliſhed by Francs I. in 1515. Pope Cle- 
ment VI. was ſometime Archbiſhop of the See : Pope 
Martin IV. and Gregory XI. Archdeacons. - There 
bave been divers provincial Councils here afſembled. 
Particularly in 1074. one againſt the Concubinage 
of the Clergy. 

Roane, or Rovane, Rhodumna, an ancient Town 
in France, in the Dukedom of Bourbonne, and the 
County of Forezz, upon the River Loyre, (where it 
becomes firſt capable to bear a Boat :) Very great and 
populous, tho not walled. It ſtands twelve Leagues 
from Lyons to the South-Weſt, and eighteen from 
Moulins. The Territory belonging to it, is called /e 
Roanez or Roannozs ; and has the Honor of being a 
Dukedom, by the Creation of King Charles IX. 

Rober, Erubris, a River in Lorain, which falls 
by Trier into the Moſelle, 

Bobil, Robe/, Rebellio, a City or Town in the 
Dukedom of Meck/enburgh; in the Lower Saxony, 
by the Lake of Murz#z, in the Borders of Branden- 
burgh : two German Mules from Far, and ſeven from 
Guſtro. 

Kobogh, a Village in the County of Tyroz ; upon 
the Sea Shoar againſt Scorland, in the Province of Vi- 

fier ; which has preſerved the memory of the Rho- 
bogdii, (an old Iſh Clan,) that poſletied the Coun- 
ties of Antrim, Colran, and Tyrone, in this Province ; 
from whom that Cape now called the Fazr Foreland ; 
by the Engl, was then called Rhobodzeum ; being 
in the County of Antrim, ſcarce fifteen Miles South 
of the neareſt Shoar of Scotland. | 

Rocca Nova, a Town in the Terra di Orrante, 
in the Kingdom of Naples ; honoured with the Title 
of a Dukedom. 

Rocca Romana, a Town in the Terra ds Lavoro 
in the Kingdom of Naples, near Alzfa : honored with 
the Title of a Principality. 

Kochdale, a Market Town in Lancaſhzre, in the 
Hundred of Sa/ford, upon the River Rzche ; in a Dale 
or Vale; which together compound its name. 

La Roche, Rzpes, a Town in the Territory of 
Genevor, in Savoy ; five or {ix Leagues trom Gene- 
va, little leſs fron Arnecs, and one from the River 
Arve : at the foot of the Mountains. It hath a Col- 
legiate Church, and two Religious Houſes. 

Koche=-chouart, a Scigniory in the Province of 
Poitou, towards the Borders of Angoumer ; giving 
name to a Family of Honour. 
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La Roche-En-Irdenne, a fortified Town in the 
Dukedom of Luxemburgh in the Low Countries, up- 
on the River Urt ; twelve Leagues from Luxem- 
burgh and nine from Liege. Honour'd with the Ti- 
tle of an Earldom. 

Rochefozt, a Town and Port at the Mouth of the 
Charante, in the Pas a' Ang in France : Heretofore 
no more than a Village ; but now become a Maga- 
Zine, enlarged with divers Buildings; and more daily. 

La Roche-ſur-Pon, Rpes ad Tonem, a Town in 
the Lower PoiRou in France, towards Lufſon ; upon 
the River Jon, which after joyns with the Lay. Ho- 
noured ſome Apes fince with the Title of a Princi- 
pality ; which is enjoyed by the Houle of Bourbon. 

Rochelle, Portus Santonum, Rupella, Rupella San- 
tonum, Rupella, a City and famous Port of France, 
upon the Bay of Aquitain ; the Capital of le Paz @* 
Auns, and a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Bourdeaux. Seven Leagues from Brouges to the 
North, two from the Ifle of Re, and thirty from the 
Mouth of the Loyre to the South-Eaſt. It takes its 
name from the Rock on which it ſtands; ſuppoſed 
to be built abokt the Sixth Century (becauſe not 
mentioned before) againſt the Incurſions of the Nor- 
mans, At firſt it had Princes of its own. After this 
it was under the Engliſh from the times of Henry IT, 
who poſlefſed it as Duke of Anjou. And:that Prince - 
granted this City its fir{t Charter and Privileges, which 
were confirmed by Richard and Fohn his Sons. King 
John Landed here in 1206. when he went to the 


' Siege of Mountauban ; and after, in 1213. In 1224, 


it was taken from the Eng/sſp by Lews VIII. King 
of France ; but recovered the next year, and conti- 
nued urder the Engliſh till 1453. And then finally 
taken by Char/cs VII. In the beginning of the Ci- 
vil Wars of Fraxce, this Town fell under the power 
of the Hugonots: who very much improved its 
Fortifications. It was their principal place of refuge, 
under Charles TX, After the Maflacre of Pars it 
was beſieged by all the Forces of France ; defended 
it ſelf to a wonder; and at laſt forced that Prince to a 
Peace m 1573. It continued after this in their hands 
till 1628. and then was taken by Hunger ; (in order to 
which, the Ocean was bridled with a prodigious Bank, 
begun in 1627-and carried the length of 7 47. :02ſes;) 
the Engliſh having twice unſucceſsfully attempted to 
relieve it. Afﬀter the taking of it, Lews XIII. King 
of France, viſited it in perſon; re-eſtabliſhed the 
Roman Catholich Religion, deſtroy'd its Fortificati- 
ons, ( ſaving two Towers built heretofore by Charles 
the Fifth, for the Defence of the Port) ; and took a. 
way its former Privileges. In 1649. it firſt became 
a Biſhoprick ; the Chair being removed hither from 
Malezais, a ſmall Place in Poz&ou, by Pope Inno- 
cent X. at the requeſt of Lews XIV. Long. 19. 25. 
Lat. 45. 56. 
Rochefter, Roſſa, Durobius, Dorobrevis, Rutupie, 
a City in the County of Kent ; and a Biſhops See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Canterbury ; upon the Med- 
way ; over which 1t has a ſtately Stone Bridge, one 
of the faireſt in England; five Miles from the Thames, 
twenty five from Canterbury to the Eaſt, and Lon- 
don to the Weſt. This was a Roman Town, or ra« 
ther Caſtle, as William of Malmsbury ſtiles it : much 
enlarged to the Eaſt, Weſt, and South, In 676. 
it was ruined by /Etheldred King of the Mer- 
cians ; and after this, ſeveral times by the Danes. 
Athelbert King of Kent erected here a ſumptuous 
Church ; and cauſed one F»ſtus to be made the firſt 
Biſhop of it in 604. Gundulphus the Norman, about 
1080. rebuilt this Church, and brought in Monks ; 
which are ſince changed into a Dean and fix Preben- 
daries, It has a Caltle built by F/l;am the Con- 
queror

queror, which in the Reign of H:i/ram Rufus, ( and 
twice after in the Barons Wars )-has bcen belieged. 
Dr. Sprat, the preſent Biſhop, is the eighty third of 
this Dioceſe. Charles I. added an Honor to this 
lace; when lie created Henry Viſcount Wilmot of 
Athlone in Ireland, Baron of Alderbury in the Coun= 
ty of Oxon, and Earl of Recheſter, December 13. 
1652. Whoſe Son, John Wilmot, ſucceeded him in 
1659. Which Family failing, Laurence Hide, \ ſe- 
cond Son to Sir Edward Hide, Earl of Clarendon, 
and Lord Chancellor of England ) was by the ſame 
Prince created Earl of Rocheſter, November 29. 1682. 
But before theſe, it gave the Title of Viſcount to 
Sir Robert Carr, created Anno 1611. by K. Fames 1. 
Viſcount Rocheſter, and afterwards Earl of Somerſer. 
 Kochfozd, a Market Town in the County of E/- 
ſex. The Capital of its Hundred. EE 

KRochitzerbergh, C/audius, a Mountain in Stzria, 
called by various names. 

Rockingham, a Market Town in Northampton: 
ſhire, in the Hundred of Corby, upon the River We- 
land : giving the Title of Baron to the Right Ho- 
norable Edward Watſon Lord Rockingham, to whom 
belongs the Caſtle here z which hath loft its ſtrength 
long ſince. .. __ - 

Rocrop, Rypes Regia, a ſtrong Town in Cham- 
pagne, in Retelos;z in the Borders of Hainault ; 
twelve Leagues from Retel to the North, four from 
Mariebourgh to the South. Near? this Place the 
Spaniards received a great Defeat from the French, 
under the Duke D'Anguien May 19. 1643. fix days 
after the death of Lewis XIIL King of France. But 
afterward the Spaniards took this Town, under the 
Prince of Conde's Conduct, in 1653. It 1s ſince re- 
turned under the Crown of France. 2 

Rodaun, Erodarus, a River in Pruſſia in Poland; 
which riſeth out of a Lake twenty five Miles above 
Dantzick; and falling into the Viſ®::la not much 
above this City, a little beneath it enters the Baltick 
Seas ae | 

Roden, a ſmall River in Shropſhire. 

Kodez, or Rhodes, Segodunum, Rhutens, Rute- 
ne, Segodunum Retunorum, a City of Aquitain ; the 
Capital of the County of Rovergne, and a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Bowrges : The Biſhop 
takes the Title of an Earl: a great and beautiful City, 
ſeated upon the River Veronzum ; fifteen Leagues 
from Mende to the Welt, thirty two from Narboxe 
to the North, and twenty two from Cahors to the 
Eaſt. A very ancient City, and mentioned by Fulzus 
Ceſar. The Goths, Saracens, and Franks ſucceſſive- 
ly ruined it in their times. It ſerved heretofore un- 
der its own Counts: till it became united with the 
Crown of France in the Perſon of Henry IV. 

Roding, a Stream in the County of Eſſex, 

Kodoſto, Redceſtum, a City of Thrace ; which is 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Heraclea : 
it tands upon the Proponts, twenty Miles from He. 
raclea to the South ; at the foot of an Hill by a 
Bay of the ſame name, which affords it a convenient 
atd very large Haven : fo that it is now a Place of 
conſiderable Trade, and reaſonably populous. . Plsny 
calls this City Re/iſton. It is beautified with many 
great Moſques, ſome Grecian Churches, and two Sy= 
nagogues: and much frequented by the Merchants 
of Romania, the Sea of Marmora, and the Black 
Sea. 
Roer, Rura, in Trithemins Rera, Adrana, a Ris 
ver of Germany ; called by the French, Roure. It 
ariſeth in E:fe!, in the Dukedom of Fuliers ; and wa- 
tering Fulzers and Linnich , at Roermonde it falls 
into the Maes. ; 

KRoermonde , Ruremunda, a City of the Low 
Countries, in the Province of Guelderland: called by 
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the French, Ruremonde. It ſtands upon a River of 
the ſame name, and the Maes ; baving the firſt to the 
South of it, the ſecond to the Weſt : three Leagues 
trom Venlo to the South, twelve from Liege to the 
North, Co/ogxe to the Weſt, and eſe! to the Paſt. 
Made a Biſhops See by Pope Paul IV. under the Arch- 
biſhop of Mechlzn in 1559, (he changing its Collegi= 
ate Church into a Cathedral); and was an Hanſe Town 
till 1635 : when it fell into the Hands of the Hollan-= 
ders, from whom it is fince recovered by the Spa- 
mards. In 1665. it ſuffered much by a Fire. 

Bohaczow, Rohaczovia, a conſiderable Town ; the 
Capital of a Territory of the fame name in Lithu- 
ama; upon the Nzeper, where it takes in the O- 
drucz ; twenty Poliſh Miles from Mohilow to the 
South, and forty from Kzovia to the North. 

Roham-Thaura, Aneitaurus, a Mountain in the 
Leſſer Armenia ; which lies to the North of the Great 
Taurus ; between the Euphrates and the Arſanius : 
ſeparated from the (aid great Mountain, and therefore 
by the Ancients called Antitaurus. In the Valleys 
beneath it ſtands the City of Comana, now called 7:- 
bachaſa. | 

Rota, Rodium, a City of Franoe, in the Province 
of Picardy ; upon the River Auvergne, in the Terri- 


tory of Santerre ; four Leagues from Noyon to the 


Weſt, nine from Amiens, and ſeven from Compeigne 
to the North. A ſmall City, but populous. 

Roli-rich-ſtones, a Monument of vaſt unwrought 
Stones, circularly ſet, near Enſham in Oxfordſhire : 
ſuppoſed to have been erected in Commemoration 
of ſome great Victory in ancient Times. 

Rom, one of the Names of the Leſler 4/7a. 

Bom, Roma, a ſmall Iſland in the Baltich, Sea ; 
upon the Coaſt of the Dukedom of S!?ſwick, about 
two Engliſh Miles from the Shoar : under the King 
of Denmark. 

Romagna, Romandiola, a great Province in 
Ttaly, in the States of the Church : of old called Ami- 
[:a Regio. Bounded on the Weſt by Bononia, on 
the North by the Dukedom of Ferrara, on the South 
by the Dukedom of Urbino, and on the Ealt by the 
Aariatick Sea: a ſmall part of it towards the Appen- 
nine 1s ſubject to the Duke of Florence, and there- 
fore called Romandiola Florentina: The reſt ( which 
is the far greateſt part } is under the Pope, as a Tem- 
poral Prince. The principal Places in it are, Raven- 
na, (the Capital), Faenza, Imola, Forli, Bertinoro,' 
Rimins, Cervia, Ceſena, Sarſina, and ſome others. 

Bomanta, the ſame with Thrace. . 

Bomania, Argia, the Eaſtern Province of the 
Morea ; the Capital of which is Napols di Romania. 
The other Places are of ſmall importance. 

Romans, Romantium, Romanis, a ſpruce fine City 
in Dauphine in France ; ſeated in a pleaſant. Plain 
upon the River Tſeure 3 over which it has a Bridge ; 
four Leagues from Yalence to the South-Eaſt, toward 
Grenoble ten Miles, and the ſame diſtance from Y:- 
enne to the South. It is thought to repreſent Feru- 
ſalem in its Situation and Figure ; inſomuch that in 
1520. there was a Building added to it, made in the 
faſhion of the Holy Sepulchre that ftands upon Moune 
Calvary; Francis I. King of France himſelf laying 
the firlt Stone: And alſo a Convent founded, under 
the Name: of the Houſe of Mount Calvary ; now in 
the poſſefiion of the Recolle&s, but firſt given to the 
Relizzous of the Order of S. Francis. The Hugue- 
nots ſacked and ruined this City in 1562- It has beca 
often taken and retaken in the Civil Wars. 

Kome, Roma, the Capital City of 1:a'y, once the 
Sovereign and Miſtriſs of the whole World; the more 
immedrte Capital now of Campagna di Roma. The 
Emperour Commodus defired to faſten his own 
Name upon it , by calling it Commodiana ; as a Go- 
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thiſh King, called it Gothia ; and other Princes the 
like : But the Name of Kome (till has been always 
preſerved by it. This City is ſeated upon the Tyver ; 
twelve Miles above its fall into the Tyrrhenzan Sea to 
the North-Eaſt ; one hundred and twenty from Na- 
2/es to the North ; three hundred from Genona to 
South ; one hundred thirty five from Ancona, and one 
hundred and forty from Florence. Long. 36. 30. 
Lat. 40. 40. Though there are great Controverſies 
concerning the Time and the Founder of it, yet th 
molt received opinion is, that it was built by Romu- 
lus and Remus; in the firſt year of the ſeventh O= 
lympiad, Anno Mmdi 3198. ſeven hundred and fiſty 
years before the Birth of our Saviour. Its Foundati- 
ons were ſmall and obſcure 3; and not above two 
Miles in compaſs ; with four Gates, inclo{ting on]y 
the Capitoline and Palatine Mountains. It continued 
under feven Princes two hundred forty five years : 
when Sex:us.the Son of Tarquinzus,raviſhing Lucretia 
a Roman Lady,it ſo incenſed them,that thereupon they 
not only dethroned Tarquintus ; but for many Ages 
they would not endure the Name , much lefs the Au- 
thority of a King ; but lived under Temporary ac- 
countable Magiltrates,Conſuls 3 two together, yearly e- 
lected ; with Pretors, Trabunes, Quaſtors, Cenſors, 
Prefetts, and other Magiſtrates under them. And 
when extream neceſſity required it , they created a 
temporary Di&ator with Suyreme Authority over 
all. At this time their Empire was not above fifteen 
Miles in length : and this Change greatly hazarded 
the Ruin of the Infant City- In the year of Rowe 
365. (during the Conſ#/ar Government ), it was ta- 
ken by Brennus King or General of the Gaules ; 
and all but the Caprro! burnt down to the ground : 
yet it continued a Free State , though ſorely ſhaken 
by Hammbal about the year five hundred thirty ſe- 
ven ; and by their own Domeltick Broils under Ma- 
rzus and Syl/a, between the years 665. and 672. But, 
the fatal time being come, Fulius Ceſar ( in the 
year of Rome 705. ) by the Battel of Pharſalia, ue 
an end to that Commonwealth , forty ſix years before 
the Birth of our Saviour : making-himſelf to be de- 
clared Perpetual Diftator and Emperour ; and the 
Name of the Commonwealth of Reme to be changed 
into, the Roman Empire. And though the Civil Wars 
broke out again to the great hazard, not only of their 
Empire, but Being ;3 yet Auguſtus, in the Battel of 
Attium , put a happy Period to them, in 721. and 
prepared the World to receive the Pr:nce of Peace, 
by an Univerſal Peace. He was born under this Prince 
in the year of Rome 753. and of the World 3950. 
The times that followed were fatal to Rome 3 which 
double dyed her Purple in the Blood of Holy Men, 
who endeavoured to reduce her from the Vaſſalage 
of Demons to the Knowledge and Service of the 
True God. To theſe an end was put by Con/lantine 
the Great , by the Defeat of Maxentins under the 
Walls of Rome, in the year of Chriſt, 312. of Rome 
1064. This great Prince laid ſoon after the founda-. 
tion of the Ruin of Rome, by removing the Seat of 
the Empire to Byzantium or Conſtantinople, in the 
year of Chriſt 330. which afterwards brought on the 
Diviſion of the Empire, into the Eaſtern and Weſtern. 
Alaricus King of the Goths in 410. (of Rome 1162.) 
took and ſpoiled this City. . Genſericus, the Vandal, 
followed him; and in 455. took it the ſecond time. 
Ogccacer tcok it in 465. Reicimere in 472. Totila 
in 547- So that in the. ſpace of one hundred thirty 
ſeven years , it was taken and ſpoiled by theſe Barba- 
rous Nations four times. In 580. it was beſieged by 
the Lombards ;- and. preſerved by the Emperours 
Forces, which were ſent to relieve it. Leo IV. in. 
593. beſtowed ſomething in the repair of it. Rome 
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was now recoverec] by the Eaſtern Emperours. Fu- 
ftinian by Narſes his General in Jraly, having ſlain 
Totala in 553. and three years after, by the taking of 
Capua, having put an happy end to the Gothich War 
in Traly. This City continued under thoſe Princes, 
till 726. when under Gregory II. Italy ( by the pro- 
curement of that Pope) revolted, becauſe Leo the 
Emperour had by an Edict prohibited the Worſhip 
of Images. The Lombards were very inſtrumental 
in this Change. Neither could they and the Popes 
long agree : but*Aiſtulphus in 753. befieged Rome z 
and Pope Stephen II. ( obtaining no reliet from the 
Emperour againſt the Lombards ) ſends for Pepin 
King of France 5 who came and delivered him for 
that time. Defiderius the next King of the Lombards 
got Rome by a Stratagem in 770. and uſing his Power 
tyrannically, Charles the Great (in 774.) was called 
in; who put an end to the Kingdom of the Lomb-;./ 
ard made theWeſtern Empire once more contider:!;;:. 
The Lembards and theſe French Princes ::. ©:i:4 to 
oblige the Popes by the Ties of Gratitude to them, 
had at ſeveral times beftowed ſeveral Territories upon 
the See of Reme. Charles the Great reſerved to him- 
ſelf and his Succeſſors the Approbation of ti:e future 
Popes; which was confirmed by a Council held at 
Rome, in 775+ This in after-times embroiled the 
Popes ard the Weſtern Emperours, as much as ever 
the Eaſtern and the Lombards were. For Charles the 
Great being crowned at Rome in 800. his Poſterity 
had frequent quarrels with the Popes, ( the Clergy 
and City of Rome ) about the EleCtions of the Popes. 
The firſt Invaſion was made by Stephen VI. about 
817. under Lewis the Goes who is pretended to 
have granted away that Kight of electing the Pope, 
which had been acknowledged in Charles the Great. 
In 819, Paſchal I. a Roman, was choſen Pope againſt 
the Will of this Prince. But in 823. Lothazrre co- 
ming to Rome to receive the Crown, put this Pope 
to purge himſelf by Oath 3 and flew many of the 
Nobility, for ſetting him up againſt the Emperours 
Will : for which that See bore him no kindnefs. 
Gregary IV.in 833. finding Pepin his Son in rebellion 
againſt him, and pretending to reconcile\them, when 
he came into Germany, he took part with his Son 
againſt the Father; and Pope-like, threatned to ex- 
communicate the Emperour, if he did not reſign the 
Empire to his Son : which Treachery of his, in 839: 
was ſeverely revenged by Lothaire the Emperour , by 
taking many Places from him in Italy. In 839. the 
Saracens ſorely diſtreſſed the Papacy ; which necefit- 
tated the Pope to have recourſe to the Emperour for 
Protection,and he had it : In this Invaſion,the Saracens 
waſted the Suburbs of Rome, as they did in 846, which 
occaſioned the building of the Caſtle of S. Angels by 
Pope Sergzus Il.The Empire being tranſlated from the 
Franks to the Germans, in the Perſon of 4r- 
#ulph ( a Natural Son of Carioman ;) againſt him 
Formoſus crowns Guido a Rival, in 891. And in 
893. ſendeth for Arnulph to come and free Rome 
from.the opprefiions of this Guido. Arnalph comes 
into Italy, and in 906. took Rome. A Schiſm being 
about this time in the Church of Rome , there was 
little done by the Popes, till Berengarius ( growing 
Potent in Italy ) neceſſitated them to feek to Orho I. 
who being crowned at Rome, in 962, a Council there 
held in 964. acknowledged the ſame Right in bum, 
that had been in Charles the Great. Gregory VII. on 
this. account-begins a quarrel with Henry IV. Empe- 
rour ; ſets-up Anti-Emperours, and excommunicates 
the Emperour, in 1076. whereupon that Prince thus 
provoked:, belieged Rome in 1081. took it in 1084. 
and burnt-it : and ſoon after, this Turbulent Pope. 
died in Baniſhmens. in groat miſery, In 1242. Pope 
Gregory 
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Gregory IX. ( having excommunicated Frederick IT. 
Emperour, for refuling to give the See of Sardnia 
to Rome ; ) and proclaiming a Croyſade againſt the 
Emperour ; that Prince defeated his Army : and fol- 
lowing his blow , took Ravenna, Siena, and Faenza 
( with divers of the Cardinals, ) and reduced the See 
of Rome to a mean condition. Innocent IV. infolent- 
ly renews the Excommunication againſt the Empe- 
rour in 1242. Whereupon aroſe the famous Facti- 
ons of the Gue/phs tor the Pope , and the G:belines 
for the Emperour ; which made Italy extremely mi- 
ſerable for ſome Ages. During part of which times, 
in 1305. Pope C/ement V. removed the See to Aviz- 
non in France , where 1t continued to 1376. upon 
which aroſe a Schiſm between the Popes of Rome 
and Avignon ; not ended, till the Council of Conſtance; 
which begun 1n 1414. In 1408. Ladiſlaus King of 
Naples took Rome , and laid its Walls in the duit. 
In 1494. Charles VIIL. of France taok Rom? In 
1526. Cardinal Pompeius Columna; and in 1527. 
the Forces of Charles V. took and ſacked Rome. 
Philip V. befieged it, and had certainly taken it, if the 
Pope had not complyed about 1557. Yet after all 
theſe Changes and Calamities, this City at this day is 
ſaid to be fifteen Miles in compaſs; very populous ; 
and full of magnificent Buildings, as well Ancient as 
Modern. They reckon in it above three hundred 
thouſand Souls : beſides eight thouſand Fes, who are 
encloſed in a particular quarter by themſelves; and 
obliged every Saturday to hear a Chriſt:an Sermon. 
Houſes and Palaces twenty two thouſand ; Pariſhes 
ninety two: forty one National Churches; fixty four 
Religious Houſes for Men ; above forty for Women ; 
thirty Hoſpitals ; one hundred and fix Societies of Pe 
nitents ; and divers Colleges. It hath eighteen Gates ; 
three hundred and fixty Towers flanking the Walls ; 
fix Bridges over the Tiber ; three principal Fountains ; 
and eight Obelisks remaining out of about forty tive, 
it formerly had, rehearſed in the Writings of Ants- 
quaries. The Church of S. Peter, (in which the Body 
of that Apoſtle is depoſited ) built within and without 
of Marble, in the Figure of a Croſs ; near one hun- 
dred Toiſes long, lixty fix broad in the Branches ; 
with a Dome fifty five Tozſes high, a Portasl twenty 
four, erected in 1612. by Pope Paul V. to a Portico 
of the ſame Iargneſs; together with all its Riches, 
Paintings, Columns, Statues, Altars and Galleries ; ſur- 
paſſes the greateſt Idea that the mind can well form 
of Beauty and Grandeur. Then the Lzbrary in the 
PaticanPalace obtains the pre-eminence of all otherLi- 
braries in the World. Anciently this City Walls were 50 
Miles in compaſs ; with ſeven hundred and forty 
Towers in them ; and thirty Gates, leading to, and de- 
nominating as many broad High-ways , which were 
paved and adorned with wonderful Magnificence : 
where the Reſts of Tombs yet appear; it being 
by the Law of the Tivelve Tables { in Urbe ne ſepe- 
lito, neve urito) forbidden to bury in the City. It 
had anciently eight Bridges; of winch Pons Sublicins 
built by the King Ancus Marcius , and repaired by 
fEmilius Lepidus, where Horatius Cecles fultained 
the Effort of the Thrſcanes who would have re-eſta- 
bliſhed the depoſed Tarquinzus upon the Throne ; 
and where afterwards the Emperour He/iogabalus was 
precipitated into the Tiber, is ruined. But Poxs Mz/- 
ous, Without the City, is no leſs remarkable, for 
the Victory there obtained by Conſtantine the Great 
over Maxentius, and the drowning of that Tyrant in 
the Tiber alſo. It had anciently eighteen Fountains ; 
eight hundred Baths ; an unknown number of Sta» 
tues, Columns, Colofluſles, Obelisks ; ( the Columns of 
Trajan and Antoninus are {till itanding;)and Temples 
for no leſs than thirty thonſand God?#, by the aceotines 
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that Yarro and others make of the Gods of the Reo- 
mans. The Cenfors have ſometimes ſold the Com- 
mon Sink to Gardiners for fix hundred thouſand 
Crowns. The number of Inhabitants in Tiberius's 
time was computed to ſixteen hundred thouſand, two 
hundred ninety and one: In Auruſtus's, rwach more. 
Their Army, under the Emperours , ordinarily con- 
filted of two hundred thouſand Foot, and forty thou- 
ſand Horſe : their Fleets, of fifteen hundred Galleys, 
and two thouſand Ships. There were one hundred 
and fixty Granaries in their Empire: And in fine the 
Empire it ſelf had for its Bounds to the Eaft, E- 
Phrates, the Mountain Taurus, and Armenia ; to the 
South, Athiopra; to the North, the Danube ; and 
to the Welt, the Azl/antich Ocean. For the Coun- 
cils that have been celebrated here fince Chriſtsanity, 
by Popes and Anti-Popes again{t one another , 
againſt the Schiſmaticks and Hereticks ( ſo called ) 
of all Ages, and again!t Emperours and Princes, or 
the Abuſes committed and occafioned by them and 
any of them; it is not for this place to rehearſe fo 
valt a number : Themſelves have fom-times proved 
the greateſt Abuſe. Of late, the Proſecution of 
Dr. Michae! Molinos , ( Author of the Doctrine of 
Qretiſm,) and his pretended Abjuration, Septemb. 3. 
1537. may be adjudged one of the molt remarkable 
Occurrences that has for many years happened in 
Rome : of which See the Supplement to Dr. Bur- 
net's Letters. After Pope Innocent XI. the Election 
tell upon Cardinal O:tobonz , a Venetian, Otober 6. 
1689. who took the Name of Alexander VIII. Af- 
ter him, upon. Cardinal Piznatelli : who is called Inns- 
cent XII. 

Rome, Rema , a ſmall Iſland in the Kingdom of 
Congo, 1n the River Fare; twenty Leagues from its 
Fall into the Ocean z in which there' was ſome few 
years fince a French Colony. 

Romecht , the Turk:ſþ Name of Greece. 

Le Romots, the Territory of the City of Roar ; 
beyond the Seyne, in Normandy. 

Romont, Rotundus Mons, a ſmall County in the 


Provirice of Yaac or Vaud ; which was under the - 


Duke of Savoy, but now a part of the Canton of 
Freiburg. 

Roncevaux , a Town in Navarre, where the 
French received a great Defeat under Char/emagne 
In 792. | | 

Ronches, Aronches, Aruncs, once a City of Ly- 
fitania ; now a ſmall, but ſtrong Town in the Pro- 
vince of Extremadura ; between the Rivers of Ca- 
ja and Elva ; three Leagues from Albuquerque to 
the Weſt. 

Ronciglione, Ronci/io, a Town in $ Peter's Pa- 
trimony ; the Capital of a Territory of the ſame 
Name, ſeated upon the River Fari{c:ts : thirty Miles 
from Rome, and ten from Yiterbo ; heretofore under 
the Dukes of Parma, but now under the Pops ; and 
the Territory belonging to it, is called Lo $Srato ds 
Roncrglione. | 

Ronda, Arunda, an ancient City in Spain ; cal- 
led alſo Ronda la Vieja; in the Kingdom of Gra- 
nada in the Borders of Anda'ufia , upon the River 
Guadiaro ; not far from the Goza and the Guada!- 
qua Virejo ; twelve Leagues from Gibra'ter to the 
North, and thirteen from Malaga to the Welt ; it 
has a Caſtle, and is the Capital of a Territory ; and in 
a thriving State. Long. 15. 00. Lat. 36. 10, | 

Ront, Paphlagonia, a Province in the Leer 
Aſia. 

Roſchild, Roſchilda, a City in the Ifland of Je- 
land, in the Baltich Sea,under the King of Denmark 
which is'a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Lurx- 
den ; and ennobled by the Bones of the Kings of 

Ty 2 Denmark. 
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Denmark here buried. Often mentioned alſo on 
the account of a Peace here concluded between the 
Danes and Swedes in 1658. It ſtands four German 
Miles from Krppenhagen to the Welt, and ſeventy five 
from Krooubwmg to the South-Eaſt. The Biſhop- 
rick was founded by Sweno King of Denmark, 1n 
IOI 2. 

Roſcomen, Reſcomenum, a Town and County in 
the Province of Conaught. The County is bounded on 
the North by the Curlew Mountains, dividing it from 
Siego; on the Eaſt by the River Sharnon, dividing it 
from the Counties of Loerim, Longford, Weſt- Meath, 
and Kings County; on the South by Kzngs County 
and Galloway ; and on the Welt by the River Suck , 
which parts it from Galloway and Mayo. It 1s of a 
conſiderable length ; v7. fixty Ennizſp Mils from 
North to South, but not above nineteen where broa- 
delt; the Soil is level and extremely fruitful ; fo 
that it abounds with Graſs and Corn, produced by 
very little Husbandry. Roſcomen , the principal 
Town \ which gives name to it,) ſtands upon the 
River Suck; towards the Weſtern Border , but near 
the middle of the County ; twelve Miles from At /- 
lone to the North-Weſt, ard thirty three trom Ga/way 
to the North-Ealt. 

Roſas, Rhcda, Rhode, Rocepolis, once a City, now 
only a Caſtle , and a ſmall Town in the County of 
Rouſſillon in Catalonia in Spain 3 which has a large 
Harbour on the Mediterranean Sea ; very firongly 
and well fortified : taken by the French in 1645. but 
reltored by the Pyrenean Treaty to Spain. It ftands 
ten Spaniſh Leagues from Perpignan to the South, 
This place was firſt fortified by Charles V. before 
which, it was only a Monaſtery ; though in the time 
of the Romans, it had been one of the moſt conſi- 
derable Cities in Spain; ſuppoſed to have heen built 
by the Rhodians, before the Romans were Maſters 
of this Kingdom ; and from them to have taken this 
name. 

Roſetto, Metel:s, a City of Egypt ; called by the 
Turks Raſchit ; by the Italians Reſetro : it {tands 
with a Port upon the Med:terranean Sea, upon the 
Mouth of that Branch of the N:/e, which was ancient- 
ly called Canopicum ; now one of the principal Ct- 
tics of that Kingdom. Monſieur Thevenot, who tra- 
velled from Aexandria hither, tclls us, that it is ſixty 
ſhort Miles. This City, faith he, was anciently called 
Canopus ; it lies five Miles up the River from the 
Sea; ard is next to Carro , one of the beſt Cities in 
Egypt; and ill encreating ; being a place of great 
Traffick, very pleaſant, ſurrounded by lovely Gardens, 
and full of well-built tall Houſes ; ard in which there 
is great plenty of Victuals very cheap ; but in the 
Months of Fuly and Aug#ſt , they have none but Ci- 
ſtern-waters to drink. Many pieces of ancient Money 
hive been found in the Sand betwist A/exandria and 
this City. The Country about it yields Sugar-Canes 
m plenty. Long. 60. 45. Lat. 31. 6. 

Koſeveque, a ſmall Town in Flanders; famous 
for a Battel , which Charles V. won againſt the Re- 
bellious Gante-men ; of whom were ſlain forty thous 
ſand, _-u their General Philip d' Artevi!l taken and 
hanged. 

Roſieme, Ro/ima, a City in Po/and ; the Capital 
of Samogithia , upon the River Dubiſſa ; twelve 
Poliſh Miles from Corona to the North , thirty from 
Riga to the South , and twenty ſeven from Vi/na to 
the Welt 3 this place is little and 1ll pcopled. Bau- 
drand writes Roſiente. 

Roſs, Ruſſia, a County in the North of Scotland ; 
bounded on the North by Naverina and Sutherland, 
on the South by Murray and Abria, on the Eaſt by 
the German, and on the Weſt by the Iriſh Sea. 


Charles I, was Earl of this County in the Life of his 
Father. 

Roſſano, Roſcianum, Ruſcicnum, a City in the H3- 
ther Calabria, in the Kingdom of Naples ; which is 
an Archbifhops See, and a Principality ; built upon a 
Rock , incompalled on all ſides by Rocks ; and 
ſeated ſcarce three Miles from the Shoars of the Bay 
of Taranto ; ſixteen from Biſignano to the Eait ; 
thirty five from Coſen;za to the South-Eaſt, and twelve 
trom Thurium to the South 3 which laſt, being an old 
City, _ —— " Biſhops See. This Place is 
great, well peopled, and was the Birch-pl: ' Pope 
, rang peop rth-place of Pope 

Roſfle, Roſa, a Town anciently in the Province 0: 
Mounjter in the County of Cork ; and a Biſhops See 
under the Archbiſhop of Caſhell ; it ftands upon the 
Britiſh Channel , at the Mouth of a ſmall River cal- 
led Fin; thirty Miles from Cork to the South-Weſt 
and twenty two from K#nſale to the Weſt. The Bi. 
ſhops See in 1618. was united to that of Cork; the 
Town being reduced to a meer Village. $ There is 
a Market Town of this naine in Herefordſhire, in the 
the Hundred of Grey:ree, upon the River Fc. 

Roſſetto. See Roſerro. 

Roſfillon, R#ſernonenſis Comitatiis, a County of 
Catalonia, called by the French Rorſſillon, by the Spa- 
niards Roſſillon : bounded on the Eaft by the Medi- 
terranean Sea, on the North by Lanzuedce, on the 
Welt by Cerertania, and on the South by Cataionia : 
The Capital of it is Perpignan. There are beſides in 
it Lencate, Villa Franca, Kodes, E:ia, and ſome o0- 
ther Places of note x it extending from Eaſt to 
Welt eighteen Sparniſio Leagues. This Country wis 
anctently a part of Gaia Narbonenfſis i; annexed to 
Spain in the Times of the Goths : had then Earls 
which were Sovereign Princes of it ; and on the Death 
of Gerard the laſt of them , under 4/phon/us II. ad- 
ded to Arragon. By Zames I. annexed to the King- 
dom of Majorca; and recovered back again to that 
Crown by Pedro IV.By King Fohn IT.fold to Lews X1 
of France, in 1462, and by Charles VIIL. ot 
Frarce, returned back freely to Ferdinando, on 
condition he ſhould not obſtruct his Conqueſt of the 
Kingdom of Naples in 1493, It continued under that 
wn till 1659. when Lewis XI. retook it by his 
. ard had the Poſleſſien confirmed by the Pyre- 
"reaty, There are three conſiderable Rivers wa» 
t, the Tex, the Tech, and the E2/:. 

Roſtock, Reſ{ocium, Roſtochium , Raciburgum 
Rhodepols, Roſarum or Roſarium Urbs, a City in the 
Lower Saxony upon the Balrickh Sea ; in the Duke- 
dom of Meck/eburg in Germany : which is a Free 
Imperial City, and has an Harbour made by the River 
Warna, on which it ſtands eight Miles from W:iſemar 
to the Eaſt, and cleven from Stralſiundt to the Weſt. 
It 1s under the Protection of the Dukes of Meckie- 
burg, by whoſe Anceſtors it was built about 329. and 
walled by another about 1160. Its Ancient: Name 
was Roſftzoch or Rotzoch , which fGeniftics a Airy 
Ground. Ericus King of Denmark conquered this 
Territory about 1286. Chr:/topher II, his Succetlor 
in 1322. reſtored it to the Duke of Mecl/eburs. 
Waldemarus IV. granted this City and its Territory 
to Albert Duke of Meckleburg, in 13%. A.- 
bert another Duke in 1416. founded an Uni- 
verſity here, which was opened three ye.rs ater. 
It is about five Miles in compaſs, and almoit equal to 
Lubeck. A Sedition ariſing in this City in 1573+ a- 
gainſt the Duke, he entred it in Arms, and treated the 
Senate with great ſeverity. In 1629. it was with 
the whole Dutchy of Meck/enburg taken by the 
Imperial;ſts : out of whoſe hands it was recovered 
by the Swedes, Oflob. 16. 1631, Long. 34. 20. 
Lat. 54 20, 
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Roftow, Roſtovra, a great City in Rufſia 3 which 
15 the Capital of a Dukedom of the ſame Name, and 
an Archbiſhops See. it ſtands upon the River Coto- 
rea, having a Fortreſs of Wood : twenty fix Miles 
from the olga to the South , and thirty four 
from Moſco to the Weſt. The Dukes of this 
Province were next Novograd in the greatelt Eiteem 
of any in this Kingdom ; till Fohn Baſiovitz, in 
1565. totally extirpated the Family ; and fince that 
tie it has been given to the ſecond Son of the Czars. 

Rotenvurg, Rotenburgum, a City of Franconia 1n 
Germany, upon the River Tauber ; nite German 
Miles from Nor:mburg to the Welt, and a little more 
from Wurtsburg to the South. Made a Free Imperial 
City by Frederick Lin 1163. There 1s anoti:er Town 
of the ſame name in Schwaben, upon the Neckar : 
one Mile from Tubirgen to the Welt, which is under 
the Emperor. 

Roterdam, Roterdamun, a great, ſtrong, rich, po- 
lous City ; the Capitalol the Province of Schrelandt, 
and one of the mot ce!ebrated Sea-Ports in H{land. 
It itands on the North tide of the middle Branch of 
the Khme ; four German Miles and an halt from the 
Sea, and eight from Amſterdam to the South-Welt. 
Tr:themins laith , 1t was built in $9. by Ratherzus 
tbe tweatieth King of the Ffranss. Eraſmns, the 
ercat Reftorer of Learning , was born in this City. 
They have taken care to preſerve the memory of it 
by a Inicription jet vpun the Houſe; and placed 
his Statue on the BrigJge betidcs : which was erected 
12 1564, and very injuriouty treated] by the Spanz- 
ards in 1572. The greate!t convemence of this 
Town is. that Ships of great Burthen are taken into 
the middle of many of the Streets without difficulty ; 
their Channels being deep and large. It was ſmall, 
when the Spaniards were ejected 3 and therefore not 
mentioned as to the time of its conjunction with 
the States. 

Rother, a River which arifeth in Suſſex 3 and 
paling between it and Kent , falls into the Brztzſf 
Sea at Rie. Afpledore in Kent 1s ſeated upon 1t : 
And Oxvey-Iſle, encompaſſed with it. 

Rotherham, a Mirket Town in the Weſt Riding of 
Torkshrre, and the Hundred of Strafford ; upon the 
River D:7, over which it hath a fine Stone Bridge. 
Of note, for giving Name and Birth to Thomas of Ro- 
theram, Archbiſhop of 75rk , one of the Founders 
of Lincoln College in Oxon: who exprefled his 
kindneſs to this Town by founding likewiſe a Col- 
lege in it ; with three Schools for Grammar, Wri- 
ting and Muſick. 

Rothſaye , a Caſtle in an Iſland in Drunbritton 
Fyrth or Bay on the Welt of Scotland ; which has 
annexed to it the Title of aDukedom ; and belonged 
heretofore to the Prince , or Eldeſt Son of the King 
of Scot/and. It is ſaid, the Royal Family of the Szeu- 
arts came at firſt from this Caltle z which was their 
moiſt anctent Seat. 

Rothwell, or Rowell, a Market Town in Northam - 
ptoriſiire. The Capital of its Hundred. 

Rota, Evora, a Caſtle in Andaluſia, upon the Bay 
of Cadiz; at the Mouth of the River Quadaliquivwir 
three Leagues from Cadiz to the North ; mentioned 
by Srtrabe, Mela and Srephanus , as one of the Cities 
in that part of Spazn. ; 

Rotta, Ruruba, a ſmall River in Liguria 1n Tra! ; 
which riſeth out of the Appernine ; and flowing 
through the County of Nizza , and dividing 1t from 
the States of Genona , falls into the Mediterranean 
Sea at YVintimiglia. 

Rotwpl, or Korwez!, Rubea villa, Rotevilia,a ſmall, 
but Imperial and Free City in Schwaben in Germany 3 
upon the Necker , under Mount Abenow ; from 
which it ſtands three Leagues to the South, ten from 


Briſach to the Eaſt, and fix from Schafhouſe to the 
North. In this City Conrad III. Duke of Schwaben, 
In 1147. inſtitated a Chamber of Juſtice for that 
whole Dutchy, It has its Name from Rott a Ger- 
man word, which ſignifies a Troop ; built at firlt 6n 
the oppolite ſide of the Necker ; and removed to the 
place it now ftands in, upon the account of frequent 
Inun:lations. In 1643. it was taken by the French. 
Montieur Guebrande , the French General, dfed in 
the City ſoon after of the Wounds he had received in 
the Siege 3 by the Treaty of Munſter it was reſtored 
to 1ts former itate, and is united now with the $w:/5 
Cantons for its Preſervation. 

Roucy, a Town of France in Champagne , upon 
the River A:/ne: giving its Name and the Title of 
Earl to an Honourable and Ancient Family there. 

Rouen. See Roan. 

Rovergue:;, Rutenenſis Provincia, a Province in 
France , under the Generalite of Gaſcony : bounded 
on the South by Languedoc, on the Eaſt by Givau- 
din, on the North by Auvergne, and on the Welt 
by 2zercy 3 the Capital City of it, is Rode : Ville 
Franche d? Rovergue , 1s another principal place. 
Ceſar and Lucan mention its old Inhabitants by the 
Name of R:hens, The Riches of it confift in Cat- 
tel and Wooll, Mines of Iron, Braſs, Allum, Brim= 
{tone, £c. It is watered by the Tarn, the Loz, the 
Aveirou, &C. 

Rovigo, R-digium, a ſmall City in Italy z here- 
totore under the Dukes of Ferrara, but now under 
the Repuylick of Yenice ; and the Reſidence of the 
B:jnop of .1.4rza ; from which it ſtands twenty Miles 
to the Wetit, and twenty five from Ferrara to the 
North, the fame from Padoua to the South. The 
Learned C.e/z1s Rhodiginus was a Native of this Ci- 
ty. It 1s the Capital of Rovigno, a ſmall Province in 
Lombardy, ſurrounded by the River A:lige : which 
was anciently a part of Romandzo/a ; but in 1500. iti 
the diſorders ot Tzaly ſeized by the Venetians. 

Kouſtilon, See Roſal/on. 

Rorburg, Marcheninm or Marchidun, a ſtrong 
Cattle, both by its Situation and Art; feated upon 
the Twede, (where 1t receives the Trefe) almoſt twen- 
ty Eng/zſÞ Miles irom Berwick to the Welt. Fames II. 
ot Scotiand, a | rince of great Virtue and Goodneſs, 
was {lain at the Siege of this Place by one of his own 
Cannon, which accidentally broke in firing it againſt 
the Caltle, in 1459. The next year the Caſtle was 
ſurrendred to the Scors ; who intirely ruined it, in 
revenge of the Dzath of their Prince; fo that it can 
ſcarce now be ſeen where it ito d. 

Royan, Royannum, a Town 11 Sarntenge, at the 
Mouth of the Garonne; heretofore {trongly tortitied. 

Koyaumont, an Abbey in the Government of the 
Iſle of France, eight Leagues from Paris, towards 
the River O:zſe : which in 14<c9. ſuftered much by 
Thunder and Lightning. 

Royc, a conliderable Town in Pzcardy : adorned 
with a Collegiate Church, and ſome Religious Houſes : 
upon one of the Sources of the Moreuz/. It gives 
Name to an Honourable Family allo. 

Ropſton, a Market Town, divided betwixt Cam- 
bridzeſinre and Hartfordſhire : at the bottom of an 
Hill, in the Hundred of Od{ſey. 

Rubicon. See P:ſatello, the Modern Name. 

URydolfswerd, Rudolphi-verda , a new ard very 
ſtrong City in the Borders of Carnzola , upon the Ris 
ver Gurk ; three Miles from the Save to the South, 
fix from Cell, and five from Caro//tade to the 
Welt, 

Ryffach, Rebeacum, a ſmall City in the Upper 4l- 
ſatia, in the Territory of Mundat , upon the River 
Rotzeback : once an Imperial and Free City : but ta- 
ken by Turene, in 1675. after a great Deteat of the 

Imperaals/ts ; 
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Imperialiſts ; and now under the Biſhop of Srrasburg. 
It 1s one of the ancienteſt Towns in Alſatia ; and 
was for the rare fertility of its Soil , ( for five hun- 
dred years) the Scat of ſome of the Roman Nobility. 
Conradus Pellicanus was born in this City. It ftands 
three Miles from Briſachto the Weſt, and two from 
M:lhuſe to the Nurth. 

Ruffec, Rufeacum, Roffacrim, a {mall Town in 
the Dioceſe of Por&rers five or fix Leagues from A. 
geuleſme, in France : pleaſantly ſituated ; and honor'd 
with the Title of a Ma;quifate. Pope C/ement V. be- 
fore his elevation to the Pontiticate preſided at a Coun- 
cil here in 1304. There have been others celebrated 
at it 1n other times. | 

Rigbp, a M-rket Town in Warwticksbzre, in the 
Hundred of K7zzg4tion, upon the River Avon. 

Rugen, Kngenlinde, Kvugia, an lland in the Bals 
1c; Sea, vpon the Coaſt of Pomerania ; which has 
the Title ot a Principality ; about feven German Miles 
ſquare; but the Sea breaks in and covers a conlidera- 
ble part of the middle oi it from the Welt, and al- 
molt divides it into ſeveral Ifiands. This was cauſed 
by an Outragious Tempeit in 1309. A part of this 
[Uiland at the ſame time, which lay to the South- Eaſt 
as far as the Iſle of Ruden (then conjoyned with this,) 
was torn away; and ſunk ſo deep into the bottom of 
the Sea, that the greateſt Ships may Sail over it : what 
rem.ins,atiords Corn and Cattle in great pleiity ; ferv= 
ing as a granary to the parts adjacent, The beit 
Town 1n it 1s Berger : the others of rote are Sogart, 
Tick, and Bingſt. This Iſland is ble to Arm about 
ſeven thouſand Men in caſe of neceflſity. About 1066. 
it was ſubject to Buthen, Son of Godeſcaick King of 
the Herulz. Chriſtopher 1. King of Denmark , in 
1322. ſubjected it to that Crown. VPratiſlaus 1V. 
Duke of Pomcranza, in 1325. becoming Heir of it, 
by the death of YV:7laus the laſt Prince, drove out 
the Danes and became Maſter of it : after this the 
Danes regained the Poſſeſſion of it. Erich King of 
Denmark in 1438. reſigned it the ſecond time to the 
Duke of Pomeranza ; and under th:m it was in 1630. 
when G»/tavus Adolphus began the German War with 
the Conquelt of this Itland. By the Treaty of Mzr:- 
ſter in 1648. it was confirmed to the Swears. In 
1698, the Pars attempting to recover it out of the 
Hands of the Sm: des, reccived at firſt a great over- 
throw ; but in a f.cond attempt in the fame year pre- 
vailed; and kept the Ifland till the Peace «of S. Ger- 
mare,n 1679; by which it was reſtored to the Swedes, 
who now have it. The Chritiian Faith was firſt 
Preached in 1t by the Morks of Corby in Saxony ; In 
875. They built a Chappel here for the Service of 
God, which was after abuſed to the Pagan Idolatry ; 
till YVaidemarus a Dane, (about 1161) deſfiroyed 
the Idol they Worſhipped, and thereupon they be= 
came generally Chriitians. 

iingoſo, the ſame with Rubico9zz. See Piſatello. 

BEnulla, Rhodepe, one of the greateit and beit 
known Mountains in Torace; out ot which the River 
Hebrus ariſeth : 1t firetcheth from Welt to Ealt, at 
this day little Inhabited ; the Turks call it Rvlia, that 
is the Queen of Mountains ; the [raltans Argentario, 
the Greeks Baſiliſ/a ; it divides Trace, and ends at 
the City of Apoilonia.

KBuamfozd, a Market Town in the County of Eſſex, 
in the Hundred of Havering. 

Kumnep, a Market Town and Corporation in the 
County of Kent in Sheway Lath, which returns two 
Members of Parliament. $ Alſo a River in Momoth- 


ſ[Fzre, talling into the Severn. 


LKumſep, a Market Town in Hampſhire, in the 
Hundred of K:n2/omborn, upon the River Tef?. 
Bupcl, Rupera, Rupela, a ſmall River in the 


Dukedom of Brabant ; made by the Demerz. 

Dila, Senna and Neth ; which falls into the Scheld at, 
iupelmonde, Rypelmunda, a Town and ancient 

Caſtle in Brabant ; which has its name ſrom tke 

laſt mentioned River ; between the Sche/d and Ru- 

pel ; two Miles from Antwerp to the South. Mercator 

the great Geographer was born in this Town, in 1512. 
ikuremond. See Roermond, 

Kufs, Urſa, a River in Switzerland, which ari- 
ſeth from the A/pes and Momunt S. Godard ; and run- 
ning Northward by Altorff and the Lake of Lrcern, 
watereth the City of Lucern ; and being improved 
by ſome ſmaller Rivers, finally buries it ſelf in 4a. 

Ruſſe, Ryuſna, a River of the Ducal Pruſſia, which 
has been call'd Chronus, It ariſeth in Lithuania. 
where it is called Niemen ; and entertaining the Sc- 
zara, and Vilia, 1t watereth the Southern parts of 
Samogitta : af.er which 1t takes the name or Ruſſe ; 
and at laſt ends in the Bay of Mcmel by tive Out-lets ; 
having watered Grodno and Kona, two conliderable 
Cities of Poland in his Progreſs. 

Ruſſia, a vaſt Country 1a the North-Eaſt part of 
Europe ; called by the Inhabitants Ry/7 ; by the Ger- 
mans Ruſſandet ; by the Engliſn Ruſſia and Muſcony ; 
by the Poſes Moskwa and Rufſenlandt ; by the Turks 
Ru/s; to the Ancients, known by no other name 
than that of Sarmaria Enropea : It is bounded on 
the North by the fr..zen Occan ; on the Ealt it 1s ſe- 
parated from the A/tarichk Tartars, by the Rivers of 
Obb and Faickz ; on the South it 1s divided from 
the Crim [artars by the Tanas Minor, or the Do- 
ett, as it 18 now called ; on the Weit the Nzeper and 
Narwva divide it trom Po/and. Its length from North 
to South is three hundred and eighty German Miles ; 
its breadth from Ealt to Welt three hundred of the 
ſame. So that it is by far the greateſt Kingdom in 
Chriſtendom ; if it were equally Civiliz'd, Fertil, and 
Peopled, as it is not. For the diſpatch ot Buſineſs and 
the Management of Afairs, it 1s divided into forty 
Provinces ; the names of which, (and of about thirty 
three Cities, that are to be found in it) would take 
more rocm than this ſmall Work will allow. This 
Nation in $61. made an Invation into Greece ; and 
beliege] Mzchael the Emperor in Corſtentinopit, but 
could not take it. The Captives they car:1ed home 
with them, and made them partakers of a greater blei- 
{ing by teaching them the Chriltian Religion 3 which 
was atter this in 866. promo:ed by B.ſt-7s the Em- 
peror. In 944. they made a ſecond attemp: upon 
Conſtantinople, which miſcarriied alſo. In 980. Uio- 
domir Duke of Ruſſia, (Marrying Anna Daughter to 
Baſilius Emperor of Greece,) embraced the Chriitian 
Religion, and ſettled it intirely in this Country : trom 
whence it comes to paſs, that they embrace the Te- 
nets, Rites, and Ceremonies of the Greek Church ; 
ard liave the utmoit Averfion for the Latin Church 
and Service. About 1058. Bo/eſlirs King of Poland 
Conquered Ryfſia; which was redaced to obedicnce 
after a Revoit by another Boleſlaus in 1123. In after- 
times thcy had frequent Wars with the Po/es ; who 
prevailed fo far as about 1342 they intire;y Conquer- 
ed the red Ru/ia ; the Nobility of which, (in 1434) 
were received into the fame ttate with the Nobility 
of Poland ; allowing them at the ſame time the Ex- 
erciſe of the Greek Religion, which they from their 
{:r{t Converſion to this day tollow. They are as veil 
by Intereſt as Conqueſt united to that Crowa ; and 
never to be ſeparated from it, but by another Con- 
queſt. About 1205. the black Ryſſia (now called 
Muſcuy) was Invaded by Batron Son of Grargins 
King of the Tartars, who lived to the North-Eatt of 
this Country : they oppreſſed this Nation for many 
Ages, and fo harraifed them, that no account can be 
g1yen of the times, when the Reigns of thuir Princes 

began 
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began or ended. Fohbn XI. was the firſt vho began 
to enfranchiſe theſe Countries from the Servitnde of 
the Tartars, which they had ſo long groaned under. 
Fehn Baſilovitz the 4th. of this Race (who began his 
Reign very young) in 1540. ended it by the Conqueſt 
of the Tartars and all the petty Princes, which had 
till then reigned 1n ſeveral parts of this Empire. This 
was the cruelleſt Tyrant that any Age has produced ; 
and died as wretchedly as he hved, in 1584. Fedor 
Fuanovits his Son ſucceeded him at the Ape of twen- 
ty two years; he was a perfect natural Fool. There 
was another Brother called Demetrius of nine years 
of Age, which had more ſenſe. But Boris (who ma- 
naged all this under Fedor) cauſed Demetrius to be 
Murthered. In 1597, Fedor dytng ſuddenly without 
Children, Borz was Elected ; and ſoon after Depoſed, 
11 favour of a Counterfeit Demetrius brought in by 
the Poles: after winch followed nothing but Calami- 
ties and Confulions; till in 1615. (or as others ſay 
in 1612) one Michael Fedrovizt , Son of Fedor 
Nikits (a Kinſman far removed, of Fohn Baſilovitz ) 
was choſen by the Body of thns Nation Emperor of 
Mrſcovy. This Prince ſettled this vaſt Empire ; go- 
verned it with more Juſtice, Clemency, Prudence 
and Piety than all his Predeceflors had uſed; and at 
Laſt died in great Honor Fuly 12.1645. To him Suc- 
ceeded Alexius his Son. The two Princes,which ſome 
few years ſince aſcended the Throne together, ate of 
the ſame Race. 

Red RUKuffia, 1s a Province under the Crown of Po- 
land ; ſometimes called the Proper Ruſſia and Roxo- 
lania ; it lies extended towards the South; between 
Psland (properly ſo called) and My{covy. This con- 
tains the Palatinates of Ruſſia (properly fo called, 
Padolia, Volhinia, Belza, ales K10v3a, and the 
Territory of Che/m : being that part of Ruſſia, which 
( as I ſaid before) was Conquered by the Poles ; 
and by Cafimir I. in 1342. united for ever to Poland. 

Ihhite Rufſfia, is a very confiderable Province un- 
der the Crown of Poland ; and. fo called, becauſe it 
was of old a part of Mrſcovy or Ruſſia : it 1s divi- 
ded into fix Palatinates ; which are Novogrod, 
Maiſciſlaw, Witebsho, Minskie, Polokie, and Smo- 
tenihis. This laſt Palatmnate has been recovered in 
Htter times by the Ry/s,and ts not now under the Poles. 

Ruſſia, properly fo called, Ruſſi, Ruthenz, is a 
Province of Poland, and a part of Red Ruſſia ; which 
has Poland on the Weſt, Volhinza and Podolia on the 
Faſt, the Territories of Cu/m and Be/fia on the North, 
and the Carpathian Hills, (dividing it from Hungary 
and Tranſyivania) to the South: the Capital of 1t 1s 
Lemburgh. Some give this Province the name of 
Black Ruſſia. 

Kuſtan, Ryftanus Ager, a ſmall Territory in the 
Province of Bigorre in Aquitain m France; near the 
River Arroux and S. Severe. | | 

RBathen, a Market Town in Denbyſhtre in Wales. 
The Capital of its Hundred. = 

Kntlandſhire, Ruclandia, ts the leaft of alf the 
. Counties of £72/and. Bounded on the North by 
Lincoinſhire, on the Eaft and Sonth by NorrLam- 
pronfhire, (divided from it by the River F*/and) and 
on the Welt by Leiceſterſhire ©: its greateſt length is 
from North to South, not full twelve Miles ; from 
Eaſt to Weſt hardly nine ; and its circumference about 
forty. The Air is temperate, ſerene and healthful ; 
the Soil rich, and fruitful in Corn and Paſturape, ef- 
pecially about the Vale of Carmoſs. Woods and 
ptcaſant Springs are plentiful enough ; (of the fatter, 
the Feland and the Waſh are the principal : ) fo that 
It wants nothing. This County was a part of the Lands 
poſſeſſed by the Corit ans, before the Roman Conqueſt : 
and was Conquered by P. Oftorius, in the Reign' of 
Claudian the Emperor. Afterwards it made a part 
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of the Kirigdom of Mercia; and now is iti the Ric 
of Peterborough. There are but torty eight Pariſhes. 
and two Market-Towns in it. Okeham being the Shire 
Town, and Tppingham the other. In 1390. Ed- 
ward Plantagenet, eldelt Son of Edm:mnd Duke of 
Tork.; In 1326, Richard, ſecond Brother of the ſaid 
Edward; and in 1450.

In 1525. Thomas Mannors, Lord Roos of FHim!ale 

Tresbut, and B-/c0ir (Deſcended by the Lady as 
his Mother, from the faid Richard, Duke of Tork ) 
was Created Earl of Rutland;by Henry VIIL in 1325. 
whoſe Polterity enjoy this Honor to this day. Fohn the 
twelfth of this Family, ſucceeding Fobn his Father. in 
the year 1679, ; 

Rutuli, an ancient People of Latium in Italy. 
Ardea was their Capital City. . 

Buvo, Rubs, a City in the Province of Bari. in 
the Kingdom of Naples ; which is a Biſhops See un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Bar: ; a ſmall, but ſpruce and 
populous City: about ſeventeen Miles from Bars to 
the Welt. Horace mentions it in his Satyrs ; Inde Ry- 
bos feſſi pervenimus, &C. 

Bye, a member of the Cinque Ports, upon the edge 
of the County of Syſex, towards K2nt, in Haſtings 
Rape; ſituated at the fall of the Rocher into the Sea : 
where it hath a convenient Haven, eſpecially for a ready 
paſſage to Drepe in Normandy. It returns two Mem - 
bers to the Lower Houſe of Parliament. The Fiſher- 
men take excellent Herrings here. : 
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Jada, a City in the Happy Arabia, perhaps of 

old called Sabatha : it {tands in the inland parts 

of that Country ; three hundred Miles from Aden to 

the North. If it is Sabatha, its Long. is 76. oo. Lat. 
x6. 56. 

Daal, Sala, a River in Germany, called by the 
French, Sale. It ariſeth in Fracoma ; over againſt 
the Nab and the Mayn ; and flowing through Thu- 
ringia, it watereth Saaifeld and Fena; then entering 
Mifnia, and paſſing by Naumburgh, Mersburgh, and 
Hall, Cand being in this patſage ſwelled by many ſmal- 
ler Rivers) it falls at laſt into the E!be; beneath Bern- 
burgh, in the Upper Saxony ; tour Miles from Mag- 
deburgh to the South. 

Daan, Savarza, a River of Ster44. 

Saare. . See Sare. 

Saba, ſuppoſed to be the ſame with Aeroe in 
thiopia. $S. One of the Charibye Ifl:nds in Amer:- 
ca, under the Hollanders, and near S. Chriſtophers, is 
hkewiſe called by this name. 

Sabaro, Sybars, a River in Calabria, in the 
Kingdom of Naples ; others call it Cochzle ; and ſay 
it falls into the Bay of Taranto, near Morance 

Sabaria, a Town of the ancient Pannoma mn 
Hunzary, the native place of S. Martin. of Tours. 
It is not certainly known where 1t is : ſome con- 
jecturing it to: be one place, and ſome another. 

Sadini, ' an aricient People .of Latium, in Italy ; 
whoſe memory, is {till preſerved in the name of a Pro- 
vince, now in the States. of the ſaurchs called Terra 
Sabina ; which containg a part of the Territory here- 
tofore belonging to them ; the Capital whereof was 
Cures. There 1s a Monaſtery in this Territory ho- 
noured with a Biſhop's Seeg under the Title of the 
Biſhop of Sabina: and in the years 1590. 1593- 
1595. &c. Synodat Conſtitutions were publiſhed by 


the- 
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the (then) Biſhops, bearing the ſaine. It'is ſufficient- 
Iy known, how the firſt Romans under Romulus pro- 
cured themſelves Wives from this People, their Netghe 
bours. | 
 Sabionetta, Sabulonera, a ſtrong Town in Lom- 
Eardy, which has a ſtrong Caltle Garrifoned by Spa- 
z1ards. It is the Capital of a Sovereign Dukedom 3 
belonging heretofore to the Caraffa's, and now to the 
Guſman's, a Spaniſh Family ; between the Dukedom 
of Mantoua to the Eaft, and the Territory of Cre- 
2a tothe Welt ; twenty five Miles Eait of Cremo- 
za, and fifteen North of Parma. 

Sabl-:, Saboizum, a (mall City in the Province of 
Maine, upon the River Sarte ; ten Leagues from An- 
gersto the North, and from Mars to the South. 

Sableſtan, Sabl/itania, an inland Provinee in the 
Kingdom of Perſia ; towards the Eaſt, in the Moun- 
tains; between Chorazanto the North, and Khermon, 
(or Caramania) to the South. The Cities of which 
are Jarans, Boſt, and Nebeſaet. 

| Sacx, an ancient People of Scythia, betwixt the 
Mountain Imaus, and the Sarmatian Alani ; repre- 
ſented by Dionyſius Africanus and others, as a wild 
and cruel Nation. 

Dacanta, Laconia, the moſt Southern Province 
in the Morea; containing that part which was anclent- 
ly under the Lacedemonians, and Argia» The Capt- 
tal of which is Mz/iera. 

Dacap, Sacara, a City in 7apan. 

'Dacca, $zacca, Saxa, Xacca, a City on the South 
Shoar of Sicily, in the Valley of Mazara ; called by 
the Ancients, Therme Selimuntie. It ſtands at the 
foot of a Mountain 3 and has an Harbour, twenty 
two Miles from Mazara to the Eaſt, and forty from 
Gergenty. Cluverius faith, it has an ancient Caſtle ; 
which is now carefully upheld and repaired. A Synod 
was held here in 1579. 

Sachſen. See Saxony. 

Sadodela, Edus, a River of Liguria in Ttaly, now 
in the States of Genoua ; which falls into the Porce= 
Vera 

Saffay, Savus, a ſmall River of Barbary ; which 
falls into the Mediterranean Sea, in the Kingdom of 
Argier ; between Accharara and Metafus. 

Sagabzta. See Jagabria. 

Dagan, Saganum, a City in S:leſia, in the King- 
dom of Bohemia ; the Capital of a Dukedom of the 
Jame name ; called by the Germans, Zeigan. It ſtands 
upon the Bober, (where it receives the Quezſs) ſeven 
German Miles from Glogato to the Weſt, and fix from 


' Crofſen to the North. Now in the Hands of the Em- 


peror, as King of Bohemia ; whoſe Predeceflors in 
1548. redeemed it out of the Hands of the EleCtor 
of Saxony ; to whom it was Mortgaged together with 
its Dukedom. 

Dagone, a ruined City in the Iſland of Corſica ; 
which 1s yet a Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Piſa in Traly: the Biſhop keeping Reſidence at a 
neighbouring Town. 

agriano, Sagra, a ſmall River in the Farther 
Calabria. | R 

Sagyenay, a River, Town, and Province in New 
France. The River diſcharges it ſelf into the Gulph 
of S. Lawrence. : 

Saguntum,a noble and famous City of the ancient 
Spain ; whoſe memory is recorded with honour for 
their fidelity to their Allies the Romans ; when Han- 
nibal befieg'd them nine months together in the year 
of Rome 535. Chaſing, rather than betray the one, or 
fall into the Hands of the other, in one vaſt fire made 
in the middle of the City to deſtroy themſelves, their 
Wives and Children; with every thing that was dear 
and valuable to them. Hannibal razed the place. Which 
fact of his became the Subject of the ſecond Punich 
War, Flor. 2,6, F 


Sahid, Delta, an Iſland made by the divided 
Branches of the Nile, and the Mediterranean Sea ; 
_ is the beſt part of the Lower Egypr. See 

e'td. 

Daille, or Haute-Sazlie, Alta Sylva, a Monaſtery 
of the C:ſtercian Order in the Pas de YVauge, in the 
Pukedom of Lorain: firſt eſtabliſhed about the year 
T 140. inthe midlt of a great high Forelt : and there» 
fore called Sazs/le by a corruption of the word Siva, 

_ Daint, Santo, Santa, Saint, Is a VVord fre. 
quently put before the Names of Places, ſince Chri« 
fStianity prevailed in the VVorld : of which thoſe 
that are omitted under their proper Names are as 
folioweth. | 

D. Agatha di Gotti, Agatha, or Fanum Sante 
Agathe , Agathopoly, a City in the Kingdom of 
Naples, in the Further Principate ; which is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Benevento ; nine Miles 
from Teleſe to . the South, and fourteen from Capua 
and Benevento. 

S. Jignan or Agnan, a Town of the Dukedom 
of Berry, in France ; which ſtands at the reception 
of the River Saudre by the Cher : adorned with the 
Title of a Dukedom and Peerdom now, of an Earl- 
dom betore ; and fo called in honour of a Biſhop of 
Orleans of this name, its tutelar, whoſe reliques they 
preſerve here. Its more ancient name was #4- 
gand. 

S. Alpre, a Town and Abbey in the Province of 
Auvergne in France, near Clermont ; by which the 
River Tiretaine paſles. 

SD. Amand, Elo, a Town in the Earldom of 
Flanders, and Confines of Haznault ; in the Hands 
of the French, and heretofore very ſtrong, but now 
diſmantled. It ſtands upon the River Scharpe, (which 
a little Lower falls into the Sche/de) tour Leagues 
from Tournay to the South, and three from Yalen- 
ciennes. The Lands lying between the Scharpe and 
the Schelde , are from this place called the Iſles de 
St, Amand ; but its greateſt glory is a celebrated Mo- 
naſtery, Abbatia S. Amands Elnonenſis, where the 
Saint of that name dyed. This Town was taken by. 
the French in 1667. The Foreſt, beginning upon 
the Frontiers of Flanders and extending nigh to Va- 
lenciennes in Hainault, hath the name alſo of the Fo- 
reſt of S. Amand. 

S. Jmour, a ſmall Town in the County of Bur- 
gundy, in France, and the Dioceſe of Lyons. Honoe- 
red of late with a Collegiate Church. 

D. Indero, Anareapols Antiqua, Flavionavia, 
a Town and Port in the Principality of Bzſcay in 
Spain: lately advanced to the Dignity of a Biſhop's 
See. Some place it in the Aſturias. 

D. Indiol, a Town in the Province of Vivareez 
in France, upon the Khoſne ; adorned with divers Ec- 
clefiaſtical and Religious Houſes, and a College of the 
Barnabites. Its ancient name in Latin was, Gento, 
Gentibo, Gentibus. This of $. Andiol, and Fanum 
S. Andeol:, deſcended upon it by the Martyrdom of 
S. Andeolus, a Grzcian Subdeacon here, in the Reign 
of the Emperor Severus about the year 190 : who with 
others had been ſent to ſerve the Gauls by S. Polycarp 
from the Eaſt. It hath the Latin name alſo of Y:iva- 
rienſe Monaſterium, being under the Biſhop of Vis 
VIETS» 

S. Indze, or Fort de Saint Anare, a ſtrong Cit- 
tadel in the Dutchy of Guelderland in the Low Coun- 
tries ; ſituated betwixt the Maze and the VVael about 
two Leagues from Boſteduc. Built in 1599. by An- 
drew Cardinal of Auſtria ; and the year after taken 
by the Dutch, who remain the Maſters of it. Only 
in 1672. the French gained it, and ſoon after ruined 
and abandoned it. $ A Town near Buda in Hune 


gary, ſuppoſed by Bonfinius to be the Quarta de- 
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_ legio Germanica of Ptolemy, bears this name 
alſo. 

Tapo di ©. Andzea, a Promontory of the Iſland 
Cyprus; the ſame which Ply calls Dinarctum. 

Capo. D. Indzea, a Promontory of the Pelopon- 
neſus, in Achata © the ſame with the ancient Antir- 
rium of Ptolemy. and Pliny. . 

D. Indzes, Lavantum, Flavia, a City of Ger- 
Many, 1n the Lower Carinthia; which is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Saltzburgh. It ttands 
upon: the River Lavane, or Lavanthal, (which two 
Miles Lower falls into the Drave) from which it has 
its Latin Name; and it. is under the Archbiſhop of 
Salezburgh. This City ſtands ſeven Miles from Inden- 
burgh, and eleven from Clagenfure to the Eaſt to- 
ward Marpurg. The Biſhoprick was inſtituted by 
Eberhard, Biſhop of Saltzburgh, in 1221. who re- 
ſerved to himſelf and his Succeſfors the Right of Elect- 
ing, Inveſting, and Swearing the Biſhops ot it : There- 
fore they were not numbred amongit the Biſhops 
_ the Empire, -nor had any Voice or Place in the 

zet. 

Angelo, Angelopols, a City in the Capi- 
tanato ;” which is ſmall, but ſtrong; five Miles

S. Aubin, Famm Sant; Albine, a Town in Bre- 
zagne in France ; five Leagues from Rennes to the 
North, and as-many from the Borders of Normandy 
to the South; - upon the: River Coveſn0n,, Made fa- 
mousto all Ages by a Vidtory here obtained by Lews 
de Fremoville, (General for Charles VIII. King. of 
France) againſt the Duke of Bretagne, and his. Con» 
federates; in: 14838» x 

'D. Juguſtine, the moſt Eaſtern Cape of Afr;ca. 
$- Likewiſe a. Promontory in the Goverament, of. Per- 
»ambuco in Brafil, in- South Amerzea 3 upon which 
the Portugueſe have built a Fortreſs, once taken by 
the Hollanders, but retaken by. the Portugwe/ſe. In 
Latin, Caput Santi Auguftini. S A Town aud Port 
in Florida, in North America, was formerly: called by 
this name too; before the Spaniards took, and yew- 
named it S. Matthew. - | 

D:. Bartholomew, - one of the Charibye Idlands 
in the: North Sea, in-America: furniſhed with a good 
haven, and yielding. the :I1dian Bread in plenty. 

S:; Waſii, an Abbey ' in. the Province of Cham- 
agne, three Leagues from Reims in, France ; near 
Ferz:i: in: which the Council of Reims of :the year 
g9T: or 92. (commonly fo called); was. affembled ; 
that: inftalled Gerbers in the Archiepiſcapal See of 
Reims", who became afterwards Pope by the name of 
Syivefter II. + . [fs ci 4 7 
:..D. Baume, a famous Rock and. Town near 
S. Maximin- in; Provence ;- upon. a Mountain, three 
Leagues bigh and tem 1n.extent ; betwixt 4x, Mar- 
feille and Thouton. Fhis Rock is imagined. to be the 
.grotto; where: S; Mary Magdalen abode many years ; 
whence Petrarech in verſe, and many others of the 
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ingernous, have made elaborate Deſcriptions of it. Her 
bouy is-{aid to be there yet preſerved. 

- Bennet in the Holme, a Village in the Coun- 
ty of Norfolk and the Hundred of Tun/tcd ; not far 
from Hickiing : receiving its name, and probably its 
beginning irom an ancient Abbey ſo called, of the 
Foundation of K Canutus the Dane. An Abbey, af- 
terwards fortified like a Caftle with Walls and Bul- 
warks by the Monks: one of which betrayed it to 
VTilliam the Conqueror. And tho fince decayed and 
empoveriſhed, yet the Title of Lord Abbot of S. Ber. 
net 1s ſaid to remain to this day to the Biſhops of 
Norwich. 

D. Bozendon, an Iſland on the Weſt of the Ca- 
rzartes ; ſuppoſed to be unacefiible by reaſon of the 
Clouds, which perpetually obſcure its Coaſt. 

©. Bzien, or S. Brieux, Briocum, Fanum S. Bri- 
ocs, a City in Bretagne in France, on its Northern 
Coaſt ; which is a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop 
of: Tours, founded or re-eſtabliſhed about the year 
344- by one of the Dukes of Bretagne, in the time 
of Charles the Bald R. of France. The ancient B:- 
duceſit, mentioned by Ptolemy, it is believed, dwelt 
in this place. It ſtands betwixt the Rivers Tre and 
Arguenon (of which Ptolemy makes alſo mention) in 
a pleaſant fruitful plain, at the foot ofa Rock ; well 
built, peopled and fortified ; and having a good 
Harbor on the Britiſh Sea in half a League of it, with 
divers Religious Houſes: twenty Miles from Rennes 
to the North-Weſt. There was a Synod held at it in 
1233. 

©. Cathcrine, an Iſland in the North Sea, upon 
the Coaſt of the Province? of Honduras in New Spain 
in America :. twenty Leagues.diſtant from the Conti- 
nent. Formerly under tae Sparzards ; but the Enz- 
liſh have twice diſpoſſefſed them, and new named 
the place the Iland of Providence. It hath a con- 
venient Port and a Cittadel. $ Alſo a Monalte; y. at 
the foot of the Mountain Horch Yor Sinaz) near the 
Mountain. of S. Catherine, (which makes a parf of 
Sinai) in the Seony Arabia. The Repolitory of the Re- 
licks of a Saint of the ſame name ;, which.are pretended 
to have been brought by Angels hither from Alexan- 
dria in Egypt , after the martyrdom of her there. 
The Archbiſhop of Mount. S:n«z, who acknowledges 
no Patriarch, refides at this Monaftery. One of the 
Greek Emperors built it for the uſe of the Caloyers 
ofthe Order of S. Baſil: and the O::toman Port ta- 
Vcurs it with great privileges. | 


S. Chztſtopher, one of the Caribbe Iſlands on the - 


Coalt of America: in No:ith Lat. 17. 25. Seventy five 
Miles in Circuit ; by the Natives heretofore called 
Ay 4y,and Liamazrga. This Iſland is planted by French 
and Engliſh. Deſnambuck for the French, and Sir 
Thomas Warner for the Engliſh, taking PoſletTion of 
it the ſame day, in 1625. by mutual agreement of the 
two Nations. In 1629. Don Frederich de Toledo 
had Orders from the Spanzards to force the Eng/zſÞ 
and French, out of it, with a Navy of tw-nty four 
great Ships. The French retired. for a time 3* but the 
Engliſh eluded this Storm, by an Accommodation : 


and the French returning ſoon after, reſetled here. 


The Eng/iſhþ being conſtantly and plentifully ſupplied 
from London, are in the better Condition : The 
French were a long time too much neglected by their 
Countrymen ; which contributed very much to tlic 
forcing, them then to ſubmit.to the hard uſage of the 
Spamards, The Eng/iſb are more in number than 
the French: The Frexch to Counterbalance this have 
four Forts, ard the Eng/iſh bit two. One of which 
commands the great Haven, the other a Deſcent not 
far from Pointe de Sable: and fo prevent ditterences 


between the two Nations, each of them have a Guard 
"a8 upos3 
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upen the Frontiers of their Diviſions, which is re-. 
newed every day, It is one of the moſt delightful 
Iſlands in the World; ſwelling in the midft into high 
Mountains, which afford upon the Deſcents ſeveral 
Stages, planted one above the other : the higher Plati- 
fations enjoying the pleaſure of the proſpect of the 
ſower. All mace more lovely by rows of Trees al- 
ways Green, and fair Houſes covered with glazed Slate. 
The Soil is light and ſandy ; apt to produce all ſorts of 
Fruits ; as Sugar, Tabacco, Cotton, Ginger, Indico, 
and the like : it wants not Springs, and ſome hot Wa-' 
ters fit ſor natural Baths. This Iſland was diſcovered 
by Chriſtepher Columbus, the finder out of the New 
World; and either called by this Name to preferve the 
Memory of his own, or becauſe the Iſland at a diſtance 
ſcems to repreſent the uſual Picture of S. Chriſtopher 
upon a Giants Shonlders. © The Engliſh have fo in- 
creaſed, that they have ſent Colonies from thence to 
Barbuda, Men{errat, Antego, and Barbadoes. The 
French have buiit a Town of good bigneſs, called /e 
Baſſe-Terrc, by the Engliſh Back:ftarr ; and a Col- 
lege cf Jefnits. The Houſes of Back ftarr are of 
Brick, Free-Stone, and Timber; well inhabited by 
Tradeſmen ard Merchants: But in a great meaſure 
deltroyed by an Earthquake, Aprz! 1690. the Earth 
opening in many places nine foot. The Engliſh have 
taken all this Iſland to themſelves, in this War, 
Frune and Fuly 1690; under the ' Command of 
'”* bs Codrington, Capt. Wright, and Sir Tim. Thorne 
ball. 

S.Clande, Fanum $:1. Claudii, a Town in the 
Franche Ccmpte in Burgundy, fortified : in the Bor- 
ders of /a Breſſe ; formerly called S: Oyen de Foux : 
it has a very celebrated Monaſtery ; five Leagues from 
Geneva to the Welt, three from the Rhoſne : from this 
Town the Mountain de Foux 1s ſometime called 
S. Claude. 

S. Clou, Fanum Santi Clodoaldi, a remarkable 
Town in the I//e of Frawce; on the Seyne, over which 
it has a Stone-Bridge ; and a magnificent Palace bes 
longing to the Dukes of Orleans. Tt ſtands upon an 
Hill two Leagues below Pars to the Weſt. Hen. III. 
King of France died in this Town, in 1589. of the 
Wounds he received from a Fryar. It has lately been 
honored with the Title of a Dukedom, which is an- 
nexed to the Biſhoprick of Pars. | 

S. Croce, S:auropols, an Inland City of Cara, 
in the Leſſer Aſia; which 1s an Archbiſhops See, who 
hasa very large Juriſdiction ; there being under him 
twenty ſeven Sutfragan Biſhops. | 

Santcta Crux, a Town upon the North Ceaſt of 
the Iſland of Cuba, in America. - 

Santta Cruz, a ſmall but ſtrong City in the King- 
dom of Suſa, upon the Atiantich Ocean ; built by the 
Portugueſe in 1536. but fince taken by the King of 
Suſa, under whom it is. It is alfo called Cap d' 4- 

Her. 

Santrta Cruz de 1a Sierra, a ſmall City in the 
Kingdom ot Peru ; a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop c+ /a Plata ; from which it itahds one hundred 
Spaniſh Leagnes to the Eaſt. | 

S. Davids, Merevia, a City and Biſhoprick in 
tle extreme corner of Pembrokeſhire, in Wales; upon 
the I-:ſh Ser; ard the Promontorium Oftaprtarum of 
the ancients, the ſame that is now called* S. Davids 
Head. Often heretofore ſpoiled and ruined by the 
Dawer, Norwegrans, and other Pyrates. The Cathe- 


. Oral now itanding was the work of Peter the 49th 
Piſhop of S. Davids in 1176. who dedicated it by 
the joynt names of S. Andrew and S. David * this lat- 
t-r perſon being the Founder of the See. For he, in 
te time of the Saxons fury, ander King Arthur, 
be'ng Archbiſhop of Caerleon upon UV5k, tranſlated 
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the Archiepiſcopal See of Caerleon to Meneto, the 
ancient name of this City, (whence the Biſhops ſtyie 
themſelves Epiſcops Menevenſes :) fo that Menew be- 
came an Archbiſhoprick ; and had ſeven Suffragans 
under it at S. Auguſtines coming into England : it 
afterward continued fo for twenty fix Succetlions: till 
Sampſon, an Archbiſhop of it, in the time of a plague 
transferred the Pall and Dignity to Dole in Breetany. 
Whereby his Succeſſors at S. Davids loſt their Name 
of Archbiſhops. Yet Bernard,B. of S. Davids,in 1115. 
was the fir{t that ſubmitted himſelf to the See of Car- 
terbury. This Dioceſe contains the whole Counties of 
Pembroke, Cardigan, Caermarthen, Radnor, Breck- 
nock ; with ſome ſmall parts of Monmouth, Hereford, 
Montgomery, and Glamorganſhires. 

D. Dizter, a firong Town in Champazne in 
France, upon the River Marne ; in the Borders of 
the Dukedom de /a Barr : fix Leagues from Bar le 
Duc to the North»Eaſt, and forty two from Pars: to 
the Eaſt.

S. Juan de Uiva, Fanum Santi fohannts de 
Uſa, a triangular Fort in a ſmall Ifland in the 
North Sea ; on the Coaſt of New Sparn, over againſt 
the Port of Vera Cruz ; erected by the Spaniards for 
1's ſecurity and defence. It ftands eighty Miles from 
Mexico to the Eaſt. Vera Cruz was at firlt called 
by this Name ; but the Spaniards changed it of latter 
years. 

©. Jves, a Market Town and Corporation in the 
County of Cornwall, in the Hundred of Penwith : 
having a Haven upon the 1rzſÞ Sea, and the Election 
of two Parliament Men. $ There tis a ſecond S. Tves 
in Huntingtonſhire, in the Hundred of H1rſtingron ; 
upon the River O»ſe, with a fair Stone Bridge over 
it ; which is a Market Town of good Antiquity. 
Said to have received this name from a holy Biſhop, 
Tvo, who laboured in the Converſion of the Sa- 
xo0ns about the year 600, and died here.

The Emperor Lewis the Debonnaire repair'd this 
Abbey in his time. 

DS. Malo, Maclovipolis, Aletha, Maclovia, Ma- 
ciopclis, Maclovium, a City. in Bretagne in France ; 
which is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Tou: s; ſeated in a ſmall Ifland called S. Aron, but 


very little removed from the Continent ; to which: it. 


is joined by a Bridge. It,grew up out of the-Ruins 
0: Aicths. Though its Circalt 1s not great, yet it 1s 
well peopled,. rich, ſtrong ;. and by reaſon of the 
g904nefs of the Haven much jrequented. It ſtands 


four Leagues from Dole to the South-Weſt, and four- 
teen from Rennes to the North. Fortified and 
well Garrifoned, in conſideration that its great im- 
portance renders it one of the Keys of the King- 
dom. Fames Cartier, the French Diſcoverer of Ca.

S. Mango, a Town in the 'Hither Principate, 
in the Kingdom of Naples in Italy : bearing the Ti- 
tle of a Principality. : 

D. Marco, Argentanum, Fanum Santti Marct, 
a ſmall City in the Kingdom of Nap/es, in the Hither 
Calabria ; which is a Bifhops See, under the Archbj- 
ſhop of Coſenza ; but exempt from his Juriſdiction. 
Tt ſtands ten Miles from the Tyrrhenztan Sea, and fix- 
teen from Coſenza to the North. $ There is a Town 
of this name in the Iſland of Szczly : the ſame with 
the Calafia of the Antients. 

S. Margarita, Gorgon, an Iſland of the Tyrrhe- 
11an Sea, under the Grand Duke of Tuſcany : betwixt 
the Province of Toſcana and the Iſland of Corſica. . 
Called alſo by the Iralzans La Gorgona. 

S. Marie, an Iſland in the AZrhiopich Ocean, 
towards the Bay of Anthongil and the Eaſtern Coaſt 
of the Iſland of Madagaſcar : at the dittance of two 
Leagues from the latter z where the French have 
planted ten or twelve Villages. It 1s eighteen Leagues 
in length, three in breadth ; fruitful in Rice, Sugar, 
Gums, Tobacco, Fruits, and Cattel : White Coral 
and Ambergreaſe are found here. The Climate con- 
tinually rainy. The Natives repute themſelves to be of 
the Line of Abraham ; calling the Iſland in their 
Language, The I/land of Abraham, 

Les Saintes Maries, Delphicum Tem- 
plum, a ſmall Town at the Mouth of the Rhoſne 
in Provence, in France : Honoured heretofore with 
a Temple built by the Marſesl[;zans, in honour of 
FApollo Delphicus : and faid to be the Place, where the 
Veſſel came ſafe a-ſhoar, with Lazarus, St. Mary 
Megdalen, Mary. the Mother of Fames, and others, 
which the Fews expoſed to Sea to the mercy of the 
Winds and Storms, without Sails or Oars. And that 
the Bodies of the St. Maries were found hidden here 
ur 1448. YU 

D. Maria di Lenca, a City and Biſhops See in! 
the Terra di Otranto in the Kingdom of Naples. 

Santa Maria, Pandataria, an Iſland in the Tyr- 
rhenian Sea ; upon the Coalt of Terra dz Lavoro (a 
Province of the Kingdom of Naples ) , thirty Miles 
from Puteols. It is ſmall, deſolate, and uncultiva- 
ted. Agrippma, the Mother of Calszula the Roman 
Emperor, was baniſhed into this wretched Place by 


| Tiberius the Emperor ; according to the Roman 


Cuſtom. 

D. Marta de Finis terre, Artabarum, a Pro- 
montory in Gallic:a, which 1s the moſt North-Weltern 
Cape of Spazn ;- called by the Spaniards, E! Cabo de 
Finis terre ;, by the French, Le Cap de Fine terre. 
It has the name of S. Mary alſo from a near Town,

S. Marino, Marinum, Mori Titanus, Fanum 
Sante Marie, Acer Mons, a City 'm the Dukedom 
of Urbino, in Romandiola ; ſcarce four Leapues from 
the River Riminz, twenty two: from-Peſaro to the 
Weſt, and five from S. Leo to the South-Eatt : 
which is the Capital of a ſmall Republick. ( Repubis- 
chertta, the-Italzans call it) of the ſame name: eſta- 
bliſhed in the year 600, and containing about fx 
thouſand People: who bought the Fortreſs of Per- 
naroſta in the year 1000; the: Caſtle .of Caſolo in 
1170; and in 1463. received four other Caſtles with 
the Town of P:agge by Donation, from Pope Pz1s IL. 
This City {tands.upon a-high Hill, well fortified ; un- 


ger 
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der the Government of two Military Officers, whom 
they change in every year twice. $ There 1s like- 
wife 111 the Montouan and the Modeneſe, in Italy, 
two Towns of this name ; each adorned with the 
Title of an FEarldem: a Fortreſs in the Pro- 
vince of Toſcana near Florence, and a little Principa- 
lity tm S. Peters Patrimony. S$ Not to omit the 
Iftand, S. Marino de Vaz, near the Cape of Good 
Flope, upon the Coaſt of Africa : fo called by the 
Portueneſe : an uninhabited Place, almoſt wholly 
covered with Mountains. Nor the Charriby Iflard 
in America ; which firſt the Spaniards poſletled, 
and was afterwards divided betwixt the French and 
Ontch. | | 

Santa Martha, Fanum Santte Marthe, a City 
in the Terra Firma, ( a Province of South America) 
on the Shoar of the North Sea ; which has an Haven, 
and a Caſtle in the Hands of the Spanzards : Allo a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of S. Fe de Bogota. 
It has been taken and plundered both by the Eng/:/f- 
2nd Hollanders;z and therefore not much peopled. 
Yet it is the capital City of S. Martha, a Province in 


Caſtile D'or in South America, of the ſame name.. 


The Province abounds in Oranges, Citrons, Pome- 


granates, Vines, Maze, Mines of Gold, Pretious 


Stones, &c. Partly under the Spaniards, and 
partly under a Race of unconquered Natives; 
who with Kings of their own make vigorous oppoſi- 
tion to the Spaniards. It hath ſome Mountains in it 
covered with Snow, though the Maritime Parts are 
hot. The City ftands with a large Port upon the 
North Sea ; honoured with the Relidence of the Go- 
vernour of the Province. In 1595. Sir Francs Drake 
ſet fire to it. In 1630. the General of the Dutch 
Weſt India Company took it : but the Spaniards 
ranſomed it again. The French have had their turns 
likewiſe of pillaging of this City. '$ The Mountain, 
Sterras Nevadas, in Caſtile D'or, patles alſo by this 
names 

Sancta Maura, Leucadia, Lencas, Neritum, an 
Iſland in the Jonzan Sea, on the Coaſt of Epirus ; 
to which it is joined by a Timber Bridge ; nine Miles 
trom Cephalonia. It has a City of the ſame Name; 
very ſtrong, ſeated on the Eait fide, in the middle 
of the Channel; where it is a League over. This 
Town 1s a mere Neſt of Pyrats : which though they 
live in the TurkiſÞb Territories, are yet by their own 
Matters perſecuted for this infamous Trade : the Baſſa 
of the Morea making a Voyage thither to burn their 


Galliots, as Mr. Wheeler acquaints us. There belongs 


ro it an Aquaduct, which now ſerves inſtead of a 
Bridge to thoſe that go on Foot to this Place. It is 
not at the top above a Yard broad, and about a Mile 
Jong; and fo very high, that if two ſhould meet upon 
it, their Liv2s would be endangered; there being no 
Stairs, and ſcarce room to paſs. This City has a- 
bout fix thouſand Inhabitants, Greeks , Chriſtians, 
and Turks, It 1s alſo a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
- biſhop of Lepanto. The Illand was under the State 
: of Venice, till Maromet IE. took 1t from them. In 
1634. the Venetzans under Morofins retook it; Tt 1s 
fruit ul in Corn, Oranges, Limons, and Almonds; 


Its Palturage very good ; and though about forty ' 


Miles in compaſs, yet iias it not above thirty poor 
Villages, inhabited by ſuch as Till the Ground, and 
Fiſh. So that the Biſhop has apparently a ſmall Re- 
venue. 

I, Paximtn, a Town of Provence, in the Dio- 
cele of 4ix; in which Charles II. King 'of France, 
in the thirteenth Century, founded a tamous Monaſte-

College in 1475. The common Opinion, as to 1ts 
antient Name, ſpeaks it to be Villa Lata. 


S. Wenehonld, Fanum Sant; Menehilats, + 
Town in Champagne, in the Territory of ' Argonne. 
(the Capital of which it is) upon the River Aiſne - 
nine Leagues from Chaalons to the Eaft, and the fanic 
diſtance from Virdun : it has a ſtrong Caſtle built 
on an Hill : taken twice within the compals of a tew 
years. - + 

S. Michael, the chief Town in Barbadoes, at the 
bottom of Carlile Bay, in the South part of the 
Iſland; which has an Harbour able to ſecure five hun- 
dred Veſſels at once. This Town is long, containing 
ſeveral Streets, and beautified by many well-built 
Houſes. Alfo very populous; being the-Seat of the 
Governour, (or his Deputy } and of the Courts of 
Juſtice for the whole Iſland ; the Scale of their Trade. 
where moſt of the Merchants and Factors have their 
Houſes and Store-Honſes ; from whence the Inhabi- 
tants are ſupplied with the Eng/iſh Commodities, by 


way of Exchange ; yet is the Town liable to be float- - 


ed by the Spring Tides, and by that means made un- 
healthful. For its defence it has two tftbtig Forts, 
with a Platform in the middle ; which Eommmand the 
Road, and are well ſtored with Cannon. ?*/ 

Mount S. Michel, Mons San&i Michaelis in 
periculo Maris, a Town built with great art upon 
an inacceſſible Rock in the Sea ; between Bretagne 
and Normandy ; whence came the firſt Inſtitution 
of the Knights of the Order of $. Michel. lt belongs 
to Normanay, and is ſeited at the Mouth of the River 
Lers; at a low Water it may be approached by 
Land 3 befides the Caſtle, it has an Abbey and a 
Church built by Aubere ( Biſhop of Auranches ) in 
706, in the Reign 'of Childebert, King of France.

S. Juan de Uiva, Fanum Santi Fohannis de 
Uva, a triangular Fort in a ſmall Ifland in the 
North Sea ; on the Coaſt of New Spazn, over againſt 
the Port of Vera Cruz ; erected by the Spaniards for 
1's ſecurity and defence. It ſtands eighty Miles from 
Mexico to the Eaſt. Vera Cruz was at firit called 
by this Name ; but the Spanzards changed it of latter 
years. 

©. Jves, a Market Town and Corporation 1n the 
County of Cornwall, in the Hundred of Penwith : 
having a Haven upon the IrzſÞ Sea, and the Election 
of two Parliament Men. $ There 1s a fecond S. Ives 
in Huntimgtonſhire, in the Hundred of H1ur/timgton ; 
upon the River Orſe, with a fair Stone Bridge over 
it 3 which is a Market Town of good Antiquity. 
Said to have received this name from a holy Biſhop, 
Too, who laboured in the Converſion of the Sa- 
x0ns about the year 600, and died here.

D. Marte, an Iſland in the /Zrhropickh Ocean, 
towards the Bay of Anthongil and the Eaſtern Coaſt 
of the Iſland of Madagaſcar : at the dittance of two 
Leagues from the latter z where the French have 
planted ten or twelve Villages. It 1s eighteen Leagues 
in length, three in breadth ; fruitful 1 Rice, Sugar, 
Gums, Tobacco, Fruits, and Cattel : White Coral 
and Ambergreaſe are found here. The Climate con- 
tinually rainy.

That old City being ruined by the Sclavo- 
ntans, lies now in its Ruins ; near which the Verne. 
tians have built a Caſtle, at the Mouth of a River, 
both of the ſame Name; five Miles from Spa/artro to 
the North.This Caftle is in the Hands of the Venetians,

Salſeg, or Sauſſes, Salſale, a ſtrong Caſtle in 
the County of Roufillon ; built on an Hill by a Lake 
of the ſame Name, ih the Borders of Langnedc : four 
Leagues from Perpignan to the North, and two from 
the Mediterranean Sea Weſt. This Caſtle was built 
by the Spaniards againſt the Inroads of the Caſtle of 
Lencate ; but taken by the French in 1640, and con- 
firm'd to them by the Treaty of the Pyrenees. The 
derivation of its name is taken from the Salt-Springs 
near it. | 

Saltfleet, a Market Town in Lincolnſhire, in the 
Hundred of Loutheaske, upon the Sea: much fre- 
quented in the Summer Seaſon for its good Fiſh. 

Salwarp, a River in Forceſterſhire, falling into 
the Severn. Droitwich and Bromeſarove ſtand upon 
the Banks of 1t. 

Saltzburg, Zuvavia, Saluburgum, Pedicum, Ha. 
driana, a great City in the Circle of Bavaria in Ger- 
many ; Which 1s an Archbiſhops See, upon the Ri- 
ver Saltzor ; and has a very ftrong Caſtle, built 
on an advanced ground, under the Dominion of its 
own Archbiſhop ; together with a very large Terri- 
tory called the Biſhoprick of Salzburg. This City 
ſtands nineteen Miles from Inſpruck to the North- 
Eaſt, ſeventeen from Munchen to the Eaſt, and thir- 
teen from 1iſtade to the South. Hiſtorians do ge- 
nerally believe, that it was at firſt the Capital of No- 
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ricum ; 1n which the- ancient. Geographers place it. 
Made an Archbiſhops See,” in the year'798, in the 
times of Charles the Great ;' having before: .been a 
Biſhop's See, in the fifth Century : but the Gorhs ſack- 
ing the City, and deſtroying. the Chriſt:ans, the ſuc- 
cetfion to that See ſuffered-an interruption nigh two 
Ages. It was alſo for ſometime an Imperial and Free 
City, but fince exempted. In 1195. the Emperour 
Henry VI. reduced it into aſhes : but being 
reedified, it carries 'the name at preſent one of the 
belt - and ſtrongeſt Cities in Germany. Made lately 
an Univerſity too; by an Archbiſhop of- it, -under the 
Regency 'of the Benedi&ines ; and adorned with a 
new Cathedral, in' 1628. which paſſes for one of the 
motit magnificent Piles in 'Chriſtendom. » . - 

The Archbiſhoprick of Saltzburg, Salsburgen/is 
Dztzo, 1s a Provincein the Circle of Bavaria: in Ger- 
many ;. between Carinthia and Stiria to-i the Eaſt, 
the lower Bavaria, arid the Earldom of.

It takes its 
Name from Saluzzo, Salutie, the principal Town : 
which ever ſince the year 1511, has been a Biſhop's 
See under the Archbiſhop of Turin. - It ſtands upon 
an Hill at the Foot of the Alpes; about one Mile 
from the Po, ten from:Foſſano to the Weſt, and twen- 
ty four from Turin to the South ; ſecured by a ſtrong 
Caſtle, and adorned with a moſt magnificent Cathedral. 
This City was anciently called Auguſta Vagiennorum. 

 Samachonitis, or Semechonztzis, the Lake of Me- 
707 : made by the River Fordan in Paleſtine, on the 
North of the Sea of Galilee. About: fixty Greek 
Stadia 1n length, and thirty in breadth. In the Winter, 
ſwelled with the Snow from the Mountain Z:ibanus. 

Damandzta. See Spenderobi. 

Samarchand, Samarchanda, Marchanda, a vaſt 
City in the 4fiatick Tartary ; one hundred Miles be- 
yond the River Ox ; the Capital of that Kingdom, 
and the Royal City -of that great Prince-Tamberlazne, 
who ſtiled himſelf Flagel/um Dez,the Scourge of God : 
who about the year 1402, took Bajazet the Emperor 
of the Turks his Priſoner, and died in the year 1406. 
This Prince beſtowed his utmoſt care in adorninsg, 
beautifying, and enlarging this City : built in it a very 
ſtrong Caſtle, and inſtituted an Univerſity. But 

in what ſtate it now 1s, 1s not eafily known, ' 

Samarta, a City of Paleſtine, mentioned by Pro- 
lemy and Strabo, as well as by the Sacred Writers. It 
was ſeated upon a Mountain in the Tribeof Ephraim 
built by Ori King of Iſrael, as is recorded 1 K7n2s 
16, (about the year of the World 3112, or as others 
Aaa 3019.) 
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3519.) and becoming from theneeforward the Royal 
City 'of that Kingdom, it became one of the greateſt, 
ſtrongeſt, and moſt populous, as well as moſt beauti- 
ful Cities of the Eaſt. Benhadad, King of Syria, be- 
fieg'd it firſt, about 3146. with a vaſt Army 3. and 
reduced it to great Extremities: it-was then dehvered- 
by a Miracle. Sa/manazar, King of Aſſyria, was the next 
that attempted it, and took 1t 'after a Siege of three 
years in 3314 He carried the I/raelires into Captivi- 
ty, and'peopled it with a new Colony , compoſed of 
divers Nations and Religions ; who were the.impla- 
cable Enemies of the Fewiſh Nation ; eſpecially after 
the building of a Temple in Sameria ( after the man+s 
ner of that of Jeruſalem )- about the times of Nehe- 
miah, by one of the Sons of Fozda the High Prieſt 5 
who had married a Daughter: of Senballat ( the Ho- 
ronite, Governour of Samaria under. Darius King of 
Perſia), for whom his Father-in-law built a Temple 
on Mount” Geri:zim. | Hyrcanius the High Prieſt -of 
the Fews: about the year of the World 3941. :took, 
and intirely ruined this City ; -which lay deſolate, titl 
Herod the Great rebuilt it about 4033. and called it 
SeCa54, in Honour of Auguſtus: The Temple of 
Samaria'was ſtanding in our Saviour's time, as appears 
in S, Fohn's Goſpel : after -our Saviour's Paſſion, this 
City received the Chriſtian Faith, by the Preaching of 
Philip the Evangeliſt, about the year of Chriſt 35. 
Simon the Father of Hereſie , was one of theſe new 
Converts, and the Founder of: the Gnoſtzcks. About 
42. Herod Agrippa obtained this City as an Addition 
to his Kingdom trom Caligula. 'In the firſt ruin of 
the Fewiſh Nation, ( under Veſpafian ) this Nation 
and City had no great ſhare of the Calamity ; becauſe 
I ſuppoſe, they fided with the Romans in this. firlt 
Revolution againſt the Ferws. | But 1n the ſecond, un- 
der Adrian the Emperour, they acted otherwiſe; and 
about the year of Chriſt 135. were, together with the 
Fews, extirpated by the Arms.of that Prince. - This 
City has ever ſince lain buried in its Ruins ; though 
there are ſome few remainders of the Samaritan Na- 
tion to this day in Paleſizne and Grand Carro, where 
they keep their Synagogues and their ancient Sacri- 
fices : Eſpecially at Szchem, now called Naplouſe , in 
Paleſtine ; (the reſidence of ther High Prieſt, who 
pretends to be of the Race of Aaron.) But tollowing 
Laws and Rites, different from thoſe of the Penta- 
zeuch, they. have nevertheleſs the eſteem of He- 
retichks amongſt the Fews. The Samaritans of 
Mount Geriz:m were mortal enemies to the ancient 
Chriſtians there, till the Emperour 7»/tinian took 
and burnt their King Ful:an, and curbed them trom 
time to time by very ſevere Edicts. See Ger:Ta#T 
It ſtood thirty five Miles from Feruſalem to-the 
North. Long. 66. 40. Lat. 31. 30. or as Mr. Fuller 
ſaith, Long. 69. 10. Lat. 32. 30. 

Sambales, the little Iſlands near the Peninſula 
of Fucatan in New Spain, in America; where good 
Amber-Greeſe is fiſhed up with great dexterity by 
the Inatans. 

Sambas, Sambaſum, a City on the North fide of 
the Iſland of Borneo in the Eaſt-Ind:es, which has an 
Harbour upon the Ocean ; though it lies thirty Miles 
from the Shoar up into the Land. 

Sambta, a Trovince of Pruſſia, called by the Poles 
S3zamiandt ; one of thoſe twelve Counties , into 
which Pruſſia was divided by Venodotius ( one of its 
Princes) in 733- $ Alſo a Biſhops See under the Arch- 
biſhop ot G-wſna, whoſe Seat was at Conmgſperg ; 
but nw united with the Biſhoprick of Ermeland or 
Warmerland. It lies between the Bay of Curland to 
the North, the River Prege! to the South; and was a 
part of the Circle of Natzngen ; now under the Duke 


of Brandenburg. 
Sambze, Sabis, Saba, a River of the Low-Com- 
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tries; which atiſeth in Picardy; and ſoon after eqs 
tring Haimault, divides it ; watring Landrecy, Ber/g- 
ont, and Maubeuge. It paſſeth by Charleroy to 
Namur, the Capital of the Province ; and there falls 
_ the Maes. - 

-,Damnnites, an ancient and powerful people of 
Tealy : who inhabited the + np Hag now bon af In 
the Terra di Lavoro, the Capitanata, the Abruzzo, 
the Dukedom of Benevento, &c. and made War with 
the Romans a long time before they could be entirely

- Damo, Samos, Parthenia, Cypariſſa, an Iſland be- 
longing to the. Leſſer A/ia , in the Jonzan Sea, near 
Jonza ; as being but five Miles from the neareſt Shoar 
of Epheſus, and fixty from Chins, (now $10 ) to the 
South. It is about cighty in compaſs. It has a City 
on the Eaſt fide , which is a Biſhops See under the 
Archbiſhop of Epheſus ; ſo poor, that it will ſcarce 
find its Biſhop Bread : yet is this Iſland ſo fruitful, that: 
almoſt nothing: can be planted; which the Earth will 
not bring to-maturity. The Wines, of it are excee- 
ding- pleaſant 3 but for want of a Trade and encou- 
ragement, the Inhabitants plant: little more than they 
uſe. The Inhabitants were ſo powerful in ancient 
times, that they managed a proſperous War againſt 
the Epheſians.; and afterwards againſt the Athenians 
and Myleſians, about the year of Rome 313. and the 
eighty fourth O/ympiad : till Pericles about the year 
of the World 3510. reduced them. Upon his depar- 
tare, they reatlumed their Liberty ; and forced him 
to beſiege their City nine Months before he could take 
it ; to invent the Battering Ram , and ſeveral other 
Engines for that purpoſe 3 and even after this, they 
ſuſtained ſonie other Wars. Their greateſt Glory was 
Pythagoras,the Father of Philoſophy. Zuno was their 
principal Patroneſs and Goddefs,in whoſe honour there 
was a famous Temple erected by them. This Iſland 
once ſo powerful, rich and populous, 15 by the Turks 
( who are Maſters of it ) reduced to that mean and 
depopulated condition, that a few. Pyrates dare land and 
plunder it -as they pleaſe. So that ever ſince 1676. 
no Tirk durſt venture to live upon it, leſt he ſhould 
be carried into Captivity by theſe Rovers; as four of 
them were then by Monſieur Crevellier, a famous 
Privateer. 4 

Samogithia , .a Province. of the Kingdom of Po- 
land ; called by the Inhabitants Damodzka-Sem- 
bla ; by the Poles Daimudska-Siemta; by the Ger- 
mans Samaiten, by the French Damogitic. It is 
a very large Province; bounded on the North by 
Curland, on the Eaſt by Lithuania, on the South by 
Pruſſia Ducalis , and on the Welt by the Balrick 
Sea ; its length from Eaſt to Welt is thirty five Ger- 
man Miies, but not of equal breadth. The principal 
Towns in it are Midntkp \ or Womte), Kowno 
and Roſſienie ; which laſt, is the Capital of this Fro- 
vince. It was anciently divided into twelve Coun- 
ties, now into.three ; and overſpread with dark thick 
Woods, Yet it is a Biſhoprick under the Archbiſhop 
of Gneſna, the Biſhop having his Relidenceat Womze ; 
and this Province 1s very often included in Lithu- 
ania largely taken ; the Fortunes of which it has al- 
ways followed. 

Samoiede.,, or Samoyedes, Samoieda, a Pro- 
vince in the North-Eaſt of Muſcovy, upon the Frozen 
Sea 3 lying on both ſides of the River O66, which is 
ſubject to the C5ars ; but in ſuch manner, that the 
Pcople are almoit free. - This 1s a part of the Ancient 
Scythia or Sarmatia ; and had this Name given them 
by the Ryſs, which ſignifies Delf-Eaters : it being 
their Cuſtom to eat Mans Fleſh, even that of their 
neareſt Relations, ( mixed with Veniſon ) to this day.

tion :; their Cabbins-or Huts are built one half m—

five Miles from Cervia to the Welt. | 

Sauldze, Sodera, a River of France, mentioned 
by Yenantins Fortunatus ; which ariſeth in Berry, 
and flowing through Sologne and Blasſoxs, ( four 
Leagues beneath Romorentn ) falls into the Cher. 

Sault, Saltus, a Caſtle and a County in France. 
The Cattle is ſeated in the Borders of the Dauphine 
and Vendoſmois; ſeven Leagues from Carpentras to 
the Eaſt, and four from Apte in Provence' to the 
North ; - from this Caſtle the adjacent Country 1s 
called the Comte de Sault. 

Saumont, Salnas Mons, a Town in the Dioceſe 
of Parss in France. | 

Saumur, Salmurium, a City of France, which 
has been called Truncum : it is ſeated in Anjou upon 
the River Loyre, over which it has a long Stone 
Bridge ; eight Leagues from Angiers to the Eaſt. 
The Tuede a ſmall River falls near it into the Loyre. 
It is a pleaſant City upon an Hill ; having a ſtrong 
Caſtle, and not built above {x hundred years fince. 
This, whilſt the Proteſtant Religion was ſuffered in 
France, was imployed by them as an Univerſity. The 
Oratorians have now a College at it.

Davoy, Allobroges, Sapandia, Sabaudia, a cele- 
brated Sovereign Dukedom in Europe; called by the 
Natives Savoy, by the Germans Saffoy, by the Spa- 
miards Saboya. It was of old a part of Gallia Nar- 
bonenſis ; and the North part of the Country potleſ. 
ſed by the Allcbroges : on the North bounded by Val- 
lais, Cor Wallifſerlandt ), Switzerland, and Gex ; on 
the Welt by Beugey, : ſeparated from it by the R/oſne ; 
on the South by Dauphine ; on the Eaſt by Pr1e-{mont 
and the Dukedom of Mzlan ; a part of it reaching be- 
yond the A/pes. The whole is covered by vaſt high 
Hills and Mountains : and as it is thereby made health- 
ful, ſo it is generally barren ; the Valleys excepted. 
There are ſome Mines in it, and a great deal of game, 
Divided ordinarily into {ix parts 3 viz. Savoy properly 
ſo called, Genevous, Maurienne, Tarantaiſe, F ofſigni ; 
and Chablay. The Inhabitants are dull of apprchen- 
fion, and no great Soldiers : the chief. City, Geneva, 
1s a Free State : the beſt under the Duke of Savoy is 
Chambery or Cameraci. The Conquelt of this Coun- 
try for the Romans was begun by Cn. Domitins Ahe- 
nobarbus, in the Year of Rome 631 : one hundred 
and nineteen Years before the Birth of our Saviour. 

Nero firſt made it a Roman Province. At the fall of 
the Roman Empire, it became a part of the Kingdom 
of Burgundy ; and under Rodo/ph the laſt King was 
united to Germany. In the year 999, Berald of S4- 
xony fled hither and ſettled ; whoſe Son (Humbert ) 
was by Conradus Salicus made Earl of Maurence, a 
Town in this Country, in the year i<27. From this 

beginning by Conqueſts and Marriages, this Family 
became fo conſiderable, that Ssg:z/mond the Emperour 

Created Amadee (the eighth in the Line,) Duke of 

Savoy, in the year 1397. (or as others, in the year 
1416.) Vitor Amadee Il. (the preſent Duke of Sa- 

voy ) ſucceeded Charles Emanuel his Father, in the 

year 1675 : being then a Child of nine years of Age ; 
the thirtieth in this Line, and of the Roman Catholick 

Religion ; his uſual Reſidence is at Turin in Pied- 

mont : where he declared War againſt France Fun. 4. 
1690; in Conjunction with the Confederate Princes. 

But has ſince loſt a conſiderable part of his Domi- 

nions.

Sax-mundeſham, a Market Town in the County 


. of Suffolk.in the Hundred of Plumeſgate : upon a ſmall 


River, not far from the Sea. 
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Saxony, Saxonta, by the Germans called Sachſen, 
in the ſeveral Ages that are paſt fince the Roman Em- 
pire, has had very different Bounds : but the Brevity of 
this Work will admit only of its preſerit State. To 

take it in its largeſt Acceptation, it contains two of 
the Circles of the” German Empire; called the Upper 
and the Lower Circles of Saxony : the Lower Saxony 
contains the: Dukedoms of Brunſwick, Luncburg, 
Magdeburg, - Breme, Meckenburg, Holſatia and 
Lauenburg ; the Principalities of Ferden, and Halber- 
tad, and the Biſhoprick of H:/defferm: which Coun- 
tries lie between Meſtphalia to the Weſt, the Upper 
Saxony to the Eaſt and South, and Futland and the 
Baltick Sea to the 'North ; all deſcribed in their pro- 
per Places. The Upper Circle of Saxony contains the 
Marquifate of Brandenburg, Pomerama, Thuringa, 
Miſnia, the Dukedom of Saxony properly ſo called, 
the Principality of Anhaul: * Bounded on the Eaſt by 
Luſatia and Poland ; on the North by the Baltich 
Sea ; on the Weſt by the Lower Saxony; and on 
the South by Franconia and Bobemia. The Electo- 
rate of Saxony is a Province of Germany, in the Vp- 
per Circle of Saxony: bounded on the Eaft by Lu- 
fatia ; on the North by the Marquiſate of Branden- 
burg, and the Principality of Anhazlt ; on the Welt 
by the Dukedoms of Brunſwick and Haſſia, and on 
the South by Franconia and Bohemia. The principal 
Town of it is Witteburg. This Electoral Prince has 
the Gxth Place amongſt the Electors, and his Refi- 
dence at Dreſden. In the year 1652. John George I. 
Eletor of :$axony, divided this Duchy between his 
four Sons. The Ancient Inhabitants were the Lem- 
bards : As theſe and the Franks-went South upon their 
Conqueſts made in the Roman Empire, ſo the Saxons 
followed them ; ind took Poſſefſion of their Ancient 
Seats as far as the Rhine. They were with great dit- 
ficulty Conquered by Charles the Great, about the 
year 785. after thirty years of War with them. 1/ites- 
kindus their laſt King being made by Charles the 
Great the firſt Duke of Saxony, upon his embracing 
the Chriſtian Faith. From him are deſcended all the 
Kings of France, fince Hugh Capet ; the Kings of 
Denmark, of the Houſe of Oldenburg ; the Dukes of 
Burgundy and Savoy ; the Marqueſles of Montzsferar, 
and many other Noble and Illuſtrious Families of letfer 
Note; ſo that this Perſon ſeems to have inherited 4- 
braham's Blefling as to this. This Dukedom is till 
in the ſame Family : tho there was an Interruption of 
two hundred years, beginning in the year 1180. and 
ending in the year 1423. To this Illuſtrious Houſe, 
Germany in a great degree owes the Reformation ; 
which begun by Luther here but for Fohn Frederick 
(the thirtieth Duke) had been {lifled in its Riſe. Fohn 
George III. the preſent Elector is the thirty ſeventh 
Duke from Wittikindus : and the twelfth fince the 
Reſtitution of the Line. The Richeſt as well as the 
moſt Ancient of the Princes in the Electoral College 
next the Emperor. He alfo is by Birth-Right Great- 
Marſhal or Gentleman of the Horſe in the Empire ; 
and by Religion of the 4ugſtane Contefſion. The 
principal Branches of the Houſe of Saxony, are thoſe 
of Saxe-Hall, Saxe-Mersbourg, Saxe-Naumburg, 
Saxe-Weymar , Saxe-Eyſenach , and Saxe-Gotha. 
The Saron-Yeptarchy. The ancient Brzttams 
under Yortiger, in their Wars with the Pz&s and Scors, 
calling unto their afliſtance: (after the Roman Forces 
were totally withdrawn) the Saxons and Angles out 
of Germary about the year 428, or as others 449 : 
Theſe Sax:ns under Heng:ſt, their General, not only 
completed the Work they came tor by chating away 
the Northern Invaders ; but made themſelves in time 
Maſters of the Country of the Britains too ; f{up- 
preſſing the names of the Provinces and People that 
had been betore aſſigned by the Romans, and dividing 


their own Conqueſts into the ſeven Kingdoms of Kent, 
the South Saxons, Weſt Saxons, Eaſt Saxons, Eaſt 
Angles, Mercia and Northumberland. The firlt of 
winch, Kent, was ſet up by Hengiſt in 455. contain- 
ing the County of Kent. That of the Sonth Saxons 
contained Suſſex and Surrey ; and began in the Perſon 
of Ella, who arrived in Britain a little before the 
death of Hengiſt in 488. The Kingdom of the We? 
Saxons took in Cornwal, Devonſhire, Somerſerſhire, 
Dorſetſhire, Wiltſhire, Berksbire, and Hampſhire : 
commencing about the year ' 519. in the Perſon of 
K. Cerdicus, The Kingdom of the Eaſt Saxons ad- 
yanced next, about the year 527. under K Erchen- 
weme ; taking in Middleſex, . Eſſex, and part of Hart- 
fordſhire. Towards 547, Ida, Governour of Nor- 
thumberland under the King of Kent, ſet up for him- 
ſelf; and extended his Kingdom over Yorkshire, Lan- 
caſhire, Durham, Weſtmorland, Cumberland, and 
Northumberland ; with the Southern parts of Scor- 
land, as far as to Edinbwgh. ' About 575. 'Uffz, 
King of the Eaſt-Angles, eitabliſhed a Kingdom in 
Norfolk, Suffolk,, and Cambridgſhire. And laſtly 
towards 580. began the great and inland Kingdom of 
Mercia, under K. Cridda, 'whoſe extent is already ex- 
preſſed under the word Mercia. This Heptarchy by 
the ſuccetſes of Egbere the 18th. King of the Weſt 
Saxons, (who had followed abroad the Wars of Charles 
the Great, and began his Reign about the year 801, 
united in one Monarchy under him, by the year 819. 
Whereupon the name of Heptarchy was ſupprefled ; 
and K, Ezbert by a ſpecial Edict,with the concurrence 
of the ſtates of the whole -Realm convened at -n:- 
cheſter in $19, ordained, that the Kingdom and 
Country ſhould be called Anglelond or Englelond, 
(whence England)by reaſon himlcif was deſcended from 
the Angles : So Egbert was the firſt King of England. 

Scafato, the lower part of the River Sarno in 
Italy. 

Scagen, Scagenſe Promontorium, the moſt Nor. 
thera Cape of Futland in fifty eight degrees of Lati- 
tude over againſt Gorrenburg in Sweden ; ten Daniſh 
Miles from Alberg to the North-Eaſt, and from Gor- 
tenburg to the Weſt. There is a Village near this Cape 
called Skune. 

Scala, Scalrs, a City in the Kingdom of Naples, 
in the Hither Principato ; which is a Biſhop's See un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Amalfz ; but this Biſhoprick is 
united for ever to that of Ravello, from which it ſtands 
one Mile, and two from Amalf; : it is very ſmall and 
has not above one hundred and fifty Houſes ; ſtanding 
on an Hill at the Foot of Mount Cama ; and hereto- 
fore from that called Cama. 

Scala Marmozea, Amycli, Daphne, a Port of 
Birhyna in the Leſſer Afia ; upon the Thracian Byſ- 
phorus or Streights of Conſtantinople, beyond Chal- 
cedon to the North : now alſo fometimes called La- 
mia. 

Scalambzt, or Scaramzis, Caucana, a ruin'd City 
and Port on the South. of Sicily; near Cape Paſſare, 
the moſt Eattern Point, 

Scalona, 4ſcalon, a City in the Holy Land, on the 
Mediterranean Sea; between Azotus to the North, 
and Gaza to the South eighteen Miles. It was one 
of the Regal Cities of the Phil:ſtines : after this it was 
a Biſhop's See, under the Patriarch of Feruſalem : 
now reduced to a poor Village, and a few Cottages, as 
Leunclavius faith : and the See is united to that of 
Bethleem. 

Scamand2o, Scamander, a ſmall River in Phry- 
214 in the Leſſer Afia; mentioned by Homer. It falls 
into the Archipelago near Cape Zaniſary ; at the very 
entrance of the Hel/cſpant, North of the New Dar- 
danells. The River ariſeth out of Mount 14a, and has 
but a ſhort Courſe. ;

the Sea waſhes og all ſides but the Welt,” where the 
paſſage is narrow , yet hath a ſtrong Wall to ſe- 
cure it. This Rock upon the -top of it preſents us 
with a fair Plain. of fixty Acres of gronnd, a Caſtle 
Royal garriſoned, and a Spring of | freſh Water.

cardo, Scardona, a City aſcribed by Ptolemy to 
Liburnia, (now ,in Dalmatia : ) and a Biſhop's See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Spaiatoy ever (ice 1120 : 
called by the Sclavonians Scardin. It is now but 
fmall ; lies upon the Adriatich Sea, near the Lake of 
Prochlian, at the Mouth of the Rwer T:tzws ; and has 
a ſmall Caſtle on an Hill, in the Hands of the Twrks. 
This Place was taken by the Venerians, and rumed 
in the year 1570. Aﬀter this, the Turks repoſſeſſed 
it, and were re-expeled by the FYenetians in 1647. 
In 1683. the Morlaques of Croatia drove the 
Furks away from it 2nd garriſoned it. Baudrand 
placeth it thirty five Miles from Zan to the Eaſt,and 
nine from Sihenzco tothe North : and {ſaith the Vene- 
7:ans bought it of the F/ayvode of Boſ11za, in the year 
1411- fo? five thouſand Duckats of Gold. 

Scardonta, an Ifland of Dalmatia, mentioned in 
the Writings of the ancients: but now unknown.

Scenitz, ſee the Bedovins of Arabia. . E 
Schaffhauſen, Probatopolis, Scapiuſia, Sehaftſia, 
a City of Switzerland ; called by the French. Schaf- 
houſe ; the Capital of one of the Canrons. It: ſtands 
upon the Rhine four Miles beneath Conſtance to the 
Weft, two beneath the Lake of Zel, (or das Zeller 
ſee, as the Germans call it) ſix from Baſil, and four 
from Zurich to the North. This is a new City, and 
took its Riſe from an Abbey of Bened:itms ; built 
here by Eberhard Count of Ne/lenburg, in the Reign 
of the Emperour Henry III. about 1052. About i 090. 
here was alfo a Nannery built. The abbats and the 
City riot agreeing, it was made an Imperial and Free 
City. Sold by Les of Bavaria to Fredersch Duke 
of Auſtria, about 1330. It continued under that 
Hoſe eighty five years. In 1351. the Inhabitants of 
this City belieged Zurich, though againſt their Wills: 
in 1372. it was almoft deſtroyed by. Fire. Fobn Duke 
of Auſtria being proſcribed for withdrawing Pope 
Fohn XXI.. from the Council of Conſtance, during 
the War which enſued, this City returned to the Em- 
pire; and by their Money obtained. great Privileges 
from the Emperor. The better to an thefe Ltbers 
ties, in 1424. it - joined in the League with Xwrich 
and S. Gall: and in 1454+ renewed this League with 
theſe, and took in the other Cartons, In 1501. they 
join'd in the perpetual League.

The principal Town in it is of the ſame Name : taken 
and burnt by the Engliſh the Seventh of Auguſt 1666. 
together with one hundred and fifty Sail of Ships, 
moſt of them richly laden: the Town is by ſome cal- 
led Bandaris, and ſaid to confiſt of one thouſand 
Houſes. That Squadron of Ships which performed 
this Action , was Commanded by Sir Robert 
Helmes. : 

Schelde, Sca/dx, one of the moſt noted Rivers 
in the Low Countries; mentioned by Ceſar, Pliny 
and others of the Ancients. Called by the Hollanders 
the Schelde ; by the French. *— io and by the 
Spaniſh Schelda. This River ariſeth in Picardy in 
Permanidos near Chaſtelet ; four French Miles bow 
S. Quintin to the North-Weſt ; and flowing North, 
It watereth Cambray ; then entering Hainault, it paſ- 
ſeth on the Eaſt of Bouchain to Valencienne ; and 
being augmented by many leſſer Streams, becomes 
there firſt Navigable by Boats: then taking in the 
Huiſne above Conde from the Weſt, and the Scarpe 
beneath S. Amand, it divides Tornay (or Dornich ) 
and Oudenaerde ; and haſteth to Gant, where it 1s 
augmented by the Lys : hither alſo the Tides of the 
Ocean reach: from hence it goes to Dendermonde, 
where it takes in the Dendre, and a little lower the 
Rupele ; and ſepafating Brabant from Flanders, it 
waſheth the Walls of Antwerp; and forms for it a 
noble, large, and ſafe Harbour : three German Miles 
lower, it divides into two vaſt Branches at S. YVillzer : 
That to the South ſeparating Flanders from Zeeland 
by Ulſſing falls into the Ocean, being here called the 
Honte : The other parting the [ſlands of Xeeland,falls 
into the Ocean between Walcheren to the South, and 
Schouen to the North; retaining its firſt name to its 
fall. 

Schening, a Town in the Province of Sourh Goth- 
land in Sweden: in which a Council was held in 1247. 
by a Legate from the Pope. 

Schenken-ſchans, Schker}:, or the Fort of Schenh., 
Munimentum Schenchsi, a \trong Fort in the Duke- 
dom of Cleve, in the Borders of Guelderland ; in a 
ſmall Diſtrict call'd S' Gravenrwert, (where the Rhzne 
divides it felf into two Branches,and the Wael begins ;) 
one German Mile from Emmerich to the Weſt, and 
from Cleve to the North : which has this name from 
the Builder of it, Mart: Schenkius. It was taken 
from the Hollanders, in 1635. by the Spamiards : 
they retook it the next year, after a Siege of eleven 
months. In 1672. it was taken by the French in 
two days. In 1674. it was conſigned to the Duke 
of Brandenburg, and in 1679. by him Mortgaged 
to the United Provinces, who are now Malters 
of jt- 

Schesburg, Sandava, a City in Tranſylvania, up- 
on the River Cochel; between Cl/anſexburg to the Eatt 
and Cronſtad to the Welt. The Inhabitants call it Se- 

eſwar ; the Germans Schesburg. 

Schetland, Armoda, Amoda, Amode, Schetlan- 
dia, an Iſland or knot of ſmall Iſlands lying to the 
North-Eaſt of the Orcades ; over againſt Bergen in 
Norway ; but at a conſiderable diſtance from it . un- 
der the King of Scotland : by Mr. Cambden ſuppoled 
to be the Thule of the Ancients : theſe Iſlands are al- 
ſo call'd Hetland, and lie fixty nine Miles beyond the 
Orcades. 

Schtampua, the ſame with Chiampana. 
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. Schtatti, one of the Iflands of the Archipelags, 
eparated trom the Cape Magneſia (now Verlichi) in 
Macedonia, by a Channel not above a League over : 
It is furniſhed with ſeveral ſafe Harbours, which give 
the Chriſtian Corſarres too much encouragement to 
infeſt it. The Principal of them js *Ay@- T*6e349- 
or S. George, Which is attended with a Town o: the 
ſame name, ſhowing the ruines of a ſplendid Place in 
anclent times, | | . 

Schiavoni, Sclavi, the Sclaves or Sclavonians, 
which Inhabit Dalmatia 5 from them called Schiame- 
nia. 

- Schiras, of Scherazz, Schiraſium, a great City in 
the Kingdom of Perſia, in the Province of Fars (ar 
Perſia properly ſo called) upon the River Bendinur ; 
two hundred Miles from Ormus to the North, two 
hundred and fifty from H:ſpahan to the South. This 
City ſprung out of the ruins of Perſepolis, about nine 
Miles in compaſs ; the Country about it producing 
excellent Wine. It is largely deſcribed by Monſieur 
Thevenot in his Travels, Part. IT. pag. 124. He faith 
it 1s the Capital of Perſia; ſeated in a pleafant and 
fertil Plain extending from North to Sonth ; and in- 
compaſied with lovely Cypreſs Trees and Gardens : 
the City is but two hours walk, has no Walls, nor any 
other defence but a feurvy Dike. It has a' College in 
which Theology; Philoſophy, and Phyfick are taught ; 
and about five hundred Students. Lat. 29.. 4o. 
Mr. Herbert ſaith, the Plain it ftands in, is twen- 


'ty Miles long, and fix broad ; encompaſſed with 


great Hills; under one of which this City is placed: 
And others tell us, it hath a hundred thoufand houſes : 
believing it may be the Maraſium of the Ancients.

Schleſien, the ſame with Sz/e/7. 

Schleſtadt, Seleſtadium, a' City of Germany in 
the Lower Alſatia, upon the River 1//; in the Terri- 
tory of Hagenaw ; four German Miles from Briſach 
to the South-Weſt, a little further from Colmar to 
the North, and the ſame diſtance from S:rasburgh. 
Heretofore an Imperial and Free-City ; but now un- 
der the French by the Weſtphalian Freaty ; who in 
1673. diſmantled it ; and two years after began'to re- 
fortifie it : it is now a very ſtrong place. | 

Schenberg, a Part of the Carpathian Hills ; the 
ſame with that. which Latin Writers call Cetzas ; and 
the Germans Kalenberg, Dewsberg, and Heritzberg ; 
varying its name .in the different Countries it paſlſeth 
through. p 

Schiro, Scyros, an Iſland in the Archipelago ; cal- 
led by the Greeks, Schiros ; by the Italians, Schiro ; 
by the French, Squire, It 1s eighty Miles in Circuit, 
fruitful and populous : forty from Negropont to the 
North, and ſeventy from Macedonza to the Eaſt; Weſt 
of Scio. It has a ſmall City called Skrro ; which is a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Athens, and 
four other fmall Villages. The City has a Port to the 
South-Welt ; in ſubjection to the Turks. Called alſo, 
San Georgio ds Scaro. 

Schonen, Sconia, Scania, a Province of Sweden ; 
called by the Inhabitants Schaane, by the Swedes 
Skone, by the Germans Shonen. It lies upon the Bal- 
rich Sea over againſt Zeeland, from which it is divi- 
ded by the Soznd : it has the Sea on all fides but the 
North ; being almoſt an Ifland ; on the North it is 
bounded by Haland and Weſtrogothia; and it is its 
ſelf the principal part of South Gozhland. This Coun- 
ty was ſold to Magnus King of Sweden, in 1330: by 
Fohn Duke of Hotſtern, for ſeventy thouſand Marks 
of Silver ; Chriſtopher Il. King of Denmark having 
Mortgaged it before to theſe Dukes. Waldemaris

Po- 
lydore Virgil reckons four hundred and' eighty : its 
breadth is no where above ſixty ; and its form'Trian- 
gular ; with many great Inlets and Arms of theOcean, 
which indent both the Eaſtern and Weſtern fides of 
it. The Soil eſpecially towards the North, 1s;gene- 
rally barren ; -attords little Timber , and: no- Fruit 
Trees. The 'Southern parts are more. fruitful ; the 
Air in both ſharp and cold. -It is divided into two 
parts, (the Southern and the Northern) by Dunbr:- 
tain at d' Edenburgh Fyrth. The South part called 
the Low-Lands, is fuller of Cities and great Towns ; 
the People are more rich and better civilized ; as not 
' only Inhabiting a'better Country, but drivmg a Trade 
at Sea. The Northern or High-Lands, are more bar- 
' ren arid poor ; the Inhabitants accorditgly patient. of 
want and hunger, and very temperate in their Diet ; 
without which Virtues they could not fttbfiftt. South 
' Scotiarid 1s divided into twerity one; North Scorland 
into thirteen Counties. For the Eccleſiaſtical Goverh- 
ment they have two Archbiſhops : 'S. Andrews, who 
has eight 3 and Glaſcow , who 'has"three Suftragan 
Biſhops under him. In the times of the Romans, this 


Country was called Caledonia and Albania ; the Peo- 
ple, Pzes, from their cuſtom of Painting their Bo- 
dies. The Romans never extended their Conqueſts 
beyond. the South of Scorland, becauſe they thought 
the. Northern and barrener parts-not worth their pains, 
The remaining Inhabitants, (after the withdrawing of 
the Roman Garriſons from the Northern parts of Brs- 
tain, ) became- very troubleſome to the Britains : 
and forced them to call in the Saxons about 449! who 
Conquered the \South- parts of Scdr{and, and poſlets 
it to this day. The Scors or Iriſh about the ſame 
time entered the Weitern parts of Scotland ; and by 
degrees united firſt with the P:#5 or Highlanders ; by 
their alſiltance Conquered the Saxons, and gained the 
Sovereignty of that, whole Kingdom. But there :be- 
ing no Letters here, . the Story of theſe times is vety 
dark ; which.has occaſioned great Controverſies con- 
cerning the time of the Scots coming out of Ire/axd.

Built in.a beautifyl'Plain upon the 
River Tonne, which has over it there a'Stone Bridge. 
It is alſo the Capiral,of Senonos, in the Prefecture of 
Champagne ; though ill attributedby.: ſome to Bur- 
gundy, A beautiful City, twenty fix Leagues from 
Parts to the South-Eaſt,: and the fame from Orleans 
to the North-Eaſt. Made famous beretofore by the 
Conqueſts of the Senones, (a Tribe of the: Gau!s ) 
its old Inhabitants in' Ira/y and Greece : who in the 
tormer took Rome, and built Siena: and.

KRobere, King of 
France, took this City out of the hands of its Counts 
in 1005.

River Guadalquivir, upon which it has a frequented 

Harbor. There belongs alſo to it an Univerfity, a 

Court of Inquiſition, an old Caſtle (called Alcaſer) 
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anctenteit Cities. in Spain; aſcribed to Heren'es as its 
Founder, which ſhews it to be a Phenician City. The 
Moors conquered it in the year of Chrift 713, and held 
it five hundred thirty four years. In 1248 it was reco- 
vered by Ferdinando, out of the hands of the Moors, 
after a Gege of ſixteen Months : ſince that time two of 
the Rings of Caſtile were born here, viz. Ferdinand 
IV. and Henry Il. Ferdinand III. died here in 1252, 
Alphonſis X. in 1284. When the Spaniards took it 
from the Moors, there belonged to it a very populous 
Territory {being ſeated in a very fruitful Plainz ) but 
by the Baniſhment.of the Moors, it is become almoſt 
deſolate. Long. 14. 30. Lat. 37. 25. The Weſt-In- 
dian Fleets for the moſt part land their Merchandiſe 
at this City : the Form of whoſe ſituation is almoſt 
round. The Metropolitan Church paſſes for the largeſt 
in all Spain: You ſee a great number of 'Colleges, 
Chappels, and Religious Houſes beſides ; with Palaces, 
Grand Places, and Fountains adorning them ; whoſe 
Streams, by an Aquaduct, are fetched the ſpace of five 
or ſix Leagues from the City. In the years 590, and 
619, two noted Councils were celebrated here. I/i- 
dore Biſhop of Sewvil rendered both the See and the 
City famous in his time. The Spaniards proverbially 
fay, 24: no ha viita Sevilla, no ha viſto Maravilla: He 
that hath not ſeen Sevill, hath not ſeen a Wonder. 
$ Near this Sev://, in the ſame Andaluſia, ſtood the 
ancient City of Izalica; whence the Poet Szlius, its 
Native (as many write) was denominated Iralicus : 
and which had the honourof giving Birth to three Ro- 
man Emperors, Trajan, Adrian, and Theodoſius ſenior. 
The place of its ruines now is known by the Name of 
Sevilla la Vieja, or Old Sevill. 

La Seure, Separa, a double River in PoiQoy, in 
France. 1. La Seure Nantoy, watereth Mortagne in 
Poiftou, and Nantes in Bretagne ; then falls into the 
Loyre. 2. LaSeure Niortoss, ariſeth above S. Maix- 
ant; and watering Niore, Mallezai, and Marans, 
falls into the Bay of Aquitain. Hs 
- Dewer, Surius, Suirius, a River which ariſeth in 
the County of Tipperary, in the Borders of Leinſter, 
in Ireland ; and watering Casſhel, Carych, and Wa- 
zerford, falls into the Boyne, on the South of Ireland ; 
and with it into the Ocean. — 

- Deyde, S:idon, by the Germans called Said, is a 
City of Phamcia, in Syria, upon the Shores of the 
Mediterranean; North of Tyre ; about a League di- 
ftant from the remains of the ancient Ssdon, Siſter to 
Tyre in the Scripture, for its Sins and the Puniſhments 
of them. - A populous City, full of Merchants and 


Artifans of all Nations ;: driving a great Trade in Cot- 


ton-and Silk. The Franciſcans, Capuchins and Feſu- 
#5 have each their Chappels ; the Turks feven or eight 
Moſques ; and the Jews one Synagogue here. The Ma- 
'ronites of Mount Libanus, and the Armenian Greeks 
enjoy the like Liberties. Without the City, appear ma- 
ny Gardens of Oranges, Citrons, Tamarines, Palm-trees, 
and the Fig-trees of Adam ; (ſo called, becauſe bearing a 
Leaf of the lenpth of fix footand the breadth of two, 
Adam (it is ſuppoſed) covered his nakedneſ# with 
them.) It hath twoiſmall Fortreſſes ;; but ſo far ruined, 
as to remain indefenfible. The Turks keep a a Sangs- 
ack here, under the Baſ/aw of - Damaſeus ; a Cady, 
orJudpe, and an Apa of the 'Fanzzaries. The French, 
a Conſul. All which Officers are handſomely lodged : 
the'reft of the Houfes are ill built. The Harbor for- 
merly' was capable of receiving many and great Veſ- 
ſels : but is now choaked with Sand to that degree, as 
to admit only of Skiffs ; whilſt Ships lye in the road 
behind the Rocks for Shelter. In the Chriſtian times 1t 
was a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop of Tyre. The 
Eutychians held Council here of twerky four Biſhops, 
in 512, under the protection of the Emperour- Ana- 


and a large Suburb called Triana, It is one of the faſins. In 1260, the Tartars became Malters of it : 
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from whom the Turks obtain'd it about orice hundred 


and fifty years ſince. There is now a Cxmetery upon 
a part of the Mountain Antzl:banus, in the place 
where the O/d S:idon ſtood, for the uſe of the Chriſti-' 


ans of Seyde. And the Maronites have a poor Chap» 
pel by it. |

Dczza, Serra, a City of Campagna di Roma in T- 
zaly, of good Antiquity ; mentioned by Martial. Tt 
is ſaid to have ſometime been a Biſhop's See, though 
not now. Du Val places an Epiſpocal City of the 
ſame name in the Terra dz Lavoro, in the Kingdom of 
Naples. A 
' Dfacchta, Leucr, a Range of Mountains in the 
Territory of Cydonia, on the Weſt fide of the Iſland 
of Candy ; which gave name to the Sfacciotes : who 
fienalized themſelves by their valiant reſiſtance againſt 
the Turks, when they endeavoured the raviſhing that 
Iſland from the Seigmory of Venice, of late years. 

Shaftsburp, Sepronia; a Town upon the Stoure, 
in the North-Eaſt Borders of Dorſerzſhire, towards 
Wiltſhire : ſeated in the form of a Bow on an high 
Hill ; which affords it a ſerene Air, and a large de- 
lightful Proſpect, but deprives it very .much of- Wa- 
ter. In the times of the Norman Conqueſt it had one 
hundred and four Houſes ;and after this ten Pariſh Chur- 
ches, now three ; with about 500 Houſes, built of 
the Freeſtone of its own Hill. Some write King Canu- 
tus the Dane died here. This Town was built by King 
Alfred, in 880; as Mr. Cambden proves from an old 
Inſcription , mentioned in Wiliam of Malmesbury. 
In 1692, Charles II: created Anthony Aſhley Cooper, 
(then Lord Chancellor of Eng/and) Earl of Shafts- 
bury ; who died in Holland, and his Son ſucceeded him 
" 1n this Honour. : 

Shannon, Shennyn, or Shennonon, Senus, Sinequs, 
a River in Ireland, which is one: of the principal in 
that Kingdom. It ariſeth in the County of Roſcomon, 
in the Province of Connaught, out of Mount Sleg. 
nern ; and flowing Southward through Letrim, forms 
a vaſt Lake (called Myne, Eske and Ree, ) towards 
the North end of which, on the Eaſt fide, ſtands Le- 
trim; in the middle, Longford ; towards the South, 
Ardagh ; on the Weſt fide, Elphem and Roſcomon ; 
and at ſome diſtance from the Lake to the South, Arh- 
lone. Beneath which comes in from the Welt the Logh, 
( a vaſt River) from three other Lakes more to the 
"Weſt, (called Garoch, Mesks; and Ben-Carble ;) on 
the Eaft it receives the Anney : fo paſſing by Bax- 
nogh and Clonfort, to the Lake of Derg, at Kiloe it 
leaves that Lake, and paſſeth- to Limerick, where it 
turns full Weſt ; and between Munſter to the South, 
and Connaught to the North enters the Vergivian Ocean 
by a Mouth five Miles wide; between: Cape Leane and 
Cape Sanan,having in this Courſe ſeparated Leinſter and 
Munſter from Connaught. 

Shap, a large Village in the County of ?e/tmor- 
land, in weſtward, near the River Lowther : in which, 
in the Reign of Henry I, Thomas, Son of Zeſparrick, 
founded an Abbey ; and the ſame was the only Abbey 
in this Coutity. There is near this Town a noted Well, 
which ebbs and flows often in a day :-anda perfect Bow 
of ' vaſt Stones, ſome -nine foot high and fourteen 
thick , pitch'd at equal diſtances-from each other for 
for thi ſpace of. a Mule. TE 

 Sheale, a Town in the Biſhoprick of Durham, in 
Cheſter-ward , 'upon the Mouth of the River Tixe. 
The Newcaſtle Coal-Fleet takes its Cargo here. 

Sheffield, a large well-built Market- town in the 
Welt riding of Terkghire, in 'the hundred of Straf- 
Ford, apon the River Dun; of particular note for I- 
ron. Wares, even in Chaucer's time, who deſcribes a 


Perſon with a Sheffield VYhtele by his fide. It ſhews 
the ruines of one of the five Caſtles, formerly ſeated 
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uporr the ſame- River - Dun, in the. compaſs of ter: 
Miles. - Corn. eſpecially is much bought up here, for the 
ſupply of ſome parts of Derby and Nottingham: ſhires, 
as well as Torksbire.. + 5 | 
Sbheffozd, a Market Town in Bedfordſhire, in the 
Hundred of Clifton, ſituated between two Rivulets, 
which below it join to fall in one Stream into the 4- 
Von. yo 
Syheppey, Shepey, Toliaph, an Iſland on the Eaft- 
ern Coaſt of Kent ; at the Mouth of the Thames and 
Medway. Separated by the River Medway from Kent, 
and on all other fides ſurrounded with the Sea. About 
eight Miles long and fix broad. Fruitful in Paſturage, 
and well watered, eſpecially on the South, by Ri- 
vers. The Danes, Earl Goodwin, his Sons, and their 
Adherents, much haraſſed it in former times. Queens- 
borough is its chief Town: it hath- ſeveral "other 
Towns beſides, and hath been honoured with the Title 
of an Earlidom, in the Lady Dacres, Counteſs of She-

Dhipton, a Market Town in YVorceſterſhire, in 
the hundred of .Oſiva/derſton, upon the River Storer. 
It ſtandsin aflip of the County, taken'off from Y/Yar- 
wickshire. 

Dhirburne, Cl/arus Fons, a Town and Caſtle ir 
the North-Weſt of Dorſe:ſhire ; on the Borders of 
Somerſerſhire, upon a River of the ſame Name'; 
which afterwards falls into the Parret : the Capital of 
its Hundred. Built on the fide of an Hill, in a frait- 
ful and pleaſant Country ; and much increafed in the 
number of its Inhabitants and its Wealth , by the 
Cloathing Trade. : In 704. a Biſhop's See'was erected 
here ; tranſlated afterwards to Surning, and thence to 
Salisbury, The Family of the Dsgbys, Earls of Br;- 
ſto! , are Barons of Shirburne. S$ Alfo a Market 
Town in the Welt riding of Torksbire, in the Hun- 
dred of Barkstow, upon a ſmall ſtream'falling into the 
VVarfe and the Oyſe at the place of their Conjunction. 
This Townis noted for the Stone-quirriesnzar- it : well 
inhabited, . and provided-with a Free-School. 

Shozeham, a Market Town in the County of S.ſ- 
ſex, in Bramber Rape, by the Sea ſide. 

- Dhzewsbury, Salepza, the principal City in Shrop- 


ſhire, 18 ſeated .uponthe Severne; on the top of an 


Hill of Red Earth, in the middle of that County, The 
River runs almoſt round the Town, and is covered by 
two lovely Bridges. Roger of Montgomery, in the 
Reign of 'VV:/l;am the Conqueror, built on the North 
fide of it a firong Caſtle, which added much to' its 
{trength ; he founded a ſtately Abbey in it, whoſe 
remains are extant {till It was then a very confidera- 
ble Place. Noris.it (after ſo many Ages) ſunk in its 
Wealth, Riches, or People : but ftill a goodly City, 
and the Centre of the Trade between VVales and Eng- 
land. Near this City, in 1463, was a ſharp Battel 
fought between Henry IV. and Henry Percie Earl of 
Northumberland ;.on the behalf of Edward Morti- 
mer (Earl of March) as the right Heir of the Crown 
of England, aſter Richard II. In 1067, Roger de 
Montgomery, Earl of Arundel, was by the Conque- 
ror created Earl of Shrewsbury. His Poſterity enjoy-- 
ed it till 1102, in three deſcents, and then were dive- 
ſted of it. In 1442, Fobn Talbot, Marſhal of France, 
a Perſon of great Worth and Conduct, (and the ter- 
ror of France) was by Hexry VI, made Earl of this 
City ; which Honour is enjoyed by his Poſterity to this 
day. Charles Talbot, the twelfth' of | this ' Line, ſucce- 
ding in 1667.. Shrewsbury contains now five Pariſh 
Churches : ,denominates a Lath ; 1s. encompaſſed 
with a ſtrong Wall , with 'a Bulwark that ranges 
from the Caſtle to the Severn ; and is reprefented in 
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the lower Hovſe of Parlament by ;two Burgeſles. 
Firſt fuppoied to bave taken its rife. from the ruines 
ot the ancient Uriconinm, which ſtood not far from it. 
Shzophhire, Salopra,. is bounded on the. Nerth by 
the County Palatine of Chzſter 3 on the Eaft by Staf- 
fordſkire'; on the Scuth by Worceſter, Hereford, and 
Radnorſhires ; on the Welk by Montgomery and Den- 
bigh.

alſo with Cattle, Sheep, Honey, Wine- and Oyl In 
ancient times it had ſeventy three Free Cities : - in the 
time'of the ſecond Panickh-Wat it had fixty fix. We 
have:only Fabulous 2ccoants who were: the-firft Inha- 
bitants : but certainly the: Phanicians have been here, 
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ind were expelled by the Greeks ; who not well agree- 
ing amongſt themſelves, drew over the Carthaginians 
to their common ruine. The Romans followed not 
Tong after ; and in the year of Rome 454, (two hun- 
dred and fifty fix years before the birth of our Saviour) 
made themſelves Maſters of it ; it being the firſt Pro- 
vince they poſſeſſed out of the Bounds of 1raly. In 
the mean time D:ony/ius, Agathocles, Hiero, and Peri- 
cles advanced themſelves to an Abſolute Tyranny here, 
by the uſe they made of their Victories. It continued 
under the Romans till the Reign of 7uſtinian : then the 
Vandals under Genſericw, (in 439- and 440.) for 
ſome time became Maſters of it, who were expelled 
by Belliſarius in 535. Having been miſerably ſpoil- 
ed by the Emperor Conftans, in 669. it fell into the 
Hands of the Saracens ; who plundered it, as they 
did ſeveral times after, and teft it, Leandro Alberts 
faith, that in the Divifion' of the Empire between 


Charles the Great, and Nicephorus Emperor of the 


Eaſt , (about 800. ) Sicily, .Calabria, and Apulia 
fell to the Emperor of Con/tantinople - and that it 
continued under them tiff the times of Nicephorus 
Fhomas. However we find the Saracens ( in g1o. ) 
after a great Naval Victory, became Maſters of Cala- 
bria, Apulia, and Sicily. Leandro placeth this in 
914: and faith, the Greeks had part of S:c:{y ſtil. In 
1035. the Saracens were till poſlefſed of part of Si- 
cily : but as Leander faith, they and: the Greeks too 
were expelled by the Normans, in the times of Ms- 
chael Caliphates ( who reigned but one year, about 
1041. and 1042 } by Gulielmus Ferebatus ; | and 
not by Tancred, as ſay others. ] Fo this William 
ſucceeded, C( as Counts of Calabria ) Roger I. by the 
Pope created King of S:csly; he having taken the 
Pope Priſoner in the year 1139, William I. Wills- 
am IM. and Tancred, a Baſtard, oppoſed by Pope Ce- 
leſtine III: who preferred Coſtanze, ( a Daughter 
of Roger FE. an ancient Lady, a Nun } and married 
her to Henry, Son of Frederick Barbarofſa, and 
made him King of S:icz/y; to whom ſucceeded Fre- 
derich II. his Son. Then followed Manfredirs, his 
Natural Son ; but the Pope ſet up Charles: Duke of 
Anjou againſt him in 1263. In 1281. upon Exſter- 
day, in time of Veſpers, (whence the name'Game of 
the S:cilian Veſpers ) the French were all rmaffacred 
by the Sicz/:ans, by the Order of Peter HIL'King of 
Arragon, who had married the Daughter of Manfred. 
During this Interval, this Crown had been offered to 
Richard, Earl of Corniwal ; (Brother to Henry III. 
King of Eng/and) and he refuſed it. From thence- 
forward it became inſeparably united to the Kingdom 
of Naples, and has ever fince had the ſame- fate to 
this day, being governed by a Vice-Roy, who' reſides 
at Palermo the preſent capital City of it. - Hoffman 
faith, the Saracens were pollefled of Palermo; had 
their Admiral, ſor General) there, from 827. to 
1070: when they were finally expelled by the Nore 
mans, to whom Pope Nicolas granted this Iſland on 
that condition, in 1058. So that the Normans might 
perhaps expell the Greeks in 1042. and the- Saracens 
m 1070, The Inhabitants forced the Spaniards in 
the year 1647. to recill all their Taxes. This Iſland 
enjoyeth three Archbiſhops Sees, Palerme, Meſſina, 
and Monreale; about fix or feven Biſhops Sees, and 
one Univerſity, Catania. LJEtna is a known.*Moun. 
tain here. \" 

Sicyon, an ancient ruined City of the Peloponne- 
ſus ; ot tufficient note m its: time.

Siena, Sena, Sena, Sene, a City of Hetruria in I- 
taly, of great antiquity ;' and a Roman Colony, Seated 
in the Borders of the Dukedom of Florence ; thirty 
two Miles from that City to the South, and an hundred 
and feverrfrom- Rome to the North. This City; as Poly- 
bus faith in his ſecond Book, was built by the Gau/s in 
the year of Rome 396. A. M. 3736. after the taking of 
Rome by Brenmw, and from the Senones, ( one of their 
tribes took this Name. In the fall of the Roman Empire, 
it ſuftered very much from the Barbarous Nations ; and 
1s ſaid to have been rebuilt by Charles. Marte/, The 
Inhabitants purchaſed their freedom of Rodolphns the 
Emperor, and managed the ſame with various fucceſ- 
ſes till 1555: when it was-taken by the Spaniard, and 
fold to the Duke of Florence in 1558. under whom 
it ſtill is, In 1459. it was made an Archbiſhop's See 
under Pope Pius H. It was a flourifhing Univerſity in 
1386. but when founded is not known to me. Seve- 
ral Popes' (Alexander IH. Pins FE. Pius HI. Alexan- 
der VII. Jand great Men have been Natives of this place : 
its greateſt glory i S. Catherine of Siena, a Domini- 
can, who perſnaded Pope Gregory IX. to leave Avig- 
non. She died ih 1330+ Canonized by Pope Pzus IE 
in F46F. 

Sterra-Ltona, a chain of Mountains upon the 
Frontiers of Nigritia and Guinee, m Africa; there- 
fore placed ſometimes in the one and ſometimes in 
the other, by Writers.

Siga, a City of Mauritania Ceſarienſis in Afri- 
ca, with a Port upon the Medsrerranean, in the King- 
dom of' A/giers. It is an ancient City, and in Chri- 
{tian times'has been a Biſhop's See. Now. called Hu- 
main. A River of its own name, Szg4, falls into the Me- 
diterranean here. | 

Sigan; a City of the Province of Xenſijin China ; 
which 5ithe' Capital over thirty five other Cities, 

Sige; and . F;ge3zum Promontorium, an ancient E- 
piſcop.t City of Troas, in Aſia minor : ruined. For 
the Promontory fee Fanizzars. 

Sigeth, Sa/ine, Metuharts, a ſtrong Town (the 
Head of a County of the ſame Name) 1n- the lower 
Hungary, (cated in a Marſh made by the River Ame ; 
two Hurgarian Miles from the.Drave, ſeven from 41- 
ba' Regalis to the South, and five from Quinque Ec- 
cleſie to the Welt. It has :a'very ſtrong Caſtle, forti- 
fied with three Ditches and asmany Walls: which, ad- 
ded to the ſituation of it, make it very conſiderable. 

So!'>man 
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Solyman the Magnificent ended his Life at Qu5nque E:- 
clefie during the Siege of this place 3; which was yielded 
to the Turks September 7.1566, after a Defence that 
wanted nothing but Succeſs to have rendered it the 
moſt celebrated that has happened : Neco/as Efdrin, 
Count of Serin:i, (Governour of it) being ſlain in the 
laſt Sally, which he made at the head of his remaining 
Forces. It is now in the Emperor's hands by re-con- 
queſt : ſurrendred Fanuary 15, 1683. The Imperia-

Ji Dile, $:/x, a River in the States of Fence ; 
which watereth the City of Trevs/o, and then falls into 
the Adriatich Seas 

Sileſia, a great Province in the Kingdom of By- 
hemia ; called by the Inhabitants, $/zsko ; by the Poles, 
S$lusko ; by the Germans, Schleſien. Bounded on the 
Eaſt by Poland; on the North by the Marquiſate of 
Brandenburgh ; on the Weſt with Luſatia and Bohe- 
mia, properly fo called ; on the South with Moravza, 
and the Upper Hungary. It was for eight hundred 
and ſixty years a part of Poland: . and revolted from 
that Crown under Vladiſlaus Loch, King of Poland, 
in 1327. In the fifteenth Century, this Country ge- 
nerally imbraced the DoCctrines of Fohn. Hus : which 
were tolerated by Rhodo/phus II. in 1609, It had at firſt 


ſeveral Princes: of Royal and Sovereign Juriſdictions 


in their ſeveral Principalities ; which together with the 
Piaſtean Family, ended in the Perſon of George W+/- 
liam, in 1675 : whereupon that Country returned en- 
tirely to the-Emperor, as King of Bohemia ; having 


been above three hundred years agounited to the King-- 


dom of Bobemia. - The Principal Cities and Towns in 
this Province are, Brieg, Croſſen, Glogaw, Grotkats, 
Fater, Lionitz, Monſterberg, Olſs,Troppaw, Oppelen, 
Ratibor, Sagan, Schweidnitz,” Volaw, and Breſlaw, 
which is the Capital City of this Country. It is divided 
into the Upper and Lower Sileſia.

Harbors. Built by Macritiws ,a Coan, about the year of:

Smolengko, Smolentum, one of the principal Ci- 
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tiles of Poland, and the Capital of a Palatinate. 1 
{tands upon the Boryz/thenes in White Riuſſre 107 1. 1- 
thuania, near the Borders of Muſcozy. "Great and 
very ſtrong, ſurrounded by a Wall eight Cubits broad 
at the top , ſtrengthened by fifty two great Towers, 
and a very ſtrong Caſtle. It contains. about eight 
thouſand Houſes.and was once much greater : ſubject 
at firft to a Ruſſian Duke , who was the Sovereion of 
it; but conquered by Y;rondus Duke of Lithnama; 
in 14<3. Caſimirus Il. King of Poland fubjected it 
to that Crown, in 1452. The Ruſ5 took it in I 514. 
The Poles after many other fruitleſs attempts, recove- 
red 1t again under Sigiſmund III. in 1611. after a 
Siege of two years. The Ruſs belieged it in 1616.3nd 
In 1633- to their great loſs: Being the laſt time, after 
a years befieging of it, defeated by Uladiſlans IV.King 
of Poland ; who obtained from the Pope the ſettle- 
ment of a Biſhops See in it. In 1654 it was taken by 
them, Ofober 13+ under whom it:now is : and by a 
Treaty in 1656. yielded to the Ruſ5, It-lies one hun- 
dred and fifty Polzſh Miles from Viina to the Eaſt, and 
the ſame diſtance from Kzovia to the North. 

. ©mprna, a City. of lonza in the Leſſer Aſia, of 
great Antiquity, as laying claim to the Birth of Ho- 
mer. The Turks call it Jſmprna. It is an Archbi- 
ſhops See 3 great, rich, and populous ; the Seat of a 
Turksſh Sangtack,: built partly on an Hill, partly in 
a Plain, 1n the form of an Amphiathetre; upon the 
River Mele : having a large and ſecure Haven, upon 
a Gulph of the Archipelago, to which it gives name : 
very much frequented by the Enghſh and Dutch 
Merchants ; to whom alone the preſent Greatneſs and 
Wealth of it is owing. The ancient Greeks and Per- 
fians went often to War about it. Taken by the Ve- 
netians, in 1344, {rom the Turks ; and not retaken till 
1428. This was one. of the- Seven Churches menti- 
oned in. the Revelations; and almoſt the only one 
_ . in a tolerable condition. See Mr. Wheeler's 
Travels, pag.240. , Long. 55.30. Lat. 39. 28, - An 
Earthquake and a Fire,conſpired the Geng toy to do 
miſchief to this City, -Zzne,13. 1688. They reckon 
in it, befides the Northern Merchants, abeut_ fixteen 
thouſand Turks, fifteen. thouſand Greeks, ' eight thou- 
ſand Armenzans, fix:,or ſeven thouſand Fews. The 
Turks have fifteen Moſques for their Religion; the 
Fews ſeven Synagogues 3 the Latin Chriſtians three 
Churches ; the Greeks two; and the Armenians one. 
There is a Convent of French Capuchines ; with ſome 
French Feſuits, and. Italian Cordelieres. Each fo- 


.reign Nation keeps a Conſul hete for Commerce : 


which cenſiſts in Perſian: Silks, Turkey Leather, Ca- 
melets, Tapiſtry,:&c.... Some curious Ruins of its an» 
cient Magnificent Buildings are yet extant ; of which, 
and of its Noble Statues, many : have been thence 
tranſported by the Eng/z/þh. It was heretofore much 
fron than now. , The Summer Seaſon would be in- 
upportably hot , but for a-refreſhing Air from the 
Sea, which riſes ordinarily about ten in the Morning, 
and blows till Night, Proviſions are cheap 1n it.

Welt, and twenty two from Paris. Pepin was firſt 
proclaimed King of France in this City, in 752. Soiſ-

Norway. The Abbey here was built by S. Columbus, 
the Great Apoſtle of the Northern Nations; and from 
this place, the Biſhop of the I/te of Man is ftiled So- 
dorenſis in Latin. 

Soelt, Suſatum, a City in the Circle of Weſtpha- 
lia in Germany, in the County of Mark ; called by 
the French Sorſt. Once an Imperial Free City, but 
now ſubject to the Eletor of Brandenburg, as Earl 
of Mark : Taken by the French in 1673. and afters 
wards deſerted. This City, in more ancient times was 
granted by Frederick T. to the Archbiſhop of' Co- 
logne ; but being too much oppreſſed by them, 1t 
put it ſelf under the Protection of the Counts of 
Mark.: and this in time tutned to a Sovereignty ; 
but it has ſome remains of its ancient Liberty. It 
{tands ſeven German Miles from Paderborne Welt ; 
_ Munſter South ; and four from Ham to the

Sofala, Zofala, a Kingdom in the Lower /Erhi- 
opia in Africa, in the Country off Cafraria; towards 
the Erhiopick Ocean ; in an Iſland in the Mouth of 
the River Zambez,, in the Borders of Zangyebaria z 
which takes its name from Sofala , a ftrong City un- 
der the Portugueſe ; one hundred and fifty Miles from 
Zanguebar, and three hundred and forty from Mo- 
fambique. Fifty Miles Weſt of this City, there are 
rich Mines of Gold , called the Mines of Manica, 
from which" the Poreugueſe raiſe a vaſt Revenue. 
Some have thereſore believed Sophala to be the Ophir 
of King Solomon ; confirming their conjecture by 
the Sepruagent's Tranſlation of Ophir into Zagaes, 
which by an'ordinary change of 7 into /, makes F0- 


 pheila or Sofala; together with this, that the people 


of Sofala pretend to prove from their own Books, 
that the Fews in Solomon's time voyaged to thoſe 


Coaſts from three year to three year, to buy Gold': feld 
and the Country ſhews ſeveral Buildings and ancient . 


Inſcriptions in unkrrown Characters, which muſt be 
underſtood to be the Works of Strangers. See Ophir. 
The Portugueſe call the King of Monomotaps the 
Emperour of Gold, from theſe and other Mines in 
his Dominions. For Sofala is contained in Monomo- 
fapa. : 
Sofia, Sophia, the Capital City of Bulgaria, cal- 
[cd by the Turks 'Triadtzza 3 which is an Archbiſhops 
See, ancientiy called Sardica ; ſeated upon the River 
Boiana;z at an equal diſtance from the Borders of 
Thrace Eaſt, Servia Weſt , and Macedonia South 
being now a great populous Cy, and the Seat of 
the Turkiſh Governour : but, it has no Walls, nor 
other Fortifications ; Hoffman calls the River, Cia- 
brum. In this place was the greateſt General Coun- 
cil of the Ancients held that ever met, in 347. In 


fore a part of Picardy : it lies between Reims to 
the Eaſt, Picardy to the North, Falois to the Weſt, 
and Le Brie to the South. It took this name from 
the Sueſſones,an old Gallick Tribe, which inhabited ir 
before the Roman Conqueſt. Honoured for many 
Ages with the Title of an Earldom. The City hath 
fix Abbeys in it, beſides Churches and divers Ecclefi- 
aſtical and Religious Houſes. In 853. a Council wag 
aſſembled at it in the preſence of Charles the Bald, 
King of France.

Solfarin, a ſmall Seigniory or Lordſhip in Mar

n Solms, Solnia, a County in Germany, which has 
its Name from a ruined Town on the River Lohne. 
It lies extended from North to South, part in Weſter- 
waldt, and partin Feteraw ; between Haſſia to the 
Eaſt, and Treves to the Weſt 5; under its own 
Count , whoſe Reſidence is in the Caſtle of Brun 
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Doloe, or Sols, - the Birth-place of the ancient 
Greek Poet Aratus. This City is a Biſhops See under 
the Archbiſhop of Seleucia. It ſtands in Cilicia, in 
Afia Minor ; and took for ſome time the name of 
Pompeiopolss, from its re-eftabliſhment by Pompey the 
Great. Pliny mentionsit upon the account of a Foun- 
tain it anciently had of an extraordinary quality. Now 
called Paleſols. 

Sologne, Solonia, Sicalonia, a ſmall Province un- 
der the Prefecture of Orleans : by Latin Writers alſo 
called 'Secaloniag Sigalowa, Siligonta and Sabulonia, 
being a Sandy Country;&particularly fruitful in Wheat 
and Rice. It lies between the Provinces of Orleans, 
Berry, and Blaiſe; but its proper Limits are loſt. 
The principal Town in it, 1s Romorentin ; eight

Somecrietſhire, Belze, Durotriges, Somerſetia, 
is a rich, populous . and fruitful County in the Welt 
of Enzland. Bounded on the North by the Severne 
Sea, and Gloceſterſhire cut off by the Severne ; - on 
Faſt by Wiltſhire , pn the South by Dorſerſhire , 
and part of Devonſhire ; on the Welt by Devor- 
ſhire and the JriſÞ Sea.

This was a Roman Fort called Clauſenzum, and ruined 
by the Danes in 980. Alfo plundered ahd butnt by 
the French under Edward III. and rebuilt in the 
Reign of Richard. It is a ſtrong, rich, populous , 
well traded City ; fenced with a double Ditch, ſtrong 
Walls, and many Turrets ; for the Defence of the 
Haven , it has a ſtrong Caſtle built by Rzchard IT. 
The Haven is capable of Ships of good Burthen, up to 
the Key : and lies oppoſite to Fern/ey, Garnſey, and 
Normandy. There are now five Pariſh Churches in 
this City. Henry VI. granted it a Mayor,and made it a 
County, in 1067.

' Spain, __ is one of the moſt conliderable 
Kingdoms in Europe, called heretofore Heſperia and 
Iberia. It is ſeparated from France towards the 
North-Eaſt by the Pyrenean Hills; on all other fides 
ſurrounded by the Mediterranean Sea, the Streighes 
of Gibraltar, and the Atlantick Ocean: fo that it 
lies in the form of a vaſt Peninſula, joined to'France 
by a Neck of eighty Spaniſh Leagues over. Called by 
the Natives La Eſpanna, by the French L' Eſpagne, 
by the Italians La Spagna, by the Engliſh Spain, by 
the Poles Diſpangka, by the Germans Spanien , 
and by the Durch Spangien. Its greatelt length 
from Eaſt to Welt is one hundred and ninety German: 
Miles; or five hundred Italian. Its circuit two thot- 
ſand four hundred and eighty Italian Miles ; taking 
in the Creeks and Windings of the Seas and Moun- 
tains, 1t is two thouſand eight hundred and fixteen 
Miles ; the leaſt of which Computations, is four hun- 
dred and {ixty Miles greater than France was forty 
years agone. The ancient Geographers with one con- 
ſent affirm , That it abounded with whatſoever the 
Ambition or Needs of Men required; full of Men 
and Horſes ; all over replemſhed with Mines of Gold, 
Silver, Braſs, Iron, and Lead, ( white and hlack ; ) 
had Corn, Wine, and Ol in abundance: in ſhort, ſo 
extremely fruitful, that if any place for want of 
Water was leſs uſeful, yet even there Hemp and 
Flax thrived very well. It was in thoſe days the 
IWeſt-Indies of the World , and like them the Store- 
Houſe of the ancient Treaſures. The Ancients 'divi- 
ded itinto three great parts ; called by them Tarra- 
conenſis, Bgtica , and Luſitanta. Firlt, Hiſpania 
Tarraconenſis was the greateſt of the three, and the 
molt Eaſtern. On the Eaſt bounded by the Pyrenean 
Hills ; on the North by the Bay of Biſcay ; on the 
Weſt by the Arlantich Ocean, and Luſitania; on the 
South by the Mediterranean Sea , and Betica. 
Secondly , Hiſpania Betica was the molt Souther: 
part ; bounded on the Faſt and South by the for- 
mer in part, and by the Ocean ; on the Weſt and 
North by the Game Ocean and Luſitania. Thirdly, H:- 
| jus Lyfitanica was the molt Wettern part ; exten- 

ed upon the Ocean between Hiſpania Tarraconenſis, 
The very ancient Hiſtory of 


and Hiſpania Betica. 
this 
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this Country is either fabulous or loft. The Pheni- 
cians may juſtly be ſuppoſed to have been the firſt 
Civilizers of it, and the Founders of the moſt ancient 
Cities, as Dzodorus Siculus and Strabo affirm. After 
theſe (who ſettled moſtly in Berica) the Grecians 
followed ; who from Marſe:lle fent many Colonies 
into Hiſpant4 Tarraconenſis, The Carthaginians 
were the next ; who about forty years after they were 
by the Romans diſpolleſſed of Sicily, Sardinia, and 
Corfica, (in the end of the firſt Punickh War about the 
year of Rome 512 3) by the iſle of Gades (which 
was theirs beore) entered Spain ; and in lefs than 
twenty years (under Amilcar, Aſdrubal and Hanni- 
bal,the Son'ot Amilcar) deftroyed Sagnntum ; built 
New Carthage ; conquered all the Nations of this 
Country, as far the Pyrenean Hills, and the Medster- 
ranean Sea ; and might eafily have ſubdued the reſt ; 
but that Zamnibal choſe rather to revenge the Injuries 
of his Country, and ruin Rome by an Invaſion of Tta- 
ty. The Jealonfie of the Carthaginians ruined his 
Deſigns in Italy ; and the Reman Fortunes prevailed 
in Spain too, under Corne/mus Scipio, about the year 
of Rome 545. The People having been broken by 
the Carthaginians, ſubmitted the more willingly and 
eafily to the Romans ; and continued under them till 
about the year of Chritt 4co, when Gundericus (King 
of the Vandals) firſt conquered them. The Goths 
followed theſe; and in 418, ſet up a Kingdom; 
which in time extirpated the Yandals, or drove them 
over the Sea into Africa. This Kingdom continued 
under thir:y one Princes, till 724 ; when the Moors 
came in, and after a Fight of ſeven Days continuance 
prevailed againſt the Goths, and forced Spain. They 
\ brought over fifty thouſand Families of Moors and 
Fews ; and fo fixed themſelves here, that though they 
were in a ſhort time-cantoned into a ſmall Kingdom ; 
and the Spanzards with the remainders of the Goths 
(who had ſecured themſelves in the Mountains and 
other places of difficult acceſs) by the help of the 
French, made a gainful and prevailing War upon 
them ; yet they could not be intirely ſubdued before 
1492? In after times it is hard to ſay, whether the 
good Fortunes or ill Government of the Spaniards 
have contributed moſt to the ruin of this once moſt 
potent Kingdom. For firſt Ferdinando and Iſabella 
in 1492, expelled out of Spain one hundred and ſeven- 
ty thouſand Families of the Fews. Philip II. in 
1610. expelled nine hundred thouſand Moors. And 
America being found in the mean time, the numbers 
of Spaniards that paſſed thither is unknown. Ph1/ip T. 
ſucceeded in 1504 : The firſt Prince of the Houſe of 
Auftria, who'reigned in Spain. Charles V. his Son 
in 1516,” PhilipIL. in1556. - Philip HI. in 1598. 
Philip IV. in 1621. Charles II. the preſent King be. 
gan his Reign in September 1665, being then an In» 
fant, This Kingdom is now divided into fifteeen 
Kingdoms or Provinces, v7. I.-Navatrres. 2, Biſcay. 
13. Guipuſcoa.. 4+ Leon and Qwviedo., 5.Gallicia, 6:Cor- 
duba. 7. Granada. 8. Murcia: '9:'Toledo. to: Caſtile, 
11. Portugal. 12. Valentia. '13:Catalonia. 14. The 
Kingdom of Majorca. 1 5. And the Kingd. of Arragon. 
Which are at this day all reduced under three Crowns 
or Governments, Caſtile, Portugal, and Arragon.

New Spain, Hiſpania Nova, is a conſiderable 
Country in North America ; called by the Spaniards 
a Nueva Eſpanna, and ſometimes el Mex:co, from 
its Capital City. It contains all that ſpace of Land be- 
tween the North and the South Sea, that lies between 
the Terra Firma (or Streight of Panama) to the 
Eaſt, and Florida to the Weſt ; which by the Indians 
was Called Anahuac; that is, The Land by the Water. 
It extends from fifteen deg. of Latitude to twenty ſix 
excluſively ; in breadth fix hundred Tralzan Miles, in 
length twelve hundred. The Air is very temperate 
(tho ſituate wholly in the Torrid Zone) by reaſon of 
the frequent Showers which fall in Zune, 7u'y, and 
Argnſt ; (their hotteſt Months in the year} and alfo by 
rea!on of the Sea Breezes. It is abundantly inriched 
with inexhauſtible Mines of Gold, Silver, Braſs and 
Iron: has great plenty of Cocc-Nuts, - Cochineel, 
Wheat, Barley, Oranges, Limons, Figs, Cherries, Ap- 
ples, and Pears, Cattle and Fowl : but it has few 
Grapes, and no Wine. Their Sed time is in 4prs/ or 
May ; their Harveſt in Ofober : in the Low Coun- 
fries they ſow in Ofober, and reap in May. This 
Kingdom had Kings of its own, from 1332, to 1520 : 
about two years before which, Francs Cortez, a Spa- 
niard, entered it with eleven Ships, and five coy Bu 
and fifty Men; by help of which he ſacked the Town 
of Pontonchon, defeated by his Cannon and Horſe tor- 
ty thouſand naked Indians, (who came to revenge this 
Injury ;) and in 1531, took thg City of Mexico, 
Aug. 13. and put an end to the Indian Empice. The

Spalatro, Salo, Salona nova, Spalatum, Palati- 
um Diocleſians, a City of Dalmatia; called by the 
Ttalians, Spalato; by the Sclavonians, Spla. It is 
very ſtrong, rich, and populous; and an Archbiſhops 
See, ſeated upon- the Adrzatich,; (upon which it has 
a large and ſafe Haven) thirty five Miles from Sebens- 
co. Long. 40.54. Lat. 44. co. This City grew up 
out of the Ruins of Salona ; which ſtood four Miles 
more to the North. And in 1420, deſtroyed an Ar- 
my of the Turks, which was ſent againſt it. The Learn- 
ed Mr. Wheeler in his Travels, pag. 15. has given a 
large account -of the Site of this City ; and a little 
lower, pag. 19. of the City of Salona, the Mother of 
Spalato. The Emperour Dzocleſian was a' Native of 
Sa/ona: who building himſelf a Palace in this place, 
(whence the name Spalatro might be occafioned by 
an eafie corruption,) the other, (Sa/ona) grew by time 
neglected. It is commanded by a Fortreſs, upon an 
Hill, without the Gate ;' in which the Venerians keep 
the lefſer Garriſon, becauſe they make ſure of the For- 
treſs of C/;ſſa, by which the paſſage lies out of Turky 
to Spalatro, The Walls of Diocleſian's Palace you 
have yet ſtanding ; and the little Temple, which he 
built in the middle of it, has become the Cathedrat 
Church. It is fituated in a fruitful Country.

Spire, Spira, Nemetes, Noviomagus, Nemetus, a 
CitY of Germany ; called by the Germans, Speyr ; by 
the Frenc'', Spire ; by the lraltans, Spira. It is a 
Free and Imperial City, in the Upper Circle of the 
Rhme : mn the Dioceſe of Spire, but not ſubject to 
the Biſhop. This great, rich, populous City 1s Free 
but under the Protection of the Eletor Palatine, and 
the Biſhop under the Archbiſhop of Menzz. It ſtands 
n the middle between Srrasb:rgh to the South, and 
Mentrz to the North ; fifty German Miles trom ei- 
ther, and fifteen from Heidelberg to the North-Welt. 
The Imperial Chamber (which was firſt inltituted at 
Franckfert 1n 1495, by Maximilianli. ) In 1530, 
was by Charles V. removed to Spzre; and has been 
ever fince in this Cify. Of old catled Nemetum ; and 
in 1082. being fo far by its (then) Biſtiop enlarged, 
as to inclofe the Village of Spire neighbouring upon 
it, took the Name of Spire, The. Cathedral was 
built in 1011, by Conrade the Emperour; in which 
are the Tombs of eight of the German Emperours:; 
to wit, Conrade II. (who gave the Town of Bruxch- 
ſol, and all the Territory of Brutsngow to this Biſhop- 
rick about the year 1030;) Henry. III. , his Son. (wha 
finiſhed the Cithedral,begun by his Father;) Henry IV, 
Henry V. Philip, Redolph I. Adalp of Naſſaiv, and 
Albert 1. The Emperours which granted Privileges 
to this City were, Charles IV, Rodalphus I. 4tberr, 
Lews, Wenceſlaw, Frederick II... and Maarm- 
lan I. Near it. Philip the Suabian, beat O:ho, the 
Saxon, in 1202. In a Diet kere held in 1526, the 
Peace of Religion was firlt eſtabliſhed ; which when it 
was endeavoured to be Repealed in a ſecond Diet here 
held in 1529, ſeveral of the German Princes Prote- 
ſed againſt the Repeal, and were thence called Pro- 
teſtants. Zeſſes the tirlt Biſhop was preſent ' in the 
Council of Cologne, ,in 346. This City was. takea by 
Grftavus Adolphus ; who demoliſhed all. its Out- 
works, becauſe he was not willing to ſpare ſo many 
Men out of his Army, ; as were neceſſary for a Garri- 
ſon to it : *by which the Germans the: more cafaly re» 
covered it in 1635, It received a French Garriſon in. 
Sept. 1688, who have demoliſhed it fince. -The Im- 
pertal Chamber confilts of fifteen Counſellors, (ezght 
Roman Catholicks, and ſeven Proteſtants} two 'Pre- 
fidents, (a' Roman Catholick, - and a;Proteltait;). and 
the Biſhop as tbe Principal Judge.

Staffozdihive, Staffordia, Cornavs, a County in 
the middle of Eng/and. Bounded on the North by 
Cheſhire and. Dartyſhire, (where a Stone ſhews the 


point.in which theſe three Countries meet ; ) on the 


Eaſt by Darlyſpire, cut oft by the Dore and Trent ; 


on the South by warwicksbire and Worceſterſhire ; 
and on the Welt by Shropſhire. It repreſents a Lo» 
zZenge in its farm: its length being forty four Miles 
trom North to South, and its breadth twenty ſeven ; 
the whole Circumference one hundred and forty ſeven : 
containing one hundred and thirty Pariſhes, and eight 
Market Towns. For Springs, Brooks and Rivers, be- 
fides the Trent, it hath the Dove (which partly ſepa- 
rates it from Derbyſhire;) the Churnery the Blithe 

the Line, the Teas, the Sowe, the Perk, the Mani. 
Fold, and ſeveral others; over which are reckoned in 
all twenty four Stone-bridges. Here is plenty of Lime, 
Marble, Timber, Stone for building, and game ; with 
ſome Alabaſter, and Salt-ſprings. The Air is good, 
and very healthul ; cold, eſpecially towards the North ; 
in which part the Earth alſo is barren. The middle is 
more level, but full of Woods. The South is fruit- 
ful, pro.lucing Corn, and Graſs in abundance, Coals, 
and Mines of Iron. And ſo great formerly was the 
number of Parks and Warrens in this County, that 
molt Gentlemens Seats were attended by both. This 
County takes its name from Srafford, the princip.! 
Town in it ; anciently called Becheny. Built by Eq- 
ward the Elder. Incorporated by King Fob : on 
the Eaſt and South walled. Trenched by its own Ba- 
rons, the other two fides being ſecured by a Lake of 
Water: the River Sowe runs on the Exft and Welt of 
the Town, and is covered with a Bridge. It hath 
twa Pariſk.Churches, a Free-ſchool, and many good 
Buildings. Edward VI. confirmed and enlarged their 
Charter. Its Long 1s 18. 40. Lat. 53. 20. In the 
year 1357, one Kalph was created the firſt Earl of 
Stafford ;- whoſe Patterity in twelve Deſceats enjoyed 
that, Honor to the year 1639 : when it was finally 
excinguiſhed in the Perfon of Henry Stafford. In 
1640, Charles I. revived this Honour by conferring 
It upon Sir Fi{lsam Howard, Knight of the Bath,

who. was then marvied to one of the Daughters of the 
lait Earl of Stafford.

- Stalemura, Anemurium, a City in C:/:cza, upon 
the Mediterranean Sea; called by others Anemira : a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Seleucia : be- 
tween Antioch to the Wett, and Celendrs {now Pa- 
lapoly) to the Eaſt : about forty tour Miles irom Cape 
Cormachiti, in the North of the Ifle of Cyprus to the 
North. Mela placeth it in the Borders of Pamphylia 
and Cilicia, Long. 65. 10, Lat. 36. 50. | 

Stalimene. 
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Stalimene, Lemmos, a conſiderable Iſland in the 
Archipelago; called by the Inhabitants, Sez/emnos. 
It is one hundred and fixty Miles in compaſs. At 
firſt under the Yenerians ; but fince conquered by 
Mahomet II. Fifty Miles from Agionoros, or the Coaſt 
of Macedonia to the Eaſt. It hath a conſiderable 
City of its own name : produces good Wine, and is 
well Cultivated. Famous for a Red Earth, called 
from 1t Terra Lemnza, and Sigzllata 5; by which the 
Ottoman Port reaps a confiderable revenue. 

Stamboii, the Turk:/b Name of Conſtant:- 
nople. 

tamets, Stametia, a ſmall City in Gothland, a 
Province of Sweden ; which is a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of T/p/a/ ; but now become a poor 
Village. ; 

Stampalia, a conſiderable Iſland in the Archipee 
lago, towards the Sea of Scarpanto : called anciently 
Aſtypalea, and placed by Srrabo in the number of 
the Sporades. It nath a City of its own name now, 
as before ; when a Temple of great fame throughout 
Greece adorned it, which was conſecrated to the ho- 
nour of Apollo. The principal Church is dedica- 
ted to S. George ; and ſerved with the Greek rites, 
under the ſpiritual juriſdiction of the Biſhop of S:- 
?hanto, who ſome part of the year reſides at it. To 
the City belongs a Caſtle for its ſecurity, planted up- 
on a Mountain : upon the Frontiſpiece of which the 
Arms of Venice, France, and Thuſcany appear dil- 
played. This City is the ſole ſettlement in the Iſland ; 
being, tho of a fruitful Soil, much in want of freſh 
Water. 

Stanes, a large, well inhabited, and frequented 
Market Town in Harefordſkire, in the Hundred of 
Branghing, with a Bridge over a River, leading into 
Surrey. 

Stanfozd, Stamford, Durobrive, a Town of 
Lincolnſhire, in Kefteven diviſion, of good Antiqui- 
ty : upon the River Y//elland, on the Borders 'of 
Northampton, and Rutland (with a part in each : but 
the chiefeſt in Lincolnſhire) which is great and Well 
peopled; having about ſeven Pariſh Churches, and ſe- 
veral Bridges over the River z being expanded on both 
its fides. The Roman High Dike, or Way, leadeth to 
the North from this Town. The Houſes are built of 
Free-ſtone ; the Streets fair and large, and begirt with 
a Wall. It hath the honour to be a Corporation, re- 
preſented in the lower Houſe of Parliament by'two 


Burgeſſes. And in its Neighbourhood, ſtands aftate-- 


ly Scat and Park of the Earl of Exeter, called Bur- 
leigh Houſe. In the Reign of Edward III. part'of 
the Students of Oxford, ( upon a quarrel between the 
Southern and Northern Men) ſettled for ſome time 


in this Town ; who erected a College here (its Ruins P42 


are yet remaining,) and would not return to Oxford 
till compelled by a Proclamation : whence aroſe that 
Statute of the Univerſity, enjoyning every one by 
Oath at the taking of Batchelors Degree, not to pro- 
feſs Philoſophy at Stamford. In 1628, Henry Lord 
Grey of Grooby, was created Earl of Stamford ; and 
ſucceeded by. Thomas his Grandchild in 1673. 
Stanhope, Stainthorp, or Staindrop, a Market 
Town in the Biſhoprick of Durham, in Darlington 
Wapentake: upon a rivulet, running into the Tees. 
ke Stanton; a Market Town in Lincoln- 


ſhire in the Hundred of Garrree. 


Stargard, Urbs Yetus, a City of Holſtern. Long. 
33- 10. Lat. 55. 06. 

Stargart, Srargardia, a City of Germany, in the 
Further Pomerana (the Capital of which it 1s) upon 


the River 1hna ; under the EleCtor of Brandenburgh ; 


five German Miles from Stet#n to the Eaſt. It is a 
Hanſe Town, but not well peopled, Long. 37. 40. 
Lat. 53. 23, | 


Staten-Eplandt, a ſmall Rocky Iſland, diſcover- 
ed by the Durch in 1594. to the Eaſt of Weigar's 
Streights, near that Coaſt of Moſcovy, called by ; ds 
New Holland, Not above one League long, and two 
in Circuit. Some pieces of fine clear Chryſtal were 
tound about the Rocks. The Durch gave it this Name 
to fgnific an Iſland of their States. 

Stavelo. S:ablc, Stabulum, a Monaſteay in the 
Dioceſe of Utrecht ; between the Archbiſhoptick of 
Triers, and the Low-Countries; three German Miles 
trom L:imburgh to the South. There belongs to the 
Abbat a Territory ; which hes between the Biſhop- 
rick of Leige, and the Dukedom of Limburgh and 
Luxemburgh, 

Stavern, Srzavera, a ſinall City of Friſeland, un- 
der the United Provinces in #eſtergow, upon the 
Ruyder Fee ; four German Miles from Enchuſen to 
the North, and fix from Yollenhove to the South- 
Weſt. It is a Sea-Port Town, included in the 
_ League: of old the Seat of the Kings of Fr:/e- 
and. 

Steenberg, Stencberga, a City in the Dukedom 
of Brabant, under the Dutch ; and belonging parti- 
cularly to the Prince of Orange. 

Steenwick, Stenovicum, a Town in Over-1//el, 
in the United Netherlands, upon the Kiver Aa, in 
the Borders of Weſt Fr/e/and : ſeventeen Miles from 
Awol to the North, and ſeven from the Zuyder Zee 
to the Eaſt. Taken by Alexander Farneſe Duke of 
Parma by Scalade ; and by the French in 1672 ; but 
deſerted ſoon after. 

Stegebozg, Stegeburgum, a (mall City in the Pro- 
vince of Oſtrogothia ; with a Port or Harbour on the 
Baltich Sea, under the King of Sweden : ſixteen Miles 
from Norcoping to the Eaſt. 

Stella, a Mountain in Galatia, in the Leſſer 4fia ; 
near the City of Arncyra; called by the Turks, Alma- 
dag. This 1s very remarkable for the Defeat of two 
great Princes in their times ; Mithridates, who was 
here overthrown by Pompey the Great, fixty three 
years before the Birth of our Saviour : and Bajazer I. 
(Emperor of the Turks) here beaten and taken with 
his' Son Muſa, by Tamerlane the Great, in 1397. 
Which Victory, if it had been followed by a vigorous 
Attack from all the Chriſtian Princes united, might 
(by the Blefling of God) have put an end to the Or- 
toman Family then. Soba 

'Stenap, Steneum, Stenacum, a ſtrong City in the 
Dukedom of Lorain; ſometimes called Stathenay. 
It liesin the Dukedom of Bar upon the Maes : ſeven 
Leagues from Yerdun to the North, and fix from Se- 
dan to' the South. Taken by the French in- 1654, 
and kept by them ever ſince ; now annexed to Cham- 

Nee "1s 4 
Dterling, Sterling, a Town and County in Scor- 
land, ſometimes called Srriveling : on the North it 
has Mentith and Fife, on the South the Cluyd, on 
the Eaſt Lothian, and on the Weſt- Lenox. Tt takes 
its Name from Ster/ing, a Town upon: Dunbritoun 
Fryth. This Town was fo ſtrong, that the'Vidtorious 
Ergliſh durſt not attempt it after their "Victory at 
Dunbar. But it was taken afterwards by General Monk 
1n. 1654. 

Shin Stetinum, the Capital City of the Duke- 
dom of Pomeransa, in Germany ; Called'by- the Ger- 
mans, $zcecin. - It ſtands upon the Oder, over which 
it has a Bridge ; and is divided by it mto two equal 
parts : eight Miles from the Balrick Sea to the South, 
four from the Confines of Brandenburgh, and forty 
four from Dantzz:ck to the South-Welt.- This City 
grew up after the Ruin of Vineta (in the Iſle of V/e- 
dom, ten Miles more to the North-Weſt) from a ſmall 
Village, to that greatrieſs it now enjoys, by becoming 
the Scat of the Dukes of Pomerania ; who lived here 
many 
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many Apes in a Caſtle of an elegant and noble Stru- 
Cture. Otho (the Father of Barnimius I. Founder 
of the Line of Srtetin) removed-hither in 1345. This 
Family continued'the Poſſeflion of it till 1630 ; when 
Guſtavus Adolphus coming ' before it with an Army, 
obtained an admiſſion partly by force, and partly by 
the terror -of his Arms : Bog:/lats, the latt of that 
Line, dying ſoon after. The Right of the Succefſion 
undoubtedly belonged to the Dake of Brandenburgh : 
but the Swedes being in Pofſeiſion, got their Right 
confirmed by the Treaty of Munſter, and kept this Ci- 
ty till the year 1577. When the Duke of Branden- 
burgh, coming before it with a powerful Army, after 
a tedious Siege took it. In 1679, by the Treaty of 
S. Germaine, it was reſtored to the Swedes 3 who are 
{till in Poſſeſſion: of this very ſtrong place. See Po- 
merania. It had been beiore attempted by the Impe- 
rial and Bra»idenburgh Forces united, in 1659 : and 
baffled the deſigns of thoſe great Princes. Olearius.

Dtevenedge, a Market Town in Hartford(hire in 
the Hundred of Broadwater. 

Stepning or Szening, a Market Town and Bos 
rough in the County of Sr»ſſex, in Bramber Rape: 
Having the privilege of the Election of two Parlia« 
ment Men. | 

Stepr, Aſturis, a City of Auſtria, four Miles from. 
Lznt7 to the South. 

 Stikt, D:tz0, a word in the German Tongue z 
which ſignifies a Dominion, Country, or Territory ; 
and frequently - joyned with the Names of places : as 
Stift von Luick, the Dominion of Liege. 

Stirta, a Province of Germany ; ftiled by the In- 
habitants, die. Sreyer or Steyer-march ; which was a 
part of the Old Norzcum, (or Upper Pannontia) to- 
wards the Muer; and the Drave. It is bounded on 
the Eaſt by Hunzary ;- on the North by Auſtria ; on 
the Welt by the Dioceſe of Sa/tzburgh, and Carin- 
thia ; and on the'South by Carnio/a. The Capital of 
it 15 Gratz ; the other Cities, Culley, Kermend, Marc« 
purg, Petaw, Pruckam Mucy, and Rakelſpurg. Ca- 
ni{a belongs alſo to: this Province ; and reckoned to 
the Lower Hungary. The Quads were the old Inha- 
bitants of this Country ; who being driven out by the 
Romans, the Country was called Valeria in Honor of 
a Daughter of Dzocleſtan, ſo called. It was at firſt a 
Marquiſate: and by Frederick Barbaroſſa; the Em- 
peror, changed into a Dukedom. In length one hun- 
dred and ten Miles, in breadth fixty : for the moſt 
part barren, being covered with the Spurs and Bran- 
ches of the Alpes ; and rich in nothing but Minerals. 
Ottacar (the lait Duke of this Province) ſold it to Leo- 
pold the Fifth, Archduke of Auſtria ; who bought it 
with a part of that vaſt Ranſom he extorted from Rz- 


chard 1. King of England, about the year 1193. Tho . 


it has been fince granted to ſome younger Brothers of 
that Family, yet it is now returned to the Emperor ; 
and not likely to be any more diſmembred from the 
reſt of the Hereditary Countries. As to the Fertility 
of it, Hoffman ditters trom Dr. Heylin ; whoſaith, in 
Iron Mines it excels all the European Countries, and 
wants nothing that uſeful ; 1t abounding with Wine, 
Corn, Cattle, and Salt. 

Skirone, $:/terio, a ſmall River of Lombardy, in 
the Dukedom of Parma; which watering Burgo d: 
S. Domino, falls into the Taro; four Miles above its 
fall into the Po. 

Sttves, Thebe, a City once of great Renown, but 
now a poor Village in Greece ; fitty Miles trom A- 
thensto the North ; Sophianus calls it Thiua. The 
Turks abandoned it after the taking of Athens, to col- 
lect their Strength into one Body at Negropont. Where« 
upon General Moroſins in 1687, poſlelled himſelf of 
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it. But finding it of little uſe to keep, he raz:d the 
Fortifications, which were in great part ruined before: 
and - abandoned it alſo. - See Thebe. | 

Stocksbztdge, a Market Town and Borough in the 
County of Southampton, and the Hundred of Kingom- 
bom, upon the River Teſt. Repreſented by two Bur- 
geſles in the Houſe of Commons. 

Stockholm, Hol/mza, is a very great City, and the 
Capital of the Kingdoin-of Sweden; ftanding” in the 
Province of Upland, in the Borders of Sudermania : 
Heretofore a place of ſmal! confideration ; but having 
for the two lalt. Ages enjoyed the Refidence of the 
Kings of Sweden, and they having alſo much enlarged 
that. Kingdom by their Conque'ts in Poland, Germa- 
ny, and Moſcozy, 'it 1s now become a celebrated Mart, 
rich, and populous. It has a Royal Caſtle, a large 
and fafe Port, upon the diſembogure of the Lake 
Meler ; ſecured by Forts, and from the weather ſo pro- 
tected by Rocks, that the greateſt Veſſels may ride in 
the midit of it without anchor or cable. It bas a conve- 
ntent Situation , {but being placed amongſt many 
Rocks jult by it, the proſpect of it is not very taking) 
upon fix ſmall Iſlands, joyned by Bridges o? Wood 
to each other : the beſt Peopled, 1s called Stockholm, 
which denominates the City ; alſo two large Suburhs, 
one on the North, and the other on the South. Tho 
it is a place of no ſtrength, yet Chriſtian, King of 
Denmark, could not take it, when he befieged it in 
1518. It itands eight Swediſþ Leagues from Upſa! 
to the South, five from the Batzck Sea to the Welt, 
and eighty from Dantzick and Copenhagen. Long. 43. 
o0. Lat. 60. 30, Guſtavus Adolphus and Charles 
Guſtavus, ſurnamed Auguſtus, Kings of Sweden, lye 
interred in a Church of this City : Bat the reſt of the 
Kings lie at Vpſal and other places. 

Stockpozt or Stopford, a Market Town in Che- 
ſhire, in the Hundred of Macclesfield, upon the Ri- 
ver Merſey. |

Stcecades, Liguſtides, the Iſlands Hyeres in the - 


Mediterranean Sea, upon the Coalt of .Provence : in 
which the Knights of Malta, after their loſs of Rhodes, 
entertained thoughts of ſettling by the permittion of 
the King of France. The Monks had 'got footing 
upon them in Caſſian's time. There was a Ciſtercian 
Monaſtery ſtanding in the time of Þ. I1»nocent IT. 
The Ancients mention the principal of them by the 
names of Hiſpa, Prote, Pomponiana, Phenice, S$tu- 
rium, &c. which now are called Teſte de Can, R:- 
baudas, Ribaudon, Langouſtier, &c. This Iaſt ſeem 
to expreſs theic other ancient Name of Lz2#uſtides, Sce 
Fieres.

Stolhoffen, Srolhoffa, a City or fortified Town in 
Schwaben in Germany ; upon the Rhine, in the Mar- 
quiſate : of Baden ;. two German Miles from Hage-

Eaſt. 

Stolpe, Szo/pa, a Town ſeated upon a River of the 
ſame Name in the Further Pomerania ;, three Ger- 
man Miles from Lawenburg in Pomerama to the 
Weſt, thirteen from Co/berg to the Eaſt. It has an 
ancient Caſtle ; ſubject to the Duke of Branden- 
burgh. : 

Stone, a Market Town in Staffordſhire, in the 
Hundred of Pzrehill, upon the Trent. 

Stonehenge, Mons Ambroſit, a very venerable 
and ancient Monument in Wilſhire, fix Miles from 
Sa/ssbury : conſiſting of three Crowns, Or "_ of

which are twenty eight Foot high, and ſeven broad; 
upon the tops there art others laid! crofs and fra- 
med into them. Upon a large plain, ſcarce atior- 
ding any other Stones at. all in the ctrcumterences 
o: ſome Miles. Mr. Cambderi ſuppoſes the Art of the 
Ancients tt making Stone of Sand arid unctuous.Ce- 
ment, was. employ:d in this.

Stow on the Void, a Market Town in Glouceſter- 
ſhure, in the Hundred of Slaughter.” $ Another in the 
County of Sffe/k ; the Capital of its Hundred, upon 
the River Orwell: large and beautifully built, with a 
- 45 lofty Church ; And driving a great Trae in 
Stutis. 
- Straciſund, Sunds, a (mall, but very ſtrong Ci- 
ty in the Hither Pomerania, upon the Shoars of the 
Baltick S$:a; which has an Harbor over again' the 
Iile of Rugen : another towards Grip/wald and Pome- 
ran:a, and a third looking toward Dumgarten, and 
the Dukedom of Meckelburg ; being built in a Trian= 
gle. It ſtands five G:7man Miles from Grzp/wald to 
the North, ten from Anclam, and about four from 
the Iſle of Rrgen ; ſecured by Marſhes, the Sea, and 
three well tortified Banks. Now one of the Hanſe 
Towns, but formerly a Free Imperial City, and a fre- 
quented Mart. Built by the Danes, in 1211 : and be- 
ing beſieged by Count Walleſtezn for the Emperor, 
{who had ſubdued all the reſt of Pomerania) this (mall 
place in 1629, called Guſtavus Adolphus into Germa- 
ay ; Who reſcued it out of the Hands of the Imperia- 
liſts, and became the Maſter of it ; which was con- 
firmed by the Peace of Munſter. In 1678, the Duke 
of Brandenburgh took and burnt this Town, not 
leaving out of above two thouſand Honſes, five hun- 
dred unruined by his Bombs and Fireworks. He took 
it upon a Capitulation : and the next year after, by the 
Treaty at S. Germans, it was refigned to the Swedes 
again. 
= Dtramulipa, Bxotia, Attica, a part of Greece, the 
Capital of which is Thebes : it lies over againſt the Ile 
of Negropont. 
Strasburg, Argentoratum, the Capital City of 
Alſatia in Germany, called by the Italians Argenti- 
ua: It is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Mentz. And for many Ages a Free and Imperial Ci- 
ty ; ſeated upon the Raver 1!/, (where it falls into the 
Breuch) one Mile from the Rhine, over which it has 
a Timber-B:idge of vaii length. Eight German Miles 
from Briſach to the North, twelve from Spzre, four- 
teen from Baſil, and twenty from Nancy-and Metz. 
So very aicient, that it is faid to be built in the year 
of the World 1955 : thirty three years betore the Birth 
of Abraham : which tho it may bz true, yet cannot 
be proved. Tacztus and Ceſar call it Trabocorum and 
Trabccum : Ptolemy, Argentoratum: other Latin 
Writers d4rgentina, and Srraburgum. It is mentioned 
by Ammiuanus Marceilmus, as a Place which the 
Slaughter 'of the Barbarians (by Julian the Apoltate) 
had made famous. The Victory here mentioned was 
in the year of Chriſt 357. In which, F#ulzan over- 
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threw {ix Barbarous Kings of the Germans ; and took: 
Chodonomar (the chiet of them) Priſoner. In the year 
378, Gratianus the Emperor gave 'the Germans ano 
ther great Overthrow near this City. ' Aerz#/a King of 
the Hunns, took and waſted this City abopt the year 
451. Chi/derick King of the Franky, poſſeſſed himſelf 
of it in the year-478. S. Amand became the firſt Biz 
ſhop of this City in the year 643. . Henty TE Empe- 
ror rebuilt this City in the year 1c04; The Cathes 
dral was built-in the_ year 1207. In the year 1332; 
it ſuftcred very muck by inteſtine Diviſions, - betweery 
the Nobility and Populacy. In 1522; the Reforma« 
tian was firit Preached ; and in 1529, i Was embra- 
ced. . Whereupon the yeat following, this City entred 
a League with the Re'ormed Cantons for her. Defence. 
In 1538,here was an Univerſity opened by the Senate, 
at the perſwafion of Facobus Sturmins ,. a learned 
Man, who flouriſhed that time 1n.the City : which in 
I 566, was confirmed by Maximelian I. | But in Sep=. 
tember 29, 1681, the preſent King of France, having 
before potletled himſelt of all the reſt of Al/atra, fug- 
denly ſurprized this important Place(in a time of Peace 
when no Body ſuſpected it) and put an end to the 
Liberty of this great City. Long. 29..26. -Lat. 48.25. 
Hoffman. 

Stratfozd-ftonp, a Market Town in Buckingham- 
ſhire, in the Hundred of Newport ; in Warling-ſtreet 
Road, a Military High-way of the Remans, crofling 
all the Country. This Town boalts to be the Lutto= 
durum of the Romans ; and the place at which K.Ed- 
ward the Elder, whillt he fortified Towceſter, obltru- 
Cted the paſſage of the Danes. K. Edward I. for a 
memorial of his Queen Eleanor, whoſe Corpsrelited 
here in their journey from Lincolnſhire to London, a- 
dorned it with a Beautiful Croſs. $. Another in #ar- * 
wickshtre, in the Hundred of Bar/ickway, upon the 
River Aven: over which it hath a large and fair Stone 
Brodge, with two Parifh Churches : And is well inha- 

ited, 

Strathern, Strathernia, a County in the South 
of Scotland ; between Albany and Athole to the 
North, Perth to the Eaſt, and Mentezth to the Weſt 
and South, Aberneath 1s the Capital of it. 

Strath-Navern, the moſt North-Weſtern Coun- 
ty in Scotland ;/ bounded on the North and Welt by 
the Ocean, on the South by Southerland, and on the 
Eaſt by Caithneſs. It 1s all over run with Woods ; 
tilled with Mountains deſolate and cold, and of ſmall 
profit or regard. 

Stratton, a Market Town in the County of Corn= 
wall. The Capital of its Hundred. | 

Dtraubingen, Auguſta Acilia,ServiodurumStrau- 
birga, a City of Bavaria in Germany ; which has a 
Bridge upon the Danube ; fix German Miles beneath 
Ratasbone to the Eaſt, and eleven from Presburg to 
the Welt. ; | 

Strel, Sargeria, a River of Walachia, called I/trig 
by the Germans ; in which Decebalus hid his Trea- 
ſures, when he was attacked by Trajan : it falls into 
the Marel!, a River of Tranſylvania. 

Strenges, or Strengenes, Strengeſia, a City of 
Sweden in the Province of Sudermanzta ; which is a 
Biſhops 'Sce, under the Archbiſhop of Upſal ;,etght 
Swediſh Miles on the Lake of Meier from Srockboin 
to the Weſt, and three-from Toy/z! to the Eaſt. 

Church=Stretton, a Market Town in Shropſhire, 
in the Hundred of Mzwn/low. | 

Stridon, or $:r52na, the ſame with Sdrzn, 

Dtrigonte, Gran. 

Strivaii, or S:rraphads, Sterophades, two finall 
Iſlands in the Jontan Sea, South or Fante, and about 
thirty Mites from the Weſtern Coatt of the Moreu. 
The largeit, not above three or four Miles in Circuit. 
But 
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But exttaordinary fertile in rafins and pood fruits. 
Full of Springt. The Calyers df Greoidn Monks ate 
the only People inhabiting it : whoſe Convent- is built 
in the manner of a Fortreſs, with a -Terraſt of Canon 
for their ſecurity againſt the Corſaires of Barbary. 
But ſeldom either the Corſazres or the Txrks come 
here for any thing but watet- | 
Strombolt, 5erongyle, one bf the Lipari Iflands 
in the Tyrrhenzan Sea, on the North of S:ci{y 2 which 
caſts forth flames of Sulphure in fome places continu- 
ally ; whileſt others produce Fruits and Cotton! in 
plenty. It is ten Miles in circuit,, and made memora- 
ble amongſt the Ancietits by the Story of Aolw.

Stugart, S:ugardia, Stugartia, a City of Schtwa- 
ben in Germany ; the Capital of the Dukedom of Wur- 
temburg, and the Seat of the Dukes. It has a fine and 
a noble Caſtle : ſtands upon the River Necker ; one 
German Mile from Eſling to the Weſt, and four from 
Tubingen to the North. 

Stulingen, a Town and Landgravate in the Cir- 
cle of Schwaben 1n Germany.

It is d1- 
vided by the Equator into almolt two equal parts; the 
Atr 1s very hot and unkealthful z the Soil will produce 
little Grain but Rice and Millet. It yieldeth Ginger, 
Pepper, Camphir, Agarick and Caffia in great abun- 
dance, Wax and Hony, Silks and Cottons; rich Mines 
of Tin, Iron and Sulphur ; and ſuch quantity of Gold, 
that ſome conceive it to be Solomons Opher ; and ſome 
the Taprobane of the ancients. The Inhabitants are 
for the molt part Pagans; except the Sea Coaſt, 
where Mahometaniſm has got ſome footing. It has a 
vaſt number of Rivers and Marſhes ; which with the 
Woods do much promote the unwholſomenels of the 
Air. The Hollanders enjoy four or five Fortreſſcs im 
it, and are become more powerful than ſome of the 
Kings. The Portugueſe traffick to it ; but it is, when 
the others will permit them ; tor they have no eſtab»

Suntgaw, or Sundgow, Suntgovia, a Province of 
Germany, now under the King of France, by tlie 
Peace of Munſter.

(which laſt is ſometimes included under this name ; } 
on the South by the Dominions of the Biſhop of Ba- 
fil; and on the Weſt by the Franche Comte.

It had the honour to be a Kingdom : which, after the 
death of Abradatus King of Suſiana, ſubmitted to the 
power of Cyrus. + 1:1 

Sullex, Suſſexia, one of the Southern Counties 
of England: Bounded on the North by Surrey and 
Kent ; on the Eaſt by Kent ; on.the South by the 
Britiſh Sea; and on the Weſt by Hampſhire. Its 
Length from Eaſt to Weſt is ſixty Miles ; the broadeſt 
part from North to South not above twenty ; and its 
Circumſerence about one hundred and fifty : wherein 
are contained one hundred and twelve Pariſhes, with 
cighteen Market Towns. The Air is. good ; but ſfub- 
ject to great Fogs and Miſts out of: the neighbour 
Sea ; which recompenceth this Inconvenience with 
plenty of Fiſh and Fowl. There are few Harbors 
upon this Coaſt : the Soil is rich and fruitful, but.the 
Roads miry and unpleaſant : the Middle of the Coun- 
try has excellent Meadows ; -the Sea-coaſts arp Hilly, 
but afford plenty of Corn and Graſs :. the Noxthefide 
full of Woods and Groves. The principal River js 
Arun, The chief City in it is Chicheſter, which is a 
Biſhop's See: the next to it, Lewes. The Regs 
werethe ancient Inbabitants of this County : who 

were ſubdued by Aulus Plaurims inthe reign of Clauds- 
215 the Roman Emperor. In 478, Ella erected here 
the Kingdom of the Sourh-Saxons, from whence this 
County has its Name, The firſt Earl of it was P31- 
liam de Aibenez Karl of Arundel, who married Ade- 
[:7ia, the Relict of Henry I, in 1178. He was ſuc- 
ceeded by VY:ligm his Son: it continued in thus Fa» 


by Ry/7, and on the Eaſt by the German Oceah. The 
principai Town in it is Dorrock. 

Sutrt, Surrium, Colonia Fulia Sutrina, a City in

In the year of Chriſt 1046. the 
Emperor Henry III. afſembled a Council here, which 
depoſed Pope Gregory VI. (who had intruded into the 
Roman See 1n 1044. ) and elected Conſtantine IT. in 
his ſtead, In 1059. another Council confirm'd Pope 
Nicholas II. his Election to the See, and depoſed the 
Antipope to him, Bened:&, before Biſhop of Yelerrs.

This was the Country of the Gozhs ; who in the fourth 

Century pulled up the Roman Empire in the Weſt, 

and let in the other Barbarous Nations; who ft1!l 

pollzfs it. This People were never ſubject to the Ro- 

24ns : but have been under Kingly Government from 

the firſt Veopling of the Country. We have a pretty 

tertain Catalogue of theſe Kings from the times of 
Charles the Great to Magnus IV. King of Norway 

and Sweden : ( among{t theſe, O/aus II. firit took 

the name of King of Sweden : his Predeceflors were 

called Kings of Vpſal, aſter their capital City : ) who 

in 1363. was ſucceeded by Aber Duke of Meck/en- 

burg in prejudice of Haquin King of Denmark and 

Norway ; after whom ſticeeeded Margaret the Seme- 

rams of the North, ( Quteen of Denmark, Sweden, 
and Norway, ) in 1387, She united all theſe King- 
doms into one by an Act of State. In 1411. Erick 
IV. Duke of Pomeren ſacceeded as her Adopted Son 
in all theſe Kingdoms. After this the Kingdom be- 
came Elective and Unſteady: till mm 1523. (or 25 ) 

Guſtavus Ericus was choſen King ; who expelled the 
Danes, and put an erd to that Union. He died in 
1560. In 1611+ Guſtavus Adolphus the Great attain- 
ed the Succeſſion in this Line; who was killed in the 
Battel at Lutzen in Miſnia in Germany in 1632. To 
him ſucceeded his Daughter, the moſt famous and ad» 
mired Chriſtina ; who of her own'Yoluntary motion, 
and pleaſure, by declaration in form of Law, with the 
conſent of the States, z. e. truly Abdicated the Crown 
to her Couſin Charles Guſtavus in 1654.and lately died 
at Rome. Charles the preſent King of Sweden is the 
ninth in this Line ; and ſucceeded Charles 11. his Fa- 
ther, in 1660. This People was converted to the 
Chriſtian Faith by Anſgarus Biſhop of Bremen about 
816. Lotharius the Fanperue procured the ſettle» 
ment of Biſhops in theſe Northern Countries in 1133. 
They received the Reformation under Gy/tavys I. 1h 
1525; and have ever fince ſtuck to the Auguſtane 
Confeflion: which they preferved in Germany too, 
When it was ( about 1630. ) in great danger to have 
been over-powered by the Proſperity of the Houſe of 
Auſtria. They have alfo planted a New Sweden, in 
New America, not far from Virgina. 

DSwertn, Suerinum, a City of Germany ; which 
is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Breme z in 
the Lower S4xomy. Heretofore ſubject to 'its own 
Biſhop and the Duke of Meck/enbrurzh : but now 'in- 
tirely under” that Duke by the Treaty of Mw/ter. It 
ftands upon. a Lake of the ſame name ; ſeverr Ger- 
man Miles frotn Guftrow to the Weſt, and three from 
Wiſmar to the South. This City received with its 
Biſhop the Auguſtane Confeſſion, in1530. In163r. 
taken by Guſtavus Adolphus ; and'' was under the 
Swedes till the Peace of Munſter.\' The Biſhoprick 
was Founded by Frederick, 1. Emperor of Ger

Magiſtrates. -It-is called by: the Germans Schwitzer- 


land; by the Freich SuyJe ; by foe of tht Natjy-3 
Eyatgnojts-Schatfe, that-15, the United Lands ; by 
the Iralians  Etvetia; by the Spaniards Helvecis ; 
by the Poles Szwayc;arska: On the North it 1s 
bounded by the Rvzne, which (ſeparates it from Ger- 
many ; on the Ealt by the Lake dz Idro or Breſcta, 
and the ſame River which divides it from Germany 
and the Gr:ſons ; on the South by the Lake Lem:2ne, 


* Waliſſerland, and the Dukedom of Mzan ; on the 


Welt by the Frenche Comte. The Country is for 
the moſt part over-ſpread with Lakes ani Moun« 
tains: yet not barren; the tops of theſe Hills being 
full of Graſs, and the bottoms ſurrounded with rich 
Meadows and fruitful Paſtures, It. yields Corn and 
Wine; but not ſufficient for its Inhabitants. In length 
two hundred and forty Miles, in breadth ore hun- 
dred and eighty. The Inhabitants are. Honeſt, Fru- 
gal, Induſtrious, great Lovers of Libeity, good Sol- 
diers, Lovers of Impartiality and Juſtice- About the 
time of 7ulzus Ceſar's Conquering Gavu!, fifty fix 
years betore the Birth of our Saviour ; theſe People 
being oppreſſed with too great a number of People, 
to the number of three Millions. ix hundred and eight 
thouſand made an Irruption into Gaul ; buraing all 
their own Towns before they left them, But Frizus 
Ceſar gave them ſuch warm Entertaiament in Gaz, 
that they were forced to beg his leave to return; two 
Millions of them having periſhed in this War. From 
henceforward they were ſubject to the Romans ; tilt 
in the Reigns of Honorins and Valentinian Il. they 
were conquered by the Burgundians, and Germans. 
A part of this Country about 635. was given to $zge- 
bert Earl of Habſpurg, the Founder of the Houſe of 
Auſtria : though that Dukedom fell not into the 
hands of this Family, till the times of Rodolph the 
Fortunate, about 1376. He being the twentieth in 
this Line, and elected Emperor of Germany in 1273; 
in 1282, created Albert his Son Duke of Auſtria. 


The reit of this Country was given by Rodo/ph ( the. 


laft King of Burgundy ) to Conrade I. Emperor of 
Germany, in 1032» From henceforward they were 
eſteemed a part: of Germany. But being unjuſtly 
handled by Albert Duke of Auſtria in 1308, they Re- 
yolted and Leagued- agam(t him;z- that: 18, the Can- 
tons of Switz, Underialt, and Uri; (He was afters 
wards killed 1n' a Battel with. them { ) which League 
they made perpetual-in the year 1315. In 1332. Lu- 
cerne; in 135I. Zurich ; in 1352» G{aris; the ſame 
year Zug and Berne two Free States;in 1481. Fri- 
burg, Baſil ;and Solathurne ; in. 1501. Sebafharſen; 
and in 1513. Ra were added tothe former ; 
which thirteen--Gantons. make up that. knot of Com- 
monwealths, now called the Switz 2 and their Liberty 
in the year: 1649: was intirely fixed by the-Treaty of 
Munſter. Theſe .Cantons in the year 1663. made a 
League with Lews. XIV. King -of France for lixty 
years, They were Converted to the Chrittian Faith by 
one Lucius, about the year of Chrift-177. At tae 
Reformation :uinghus:began bere to Preach belore 
Luther ; arid. had"that ſucceſs, that the Cantons of 
Zurich, Berne; Baſil and Schafhauſen, follawed his 
Dottrine ; and: held a-Synod at Bi] for the Eltabliſh- 
mient of it in 1530. .:The Cantons of Glars and Ap- 
penzil are: mixert of both Religions ;- the reſt periitt- 
ed. in the Conitnumior of the Church;of Rome ; and 
have. been.'more-.addicted ta her Intere(t, than their 
Anceſtors wero befare the Reformation,” - The Romar 
Catholick Cantons aflemble - ordinarily. } at Lucerne 1 
the Reformed, at Aran.

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Swol, Navalia, a ſtrong Towa or City in Over- 
Mel, (one of the Provinces of the United Nether- 
lands) ſeated on the 77jel ; three German Miles almott 
above its fall into the Xr,yder Zee, ten from Nemeguen 
to the North, and two from Swarte Sluys to the 
South. It has double Ditches and Ramparts: thought 
the ſtrongeſt Town in this Province : fo that the 
States always retire hither in time of great neceſlity, 
Guicciardin. 

Svyena, an antient and noble City of the Thebar, 
in the Upper Egypt : in the Borders of Erhiopia, 
and upon the Banks of the Nz/e.. The utmoſt Boun- 
dary of the Turkiſb Empire on'that fide now, as it 
was heretofore of the Roman. One of the principal 
Cataratts of the Nile falls near it, amongſt the Rocks, 
with great Noiſe and Violence. The Mountains here- 
abouts produce the Granite Stone, called therefore Sy- 
enites after the name of this City : of which the 
antient /Egyptians made their Tombs, Columns, Obe- 
licks and Pyramids to eternalize the memory of their 
Great Men, It is'an Archbiſhop's See : ſheweth ma- 
ny noble Edifices, and Tombs with Epitaphs in La- 
tin and the Eoyptian Languages. But of a greater cir- 
cuit in former times. The modern Name by ſome 
is put 4ſna; others, Aema, and Aſuan. : 

Syrazos, an Iſland, mentioned by Pliny in the 
Gulph of Arabia. 

Symplegades, Cyane, two Rocks or ſmall Iſlands 
in the Canal of the Black Sea, or. the Sereights of 
Conſtantinople : ſo near to each other, that the antient 
Poets ſaid they daſh'd together. 

Spnnada, an ancient City in Phrygia Magna, in 
the Leſſer Aſia: in which Erſebius. places a Councl 
in 265, that did declare, Baptiſm by Hereticks to be 
#Uull. | +4 
Syracuſa, once the nobleſt and moſt potent City 
in the Iſland of Sicily, on the:Eaſt fide of that Iſland. 
Built by Archias a Cormthian, in | the year of the 
World 1190 ; above ſeven hundred-years before the 
Birth of our Saviour ; in the days of Vz;7z7ab King of 
Fudah. Ir after-times it becamte the greate(t and the 
moſt celebrated City the Greeks polſlefied in any part 
of the Word.”  Strabo ſaith; its. Circuit in his time 
was an hundred and eighty Greek Stadza's ; that is, 
twenty two EnplifÞ Mites and an half. Livy in his 
zwenty fifth Book ſaith, the ſpoil of-it was almoſt ec» 
qual to tliat of Carthaze ; wherein Plrtarth agrees 
with him. Famous it is for a great Defeat of. the 
Athenians under its Walls ; in the year of the World 
3536. of Rome 339. It fell: under the power of the 
Romans m- the year of the World: 3738. of Rome 
541. two timdred and ten years before the Birth of 
our Saviour ;-when it was intirely ruined by Marcet- 
lus, the Roman General. It had a triple Wall, two 
Ports, three Fortrefſes ; three famous Temples (be- 
fides others ) of Fupiter, Diana,' and. Minerva : an 
admirable Statue of Apollo, an” Ampitutheatre, a Pa- 
lace of Hiero's Building, and divers other noble:pub. 
lick Works. The Mathematician 4rc/imedes (its Na- 
tive) retarded more the taking of it.by. Marcelius with 
his Art, than the Citizens and Garrifon by their Arms 
and Sallies. And at aſt in the/Conquett, was killed, 
unknown. © Theocrieus the Poet, and Epicharmus the 
Philoſopher, were its Natives atfo. - It recovered again; 
and in Twltzes times had three Walls, three-Caſtles, a 
Marble Gate ; and could. raife twelve thonſand Horle, 
and four hundred Ships. In the year. of Chriſt 884. 
the Sarazens took it, and razed it tothe ground ; .and 
it never recovered ſince. For whereas before it was 
«am Archbifhops See, and the Metropoks :of the Tfland ; 
it is now but- a Biſtiops See under the Archbiſhop of 
Montereale ; ſtnall; and not miglity populous ; called 
by the Inhabitants, Siragoze, 'or Syrapyja. Mr. San- 
dys, (who ſaw it ) faith, it ſtands now in an Iſland, 
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called O;:y2:a ; having a ſtrong Caſtle well fortified ; 
and 1s it felf ſtrongly walled, having two noble Ha- 
vens ; kept by a Garriſon of two hundred Spaniards, 
and three hundred Towns men, The Buildings are 
ancient ; the Inhabitants grave. Tt ſtands in a Marſh, 
which makes it. leſs healthful, though it affords the 
City a great plenty of all things. The Cathedral 
Cizurch of S. Luke that is there now, was heretofore 
the Temple of Diana, Long. 39. 24. Lat. 36. 24. 
Syria, a vaſt Country in the Greater Aſia ; called 
by the Jews Aram or Charam. When it is largely 
taken, 1t contains Phenzcia, Paleſtine, ( or the Ho- 
ly Land ) and Syr:za properly fo called. - In the latter 
Acceptation it is bounded to the North by C:/:c:, 
and the lefler Armenia; on the Eaft by Meſopota- 
mia, (divided from it by the Euphrates, and Arabia 
Deſerta ;) on the South it has Paleſtine and Phani- 
cia; and on the Weſt the Mediterranean Sea. Now 
called by the Inhabitants Souriſtan , by the French 
Sourie, by the Italians Soria. Its length from North 
to. South four hundred ; from Eaſt to Welt it is in 
breadth two hundred Italian Miles. In very ancient 
Times Damaſcus was the capital City : in the middle 
times Antioch ; now Aleppa. This Country is by Na- 
ture extremely Fruitiul ; and once as Populous, but 
now almoſt defolate. As to the Story of it, N. Da- 
maſcenus mentions one Adadus ſlain by David King 
of Iſrael; after whom there followed a Succeflion of 
Kings, thirteen in number : the laſt of which ( Rezin ) 
was conquered by Tiglath Phileſer King of Aſſpria, 
and beheaded in Damaſcus about the year of the 
World 3213. After this they were. ſubject to the 
Kings of 4/ſ[yria, Media and Perſia, till after the 
Death of Alexander the Great. Seleucrs Nicanor 
began another Kingdom here, about the year of the 
World 3644 ; whole Poſterity and Succelfors to the 
number of twenty one, or twenty five, {ot which 
Antzochus XII. was the laſt) Reigned, till. Pc-ypey 
the Great made a perte&t Conqueit. of all Syria for 
the Romans in the year of the World 4650, fixty two 
years. before the. Birth of our Saviour, It continued 
under the Romans till the year of Chriſt 636. (or as 
others 34. ) when it was conquered by Haumer the 
third, Ca/yph of the Saracens. About the year of 
Chriſt 1075. Melech and Ducat began” a' Turkiſh 
Kingdom : which in the year 1262, after a Deſcent 
of nine Kings, was, deſtroyed by Haalon the Tartar. 
Next it fell into the Hands of the Mamalucks of E- 
£3þt ; under whom it continued till the year 1515 : 
and. then was conquered by Selim, Emperor of the 
Turks : under whom it is at this day,. molt wretch- 
cdly harafled and deſolated. "pp Wy 
Dprtes, two dangerous ſandy Gulphs in the Me- 
diterranean Sea, ypon the Coaſt of Barbary in Afri- 
ca : called antiently, Syrtes magna © parua: now, 
the Gulph de Sidra, and de Capes. Tn one name, the 
Shoals of Barbary. The firſt lies betwixt. the King- 
dorms of Tr:po{z: and Barca, the other betwint Trz- 
pols and Tun.

a: Fleet of eight Dutch Ships there lying under the 
Command of Fames Binckes, a Dutchman : who ſo 
well defended the Iſland, that though the French 
pretended they deſtroyed the Fort the Dutch had built; 
yet they were forced to draw oft, and leave the Dutch 
Maſters of the Place.

Tabareſtan, Tabareſtania, a Province of Perſia, 
toward the Ca/pian' Sea ; containing a great part of 
the ancient Hyrcania.

:. Tabarqne, Tabraca, an ancient City in the King- 
dom of Tunis in Africa, upon the Mediterranean 
Sea, betwixt 'Hippo and Viica, It hath had the ho- 
nour in the times of Chriltianity there, -to be a Biſhops 
See ; but now, only conſiderable for 1ts Port. Piny, 
Claudian, and Stephanus mention it. 

Tabaſco, Tabaſca, a Town and Province in Net 
Spain, in North America. The Province lies between 
the Bay of Mexico to the North, and the Province 
of Chiapa to the South : extended from” Eaiſt to Weſt 
forty fix Spaniſh Leagues. The principal City in it 
was by the Ind:ans called Tabaſco ; but the Spaniards 
call it Nueſtra 'Sennora de la Vittoria, cur Lady of 
Victory ; becauſe Cortez, the Spaniſh General, gave 
the Mexicans an irrecoverable Defeat near this Place, 

Tatenna, an Iſland of the Thebazs, -in the King- 
dom of Egypt ; near the City Syexe. 'Inhabited for. 
merly by the Monks, entituled Tabennioſire from it ; 
in whoſe times, Tabennis, was a ſmall Town ſtanding 
here. | 
Taboz, Taborzum, a Town in Bohemia, upon 
the River: Lauznicz ; twenty Miles from Budweſs, 
and forty five from Prague. The Huſſites made this 
Place the Seat of their War, and fortified it : and 
from thence for twenty years ruined the Imperial 
and Hereditary Countries ; called thereupon Taborttes. 

Tacara, a ſmall Kingdom on the Coaſt of Gr;- 
nea, in Africa. 
 Tacaze, Tacaſus, Aſtaboras, a vaſt River in the 
Higher Ethiopia ; which ariſeth in the Kingdom of 
Angote ; chiefly from three Fountains 3 and runs 
Weſt ſometime between Dagana and Hoga. Then 
bending North through the Kingdom of Tigre, it 
watereth the Deſart.ot. O/deba ; and joyns the River 
Mareb or Marebo. Being much improved, 1t patieth 
through the Kingdom of Dengin ; and at Zalach falls 
into the Nile in the Kingdom of Nubza, from the 
Eaſt. | 

Tachialt, Antzochia Meanarz, a City of Caria, 
in the Leſſer A/ia; which was a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Epheſus ; from which it ſtands ſe- 
venty Miles to the Eaſt, upon the Meander 3 and 
thirty ſeven from Bur/ia to the South. Latitus Bile 
ſhop of this See, ſubſcribed to the Council of Chalce- 
don. Long. 58.00, Lat. 39. 33. 

Tadcaſter, a Market Town in the Weſt Riding 
of Torkshire : which bath a large Stone Bridge over 
the River Warfe ; and Lime-Stone digged up in its 
Nejghbourhood in Plenty. 

Tadoullack, Taduſſacum, a Town in New France, 
mpon the Bay of S. Laurence : where-1t receives the 
River Saguen; a hundred Miles from Qyebee to the 
South-Ealt. 
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Txnirus. - See Matapan. 
Taff, Rhato/tathybrus, a ſmall River in Glarmr- 

ganſhire in Wales z which watering and giving name 

to Landaff, falls into the Triſh Sea near the Borders 

of Monmouthſhire... * 
Taflete, Tafleta, a Kingdom in Biledulgerida in 

Africa ; between Segellomeſſa to the Eaſt, and Dar- 

ha to the Weſt : bounded with the Kingdom of Mo- 

rocco to the North. The Capital City is of the fame 
name. A populous and plentiful City , fortified with 

a Caſtle; of great Trade for Indico, Silks, and' Maro- 

qumes: but the Country elſewhere is extreme Sandy, 

hot and deſert. About 1660. the King of this place, 
after:many Victories, conquered Morocco and Fez ; 
and kept thei for ſome time. This is ſuppoſed to 
have been a part of the ancient Numidia. 

 Tagaſte , is now-a deſolate Village in the Pro- 
vince. of Conſtantine ,' in the Kingdom of Algiers 
in Barbary : which heretofore was a Biſhops See, and 
famous for giving Birth to S. Auguſtine. 

Tagat , a fruitful Mountain, two Leagues from 
the City Fez, to the Eaſt ; in the Kingdom of Fez in 
Barbary: about two Leagues in length. Covered 
with Pines on one fide , and affording Land for Til- 
hge on the other. | 

(Taicheu, Taicheum, a City in the Province of Che- 
kiam in China. It ſtands upon a Mountain; and is 
the Capital over five other Cities. 152007; 

Tajima, a Town and-Province in the North part 
of Niphon. T RIAih 

'\Taillebourg, a Town in the Province of X4:n- 
tenze in France, upon the River Charante : at Which 

S. Louis King of France in 1242. defeated the Male- 

contents ot his Kingdom, that were riſen in Arms a 

gain{t him. : 

Tajo, Tagns, one of the moſt celebrated Rivers 
of Spain. It ariſeth from two Fountains in New 
Caſzile, but in the Borders of Arragon ; at the foot of 
Mount FYallezillo. And running North, it takes in the 
Motina : then turning South- Welt, it paſfeth by Pa- 
ſtrana to Aronjues : where it admits the 'Tajuna, 
with a knot of other Rivers from Madr:4 and He- 
nares : turning more Weſterly, it ſalutes Toledo g 
takes in beneath 1t the Gaudarrama, and the Alberch ; 
vilits Talavera, and Puente de Archobibo, where 'it 
is covered by a Bridge ; beneath Almaraz it receives 
the Guadalupo. So palling by Alcantara , it entereth 
the Kingdom of Portugal: at Perdigaon ; and recei- 
ving the Rio Monul, and a valt number of ſmall 
Brooks in that Kingdom, it forms, the vait Haven of 
Libon ; and on the South tide of that City paſleth 
into the Atlantich Ocean : having from its Fountains 
run one hundred and ten Spaniſh Leagues, and being 
at its Mouth two Spaniſh Leagues broad. There 1s 
no River in. Spain-more frequently mentioned than 
this, eſpecially on the account of its Goldea Sand, by 
the Poets.

Talca, a very fruitfial Ifand in the Caſpron Sea, 
according to Pliny, ( who calls it Tazata ) and other 
Ancients : But we have no Modern Account of Vt. 

Tamaga, Tamaca and Tambro, a River of Spain : 
which ariſeth in Gallicia, above Mone Roy ; andran- 
ning South through the Province of Enrre Dore & 
' mazzbo, falls into the Douro 5 fix Spaniſh Leagues 
above Poreo to the Eaft. 

Tamar, Tamarss , a River in the Eaſt of Corn- 
wal ,, which divides that County from Devonfbrre. 
It ariſeth in Devonſhire , near the Iriſh Sea; and 
running South , watereth Bredgraie, Teicor, Tamere 
ten, { which has its name-trom this River } Beyron, 
Lawhitton, Cal-Storh : and having received amonglt 
others the Fey , at Plimouth it entereth the Brir:ſh 
Sea ; forming there a Noble and Capacious Haven. 
See Cambden. 

Tamaraca, aCity and Iſland upon the Coaſt of 
Brafil in South America , under the Pzrrugueſe : 
making one of the fourteen Governments or Pro- 
vinces of Brafal. , 

Tamaro, Thamarns, a finall River in the Proncs- 
pato, in the Kingdom of Naples : which rifting from 
the —_— , a little above Bexevento, falls mto 
the Calore. ; 

Tamaſſo, Tamaſſus, a Town in the Iſland vf Cy- 
prus, towards Famagoſta. Of great Repute for its 
Tin-Mines. ez ;

Tamul, a petty Kingdom contained in Biſnagar, 
in the H:ther Eaſt-Indies. : 

Tamwo:th. a Borough and Market Town 1n the 
Borders of Staffordſhire and Warwickshire, at the 
Confluence of the Tame and the Auker : whereof one 
waſheth that part of the Town, which ſtandsin Seaf- 
fordſhire ; and the other that in #arwickshire. Tt 
hath a trong { though ſmall ) Caſtle for its defence : 
is beautified with a large Church ; and in the Lower 
Houſe of Parliament repreſented by two Burgelles. 

Tanagra, an ancient City of Brorza ( nowSera- 
wlipa ) in Greece, near the River Aſopus: Called 
Orops by Ariſtotle, and Gephyra in Stepbanus. A- 
themeus mentions, Cetus Tanagranus , as a Proverb 
for a vaſt Whale, becauſe one of a prodigious Mag- 
nitude was caſt up here. It is a Biſhops Sce under 
the Archbiſhop of Azhens, the ſame with the Anatoria 
of ſome Moderns. 2 

Tanais, a River of Crim Tartary , which divides 
Europe from Afia. Called by the Neighbouring Na- 
tions, Don ; by the Tralians, Tane. It arifeth in 
the Province of Rezaz , in Moſcovy ( eleven hundred 
Miles from Moſcow ) from the Lake Juvanouvo 
Lezicro, which is five hundred Wzeſts broad ; and 
flowing with a very Oblique Courſe through the Coun- 
trics poſſeſſed by the Precopen/ian , or Crim Tare 
tars ; not far from the Wolga falls into the Lake of 
Mzgeotis ; near a City called from it Tanazs, now ru- 
ined. This City was once taken by the Ruſs 3 but 
now in the hands of the Turks. The River dwides it 
into two parts, and affords it the convenience of an 
Haven ; though now not much frequented. Long.

Tanaro, Zanarus, a Navigable River of Lombar- 
dy ; which ariſeth in Piedmont, in the Borders of 
the States of Genoua from the Apennine : and run- 
ning North-Eaſt, watereth Mondovs, Alba, Afts, and 
Alexandria, in the Dukedom of Msz/an : it falls into 
the Po at Baſſiznano ; between Caſal to the North,

This gave name to Thws, now 
Tanes, a deſolate Village in Egyr at this time ; but 
formerly one of the greateſt, richeſt, and firongeſt 
Cities of Egype ; a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Damietta, The Calyphs rebuilt it , after it had 
been ſome Ages deſolate ; but it ſoon returned to its 
former State. | 

Tangier, 7ugz, Tex94, one of the oldeſt Cities of 
Afraca, m the Provinceof Hasbat, im the Kingdom of 
Fex. Built by Anteus a Phanician, as the Learned 
Sir Fobn Marſham proves from _—_— who men« 
tions an ancient Pillar with this Inſcription in the 
Phenician Tongue 3 We are fled from Joſhna the 
Son of Nua, a Rebber ; whereupon he placeth the 
building of it in Foſus's time, and faith it m undoubt- 
edly a very ancient Phentcian Colony. It ſtands at 
the Mouth of the S:rezphts of Gibraltar, towards 
the Arlantsckh Ocean; and was anciently an Archbi. 
ſhops See, and an Univerſity» The Goths pofleſied it 
after the Romans , and annexed it to the Government 
of Ceuta. In 1471. Alphonſus King of Portwgal 
made himſelf Maſier of it. From which time it con- 
tinued in the paſſeflion of that Crown, till in 1652. it 
was put by the Portugueſe into the hands Of the En- 
giifh. Charles Il. having beſtowed tmmenſe charges 
upon the Haven and Out-Works of it, ( after it had 
proſperouſly repelled ſeveral Attacks of the Moors in 
1663, 1664. and in 1682 ;) in 1683. by the Lord

Taranto, T.::rentum, Urbs Salentinorum, a City 
in the Province of O:ranto, in the Kingdom of Na- 
ples ; called at this day Tarenze by the Frenc 
Built by a Band of Lacedemonian Baſtards, and made 
the Capital of the ancient M4g4 Grecia 3 who ha- 
ving no Inheritance at home, were fent hither to ſeck 
their fortunes, in the year of the World 3242. forty 
five years after the building of Roe. It became a 
famous Common- Wealth. Its ancieat Inhabitants, 
the Tarentin:, ſolicited Pyrrhus's Deſcent into 1taly to 
make War with the Romans. In the year of Rome 
481. M/o, a Citizen of 1t, betrayed it to the Romans. 
In the ſecond Punickh War it received Hannibal. 
And in the year of Rome 545. was recovered out of 
his hands again by Quintus Fabius Maximus. In 
631. it was made a Roman Colony. In 1194. Hen- 
7 IV. gave it to /Vulliam, ( the Son of Tancred ) 
Prince of Taranto ; when he had cauſed him to be 
caſtrated , to prevent any Poſterity. It is now an 
Archbiſhops See ; ſmall, but ſtrong, and well peopled ; 
has a Caſtle garrifoned with Spaniards. The Haven 
was once very good, but ſpoiled by great Stones ſank 
in the Mouth of it ; ſo that none but ſmall Ships can 
enter it.

Bounded on the North 
by the Frezen Ocean , on the Eaſt by the ſame Sea, 
and China ; on the South by China, India, Perſia, 
and the Caſpian Sea ; on the Weſt by Ruſſia. The 
North Eaſtern Bounds upon Fapan and China are 
utterly unknown, It is not certain, but that 4/a 
and America may there meet; or at molt may be 
divided by a narrow Channel, which could never yet 
be diſcovered. This Country extends from the Mouth 
of the Nieper, to the Cape of Tabin North-Eaſt, one 
thouſand German Miles: and from the Mouth of the 
River Obb to the Wall of China South-Eaſt , fifteen 
hundred of the ſame Miles: perhaps it is much grea- 
ter towards the North and Eaſt. . It is divided into 
Tartary properly ſo called, Tartaria Deſerta, Zaga- 
thai, Carhay, and Turqueſtan : theſe, containing ma- 
ny Kingdoms : ſoine of which, as to the names of 
them, are as yet unknown to us. The people are the 
moſt Barbarous of Mankind: ; Bloody, Fierce, and 
Brutiſh. The Country appears Barren, Deſolate, Un- 
cultivated ; without Cities, ſettled Inhabitants, Agrt- 
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culture, and fixed Limits. 
Maſters of their -reſpeCtive People 7* which life in . 
Hoards, wandring with their Wives and Children it; © 
covered Waggons:-from place to pfi&; with their 
Cattle, (their only "Wealth, ) as necefiity and the ſeafor 
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of the year require. Thiscourſe of life has ina great 
degree fitted:tham for'War. Accoftlivgly, when ever 
they have broken in upon the Civilized World, they 
have proved--1n every Age the Scourges of God. In 
this laft Age,” one. of theſe Princes broke in upon Ch:- 
na ; and ina fepyyears conquered it. 

Tarudante, Farodantum, Torodantum, the Capi- 
tal City of Suz;” Heretofore ſubject to the King of 
Morocco , biit:has now a Prince of its own. It is 
great-and populous; about fifty Miles from the 4r- 
{antick Ocean, and three hundred from Morecco to 
the South. - 

Taflo,-Thaſſos, Thalaſſia, Chryſe, an Iſland of the 
Archipelago, one League diſtant from the Continent 
of Romana in the Morea, and about ſeven or eight in 
Circumference : divided betwixt Plains and Moun- 
tains, which afford good Wine and Marble. The 
Phenicians anciently planted a Colony here, who 
built the City now ſtanding ; which is in a tolerable 
yp but far difterent from its priſtine Splen.

Tatta, a Kingdom in the E-ſt-Indres, under the 
Great Mogul ; ſeparated from Perſia ta the Weſt, by 
the River 11du5;and bounded to the North by Buckor, 
to the Eaſt by the Kingdom of Fe/ſe/meere , and to 
the South by the Indian Sea, The Capital City is of 
= ſame Name ; near the Indus. Long. 102. Lat. 
26. 43. 

Tatterſhal , a Market Town in Lincolnſhire, in 
the Hundzed of Gareree, and the Diviſion of L ind- 
fey : near the Influx of the River Bane into the 
Witham, 

'Tavaſthus, Tavaſiia, a Town and County in the 
Kingdom of Sweden in Finmarck ; called alſo Tas 
vaſtland. Bounded on the Eaſt by Savolaxia , on 
the South by N:/and, on the Weſt by Finmarch , 
( properly ſo called ) and on the North by the Boz- 
ner Sea. Tavaſthus, the principal Town in it, was 
called G2onenberg ; and ſtands in a Marſh : well for- 
tified againit the Ryſs : ninety Miles from A4boa to 
the Eaſt, Bzrger Farel built a Caſtle in 1250. to awe 
the Inhabitants, | 

Tauber, Tuberius, a River in Franconia; which 
ariſeth near Rotenburgh , nine Miles fiom Norame 
burgh to the Welt ; and by Onſpach, Papenheim, and 
Aichſtat talls into the Danube below Irgolſtad, and 
above Regenſperg. 

Taverna, Taberna, Triſchene, a decayed City in 
the Further Calabria , in the Kingdom of Naples ; 
which was a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of Rhe- 
210; but having loit that Dignity, is now a member 
of the Dioceſe of Catanzaro. 

Teubemberg , a Town in Hungary; at which 
Makomet 1. in 1400. beat the Hungarians. 

Taveftock, a Market Town and Borough in De- 
vonſkire , upon the River Tave : the Capital of its 
Hundred. In the Lower Houſe of Parliament repre- 
ſented by two Burgeiles. 

Tavira, or Tavla, a City of Algarve in Spain, 
upon the Arlantich Ocean ; between the Mouth of 
the Guadiana to the Eaſt, and Faro to the Welt ; 
five Leagues from either. It is under the King of 
Portugal : has a large Haven at the Mouth cf the 
River Xz/aon, and a Caſtle for its ſecurity. 

Taurica Cherſoneſts, the Penn. /iz/a dividing En» 
rope and Afia 3; upon 1/ Mare Maggiore, and the 


Sea of Xabacbe: irom Eaſt to Weſt twenty 
ſour Miles long, fifteen broad ; filled heretofore 
with 
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with Noble Greek Cities. Upon tle Eaſtern fide 
of it, ſtands Caffa , ( which was the ancient Theodo- 
fia) under the Turks. In the entrance- of the Neck of 
it,Pecop ; under the Tartars : from whence the whole 
Peninſula is ſometimes called Precopſca ; and the In- 
habitants, the Precopenſian Tartars. It makes the 
moſt Southern part of the Krim Tartary. 

Tauris, Ecbatana, Tabreſium, Taureſium; Ti- 
granana, a great City of the Kingdom of Perſia,called 
by the Inhabitants Tebris. It ſtands in the Province 
of Aderbuitzan ; eleven hundred Miles from Conſtan- 
tinople to the Eaft , and twenty five German Miles 
from the Caſpian Sea to the South. Founded, ( as the 
Perſians all agree ) in the one hundred and {ixty fifth 
year of the Hegyra, in the year of Chriitt. 786. In 
849. it was ruined by an Earthquake. In 1490: the 
Princes of the Race of Sheitb-Sephr, removed to this 
City from Ardevil. In 1514. Seltm, Emperour of 
the Turks, took it upon Articles, two years after the 
Kings of Perſia removed to Casbin. In the time of 
Solyman the Magnificent, the City rebelled ; atlafſi- 
nated the Turkiſh Governour, and Garriſon 3 which 
was ſeverely revenged by Ibrahim, { General of that 
Prince} in 1548. In the Reign of Amurath, it re- 
belled again ; and was again taken and ſacked by the 
Turks in 1585. In 16c3- Abas, King of Perſia, took 
it by Stratagem: ever ſince which, 1t has been under 
the Per/ians. The Learned Minados, ( in his Hiſto- 
ry of the Turkiſh and Perſian War, pag. 311.) thus 
deſcribes it. It is ſeated ( ſaith he ) on the North 
tide of Mount Orontes; having Perſia to the Eaſt, 
the Caſpian Mountains. to the Welt, and the Caſpian 
Sea to the North : in a fruitful Plain; in a cold, 
ſnowy, healthful Air ; abounding with all things need- 
ful for the Life of Man ; enriched by great Caravans 
of Merchants, which paſs to and fro through it ; fo 
populous, that it maintains two hundred thouſand 
Inhabitants; yet without any Walls or Bafttons, or 
the leaſt defence againſt an Enemy : The Houſes are 
low and mean : the Gardens, Fountains, Bafars and 
Moſques, Magnificent and Sumptuous. Sir Z0hn Char- 
din, who ſaw this City, agrees with him : and adds, 
thit a ſmall River ( called Spingricha,) runs acroſs 
through it; and another called Ags, on the North 
fide. Long. $8. oo. Lat. 41-19. Sir Fohn Chardin 
eftimated the Inhabitants to be tive hundred and fifty 
thouſand : fo much has a long Peace improved it ſince 
Minadoz's time. It extends its Commerce over Per- 
fia, Turkey, Tartary, Moſcovy , and the Brack Sea ; 
conſiſting much in Cottons, Silks, Chagrines , Bro- 
cades, &c. which fills it well with Strangers. The 
Moſques are reckoned to two hundred and fifty; where- 
of ſome have been Chr:ſtzan Churches. The Capu- 
chines had a convenient Houſe built in this City in 
1668, Without the City to the South, appear the 
Ruins of the Palace of the ancient Kings of Perſia : 
and to the Eaſt, the like of a Caſtle, which was the 
Royal Seat of Choſroes, The Geographers generally 
affirm, Tauris {tands in the place of the aticient Ec= 
batana. It is governed by a Beglerbeg, of great 
power and conſideration in the Kingdom of Perſia. 

Taurn, Apes Norice , a branch of the Alpes in 
Carmthia. 

Taurus, the greateſt Mountain in all Afia ; fo 
called , as Euſtathins ſaith, from its Magnitude. It 
begins at the Ealt or Ch:inzan Ocean ; and traverſeth 
the whole body of Aſia, as far as the Sea of Pamphy- 
lia in the Leſſer Aſia ; dividing 4jia into the Nor- 
thern and Southern , and afluming various Names in 
different Places. Yet the particular Name of Taurus 
belongs mott properly to that Branch of this Moiin- 
tain, which divides Pamphy/:a and Cilicia from the 
Leſſer Armenia. Sir John Chardin who croſſed that 
part of this Mountain, ( called Caucaſus ) faith; that 


it 1s the higheſt Mountain; and the moſt difficult to 
paſs over that ever he beheld : full of Rocks and diſ- 
mal Precipices. The top of it (eight Leagues broad), 
Cover'd with Snow and not inhabited : yet the fides 
are prodigious fruitful; afford Honey, Wheat, Gums, 
Wines, and Fruits in vaſt quantities. The Inhabitants 
are a good natur'd ſort of Chriſtians, In Tartary 
this Mountain is called Imaus. In this long courſe 
it ſeparates many Potent Nations one from another. 
Herbert (our Country-man) faith ; that it is fifty 
Engiſ Miles over, and fifteen hundred long. 
axiala, a great City of India, mentioned by 
Strabo and Philoſtratus, as the Refidence of the an- 
cient King Phraortes. But we have now no know- 
ledge of it ; unleſs, the ſame with Cambaza. 

Taw, a River in Devonſhire, upon which Barn- 
ſtaple ſtands. 

_ Tay, Tavns, is a great River in Scot/and; which 
ariſing trom Mount Grampus, and flowing Eaſt helps 
to divide that Kingdom into two parts ; the Nor- 
thern and the Southern. Its Fountains are in A/- 
bany. It paſſeth through Athole and Perth, wa- 
tering Dunkeld and Aberneth ; and betweeni Angus 
to the North, and Fife to the South, by a vaſt Arm 
of the Sea falls into the German Sea ; almoſt twenty 
Engl:ſh Miles North of St. Andrews. 

Tapgetus, a Mountain of the Province of Lacs- 
11a 1n the Peloponneſus : conſecrated in Pagan times 
to Caſtor and Pollux. Standing in the neighbour- 
hood of Sparta, (now Miſirra); and being broken 
once by an Earthquake, it did much miſchief to 
that City. 

Tearus, a River of Thrace, falling into the He- 
brus : (o admired by Darius, the Son of Hyſtaſpes, for 
Its Water according to Herodotus; that he erected a 
Colom 1n its honer. 

Teane, a River in Staffordſhire, upon which 
Checkley is ſituated. | 

Tebeſca, an ancient City in the Kingdom of Tunis 
in Africa: which was a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Carthage. 

Tech, Ter, Ihybiris, Thicts, Tichis, a (mall River 
in the.County of Rouſſillon ; which ſpringeth out of 
the Pyrenean Hills in the Borders of Cerdanna; wa- 
tereth 4r/es and Cerdanna ; then falls.into the Me- 
diterranean Sea, twelve Miles from the Mouth of 
the Eg/z to the South. 

Tettoſagz, an ancient People of Gallia Narbo- 
nenſis ; whole Capital City was the modern To/ofe. 
They made an incurſion into Germany , and there 
eltabliſhed themſclves, near the Hyrcanzan Forelt. 

Tedles, Tedleſia, a Province in the Kingdom of 
Morocco: Its chict City is Tof7 4. 

Tees, Atheſis, Tuaſir, a River which parts Eng- 
land from Scotland: It arifeth in Tweda/e ; there- 
fore called the Tweed no leſs frequently ; and run- 
ning Eaitward, and being augmented by the Cale at 
Rydam, it becomes a boundary ; at Ti/:mouth takes 
in the Bromyſhe out of Northumberland ; and on 
the South de of Barwick , entereth the G:rmarn 
Ocean. 

Teflis, Artaxata, Arxzata, Tephlis, Rogocata, 
the Capital City of Georgza; in the Province of Car- 
del, upon the River Kþur, or Cyrus. Anciently one 
of the greateſt Cities of the Eaſt ; but being taken 
and ill handled by the Turks, it conſiſts of very few 
Inhabitants ; under the King of Perſia. (Baudrana). 
Sir Fohn Chardin who ſaw it ſome few yezrs fince, 
contrariwiſe aſſures us it is one of the fairelt,though 
not the biggeſt Cities in Perſia; at the bottom of 
a Mountain, upon the River Cur ; incompatled on 
all fides, but the South, '(where the River ſecureth 
it) with a ſtrong and beautiful Wall; and has about 
fourteen Chriſtian Churches, ſerved by Armenians and 

Fff 2 Georgians ; 
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Georgidns; together with a large Caſtle guarded 
by Natural Per/iarzs only. The Biſhops See. or Pa- 
lace is near the Cathedral Church. It has in the mean 
time not one Moſque, (except 4 ſmall one lately buitt 
in the Caftle ; ) becauſe the Chriſtians will not endure 
if, and the Perſians are too wiſe to exaſperate thei 
Frontier People 3 who can with eaſe call in the Turks to. 
revenge the' Injuries of their Religion. It 1s well 
Peoples, fall of Strangers,who refort thither on the ac- 
count of Trade. - Twice in the hands of the Tirks, in 
the Reigns of 1/-#nael II, and So/yman his Son. The 
latter took thisa;:d T4ury about 1548. The Perſian 
Tables place tt, Long. £3: oo. Lat. 43. o5. Fhe 
Congregation at Rome de propaganda fide, keeping a' 
Mifftion of Capuchins wn Georgta, (who underitand 
Phyſick and by that means render themſelves very 
acceptable to the Country :) their Prxfect refides here. 
It 15 the Seat of the Viceroy of Georgia. 

Tef3a, a City in the Province of Ted!/es in the King- 
dom of Morocco; built on an high Hill by the River 
Derna. 

Tegan, Teganim, a City in the Province of Hu- 
quam in China. The Capital over five Cities. 

Tegaza, a Defart in Nzgretza in Africa. 

'Tegza,.an antient City of Arcadia in the Pelce 
ponneſus $3 which was a Biſhops See under the Arch- 
b:ſhop of Corimeh. 

Tegeſte, a Peninfula in Florida, in North A-- 
mera. 

Tegoezartn, a City and Territory in Bi/edulgerid in 
Africa. 

Teifla, or Tiifa, Tibiſcus, the Theyſſe, a River 
of the Upper Hungary 3 which arifeth in the Carpa- 
thian Mountains ; and floweth through Tranſjlvania 
hither, to pay its Tribute to the Danube. Segedin 
ſtands upon it. The Hungarians uſe to fay, It 18 two 
parts Water and the third Fiſh. 

Tejum, an ancient City of Paphlagonia in the Leſ-. 
(er Aſia: remarkable by being the Birth-place of A- 
racreon the Poet, who died of a Grape-itone fticking 
in his Throat. 

Teleptec, an Ancient City of the Province of By- 
zacena, in the Kingdom of Tunxy in Barbary, It 
was a Biſhops See, particularly remarkable ia the per- 
ſon of Donatus ; who, in 418, celebrated a Council 
at it againft the Pe/agians, Now in ſlavery to the 
Moors. 

Teleſſia, a City of the ancient Sammium in Italy ; 
{now in the Province called Terra di Lavoro, in the 
Kingdom of Naples.) It became a Biſhops See under 
the Archbiſhop of Berevento, and was adorned with 
the Title of a Dukedom. But fince 1642, the See has 
been transferred trom hence. 

Telgen, 7e/ga, aCity in Sudermannia in Sweden, 
four Miles from Stockboim, to the North-Wett. 

Temeſen, Temeſena, a Province in the Kingdom 
of Fez. 

Temeſwaer, Temeſuaria, a Town in the Upper 
Hungary ; which is the Capital of a County of the fame 
Name. A great and ſtrong place, ſeated upon the 
River Temes {whence 1t has its Name : ) five Leagues 
from Lippa, towards the Borders of Tranſ3/vania; 
and about ten from Be/grade. The Turks twice at- 


tempted it before they took it, (in 1552) trom the. 


Tranſjlvanians : upon which they beltowed . great 
coſts in the fortifying of it, and efteem it invincible ; 
as indeed it 1s the {irongeſt Place they have left them, 
The County of Temeſwaer is bounded on the North 
by Chaunad and Tranſylvania, ; on the Welt by the 
Tibiſcus, on the South by the Dakube, and on the 
Ealt by Moldavia. 

Temiam, Temiamum, a Kingdom in Nizritia in 
Africa bounded on the Notth by the Kinzdom of 
Ganzara. on the Welt by that of B:zo, on the South 
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by the River Nzger, and on the Eaſt by the Deſart of 
Sert or Sew.. The principal City of which is Temican. 

'Teitpe, a fweet Valley in the Province of Theſſa- 
lia, 1 Macedonia, watered by the River Peneo. 
The Poets have rendered it famous to all Ages. It 
les betwint the Mountains Olympus and Offa. And 
ſome place the ancient City Lycoſthome in it, which was 
a Biſhops See under the Archbithop of Larz/a. 

Temruck, or Tomaruchi, Tyrambe, Tyrambis, a 
City of Crim Fartary in Aſia ; ſixteen Miles from the 
Cimmerian Boſphottts to the Eaſt; and ten from the 
Lake of Corocondam to the North. 

Tenbtrp, a Market Town in Worceſterſhire, up 

on the Edge of Shropſhire, and the Banks of the Ri- 
vet Tent :-1n the hundred of Doddington. 
_ 'Tende, Tends, 4 Town in the County of Nizza, 
in the Appenine, near the Borders of the States of Ge- 
noua : eighteen Miles from Aba to the North, and 
twenty five from Foſſano South : which has a Moun- 
tain near 1t, called Le col de Tends ; and a very ſtrong 
Caſtle. This wasa Sovereign State, under Counts oi 
its own ; but now ſubject tothe Duke of Savoy, 

Tenduc, Ternducum, a City and Kingdom of the 
Aſian Tirtary» Bounded on the North by the Great 
Tartary, on the Eaft by 7upra, on the Welt by the 
Kingdom of Tangut, and on the South by China. 
This Prince has within a little more than forty years 
laſt paſt, Conquered the Kingdom of China; and is 
one of the greateſt Princesin the World. His Domi- 
nions extending from Cochin China to the River O66, 
North-Weſt and South-Eaft. There 1s lately pub- 
liſhed a ſhort Account of theſe Tartars, in two Let- 
ters written by a Chznzan Je{uit, who travelled with 
this King into Tartarye L 

Tenedos, a ſmall Iſland of fixteen Miles in Com- 
paſs : five from the Shores of A4/ra, twenty five from 
the Iſland Mete/ino to the North in the Archipelago, 
and eighteen from the Dardanels tothe South : cal- 
led by the Turks Boſh Adaſ?, 'the Barren Ifland:- : 
yet it affords excellent Mrſcadize Wine ; Plenty of 
Game : and ts well ſituated to bridle the Streights of 
Gallipols : Tt has a City, two Caitles, and an Harbor 
fer ſmall Veſſels: and being taken by the Venerians 
(with whom the Genozeſe dilputed the pollefiton of it 
a long time), was betrayed to the Turks by their Go- 
vernor. In the time of Troy, which ttood within two 
Leagues of it, this Iſland was conſecrated to Apoilo; 
and the Grecian Navy, feigning a Deſpair to take that 
City, retired hither to diſguiſe their delign. It became 
ſince Chrittianity, a Biſhop's See under the Archbiſhop 
of Maitelenze. The Promontorium Sig eum, or Cape 
Fanizzari, lies near it, 

Teneriffa, one of the Canary or Azores Iſlands in 
the Atlantick Ocean; over againit Mauritania in 
Barbary; called by the Natives Thenerzffe. It is about 
forty eight Spaniſh Lezgues in Circumterence. Fruit- 
tul, populous, rich, and has been ſubject to the Spa- 
miards ever lice 1496. The Ancten's called this 
Nzivariaz (as is ſuppoſed), becauſe the top of 1's 
Point or Peak, which is thought the highelt in the 
World, and very ſharp, 1s rarely without Snow. This 
Peak is ſaid to be fifteen Miles high : and may be ſeen 
one hundred and twenty Eng/:// Miles at Sea. The 
principal Towns in it are Loguna and S. Croces To 
which belongs an excellent Haven. Blake an Engliſh 

Admiral, April 20, in 1657, (notwithſtanding a Ca- 
{tle, ſeven Forts, fixteen great Galeons, all well man'd 
and provided with Cannon and Ammunition, which 
threatned &is inevitable Ruine) enired this Harbor : 
and in fix hours time beat the Spanzards out of their 
Ships and Forts too. He put the Erg/1ſh in potletiion 
of the vait Treaſure of a Weſt Didza Fleet : which 
they plundered.; and burnt all thoſe Spanſ/> Ships they 
tound, This Iland is no leſs retnarkable jor having 
been: 
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- beet made the firſt Meridian by many of the latter 
Geographers. $ The Spaniards have given the ſame 
Name to a Town in the Province called Terra firma, 
in Soutly America : ſtanding near the Confluence. of 
the Rivers S. Magdalena and S. Martha. 

Tenez, a City and Kingdom towards the Coats of 
the Mea:terranean, and Weſt of the Kingdom of 
Algiers; in Barbary. 

Tengchieu, a City in the Province of Xantum in 
China ; which ſtands upon the Chinzan Ocean on the 
Bay of Nanquin; and. 1s very ftrongly fortified. 
Long. 149. oo. Lat. 37. 00. 

Teno, Tenes, Tine, an Ifland in the Archips/ago, 
under the Venetians ; who have been Matters of it above 
theſe three hundred years. It is a Latzz: Biſhops See ; 
and but few Greeks live here. In Pagan times it w.s 
famous for a Temple conſecrated to Neptune. I: pro- 
duceth Wine, Figs, and Silk. Hath a Fortreſs and a 
City of its own Name, Texo : but Hydruſia and O- 
phinſe were the tirit and ancienteſt Names of this 
[{iand. 

Tenterden, a Market Town in the County of Kerz, 
in Scray Lath. 

Tentyra, an Iſland and City in the Nile, in the 
Kingdom of Ezyprt : menticned by Fuvenal. | 

Tcos, an Ancient City of 12a in the Leſſer Aſia : 
which was a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of E- 
phefus. 

Tex. See Tech. 

Teraino, Aprutium, a City of the Further A- 
bruzzo, in the Kingdom of Naples ; which is a Bi- 
fhops See. | 

Teraſſa, the ſame with Tarſus. 

Terbeſtan, the C/pzan See. 

Tercera, T7ertiaria or Tertia, the principal of 
the Azores Iflands : twenty five Miles trom Ealt to 
Weſt, but not of equal breadth : about ſixteen 
Leagues in circuit : ſurrounded with Rocks which 
render it difficult of Acceſs. It lies forty Leagues 
jrom Tenerrffe to the Eait. The chief City of this 
and all the Azores, is Anzara; which 1s a Biſhops 
See, and with Fort San Felzppe under the Portugueſe. 
From this {land the Azcres are ſometimes called the 
Tercera Ifles, It 1s much ſubject to Farthquakes: 
and has a Fountain particularly remarkable for a virtue 
to petrifie Wood. 

Tergowtiſch. See Targoviſto. 

Terk, Terchium, the principal City of Czrcaſſia, 
in {ia : 1n a well watered Plain ; about one Germas 
Mile trom the Caſpian Sea to the Welt, fixty from 4- 
ſtracan to the South, and thirty tix from D-rbent to 
the North-Wett, Long. 76. 30. Lat. 45. 05 This 
City being ſume ye.rs lince put 1nto the hands of the 
Duke of Moſcovy, has of late been carefully fortified 
asa Frontier againit the Per/ians on that ſide. Olea. 
rs aflures usit {(tands 1n Lat. 43. 23, ina Plain which 
bounds the fight upon the River Temenskz ; which 
walueth out of the Lake of Byftro, and facilitates the 
Correſpondence between the Townand the Caſpian Sea, 
The Town 1s fortified with Rampiers ard Baltions of 
Earth; ard has a Garriſon of two thouſand Kyſs, 
paid by the Great Duke. 

Terice, a famous Abbey for Women of the Or- 
der of S. Bernard, in the State of Holand : founded 
by the ancient Earls of Holand : a League and a 
half off Lezden ; but broken and ruined fince the Re- 
formation there. 

Termini, or Termuis, Termul.e, Buca, a City in 
the Capitanata in the Kingdom of Nap!es ; which is 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Benevenro : 


and {{ar:ds upon the Adreatich Sea, at the Mouth of 


the River 7:ferno, in the Borders of the Hither As 
bruzzo : thirty Miles from Lanciano to the Eaſt. 
$ Alloa Town in the Ifland of Sici/y, upon a River of 
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its own Name: rifen out of the Ruines of the ancient 
City Himera ; and called in Latin Writers Terminus 
Himeriorum. The River Termine had the ſame anci- 
ent Name with the City. 

Terna, Torna, a River which runs through Artois, 
and falls into the Canche at Heſdin. 
 Ternate, Te#nata, the chicf of the five Molucco 
Ilands. Now in the Hands of the . Hollznders ; tho 
it has a King of its own, who reſides in the Town of 
Malay : the Outch have ſome Ports in this Ifland, to 
ſecore its Poſſefſion, There are two ports belonging 
to it. The Ifland Trder lies within one League of it. 

Ternt, Interamna, an ancient Latin Colony, and 
a City oft Ombra, in the States of the Chu: ch in [tay ; 
which 1s a Biſhops See,immediately under the Pope. It 
ſtands in a Plain upon the River Nare ; twelve Miles 
from Spoleto to the South inthe Road to Ancona; and 
has many rare Antiquities to ſhew. 

'Ternois, Ternenſis Pagus, a ſmall Tract in Ar- 
f0is, 1m the County of $. Paul ; which takes its Name 
from Tern.1. 4 

 Ternova, Ternobum, a City of Bulgaria ; men- 
tioned by Greg oras and Calchondylas : how the Refi- 
dence of the Turksſh Sangiack , and* anciently the 
Seat of the Deſpore. It {tands upon the River Fan- 
tra or T{cthar ; near Mount Hemns, in the Borders of 
Thrace upon an Hill ; and was heretofore very ftrong, 
but now neglected. Thirty German Miles from 
Adrianopleto the North-Weit, and twenty five from 
Sophia to the North-Ealt. 

Terovanne, Tarvanna, Ternana, Civitas Mori- 
norum, a City of Artors, in the Low-Countries; 
which was a Biſhops Ste, under the Archbiſhop of 
Reims, upon the River Leye ; but being recovered 
out of the hands of the French by Charles V. in 1553. 
intirely ruined and never rebuilt. The Morin: were 
its ancient Inhabitants. And we may obſerve, the 
year of its dzitruction by Charles V, is exprefled 
in the Chronagram of theſe two Words, DeL etl 
MorInl, It ttood fix leagues from Bologne to the 
Eaſt, and two from S. Omers to the South. This 
Dioceſe was divided into three, v2. into that of Bc» 
logne, S. Omers and Tres. 

Terra Irttica, or the Artick Continent, com- 

prehends New Denmark, Ejtoiteland, Hudſons-bay, 
Greetiland, Spitzberg ; and the undiſcovered Regions 
beyond, or towards the Arctick Circle. 
AIuſtralis, a vatt Country towards the 
Antarctick Circle : diſcovered in 1503, by a French 
»an of Honfleur in Normandy ; who it a Voyage to 
the Eaſt-Inazes, was driven upon the Eattern Coalts 
of it ; and remaining for ſome time there, found it 
to be cantoned into a number of petty Kingdoms ; 
indifterently peopled : yielding ſeveral forts ot Roots 
for Dying, unknown in Europe; with wild Beaits, 
Fowl, Fith, Ec. - He calls it in the declaration of his 
Voyage, the South Indzes. In 1615, Fames le Mnre, 
a Native of Amſterdam, made a Dilcovery of another 
part of 1t, to the Eatt of the Streights of his own 
Name : which he called Sratenlande : the fame time 
that he diſcovered his own Streights and Mar it 7- 
landt. 


dt Bari, Ap#/:2 Peucetia, Barenſis Ager, 
a Provi::ce of the Kingdom of Naples. Bounded on 
the North and Ealt by the Adr:aric% Sea ; on the 
Welt by Caprtanata, cut oft by the River Ofanro ; 
on the South by the Baſilicate and Orranto, This 1s 
a conliderable part of that which the Ancients call 4- 
þ1/1a Peucetia. The principal places in it are Andria, 
Bart, Bitonto, Converſano, Gravima, Moifetta, Ru- 
vo, Trani and B:ſeglia. The French call it the Pro- 
vince de Bar. 

Firma, a Province of New Spain , 1, 
South America ; upon the 1/t/mns of Panama: 
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bel Fitego, an Iſland betwixt the Streights 
of Magellan and /e Mair; in the uttermoſt parts of 
South America. ; 

dt Lavozo , Terra Laboris, 18 a Province 
of the Kingdom of Naples, upon the Tyrrhent an Sea. 
Bounded on the North by Abruzzo, on the Eaſt by 
the Hither Principato, and on the Welt by the Sea, 
It is extremely fruitful ; watered by the Garig/tano 
and Volturno; and has the Happineſs of Naples for 
its Capital. The other principal Places and Cities are 
Iſchia, Gaeta, Caiaz70, Capua, Nola, Pozzuolo, So- 
ra, Sorrento and Venafro, This Province contains a 
part of Campania Felix , and of the ancient La- 


tium. 

d' Otranto, 7apygia, Feſſo, Meſſapia, 
Calabria; Hydruntina , Santa, Terra. Sec Otran- 
t0, &C. 

Terracina, Tarracina , Anxur , an ancient City 
in the States of the Church in Italy, in the Province 
of Campania di Roma, in the Borders of the King- 
dom of Naples, at the Mouth of the River called / 
Portatore {Ufens,) upon the Tyrrhenian Sea. It has 
a Caſtle ; but is a place of no Strength, by reaſon of 
a Mountain which commands it : It has a Harbor too z 
but of little uſe ; the City being almoſt deſerted by 
reaſon of the unhealthfulneſs of the Air. Sixty Miles 
from Rome to the Weſt, and Naples to the Eaft. A 
Biſhops See immediately under the Pope. Long. 32. 
2. Lat. 41.18. : 

Terrain, Terin, Tara, a ſmall River in the Ile of 
France, which watereth Beauvas : then talls into the 
Os/e.a little above Creil in Beanvazs. 

Terring, a Market Town in the County of Suſſex, 
in Bramber Rape ; not far from the Sea. 

Terne, a River in Shropſhire, upon which Dray- 
2011s fituated. It is a Boundary between that County 
and Staffordſhire. 

Terskop Leporie, Terſa Leporia, the moſt Eaſt- 
ern part of Lapland: under the Ruſs ; between the 
Frozen and the White Sea, and that part of Lapland 
which is under the Swedes. It is a defolate Country ; 
has neither Towns nor Villages, though ſome Inha- 
bitants, 

Tervel, Tiar, Fulia, Turulium, Turia, Terulum, 
a City of the Kingdom of Arragon, upon the Kiver 
Turia ; where it takes in the 4/hambra ; twenty four 
Leagues from Tor:oſa, and ten from Valencia. It 1s 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Tarra- 


074. 

- TTefchin, Teſchena, a\mall City in Sileſia in Bobe- 
mia ; Called by the Inhabitants Teſſin, by the Germans 
Teſchin. It is the Capital of a Dukedom ; upon the 
River Oe!ſs, upon the Confines of Moravia ; feven 
Miles from Ratzbor to the South. The Dukedom of 
Teſchin lies at the head of the Vi/#ula : between the 
Leſſer Poland to the Eaſt; Hungary to the South, 
Moravia to the Weſt, and the Dukedom of Rar :bor 
to the North. 

Teſino, Tuinus, Ticinns, a celebrated River in 
Lembardy ; which ariſerh out of Mont de S. Godard, 
one of the Alpes ; and flowing through the Lake cal- 
led z/! Lago Maggiore, ( Verbanus) towards the South, 
entereth the Dukedom of M:z/an : waſheth the Walls 
of Pavia; then four Miles lower falls into the Po; 
preſerving the clearneſs and perſpicuity of the S:ream 
four Miles further in that thick and troubled River, as 
Ferrarius faith. ; Oo 

Teft, a River in Hampſhire, which jeins with the 
Teching at their common fall into the Ocean, near 
Southampton. Whitechurch, Stcergbridge, and Rum- 
fey are all three ſituated upon 1t. 

Tet, the ſame with Eg/z. : 

Tetrapolis, a Territory with four remarkable Ci- 
ties in it, in the ancient Syraa; viz dntioc, Seleucia, 


Apamea, and Laodicea ; therefore called Siſters to one 
another. 

Tetuan, Teteguina, Tetuanum, a ſtrong City which 
is a petty Republick in the North part of the Kingdom 
of Fez ; twenty five Miles from the Mouth of the 
Streights of G:bral/tar, and forty from Fez to the 
North. | 
1 Tevere. See Tiber. 

everone, Ano, a River of Italy ; which ariſeth 
in Campania di Roma, three Miles above Trevi ; and 
dividing the Ancient Latium fronr Sabina, falls into 
the Tiber, three Miles North of Rome. 

Teutones, the Ancient ' Germans : from whom 
Germany took the Name of Teut/ch/andet, They ſu- 
{tained along War with the Romans, and remained in 
the end the Invincible Enemies of that Empire. Lu- 
can diſtinguiſheth the Cantabrirand them by their 
long and ſhort Arms ; 


Cantaber exXigum aut longis Teutontus armis. 


Teutſchlandt, Terra Teutonica, one of the anci- 
ent Names of Germany. 

Tewkgburp, a Market Town and Borrough in 
Worceſterſhire : the Capital of its Hundred ; repre- 
ſented in the lower H:uſe of Parliament by two Bur- 
geſſes. The North Avwon falls into the Severne here. 
It is watered with two Rivulets beſides. In the 
year 1471, at this place was fought a memorable Bat- 
tel betwixt the Houſes of Lancaſter and Tork, by 
King Henry VI, and his ſucceſſor Edward IV ;. in 
which the former ſuffered an entire Defeat ; and Ed- 
ward the young Prince (only Son to King Henry VI.) 
was ſlain. 

Texel, Texelia, a ſmall Iſland at the Mouth of 
the Sow Zee ; which has a ftrong Caſtle and a 
good Harbor on its South fide. The uſual place where 

the Dutch Fleet rendezvouz in times of War. Near 
it the Illaſtrions General Monk (afterwards Duke of 
Albemarle) beat the Dutch Fleet, Fuly 31. 1653 ; 
flew their famous Admiral Vin Trump ; burnt and 
ſunk twenty fix of their Men of War, with the loſs of 
only two ſmall Erg/iſh Ships ; and drove the relt in- 
to the Texe/. Which being ſeen by the People from 
the Shore, prevented the uſual Ceremony of a Thank(- 
giving for being beaten. 

Tepder=-Ya, 7eydera, a River of Livonia 1n Lir- 
land ; whidh watereth Adzal and Wolmer, then falls 
into the Bay of Livonia. 

Teyſterbandt, Te/terbanrum, a ſmall County in 
the Dukedom of Cleves © towards the Maes, the Ie! 
and the Rhme © in the North of C/eves, and on the 
Southern Border of Gue/derland : which has been uni- 
ted to C/eves ſeven hundred years. 

Thaboz, a celebrated Mountain in Galzlee, in Pa!e- 
ſitine : ſix Miles from Nazareth to the Eait ; near the 
Plain of Eſare/on and the Valley of Ieſree! ; ha- 
ving the Breok of Endor ſpringing from its foot. 
Foſephus gives it the Height of thirty Greek Sradza; 
and the Piain upon the top of it, the compals of two 
thoufarid five hundred Paces ; where the Wind blows 
very to hard and cold in the hotteſt Seaſons. Here our 
Saviour honoured S. Peter, Fames and Fohn with the 
View of his glorious Transfiguration: in. memory 
whereof Helena, the Mother of Conſtantine the 
Great, built upon the place a itately Church with three 
ſmall Chapppels, repreſenting the three Tabernacles in 
S. Peter's Wiſh : which Chappels now are almoit bu- 
ried under the Ruines of the Church; faving one 4/- 
tar, uſed ſometimes for Maſs by the Rei1g:ous of Na- 
zareth. Alexander Fanneus, King of Fudah, who 
began his Reign one hundred and three years before 
Chriſt, built a Fortreſs upon this Mountain ; which 
probably continued till the tune of our $1viour ; and

Was the fame wit!; that, taken by Compoſition 1n the 
year after Chriſt $2, by Ve/paſian ; when, the Church 
and Chapyels were demoliſhed. Thele latter were re- 
eſtabliſhed in 1099, by Godfrey of Bouzllon 5 and 
divided betwixt the Greek Calcyers and the Bene- 
difine Monks ; under a Biihop, a Sufiragan to the Pa- 
triarch of Feruſalem. In 1187, Saladine took the 
Mountain and ruined its Works. In 1253, the Chrt- 
ſtians retook it; and Pope Alexander gave 1t to the 
Te-mplars, But-in 1290, it was finally loft from the 
Chriltians to the Sultan of Egypt. It ſtands in a round 
conical figure; with its fides to the Welt and South, full 
of Shrubs and Greens. : | 

Thamar, Ra, the ſame with Wolgha. 

Thame, a Market Town in Oxfordſhzre, upon the 
Borders of Buckinghamſhire ; which takes its Name 
from the River Thame (one of the Fountains of the 
Thames, joining with the 1/is at Dorcheſter ;) whoſe 
Branches almott encompaſs it, and are here covered 
with a Bridge leading into Buckinghamſhire. It 1s 
the Capital of its hundred 3 and enjoys the Benefit of 
2 Free-School , and a Hoſpital, founded by the Lord 
Williams of Thame. | 

Thames, Thameſis, Tameſis, Famiſſa, the prin- 
cipal River of England. Which has this Name from 
the Thame and I/is, two ſmaller Rivers, its Foun- 
tains. ' The firſt of theſe ariſes im Buckinganſhire : 
the ſecond in VYltshire. The ſecond 1s far the great- 
er ; receives the YVindruſh and the Evenclods betore 
it arrives at Oxford ; beneath that City, the Charwell 
a noble Flood; and at Dorcheſter it takes the Thames 
Then ſporting it ſelf with vaſt turns, it watereth VVa- 
lingford, Reading, and Henly : dividing Bucks! gham- 
ſhire from Surrey, it watereth VYindſor : fo patleth 
to Stanes in Middleſex : above which it takes in the 
Colne; and watering Hamptor=Court , Kingſton, 
Brentford and Chelſey ; it gently glides between; We/ſt= 
minſter and London on the North, and Southwark on 
the South ; where it is covered by one of the nobleſt 
Bridges in the World. More to the Eaſt it recelves the 
Lea ou: of Eſſex; & being now able to bear vait Ships, 
it halteth by Graves End into the German Ocean; be- 
tween Eſſex to the North, and Kent to the South, 

Thanct, Tanetos, Thanatos & Athanatos1n Solinus.a 
{mall INand on the Eaſtern Coaſt of Kent; ſurrounded 
on the South by the Sea; and on the Weſt by the River 
Stoure here called the 7enlade : about eight Miles long, 
and four broad. In this Iſland the Saxons firlt land- 
ed; and alſo S. Auguſtine the Monk. In 1628, N:z- 
colas Lord Tifton was created Earl of Thanet by 
Charles I. Richard the fifth of this Family, ſuc- 
ceeded in 1630. 

Thaurn, Taurus. | 

Thaxted, a Market Town in the County of Eſſex, 
in the hundred of Dunmow. h 

Theaco, 1thaca, an Ifland in the Ionztan Sea, be- 
twixt Cephalonia, Sanfta Maura, and the Carzolars ; 
under the Venetians. The Traltans call it Val di 
Compare. It reckons about fifteen thouſand Inha- 
bitants; a great part, baniſhed perſons from Zante, 
Cephalonia , and Corfu. It hath a ſpacious and 
ſafe Haven ; but no City or good Town ; only ſome 
Villages: and it pretends to ſhew the ruins of Pexe- 
lope's Houſe z ſuppoting Viyſſes to have been a Native 
of this I:haca. 2 ED 

Thebe, Thebe, two celebrated Cities in Antiquity;mn 
| Egype and Greece. That in Egypt received its ruin 
from Cornelius Ga/lus, Governour of Egzypt. But 
the marks of its former Opulence, the number of its 
Inhabitants, its Conqueſts, the tribute and impoſts it 
paid to the King, and to the Temples, remained en- 
graved in Egyptian Characters upon Obelishs in Ger- 
manicus's time; who vilited (as Tacitusſays)the ruins 
of this City in his Travels, It contained one hundred 


and forty S:adzia in Circuit, one hundred Gates; and 
according to thoſe Obelisks, ſeven hundred thouſand 
fighting Men. See Dioſpolis. S The other in Beotia 
in Greece, hath ever pretended to challenge the an- 
cient Cadmus for its Founder, about the year of- the 

World 2620 : nigh one. thouſand four hundred years 
betare the coming. of Chrift. During which Inter- 
val, it was firlt adorned with the Title of a King- 
dom. Next changed into a Repub'ick of great Pu- 
iflance ; which maintained Wap againſt both the 4- 
thenians and J.ace<z1noimns ; and over the latter 
gained a fign:l Vittory by the conduct of their Ge- 
neril Epaminciudas, at the Battel of Leufra : when 
both h: and Cleombrotur General of the Lacedemso- 
141i5 were flun. Philip RK. of Macedon, Conquered 
this City, and Garrifoned it with Macedo::2ans : whoſe 
yoak they regretted, till they revol ed, upon the death 
of that King. And refuſing to ſubmit to his Son 
Alexander ; He by force reconquering them, entire- 
Iy -uined this City ( faving the fingie Houſe of the 
Poet P:ndar ; and divided the Lands among(t his 
Soldiers, bout the year of Rome 419. and the 
CXI. O'ympiad. Cafſander, the Son of Antipater 
King oi M:cedonza, twenty years after, rebuilt it : 
ard his work is parily ſtanding at this day in the 
quality of a Village, under the Turks ; but before 
thoſe dekroyers of Mankind pofſeſs'd it, it was the 
Sce of an Arcibiſhop. Sree Stves.

'Theobalds, a Place Roy-l of the Kings of En7- 
land in An:foraſhire, in the Hundred of Hartford ; 
not tar 'rom Hodj./ow on the Lea, and leſs from Ha/- 
cham Abbey in Efex. It is delightfully fituited 
amongſt Groves and Springs. Sir Wilham Ceci!, 
Lord Treaſurer of England , built it ; and Rober: 
Lord Cec:l his Son, (of the ſame office to K. Fam 1 ) 
much beautined, it. 
 'Theoskepolti, the Grotto in the Iſland of Patmos 
in the Arcipelago, wherein S. Fohn is faid to have 
written his Apocalypſe. | 

Thermia , Ferma, and Ferminea ( as the I: 4- 
lians call it, } Pelyezas, an Iſland in the Archipela- 
g0-towards E:rope ; which hath a confiderable City 
of 1ts own ame, and a Caſtle: and a Spring of hot 
mineral Watetis, not far from the Sea; from whence 
It took the nime of Therma. 

Thermodon, the ſame with Pormon. $. The An- 
cients frequently mention a River in Scy:hia Eurep.ca 
= the Country of the Amazons , of this name 
alſo. 

Thermopplx, a Streight or narrow paſſage at the 
great Mountain Oeta, and the Gulph of Fy:on, in 
the extreme Borders of the Province of Theſ/al1a in 
Macedonia ; leading into Phocis im Achaia: Now 
Called Bocca dt Lupo, or the Wolf's mouth. Of great 
fame in Antiquity, for being maintained by Leon:da, 
General ofthe Laced.emonians with three or four hun- 
dred Men, againft a vatt Army of the Per/ians under 
Xer yes. | 

Theſpia, an ancient City of Bwotza in Greece, 
near the Mountain He/scon. It has been a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Athens. But, as it lies 
now under the Tyranny of the Turks, a poor Vil- 
lage. 

*Theſſalia, a very conſiderable Province of Ma- 
cedonia toward the South. Bounded on the South 
by Achaia, (now Livadia) ; on the Welt by Epirus ; 
on the North by Macedonia properly fo called ; and 
by the Archipe/ago and the Bay of Theſſalonica to 
the Eaſt. The Capital City of which is Larsfſz : now 
called Comenolitars by Caſtaldus, and by Brietzus 
Fanna : under the Turks. It had in the beginning 
Kings of its own, Next, it became ſubject to the 
Macedonians and Romans, It had Marquelſfes of its

awn, in the, latter part of the times of the Greek 
Emperors : Bonifacius being made Marqueſs of Theſ- 
falis, in 1210 : whoſe Poſterity poſſeſſed it till about 
1380. When Amurath Conquered the greateft part 
of this Country, and his Poſterity ſtill enjoy it. It 
is incompaſſed by the O/ympus, Pindus, Ofſa, and 
Oecta ; (tour great Mountains : ) its Inhabitants were 
in the ancient Times fo fatnous for thetr Chivalry, 
that Philip of Macedon fought and obtained the Do- 
winton of it chiefly on that account, Very fruitful, 
reaſonably well Peopled, and for the moſt part inhabi- 
ted by Chriſtians. 

Theſſalonica, a great Maritim City of Maceds- 
ia ; the Metropolis of that ancient Kingdom, cal- 
led of old Therme, now Salonichs. It has had the for- 
tine to keep up ſomething of its ancient Greatneſs 
and Wealth: ftill an Archbiſhops See, and a popn- 
fous City ; defended by ancient Walls and a Caſtle; 
and bleſſed with a large ſa Haven. The greateſt part 
of its Inhabitants are Fews. It ſtands at the foot of 
an Hill, upon a ſmall River, at the bottom of a Bay 
called by its own name : two hundred and twenty 
Miles from Durazzo to the Eaſt, three bundred and 
fifty from Conſtantinople to the South-Weſt , and 
two hundred and thirty from Athens to the North. 
Long. 47. 50. Lat. 42. 10. S. Paul Converted it to 
the Chriſtian Faith, and wrote two Epiſtles to it a- 
bout the year of Chriſt 52. Timothy was ſent by 
SE, Paul to inſtruct and confirm them in the ſame 
Faith. In 390. Theodoſius the Great ſlew ſeven thous 
ſand of its Inhabitants for a Tumult. In 895. It 
was taken and ſacked by the Saracens: In 1423. 
it was fold to the Venetians. In 1431. Amurath IL. 
took it from them. In the year 1688. the Yene- 
tians bombarded it, till the Inhabitants ſubmitted to 
the Contributions demanded of them. 

Thetfozd, Si:zomagum, Sciani, a ſmall but very 
ancient Roman Town in the County of Norfolk: up- 
on the little Oſe ; in the Borders of the County of 
Suffolk. Twenty Miles from Norwich to the South- 
Weſt, ſeventeen from E!y to the Eaſt, and eight from 
Bury to the North. This ancient Town was ſacked 
by Sweno the Dane, in 1004. and ſuffered more from 
them in 1010+» About 1047. the Biſhops See of the 
EaſteAngles was removed hither from Elmbam. He- 
rebert, the next Biſhop, removed in 1067. to Nor- 
wich. The Conqueror in his Survey found two 
hundred Houſes ſoon after empty : ever fince it has 
been decaying : yet it is a Corporation , ſends two 
Burgeſles to Parliament, and gave the Title of a Viſ- 
count to the Right Honourable Henry Benner Earl 
of Arlington. The Lent Aſſizes for the County are 
uſually kept here. 

Thiano, a ruined City in the Province called Terra 
di Lavoro in the Kingdom of Naples : which had a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Benevento. 

Thibet, Thibetum, a Kingdom in the Afiatich 
Tartary ; between Tartary, (properly fo called, and 
the Defart Tartary to the North, Indoſthan to the 
South, Targut to the Faſt , and Mawaralnatharia 
to the Weſt. OF which there is little known but the 
Name. Some make it the fame with, others a part 
of, Turqueſtan. 

Thienen, Athenienſis Lego,” Tene, and Tillemon- 
tium, is a Town of Brabant : called by the French 
Tillemont ; upon the ſmall Rivolet Geer, (which be- 
neath Haſler falls into the Demere,) about fix Leagues 
from Namur to the North, and a little more from 
Bruſſels to the Eaſt. Now a great Town : and for- 
merly of great Import and Trade; as appears by 
this, that her Walls have been thrice inlarged. In the 
late Wars (faith Guiccrardin) between the French, 
Liegeos and Low Countries, .it has been muchgya- 
Red ; and in part deſolated, though the Inhabitants 
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' enjoy great Privileges. In 1578. this Place was ceded 
to Von Fobnof Auſtria, In 163 5.taken by the French. 
_ Thionville, Divodurum, Theodons Villa, a City 
In the Dukedom of Luxemburgh ; called by the 
Germans, Diedenhoven. It is a ſmall, but very 
ſtrong Place, and ſtands upon the Meſele : four 
Leagues from Mets to the North, nine from Trzer 
to the South=Welt, and about eleven from Montmed: 
to the Eaſt. This Place was much beloved and fre- 
quented by Charles the Great, as Eginhard faith. He 
ordinarily afſembled the Nobility and Clergy of his 
Eſtates here : and particularly in 806, when he part- 
ed his Kingdom amongit his three Sons. In 835. 4 
Council at this City depoſed the Archbiſhop of Rhezms, 
as Author of an attempt againſt the Perſon of 
Lewy the Debonaire K. of France; whom the faid 
Archbiſhop and his Adherents had deprived of Royal 
Dignity. In 844. Charles the Bald ailifted at another 
Council here. In the latter Times it was often ta- 
ken by the French: who ever fince 1644 have in- 
tirely poſſeſſed it ; the Peace of the Pyrenees con- 
wt it to them.

The Chziſtians of S. Thomas, an ancient 
Church of the Eaſtern Chrittians about Goa, Mel/ia- 
pour, Cranganoor, &c. in the Hither Eaſt-Indies : 
Which claiming its Eſtabliſhment from the Apoſtle 
S. Thomas (whoſe Body is pretended to be preſerved 
at Goa,) keeps it ſelf at an entire Independency from 
the Laws and Rites of both the Roman and Greek 
Churches: whoſe ſeveral Founders (it ſays) were the 
Heads of the Churches of their own Foundations ; but 
no more ; and fo S. Thomas was the Head of Theirs. 
In 1546. Dom Fuan Albuquerque a Franciſcan, Arch- 
biſhop of Goa, erected a College at Cranganoor, for 
the converſion of theſe Chriſtians to the Church 
of Rome. In 1587. the Feſuzts eſtabliſhed another, 
one League from Crangamor. And in 1559. Me- 
neſes, Archbiſhop of Goa and Primate of the Eaſt, 
was employed in a grand Miſſion hither to promote 
the ſame Converſion. But the Chriſtians of $. Tho- 
mas will not, by all the endeavours that are uſed, be 
induced to forſake the ancient Cuſtoms of their Fore. 
fathers. They uſe the Chaldee language in their OF. 
fices. Acknowledge the Patriarch of Babylon for their 
Chief. Practiſe their own Ceremonies ; and in mat- 
ters of Faith are Neſtorsans. 

Thongcaſter, an ancient Town in the diviſion of 
Lindſey in Lincolnſhire : upon the fide of a Hill. 
Owing its riſe to a Caſtle, ſaid to be built here with the 
permiſſion of Vorriger the Britiſh Prince by Hen- 
gift the Saxon, after his Victory over the Pi&s and 

cots. 

Thozn, Torunium, a City of Pruſſia Regals, upon 
the Viſtula ; four Pol:ſh Miles Fn Cn by 
two from Dantzick to the South, and twenty nine 
from Warſaw to the North-Weſt. This was once an 
Imperial and Free City, under the protection of the 
Teutonick Order, whom ſome make the Founders of 
it in 1234: but 1n 1454+ it put it ſelf into the Hands 
of the Poles, who have granted it great Privileges. 
Nicolas Copernicus, the great Aſtronomer, was a Na- 
tive of this Place. Albert King of Poland,died here in 
1501. In 1645. there was a Conference here between 
the Lutherans, Calviniſts, and Roman Catholichs ; 
which had no ſucceſs. In 1655. this Place was taken 
by the Swedes: retaken by the Poles in 1658, by a 
Siege of fix Months. 

Thoznburp, a Market Town in Glouceſterſhire. 
The Capital of its Hutfred. 

Thozne, a Market Town in the Weſt Riding of 
Tayk hire, in the Hundred of Srrafford.

Thou, a Caltle in Champagne ;. giving name to 
the ancient and Honourable Family de Thou, which 
produced the Hiſtorian, /acobus Auguſtus Thuanus in 
the laſt Century; born in 1553. made Counſellor 
of State to Henry IV. of France and Commitlioner, 
at the Conference of Fontainbleaz in 1600 ; he compo- 


ſed a noble Hiſtory of his times from 1543. to 1608..

dyed May 17 1617. 1n great Honor. _ 

Thovars, Duracium, a City of Poifton in France, 
upon the River Tove : fix Leagues beneath Saimur to 
the South, towards Rochelle, and the Confines of 
Anjou. 1t gives- the Title of a Duke: and was lately 
beautified by a magnificent Caſtle, built by the Duke 
de Tremolle. 21G. 

Thoura, Aremone, or Emmone, Armenia the Leſs 
in Aſia. I ; 

Thaace, Thracia, Pieria, Odryſia, is a great Pro» 
vince of Greece, called by the Italians, Romania z 
by the Greeks, Rumelie ; and by. the Turks, Icella. 
Bounded on the South by the Archipelago; on the 
Eaft by the Proponzs, and the Black Sea ; 'on the 
North by Bu/garza, and on the Weſt by Macedonza. 
The Principal Cities in it are Conſtantinople, Gallipols, 
Adrianople, Phlippopoli, Selivree, and Trajanopol: : 
two of which are the Royal Cities of the Turki/p Em- 
pire. The Mariza or Hebrus is its principal River. 
Rhodope, Orbelus, and Hemus its moſt famous Moun- 
tains. Abdera, Cypſella, and Perinthus, ſome ot its 
ancient Cities. The Thravſi, mentioned by Lzvy for a 
cuftom of making rejoycings for deaths and mourn- 
ings ſor births, were ſome of its ancient Inhabitants. 
This Province is twenty days Journey in length, from 
Eaſt to Weſt ; and ſeven broad. Its Soil not. fruit- 
ful, nor its Air pleaſant. Corn and Frauits- by reaſon 
of the ſharpneſs of the Air, ripening ſlowly and yield- 
ing meanly. The Story of this Country 1s already de- 
livered in Conſtantinople and Adrianople. 

Thzapſton, a Market-Town in Northamptonſhire, 
in the Hundred of Navzsford, upon the Eaſtern Banks 
of the River Nen. 

Thzaſpmene, a Lake in Herruria (now in Om- 
bria) in the States of the Church : upon the Borders 
of the Dukedom of Thuſcany, ſeven Miles from Pe- 
rugia. Hannibal obtained a Victory over Flamimius, 
a Conſul, at this Lake. It is now called the Lake of 
Perugia, di Caſtiglione, and di Paſſignano. 

The Thaee Churches in Turcomannia or Arme- 
nia Major, are three famous Monaſteries, near to one 
another, three Leagues from the City Erivan, upon 
the Borders of Perfia: where the Patriarch of the 
Armenian Chriſtians, attended by his Archbiſhops 
and Biſhops living in Community , reſides under the 
protection of the King of Perſia. They are much vi- 
fited by the Caravans that paſs that way ; receive 
for their maintenance yearly,a ſmall rent of every Chri= 
ftian of the age of 15. and are allowed by the King 
of Perſia, ſteeples and ornaments to their Churches. 
One of theſe Monalteries is a Nunnery for Women. 
The Turks call the place, Eguriaſin. 

Thzusk or Thirsk, a Market Town ard Borough 
in the North Riding of Torksb:re, and the Hundred 
of Budforth. Tt had antiently a ftrong Caſtle for its 
ſecurity ; and now is repreſented in Parliament by two 
Burpeſles. 

Thapn, a River the County of Norfolk. 

Thule, iscommonly underſtood to be 1/eland in 
the Northern Ocean, or Schetland. 

Thur, or Our, Durus, a River of Switzer- 
land : which ariſeth in the Valley of $ 7ohn: and 
watering Durgovw, falls into the Rhine; two Miles 
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above Egl;/ow in the Canton of Zurick, Plantiniit 
faith, it falls into the Rhine at Schellenburgh. | 

Thurtngia, a Province of Germany ; called'by the 
Natives, Thuringen, ' and Duringen. It lies in the 
Upper Circle of Saxony, between Mziſ11ia to the Ealt, 
Anhault and Brunſwick to the North , the Lower 
Haſſia to the Weſt, and Franconia and Henneberg 
to the South. The Capital is Erfure, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Mentz. In the times of the Clodovean 
Kings of France, this Province had Kings of its own ; 
but now divided amongft many Princes. Lemws the 
firſt Landgrave of Thuringe, (who died in 1055. ) 
was a Deſcendent of Charles the Great, and thought 
to be the Son of Charles Duke of ' Lorain, {Brother 
of Lewis IV. Brother of S. Lewws V. who died in 
I215.) In 1423. it became united with the Duke- 
dom of Saxony, as it now is. It is invironed with 
woody Mountains : within, plain, pleaſant, and fruit- 
ful in Corn : has ſome Mines of Gold arid Silver, and 
rich Pits of Salt; fo that it wants nothing but Wine. 
About one huiidred and twenty Miles ſquare : but ſo 
populous, that it has twelve Earldoms, one hundred 
and forty: four Cities, as many Market Towns, one 
__ -and fifty Caſtles, and two thouſand Vil- 
ages. / | ; TR-2 

\ Tibarent, an ancient People, mentioned by S:ra- 
bo and Pliny, towards the Euxine Sea, and Cappado- 
cza in the Leſſer 4{ia. Neighbours to the Chahbes. 

'Tiber, Tibers, is one of the moſt noted Rivers of 
Ttaly'; mn the molt ancient Times called A!bula. In 
thoſe of the Roman Empire, it ſeparated Hetruria 
from Umbria, Sabina, and Latium. At this day, 
called by the Iralians, Tevere ; by the French, lc T:- 
bre. It ariſeth from Falterona , (one of the Aper- 
nine Hiils) near Monte Corvazo, (a Village in the 
Dukedom of Florence ; in the Borders of the Eccle- 
frattical State, and of Romandzol/a, twelve Miles from 
Sar/ina to the South : ) Running South it watereth 
Santo Sepulchro, and beneath it takes in the Cherſc= 
Ne : then entering the States of the Church in Om- 
bria, it takes in the Nicone, Carpina, and Regz4a : 
and watering Peruz1a, beneath it admits the Chzaſcro, 
Neſtore,Paglta,and Nera : Pafling into S. Peter's Patri- 
mony, it is augmented by the Treggia, Aia,Farfa,and 
the Teverone: then it pafſeth through Rome; divides the 
Patrimony from Campania ds Roma; and at Oftia 
falls into the Tyrrhenian Sea , one hundred Miles 
from its Fountains. It had heretofore two Months. 
The Southern is now ſtopped, with the Porto or Ha- 
ven, Which 'the Emperours made with vaſt ex- 
pence : The. Northern Branch is not maintained 
without a conſiderable expence by the Pope at this 
Cay. | | 

Tiberias, an ancient City of Galzilee,in Paleſtine 
upon the Weſtern Shoar of the Sea of its own name, 
otherwiſe called the Lake of Genezareth. Herod 
gave them both this name to flatter the Roman Kun- 

erour Tiberius. 

Tickhall, a Market Town in the Weſt Riding of 
Yerkshire, in the Hundred of Strafford-

on the Weſt fide ; one hundred and eighty Miles from 
Malaca, Long. 125. almoſt, It has a large Haven 
ſubject to the King of Achem. ;

Tt ariſeth from the Gordrax Mountains, in :the'Grear- 
er Armenia; above the Lake of Arethyſa, through 
which it lows towards the-:South : ſeparating Meſc- 
potamia from 4ſſjria. In which paſſage 1t wafſheth 
Majafarequin, Manuſcute, Merdin, Moſul or Nexes 
ve, and (Bagdat. Beneath which at FFafſer, It falls 
into the Buphrates ; having received ſome Branches 
of that River above Bagdat into its Sreams Monſieur 
Thevenot, who failed upon it, obſerves that it is very 
crooked, full of Iflands and Banks of Stone. The 
Emperour Trajan deſigned a Canal to joyn the Eu- 
phrates with it ; till he found the bed of the Eu- 
Phrates much higher than that of the Tiprs ; fo 
that his Canal might render the Euphrates unnavi- 
gable. This is the Hiddekel.of Gem. 2. 14. 

Titburp, 7i/aburgum, a Town on the Thames in 
Eſſex : famous for the Refidence of S. Chad, Biſhop 
ot the Eaft- Angles, when about 630. he Converted 
and Baptized that Nation. Alſo for an Encampment 
here made by Qu. El:;Zabeths Order, in 1588. when 
the Spaniſh Armado was expected. 

Tilemont, the ſame with Thiexen. 

Tilcufont, a Town in Brabant : Pillaged by the 
French and Hollanders, 1n 1635. 

Timavo, T:ymavw, a River of Friuls ; which a- 
riſing from nine Fountains, falls preſently into the 
Adriatich Sea, with a great Stream ; between Thieſte 
to the Eaſt, and the Mouth of 1/onzo to the Welt ; 
after a Courſe of about three Miles. 

Timerais, Theodemerenſis Ager, a Tract in 
France ; which was a part of /a Beauſſe and Chare 
tres: now taken into the Iſle of France. It lies be- 
tween Normandy, Chartres, andla Perche : but its 
Bounds are loſt, The Capital of it is Neufchaſtel. 
Eighteen Leagues from Pars to the Weſt,and twen- 
ty from Orleans to the North. 

Tine, Tinia, a City of Boſnia, by the Natives 
called Kerka : upon a River of the laſt Name : which 
Is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Spalato. It 
Is little, and ill peopled, being under the TwrkſÞ Sla- 
very. Twenty five Miles from Sebenzco to the North, 
and thirty five from Spalato. 

(Tine or Tyne, the River. See Tinmouth, 

Tingmouth, a very ſmall, naked, and defenceleſs 
Town upon the Britiſh Sea, Eaftward of Torbay in 
Dewoyſhire, in the Hundred of Exmiſter 5 burnt, 
(with ſome Veſicls in the Port) by a Detachment 
out of the French Fleet, Fuly 26. 1690 ; two days 
after the Anchorage of that Fleet in Torbay 5 whie 
ther they came from the fight at Beachy Faly 22. 
and failed away Aug. the 4th. and 5th. following : 
being with their Gallies about one hundred and fif- 
teen Sail. 

Tingoeſes, a Tribe or Hoard of Tartars towards 
the River Obb, in the Afiatick Tartary : ſubjekt to 
lhe Moſcovetess | 

T inmonth, Timnocelum, Finomuthum, a conſi- 
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derable Sea-Port and Caſtle : in the Borders of Nor- 
thumberland, and the Biſhoprick of Durham : upon 
the River Iyne, which divides theſe two Counties, and 
here falls into the German Sea, having paſſed by New-. 
caſtle, called from it, New-Caſtle upon Tine. Inthe, 
Reign of William H. Robert Mowbray, (Earl of Nor.

Tipaſa, an ancent City of Mauritania Ceſarien- 
is, in Barbary : which was a Biſhops See, made par- 
ticularly famous in the year 484+ (when Cyrel/a a 


great Patriarch of the Arraaxs, : was its Biſhop) by 


Hunnericu King of the Vandals his cutting out 
the Tongues of all the Inhabitants, that would not 
turn Arriazs ;and the miracle thereupon ſaid to enſue. 
It 1s now but a Village , near Algzers. Called

Tipoza, a City and Kingdom in the Further Eaſt- 
Indies: Bounded by Pegu and Arracan to the North 
and Weſt. 
Tipperary, a County in the Province of Mun#er, 
in Freland; called by the Iriſh, Cuntae Thobruidea- 
rum ; by the Enghſh, the County of Tipperary ; 
that is, the Holy Croſs. Bounded on the Eait by K/- 
kenny ; on the Welt by Limerick ; on the South by: 
Waterford and Cork; and on the North by Gallway, 
cut off from it by the Shannon, The Principal 
Places in it -are Caſhel, Carzxckh, Clonmel, Emeley, 
and Caſtelan. It 1s one of the Titles, (as a great 


. part of 1t 1s the Poſſeſſion) of the Duke of Or- 


mond. 

Tirconnel, or Tyrconnele, Conalia, a Caſtle and 
County in the Province of T/ifter in Ire/and. Bound- 
ed on the South, Weſt, and North, by the Vergivsar 
Ocean : and on the Eaft by Tyrone and Colrane. Alſo 
called the County of Dunghall. The Country is 
Champain, and full of Harbours. It extends from 
North-Eaft to South-Weſt , above eighty Eng/s/Þ 
Miles; almoſt thirty five broad. So that it Tis 
to be one of the greateſt Counties in Ireland. But 
it has no conſiderable Place in it, except Dunghall, 
the River Dirgh, and the Lake of Foyle, ſeparating it 
from the reſt of V/ſter. 

Tiretaine, a River in the Province of Auvergne in 
France. 

Tirol, T:rolss, Teriolium, is the moſt Southern 
Province of Germany; called by the Natives, Tyrol. 
Bounded on the North by the Dukedom of Bavaria, 
on the Eaft by the Biſhoprick of Sal:zharg, on the 
South by the States of Venice, and on the Welt by 
the Grzſons and Smiſs. It took this name from an 
ancient, but ruined City, upon the River Adrge or 
Etſch : which, with the I1ne, water this County : and 
from this laſt it is ſometimes called Erſchelande. The 
Tridentine Alpes divide it alſo into almoſt equal parts. 
The chief Places in it, are Inſpruch, and Inthal. 
This County fell to Albert and Leopold Dukes of An- 
fſtria by Inheritance, in 1356: and is ſtillin that Fa- 
mily, It is accounted the greateſt County in Eu- 
rope : though Mountainous, yet it abounds in Mines 
and Game. There is alſo in 1t Trext, (famous for 
the late Council) Bzxen, and a Place of great Trade 
called Bolzan. 

Tilindon, Andanius, Bagrada, a River in Perſia ; 
which falls into the Per/ian Guiph, over agatinit the 
Iſle of Ormus. The latter Maps place 1t more to the 
South than Ormus. 

(Tivedale, Tevzorza, a County in the South of Scoe- 
land, in the Borders of England ; between Twedal 
and Marche to the North, Northumberland to the 
South, and Annandale to the Weſt, The principal. 
Places in it are Fedburgh, and Roxburgh. 

Tiverton, 
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Tiverton, a Market Town and Borough, repre- 
ſented in Parliament by two Burgeſſes, at the fall of 
the River Leman into the Ex. The Capital of its 
Hundred in Devonſhage . 

'Tivoli, T:bur, an ancient City in the States of 
the Church, in Campagna di Roma, upon the River 
Teverone ; eighteen Miles from Rome to the Eaſt. 
It is a Biſhops See, under the Pope. Honoured with 
a noble Palace and Gardens, belonging to the Cardinal 
de Eſte. A Synod was held at it in 1636. The S:- 
bylla, called T:burtina from this City, is ſuppoſed to 
have poſſeſſed a Vault amongſt the neighbouring 
Rocks in the Teverore, which diſcover ſome remains 
of a ſmall Oratory. | 

Tivp, Tuerobius, a River of Wales ; which at 
Cardigan falls into the Irs/h Sea, between the Coun- 
tics of Cardigan and Pembroke. 

Tlaſcala, a City and Province in New Spain in 
America, C.lled likewiſe los Angeles. 

Tmolug. See Tomalitze. 

Toam, Tuam, Tama, a City of the County of 

Clare in Conaught, in Ireland ; call'd alſo Towmond ; 
which in ancient times was the Capital of that Pro- 
vince; but now reduced to a mere Village. It is 
an Archbiſhops See ftill , and gives the Title of 
an Earl, Twenty two Miles from Gallway to the 
South. : 
Tobolsk, T-bolium, the Capital City of Szberia, 
a Province of Rvſſia: Built of late by ' the Moſco- 
vites, upon a River of its own Name, and the 77- 
tim ; which latter falls with a rapid Stream into the

Tocat, T-chata, the Capital City of- Cappadocia ; 
an Archbiſhops See, and the Reſidence of the Turkiſh 
Governour ; called of old Neoceſarea.

Todi, Tuder, Tudertum, a _ of Ombria, in 
the Dutchy of Spolero, upon the Tiber ; twenty Miles 
from Perugia to the North, and the fame diſtance 
from Narnia to'the South : a Biſhops Sec, and a City 
of great Antiquity. Pope Marin I. was its Na- 
tive. | | | 

Tokap, Tokeum,' a. City of the Upper Hungary : 
at the Confluence of the Bodyoch and the Tib:ſcus, in 
an Iſland ; and thereupon ſubject to be overflow'd : 
it is withal a ſtrong Place; has a very ftrong Caſtle, 
and in a fruitful Country, which prodyceth an excel- 
lent ſort of Wine: Thirty Miles from Caſſovia to 
the South, and as many from Azria to the Eatlt. 
Being taken by the Tirks, it was recovered by the 
Imperialiits in-1 564. In 1682 it ſubmitted to Teke- 
ly, In 1685. it was retaken by the Imperial Forces. 
This City was' granted to Bethlehem Gabor, Prince 
of "Tranſy/vania, by Ferdinand I. in 1620, ©

bout 623.) united with the See of Neyoz 5 which 
continued till the year 1147. or 48. when Pope Eu- 
genius IJ. at the Prayer ot S. Bernard-made it a ſepa» 
rate Biſhoprick:'\ This City ſtands upoh the Schel4e ; 
nine Leagues from, Cambray to the North, and ten 
from Ganz to (the South: in the middle between 
Donay and Oudenard ; alſo between Valencrenne and 
Courtray, in the Borders of' Hamnaule. It is a very 
ftrong Place, and has a noble Cattle, ſaid to have been 
anciently built by the Eng/;ſh. It belonged to the 
Crown of France till 1521, taken by Charles V. In 
1667, it was retaken by the French z' and has been 


ever fince 11 their Hands, by the Peace at Aix la Cha- 
pelle : Antoninus mentions it in his I:#nerary.

King of France, called /e Fenue, ſeventeen Cardinals, 
a hundred and twenty four Biſhops, 'and four hun- 
dred and fourteen Abbots, celebrated a Countil here 
in 1153. againſt the Emperor. The Proteftants of 
France were firſt called Hugonots in this City.

Towceſter, a Market Town in Northamptonſhire. 
The Capital of its Hundred ; in a Valley ; upon the 
Banks of a ſmall River running into the Ovſe. Mr. 
Cambden underſtands it to be the antient [r/pmtinm; 
to which, three Bridges oyer ſo many ftreams of this 
River cutting through the Xoman Port-way, {which 
ſhews it ſelf often betwixt this Place and Srony Strars 
ford,) alTigned that Name. In the year 917. the Danes 
beſieged this Town in vain- , It is adorned with a faur

" The Tower of Babel. The ProſpeQs to the 
North and South of the Runes of this famous Fabrick, 
taken upon the Place by Petro della Valle, are engra- 
ved by Kzrcher (to whom he preſented them) in his 
Book, Turr:is Babe/, written purpoſely upon them. 
They are believed” to be the Ruins of Babe/, by the 
conſtant.Tradition of the Country thereabouts 3 con- 
firmed by their ſituation in the Plaips of Shinar in 
Chaldea ; the ſame Place ; and by their Conftruction 
in the molt ſolid parts with Burnr-br:ck and Slime, the 
ſime Matter with Babel, exprefſed in Gen. xi.

conſonant Languages of Mankind ar this day. = 
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The Tower of Leander, a ſquare Fortreſs upon a 
Rock, in the midſt of the Helleſpont ; betwixt the 
Point of the Seraglio at Conſtantinople, and Scurars 
on the other ſide in Ajia. Yielding a charming Pro- 
ſpect of the City, and Country about, Conſtantinople. 
The Turks guard it with ſeveral Pieces of Canon : cal- 
ling it in their Language, Kheſcalaſi, the Caſtle of 
the Young Maid, ( as the Europeans do the Tower of 
Leander); in alluſion to the ſtory of Hero and Him ; 
tho it ſtands in a quite different place, than where Ze- 
ander by the Relation did ſwim. 

Towztdge, a River in Dev9nſhire ; upon which 
Torringten, Bedford, and Hatherley, are all fitua- 
ted. 


Traviſonda, Trapezns, a great City on the Er- 
ine Sea, in the Leſier Afia; which 1s the Capital 
of Cappadocia. Called by the Inhabitants Traboſan 3 
by the French, Trebrſonde ; by the Italians, Trabi- 
ſonda, and Trebiſonda, An Archbiſhops See, the 
Seat of a Turk;ſþ Governour, and has a large ſafe Ha- 
ven. In 1204. Alexis Comnenus eſtabliſhed a King- 
dom, over Cappadocia Paphlagonia,Pontus, and other 
Provinces, with the Title of the Kingdom of Trebi- 
Z6nde from this its Capital City. It continued un- 
der Princes of its own (of the Family of Laſcara ) 
from 1261. to 1460 : when taken by Mahomer II. 
Emperor of the Turks. In 1616. this City was fack- 
ed by the Coſſacks. It is built at the Foot of an Hill. 
Long. 71. 06. Lat. 44. £3. : 

Ercerback, a - 3 upon the Moeſelie, in the 
County of Spanhcim, eighteen Miles from Luxem- 
burgh, between Trier and Coblentz.

Trani, Tranium, Trana, a City in the Province 
di Bars, in the Kingdom of Naples; which 1s great. 
and populous; the See of an Archbiſhop. Tt ſtands 
in a fruitful Soil, upon the Adriatich Sea ; and had 
keretofore a great Haven, which is now ſtopped with 
Sand.. Frederick IT. built a ſtrong Caſtle in it to.de- 
fend it againſt the Saracens. In 1589. a Provincial 
Council was held here. Lang, 49. 39. Lat. 41. 15. 

Tranſchin, a County in the Upper Hungary, 
upon the River Vag : betwixt Sileſia to the North, 
Moravia to the South, Turocz to the Welt, and 
Neytracht to the Eaſt. Its capital Town bears, the

Tranſplvania, Sepremcaſtrenſis, Erdelia, a Pro- 
vince of the Upper Hungary ; called by the Natives, 
Erdely; .by the Germans, Sievenburgh ; by . the 
Dutch, Sevenburgh ; by the, Poles, Siedmigrodka 3 
by the Sclavonians, Gradikaziemia ; by the Turks, 
Ertel; and by the Italians, Tranſylvania. Bounded 
on the North by Red Ruſſia, a Province of Poland ; 
on the Eaſt by Falachia and Moldavia; on tlic 


South by the latter, and Hungary ; on. the Weſt by 
the Upper Hungary. The principal Places in it are- 
Hermanſtadt, Alba Fulia, ( or Werſſenburgh) Clau- 
ſenburgh, Biſtriz, (or Beſterze) Schiesburgh or Se. 
geſwar, Medwiſch or Megies, and Croonſtade or 

reſlaw. Separated from its Neighbours by the Car- 
pathian Hills, which encompaſs it. Its length from 
Ealt to Weſt is fixty eight French Leagues, its 
breadth fx:y two. Tt affords great plenty of Corn, 
Wine, Cattel ; not deſtitute of Mines of Gold, Sit- 
ver. and Sajt. This Prince 1s able to raiſe about twen. 
ty thouſand Men for War. After the Saxons, who 
cultivated this Country very much, the Romans were 
Malters of it in the time of Trajan. The Religion 
profefſed ( ever ſince 1561.) is the Auguſtane Con- 
teffion ; but mixed with Calviniſts, Soctnians, and 
ſome that follow the Greek Rites, and ſome Turks. 
Tiis Principality was ſeparated from Hungary, by 
Zchn King of Hungary, in 1541. In 1571. Stephen 
Battori, Prince of Tranſlvania and afterwards King 
o* Poland, endeavoured in vain the re-eſtabliſhment 
of the Roman Carhelick Religion. Chriſtopher Bat 
tors his Brother and Succeſſor, founded a College of 
Feſuits at Clauſenbourgh : but Cying in 1583. Sipuſ- 
mond, Son to Chriſtopher and Succeſſor, was con- 
ſtrained to diſperſe it in 1588. Others reckon its 
Princes from Fohn Hunadies, made Vaivode hereof 
by Uladiſlaus IV. Michael! Abafti, ( the twenty 
third Prince from John Hunzades, who ſucceeded 
Fobn Kemeni in 1661, by a ſolemn Act piven at 
Hermanſtadt, May 9. 1688, with the full con- 
ſent of the States of Tranſylvania, made an entire 
ſubmiſſion of this Country to the Emperor, and the 
King of Hurgary, to endure for ever. Which till 
then was tributary to, and had its Prince ( after his 
Election by the States ) confirmed by, the Grand 
Sezgnor. Accordingly he received Imperial Garriſons 
into all the principal Places. The ſaid Prince dying 
April 1650, the States in a general Aſſembly reſolved 
firmly to adhere to the Intereſts of the Emperor, and 
the young Prince, ,Son to the deceaſed, ( he being - 
confirmed-by the Emperor in the Succeſſion J againis

Treguter, Trecorium, Trecora, a City of Bretagne 
in France, called by the Inhabitants Lantriguer. It 
{tands upon the North Shoar ; and is a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Tours. Having an excellent 
Port, nine Miles from S. Br:en to the Welt, and 
thirty from Reims. The Biſhop 1s alſo the Temporal 
Lord of it, with the Title of a Count. It was often 
expoſed to the ſpoils of the Saxons, Danes and Nor- 
Mans. 
Tremiſſen, Tremeſm, Tremi/a, a Town and King- 
dom in Mauritania Ceſarienſis, in Barbary. 
Tremita, an Iſland upon the Coalt of the King- 
dom of Naples, in the Gulph of Venice; which 
communicates its name to ſome others about it, called 
the Iſlands of Tremits. It is one of the Diomedee 
of the Antients: and now adorned with a Monaſtery. 
Tremituge, Tremithus, Tremethus, a City of 
the Iſlands of Cyprus: which was anciently a Bi- 
ſhops See ; Sporidzon, a famous Biſhop of it, afliſting 
at the firſt Council of Nice. It is naw reduced to 
a poor Town. 32 ; ; 
Trent, Trenta, one of the principal Rivers in 
England. 1t ariſeth in the County of Szafford, near 
Morcop Hill, towards Cheſhire : and flowing South 
receives the Saw from Stafford: in the Borders of 
that County, the Tame from the South, and the 
Done ſrom the North: and entering Nottingham- 
ſpire, ſalutes its Capital at a ſmall duttance after at 
Newark.

Trier, Trevirs, Auguſta Trevirorum, a City of 
Germany ; called by the French Treves ; by the Ita- 
lians Treveri ; by the Germans Trier. It is an Arch 
biſhops See, whoſe Biſhop is one of the eight Electors 
of the Empire ; and his Sutfiragans, Metz, Toul, and 
Verdun; three Subjects of the King of France. A 
great and an ancient City, ſeated upon the Moſelle, 
over which it has a Stone-Bridge 3. thirteen Leagues 
from Merz to the South-Eaſt, ſeventeen German 
Miles from Cologne to the South, aud from Merz; 
to the Weſt. Said to be built fourteen hundred and 
ninety fix years before the Birth of Chrilt : and fo to 
be the molt ancient City in Europe. Made a Roman 
Colony in the times of Auguſtus ; and afterwards the 
richeſt and moſt famous City in Gal/za Belgica : the 
Metropolis of the Treviri. About the times of Con-

Council was held here in the bultineſs of the Priſc:l/ia- 
miſts, by the order of Maximus. In 1148. Pope 

Eugenius TIT. affifted in Perſon at another. 

The Elcitozate of Trier , 'is bounded on the 
North by Lifall, the Biſhoprick of Cologne and Weſtro- 
waltz on the Eaſt by Weteraiy, on the South by 
Lorain ; and on the Weſt by Luxemburgh ; it is of 

reat extent from Eaſt to Weſt, bat very narrow 
Com North to South. The principal Cities and Pla- 
ces in it are, Traer, Coblents, Boppart, Oberweſel 
and Hermanſtein. It is watered both by the Mo- 
elle, and Rhine ; and affords afl things needful for 
the Life of Man in great plenty. The Inhabitants 
of this Dioceſe are called by the Germans Trie- 
Yauffe. 

Erich, Tergeſte, Tergeſlum, a City, of Iſtria, 
called by the Germans Trieſten. A ſmall but a ſtrong 
and populous Place; and a Biſhops See under the Pa- 
triarch of Agquileja ; has a large but unſafe Harbour 
upon the Adriatick; at the bottoin of a'Bay called 
Triefte too. This City was taken from the'Vener:ans, 
in the year 1507, by the Emperor ; and has been e- 
ver ſince in his Poſſeſſion It itands thirty Miles from 
Aquileja to the Eaſt, and fifty from” Pola to the North.

Ji Trigno, Tr:97us, a River in the Kingdom of 
Naples; which ſpringeth out of the Apennine, in the 
County of Molzſe ; and watering Trivento, falls 
through the Hither Abruzzo into the Adriatich Sea; 
near 2/ Guaſto ; ſixteen Miles from' Lanciano to the 
Eaſt. | 

Trin, Trino, Tridinum, a Town 1n the Dukedom 
of Montferrat, a fimall diſtance from the Po to the 
North ; ſeven Miles from Caſal to the Weſt ; and 
thirty four from Trim to the Eaſt : which in 1630, 
was yielded by the Duke of Mantoua to the Duke of 
Savoy. : 

Tring, a Market Town in Harzforaſhire, in the 
Hundred of Dacor. 

La Trinidad, 77:nitatrs Inſula, one of the Ca- 
71bby Iſlands in America: planted with Sugar. 

Trinquimale, a City in the Iſland of Ceylan. 

Triodos or Throhodos, a Mountain in the Iſland of 
Cyprus : ſo called by the Greeks. : 

Tripoli di Dozia, zripolis ; a City in Syrza ; 
called by the Turks Tarabolos-ſcham : In 1289, taken 
and intirely ruined by the Saracens: and atter rebuilt 
by the Franks ; in a fruittut Plain, with a firong Ca-« 
{tle ſeated upon a Rock. This place is now in a good 
condition ; having about two thouſand Houſes, and 
a very convenient Hirbor on the Med:zterranean Sea. 
It ſtands twenty German Miles ftrom Damaſcus to the 
North, and a little more from Famagouſta to the 
South. In the time of the Holy War 1t had Counts 
of its own ; from 1109, to 1288. Now the Seat of 
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{tern Emperors; reſembling Reyne in all its magni- ;

. Tripoli, Th-yp}w; Neapolr,* Lepris, or 'Tripoly of 

arbaty, is a preat City on the Mediterrancan 'Sea in 
Barbary ; whitti is the Capital of a Ritigdom' of the 
ſame name; has a. large Port and a ftrong Caſtle ; 
but extrethely infamous for its Piracies. 'Heretofore 
a part of the Kingdom of Tunrs. In 1516, it was 
taken by . the Spaniards : eighteen years after it was 
granted to the Knights of Malta; who in 1551,were 
expelled again by the Moors. Since that it is govern- 
ed like a Commonwealth: Having a conſiderable Ter- 
ritory belonging to it, betwixt Tunrs and the Ocean ; 
but very few Towns, . Sanſon ſuppoſes it to be the an- 
cient Oea. It lies over againſt the Iſle of Malta. Long. 
42. oo. Lat. 41. 40. S. There 1s another 77zpolz 11 
Barbary, upon the Mediterranean, with the Title 
of . Tripols Vecchio or the Old Tripoli ; which ſtand- 
Ing in an Hll air, has almoſt loft its Inhabitants. $. A 
third in the Leſſer Afia, upon the Erix71ie Sea. 

Trivento, Triventum, Triventinum, a ſmall Ci- 
ty of the Kingdom of Naples, in the County of Mo- 
life, upon the River Trigno ; which is a Biſhops See, 
'under the Archbiſhop of Benevento; and Rands in 
the Borders of Abruzzo, upon the Adriatich Sea, 
feventeen Miles from Bozano to the North. 

Troeſen, an ancient City of the Peloponne/is : 
which preſerved their Alliances with the' Athenians 
with great Honor ; and fince the times of Chriſtiani- 
ty, became a Biſhops See under the Archbifhop of Co- 
ranth, Gaſtaldus calls it now Pleda. 

* Troglodptx, an obſcure People of A7hiopia, from 
whom the S:nus Trop lodyticus there anciently receiv- 


ed its denomination ; having the Caverns of ifs Rocks 


(adjacent) poſſefſed by them. Whence all ſubterrane- 
ous dwellers in Rocks, Caves, and Cabbins in India, 
Africa, &c. were called Troglydite. 
 'Troja, 71:1mn, a City of Phrygia mm the Leſſer Aſia; 
ripon the Coaſt of the 2Egean Sea; made famous by its 
Ruin, and a ten years War, about the- year of the 
World 2870. in the Reign of its King Priamus. It 
ſtood upon the River Xanthus, near Mount 14a; three 
Miles ſrom the Archipelago, thirty two German Miles 
trom Smyrna to the North, and from Conſtantinople 
to the South. Said to have been built about the year 
of the World 2574. Whereby this City ahd Kingdom 
laſted not above two hundred and ninety fix years. 
Some Marble ruins of it are yet viſible. Mahomet IV. 
uſed the Columnes he found amongſt them, in the 
building of a great Moſque. $ There was another City 
of the ſame Name, (Troas Alexangr:i) built by Ale- 
xander the Great, fome Mites from this : which in 
the beginning of Chriltianity was a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop ef Cyziqua; but that too is now rui- 
ned, Long. 54. 25. Lat. 41. 15. Fa 

'Troja, a ſmall City ot the Kingdom of Naples, in 
the Capritinato upon the River Chitaro : which is a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Benevento, and 
a Principality ; it ſtands at the Foot of the Apennine ; 
twenty tive Miles from Benevento to the Fatt, and a 
little more from Manfredona. Built in 1008, by the 
Greeks. In 1195 and 1115. Councils were aſſembled 
at this City. 

Trots Chaſteaux, Auzuſta Tricaftinorum, Trie- 
ves, the ſame with S. Paul ; a City in the Dayphine. 

Troki, Troka, Troccum, a City of Lithuania, a 
Province of Poland ; which is the Capital of a Pala- 
tinate of the ſame Name. It ftards upon the River 
Breſſa, in a Marſh of difficult acc-is; defended by a 
{trong Caftle. This City was built by Gedzminzus 
Great Duke of Lithuania, in 1321 : taken by the 
Ruſs, and burnt in 1655. It ſtands four Poliſh Miles 
from Vi/na to the Welt.

The Capital. City of it is Kecio. ' The King of this 
City is alſo Maſter of a part of. the Province of 2yan- 
fio. He formerly paid Tribute to the Emperour of 
China ;; Now, Homage only by. an Ambaſladour, by 
an Eſtabliſhment in 1667. Of late years the Chriſtian 
Religion has. been preached with good ſucceſs, ( as 18 
ſaid ) by the Miſtionaries of the Church of Rome: 
A Kingdom of. great power , and. nigh. as” large 
as France : fituated in 20 deg. of Lat. and 145. 
Long. Moſtly under the Torrid \Zone : yet very 
fruitful, and healthful ; and watered with above fifty 
Rivers. Cochin China was formerly a Province of it ; 
now a Kingdom tributary to it. - It is ſaid to con- 
tain about twenty thouſand Towns and Cities. The 
Sect of the: Chineſe Philoſopher, Confuſius, obtains 
much amongſt.the Tonguineſe. It became a ſeparate 
Kingdom. about ſeven hundred years ago : Before 
which, it depended as a Province, upon the Empire 
of China. 

Turcomanta, Armenia Major, a vaſt Country in 
the Leſſer Aſia : of old cal.ed Armenia. It lies between 
Georgia to the North, the reſt of the Leſſer Aſia to 
the Weſt , Perſia to the Eaſt, and Dzarbeck to the 
South. This was the firſt Country the Turks poſlel(- 
ſed, after they came out of Tartary , (being moſt 
probably deſcended from the Scythians , that lay be- 
twixt the Euxine and Caſpian Seas ); under Tan- 

rolipix, about the year of Chriſt 1037. But the pre- 
ent Line was begun by Ofman or Ottoman , about 
the year 1290 : who was a Husbandman, or com- 
mon Labourer ; -and by his Valour raiſed this Family. 
Burſa in Bitbynia was the firſt Seat of their Empire, 
afterwards Adrianople, and then Conſtantinople. So- 
l[yman the preſent Emperour of the Turks, 1s the one 
and twentieth of this Line, ſet up by the Army a- 
gainſt Mahomee IV. his Brother , out of a Diſcontent 
at his Misfortunes in the preſent War againſt the Chri- 
ſtians, November 9.

The di- 
ſpute: betwixt the Biſtiops of '/ienne and' Arles for the 
Primacy, was heard, but not definitively'decided,: by 


an ancient Counci{ held herein 397. or 4o1. ' 
"The Empire of the-Turks, containeth from Eaſt 
to:Wetb , accounting from": the Weſtern Botders of 
the: Kingdom of 'A/orers to the City Balſara upon 
the Perſian Gulph, the ſpace of at leaſt eight hundred 
Leagues. From: North» to' South, that is,- from Caffz 
in the Taurica Cherſoneſus , - of rather from the City 
Tanais near the Lake' of 'Maotis to Aden on the 
Mouth of the Red Sea and the Streights of Babe/man- 
del, 7 hundred other Leagues : which together make 
at' Empire of the greateſt Extent of any ' Seignior 
vr :Sovereign in theſe parts of the World'; and there- 
fore the Emperor thereof bears the Title of the Grand 
Seignzor, He hath'in Aſia, Natolia, Syria; Turco- 
mannia, Diarbech, and the three Arabia's. 'In Afri- 
ca, he hath the Kingdoms of Barca and Egype ; and 
the States of Algiers, " Twis, and Tripoli ate under 
his Protection. In' Europe, his Dominion extends over 

omelia, Macedonia, Albania, Thrace, moſt of the 
Iſlands 'of. the Archipelago, 'Selavonia, Servia , Cro- 
atia, Biilguria , and part of Hungary ; except what 
this preſent War hath diſmemibred from them ; when 
the Princes of Tranſylvania, Moldavia, and Wala- 
chia paid” him alſo Tribute_: as the Republick of 
Ragufa alſo did-: and'even' the Crim Tartars recognize 
tis ProteCtion. In the whole, before the preſent War 
there were twenty five Governments in this Empire. 
To wit; Cairo in Egypt, for Africa. Aleppo, Cara- 
mit, Natolia, Cogni, Chars, Damaſcus, Van, Moſul 
Suvas, Bagdet, Erzerum, Trebizonde, Tripols, Rc. 
in Aſia. In Europe, Caffa, Canaia, Cyprus, Romelia, 
Boſnia, Temeſwaer, and Buda. The beginning of 
this Empire was laid in the Greater Armenia, about 
the year 1037. In 1290. the Ottoman Line took its 
riſe: ( See Turcomanta:) whoſe Power over the 
Subject is come to be completely Abſolute, Arbitrary , 
Deſpotical,Tyrannical. They pray by the Alcoran, and 
govern by the Sword.

| Tyre, Tyr95,. one of the moſt ancient and cele- 
brated Cities of Paleſtine : ſuppoſed to be older than 
the coming of the Children of J/rae! out of Egypt 
but certainly. at- the lateſt built in the year of the 
World 2693. two hundred and forty years before So- 
lomon's Temple, which is the account of Foſephur. 
It flouriſhed, and had the Trade of the whole Med:- 
terrancan Sea: (ent and ſettled its Colontes on all its 
Coaſts ; as far as the Weſtern Ocean, . yea, as Brica : 
and among{t the reſt, founded Carthage. But when 
Feruſalem fell, Tyre kept her company. For Ne bu- 
chadnezzar took and burnt this City, in the eighteenth 
year of his Reign, Anno Mund: 3371. the year before 
he took Jeruſalem, Alexander the Great took and 
ruined it the ſecond time, after a Siege of ſeven Months, 
in the year of the World 3618. Yet it recovered a- 
gain ; and was'in great repute during the Roman 
Empire ; and was an Archbiſhops See, in the times of 
Chriſtianity, under the Patriarch of Antzoch, and at- 
terwards of Feruſalem. Adrian the Emperour ha- 
ving made it the Metropolis of Phanicia. About the 
year of Chriſt, 641. after the Saracens had by a Siege 
of three years forced Ceſarea to ſubmit to them, they 
became Maſters of this City without reſiſtance : Da- 
maſeus, Antioch and Feruſalem being taken before. 
Together with Feruſalem, it returned under Chriſtian 
Princes again, about the year 1099, In 1117. the 
the Saracens in vain attempted the, Recovery of it : 
but in 1123. it was taken by them. The Chriſtians 
regained it, and kept it till the year 1259. when the 
Tartars took it. In 1263. the- Venetzans retook it. 
In 1292. the Saracens finally prevailed, and drove the 
Weſtern Chriſtians out of Syria. This is now called 
Sour by the Turks ; and has ſome lovely Antiquities, 
as Thevenot ſagh , but no Inhabitants. Long. 67. 
Lat, 33. 20. In the year 335--a Council here af 
ſembled by the order of Conſtantine the Great, con- 
demned Athanaſius, deprived him of his Biſhoprick of 
Alexandria, and baniſhed him from that.

The Senate of 'Padoua, as Maſters : of : the Iſlands-of 
the Lagune, to this purpoſe 'proclaimed by' their three. 
Confuls the ſame year, Rzalco: (a Port belonging to. 
them there) to be: an Aſylumsfor all that would retire 
fo it. Attila after this overthrowing! and ruining 4- 
quileja; the Inhabitants of that City fled to Yerice too, 
in the year 453. Whereby: both' Realto, and the 
neighbouring Iſlands, became Peopled ; receiving 
for their Governours, Conſuls, or Tribunes, (which 
Caſſiodorus calls Maritimorum Tribunos Y ſent to them 
from the Sette of Padona: till in time every Ifland 
choſe itſelf a particular Tribune yearly, and every Tri- 
bune became m the-nature of a petty Sovereign. And. 
thus for nigh the firſt three hundred years, they were: 
neither one and the ſame City, or Republick ; but a 
confederation of many neighbouring Iſlands united 
together , ' by 'common intereſt, for their ſecurity 
againſt the Barbarians of Italy. In the year 697, 
the Tribunes of the twelve principal T{lands by pers 
miſſion from the Emperor ( as Sovereign of all the 
Country) and the Pope, which was procured. to ſu- 
perſede the pretenſions of Padoua to: theſe Iflands, ſet 
up the firſt Duke : and ſince that time this City hath- 
encreaſed to that degree, that it has filled all the ſeven- 
ty two Iſlands about it 3 which,as every Tfland ancient- 
Iy had its ſeparate Paſtor as well as Tribune, -are be- 
come ſo many Parifhes, each having its peculiar Church. 
From the year 697. to 1172. or 1177» the Dukes 
or Doges governed with an abſolute authority ; and 
cauſed their Brothers or Children to be electeÞ often- 
times their Colleagues, and their Succefſors. The third 
Dope was affaſinated by the People for his Tyranny : 
' whereupon enſued an Interregnum--of five years; in 
which the State was committed to certain Officers, e- 
very new year changedand elected. Then they defi- 
red to have a Doge again: Ant from 697. to 1177. 
they had about thirty four or thirty fx Sovereign Do- 
ges. ' In 1172. the Election of the Doge by the voices 
of all the People was aboliſhed ; and a Sovereign in- 
dependent Counſel appointed for that uſe, conſiſting 
of two hundred and forty Citizens, choſen indifferent- 
ly out of the Gentry, Citizens, and Artizans : But 
withal they Created twelve Tribunes, with power to 
oppoſe the Doges Ordinances, in caſe they appeared 
unjuſt. This fo.m of Government continued one 
hundred and eleven years : Andin 1280. the Coun- 
cil was fixed upon a number of certain Families and 
their deſcendents, expreſſed in ' publick Regiſter ; 
with an utter excluſion of other Perſons and Families, 
of all States and Qualities whatſoever. - -Which laſt 
form, time hath improved with many additions. The 
Sword is now carried not before , ' but behind the 
Doge ; and the publick Coins repreſent him in Du- 
cal Habits,upon his Knees b#fore-S. Mark, (who is the 
Symbol of the Republick;) two no ſmall intimations of 
his inferiority to it. It is lawful. for the Senate to de- 
poſe him (otherwiſe his Dignity is for life) itt caſe of 
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extreme old ape and ſickneſs, rendring him ,uncapable 
of buſineſs :- as they - did ,Franci/co Foſcarans, -at the 
age of 84. after his Dogate had . been ialways. bappy to 


them; The Famwlics of the twelve Tcibunes, who ſet” 
up the firft, Doge in 697, areall preſerved ta, this:day3- 


and obtain the firſt rank in the Venerzan Nobility, with: 
the Title of the-twelve-Eledtorat Houſes, + Molt of 
the Princes of 'Ie4/y,, and not then only, -but Hen.IIF. 
and ' Henry le Grand, Kings of France, have delired 
to be received into the Body of the Nobility of this 
State: For which; others, who purchaſe their Nobili- 
ty, ordinarily pay one hundred thouſand Duckats, In 
the year 1179. the:Emperor Frederick Barbaroſſa 
and Pope Alexander JIL:;; were reconciled in a:Coun- 
.cil here :- but the common tory of the Poje's putting 
his. foot upon the Emperor's Neck 1s rej<ted ' and re- 
futed by Baronius.”. In the-year 1451, the Biſhop of 
this City had the Title of a Patriarch given him : who 
writes,, Divina Mzjeratione Venetiarum Patriarcha, 
without the additiory of; Sande ſedis Apoſtolice gra- 
2143. and is nominated by the Senate. Aquite/a is 
another Patriarchate . within the Dominions of this 
State : who, though that City belongs to the Houſe of 
Auſtria, find; means to keep the Patriarchate con- 
ftantly full, againit:the interpoſition of any Perſon by 
the Emperour. The Body of $. Mark, brought hi- 
ther... from Alexandria, is ſaid to be prefervd in 
the Noble Church of his name in this City. Here are 
accounted. one hundred and forty Palaces, one hun- 
dred.and thirty Monaſterics-for Men and Women, one 
hundred and fixty: five Marble Statues, twenty five 
braſs, ſixty ſeven Pariſhes, cighteen Holpitals, and in- 
numerable other Teſtimonies of Riches. and Gran- 
deur. The ſeveral iſtands are ſaid to be joyned toge- 
ther! by five hundred Bridges ; the greateſt of which 
called. 5] ponte ds, Rio Alto, was built of Iſtrian Stone, 
in.1591- The Arſexa! for their Gallies is the moſt 
celebrated, and their Harbor the moſt large and ſafe 
in the. World. . This City is the Miſtreſs bk {rus 
of the- Adriatick Sea ;; once the Miſtreſs of the Morea, 
Cyprus, Candy, the Negrepont, almoſt all the Iſlands 
of the Archipelago up to Conſtantinople, Theſſalonica, 
molt of the other Sea-Port Towns of Greece, Smyrna, 
and many others in Afia 3 which bave been raviſhed 
from her, by the prevailing fortunes of the Ortomar 
Houſe. She is now no: leſs gloriouſly ſtrugling to 
regain what ſke dearly ſold, if the Turk had at all va- 
lued human Blood. But of all theſe. places I have 
diſcourled in the Accounts I have given of them. She 
ſtands two hundred and fixty Miles fron Rome to the 
North, two hundred. and eighty from Viexna South, 
one hundred from Ravenna North, fifteen from M:s- 
lan Eait. Upon Aſcenfion-Day, the Doge accompa- 
nied with the whole College, and Ambaſſadours of 
Crown'd Heads, performs a Ceremony yearly at Port 
Lido; which is peculiarly remarkable in this City, of 
marrying the Adriatich, Sea ; which is done by throw- 
ing out of his Buccintero (a molt rich and pompous 
Galley for the purpoſe, wherein he rides in triumph) 
a Gold Ring into the Sea, with thele words; Deſpon- 
ſamus te, Mare, un ſiznum vers & perpetui domnis. 
This Ceremony was firſt inſtituted by Pope Alexan- 
der III. towards the: end of the twelfth Century ; 
as a ſolemn Declaration of the Sovereignty over the 
Adriatick , which the Republick had acquired by 
their Arms. Zebaſt:ano Fani was the Doge at that 
time. To him Pope Alexander delivered a Ring, 
ſaying 3 Take thy Ring, and upon this day in every 
year to come give one, to the Sea, as to your lawful 
Spouſe, to the end that all poſterity may know, that 
the. Sea by the right of Arms belongs to you. The 
Venetians had done great Services to Pope Alexan- 
der, againſt the Emperor *rederich Barbaroſſa ; and 
particularly by their Victory at Sea over Ocho, Son 
to 
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to that Emperor ;- which” induceÞ the Pope to create 
this Ceretfiony in their honour: 16t pretendingy to? 
grant from the Roman See, what that See never hat}; 
but declafftig-and recognizing” folemnly an ancient 
right in the peffefſion of this State. Therefore when 
Pope Julius FI: asked Donats,” the Venerian Ambal- 
ſador in Raillery, to ſhow 'the Titles of this right” ; 
it was thought ingeniouſly anſwered by him ; If your 
Holineſs.pleaſes to look out” the original of Coriſtan- 
tine's Donation to 'P. Sylveſter , you will find the' 
grant of the Adriatick Sea - to the Venetiahs. Their 
Generals over the Gulph, )of whom they ſhow in their 
Records, an unitterrupted Sneceſfion from x 236;) are 
the moſt anctent Marine Officers of the Repnblick. 
But the preciſe time of their Creation firſt was loſt 
amongſt the Records in-a fire that'year.

Uercelli; (as the French wtite) Vergeile, Vercelle, 
a City of Piedmont of great Antiquity yg which is a Bi= 
ſhops See underthe Archbiſhop of Mz/au. It ſtands 
upan.the River Seſia; in the Borders of the Duke of 
Mitan ; and has a Diltrict called/by its own name be- 
longing to it; betwixt Montferyae, the Mzlaneſe and 
Foree : ten Miles from Caſa! ta the North, and from 
Novara to the Weſt : thirty five from M:/az Eaſt, 
and from Turin Weſt. It is a very ſtrong Place; 
hath a Caſtle, a Cittadel, a famous. Hoſpital, and 
handſome Churches 3 often taken and retaken in the 
late Wars ; and particularly in 1638 by the Spaniards, 
wha by the Pyrenean peace returned 1t, as it 1s now, 
under the Duke of Savoy. In the time of the ancient 
Romans, it flouriſhed. Since, it hath ' been a Repub- 
lick ; next under the Duke of Mz/an ; then Savoy. 
In 1050. P. Leo KIN. celebrated a Council at it a- 
gainſt Berengarius, Archdeacon of Angers : who was 
cited, but did not appear to the ſame. 
'  Uexdun, Verduna, Veraduna, Perodunum, Vir- 
dunium, Vereduna, a City of Gallia Belgica, men- 
tioned by Antoninus : now in the Dukedom of Lo- 
rain, but ſeparated: from it by the French : under 
whom it has been ever fince 1552, when Henry II, 
took it.

1660. 1682. Where the Intervals ſometimes con- 
tinue two or three hundred years; at others, not 
above . one, two, and ten. 'In its laſt rupture in 
1682. Aug: 14. it covered the whole Dukedom of 
Maſſa (adjacent) with aſhes of a nauſeous odour, and 
ſet on fire the wood of Orajano. The twentieth, it 
cauſed an Earthquake of three hours continuance, 
which Teached to Naples. The twenty ſecond, it 
caſt forth floods of ſmoak, aſhes, coals,, attended 
with a. roaring noiſe, Flames, Earthquake, and 
Thunder ; the Flames 'ran from it unextinguifhed, 
in the midft of vaſt ſtorms of Rain; filling Naples 
with Aſhes- And on the'24th. it ended in; a cloud 
of white aſhes.

Takenin 1485. by Matthras Corvinus, 
King of Hungary, Befieged by the Turks in 1529. 
September 15. under So/yman II. with  an-Army of 
200000 Men : but his Cannon being ſunk or difor- 
dered by the Governonr of Presbourgh ww their way 
up the Danube after two general Affaiilts in vain, 
and the News of the March of the Emperor Charles V. 
to its relief, he raiſed the Siege, Offober 15. Again 
they beſieged it in 1532. and 1543 And when 
in 1683, 1t was reduced in a fourth Siege to great 
Extremities; it was relieved by Fohn III. King of 
Poland, September 10; (the Anniverſary whereof is 
religiouſly here obſerved) after it hid been violently 
battered from Fuly 14. by an Army of 100000 Turks ; 
who loſt all their Tents, Baggage, Cannon and Mor- 
tars, (to the number of 180 Pieces, whereof ſome were 
marked with the Arms of the Emperors Ferdinand I. 
and Redulph IT.) Victual, and Ammunition ; the Stan- 
dard of the Orrohhan Empire, engraved with theſe 
words, There 1s no other God but-one God, and Ma- 
homet is his Prophet ; their Reputation abroad, and 
their Courage at home, by this Defeat ; which has 
made them contemptible, unfortunate, and miſerable 
ever ſince. The Creſcent and the Star, (the Orroman 
Arms) till this, - had continued engraved upon the 
higheſt tip of the Tower of S. Seephens Church, from 
the year 1529 : when the Citizens placed them there 
for an acknowledgment to Solyman II. who, during 
his Siege, totally exempted that Cathedral from Bat- 
tery. But no ſuch regard to it having been obſerved 
by the Turks in the laſt Siege, a Croſs was immediately 
advanced in the place of the Creſcent. This City has 
been the Seat of the Emperors of Germany ever ſince 
1438. Frederick II. founded an Univerſity in it, in 
1237. Which Albert III. Archduke of Auſtria reeſta- 
bliſhed in 1365. In 1267. a Council was celebrated 
here. The Srotch Collegy, was a principal, and itate« 
ly Building of this City, before its deſtruction in the 
Hft Siege. It is fortified with 12 Baſtions. The Lear- 
ned Dr. Edward Brown, in his Travels, has excellently 
deſcribed the preſent State of it ; and to him I remit 
the Reader.

Allobroges. This City in the Roman Coins, Inſcriptions 
and Hiſtories, is called the Illuſtrious, Adorned, Strong, 
Beautiful, Fruitful Colony of Fiema. Claudius, the 
Emperor, choſe ſeveral of its Citizens into the Ro- 
man Senate, Hither Plate and Archelaus the Son of 
Herod the Great were baniſhed. Valentinian the 
Younger was here murdered by Arbogaſtes a trai- 
terous Courtier, in 392. In the fifth Century it be- 
came- the Seat of the Kings of Burgundy: that King- 
dom beginning about 4&8. In 504. Gundabond, one 
of theſe Kings, took it by a Siege, and flew Godig:- 
filas his Brother, who. defended it againſt him. In 
532- there was an end put to this Kingdom by C0. 
thaire King of France.” - In 855. it became the Seat 
of a ſecond French Burgundian Kingdom ; which en- 
ded in 1032. And this City paſſed to the Emperors 
of Germany. In 1100. it was ſeized by one Gurne, 
by the Title of Earl or Dauphine of Vienne : and 
continued in this Line tifl 1342, when it was again 
united to the Crown of France. Alſo regardable on 


the account of a Council held here, in 1311. by Pope - 


Clenvent V. affifted with the Patriarchs of Alexan- 
dria and Antioch, and 306 Biſhops 3 in tie preſence 
of Philip le bel King of France. This Council ren- 
dered the Feaſt of Corpus Chriſts, before inſtituted 
by Pope Urban IV. of univerſal obſervance. ' In 1119. 
- Pope Gelaſivs II. held alſo a Council here. Another 
in 1112. excommunicated the Emperor Henry V. and 
declared the Treaty betwixt Pope Paſehal IT. and him, 
touching Inveſtitures, null. In 892. the Legate of 
Pope Formoſus celebrated a Council in the ſame place ;

Qolcet, an antient People of Latzum, in Italy ; 
who reſiſted the Roman Power very much, to their 
own loſs. T. S:cinius, Conſul, deteated them in the 
year of Rome 257. Q. Capitolinus beat them again 
in 316. A. Poſtkumius Tubertus, Dictator, triumphed 
- overthem in 325. And Camzllus conlirained them to 
fubmit in 365. Their Country now makes a part of 
Campagna di Roma. 

Uolterra, Yolaterra, Veolaterre , one of. the molt 
antienteſt Cities in Tealy, in Hetruria ; in the Territory 
of P:ſa, upon a Mountain ; and a Biſhops See under 
the Archbiſhop of Florence ; from whence it ſtands 
34 Miles to the South.

Lekk, the Uechten, all the Lands which lay upon 
their Banks, and the Territory of Tetftervant ; which 
included a great part of Gue/ders, Bommel, Tiel, the 
Betouw, Culemborch, Viane, Aſperen, Bure, Henuſ- 
den, Neuftom, the Veluwe, and Veſtein, In 700. 
Radbold attempting in vain the recovering this Ci:y, 
ſubmitted : So Willibrode, and Boniface his Succellor, 
peaceably enjoyed this vaſt Dioceſe : which was confir- 
med to them, and their Privileges enlarged by Charles 
the Great. In after times it became a Free Imperial 
City of Germany. Several of the Emperors relided, 
and ſome died here:, amongſt whom are reckoned 
Conrad IL. in 1039. and Herricus V. in 1122. . So 
jealous they were of their Privileges, that they would 
not ſuffer any of their Biſhops Officers to kave any 
ſhare in the Government of the City : nor would they 
ſuffer the Biſhop to enter the Town with more Men 
than they allowed him, or to. ſtay in it above five or 
eight days. They maintained this Liberty, / though 


it was ſorely envied and laid at by Zehn Count -of 


Holland, in 1297. and by william Count of Holland 
in 1324.) till in 1527. the Biſhop of Utrecht paſſed 
over his Right to Charles V. who being a Potent Priace, 
ealily reduc'd. this City under his Obedience, built it a 
Caſtle, and in 1546. kept init a Chapter of the Order 
of the Golden Fleece.

It ſtands upon the R1- 
ver Kerez, in the Borders of Tranſylvania; (to which 
Principality of latter times it belonged ); and isa Biſhops 
. See under the Archbiſhop of Coloc;za: defended by a 
firong Caltle. In 1660. it was taken by the Turks ; be- 

fore which the Crim Tartars took it in 1242, In 1290. 
"Ladi/lans,-K, of Hungary built the Cathedral Church, 
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Tt was beſieged by a pniſſant Army of the Turks, in 
1598. which mifcarried. But in 1660. they took it by 
ſurpriſe in a time of Peace. On the Eaſt the Caſtle 
ſtands, on the North the River runs; it has a Wall 
with Ramparts, after the modern way ; flanked with 5 
Royal Baſtions, anda good regular Dike, which may 
be filled upon occaſion by the River Water : within 
there is another incloſure of 5 Baſtions and a high Wall, 
which may ſerve inſtead ofa Cittadel. ThisCity ſtands 
22 Miles from G:ula to the North, 80 from Weiſſem- 
burg to the Weſt, and 100 from Buda to the Eaſt. 
Lately recovered by the Imperiali/ts from the Turks, 
after a long Blockade and Siege.

But as the two latter 
have found their Ruins in the Wars of this Kingdom ; 
ſo the. other is choaked up. The Corporation retains 
the Honour of the Election of two Members to repre- 
ſent it in Parliament. 

Warmerlandt, Warmia, a Province of Pruſſia, 
called by the Inhabitants Ermelandt. Bounded almoſt 
every way by the Ducal Pruſſia ; the Capital of it is. 
Heil:bergh, in which the Biſhop of this Province re- 
tides: which ftands 8 German Miles from Regenſperg 
to the South. | | 

Warminſter, a Market Town in -:/tſhire, the 
Capital of its Hundred ; ſeated at the Spring of the Ri- 
ver Willybourn or Willy ; and heretofore of very great 
note : being the antient Yerlucio. 

Wwiarringtan, Khigodunum, a Town in Lanca- 

9Ire in the Borders of Cheſhire; upon the River 

Merſey, over which it hath a fair ſtone Bridg leading 
into the laſt mentioned County : in the Hundred of 
Darby, Here the Scorch Army under Duke Ham:!- 
ton was defeated by the Parliamentarians, in the year 
1648. 

Warſaw, Vrarſona, the Capitat City of the 
Kingdom of Poland : called by the Poles FVarſia, 
by the Germans Warſchaw , by the French Var- 
ſovie. It is the chief City of Mazovia 3 upon the 
Viſtula. Twenty four Miles from Lenczycze, or 
Lanſchet, thirty three from Gneſna, and fifty from 
Lemburg. \ Taken by the Swedes in the year 1665. 
after a'great Victory ; the year following the Poles 
retook it; and it is now under its own Prince, A 


great - and populous City, being as if were near.

Warte, Yarta, a River of Poland ; which arifing 
out of the Leſſer Poland, and entring the Greater, 
waſheth Siracks and Poſnan ; and taking in the Obra, 
the Note/ik, and the Proſna, beneath Landſperg in 
the Marquiſate of Brandenburg, falls into the Oder 
near Cuſtrin. 

Warwick, Varvicum, Prefidium Verovicum, the 
Shire-Town of the County of Warwick, is ſeated on 
the Welſt-fide of the River Avon ( over which it has a 
Stone Bridge) in the middle of the County. Called 
by the PFe/ſh, Caer Guarvic and Caer Leon ; by the 
Romans, Preſidium ; which Ggnifies the ſame thing 
with the Britiſh Name. It ſtands upon a ſteep and 
craggy Rock mounted on high, not eafily approached ; 
hath two Pariſh Churches, a handſom Market-Houſe 
of Freeſtone, an indowed Hoſpital: the Aflizes and 
Seflions for the County are kept at it ; and it was 
fortified with Walls and Ditches, and towards the 
South-VVeſt it had a ftrong Caſtle. Zthelfled (a 
Mercian Queen) rebuilt it in the year 911, In the 
year 1076, Henry de Newburg was created Earl of 
Warwick by William the Conqueror. This Family 
laſted five Deſcents; and in the year 1242, Fohn Mar- 
ſhal was the ſeventh Earl, in the Right of Margery, 
Siſter and Heir of Thomas the laſt Earl. Fohn de 
Placety,, her ſecond Husband, was the eighth in 1243, 
William Maudit the ninth in 1263. Willkam Beau- 
champ Son of Iſabel ( Siſter and Heir of William 
Maudit) in 1268. This Family continued five De- 
ſcents : amongſt which Henry Beauchamp the Favou- 
rite of King Henry VI, who crowned him King of the 
Iſle of VVight, received this Place with the advanced 
Title of Duke ; which vaniſhed after hin. And in 
the year 1449, Richard Nevil (who married Anne 
Sitter of Henry Beauchamp,the former Earl and Duke 
of PParwick ) ſacceeded ( in the Title of Earl. ) In 
1471, George Duke of Clarence, Brother to Edward 
IV, by the Marriage of Anne Daughter of Richard Ne- 
vil, wasthe eighteenth ; ſucceeded by Edward Plan- 
tazenet his Son in 1471. In 1547, Folm Dudley: 
and in 1562, Ambroſe his Son, defcended from the 
Lady Margaret , Daughter of Richard Beauchamp 
Earl of YVarwick. In 1618, Robert Lord Rich of 
L eeze was created the twenty ſecond Earl of VFar- 
wick by Fames 1. Charles, great Grandſon to Robert, 
died without Iflue : whereupon Robere Rich Earl of 
Holland, his Coufin Germain, facceeded in the Earl- 
dom of VVarwick ; and left both the Titles of War= 
wick and Holland united to Edward the preſent Earl, 
the twenty ſeventh, and the fixth of this Family, 
Warwick returns two Parliament Men, and ftands in 
the Hundred of Kington, 

Warwickſhire, YVarvicenſis Comitatwus, 1s bounded 
on the North by Staffordſhire, on the Eaſt by Leiceſter 
and Northamptonſhtres, on the South by Oxford and 
Glouceſter, and on the VVeſt by the County of Wore 
ceſter. In length from North to South thirty three 
Miles, in breadth twenty five ; the whole Circumfe- 
rence one hundred and thirty five 5 containing one 
bundred and fifty eight Pariſhes, and fifteen Market 
Towns. As it is ſeated well near in the heart of  Eng- 
land, fo the Air and Sail are of the beft ; the River 
Avon divides it in the middle. VVhat lies. South of 
that River is divided between fruitful Corn-Fields and 
lovely Meadows 3 which from Edg- h:/{ preſent the 
Viewer with a Flain equal to that of Jordan, That 
which lies North is VVood: Land. The Cornavs: 
were the old, the Mercians the later Maſters of this 
County. There have been three great Battels fought 
init: One in the year 749, wherein Cauzhred King ,of 
the Weſt Saxons flew Erheibald King of the Mercians 
at Seckington near Tamworth, The fecond in the 
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year 1468, at Edzcete ; in which the then Earl of 
Warwick defeated Edward IV, and took i:im Priſoner. 
The third in the year 1642, at Edg-hill; in which 
Charles T, overthrew the Parliament Forces utder the 
Earl of Eſſex. The Principal Town in this Shire is 
Coventry. 

WWaſgow, Vaſgovia, Vogeſus Traius, a Tradt in 
Lorrain, called by the French Le Pax dc Vauge ; 
which takes its Name from a Mountain. It lies be. 
tween the Dukedoms of Lorain and Briponr, and the 
Palatinate of the Rhine ; and it is a part of Ger. 
many.e 

Waſh, A Stream in the County of Rueland. 

Waſh, or Vaſi, Vaſſeum, a Town in the Lower 
Champagne in France, upon the Marn, in the Dio- 
ceſs of Chalons ; well ſituated, in a fruitful Soil. A 
Rencounter betwixt the Duke of Gu:/e and the Hu- 
guenots at this Town, in the Reign of Charles IX, 
gave an occaſion to the enſuing Civil VVats of Re- 
ligion in this Kingdom. 

Watchet, a Market Town in Somerſerſhire , in 
the Hundred of Willizon ; by the Sea- fide. 

Waterfozd, Vaterfordia, Maprana, a Town and 
County in the Province of Munſter on the South of 
Ireland. The Town is called by the Irsſh Phurt- 
lairge. The Capital of its County, and next Dublin: 
the greateſt place in that Kingdom : having a very large 
and fafe Haven, under the Protection of a ttrong 
Fort, called Duncannon Fort ; and conveniently ſeat- 
ed for a Trade with any part of the World. Built by 
the Norwegians in a bad Air and a barren Soil, at the 
Mouth of the River Shour. Ever ſince it came into 
the hands of the Englzſh, it has continued very loyal 
to this Crown; and has on that ſcore obtained many 
fignal Privileges from it. In the year 1649, they for- 
ced Oliver Cromwel to draw off, when he was Maſter 
of the greateſt part of Ireland ; yet when refiftance 
was in vain it ſurrendred, Auguſt 25. 1650, on good 
terms, As alſo to King William, both Town and 
Fort, Fuly 25 and 26, 1690, without a ſtroke. 

The County of IPaterfozd, is bounded on the 
Eaft by Wexford, on the North by Tzpperary, on the 
VVeſt- by Cork, and on the South by the Sea: the 
Sewer encloſing it on the North and Eaſt, and the 
More on the VVeſt. The North parts of it are over- 
ſpread with a Ridge of Mountains called S/ewboyne. It 
is from Eaſt to V Veſt twenty ſeven 1r:/h Miles, from 
North to South fifteen. The principal places in it are 
Waterford and Liſmore. 

Watfozd, a Market Town in Hartfordſhire, in 
the Hundred of Chaſh:o, near the River Coln. 

eatiington, a Market Town in Oxfordſhire, in 
the Hundred of Pzrton. 

Watton, a Market Town in the County of Nor- 
Folk, in the Hundred of Weyland. | 

_ Wavenep, a River in the County of S»ffolk, di- 
viding that County from Norfolk. Beckles and Bun- 
24Yy are ſituated upon the Banks of it. 

Ueblep, a Market Town and Corporation in He- 
refordſhire, in the Hundred of Szrerford. Repre« 
ſented in Parliament by its two Burgeſlcs. 

Weever, a River watering the middle parts of 
Cheſhire: upon which Nantwich and Fordſham are 
ſituated. 

Weigats Stretght, a Bay upon the South of 
Nova Zembla ; flowing from VVelt to Eaſt ; and 
diſcovered by the Hol/anders under one of this Name 
in 1594 : through which they in vain ſought a North 
Paſſage to the Eaſt Indies by China, not being able 
to fail further for Ice. They diſcovered to the Eaſt 
and V Veſt of this Streight, Sraten Eylandt and Mau- 
rar7 Eylandt, in the ſame Voyage; whereon they 
found Rocks, Lakes, Pands, Swans, Hawks, and 
V Vild Ducks, 

IDectit, 
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Wetil, Uuzla, a City in the Dukedom of Wurtem- 
burg : which is a free Imperial City by the Conſtitu» 
tion of Frederick II : it ſtands upon the River Wurm ; 
two Miles from Stutgard to the VVeſt, and Spire to 
the South ; and three from Tubingen to the North. 
Hofman. $ Another in Switzerland, belonging to 
the Canton of S. Gall. 

Weimar, TPeinmar, Vimaria, a City of Thurinzia 
in Germany , upon the River I/m; three German 
Miles from Erford to the Eaſt, and five from Naunme 
burg; which was the Seat of Ortho Emperor of 
Germany. Now under a Duke of the Houſe of 
Saxony. 

Weiſmar, Feiſmaria, one of the Hanſe Towns 
of Germany, in the Dukedom of Meck/enburgh ; 
which has a Harbor on the Baltick Sea, and a new 
ſtrong Caſtle. It ſtands between Roſtock to the Eait, 
and Lubeck to the VVeſt ; ſeven German Miles from

Fontanenſi: Eccleſia , a City of Sornerſerſhire : # 
called from the VVells and plentiful arg which 
bubble up in it : for fair Buildings it exceeds all other 
Towns in that County. It hath an Epiſcopal-Palace, 
fortified with Walls and a Mote like a Caſtle; a goodly 
Church, and a College ; founded by Ina a Saxon King 
in honor of S. Andrew ; which was enlarged by King 
Kznewolph, in the year 966. The Cathedral Church 
has a Dean, a Chaunter, a Chancellor, three Arch- 
deacons, twenty feven Prebends, and riineteen Cinons. 
There was a Biſhoprick founded here, in the year 905 
by Edward the Elder : which about the year 1088 
Was united to Bath. In the year 1193, the Biſhop- 
rick of G!aſtenbury being alſo united to theſe two 
Sees, the Revenues of the Church of 17211; were divj- 
ded between the Dean and the Chapter : which were 
much impaired in the Reign of Edward V1. 
Wellingborough,a Market Town in Northampton- 


either. Built about the year 1240, by a Count of />;re, in the Hundred of Hixlon, upon an aſcent ; 


Swerin. In 1262, it was almoſt entirely ruined by 
Fire. In 1266, the Duke of Meck/enburg gave it 
great Privileges to encourage the rebuilding of it ; 
which procured the building it with Stone. By the 
Peace of Munſter it was afligned to the Swedes ; but 
being taken by the Danes in 1679, tho by the Treaty 
in 1679 they were to reſtore it ; yet that Crown has 
not performed that Article.

Weiſflemburg, a City of Aiſatia in the Territory 
of Waſgow ; towards the Borders of the Palatinate of 
the Rhme : called Cron eiſemburg, to diſtinguiſh it 
from the former : which is a Town in A/ſatza of old 
Called Sebuſium. Tt ſtands upon the River Later ; 
four German Miles from Hagenaw. to the North, 
and fix from Strasburg. Dagobert King of France 
built here a celebrated Monaſtery, 1n the year 623 ; 
which, in the year 1496, was changed into a College. 
By the Peace of Munſter, this place was granted to 
France ; and in the Wars in 1673, it ſuffered very 
much from the Germans, but is now rebuilding. This 
City is the Capital of aTerritory called die Prebſtey von 
Weiſſemburg, the Prefetture of weiſſemburg ; which in 
the year 1540, was united for ever to the Biſhoprick of 
Spire. Lauterburg was the uſual Seat of the Preſi» 
dent of this Diſtrict ; but is now under the French 
King too.

etſſenburg, 41ba Fulia, a City in Tranſylvania ; 

called by the Hungarians, Gyvla Fejervar. It 1sa 
Roman Colony ſetled in the times of Marcus Aurelzus

It makes 
the South parts of the Dukedoms of Brunſwick, and 
Thuringe, in the Lower Saxony ; others ſay, it lies by 
Schelde near Cologne. 

Weſterwick, Ve/trovicum , a Sea-Port City in the 
Province of Smalland, on the Baltick Sea in Smwee 
den ; fifty five Miles from Calmar to the North. 

Weſt Froſon. See Frzſeland. 

Weſtmannia, Yeſtmania, or Weltmanland , a 
Province of Sweden ; between Upland to the Eaft, 
Geſtricia to the' North, Sudermannia to the South, 
and Nericia to the Weſt. The Cities of it, are Arc- 
ſen and Arboſen. 

Weſtminſter, We/tmonaſterium , once a Suburb, 
ſeated a Mile from the City of London , and called 
'Thoznep: now a great and populous City ; by its 


Buildings conjoined to London ; fo that it ſeems to P 


be a part of it ; but is indeed a diſtinct City, having 
its peculiar and proper Magiſtrates, and Privileges. In 
the times of the Romans, there ſtood here a Temple 
of Apollo ; which in the Reign of Antonimus P:us, 
was ſubverted by an Earthquake. Oat of the Ruins 
of it, Sezebert ( King of Kent ) built a Church in 
honour of S. Peter, about the year 655. About the 
year 701. Offa King of the Eaſt Angles, inlarged this 
old Church ; which being deſtroyed by the Danes a- 
bout the year 854, S. Dunſlane Archbiſhop of Car= 
terbury, re-edified it about 9750. Edward the Con- 
Feſſor, inthe year 1061. made great additions to this 
Fabrick. In the year 1221. Henry II. pulled down 
this Saxon Building ; and in the ſame place erected 
that great and noble Pile, now ſtanding ; and put it 
into the hands of the Monks: to which Henry VII. 
added the Chappel called by his Name. In the years 
1066, and 1226, Councils were celebrated here. At 
the Reformation , inſtead of the Monks , was placed 
here a Dean,twelve Prebends and a Biſhop ; which laſt 
Is lirice ſuppreſſed. In this Church is ufually performe(] 
the Coronation ; it likewiſe contains the Bones of a vaſt 
number'of the Kings of England, and was theMother 
of Weſtminſter ; which" from it, «s from a Centre, 
bas ſpread it ſelf every way : Eſpecially after Weft- 
minſter-Dall became tlie fixed place for the Courts 
of Juſtice, ( built by Wiltam Rvfus.in the year 1099. 
Rebuilt by Richard'T]. as Mr. Camden obſerves.) ; 
and' Whitthall , the Royal Palace of our Kings, about 
the year 1512. | 

weftrorland, Damnit, Veſtmaria, Weſtmorlan- 
dia , ( one of the Northern Counties of England) 
took this Name from its ſituation, and the preat 'num- 
ber of Movozs in it. On the North and Weſt, it is 
bounded by Cumberland ; 'on the South by 'Lanca- 
ſhire ; and on'the Eaſt by T3rkshire. | From North 
to South it is thirty Miles, from Eaſt to Weſt twenty 
four, in circumference one hundred and twelve, 
Containing twenty fix Pariſhes, and eight Market 
Towns.

Earl 'of Peſtmorland by King Richard 11. This Fa- 
mily in ſix Deſcents continued, tifl the year 1584. it 
failed in the death of Charles Nevi/. In 1624. this 
Honour was revived in Francs Fane, created Earl of 
Weſtmorland, and Baron of Burgherſh, by Fames 1. 
as a deſcendent from the Newz/s 5 whoſe Poſterity 
{till enjoy it. 

Weſtphalia, a great Circle or Province in Germa- 
7y; called by the Germans Die Wephaten. It lies 
between the Lower Saxony to the Exſt, and the Log- 
Countries to the Wett; bounded on the North by 
the German Sea , onthe Eaft by the- Dakedom of 
Breme, Ferden, Lunenburg and Brunſwick; on the 
Welt by the Vnited Netherlands; on the South by 
the Dukedom of Guelder/and, the Biſhoprick of Co- 
logne, VVeſterwalde and Haſſia. Tt contains the Bi- 
ſhopricks of Munſter, Paderborne and Ofnaburg ; the 
Dukedoms of Cleve and Berg ; the Principality of Min- 
den ; the Counties of Oldenburg, Mark , Hoye, Diefe 
holt,Ravensberg, Linzen, Lippe, Benthem and Scaum- 
burg ; Eaſt Friſeland, and the Dakedom of Feſ?- 
halia. The capital City of this Circle is Munſter. 

The Dukedom of Weſtphalia is bounded on the 
North by the Biſhopricks of Munſter and Pader- 
borne ; on the Weſt by the County of Mark ; on the 
South by Weſter-walidt and Haſſia ; on the Eaſt by 
the County of Waldeck. The principal place in it, 
are, Arensberg, Cleve, Duſſel-dorp, Embden, Eme- 
rick, Ham, Lipſtad, Minden, Munſter, Oldenburg, 
Oſnabruck,, Paderborne, Sveſt, Doremund and Weſel. 
Befides what is above expreſſed, this Circle 'in- 
cludes the Dukedoms of 'Fuliers and Guelderland ; 
the Bifhoprick of Lezge, and the States of Urrecht; 
but this laſt has been ſeparated from it,ever fince 154.8. 

weſtram, a Market Town in the County of 
ent, in Sutton Lath, upon the River Darenr. 

Wweſtrick, Feſtrych, Weſtryck, Auſtrafia, Lothas 
rinzia, (taken in itslargeft exterit ) contained Bra- 
baxt, Hainault, Liege, Namur, Luxemburg, Futiers, 
Epfall, Waſgow, Imperial Flanders and Lorain. And 
under the firſt Race of the Kirigs of France , it con- 
taitied allo Schwaben, Bavaria, Thuringin, a great 
part of Sxxony, and ſome Provinces of -France, But 
the Name is only now applied ts Lorain. 

Weteraw, Veteravia, Vederovia , a'Province in 
the Upper Circle of the Rhine : between the Upper 
Haſſia to the Eaſt , Weſterwalde to the North, the 
Rhine to the Weſt, and Ment; to the South. The 
principal Places in it are Dierz and Hademur. 

Wetherbp, a Market Town in the Welt Riding of 
Yorksbire,in the Hund. 'of Cl/aro,uponthe River FFarfe. 

Wetſth, 'the ſame with Y:e1ma. 

Werfozd, a County in the South of the Kingdom 
of Ireland, called by the Iri/p Loghagarm, It is 
the South part of the Province-of 'Lemſter. Boun- 
ded on the North by the County of Wazerfora, ( cut 
off by the River Barrow, ) It 'takes'its Name from 
a great Sea-Port Town, on the South fide 'of the Ri- 
ver Shemahyn, not far from the South-Eiſftern Point 
of Ireland: fifty two Miles South of Sweden, and 
about twenty Eaſt of Waterford. : 
Weymouth, a Market Town and Corporation in 


.Dorſer(kire, in the Hundred of Vgſcomb, at the Fall 


of the River F*y into the Ocean : joined to Mel/comb 
Revs, on the other ſide of the ſame River, by a fair 

imber Bridge; fince the Incorporation of both Towns 
by Act of Parliament in Queen Eliz4betb's time into 
one Body. Yet each is diſtinctly repreſented: by its 


Burgeſſes in the Houfe of Commons: and my 
as 
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has the 'Honour 'to give the Title of a Viſcount to the 
Right Honourable Thomas Thynne. 

Wepmar. See Weimar. 

Whitbp.a Market ind Sea-Port Town-in the North 
Riding'of Torkshire, at the 'Fall of the River Es/: into 
the-Ocean. It hath tmany Veſſels belonging to it , a 
Bridge over the River, aCuſtom-Houfe 5 and here- 
tofore an Abbey of great fame, in the Perſon particu- 
larly of S. Hilda, an ancient Abbeſs of it. 

Whitchurch, a Market Town in Shropſhhzre , in 
the Hundred of N. Bradford , towards Cheſhire. 
$ Alſo a Corporation in Hantſhire, in the Hundred 
of Evinger, upon the River Teſt : having the Ele» 
Ction of two Members 'of the Houſe of Commons. 

Whitehaven, a Market Town in the County of 
Cumberland, in the Divifion of Allerdale; upon a 
Creek of the Sea , which affords it a convenient and 
well frequented Harbour. Tt ftands at the North 
end of a Rock of hard white Stone ; and trades prin- 
Cipally in Coals and Salt. 

Vhithern, Candida Caſa, Lucopibia, the White= 
Youſe, a Town or ſmall City in Galloway in Scot- 
land : upon the Iriſh Sea, over againft the Iſle of 
Man : and a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop of 
Glaſco. The place where Ninia ( or Ninian, a ho- 
ly Britan, the Apoſtle of the South P:&s) in the 
Reign of Theodoſius 'the younger built a Church : 
which after the number of Chrittians were increaſed, 
became a Biſhops See. Tt 1s one of the ancienteſt 
Towns (being mentioned by Ptolemy ), as well as Bi- 
ſhopricks in Scotland. Long. 16. 30. Lat. 56. 30. 

Wiburg, Viburgium , a City in the Province of 
North Futland, in the Kingdom of Denmark : which 
Is a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Lynden. It 
ſtands in the middle of that Promontory ; at an equal 
diſtance from the German and Baltick Seas ; eight 
German Miles from Alburg to the South. This Bi- 
ſhops See was'founded by 'Dweno King of Dexmark , 
in 1063. Long. 3o. 58. Lat. 58. o8. There is a 
Town of the'fame Name'tn Livonza. 

Wickham, a Market Town in Buckinghamſhire, 
in the Handred of Burnham, upon a Stream tallinp 
into the Thames : in a low and fruitful Vate. 1t hath 
the honour to be a Corporation, repreſented by two 
Burgefles in the Lower Houſe of Parliament. Writ- 
ten alſo Chipping-VViccomb, The Aflizes for the 
County, are commonly kept here : being a large fair 
Town. $SAlfo a Town m the County of Suf0/k. in 
the Hundred of V//:/ford, upon the Deben : it which 
the Archdeacon of S»f{k keeps his Courts for the 
Eaſtern part of that Courity. This Town has loſt its 
Market to Woodbridge, inits neighbourhood. 

Wickware, a Market Town in Glouceſterſhire, in 
the Hundred of Grombaldaſh. | 

Widen, Wrdin. See Viden. — 

Wiep23, Aprus , a River which falls into the V- 

ſtula, in the Borders 'of Poland tind S:leſia. 

Wigan, a Market Town and Corporation in Lan- 
caſhire, in the Hundred of Darby , upon the River 
Doiwvles : of note for ' got Coal. The Corporation 
elects two Parliament men. | 

Wiflisburg, or Wiefe/bourg, Aventicum , an an- 

 cient'City 'of Swirzerland.* The Capital of the Can- 
ton of Wifliptrixergow ; 'once a great City , and a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Beſanz?#: 3 bit 
now only a' Town in the Borders of the Canton of 
freburg; called by the French Avenches. Tt Ttahds 
upon the River Broye : one German Mile from Fri- 
burp, three from Berne , ahdforr from Lauſanne to 
the North. This Biſhoprick was removed to Lau- 
ſanne, in 1076. This 'Caifton is a pirt of the Can- 
ton of Berne: bounded ori the Eaſt by the Aar, and 
Argop ; '6n the South by 'the 4/pes, attd the Lake of 


Lemane, and on the Weſt and North by Mount 7ura 
or Jurten. et | 

Wight, Vis, VeAi, Veaa , an Iſland on the 
South of _ belonging to the County of South- 
hampton. n length twenty Miles, in breadth twelve, 
in circumference ſixty. About three from Hurſt 
Caſtle ; of an oval form, ending with two Penin- 
ſula's to the Eaft and Weſt : And by nature ſecured 
with Rocks, eſpecially Southward. It contains thirty 
fix Pariſhes, and three Market Towns. Its Air health- 
ful and pleaſant : the Soil very fruitful : affords a 
good quantity of Corn for Exportation., and Cattle 


and Game in abundance : its Meadows and Wooll - 


are excellent. In ſhort, it wants nothing needful to 
the Life of Man. The principal place in it, is New- 
port : and Cowes, for a Harbour. Veſpaſian was the 
firſt that ſabjected this Iſland to the Romans under 
Claudius Ceſar. Cerdich King of the Welt Saxons 
became the next Maſter of it, in 530. After him, 
Woffer, King of the Mercians: from whom it paſſed 
to Edelwalch King of the South Saxons by pitt: 
Cedwalla King of the Weſt Saxons , at laſt recon- 
quered it. Henry VI. crowned Henry de Beauchamp 
Earl of Warwzck, (his Favourite ) King of Wight : 
but this Title foon vaniſhed with his Life , two years 
after, Richard Widewil, Earl of Rivers, ( his Suc- 
ceflor ) had it from Edward IV. with the Ti:le of 
Lord of Wight, Sir Reginald Bray took it from 
Henry VIT. in Fee Farm, at the Rent of three hun- 
dred Marks. 

Wighton, a Market Town in the Eaſt Riding of 
Vorksbire, in the Hundred of Harthll, 

Wilde, the ſame with Vz/ne. 

Wilia, V:/ia, a River of Poland ; which ariſing 
in the Palatinate of Breſlaw , watereth Viine ; and 
beneath Corn falls into the Chrone. | 

Wilkomirz, W:/kmer, Vs/comtria, a Town 1n the 
Ducal Pruſſia, upon the River Swet : eight Poliſh 
Miles from Vz/ne, and ſeven from Trock, 

Willp, or Wllibourn,a River in Wilrfhire ; which 
joins with the Nadder at Wilton , near Sa/zbury ; 
and afterwards falls into the Avon. Wermanſtcr 1s 
ſituated at the Spring of it. - 

Wiltthire, W:/:onz4, is bounded on the: North 
by Glouceſter ; on the Eaſt by Berksſhire, on the 
South by Dorſet and Hampſhire, and upon the Welt 
by Somerſet and Glouceſter. From North to South 
thirty riine Miles ; from Eaft to Welt twenty nine, in 
circumference one hundred thirty nine : containing 
three hundred and four Pariſhes, and twenty three 
Market Towns ; amongſt which, Walton, its ancient 
Capital, gives Name to it. The Air very ſweet, tem- 
perate;healthfal; the Soil fertile. The North parts ſwell 
into fruitful and pleaſant Hills, diverſified with plea- 
ſant Rivers, and large Woods. The Sputh are more 
level ; and watered with the Wily, Adder, and Avon : 
the 1/is, Kennet, and Deveril- The middle is com- 
monly called Saligbury Platns , by reaſon of its 
great evenneſs ; which feeds vaſt numbers of excel- 
lent Sheep. This Country was the Seat of the Be/ge. 
They being reduced by Veſpaſian, it became atter- 
ward a part of the Kingdom of the Weſt £:x0ns. 
The p:incipal City is Salzbury. William Lord Scrope 
( Lord Treaſurer) was the firſt Earl of this County 
in the year 1397. James Butler Earl of Ormond , a- 
nother Lord Treaſurer, in 1448. Fohn. Stafford ( ſe- 
cond Son of Humphrey Duke of Buckingham ) was 
the third Earl in 1469. who had two Succeflors of 


the fame Name. Thomas Bullen, Father of the La-. 


dy Anne Bullen, ( Mother of Queen Elizabzth ), 
the. fixth Earl in 15z9. In 1550. William Pauler, 
afterwards Marqueſs of Wincheſter, was created Ear! 
of Wiltſhire , by King Edward Vi. whoſe Poſterity 
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it the fifth Deſcent, now enjoy this Honour. 

Wton, a Market Town -1n W:l/rſhire, ( to which 
it gives Name) betwixt the Rivers W:lly by the North, 
and Adder or Nadder to the South. It was anci- 
ently the Capital City of the County ; a Biſhops See, 
and the Reſidence of ſeveral Biſhops, before the Tran- 
flation of the See to Sa/xbzry. The loſs whereof was 
a great occaſion of the decay of this place. It only 
retains the honour of being by two Members repre- 
ſented in Parliament. The Sheriffs keep their month- 
ly Courts here, and the Knizhts of the Shire are 
uſually elected at it. 

Wimpfen, Wimpina, Vimpina, a City of Ger- 
many ; 1n the Circle of Schwaben, upon the Necker ; 
where it receives the River Faxt ; two German 
Miles from Hazlbrune to the North , and five from 
Hezdelburg to the Ealt. This, though ſmall, 1s an 
Imperial Free City. 

Wincaunton, a Market Town in Somerſceſh:ire, in 
-—- Hundred of Norton Ferry, upon the tide of a 

ill. 

awinchcomb, a Market Town in Glouceſterſhire, in 
the Hundred of K:/?gare. 

Winchelſfep, a Sea-Port Town in the Eaſt part of 
Suſſex, where it adjoins to Kent ; in Haſtings Rape; 
upon an Inlet of the Sea , in the neighbourhood of 
Rye. A Member of the C:nque Ports : once a i{trong 


and a beautiful Town, walled : having eighteen Pa- | 


riſh Churches: but by the receſs of the Ocean, now 
much decayed ; and the Haven choaked up. In the 
year 1250. the greateſt part of this Town was deſtroy- 
- ed by the Sea. It conſiſts now but of one Pariſh. In 
1628. Charles I. created Elizabeth Finch, Viſcount 
Maidſtone, Counteſs of Winchelſey : to which Ho- 
nour Thomas her Son, ſucceeded in 1633. and Hene 
neage her Grandchild in 1639. 

Wincheſter, Venta Belgarum, Vintonia, Winto- 
nia, a City of Hampſhire ; which is a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Canterbury : upon the Ri- 
ver Ieching : fifteen Miles from the Britiſh Sea to 
the North. It ſtands pleaſantly'in a Vale, betwixt two 
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died in 1264. The third Hugh de Spencer, created in 
1322. and beheaded in 1326. The fourth Lews de 
Bruges in 1472. In 1551. VV:lliam Parwlet, Earl of 
VVzleſhire, was created Marqueſs of VVincheſter : 
whoſe Poſterity in the ſixth Deſcent now enjoy it. In 
the years 855. 975. 1021. 1070, 1096, 1129. 1142. 
Engliſh Councils were celebrated in this City. The 
ſecond, under S. Dunſtan. The ſixth, in relation to 
King Stephen's Uſurpation of the Lands of the 
Church. 

windaw, Vinda, Vindavia, a City of Curland - 
called by the Poles Kieſs, and by the Germans Win: 
daw and Winda. It has an Harbor at the Mouth of 
the River VVerza , upon the Baltick Sea: fi 
teen Poliſ] Miles from Memel to the North, and 
thirty from Riga to the Welt. 

Winder, or VV:zmander Meer , a Lake dividing 
a part of Lancaſhire from the County of V Veſtmor- 
land ; and extending about" ten Miles in length, and 
three or four in breadth: full of Fiſh ; with a clear 
pebbly bottom. 

Windham, a Market Town in the County of Nor- 
Folk, in the Hundred of Forehoe. 

etind2uſh , a River in Oxford/b:re, upon which 
V'Vzeney itands; and Burford near it. 

amindſoz, V:ndeſorium , a Caltle upon the South 
ſide of the Thames 1n Berkshzre ; upon an high Hill : 
which riſing by gentle degrees, affords at the top a 
pleaſant Proſpect. This Place was granted by Ed- 
ward the Confeſſor to the Monks of Weſtminſter : 
and ſoon after by William the Conqueror recovered 
back to the Crown, by an exchange for atokendune 
and Ferings. In this pleaſant Place was Edvw. III. 
born : who afterward built that Noble Caſtle, which 
has ſince been the delightful Retreat of the Kings of 
England, from the Cares of Government and the 
Crowds of Men. In the ſame place that Victorious 


Prince inſtituted the moſt Noble Order of the G A R- 
TER. The Ceremony whereof hath been uſually 


ſince celebrated here upon S. George's Day. Out of 
the Caſtle ſprung the Town : and that in Buckingham- 


Hills ; adorned with five Pariſh Churches ; a Noble ſþ:re, ( not in Barkshire;) it being on the North 


Cathedral,dedicated to the Trinzty; tn which the Bones 
of divers of the Saxon Kings and Queens, with two of 
the Dan:/h Line of Kings,and two of the Norman,relt. 
A fine Hall for the Afirzes and Seſſions, where King 
Arthur's Round Table hangs asa Monument of Anti- 
quity £ a College for the Education of Youth,built and 
endowed by Wl. of Wickham, (the Founder of New 
College O:xon,) for a Seminary to the ſame College ; a 
Hoſpital , an Epiſcopal Palace, and a ſtrong Caſtle 
upon a Hill. The We/fþ call this ancient City at this 
day Caer Cruent : ( that is, the White City : be- 
cauſe it ſtands upon a Chalk ) ; and the Latin Wri- 
ters, Wintonia. In the Roman times it was one of 
the principal Cities of Britain. In the Saxons days 
twice conſumed and rebuilt ; being made the Seat of 
the Weſt Saxon Kings : which Family at laſt prevailed 
apainſt all the reſt. The Biſhops See was founded 
here in 660. by Kzg:l the firſt Chriſtian King of the 
Weſt Saxons. It felt the fury of the Danes. In the 
Norman times it kept up its Head : but in the Reign 
of King Stephen it was ſacked in the Wars betwixt the 
Empreſs Mand and him. Edward III. to revive it, 
made it the Mart for VVool and Cloth. In our days, 
faith Mr. Camden, it is about a Mile and a half in com- 
paſs ; reaſonably well peopled. The ancient Biſhops 
of this See were reputed Earls of Southampton ; 
and paſs by that Style in the New Statutes of the Gar- 
ter made by King Henry VIII. The preſent 
Biſhop Dr. Mew, is the ſeventy third Biſhop. 
The firſt Earl of Wincheſter, was Saer de Quinſey 10 
1207, The ſecond Roger de Quinſey in 1219, who

Seven German Miles from 
Norimbargh to the Weſt , and from Wurtsburgh to 
the North-Eaſt. 

Winſlow, a Market Town in Buckinghamſhire, 
in the Hundred of Colſtow. | 

Wripach. See YVipao. 

Wipzefurt, a ſmall Town in Haenault, in the 
Dukedom of Mons, upon the Rhtne : not far from 
Cologne. 

amirkfwo:th, a Market-Town in Derbyſhire. 
The Capital of its Hundred : of great note for Works 
in Lead. 

UWrirland, Viria, a Province of Livonia, upon 
the Bay of Finland. The Capital of which is #:ſſem- 
burgh. Baudrand writes Witland, 

Tirtemberg, ?:irtembergenſis Ducatus, a Duke- 
dom in Schwaben in Germany, Bounded on the Eat 


and 
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ind South by Schwaben, on the North by the Palati- 
nate of the Rhine, on the Weſt by Swartſwalde and 
the Marquiſate of Baden. The principal Places in it 
are, Stutgard, Tubingen, and Schorndorf, It takes 
this Name from an antient Caſtle upon the Neck- 
er; near Eſlinz; and is under a Duke of its own. 
The firit of which Family was Eberhard I. who mar- 
ried . #gnes, Daughter of Berthold, Duke of Zerin- 
gen, in 12409. Aad the Deſcendents of this Line {till 
enjoy this Honor. 

Wizbich, a Market Town in Cambridgeſhire. 
The Capital of its Hundred. 

etisbup, Visbua, a ſmall City in Gothland, (an 
Tſand in the Baltich Sea ) which has a fine Harbor. 
Oace a great and populous Place, but now decaying. 
It tiands 9 Swediſh Miles from the Ifle of Oeland to 
the Eait, and 13 from Weſterwick in Smaland. 

Wiſtock, a ſmall Town in the Marquiſate of 
Brandenburgh, in the Border of Meckleburgh, upon 
the River Dorſs: made remarkable by the Victory 
obtained by the Swedes over the Imperialsſts in 1636. 

TWite Zee, Granduzicus Sinus; the White Sea, or 
Bay of S. Nzcolas. 

auitepskt, Vitepska, Vitebſeum, a City of Poland. 
The Capital of a Palatinate of the ſame Name in L- 
thuania, : upon the River Diwina; where it receives 
the MWidzba: 12 Poliſh Miles from the Borders of 
Meoſcovy, 16 from Ploc7ko, and 25 from Smolensbo 
to the North-Weſt. Often taken by the Ry ; but 
now under the Poles: and was once a Sovereign State. 

anitham, a River running croſs Lincolnſhire : ups 
on which Lincolz and Grantham are ſituated. At 
Sleaford, the River of the ſame name withthat Town, 
falls into it. At Tatterſhall, the Bane; and at Bo- 
Fon, it gives up all its Streams to the Ocean. 

evtitnep, a Market Town in Oxfordſhire, The 
Capital of its Hundred: upon the River Findruſh. 
Accommodated with a Free School. and a Library. 
Tts principal Trade lies in R/ankets and Ruggs. 

zathadiſtaw, one of the chief Towns x0, «<0 a 
Proyince of Poland. 

amittemberg, Calecia, Lucorea Viteberga, Wit- 
zemberga: the Capital City of the Dukedom of S4x- 
on): ſeated npon the Elbe; in a large Plain, which is 


every where commanded by the Cannon of the Caſtle ; 


with a Marſh to the North, and a Canal of the E/be 
to the Ea(t : Fortified with ſtrong Ramparts, Walls, 
and Baſtions; in almoſt a ſquare Figure, but more 
long than broad. Nine German Miles from Leipfick 
to the North, 14 from Dreſden to the South Welt, 
and 10 from Magdeburgh, In 1502. there was an 
Univerſity opened here by Frederick II. Elector of 
Saxonv. In 1517. Luther began to Preach the Re- 
formation in this City» In 1520. he in this Place 
burnt the Popes Bull, and Decrees. In 1546. he was 
Buried in this City. This ſtrong City was then the 
only place which held out for the Elector; who was 
in the hands of the Emperor Charles V. In 1547. 
it was ſurrendered to that Prince, who for ſome 
years aſter made it his Priſon for ſuch as would not 
comply with him. 

evtiveſcomb , a Market Town in Somerſetſhire, 
in the Hundred of North Curry , upon the River 
Tone. 

wlodzimiercz, Viodimeria, a City of Volhinia in 
Poland, upon the River Lug: a little above its fall in- 
to the Bug: 12 Poliſh Miles from Luſuck, and 21 
from Lemburzh to the North-Eaſt. 

aWmobourn, a Market: Town in Bedfordſhire, in 
the Hundred of Manſhead. 

2vtoerden, Yoerda, aſtrong Town upon the Rhone; 
10 Miles from Utrecht to the Weſt, and 18 from 
Leyden, Built in 1160. by Godfrey Biſhop of U- 
zreeht, to keep that Potent City 1n awe. They ac- 
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cordingly reſented, and never gave over their purſuit, 
till in 1288, they perſuaded Herman Van Werder. 
( the Biſhops Governor ) to put the Place into their 


Hands. In 1672. it ſuffered much from the French. 


wolaw, Yoavia, a City of Szlefia, in the King- 
dom of Bohemia; which is the Capital of a Duke- 
dom ; and ftahds upon the Oder. Seven Miles from 
Breſlaw to the North, and Glogaw to the South ; and 
five from Lignitz North-Eaſt. 

Wolcmarck, Volemarchia', a City of Carinthia, 
upon the Drave :. 25 Miles beneath Clogenfurt to 
the Eaſt. 

Wolga, Rha, one of the greateſt Rivers, not on- 
ly of Ryffia. but of Europe : called by the Tartars, 
Ed'l ; by the Armenians, Thamar. It ariſeth in the 
Province of Reſckorr, towards the Borders of Lithu- 
ania near the Lake of Wronow : and falls firſt into 
the Lake of Po/go. Then flowing Eaſt it watereth 
Tweer, Gorodna, Feriſlow , and Novogorod Niſi. 
( where it receives the Occa, a vaſt River, from Mo/- 
cow: ) ſo paſſing North to PFaſiligorad and Caſan, it 
turns Eaſt to Samara, and South to Soratof, A lit- 
tle above the ruins of Aareſgorod, it detaches a ſmall 
River to the North, and beneath it 7 more ; which 
all fall into the firſt. So paſſing to Aſtrachan, be- 
neath that City it falls with four Mouths into the 
Caſpian Sea. The learned Olearius has given an ex- 
act Map of this River, from the entrance of the Occa 
toits fall into the Caſpian Sea. 

Wolgaſt, YVo/gaſta, a City of the Hither Pomera- 
ia 3; which is the Capital of that Province, at the 
Mouth of the Oder : tive Miles from the Shoars of 
the Bal::ck Sea,and 14 from Anclam, It is ftrength- 
ened with a noble Caſtle, which was the Seat of the 
Dukes of Wolgaſt. In 1630. this City was taken by 
the Swedes. In 1675. retaken by the Duke of Brar- 
— and in 1679. reſtored to the Swedes by 

reaty. 

wolkowiska, Volhovicka, a City of Poland, in 
the Palatinate of Nowvegrod ; + near the River Roſs in 
Lithuania : 45 Miles from Bielsko to the Nortl»Eaſt, 
and 55 from Novogrod to the Weſt. 

Woller, a Market Town in the County of Nor- 
thumberland, in Glendale ward, onthe fide of a Hill; 
near the River Tz/, falling Northward into the 
Tweede. 

Wolmer, Volmaria, a ſmall City in Livonia in 
Litland, upon the River Teyder: 9 German Miles 
from Felin to the South, and 15 from Riga to the 
South-Eaſt. Near this Polmer, the King of Denmark 
gave the Livonrans a great Defeat in 1218. 

Wolodimer , Velodomiria, a City of Moſcovy, 
which is the Capital of a Dukedom of the ſame Name : 
upon the River Cl/eſ/ma: between Moſcow to the 
South-Weſt , and Novogrod Ny/# to the North-Eaſt, 
forty five German Miles from either. Anciently the 
Capital of Black Ruſſia, and the Seat of the Dukes of 
Ruſſia. =. 

Wologda, a great ſtrong City, which 1s the Capt- 
tal of a Dukedom of the ſame Name, upon the Ri- 
ver Dwina : ninety Miles from Fer:i/low to the 
North, and fifiy from Novogrod N:ſs to the North 
Weſt, 

Wolberhampton, a Market Town lin Stafford- 
s—hire, in the Hundred of Sei/don, upon a Hill : en- 
riched formerly with an Abbey. Its Gollegiate Church 
is annexed to the Deanry of V V:ndſor. 

Wolwitch, or Woolwtch, a Market Town in the 
County of Kent, in Sutton Lath, upon the Thames : 
where it hath- a Dock for the Royal Navy of Ez- 
gland. ; 

Womie. SceMednihy. : —, 

Woodbzidgs , 2 Market Town in the County of 
Suffolk, in the Hundred of Looes : upon the River 


Deben, 
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Deben, and the fide of a Sandy Hill, Provided with 
four or five Docks for building of Ships. It is a large 
and well frequented Town : hath a fair Church with 
Monuments in it ; and many Ships of Burthen belong- 
ing to its Inhabitants. The Deben twelve Miles be- 
low it falls into the Sea. | 

WPoodſtock , a Market Town and Corporation in 
Oxfordſhire, in the Hundred of Wotton : repreſen- 
ted in Parliament by two Burgeſſes. It ſtands plea- 
Gntly/upon an Aſcent, near a ſmall River, and a large 
Park encloſed with a VVall. The ancient Royal 
Houſe, called YVVoodſtock Bower, built by King Hen- 
7 IT. Enlarged by Henry 11. Honoured with the Birth 
of Edward the Black Prince, and famous for the 
Death of the fair Roſamond ( admired by Hen- 
ry II. ) in the Labyrinth adjoining, ftood in this Park 
till its deſtruCtion in the long Civil Wars. 

Woxcelterſhire, Vigornia , is bounded on the 
North by Staffordſhire : on the Eaſt by Warwickshire 
and Oxfordſhire; on the South by Glouceſterſhire ; 
and on the Weſt by Herefordſhire and Shropſhire. 
A rich and populous County in the form of a Trian- 
gle, extending from North to South 32 Miles, from 
North to Welt 28, in Circumference 220 : inclofing 
152 Pariſhes, and 11 Market Towns. The Air 1s ve- 
ry gentle and temperate, the Soil fruitful, and equal 
in goodneſs to the beſt in Eng/and. Watered by the 
Severne, Stoure, Salwarpe, Arrow, Feck, and Avon: 
which all meet in one noble Southern Point of this 
County at Tewksbury. Here are many excellent Salt- 
Pits in this County. The moſt antient Inhabitants 
were the Cornavii, ſubdued by the Romans in the 
Reign of Claudius Ceſar. After it became a part of 
the Mercian Kingdom. 

Wozceſter. Branonium, Vigornia, Brannogenium, 
Brangonie, the Capital City of this County : called 
by the Welſh, Caer Vrangon ; by Ninius,Caer Guor- 
core Tt 1s ſeated on the Eaftern Bank of the Severn, 
(over which it hath a fair Stone Bridge with a Tower ) 
and from it was walled in the form of a Triangle, 
and thought to have been built. by the Romans a- 
gainſt the S:lures. In 1041. it was burnt down by 
Hardy Canute King of Denmark. In 1113. burnt 
the ſecond time by accident. The Cathedral Church 
was begun by Sexwolfe, in 680. In which Prince 
Arthur \ the eldeſt Son of Henry VII.) lies buried in 
a plain black jet Tomb; and King Zohn in a white 
one. This Town ſuffered much for its Loyalty to 
Charles T1. and Charles II. Eſpecially in 1651 : when 
after the fatal Battel under her Wally, Sep. 3. ſhe fell 
into the Hands of the enraged Tyrant, Ol:zver Crom- 
zell. Long. 18. 10. Lat. 52. 32. Boſelius was (et- 
led as a Biſhop here by Etheldred, King of the Mer- 
cians, in 679, The firſt Earl of Worceſter, was 
Urſus de Abot : Created by William the Conqueror 
in 1087. The ſecond VValeran de Beaumont , in 
1144, The third Thomas Percy, Lord Admiral, in 
1397. The fourth Richard Beauchamp, in 1420. 
The fifth Fohn Tiproft, Lord Treaſurer , and Lord 
Conſtable, in 1449. Succeeded by Edward his Son, 
in 1477. who died in 1485. The ſeventh Charles 
Somerfet, Lord Herbert, (Natural Son of Henry Beau- 
fore the eighth Duke of Somerſet, who was be- 
headed under King Edward IV.)Created Earl by Hen- 
7y VII. in 1414. in which Family it now is. Henry 
the 7th in this Line,for his greatVirtue and Loyalty, by 
Charles II. was created Duke of Beavfort,in 1682. Au. 
guſtine the Monk celebrated a Council in this City, as 
we learn from Bede. | 

18ozkfop , a Market Town in Nottinghamſhire, 
in the Hundred of Baſſetlaw , and the Foreſt of 
Sherwood. Noted for excellent Liquoriſh.

It ſtands upon the 
VVelſtern Bank of the Rhine : ſeven German Miles 
above Mentz, and fix beneath Sp:ers. An ancient 
Roman City, called Bormetomagus Vargionum. It is 
ſuppoſed to have been a Colony of Ments, ater it 
became ſubject to the Romans : ruined by Arrzla, 
King of the Huns, and rebuilt by C/ovrs King of. 
France. It was in the beginning of Chriſtianity an 
Archbiſhops See : but in 729. Pepin King of France, 
took away its Metropolitan 3 and made it only a Bi- 
ſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Ments. Henry IT, 
Emperour of Germany, forced Ortho, ( Son of Con- 
rad, the Duke of this Country ) to retire to Bruſſels: 
fo it became a Free City. Frederick II. Charles IV. 
Maximilian 1. and Ferdinand 1. in their times added 
to its Privileges. There was a Council held here in 1078. 
in which Gregory VII. Pope was depoſed for Adultery 
and Necromancy, by the Partizans his Enemies of the 
Emperour Henry IV. A famous Diet alſo in 152r. 
in which Luther defended his Doctrine before the 
States of the Empire. Long. 3o. 03. Lat. 49. 33. 
This City is ſtill by the [ralians called Bormio, The. 
French demoliſhed it in 1689. 

Worotin,Yorotinum,a City of Moſcovy : the Capi- 
tal of a Dukedom of the fame Name. It {tands up- 
on the Occa in the Borders of Lithuania : ſixty fix 
Miles from Moſcou, to the South. 

- Wotton-Waſſet, a Market Town in W3/eſhire, in 
the Hundred of Kzng5bridge : fo called for diſtinti- ' 
on from Worton-Under-Edge in Glouceſter-ſhire ;

W2otham, a Market Town in the County of Kent, 
in Aylesford Lath. 
_ Wucziden, Viminiacium, Viminacium, a Town 
in the Province of Servia upon the Danube fifteen 
Miles from Be/grade to the Eaſt. 

Wurtngen, a Town in the Lower Circle of the 
Rhine in Germany, under the Ele&tor of Cologne. 
At which the Duke of Brabant, and the People of 
Co. formerly fought a famous Battel. 

artzburgh, Herbspols , the Capital City of Fran. 
conta, in Germany: and a Biſhops See under the 

Archbiſhop of Ments, ſince the year 791 5 when Bo- 
nifacius Archbiſhop of Ments advanced it to that Dig- 
nity. It ſtands upon the Mayne, on the North 
Bank ; andhas a ſtrong Caſtle on the other ſide of the 
River, called Marienburgh. Alſo a fmall Univerbity, 
founded together with a large Hoſpital by one of 
its Biſhops who died in 1617. The Capital of a 
great Territory and Dioceſe, belonging to its Biſhop ; 
who 1s a rich and potent Prelate, and a Duke of Fran- 
conta , fince the times of Charles the Great : \n'to- 
ken whereof his Grand Mareſchal always affiſts with a 
Sword of State at his Maſter's Maſs. His Dioceſe ex- 
tending from North to South fifteen German Miles : 
and befides this City containing, Ochſenfurt, Gemund 
and Koningſhwven. This City is fifteen Miles from 
Francfort and nineteen from Menez to the Eaſt. 
The Izalsans call it Herbipoli. Tt is built in a fruitful 
Plain ; incompaſſed with Hills, filled with Vineyards, 
pleaſant Gardens, and flowry Meadows. It has a 
Stone Bridge over the River. The Territory was 
granted to this See by Charles the Great. Long. 31. 
50. Lat. 49. 44-

Between this and the Conquerours tithes, 
this Town was rebuilt by. the Saxons. In Edward 
the Confeſſor's times, it” had feventy Burgeſfes z about 
1346.” the Inhabitants walled it. Henry II. gave it 
the firſt Charter. After this, they had a VVar with the 
Town of Loweſftofe : between which two , there was 


a quarrel which has laſted to onr times. In'the year - 


1652. there being a VVar 'with the Hollanders, and 
the Merchants of London: opprefiing them in the Her- 
ring Trade, they began to fend 'Ships to Legorre in 
Ttaly, and by deprees inlarged their Trade to all parts ; 
ſo that it became one of the beſt traded Towns on. the 
Eaſt of Englarid : and the' Key of this Coaft. ' But 
the two flowing Dutch -VVars fell heavy on 
them to their great loſs. In the year 1684. Charles II. 
made this a Mayor Town, not long before his death, 
It has but one Church, (though a very large one ) 
founded by Herbert the firſt Biſhop of Norwich, in 
the Reign of VV:liam Rufus. Charles TIT. advanced 
the Hononr of this place 3 when in the year 1673: he 
created W:lliam Paſton,Niſcount Tarmouth; and inthe 
year 1679. Earl of TJarmouth : whoſe Son now enjoys 
that Title. The Corporation returns two Parliament 
Men. $ There is another Jarmeuth, upon the North 
VVeſt Coaſt of the I/le of VVight ; inthe Hundred 
of VV.

A plea- 
ant, well built, ftrong,” arid beautiful, City : at the 
moſt ancient Archbiſhops ' See in © this Iſland, * The 
Urg or Ouſe, having with a'gentle ſtream entered it 
from the North-Weſt, divides it into two' tinequal 
parts; united by a Stone-Bridge. The Welt part (tho 
much Jeſs peopled) is incompaſſed with' a fair Wall - 
the other which is greater, more populous and-clofe 
built, is fortified alſo with ſtrong Walls with Turrets 
upon them, and a muddy Dike. Herein Wiltiam the 
Conqueror built a ſtrong Caftle, now ruined by time : 
on the North-Eaſt fide of this part ſtands the Cathedral 
Church dedicated to S. Peter ; which is a ſtately and 
a vererable Fabrick, This City was built by the Re- 
mans,” about the times of Hadrian the Emperour ; 
and had the honour of a Roman Calony beſtowed on 
it in the Reign of Severus, who died in his Palace 
here, in the year of Chriſt 210. In the year 306, Fla- 
vius Valerius Conſtantius, Surnamed Clorus, (the 
Virtuous Father of Conſtantine the Great) ended his 
life in this City. Conſtantine his Son, took upon him 
here the Government of his Fathers ſhare of the Em- 
pire ; who became afterwards the firit Chriſtian Em- 
perour, the deliverer. of the Church, and the Eftab- 
liſher and Exalter of the Croſs. | In the times that fol- 
lowed, (though ſhe had the Honour to be an Archbi- 
ſhops See ;* and Eborws Biſhop of this City in the 
year 313. ſubſcribed to the Council of Arles, before 
Reſti:utus Biſhop of London ; yet) the Barbarous Na- 
tions in the*'next Century ' breaking in upon the Ro- 
man Empire; this City ſuffered from the Pi#s and 
Saxons all the miſeries of VVar. So that about the 
year. 627. when Paulinus was to Baptize Edwin King 
of Northumberland, they were forced to build alittle 
Oratory of VVood for that purpoſe ; all the ancient 
Churches being entirely ruined. Hereupon that Prince 
began the building of the preſent Cathedral, which 
was finiſhed by his Succeſſor Oſwald. From this time 
forward, this Church and City began to revive and 
flouriſh again.. The Archbiſhops had under them not 
only all the North of England, but all the Kingdoin 
of Scotlaud, till 1471 (or as others, 74) - 740, 
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Ezberte, Archbiſhop of Terk, opened here a noble Li- 
brary ; which a contemporary Hiſtorian calls the Ca- 
binet of all lib-ral Arts : from whence Aicninus the 
Preceptor of Charles the Great, and Founder of the 
Univertity of Parzs, borrowed thoſe Lights which 
have fince glittered there. About $67, the Danes 
had fo weakened this City the ſecond time, that Os- 
bright and Eila, Kings of Northumberland, brake 
ealily through its VValls : and fought the Danes in the 
City ; where both theſe valiant Prinees were lain, and 
the Danes remained Maſters of it. It was recovered 
again out of the Hands of the Danes, by King Athel- 
ſtane in 928 : and wasa City of ſixteen hundred and 
twenty eight Manſions, in the Reigns of Edward the 
the Confeſſor, and W!ltam the Conqueror. In 1069, 
(the fourth year of the Conqueror's Reign) Sweno the 
Dane, and Edgar Atheling the lawful Prince of Eng- 
land, with the Scots, attacking this place ; the Nor- 
mans firing the Suburbs, the City took fire too : and 
the Enemy entring at the ſame time, Fire and Sword 
almolt deſtroyed it. Thoſe few Citizens which efca- 
ped were made a Sacrifice to the Jealoufie of William 
the Conqueror. In the Reign of King-Srephen, Eg- 
berts Library, the Cathedral, and a great part of the 
City was burnt by a caſual Fire. Nor was the Ca- 
thedral rebuilt betore the Reign of Edward I. At 
which time the Citizens alſo rebuilt the Walls of the 
City. Richard If. made it a County incorporate by 
it telf: Annexing a ſmall Territory to it on the Weſt 
tide, in which the Archbiſhops of 15rk enjoy the Rights 
of Palatines. Richard III. began the Repair of the 
Caſtle, which ended with his ſhort Reign. Henry VIIL. 
erected here a Court of Chancery for the North ; not 
much unlike the Parliaments of France : which laſted 
till the War in 1640, put a period to it. Charles I, 
retired hither in 1641 : when the Tumults of London 
forced him from thence. This City ſtood firmly to 
him, and had certainly reſtored him to his rightful Do- 
minion and Authority, had not the Scots broke their 
Faith, and entred England the ſecond time in 1644 : 
who joyning with Mancheſter and Fairfax, beſieged 
this City with three Armies. Prince Rrypere came up 
and relieved it Fuly 31. But the Kings Forces being 
defeated at Marſtonmoor ſoon after, Fuly 16. this 
Loyal City was delivered up to the Parliament upon 
Honorable Terms: and ill kept by the  _—_—_ Re- 
bels. Long. 22 25- Lat. 54. 10. Cambden. 
Pozkſhire, Eboracenſis Comttatus, the far greateſt 
County of England. Divided for Civil Aﬀairs into 
three Redings, or ſmaller Counties. Bounded on the 
North by the Biſhoprick of Durham, cut off by the 
River Tzes ; on the Welt by Lancaſhire and Weſt. 
moreland ; on the South by Cheſtare, Darbyſhire, 
Nottingham, and Lincolnſhire, cut off by the Hum- 
ber : On the whole Eaſtern fide it is beaten by the 
German Sea» In length from North to South near 
ſeventy Miles, in breadth eighty, in compaſs three 
hundred and eight ; inclofing five hundred and fixty 
three Pariſhes, and forty nine Market Towns ; with 
many Chappels of Eaſe, as large and populous as 
Pariſhes. The Eaſt-riding 1s comprehended betwixt 
the River Derwent and the Sea ; being the leaſt. The 
North-riding extends as far as Weſtmorland ; and the 
Weſt-riding (which is the largeſt) is bounded by the 
two other Ridings to the North ; the Counties of 
Derby and Nottingham, with Cheſhire to the South ; 
Lincolnſhire to the Eaſt, and Lancaſhire to the 
Weſt. The Air is generally temperate, the Earth 
fruitful : Aﬀords befides Corn and Graſs, excellent 
Mines of Coal and Lead, and ies of Stone. Be- 
fide the Tees and Humber, (its mentioned boundaries), 
and the Dun, which ſeparates a part of it from Lin- 
colnſhire ; Hers 18 the Swale, Taure, Nyd, Warfe, 


Are, Calder, Derwent, all falling into the Ove at or 
below Tork ; and the Hull, falling into the Humber at 
Hull. The ancient Inhabitants of it were the Brigan- 
tes.;. who were conquered by the Romans with great 
difficulty, about the year 57. in the Reign of Nero. 
About the year 547. Ina Conquered this County ; and 
began the Kingdom of Northumberland, of which this 
was a part. After the Conqueſt, the firlt and only 
Earl of Tork, (which we find upon Record) is Ocho of 
Bavaria, in 1190. In 1385, Edmund of Laxgley, 
(fith Son of Edward 1II. Earl of Cambridge) was 
Created Duke of ork. In 1401. Edward his Son. In 
1415. Richard his Grandchild ſucceeded in this Du- 


chy. In 1474. Richard of Shrewsbury, ſecond Son 


of Edward TV. had this Title, In 1495. Henry ((e- 
cond Son of Henry VII. who was after King of Eng- 
land) had it. In 1604. Charles ſecond Son of King 
James T. In 1643. Fames, ſecond Son of Charles I. 
was Created Duke of Tork. So that the three lait 
_— of Tork, have been afterwards Kings of En- 
gland. 

Ponre, a River in Torkshire, falling into the Oe 
at ork. Rippon and Boroughbridge ſtand upon it. 

Pperen, or 7pres, HyprEe, a City in the Earldom 
of Flanders; which is a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Mechlin, by the Inſtitution of P. Pau! IV. 
It 1s very ſtrong, and has a new Cittadel. Taken by 
the French, March 26. in 1678, and ſtill in their 
Hands. This City ſtands in a fruitful Plain, upon a 
River of the ſame Name; fix Leagues from Newport 
to the South, five from Courtray towards Calay, and 


' thirteen from Gand or Gaunt. 


_ VPffel, ala, Aliſo, Ila, Fofſa Druſiana, a River 
in the Low Countries, believed to be a Branch of 
the Rhine ; but indeed a Cut made by Druſius a Re« 
man Prince and General under Auguſtus the Empe- 
ror. It parts from the North Branch of the Rh:ne 
above Arnham ; and bearing North, watereth Does- 
burg, Futphen, Deventer, Xwol, Campen; and par- 
ting the Velewe from Over-//el, falls into the Zuyder 

ee. It took this Name from a ſmaller River, called 
Ale-Tel, the Old Yjſe! : which arifing near Heyden 
in Cleve, watereth Schermbeeck, Ringeberg, Weert, 
Viſelburg, Aenhole (taking in the Aa,) Burg, Dote- 
kom ; and at Doesburg, talls into this Cut or Branch 
of the Rhzne.

Pvoix, a ſmall but ſtrong Town in the Dukedom 
of Luxemburgh,upon the River Chrers : four Leagues 
from Montmeds to the Weſt, twelve from Luxeme 
burgh, and two from Sedan to the Eaſt. Taken and 
diſmantled by the French in t 552. Refortified by the 
Spanzards, and retaken by the French ; recovered by 
the Spaniards in 1637. AndI believe returned under 
the Prench again. | 

Pupt, a Kingdom in the Afiatich Tartary: Eaſt 
of the Kingdom of Nzuche.

7, cara, or Saara.a vaſt Deſert in Africa ; extend- 
ing from Eaſt to Weſt ; between Biledulgeri- 
da to the North, Nigritiato the South, Nubza to the 
Eaft, and the Atlantick Ocean to the Weſt. The Seat 
of the ancient Getuls and Garamantes. Modern Geg- 
graphers _ - 17 ſome Towns, Lakes and Ri- 
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vers there , which give names to the reſpective 
deſarts about them. Berdoa and Zuenziga are of 
this number. But generally Sands, Scorpions, and 
Monſters z Lions, Tigers, and Oftriches, take up the 
Habitations of theſe Deſarts. 

Mar de Zabacche, the ſame with Limen or the 
Palus Mzots. 

Saberen Eliſas, Zabera, Taberne, a City of the 
Lower Alſatia, upon the River Sorr ; four German 
Miles from Serasburg to the Weſt : Called by the 
French, Saverne. The uſual Reſidence of the Biſhop 
of Strasburg, whilſt that City was in the Hands of the 
Proteſtants. 

Zabes, a City of Tran/ylvania, upon the River 
Meriſh ; fix Miles from Weiſſemburg to the South, 
and twenty nine from Hermſtadt to the Weſt. Called 
by the Natives Fas Aebes alſo, and by the Germans 
Millembach. Some ſuppoſe it to be the Xeugma of 
the Ancients. 

Sacatecas, or los Zacatecas, a Province in New 
Spain ; betwixt New, Biſcay, and New Galicia, 1n 
South America. 

Saconia, Laconza , 
rea. 

Sacynthnus. See Jante. 

Zadaon, Calspus, a confiderable River in Portu- 
gal, called alſo Zadan. It arifeth in the Borders of 
Algarve ; and running 'North, watereth Alvalada, 
Garcia de Minjuno, and Alcaſer ; and at Setuval, (ix 
Leagues South of the Tajo, falls into the Arlantick 
Ocean. 

2aflan, a Lake in the Vpper Ethiopia, with a 
Town of the ſame name; under the Aby//ines former- 
Iy : but raviſhed from them by the Galla's or Gala's, 
a neighbour Nation. 

Sagathat, Xagataia, a conſiderable Country be- 
tween the Kingdoms of Thiber to the Eaſt, Perſia to 
the South, and the CaſÞ:an Sea to the Welt ; in Tar- 
zary, in Aſia. Called alſo Usbech. 

Zagapa, one of the modern names of the Moun- 
tain Helicon. 

Sagrabia, Siſopa, Jagabria, Soroga, Vicus Itali- 
cus. A City in Sclavonia, which 1s a Biſhops See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Colocza ; and the Healy of a 
County of its own Name. A place of great ſtrength 
and well peopled, It is near the Borders of Croarza ; 
forty five Miles from Vihizz to the North, fifteen 
from Gradiſca to the Weſt, and eleven from C:/ey 
to the South-Eaſt ; upon the North fide of the Drave. 
This City and County has ever been in the Hands of 
the Germans, who call it 4gram. The Biſhops of it 
have the care of all Sclavorza. 

ZSagrus, the Mountain dividing the ancient Me- 
dia from Aſſyria, in Aſia : through which, ſome pre- 
tend that Semirams pierced a paſſage into Medza, 
which bore the name anciently of Zagrzpyle, or the 
Streights of Zagrus ; and the Mountain it{elf, of Se- 
miramn. 

Zaire, Jairus, a vaſt and a celebrated River of 
Africa, in the Upper /Ethiopia: which ariſeth out of 
a great Lake of the ſame name: and flowing Welt- 
ward, watereth the Kingdoms of Co/ange, Macoco, 
Congo, and in part that of Loangi. At lait falls into 
the Atlantick Ocean by a Mouth, twenty eight Miles 
broad, in five degrees of Southern Latitude. This Ri- 
ver is not navigable aboye eighty Miles upward from 
its Mouth ; by reaſon of its Cataracts. It has been 
formerly thought, that the Nile derives its fource from 
the Lake Zarre : But Thevenor, and feremy Lobo a 
Portugueze, who lived twelve years-in this Country, 
have undeceived us with their better accounts. 

2alderane, a ſpacious Plain near the City Taurs, 
in Perfia ; towards the Borders of Armenia: beyond 


a Province in the Mo- 
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the Euphrates : made remarkable by the Battel fought 
upon 1t, Aug. 26. 1514. betwixt 1/mael K. of Perſia 
and Selim, I. Emperor of the Turks. 

Zama, an ancient City of Africa, which is the mo- 
dern Jamora in the Kingdom of Algiers. Called in 
an infcription yet extant in it, Colonza Alia Hadria- 
na Auguſta Fama Regia. Hannibal received a great 
defeat trom Scipio at this City. 7uba King of Mau- 
ritania Choſe it for the Capital of his Kingdom. In 
the ancient Chrittian times here, it had the honour of 
a Biſhops See. P!:ny mentions an excellent Fountain 
m_ it of the ſame name. . | 

Sambeze, a great River of AZtchzopia, in Africa : 
which ſpringeth from a Lake of its bs oy tine 
Called alſo Sachar), upon the Borders of the Empires 
of Monomotapa and Abyſſinia : And -after the rece- 
ption of many Rivers into its bed, divides itſelf to. 
wards its Mouth into four great Branches ; incloſfing 
divers large and fruitful Iſlands: fo falls into the &rhio-. 
pick, Ocean, upon the Contines of Sofala and Moſam- 
bick. Some contound the Lake, Zambeze, with 
that of Jazre. 

Samoza, a City in the Kingdom of Leo, upen 
the River Douro ; which is a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Compeſtel/a ; ſomade by P. Calixtus IL. 
in the Reign of Alphonſus VI. in 1119. Nine Leagues 

m M:randa to the Eaſt, and fourteen trom Yais- 
_ to the Weſt. = alſo Fama. 

amoski, Zamoſcium, a City in Red Ruſſia ; in 
the Kingdom pee: upon a fe Plains os the 
River Weper : Built by a Grand Chance!lour of Poland, 
of the name of Xamosks ; fourteen Polrſh Miles from 
Luxemburgh to the North. It is a place of great 
ſtrength, and baffled an Attempt of the Coſſacks upon 
it, in 1651. 

ZSanaga. See Serga. 

ZSancle, an ancient City of the Iſland of Sicily : 
whoſe dettruction by Anaxilaus, a King of the Rhe- 

genſes in Italy, makes it mentioned in Hiſtory and 
Antiquity. Ovid expreſles the whole Iſland by its 
name, in ſaying;

Ocean, on the Eaſtern Shoar of Africa. It extends 
from North to South ; from five degrees of Northern,

Fante, Zacynthus, a great Iſland in the Tonian 


Sea, under the States of Venice. Twenty four Miles 


long, ſixteen broad, and ſixty in circuit. It lies twelve 
Miles from Cefalonza to the South, and the ſame from 
the Morea to the Wcſt. It contains forty eight Ca- 
ftles, fifty Villages, and one City of the ame Name 


with the Iſland : which is a Biſhops See under the 


Archbiſhop of Corfu : has an excellent Harbor on _ 
| t 
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Eaſt fide, defended by a ſtrong Caſtle upon an high 
Hill, and a Garriſon of Roman Catholicks ; but the 
Inhabitants are for the mott part of the Greek Church. 
Mr. Wheeler faith, it is not above thirty Miles in cir- 
cuit ; but one of the moſt fraitful and pleaſant places 
he ever ſaw. Lat 36. 30, It produces Wine, Corn, 
and Oyl with great abundance : Robert Guichard the 
Valtant Norman, Duke of Puglia, dyed here in his 
Voyage to the Holy Land. The chief Commodity is 
the Curran-Trade, which bears the Charge of the 
Venetian Fleet or Armada. The City, and indeed 
the whole Iſland is very populous ; ſubject to Earth- 
quakes, which forceth them to build low. The ers 
have three Synagogues; the Dominicans and other Re- 
ligious,three Monaſteries : the Epiſcopal See of Cepha- 
lonia and Jante is the ſame, (the two Iſlands making 
but one Dioceſe: ) the City Xante may contain twen- 
ty or twenty five thouſand Inhabitants : There 1s only 
one River in the Iſland, whoſe Communication with 
the Sea makes it Salt; and one plentiful ſpring of 
ſweet water : But the great number of its Facynths 
gives occalion to ſome to derive its Name from them.

Fanztibar, an lIiland of the /Z#hzopzck Ocean, in 
Africa. 

Zaquiſmael, Syſiana, a Province of Aſia. 

Fara, Fadera, an ancient Roman City and Port 
in Dalmatia; called by the Sc/avonians, Jadar. It is 
an Archbiſhops See, upon the Adrzatich. One hun- 
dred and eighty Miles from Yenice to the Ealt, one 
hundred from Pola, and forty from Sebenzco, It be- 
longed anciently to the Kingdom of Hungary 3 and 
was fold to the Fenetians, with the little Iſlands its 
dependencies, in 1409, by Ladi/laus King of Hunga- 
ry and Nap(es, for an hundred thouſand Duckats. Be- 
fides the ſtrength of its ſituation, (being encompatled 
with the Sea and only communicating with the Con- 
tinent by a Draw-Bridge, defended by (ix Baitions ; ) 
the Venetians have beltowed much in artificial Forti- 
fications. Long. 39. 23. Lat. 44. 43. 

Farnata, a Town in the Province of TF4conza in 
the Mprea: upon an agreeable eminence, in a Figure 
almoſt Circular : rendered both by art and nature, a 
place of great conſideration.» The Turk:ſ Garriſon 
conſiſted of fix hundred Men, when it Capitulated 
with General Morojinz, in 1635. But the Aga, who 
commanded, in fear of his head paſſed over to the YVe- 
netian Territories. 

Farmiſogethuſa, or Xarmis, the Capital City of 
the ancient Kingdom ot Dacia: in the Reign of 
Decebalus. Trajan caufed it to be called, after his 
Conqueſt of Dacia, Ulpia Trajana : There is an an- 
cient Inſcription, which writes Colonza Vipia Tra- 
Jana Auguſia Dacia Farms : wherein both its ancient 
names are preſerved. | 

Fatmar, Jatmarium, a ſtrong City amonglt the 
Mountains in the Upper Hungary, upon the River S4- 
mos, near the Borders of Tranſ/ylvania ; ten German 
Miles from Great #a7ad:n to the North, and fourteen 
from Tockay to. the Eaſt. This is the Capital of a 
County of the ſame name ; and has ever been in the 
Hands of the Emperor as King of Hungary : only 1 
1680, Teckley took 1t- : | 

Fatoz, Jatoria, a Town in the Palatimate of Cr4» 
cow, in Poland; upon the Viſtula, where the Skawda 
falls into it : which is the Capital of a Dukedom. Six 
Poliſh Miles from Cracow to the Welt, in the Borders 
of Szleſia. 

Fayolha, or Javo/ha, a Hord of Tartars in the 
defert Tartary ; towards the Obb and the North Sea. 

Fea, This Ifland, of the Archipelago, is Moun- 
tainous on the North and South Coatts: on the 
Eaſt, .it has a ſecure and large Harbour. In the midft 


of it, a City of its own name, which is a Biſhops See 


of the Greek Church : the Biſhop divides lus Retidence 
betwixt this Iſland and Thermsa. It produces good 
Wine, and trades much in Silk. Anciently adorned 
with four Cities, and thence called Terrapolis. See Ceas 

Feb, Zebum, Febes, a Town and Region in Bz- 
ledulgeric, in Africa. 

Fecaro, a River of Portugal. 

-celandt. See Seelandt. 

Fctla, a City in the Kingdom of Adel in Africa, at 
the Mouth of the Red Sea: ſeated upon the Outlet of 
a River of the ſame Name : which affords it the con- 
ventence of a good Harbor, It {tands over againſt 
Aden, Long. 75. oo. Lat. 10. 35. 

Feilan, Ophir, Taprobana, a great Iſland in the 
Eaſt-Indies, to the Ealit of the Cape of Malabar ; cal- 
led alſo Cey/an and Ceylam by the Spariards, by the 
Inhabitants Terari/in. -It is of an Oval Form ; fix 
hundred and fifty Miles in circuit : contains nine King- 
doms. The principal of which is the Kingdom of 
Candy, ſeated in the middle of the Iftard. This place 
produceth Spice in great abundance, which has drawn 
the Dutch to ſettle here. They have poſlefled them- 
ſelves of Columbo and Negombo, which belonged bes 
fore to the Portugueſe. There is lately publiſhed an 
exact Account of this Iſland in Enz/zſh, by a Perſqn 
who lived there many years. 

Feitz, - X:tia, a ſmall City in Miſaia, in the 
Upper Saxony, upon the River Eſſter : four Ger- 
man Miles from Altenburg, and tive from Leyp- 
ſick. Heretofore a Biſhops See ; now removed to 
Naumburg ; under the Biſhop of which Dioceſe 
If 1s. 

Fela, or Xzela, an ancient City of Cappadocia, in 
the Leſſer Aſia: famous in the Wars of Ceſar,tor his 
ſudden Victory here over Pharnac: s K. of Pontus, Son 
of Mithridates the Great. It became {ince Chriltianity 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of Amaſia ; and 
now faid to retain its name, tho not its honour, un- 
der the Turks. The Yeni, Vidi, Vics of Cejfar, in 
- Letter to the Senate, underſtands the Victcry 

ere. 

Felandja, Xelande, is a ſmall Province of the V- 
.nited Netherlands ; tereto'ore an Earldom. It con- 
fiſts of five Iſlands at the Mouth of the Schelde 
which are Walcheren, Zud Bevelandt, Nort Bevee 
landt, Schowen, and Duvelandt. Theſe Iſlands have 
been much greater than now : being in part drowned 
by ſeveral great Inundations; eſpecially in 1304, and 
1509. . They lie between Holland to the North, Bra- 
bant to the Eaſt, Flanders to the South, and the 
German Sea. to the Welt. The Capital of this State 
is Middleburgh. The reit are Fluſhing, Ziriczee, 
Goes, and Tolen, There are abuut one hundred and 
two Villages in it. 

New Felandt, is a part of the South Continent ; 
diſcovered by the Hollanders, in 1654 : extending 
from North to South.

Fell Hammerſpach, Ce//a, a ſmall City in Sch1wa- 
ben, upon the River Nagolc ; which is a free Imperial 
City, under the Protection of the Houſe of Aufir:a ; 
five Miles from Srurgard to the Welt. FI 
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Z1N 
- Nova Fembla,a Northern Region firſt diſcovered by 
De Hollanders in 1594. in their ſearch for a patlage 
tO the Eaſt-Indies by China : ſeparated from Moſeovy 
by thoſe Streights, they then called We-gats Sererghrs. 
In 1596. Avg. 29. they Landed upon the North Coaſt 
of it; and were there detained, whilit their Veſſels lay 
engaged in Ice, to Fune 29. 1597. under continual 
night from Novemb. 4. to the beginning of February: 
excef{ive cold, andin a defart quarter ot the Country : 
where three of their Seamen were devoured by Wild 
Bears and Wolves, It is an inhabited Country : But 
whether an Iſland of the Frozen Sea, or joyned to the 
Great Tartary Faſtward, none have diſcovered. 

Zemblin, a Town and County of the Upper Hun- 
gary. 

Zembza, a Lake and River in Monomoapa, in A- 
TICA, 

Zemonico, a Fortreſs in Dalmatia, ſeven Miles 
from Zara: loſt to the Turks from the Venetians in 
1573 : but taken and diſmantled by the Venerzans in 
1647. And the Turks in vain attempted to reeſtabliſh 
themſelves in it in 1682. 

Fenne. See Sermne. : 

Fenopolis, a City of the ancient Pamphylia, in 
Ajia Minor : which was a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of Seleucia ; and mentioned in the firſt 
General Council at Conſtantinople. The Emperour 
Zeno enlarged, and gave his name to it. 

Ferbi, Zetta, a ſmall Ifland on the Coaſt of 
Barbary, near the Shoars of the Kingdom of Trz- 

ols. 
Zerpnthus, a City and famous Cave in the Iſland 
of Samothracia, in the Archipelago, in the ancient 
times : Lycophron calls the latter, Anrrum Canis. And 
Ov:d exprefles the whole Ifland by the City ſaying 


Tnde levs vento Zerynthia littora nafta, &c. 


Feugitana, a Country of the ancient Africa, upon 
the Coatt of the Med:terranean, near Numidza : 4n- 
cluded now in the Kingdom of Algiers. 

Feugma, an ancient City of Syr5a: which became 
in Chriſtian times a Biſhops See, under the Aichbiſhop 
of Hierapels. Alexander M. built a famous Bridge 
over the Euphrates here. $ Another in the ancient 
Dacia. 

Fibit, Saba, Fitirum, a City in the Happy Ara- 
bia ; the Capital of a Kingdom, and a great City : 
ſeated near the GuJph of Arabia ; one hundred and 
eighty Miles from Aden to the Welt, and two hundred 
trom the Mouth of the Gulph to the ſame. The Turks 
not long ſince took it. But the King of it has fince 
recovered it out of their Hands. There isa River 1n 

this Kingdom of the ſame name. Long. 76- oo. Lat. 
16. 56. 

Fidem, Ziden, Acila, Ocelis, a Port Town upon 
the Red Sea, the neareſt to Mecca. It ſtands on the 
North fide of the River Eda or Chatbar : twenty 
German Miles from Mecca to the South-Weſt. A 
place of great Antiquity, and anciently had a very 
good Trade; being the uſual Port, as Plzny faith, 
on whence the Ships went which failed into the Eaſt» 
Inates. 

Fiegenhaim, X;genhemum, a ſmall City in the 
Lower Haſſia, under the Landtgrave of Heſs-Caſſel ; 
feven Miles from Caſſe! to the South , four from 
Frijlar , and fix from Fuld. The Capital of a 
County. 

Ztmbao, a Town and Fortreſs in Monotapia. 
Zina, Pamphylia, a Province of the Leſſer A- 
a

Zinars, a deſerted Iſland in the Archipelago, be- 
ewixt Amorgo ard Levies z3 with Charuffa to the 
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Welt of it: yet ſhowing the ruines of Habitations,

Zirfia, the Turkiſh Name of Serv1g, 

Firiczee, a conſiderable Town in the Iſland of 
Schowen : belonging to the State of Zeeland, in the 
United Netherlands : Built by the Flemings in 1304. 
The Spaniards poſſeſſed themlelves of it in i 575. But 
were ſoon expelled again. 

Firifdin or 4manſifirdin, a City of the Happy A- 
rabia : underſtood to be the Acarman or Carman by 
ſoie the Omana, of the ancients, : 

Fitrachan, Albama, a Province of Aja. 

Fittaw, Jitavia, a City of Germany in the Up. 
per Luſatia, upon the River Nezſs : in the Borders of 
Bohemia, under the Elector of Saxony ; four Miles 
above Gorl:tz to the South, Built or Fortitied by 
Wenceſlaus King of Bohemia, in 1255. 
 Ftz, a Chain of: Mountains in the Province of Cuze, 
in the Kingdom of Fez in Africa, to the South. 
Rich in Mines, but inhabited by ſuch as make little 
profit of them, 

'Fnattm, or Xnoymo, Anomum, a City of Mora- 
v:4 upon the River Teye ; in the Borders of Auſtria; 
ſeven German Miles from Brune to the South, and ten 
from Vienna to the South-Weſt. Taken by the Swedes 
in 1645; and frequently by others, in the German 

ars, 

Foaro, P:/idon, a Town in Barbary,upon the Coaſt 
of Tripols ; with a convenient Port. Taken in 1552. 
by the Knights of Malta by ſurprize. 

Focozoph, the Gulph of Arabia. 

Focotora, or Socotora, and Socotarg, Dioſorras, 
Dioſcoridis Inſula, Ogyris, a Town and Iſland upon 
the Coaſt of Xanguebar in Africa. Mountainous, 
hot, dry, and barren: its principal product is Dates, 
Aloes, and Frankincenſe. The People appear to be 
originally Arabians, by their Cuttoms, Habits, and 
Language. The only City in it is of the ſame name 
with the Iſland. 

Foeſt, the ſame with Soeſt. 

ofala, the ſame with Sofala. 

ofingen, a great Town or City in Argow in Swite 
zerland,under the Canton of Bearn : ſubject anciently 
to the Counts of Spirzbergh, who had a Cittadel near 
it ; their Arms being fill born by this City. But in 
1285. it accepted of the protection of the Emperor 
Rodolph I. and in 1295, was by Siege reduced entirely 
under the obedience of Albert his Son. In 1396. a 
Fire totally conſumed it. Again being rebuilt, it ob- 
tained divers privileges of the Princes of the Houſe of 
Auſtria. In 1412. it fell together with all the Coun- 
try of Argor, as now, under the Canton of Bearn: -. 
And 1528. embraced the Reformation. | 

Foinoch, Zolnocbium, a City of the Upper Hun- 
gary 3 which is the Capital of a County of the ſame 
Name ; upon the Tibiſcus. Forty German Miles 
from Waradin to the Welt, and fixty from Buda to 
the Eaſt. Taken by the Turks in 1552. and retaken 
by the Imperialiſts in Ofober 1685. 

Fozandza, the place in the Mountain Taurs,upon 
the Confines of Armenia and Meſopotamia, in Aſia : 
at which the Ancients ſuppoſed the River Tigrzs to 
bury it ſelf under ground for ſome Leagues, and af- 
terwards to riſe again. But we have no ſuch Modern 
account of the courſe of that River. 

Foztich, Tzurulum, a City of Thrace, which is a 
Biſhops See 5 between Conſtantinople and Hadria- 
nople. 

7" oler, an ancient City and Promontory of Atti- 
ca in Greece: betwixt the Pireus of Athens, and 
the Iſland Fea, Much adicted to the —_— 
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of the Goddeſſes Latons and Diana in Pagan times. 

Zubal, Fubu, or Xebu, one of the Philippine [- 
lands: to which the Spaniards gave the name of los 

intados: becauſe the Natives had, at the time of the 
— of it, their Faces painted with divers co- 

urs. 

Zyuenziga, a ſmall Kingdom in Africa, in Zaara : 
on the Eatt of the Kingdom of A4nhaga, and South 
of that of Morocco : with a City,and Deſert,of its name. 

Zues, the ſame with Sues. : 

Sug, Tougium, Tugium, a City and Canton in 
Switzerland; it confiſts all of Roman Carholicks, and 
is very ſmall. Bounded on the Norch by Zurich, on 
the Eaſt and South by Schwitz, and on the Weſt by 
Lucerne. The City ſtands one Mile from the Lake 
of Lucerne to the Eaſt, and eighteen from Zurich 
to the South. A free Imperial City till the year 
1352. When it entred the League with the other 
Cantons. : | 

Zurich, Tigurum, the Capital City of a Catiton of 
the ſame Name in Switzerland ; very great and popu- 
lous. Divided into two parts by the River Limat, 
when it leaves the Lake of Xurich. It ſtands between 
Schafhouſe to the North, and Lucerne to the South, 
twenty five Miles from each; eleven from the Rhine, 
and forty five from Soleurre. Made a Free Imperial 
City by Frezerrc> I. in 1213. ind Leagued with the 
Cantons 1351. So Ancient, as to be mentioned by 
Czar in his Commentaries, who ſubjected it to the 
Romans. In the year of Chriſt 3oo. 1t was burnt by 
the Germans, and rebuilt by Dzoclefian. In the year 
$83. Charles the Groſs Walled it. It embraced the Bee 
formation in 1521. Long. 30. 20. Lat. 46: 58:1$,The 
Canton of _ is the firſt of the thirteen in order. 
Bounded by Bearne and Lucerne to the Weſt, -Schaf- 
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Zutphen, Xutphanta, a City of Guelderland ; be. 
longing to the United Provinces, upon the 77/e/,where 
it takes in the Berkel; one German Mile from De. 
venter to the South, and from Doesburg to the North. 
A place of great ſtrength. Taken by the French in 
1672, diſmantled and deſerted by them two years at- 
ter. The Dutch took it from the Spaniards, in the 
year 1586. when Sir Phil:p Sidney was ſlain. 

De Znyder Zee, a great Bay between Friſzland 
to the Eaſt, Guelderland to the South, and Holland 
to the Welt. There goes a Creek from it up to Am- 


ſterdam. 


Zweybucken, Bipontinm, a City of Germany ; 
Called by the Frexch Deuxp mts, and by the Germans 
Aweybucken. It ſtands upon the River Schwolbe in 
Waſgow ; in the Borders of the Palatinate of the 
Rhine ; ten German Miles from Worms to the Weſt; 
and a little more from Strasburg to the North; and is 
the Capital of a Sovereign Dukedom in A//atia, upon 
which the King of Sweden has ſome pretenſions. It 
ſuffered very much in the laſt German and French 


ar. 

Zwickaw, Cygnea, Fuikavia, a ſmall City in 
Miſnia in the Upper Saxony, upon the River My!- 
daw : four German Miles from Altenburg, and ten 


_ from Leypſick, In. the. Province of Yoigelandt , 


at the foot of the Vandalick Mountains ; near the 
ſource of the Mayye. It belongs to the Eletor 
of Saxony; and in the VVars of Charles the Great, 
had divers Encampments about it to its great damage. 
It was a. Free Imperial City, till ſurpriſed by Fre- 
derxck Marqueſs of Mziſnia, in 13c8. 

' AWP0l,* Ruwvolla, a City of Over-yſe!, upon the 
River Aa, not far from the Tjel: which was a Free 
Imperial City and an Hanſe Town, but now exempt.
